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INTRODUCTION.

lEFORE  any  thing  is  faid  of  the  prefent  Volume,  it  is  ne^ 
ceflary  to  notice  fome  ohfervations  which  have  keen  made  oa 
the  one  publiflied  laft  year.  It  is  not  intended  to  point  out  its 
utility  as  a  book  of  reference,  for  that  is  now  well  underftood  3 
»or  is  there  a  wifh  to  enlarge  on  the  flattering  eagernefs  with 
.which  it  has  been  fought  by  all  thofe  who  pay  much  attention 
to  politics,  and  particularly  by  the  Members  of  both  Houfes  o£ 
Parliament.  To  dwell  on  the  acknowledged  ufefulnefs  of  the 
work  would  jullly  be  deemed  an  unneceflary  difplay  of  vanity  ; 
■but  it  is  the  Editor's  duty  to  anfwer  thofe  who  have  charged  it 
with  errors. 

Some  gentlemen  have  afTerted  the  treaty  of  partition  figned  at 
Pavia  to  be  a  forgery  :  and  others  who  have  been  inclined  to 
doubt  this  aflertion,  have  neverthelefs  difcovered  that  the  fub- 
ilance  of  it,  inferted  in  the  former  volume,  is  evidently  fpu** 
rious,  becaufe  it  is  not  in  the  ufual  form  of  fuch  inftruments  5 
This  informality  the  Editor  perceived  on  firft  reading  it,  and 
for  that  reafon  it  was  not  inferted  as  the  treaty  itjelf,  but  eX" 
prefsly  as  the  fubjiance  of  the  treaty ;  and  a  number  of  circum- 
ilances,  both  in  the  declarations  and  conduit  of  the  allied 
powers,  flrongly  concur  to  eftablilh  its  credit.  In  July,  1791, 
the  Emperor  was  in  Italy,  and  invited  all  the  principal  powers 
in  Europe  to  join  in  a  confederacy,  (fee  Vol,  I.  p,  169.)  In 
the  0<5lob@r  following  his  Imperial  Majefty  "  requefted  the 
"  powers  to  whom  he  addrelTed  himfelf,  to  declare,  by  their 
**  refpedlive  minifters  at  Paris,  thai- their  Coalition  exijied."  (fee. 
Vol  L  p,  152.)  And  on  the  i8th  of  March,  1792,  the  court  ol 
Vienna  "  refufed  to  agree  to  the  diflblution  of  the  confederacy 
"in  which  the  King  of  Hungary  was  engaged  with  the  mofl 
"  refpeeiable  powers  in  Enropei'''  (p,  1 7 7.) 

Such  ;ire  the  proofs  of  the  exiftence  of  a  confede^ 
racy,  the  conditions  of  which  are  thought  unfit  for  the  public 
eye.  And  if  we  compare  the  condu6t  of  the  allies  with  the  ar- 
ticles of  the  treaty  of  Pavia,  we  muft  either  be  confirmed  in  the 
truth  of  fome  fuch  tranfadion,  or  conclude  that  thofe  who 
forged  the  inftrument  knew  and  defcribed  the  real  views  of  the 
princes  concerned^  for,  as  far  as  it  has  been  in  their  power, 
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they  have  a<3:ed  upon  the  flipulations  it  contains,  and  have  fct 
the  declaration  at  Pilnitz  totally  afide.  Did  not  the  Emperor 
take  poffefTion  of  all  the  towns  in  the  French  Netherlands,  ifi 
his  own  name,  agreeably  to  the  treaty  of  Pavia,  and  not  in  th» 
name  of  the  King  of  France,  as  he  was  bound  to  do  by  the  decla- 
ration at  Pilnitz  ?  Did  not  General  Wurmfer,  when  fuccefsful 
on  the  Rhine,  exprefs  his  wiflies  that  the  Alfacians  would  r/r- 
««z/f  themfelves  to  their  German  brethren  ?  {Jee  FoL  I.  p.  134.) 
Has  not  the  Emprefs  invaded  Poland  ?  And  has  not  the  King 
of  Pruffia  obtained  pofleflion  of  Dantzick  and  Thorn  ?  Every 
proceeding  of  the  allies  ftrengthens  the  opinion  that  the  futjftana 
of  the  treaty  of  Pavia  is  authentic  ;  and  as  it  not  only  v/as  fup- 
ported  by  fuch  a  combination  of  circumftances,  but  was  in  ge- 
neral circulation,  and  had  obtained  confiderable  credit  through- 
out Europe,  infomuch  that  it  had  been  inferted  in  many  of  the 
•mofl:  refpe6lable  works,  without  a  doubt  of  its  being  genuine, 
the  Editor  thought  it  his  duty  tg  give  it  a  place  ;  convinced  that 
thofe  who  contended  for  its  authenticity,  would  have  much 
more  caufe  of  complaint  at  its  omiffion,  than  they  who  afferted 
it  to  be  a  forgery,  would  have  by  its  infertion. 

The  other  papers  which  it  has  been  faid  ihould  not  have  ap- 
peared in  the  coUeilion,  are  the  two  letters  from  M.  Maret  to 
Mr.  Miles.  Thefe  have  been  objected  to  for  two  reafons,  firft, 
that  Mr.  Miles  proves  in  his  pamphlet  M.  Maret  had  no  official 
commiffion  to  the  Government  of  this  country,  and  fecondly, 
that  it  was  improper  to  dignify  the  private  letters  of  one  friend 
to  another  with  the  title  of  State  Papers.  The  firft  of  thef« 
obje6lions  is  miftakenly  made.  M.  Maret  was  not  indeed  fent 
-as  aformal  ambaffador  or  minifter  plenipotentiary^  but  he  was 
an  agent  appointed  by  the  French  Government  to  negotiate  for 
the  prefervation  of  peace,  and  as  fuch  was  received  and  treated 
with  by  Mr.  Pitt.  The  National  Convention  after  it  declared 
war,  publiftied  "  An  Expofition  of  the  Condud  of  the  French 
«  Nation  towards  the  Engllih  People,"  in  which  Maret's  pa- 
pers are  inferted  with  thofe  ot  Chauvelin.  The  French  con- 
fidered  him,  in  faa,  as  an  agent  of  the  highe^  importance, 
and  therefore  the  two  letters  to  Mr.  Miles  were  judged  to  be 
verv  material.  It  is  not  alone  the  official  memorials  of  Minif- 
T  ters 
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ters  that  always  explain  their  real  views.  A  private  communi- 
cation is  frequently  much  more  explicit  :  and  whenever  we  are 
fo  fortunate  as  to  obtain  any  letters  of  the  confidential  agents  of 
a  government,  which  throw  lis;ht  on  interefting  matters  of 
ilate,  we  fhall  confider  them  to  be,  in  the  beft  fenfe  of  the 
words,  State  Papers. 

Having  now  anfwered  the  only  objections  made  to  the  firfl 
volume  of  this  work,  it  is  necelTary  to  Hate,  that,  in  compil- 
ing the  fecond,  a  confiderable  number  of  French  reports  and 
decrees  have  been  inferted,  becaufe  they  beft  defcribe  the  inter?- 
nal  lituation  of  the  country,  the  principles  which  a6tuate  the 
people,  and  the  difpofition  of  the  government ; — circumftances 
now  declared  by  the  Britilh  miniftrj^,  to  be  the  principal  if  not 
the  only  reafon  for  continuing  hoftilities,  and  therefore  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  give  them  a  place,  as  the  obje6l  of  this  colledtion  is 
to  bring  together  all  papers  explanatory  of  the  caufes  of  the 
prefent  war,  and  tlie  fentiments  of  the  diirerent  powers  engaged 
in  it. 

Under  the  title  of  "  Correfpondence,"  it  has  been  thought 
expedient  to  place  fome  papers  not  exadlly  of  that  defcription. 
Moft  of  thofe  pubilihed  in  Germany,  particularly  the  impor- 
tant Proceedings  of  the  Diet  of  Ratifbon,  are  put  under  this 
head,  becaufe  fome  have  fuch  a  reference  to  others  that  their 
relative  meaning  might  not  have  been  fo  well  underflood  had 
they  been  otherwife  arranged. 

The  Editor  trufts,  the  Pvddic  will  perceive  in  this  volume 
the  fame  unwearied  exertion  to  deferve  a  continuance  of  that 
diftinguifhed  patronage  with  which  the  former  was  honoured. 
The  Englifli  and  foreign  publications  have  been  carefully  col- 
lated to  complete  the  Cclledion,  feveral  of  the  articles  have 
nes'cr  before  appeared  in  Engliih,  and  others  are  now  firft  pub- 
lifhed  from  the  original  MSS. — Regretting  the  inconvenience 
arifing  to  many  noblemen  and  gentlemen  from  the  unavoidable 
delay  of  the  Publication,  the  Editor  engages,  by  llightly  altering^ 
his  plan,  to  produce  it  at  a  much  earlier  period  in  future.

Treaties. 


Convention  for  the  common  Defence  of  the  Liberty  and  Safety  of  the 
Danifh  and  Swedifh  Commerce  and  Navigatioriy  between  his  Ma- 
Je/iy  the  King  of  Denmark  and  Norway ^  i£fc.  and  his  Majefty^ 
the  King  of  Sweden^  ^c.  concluded  at  Copenhagen,  March  27,  1794. 

His  Majefty  the  King  of  Denmark  and  Norway,  and  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Sweden,  having  confidered  how  much 
it  imports  the  fubje6ls  of  their  realms  to  enjoy,  in  fafety  and  tran- 
quillity, the  advantages  attached  to  a  perfe6l  neutrality,  and 
founded  on  acknowledged  treaties,  Impreifed  with  a  deep  fenfe  of 
their  duties  to  their  fubjedls,  and  unable  to  diffemble  the  inevita- 
ble embarraflments  of  their  fituation  in  a  war  which  rages  in  the 
greater  part  of  Europe,  have  agreed  and  do  agree  to  unite  their 
meafures  and  their  interefts  in  this  refped,  and  to  give  to  their  na- 
tions, after  the  example  of  their  predeceffors,  all  the  prot^6tion 
which  they  liave  a  right  to  expe£t  from  their  paternal  care  ;  de- 
firing,  moreover,  to  draw  clofer  the  bonds  of  the  amity  which  fo 
happily  fubfifts  between  them,  have  nominated  to  that  effedt — his 
Daniflt  Majefty,  his  miniftcr  of  ftate  and  foreign  affairs,  the  Sieur 
Andre  Pierre  Count  de  Bernftorf,  knight  of  the  order  of  the  Ele- 
phant, &c. — and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sweden,  the  Sieur  Eric 
Magnus,  Baron  Stael  de  Holftein,  chamberlain  to  her  Majefty 
the  Queen  Dowager  of  Sweden,  and  knight  of  the  order  of  the 
Sword,  who,  after  having  exchanged  their  full  powers,  have  agreed 
on  the  following  articles  : 

I.  Their  Majefties  declare  folemnly,  that  they  will  maintain 
the  moft  perfeft  neutrality  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war; 
avoid  as  much  as  on  them  depends,  whatever  may  embroil  them 
with  the  powers  their  friends  and  allies;  and  continue  to  mark, 
as  they  have  conftantly  done,  in  circumftances  fometimes  difficult, 
all  the  attention,  and  even  aU  the  amicable  deference,  confiftent 
nvith  their  own  dignity. 

II.  They  declare  moreover,  that  they  claim  no  advantage 
which  is  not  clearly  and  unexceptionably  founded  on  their  refpec- 
tiye  treaties  with  the  powers  at  war, 

JII.  They 
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III.  They  engage  alfo  reciprocally,  and  before  all  Europe,  that 
they  will  not  claim,  in  cafes  not  fpecified  in  their  treaties,  any  ad- 
vantage which  is  not  founded  on  the  univerfal  law  of  nations,  hi- 
therto acknowledged  and  refpe6led  by  all  the  powers,  and— by  al! 
the  fovereigns  of  Europe,  and  from  which  they  can  as  little  fup- 
pofe  that  any  of  them  will  depart,  as  they  are  incapable  of  depart* 
ing  from  it  themfelves. 

IV.  Founding  on  a  bafis  fo  jufi:  the  claim,  and  the  maintenance 
of  their  indifputable  rights,  they  will  give  to  the  innocent  navi- 
gation of  their  fubjeds,  which  is  entirely  within  the  rule  of,  and 
conformable  to  the  fubfifting  treaties,  without  extending  it  to  fuch 
as  may  depart  from  the  rule,  all  the  protedlion  which  it  dcferves 
againft  all  thofe  who,  contrary  to  their  expeflation  and  their  hopes, 
would  difturb  the  legal  exercife  of  fandioned  rights,  the  enjoy- 
ments of  which  cannot  be  denied  to  neutral  and  independent  na- 
tions. 

V.  For  attaining  the  propofed  objed,  their  Majefties  engage 
leciprocally  to  equip,  as  foon  as  the  feafon  Vill  permit,  each  a. 
fquadron  of  eight  ihips  of  the  linCj  with  a  proportionate  number 
of  frigates,  and  to  provide  them  with  all  neceflaries. 

VI.  Thefe  fquadrons  (hall  unite  or  leparate,  as  fhall  be  judged 
befl:  for  the  common  intereft,  which  fhall  be  interpreted  on  both 
fides  with  the  amity  that  fo  happily  fubfifts  between  the  powers. 

VIII.  No  diftinftion  whatfoever  (hall  be  made  between  the 
interefts  and  the  flags  of  the  two  nations,  except  fuch  as  different 
fubfifting  treaties  with  other  nations  may  require.  Moreover,  in 
all  cafes  of  defence,  convoy  or  others,  without  any  exception, 
the  Danifli  fhips  Ihall  defend  the  Swedifh  fhips  and  flag,  as  if  they 
were  their  own  nation,  and  the  fame  on  the  other  part. 

VIII.  For  the  order  of  command,  in  all  cafes  it  is  agreed  to 
adopt  the  tenor  of  the  Articles  VI.  and  VII.  in  the  Convention  of 
the  1 2th  of  July,  1756. 

IX.  The  German  States,  both  of  Denmark  and  Sweden,  are 
reciprocally  and  entirely  excepted  from  this  Convention. 

X.  The  Baltic  being  always  to  be  confidered  as  a  fea  fhut  and 
inacceflible  to  the  armed  fhips  of  diftant  powers  at  war,  is  declared 
fo  a-new  by  the  contracting  parties,  who  are  refolved  to  maintain 
in  it  the  moft  perfe6l  tranquillity. 

XI.  Their  Majefties  engage  to  make  a  joint  communication 
of  this  Convention  to  all  the  powers  at  war,  adding  the  moft  fo- 
lemn  aiTurances  of  their  fmcere  defire  to  preferve  with  them  the 
moft  perfe6l  harmony,  and  to  cement,  rather  than  wound  it,  by 
this  meafure,  which  tends  only  to  fecure  rights  maintained  and 
afferted  by  thofe  powers  themfelves,  in  all  cafes  where  they  were 
neutral  and  at  peace,  without  Denmark  and  Sweden  having  ever 
dreamt  of  interrupting  them,

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XII.  But  if  the  unfortunate  cafe  H^ould  occur,  that  any  power, 
in  contempt  of  treaties  and  the  univerfal  law  of  nations,  will  not 
refpedl  the  bafis  of  fociety  and  the  general  happinefs,  and  ihall 
moieft  the  innocent  navigation  of  the  fubjeds  of  th&ir  Danifh  and 
Swedifh  Majefties,  then  will  they,  after  having  exhaufted  all  pofli- 
ble  means  of  conciliation,  and  made  the  moft  preffing  joint  re- 
monftrances,  to  obtain  the  fatisfa<Sl:ion  and  indemnity  due  to  them, 
make  ufe  of  reprifals,  at  the  lateft,  four  months  after  the  refufal 
of  their  claim,  wherever  that  fhall  be  thought  fitting,  the  Baltic 
always  excepted  ;  and  will  anfwer  entirely  the  one  for  the  other, 
and  fupport  one  another  equally,  if  either  nation  Ihall  be  attacked 
or  injured  on  account  of  this  convention. 

XIII.  This  convention  fhall  fubfift  in  its  whole  tenor  during 
the  prefent  war,  unlefs  it  fhould  be  agreed  upon,  for  the  common 
intereft,  to  make  any  ufeful  or  neceffary  change  or  addition  to  it. 

XIV.  The  ratification  fhall  take  place  fifteen  days  after  this 
convention  fhall  have  been  figned  and  exchanged.  In  teflimony 
of  which,  we,  the  underfigned,  by  virtue  of  our  full  powers, 
have  figned  the  prefent  convention,  and  affixed  to  it  the  feal  of 
our  arms.

Treaty  between  hh  Britannic  Afajejly,  the  King  of  Pruffia,  and  the 
Slates  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  Signed  at  the  Hague^  the. 
\(^th  of  April y  1794. 

THEIR  Majeflies  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  PrufTia, 
and  their  High  MightinefFes  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Provinces,  being  animated  by  the  fame  defire  of  putting  a  ftop  to 
the  progrefs  of  the  fyflem  of  anarchy  and  crimes  by  which  civil 
fociety  has  been  menaced,  and  being  defirous  of  concerting  toge- 
ther to  fupport,  in  the  moft  eiFeduai  manner,  the  common  caufe 
in  which  they  are  engaged,  in  confequence  of  the  imjuft  and  cruel 
war,  which  the  perfons,  who  exercife  the  powers  of  government 
in  France,  have  raifed  up  againfl  feveral  of  the  great  powers  of 
Europe,  have  agreed,  in  conformity  to  the  bonds  of  friendfliip  and 
alliance  which  fo  happily  unite  them,  to  conclude  the.prefcnt 
treaty  ;  and,  for  this  purpofe,  they  have  named  their  refpef^ive 
plenipotentiaries,  to  wit,  his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  Lord  Baron  of 
Maimfbury,  a  peer  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  privy  coun- 
fyllor,  knight  of  the  order  of  the  Bath  ;  his  Pruflian  Majefty,  the 
Sieur  Chretien  Henry  Curce,  Count  de  Haugwiz,  his  minifter 
of  ftate,  of  war,  and  of  the  cabinet,  knight  of  the  order  of  the  Red 
Vol.  II.  C  Eagle  ,3 
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Eagle  '<,  and  tlieir  High  MightiuelTes  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces,  the  Sieurs  Laurent  Pierre  Van  de  Spiegel, 
counfcllor,  penfionary  of  the  province  of  Holland  and  Weft  Frief- 
land,  keeper  of  the  feals,  and  deputy  of  the  faid  province  at  the 
AflTembly  of  the  States  General,  and  Henry  Fagel,  greffier  of  their 
High  Mightineffes  :  who,  after  having  communicated  to  each 
other  their  refpedive  full  powers,  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
articles. 

Article  I.  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruffia  engages  to  furniih 
an  army,  which  lliall  be  compofed  of  fixty-two  thoufand  four  hun- 
dred men,  conformably  to  the  eftablifhment  which  he  ha«  caufed 
to  be  delivered  to  the  minifters  of  the  maritime  powers;  which 
eftabliftiment  fliall  be  confidered  as  making  part  of  the  prefent 
treaty.  This  army  fliall  remain  united  under  a  Prullian  com- 
mander, and  (liall  a£t,  in  the  moft  efFe6lual  manner,  againft  the 
common  enemy,  either  feparately  or  jointly,  with  a  body  of  troops, 
in  the  pay  of  the  maritime  powers,  or  of  one  of  them.  The  faid 
army  fhall  be  and  (hall  remain  as  complete  as  polTible,  and  lliall  be 
employed,  according  to  a  concert  on  tnilitary  points  between  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  his  Pruilian  Majefty,  and  their  High  Mighti- 
nefies  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  wherever  it 
lliall  be  judged  to  be  moft  fuitable  to  the  interefts  of  the  maritime 
powers  :  This  army  fliall  arrive  at  the  place  of  its  deftination  on 
the  twenty-fourth  ot  May,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  ninety-four,  or  fooner  if  poffible.  It  ftiall  be  provided  with 
fiel-d-pieces  with  their  carriages,  and  alfo  with  the  tents  and  all 
military  equipments  neceflary  for  ading  in  the  field. 

Art.  II.  It  is  agreed  by  the  high  contra6ting  parties,  that  the 
troops  which  his  Pruffian  Majefty  is  bound  to  furnifh  to  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  and  to  their  High  Mightineftes,  by  virture  of  the 
refpedlive  treaties  of  alliance  bctvi^een  his  Prullian  Majefty  and  the 
maritime  powers,  fliall  be  comprifed  in  this  army  of  fixty-two 
thoufand  four  hundred  men  ;  and  that,  by  employing  the  faid  army 
in  the  manner  declared  in  this  prefent  treaty,  his  Pruffian  Majefty 
fhall  be  deemed  to  have  furniftied  to  his  high  allies  the  fuccours 
flipulated  in  the  faid  treaties. 

Art.  III.  In  order  to  facilitate  to  his  Pruffian  Majefty  the  means 
of  ailing  with  vigour,  and  conformably  to  the  fentiments  of  zeal 
and  concern  with  which  he  is  animated  for  the  common  caufe,  his 
Britannic  Majefty  and  their  High  MightinelTes  agree  to  furn'.fti  to 
his  Pruffian  Majefty  a  fubfidy  of  fifty  thoufand  pounds  fterling  per 
month,  until  the  end  of  the  prefent  year,  and  to  be  reckoned  trom 
the  beginning  of  the  month  in  which  the  prefent  treaty  is  figned. 

Art.  IV.  His  Britannic  Majefty  and  their  High  Mightineifes 
will  pay  to  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  immediately,  the  fum  of  three 
hundred  thoufand  pounds  fterling,  to  enable  him  to  defray  the 
charge  of  completing  the  above-mentioned  army,  and  the  firft  ex- 

penfes 
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penfes  neceffavy  for  putting  it  in  a  ftate  of  aclion,  and  for  carrying 
it  to  the  place  v/here  it  is  to  z6\  ;  and,  at  the  period  of  the  return 
of  the  faid  troops,  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  their  High  Mighti- 
neffes  will  moreover  pay  to  his  PrulTian  Majefty  the  fum  of  one 
hundred  thoufand  pounds  fterling  for  the  expenfes  of  the  return  of 
the  army  into  the  territories  of  his  Pruflian  Majefty.  The  faid 
payments,  for  the  expenfes  of  completing  and  putting  the  troops  in 
motion,  fhall  be  made  immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations, as  well  as  that  of  the  firft  fubfidy,  to  be  paid  monthly,  of 
fifty  thoufand  pounds.  The  following  months  ftiall  be  difcharged 
in  advance,  at  the  beginning  of  each  month.  All  thefe  payments 
fhall  be  made  at  Berlin  by  the  maritime  powers,  agreeably  to  fuch 
arrangement  as  they  Ihall  agree  upon  betv/een  themfelves  ;  and  the 
pound  fterling  fhall  be  reckoned  at  fix  crowns  in  Frederics  d'Or. 

Art.  V.  The  above-mentioned  fubfidy  and  payments  (hall  fatisfy 
all  demands  which  his  Pruffian  Majefty  might  be  entitled  to  make 
upon  the  maritime  powers  for  the  expenfes  of  the  army  ;  all  thefe 
expenfes,  of  what  nature  foever  they  may  be,  being  to  be  defrayed 
by  his  PruiTian  Majefty,  with  the  exception  only  of  the  expenfes  of 
bread  and  forage,  which  fhall  be  furnifhed  by  the  maritimq^  powers, 
as  well  for  the  thirty-five  thoufand  four  hundred  men,  whom  his 
Pruffian  Majefty  engages  to  employ  over  and  above  the  ftipulated 
fuccours,  as  for  thofe  fuccours  themfelves  in  a  manner  conformable 
to  the  terms  of  the  treaties  of  alliance  fubfifting  between  the  mari- 
time powers  and  his  faid  Majefty.  But,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
difficulties  which  might  arife  relative  to  the  furnifhing  of  thefe  ar- 
ticles in  kind,  the  high  contradling  parties  agree  that  this  expenfe 
Ihall  be  fatisfied  in  money,  reckoning  at  the  rate  of  one  pound, 
twelve  {hillings  (fterling  money  of  England)  per  month,  for  each 
man  of  the  ftxty-two  thoufand  four  hundred  to  be  furnilhed  by  his 
Pruflian  Majefly,  according  to  the  eftablifhment  herein  before 
mentioned,  and  the  payment  of  this  fum  fhall  be  made  in  advance, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  month,  in  the  fame  manner  as  that  of  the 
fubfidy,  and  fhall  begin  the  fame  day.  But,  if  it  fiiall  happen  in 
future  that  any  variation  fhall  be  made,  by  confent  of  the  high  con- 
trading  parties,  in  the  refpedive  proportions  of  infantry,  cavalry, 
and  artillery,  fettled  by  the  faid  eftablifhment ;  in  fuch  cafe  a  new 
valuation  of  the  aforefaid  pecuniary  aid  fliall  be  made,  according 
to  the  new  proportion  of  rations  and  portions  which  may  refidt 
from  the  faid  variation,  fo  that  the  faid  valuation  may  not  be  be- 
yond the  adual  expenfes  occafioned  by  the  furnifliing  of  the  arti- 
cles in  queftion,  according  to  the  proportion  of  men  and  horfes 
which  ftiall  be  employed. 

Art.  VI.   It  is  agreed,  that  all  conqucfts  made  by  this  army 

fhall  be  made  in  the  names  of  the  two  maritime  powers,  and  fhall 

remain  at  their  difpofal  during  the  courfe  of  the  war,  and,  at  the 

peace,  to  be  made  fuch  ufe  of  as  they  ftiall  then  judge  moft  proper.

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Art.  VII,  The  two  maritime  powers  fhall  name  two  perfons 
commiilioned  to  refide  in  their  names  at  the  head  quarters  of  the 
Pruflian  army,  to  keep  up  the  neceflary  communication  and  cor- 
lefpondence  between  the  refpe^live  armies. 

Art.  VI IL  This  treaty  fhall  continue  in  its  full  force  until  the 
iend  of  the  prefent  year  one  thoilfand  feven  hundred  and  ninety- 
four. 

Art.  IX.  Th^  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  by  all  parties, 
and  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  fhall  be  made  in  the  fpace  of 
one  month,  or  fooner  if  pofTible. 
In  ivitnefb  of  which,   we,  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic 

Majefly,  and  of  his  PrufTian  Majefly,  and  of  the  Lords  States 

General  of  the  United  Provinces,  by  virtue  of  our  refpeftive 

powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty,  and  have  thereunto  affixed 

the  feal  of  our  arms.

SEPARATE  ARTICLE. 

THE  Plenipotentiaries  of  their  High  MightinefTes  not  hav- 
ing thought  themfelves  empowered  to  contra£t,  at  the  prefent 
moment,  any  engagements  relative  to  the  payment  of  the  fubfi- 
dies  ftipulated  in  the  prefent  treaty,  beyond  the  term  of  the  pre- 
fent year,  this  treaty  has  been  concluded  only  for  that  term  ;  but 
their  Britannic  and  Pruflian  Majefties,  being  defirous  of  con- 
tinuing the  effeft  of  the  aforefaid  engagements  until  the  end  of 
the  war,  will  enter  into  further  concert,  as  well  between  them- 
felves as  with  their  High  MightinefTes,  for  the  renewal  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  for  fo  long  as  the  war  fhall  laft,  on  the  fame  con- 
ditions as  are  therein  declared  with  refpeil  to  the  troops,  to  their 
employment^  and  to  the  payment  of  the  aforefaid  fubfidies,  as 
well  as  to  the  furnilhing  bread  and  forage,conformable  to  Art.  V. 
of  the  treaty ;  without  however  adding  any  thing  for  the  ex- 
penfes  of  completing  the  troops,  or  for  thofe  of  putting  them  in 
motion.

Convention  between  his  Britannic  Majejiy  and  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces.  Signed  at  the  Hague^  the  igth  qf  Jpr'd, 
1794. 

HIS  Britannic  Majefty  and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  defiring  to  put  his  Pruffian  Majefly 
into  a  fituation  to  profecute  with  vigour  the  war,  in  which  the 
greateft  part  of  the  powers  of  Europe  find  themfelves  engaged, 
through  the  unjuft  aggreffion  of  thofe  who  have  exerciled  the 
powers  of  government  in  France,  a  negotiation  has  been  opened 
for  this  purpofe  at  Berlin,  which  having  fince  been  transferred  to 
the  Hague,  has  been  there  terminated  by  the  treaty  of  fubfidy, 
concluded  this  day,  by  which  the  maritime  powers  have  engaged 
themfelves  to  furnifti  to  his  Pruffian  Majel^y  the  fums  fpecified 
in  the  above-mentioned  treaty,  to  the  ends  which  are  aifo  an- 
nounced in  it.  In  confequence  of  this  treaty  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty  and  their  High  MightinefTes  the  Lords  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces,  defiring  to  come  to  a  further  underftanding  be- 
tween themfelves  upon  the  repartition  of  the  faid  fums  to  be  fur- 
niflied  to  his  Pruffian  MajeUy,  have  refolved  to  conclude  for  that 
purpofe,  between  themfelves,  the  prefent  convention,  and  have 
named  in  confequence,  that  is  to  fay,  his  Britannic  Majcfiy,  the 
Lord  Baron  Malmfbury,  peer  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain, 
a  privy  counfellor,  and  knight  of  the  order  of  the  Bath  ;  and 
their  High  MightinefTes  the  States  General,  the  Sieurs  Laurent 
Pierre  Van  de  Spiegel,  counfellor  penilonary  of  the  province  of 
Holland  and  of  Welt  Friefland,  keeper  of  the  feals,  and  deputy 
of  the  faid  province  at  the  alTembly  of  the  States  General,  and 
Henri  Fagel,  greffier  of  their  High  MightinefTes  :  who,  after 
having  mutually  communicated  their  refpedtive  full  powers,  and 
having  found  them  in  good  and  due  form,  have  fettled  the  follow- 
ing articles. 

Article  I.  Their  High  MightinefTes  the  States  General  fhall 
furnifh  for  their  quoto-part  of  the  entire  fum  to  be  paid  to  his 
Pruffian  Majefty,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  fulfil  the  engagements 
which  he  has  contradied  by  the  treaty  of  fubfidy,  concluded  and 
figned  this  day,  the  fum  of  four  hundred  thoufand  pounds  Uer- 
ling,  after  the  fai^ie  valuation  which  is  flipulated  for  in  the  above- 
mentioned  treaty;  which  fum  fhall  be  divided  in  fuch  a  manner 
that  one  hundred  thoufand  pounds  flerling  may  be  appropriated  to 
anfwer  part  of  the  expenfes -expreffed  in  the  faid  treaty  under  the 
name  of  charges  of  completing,  of  putting  in  motion,  and  of 
eftablifhraent,  whilft  the  remaining  three  hundred  thoufand  pounds 
Ihall  be  divided  into  nine  equal  portions,  to  anfwer  in  part  the  ex- 
penfes of  bread  and  forage,  according  to  the  valuation  of  the  iaid 
treaty,  and  in  part  of  fubfidy^  v/hich  bis  Britannic  Majefly  and 
4  their 
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their  High  Mlghtineftes  have  engaged  themfelves  by  Art,  III.  of 
the  treaty  to  furnifh  to  his  Prnffian  Majefty. 

Art.  II.  As  the  exifting  circumftances  do  not  permit  their 
High  MIghtinefles  to  enter  into  engagements  of  fubfidy  for  an  in- 
definite term,  it  is  underftood,  that  the  prefent  convention  will 
not  be  extended  beyond  the  term  of  the  prefent  year  ;  but,  if  un- 
"'"  happily  the  war  ihould  not  then  be  finifhed,  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty  and  the  States  General  would  confult  together,  in  order  to 
take,  from  time  to  time,  all  the  adequate  meafures  for  renewing 
this  convention,  and  for  fupporting  with  vigour  the  juft  caufe,  in 
which  his  Britannic  Majelly  and  their  High  Mightineffes  find 
themfelves  engaged. 

Art.  ni.  The  prefent  convention  fhall  be  ratified  on  both 
fides,  and  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  fhall  take  place  in  the 
fpace  of  one  month,  or  fooner  if  it  be  poffible. 

In  faith  of  which  we,  plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic  Ma* 
jelly,  and  of  the  Lords  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, in  virtue  of  our  refpedlive  powers,  have  figned  the 
prefent  convention,  and  affixed  to  it  the  feal  of  our  arm.s.

Treaty  between  His  Britannic  Majcjiy  and  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick, 
Signed  at  Brunfwick  the  %th  of  November,    1794. 

BE  it  known  to  thofe  whom  it  does  and  may  concern :  The 
prefent  fituation  of  affairs  in  Europe  having  caufed  a  defire 
in  his  Britannic  Majefty  that  a  corps  of  Brunfwick  troops  fhould 
be  granted  to  him,  the  Mod  Serene  Duke  of  Brunfwick  has  feized, 
with  all  poffible  eagernefs,  the  opportunity  of  proving  his  unal- 
terable attachment  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  his  zeal  for  every 
thing  that  can  tend  to  the  good  of  the  country.  To  which  effeft, 
his  Serene  Highnefs  has  engaged  himfelf  to  furnilh  his  Britannic 
Majefty  a  corps  of  two  thoufand  two  hundred  and  elghty-nine 
men.  In  order  to  conclude  a  treaty  relative  to  this  objedl,  his 
Britannic  Majefty  has  named,  on  his  part,  the  honourable  William 
Eliot,  and  the  Moft  Serene  Duke  of  Brunfwick  has  named,  on 
his  fide,  the  Sleur  John  Batifte  de  Feronce  de  Rotencreutz,  his 
minlfter  of  ftate,  and  knight  of  the  royal  order  of  Dannebreg. 

Thefe  two  minlfters  plenipotentiary,  after  the  exchange  of  their 
full  powers,  have  agreed  to  the  following  articles. 

Art. 
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Art.  I.  The  Mod  Serene  Duke  of  Brunfwick  furnllTies,  In 
virtue  of  the  prefent  treaty,  to  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, a  corps  of  troops,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  two  thoufand 
two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  men,  amongft  whom  is  included  a 
company  of  horfe  chaffeurs  of  one  hundred  and  five  men.  This 
corps  fhall  be  furnifhed  with  the  following  artillery  ;  namely. 

Four  fix-pounders,  a  battery  of  fix  fix-pounders,  two  three- 
pounders,  for  the  corps  of  chalfeurs. 

This  artillery  fhall  be  provided  with  every  thing  neceflary  for  its 
complete  equipment. 

The  corapofition  of  the  aforefaid  corps  is  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing ftatement  :

Art.  II.  Thefe  troops,  at  the  time  of  their  march,  fhall  be  well 
difciplined,  completely  armed  and  equipped  ;  and  his  Mofl  Serene 
Highnefs  engages  himfelf,  during  the  exiflence  of  this  treaty,  to 
keep  the  faid  troops  on  the  mofl  proper  footing,  in  order  that  they 
may  be  employed  with  fuccefs  in  the  military  lervices  which  fhall 
be  required  of  them  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  treaty  ;  the  duration 
of  which  is  fixed  to  three  years,  counting  from  the  day  of  its  fig- 
nature, 

Thefe  troops  fhall  not  be  feparated,  unlefs  the  neceffity  of  the 
war  fhall  require  it,  but  they  fhall  always  remain  under  the  orders 
of  their  chief,  fubordinate  to  the  command  of  the  general  to  whom 
his  Britannic  Majefty  fhall  entruft  that  of  the  whole  army.  It 
will  depend  on  his  Briiannic  Majefty  to  retain  this  corps  of  troops 
in  his  fervice  all  the  time  of  the  duration  of  this  treaty,  to  make 
ufe  of  them  in  any  part  of  Europe  where  he  may  have  occafion  for 
them,  provided  it  be  not  on  board  the  fleet.  The  faid  troops  fhall 
take  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  his  Britannic  Majefly,  at  their  firfl  re- 
view, before  an  Englilh  commiirary,  without  any  prejudice,  how- 
ever, to  that  which  they  have  taken  to  the  Mofl  Serene  Duke.  His 
faid  Mofl  Serene  Highnefs  fhall  moreover  retain  the  nomination 
to  all  employments  and  offices  that  may  become  vacant,  and  the 
adminiflration  of  juflice  fhall,  in  like  manner,  be  preferved  to 
hJra. 

Art. 
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Art.  nr.  This  cofps  of  troops  fliall  he  ready  to  pafs  In  review, 
and  to  put  itfelf  in  march,  on  the  firft  of  next  January,  or  fooncr 
if  it  can  be  done  :  neverthelefs,  as  it  is  to  be  feared  that,  canfider- 
ing  the  difficulty  of  furnifhing,  in  fo  fhort  a  time,  every  thing  ne- 
ceOary  to  the  equipment  of  the  faid  corps,  it  is  agreed  tocaufe  this 
corps  to  march  in  twodivifions,  one  of  which  fhall  begin  its  march 
tin  the  firft  of  January,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done,  and  the  fe- 
€ond,  the  iirft  of  February,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done,  without 
this  influencing  upon  the  payments,  which  are  to  take  place  for  the 
whole  corps  from  tlie  firft  of  January. 

As  to  the  expenfes  of  the  march,  the  following  regulation  has 
been  made :  this  corps  of  troops  being  cieftined  to  ferve  in  the  army 
of  Brabant,  it  is  agreed  that  his  Britannic  Majefty,  in  order  to 
anfvver  the  expenfes  of  this  long  march,  fhall  caufe  to  be  pard, 
immediately  after  the  fignatm-e  of  the  treaty,  to  the  agent  of  his 
Moft  Serene  Highnrfs  at  London,  the  amount  of  three  months 
pay,  on  the  footing  of  the  Brabantine  pay;  and  as  to  the  period  of 
the  return  of  the  faid  troops  into  the  country  of  Brunfwick,  it  is 
agreed  that  his  Britannic  Majelty  fhall  caufe  this  return  to  be  no- 
tified three  months  beforehand  ;  and  with  regard  to  the  expenfes 
of  the  route,  two  months  of  Brabantine  pay  is  to  be  allowed. 

Art,  IV.  His  Britannic  Majefty  will  caufe  to  be  paid,  under 
the  head  of  levy  money,  for  each  foot  foldicr,  foot  chalTeur,  ar- 
tillery man,  ^:c.  Szc.  thirty  Banco  crowns,  the  crown  computed 
at  fifty-three  pence  of  Holland,  or  at  four  fhillings  and  nine  pence 
three  farthings  Englifh  money ;  and  for  each  horfeman,  duly  armed 
and  mounted,  eighty  Banco  crowns  of  the  fame  value,  which 
makes  the  fum  of  feventy-three  thoufand  three  hundred  and  ninety 
Banco  crowns.  This  fum  fhall  be  paid  immediately  after  the  fig- 
Hatirre  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

Art.  V.  As  to  what  rqlates  to  the  pay  and  allowances,  both 
ordinary  and  extraordinary,  of  the  faid  troops,  during  the  time 
that  they  fliall  be  in  the  pay  of  Great  Britain,  it  is  agreed  that  this 
pay,  and  all  the  emoluments,  fliall  commence  from  the  firft  of  Ja- 
nuary next,  and  fliall  continue  until  the  day  whereon  the  troops 
Hiall  return  into  their  refpeftive  garrifons.  His  Britamiic  Majefty 
-will  moreover  caufe  to  be  paid  urto  them  the  pay  and  emoluments 
for  the  remainder  of  the  month  in  which  thefe  troops  fhall  have  re- 
turned into  their  garrifons. 

It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  if  thefe  troops  fliall  happen  to  ferve 
in  the  empire,  they  ftiall  enjoy  the  fame  pay  and  the  fame  advas- 
tages  which  his  Majefty  grants  to  his  German  troops,  according  to 
the  efFetrlive  ftate  in  which  the  faid  corps  fhall  be  delivered,  which 
iTiall  be  verified  by  a  ftatement,  figned  by  the  refpedfive  minifters 
cf  the  high  contracting  parties,  which  fhall  have  the  fame  force  as 
if  it  were  inferted,  word  for  word,  in  the  prefent  treaty.  So  long 
*sUiefe  troops  Ihail  be  employed  in  the  Low  Countries,  they  Ihall  be 
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treated,  with  rerpe£l  to  pay  and  emoluments,  both  ordinary  and 
extraordinary,  on  the  footing  of  the  Brabantine  pay,  it  being  well 
underilood  that  in  the  one  and  in  the  other  cafe,  that  is  to  fay,  in 
that  of  the  German,  as  well  as  in  that  of  the  Brabantine  pay,  the 
allowances  (hall  not  be  below  what  has  been  granted  in  former  wars 
to  the  HefTian  troops  :  and  if  the  nature  of  the  war  fhall  require^ 
that  thefe  troops  lliould  ferve  in  other  countries  on  the  continent 
of  Europe  than  in  countries  abovementioned,  they  then  fhall  be 
placed  on  the  fame  footing  in  every  refped  as  the  moft  favoured  of 
his  Majefty's  auxilary  troops.  If  it  fhould  happen  that  they  fhould 
be  employed  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  they  fliall  be  placed  on 
the  fame  footing  in  every  refped  as  the  Britifh  national  troops. 
All  thefe  allowances  for  the  faid  troops  Ihall  be  paid  into  the  mili- 
tary cheft  of  his  Moft  Serene  Highnefs,  without  any  abatement 
whatever. 

Art.  VI.  Every  objedt  relating  to  the  equipment  of  the  officers 
having  confiderably  increafed  in  price  during  this  war,  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  will  caufe  to  be  paid  three  months  of  Brabantine 
pay  to  all  the  officers  of  the  corps,  to  anfwer  in  part  the  expenfes 
of  their  equipment,  which  muft  be  done  with  a  difpatch  which 
will  infinitely  increafe  their  expenfe. 

Art.  VII.  With  refpe<a  to  the  fubfidy  which  his  Britannic 
Majefty  (hall  pay  to  the  Moft  Serene  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  during 
the  three  years  that  this  treaty  is  to  laft,  it  is  ftipulated,  that  it  fhall 
be  an  annual  fubfidy  of  fixty-four  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  eighty- 
feven  Banco  crowns,  the  crown  being  reckoned  at  fifty-three  pence 
of  Holland,  or  at  four  lliillings  and  nine-pence  three  farthings 
Engli(h  money.  And  if  thefe  troops  (hould  be  fent  back  into  the 
territories  of  Brunfwick  before  the  expiration  of  the  three  years, 
this  fubfidy  of  fixty-four  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  eighty-feven 
Banco  crowns  fhall  be,  neither  more  or  lefs,  paid  during  three 
years,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  treaty. 

Art.  VIII.  If  it  (hould  happen  that  one  of  the  regiments, 
battalions  or  companies  of  this  corps  (hould  fufFer  an  extraordinary 
lofs,  whether  in  battle  or  at  a  fiege,  or  by  an  uncommon  conta- 
gious diftemper,  or  by  other  accidents  ;  or  if  the  cannon  or  other 
military  effeds,  with  which  it  may  be  provided,  fhould  be  taken 
by  the  enemy,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  will  pay  the 
extraordinary  expenfes  of  the  neceffary  recruits  and  remounting, 
as  v/ell  as  the  lofs  of  cannon,  &c,  &c.  in  order  fpeedily  to  reftore 
the  whole  corps  to  a  ferviceable  ftate. 

Pie  will  reimburfe,  in  the  moft  equitable  manner,  the  lofs  of 
both  officers  and  foldiers.  With  regard  to  this  reimburfement, 
every  thing  that  has  been  ftipulated  in  the  treaty  concluded  with  the 
Moft  Serene  Highnefs  the  Landgrave  of  Heffe,  at  CafTel,  the 
loth  of  April,  1793,  fhall  be  adopted. 
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Art.  IX.  It  is  agreed,  that  at  the  review  Vvliich  Is  to  be  made 
every  fpring,  at  the  opening  of  the  campaign,  by  the  commiffary 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  corps  mull  be  complete,  br  the  pay 
©f  thofe  who  are  wanting  fliall  be  with-held.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  pay  of  thofe  who  may  be  wanting  from  one  review  to  another, 
fhall  not  be  with-held,  but  fhall  be  paid,  without  abatement,  on 
the  footing  of  the  full  complement.  Inllead  of  what  was  for- 
merly paid,  in  flmilar  cafes,  for  the  recruiting  of  one  killed  or 
three  wounded,  it  is  agreed,  that  each  recruit  furniflhed  (hall  be 
jfaid  for,  without  diflinftion,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  Banco  crowns 
a  head,  under  exprefs  condition,  however,  that  the  payment  which 
is  here  agreed  upon  Ihall  only  regard  the  recruiting  which  is  refer- 
red to  in  this  article. 

Alt.  X.  The  fick  of  the  faid  corps  fliall  be  attended  by  their 
phyficians,  furgeons,  and  other  perfons  appointed  for  that  purpofe, 
under  the  orders  of  the  commander  of  this  corps  of  troops  ;  and 
every  thing  fhall  be  granted  to  them  which  his  Majefly  grants  to 
his  own  troops. 

Art.  XI.  All  deferters  from  this  corps  fhaH  be  faithfully  given 
up  vv'herever  they  may  be  difcovered  in  the  countries  dependent 
upon  his  Britannic  Majefty. 

Art.  XII.  All  tranfportsof  men  and  military  effcils  fliall  be 
done  at  the  expenfe  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  during  the  whole  time 
of  thefe  troops  being  in  the  field. 

Art.  XIII.  it  is  agreed  that  the  corps  of  Erunfwick  troops 
fhall  enjoy  every  advantage  granted  to  the  Moft  Serene  Landgrave 
of  Helfe,  by  the  treaty  of  the  loth  of  April,  1793,  and  its  fecret 
articles.  Moreover,  every  thing,  which  is  not  determined  by 
the  preceding  articles  in  a  precife  manner,  is  to  be  hereafter  re- 
gulated upon  the  principles  of  equity  and  good  faith,  which  have 
eondiicled  the  prefent  negotiation. 

Art.  XIV.  This  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  by  the  high  contracting 
parties,  and  the  ratifications  thereof  fliall  be  exchanged  as  foon  as 
polfiblip.

IT  is  determined  that  this  corps  of  troops  fhall  enjoy  Erabantine 
pay,  being  deftined  to  fcrve  in  the  army  of  the  Low  Countries  ;  but 
the  expedition  with  which  it  v>as  neceilary  to  complete  the  prefent 
treaty  not  permitting  a  ftate  of  the  Erabantine  pay  to  be  added 
thereto,  the  underfigned  miniiter  of  His  Britannic  Majefty  en- 
gages himfelf  to  caufeto  be  delivered  to  the  minifter  of  the  Moft 
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Serene  Duke,  as  foon  as  it  can  be  done,  a  complete  ftatement  of 
Brabantine  pay,  on  the  fame  footing  as  it  is  allowed  to  the  Hef- 
•fian  troops.     In  this  ftatement  of  pay  fhall  alfo  be  fpecified  the 
number  of  rations  and  portions  allowed,  as  well  as  all  the  other 
emoluments  enjoyed  by  the  Heffian  troops  aftually  in  Brabant, 
This  communication  of  the  ftatement  of  pay  fhall  be  made  with 
the  accuftomed  good  faith,  and  without  any  referve.

Treaty  between  the  French  Republic  and  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany, 
concluded  by  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety y  and  the  Minijier 
Plenipotentiary  of  Tufcany  at  Paris,  on  the  c^th  of  February,  1795 ; 
and  ratified  by  a  Decree  of  the  Convention  four  Days  afteriuards. 

Art.  I,  rr^HE  grand  Duke  of  Tufcany  having  revoked  all  zS.s 
X  ofadbefion,  confent,  and  acceffion  to  the  armed  co- 
alition againft  the  French  Republic, 

There  will,  in  confequence,  enfue,  peace,  friendfhip,  and  a 
good  underftanding  betweeen  the  French  Republic  and  the  Grand 
Duke  of  Tufcany. 

Art.  II.  The  neutrality  of  Tufcany  is  re-eftabliflied  onthe 
footing  on  which  it  was  before  the  8th  of  Odober,   1793. 

Art,  III.  The  prefent  treaty  cannot  take  effed  till  it  is  rati- 
fied by  the  National  Convention.

TkefoUov.mi^h  the  fub fiance  of  another  Aiifvjer  of  the  French  Govern^ 
mcnt^  be  fides  that  read  by  Robcfplcrre,  ■pvM'iJhcd  In  the  ift  voL 
of  this  'Work,  {p.  141)  to  the  Declaration  of  the  King  of  Eng^ 
landj  dated  l(^th  of  Oflober,  1 793,  relative  to  his  motives  for 
continuing  the  pr'efent  fVar,  and  his  general  conduct  towards 
France,  Of  this  Paper,  the  greater  pari  is  made  up  of  declamation 
■  and  hive£live  :  the  former  too  coarfe^  and  the  latter  too  violent  for 
infertion.  Vfhe  argumentative  parts  only  are  flexed,  and  the  name 
of  Minifler  is  fuhfitiitedfor  that  of  a  great  Perfonage, 

THE  anfwer  begins  by  reciting  what  is  flated  in  the  decla- 
ration as  the  objefl:  of  the  war — namely,  "  The  prefcrva- 
tionofthatftate  of  Civil  Society,  happily  cftahlillied  inthcfeveral 
nations  of  Europe."  The  greater  part  of  the  Goverp.ments  of 
Europe  being  in  their  nature  defpotic,  this  part  of  the  declaration 
is  treated  as  the  direcSl  avowal  of  a  purpofe  to  ufe  the  refources 
of  Great  Britain  for  the  end  of  perpetuating  "  the  bleffings 
of  defpotifm."  "  If  this  be  the  objeft,  (the  anfwer  proceeds  to 
fay)  it  is  eafy  to  conceive  what  part  is  to  be  a6led  in  a  country 
where  defpotifm  has  been  overthrown.  It  follows,  as  a  necef- 
fary  coafequence,  that  famine,  fire,  and  fword,  are  to  be  em-, 
ployed  to  replunge  that  country  into  its  ancient  ftate  of  fla^ 
very. 

The  Englifir  Minifler,  always  faithful  to  his  principles,  re- 
joices in  his  manifefto,  on  the  approaching  profpedl  of  fuccefs 
in  this  laudable  enterprife.  He  fees  every  event  through  the 
telefcope  of  his  wifhes.  He  is  fo  ardent  as  to  take  the  vifion  for 
a  reality — and  like  Macbeth,  grafping  at  the  ideal  dagger,  rea-. 
fons  on  the  fidion,  as  if  it  were  an  exifting  objett. 

It  is  flated  in  the  declaration,  that  a  defire  for  the  reftoration. 
of  Monarchy  prevailed  "almoft  univerfally"  in  France.  But 
where,  the  anfwer  proceeds  to  inquire,  was  the  manifeftation  of 
their  defire  to  be  found?  Was  it  in  La  Vendee?  If  it  was,  the 
fmall  crufade  of  banditti  in  that  quarter,  though  fuflained  by 
Englifh  goid  and  furnifhed  with  Englifh  arms,  liad  been  put  to 
the  f-oute,  and  their  leaders  punifhed  as  traitors  to  their  countryv 
Was  it  in  Lyons  or  in  Toulou?  The  comparatively  fmall  party 
which  had  been  excited  in  thofe  towns  by  the  perfidious  flrata- 
gems  of  the  Englifh  Minifler,  had  been  defeated  and  puniflied  in 
the  fame  manner,     The  latter  town  wa.s  faid  to  have  been  in- 
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flnced  to  revclt  ^*  by  their  conficlcnce  in  the  Englith  Govern- 
ment !" — After  corrupting  the  commandants  ot  the  place  to 
deliver  iip  tlie  town,  the  efFed:s  of  corruption  are  quoted,  with 
confumraate  effrontery,  as  fo  many  proofs  of  the  confidence  of 
the  citizens  !  "  -  ^ 

After  having  eftablifhed  the  motives  which  induce  him  to 
continue  the  war,  the  Englifli  Miniiler,  fays  the  anfwerer,  pro- 
ceeds to  ilate  the  conditions  "  on  which  he  will  confent  to  make 
a  peace  "  He  ftateshis  ardeiit  defire  to  fee  himfelf  in  a  condi- 
tion to  aeat  for  the  re-eil:abli(hment  of  general  tranquillity. 
But  how  are  thefe  proteftations  realized,  or  his  *'  juft  and  mo- 
derate propofitions  iiated  r"  If  he  wilhed  for  peace  as  much  as 
he  pretends  to  do  ;  thefe  propcfitions  would  at  lead  be  cleuiy 
laid  down,  he  v/ould  not  avail  himielf  of  anv  circumlocution 
— of  any  fubterfuge.  But  what  does  the  Eritilh  Minift^r  fay  on 
this  fubjcdt  ? — He  ilates,  in  the  firif  inflance,  that  he  does  not 
conteft,  in  any  fhape,  the  right  of  France  to  reform  her  laws.; 
tliat  he  does  riot  wifh  to  influence  by  any  external  force  the  form 
of  the  government  to  be  eftablifhed  in  an  independent  nation. 
He  adds,  that  fuch  an  intention  was  never  within  the  limits  of 
his  defire  ! 

If  there  had  been  one  word  of  truth  in  thefe  afTertions,  the 
obftacles  to  a  peace  might  have  been  ealily  removed.  He  had 
nothing  to  do,  but  to  recall  h.is  fleets  and  armies — to  concede  to 
the  French  their  indubitable  right  to  form  a  government  for 
themfelv'es,  and  a  negociation  for  the  re-eliablifhment  of  peace 
would  naturally  have  follov/ed. 

But  v/hat  fliall  be  faid,  if  all  that  he  has  advanced  on  this  fub- 
je£i  is  found  to  be  nothing  more  than  falfhood  and  impofture; 
and  that  his  profeffions  are  contradi6led  by  himfelf  almoft  in  the 
inftnnt  that  they  are  uttered  ? 

In  the  very  next  pafTage  of  the  declaration  the  Britifli  Minifler 
])romifes  '^  a  fufpciinon  of  hoftilities,  and  friendfliip,  fafety, 
and  protc6i:ion,  as  far  ns  the  courfe  of  events  will  permit,  to  all 
FrenchAUcn  who,  by  declaring  for  a  Monarchical  Government, 
fhall  Ihake  off  the  yoke  of  anarchy."  He  invites  the  French 
people  toco-operate  for  that  purpofe — to  ferve  under  the  colours 
of  an  hereditary  Monarchy,  and  to  unite,  under  the  empire  ot 
law,  morality,  and  religion.  I'his  is  the  man  who  reje61:s  the 
iivBucnce  of  all  exterior  force  ;  this  is  the  man  who  defires  not 
(o  interfere  in  the  internal  form  of  tlie  French  Government. 
The  Miniiler  of  England  defircs  peace  (o  ardently  that  he  dic- 
tates the  very  terms  on  which  he  knows  it  will  not  be  accepted  ! 
Whilft  he  coiiipiains  againft  anarchv,  he  himfelf  excites  fedi- 
tion.  Fie  invites  the  minority  of  tlie  I'>ench  nation  to  revolt 
againft  th?.  mrjority  |  to  oppoie  themfelves  to  the  general  vvill  ; 
and  to  take  up  arms  for  the  purpofe  of  eilablifhing  an  ahfolute 
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ftaonarcliy.  He  flatesj  at  the  fame  time,  the  number  of  "  well- 
dilpofed"  perfdns  in  France,  and  to  thefe  he  addreffes  particu- 
larly hiS  declaration.  This  deicription  of  perfons,  he  omits  to 
flatej  confift  of  honefl  bankrupts,  of  prlelts  without  faith  or 
law,  of  ftarving  nobles,  and  infolent  proftitutes,  of  pickpockets 
out  of  employ,  and  of  knights  of  induftry  of  the  order  of  St, 
Louis;  of  hien  who  live  like  worms  but  from  corruption,  and 
exift  like  muflirooms  only  on  a  dunghill. 

After  fome  refle6lions  on  the  late  Qiieen  of  France,  and  a 
comparifon  between  her  and  the  Princefs  Sophia  of  Hanover, 
which  we  forbear  to  recite,  the  anfvver  pafTes  to  a  review  of  ths 
prefent  fituation  of  France. 

This  country,  he  obferves,  Is  now  in  a,  revolutionary  (late. 
It  turns  on  its  political  axis,  and  teiuls  by  its  gravitation  to  th© 
center  of  liberty.  The  laws  are  the  necelTary  refult  of  the  exi- 
gency of  the  moment ;  they  are  either  mild  or  rigorous,  cor- 
refiing  or  encouraging,  as  the  public  welfare  and  the  import- 
imce  of  the  object  may  require,  England  has  had  its  revolution  ; 
and  it  is  not  juft  to  compare  a  nation  which  has  effected  its  re- 
volution, to  another  now  in  the  crifis  of  that  effort.  The  former 
is  in  a  ftate  of  repofe,  the  latter  in  a  progrefllvc  motion.  The 
anfwerer,  after  admitting  this  difference,  proceeds  to  draw  -jl 
ilrong  picture  of  the  prefent  ftate  of  tLngland.  He  ftates,  thaH 
our  boafted  laws  are  like  thofs  of  Draco,  written  in  blood  ;  that 
tl^.cy  are  fo  confufed  and  contradidtory,  that  not  one  man  in  a 
million  can  underftand  them;  and  yet  that  to  find  fault  is  pun- 
iilied  by  the  pillory,  by  fine,  or  by  imprifonment. 

In  the  declaration  of  the  Britiffi  Minifter,  tranfmitted  to  the 
commanders  of  the  Englifh  fleets  and  armies,  and  which  was 
expeded  to  work  miracles,  found,  it  is  added,  took  the  place  of 
knfey  and  words,  of  argument.  In  one  part,  all  was  menace 
and  haughtinefs;  in  another,  all  was  foftnefs  and  reconciliatfon  ; 
in  one  place,  the  afs  brayed,  and,  in  another,  the  lion  roared. 
'^— In  the  exordium,  the  Britilh  Miniller  demanded,  for  himielf 
and  his  allies,  "  A  juft  indemnity." — In  the  middle  of  the  piece 
he  prefers  no  fuch  demand.  In  the  conclufion,  he  makes  a 
number  of  retiuifitions,  which  he  mull  be  confident  will  not  be 
granted  ! 

He  aiks,  amongft  other  particulars,  that  a  legitimate  and 
ftahle  Government  may  be  eftablifhed  in  France.  But  this  was 
already  accoraplifhed.  It  w'as  only  the  confent  of  the  people 
which  could  give  legitimacy  to  a  Government.  The  French 
Republic  is  founded  on  the  general  will,  and  is  therefore  a  legi- 
timate form  of  Government. 

The  time  is  not  far  diftant,-  the  anfwer  fiates,  in  a  haughty 

tone,   v/hen  neceflity  will  compel  the  Britilli  Mlnifter  to  alk  for 

peace.     What  will  then  be  the  language  of  France  ?  Sfie  v^ill. 

E  z  In 
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in  lier  turn  demand  that  a  ftable  and  legitimate  government 
fliall  be  eftablifhed  in  Great  Britain,  in  which  the  people  fhali 
hold  the  part  which  belongs  to  them.  The  Cabinet,  the  Minif- 
ters,  and  the  Parliament,  France  will  regard  in  the  lame  point  of 
view  as  they  now  confider  the  Republic — as  a  combination  of 
ufurped  powers.  The  people  of  France  will  only  treart  with 
the  people  of  Great  Britain.

The  continual  increafe  of  Reading  Societies  and  Circu-* 
lating  Libraries,  as  they  are  called,  renders  it  neceffary,  that 
fuch  eflablifhments  fliould  be  fubjeft  to  a  ftri6ler  police.  We 
£nd  ourfelves  on  this  account  moved  to  eftablifli  and  ordain  as 
follows  : 

1.  All  Antiquarians,  and  others,  who  keep  libraries  for 
reading  or  letting  out  books  for  hire,  fhall,  immediately  after 
publication  of  this  ordinance,  deliver  to  the  Police  Office  of 
The  place  where  they  reflde,  a  complete  catalogue  of  all  and 
every  of  the  books  and  pamphlets  in  their  libraries  ;  and  iliall 
in  iature,  on  every  occafion,  deliver  in  a  fimilar  catalogue  of  all 
juch  books  and  pamphlets  as  they  at  any  time  purchafe,  before 
they  lend  them.  Whoever  refufes  this,  or  lends  a  book  or 
pamphlet  not  mentioned  in  the  catalogue,  fliall  pay  for  the  firft 
oitence,  a  fine|  of  ten  rix-dollars,  and  for  the  fecond,  a  double 
£ne,  and  be  prohibited  fram  lending  books  any  more  ;  half  the 
fine  to  go  to  the  informer, 

2.  All  Managers  of  Reading  Societies  fliall  likewife  be 
obliged  to  deliver  to  the  Police  Office  of  the  place  where  they 
reflde,  without  exception,  and  without  plea  of  a  privileged 
court,  immediately  after  publication  of  this  ordinance,  a  complete 
catalogue  of  the  books  and  pamphlets  at  prefent  circulating,  or 
which  may  hereafter  circulate  in  their  focietiest  and  they  who- 
are  guilty  of  refufal  ornegle6l,  Ihall  pay,  without  exception  of 
perfons,  a  fine  of  twenty  rix-dollars ;  half  to  go  to  the  in- 
former. 

We  accordingly  command  all  our  Police  Officers  fIriiSlly  to 
execute  the  above  ordinance,  to  fend   a  copy  of  the  catalogues- 
from  time   to  tiiue  delivered  to  them,,  ta  our  regency,  alfo  im- 
mediately 
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medlateljr  to  feize  fitch  writings  mentioned  in  the  catalogue  as 
are  known  to  be  dangerous,  or  are  prohibited  ;  but   in  doubtful* 
cales,  to  apply  to  our  regency  for  further  inflru(Slions."

T%e  folhiuhig  Mamfcjio  and  Suppkmcnt  have  been  prhitcd  and  pub-' 
I'ljhed  at  Maytiniq_uc  : 

THE  AfTembly,  calling  itfelf  the  National  Convention  of 
France,  having  exercifed  in  that  kingdom  and  its  dependen- 
cies the  moft  UJiIimited  and  barbarous  defpotifm,  deftroyed  reli- 
gion, with  the  government  and  the  laws,  and  violated  all  kinds  of 
property,  have  added  to  fo  many  crimes,  a  declaration  of  their 
dchgn  to  involve  other  nations  in  the  fame  calamities,  to  over-^ 
throw  their  refpe^ive  conflitutions,  and  the  fuiidamentai  prin- 
ciples of  every  civilized  State ;  and  to  that  end,  not  content 
with  making  ufe  of  fecret  and  incendiary  emllTaries,  they  have- 
gone  the  length  of  open  hoflility,  by  a  declaration  of  war, 
wholly  unprovoked,  againft  his  Britannic  Majefty  aird  his  Al- 
lies ;  and  his  faid  Majefty  feeing  himlelf  compelled  to  have  re- 
courfe  to  arms,  and  to  profecute  a  war  as  jufl:  as  necelTary,  for 
the  protcdHon  of  his  fubjedls,  the  fecurity  of  his  throne,  the. 
prefervation  of  the  Britifliconftitution,  and  the  defence  of  his 
Allies. 

His  Majefty  moreover  taking  into  confideration  hov/  notori- 
ous'it  is,  that  the  aforefaid  convention  and  its  adherents,  among 
other  atrocious  machinations,  have  conceived  the  project  of 
entirely  deftroying  all  the  French  colonies  in  the  Weft  Indies— 
a  plan  they  have  executed  in  fome  parts  by  circumftances  of  the 
moft  horrid  nature,  and  by  means  the  moft  criminal  and  deteit- 
able  ;  and  that  they  have,  at  the  faivie  time,  manifefted  fimilar 
intentions  againft  the  pofteflions  of  liis  Majefty  in  the  fame 
quarter  of  the  world;  to  put  a  ftop,  in  the  moft  prompt  and 
efPedual  manner,  to  the  execution  of  fuch  projeds,  and  to  pre- 
ferve  his  own  colonies  from  the  misfortune  with  which  they  are 
thus  menaced,  his  Majefty,  relying  on  the  prote6lion  of  Provi- 
dence, on  the  valour  of  liis  fubjeds  and  thejuftice  of  biscaufe,has 
thought  it  expedient  and  neceftary  to  undertake,  by  the  force  of 
arms,  the  redudion  of  the  adherents  of  the  faid  National  Con- 
vention;, 
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Tentlotl,  and  to  deliver  the  ifland  of  Martinique  from  the  mi  *•♦ 
fortunes  and  oppreffion  by  which  it  is  overwhelmed. 

In  confequence  whereof,  we  the  underfigned,  commanders 
in  chief  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  forces  by  fea  and  land  iathe 
Weft  Indies,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authorities  entrufted 
to  us  by  his  Majefty  for  that  purpofe,  invite  all  the  friends  of 
peace,  government,  religion,  and  order  in  the  iiland  of  Mar- 
tinique, to  throw  off  tyrannical  oppreffionj  and  to  fet  itfelf  free 
from  the  horrors  of  anarchy,  by  having  rocourfe  to  the  protec- 
tion and  government  of  a  juft  and  beneticent  Sovereign. 

And  by  thefe  prefents,  we  folemnly  promife,  grant  and  guar- 
antee, to  all  thole  who  avail  themfelves  of  this  invitation,  and 
TV'ill  fubmit  themfelves  peaceably  and  quietly  to  the  authority  of 
Ills  Majefty,  perfonal  fectrity  and  full  and  immediate  enjoyment 
of  their  lawful  polTeffions,  conformable  to  their  ancient  laws  and 
cuftoms,  and  upon  the  moft  advantageous  terms;  excepting 
only  thole  perfons  wbofe  abfence  from  the  iiland  leems  to  be 
requiilte  for  its  peace  and  fecurity  ;  and  even  to  thofe  perfons  we 
promife  (whatfojever  may  have  been  their  condu6i)  to  fdriiifh 
them  the  means  of  trahfport  to  France j  or  to  any  other  plate 
they  may  defire,  that  may  not  be  prejudicial  to  his  Majefty's 
fjrvice. 

We'  promife  alfo,  that  on  the  eftablifliment  of  peace,  Mar- 
tinique fliall  enjoy  all  tlie  rights  and  privileges  of  trade  poflellcd 
by  the  Britifti  Weft  India  colonies. 

And  furthermore,  we  promife  to  all  perfons  (except  as  before 
excepted)  wb.o^  fubmitting  themfelves  peaceably  and  in  the  man- 
ner before- mentioned,  will  and  do  condudl  themfelves  as  good 
and  faithful  fubjev5l-s  to  liis  Majefty^  a  full  amnefty  for  all  adts 
committed  under-the  colour  or  pretext  of  any  authority  what- 
foever,  and  which  they  may  have  done  before  the  publication 
of  thcic  prelents,  guaranteeing  them  hereby  from  all  perfecutioa 
and  moleftation  for  ads  emanating  from  a6lual  exifting  autho- 
rities. 

All  perfons  who,  in  defpite  of  the  Inftru6fions  gracloufly 
and  beneikially  mar.ifefted  by  his  Majefty,  ftiall  dare  to  oppofe 
themfelves  to  this  proclamation,  will  be  treated  as  enemies,  and 
expofed  to  all  the  evils  that  the  calamities  of  war  neceffiirily 
produce  both  on  perfons  and  effedls.

His  Britannic  Majefty's  generals,  willing  by  all  means  poffii 
bJe  tp  prevent  the  efFufion  of  blood,  and  to  remove  from  the 
inhabitants  of  the  French  iflands  in  America,  all  doubt  of  their 
intentions,  think  they  ought  to  publifli  what  follows,  as  a  fup- 
plement  to  the  manifefto : 

Art.  I.  As  they  cannot  be  ignorant  t]iat  there  exifts  great 
animofity  between  the  emigrants  from  the  French  iflands  in 
America,  and  thofe  inhabitants  who  remain  there,  an  animolity 
that  would  lead  them  to  purfue  each  other  with  rage,  and  retard 
the  re-eftablifliment  of  peace,  his  Tsritannic  Majelly's  generals 
have  judged  it  neceffary  to  forbid  all  emigrants  to  re-enter  any 
of  the  faid  iflands  before  fuch  fliall  be  entirely  conquered; 
exadting  thereafter  a  perfecl  tranquillity,  and  engaging  to  protect 
none  but  peaceable  inhabitants. 

Art.  II,  His  Britannic  Majefty's  generals  promife  all  fuc- 
cour  and  prote£lic:i  to  the  colonilts  who  fhall  continue  peaceably 
on  their  plantation  ;  but  tliey  are  alfo  determined  to  treat  as  pri- 
soners of  war  all  thofe  who,  in  contempt  of  this  declaration, 
Ihall  be  taken  with  arms  in  their  hands,  announcing  to  them 
^noreover  that  they  will  incur  pains  of  death,  if  after  fuch 
tranfportation  they  fiiali  ever  again  appear  ^n  either  of  the  Wind- 
ward iflands. 

Art.  III.  General  Rochambeau  having  promifed  freedom 
\o  thofe  ilaves  who  take  up.  arms  for  the  defence  of  Martinico, 
and  his  Britannic  Majefly's  generals,  fenfible  of  the  impofli- 
bility  of  diflinguifliing  thofe  Brigands  from  people  of  colour 
horn  ffee,  or  legally  releafed  from  flavery,  think  it  proper  to 
apprize  all  people  of  colour,  Avithont  difi:in6lion,  that  thofe 
among  then^  who  fhall  be  found  armed,  o^  who  having  fought, 
fliall  have  efcaped  the  bayonets  of  th.e  Britifb  troops^  iliall  be 
treated  as  flaves,  and  tranfported  immediately  to  the  coaft  of 
Africa,  where  they  will  be  abandoned  to  their  fate  ;  promifing 
on  the  other  hand  a  -fiill  arnneily  to  thcfe  who  will  furrender 
themfelves,  and  to  thofe  who  retire  to  their  refpe£tive  habita- 
tions peaceably  to  renew  their  occupations.

THE  conimiiTionj  charged  with  executing  the  refolutions 
of  the  united  committees  of  finances,  public  welfare,  and 
general  fafety,  which  place  in  requifition  the  effefts  of  all 
bankers,  merchants,  and  hrokers,  defirous  of  employing  the 
xitmoft  expedition  to  obtain  thefe  articles,  fo  neceiTary  to  the 
happinefs  and  dignity  of  the  French  people,  refolves  as  fol- 
lows : 

1-  The  bankers,  merchants,  and  all  other  citizens  who  have 

property  veiled  in  foreign   funds,  fhall,  by  the  next  decade 

(January)  make  a  declaration  to  the  commiffion    of  fubfif- 

.  tencies  and    provifmns,    iirft,  of  all  the  efteCts  and  funded 

property  which  they  have  in  foreign  countries;  and  fecondly, 

of  the  fold  and  unfold  merchandifes  which  they  have  there. 

II,     They    ihali   alfo   declare,  with    republican   veracity,  the 

names  of  citizens  whom  they  know  pofiefs  funded  property 

or  merchandize  in  the  different  parts  of  Europe. 

in.  Comraiffioners  fhall  very  fpeedily  be  fent  to  the  cities  of 

Bourdeaux,  Marfeilles,  Nantes-  Le  Havre,  Liile,'Dunqueque, 

St.  Malo,  and  La  Rochelle,  to  obtain  fimilar  tePcimonies  and 

declarations.     The   reprefentative    of  the  people,  Boisset, 

jball  alfo  be  written  to,  to  procure  the  fame  at  Montpellier 

and  Tsifmes. 

IV.  Five  commiffioners  fliall  be  chofen  from  among  the 
bankers. 

V,  And  five  more  among  the  brokers. 

Yl.  The  committee  of  general  fafety  fliall  be  invited  to  take 
off  immediately  the  feals  put  upon  the  effedlsofthe  bankers, 
brokers,  &c.  in  a  ftate  of  arrcft;  and  to  remove  from  fuch 
ieals  all  papers  and  effetls  declaring  property  abroad,  ir^ 
order  to  ilipulate  for  the  fame  citizens,  as  to  the  declarations^ 
required  by  the  preceding  articles. 

Vn.  The  commiilioners  chofen  among  the  bankers  and  bro- 
kers {hall  be  charged  with  conduLting,  directing,  and  fuper-« 
intending  the  declarations.  They  ill  all  name  thofc  citizens 
wlio  may  delay  complyuig,  in  order  that  they  may  be  defired 
toobcy  quicklv  the  refolution  ot  the  united  committees,  and 
thofe  of  the  comniiilion  of  fuhGftencies.  They  fhall  alfo, 
declare  if  any  errors  or  fraud  he  cominitted  in  the  declara- 
tions, that  the  commilTioners  may  be  enabled  to  repair  the 
one,  and  prevent  the  other^  accca"\iii''S  to  the  rigour  of  the- 
bvvS.  .         ' 
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VIII.  The  national  treafury  fhall  be  invited  to  receive  the 
value  at  par. 

IX.  The  commiiTxoners  chofen  from  among  the  bankers  called 
to  this  fitting,  being  aflembled,  it  is  agreed  that  the  com- 
miflioners  of  their  body  fliall  be  the  citizens  Pache,  Perre- 
geaux,  Fulchiron,  Baguenhault,  and  Enfantin.  They  have 
mentioned  the  eommiffioners  to  adl  as  brokers,  who  are  the 
citizens  Page,  Huppair,  Du  Columbier,  Rogue,  and  Pillot, 
who  have  accepted  the  office.

"  We  inform  you,  that  government  will  take  all  poffible 
fleps  to  difcharge  at  par  the  lawful  debts  w^hich  the  Republic  or 
the  citizens  may  have  due  in  foreign  countries,  other  than  thofe 
with  which  the  Republic  is  at  war.  In  confequence,  you  are 
exprefHy  forbidden  to  take  any  more  paper  upon  foreign  coun- 
tries, or  to  allow  foreigners  to  draw  upon  you,  v^^ithout  having 
certified  to  the  commiffion  as  to  the  employment  ofthefe  funds,

In  confequence    of  the  foregoing  Proceedings  in  France^  the  Britif?j 
Legijlature  pajfed  the  follovjlng  Act  on  the  \ft  ofA'Iarch,  1 794. 

WHEREAS  the  perfons  exercifing  the  powers  of  govern- 
ment in  France  have  ifTued  an  order,  compelling  all 
merchants,  bankers,  and  other  perfons,  who  are  pofTefied  of  any 
money,  funded  property,  or  eixe61s,  in  the  different  parts  of 
Europe,  to  declare  all  fuch  money,  funded  property,  and  efFedls, 
in  order  that  the  fame,  by  violence,  may  b^  taken;,  and  ap- 
F  plied 
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plied  for  the  purpofe  of  maintaining  and  carrying  on  the  un- 
juft  war  in  which  the  perfons  fo  exercifing  the  powers  of  go- 
vernment in  France  are  engaged  againll;  the  greater  part  oi 
Europe:  and  whereas  the  diredt  and  violent  ieizure,  under 
the  faid  order,  of  the  property  of  perfons  fecured  to  them  by 
the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  it  is  placed,  is  in  itfelf  de- 
ftruclive  of  all  commercial  credit,  and  is  accompanied  by  a. 
declaration,  that  no  debts  due  to  the  fuhjedts  of  any  of  the 
belligerent  powers  lliall  be  paid.  In  order  therefore  to  prevent 
the  effeft  intended  to  be  produced  by  thefe  unjuil  and  violent 
rneafures,  and  to  prote£i:  the  property  of  individuals,  as  far 
as  circumftances  will  admit,  may  it  pleafe  your  Majefty  that 
it  may  be  ena6led  and  declared,  and  be  it  enacted  and  de- 
clared by  the  King's  moft  Excellent  Majeily,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  confent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
Commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  aiTembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  fame,  that  if  any  perfon  refiding  or  being  in 
Great  Britain  fhall,  after  the  firil:  day  of  March  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  during  the  faid  war,  know- 
ingly and  wilfully  pay,  fend,  fupply,  or  deliver,  or  caufe  to 
be  paid,  fent,  fupplied,  or  delivered,  either  in  Great  Britain  or 
France^  or  in  any  other  country,  either  by  payment  or  re- 
mittance of  any  bill  of  exchange,  note,  draught,  obligation,  or 
order  for  money,  or  in  any  other  manner  v/hatfoever,  any 
money  to  or  for  the  ufe  of  the  perfons  exercifmg,  or  who 
fhall  exercife  the  powers  of  government  in  France,  or  to  or 
for  the  ufe  of  any  perfons  or  perfon  who  on  the  firfl  day  of 
January  one  thoufand  feven  huirdred  and  ninety-four,  were  or 
was,  or  at  any  time  fmce  have  or  has  been,  or  who,  at  the 
time  of  fuch  ac^  done,  fliali  be  within  any  of  the  dominions  of 
France^  or  any  country,  territory,  or  place,  which  was  on  the 
faid  firfl  day  of  January  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
ninety-four;  or  which  ihall  be  during  the  faid  war,  and  at 
.the  time  of  fuch  a6l  done,  under  the  government  of  the  per- 
fons exerciiing,  or  who  fliall  hereafter  exercife  the  powers  of 
government  \x\  France ^  every  perfon  fo  offending,  being  thereof 
lawfully  convidled  or  attainted,  fhall  be  deemed,  declared,  and 
adjudged  to  be  a  traitor,  and  fnall  fufFer  pains  of  death,  and 
aifo  lofe  and  forfeit  as  in  cafes  of  Hiffh  Treafon.

On  the  1th  of  July ^  I794j  another  Ad  ivas  pajjed^  which  more 
fully  provides  for  the  ohjehs  of  the  preceding^ 
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Dutch  Placard, 

THE  ftates  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefeland  publiflied  a  pla- 
card, in  exa6i  coutormity  to  the  bill  introduced  into  the 
Britifh  Parliament,  relative  to  bills  of  exchange,  and  drawn  by, 
or  in  favour  of  perfons  refident  in  France  lince  Jan.  i,  1794. 
By  this  placard  it  is  commanded, 

1.  That  no  native  or  foreigner,  after  its  publication,  and 
during  the  continuance  of  the  prefent  war,  fliall  lend  into 
France,  or  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  delivered,  dire6lly  or  in- 
directly, either  money,  bills  of  exchange,  affignations,  he, 
&c.  to  any  fubjects  of  France,  now  refiding  in  France,  or 
any  other  country,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  double  the  value, 
with  an  exception,  however,  in  favour  of  iuch  as  may  have 
accepted  bills  of  exchange,  provided  they  declare  the  flime  to 
certain  perfons  nominated  by  the  niagiftrates  within  the 
fpace  of  eight  days. 

2.  That  no  perfon  whatever  fliail  indorfe  any  bills  of  exchange, 
&c.  within  the  time  Indicated. 

2.  That  no  perfon  in  poiTefiion  of  merchandize,  Sec.  appertain- 
ing to  the  fuhje6LS  of  France,  Ihall  difpofe  of,  alienate,  or 
deliver,  the  fame  to  anv  perfon  refiding  in  France,  &c.  And 

4.  Xhat  all  fuch  goods,  bills,  he.  fliall  be  entered  to  the  credit 
of  the  merchants  of  F  ranee  to  whom  they  belong. 
Thofe  tranfgreffing  the  above  regulation,  and  unable  to  pay 

the  penalties  annexed,  fhall  fuffer  corporal  puniHiment. 


Tlje  Imperial  Court  of  E.vckanre  and  Commerce  at  Vienna^  on  the 
loth  of  February,  ^794>  ''(Ji-i^'d  a  Declaration  to  the  following 
Effea: 

npHE  Imperial  directors  of  exchange  and  commerce,  having 
-*•  received  intelligence  from  Paris,  that  all  bills  of  exchange, 
and  other  debts  due  to  French  merchants,  and  inhabitants  of 
France,  by  German,  and  other  European  merchants  and  corref- 
pondents,  were  to  be  delivered  up,  and  conveyed  to,  and"  for 
the  benefit  of  the  prefent  French  government,  who  is  to  pay 
the  proprietors  in  affignats,  ■  manifeil:  a  wifli  that  a  general 
meeting  of  fuch  merchants  and  othe^,  poffefTed  of  French  pro- 
perty, would  take  into  confideration  how  far  that  meafure 
adopted  in  France  might  injure  the  intereft  of  the  fiibje6ts  of 
his  Imperial  majefty;  and  at  the  fame  time,  to  propofe  to  the 
Imperial  court  fuch  meafures  as  might  prevent  that  mifchief, 
which  is  apprehended  from  the  F:rench  drawing  fuch  a  (quantity 
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of  fpecie  from  the  hereditary  dominions  of  his  Imperial  ma- 
jefty. 

In  confequence  of  the  above  declaration,  a  meeting  was  held 
amongft  feveral  of  the  bankers  and  merchants  of  Vienna,  who 
unanimoufly  agreed,  that  there  was  no  necefTity  for  any  meafure 
being  taken  relative  to  that  declaration,  for  two  reafons : 

Firft,  on  account  of  the  debts  due  from  the  fubje£ts  of  his 
imperial  majefly  to  thofe  of  f  ranee,  being  but  inconiiderable- 

Secondly,  from  an  apprehenfion  that  the  credit  of  the  AuC- 
trian  nation  might  be  endangered  by  taking  meafures  of  fimilar 
violence  with  thofe  adopted  by  a  nation,  which  have  proved  the 
rerv  ruin  of  their  credit. 


Report  prefejited  to  the  'Nai'ional  Conijent'ionlv  Barrerc,  on  Jan.  ^d^ 
1794,  in  the  Name  of  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety  ^  relative  to 
the  Situation  of  Toulon, 

CITIZENS,  after  having  celebrated  the  triumph  of  the  arms 
of  the  Republic  over  the  infamous  city  of  Toulon,  it  be- 
comes the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  to  fix  their  attention 
upon  Port  de  la  Montague. — A  wife  decree  ought  to  crown  the  ci- 
vic feaft.  Let  us  leave  to  hiftory  the  talk  of  recounting  the  fimple 
yet  dignified  pomp  of  that  feaft,  celebrated  by  the  con<:]uerors — - 
of  relating  how  tiic  triumphal  cars  have  been  for  the  firft  time 
employed  in  celebrating  the  patriotic  deeds  of  the  foldiers  in« 
fiead  of  thofe  of  the  generals — let  us  leave  to  phiJofophy  the 
talk  ofrecolle6ting  that  the  Iionours  of  victory  have  for  the  firfl 
time  been  decreed  to  the  foldiers  wounded  in  defence  of  the  Re- 
public, and  that  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  have  known 
how  to  honour  at  the  fame  time  bravery  and  misfortune. 
Among  the  ancients,  trees  which  had  been  ftruck  by  thunder- 
bolts were  confidered  to  be  facred — among  the  French  Republi- 
cans, the  public  gratitude  confecrates  thofe  foldriers  who  have 
been  wounded  by  the  arms  of  the  defpots. — From  thofe  citizens 
whom  the  chance  of  v/ar  has  fpared,  new  traits  of  military  ci- 
vihn  are  apparent  everyday:  even  yefterday,  in  going  out  of 
the  convention,  an  old  invalid,  exulting  at  the  nevv^s  received 
from  the  armies  of  the  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle,  exclaimed — It  is  a 
glorious  circumjlayice  to  he  an  invalid  in  that  campaipi  in  which  the 
PruJJians  ivere  repuljedfrom  Landau. 

To  artills  and  hiftorians  muft  be  configned  the  taJlk  of 
tranfmitting  to  pofterity  thofe  traits  of  Republican  courage 
which  have  appeared  at  Toulon.  They  will  afford  a  brilliant 
and  magnificent  fubjecfl  to  thofe  poets  who  arc  enthufiafiically 
attached  to  liberty.  On  our  national  theatres,  Oh'  m.en  of 
France!    will  be  repeated  thofe   deeds  of  heroiim  which  have 
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^cen  pei'formcd  upon  the  iliores  of  the  Mediterranean— thofo 
monuments  will  be  civic  eulogies  in  honour  of  fome,  and  will 
aiFord  to  others  a  proud  leiTon,  by  which  they  may  be  deterred 
from  fullying  the  national  glory.  While  we  wait  for  the  tribute 
which  the  genius  of  the  arts  will  pay  to  th;  genius  of  liberty — 
while  we  wait  for  the  labours  of  thofe  poets  who  will  immorta- 
lize that  tempeftuous  night,  in  which,  through  a  heavy  rain 
the  foldiers  of  liberty  advanced  with  a  courageous  filence  to  the 
Englilh  redoubt— -that  bulwark  of  their  venal  treafon — Vv'hile 
■we  wait  to  hear  in  our  theatres  the  tocfm  of  fear  which  was  rung 
by  the  Spaniards  when  the  Englifli  bravery  was  retreating  to- 
wards the  Mediterranean — V'hile  we  wait  to  hear  the  confufed 
Ciies  of  Neapolitans,  Portuguefe,  Italians,  Spaniards,  and  Emi- 
grants, invoking  upon  their  knees  the  failors  and  pilots  to  fly  a 
dilhonoured  fhore,  which  reftored  tliem  to  the  fea  tliat  brought 
tl)em — \¥hile  we  wait  till  they  fliall  reprefent  to  us  the  French 
army  advancing  fuddenly  againil:  the  walls  of  that  infamous  city, 
where  the  mine  of  a  fort  blew  up  by  its  iide,  where  the  fire,  fet  to 
,  parcels  of  gunpowder  and  fand  within  tlie  town,  covered  the 
air  with  bombs,  and  fpared  the  lives  of  our  brave  fohhers, 
only  becaufe  they  faced  danger  the  more  clofely — While  we 
wait  till  they  fhall  depi6l  to  us  that  beneficent  tranfportation 
of  all  the  traitors  of  Toulon,  and  of  their  wives,  ifill  more 
guilty,  who  threw  themfelves  into  floops  of  embarkation,  funk 
by  our  formidable  artillery — the  reporter  of  your  committee 
means  to  confine  himfelf  to  reprefent  to  you  the  crimes  and  the 
tletfrudlive  cowardice  of  thofe  furious  enemies,  who,  in  their 
flight,  fet  fire  to  our  fleet.  Behold  that  conflagration  !  it  dif- 
covers  to  us  the  confufed  and  fudden  embarkation  of  the  he- 
roes of  Albion,  and  of  the  nobles  of  Caflile.  It  fliews  us 
thofe  perfidious  fquadrons  whom  the  very  winds  refufe  to 
affili,  and  VvJhom  the  indignant  billows  even  threaten  to  throw 
againfi:  our  batteries! — Behold  that  burning  fhlp  of  the  Re- 
public, in  which  the  French  patriots,  chained  by  the  Engiilh, 
perilh  !— Behold  thofe  atiocious  fires  !  they  blazon  forth  on  the 
wide  furface  of  the  feas  tlie  crimes  of  the  courts  of  London 
and  Madrid;  they  inflame  the  indignant  courage  of  our  troops, 
and  light  them  in  their  vi61orious  marcii.  This  fad  and 
gloomy  pi6ture  might  he  foftened  by  the  fight  of  the  galley- 
liaves,  who,  fiill  mindful  of  the  country  wliich  had  punifhed 
them,  broke  their  chains,  thinking  only  of  extinguifhing  the 
flames  which  confumed  our  fleet.  It  would  be  our  duty, 
amidft  thefe  forrowful  and  melancholy  fcenes,  to  depi6t  the 
|-eprefentative  of  the  people  leaving  the  prifon  of  Fort  La 
Malgue,  and  aifking,  in  the  confulion  of  vi(5forv,  **  Am  I, 
indeed,  with  Frenchmen  ?  has  the  Republic  vanqui&ed  her 
enemies  r'* 
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Pardon  this  ciigrefiion,  infpired  by  the  fuhjefl:^  nnd  by 
the  circumftances  in  which  we  now  are.  Our  committee  has 
only  charged  me  to  prefent  to  you  the  means  of  regenerating 
the  navy  of  the  Republic  in  the  ports  of  the  Mediterranean^ 
and  of  reftoring  it  to  that  power,  which  its  pofition,  its  rich- 
nefs,  and  population, — its  will  and  its  vi6tories,  fecure  to  it 
on  the  feas. 

The  Spaniards  and  the  Neapolitans  burnt  nine  fliips,  and 
the  Engli{liy?o/^  four.  Fifteen  remained  untouched  in  the  port. 
Four  had  been  formerly  fent  to  the  harbours  of  Breft  and 
L'Orient,  no  doubt  with  the  defign  of  poifoning  our  ports 
on  the  ocean ;  and,  by  fuch  a  fatal  prefent,  to  prepare  frefli 
perfidies,  purchafed  by  the  Englifh  civil  lifl,  and  the  depre- 
dations of  Charles  of  Spain. 

The  Republic  poffcffes  in  the  Mediterranean  upwards  of 
thirty  fhips  of  vv^ar,  confifting  of  frigates,  corvettes,  and  cut- 
ters, exclufive  of  Le  Dufquefne,  a  fhip  of  the  line  of  -4  guns. 
There  remain  at  Toulon  fifteen  fhips,  viz.  five  frigates,  five 
lighters,  one  fhip  of  the  line,  and  two  frigates  upon  the 
flocks. 

One  part  of  our  fhips  has  been  deftroyed  by  the  crimes  of 
our  enemies  :  thofe  fliips  will  be  replaced  by  the  forfeits  of  the 
emigrants;  their  fortune  remains  to  pay  the  building;  their 
forefts  will  be  converted  into  {hips,  and  their  houfes  changed 
into  arfenals  or  manufa£lures.  The  Republicans  will  manu- 
fadture  fails  in  the  very  places  wheie  the  emigrants  wove  their 
plots,  and  the  country  will  grow  rich  both  by  their  flight 
and  their  fortunes.  One  of  our  tyrants,  who  created  the 
French  navy  more  by  pride,  than  by  iuil:  ideas  of  its  utility, 
diftinguifhed  that  creation  by  the  defpotifm  and  vanity  which 
fignalized  all  the  actions  of  a  reign  that  lafled  too  long.  He 
iifued  a  naval  ordinance,  with  numberlefs  formalities,  refpeft- 
ing  the  felling  and  ufe  of  the  timber  in  the  forefts.  The  Re- 
public has  other  means  and  other  views :  it  wants  men  and 
materials :  it  requires  and  appropriates  the  fame  in  the  various 
magazines  and  working  places.  In  democracy,  all  the  en- 
joyments are  concentred;  individuality  is  the  egotifm  of  mo- 
narchies. The  firft  wants  are  thofe  of  the  country  :  it  is  en- 
titled to  every  thing  which  its  welfare  re(^uires.  Liberty  is  a 
privileged  and  general  creditor,  not  only  of  perfon  and  pro^ 
perty,  but  even  of  talents,  courage,  and  thought. 

The  committee  propofes  to  you,  to  charge  the  miniftcf 
ot  the  marine  to  give  immediate  orders  for  building  as  many 
(iiips  as  the  Port  de  la  Montague  (Toulon)  can  contain. 
You  ought  not  to  confine  yourfelves  to  that  re-conquered 
harbour— you  ought  to  order  fhips  to  be  built  in  the  fame 
manner  in  all  the  ports  of  th?  Mediterranean.     Nature  called 
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you  almoft  exclufively  to  navigate  that  fea,  and  to  trade  upon 
it^  fince  it  has  parted  it  from  the  ocean  and  our  conftant 
enemies,  by  a  famous  and  narrow  ftraitr  Nattire  aflbciated 
you  with  tlie  nations  of  Italy  :  it  invited  you  to  carry  on 
commerce  in  the  Levant,  and  to  connedt  yourfelves  with  the 
-Dardanelles.  It  is  known  in  the  divan,  that  Republics  never 
marry,  and  that  Vienna  will  no  longer  govern  France  by 
Aultrian  women.  It  is  known  in  your  fouthern  manufac- 
tures, that  their  profperity  depends  on  the  prefervation  of  the 
trade  which  the  mouths  of  the  Rhone  found  fo  ufeful ;  and 
that  the  Mediterranean  is  only  a  great  channel  of  navigation 
for  France,  of  which  ilie  ought  to  poITefs  the  powers  of  regu- 
lation. It  is  not  fuflicient  to  break  the  fceptres  of  the  con- 
tinental powers— the  fceptre  of  the  maritime  powers  ought 
alfo  to  be  broken,  and  you  ought  to  free  the  feas  as  you  have 
freed  the  land.  Your  cannons  are  the  envoys  which  you  fend 
to  the  powers  'of  the  continent:  your  {hips  of  the  line  and 
your  frigates  are  the  ambaffadors  to  the  maritime  powers.— 
To  the  arfenals !  to  the  docks  I  citizens,  is  the  cry  of  the  Re- 
public. 

With  regard  to  the  divers  naval  ftorehoufes  and  eftablifh* 
meats  depending  on  the  maritime  department,  the  minifler 
is  to  be  charged  by  this  decree,  to  have  them  immediately 
reftored.  He  iliall  have  power  to  put  in  requifition  the  ma- 
Ibns,  and  all  other  necelTary  workmen.  Let  private  fliip- 
building  ceafe  when  that  of  the  nation  begins.  This  requi- 
iition  may  extend  to  all  tlie  harbours  adjacent  to  the  Port  de 
la  Montague,  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  lent  into 
the  departments  wliere  there  is  timber,  {hall  fend  it  without 
delay  to  the  ports  of  the  Mediterranean.  Every  article  necef- 
fary  for  the  naval  fervice  has  already  been  put  in  a  {late  of  re- 
cjuiiltion.  Let  a  decree  of  the  convention  therefore  roufe 
them  into  immediate  adlivity.  At  the  glad  found  of  vidtory 
the  greateft  affluence  of  artificers,  failors,  marines,  and  friends 
pf  the  Republic  v>fill  be  found  in  all  our  ports.  Since  vi6lory 
lias  attended  our  banners,  all  afTert  that  they  are  patriots---all 
exclaini,  Godfave  the  Republic ! —h^X  them  ferve  the  Republic. 
The  adminiftrative  bodies  may>  in  this  circumftance,  expiate 
or  obliterate  their  political  wrongs,  in  accelerating,  by  the 
means  which  the  law  has  put  in  their  power,  the  fupply  of 
provihons  to  our  ports  in  the  Mediterranean,  the  conveyance 
of  materials  and  workmen,  and  the  felling  of  timber. 

It  is,  above  all,  in  the  c'l-devayit  duchy  of  Savoy,  in  the 
Alpine  forefls,  that  the  protedling  defiiny  of  the  Republic  has 
marked  out  {hips.— Strong  and  iafting  timber,  and  abundance 
of  materials,  can  be  brought  from  this  fouthern  department 
to    the  fea-coafl.     The    reprefentatives  of  the  people  in  Mont 
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Blanc  ought  to  induce  the  rangers  to-  enrich  the  port  de  la 
Montagne  with  picked  trees  from  the  Alps.  But,  as  it  is  ne- 
cefTary  to  call  forth  fd  many  workmen  from  the  Southern  de- 
partments to  the  ports  in  the  Mediterranean)  you  lliould  be 
informed  that  the  firft  requifition  took  off  a  great  number  of 
mechanics,  who  are  in  the  vigour  of  life,  animated  with  ci- 
Vifm,  and  ftill  continue  to  be  left  without  arms.  Let  us, 
therefore,  change  for  a  moment  the  obje6l  of  the  firft  requifi- 
tion, and  fubftitute  a  mechanical  requifition  of  workmen  for  a 
mihtary  one.  To  manufacture  a  gun,  to  build  a  liiip,  to  go 
through  the  manoeuvres  in  a  garrifon,  or  to  fight  on  the  fron- 
tiers,~  is  to  render  the  fame  fervice  to  tlie  Republic.  You 
will,  therefore,  permit  the  minifter  of  marine  to  expedite  in- 
ftruments  of  requifition  to  all  naval  Vv^orkmen,  of  what  age  or 
defcriptiori  foever,  to  be  employed  in  the  ports  and  arfenals  of 
the  Republic. 

But  thefe  plans  of  naval  fervice  may  he  obfl:ru6led,  as  the 
Federalifts  and  iMon  arch  ills,  who  held  places  in  the  maritime 
and  military  adminiftrations,  have  not  yet  ail  difappeared.  All 
tliofe  now  employed  in  thofe  important  branches,  are  not  zea- 
Ibus  Republicans.  The  gold  of  Pitt — like  the  golden  fhower 
of  Danae — penetrates  through  the  national  offices  and  working 
praces.  Toulon  and  Marfeilles,  Breft  and  L'Orient,  are  not 
quite  diverted  of  thofe  obfcure  agents  of  the  Britifh  minifter,  of 
thofe  numerous  adherents  of  the  Duke  of  York,  and  of  thofe 
buffoons  of  lords  who  call  themfelves  zealous  patriots.  All 
tliofe  who  ffiall  therefore  be  guilty  of  neglect  of  the  works  in 
the  fea-ports  and  arfenals,  and  fiiall  not  exert  themfelves  as 
:nuch  as  ffiall  lie  in  tlieir  power,  ought  to  be  difmiffed  by  the 
minifter  xaf  the  marine,  and  put  under  arrefl  as  fufpiclous 
perfons. 

The  laft  nieafure  which  your  committee- propofes  to  you,  is 
to  extinguifh  the  maritime  federalifm,  to  which  the  greatelt 
part  of  the  treafons  of  Toulon  is  due.  Long  fince  have  the 
feamen  of  the  South  feparated  themfelves  from  thofe  of  the 
Weft,  by  intereft,  manners,  ufiiges,  and  connexions,  from 
v^^hich  fprung  a  great  diforganization.  It  is  as  though  the  . 
armies  of  the  Alps  or  of  Italy  fliould  imagine  that  they  were 
not  engaged  in  the  fame  caufe,  as  the  armies  of  the  North 
and  of  the  Rhine. — Federalifm  is  an  ill  in  a  certain  degree  at- 
tached to  this  climate,  but  it  differs  materially  from  that  fe- 
deral difeafe  inherent  in  intrigue,  vanity,  royalty,  and  in  the 
crimes  of  the  combined  powers  and  their  partifans  in  France. 
It  is  a  local  fedei-alihn,  which,  however,_  the  legiilator  ought 
to  endeavour  without  ceaflng  to  attenuate  and  deftroy.  The 
virulence  is  more  alarming  on  the  fea  than  on  {here — for  on 
the  fea  it  is  fupported  by   diilance,  by  long  voyages,  by  the 
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aVifence  of  drfcipline,  and  by  naval  diforganization.  On  thtf 
ihore,  however,  its  force  is  reprefled  by  the  ever  watchful 
legiilature,  and  by  the  feveral  authorities  adding  in  concert 
Vvith  the  legiflature.  The  foul  of  the  Republic,  therefore, 
muft  infufe  itfelf  into,  and  animate  the  whole  body  of  the 
naval  and  military  force.  "We  muft  link  together  ail  the  fea- 
men  in  the  fame  manner  as  we  have  the  foldiers.  You  ought, 
therefore,  to  unite  in  all  parts  the  naval  forces,  as  you  have 
united  the  military;  all  the  feamen  ought  to  be  linked  toge- 
ther like  the  foldiers. — The  battalions  of  the  Alps  and  the  Py- 
renees ought  to  march  to  the  banks  of  the  Sambre,  of  the 
Mozelle,  of  the  Rhine,  and  of  the  Danube  :  the  feamen  of 
Dunkirk  and  Bayonne  oyght  in  the  fame  manner  to  repair  to 
Toulon  and  to  Cette,  as  the  feamen  of  the  Var  and  the  Rhone 
ought  to  ferve  in  the  ports  of  Breft,  Rochelle,  and  L'Orient. 
Why  lliould  the  tempefls  that  roufe  the  anger  of  the  waves  of 
the  Mediterranean  be  unknown  to  the  feamen  who  have  wea- 
thered the  llorms  of  the  ocean?  The  Republican  Ihould  be 
equally  acquainted  with  the  rocks  of  one  fea,  and  tlie  fands  of 
another.  The  inhabitants  of  krance  fliould  accuitom  them- 
felves  td  every  climate  where  the  voice  of  their  country  calls 
them-^They  ought  to  prefs  the  waves  of  every  fea,  to  which 
the  intereft  of  the  national  commerce  fummons  tliem.  Do(,'S. 
it  belong  to  us  to  feed  that  unnatural  and  fatal  rivalrtiip  be- 
tween the  different  ports  of  the  Republic  ?  Is  it  our  duty  t6 
continue  that  antipathy  which  defpotifm  cherifhed,  but  which 
Republicans  ought  to  deftroy  ?  Ought  we  who  have  puniihed 
the  federalifts,  to  fupport  the  federal  fyftem  ?— I  demand,  ci- 
tizens, your  deepeft  attention— Let  us  prelerve  our  iquadrons, 
our  feas,  and  the  Republic  from  this  danger,  which  impends 
over  them  from  the  intrigues  of  federalifm-— Let  the  monfter 
expire  this  day  beneath  the  force  of  your  decrees. 

A  iaft  thought  has  ftruck  your  committee  in  prefenting  this. 
plan;  which  is,  to  break  the  chains  with  which  the  anticnt 
government  has  fettered  fome  men,  of  whom  raanv  are,  per- 
haps, more  unfortunate  than  guilty.  The  flaves  did  not  ima- 
gine that  they  (hould  obtain  their  freedom  by  defending  the 
interefts  of  the  Republic-— They  did  not  forget  in  the  midfl:  of 
their  punifhm.ent  that  they  were  Frenchmen,  and  they  there- 
fore hafkened  to  extinguiili  the  flames  on  board  the  different 
fliips.  One  of  them  burnt  his  hands  in  endeavouring  to  ex- 
tjnguifh  the  liglued  pitch  and  tar  which  was  on  the  point  of 
fetting  iire  to  one  of  our  moll  important  magazines.  Had 
the  wretched  galley-ilaves  pofTefled  counter-revolutionary  fen- 
timents,  they  would  have  fed  the  flames  for  the  purpofe  of  ef- 
fedling  their  efcape — Had  thefe  men  refembled  the  inhabitants 
of  Toulon,  they  would  have  affifted  the  enemies  of  their 
5  country 
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country — by  an  oppofite  conduft  have  they  not  paid  their  ran- 
fom  in  patriotifm  ? 

We  mean  not  to  propofe  to  you  fuch  meafures  as  may  ap- 
pear to  partake  of  immorality — we  therefore  wifli  not  blindly  to 
break  the  chains  of  all  the  flaves  at  Toulon. — But  has  not  the 
love  of  their  country  purified  their  hearts,  which  might  have 
been  corrupted  by  the  vices  of  the  old  fyflem,  might  have  been 
produced  by  misfortune,  and  perhaps  by  thofe  defpotic  laws 
which  you  have  repealed  ? 

May  we  not  inllitute  an  inquiry  into  the  nature  of  thofe 
crimes  which  occafioned  their  condemnation  to  the  galleys?  May 
we  not  reftore  to  fociety,  men  who  may  again  become  citizens, 
and  who  did  not  forget  their  country  when  it  was  in  danger? 
Your  deputies  have  written  to  the  Convention,  that  thegailey- 
flaves  were  the  only  patriots  in  Toulon.  Suffer  therefore  pub- 
lic gratitude  to  confole  thefe  unfortunate  people,  and  to  prove 
that  the  Republic  is  not  infenlible  to  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  devoted  themfelves  to  her  fervice. 

The  iofs  of  the  Republic  in  the  arfenal  is  trifling — every 
thing  is  preferved,  except  the  general  magazine  and  the  flore- 
houfe  for  mafts.  By  an  attentive  confideration  of  the  force  of 
our  enemies  and  the  valuable  articles  they  have  left  us,  we  {hall 
be  convinced  that  this  vi£lory  is  fo  aflonilliing,  that  pofterity 
will  fcarce  be  able  to  credit  it.  It  is  only  fuch  foldiers  as  fight 
for  their  country  who  could  have  dared  to  attempt  fuch  an  enter- 
prize,  and  who  could  have  gained  fuch  a  vi6lory. 

Barrere  then  propofed  and  the  Convention  pafled  tlie  follow- , 
jng  decree  : 

I.  The  minifter  of  the  marine  is  ordered  to  ilTue  immediate 
orders  for  building  as  m'any  fhips  as  can  be  built  in  the  docks  of 
port  de  la  Montague,  (formerly  Toulon.) 

Jl.  Orders  in  the  mean  time  iliall  be  fent  to  all  the  other 
ports  in  the  Mediterranean  for  the  building  of  as  many  iliips  as 
the  docks  will  hold. 

III.  The  minifler  of  the  marine  is  to  order  all  thofe  eilab- 
lifhments  of  Toulon  which  are  conne6ted  with  his  office  to  be 
repaired ;  and  in  order  to  produce  this  effect,  he  is  ordered  to 
put  in  a  ftate  of  requifition  all  mafons  and  other  artificers  be- 
longing to  the  department  of  Var  and  the  neighbouring  de- 
partments. 

IV.  The  national  reprefentatives  in  the  Southern  depart- 
ments fhall  fend  to  Marfeilles  and  Toulon,  as  foon  as  they  re- 
ceive this  decree,  all  the  fhip  timber,  and  every  other  article 
neceffary  to  the  building  and  equipping  of  fhips. 

V.  Theadminiftrative  bodies  are  ordered  to  ufe  the  greateft 
a6livity  in  the  conveyance  of  the  necelTary  articles  for  the  fer- 
vice  of  the  marine. 
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VI.  The  national  repreientatives  in  the  department  of 
Mont  Blanc  are  delired  to  accelerate  the  execution  of  the  decree 
for  the  felling  of  timber  in  that  department.  The  timber  when 
felled,  is  immediately  to  be  fent  to  Marfeilles  and  Toulon. 

VII.  The  neceflary  artificers  for  the  fervice  of  the  marine, 
and  who  have  hitherto  belonged  to  the  firfl.  armed  requifxtlon, 
are  required  by  tlie  prefent  decree  to  proceed  to  Toulon,  in  order 
to  afiiil:  in  the  works,  which  are  about  to  be  begun. — The  war 
and  marine  minillers  are  ordered  to  give  the  neceffary  direc- 
tions.— The  marine  minifler  is  to  fend  to  tlie  Convention'  a 
printed  lift  of  fuch  citizens  as  may  be  d:rafted  from  the  firft 
requiiition  for  the  fervice  of  the  marine. 

VIII.  Carpenters,  caulkers,  fail-makers,  and  all  perfons  who 
have  been  employed  in  jfhip  building,  are  put  in  a,  ftate  of  re- 
quifition  by  the  prefent  decree,  and  are  to  be  employed  in  the 
feveral  arfenals  and  ports  of  the  Republic,  by  an  order  from  the 
marine  minifter. 

IX.  The  miniftcr  fhall  make  fuch  a  difpofition  in  the  fervice 
of  the  marine,  that  the  feamen  at  prefent  employed  in  the  ma- 
ritime ports  of  the  North  and  the  Weft  fliall  be  employed  ir^ 
the  Southern  ports. 

X.  All  the  civil  and  military  agents  of  the  marine,  and 
all  others  employed  in  this  fervice,  who  fhall  negleft  or  delay, 
or.  who  fhall  refufeto  aflift  by  all  means  in  their  power,  the  naval 
operations,  fhall  be  difmiiTed  by  the  minifter,  and  taken  up  as, 
fufpeiled  perfons. 

XI.  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  at  Toulon  are  au- 
thorized to  name  a  committee,  confifting  of  three  perfons, 
who  fliall  examine  the  regifters  of  the  galleys  in  which  perfons 
have  been  confined,  the  nature  of  their  crimes,  and  the  fentences, 
which  have  been  pafTed  upon  the  galley-fiaves. 

The  opinion  of  the  commiihoners  ftiall  be  fent  to  the  Con- 
vention, as  well  as  the  nature  of  their  determination  on  the  ftate. 
of  thefe  Haves, 

XII.  All  the  petitions,  he.  which  have  been  addreffed  to, 
the  legiflators  and  minifters  by  the  galley-flaves  detained  in 
the  port  of  Toulon  and  other  places,  fhall  be  tranfmitted  to  the 
comraiflioners  within  24  hours.  The  moft  fcrupulous  examina- 
tion fhall  immediately  be  made  of  all  the  papers  in  the  different 
offices. 

XIII.  The  National  Convention  decrees,  that  the  galley- 
Have  who  burnt  his  hand  in  extinguifliing  the  pitch  and  tar 
which  was  near  burning  one  of  the  dock-yards,  ihall  be  imme- 
diately fet  at  liberty,  Tliere  fliall  be  prefented  to  him  by  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  people,  a  fum  of  600  livres  by  way  of 
aid. 
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v/  confequcnce  of  a  reprefcniation  of  the  m'lferahle  condithn  of  looa

1.  'TT^HE  miniiler  at  war  fliall  be  bound  to  anfwer  in  writing, 

_|_  in  the  courie  of  24  hours,  whether  he  has  put  into  ex- 
ecution the  decree  of  Sept.  7,  relative  to  the  French  de- 
tained at  Mentz. 

2.  That  he  be  alfo  obliged  to  declare,  whether  the  aHli(3:ed  fitua- 
tion  of  thofe  citizens,  which  ought  to  have  been  de4ivered  to 
him  by  Chaney,  commifTary  at  war,  has  been  received  by  him, 
and  if  he  paid  attention  to  it. 

3.  That  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  with  the  army  of  the 
Rhine  and  the  Mozelle  fhall  be  charged  to  v>rrite  to  Oberndorf 
(Count)  the  principal  ininifter  of  the  Palatine  defpot,  and 
to  the  regency  of  that  bafe  wretch  crowned  with  an  eletfboral 
mitre,  that  ii,  in  the  courfe  of  twenty-four  hours,  the  bank- 
ers of  their  mafter  at  Frankfort  fliall  not  have  paid  to  the 
Kingof  Pruffia  the  fum  which  he  demands  for  the  Frenchmen 
detained  at  Mentz,  the  town,  burghs,  villages,  and  hamlets 
of  the  great  bailiwicks  of  Creutznach  and  Alzey,  which  arc 
in  the  hands  of  the  Republic,  ftiall  be  reduced  to  afhes. 

4.  That  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  fliall  alfo  be  charged 
with  removing  to  the  interior  of  the  Republic,  all  the  provi- 
fionsand  cffe(Stsof  value  in  the  great  baili\yicks  of  Lauterecken, 
Kayferllautern,  and  Neuftadt. 

5.  That  this  meafure  be  extended  to  all  the  other  territories  of 
the  German  petty  princes,  nobles,  he.  efpecially  to  the 
county  of  Falckenftein,  belonging  now  to  the  Emperor. 

d.  That  the  great  bailiwick  of  Germerfheim  be  immediately 
municipalized,  and  embodied  with  the  dilfridl  of  Landau. 

7.  That  the  national  vengeance  be  difplayed  in  fetting  fire  to  all 
the  caftles  and  palaces  of  thofe  countries,  to  begin  with  that 
of  the  Ele6l:or  of  Mentz  at  Worms,  which  has  long  enough 
ferved  as  a  flielter  to  the  infamous  Conde  and  his  accom- 
plices.

SUCCESS,  whilft  it  ferves  only  to  relax   the  eiForts  of  the. 
weak,  flimulates  to  moye  active  exertions  men  of  fuperior 
blinds.  ■     >  .         . 
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Be  it  the  tafk  of  hiitory  and  of  Europe  to  boafl  of  the  miracles 
of  Toulon — Let  us  prepare  new  triumphs  for  Liberty.  The 
(defenders  of  the  Republic  have  adopted  the  maxim  of  Csfar. 
They  believe  that  nothbtg  is  done  v.'hilft  any  thhig  remains  io  be 
cccompVifhcd.  Sufficient  dangers  ftill  exift  to  excite  our  utmoffc 
zeal.  *The  valour  of  our  Republican  foldkrs  renders  it  an  eafy 
tafk  to  conquer  the  Engiifh  and  overcome  traitors;  an  under- 
taking, however,  not  iefs  important,  though  more  arduous, 
ilill  remains  to  be  accompliflied.  We  muft  fruftrate,  by  an 
•anfhaken  energy,  the  perpetual  intrigues  of  all  the  enemies  of 
our  liberty,  and  render  triumphant  thofe  principles  on  vyhich 
alone  the  public  profperity  can  be  eftablilbed.  Thefe  are  the 
moft  important  duties  which  you  have  impofed  on  your  com- 
mittee of  public  fafety, 

We  will  now,  firil, 
of  a  Revolutionary  Government,  and  then  proceed  to  point  out 
the  caufes  which  have  tended  to  ftitie  it  in  its  birth. 

The  theory  of  a  Revolutionary  Government  is  as  new  as  the 
revolution  that  produced  it.  It  would  be  in  vain  to  fearch  for 
it  in  the  books  of  political  writers,  by  whom  it  was  not  fore- 
feen,  or  in  the  laws  of  tyrants,  who,  content  with  abufxng, 
at-e  not  very  folicitous  to   inquire  into  the  legitimacy  of  their 

power. To   the  ariPcocracy  alfo   this    word  is    either    the 

ohjed^  of  terror  or  a  fubjedt  for  calumny  ;  to  tyrants  a  high 
offence  ;  to  many  perfons  a  complete  enigma  :  it  is  therefore 
r.eceffary  to  explain  it  to  all,  that  the  good  citizens,  at  leaft,  may 
rallv  round  the  ftandard  of  the  public  welfare. 

The  office  of  government  is  to  direci:  the  moral  and  physical 
force  of  the  nation  to  the  end  of  its  inftitution.  The  aim  of 
the  conftitutional  government  is  to  preferv-e  the  Republic  :  that 
of  the  revolutionary  government  to  lay  its  foundation.  The 
revolution  is  the  war  of  liberty  againfi-  its  enemies  ;  the  confti- 
tiition  is  the  government  of  Jibertv,  at  once  vi6lorious  and  at 
jieace.  The  revolutionary  government  ftands  in  x\q&A  of  ex- 
tpaordinayy  activity,  becaufe  it  is  in  a  ftate  of  war.  It  is  fubje^b 
to  rules  Iefs  uniform  and  exafl:,  becaufe  the  circumilanccs,  under 
which  it  exifts,  are  unfettled  and  tempeftuous,  and  above  all, 
becaufe  it  is  perpetually  obliged  to  provide  uncommon  and  im- 
mediate refources  for  neiw  and  preffing  dangers. — Civil  liberty 
occupies  chiefly  the  attention  of  the  conftitutional  government; 
pyblic  liberty,  that  of  the  revolutionary  government.  L''nder 
the  conftitutional  government,  almoft  all  that  is  required  is  the 
protection  of  individuals  againfl  the  public  power;  imder  the 
revolutionary  governmeijt,  the  public  power  itfelf  is  to  be  de- 
fended againii  all  the  fi^6lions  that  affail  it.  The  revolutionary 
gg^vernment  owe^  to  gpod,  citi??nsj  all  th?. protedion.  w^hich  the 
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nation  can  give  ;  the  enemies  of  the  people  have  nothing  to 
expetfl:  from  it  but  death. 

This  is  fufficient  to  explain  the  origin  and  nature  of  thofe 
laws  which  we  call  revolutionary.  Thofe  who  pronounce  them 
arbitrary  or  tyrannical,  are  either  ftupid  or  obftinate  fophiils, 
who  endeavour  to  confound  things  which  are  oppofite  in  their 
nature. — They  willi  peace  and  war,  health  and  iicknefs  to  befub- 
initted  to  the  fame  regimen  ;  or  rather,  they  defire  only  the  re- 
furre6tion  of  tyranny^  and  the  death  of  their  country^  If  they 
are  clatnorons  for  tlie  literal  e::evCution  of  the  couftitutironaL 
lawsj  it  is  only  to  violate  them  with  impunity.  Thefe  are  the 
cowardly  alTaffias,  who,  to  deflroy  the  Republic  in  its  cradle,  en- 
deavour to  fetter  it  witli  vague  maxims,  from  which  they  well 
know  how  to  dilengage  themfelves. 

The  conftitutional  veflel  has  not  been  conftrufled  to  remain' 
always  on  the  flocks  ;  but  would  it  have  been  proper  to  have 
launched  it  in  a  ftonn,  and  under  the  influence  of  contrary 
winds  ?. — This  was  what  tiie  tyrants  and  flaves,  v^'ho  oppofed 
itsconflrucSlion,  wifhed;  the  French  people,  however,  have  di- 
rected you  to  wait  the  return  of  a  calm.  Their  unanimous 
vviihes  drowning,  at  once,  the  clamours  of  aridocracy  and  of* 
federalifm  have  commanded  you,  firft,  to  deliver  them  from  all 
tlieir  enemies.  The  temples  of  tiie  gcds  are  not  built  to  ferve 
as  an  afylurn  for  facrilegifts,  who  come  to  prophane  them; 
nor  was  the  conliitution  framed  to  countenance  the  plots  of.  ty- 
rants, who  endeavour  to  deftroy  it. 

If  the  revohitionary  government  he  more  a£live  in  its  career, 
more  free  in  its  movements,  is  it  lefs  juft  or  lefs  legal  ?  ^No  ! 
It  is  fupported  by  the  moil  facred  of  all  lav/s — the  welfare  of  the 
people;  by  the  mod  irrefragable  of  rights — neceffitv.  Its  prin- 
ciples are  founded  on  juftice  and  public  order  :  it  has  nothing  in 
common  with  anarchy  or  confufion  ;  on  the  contrary,  its  aim 
is  to  reprefs  them,  for  the  purpofe  of  eftabl  i filing  the  reign  of 
laws— neither  has  it  any  thing  in  common  with  what  is  ar- 
bitrary— it  is  not  dire(51ed  by  particular  paffion,  but  by  the 
public  Vv^elfare. 

It  is  its  duty  to  a6i;  on  general  principles  in  all  cafes  when  they 
can  be  applied  without  endangering  the  public  liberty,  Ths 
extent  of  its  force  ought  to  be  proportioned  to  tlve  perfidv  and 
audacity  of  the  confpirators.  The  more  it  appears  terrible  to 
bad  men,  the  more  will  it  proted  and  favour  the  good.  Tlie 
oftener  we  are  compelled  under  particular  ci'rcumdances  to  adopt 
rigorous  meafures,  the  more  cautious  we  fliould  be  to  avoid  fucK 
meafures  when  they  unnecclTarily  injure  liberty,  and  arc  hurtful 
to  the  interefts  of  individuals,  without  any  advantage  to  the 
public.  We  have  to  fteer  between  two  rocks — imbecility 
and  temerity — moderantifm  and  excefs— moderantifm,  which  i^; 
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tt>  raoueration,  what  impotence  is  to  chaftity— and  excefs,  whicti 
rerembles  energy  only  as  a  dropfy  refembles  health. 

Tyrants  have  perpetually  endeavoured  to  make  us  return  t& 
ftavery  by  the  road  of  moderantilm  ;  fometimes  indeed  they 
have  tried  to  accomplifli  their  purpofe  by  driving  us  into  the 
oppofite  patli.  'I'he  two  extremes  lead  to  the  fame  point ---the 
fupporter  of  each  have  failed.  No  one  refembles  more  the  apoftle 
©f  federalifm  than  the  boifterous  preacher  of  the  Republic  one 
and  indivifible.  The  friend  of  kings  and  the  procureur-gene- 
rai  of  the  human  race  underftand  each  other  extremely  welL 
The  fanatique  covered  with  fcapularies,  and  the  fanatique  who 
preaches  up  atheifm,  very  much  refemble  each  otiier.  The 
«3emoci  atic  nobles  are  the  brothers  of  the  marquiffes  at  CoblentZj 
and  the  red  caps  are  fometimes  more  nearly  related  to  the  red 
heels  than  might  eafily  be  imagined. 

Here  it  becomes  neceilarv  that  the  government  ufe  the  greateft 
circumfpe6lion  ;  for  ail  the  enemies  of  the  government  are  ork 
the  watch  to  turn  againft  it,  not  only  its  faults,  but  the  wifef^ 
of  its  meafures.  If  it  wear  the  appearance  of  what  is  ciiljed 
exaggeration,  they  then  endeavour  to  eftablifh  moderantifm 
and  ariftocracy— If  it  purfue  thefe  two  monliers,  they  imme- 
diately ufe  their  utmofl:  exertions  to  promote  this  exaggeration- 
It  is  extremely  dangerous  to  leave  them  the  nieans  of  improperly 
direcling  the  zeal  of  good  citizens— it  is  Hill  more  dangerous  to 
difcourageand  perfecute  thofecitizens  whom  they  have  deceived. 
Ev  one  of  thefe  errors  the  Republic  might  be  in  danger  of  ex- 
piring in  a  convulfive  ftruggle— by  the  other  it  would  unavoid- 
ably perifli  of  languor.  What  then  are  we  to  da'f  To  dete6l 
the  viUainous  contrivers  of  thefe  infamous  plots  ;  to  piotett 
patriotifm  even  in  its  errors  ;  to  enlighten  the  patriots,  and 
n'-ithout  intermiffion  to  inftrudl  the  people  in  their  rights  and  iti 
tb.eir  duties. — If  this  be  not  adopted,  all  will  be  iotl:.  ]i'  We 
had  to  chufe  between  the  excefs  of  patriotic  fervour  and  incivifm, 
or  moderantifm,  there  could  be  no  heiltation  in  deciding.  A 
vicrorous  body  overloaded  with  juices,  is  certainly  preferable  to 
a  dead  carcafe.  Above  all,  let  us  take  care  that,  in  wifhing  to 
cisre,  we  do  not  kill,  patriotifm,  Patriotifm  is,  in  its  nature, 
ardeiU.  Was  there  ever  a  cold  lover  of  his  country  ?  It  gene- 
laliy  falls  to  the  lot  of  men  whofe  fimplicity  renders  them  little 
capable  of  calculating  the  political  confequences  of  a  civic  pro- 
ceeding, by  its  motive.  But  where  is  even  the  enlix^"  .'lened  patriot 
v.i'.o  is  not  fometimes  deceived  r  If  one  admit  that  tiicre  arc 
incderes  v/bo  are  honefl:,  why  fhould  there  not  exill:  patriots  wh.o 
are  honefl,  whom  fentiments  that  are  in  themlelves  praifcvv:  rthy, 
have  led  too  far  ? 

If,  ther,  you  regard  as  criminals  all  thofe,  w^ho  in  a  revolu- 
tionary movement  have  paffed  theexa£l  line  traced  out  bv  pru- 
dence, you  will  include  in  one  common  profcription  witii  the 
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fead  citizens,  all  the  natural  friends  of  liberty,  yotir  own  friends, 
and  all  the  fupporters  of  the  Republic.  The  crafty  emiffaries 
of  tyranny,  after  having  deceived  them,  wrill  themfeives  become 
their  accufers,  and  perhaps  their  judges. 

Who  then  will  be  enabled  to  dillinguiih  amidft  fuch  a  variety 
of  fhades  ?  Who  then  will  trace  the  line  of  demarcation  between 
fo  many  oppofite  excefles? — The  love  of  our  country  and  of 
virtue.  This  is  what  kings  and  knaves  are  always  endeavouring 
to  efface.  They  wifh  to  have  nothing  to  do  either  with  reafon 
or  with  truth. 

In  fliewingwhat  are  the  duties  of  a  revolutionary  government, 
we  have  pointed  out  the  rocks  on  which  it  might  fplit*  The 
greater  its  power,  the  more  neceflary  it  is  that  it  ihould  be  di- 
reded  by  hcnefty  and  integrity.  The  moment  it  falls  into  bad 
hands,  liberty  will  be  loitj  its  name  will  become  the  pretext 
and  the  excufe  for  even  a  countei--reYolution  ;  its  a6lion  will  be 
that  of  a  violent  poifon. 

The  confidence,  indeed,  of  the  French  people  is  attached 
more  to  the  chara6ler  which  has  been  difplayed  by  the  Conven- 
tion, than  all  the  inltitution  icfelf. 

In  placing  fo  much  power  in  your  hands  they  expe6h  that 
your  government  will  be  as  beneficial  to  the  patriots  as  terrible 
to  the  enemies  of  the  country.  Tliey  expect  that  you  will  dif- 
play  at  the  fame  time,  the  courage  and  policy-fiecefiary  for  de- 
ftroying  them,  and  above  all,  for  promoting  among  yourfelves, 
that  union  wiiich  is  necefTary  for  fuliiHing  the  important  duties 
which  have  been  allotted  to  you. 

The  foundation  of  the  French  Republic  was  not  the  fport  of 
a.child.  It  is  neither  the  offspring  of  caprice,  nor  the  accidental 
refult  of  a  coUifion  of  all  the  various  aims  of  individuals,  or 
of  all  the  revolutionary  elements.  Wifdom  as  well  as  power 
prefided  at  the  creation  of  the  univerfe. 

In  impofing  upon  members  taken  from  your  own  bofom,  the 
noble  tafk  of  watching  over  and  guarding  the  interelis  of  the 
country,  you  have  alfo  impofed  on  yourfelves  the  duty  of  lend- 
ing them  all  your  fupport  and  all  your  confidence. 

If  the  revolutionary  government  be  not  feconded  by  the 
energy,  by  the  wil'dom,  by  the  patriotifm,  by  the  juftice  of  all 
thereprefentatives  of  the  people,  how  can  it  pofTefs  a  force  of 
re-a6tion,  proportioned  to  the  efforts  of  all  Europe  by  whom 
it  is  attacked,  and  of  all  the  enemies  of  liberty  who  oppofe  it 
at  every  point  ?  Milerable  indeed  v.'ill  be  our  fituation  if  we  at- 
tend to  the  perfidious  infinuations  of  our  enemies,  who,  unable 
to  conquer,  feek  only  to  divide  us;  if  inftead  of  adding  ftrength 
to,  we  break  the  bonds  of  our  union;  if  truth  and  the  welfare 
of  the  country  be  fuperfeded  by  private  interefl  and  offended 
YAnityl  let  our  fouls  be  elevated  to  the  fummit  of  republican 
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virtues,  and  the  examples  of  antiquity. — -Themiftocles  poflefled 
greater  talents  than  the  Lacedemonian  general,  who  commanded  . 
the  Grecian  fleet ;  yet,  when  the  latter,  iis  an  anfwer  to  fome 
connici  neceffary  for  faving  the  country,  raifed  his  ilick  to 
ftrike  him,  ThemiftoCles  contented  himfelf  with  replying, 
*'  ftrike,  but  henj  ;"  and  Greece  triumphed  over  the  tyrant  of 
Afia.  Scipio,  after  having  conquered  Hannibal  and  Carthage, 
rendered  himfelf  glorious  by  ferving  under  the  command  of  his 
enemy.  O  virtue!  How  much  beneath  thee  is  all  the  pride  of 
little  minds  ?  O  virtue  !  art  thou  lefs  neceflary  in  founding  a  re- 
public, than  'va.  governing  it  when  at  peace  ?  O  my  country  !  haft 
thou  lefs  command  over  the  reprefentatives  of  the  French  peo- 
ple, than  Greece  and  Rome  pofTefTed  over  their  generals  ?  What 
do  I  fay  ?  If  amongft  us  the  fun£lions  of  the  revolutionary  go- 
vernment be  no  longer  confidered  as  duties,  but  objects  of  am- 
bition— the  Republic  already  is  no  more. 

The  authority  of  the  Convention  iliould  be  refpected  by  all 
Europe.  To  degrade  it,  to  deftroy  it,  the  tyrants  have  iaviflied 
all  their  refources;  it  is  neceffary  that  the  Convention  refolutcly 
prefer  its  own  government  to  the  cabinet  of  London. — The 
moment  the  Convention  ceafes  to  govern,  tyrants  will  begin  to 
reign.  What  advantages  have  they  not  had  in  this  war  of  art 
and  corruption  made  againfl  the  Republic  ?  All  the  vices  have 
fought  under  their  banners,  whilft  the  virtues  only  have  com- 
bated for  the  Republic.  The  virtues  are  flmple,  modeft,  poor, 
often  ignorant,  and  fometimes  rude  :  they  are  the  portion  of  the 
■unfortunate;  the  patrimony  of  the  people.  The  vices  are  fur- 
rounded  with  abundance,  decorated  with  all  the  enchantments 
of  delufion,  and  all  the  allurements  of  pleafure,  and  protedled 
by  thofe  dangerous  talents  which  are  devoted  to  the  caufe  of 
criminality. 

With  what  utility  do  the  tyrants  turn  againfl:  lis,  not  only  our 
foibles  and  our  paflions,  but  even  our  patriotifm  itfelf.  How 
rapidly  will  thofe  feeds  of  divifion  which  they  are  perpetually 
throwing  amortgft  us,  ripen  into  maturity,  if  we  do  not  haften 
XQ  check  them  !  Five  years  of  treafon  and  of  tyranny,  too 
much  credulity,  want  of  foreli^ht  and  puflUanimity,  have  en- 
abled Auftria,  England,  Ruffia,  Pruffia,  and  Italy,  to  ellablilha 
fecret  government  in  France  in  oppolition  to  our  own.  They 
have  their  committees,  their  treafurers,  their  agents.  This 
government  acquires  the  force,  of  which  we  deprive  our  own  ; 
it  poflefTes  that  unanimity  which  we  have  too  long  wanted,  that 
policy  which  we  have  hitherto  thought  ufelefs,  and  that  harmony 
of  which  wehave  not  always  been  convinced  of  the  neceffity. 

Foreign  courts,  too,  have  for  a  long  time  paft,  vomited 
forth  on  France  all  the  able  villains  whom  they  keep  in  their 
pay.     Their    agents  infeft   our  armies;    the    vidlory    even  at 
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Toulon  is  a  proof  of  it ;  all  the  bravery  of  our  foldiers,  all 
the  fidelity  of  our  generals,  all  the  heroifm  of  the  reprefenta- 
tives  of  the  people,  are  neceiTary  to  triumph  over  treafon. 
They  debate  in  our  aflemblies;  they  introduce  themfelves  into 
our  clubs ;  they  have  befiegedeven  the  fan^tuary  of  the  national 
reprefentation  ;  they  diredt,  and  eternally  will  dire6t,  the  coun- 
ter-revolution on  the  fame  plan. 

They  perpetually  furround  us,  dive  into  our  fecrets,  flatter 
cur  paffions,  endeavour  to  learn  our  opinions,  and  then  make 
ufeof  our  refolutionsasanengineagainftus.  Areyoutimid?  they 
praife  your  prudence.  Are  you  prudent  ?  they  accufe  you  of  timi- 
dity.— Your  courage  they  call  temerity — your  juftice  cruelty. 
Take  no  notice  of  them,  and  they  confpire  publicly,  threatea 
them,  and  they  plot  in  fecret,  and  under  the  malk  of  patriotifm. 
One  day  they  affaffinate  the  defenders  of  liberty ;  the  next  they 
mix  with  the  funeral  proceffion,  and  requeft  for  them  divine 
honours,  whilft  tliey  only  watch  for  an  occafion  to  commit  fimi- 
lar  murders. — Are  the  flames  of  a  civil  war  to  be  kindled? — thefe 
men  are  ready  to  preach  up  all  the  follies  of  fuperflition.  Is  th« 
war  likely  to  be  extinguiflied  by  the  blood  of  Frenchmen  ? 
They  inftantly  abjure  their  prielthood  and  their  gods  to  re- 
kindle it. 

We  have  feen  the  Englifh  and  the  Pruflians,  in  our  towns  and 
m  our  villages,  puhlifhing  ridiculous  doctrines  in  the  name  of 
the  Convention.  We  have  feen  priefts  place  themfelves  at  the 
head  of  a  colle6lion  of  rebels,  of  whofe  conduit  religion  was 
either  the  motive  or  the  pretext.  Many  patriots,  who  have 
been  induced  to  commit  afts  of  imprudence,  merely  by  the 
hatred  they  bear  to  fanaticifm,  have  already  been  aflaflinated. 
In  many  parts  of  the  country  much  blood  has  been  already  {hed 
on  account  of  thefe  deteflable  broils,  as  if  we  had  more  than 
what  is  neceffary  to  fight  againft  the  enemies  of  Europe.  O 
fliame  !  O  feeblenefs  of  human  reafon !  a  great  nation  has  been 
made  the  fport  of  fome  of  the  mod  deteflable  lackies  of  tyranny  I 
Foreigners  have  hitherto  appeared  to  decide  on  the  public  tran«- 
quillity.— 'Money  has  circulated  and  difappeared  at  their  plea- 
fure.  If  it  thought  fit  the  people  had  bread,  if  not,  they  were 
deprived  of  it.  At  their  fignai,  mobs  round  the  doors  of  the 
bakers  were  either  collecSled  or  difperfed.  They  furround  us 
with  their  Jicalres^  and  with  their  fpies  ;  we  know  this — we  fee 
it ;  and  flill  they  live  !  The  axe  of  the  law,  it  appears,  cannot 
touch  them.  At  prefent  it  is  more  difficult  to  punifli,  even  a 
grand  confpirator,  than  to  fnatch  a  friend  of  liberty  from  the 
hands  of  calumny.  Scarcely  have  we  denounced  thofe  excelTes 
falfely  attributed  to  philofophy- — provoked  by  the  enemies  of 
France.  Scarcely  has  patriotifm  pronounced  in  the  tribune  the 
word  ultra  revolutionaire,  whicji  dcnote3them,  when  the  trai- 
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tors  of  Lyons  and  all  the  adherents  of  tyranny  haflen  to  apply 
it  to  thofe  warm  and  generous  patriots,  who  have  avenged  the 
people  and  the  laws.  On  the  one  hand  they  renew  the  old  fyf- 
tem  of  perfecution  againll:  the  friends  of  the  Republic ;  on  the 
other,  they  invoke  our  indulgence  in  favour  of  villains  covered 
with  the  blood  of  their  country. 

Thefe  crimes,  neverthelefs,  increafe :  this  infamous  band  of 
foreign  emifTaries  is  daily  recruited — France    is  over- run  with 
them — they  are  perpetually  lying  in  wait  for  a  moment  favoura- 
ble to  their  defigns.  They  intrench  themfclves,  they  are  cantoned 
in  the  very  heart  of  the  nation  ;   they  throw  up  new  redoubts, 
new  counter-revolutionary  batteries,   whilft  the  tyrants,   who 
fupport  them,  raife  new  armies.     Yes!  thefe  perfidious  emiffa- 
rTes  who  mix  with  us,  who  carefs  us,  :^re  only  the  brothers — the 
accomplices  of  thofe  ferocious  fatellites,  who  deftroy  our  har- 
vefts,  who  have  taken  pcflefTion  of  our  towns  and  of  our  fliips, 
which  have  been  bought  by  their  mafters;  who   maiTacre  the 
patriots,  who  butcher  without  remorfe,  the  prifoners,  our  wives, 
and  children,  and    the  reputation  of  the  French   people.     But 
what  do  I  fay  }  The  monfters  who  have  committed  thefe  crimes 
are  a  thoufand  times  leis  atrocious  than  thefe  vile  wretches  who 
fecretly  prey  upon  our  vitals — and  yet  thefe  men  live,  andcon- 
fpire  againif  us"  with  impunity  !   They  only  wait  for   leaders  to 
rally  them  whom  they  feek  amongft  yourfelves— their  principal 
objedt  is  to  create  diffenfions— this  fatal  flruggle  would  raife  the 
hopes  of  ariftocracy,  would  renew  the  plots  of  the  federalifts ;   it 
would  avenge  the  Girondinefa6tion,  who  have  been  punilliedfor 
their  crimes ;  for  it  is  the  Mountain,  or  rather  the  Convention, 
whom  they  attack  in  endeavouring  to  divide  it,  and  impede  its 
operations.     Wcmake  war  only  againft  thcEnglifli,  the  PrulTi- 
ans,  the  Auflrians,  and  their  accomplices.   It  is  in  exterminating 
them  that  we  reply  to  our  accuicrs — We  know  no  hatred  but  to 
the  enemies  of  our  country.     It  is  not  to  the  hearts  of  patriots 
and  of  the  unfortunate  that  we  wifh  to  carry  terror  ;  but  to  the 
haunts  of  foreign  brigands,  wliere  they  divide  their  ipoil  and 
drink  the  blood  of  Frenchmen. 

The  committee  has  obferved  that  the  law  is  not  fufficiently 
aftive  in  pUnifliing  the  chief  culprits — foreigners,  the  well- 
known  agents  of  the  coalefced  kings ;  generals  Jfained  v/ith  the 
blood  of  the  French,  the  accomplices  of  Dumourier,  of  Cuf- 
tine,  and  of  Lamarliere,  have  been  long  in  a  ftate  of  arrell,  and 
have  not  yet  been  tried.  The  punifliment  of  a  thoufand  obfcure 
criminals  is  not  half  fo  ufeful  to  liberty  as  that  of  one  of  the 
chiefs  of  the  confpirators.  The  members  of  the  revolutionary 
tribunal,  whole  equity,  and  whofepatriotifm,  have  generally  de- 
ferved  our  praife,  have  themfely^s  indicated  to  the  committee  of 
Pviblic.Welfare;  the  e^ufes  which  have  f<?ttered  their  proceedings  | 

and 
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and  wc  have  moved  for  the  reform  of  a  law,  which  the  critical 
period  at  which  it  was  made,  rendered  neceffary.  We  propofe 
to  you  to  authorife  the  committee  to  lay  before  you  fome  al- 
terations on  this  head,  which  will  tend  equally  to  favour  the 
innocent,  and  bring  to  puniftiment  the  guilty. 

We  propofe  to  you  to  haften  the  judgment  of  foreigners, 
and  of  thofe  generals  who  have  confpired  with  the  tyrants  who 
make  war  againft  us.  To  render  ourielves  terrible  to  the  ene- 
mies of  our  country  is  not  fuiihcient — we  muft  preferve  its  de- 
fenders :  we  therefore  intreat  you  to  form  fome  plan  for  the  relie£ 
of  thofe  who  nave  fought  and  fuiFered  in  the  caufe  of  liberty. 

The  French  army  is  not  only  the  terror  of  its  enemies — it  is; 
the  glory  of  the  nation  and  of  humanity.  In  marcliing  to  vic- 
tory, our  brave  warriors  cry  Vive  la  Repubiique — in  falling; 
under  the  fword  of  the  enemy,  their  cry  is  Vive  la  Repubiique. 
Their  laft  words  are  hymns  to  liberty,  and  their  ..leparting  fighs 
are,  prayers  for  the  country's  welfare. 

If  our  generals  had  imitated  our  foldiers,  Europe  would,  long 
fince,  have  been  conquered. — The  provifion  made  for  the  de- 
fenders of  tlie  country  have  appeared  to  us  to  be  too  fmall ;  we 
believe,  that  without  inconvenience  they  maybe  increafed  one. 
third.  The  immenfe  refources  of  the  Republic  will  permit  it,. 
— The  country  demands  it. 

It  appears  aifo  to  us  that  the  wounded  foldiers,  and  the  wivesi 
and  children  of  thofe  who  have  died  for  their  country,  experi- 
ence the  formalities  of  the  law,  many  difficulties  which  prevent: 
their  receiving  all  the  advantages  which  it  incended  they  fhoulct 
enjoy. 

To  remedy  this  inconvenience  we  think  it  will  be  proper  tci 
allot  them  official  counfel  to  enable  them  more  eafily  to  ob- 
tain their  riffhts. 


Report  made  by  B,  Barrere,  on  the  l/i' of  February,  1794.,  in  the 
Name  of  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety,  to  the  National  Con- 
vention of  France,  on  the  Nccejfity  of  augmenting  the  Fabrication: 
of  Arms,  Salt-petre,  and  Poivdcr,  in  order  to  increafe  fudderdyt 
and  in  a  vqft  Proportion,  the  Jifeans  which  the  Republic  employe 
for  its  Defence,  and  the  Extermination  of  its  Enemies. 

OUR  land  forces  have  made  a  glorious  campaign;  and  our 
naval  force  will  prociye  us  an  honourable  peace.  Peace; 
has  been  talked  of;  you  have  been  told  that  you  mean  to  fub- 
jedl.  the  Engliin  people  to  your  meafures;  that  you  intend  to 
tranfport  Paris  to  London.  Why  will  you  lavifh  fo  much 
French  blood  ?  The  confederate  powers  fue  for  peace.  You 
wiOi  tp  dethrone  all-kings — Po  you  wifh  it  for  the  purpofe  of 
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undoing  the  revolution,  or,  at  leaft,  in  order  to  retard  its 
beneficial  confequences  ?  This  is  the  common  language  of  the 
yiioderates  f 

The  committee  prepare  a  terrible  war,  with  the  only  view 
©f  obtaining  a  folid  peace.  You  defire  peace;  the  leagued 
liings  do  the  fam.e  ;  but  mark  at  what  price!  A  diplomatic* 
agent  in  a  neutral  country  faid  the  other  day,  "  The  confederate 
powers  are  willing,  ■provijtonally,  to  acknowledge  the  French 
Tepublic."  {Burjta  of  laughter) — Well,  let  vls  provijionaliy  de- 
ftroy  all  tyrannical  governments.  [Applauded.)  Do  you 
know  what  the  coalefced  kings  are  propofing  to  you  ?  A 
ceflation  of  hoftilities  for  two  years.  ("  iVo  ceffation  of  hajli- 
litlesf'^  ivas  the  general  cry.)  They  ofFer  you  a  two  years  ar- 
niiftice,  for  the  purpofe  of  eftablifhing  among  you  Ne'jj  Vendees, 
in  order  to  recover  their  exhaufted  ftrength,  to  carry  ofF  your 
merchandize,  to  infe6l  tire  popular  focieties  by  their  agents; 
to  flir  up  new  confpiracies  among  you;  perfidioufly  to  take 
from  you  your  arms,  your  provifrons,  and  to  give  you  at  laft 
fome  royal  fcoundrel  for  a  mafler.  This  is  the  ceffation  of 
Jroftilities  which  is  ofFered  you  ;  at  the  term  of  its  expiration, 
they  will  grant  you  peace,  they  fav  ;  and  this  peace  is  to  be 
ratified  by  the  French  people.  Can  it  be  forgotten,  that  a 
fa6lion,  whofe  intention  it  was  to  deftroy  liberty  by  this 
means,  made  fimilar  propofals. 

The  French  people  defired  peace  ;  but  an  honourable  peace, 
a  peace  fuch  as  we  {hall  be  ready  to  fign.  The  tyrants  offer 
you  peace,  becaufe  they  have  neither  money  nor  foldiers.  A 
iregociator  faid  lately  in  Switzerland,  <*  but  fuppofe  it  was  in- 
tended to  talk  of  peace,  to  whom  in  France  fliould  an  applica- 
tion of  that  kind  be  addreffedr" — "  To  whom  r  This  is  not 
difficult  to  be  determined,"  anfwered  the  national  agent;  "  we 
have  a  hundred  thoufand  negociators  at  the  army  of  the  Rhine  ; 
a  hundred  thoufand  in  the  fouth ;  as  many  at  the  northern 
army."     [Burjh  of  applaufe.) 

Why  fhould  the  French  people  not  a6t  as  Rome  did?  Wlr^^ 
fhould  we  not  furround  all  kings  with  the  famous  circle  of 
Popilius?  If  the  Britifli  people  wifli  for  peace,  why  do  they 
not  fpeedily  detach  themfelves  from  their  infernal  and  delpotic 
government?  Let  them  ceafe  to  behave  like  Haves,  and  we 
i/vill  grant  them  peace.  The  kings,  we  are  told,  demand  peace 
—but  what  have  thefe  defpots  hitherto  done  to  obtain  it  ? — • 
Have  they  cealed  to  provoke  the  neutral  governments  againff 
us,  and  to  dire6l  their  perfidious  manoeuvres  againll  a  tree 
people  ?      Arms  and  gun-powder  muff  alone  procure  us  peace. 

After  ftating  that  the  tw'o  great  objects  of  the  report  was  to 
produce  an  ext.aordinary  fabrication  of  arms  aird  of  powder, 
and  that  thofe  tbje«5ts  could  not  be  accomplillied  by  the  adop- 
tion 
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tion  of  the  old  fyftem,    Barrere   proceeded  to  ftate  that  the 
committee  had  made    Paris  the  center  for  the  extraordinary 
fabrication  of  arms.     ''  It  is  but  fitting,"  he  exclaimed,  *'  that 
that  city,  which  faw  a  tyrant  perifh,  fhould  forge  the  thua 
derboit  that  is  to  ftrike  to  the  earth  all  other  tyrants." 

Barrere  then  gave  an  account  by  which  it  appears,  that 
300  forges  have  been  eflabliflied  at  Paris,  that  the  three  great 
arfenals  contained  more  than  500  workmen  employed  in  mak- 
ing guns; — that  6§o  firelocks  are  made  every  day,  and  that  it 
is  expected  that  this  number  will  foon  be  increafed  to  looo. 
That,  in  the  departments,  forges  have  been  eftaklifhed  for  the 
fabrication  of  guns,  fwords,  and  bayonets.  For  calling  can- 
non, there  are  fifteen  founderies  at  Paris — under  the  old  go- 
vernment, there  were  only  two.  Thefe  fifteen  founderies 
caft  1,100  pieces  of  brafs  cannon  a  month.  There  are  befides 
two  founderies  for  iron  cannon. 

With  relpe(5l  to  the  making  of  falt-petre  and  gunpowder, 
the  report  gives  the  following  account : 

Refearches  have  been  made  with  the  greateffc  induftry  for 
fuch  places  as  were  moft  likely  to  afford  falt-petre.  Enlight- 
ened commiffioners  and  celebrated  chymifts  were  fent  into  the 
departments  of  the  Indre  and  the  Loire,  always  famous  for  its 
rich nefs  in  falt-petre,  but  never  yet  properly  and  in  a  revo- 
lutioiiary  manner  explored.  Complete  fuccefs  has  attended 
the  endeavours  of  thefe  men.  The  department  of  Vaucluie 
has  alfo  furnifhed  a  confiderable  quantity  of  this  valuable  com- 
modity. The  llrong  caftles,  thofe  feudal  faftnefies,  that  were 
ordered  to  be  demolifhcd,  attradled  next  the  attention  of  your 
committee.— Nature  there  had  fecretly  regained  her  rights, 
^nd  had  produced  falt-petre  for  the  purpofe,  as  it  fhould  feem, 
of  facilitating  the  execution  of  your  decree,  by  preparing  the 
means  of  deftruiSlion. — From  thefe  ruins  which  flill  frown  on 
the  liberties  of  the  Republic,  we  have  extraited  the  means  of 
producing  good  ;•  and  thofe  piles  which  have  hitherto  glutted 
the  pride  of  defpots,  and  covered  the  plots  of  La  Vendee,  will 
foon  furnifli  wherewithal  to  tame  the  traitors — and  to  over- 
whelm the  dilaffccted.  The  rebellious  cities  have  alfo  afforded 
a  large  quantity  ot  ialt-petre. — Coirunune  Affranchie,  and  port 
de  la  Montagne,  will  pay  a  fecond  tribute  to  our  artillery. 

Soon  after  we  had  fixed  our  attention  on  this  fubje(5t,  our 
ideas  experienced  a  confiderable  degree  of  cxtenfion. — Tlvat 
revolutionary  genius  which  produces,  in  a  few  days,  effeds 
which  are  fcarce  produced  in  years  under  the  iiience  and  flu- 
pidity  of  defpotic  or  ariilocratic  governments — iliat  revolu- 
tionary genius  whcfe  movements  are  fo  aixive — whicli  con^cen- 
trates  years  and  ages,  created  in  a  momeiit,  new  means  fupe- 
rior  to  all  thofe  winch  had  hithe-to  been   adopted — that  re- 
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volutionary  genius  fpoke,  and  the  earth  immediately  furren- 
tlered  this  terrible  and  deflrudlive  article,  which  flie  had 
hitherto  concealed  in  her  bofom. 

According  to  the  old  method,  it  was  difficult  to  obtain  as 

much  powder   as  was   neceffary Complicated   and  difficult 

machines  were  wanted,  and  the  fabrication  was  of  courfe  flow. 
Proper  fituations  were  to  be  found  on  the  i^anks  of  rivers, 
and  a  favourable  feafon  was  requifite  to  fpread  and  dry  the 
powder  for  fix  weeks — A  dangerous  mechai-;ifm  was  ufed,  and 
a  fingle  accident  might  facrilice  the  lives  of  feveral  valuable 
citizens! 

Inftead,  tlierefore,  of  employing  fuch  ingenious,  though 
dangerous  machines,  we  endeavoured  to  fimplify  the  means, 
and  to  adopt  fuch  a  mode  as  fliould  not  reduce  us  to  the  ne- 
ceiTity  of  having  recourfe   to  mechanics. 

New  means,  as  Umple  as  they  are  excellent,  have  put  us  in 
a  condition  to  re-produce  powder  at  all  times,  in  all  feafons, 
and  in  all  places. — Each  day  will  furnifh  a  certain  quantity 
properly  prepared,  and  of  a  good  quality. 

An  anecdote  not  well  knovv^n,  has  for  a  long  while  proved 
the  poffibility  of  producing  this  article. 

La  Bourdonnaye,  while  in  tlie  Baftile,  let  off  a  piftol  in 
his  dungeon  before  tlie  keeper  : — The  keeper  was  aftoniflied. — 
*'  See  !"  (exclaimed  La  Bourdonnaye)  *'  the  manner  in  which 
I  am  armed,  and  how  eafily  I  could  put  an  end  to  my  ex- 
iftence ! — I  have  fcraped  falt-petre  from  the  walls  of  my 
dungeon — my  fire  afforded  me  charcoal — my  matches  brim- 
itone — my  pewter  fpoon  furniflies  me  with  balls,  and  a  golden 
tweezer  can  be  converted  into  a  piflol  !" 

A  few  days  were  fufficient  to  complete  this  difcovery,  and 
to  conftitute  -it  into  an  art. — Every  thing  is  fimplified — and 
now,  this  revolutionary  nitre,  the  refining  of  which  formerly 
occupied  at  leaft  fix  weeks,  is  refined  in  a  few  days. 

Charcoal  and  brimltone  are  already  coUe6led. 

Pot-afii,  lb  necefiTary  to  the  purifying  falt-petre,  will  be  alfo 
procured,  notvvithfianding  our  enemies  endeavour  to  deprive 
las  of  it — Befides,  the  quantity  which  we  have  taken,  and 
ftill  continue  to  take  from  them,  all  the  departments  are  in  a 
ftate  ot  requifition  to  furnifli  it.  The  forefi:s,  thofe  retreats 
and  fafinefles  of  the  rebels  of  La  Vendee,  will  be  converted  into 
pot-afli,  and  the  infulted  and  poifoned  foil,  thus  purified  by 
fire,  will  yield  at  the  fame  time  abundance  of  this  precious 
fait. 

Eighteen  infpe£iors  have  been  fent  into  the  different  de- 
partments. 

Mineralogifts  have  alfo  been  fent  to  examine  all  the  mineral 
materials,  (metals,  falts,  brimflone,  charcoal)    which  the  be- 
nignant 
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nignant  hand  of   nature  holds  forth  to  the  defenders  of  li- 
berty ! 

(After  fuggefting  that  every  houfe  which  had  furnifhed 
falt-petre  fhould  be  honoured  with  a  civic  infeription,  the 
report  proceeds  in  the  following  manner  :) 

Nature  feems  to  have  forefeen  that  F'ranoe  would  become 
the  fruitful  foil  of  llherty.  She  has  made  her  rich  in  all 
thofe  articles  which  are  necefTary  to  deftroy  tyrants*  Religion 
procured  for  her  the  precious  metals — -fupeiftition  afforded  her 
bells  of  brafs — nature  has  been'  prodigal  in  mines  of  copper  and 
iro^n,  and  more  than  a  million  pounds  of  falt-petre  remain  in 
the  peaceful  habitations  of  the  citizens. — Each  polTeiTes  this 
natural  mean  of  defence  in  the  fame  manner  as  each  pofTefles 
the  innate  love  of  liberty. 

(Barrere  now  mentioned  the  names  of  the  fe6lions  employed 
in  col]e6ling  falt-petre,  and  recommended  the  greateft  adlivity 
to  all  citizens.) 

Twenty-four  millions  of  pounds  of  powder  were  wanted 
for  the  approaching  campaign.  The  Republic  exprelTed  her 
wants,  and  they  were  immediately  fupplied.  Twenty-four 
millions  of  pounds  have  been   procured. 

Let  thofe  barbarous  foreigners,  who  bombard  our  cities,  fet 
fire  to  our  depots,  and  blow  up  our  magazines  of  powder. — > 
From  the  aihes  of  the  burnt  cities  and  magazines  we  (hall  be 
able  to  procure  materials  for  fupplying  immediately  the  lofs. 

Methinks  I  hear  the  yell  of  thofe  incorrigible  beings  who 
depreciate  all  projects  wliich  are  founded  on  principles  adverfs 
to  the  common  routine  of  a6tion. — I  hear  them  declare,  and 
their  hypocritical  and  venal  partifans  repeat,  that  we  are  in 
want  of  powder-  Let  them  be  flruck  dumb  by  the  following 
intelligence: — That  the  new  meafutes  which  we  propofe,  are 
only  fupplements  to  thofe  wants  which  have  been  fupplied, 
and  that  we  are  now  in  fuch  a  fituation  as  to  have  nothing  to 
fear  on  this  fubjefl. 

The  defe6l  of  all  old  fyflems  is,  that  they  cireumfcribe  the 
energies  of  man,  and  afFedt  to  confine  the  powers  of  the  human 
mind  within  given  and  defined  limits. —  Lhefe  new  fyftems, 
however,  which  we  have  founded,  allow  to  the  human  race 
the  unbounded  ufe  of  their  faculties;  and  if  the  revolution  of 
P  ranee  had  produced  no  other  good  than  this  folitary  one,  that 
it  has  carried  the  mind  into  regions  untrodden  before,  and 
elevated  it  to  a  height  which  it  never  before  attained,  the 
univerfe,  I  fay,  would  ftill  be  indebted  to  us  for  this  great 
event. 

Who  is  ignorant  of  the  means  which  our  enemies  ufe  to 
attack  us  internally,  by  endeavouring  to  create  a  famine,  by 
forging  our  affignats,  by  checking  the  operations  in  our  ports.

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in  our  manufa6lures,  in  our  agricultures,  and  m  the  fabrica- 
tion of  arms  and  of  gunpowder  ? 

Who  does  not  know,  that  in  1744,  France,  in  the  midft  of 
the  moft  brilliant  fucceiTes,  was  forced  to  make  peace  on  ac- 
count of  the  want  of  gunpowder  ?  To  that  fame  condition 
would  our  enemies  reduce  us  now. 

It  belongs  then  to  the  French  Republic,  and  to  the  national 
reprefentatives,  to  adopt  thofe  new  meafures  which  your  com- 
mittee has  ordered  me  to  propofe. 

Let  the  defpots  of  Europe,  royiHzed  and  degraded  as  they 
are,  put  their  flaves  in  a  ftate  of  requifition.  Let  them  con- 
vert patriotically  the  houfes  of  the  citizens  into  iliops  for  the 
extradion  of  nitre.  Let  them  transform  the  beings,  whom  they 
call  their  fubje6ls,  into  colledors  of  falt-petre,  and  let  them 
force  them  to  forge  their  own  arms.  Let  the  proud  potentates, 
beaten  at  Toulon,  Landau,  Worms,  Maubeuge,  and  Dunkirk,, 
revolutiouife  ihth' beloved  and  faithful  \:xQ!dL\s,  and  let  them  con- 
tinue to  reprefent  France  as  a  nation  of  favages,  a  den  of  rob- 
bers, a  horde  of  atheifts. 

Thefe  atheiils  truft  in  God,  the  prote6for  of  liberty,  and  in 
'thofe  priefts  who  caft  cannon,  forge  firelocks,  and  make  gun- 
powder.— Thefe  robbers,  armed  with  the  revolutionary  energy, 
will  fnatch  from  them  thofe  fuperflitious  crooks  with  which 
they  delude  and  domineer  over  men,  as  if  they  were  vile  flocks 
' — This  nation  of  fiivages  rears  monuments  to  liberty,  coilecls 
precious  works  in  immenfe  libraries,  reanimates  and  republic 
canlfes  tiieatres,  beftovvs  rewards  on  artifts,  rebuilds  the  fineft 
edince  in  the  world,  cuts  one  hundred  canals,  reftores  to  free 
navigation  large  rivers,  and  confecrates  the  art  of  chymiilry, 
which  has  increaled  one  hundred  fold  the  means  of  making 
gunpowder,  and  of  overwhelming  kings.  It  is  a  volcano 
newly  difcovered,  a  volcano  under  the  feet  of  tyrants  and  their 
fatellites,  fet  fire  to  by  Republicans. 

The  will  and  the  pov/er  of  a  great  people  exceed  what  has 
hitherto  been  conceived  or  executed — Nature,  the  mother  of 
liberty,  has  furnifiied  us  even  to  prodigality  with  every  thing 
necelTarv  for  our-  nourifhment,  our  improvement,  and  our  de- 
fence—It only  belongs  to  us  to  fecond  her  eflorts. 

[We  omit  an  unintercfting  detail  relative  to  the  cafiing  of 
cannon,  and  tlic  melting  of  halls  and  bullets.] 

It  only  remains  for  me  nov/  to  jnention  the  organization 
of  the  national  comniittee  of  arms  and  gunpowder.  This  orga- 
nization is  propofed  to  he  fimilar  to  that  of  the  committee  of 
fubfiitciice  and  provifions  :  its  facility  of  action  will  be  greater, 
becaufe  it  will  poiTefs  eftahlifliments  already  formed,  m.anufac- 
tories  and  founderies  in  full  activity,  and  a  fabrication  which  it 
will  only  be  neceiTary  to  watch  over,  to  accelerate  and  incrcafe. 

Its 
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Its  fuii6i:ions  are  pointed  out  in  the  decree  which  T  fhall  fub- 
mit  to  you :  it  will  polTefs  the  right  of  requifition,  in  order  to 
prevent  any  individual  from  checking  the  zeal  of  the  defen- 
ders of  liberty,  and  from  placing  limits  to  the  exertions  of  the 
Republic. 

Can  we  forget  the  fituation  of  the  public  fpirit  and  the 
principles  of .  our  democracy  ?  All  Frenchmen  are  foldlers—pri' 
vate  property  may  be  applied  to  the  public  ufe — Enjoyments  are  no 
longer  individual,  they  are  collected  Into  a  mafs» 

It  IS  only  with  principles  as  ancient  as  the  flate  of  fociety 
and  the  rights  of  nature,  that  the  Republic  prefents  herfelf 
before  roya/iziffl^  Europe,  to  announce  to  lier  a  war  of  as  long 
continuance  as  the  irijuftice  of  tyrants.  The  Republic  can 
alone  continue  the  war  at  will.  She  can  alone  fend  forth 
from  her  bofom-at  the  opening  of  each  campaign  1,200,000 
men  in  arms.  A  territory  worth  fifty  thoufand  millions  is 
mortgaged  in  defence  of  liberty.  The  thoughts,  the  induftry, 
the  courage  of  twenty  feven  millions  of  men  are  united  in  de- 
fence of  the  Republic.  The  fabrication  of  affignats  on  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  nation  is  more  productive  than  the  mines  which 
the  barbarous  Spaniards  have  torn  from  South  America. 

Already  are  the  defpots  exhaufted  of  their  men  and  money— 
The  coalition  will  foon  degenerate  into  quarrels   and  difcon- 

tent,  and  will  thus  fall  afunder  At a  fevere 

account  will  fson  be  demanded  on  the  war  of  the  coalefced 
powers. 

Whatever  be  the  projeds  or  the  means  of  thefe  powers,  our 
political  fyftem  is  founded  on  ttiefe  maxims — T  o  defeat  ty 
rants — to  deflroy  their  armies— to  exhauft  their  treafuries— 
\vithout  extending  our  dominion  externally,  to  fortify  our- 
felves  internally,  if  it  be  only  to  leave  nothing  but  deferts 
between  the  Republic  and  kings — to  exalt  every  part  of  the 
adminiftration  to  the  higheft  point  of  perfe6!:ion — to  increafe. 
the  public  power  by  the  virtues  of  private  perfons,  and  by 
the  property  of  royalifts,  confpirators,  ana  traitors — to  con- 
centrate our  attention  on  laws,  morals,  and  opinions — to  main- 
tain a  revolutionary  and  vigorous  government,  that  fliall  im- 
prefs  on  the  nation  that  majefty  of  chara6ter  v/hich  belongs 
to  it — to  produce  the  due  execution  of  an  obedience  to  che 
decrees  of  the  convention — to  form  a  vail:,  profound  and  fyfts- 
matic  code  of  politics,  founded  on  the  eternal  bafjs  of  patriotifm 
and  virtue — never  to  lay  down  our  arms  till  the  honour  of 
the  French  name  is  fatisfied — neither  to  be  blinded,  nor 
plunged  into  a  fleeping  fecurity  by  fuccefs— not  to  be  dif- 
heartened  by  defeat — to  fit  ail  men  for  public  funclions— to 
form  citizens  proud  of  the  name  of  their  countrv,  as  devoted 
i    2  '  ta 
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to  the  Republic  as  Decius  and  Codes,  and  believing  themfelves, 
as  free  Frenchmen,  fuperior  to  kings. 

It  is  with  fuch  exalted  opinions — with  fuch  immenfe  armies 
—with  a  government  fo  firm^ — and  with  arfenals  fo  full  of 
arms,  and  magazines  fo  full  of  powder,  that  you  will  give 
peace  to  the  earth,  and  liberty  to  the  ocean. — It  is  by  fuch 
means  that  you  will  realize  the  fpeculations  of  a  philofophical 
and  celebrated  foldier. 

"  If  a  people  of  vigorous  genius  fliall  appear  in  Europe," 
faid  the  author  twenty  years  ago,  "  a  people  who  fliall  connedl 
republican  virtues  and  a  national  militia  with  a  fixed  plan 
cither  of  aggrandizement  or  government ;  a  people  who  fhall 
never  lofe  fight  of  this  fylliem— who  know  how  to  make  war 
at  little  expcnfe,  and  to  fubfift  by  theTr  vi6lories — who  are 
not  reduced  to  lay  down  their  arms  by  financial  calculations  : 
■fuch  a  people  will  either  fubdue  all  countries,  or  will  be  re- 
fpe6led  by  all.-— To  foreign  governments  it  will  be  a  north 
wind  forcing  the  weak  reed  to  bend  beneath  its  power."  You 
are  this  people,  men  of  France ;  without,  however,  the  fpirit 
of  aggrandizement  and  of  conqueft.  Placed  in  the  midil:  of 
Europe,  under  the  moft  ferene  atmofphere,  and  on  a  territory 
the  moft  fertile,  poffeffing  men  the  moft  induflrious,  furrounded 
by  mountains,  feas,  and  rivers,  or,  in  other  words,  by  limits 
placed  on  purpofe  by  the  prote6ling  hand  of  Nature-— too  pow- 
erful to  fear,  and  too  great  to  wiih  for  any  thing  :  a  pure 
reprefentation,  and  a  vigorous  government,  which,  inftead  of 
burthening  the  nation  with  its  weight,  (hall  exalt  it :— fuch  a 
government,  V(?ith  cannon,  bayonets,  and  powder,  are  your 
only  v/ants. 

The  decree  propofed  bv  Barrere,  and  adopted  by  the  con- 
vention, was,  that  a  committee  of  arms  and  powder  fhould  be 
formed,  confifting  of  three  members,  citizens  Capon,  Dupin, 
and  Benezecii. — That  it  fliould  have  under  its  direction  the 
fabrication  of  arms  of  all  forts,  and  of  gunpowder.— -That  it 
fflould  poffefs  the  power  of  putting  the  people  in  a  ftate  of  re- 
quifition  ;-• — and  that  it  Ihould  have  at  its  difpofal  forty  millions 
of  livres— That  any  perfon  attempting  to  check  the  fabrication 
of  arms  and  gunpowder  fhould  be  treated  as  a  fufpe6led  per- 
fon, and  imprifoned  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war.— r That  an 
extraordinary  felling  of  timber  fhould  take  place  in  all  the  fo- 
refts  of  the  Republic,  and  that  every  proj^rietor  of  land 
lliould  be  ordered  to  cut  down  fuch  wood  as  he  might  other- 
Vyife  have  intended  to  cut  down  nei^t  year, 
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The  Sextons  of  Unity ,  and  the  Fauxbourg  Monimartre,  having  pre^ 
fented  the  French  Convention,  on  the  ^d  of  February y  1794,  tha 
Produce  of  their  firji  Effays  in  making  Salt-petre,  the  Prefident  faid 
to  iheniy 

REPUBLICANS!  you  have  brought  us  falt-petre,  which 
is  in  fail,  to  tell  us,  that  there  ihall  be  neither  peace  nor 
truce  for  tyrants,  and  that  the  olive  of  peace  fhall  be  planted 
only  on  their  tombs.  Courage,  modern  Spartans  !  forge  the 
thunderbolt  that  is  to  ftrike  their  guilty  heads. 

Devour  proud  Albion,  and  plunge  in  the  ocean  Pitt  and  his 
accomplices.  It  is  not  enough  that  they  Ihould  be  driven 
from  the  territory  of  the  Republic-— it  is  on  the  banks  of  the 
Thames  that  the  glorious  emblem  of  our  liberty  muft  be 
planted.  It  is  in  the  llreets  of  London  that  the  hymn  of  the 
Marfeilloife  muft  be  fung.— Thefe  infolent  men  propofe  to  us 
a  truce  of  two  years:  they  are  defirous  to  recognize  the  Frenclv 
Republic,  provifionally ; 

It  is,  to  be  fure,  a  lingular  generofity  towards  a  nation  of 
25  millions  of  fouls,  which  has  1,200,000  heroes  in  arms— 
which  cafts  1,100  cannon  per  month-~makes  almoft  1,000 
mulkets  per  day,  and  which  has  10,000,000,000  livres  to  ex- 
change againfl:  powder  and  lliot !— Depend,  citizens,  on  the  in- 
corruptible Mountain.  It  is  againft  this  rock,  that  our  eae- 
mies  are  wafting  their  ftrength.— (^^rm  j!)/^^^^//^.)

Report  of  Robefpierre,  February  7,  1 793,  on  the  Principles  of  moral 
Policy  which  ought  to  diretf  the  French  Convention  in  the  internal 
Adminifiration  of  the  Republic, 

AFTER  having  long  proceeded  at  random,  and  hurried 
on,  as  it  were,  by  the  impulfe  of  contrary  faftions,  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  French  people  have  at  length  fhewn  a 
charafter  and  a  government. — A  fudden  change  in  the  fortune 
of  the  nation  announced  to  Europe  the  regeneration  which 
was  efFe6ted  in  the  national  reprefentation :  but  it  mufl:  be  al- 
lowed, that  till  that  moment  to  which  I  allude,  we  were 
guided,  in  circumftances  fo  tempeftuous,  rather  by  the  love 
of  public  good,  and  a  fenfe  of  the  wants  of  our  country,  than 
by  an  exa6l  theory,  and  the  precife  rule  of  condu<9:  which  we 
had  not  leifure  to  trace  out.  It  is  time  to  define  clearly  the 
obje6l  of  the  revolution,  and  the  boundary  at  which  we  wifh 
to  arrive.  It  is  time  to  give  an  account  to  ourfelves  both  of 
the  obilacles  which  Ilill  keen  us  at  a  diftanee  from  it,  and  of 
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the  means  which  we  ought  to  adopt  in  order  to  reach  It — a 
iimple  and  important  idea  which  feems  never  to  have  been  per- 
ceived. How  could  a  vile  and  corrupted  government  dare  to 
lealize  it  ?  a  king,  a  haughty  fenate,  a  Ca^far,  a  Cromwell, 
irtuft  iirft  cover  their  projefts  with  a  veil  of  religion,  intrigue 
with  every  vice,  card's  all  parties,  cruih  that  compofed  oflnen 
of  worth,  opprefs  or  deceive  the  people,  to  attain  the  end  ©f 
their  perfidious  ambition.  Had  we  not  had  a  greater  talk  to 
perform;  had  nothing  been  in  agitation  here,  but  the  interefls 
of  a  faction,  or  of  a  new  ariilocracy,.  we  might  have  believed, 
■with  certain  writers  Hill  more  ignorant  than  v/icked,  that  "the 
plan  of  the  French  revolution  was  v.'ritten  in  every  refpe6l  in 
the  works  of  Tacitus  and  Machiavel,  and  might  have  fought 
for  the  duties  of  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  in  the  hiifory 
of  AagT-ircus,  Tiberius,  or  Vefpafian,  or  even  In  that  of  certain' 
Frencli  legiflators,  as  all  tyratits  are  worthy  of  ferving  each 
other  as  models;  for,  Ibme  ihades  of  cruelty  or  perfidy  ex- 
cepted, all  tyrants  refemble  each  other, — As  for  me,  I  ihall 
cntruft  the  whole  world  witli  your  political  fecrets,  in  order 
that  all  the  friends  of  their  country  may  rally  at  the  call  of 
leafon  and  public  intereit  ;  in  order  that  the  French  nation 
may  be  refpe^led  in  all  countries  of  the  univerfe  to  which  a 
iirxowledge  of  their  real  principles  may  be  conveyed  ;  and  in 
order  that  intriguers,  who  always  endeavour  to  fill  the  place 
of  other  intriguers,  may  be  judged  by  public  opinion  according 
to  fure  and  eafy  rules.  We  mull  at  a  di fiance  take  precautiens 
to  commit  the  deitiny  of  liberty  into  the  hands  of  truth,  which 
is  eternal,  rather  than  into  thofeofmen,  who  pafs  away;  and 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  if  government  forgets  the  interefis  of 
the  people,  or  if  it  fall  into  the  hands  of  corrupted  men,  ac- 
cording to  the  natural  courfe  of  things,  the  light  of  known 
principles  may  difcover  their  treacheries,  and  tliat  every  new 
ia6'i;ion  may  find  its  defl:ru£lion  in  the  perfidy  of  its  crimes. 
Happy  the  people  who  can  attain  this  point  !  For,  whatever 
new  infults  m.ay  be  prepared  for  them,  an  order  of  things, 
where  public  reafon  is  the  guaranty  of  tiicir  liberty,  preients 
innumerable  refources.  What  is  the  objecf]:  to  which  we  look 
forward?  The  peaceable  enjoyment  of  liberty  and  equality, 
the  reign  of  that  eternal  iufi:ice,  the  laws  of  which  have  been 
engraven,  not  on  marble  or  fione,  but  in  the  hearts  of  all 
men,  even  in  that  of  the  Have,  ^vho  forgets  them,  or  that  of 
the  tyrant,  who  denies  theni.  Wc  wiih  for  an  order  of  things 
in  which  all  the  ruean  and  cruel  painons  niay  be  unknown  ; 
in  which  all  the  beneficent  and  generous  pafiions  may  be  called 
forth  by  the  laws;  in  which  ambition  may  be  the  deiire  of  me-  . 
riting  glory,  and  of  ferving  the  country;  rn  which  diftindions 
Stall  arjfe'  only  from  that  equality  by  which  the  citizen  is 
I  fubjeaed 
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fubjedred  to  tlie  itiagiftrate,  the  magiftrate  to  the  people,  and 
the  people  to  juftice  ;  in  which  the  country  fliall  inlure  the 
happineis  of  each  individual,  and  in  which  each  individual  ftiali 
with  pride  enjoy  the  glory  and  prolperity  of  his  country;  in. 
which  the  mind  fliall  he  enlarged  by  the  continual  communi- 
cation of  republican  fentiments,  and  by  the  neceflity  of  merit- 
ing the  efteem  of  a  great  people  ;  in  which  the  arts  fhall  b« 
the  decorations  of  liberty  which  ennobles  them,  commerce  the 
iburce  of  public  riches,  and  not  of  the  overgrown  opulence  of 
forae  faniilies.  We  wiili  to  fubliitute  in  our  country,  mora- 
lity for  felf-interefi:,  probity  for  honour,  principles  for  cuftom, 
duties  for  ceremony,  the  empire  of  reafon  for  the  tyranny  of 
fafhion,  the  contempt  6f  vice  for  that  of  m.isfortune,  dignity 
for  infolence,  greatnefs  of  mind  for  vanity,  love  of  glory  for 
love  of  money,  good  men  for  good  companions,  merit  for  in- 
trigue, genius  for  wit,  truth  for  fplendour,  the  charms  of 
happinefs  for  the  languor  of  voluptuoufnels,  the  greatnefs  of 
man  tV>r  the  littlenefs  of  the  great,  a  magnanimous  people, 
powerful  and  happy,  for  a  people  polite,  frivolous,  and 
wretched;  that  is  to  fay,  all  the  virtues  and  all  the  wonderful 
etfeds  of  a  republic,  for  all  the  vices  and  ridiculous  pageantry 
of  a  monarchy.  In  a  word,  we  wiih  to  comply  with  the  will 
of  nature,  to  accomplilh  the  deftiny  of  mankind,  to  keep  the 
promiles  of  pliilofophy,  and  to  acquit  Providence  for  the  long 
reign  of  vice  and  tyranny.  Let  France',  formerly  illuflrious 
among  llavifh  countries,  eclipfmg  the  glory  of  all  free  ftates 
who  have  exilled,  become  a  model  to  nations,  the  terror  of 
oppreffors,  the  ornament  of  the  univerfe,  and  in  feali ng  our 
courage  with  our  blood,  may  we  at  laft  fee  dawn  around  us  the 
Aurora  of  univerfal  felicity.  This  is  our  ambition — this  is 
our  objeft.  What  kind  of  government  can  realife  thefe  won- 
ders ?  A  democratic  or  republican  government  alone.  Thele 
two  words  are  fynonimous,  notwithftanding  the  abufeofvul- 
gar  language  ;  for  an  arlllocracy  is  no  more  a  republic  than 
monarciiy.  Democracy  is  not  a  ftate  in  which  the  people, 
continually  aifembled,  regulate. by  themfelves  all  public  affairs; 
Hill  lefs  that,  where  an  hundred  thoufand  fa61:ions  of  the  peo- 
ple, by  fepaiate  meafures,  raili  and  contradi6lory,  decide  the 
late  of  a  vvI:ioie  fociety.  Such  a  government  never  exifted, 
and  it  could  never  exiil  without  bringing  back  the  people  to 
deipotiim.  Democracy  is  a  ftate  in  which  the  people  are  the 
lovereign,  guided  by  laws  of  their  own  framing,  and  in  which 
they  do  every  thing  by  themfelves  ll'iat  can  be  done  properly, 
and  by  delegates,  Vv'hat  they  cannot  do  of  themfelves.  It  is,  then, 
in  the  prir.ciples  of  the  democratic  government  that  you  mull 
#arch  for  the  rules  of  your  political  condu6l.  But,  to  found 
an^confolidate  demccracv  araongif  us—to  arrive  at  the  peace- 
ful 
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ful  reign  of  conftitutional  laws,  we  mufl:  terminate  the  war 
of  liberty  againft  tyranny,  and  happily  fleer  through  the  ftorms 
of  the  revolution  :  fuch  is  the  objedl  of  the  revolutionary  fyf- 
tem  which  you  have  organized.  You  ought  ftill  to  regulate 
your  conduct  according  to  the  tempelluous  circumftances  under 
which  the  Republic  is,  and  the  plan  of  your  adminillratioa 
ought  to  be  the  refutt  of  the  fpirit  of  the  revolutionary  go- 
vernment, combined  with  the  general  principles  of  democracy; 
but  what  ii  the  fundamental  principle  of  a  democratical  or  po- 
pular government ;  that  is  to  fay,  the  elTential  fpring  which 
fupports  it  and  puts  it  in  motion  ?  It  is  virtue  ;  I  fpeak  of 
public  virtue,  vvliich  effefted  fo  many  wonders  in  Greece  and 
Rome,  and  which  ouglit  to  produce  much  more  aftonifhing 
wonders  in  the  French  republic,  of  that  virtue  v,^hich  is  no- 
thing elfe  than  the  love  of  one's  country  and  of  its  laws.  But, 
as  theeflence  of  a  republic  or  democracy  is  equality,  it  follows, 
that  love  cf  one's  country  necelfarily  comprehends  the  love  of 
equality.  It  is  true  that  this  fublime  fentiment  fuppofes  a 
preference  of  public  intereft  to  all  private  interell:  from  which 
it  refults,  that  the  love  of  one's  country  fuppofes  alfo,  or  pro- 
duces all  the  virtues  ;  for  what  elfe  are  tliey  but  that  ftrength 
of  foul  which  renders  it  capable  of  making  thefe  facrifices  ? 
And  how  can  the  flave  of  avarice  or  ambition,  for  example, 
facrifice  his  idol  to  his  country?  Virtue  is  not  only  the  foul 
of  democracy,  but  it  cannot  exift  but  in  that  government. 
In  a  monarchy,  I  know  only  one  individual  who  can  love  his 
country,  and  who  to  do  that  has  not  even  occafion  for  virtue. 
It  is  the  monarch  ;  the  reafon  is,  that  of  all  the  inhabitants  of 
his  flates,  the  monarch  is  the  only  one  who  has  a  country. — 
Is  he  not  the  fovereign?  Is  he  not  in  the  place  of  the  people? 
And  what  is  one's  country,  if  it  is  not  the  country  where  one  is 
^  citizen,  and  a  member  of  the  fovereign  ?  By  a  cOnfequence 
of  the  fame  principle  in  ariftocratical  ilates,  the  word  country 
fjgnifies  nothing  but  for  families  v/ho  have  feized  on  the  fove- 
reignty.  It  is  only  a  den^ocracy  where  the  ftate  is  really  the 
country  of  all  the  individuals  who  compofe  it,  and  which  may 
reckon  as  many  defenders  interefted  in  its  caufe  as  it  contains 
citizens.  This  is  the  fuperiorlty  of  free  people  over  others, 
if  Athens  and  Sparta  triumphed  over  the  tyrants  of  Alia,  and 
the  Sv>-ifs  over  the  tyrants  of  Spain  and  Auftrla,  it  was  owing 
entirely  to  this  caufe — -but  the  French  are  the  lirfl:  people  in  the 
world  wiro  have  eftablifhed  a  real  democracy,  by  inviting  all 
men  to  equality  and  the  rights  of  citizens  in  the  utmoft  extent; 
and  this,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  real  caufe  why  all  the  tyrants 
leagued  againft  the  Republic  have  been  defeated. 

Great  confequenccs  muft,  from. this  moment,  be  drawn  frofli 
the  principles  I  have  laid  down.     Since  virtue  and  equality  are 
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the  foul  of  the  Republic ;  and  fince  your  obje£l  is  to  found  anci 
Confolidate  this  form  of  government,  it  follows,  that  the  firft 
rule  of  your  political  condu£l  ought  to  be  to  diredl  all  your 
operations  towards  the  fupport  of  equality,  and  to  the  promoting 
of  virtue,  for  the  firft  care  of  the  Legiflator  ought  to  be  to 
•  ftrengthen  the  principle  of  government.    Everything  therefore, 
which  tends  to  excite  the  love  of  one's  country,  to  reform  man- 
ners, to  elevate  the   mind,  to  dire6l  the  paffions   of  the  heart 
tovi^ards  the  public  intereft,  ought  to  be  adopted  or  eftablifhed 
by  you  ;  every  thing  that  tends  to  concentrate  them  in  the  mean* 
iiefs  of  felf,  to  awaken  tlieir  defire  for   little  things,   and  their 
Contempt  for  great,  ought  to  be  rejedted  or  repreifed  by  you. 
In  the  fyftem  of  the  French  Revolution,  what  is  immoral  is  im- 
politic, what  tends  to  corrupt  is  counter-revolutionary.   Weak- 
nefs,  vices,  prejudices,  are  the  way  to  Royalty.     Hurried  away 
perhaps  too  often  by  the  force  of  our  ancient  habitudes,  as  much 
as  by  the  infenfible  bent  Of  human  weaknefs,  towards  falfe  ideas 
and  pufillanimous  fentiments — we  have  much   more  to  guard 
againfr  excels  of  weaknefs  than  exdefs  of  energy.     The  greateft 
tquick-fand,  perhaps^   which  we  have  to  avoid,  is  not  fervor  of 
zeal,  but  rather  laffitude  of  the  public  good,  and  diffidence  of 
our  own  courage.     Wind  up  therefore  continuhlly  tlie  fpring  of 
Republican  governmeilt  inftead  of  fufFering  it  to  bt^  relaxed.     I 
have  no  occafion  to  fay  that  I  will  not  here  juftify  any  excefs* 
The  moft  facred  principles  are  abufed.     It  belongs  to  the  wifdom 
of  government   to  confult  circumflarices,  to   feize  favourable 
opportunities,  and  to  clioofe  means,  refpedling  the  manner  of 
paving  the  way  for  great  events.     It  is  an  elTential  part  of  talent? 
to  accompli/h  them,  as  wifdom  is   itfelf  a  part  of  virtue.     We 
do  not  pretend  to  caft  the  French  Republic  in  the  mould  of  that 
of  Sparta — we  wifli  to  give  it  neither  the  aufterity  tidr  the  cor- 
ruption of  cloifterSk     I  have  prefented  to  you  in  its  full  puiity 
the  moral  and  political  principles  of  popular  government. — Yoii 
have  then  a  compafs  to  direcl  you  amidft  the  ftorms  of  jarring 
paffions,  and  that  hurricane  of  intrigue,  which  furrounds  you. 
■— ^You  have  the  touchftone,  by  which  you  may  prove  all  the 
laws  and  all  the  propofitionsmade  to  you;  and  continually  com- 
paring them  with  this  principle,  you  may  hereafter  avoid  the 
ufual  quick-fand  of  all  great   affi^mblies,    the  danger  of  fur- 
prifes,  and  precipitate,  incoherent,  and  contradiclory  meafures; 
and  may  give  to  all  your  operations  that  unity,  vvifdom,  and 
dignity,  which  ought  to  announce  you  as  the  firft  people  of  the 
world.     It  is  not  the  eafy  confequences  of  the  principle  of  de- 
mocracy that  we  ought  to  detail — it  is  the  fimple  and  eafy  prin- 
ciple itfelf  which  ought  to  be  difplayed*      Republican   virtue 
may  be  confidered  as  it  relates  to  the  people,  and  as  it  relates  to 
the  government. — It  is  necejTl^ry  in  both.     When  the  govern- 
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ttient  alone  is  deflitute  of  it,  a  refource  remains  in  that  of  the 
people ;  hut  when  the  people  themfeives  are  corrupted,  liberty 
is  loll;  virtue,  fortunately,  is  natural  to  the  people,  in  fpite  of 
srillocratical  prejudices.  A  nation  is  truly  corrupted,  when, 
after  having  loft  by  degrees  its  charafter  and  its  liberty,  if  p-afles 
from  democracy  to  ariftocracy  or  monarchy  :  this  is  the  death  of 
the  political  body  through  decrepitude:  when  after  four  hundred 
vears  of  glory,  avarice,  at  length,  banifhed  from  Sparta  mo- 
rals, together  with  the  laws  of  Lycurgus,  in  vain  did  Agis  lay 
down  his  life  in  attempting  to  recall  them.  In  vain  did  De-^ 
inofthenes  thunder  forth  againft  Philip  i  Philip  found  at  Athens 
degenerate  advocates  more  eloquent  than  Demofthenes.  There 
is  ftill  at  Athens  a  population  as  numerous  as  in  the  the  time  of 
Miltiades  and  Arillides;  hut  there  are  no  longer  Athenians.  Of 
■what  avail  is  it  that  Brutus  killed  the  tyrant  ?  Tyfanny  ftill 
lives  in  hearts  ;  and  Romeexifls  no  longer  but  in  Brutus.  But, 
when,  by  prodigious  efforts  of  courage  andreafon,  a  people  break 
the  chains  of  dcipotifm  to  convert  them  into  trophies  to  liberty  ; 
when,  by  the  force  of  their  moral  temperament  they  efcape,  in 
feme  meafure,  from  the  arms  of  death  to  refume  all  the  vigour 
of  youth  ;  whenj  in  terms,  feeling  and  haughty,  intrepid  and 
traclahle,  they  can  be  checked  neither  by  ramparts  almoft  im- 
pregnable, nor  by  the  numerous  armies  of  tyrants  marshalled 
againfl:  them,  while  they  flop  of  themfeives  before  the  image  of 
the  law,  if  they  do  not  foar  with'rapidity  to  the  height  of  their 
defliny,  it  can  only  be  through  the  fault  of  thofe  who  govern 
theiti.  Befides,  it  may  be  faid  in  one  fenfe,  that  the  people,  to 
love  juflice  and  equalitv,  have  no  need  of  great  virtue:  it  will 
he  fufBcient  for  them  to  love  themfeives.  But  the  magiftrate  is 
obliged  tolacrifice  his  intcreft  to  the  intereft  of  the  people,  and 
the  pride  of  pow-er,  to  equality.  Above  all,  the  law  mulffpeak 
with  authority  to  him  who  is  the  organ  of  it :  government 
muft  feel  its  own  weight,  to  keep  all  its  parts  in  harmony 
Tvith  it.  If  there  exifts  a  reprefentative  body,  a  firft  authority 
conllituted  by  the  people,  it  belongs  to  it  to  continually  W'atch. 
over,  and  reprefs  all  public  fundfionaries :  but  how  will  it  he 
reprelTed  if  not  by  its  own  virtue  ?  The  more  elevated  this 
fource  of  public  order  is,  the  purer  it  ought  to  be.  The  reprefen- 
tative bodvthen  mufi:  begin  by  fubjecling,  in  its  own  bofom,  all 
private  palHons  to  a  general  paffion  for  the  public  good,  Happy 
are  the  reprefentatives  vvhen  their  glory  and  intereft,  as  much 
as  their  duty,  attach  tliem  to  thecaufe  of  liberty  I  From  this  let 
lis  deduce  a  great  truth  :  It  is,  that  the  chara6leriflic  of  popular 
government  is  to  have  a  confidence  in  the  people,  and  to  be 
ievere  to  one's  felf.  To  this  all  the  expofition  of  our  theory 
would  be  confined,  had  you  to  guide  the  vefiel  of  the  Republic 
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only  during  a  calm  ;  but  the  tempeift  howls,  and  the  prefent 
ftate  of  the  revolution  impofes  on  you  anotlier  talk. 

The  great  purity  of  the  bafis  of  the  French  Revolution,  the 
fublimity  even  of  its  objecl:,  is  precifely  what  conftitutes  our 
flrength  and  our  weaknefs — our  ftrength,  becaufe  it  gives  us  the 
afcendancy  of  truth  over  impofture ;  and  the  rights  of  public 
over  private  jntereft — our  weaknefs,  becaufe  it  rallies  againft  us 
all  vicious  men,  all  thofe  who,  in  their  hearts,  v/ere  plotting  to 
plunder  the  people,  all  thofe  who  wiflied  to  plunder  iheiu  with 
impunity ;  all  thofe  Avho  oppofed  liberty  as  a  perfonal  misfor- 
tune ;  and  thofe  who  embraced  the  revolution  as  a  trade,  and 
the  Republic  as  their  prey.  Hence  the  defediion  of  fo  many 
ambitious  and  avaricious  men,  who,  fince  the  time  when  we 
ftarted,  abandoned  us  on  the  road,  becaufe  they  did  not  under- 
take the  journey  with  a  view  of  arriving  at  the  fame  point.  It 
may  be  faid,  tfiat  two  contrary  genii,  who  have  been  repre- 
fented  as  contending  for  the  empire  of  nature,  combat,  in  this 
grand  epoch  of  the  hiflory  of  mankind,  to  fix  unalterably 
the  deftiny  of  the  world;  and  that  France  is  the  theatre  of  this 
formidable  conteft  :  without  all  the  tyrants  furround  you ; 
within  all  the  friends  of  tyranny  confpire  againft  you,  and  they 
will  continue  to  confpire  until  vice  be  deprived  of  its  hopes. 
We  muft  deftroy  the  internal  and  external  enemies  of  the  Re- 
public, or  perifli  along  with  it ;  but  in  this  fituation,  the  firffc 
maxim  of  your  policy  ought  to  be  to  rule  the  people.  If  the 
fpring  of  popular  government,  during  peace,  be  virtue,  the 
ipring  of  popular  government,  during  a  revolution,  is  both 
virtue  and  terror  :  virtue,  v/ithout  which  terror  is  fatal  :  terror, 
Avithout  which  virtue  is  inefFecliial.  Terror  is  nothing  elfe 
than  fpeedy,  fevere,  and  inflexible  juftice.  It  is,  therefore,  an 
emanation  ot  virtue. — It  is  notfo  much  a  diftincl  principle,  as 
a  confequence  of  the  general  principle  of  democracy  applied  to 
the  moft  urgent  wants  of  the  country.  It  has  been  faid,  that 
terror  is  tlie  main  fpring  of  a  defpotic  government — Shall  our's 
then  refemble  defpotifm  ?  Yes,  as  the  fword  which  glances  in 
the  hand  of  the  hero  of  liberty  refembles  that  with  vvhich  the  fa- 
tellites  of  tyranny  are  armed. — -Let  the  defpot  by  terror  govern 
his  debafed  fubjedfs:  as  a  defpot,  he  is  in  the  right.  Subdue  by 
terror  the  enemies  of  liberty,  and  you  v/ill  be  right,  as  the 
founders  of  the  Republic.  The  government  of  a  revolution  is 
the  defpotifm  of  liberty  againft  tyranny.  Is  force  made  only  ta 
pioteft  vice?  and  is  it  not  to  ftrike  the  haughty  head  that 
thunder  is  d<?ftined  ?  Nature  impofes  upon  every  moral  and  pby- 
fical  being,  the  law  of  providing  for  its  own  prefervation.  Vice 
deftrovs  innocence,  in  order  to  reign;  and  innocence  ftruggles 
with  all  its  force  in  the  hands  of  vice-  Let  tyranny  reign  one 
day.  and  next  morning  there  will  not  remain  a  fingle  patriot, 
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How  long  will  the  fury  of  defpots  be  called  jufticc,  and  the 
juftice  of  the  people  barbarity   and  rebellion  ?  How  tender  one 
is  towards  oppreffbrs,  and   inexorable  towards    the  oppreffed  ! 
Nothing  is  more  natural  than  that  \vIioever  does  not  hate  vice 
cannot  love  virtue  ;  one  or  the  other,  however,  muft  fall.     In- 
dulgence towards  the  Royalifts,  exclaim  fome  ;  pardon  for  vil- 
lains! No — pardon  for  innocence  ;  pardon  for  the  weak  ;   par- 
don for  the  unfortunate;  pardon  for  humanity  !   Protedlion  Is 
due  from  fociety  only  to  peaceable  citizens  :  there  are  no  citi- 
:rcns  in  aE.epublic  but  republicans :   royalifts  and  aliens  are  ra- 
ther enemies.     Is  not  this  terrible  war  excited  by  liberty  againft 
tyranny  indivifible?  Are  r^ot  our  internal  in  alliance  with  our 
external  enemies?  Are  the  affaffins  who  tear  the  country  within, 
the  intriguers  and  traitors  who  fell  themfelves,  the  libellifts  paid 
to  difcrcdit  the  caufe  of  the  people,  to  deftroy  public  virtue,  to 
Icindle  up  the  flames  of  civil  difcord,  and  to  pave  the  way  for  a 
political  by  a   moral  counter-revolution,  are  thefe  people  lefs. 
criminal,  or  lefs  dangerous,  than  the  tyrants  whom  they  ferve  ? 
All  thofe  who  interpofe  their  patricide  lenity  betvveen  thefe  vil- 
lains and  the  avenging  fword  of  national  juftice,  refemible  thofe 
who  fhould  throw  themfelves  between  the  fatellites  of  tyrants 
and   the  bavonets  of  our  foldiers ;   all  the   tranfports  of  their 
falfe    feniibility  appear  to   me  only   as    fighs  emitted  towards 
England  and  Auftria.     For  whom  then  fhould  their  hearts  melt 
with  pity  r  For  thofe,  20, GOO  heroes,  the  flower  of  the  nation, 
deflroyed  by  tlie  fwords  of  the  enemies  of  liberty,  or  by  the  poign- 
ards  of  royal  and  federalift  afHiflins  I  No — thefe  were  only  ple-^ 
beians,  patriots.     To  be  entitled  to  their   tender  feelings,  orie 
rauft  at  Jeaft  be  the  widow  of  a  General,  who  has  twenty  times. 
betraved  Ims  country.     One   muft   almoft   prove,  that  one  has 
caufed  ten  thoufand  Frenchmen  to  be  facrificed,  as  a  Roman  ge- 
neral, to  obtain  a   triumph,   muft  have  killed,    I  believe,  ten 

thoufand  of  the  enemy. People  hear  with  cool  indifference 

a  recital  of  the  horrors  committed  by  the  tyrants  againft  the 
defenders  of  libertv  :  our  women  dreadfully  mutilated ;  our 
children  mairiicred  in  the  arms  of  their  mothers;  our  prifoners 
fuffering  exquifite  torments  on  account  of  their  fublime  and 
aiTc61irig  hercifn  ;  and  yet  the  too  flow  puniihment  of  a  few 
moni-iers,  who  have  fattened  on  the  pure  blood  of  their  country, 
IS  called  horrid  butchery.  The  mifery  of  generous  citizens,  who 
have  facrificed  to  the  jiobleft  of  caufcs  their  brethren,  children, 
and  wives,  is  beheld  with  little  emotion  ;  but  the  moft  generous 
confolations  are  lavlfhed  on  the  wives  of  conlpirators.  It  is 
admitted  that  they  may  pervert  juftice,  and  plead  againft  liberty 
the  caufe  of  theif  relations  and  accomplices:  they  are  made 
almoft  a  privileged  corporation.  Ye  creditors  and  penfioners  of 
the  people,  with  what  mildnefs  are  we  ftill  the  dupes  of  words  \

How  much  ariilocracy  and  moderatifm  ftill  govern  us  by  tlie 
deftru6live  maxims  they  have  given  us!  Ariflocracy  defends  \u 
felf  better  by  its  intrigues,  than  patriotifm  by  its  fervices.  Re- 
volutions are  governed  by  the  chicane  of  palaces;  confpiracies 
pgainft  the  Republic  are  treated  like  the  trials  of  individuals* 
Tyranny  kills — liberty  pleads — and  the  code  made  by  the  con- 
fpirators  themfelves  is  the  law  by  which  they  are  tried.  "When 
the  fafety  of  the  country  is  concerned,  the  teAimony  of  the 
Univerfe  cannot  be  fubftituted  for  evidence,  nor  evidence  for 
literal  proof.  Slownefs  in  paffing  fentence  is  equivalent  to  im-~ 
punity. 

The  uncertainty  of  punifliment  encourages  all  criminals,  and 
yet  complaints  are  made  of  the  feverity  of  juflice  !  Complaints 
are  made  that  the  enemies  of  the  Republic  are  kept  in  confine- 
ment !  Examples  are  fought  for  in  the  hiftory  of  tyrants,  becaufe; 
they  will  not  fele£l  them  from  that  of  the  people,  nor  draw  them 
from  the  genius  of  threatened  liberty.  At  Rome,  when  the  con- 
ful  difcovered  a  confpiracy,  and  ftifled  it  at  the  fame  time  by  the 
death  of  the  accomplices  of  Cataline,  he  was  accufed  of  having 
violated  the  eftablifhed  forms.  By  whom  was  this  done  r  by  the 
the  ambitious  Csefar,  who  wiihed  to  increafe  his  party  of  con- 
fpirators  ;  by  Pifos  ;  by  Clodius  ;  and  all  the  bad  citizens  who 
dreaded  the  virtue  of  a  true  Roman,  and  the  feverity  of  the  laws. 
To  punifti  the  opprefTors  of  mankind  is  clemency;  to  pardon 
them  barbarity.  The  feverity  of  tyrants  has  no  other  principle 
than  feverity  :  that  of  the  Republican  governiuent  arifes  from  be- 
neficence.— Woe  to  him,  therefore,  who  fhall  dare  to  dired  to- 
wards the  people  that  terror  which  ought  to  approach  only  its 
enemies.  Woe  to  him  who,  confounding  the  unavoidable  errors 
of  civifm  with  the  devifed  errors  of  perfidy,  or  with  the  crimes 
of  confpirators,  fhall  abandon  the  dangerous  intriguer  to  purfue 
the  peaceable  citizen  !  Perifli  the  villain  who  dares  to  abufe  the 
facred  name  of  liberty,  or  the  arms  which  have  been  entrufted  to 
him,  to  convey  mourning  or  death  into  the  heart  of  the  patriots  { 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  abufe  has  exifted.  It  has,  doubt- 
lefs,  been  exaggerated  by  ariftocracy  ;  but  if  there  exiifed  in  the 
Republic  only  one  virtuous  man,  perfecuted  by  the  enemies  of 
liberty,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  government  to  ufe  the  utmoft  dili- 
gence to  difcover  him,  and  avenge  him  in  an  exemplary  manner. 
But  muft  it  be  concluded  from  thefe  perfecutions,  excited  againfi 
the  patriots,  by  the  hypocritical  zeal  of  the  countcr-revolutionifts, 
that  we  ought  to  fet  at  liberty  the  pounter-revolutionifts,  and  to 
renounce  feverity  ?  Thefe  new  prjjn.es  of  ariftocracy  only  prove  the 
neceflity  of  it.  What  does  the  audacity  of  our  enemies  prove, 
jf  not  the  remlffnefs  with  which  they  have  been  purfucd?  It  is 
owing  in  a  great  meafure,  to  the  dodrine  which  has  been  preached 
up  to  give  them  confidence.  If  you  rejeil  this  advice,  your  ene- 
mies 
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rules  will  accompllfh  their  end,  and  will  receive  from  your  own 
hands  the  reward  of  the  laft  of  their  crimes.  How  weak  would 
it  be  to  coiifider  feme  vi dories  gained  by  patriot! fm,  as  the  end  of 
all  our  dangers  r  'J~ake  a  view  of  our  real  fituation,  and  you  will 
iind  that  vigilance  and  energy  will  be  more  neceffary  for  you  than 
ever.  A  fecret  malevolence  every  where  thwarts  the  operations  of 
government.  The  fatal  influence  of  foreigners,  though  more 
concealed,  is  neither  lefs  aflive,  nor  lefs  fatal.  It  is  perceived 
til  at  undaunted  vice  only  ufes  more  addrefs  to  conceal  its  progrefs^ 
The  internal  enemies  of  the  French  people  are  divided  into  tv/o 
feftions,  as  ah  army  into  two  corps.  They  march  under  banners 
of  different  colours,  and  by  different  routes  ;  but  they  both  march 
towards  the  fame  objcdl.  This  objecl  is  the  diforganization  of 
the  popular  government,  the  ruin  of  the  Convention  ;  that  is  to 
fay,  the  triumph  of  tyranny — one  of  thefe  two  factions  drives  us 
towards  weaknefs,  the  other  to  excefs.  The  one  wifhes  to  con- 
vert liberty  into  a  Bacchanalian,  the  other  into  a  prollitnte.  Sub- 
altern intriguers,  and  even  good  citizens  milled,  avenge  themfelves 
fometimes  on  both  parties;  but  the  chiefs  belong  to  the  caufe  of 
Kings  or  ariftocracy,  and  always  unite  againft  the  patriots.  Thefe 
villians,  even  when  they  make  war  againft  each  other,  do  not  hate 
one  another  fo  much  as  they  detcft  honeft  men.  The  country  is 
their  prey  :  they  quarrel  refpeding  the  partition  of  it ;  but  they 
league  together  againft  thofe  who  defend  it.  The  name  of  mo- 
derates  lias  been  given  to  the  one  :  there  is,  perhaps,  more  inge- 
nuity than  juftnefs  in  the  denomination  of  7dtra'revolutlomJis,  by 
which  the  other  has  been  diftingniftied.  This  denomination,  which 
cannot  in  any  cafe  be  applied  to  honeft  men,  who  by  zeal  may  be 
led  beyond  the  found  policy  of  the  revolution,  does  not  exactly 
eharafterize  thofe  perfidious  men,  whom  tyranny  keeps  in  pay, 
in  order  to  endanger,  by  falfe  or  deftructive  applications,  the  fa-i 
cred  principles  of  our  revolution. 

The  falfe  revolistionift  is,  perhaps,  ftlll  ofteneron  this  fide  than 
beyond  the  revolution.  He  is  moderate,  he  is  mad  with  patriotifm, 
according  to  circumibnces.  What  he  will  think  to-morrow  is 
Tefolved  in  the  Pruifian,  Englifti,  Auftrian,  and  even  Ruffian 
Committees.  He  oppofes  mcafures  of  energy,  and  exaggerates 
them  v/hen  he  cannot  prevent  them.  Severe  towards  innocence, 
|)ut  indulgent  tov/ards  vice,  accnling  even  the  guilty  who  are  not 
rich  enough  to  purchafe  his  hlcnce,  nor  of  importance  enough  to 
be  the  cbjed  of  his  zesl,  but  taking  good  care  never  to  expole 
himfelf  {o  far  as  to  defend  virtue  calumniated  :  difcovering  fome- 
ijmcs  open  plots  ;  tearing  the  maflc  from  traitors  unmafi^ed  and 
even  decapitated,  but  extolling  traitors  ?JIve  and  poftefled  of  influ- 
ence ;  eager  always  to  embrace  the  opinion  of  the  moment,  and 
no  lefs  attentive  never  to  enlighten  ir,  and  above  all  never  to  op- 
pofc  it  :  always  ready  to  adopt  bold  mcafures.  provided  they  ave 
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attended  with  many  inconveniencies;  calumniating  thofe  which 
prefent  only  advantages,  or  adding  to  them  thofe  amendments* 
which  may  render  them  hurtful  ;  oeconomical  in  fpeaking  truth, 
and  fpeaking  it  only  with  a  view  of  acquiring  a  right  to  lie  with 
impunity;  diftributing  good,  drop  by  drop,  and  pouring  out  mif- 
chief  by  torrents;  filled  v>^ith  ardour  for  grand  revolutions,  which 
are  of  no  avail ;  more  than  indifferent  for  thofe  which  may  honour 
the  Caufe  of  the  people,  and  fave  the  country  ;  fetting  great  value 
on  forms  of  patriotifm  ;  ftrongly  attached,  like  devotees,  of  whom 
he  declares  himfelf  the  enemy,  to  reclufe  practices,  he  would  ra- 
ther ufe  an  hundred  red  caps  than  do  one  good  a6lion.  What  dif- 
ference do  you  find  between  thefe  people  and  your  moderates  I 
They  are  fervants  employed  by  the  fame  mailer  ;  or,  if  you  choofc, 
accomplices,  who  pretend  to  quarrel  that  they  may  the  better  con- 
ceal their  crimes.  Judge  them  not  by  the  difference  of  language, 
but  by  the  identity  of  refults.  Is  not  he  who  attacks  the  national 
Convention  by  fooliili  fpeeches,  and  he  who  deceives,  to  expofe 
it  to  danger,  in  concert  with  him  who,  by  linjull  feverity  obliges 
patriotifm  to  tremble  for  itfelf,  and  to  invoke  humanity  in  favour 
of  ariftocracy  and  treafon?  One  would  invite  France  to  the 
Gonqueil  of  the  world,  who  had  no  other  defign  than  to  in- 
vite tyrants  to  conquer  France.  The  foreign  hypocrite,  who, 
five  years  ago,  declared  Paris  to  be  the  capital  of  the  world, 
tranlcribed  only  in  another  jargon  the  anathemas  of  the  vile  fede- 
ralifts  who  devoted  Paris  to  deftruclion.  To  preach  up  atheifm 
is  only  a  method  of  abfolving  fuperlfition,  and  of  accufing  philo- 
fophy  ;  and  the  war  declared  againft  the  Deity  is  ortly  a  diverlioa 
in  favour  of  royalty.  What  other  method  remains  of  combating 
liberty  ?  Will  they,  after  the  example  of  the  firft  champions  of 
ariftocracy,  go  and  extol  the  mildnefs  of  llavery,  the  advantages 
of  monarchy,  thefupernaturai  genius  and  incomparable  virtue  of 
kings  ?  Will  they  proclaim  the  vanity  of  the  rights  of  man,  and  of 
the  principles  of  eternal  juitice?  Will  they  go  and  raife  from 
the  grave  the  nobility  and  the  clergy,  or  claim  the  imprefcripti- 
ble  rights  of  the  higher  citizens,  to  their  double  lucceffion  ? 
No — it  is  much  more  convenient  to  aiTume  the  mafk  of  patrio- 
tifm, to  disfigure  by  infolent  parodies  the  fuhlime  drama  of  the 
revolution,  and  to  endanger  the  caufe  of  liberty  by  hypocritical 
moderation,  and  by  ftudied  adts  of  folly.  Thus  ariftocracy 
conftitutes  itfelf  into  popular  aflemblies :  counter-revolution- 
ary pride  conceals,  under  rags,  its  plots  and  its  poignards  ;  fana- 
ticifm  deftroys  its  own  altars  ;  royalty  celebrates,  in  fongs,  the 
vi6lories  of  the  Republic  ;  the  nobility,  galled  by  recolle6tionj 
tenderly  embrace  equality  in  order  to  ftifteit;  and  tyranny, 
ftained  with  the  blood  of  the  defenders  of  liberty,  beftrews  their 
grave  with  flowers.  If  the  hearts  of  all  are  not  changed,  how 
many  vifages  are  maiked  !— How  many  traitors  intermeddle  ia 
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our  affairs  only  to  ruin  us  ! — Do  ydu  wifh  to  put  thdtii  to  ttie 
proof? — iV(k  from  them  the  bond  of  an  oath  and  declarationSjt 
that  they  will  perform  real  fervices.  Is  it  necelTary  to  a6l }  they 
]iarangue.  Is  deliberation  required  ?  they  wifh  to  begin  by 
adiing.  Are  the  times  peaceable?  they  cppofe  every  ufefui 
change.  Are  tliey  tempefluous  ?  they  fpeak  of  reforming  every 
thing  to  overturn  every  thing.  Do  you  wi/Ii  to  reprefs  the 
ieditious  ?  they  remind  you  of  the  clemency  of  Caefar.  Do 
\-ou  wilh  to  fnatch  the  patriots  from  perfecution  ?  they  propofe 
xo  you  as  a  model  the  firmnefs  of  Brutus.  They  difcover  that 
fuch  a  one  n6led  noblv  when  he  ferved  the  Republic  ;  but  they 
are  filent  when  he  betrays  it.  Is  peace  ufefui?  they  difplay  to 
■vou  the  palms  of  vidlbry.  Is  war  necelTary  ?  they  extol  to  you 
the  fweets  of  peace.  Is  it  requifite  to  defend  our  territories? 
they  wi(h  to  go  and  drive  the  tyrants  beyond  the  feas  and  the 
mountains.  Are  we  defirous  of  recovering  fortrefTes  ?  they  wifh 
to  take  churches  by  alTauIt,  and  to  fcale  heaven  ;  they  forget 
the  Auftrians  in  order  to  make  war  on  devotees.  Is  it  necef- 
iary  to  fupport  our  caufe  by  the  fidelity  of  our  allies  ?  they  de- 
claim againll  all  governments,  and  propofe  to  you  to  put  evea 
the  great  Mogul  in  a  ftate  of  accufation.  Do  the  people  go  to 
the  capitol  to  thank  God  for  their  vidlories  ?  they  give  vent  to 
lamentations  for  our  paft  misfortunes.  Are  we  preparing  to  gain 
new  ones?  they  difleminate  among  us,  hatred,  divifion,  perfe- 
cution, and  difcouragement.  Is  it  requifite  to  realize  the  fove- 
reignty  of  the  people,  and  concentrate  their  ftrength  by  a  firm 
and  relpeftable  government  ?  they  find  that  the  principles  of  the 
gos'ernment  violate  thefovereignty  of  the  people.  Is  it  necef- 
fary  to  affert  the  rights  of  the  people  opprefTed  by  the  govern- 
ment ?  they  fpeak  only  of  refpe(5l  for  the  laws,  and  the  confti- 
tuted  authorities.  They  have  found  out  an  admirable  expedient 
to  fecond  tlie  efforts  of  tlie  Republican  government,  which  is 
to  diforganize  and  degrade  it  completely ;  to  make  war  on  the 
patriots  who  have  contributed  to  our  fuccefs.  Do  you  feek  for 
trie  means  of  fupplying  your  armies  with  provifions  ?  are  you 
employed  in  tearing  from  avarice  and  timidity  thofe  provifions 
which  they  hoard  ?  they  emit  patriotic  groans  for  the  public 
mifery,  and  announce  famine.  The  delire  of  preventing  the 
evil  is  to  them  always  a  motive  for  increafmg  it.  In  the  North, 
they  have  killed  the  poultry>  and  deprived  us  of  eggs,  under 
the  prefence  that  the  poultry  confumed  grain.  In  the  South  it 
was  in  agitation  to  deftroy  the  mulberry  and  orangc-treeSj  under 
the  pretence  that  filk  is  an  cbje6l  of  luxury,  and  oranges  a  fu^ 
perfluity.  You  can  nfever  imagine  v/hat  otcefTes  hypocritical 
counter-revolutionifts  have  committed  in  order  to  tarnifli  the 
caufe  oftherevolution.— Can  voubelieve  that,  in  countrieswhere 
fuperftition  has  cxercifed  the  greateft  power,  not  fatisfied  with 
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overloading  the  operations  refpefting  worfhlp  with  all  thofe 
forms  which  would  render  them  odious,  they  have  fpread  terror 
nmong  the  people,  by  propagating  a  report,  that  all  the  chil- 
dren below  ten  years  of  age,  and  all  the  old  people  above  70, 
were  to  be  put  to  death  !  This  report  has  been  propagated  above 
.  all  in  the  cl-devant  Brittany,  and  in  the  departments  of  the 
Rhinfe  and  the  Mozelle.  This  is  one  of  the  crimes  afcribed  to 
the  ci-devant  Public  Accufer  of  the  criminal  tribunal  of  Straf- 
burgh.  The  tyrannical  follies  of  this  man  render  probable  every 
thing  related  of  Caligula  and  Heliogabalus;  but  one  can  fcarcely 
give  credit  to  them,  even  when  proofs  are  exhibited.  He  car- 
ried his  madnefs  fo  far  as  to  put  women  in  a  ftate  of  requilitioa 
for  his  own  ufe.  We  are  affured  that  he  employed  this  method 
to  get  married.  "Whence  iffued  all  of  a  fudden,  that  fvvarm  of 
of  foreigners,  priefts,  nobility,  and  intriguers  of  every  kind, 
who,  at  the  fame  moment,  difperfed  themfelves  throughout  the 
Republic,  to  execute,  in  the  name  of  philofophy,  the  plan  of  a 
counter-revolution,  which  could  not  be  defeated  but  by  the 
f^ce  of  public  reafon  ?  Execrable  conception,  worthy  of  the 
genius  of  foreign  Courts  leagued  againfl:  liberty,  and  of  the 
corruption  of  all  the  iuternal  enemies  of  the  Republic  !  It  is 
thus  that  with  the  continual  miracles  operated  by  the  virtue  of 
a  great  people,  intrigue  always  intermixes  the  bafenefs  of  its 
Criminal  plots — a  bafenefs  ^commanded  by  tyrants,  and  which 
they  afterwards  make  the  bafis  of  their  ridiculous  manifeftoes,  to 
keep  the  ignorant  people  funk  in  the  mire  of  opprobrium,  and 
in  the  paths  of  flavery. 

But  what  does  liberty  fuffer  from  the  crimes  of  its  ene- 
niies  ?  Is  the  fun,  when  obfcured  by  a  paffing  cloud,  lefs  that 
luminary  which  animates  all  nature  ?  JDoes  the  impure  fcum, 
with  which  the  ocean  covers  jts  fhores,  render  it  lefs  awful  ? 
In  perfidious  hands  all  the  remedies  of  our  evils  become  poi- 
fons.  Wiiatever  you  may  do,  whatever  you  may  fay,  they 
will  turn  againfl:  you  even  the  truths  which  you  have  unfold- 
ed. Thus,  for  example,  after  having  every  where  fcattered 
the  feeds  of  civil  war  by  a  violent  attack  on  religious  prejudices, 
they  will  endeavour  to  arm  fanaticifm  and  ariftocracy  with  thofe 
meafures,  even,  .which  you  have  prefcribed  in  favour  of  liberty 
of  worfhip.  Had  you  left  a  free  courfe  to  the  confpiracy,  it 
would  have  produced,  a  little  later,  a  terrible  and  univerfal  re- 
aftion.  If  you  check  it,  they  will  endeavour  to  profit  by  it, 
by  perfuading  the  people  that  you  afford  protection  to  priefts, 
and  the  moderates.  You  muft  not  even  be  aflonifhed  if  the 
authors  of  this  fyftem  are  thofe  priefts  who  have  been  the  mod 
forward  to  acknowledge  their  quackery.  If  patriots,  hurried 
away  by  a  pure,  but  inconfiderat^  zeal,  have,  in  fome  parts 
become  the  dupes  of  their  intrigues,  they  will  throw  the  whole 
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blame  on  the  patriots  ;  for  the  firft  point  of  their  Machiavellan 
do6lrine  is  to  ruin  the  Republic  by  ruining  the  Republicans,  as 
onefubdues  a  people  by  deftroying  the  army  which  defends  them. 
From  this  we  may  appreciate  one  of  their  favourite  doftrines, 
which  is,  that  men  ought  to  be  accounted  as  nothing  :  a  maxim 
of  regal  origin,  and  which  implies  that  all  the  friends  of  liberty 
muft  be  abandoned  to  them.  It  is  to  be  remarked,  that  the  def- 
tiny  of  men,  who  feek  only  to  promote  the  public  good,  is  to 
become  the  vidtims  of  thofe  whofe  fole  wifh  is  to  promote  their 
own.  This  arifes  from  two  caufes:  the  firft  is,  that  intriguers 
carry  on  their  attack  with  the  vices  of  the  ancient  government ; 
the  fecond,  that  the  patriots  defend  themfelves  only  with  the 
virtues  of  the  new.  Such  an  internal  fituation  ought  to  appear 
to  you  worthy  of  your  whole  attention;  if  you  refie£t  that  you 
have  to  combat,  at  the  fame  time,  the  tyrants  of  Europe,  to  main- 
tain 1,200.000  men  in  arms  ;  and  that  government  is  obliged  to 
repair,  continually,  by  energy  and  vigilance,  all  thofe  evils 
which  the  innumerable  multitude  of  our  enemies  have  been 
creating  to  us  during  the  courfe  of  five  years.  What  is  the  re- 
medy of  all  thofe  evils  ?  I  know  no  other  than  the  expanfion 
of  that  general  fpring  of  the  Republic  virtue.  Democracy 
periflies  by  vxo  ki;ids  of  excels — the  ariftocracy  of  thofe  who 
govern,  or  the  contempt  of  tlie  people  for  thofe  authorities 
which  they  themfelves  haveeftabliflied — a  contempt  which  caufes 
every  club,  and  every  individual,  to  aflume  the  public  power.> 
and  which,  by  excefs  of  diforder.  condu61s  the  people  to  annihi- 
lation, or  the  govcrnm.ent  of  one.  The  double  tallc  of  the  mo- 
derates, and  counter-revolutionifls,  is  to  keep  us  continually 
tofled  betweeri  thefe  lv,'o  quickfands.  The  reprefentatives  of 
the  people  may  avoid  them  both  ;  for  governnient  has  it  always 
in  its  power  to  be  juft  or  wife;  and  when  it  pofTeffes  this  cha- 
rafter,  it  is  fure  of  the  confidence  of  the  people.  It  is  very 
true,  that  the  obje6l  of  all  our  enemies  is  to  diffolve  the  Con- 
vention. It  is  true,  that  the  Allies  flatter  themfelves  that  they 
fhall  i)e  able  to  deftroy  your  energy,  and  to  deprive  you  of  the 
public  confidence,  which  you  have  merited;  this  is  the  firft  in- 
ftru6lions  given  to  their  emififaries;  but  it  is  a  truth  which 
ought  to  be  confidered  as  trivial  in  politics,  that  a  great  body, 
invefted  with  the  confidence  of  a  great  people,  cannot  he  ruined, 
but  by  themfelves.  Of  this  your  enemies  are  not  ignorant. 
You  need  not  doubt,  therefore,  that  they  exert  themfelves,  above 
all,  to  roufe  amongft  you  all  thofe  paffions  which  can  fecond 
their  infidious  defigns.  What  can  they  do  againft  the  National 
Reprefentation,  if  they  do  not  extort  from  it  by  furprife,  im- 
politic a£ls  which  may  furnifli  pretences  for  their  criminal  de- 
clamiations?  They  muft  neceflarily  wifh,  therefore,  to  have 
agents  of  two  kinds — fome  who  endeavour  to  degrade  it  by  their 
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fpfe'echesj  and  others,  even  among  its  own  body,  who  ftrlve  td 
deceive  it,  in  order  to  endanger  its  glory,  and  the  interefts  of 
the  Republic.     To  carry  on  their  attack  with  fuccefs,  it  was 
neceflary  to  begin  by  making  war  in  the  departments,  on  the 
Reprefentatives  who  had  fhewn  themfelves  worthy  of  your  con- 
fidence, and  againft  the  committee  of  Public  Safety.      They 
were  attacked   therefore  by  party-men  who  feemed  to  combat 
againft  each  other.     What  could  they  do  better  than  to  enfeeble 
the  government  of  theCoavention,  and  to  break  all  the  fprings 
of  it  in  a  moment  which  ought  to  have  decided  the  fate  of  the 
Republic  and   of  tyrants  ?  Far  be  it  from   me  to  imagine  that 
there  ftill  remains  amongil  you  a  ilngle  man  bafe  enough  to  wi(h 
to  ferve  the  caufe  of  tyrants  !    But  ftill  mrther  from  me  be  the 
crime,  which  would  not  be  pardoned,  of  deceiving  the  National 
Convention,  and  of  betraying  the  French  people  by  a  criminal 
(ilence  !  For  a  free  people  have  this  happinefs,  that  truth,  which 
is  the  fcourge  of  defpots,  forms  always  their  ftrength,   and  en- 
fures  their  fafety.     But  it  is  true,  that  there  ftill  exlfts  a  danger 
for  our  liberty,  the  only  ferious  danger,  perhaps,  which  it  has  to 
encounter. — This  danger  is  a  plan  which  has  been  formed  of 
rallying  all  the  enemies  of  the  Republic,  by  reviving  the  fpirit 
of  party  ;    of  perfecuting  the    patriots  ;    of  difcouraging  and 
ruining  the  faithful  agents  of  the  Republican  government;  and 
of  deftroying  thofe  parts  which  are  moft  elTential  for  the  public 
fervice.      They   have  endeavoured  to  deceive  the   Convention 
refpedting  men  and  things;  they  have  wifhed  to  deceive  it,  in 
regard  to  the  caufes  of  abufes  which  they  exaggerate,  in  order 
to  render  it  impoffible  to  remedy  them;  they  have  endeavoured 
to  fill  it  with  falfe  terror,  in  order  to  miflead  or  enfeeble  it ;  they 
have  attempted  to  divide  it;  they  have,  above  all,  attempted  to 
divide  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  fent  into  the  depart- 
ments, and   the  committee  of  Public    Safety  ;  they  wifhed  to 
oblige  the  former  to  thwart  the  meafures  of  the  central  autho- 
rity, to  bring  back  diforder  and  confufion;  they  wifhed  to  four 
them  on  their  return,  to  render  them,  without  their  knowledge, 
the  inftruments  of  a  cabal.     Foreigners  take  advantage  of  all 
thefe  private  paffions,  and  even  of  patriotifm  abufed.     They,  at 
firft,  adopted  the  plan  of  proceeding  ftraight  to  their  object  by 
calumniating  the  committee  of  Public  Safety  ;  they  then  openly 
flattered  themfelves  that  it  would  fink  under  the  weight  of  its 
laborious  functions.     Vi6lory   and  the  fortune  of  the  French 
people  faved  it. — Since  that  period  they  have  adopted  the  plan 
of  praifing  it,  enfeebling  it,  and  deftroying  the  fruits  of  all  its 
labours.     All  thefe  vague  declamations    againft  the  necefTary 
ag-ents   of  the  committee,  all   the  plans  of  diforganization  dif- 
guifed  under  the  name  of  reforms,  already  rejecSled  by  the  Con- 
vention, and  revived  at  prefent  with  ftrange  affectation ;  that 
L  2  eagernefs

eagernefs  to  applaud  intriguers  whom  the  committee  of  Public 
Safety  ought  to  have  removed;  that  terror  ftruck  into  good  citi- 
zens ;  that  indulgence  vi^ith  which  confpirators  are  encouraged  ; 
all  that  fyftem  of  impofture  and  intrigue,  the  principal  author 
of  which  is  a  man  whom  you  expelled  from  among  you,  is 
diredled  againft  the  National  Convention,  and  tends  to  realize 
the  wifhes  of  all  the  enemies  of  France.  It  is  fince  the  epocha 
when  that  fyftem  was  announced  in  libels,  and  realized  by  pub- 
lic a6i:s,  that  ariftocracy  and  royalty  have  begun  to  raife  their 
infolent  heads;  that  patriotifmhas  been  again  perfecuted through- 
out the  whole  Republic;  and  that  the  national  authority  has 
experienced  a  refinance,  the  habit  of  which  intriguers  had  be- 
gun to  lofe.  In  fhort,  thefe  indire6l  attacks,  were  they  at* 
tended  with  no  other  inconvenience  than  that  of  dividing  the 
energy  and  attention  of  thofe  who  have  to  fupport  the  im- 
menfe  burthen  with  which  you  are  loaded,  and  difl:ra61:  them  too 
often  from  the  grand  meafures  of  public  fafety,  to  employ  them 
m-defeating  dangerous  intrigues,  might  ftill  be  confidered  as  a 
jdiverfion  ufeful  to  our  enemies  ;  but  let  us  take  courage,  here  is 
the  i"an£luary  of  truth  ;  here  refide  the  founders  of  the  Repub- 
lic, the  avengers  of  mankind,  and  the  deftroyers  of  tyrants. 
Here  to  deflroy  an  abufe  it  will  be  fufficient  to  point  it  out.  It 
is  fufficient  for  us  to  callj  in  the  name  of  our  country,  councils  of 
the  felf-love  or  weaknefs  to  individuals  to  the  love  of  virtue,  and 
the  gk)ry  of  the  National  Convention.  I  call  for  a  folemn  dif- 
cuffion  on  all  the  caufes  of  thefe  difturbances,  and  on  every 
thing  that  can  have  an  influence  on  the  progrefs  of  the  revolution. 
I  conjure  it  not  to  fuffer  any  private  or  fecret  intereft  to  ulurp 
an  afcendancy  over  the  general  will  of  the  aflembly,  and  the 
indeftrudtible  power  of  reafon.  I  fhall,  at  prefent,  confine  my- 
felf  to  propofe  to  you  to  confecrate,  by  your  formal  approbation, 
the  moral  and  political  truths,  on  which  ought  to  be  founded 
your  internal  adminiftration,  and  the  flability  of  the  Republic, 
as  you  have  already  confecrated  the  principles  of  your  condudl 
towards  foreign  nations  ;  by  this  you  will  give  confidence  to  all 
good  citizens,  and  deprive  confpirators  of  their  hopes ;  will 
fecure  your  own  progrefs;  confound  the  intrigues  and  calum- 
nies of  kings;  and  will  honour  your  caufe  and  chara6ler  in  the 
eyes  of  all  nations.  Give  to  the  French  people  a  pledge  of  your 
zeal  for  protedling  patriotifm,  of  your  inflexible  juliice  on  cri- 
minals, and  of  your  attachment  to  the  caufe  of  the  people^ 
Order  the  principles  of  morality  and  politics,  which  I  have  un- 
folded, to  be  proclaimed  in  your  name,  both  within  and  with- 
^mt  the  Republic  I 
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€)n  the  i']th  of  February,  1 794,  the  French  Convention  pafjcd-  th^ 
following  decree  concerning  the  Creditors  of  the  Englifh^  of  the  Spci' 
niardsj  and  of  Perjons  condemned  or  hanifhed, 

THE  National  Convention,  after  having  heard  the  report  of 
their  committees  of  Legillation,  of  Domains,  and  of  Alien- 
ation, decree  as  follows : 

I.  The  lifts  of  names,  which,  according  to  the  law  of  26th 
Frimaire  (the  i6th  of  December)  was  to  be  made  of  all  perfons- 
whofe  property  has  been,  or  lliall  be  confifcated  to  the  profit  of 
the  Republic,  fhall  be  fent  and  proclaimed  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  general  lift  of  emigrants,  and  Ihall,  befides,  be  pafted  up  in 
the  chief  towns  of  each  diftri6l  only.  In  confequence,  there  fhall 
only  be  ten  thoufand  impreflions  of  each  lift. 

II.  In  the  decade  following  the  publication  of  the  prefent  law, 
there  fhall  be  made  out  particular  lifts  of  the  Englifli,  the  Spanifli, 
and  all  the  fubje£ts  of  the  other  foreign  powers  at  war  with 
France,  who  have  any  property  in  France,  whether  confifting  of 
moveables  or  immoveables,  or  of  credit.  Thefe  lifts  fhall  be 
made  out  by  the  refpedive  municipalities,  within  whofe  precin(9:s 
they  poflefs  any  property  or  credit, 

III.  Thefe  lifts  fhall,  within  the  following  decade,  be  fent  by 
the  national  agents  of  the  Communes  to  the  adminiftration  of  th« 
diftrid,  who  fliall  verify  them,  and  fhall  add,  if  there  be  occa- 
fion,  a  general  ftate,  which  the  national  agent  fliall  addrefs,  within 
the  third  decade,  to  the  adminiftration  of  departments,  and  to  the 
adminiftration  of  domains. 

IV.  Moreover  the  national  agents  of  the.  diftri6ts  fhall  be 
bound  to  fend  every  month  to  the  adminiftration  of  their  depart- 
ments, and  to  the  adminiftrator  of  the  national  domains,  and  the 
national  adminiftration  of  regifters,  all  new  information  they  may 
have  procured  concerning  the  property  and  the  credit  of  each  of 
the  individuals  comprifed  in  the  2d  article. 

V.  The  adminiilrator  of  the  national  domains  fhall  comprifo 
thefe  lifts  and  thefe  informations  in  the  tables  mentioned  in  the 
firft  article  of  the  prefent  law,  ^nd  in  the  ftates  whofe  formation 
4s  ordered  by  the  tenth  article  of  the  law  of  the  ;j6th  Frimaire 
(December  16.} 

VI.  The  creditors  of  the  emigrants  fhall  from  henceforward 
have  only  one  declaration  and  one  depofit  oif  titles  to  make.  They 
fhall  make  them  at  the  Secretaries  Office  of  the  diftri6l  where 
their  debtors  laft  reJlded,  indicated  by  the  general  lift,  made  in 
conformity  to  the  fccond  article  of  the  law  of  the  27th  of  Bru- 
maire  (November  17.) 

VII.  The  creditors  of  banifhed  perfons,  of  imprifoned 
priefts,  of  £jQglifhmenj  of  Si^anJafd,s,  and  of  *^|ie  fubjects  of  other 
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powers  at  war  with  the  Republic,  or  of  perfons  outlawed,  and 
whofe  property  is  ccnfifcated,  are  fubjedl  to  the  fame  declarations 
and  depofit  of  titles,  as  the  creditors  of  emigrants^ 

VIII.  Thefe  declarations  and  depofits  fhall  be  made  by  the 
creditors  of  emigrants  and  others,  defcribed  in  the  preceding 
article,  within  four  months,  reckoning  from  the  day  of  the  pub- 
lication, made  in  the  chief  town  of  the  diftridl.  Where  this 
term  is  paft,  their  debts  will  be  forfeited. 

IX.  The  depofitaries,  public  and  private,  the  debtors,  the 
farmers  or  the  holders  of  property  belonging  t©  emigrants  and 
others,  comprifed  in  the  lifts  or  general  tables  mentioned  in  the 
prefent  law,  fhall,  within  the  fame  period,  make  the  declarations 
prefcribed  by  the  laws  of  the  25th  of  November  1792,  25th  of 
July  1793?  and  26th  Frimaire  (December  16}  i  and  this  under  the 
penalties  there  pronounced. 

X.  The  difpofitions  of  the  laws  of  the  2d  of  September,  the 
a5th  of  November  1792,  the  13th  of  January  1793,  *^^  ^^^^ 
Frimaire  (December  i6j  and  others,  which  may  be  contrary  to 
thofe  of  the  pjefent  law,  are  annulled..

thereof  to  Mr.  Baillie,  at  the  head-quarters,  at  the  intendant's 
hotel,  under  pain  of  imprifonment  againft  the  tranfgreflbrs,  and 
confifcation  of  the  goods  not  declared ;  and  the  perfons  above- 
mentioned  mu ft  take  care,  in  the  faid  fpecification,  to  fetdown 
the  name  of  the  proprietors  of  the  above  merchandize,  the  ware- 
houfes  where  they  are  laid  up,  and  the  ftreet  where  the  faid 
warehoufes  are  fituated.

AR  T.  I.  Tables  of  the  names  of  all  perfons  v-hofe  goods  and 
eflates  are  liable  to  confifcationsj  iliall  be  given  in  to  the 
perfons  appointed  at  Paris  to  receive  thefe  denunciations,  and 
they  {hall  be  afterwards  proclaiined  in  the  fame  manner  as  has 
been  done  in  regard  to  the  emigrants. 

2.  In  the  decade  following   the  publication  of  the  prefent  law, 
there  fliall  be  made  out  particular  lifts  of  the  Englifh,  the  Spa- 
nifh,  and   all  the  fubjedls  of  the  other  foreign  powers  at  war  . 
with  France,  who  have  any  property  in  Franccj  whether  con- 

.fifting  of  moveables  or  immoveables,  or  of  credit.  Thefe  lifts 
fhall  be  made  out  by  the  refpe6live  municipalities,  withia 
whofe  precinils  they  havepofteft  any  property  or  credit. 

3.  Thefe  lifts  fhall,  within  the  following  decade,  be  fe:it  by  the 
national  agents  of  the  communes  to  the  adminiftration  of 
dirtri6t,  who  fliall  verify  them,  and  fhall  add,  if  there  be  oc- 
cafion,  a  general  ftate,  which  the  national  agent  fliall  addrefs, 
within  the  third  decade,  and  to  the  adminiftration  of  domains, 

4.  Moreover  the  national  agents  of  the  dlftrifts  fhali  be  bound 
to  fend  every  month  to  the  adminiftration  of  their  departments, 
and  to  the  adminiftration  of  the  national  domains,  and  the 
national  adminiftration  of  regifters,  all  new  information  they 
may  have  procured  concerning  the  property  and  the  credit  of 
each  of  the  individuals  comprifed  in  the  fecond  article. 

5.  The  adminiftrator  of  the  national  doinains  fiiall  comprife 
thefe  lifts  and  thefe  informations  in  the  tables  mentioned  in  the 
firft  article  of  the  prefent  law,  and  in  the  ftates,  whofe  infor- 
mation is  ordered  by  the  tenth  article  of  the  law  of  the  26th 
Frimaire. 

6.  The  creditors  of  the  emigrants  fliall  from  henceforward  have 
only  one  declaration,  and  one  depofit  of  titles  to  make.  They 
fliall  make  them  at  the  fecretary's  office  of  the  diftri6l  where 
their  debtors  laftrefided,  indicated  by  the  general  lift,  made  in 
conformity  to  the  fecond  article  of  the  law  of  the  27th  of 
Brumaire. 

7.  The  creditors  of  baniflied  perfons,  of  imprifoned  priefls,  of 
Engliftimen,  of  Spaniards,  and  the  fubjeds  of  other  powers 
at  war  with  the  Republic,  or  of  perfons  outlawed,  and  whofe 
property  is  confifcated,  are  fubje6l  to  the  fame  declarations  and 
depoftt  of  titles  as  the  creditors  of  emigrants. 

8.  Thefe  declarations  and  depoftts  fhall  be  made  by  the  creditors 
©f  emigrants,  and  others  deicribed  in  the  preceding. article, 

within 
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within  four  months,  reckoning  from  the  diy  of  the  publica- 
tion made  in  the  chief  town  of  the  diftrid.  Where  this 
term  is  paft,  their  debts  will  be  forfeited. 

9,  The  depofitaries,  public  and  private,  the  debtors,  the  far- 
mers, or  the  holders  of  property  belonging  to  emigrants  and

J^eport  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety  of  France  on  the  Internal 
Situation  of  the  Republic,  prefented  to  the  National  Convention  on 
the  bth  of  March  1 794,  by  B.   Barrere. 

Citizens, 

WITHIN  this  laft  month  the  committee  has  obferved,  that 
the  difaffeded,  unable  wholly  to  check,  have  endea- 
voured to  retard,  as  much  as  poffible,  the  progrefs  of  the 
Revolution.  Not  daring  to  appear  in  the  face  of  the  day,  they 
chofe  the  dajk  hour  of  night,  for  deliberation  and  for  a6lion  ;  flat- 
tering themfelves  that  the  attention  of  the  guardians  of  the  Republic 
would  then  be  averted  from  them.  But  the  imprudent  fpeed  with 
which  they  carried  their  fchemes  into  execution  has  betrayed 
them. 

It  is  not  on  this  day  that  the  committee  intend  to  tear  off  the 
teil  which  covers  thefe  machinations  and  the  authors  of  them.  A 
more  ample  and  fatisfa£lory  report  is  preparing,  whofe  appearance 
will  involve  the  confpirators  in  complete  difcomfiture,  and  will 
furrender  them  to  the  indignation  and  contempt  of  all  good  ci- 
tizens. 

By  its  central  fituation  the  committee  is  perfectly  well  ac^ 
qnainted  with  the  condition  of  France  and  of  foreign  courts,  with 
the  relative  ftate  of  London  and  of  Parrs,  and  with  the  crimes 
perpetrated  in  one  of  thefe  cities,  and  the  intrigues  fomented  in 
the  other. 

When  you  hear  that  the  Republic  has  never  been  one  mo- 
ment free  from  trcafon,  you  will  not  be  aftoniilied — you  will  only 
be  more  vigilant. 

You  cannot  wonder  that  Europe,  whofe  diplomatic  and  mi- 
litary refources  are  united  againll:  you — and  that  Kings,  the  natural 
enemies  of  Republicanifm,  fhould  be  able  to  create  fome  internal 
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convi^lfions— -or  that  they  (hould  corrupt  every  thing  that  furrounds^ 
lis — calumniate  us  in  our  labour — divide  us  in  our  opinions,  and 
difappoint  us  in  our  proj^ds. 

In  all  revolutions  there  have  been  foreign  parties  againft  them, 
■The  revolutions  in  Greece  had  to  contend  with  the  gold,  the 
agents,  the  orators,  and  the  calumniators,  who  were  bribed  by 
Philip.  The  revolutions  in  Europe  have  been  oppofed  by  the  trea- 
fures,  the  fpies,  the  allociators,  and  other  perfons  bribed  by  two 
of  the  courts  of  Europe. 

In  the  revolution  even   which  took  place  in  this  century  ia 

Denmark    in    favour   of  defpotifm,  Ruffia  and ftipulated  in 

favour  of  anarchical  extravagance,  and  though  they  fpoke  of  liberty 
and  patriotifm,  they  neither  deilred  the  eflablifhment  of  laws,  nor 
the  prevalence  of  thofe  principles  upon  which  patriotifm  is 
founded* 

For  four  years  have  we  beheld  this  fecfet  confpiracy  of  all 
monarchies  to  deftroy,  as  it  were,  by  fap,  the  fabric  of  otir  liberty 
-— fometimes  by  gentle  ineafures — or  by  immoral  means — at  other 
times  by  preventing  the  execution  of  decrees,  or  by  executing  them 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  produce  a  counter-revolutionary  eife6i — But 
Liberty  has  fuftained  her  empire  even  by  the  very  means  that  have 
been  ufed  to  deftroy  it. — She  has  ftruck  deep  her  root  into  the  heart, 
into  all  the  hearts  of  all  true  Frenchmen ;  ibe  has  been  ftrength- 
cned  by  thedifappointed  plots  of  her  enemies,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  the  wind  binds  the  earth  after  the  ftorms  that  had  laid  it  under 
water. 

We  have  deduced  from  hiftory,  all  the  lefTons  and  all  the  ex- 
perience with  which  (he  could  furnifh  us.  We  have  our  eyes  fixed 
on  all  our  agents,  and  on  all  the  public  fundionaTies  :  even  the 
national  reprefentation  in  the  departments  is  not  exempt  from  our 
vigilance. 

-  We  have  agents  in  every  part  of  Europe — we  have  agents 
even  in  America,  from  whom  we  learnt  the  plots  of  the  emigrants 
from  the  colonies,  and  of  the  envoys  from  the  European  courts. 
We  are  not  ignorant  that  thefe  courts  ufe  every  artifice  to  penetrate 
into  our  proje6ls.  We  therefore  attack  them  with  the  fame  wea- 
pons which  they  ufe  againft  us.  The  combined  powers  cannot 
fpeak  one  word  which  we  do  not  hear.  The  conferences  of  Mack, 
at  London — the  reprefentations  of  Luchefini,  at  Frankfort — the; 
new  taftics  of  the  flave  in  uniform- — and  the  frefh  intrigues  of  the 
Britifti  government  in  our  ports— the  laft  convulfion  in  the  military 
(yftem  of  Auftria,  and  the  politics  of  the  Capetians  of  Spain 
and  Italy  ;  all  thefe  are  known  to  us. 

There  is,  as  it  were,  an  echo  in  Europe,  and  this  echo  repeats 
to  the  committee  every  political  fyftem  adopted  in  Europe.  It  re- 
peats to  us  ths  laft  words  of  thefe  gre^t  politicians—the  plots  of 
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thcfe  n^iodern  intriguers,  and  the  counfel  of  thefe  pretended  pa- 
tt^ots,  who  alfo  aflilt  in  the  confpiracy  againft  us. 

We  have  been  of  opinion  that  tve  could  not  open  the  campaign 
with  fecurity,  until  we  had  exercifed  the  moft  aflive  and  fevere 
vigilance,  until  we  had  made  the  tour  of  the  frontiers  and  tra- 
verfed  the  interior.  We  have  even  walked  over  the  ruins  of  La 
Vendee.  It  was  only  the  day  before  yefterday,  that  500  rebels 
"who  endeavoured  to  light  up  anew  the  flames  of  civil  war,  bit  the 
dujly  and  in  a  few  days  we  mean  to  propofe  to  you  a  provifional 
adminiftration  for  that  department,  that  Ihall  lafl:  to  the  end  of 
war, — a  ftrong  government  for  a  country  impregnated  with  coun- 
ter-revolutionary and  anti-republican  principles. 

If  Paris,  which  is  the  firm  center  of  patriotifm  and  courage,  be 
each  day  fretted  and  teafed  by  petty  confpirators — ^if  every  hour 
give  birth  to  fome  counter-revolutionary  intrigue  and  to  a  variety 
of  falfe  reports — if  Itock-jobbing  manoeuvres  be  each  moment 
prailifed  on  opinions,  and  corruption  with  unceafing  activity  ex- 
ercife  her  power  on  the  perfons  of  republicans — if,  I  fay,  fuch 
fcenes  are  aded  in  Paris,  imagine  what  mud  be  the  ftate  of  the 
frontiers,  when  the  power  of  vigilance  is  weakened,  and  where  a 
correfpondence  with  the  enemy  may  be  more  eafily  carried  on. 
In  the  fhort  fpace  of  one  month  we  have  difcovered  four  plots. 
At  Havre  the  merchants  and  bankers  endeavoured  to  degrade  the 
national  wealth  by  depreciating  aflignats,  and  by  attempting  to 
difguft  the  people  with  the  national  reprefentation. 

We  are,  however,  well  acquainted  with  the  fource  of  that 
fictitious  fcarcity,  which  was  to  refult  from  the  depreciation  of 
affignats,  and  we  have  in  our  polfellion  the  correfpondence  which 
leads  us  to  a  difcovery  of  thefe  plots.  We  have  arretted  the  guilty, 
who  are  now  on  their  way  to  the  revolutionary  tribunal. 

At  Lifle,  a  lawyer,  named  Legofne,  received  money  from  the 
ariftocrats  in  France,  and  fent  it  into  foreign  countries.  He  cor- 
refponded  with  the  emigrants  and  facilitated  the  circulation  of 
forged  affignats,  and  the  exportation  of  merchandize.  His  papers 
are  in  our  hands,  but  it  would  be  imprudent  to  produce  them 
now. 

At  Maubeuge  a  Frcfich  agent  kept  up  a  correfpondence  with  the 
ci-dcvant  nobles — enlifled  foldiers  for  the  enemy,  and  fent  packets 
of  intelligence  to  Coburg.  He  has  confefled  that  he  corref- 
ponded  with  feveral  Englilhmen  at  Calais,  particularly  ane  of  the 
name  of  Fielding. 

Finally,  at  Landrccy,  a  letter  received  yefterday  has  informed 
us  of  a  new  treafon  upon  this  important  part  of  our  frontier. 

At  Paris  the  people  are  every  day  deceived  with  refpe6l  to  provi- 
fions — groups  are  collected — infidious  addreffes  made  to  them— 
infinuations  propagated  againft  the  Convention,  and  even  accufa- 
tionsmade,  charging  the  national repxefentation  with  that  fcarcity 

which 
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which  has  been  folely  produced  by  the  difafFedied — provifions  are 
ftopped  on  the  road,  and  the  markets  thus  want  fupplies.  The 
exclamation  of  the  traitors  is  eternally  *  there  will  be  afamlnef  and 
epidemic  di/iempers' 

But  let  the  confpirators  tremble. — We  fhall  foon  fhew  them  their 
own  plans,  and  trace  them  from  London  to  Paris,  from  the  cabinet 
of  Pitt  to  the  hands  of  hi«  agents. — We  fhall  publifh  the  advice 
given  by  the  Earl  of  Moira,  on  the  projeft  entrufted  to  him. 

We  fhall  foon  flate  to  the  intriguers  in  the  flreets  and  the  coun- 
ter-revolutionifts  in  the  markets,  our  fentiments  on  this  queftioa 
afked  in  the  Britifh  Parliament — "  Where  is  this  famine  in  France 
which  Mr.  Pitt  promifed  us  ?  Where  are  thefe  inteftine  commo- 
tions which  he  promifed  to  revive  in  the  departments  ?" 

Men  of  England  !-— We  fhall  foon  appeal  to  the  elements  whi(:h 
you  have  enflaved,  and  the  fea  which  you  have  difhonoured.  Na- 
ture herfelf  will  unite  with  the  love  of  humanity  and. the  courage 
of  Republicans,  in  order  to  revenge  fuch  multiplied  infults. 

Thus  fhall  we  unveil  all  the  plots — we  fhall  drag  into  open  day 
all  thofe  confpirators,  who  can  only  have  been  influenced  by  that 
ariffocracy  which  remains  iin  France,  and  by  the  foreign  powers. 

What  purpofe  can  thefe  divifions,  thefe  movements,  thefe  dif- 
organizations  in  the  focial  principle  ferve  ?  They  can  only  ferve  the 
caufe  of  tyrants  and  of  flaves. 

Citizens,  the  campaign  is  on  the  point  of  commencing. — Let  lis 
purify  the  foil  from  the  filth  of  intrigues,  in  order  that  we  may  be 
able  to  concentrate  our  attention  on  the  means  of  combating  and 
conquering  the  powers  leagued  againfl  us. 


On  Saturday y  March  ^th,  1794,  in  the  National  Convention  of 
France,  in  the  name  of  the  CommiJJion  of  Cujiomsj  and  of  the 
United  Committees  of  Public  Welfare,  Commerce,  Legiflation,  and 
Marine,  Bourdon  prejenttd  the  following  plan  of  a  Decree^  which 
was  adopted : 

I.  nr^HE  treaties  of  navigatiQn   and  commerce  exifling  be« 

X  tween  France  and  thofe  nations  with  whom  flie  is  at 
peace,  fliall  be  executed  in  their  form  and  tenor,  without 
changing  them  in  the  leail  by  the  prefent  decree. 

II.  All  nations,  whofe  government  is  at  peace  with  the  Repub- 
lic, have  a  right  to  the  juftice  and  friendfhip  of  the  French 
nation.  All  thofe  foreign  nations  who  commit  no  hoflilities 
againft  France,  fhall  be  treated  in  the  fame  manner. 

TIL  In  all  thofe  ports  and  places  of  France  which  are  not  in- 
"  terfe^led'by  a  foreign  territory,  the  fame  laws,  decrees,  and 
tariffs,  fliall  be  obferved. 

M  2  IV.  To 
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IV.  The  foreign  vcfTels,  and  the  French  veffels  coming  from 
abroad,  fhall  not  be  permitted  \o  anchor  in  the  iflands  of 
Corfica,  Croix,  Bouin,  LaCroifiere,  Noirmoutier,  Ille-Dieu, 
Bellifle,  Uihant,  the  Ifland  of  the  Mountain,  MoleNehedic, 
Hie  des  Saints,  the  Ifles  of  Rhe,  Oberon,  and  otlier  great  or 
fmall  iflands,  unlefs  they  are  in  diftrefs,  or  obliged  to  come  to 
anchor. 

V.  The  commodities  and  produdions  of  territory  of  Fifhing 
and  Salt,  drawn  from  the  places  denominated  by  Article  IV. 
fiiall  pay  no  duty  in  the  French  ports;  but  no  manufadured 
goods  fliall  be  imported  from  thofe  places  in  France. 

VI.  French  fhips  may  be  difpatched  from  the  places  pointed  out 
in  Article  IV.  from  one  harbour  to  another,  the  lame  as  for 
a  French  harbour. 

VII.  Thofe  articles,  the  importation  of  which  is  lawful  from 
the  United  States  of  America  to  the  French  colonies,  fliall 
not  be  exported  from  the  faid  colonies  to  France. 


Proclamation   by  the  States  of  t]oc  IJland  of  Jcrjcy^  March  ^,  i'^()J\. 

THE  commander  in  chief  having  caufed  the  flatcs  to  be  af- 
femhled,  to  communicate  ta  them  tlie  intelligence  which 
he  has  juft  received,  that  the  enemy  have  aftually  colledled  in 
force  on  the  adjacent  coafls,  that  it  is  their  avov/ed  plan  to 
hiake  a  defcent  in  this  ifland,  and  tlmt  they  announce  they  are 
invited  to  it  by  the  inhabitants  of  Jerley,  with  a  view,  douht- 
lefs,  of  fpiriting  up  their  foldiers-,  by  making  them  believe 
"that  they  will  me«t  with  no  refiftance,  and  perhaps  alfo  with 
a  view  of  making  bad  impreilions  upon  our  auguft  fovereign 
refpediing  the  loyalty  of  this  country  :  the  dates,  after  having 
teili.fied  their  gratitude  to  the  commander  in  chief  for  his  atten- 
tive conducl  in  this  critical  moment,  cannot  forbear  expreffing 
the  horror  which  they  feel  at  fucli  a  calumny,  as  falfe  as  it 
is  malicious,  againfl:  the  acknowledged  hdelity  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  ifland.  The  ftates  take  this  opportunity  to  aflure 
the  commander  in  chief  of  their  zeal  and  their  inviolable  at- 
tachment to  the  befl;  of  kings,  and  to  tlie  Britifli  government, 
under  which  this  ifland  has  enjoyed,  for  feveral  centuries,  in- 
efl:imable  privileges  and  advantages. — They  declare  to  him, 
that  he  will  always  find  them  ready  to  fecond  his  eflbrls  for 
the  fafety  of  the  country;  and  knowing,  from  happy  expe- 
rience, the  fentiments  of  the  people  wliom  they  reprefent,  the 
{lates  dare  afl'ure  the  conuuunder  in  chief  of  the  devotion  of  this 
loyal  people,  and  of  their  eagcrnefs  to  defend  their  country, 
and  to  repulfe  the  attacks  of  a  cruel  and  barbarous  enemy,  who 
trample  under  foot  all  laws  human  and  divine,  and  who  have 
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no  other  aim  but  the  plunder  and  the  deftru6lion  of  their  fellow 
creatures.  Wifliing,  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  advice  com- 
municated by  the  commander  in  chief  to  the  dates,  relative  to 
the  meditated  invafion,  and  the  atroci  jus  calumny  thrown  out 
againft  the  moft  faithful  people,  and  which  cannot  fail  to  ex- 
cite the  moft  lively  indignation  in  the  hearts  of  the  inhabi- 
tants, be  publicly  made  known,  the  ftates  have  ordered  that 
this  prefent  a6l,  unanimoufly  voted,  be  printed,  publiflied,  and 
put  up  in  all  the  parifties  of  this  illand  :  and  the  minifters  are 
requefted  to  have  the  goodnefs  to  read  the  fame  next  Sunday 
from  the  pulpit.

General  Orders  far  the  Security  of  Great  Britain,. 

Whitehall^  i  ^.th  March,  1 794  „ 
TTT  is  natural  to  be  fuppofed  that  gentlemen  of  v/eight  or 
J_  property  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom  will  feparateiy 
ftand  forward,  in  order  to  carry  into  execution  the  feveral 
parts  of  the  plan  for  the  fecurity  of  the  country  :  but  it  feems 
alio  defirable,  a  general  fubfcription  ihould  be  opened,  to  be 
applied,  under  the  dire6lion  of  a  committee,  for  the  purpofe  of 
afTifling  in  carrying  into  execution  ail,  or  any,  of  the  raeafures 
therein  fuggefted,  as  circumftances  fhall  appear  torequireo 


PFhltehall,  March  14,   1 794. 
In  order  to  provide  more  completely  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
country  againft  any  attempts  which   may  be  made  on  the  part 
of  the  enemy,   it  may  be  expedient  to  adopt  fome,  or  all,  of  the 
following  meafures: 

I.  To  augment  the  militia  by  volunteer  companies,  as  waj 
pradifed  in  the  laft  war;  or  by  an  additional  number  of  vo- 
lunteers, to  be  added  as  privates  to  each  company. 

II.  To  form  volunteer  companies  in  particular  towns,  efpe- 
cially  in  thofe  fituated  on,  or  near  the  fea-coaft,  for  the  pur- 
pofe of  the  local  defence  of  t!ie  particular  places  where  they 
may  be  raifed,  according  to  the  accompanying  plan,  or  fucli 
other  as  may,  on  application  for  that  purpofe,  be  approved  of, 
as  beft  adapted  to  the  circumftances  of  any  particular  town, 

III.  To  raife  volunteer  troops  of  fencible  cavalry,  confift- 
ing  ot  no  lefs  than  fifty,  nor  more  than  eighty  per  troop  \ 
who  will  be  to  ferve  only  during  the  war,  and  within  the 
kingdom.  The  officers  will  have  temporary  rank  only,  and 
will  not  be  entitled  to  half-pay;    the  arms,    accoutrementa, 

and 
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and  cloathing  will  be  furniihed  by  government;  but  the  levy 
money  for  the  men  to  be  furniftied  by  the  perfons  who  un- 
dertake to  raife  fuch  troops ;  and  the  horles  to  be  found  by 
them,  but  to  be  paid  for,  at  a  reafonable  price,  by  govern- 
ment, 

A  perfon  raiflng  two  troops  to  have  the  temporary  rank  of 
nnajor  ;  four  troops,  that  of  lieutenant-colonel ;  and  fix  troops, 
that  of  colonel. 

IV.  To  form  other  "bodies  of  cavalry  within  particular 
counties  or  diftri6ts,  to  confift  of  the  gejitlemen  and  yeomanry, 
or  fuch  perfons  as  they  fliall  bring  forward,  according  to  the 
plans  to  be  approved  of  by  the  king,  or  by  the  lords  lieute- 
nants under  authority  from  his  Majefty  :  and  the  officers  to 
receive  temporary  commiflions  from  his  Majefty  ;  and  the 
mufter-roUs  alfo  to  be  approved  by  his  Majefty,  or  by  the 
lords  lieutenants,  at  periods  to  be  fixed.  Ko  levy  money  to 
be  given,  and  the  horfes  to  be  furnidied  by  the  gentry  or  yeo- 
manry who  compofe  the  corps;  but  the  arms  and  accoutre- 
ments to  be  fupplied  at  the  expenfe  of  the  public.  Such  corps 
to  be  exercifed  only  at  fuch  times  as  ftiall  he  fixed  by  warrant 
from  his  Majefty,  or  by  the  approbation  of  the  loids  lieute- 
nants: to  be  liable  to  be  embodied  or  called  out  of  their  coun- 
ties by  fpecial  diredtions  from  his  Majefty,  in  cafe  of  a£lual 
appearance  of  invafion ;  and  to  be  liable  to  be  called  upon,  by 
order  from  his  Majefty,  or  by  the  lord  lieutenant  or  fheriff'of 
the  county,  to  adl  within  the  county,  or  in  the  adjacent  coun- 
ties, for  the  fupprefli'on  of  riots  and  tumuits.  In  either  cafe, 
while  a6lually  in  fervice,  they  ftiall  receive  pay  as  cavalry,  and 
be  liable  to  the  provifions  of  the  mutiny  bill. 

V.  To  enroll  and  appoint  places  of  rendezvous  for  a  fuffi- 
cient  number  of  perfons  in  different  pariflies  and  djftri6ts,  par- 
ticularly in  places  near  the  fea-coaft,  to  ferve  as  pioneers,  or  to 
aflift  the  regular  force  in  any  manner  that  may  be  neceftTary,  on 
the  fliorteft  notice,  in  cafes  of  emergency. 

Companies  of  irtfantry  for  manning  batteries  qn  the  coaft, 
each  to  confift  of 

1  captain. 

2  lieutenants, 

3  ferjeants. 
3  corporals. 
2  drummers. 

6o  private  men  at  leaft:  one  third  to  be  armed 
with  firelocks,  the  others  to  have  pikes 
eight  feet  long. 
The  officers  to  be  recommended  by  the  lords  lieutenants  of 
counties,  but  to  have  commiflfions  from  the  king. 

4  To 
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To  afiemble  two  days  in  each  week,  to  pra£tife.  The  offi- 
cers to  be  allowed  pay,  and  the  non-commiffioned  officers  and 
private  men,  each  one  fliilling  per  day,  for  the  days  they  are  at 
excrcHe.  To  have  cloathing  given  by  government,  that  they 
may  be  all  unifomir  Not  to  be  removed  more  than  five  miles 
from  home,  unlels  ordered  by  his  Majefty  on  the  appearance 
of  an  invafion,  when  they  are  to  be  called  Out,  and  paid  like 
other  militia,  but  not  to  be  removed  out  of  their  county. 

Officers  on  half-pay  will  be  accepted,  if  recommended.

WHEREAS  the  utmofl:  exertions  are  now  requifite  for 
increafing  the   military  force  in  this  kingdom  ;  be  it 
therefore  enacted  by  tiie  King's  moll  excellent  Majefty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  con  lent  of  the  Lords  fpiritual  and  temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  prefent  Parliament  affembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the   fame,  tliat  any  corps  or  companies  of  volun- 
teers who  now  are,  or  Ihall  hereafter  be  formed,  in  any  coun- 
ties or  towns  in   Great  Britain,  during  the  continuance  of  the 
prefent  war,    under  officers  having  commiffion  from  his  Ma- 
jefty, or  from  the  lieutenants  of  counties,  or  others  who  may- 
be  fpecially  authorized  by  his   Majefty  for  that  purpofe,  and

Majefty's  regular  forces  do  now  receive;   and  fliali,  during  the 
time   of  their  being  continued  in    fuch   fervice,  and   fo  receive 
pay  as  above,  be  fubjed  to   militaj-y  difcipline  as  the  reft  of  his 
Majefty's  regular  and  militia  troops  :  provided  always,  that  no 
officer  or   foldier  of  any  volunteer  corps  ftiall  be  liable  to  be 
tried  or  punifhed  by  any  court  m.artial  at  any  time,  unlefs  fuch 
court  martial  be  compoiVd  entirely  of  ciiicers  ferving  in  volun- 
teer 
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tecr  corps,  formed  as  aforefaid,  fuch  court  martial  to  be  af- 
fembl::i  by  warrant  under  his  Majefty's  fign  manual,  or  by 
warrant  from  fome  general  or  other  officer  duly  authorized  to 
hold  courts  martial. 

IT.  Aad  be  it  further  enaded,  Tiiat  it  fhall  be  lawful  for 
all  i-nayors,  baiiiiFs,  conftables,  tithingmen,  headboroughs,  and 
other  chief  magiflrates  and  officers  of  cities,  towns,  parifties, 
tithings,  and  places,  and  (in  their  default  or  abfence)  for  any 
one  jultice  of  the  peace  inhabiting  within,  or  near,  any  fuch  city, 
town,  parifli,  tithing,  or  place,  (but  for  no  others;)  and  they, 
or  he,  are,  or  is,  hereby  required  to  quarter  and  billet  the  fer- 
jeants,  corporals,  and  drummers,  of  fuch  corps  or  companies 
as  aforefaid,  and  their  horfes,  in  inns,  livery-ftables,  ale-houfes, 
vidtualling-houfes,  and  all  houfes  of  perfons  felling  brandy, 
llrong  waters,  cyder,  wine,  or  metheglin,  by  retail,  upon  ap- 
plication made  to  any  fuch  mayors,  bailiffs,  conftables,  tithing- 
men, lieadboroughs,  or  other  chief  magi llrates  or  officers,  by 
his  Majefty's  lieutenant,  or  by  the  officer  commanding  the  faid 
corps  or  companies. 

III.  EnaiSls  the  penalty  of  lol.  for  not  delivering  up  arms, 
&c.  when  difcharged,  and  one  month's  imprifonment  if  the 
offender  has  no  goods  whereon  to  levy. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  ena6led  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  all  commiffioned  officers  of  the  faid  corps,  who  Ihall  be 
difabled  in  aftual  fervice,  ihall  be  entitled  to  half-pay  ;  and  all 
non-commiffioned  officers  and  foldiers  fo  difabled,  to  the  benefit 
of  Chelfea  hofpital;  and  the  widows  of  commiffioned  officers 
killed  in  the  fervice,  to  a  penCon  for  life. 

V.  And  be  it  further  ena6ted  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
that  iio  perfon  who  ftiall  be  inlifted  or  inrolled  in  any  corps  or 
company  of  volunteers  as  aforefaid,  fhall,  during  the  time  that 
he  is  ferving  in  the  faid  corps  or  company,  be  liable  to  ferve 
perfonally,  or  provide  a  fubftitute  to  ferve  in  the  militia,  pro- 
vided he  fhall  produce  to  the  deputy  lieutenants,  alfembled  at 
the  fubdivifton  naeetings,  holden  in  the  feveral  counties,  for 
the  purpofe  of  hearing  appeals  againft  the  militia  lift  returned 
from  each  parifh,  an  affidavit  of  his  having  been  inrolled  as 
aforefaid,  and  a  certificate  figned  by  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  faid  corps  or  company,  that  he  has  for  the  fpace  of  fix 
weeks,  immediately  preceding  fuch  fubdivifion  meeting,  punc- 
tually attended  at  all  luch  times  and  phces,  as  may  have  been 
agreed  upon  for  the  exercife  of  fuch  corps  or  company. 

VI.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enatSled,  That  this  a6l  fhall ' 
have  continuance  during  the  prefent  war,  and  no  longer.

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Extraft  from  the  Records  of  the  CommilUe  of  Puhl'ic  Safty  of  the 
National  Convention  of  France  \  dated  the  'jth  Day  of  Germinal y 
{^March  27,  1794J  the  fee  and  Tear  of  the  French  Republic^  one 
and  indiviftble. 

ON  the  report  made  by  the  minifler  of  foreign  affairs,  re- 
lative to  the  re  pre  fen  tat  ions  made  by  the  Llnited  States, 
Denmark,  Sweden,  Genoa,  and  the  Hanfetowns,  to  obtain  the 
raifing  of  the  embargo  laid  on  all  foreign  velTels  actually  de- 
tained at  Bourdeaux  ; 

Confidering  that  the  motives  which  gave  room  for  this  em- 
bargo no  longer  exiil:,  and  that  it  becomes  the  dignity  and 
juitice  of  the  Republic  to  grant  fatScient  indemnities  to  the 
foreign  proprietors  of  fhips,  whofe  interefts  have  fuffered  by 
tlie  embargo,  and  to  facilitate  the  departure  of  their  ve£els, 

The  committee  of  public  fafety,  by  virtue  of  the  powers 
delegated  to  them  by  the  decree  of  the  14th  Frimaire,  (4th 
December), 

Refolve  as  follows : 

1.  The  embargo  laid  upon  all  foreign  fliips  at  Bourdeaux 
fhall  be  raifed  without  delay,  and  the  captains  are  at  full  li- 
berty to  depart,  conforming  themfelves  neverthelefs  to  the 
laws  and  decrees  relative  to  the  exportation  of  goods. 

2.  No  foreign  fliip  that  arrived  at  Bourdeaux  before  the  I2tii 
of  Nivofe,  (the  ift  oi  January),  and  detained  in  confequence  of 
the  embargo,  IhsU  pay  any  other  duties  than  thofe  that  were 
exa(5ied  from  foreign  veiTels  before  that  epoch, 

3.  The  captains  or  proprietors  fhali  produce  accounts  of 
their  expenfes,  and  of  the  indemnities  they  claim,  to  the  ad- 
miniftrators  of  the  navy,  who  are  to  forward  them,  with  their 
obfervations,  to  the  executive  council. 

The  executive  council  ihall  fix  the  indemnity  to  be  granted 
to  the  captains  or  proprietors,  which  fhall  be  paid  them,  or 
to  their  attornies,  upon  the  approved  decifion  of  the  com- 
mittee of  Public  Safety. 

4.  The  captains  fliall  be  at  liberty  to  get  and  export,  on  ac- 
count of  this  indemnity,  and  without  waiting  for  its  fixation, 
the  neceffary  provifions  for  their  return  voyages. 

5.  The  committee  of  Public  Safety  leave  at  the  difpofal  of 
the  minifter  of  the  navy  the  fum  of  eight  hundred  thoufan4 
livres,  to  be  advanced  to  the  captains  on  account  of  their  in- 
demnities, according  to  their  refpedive  wants,  to  be  verified 
by  the  confuls  of  their  nations. 

6.  The  minifter  of  the  navy^  as  foon  as  he  has  fhips  of  war 
which  he  can  difpofe  of,  is  direded  to  efcort  beyond  the  cape 
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Tuch  of  the  neutral  veflels  as  are  expofed  to  the  depredations  of 
the  Barbary  privateers. 

7.  The  mirxiiler  of  foreign  affairs  is  to  acquaint  the  different 
governments  it  concerns  with  this  refolution,  and  the  minifter 
of  the  navy  is  to  put  it  into  execution  in  the  moft  fpeedy  man- 
ner poffible.

A 
general  fale  Ihall  hereafter  take  place  ;  and  if  it  fhould  then  ap- 
pear, that  any  goods  have  been  concealed,  thofe  that  are  guilty 
thereof  fliall  be  feverely  punifhed. 

All  fuch  perfonsas  have  fold  commodities,  or  Bon-manufa6tured 
tobacco,  are  alfo  ordered  to  deliver,  without  any  delay,  to  the 
agents  of  feizures,  an  account  of  the  fums  received.

In  the  National  Convention,  on  the  2d  Floreal  {21  April,  1794)) 
Billaud  Varennes  prefcnted  the  following  Report  from  the  Com,' 
miltee of  J^uhlic  Safety, 

CITIZENS,  at  the  opening  of  this  campaign,  which  mull 
be  terrible,  becaufe  it  is  time  to  put  an  end  to  the  conteft 
between  royalty  and  republican ifm,  the  committee  of  Public 
Safety  have  felt  the  neceffity  of  fixing  finally  the  bafis  of  that 
fyftem  which  ought  to  regulate  our  political  condufl.  If  cou- 
rage and  defpair  be  alone  neceffary  to  commence  a  revolution, 
perfeverance  and  prudence  are  indifpenfably  requifite  to  condu6t 
that  revolution,  and  genius  and  magnanimity  of  mind  to  put  an 
end  to  it.  It  belongs  then  to  you  to  forefee  all  the  caufes,  and 
to  calculate  all  the  effe61s. 

Too  long  have  we  marched  forward  at  random.  Whoever 
has  neither  fettled  fyftem,  nor  defined  plan,  may  fometimes  be 
fuccefsful,  but  he  mutt  often  be  expofed  to  tlie  operations  of  the 
paflions,  and  be  dragged  by  circumftances  far  from  the  dcftined 
goal. 

It  is  not  thus  that  a  cautious  politician  prepares  for  fuccefs  : 
he  endeavours  to  prevent  difafters,  and  not  to  be  difmayed  by 
them  when  they  arrive.  He  feizes  the  favourable  opportunity, 
without  fujipofing  that  fuch  opportunities  v.'iil  frequently  occur. 
Every  thing  which  is  doubtful  ought  to  be  deemed  delufive  or 
precarious, — every  thing  that  is  unforefeen  pafTes  often  away 
with  the  quicknefs  of  lightning.  - 

Do  we  wifli  to  fucceed — we  ought  then  to  begin  by  knowing 
our  real  fituation— by  lopping  oiF  thofe  principles  which  are 
only  fpecious  ;  and  thus  combining  and  concentrating  all  cir- 
cumftances, the  Republic  muft  proceed  with  a  firm  ftep.  It 
piuft  overcome  all  obftacles — conquer  all  difficulties,  and,  in  .1 
N  2  word. 
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word,  attain  the  defired  end  by  the  fofce  of  the  impetus  with 
Vvhich  it  is  invefled. 

Billaud  Varennes  entered  now  into  a  very  eloquent  compa- 
rifon  of  the  fituation  of  Rome  at  the  expulfion  of  the  Tarquins, 
and  of  the  iituation  of  France  at  the  prefent  moment. 

Reprefentativesof  the  French  people,  he  continued,  the  Re- 
public has  impofed  on  you  a  duty,  as  vaft  in  its  extent,  as  it 
is  difficult  in  the  performance-  The  eftablifhment  of  a  demo- 
cracy in  a  country  which  has  fo  long  languiilied  in  fetters,  may 
be  compared  to  that  tremendous  and  awful  effort  which  nature 
makes,  when  fhe  paiTes  from  nothingnefs  to  exigence. — It  is 
necefTary,  if  I  may  be  allowed  the  expreffion,  to  re-create 
that  people  whom  we  are  leading  to  a  life  of  liberty,  becaufe  all 
ancient  prejudices  muft  be  eradicated — all  old  cufloms  abolifhed 
— all  depraved  habits  extirpated — all  fuperfiuous  wants  reftrained. 
A  vigorous  a6lion,  a  vehement  impulfe,  is  neceffary  to  deve- 
lope  the  civic  virtues,  and  to  reprefs  the  paffions  of  avarice  and 
intrigue. 

Citizens,  the  inflexible  aufterity  of  Lycurgus  was  the  fun-* 
damental  flone  on  which  was  ere61ed  the  column  of  Spartan  li- 
berty— the  feeble  chara<51;er  of  Solon  re-plunged  Athens  into  fla- 
very.  This  parallel  contains  all  the  fcience  of  legiflation. 
The  conful  Brutus,  when  he  condemned  to  death  his  guilty 
fons,  well  knew  that  fuch  a  feverity,  ftriking  the  people  at  the 
fame  moment  with  admiration  and  terror,  would  appal  confpi- 
racy,  and  render  her  inert.  This  calculation  was  fo  juft,  that 
after  the  death  of  Brutus's  fons,  the  only  refource  of  Tarquiii 
was  that  fpecies  of  combat,  in  which  he  was  conquered,  and 
liberty  eftablifhed.  Who  will  now  dare  to  projeil:  the  ruin  of 
the  country,  when  it  is  known  that  you  have  made  juflice  the 
order  of  the  day  ? 

We  muft  prevent  the  afTafSnation  of  the  focial  body,  by  put- 
ting the  affaffins  to  death.  The  death  of  Cataline  faved  the 
lives  of  the  Reman  Senators,  and  of  thoufands  of  other  perfons. 
The  dellruclion  of  the  two  faftions  has  prevented  the  deft  ruc- 
tion of  the  people  and  their  reprefentatives — has  paved  the  way 
for  vidlory — has  forced  the  enemy's  advanced  pofts,  and  has 
furrendered  to  us  their  head  quarters,  vi^ithout  even  giving  them 
a  battle. 

Eillaud  Varcnncs  concluded  by  propofing  the  following  de- 
cree, which  was  unanimoufly  adopted: 

That  fupported  by  the  virtues  of  the  people  of  France,  the 
National  Convention  will  eftablifli  democracy,  and  punifti  all 
the  enemies  of  that  democracy.

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The  Emperor  publijhcd  a  Proclamation  to  the  following  Purport^  at 
BruJJelsy  on  the  ipb  of  Jprll^  1794* 

EUROPE  has,  during  five  years,  witnefled  the  calamitous 
ftate  of  the  wretched  kingdom  of  France;  the  evils  of 
which  increafing  daily,  do  not  as  yet  hold  out  a  profpeft  of 
their  termination.  The  impious  fa6tion  which  tyrannizes 
over  that  kingdom,  to  maintain  its  monftrous  fyfiem  has  at 
once  attacked,  under  the  fpecious  pretext  of  reform,  religion, 
the  conftitution  of  the  ftate,  and  all  the  hafes  of  focial  order, 
which  this  facStion  has  haftened  to  deftroy,  fubiiituting  in  its 
place  a  pretended  equality,  abfolutely  chimerical. 

Refolved  invariably  to  maintain  the  religion  and  the  confti- 
tution which  have  for  ages  conftitutcd  the  happinefs  of  the 
Belgic  provinces,  we  are  delirous,  by  a  rigid  law,  to  fupport 
the  public  wifhes  fo  llrongly  aud  generally  pronounced  by  the 
horror  the  whole  country  has  difpJayed  at  the  French  revolu- 
tionary fyftems. 

The  undermentioned  articles  follow  the  preamble  in  the 
ufual  form: 

I.  Ail  perfons,  whether  foreigners  or  inhabitants,  who  iliall, 
by  confpiracies  or  plots,  attempt  to  introduce,  or  propagate  in 
this  country,  the  above  fyftem,  fhall  be  confidered  as  guilty  of 
high  treafon,  and  puniftied  with  death. 

II.  All  thofe  who  by  words  or  writing  fiiall  favour  the  pro- 
pagation of  fuch  a  fyftem,  fhall  be  puniflied  by  imprifonment. 

III.  The  aflbciations,  known  under  the  titles  of  clubs  and 
literary  focieties,  as  well  as  every  other  fimilar  affemblage  of 
men,  whatever  its  denominations  may  be,  fliall  be  bound  to 
inform  the  fifcal  counfellors  of  the  objecl  of  their  fociety, 
and  the  names  of  thofe  who  compofe  it,  for  the  purpofe  of 
obtaining  in  writing  a  confent  from  the  faid  fifcal  counfellors, 
which  fhall,  however,  be  merely  provifional.  Every  aft  of 
difobedience  to  be  puniflied  by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  crowns. 
This  claufe  to  extend  to  all  the  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  of 
the  Imperial  Netherlands. 

IV.  Thofe  who  Ihall  lodge  informations  againft  fuch  as  are 
guilty  of  the  above-named  crimes  and  exceifes,  iliali  have  a 
recompence,  proportioned  to  the  magnitude  of  the  difcoveries 
thf.y  (hall  make.  For  the  crimes  mentioned  in  the  firil:  ar>-r 
tide  this  recompence  fhall  not  be  lefs  than  looo  crowns.  And, 

V.  Informing  accomplices  fliall  have  the  fame  recompence, 
with  forgivenefs,  unlefs  they  flitiU  have  been  the  chief  and 
principal  abettors* 
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The  French  General,  Andre  MaJJena,  puhU/hed  the follovjing  lacon'v: 
Proclamation  to  the  People  of  Garczio  and  other  Cities,  in  Pied-

npHE  invincible  French  Republicans  are  at  your  doors.  They

iliail  be  treated  as  brethren;  otherwiie,  you  iliall  be  dealt  with 
as  fiavc;s.     I  expedt  your  immediate  anfwer  at  my  camp.

T7NGLAND  being  ac  war -with  France,  this  is  not  a  time 
-^-^  for  difputes  between  Brit.fh  fubjeiSls:  none  of  them  can 
quarrelnow  but  rafcals.  I  make  it  public  therefore,  that  I  am 
determined  to  fee  the  laws  put  in  execution,  as  every  good  man 
would  willi,  and  to  have  every  b;]d  man,  who  clilturbs  the 
peace  here,  brought  before  a  court  or  jury,  let  him  wear  v/hat- 
ever  coat  he  may  ;  and  if  any  further  diiturbances  arife  between 
foldiers  and  failors,  I  muil,  contrary  to  my  inclinations,  put 
a  ftop  to  all  intercouife  between  t'lern,  and  keep  the  latter 
from  coming  infide  the  gates.  Britifti  fubjects,  v/herever  they 
meet,  lliould  iliew  that  love  and  affe6lion  to  each  other,  that 
God  and  nature  directs.  At  all  events,  they  fhall  not  quarrel 
here  with  impunity.

CITIZF.^:s, 
'T^HE  intention  of  the  French  Republic  is  to  afford  fuccour 
-*-  and  protection  to  all  peaceable  citizer.s,  and  thofe  princi-- 
pies  vthich  have  influenced  the  reprciL-utativcs  of  the  people 
Vvith  i!ic  army  of  Italy,  form  tlie  bahs  of  the  condu6l  of  the 
reprefentativcs  of  the  people  with  the  army  of  the  north,  on 
the  entrance  of  the  republican  troops  into  the  territories  of 
the  enemy.  We  are  all  ailuated  by  one  fentirnent — the  love  of 
Kbertv  and  iuftlce. 

I  know 
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I  know  that  terror  has  every  where  preceded  us — we  expe<f^  ' 
all  forts  of  calumnies;  to  which  French  republicanTJ  will 
deign  only  to  reply  by  their  condudl.  Soon  will  it  be  re- 
cognized, that  the  caufe  of  the  people  of  France  is  the  caufe 
of  the  people  of  all  other  nations. 

The  moil  pofitive  orders  have  been  given  to  refpe6l  the 
perfon  and  property  of  every  one. — If  an  imperious  necelllty 
bas  obliged  tlie  French  Republic  to  put  in  a  flate  of  requifitioa 
all  articles  whicli  may  be  ufeful,  that  Republic  has,  at  the  fame 
time,  adopted  fuch  meafures  as  will  conciliate  the  intereft  of 
individuals  with  that  of  the  Pvepubiic.  The  proces  verbaux  that 
v,'ill  be  drawn  np,  and  the  acknowledgements  that  Vv^ill  be  deli- 
vered lo  each,  will  be  fufficient  to  calm  the  uneafinefs  of  thofe, 
who  hitherto  have  not  appreciated  properly  French  loyalty. 

We  defire  all  the  inhabitants  to  remain  peaceably  in  their 
haufes,  and  whatever  their  opinions  or  their  prejudices  may  be, 
they  inall  find  in  us  friends  and  brethren,  as  long  as  they>  on 
their  part,  fliall  refpeft  our  independence,  aud  fliall  not  endea- 
vour to  deftroy  that  form  of  government  which  France  has 
adopted.  We  will  be  free  ourlelves  ;  but  at  the  fame  time, 
tiiough  vve  complain  of  thofe  who  are  ignorant  of  the  value  of 
freedom,  we  have  not  formed  the  projefl  of  releaiing  them 
agdinii  their  will  from  flavery. 

A  proclamation  will,  in  a  few  days,  difciofe  to  the  citizens, 
'whofe  country  will  be  occupied  by  the  armies  of  the  Republic, 
what  they  have  to  expect  from  the  generofity  of  a  great  people, 
who  make  war  only  to  produce  a  permanent  peace,  and  who, 
as  a  recompence  for  the  numerous  facrifices^  they  have  made, 
wi/li  only  to  be  free. 

Perfidious  agents,  in  the  pay  of  tyranny,  have,  in  the  laft 
campaign,  abufed  the  public  confidence;  but  now,  that  the 
French  Republic  has  dei^royed  all  traitors,  and  has  foleraniy 
proclaimed,  that  the  virtues  and  jullice  are  ths  orders  of  the 
day,  there  can  remain  no  caufe  for  the  inhabitants  of  Belgium 
to  abandon  tlielr  habitatio'ns.  Thofe,  therefore,  who  do  not 
return  to  their  houfes,  cannot  complain  that  no  meafures  have 
been  taken  to  infure  their  fafety. 

Honoured  by  the  confidence  of  your  fellow-citizens,  it  is 
for  you  to  enlighten  them  on  fuch  fubjedls  as  immediately 
intereti  them,  and  to  teach  them,  that  the  French  nation,  in 
declaring  wjr  ;-gainll:  all  tyrants,  offers  fraternity  to  all  peo- 
ple.

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/f«  A^  to  enable  Suhje^s  of  France  to  enl'ijl  as  Soldiers  in  Regiment  m 
to  ferve  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  and  In  certain  other  P laces i 
and  to  enable  his  AdajeJIy,  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  to  grant 
Commljfiom  to  SubjeSfs  of  Fra>icc,  to  ferve  and  receive  Pay  as 
Officers  In  fuch  Regiments,  or  as  Engineers,  under  certain  Re- 
firl^lons,  paffed  in  Parliament  the  qth  May,,    1794. 

WHEREAS,  during  the  prefent  war  between  Great  Bri- 
tain and  France,  it  may  be  expedient  to  raife  regi- 
ments to  ferve  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  or  in  the  domi- 
nions of  his  late  moft  Chriitian  Majefty;  and  to  enlift,  as  foi- 
diers  in  fuch  regiments,  fuch  perfons  who  were  fubje6l:s  of  his 
late  moll:  chriftian  Majefty  as  fhall  be  willing  to  enlift  them- 
felves  in  his  Majefty's  fervice ;  and  to  enable  certain  numbers 
of  them  to  ferve  and  receive  pay  as  officers  in  fuch  regiments, 
and  as  engineers,  under  reftrid^ions ;  be  it  enacted  by  the 
King's  moll  excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
fent  of  the  Lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this 
prefent  Parliament  afiembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame, 
That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  all  fuch  perfons  who  were  fubjed:s  of 
his  late  moll  Chrifxian  Majefty,  a»-  fliall  be  willing  to  ferve 
his  Majefty,  to  enlift  as  foldiers,  and  to  accept  commiflions  or 
letters  of  fervice  from  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,

THE  inhabitants  of  the  different  quarters  of  the-ifland  of 
Martinico  are  defired  to  meet  in  their  refpeftive  pariflies, 
for  the  purpofe  of  choofing  by  ballot,  foi  their  reprefentative, 
an  intelligent  perfon  of  known  integrity ;  and  thofe  deputies, 
after  they  are  chofen,  are  requefted  to  afTemble  next  Sunday, 
the  i8th  inftant,  in  the  town  of  Fort  Royal,  to  meet  the 
commiiTaries  appointed  by  their  Excellencies  Sir  Charles  Grey, 
K.  B.  and  Admiral  Sir  John  Jervis,  K.  B.  for  the  purpofe  of 
fixing,  in  an  equitable  and  efficacious  manner,  a  genei'al  con- 
tribution fthe  amount  of  which  fliall  be  made  known  to  the 
reprefentative  of  each  parifli),  to  be  paid  by  all  thofe  who  pof- 
fefs  property  in  the  colony;  the  commanders  in  chief  having 
decided,  tkat  fuch  an  arrangement  would  be  much  more  con- 
venient than  a  general  confifcation  ;  other  matters  concerning 
the  welfare  of  the  colony  v/ill  alfo  be  propofed  to  them.

NO  attention  having  been  paid  to  the  proclamation  of  the 
1 6th  inftant^  iiTued  by  his  Excellency  General  Prefcott, 
defiring  all  the  good  people  of  this  colony  to  afleinble  in  their 
refpe6live  pariflies  and  qiiarters,  for  the  purpofe  of  choofing^ 
perfons  of  known  intelligence^  and  approved  integrity,  to  re- 
prefent  them  in  an  aflembly,  which,  according  lo  the  faid 
proclamation,  was  to  be  held  at  Fort  Royal,  Sunday  the  i8th 
inftant,  to  meet  the  commiffioners  appointed  and  duly  autho- 
rifed  by  the  commanders  in  chief,  and  to  confer  with  them  on 
the  mofl;  equitable  and  moft  expeditious  way  and  means  to 
raife  a  fum  of  money  adequate  to  the  value  of  the  conqueft, 
deftined  to  reward  tlic  valour,  to  compenfate  the  exceffive  fa- 
tigues, and  their  confequences,  ficknefs  and  mortality,  and  to 
make  good  the  heavy  expenfe  incurred  by  the  Britifh  officers, 
foldiers,  and  failors,  who,  with  unfhaken  firmnefs,  and  match- 
lefs  perfeverance,  have  achieved  the  conqueft  of  this  iliand, 
fubje£led  it  to  the  Britifh  government,  refcued  from  a  wretched 
exile  the  greateft  number  of  its  inhabitants,  and  reflored  them 
to  the  quiet  poflefllon  of  their  property,  the  confifcation  of 
which  had  already  been  decreed  : 

And  the  procraftination  of  this  general  arrangement  being 
the  caufe  which  prevents  many  well-difpofed  inhabitants  from 
carrying  their  commodities  to  market,  and  procuring  them- 
selves what  is  neceiTary  for  their  habitations,  to  the  obvious 
prejudice  of  the  whole  colony  : 

The  commanders  in  chief,  in  order  to  remove  an  evil  of 
fuch  importance,  and  which  is  daily  increafing,  enad  and  or- 
dain as  toilows: 

I,  The  civil  commifTaries,  each  in  his  refpe^^ive  parifli,  ar^ 
to  draw  up  and  deliver,  as  foon  as  poffible,  exact  lilts  of  the 
habitations  fituated  in  the  faid  pariflies,  containing  the  number 
ef  Haves,  cattle,  acres  of  land,  buildings,  and  plantations,  an 
eftiraate  of  each  of  thofe  objedts,  and  a  fpecification  of  ail  forts 
©f  produiftions  made  and  gathered  on  each  eftate,  wherein 
ought  to  be  dillinguifhed  thofe,  tliat,  bona  fide,  had  been  mads 
and  colleded  before  the  23d  of  lafl  March. 

II.  'I'he  civil  commifTaries  in  the  parishes  of  t|ie  dlfFerent 
towns  and  boroughs  are  iikewife  to  draw  up  and  deliver  a  lifl: 
of  the  houfes,  Haves,  an(|,  fervants,  to  be  found  in  the  faid 
towns  and  boroughs,  fliiting  the  proprietors  thereof,  the 
yearly  rent  of  each  hpufc,  and  enumigrating  all  forts,  of  pro- 

5  p^ft)-. 
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pcrty,  comprifed  under  the   denomination   of  goods,   commo- 
dities, or  merchandife,  in  the  faid  towns  and  boroughs. 

III.  The  civil  commiflaries  are  alfo  ordered,  in  their  refpec- 
tive  quarters,  to  demand  the  ledgers,  and  all  account  books, 
notes,  and  deeds,  belonging  to  captains  or  agents  of  the  French 
trade,  as  well  as  an  exact  account  of  all  forts  of  property, 
falling  under  the  defcription  of  vacant  fucceffion  in  each  quar- 
ter of  the  colony,  with  a  correct  inventory  of  all  the  goods, 
effe6ls,  and  chattels,  belonging  to  fuch  perfons  as  have  been 
taken,  arms  in  hand,  or  killed  during  the  fiege,  or  banifhed 
the  ifland;  and  further,  a  fpecification  of  all  property  be- 
longing to  perfons  of  any  defcription  whatever,  refiding  irj 
France. 

IV.  The  civil  commiflaries  are  to  name  in  their  reports  all 
perfons,  without  exception,  that  (hould  delay  giving  in  the 
different  fpecifications  required,  or  be  fufpected  of  making  a 
falfe  declaration,  or  fail  to  give  the  ufual  aflirtance,  iieceffary 
for  the  exadnefs  and  impartiality  of  reports  of  that  kind  ;  it 
being  the  intention  and  willi,  that  the  intended  levy  be  made 
in  the  moft  equitable  manner,  and  in  exa6l  proportion  with 
the  means  of  each  individual. 

V.  The  faid  reports  are  to  be  made  with  all  poilible  expedi-r 
tion,  fo  that  on  Saturday,  the  311!  inftant,  or  fooner,  they  may 
be  delivered  by  the  civil  commilfaries  to  the  commifTioners  ap- 
pointed to  receive  them,  and  who,  for  this  purpofe,  will  re- 
pair either  to  the  intendant's  hotel  at  St.  Pierre,  or  to  the  gor 
vernor's  houfe  at  Fort  Royal:  the  commanders  in  chief  having, 
on  their  part,  manifefted  their  ardent  wifh  to  adopt  the  mildell 
meafures,  declare  herewith,  that  it  is  their  firm  refblution  tq 
have  this  prefent  meafure  fully  executed;  or,  on  the  failure  of 
it,  to  avail  themfelves  of  the  power  with  which  they  are  in, 
vefted,  to  order  and  enforce  a  general  confifcation. 

Given  under  our  fignature,  on  board  the  Boyne,  Fort 
Royal  bay,  on  the  21ft  of  May,  the  year  of  onr  Saviour,  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  the  thirty-fourth 
year  of  his  Majefty's  reign.

Head- Quarters  J  Tournay^  May  26. 

"TTIS  Imperial  Majefty  lias  heard,  with  the  greatefl  difplea- 
\^\_  fure,.that  a  report  has  been  fjiread  of  the  Britifli  troops 
liaving  allowed  themielvcs  to  be  lurprifed  on  the  i8th  inftant. 
He  haftens,  therefore,  to  make  it  publicly  known,  that  he  is 
perfecliy  convinced  of  tiie  untruth  of  this  report,  and  of  theiir 
having  behaved  on  that  day  v;ith  their  accuitomed  refolutiori 
and  coinage;  that  they  only  retired  from  the  too  great  fuperi- 
ority  of  tlie  enemy^s  numbers,  being  attacked  in  tront,  flank, 
and  rear,  at  the  fame  time  ;  and  that  their  retreat  was  performed 
v^ith  the  utmoft  fleadinefs  and  order.  His  Imperial  Majefty 
takes  this  opportunity  of  informing  the  troops  of  the  Combined 
Powers,  that  fmce  he  has  taken  the  command  of  the  army,  hp 
has  almoft  every  day  had  proofs  of  their  ardour  and  courage,  and 
cannot  too  firongly  exprefs  his  fatisfadion  and  gratitude  to  them 
for  their  condud. 


Addrefs  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the   'Netherlands, 

THE    EMPEROR    AND    KING, 

REVERED  Fathers  in  God,  Nobles,  dear  and  liege  yaflals, 
dear  and  well  beloved  :  by  our  Royal  difpatch  of  the  30th 
of  April  laft,  we  announced  to  you  the  motives  which  induced 
"US  to  have  recourfe  to  your  zeal ;  the  motives  which  our  com- 
miflioners  have  fmce  difclofed  to  yovi,  concern  yourfelves  a? 
much  as  they  concern  us. — Since  that  period  the  mafs  of  th? 
enemy,  whicli  has  precii>itated  itfelf  on  Belgium,  rendering  your 
danger  more  preffing,  it  becomes  more  neceffary  to  employ  all 
the  means  in  your  pov^^er,  and  to  check  the  operation  of  that  mafs 
by  all  the  force  which  it  is  poffible  to  collei^  andcombhie. 

Our  armies  have  fuffered,  and  llajid  in  need  of  a  large  number 
of  recruits;  and  although  we  have  {<tz\\  with  as  much  fatisfac- 
tion  as  gratitude,  tlse  iarrifices  wliich  you  have  evinced  a  willi 
to  make,  in  order  to  cxcte  our  fubjefcs  to  enter  into  voluntary 
engagements,  we  cannot  conceal  vrom  you  that,  as  thisrefource 
has  been  hitherto  unprodudlive  and  wnavailing,  our  army  will 
perhaps  be  no  longer  in  a  condition  to  employ,  againlf  an  enemy 
who  aiakes  fuch  efforts  to  invade  thefe  provinces,  that  refinance 
and  thofe  oftenfive  meafures  which  have  hitherto  prefer ved 
them. 

It 
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it  vyould  be  fuperfluous  to  recal  to  your  recolle6lion  that  hi^ 
iherto  our  Hereditary  States  have  furniftied  the  major  part  of 
thofe  who  have  defended  you,  and  undoubtedly  our  Belgic  pror 
yinces,  fo  flouriftiing,  fo  populous,  and  io  interefted  in  the  fuc? 
eels  of  the  war,  vvhich  unhappily  may  be  attended  with  their 
•  annihilation  and  total  ruin,  will  not  be  backward  in  furnilliing 
men  to  affiii  in  the  defence  pf  thofe  provinces. 

It  is  at  the  preient  moment,  while  the  period  is  not  yet  elapfed, 
that  we  addrefs  ourfelves  to  you  for  an  objedl  more  important 
pyen  than  that  contained  in  our  difpatch  of  the  30th  April ;  we 
demand  for  our  army,  from  all  the  provinces,  a  levy  of  men, 
and  we  are  perfuaded  that,  penetrated  with  the  neceflity  of  fe- 
tisfying  fo  juft  a  demand,  you  will  only  paufe  on  the  mode  of 
carrying  it  into  execution.  We  do  not  hefitate  to  propofe 
to  you  that  which  is  mofl:  conforniable  to  reafon,  to  juf- 
tice,  and  to  the  general  interefts  and  exigencies  of  the  mo- 
ment, viz.  An  equitable  aflelTment  on  all  the  diflrifts,  each, 
©f  which  fliallbe  dire6led  tofurnilh  one  man  in  every  hundred, 
as  far  as  regards  its  general  population,  and  five  men  in  every 
hundred  capable  of  bearing  arras. 

It  is  to  this  demand  that  we  immediately  expe61  your  confent, 
and  your  moft  efficacious  concurrence,  leaving,  however,  to  your 
choice  thebeft  means  of  fatisfying  it,  at  the  lame  time  inform- 
ing you  that  this  extraordinary  levy  is  fo  neceflary  and  fo 
prefling,  that  if  in  the  execution  of  it  you  iland  in  need  of  our 
fovereign  authority,  we  are  difpofed  to  grant  it  to  you  in  the 
mpft  extenfive  manner. 

You  have,  it  is  true,  offered  feveral  times  to  raife  fome  new 
corps,  but  we  have  confidered  that  it  would  take  too  much  time 
to  organize  them^  and  I  o  train  them  to  the  military  exercifeand 
evolutions;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  men  mingled  among  fol- 
diers  will  immediately  render  us  that'fervice  v/hich  we  expert 
from  them. 

You  cannot  dilTemble — your  future  exiftence  depends  perhaps 
on  the  fpeedy  execution  of  fuch  an  increafe  of  force — you  fee 
your  enemies  multiply  at  all  points  of  your  frontiers,  while  our 
armies  moulder  away  by  our  vidlories,  and  by  thofe  glorious 
contefls  which  they  are  forced  fo  frequently  to  maintain. — Be- 
fules,  the  efforts  that  you  will  make  in  this  refpe6l,  cannot  be 
a  grievous  burthen  on  a  country  fo  populous,  and  on  a  nation 
formerly  recognized  as  brave  and  warlike.

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*The  follova'ing  Mamfcfto  was prefentedby  Barnre,  from  the  Committee 
of  Public  Safety,  to  the  Natmia I  Convention  of  France,  on  the  T^oth 
of  May. 

SHALL  the  French  Republic  be  always  forced  to  derive  her 
energy  only  from  events?  Too  long  has  the  attention  of 
jb  ranee  been  concentered  on  the  confpiracies  of  Danton  and 
Hebert.  It  is  time  that  flie  fhoukl  know,  that  if  the  traitors 
were  allowed  to  carry  on  their  criminal  projecEls  with  impunity 
but  for  a  few  days,  France,  furrendered  to  England  and  Auftria, 
would  be  nothing  more  than  a  pile  of  cinders. 

At  the  period  when  the  confpirators  firil:  took  the  veil  of  pa- 
triotifm,  a  fyftem  of  calumny  was  adopted  at  London — a  fyf- 
tem  that  has  flnce  been  rendered  permanent.  From  that  period, 
too,  projects  have  been  continually  formed  again  ft  the  lives  of 
certain  members  of  the  National  Convention  of  France. 

A  few  xlays  only  have  elapfed  fnice  the  journals  of  foreign 
powers  afferted,  that  the  poignards  of  aflaiTms  had  flabbed  all  the 
members  of  the  committees  of  Public  and  General  Safety,  and 
thdt  a  revolution  had  taken  place  at  Paris.  A  few  days  only 
liave  elapfed  fince  the  EngliHi  newfpapcrs  prophefied  that  Robcr 
fpierre  vs'ould  foon  be  no  more.     Robefpierre  has   efcaped  the 

poignards  of  the ;  but  thefe  minillers  ftili  think,  that, 

at  leaft,  he  cannot  exift  under  their  calumnies,  and  that,  by 
afierting  that  his  intentions  are  to  make  himfelf  the  dictator  of 
France,  they  fliall  be  able  to  concenter  on  his  head  the  combined 
deteftatjon  of  the  people  of  the  French  Pvepublic. 

In  thefe  defpicable  journals  the  Republican  foldiers  are  inva- 
riably characlerized  as  the  foldiers  of  Robefpierre — -the  foldiers 
of  Robefpierre,  it  is  faid,  have  attacked  Menin — the  foldiers  of 
Robefpierre  have  evacuated  Arlon,  the  foldiers  of  Robefpierre 
have  advanced  towards  Furnes. 

We  fliould  think  that  we  were  gniity  of  injuftice  to  the  power 
of  the  people,  to  the  authority  of  tlie  National  Convention,  to 
the  unremitted  labours  of  the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  to 
the  patriotifm  of  Robefpierre,  and  to  the  courage  of  the  ar- 
piies,  if  we  were  to  condefcencl  to  refute  fuch  calumnies,  which, 
(equally  grofs  and  atrocious,  are  calculated  only  to  amufe  the 
iEnglilh  in  their  brothels  or  tiicir  taverns.  We  ftate  them  merely 
to  prove  the  intimate  relation  that  fubfjfls  between  the  calum- 
niator of  Robefpierre  and  tliat  Englilli  agent  who  fo  lately  fent 
a  new  Corday  to  Paris. 

It  is  the  fame  Englifli  v/ho,  in  fpeakingof  the  French  armies, 
pxprefs  themfelves  in  the  following  manner: — That  horde,  the 
Convention,  have  adopted  fuch  a  mode  of  condu61: — the  com- 
mittee of  Public  Safety  has  iffued  fuch  orders,  as  if  no  national 

r(;pre- 
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teprefentatlon  exifled,  and  as  if  the  power  of  the  Freticli  Re- 
public were  in  the  hands  of  one  man. 

The  Englifli  have  invariably  attempted  to  miflead  the  human 
mind.  At  the  commencement  of  the  revolution  they  endea- 
voured to  produce  a  belief  that  France  was  contending  only  for 
a  change  of  dynafly.  In  the  progrefs  of  the  revolution  they  in- 
fiHuated  that  proje6ls  had  been  formed  in  France  to  raife  a  par- 
ticular perfon  to  the  diftatorfhip — Thefe  proje6ls  were  attributed 
to  the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  for  the  purpofe  of  afferting 
that  Robefpierre  was  to  be  the  didlator. 

The  phantom,  which  the  Englifh  conjured  up,  has  been 
made  to  flit  before  the  eyes  of  Republicans,  who  have  proved 
themfelves  to  be  fuperior  to  corruption,  and  whofe  mighty  ef- 
forts, fecondcd  and  fupported  by  the  invincible  courage  of  tlie 
armies,  and  the  gigantic  power  of  the  people,  muft  annihilate 
Great  Britain.  The  Englifli  ring  in  the  ears  of  the  people  the 
word  di<9;atorfhip  for  the  purpofe  of  exciting  them  to  rife  up 
and  murder  their  reprefentatives. 

Are  we  returned  to  the  time  of  the  Briflbtine  domination, 
when  the  infidious  Louvet  fcattered  his  venom  againfb  Robef- 
pierre ?  Are  we  returned  to  tlie  period  of  the  conipiracy  of  that 
animal,  Egalite?  Muft  we  again  endeavour  to  preferve  the 
friends  of  liberty,  and  the  armies  of  the  Republic,  from  thefe 
new  fnares  which  England  has  prepared  by  difperfmg  her  jour- 
nals through  the  frontier  departments. 

We  have  been  witneffes  to  an  infidious  expreffion  of  uneafi- 
4iefs  for  the  fafety  of  the  deputies,  and  to  a  proportion  for  fur- 
rounding  them  with  guards,  and  thereby  diilinguifliing  them 
from  the  mafs  of  the  people.  Friends  of  liberty,  fufpect  fuch 
infidious  propofitions. — Be  affured  that  the  authors  of  them  arc 
not  fincerely  attached  to  the  Republic. — The  members  of  the 
committee  of  Public  Safety  need  no  guard — their  befl:,  their 
fureft  prote6lion  is  the  love  of  the  people — the  efleem  of  every 
good  citizen — and  the  fortitude  of  their  fellow  deputies. 

Five  years  of  revolutionary  experience  have  taught  the  peo- 
ple to  miftrufi:  the  exaggerated  reprefentations  of  men  who  are 
the  natural  foes  of  liberty. 

Thev  are  the who,  to  make  us  hated,  endeavour  to  affi- 

milate  us  to  themfelves,  and  who  fpeak  of  the  troops  of  a  deputy 
in  the  fame  manner  as  they  fpeak  of  the  troops  of  William,  or 
of .  They  wifh  to  attach  to  us  the  chara<y:er  of  ty- 
rants, hccaufe  they  are  convinced  that  all  France  detefts  tyran- 
ny.— Yes,  ye  fpeculators,  ye  dealers  in  treachery  and  flaves,  ye 
bankers  of  crimes,  we  detell;  tyranny,  for  we  ablior  you. — 
Tlie  hatred  of  Rome  againft  Carthage  is  revived  in  the  hearts  of 
Frenchmen,  in  the  fame  degree  as  the.  Punic  fiiith  is  revwed,  in 
the  .hearts  of  — , 

Not 
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Not  content  with  letting  loofe  aflaffins  to  mafTacre  lUS-^-rior 
tontent  with  letting  loole  calumniators  to  defame  us,  you  wiih 
to  make  us  die  a  lingering  death,  and  to  ftarve  us  by  feizing  th^ 
corn  which  is  deftined  for  our  fupport. 

The  favourite  fyftem  of is  to  corrupt  the  human 

^ace,  and  to- exterminate  one  country  for  the  purpofe  of  en- 
flaving  another. — That  fyftem  which  they  bed  underhand  is  a 
fyftem  by  which  murder  is  organized,  and  a  projett  of  famine 
carried  with  facility  into  execution. 

What  people,  not  in  Europe  aloncj  but  in  the  globe,  we 
■ts'o'uld  afk,  have  not  been  furniflied  with  ample  caufe  of  accu- 
fation  againft  thefe  iflanders  ?  Africa  bids  them  give  her  back  the 
fons  whom  they  have  fent  into  perpetual  ftavery. 

Alia  demands  from  them  thofe  pofleflions  which  they  have 
laid  wafte, 

America  points  to  them,  with  a  reproachful  hand,  as  the 
caufe  of  her  miferies. 

Europe  owes  to  them  her  corruption. 

They  do  not  difgrace  their  origin.  Defcended  from  the  Car- 
thaginians, who  dealt  in  the  flefti  of  beafts  and  flaves,  they  have 
not  difcarded  the  commerce  of  their  forefathers.  Csfar,  when 
he  landed  on  their  ifland,  found  them  a  ferocious  race,  contend- 
ing with  the  wolves  for  the  fee-funple  of  the  woods.  Theiiiv 
fubfequent  civilization,  their  civil  and  naval  wars,  all  bear  the- 
ilamp  and  charaditer  of  their  primeval  ferocity. 

In  Bengal  they  ftarved  feveral  thoufands  of  the  human  race 
for  the  purpofe  of  conquering  a  fmall  number,  and  of  procuring 
an  inconfiderable  extent  of  territory.  This  proje6l  was  exe- 
cuted with  that  degree  of  coldnefs  which  is  the  prominent  fea- 
ture of  their  national  charadter. — They  would  rather  reign  the 
fovereigns  of  a  church-yard  than  ceafe  to  extend  their  con- 
tjfUefts. 


On  the  7th  Praireal  (26th  May,  1794)  a  defign  of  aflUflinating 
Robefpierre  was  difcovered  and  attributed  to  the  Englifti :  upon 
which  the  National  Convention  of  France  decreed  ;  that  no 
English  nor  Hanoverian  prisoners  shall  be  made. 

On  the  I  ith  Praireal,  Barrere  propofed  to  the  Convention, 
that  the  above  decree  ftiould  be  accompanied  by  the  following 
addrefs  to  the  armies  of  the  Republic,  wliich  was  agreed  to. 

England  is  capable  of  every  outrage  on  humanity  ;  and  of 
every  crime  towards  the  Republic.  She  attacks  the  rights  of 
nations,  and  threatens  to  annihilate  liberty. 

Row  long  will  vou  fufFer  to  continue  on  your  frontier,  the. 
flaves  of  George — the  foldiers  of  the  moft  atrocious  of  tyrants  ? 

He  formed  tlie  Congrefs  of  Pilnitz,  and  brought  about  the 
feandalous  furrender  of  Toulon.     He  malTacred  yoiir  brethren 

at 
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at -Genoa,  and  burned  onr  magazines  in  the  maritime  towns. 
He  corrupted  our  cities,  and  endeavoured  to  deHroy  tlie  national 
reprefentation.  He  llarred  your  plains,  and  purchafed  treafons 
on  the  frontiers. 

When  the  event  of  battles  fiiall  put  in  your  power  either 
Englifh  or  Hanoverians,  bring  to  your  remembrance  the  valt 
tracfls  of  country  Engliili  fiaves  have  laid  wafle.  Carry 
your  view  to  La  Vendee,  Toulon,  Lyons,  Landrecies,  Mar- 
tinique, and  St.  Domingo,  places  frill  reaking  with  the  blood 
which  the  atrocious  policy  of  the  Englifli  has  fned.  Do  not 
truft  to  their  artful  language,  which  is  an  additional  crime, 
worthy  of  their  perfidious  charader  and  Machiavelian  govern-^ 
ment.  Thofe  who  bpaft  that  they  abhor  the  tyranny  of  George, 
fay,  can  they  fight  for  him  ! 

No,  no.  Republican  foldiers,  you  ought  therefore,  when 
vi6lory  fhall  put  in  your  power,  either  Engliilimen  or  Hano- 
verians, to  ftrike ;  not  one  of  them  ought  to  return  to  the 
traiterous  territory  of  England,  or  to  be  brought  into  France.. 
Let  the  Britilh  flaves  perifii,   and  Europe  be  free. 


Duke  of  York's  General  Orders,  June  7, 

HIS  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York  thinks  it  incumbent 
on  him  to  announce  to  the  Britifh  and  Hanoverian  troops 
under  his  command,  that  the  National  Convention  of  France, 
purfuing  that  gradation  of  crimes  and  liorrors  wlfich  has  diftin- 
guiflied  the  periods  of  its  government,  as  the  moft  calamitous 
of  any  that  has  yet  occurred  in  the  hiftory  of  the  world,  has 
juft  pafled  a  decree,  that  their  foldiers  Ihall  give  no  quarters  to 
the  Rritiila  or  Hanoverian  troops.  His  Royal  Higlinefs  antici- 
pates the  indignation  and  horror  which  has  naturally  arifen  ill 
the  minds  of  the  brave  troops,  whom  headdrelTes,  upon  receiv- 
ing this  information.  His  Royal  Highnefs  deiires,  however,  to 
remind  them,  that  mercy  to  the  vanqui fired  is  the  brighteft  gem 
in  a  foldier's  character,  and  exhorts  them  not  to  fufFer  their  re- 
fentment  to  lead  them  to  any  precipitate  adt  of  cruelty  on  their 
part,  which  may  fully  the  reputation  they  have  acquired  in  the 
world.  His  Royal  Higlinefs  believes  that  it  would  be  difficult 
for  brave  men  to  conceive  that  any  fet  of  men,  who  are  them- 
felves  exempt  from  fharing  in  the  dangers  of  war,  fhould  be  fo 
bafe  and  cowardly  as  to  feek  to  aggravate  the  calamities  of  it 
upon  the  unfortunate  people  who  arefubje6lto  their  orders. 

It  was,  indeed,  referved  for  the  prefent  ti'mes  to  produce  to  tljc- 
world  the  proof  of  the  p.offibility  of  the  exiftence  of  fu<;h  atro- 
city and  infamy.  The  pretence  for  iifuing  this  decree,  even  if 
OL,  f  [  '  *  P-  founded 
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founded  an  truth,  would  juftify  it  only  to  minds  llmilar  to  tliofe  of 
the  members  of  the  National  Convention.  It  is,  in  fa6!:,tOQ  abfurtl 
to  be  noticed,  and  ftili  lefs  to  be  refuted.  I'he  F'rench  mufl:  them- 
felves  fee  through  the  flimfy  artifice  of  an  intended  aflaffination, 
by  which  Robefpierre  has  fucceeded  in  procuring  that  military 
guard,  which  has  at  once  ell:abli{hed  him  the  fuccefTor  of  the 
iisfortunate  Louis,  by  whatever  name  he  may  choofe  to  dignify 
his  future  reign.  In  all  the  wars  which  fiom  the  eatliell  limes 
haveexifted  between  the  Englifli  and  the  French  nations,  they 
have  been  accuftomed  to  confider  each  other  in  the  light  of  ge- 
nerous as  well  as  brave  enemies,  while  the  Hanoverians  for  a 
century,  the  allies  of  the  former,  have  iliared  in  tliis  reciprocal 
cfteem.  Humanity  and  kindnefs  have  at  all  times  taken  place, 
the  inftant  that  oppofitic^  ceafed ;  and  the  fame  cloak  has  been 
frequently  feen  covering  thofe  who  were  wounded,  and  enemies, 
whilft  indifcriminately  conveying  to  the  hofpitals  of  the  con- 
<juerors. 

The  Britifh  and  Hanoverian  armies  will  not  believe  that  the 
French  nation,  even  under  their  prefent  infatuation,  can  fo  far 
forget  their  characters  as  foldiers,  as  to  pay  any  attention  to  a 
decree,  as  injurious  to  themfelves,  as  'tis  difgraceful  to  the  per- 
fons  who  paffed  it :  on  this  confidence,  his  Royal  Highnefs  trufts, 
that  the  foldiers  of  both  nations  will  confine  their  fentiments  of 
refentment  and  abhorrence  to  the  National  Convention  alone; 
perfuaded  that  they  will  be  joined  in  them  by  every  Frenchman 
who  poflefles  one  fpark  of  honour,  or  one  principle  of  a  fqldier  : 
and  his  Royal  Highnefs  is  confident,  that  it  will  only  be  on 
finding,  contrary  to  every  expevSlation,  that  the  French  army 
has  relinquifhed  every  title  to  the  fair  charader  of  foldiers,  and 
of  men,  by  fubmitting  to  and  obeying  lb  atrocious  an  order, 
that  the  brave  troops  under  his  command  will  think  themfelves 
jufiified,  and  indeed  under  the  neceifity  of  adopting  a  fpecies  of 
warfare,  for  which  they  will  tiien  ftand  acquitted  to  their  owri 
confcience,  to  their  country,  and  the  world:  in  fuch  an  ^vent, 
the  French  army  alone  will  be  anfwerable  for  the  ten -fold  ven- 
g;eance  v/hich  will  fall  upon  themfelves,  their  wives,  and  their 
children,  and  their  unfortunate  country,  already  groaning  un- 
der every  calamity,  which  the  accumulated  crimes  of  unprin- 
cipled ambition  and  avarice  can  heap  upon  their  devoted  vi(5\ims. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  defires  thefe  orders  may  be  read  2nd  ex- 
plained to  the  men  at  their  fuccefllve  roll-callings.

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The  foUovj'ing  is  the  Commentary  of  Robefp'ierre^  on  the  humane  md 
manly  InJirufJions  ijjued  by  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  Tork, 
in  General  Orders  to  the  Army  Under  his  command,  in  confeq^nence 
of  the  Decree  of  the  Convention,  that  no  Briti/h  or  Hanoverians 
fhould  he  taheti  Prijoners.  Delivered  in  the  Jacobin  Club,  on  the 
3  MeJJidor,  June  21,   1794. 

ROBESPIERRE  appeared  at  the  tribunal.— It  is  time,  faid 
he,  that  patriots  {liould  fix  their  attention  on  the  dangers 
of  the  coantry ;  they  are  not  yet  paft.  In  vain  the  armies  of 
the  Republic  fhail  triiuiiph  over  our  enemies  from  without,  if 
we  do  not  deprive  their  emiffaries  of  all  the  means  of  aflaflinatirtg 
liberty  even  in  its  moft  facred  afylum.  I  do  not  come  to  point 
Out  to  you  all  the  dangers  v/hich  threaten  the  national  reprefen- 
tation;  I  have  to  lay  b.efore  you  an  objedl  ftill  more  important, 
from  the  deep  laid  manner  in  vt'hich  it  is  concerted,  and  the  per- 
fidious end  which  it  has  in  view. 

1  came  to  fubmit  to  your  infpecflion  a  fort  of  proclamation, 
publiflied  in  the  Britifh  armies  by  order  of  the  Duke  of  York, 
a  proclamation  ifTued  in  confequence  of  the  report  of  Barrere, 
and  the  decree  by  whidi  it  was  followed  ;  that  no  Englifh  ot 
Hanoverian  foldier  fhould  be  made  prifoner,  andpuhlillied  with 
a  defign  of  exciting  the  hatred  of  the  foldiers  in  a  more  direct 
and  forcible  manner  againft  the  Convention.  (Robefpierrethea 
read  the  proclamation.)  Though  very  contemptible  in  itfelf, 
it  will  not  be  amifs,  continued  he,  to  accompany  it  with  a 
(hort  comment. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  reminds  the  Britifh  andHanoveriantroops, 
that  clemency  is  the  brighteft  gem  in  the  chara(5let  of  a  foldier  : 
on  this  head  he  refers  to  the  example  of  former  periods  ;  but  what 
fimilitude  is  there  between  the  circumftances  as  they  were  for- 
merly, and  as  they  are  at  prefent  ?  What  is  there  in  common 
between  liberty  aud  dcfpotifm,  between  vice  and  virtue  ?  That 
foldien&^ghti ng  for  defpots  fliould  give  their  hands  taconquered 
foldiers  to  return  together  to  the  hofpital,  can  eafily  be  con- 
ceived; that  a  Have  mould  hold  intercourfe  with  a  flave,  a  ty- 
rant with  a  tyrant,  can  alfo  eafily  be  conceived  \  but  that  a  free 
man  rtiould  make  any  compromife  with  a  tyrant  or  his  fatellitff. 
Valour  with  pufillanimity,  virtue  with  vice,  is  what  cannot  be 
conceived,  and  is  in  its  own  nature  impoffible. 

A  free  man  can  pardon  his  enemy  if  he  only  prefent  to  hirn 
death  :  he  never  can  pardon  him  if  he  prefent  to  him  chains. 
York   talks  of  humanity!    What!  York  a  .... .   a  foldier  of 

Hov/  odious  is  a  tyrant,  <?ven  when 

he  talks  of  humanity  ! 

York  afcribes  the  decree  to  a  pretext,  and  he  does  not  u^ider- 

take  to  prove  v/hai  the  pretext  is.     Our  troops,  fays  he,' will 

Pa  no^ 
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not  believe  tliat  cvfeii  the  French  nation,  in  their  infatuatiodj 
5cc«  And  what  figniiiesto  us  what  they  believe,  provided  they 
believe  in  the  valour  of  our  loldiers,  and  the  force  of  our  bul- 
lets ?  Undoubtedly  the  French  nation  is  infatuated,  but  the 
infatuation  continues  for  a  length  of  time,  and  undoubtedly  it 
is  referved  for  the  Duke  of  York  to  enlighten  the  French 
nation,  ,  • 

His  Highnefs  draws  a  domparifon  between  France  and  Eng- 
land. 1o  what  tends  this  parallel!'  What  is  there  in  com- 
mon between  the  inanimate  heart  of  a  ilave,  and  that  which 
glows  with  the  facred  love  of  liberty?  England  is  a  defpicable 
iTfteteor,  which  difappears  before  the  republican  luminary.  They 
would  ajTimilate  the  French  to  the  Englifh  in  the  field  of  battle, 
in  order  to  corrupt  the  Republican  virtues :  a  diftance  niuft  be 
kept  up  between  the  foldiers  of  liberty  and  the  (laves  of  tyranny. 

We  are  not  aftonifhed  that  the  Duke  of  York  iliould  have 
been  fo  frightened  by  this  decree,  for  the  principal  force  of  the 
tyrants  combined  agninft  France  confifts  in  thofe  machinations 
which  they  have  been  able  to  carry  on  in  the  heart  of  the  coun- 
try; they  Wifh,  after  being  conquered,  ftill  to  preferve  a  me- 
dium of  communication,  in  order  to  carry  on  their  perfidious 
plots.  ' 

The  Duke  of  York,  by  circulating  his  proclamation,  pro- 
bably imagines  that  the  French  armies  will  pay  more  deference 
to  his  orders  than  to  the  decrees  of  the  Convention;  but  we 
ire  no  longer  in  the  time  of  BriiTot,  of  Guadet,  of  Genfonne; 
the  Republic  has  extricated  itfelf  from  the  numerous  factions,  it 
has  deftroyed  them  all.  That  of  Orleans  no  longer  exifts,  but 
the  Republic  exiils,  although  it  has  not  completely  attained  the 
end  of  the  revolution  ;  for  it  has  fecretly  glided,  if  I  may  fo 
exprcfs  it,  over  a  revolutionary  tra£l,  amidil:  rival  fa6tions,  all 
of  which  tended  toeflablifh  a  new  fyflem  of  tyranny.  The  true 
Republicans  were  regarded  as  intruders.  While  the  Republic  was 
advancing  in  its  progrefs,  all  the  fa6tions  exerted  themfelves  in 
order  to  crdlh  it,  and  its  defenders  :  there  were  but  few  patriots- 
in  the  commenceir.ent  of  the  revolution;  tyrants  and  their 
agents  exerted  thenifcives  in  every  fenfe  to  fow  amongfl;  us  di- 
vifion,  difcord,  and  diforganization  ;  they  well  knew  that  .no 
people  can  fuccefsfully  combat  its  combined  enemies,  except 
by  that  concert,  that  union,  that  common  pohit  of  rallying, 
ivhich  is  alone  the  foul  of  all  vi6tories  -^nd  triumphs. 

This  plan  of  divifion  has  been  inceffantly  purftied  on  its  Im-^ 
mente  ramifications :.  not  being  able  to  attaek  the  people  in  a 
mafs,  they  attempted  to  feparate  them  from  the  Convention, 
the  Convention  from  its  Committees,  and  the  members  of  the 
committees  from  ov.z  another.  Such  is  the  obie£t  of  the  pro- 
daraarions  of  the  Di-ke  of  York  :  the  factions  are  not  yet  an- 
"  '  nihiiated. 
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nlhilated,  they  will  llill  raife  their  head.  His  Royal  Highnefs 
flatters  himfelf  that  the  foldiersof  the  two  nations  will  confine 
their  reientment  to  the  National  Convention. 

The  Duke  of  York,  then,  relies  upon  treacherous  plots  in 
the  interior  :  he  relies  upon  the  Tnaresof  impollure,  on  the  IvT-^ 
tem  of  immorality,  and  in  fine  on  all  crimes.  V/hat  means 
alfo  that  diftindion  which  the  Duke  of  York  confers  upon  me  ? 
I  fuppofe  mylelf  a  French  citizen,  and  he  makes  me  King  of 
France  and  Navarre.  I  efteem  too  much  the  title  of  citizen, 
not  to  fpurn  at  any  title  that  would  affimilate  me  to  the  Duke 
of  York. — Can  there  be  any  thing  more  dear  to  a  friend  of  liberty 
than  the  love  of  his  fellow  citizens?  And  would  the  French 
people  defcend  from  the  higheft  fummit  of  glory  to  debafe  them- 
felves  to  a  throne  ? 

The  Duke  of  York  fays  I  am  furrounded  with  a  military 
guard;  you  befl  know  how  far  fuch  is  the  fa£t;  hut  it  is  not 
difficult  to  perceive  the  infidious  nature  of  the  infiniiation. 

Let  us  diftruft  fuch  fnares :  let  us  firmly  adhere  to  principles: 
the  fyftem  is  againft  the  Convention,  and  that  is  all  that  is  ne-* 
celTary  in  order  that  it  (liould  he  defeated- — They  wllh  to  ren- 
der us  fufpedted  to  the  people,  and  deprive  us  of  the  courage 
requifite  to  unmaik  and  encounter  our  enemies:  thev  can  onlv 
efFeft  their  ohje£t  by  poignards;  M'hile  weexiil,  we  will  unmade 
and  oppofe  tyrants,  traitors,  and  criminals ! 


On  the  igth  Praheal,  (-jth  June  fjg^Jy  after  a  Report  from  the 
Committee  of  Finance  had  been  read,  the  French  Convention  de-- 
creed :

1.  That  this  extraordinary  contribution  fliall  attach  upon  all 
thofe  whofe  names  are  contained  in  fuch  lifts,  in  the  proportion 
rixed  by  the  hrft  article,  and  according  to  the  fum  at  which  they 
bave  been  affelTed. 

3.  That  for  this  purpofe  there  (hall  be  made  out  in  each  mn- 
nicipality,  in  the  decade  after  the  publication  ai  the  prefent  de- 
cree, a  particular  lift  of  all  perfons  affeffed  in  the  lifts  of  the 
forced  loan. 

^  4.  The  lifts  9f  the  extraordinary  War  contribution  (hall  be 
clofed  and  examined  by  the  municipality,  and  remitted  to  t^e 
leceiver  m  tlie  next  decade. 

5.  Thefe

5.  Thcfe  new  lifts  (Kali  contain  four  columns :  in  the  firll 
fliall  be  Infcribed  the  ndmes  of  perfons  affefTed;  in  the  fecotidj 
the  fum  affefTed  ;  in  the  third,  the  half  of  the  fum  ;  forming  the 
quota  of  the  perfon  aflefTed;  and  the  fourth  fiiall  bereferved  fof 
the  account  of  payments  made. 

6.  This  contribution  fhall  be  paid  by  one-third  at  a  timCj 
from  month  to  month,  beginning  from  the  day  of  the  publica- 
tion of  the  lills.  The  affefTed  peribns  Who  lliall  neglefl  paying, 
ihall  be  proceeded  againil  in  fuch  a  manner  as  the  law  prefcribes 
in  matters  of  contribution.

BritilTi  government. 

General  Whyte,  who  has  the  honour  to  reprefent  his  Britan- 
nic iVIajefly,  alfures  the  inhabitants  of  Port  au  Prince,  and  ixh 
vicinity,  that  the  obje6!:  of  his  Majefty  and  of  his  government 
is  to  reftore  peace  among-  every  clai's  ot  inhabitants. 

Thofe  parts  of  the  colony,  which  have  already  placed  them- 
felves  under  his  Majefty's  protection,  can  bear  a  faithful  tefti-^ 
niony  that  there  is  nothing  oppreflive  in  the  behaviour  and  laws 
of  the  Englifli. 

A  confiderable  pnrt  of  the  people  of  St.  Domingo  has  been 
feduced  from  its  duty  ;  thefe  perfons  are  hereby  invited  to  re- 
turn to  their  occupations,  to  lay  down  their  arms,  and  to  for- 
get everv  caufe  of  rpfer.tment. 

The  Kngiifh  government -demands,  and  will  obtain,  by  force 
if  neceffliry,  that  peaceful  obedience  which  is  due  to  its  mild 
•und  jufr  laws.

The  mulattoes  will  find  in  the!  General  and  the  governmeiit 
every  difpofition  to  favour  their  interefts  ;  they  are  confidered 
hy  the  Englifh,  who  are  and  will  continue  to  be  their  friends. 

The  negroes,  who  have  been  fo  long  the  dupes  of  the  vile 
artifices  of  the  commifTioners,  will  foon  be  convinced  that  the 
Englilh  difdain  falfehood  and  deceit. 

Let  them,  relying  with  confidence  on  the  generofity  of  the 
Britifti  people,  return  to  their  mafiers,  lay  down  their  arms, 
and  enjoy  the  advantages  of  a  life  devoted  to  induftrv;  their 
prefent  fufferings  will  fpon  be  r'eheved,  and  the  laws  will  pro- 
ted  them  againft  cruelty  and  oppreffion. 

The  forces,  Vv'hich  are  now  in  this  colony  to  fupport  thehap- 
pinefs  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  glory  of  the  Englilli  nation, 
are  but  a  part,  even  a  fmali  part  of  the  army  dellined  for  its 
fervice  ;  it  being  his  Majefty's  refolution  to  punifh  in  a  man- 
ner as  certain  as  fevere,  thole  wl^o  will  not  accept  the  offers  of 
this  and  of  the  preceding  proclamations. 

All  perfons  who  fliall  repair  to  Port  au  Prince,  and  to  the 
Englifh  General,  within  the  delay  of  eight  days  from  the  date 
of  this  proclamation,  except  ihofe  who  have  been  guilty  of 
murder,  or  of  taking  a  part  in  the  infurredion,  will  be  received 
and  pardoned ;  but  all  thofe  who  are  taken  in  arms  after  the 
above-mentioned  period,  will  be  put  to  death  as  traitors.

Orders  ijjuecl  by  his  Excellency  the  Fleld-marjhal  General  Af Ollendorff, 
on  the  Parade,  at  the  P ruffian  Head-quarters  at  Kayferjlautern^ 
June  22y   1794. 

WPIEREAS  an  ill-founded  report  has  been  fpread  in  thefc 
environs,  and  amongft  tlie  army,  namely,  that  the 
troops  of  his  Pruffian  Majefty  had  entered'iuto  Britifh  pay.  In 
confequence  of  which,  his  Excellency  Field  marflial  Mollen- 
dorfF,  in  order  to  prevent  fuch  unfounded  rumours  from  being 
credited,  declares,  publicly,  to  the  army  in  general,  that  the 
army  of  his  Pruffian  Majefly  is  only  fubfidifed  by  the  two  ma- 
ritime powers,  Great  Britain  and  Holland,  in  the  nianner  as  it^ 
was  in  the  feven  years  Vv  ar ;  but  receives  no  pay  from  any  ot' 
thpfe  powers.

Richard  and  Chodieu,  Reprejentat'ives  of  the  People  with  the  Army 
of  the  North,  in  order  to  Jecure  to  the  Inhal^itants  of  the  conquered 
Countries  their  Tranquillity,  Safety,  and  Property,  and  to  take 
Jl'Ica fares  to  prevent  all  Enterprifes  in  thofe  Countries  which  may 
he  hojYile  to  the  Inter  efts  of  the  French  Republic,  order  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  I.  Every  inhabitant  of  a  conquered  country  ab- 
feut  from  his  place  of  abode,  is  permitted. to  return  within 
3  fortnight  from  the  date  of  this  arret ;  after  that  period,  thofe 
who  do  not  return  will  be  confidered  as  emigrants.  This  per-r 
million,  however,  is  not  to  extend  to  thofe  who  have  been  guilty 
of  any  crime  againft  the  Republic,  for  which  they  will  be  pur- 
fued  and  treated  as  the  enemies  of  the  French  people.  It  is  not 
to  extend  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  conquered  countries,  whofe . 
effe£ls  have  been  fequellered  by  lav/s  anterior  to  this  arret.  The 
delay  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  places  adlualiy  blockaded, 
fliall  be  ellimated  from  the  day  in  which  the  blockade  fhall  ceafe; 
their  efFeds,  however,  fliall  continue  provifionally  fequeifered. 

II.  All  the  inhabitants  of  the  conquered  Bclgic  provinces, 
under  the  fpecial  prote6lion  of  the  French  Republic,  are  charged 
not  to  favour,  dire6lly  or  iiidlreftly,  the  arms  of  the  Couibined 
powers. 

III.  All  thofe  who  fhall  be  convided  of  correfponden.:-,  with 
the  enemy,  either  by  a£l,  confpiracy,  or  difcouries,  to  the  in- 
jury of  the  French  people,  fhall  be  given  up  to  the  revolutionary 
tribunal  of  France,  and  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

IV.  (Every  individual,  now  domiciliated  in  the  conquered 
countries,  who  has  quitted  France  in  confequence  of  the  laws  of 
the  Republic,  is  ordered  to  depart  in  twenty-four  hours,  under 
pain  of  being  treated  as  a  French  emigrant. 

V.  The  military  commanders  are  enjoined  to  take  rigorous 
meafures  for  the  prefervation  of  order  and  tranquillity  in  the  con- 
quered places,  and  to  prevent  any  violence  to  the  fafety  or  pro- 
perty of  the  inhabitants,  under  any  pretext  whatfoever,  'X^he 
freedom  of  worfhip  muft  he  refpeded. 

VI.  The  magiftratc;s  of  the  conquered  towns  and  communes  are 
enjoined,  on  their  refponllbility,  to  comply  with  the  requifitions 
^made  by  the  commiiTaries  of  war,  for  the  feryice  of  the  Republic, 
within  the  time  prefcribed.  In  cafe  of  difobedience,  th.ey  will  be 
treated  as  enemies  to  the  Republic. 

VII.  All  m.agiftrates  that  ihall  be  found  favouring,  or  exciting, 
by  their  private  or  public  condu£l:,  or  by  difcourfes  againft  the 
French  Revolution,  any  commotions  againft  the  Republic,  fliall 
be  given  n-^  to  the  revolutionary  tribunal.^,  and  confidered  as 
enemies  to  the  French  people. 

VIII.  The 
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Vllt.  The  police  of  the  conquered  places  {iial!  be  adminiftered 
by  the  military  commandants,  till  it  ihall  be  otherwife  ordained : 
they  miift  ufe  the  mod  adive  vigilance  to  difcover  the  plots,  and 
to  prevent  the  defigns  of  the  enemies  of  the  Republic  ;  they  muft 
be  careful  to  prevent  any  public  or  private  aifembling  of  the  in- 
habitants, and  {hall  employ  the  military  force  to  difperfe  them. 

IX.  The  inhabitants  of  the  conquered  countries  (hall  refign 
their  arms  into  the  hands  of  the  military  commandants  vs^ithin 
the  fpace  of  twenty- four  hours  after  the  publication  of  the  prefent 
arret.  Thofe  convi6led  of  fecreting  them,  fhall  be  given  up  to 
the  military  commillion,  and  punllhed  with  death. 

X.  Aflignats  fhall  be  received  at  all  the  public  banks,  and  in  all 
commercial  tranfa£lions :  thofe  who  fhall  refufe,  deny,  or  forge, 
and  thofe  who  (hall  circulate  falfe  ones,  are  to  be  given  up  to  the 
criminal  tribunal  of  the  department  of  Pas  de  Calais,  and  punifh- 
ed  conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  Republic  upon  that  head. 

XL  To  prevent  the  difafFefted  from  raifing  the  price  of  mer- 
chandize and  wares  of  the  country,  on  account  of  the  introdudlion 
of  aflignats,  the  maximum  eftablifhed  in  the  city  of  Lille  Ihall  be 
adopted  in  all  the  conquered  countries  uf  Well  Flanders. 

XII.  The  imports  and  other  duties  eflablilhed  in  the  conquer- 
ed countries,  under  whatever  denomination  they  may  exift,  ihall 
continue  to  be  received  for  the  ufe  of  the  Republic. 

XIII.  The  foldiers  of  the  Republic  fhali  obferve  the  flriaeft 
difcipline  in  the  conquered  countries,  and  refute  by  their  conduft 
the  calumnies  of  their  enemy.  The  commanders  of  corps  and 
the  generals  fhall  caufe  to  be  given  up  all  thofe  who  commit  dif- 
orders,  the  efFed  of  which  would  be  to  favour  the  defigns  of  the 
enemy.

The  lafl  Pa^er  ijji  ed  by  the  Au fir  tart  Government.,  exhorting  the 
People  oj  the  Auflrian  Netherlands  to  rije  in  a  Afafs,  was  dated 
Brujjels,  June  IT^,  I794>   and  concludes  thus  : 

'"^HE  Emperor's  armies  are  ftill  entire':  vi61ory  has  often 
-^  crowned  their  glorious  efforts;  tut  they  are  wearied  by  ccii- 
tinual  battles  ;  and  perhaps  the  inadivity  of  the  Belgians  may 
diminilh  their  ardour,  when  they  fee  that  it  is  not  felt  by  the 
nation  they  are  defending.  A  rapid  march  into  the  enemy's  ter- 
ritory prefented  profpeds  more  brilliant  5  but  glory  was  facrificed 
to  your  fafety.  Powerful  re-inforcements  are  expeded  ;  but  the 
Vol.  II,  Q^  danger, 
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danger,  though  momentary,  is  urgent;  you  have  no  time  to 
lofe.  The  general  arming,  to  which  we  invite  Belgium,  implies 
neither  a  regular  incorporating  with  the  army,  nor  taking  up 
arms  for  any  length  of  time,  nor  even  a  difficult  war  ;  for  difci- 
plined  and  courageous  armies  fupport  you  ;  and  the  auguit  brother 
of  our  mafter,  the  accuftomed  organ  of  his  fentiments  in  your 
favour,  will  guide  your  efforts,  and  march  at  your  head.  Merely 
to  arm  is  at  once  to  deftroy  the  audacity  and  the  hopes  of  the 
enemy. 

Religion,  conftitution,  property,  the  fovereign  who  wears  you 
all  in  his  heart,  who  came  among  you  without  guards,  who  truft- 
ed  himfelf  to  your  love,  who  efteems  you — Thcfe  are  the  watch- 
words that  will  organize  you  ;  and  your  zeal  and  your  courage 
will  never  deceive  our  hopes. 


Addrejs  of  the  ISJatlotial  Convention  of  France  to  the  Citizens  and  tJ^ 
Communes  of  the  Republic,  dated  i6th  fune^  '794* 

CITIZENS,  when  the  country  was  declared  in  danger,  upoii 
its  call,  you  fent  your  youth  to  the  frontiers  to  defend  it  i 
for  fiv€  years  you  have  fliewn  yourfelves  worthy  of  liberty,  by  the 
facrifices  you  have  made  in  its  caufe.  The  Convention  do  no't 
require  of  you  new  facrifices  at  the  prefent  moment ;  they  have 
only  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  abundance  which  furrounds 
you,  and  which  nature  feems  to  have  bellowed  in  order  to  drown 
your  generous  efforts  ;  never  was  your  territory  at  any  period  the 
feat  of  fuch  riches.  You  have  in  your  fields  fubfiftence  for  yourfelves 
and  for  your  brothers  who  fight  for  you  on  the  frontiers,  and  for 
thofe  who  watch  over  liberty  in  all  the  Republic.  The  law  now 
calls  you  to  the  prefervation  of  fo  precious  a  depofit.  When  you 
were  furrounded  by  perfidy  and  malevolence,  fevere  laws  w^re 
neceflary  to  overawe  the  traitors,  who  fought  to  diftra6l  and  mif- 
■'fead  the  people,  in  order  to  deprive  them  of  fubfiftence.  At  pre- 
fent, when  the  law  has  removed  and  puniflied  the  confpirators 
and  their  accomplices,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  addrefs 
themfelves  to  their  republican  virtues:  they  entruft  to  pure  hands 
the  moft  luxuriant  harveft  that  a  free  land  has  ever  produced.  It 
becomes  us,  when  daftardly  foes,  defpairing  to  fubdue  us  by  va- 
lour, have  already  attempted  to  fubjugate  us  by  famine,  to  reduce 
them  again  to  defpair,  and  fruflrate  their  perfidious  efforts,  by 
fccuring  to  ourfelves  all  the  advantages  of  abundance.  Citizens, 
to  attain  this  objed,  we  muff  difconcert  the  manoeuvres  to  which 
malevolence  may  ftill  have  recourfe  ;  in  order  to  ftrengthen  our 
confidence,  the  Convention  wifn  the  refources  of  the  Republic  to 
be  com.pletely  afcertained.  A  decree  has  juft  been  pafled  for  this, 
purpofe ;  while  it  requires  every  <£itizen  to  eive  an  account  of  the 

produce 
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produce  of  his  har\Teft,  it  fuggefts  how  that  obje6l  may'^be  attained 
by  the  moft  fimple  means.     Who  is  he,  that  while  his  brothers 
Ihed  their  blood  in  his  defence,  will  refiife  to  fubmit  to  a  cenfus 
which  tends  to  fecure  their  fiibfiftence  ?     Who  is  he  whofe  heart    , 
does  not  defire  a  meafure  fo  falutary,  and  who  will  not  be  eager  ^to^-' 
concur  in  it  as  foon  as  the  intention  of  the  law  fliall  be  made^  <(' 
known  to  him  ?  ^  ^ 

If  there  ftill  remain  among  you  any  felfifh  pexfon  fo  infenfible 
to  the  wants  of  his  country,  as  not  to  comply  with  the  fpirit  of 
the  law,  or  endeavour  to  elude  it,  let  him  be  declared,  let  the 
law  that  moment  punifh  his  infidelity,  and  let  his  name,  un- 
worthy to  be  placed  among  thofe  of  republicans,  be  infcribed  on 
the  fhameful  lift  of  fufpe6led  citizens.  But  no,  citizens,  the  law 
will  not  find  among  you  any  individuals  fo  bafe.  It  belongs  only 
to  flaves,  who  have  no  country,  to  infulate  themfelves,  and  think 
only  of  their  own  petty  interefts.  Here  all  republicans  are  bro- 
thers ;  the  means  and  the  wants  of  the  fame  family  are  common 
to  all  its  members.  This  facred  maxim  is  now  recognized  in  all 
quarters  of  the  Republic  ;  it  exifted  in  the  hearts  of  thofe  worthy 
citizens,  of  thofe  refpedable  communes  who,  without  even  being 
required,  have  fliared,  and  ftill  Ihare  their  means  of  fubfiftence 
with  their  brothers  in  the  neighbouring  departments.  Such  are 
the  inftances  which  hiftory  will  colle6l  with  enthufiafm,  fuch  is 
the  heroifm  of  republicans,  which  ought  to  make  defpots  tremble. 
Citizens,  be  tranquil,  rely  on  your  means  of  fubfiftence  ;  in  order 
to  direft  their  deftination,  and  afcertain  their  extent,  the  Con- 
vention has  pafTed  this  precautionary  decree.  The  harveft  is  about 
to  commence  ;  your  fields  are  covered  with  abundance  ;  turn  your 
leyes  towards  the  country  where  your  brothers  fight  againft  tyrants, 
and  fwear,  that  thefe  brave  foldiers,  their  parents,  and  their  chil- 
dren, whom  you  have  among  you,  fhall  not  want  the  means  of 
fubfiftence.  Haftcn,  anaidft  the  labours  of  the  harveft,  to  prepar-e 
that  fubfiftence,  that  it  may  be  fpeedily  fent  to  the  armies,  to 
thofe  markets  where  any  fcarcity  is  felt,  and  the  armies  who  are 
in  want.  Let  each  of  you  be  an  intrepid  fiiperintendant,  and  a 
faithful  executor  of  the  law  :  have  always  the  Republic  in  your 
heart  ;  on  your  patriotifm  it  repofes  its  moft  tender  folicitude.

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Barrere,  in  the  name  of  the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  ex- 
claimed— The  valuable  prefent  which  has  juft  been  oiFered  you, 
feems  to  be  the  forerunner  of  the  happy  news  I  am  about  to  com- 
municate. The  convoy  of  one  hundred  and  fixteen  veflels  coming 
from  America  has  entered  our  ports,  and  brings  us  fubfiftence 
of  all  kinds.  Our  news  on  the  Alps,  and  towards  the  North,  is 
equally  good.  Our  troops  have  retaken  pofTeffion  of  the  Palati- 
nate. Pirmafens  is  our  own  again  ;  and  the  army  of  the  Rhine 
is  every  where  viitorious. 

But  an  objedl  ftill  more  important,  is,  the  provifioning  the 
Republic.  Here,  then,  is  an  end  of  that  compad  of  ftarvation 
between  England  and  Spain,  which  was  to  defolate  France  with 
famine. 

The  folicitude  of  the  committee  is  great.  The  Englifli  had 
united  all  their  forces  on  the  ocean  to  capture  this  rich  convoy. 
The  fafety  of  the  country  depended  on  its  arrival.  What  have 
your  committee  done  ? 

It  has  been  fecret  in  its  meafures:  it  has  united  all  Its  mari- 
time urength.  Jean  Bon  St.  Andre  was  on  board  the  Montagne; 
and  as  cur  fleet  vvas  inferior  to  the  Englilli  in  the  number  of  lour- 
teen  (hips  of  the  line,  the  committee  ordered  the  French  fleet  to 
(lation  itfelf  between  the  enemy  and  the  convoy  ;  and  not  to  fight 
unlefs  it  was  to  fave  this  valuable  fleet. 

The  courage  of  republicans,^  and  their  hatred  to  the  Englifli, 
triumphed  over  every  obftacle.  A  battle  became  inevitable  ;  and 
it  has  been  one  of  the  inofl  glorious  and  bloody  that  ever  occurred 
m  the  an nr,ls  of  naval  hiftcry.

Seven  of  our  veflels 
were  difmafted  ;  ton  belonging  to  the  Englifli  fuffered  the  fame 
fate,  and  there  is  tvery  reafoji  to  prefume,  that  one  of  their  three 
deckers  v.cnt  to  the  bottom.  Our  feven  difmaited  veflels  are  not 
vet  arrived  in  port,  and  there  is  reafon  to  aoprehend  th.at  they  are 
loft. 

Let  Pitt  t])en  boafl  f'f  this  vidory  to  his  nation  of  fliop-kecpcrs 
(nailor:  bciniqulcrc) .  Already  do  the  Engliih  ne^^fpapers  announce 
that  a  diviflon  of  our  fleet  has  taken  a  Dutch  convoy  :  but  we 
can  tell  you  belter  news.  Not  a  day  paifes  but  the  commerce  of 
our  enemies  iiifords  us  proviflons  and  wealth. 

Here  then  Is  v/hat  the  French  marine  has  done,  now  that  it  is 
rid  of  its  vermin  nobility.  When  the  details  of  this  vicStory  reach 
us,  we  will  recommend  the  rewards  due  to  our  brave  failors.— 
Our  applaufes  fhall  reach  from  one  euil  of  the  Republic  to  the 
other. 

Now  that  the  provifioning  of  the  Republic  is  fecurcd,  we  will 
unite  our  forces  ;  attack  the  vile  knaves  ;  afid  England  fhall  be 
the  fpot  to  which  our  republican  cannons  fhall  be  pointed.

ers,  ferving  in  the  faid  fleet,  on  the  feveral  adtions  with  the 
enemy  as  aforefaid. 

The  commander  in  chief,  with  the  higheft  fenfe  of  pleafure, 
communicates  in  this  manner,  fuch  approval  and  acknowledg- 
ment as  above  flated,  to  the  faid  officers  and  fhips'  companies  j 
3nd  defires  in  confequence,  that  the  captains  of  the  different 

fliips 
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fiiips  will  fignlfy  the  fame  to  their  refpedlive  officers  and  crews 
accordingly. 

He  is  moreover  to  make  known  at  this  time,  that  in  a  Court 
of  Common  Council,  holden  in  the  chamber  of  Guildhall,  of 
the  city  of  London,  the  i8th  inftant ;  on  confideration  (as  it 
isexprefled)  of  the  very  gallant  conduct  of  the  feamen,  &c.  who 
ierved  on  board  the  fleet  in  the  faid  actions,  and  in  token  of  the 
gratitude  of  the  faid  Court  of  Common  Council,  the  chamber- 
lain of  the  city  is  dire6led  to  pay  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Tayler,  the  mafter  of  Lloyd's  CofFee-houfe,  the  fum  of  five 
hundred  pounds,  for  the  relief  of  the  wounded  warrant  officers, 
petty  officers,  feamen,  &c.  and  alfo  the  widows  and  children  of 
thole  who  fo  glorioufly  fell  on  the  days  before-mentioned  in 
the  fervice  of  their  king  and  country. 

It  is  likewife  to  be  noticed,  tliat  a  very  confiderable  fum  of 
money  had  been  previoufly  fubfcribed  (and  flill  increafing  in 
amount)  by  many  refpedlable  and  generous  private  gentlemen, 
making  their  depofits  with  Mr.  Tayler  for  the  like  purpofes; 
confonant  to  the  tenor  of  which,  the  feveral  captains  of  the  fleet 
have  been  defired  to  tranfmit  to  the  faid  Mr.  Tayler,  the  names 
of  the  killed  and  wounded  feamen,  marines,  and  foldiers,  with 
adequate  defcriptions  of  the  perfons  entitled  to  fuch  relief,  with 
all  convenient  di {patch. 


Speech  of  Barrere,  on  the  2iJI  McJJidor,  (July  9,  1794^*  on  the  late 
Naval  A^'ion  ;  hitrodudory  of  the  Decree  for  hanging  upy  in  the 
National  Pantheon^  a  Model  of  the  Ship  Ic  Vcngeur, 

CITIZENS,  the  commiitee  has  charged  me  to  make  known 
to  you  fublime  traits  of  heroifm,  which  ought  neither  to  be 
concealed  from  you  nor  the  French  nation.  Since  the  fea  has 
firft  become  a  field  of  carnage,  and  the  waves  have  been  blood-, 
ftained  by  war,  the  annals  of  Europe  do  not  record  a  battle  fo 
obftinate,  a  valour  fo  fuftained,  and,  in  fliort,  an  aiiion  fo  terrible 
and  fanguinary  as  was  that  of  tiie  lit  of  June,  when  our  fquadron 
faved  the  American  convoy.  Vanftabel,  in  condudling  the  Ame- 
rican fleet  into  our  ports,  palled  through  waves  empurpled  by 
blood,  amidfl:  lifelcfs  trunks,  and  wrecks  of  veffels.  The  oblli- 
nacy  of  the  confli£l  V\'hich  .preceded  the  arrival  of  the  convoy, 
proves  how  truly  republican  our  fquadrons  are,  fince  the  hatred  of 
the  Engiih  name  directed  the  blows.  In  projiortic^n  as  the  force  on 
the  part  of  the  French  was  unequal,  fo  was  the  refillance  great  and 
courageous.  The  Englifh  feamen,  when  they  returned  into  their 
ports,  could  not  conceal  from  hiftory  this  remarkable  confcllion. — 
Let  us  hear  what  their  papers  fay  of  the  feamen  of  the  Englilh  fleet  ? 
*'  The  French,"  laid  they  to  their  comrades  who  had  not  been  in 
'  '  the  '. 
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the  aflion,  "  are  like  flints  ;  the  more  they  are  ftmck,  the  mors 
**  fire  they  give." — Applaufe,  The  foul  of  republicans  rifes  in- 
fenfibly  in  a  ratio  with  the  progrefs  of  the  revohition  :  it  beconnies 
ftill  more  energetic,  and  their  courage  more  exalted  in  proportiori 
to  the  dangers  and  ill  fucceiTes.  The  paffion  of  liberty  follows 
'them  every  where,  encourages  them  in  imprifcnnient,  and  com- 
forts them  in  adverfity  ;  while  the  fongs  by  which  we  celebrate 
our  vidtories  and  our  independence,  confole  them  when  condemn- 
ed to  live  among  the  implacable  enemies  of  the  Republic.  The 
Englifh  have  obtained  polfedion  of  their  perfons  and  their  Ihips ; 
but  the  republican  virtues,  the  lofty  courage  of  a  patriot,  that 
love  of  the  country  which  is  the  idol  of  a  French  warrior,  and 
that  proud  and  elevated  foul  which  chara61erifes  a  republican, 
were  never  in  the  power  of  the  old  enemies  of  France.  In  fpitc 
of  adverfity,  the  freeman  has  an  advantage  over  tyrants,  even 
when  in  chains.  *<  Very  early  this  morning,"  fay  the  Enghlli 
journals,  "  the  prifoners  belonging  to  the  French  prices  arrived 
"  at  Spithead,  began  to  be  debarked,  and  feveral  of  them  are  al- 
'^  ready  fafely  lodged  at  Hilfea.  -  During  their  debarkation,  and 
*'  on  their  way,  they  fung  republican  hymns  with  their  ufuai 
**  gaiety."  At  the  pleafing  remembrance  of  their  country  their 
enthufiafm  was  fo  great,  that  the  Englifh  guards  confidercd  their 
ardent  exprellions  of  liberty  as  indications  of  mutiny,  and  had 
the  barbarity  to  filence  the  confolatory  hymns  by  a  fignal  of  death. 
A  Frenchman  was  killed  by  a  militia  foldier  belonging  to  the 
guardj  and  the  march  to  quarters  was  continued  in  filence.  Ci- 
tizens, let  us  leave  thefe  execrable  iilanders,  and  return  to  the 
ocean,  where  we  Ihall  fee  the  fublimeil;  traits  of  courage  and  of 
patriotic  ardour.  The  naval  forces  of  the  French  Republic  and 
the  Englifh  Monarchy  were  for  a  confiderable  time  in  fight,  when 
at  length  came  this  m.oft  defperate  engagement :  the  fevereft  fire 
poffible,  and  the  mod  legitimate  fury  on  the  part  of  ^he  French, 
augmented  the  horrors  and  the  perils  of  the  day.  Three  Englidi 
Ihips  were  funk,  and  feveral  French  veHels  difabled  :  the  enemy's 
fire  had  torn  in  pieces  the  hull  of  one  of  the  latter,  and  united  the 
double  horror  of  a  certain  Ihipwreck,  and  a  deadly  conflift.  But 
this  velfel  was  manned  by  a  crew,  gifted  with  that  intrepidity  of 
foul  which  braves  danger,  and  v/ith  that  love  of  the  country  which 
contemns  death.  A  fpecies  of  warlike  philofophy  had  poffelTed 
the  whole  crcv/  :  the  Englifh  veifels  furrounded  the  republican 
fiiip,  and  called  on  her  to  ftrike  ;  a  prodigious  fire  of  heavy  artil- 
lery was  kept  up  on  le  Vengeur,  while  her  broken  mafts,  tattered 
faik,  and  detached  fragments  covered  the  waves.  Is  fo  much 
courage,  are  fo  many  preternatural  efforts  to  be  thrown  away  ? — 
Could  the  Englifh  think  that  French  republicans  would  deliver 
themfelves  into  their  perfidious  hands,  and  treat  whh  fuch  efae- 
.mies  ?  No  \  they  could  not  hope  io  much.  The  Republic  c®n^ 
^  templates 
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femplateS  her  heroes,  who  for  her  will  conquer  6t  die  :  fevcral 
hours  of  combat  did  not  abate  their  courage  ;  they  ftill  fought  ; 
the  enemy  received  their  iafl:  fire,   and  on  all  fides  the  veflel  filled 
with  water.  What  was  to  be  the  fate  of  our  brave  brethren  ?  Either 
they  were  to  fall  into  the  enemy's  hands,  or  be  fwallowedup  by  the 
waves  :    be  under  no  apprehenfion  for  their  glory,  they  were  ftill 
greater  in  inisfortune  than   amidft  fuccelfes.     A   firm    refolution 
fucceeded   to  the  heat  of  the  combat.     Pidurc  to  yourfelves  le 
Vengeur,  pierced  through  and  through,  open   on  all   fides,   and 
furrounded  by  the  Engl i ill  tygers  and  leopards,  the  crew  made  up 
of  wounded  and  dying  men,  contending  ^againll  guns  and  waves. 
On   a  fudden,  the  din  of  battle,  the  terrors  of  danger,  and  the 
cries  and  the  pangs  of  the  wounded  ceafed  ;  the  flags  and  ftream- 
ers  were  difplayed  ;  and  the  fhouts  of  Vive  la  Republique  !  Vive 
la  Llberte,  et  la  France  !   were  heard  on  all  fides  ;   it  was  rather 
the   moving  and  animated  fpedlacle  of  a  civic  feftival,  than  the 
terrible  moment  of  a  fiiipwreck.     A  moment  only  was  left  them 
to  confider  of  their  fate  ^  but  no,  citizens,  our  brethren  difdained 
to  deliberate  ;  they   faw  on   one  fide  the  Englifh,  on  the  other 
their  country,  and   they  chofe  rather  to  be  a  prey  to  the  waves, 
than  to  be  difhonoured  by   a  capitulation.     They   hefitated  not ; 
their  laft  prayers  were  for  Liberty  and  the  Republic  :  they  difap- 
peared  ! — [x^n  unanimous  movement  of  admiration  was  manifefted 
in  the  AiTembly.     Applaufes  and   fliouts  of  Vive  la  Republique 
exprcffed  the  lively  and  profound  emotion  with  which  the  Con- 
vention was  penetrated  ;    and  the  acclamations  of  the  tribunes 
were  blended  with  thofe  of  the  reprefentaiives.]     By  whom,  then, 
has  the  fecret  of  our  grandeur  been  revealed  ?     What  friend  of 
liberty  has  tranfmitted  to  us  this  heroical  trait,  which  feems  to  be- 
long to  fabulous  times  ?     Who  is  it  that  has  made  the  difcovery  ? 
Our  enemies,  the  Engl ifh,  their  journals,  their  eagernefs  to  con- 
teft  our  glory.     You  Ihall  hear  what  is  faid  in  an  Englilh  journal, 
dated  June  i6th.      "  It  is  certain,  that  in  the  brilliant  naval 
*'  aftion  which  has  juft  taken  place,   the  crew  of  one  of  the 
<"'  French  fiiips,   at  the   moment  flie  funk,    were  heard  unani- 
*' moufiy  to  exclaim   Vive  la  Republique  !    Vive  la  Liberie  ! — • 
*'  This  exprefllon  of  gratitude  to  the  Republic,  this  predominating 
"  palTion  for   liberty,    which  prevails  over  even  the    horrors    ot 
*'  death,  is  it  the  effe6l  of  mental  energy,  or  of  terror?"      Ano- 
ther Englilh  paper,  of  the  14th  of  June,  relates  this  circumftancc, 
afcribing  to  the  crew  of  the  Terrible  this  memorable  proof  oi 
greatnefs  of  foul,  and  conflancy.     The  (hip   funk  with  the  flags 
and   fireamers  bearing  the  national  colours  flying  on  all  fides,  and 
amidll  the  redoubled  cries  of  Vive  la  Republique  1     In  a  private 
letter  from   an  officer  of  Lord  Howe's  fquadron,    this   fublime 
trait  is  afcribed   to  the  fhip  le  Vengeur  ;   and,  according  to  Jean 
Bon  St.  Andre,  the  national  reprefentative,  this  kit  account  is 
4  the 
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%eft  eftablillied  :  to  le  Vengeur  belorigs  this  mofl:  glorious  achieve- 
ment ;  and  if  it  has  been  the  admiration  of  our  daftardly  enemies., 
'by  what  Frenchman   can  it   be  difputed  ?     Let  us  not  commlfe- 
irate  the  Frenchmen-  who  compofed  the  crew  of  le  Vcngeur  ,  let 
Us  not  pity  them  j  they   died  for  their  country  :  we  will  honour 
their  deltiny,  and  celebrate  their  virtues. — ApplaUfcs,    A  Pantheon 
is  erected  in  the  midftof  the  central  commune  of  the  Republic  :  this 
monument  of  national  gratitude  has  been  devoted  "to  every  part  of 
the  frontiers  ;  let  it  alfo  be  dedicated  to  the  bofom  of  the  ocean  ! 
We  have  hitherto  decreed  no  honours  to  the  heroes  of  the  fea  fer- 
Vice  \  thofe   belonging  to  the  land  having  alone  obtained  our  ho- 
mages.    Why  ought  we  not  to  fufpend  at  the  roof  of  the  French 
Pantheon  a  model  of  !e  Vengeur,  infcribing  on  the  cohnnn  of  the 
Pantheon  the  names  of  the  brave  republicans  v/ho  compofed  the 
trew  of  that   vcifeli   and  recording  the  courageous  action  they 
achieved  ?     By  fuch  honours  the  remembrance  of  great  men   is 
perpetuated,  and  the  feeds  of  courage  and  virtue   difperfed  over 
the  lands  of  the  Republic.     It   is  thus  that  the  Pantheon,  by  a. 
limple  decree  of  the  National  Convention,  will  be  converted  into 
a  terrible  repolitory,  in  which  will  be  coUedlcd,  at  the  call  of  the 
Republic^  Ihips  and  mariners  :  it  is  not  enough  to  form  heroes  by 
national    recompenfes;    we   muft  bcfides   reftorc  to  the  French 
marine  the  iliip  the  fea  has  fwallowed  up.     No  ;  the  remembrance 
of  le  Vengcur  Ihall  not  perifh  \   and  tliat  glorious  nanie  fhal),  by 
your  orders,  be  beftovved  on  the  three-decked  fhip  no'.v  building 
in  the  co^'ered  bafon  of  Breft.    We  muft  alfo  preferve  the  remiem- 
brance  of  this  veflel,   which  has  been  tlie  theatre  of  glory  and 
republican  virtue.     Tiie  veifel  Ic  Vengeur   Ihali  therefore  again 
float  on  the  waves,  and  ftall  foon  juftify  its  name  and  its  renown., 
by  joining  a  fquadron  v/hich  will  exult  over  thofe  cruel  illanders, 
who  aim  at  the  annihilation  of  French  liberty,  and  the  deftruction 
of  the  rights  of  man  !     But  are  there  not  ftill  more  durable  monu- 
ments of  glory  ?  Tinie,  which   overturns  mountains,  and  de- 
i'troys  the  works  of  man,   will   not  always  refpect  thofe  which 
the  P.epublic  ibnli  raife,  and   ruins  will  ilill  fuccced   to  ruin?« 
Are  there  not  other  modes  of  immortalizing   the  traits  we  ad- 
mire ?  The   av^lions  of  the  celebrated   men  of  antiquity,   who 
alfo  obtained  temples  that  no  longer  exift,  are  they  not  ftili  living 
in   paintings  and  in   writings?  To  poets  and  painters  it  belongs 
to  defcribe  and  depict  the  event  of  ie  Vf^ngeur  :   by   their  con- 
folatory  verfes,  by  their  grateful  pencils,  the V  are  to  hand  down 
to  pofterity  all  that  the  founders  of  the  Pvcpublic  conbdered  as 
grand,  generous,  or  ufefal.     The  monuments  raifed  to  tlie  he- 
roes of  Homer,  are   to  be  found   in  his  verfes  alone  :  the  cele^ 
brity  of  Agricola  no  longer  lives  in   the  urn  made  by  a  celebrated 
artiil,  but  lUll  breathes  in  the  writings  of  Tacitus.     Let  us  by 
the  bafis  of  an   honourable  ftrife  Between  poetry  arid  painting. 
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isnd  kt  national  rccompcnfes,  decreed  in  a  civic  feftival,  rcgS-* 
iierate  the  arts  and  encourage  artills :  or  rather,  David  again  take 
up  vour  pencils,  and  let  your  getlius  fnatcli  from  the  boibm  of 
llie  ocean  the  celehrated  veflel,  the  feamen  of  which  have  drawn 
admiration  from  the  Englilh  themfelves.  Why  can  1  not  make 
mv  voice  reach  to  all  tliofe  who  defend  the  country  on  the  ocean  ! 
I  ihould  then  fay  to  them,  Seamen  of  the  Republic,  when  her 
deftinies  on  your  terrible  clement  are  entrufted  to  you,  turn  for 
a  moment  your  view  towards  the  Pantheon,  and  there  fee  the 
gratitude  of  "your  country  ;  but  above  all,  recolle«5l  le  Vengeur^ 
whenever  you  encounter  the  tyrants  of  the  ocean.  The  marine 
of  kings  is  an  expenfive  luxury  ;  that  of  the  Republic  a  fure 
veapon  to  emancipate  the  leas.  Liberty  has  bciides  commerce, 
another  ambition  :  commerce  will  have  flaves,  and  ordains  that 
one  nation  alone  ihall  predominate.  Liberty  will  have  no 
more  tyrants  by  fea  than  by  land.  It  is  not  that  we  fliould 
"he  maritime  flaves,  that  nature  has  beftowed  on  us  whatever  is 
necefTary  for  the  conftrudfion  of  fhips,  numerous  ports  to  re- 
ceive them,  and  feas  wafliing  our  ftiores.  It  is  not  to  be  tyran- 
nized over  by  the  bankers  and  traders  of  London,  that  the  revo- 
lution has  placed  in  our  hands  an  enormous  property,  immenfe 
•w^oods,  a  M'^arlike  population,  and  fkilful  feamen.  Frenchmen, 
be  brave  and  great,  like  the  republicans  who  compofed  the  crew 
of  le  Vengeur,  and  foon  will  England  be  annihilated.  Clear 
the  ocean  of  thefe  monopolizing  traders,  and  the  {hades  of  the 
feamen  who  have  immortalized  themfelves  on  board  le  Vengeur 
will  lejoice,  as  tb.ey  hover  over  the  tomb  which  their  courage 
has  dug  for  them  in  the  abyfs  of  the  ocean. 

He  concluded  with  propofing  the  following  decree,  which 
■was  adopted  : 

L  A  model  of  the  {hip  of  the  line  le  Vengeur  fhall  be  hung 
v.p  in  the  vault  of  the  Pantheon  ;  and  the  names  of  the  brave 
Republicans  who  coir.pofed  the  crew  of  that  velTel,  fliall  be  ia- 
fcribcd  on  the  column  of  the  Pantheon. 

II.  For  this  puri)ofe,  the  marine  agents  of  the  ports  of  Ijreft 
and  RochfoTL  ihall  trimfir/it,  without  delay,  to  the  National 
Convention,  the  liil  ct  tiic  cievv  of  the  fliip  le  Vengeur. 

III.  The  three-decked  ih!p,  now  building  in  the  covered  bafon 
ofBreft,  Ihail  be  named  le  Ve.ngeur.  Thecommiffioner  of  the 
marine  {hall  give  immediate  orders  to  haften  the  conflrudion  of 
r.bat  veffel. 

IV.  The  National  Convention  calls  on  all  artifts,  painters, 
fculptors,  and  poets,  to  unite  in  tranfmitting  to  pofterity  the 
lublime  trait  of  republican  heroifm  of  the  citizens  forming  the 
crew  of  le  Vengeur,  in  lacrificing  themfelves  for  their  country. 
Recompenfes  fliail  be  decreed  in  a  national  feftival  to  the  paint- 
ers and  poets  who  fhall  beffc  ceiebrato  the  glory  of  thefe  repub- 
licans. 
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In  the  NGilonal  Conventlcn,  on  the  ibth  Mejfuhrf  (July  ^,  1794) 
Jean  Bonjiain-Andre,  the  'National  Commijfiomr  s  Account  of 
the  Aciion  beizveen  the  Brh'ijh  cind Republic  JJeets, 

Citizens, 

THE  details  of  the  expedition  of  the  n^val  force  of  the 
Republic  are  not  yet  completely  known  to  you.  In  the 
^rft  inftance,  it  was  only  pojGQble  to  give  you  a  general  idea  of  what 
liad  happened.  Sent  by  you  to  the  fleet,  in  order  to  obferve  and 
report  to  you  every  occurrence,  it  is  my  duty  to  fupply  the  defi- 
ciency of  the  firft  accounts,  which  I  fliall  do  with  all  the  lim- 
plicity  and  accuracy  of  truth.  A  valuable  convey,  laden  witli 
proviilons  and  grain,  was  expe6led  from  the  Unite4  States  of 
America,  which  Pitt  had  formally  promifed  to  the  council  of 
his  mafter  that  he  fhould  get  hito  his  pofleffion,  and  which  a 
formidable  Englifh  force  was  ftationed  in  diiFerent  quarters  to 
intercept,  The  Britifh  cabinet,  apprized  of  every  occurrence 
in  the  Republic,  by  numerous  hired  emiflaries,  had  likewife  in 
America,  agents  inrtruiledtogive  them  notice  of  all  your  opera- 
tions. 

The  moment  of  the  departure  of  your  convov,  its  courfe,  the 
point  where  it  was  to  pafs,  the  force  by  which  it  was  protecled, 
and  the  number  of  the  fhips  fent  out  to  meet  it,  were  all  known. 
The  favourable  feafon  for  failing  was  likewife  pail :  your  con- 
voy, retarded,  either  by  negligence  or  delign,  on  the  part  of 
your  American  agents,  or  by  the  obftacles  which  they  had  met 
with,  could  not  poffibly  arrive  at  the  period  it  was  expedted ; 
the  diyifion,  commanded  by  rear-admiral  Nielly,  was  infufiici- 
ent  to  prqtedl  it.  The  committee  of  Public  Safety,  fenfible  of 
the  neceflity  of  fepuriiig  at  any  price,  the  means  of  fubfiftence 
to  the  people,  and  defeating  the  proje6l  of  famine  devifed  by 
the  Englifh  minifter,  and  pointed  out  in  all  the  iniirudlions  of 
the  Englifh  fliips,  ordered  the  fleet  commanded  by  rear-admiral 
Villaret  to  proceed  to  meet  the  convoy,  for  the  fole  purpofe  of 
favoupngits  fafe  return.  Upon  arriving  qt  the  dcflined  point 
of  cruifipg,  we  there  fell  in  with  the  Englifh  fleet.  It  was  on 
the  9th  Prajreal  (May  28)  at  eight  in  the  morning,  that  we  def- 
cried  ^heip  for  the  firft  time.  This  day  pafTed  in  manceuyering 
on  both  fjdes.  One  of  our  fhips,  le  Revolutionaire,  from 
motives  of  which  we  z^re  flUl  ignorant,  llackened  its  fails  on 
the  appearance  of  the  enem,y,  and  notwithftandingfignals  wxre 
made  to  it,  continued  to  remain  behind  the  reft  of  the  fleet,  fo 
that,  on  the  approach  of  night,  when  we  could  no  longer  o,b- 
ferve  it  diftinftly,  it  was  engaged  by  feveral  Englifh  fliips,.  We 
have  finpe  learned  that  this  fhip  w^i  dlfabled,  its  captain  filled. 
R  2  The 
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The  /hip  TAudaeiouSj  which  fell  in  with  it  next  day,  took  it 
in  tow,  and  brought  it  into  Rochefort.  The  two  fleets  remained 
within  fight  the  whole  of  the  night. 

On  the  morning  of  the  loth,  the  Englifh  admiral  manoeuvred 
in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  give  us  reafon  to  fup.pofe  his  intention 
was  to  harrafs  us  in  the  rear.  We  were  obliged  to  manceuvre, 
:n  order  to  prevent  him  from  fucceeding  in  this  objedr,  and  from 
the  movements  of  the  twp  an  engagement  neceffarily  followed. 
The  advanced  {l:\ps  of  the  enemy  being  forced  to  give  way, 
tacked  about  towards  tlieir  rear.  The  delay  in  the  execution  of 
tiie  admiral's  orders  brought  into  the  engagement  two  of  our 
fhips,  rindomptable  and  le  Tyrannicide; '  with  an  infinitely 
fuperior  force.  Thefe  two  fliips  fufFered  greatly  from  the  fire 
of  the  enemy,  and  were  already  difabled.  In  vain  v/as  the  fig- 
nal  difplayed  to  tack  about  towards  the  rear  :  the  (hip  that  was; 
a-hea.d  did  not  fiir,  and  prevented  all  the  line  from  moving. 

The  Freiich  admiral  at  one  moment  fuppofed  himfelf  aban- 
doned: he  took  his  meafures  with  great  refoluticn  ;  he  tackec^ 
about  the  firft,  made  the  fignal  fo^  the  fleet  to  follow,  and,  un- 
certain whether  this  fignal  would  be  more  attended  to  than  the 
former,  placed  himfelf  at  the  head  of  the  line,  refoived,  if  it 
were  neceffary,  to  go  alone  to  the  aluftance  of  the  two  fliips. 
All  the  otliers  followed,  one  only  excepted.  The  line  was  i^ 
an  inftant  formed. 

The  fleet  of  the  Republic  attacked  and  put  in  difotder  the 
Englifh  fleet,  but  unfortunately,  from  the  uelay  in  complying 
with  the  fignalsj  we  loft  the  advantage  of  the  wind,  which  ws 
had  in  the  beginning  of  the  adlion  ;  that  did  not,  however, 
prevent  us  from  keeping  up  a  terrible  fire  upon  the  enemy,  but 
it  facilitated  their  efcape  by  crowding  their  fail.  They  preci- 
picately  witlidrcw,  abaiidoning  to  us  two  fliips  and  the  fcene  of 
action.  The  Engliili  fleet  confifled  that  day  of  30  Ihips  of 
the  line.  Two  were  compelled  to  return  in  order  to  refit,  one. 
cf  which  was  next  day  defcried,  and  for  fome  time  purfued  by 
the  frigate  la  Bellone. 

The  engagement  of  tlie  lOth  (May  29)  lafted  between  feven 
and  eight  hours,  and  if  not  decifive,  was  glorious  for  the  Re- 
public. The  fcene  of  action  was  the  very  place  where  the  con- 
voy were  to  pafs,  the  fafety  of  which  was  our  obje«5t.  We 
deemed  it  then  our  beft  method  to  manoeuvre  in  fuch  a  manner 
as  to  draw  the  enemy  from  their  pofition  to  fuch  a  diflance,  to 
the  northward  and  wefliward,  as  that  the  convoy  miglit  pafs 
twenty-five  leagues  to  the  fouthward  of  the  two  fleets.  The 
event  completely  afcertained  the  propriety  v/ith  which  we  had 
taken  our  meafures. 

On  the  r3th  (June  i)  we  difl:in£lly  counted  28,  and  we  per- 
ceived  tome  in  rcferve  ,  la  Proferpine,  which  was  appointed  to 
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reconnoitre  them,  counted  34,  of  which  eight  \Yere  three, 
peckers ;  this  report  corrcfponds  with  the  lid  publifhed  in  tn<? 
Engiiih.  papers  of  the  number  of  admiral  Howe's  fleer,  when 
it  let  out  to  fea  :  hy  thefe  lifts,  admiral  Howe  had  under  his 
command  36  (hips  of  the  Une,  feven  of  which  were  three- 
deckers,  the  difFerentdivi lions  commanded  by  eight  adiriirais,  all 
^diftinguifhed  in  the  Englifh  marine  :  the  Rett  of  the  Republic 
confilied  of  26  {liips,  four  of  w^hich  forming  the  diviuon  of  rear- 
admiral  Nieliy,  v/ere  exliaufted  by  a  long  cruize.  We  had 
only  three  lliips  of  three  decks,  and  three  admirals.  Wicli  this 
inequality  of  force  the  engagement  commenced.  Wq  deem.ed  it 
more  confor.nahle  to  ycur  views,  and  to  the  public  intereft,  to 
perifti  rather  than  to  abandon  to  Piit  the  means  of  fubliitence 
pf  a  het  people.  Whatever  might  be  the  refult,  to  reduce  the 
Engiiih  to  fuch  a  ftate  as  not  to  be  able  to  keep  the  fea,  was  to 
us  a  vi6lory.  Such  were  the  motives  which  deLermined  us  to 
try  the  fate  of  the  molf  dreadful  conteft  that  ever  took  place 
upon  the  ocean.  The  action  commenced  about  nine  in  the 
morning,  and  lafted  till  three  o'clock. — The  French  fleet  were 
in  good  order,  and  their  difpofitions  were  excellent,  but  tiie 
f'rench  at  fea  have  ab,va:ys  had  more  impetuofity  than  method, 
a  defe£l  for  which  it  remains  with  the  iegiilature  to  provide  a 
remedy,  faults  were  certainly  committed,  and  you  arc  all  ap- 
prized of  the  fqife  manoeuvre  of  capt.  Gallin,  whicli  occafiou'jd  the 
line  to  he  cut  behind  la  Montague.  The  conteft  v/as^,  ho  wcver, 
mamtained  with  fury  ;  feveral  Ihips  in  both  fleets  wore  difibied; 
the  rear  of  the  French  fleet  flood  the  fuock  with  a  courage  and 
intrepidity  beyond  all  eulogiuraSo  The  whole  iky  was  involved 
in  one  cloud  of  fmoke.  On  thfterent  points  of  our  line,  Eng- 
lifii  fliips  were  ken  to  fink:  reports  tranfmitted  to  me  date, 
that  three  went  to  the  bottom.  Details  of  fadls  muft  neceiTarilj 
efcape  the  ohferver,  In  fuch  a  moment  v,'i!o  can  anfvyer  for  this 
accuracy  of  obfervation  ?  The  Englii'ii  iirft  ceafed  firing,  and 
afforded  us  an  opportunity  to  examine  our  poficicn.  The  van 
of  the  Frencli  fleet  had  given  way^,  and. had  got  half  a  league  to. 
the  leeward  :  this  circumftance  alone  ravifhed  the  victory  from 
pur  hands.  If  it  had  retained  its  pofition,  the  admiral  hy  tack- 
ing about,  as  w^ashis  intention,  would  have  covered  tlie  dlfabied 
Ihips  of  both  nations.  He  was  forced  to  proceed  to  rally  tli- 
van;  but  this  manoeuvre  made  him  lofe  way,  and  prevented 
him  from  faving  all  the  fliips. 

Such  is  the  ifate  of  fa6ls,  from  which  you  may  ludge  how 
far  admiral  FTowc  is  borne  out  in  his  ailertion,  tiiat  he  had 
compelled  the  French  admiral  to  fly.  Le  Pavilion,  a  corvette  of 
eight  four-pounders,  went  to  bring  oft' one  of  our  ihips  within 
fliot  of  the  enemy  :  they  did  not  even  fire  upon  it  a  Angle  gun. 
We  did  not  move  during  the  whole.  t,i-me,:  the  Engiiih  fl,-et  wcr-J 
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to  "  .idward  :  tfiey  might  have  come  to  us,  we  could  not  go 
T  ;ack  them.  The  truth  is,  that  the  enemy  were  more  da^ 
Sf,  .^ed  than  we;  they  are  compelled  to  confels  that  they  were 
^jot  in  a  fituation  to  keep  out  at  Tea.  If  they  deny  it,  let  fa6ts 
fpeak.  They  had  a  convoy  to  intercept — that  convoy  was  ex- 
pelled at  London — it  was  already  fold  tliere.  If  the  Englilh 
fieet  had  not  received  great  damages,  why  is  that  cOnvoy  not  at 
I^ondon  ?  Why  has  it  peaceably  purfued  its  courfe  amidft  the 
wrecks  through  v;hich  it  has  paffed?  As  for  us,  cit!7,ens,  our 
m:i.ffi,on  v/aa  to  favc  the  convoy:  v/e  were  bound  to  fulfil  it, 
whatever  might  have  been  the  facrifiee  ;  and  had  it  been  necel- 
fary,  we  were  refolved  to  periila  to  the  laft  man  in  the  attempt. 

jean-Bon  Saint-Andre  concluded  his  report  with  an  eulo^ 
givtm  on  the  valour  Jifpiayed  in  the  engagement,,  and  with  citing 
feveral  acts  of  hero ifm.

I'lie  council,  in  concert  with  the  military  government,  has 
thought  proper  to  advertife  all  If  rangers  now  in  the  town,  with- 
out diftiaciion  of  nation  or  quality,  to  remove  elfewhtre  as 
loon  a?  they  can,  and  to  provide  for  their  own  fecurity  as  they 
ca?: ;  and  that  befides  no  if  ranger  nor  fugitive  can  be  admitted 
for  fhe  future.  We  aifo  recommend  it  to  every  citizen,  inha- 
bitant, and  ihopkeeper,  to  augment  as  much  as  poflible  their 
ordinary  provifions  and  ifores  of  the  neceflaries  of  life,,  in  order 
io  prevent  diilrefs  j^nd  famine  in  time  of  danger,  Sec.

"  lam  charged  to  prefcnt  tp  you  the  folloiving  .Decree :" 

THE  National  Convention,  after,  having  heard  the  report  Q,f 
the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  declare  that  the  army  of 
the  North,  and  the  army  of  the  Sambre  and  the  Meufc,  do  net 
c'eafe  to  deferve  well  of  their  ccuntrv. 
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The  National  Convention  decree,  that  all  the  troops  oc  th.-; 
Combined  tvrants,  who  remain  garrifoned  in  F'rcnch  taivvns,  in- 
vaded hy  the  enemy  on  the  frontiers  of  the  North,  and  who 
fliall  not  lurrendcr  at  difcretJca  within  24  hours  after  being  fum- 
moned  by  the  generals  of  the  armies  of  the  Republic,  fhall  not 
be  admitted  to  any  capitulation,  and  fiiall  be  put  to  the  fvvord. 

The  prefent  decree  fhali  immediately  be  tranfmitted  to  the 
-armies  of  the  Republic. 

This  decree  was  adopted  with  the  greateft  appiaufe,  and  a. 
fhout  on  all  fides  of  Vive  le  Rcpubiique  ! 


On  i()th  AleJJldor,  Mondayy  {July'],    ^7940  the  foilQiv'in^  Decree 
p--opofed  by  CamhoH  ivjs  adopted  by  the  French  Convention: 

THE  National  Convention,  having  heard  the  report  of  the 
committee  of  Finance,  decrees  as  follows: 

All  petfons  in  poirellion  of  property  belonging  to  the  co-untries 
which  are  at  war  With  the  Republic,  fliall,  in  one  month  after 
the  promulgation  of  this  decree,  pay  it  into  the  receiving-offices 
«f  their  refpeAive  dillrids,  and  in  Paris  into  the  national  trea- 
fury,  where  they  will  bq  furniflied  with, receipts. 

The  foreign  debts  fliall  be  reduced  into  French  money,  ac- 
cording to  the  rate  of  exchange  at  Paris,  at  the  time  the  dtcres. 
pafTcd  which  enjoins  tlie  feizure  and  confifcation  of  foreign  pro- 
perty ;  and  the  amount,  according  to  that  calculation,  ihali  be 
paid  in  afliguats. 

The  commiffioners  of  the  National  Treafury  fliall  calculat-e 
the  rate  of  exchange  ftated  \\\  the  preceding  article,  and  difpatcil 
their  decifion  to  the  dirediors  and  receivers  in  the  diirereiit  ^lif- 
tri6is, 

Thefe  dire^ors  ftiall  take  poiTeiTion  of  the  eire6ls,  real  and 
perfonal,  belonging  to  the  fubje6ls  of  thofe  countries  with 
which  tlie  Republic  is  at  war  ;  they  fiiall  difpofe  of  them  in  tlie 
fame  manner  as  the  other  national  property,  and  the  produce 
fliall  be  depofited  in  the  hands  of  the  receivers. 

The  receivers  Iliall  then  tranfmit  to  the  national  trec.furv 
the  amount  of  their  receipts,  which  fliall  be  depofited  in  the 
cheft  with  three  keys. 

A  feparate  account  fhall  be  kept  of  the  payments  made  undet 
this  decree,  obferving,  however,  the  mode  prefcribcd  for  depo- 
fits  and  affignations. 

Thofe  who  may  not  have  complied  with  the  provifions  cS  this, 
decree,  in  the  interval  prefcribed,  iliall  he  liable  to  a  penality 
equivalent  to  a  fourth  of  the  fum  held  back. 

The  national  agents  are  direcied  to  fupeiintend  the  due  execu- 
tion of  this  decree,  and  ta  fue  thofe  wh«  are  in  arrears.

IV.  The  French  foldiers  dre  required,  in  the  name  of  theif 
country,  to  denounce  to  their  chiels  nil  thcfe  who  may  be  found 
aiding,  by  exceffes  or  a6ts  of  depredat!0!i,  the  caiife  of  the 
enemies  of  liberty,  or  by  violating  tlie  principles  upon  which 
the  French  Republic  has  been  inftitutcd. 

Vi  The  prefent decree  ihall  be  read  at  the  head  of  every  torps^ 
and  their  officers  iliall  notify  the  fame  to  their  genferals  by  a 
certificate  from  their  adminiftrative  council.  It  iliall,  befidesj 
be  priirtedi  Truck  up,  and  publicly  read  three  times  every  decade^ 
until  otherwife  ordered.

Addrefi  of  the  Stadtholder  to   the  United  States, 

High  and  Mighty  Lords, 

WHEN,  in  the  beginning  of  laft  year,  this  ftate  was  un» 
expe£ledly  attacked  by  the  French,  and  the  enemy  had, 
in  a  ihort  fpace  of  time,  nearly  approached  the  laft;  frontier  of 
the  province  of  Holland,  1  thought  it  incumbent  on  me,  in  con- 
fequence  of  the  refpe6live  poffcs  trufted  to  my  care,  to  lay  my 
views  before  your  High  Mightineffes,  as  alfo  the  grounds  of  my 
confidence  in  the  falvation  of  our  country. — This  I  propofed  in 
the  aflembly  of  your  Higli  Might ineiTes  on  the  28th  February, 
17^3,  and  r  had,  in  that  moment  of  danger,  the  inexpreffiblc 
happinefs  of  feeing  the  fpirit  of  the  nation  roufed,  of  feeing 
how  the  inhabitants  joined  heart  and  hand,  and  how  efFcotually 
our  allies  co-operated  :  it  has  fince  pleafed  the  Supreme  Being  to 
grant  us  a  fuccefsful  iffue,  by  driving  the  enemy  from  our  ter- 
ritory, and  by  the  conquering  arms  of  the  fiiates,  with  our 
friends  and  allies,  removing  the  feat  of  war  into  the  enemy's 
ewn  country.  We  now  fee,  however,  High  and  Mighty  Lords, 
a  wonderful  revolution  in  the  ftate  of  aiFairs,  attended  with  the 
lofs  of  the  greater  part  of  our  advantages,  the  enemy  having 
penetrated  and  advanced  near  our  frontiers;  and  infi:ead  of  our 
carrying  on  the  war  ofFenfively,  they  have  forced  us  to  aft  in 
our  own  defence. 

It  is  under  fuch  circumftances,  that  it  behoves  all  thofe  who 
more  or  lefs  bear  a  fhare  in  conducing  public  affairs,  to  ftep 
forward  with  their  undifguifcd  fentiments,  and  cordially  take 
the  lead  of  the  good  inhabitants,  and  by  fuch  means  cement  a 
mutual  confidence,  without  which  the  country  cannot  be  faved. 

With  this  view  I  once  more  appear  before  you  in  this  affembly, 
to  declare  to  your  High  Mightineffes,  from  the  bottom  of  ray 
heart,  that  lam  ready  and  firmly  determined,  fupported  by  the  wife 
and  vigorous  meafures  of  your  High  Mightineffes,  and  the  Lords 
of  the  refpedive-  provinces,  to  facrifice  my  life  in  defence  of 
our  country;  and  alfo  to  affure  you,  that  I  do  by  no  means def^

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pair  of  favingthe  fiate,  if  we,  with  additional  courage  and  for- 
titude, under  the  goodnefs  of  Providence,  employ  the  ready  and 
effe61:ual  means  in  our  power,  and  finally  to  declare  to  your 
High  Migluineffes,  that  I  hold  the  Icaft  negledl:  of  fuch  necef- 
fary  exertions,  and  every  indication  of  defpondency  and  fear,  as 
inevitably  tending  towards  the  irretrievable  lofs  of  our  country. 

I  will,  no  more  than  lafl  year,  conceal  the  real  danger:  the 
true  knowledge  of  this  danger  being  requifite  tocall  in  aid  every 
poflible  means  of  refinance.  Still  were  we  to  confult  the  hif- 
tory  of  our  Republic,  we  fliould  find  circumfl:ances  of  peril, 
compared  to  which,  the  prefent  appears  to  vanifli. 

Our  brave  anceflors  fought  and  obtained  their  liberty  and 
independence  in  the  midrc  of  fuch  difiBculties,  as  human  forefight 
could  not  reafonably  hope  to  furmount;  notwithflanding  which^ 
did  they  conftantly  fpurn  at  all  the  infidious  overtures  offered 
them  ;  they  thought  themfelves  more  fecure  in  manfully  facing 
the  dangers  of  war,  than  fuffering  themfe'lves  to  be  deceived  by 
a  treacherous  peace.  While  King  Philip  and  his  adherents  con- 
tinued to  be  confidered  as  enemies,  our  forefathers  had  to  defend 
themfelves  only  againff  open  hoftilities  ;  but  had  the  enemy  in 
appearance  become  friends  and  brothers,  the  weapons  of  deceit, 
feduclion,  and  corruption,  would  have  proved  far  more  alarm- 
ing than  a  ftate  of  open  warfare.  Are  we  to  fuppofe  the  prefent 
fituation  worfe  than  that  in  1672,  when  not  only  hngle  towns, 
but  three  provinces  of  the  Union  were  in  pofTeffion  of  the  enemy? 
Or  that  of  1747,  when  all  Dutch  Flanders  and  the  ftrong  fron- 
tier of  Bergen-op-Zoom  were  loft  ?  Or,  laftly,  than  that  of 
1793,  ^^^^  recent  events  of  which  are  too  well  known  ?  If  qei- 
ther  our  anceftors  nor  ourfelves,  during  thofe  periods,  fiiewed 
fymptoms  of  defpondency,  how  difgraceful  would  it- be  in  us, 
under  our  prefent  circumltances,  did  we  enter  on  the  defence  of 
the  ftate  without  energy  and  determined  courage  !  Were  we  to 
compare  the  means  of  defence  aftually  in  the  power  of  the  Re- 
public, with  thofe  in  former  wars,  we  are  moft  affuredly  no  lels 
in  a  ftate  prepared  to  repel  the  attacks  of  the  enemy,  than  we 
were  in  the  above-mentioned  periods.  •  The  greater  part  of  our 
frontiers  is  covered,  and  continue  to  be  improved  ;  we  have  an 
army  on  foot,  who  have  fignalized  themfelves  by  their  bravery 
during  the  twO  laft  campaigns,  and  v/ho  will  a6b,  if  poflible,  more 
fo,  when  fighting  for  their  all.  The  cheerfulnefs,  joined  to  the 
courage  of  our  feamen,  hath  fliewn  itfelf  in  tlie  year  1793* 
Neither  is  the  Republic  without  allies,  wlio,  as  far  as  their  own 
iituation  may  admit,  will  ftrengthen  her:  but  it  is  of  infinitely 
•more  weight  than  to  depend  on  human  efforts,  to  confider  that 
the  God  of  heaven  and  earth,  having  fo  often  brought  about 
€ar  deliverance,  when  theprofpeft  feemed  moft  dreary,  we  have 
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at  this  time  good  grounds  to  hope,  under  him,  for  the  achieve- 
ment of  honourable  and  glorious  deeds. 

If  there  are  in  the  Republic  fuch  unnatural  and  degenerate 
Dutchmen,  who  wifh  for  the  approach  of  the  enemy,  becaufe 
they  may  imagine  it  will  procure  them  the  means  of  gratifying 
their  private  vindiilive  fpirit;  who  with  fuch  views  endeavour, 
by  intimidating  their  fellow-citizens  againft  their  taking  up  arms 
in  the  common  caufe,  let  usconfider  them  as  internal  foes,  and 
watch  their  criminal  intentions  with  no  lefs  vigilance  than  we 
do  thofe  of  our  enemy. 

The  pacific  fyftem  which  this  Republic,  as  a  commercial  flate, 
hath  ever  adopted,  I  hold  to  be  moft  to  her  advantage  ;  but  God 
forbid  we  Should  wiih  for  peace  at  tlie  expenfe  of  our  fecurity 
and  independence:  if  we  muft  lofe  thefe  ineftimable  bleffings 
through  the  fuperior  force  of  an  enemy,  it  will  be  an  event  fin- 
cerely  to  be  lamented;  but  fhould  we  make  a  voluntary  lurren- 
der  of  tlie  fame,  then  fliould  we  become  an  objedl  of  contempt 
to  all  nations. 

That  this  ftate  hath  given  France  no  caufe  for  war  is  notori- 
ous to  all  the  world.  That  people  might  among  themfelves  per- 
fecute  the  Chriftian  worflaip,  overthrow  the  ancient  throne  of 
their  kings,  arbitrarily  difpofe  of  the  freedom,  the  lives  and  pro- 
perty of  their  fellow-countrymen.  Our  ftate  faw  all  this  with 
inexpreffible  grief,  it  is  true,  but  never  had  the  moft  diftant  wnfli 
of  declaring  war  againft  the  opinions  of  this  deluded  people.  In 
fpite  of  our  moderation,  have  we  been  fuddenly  and  moft  un- 
juftLy  attacked  ;  this  attack  having  been  preceded  by  a  decree  of 
the  National  Convention,  whereby  it  appears,  that  the  reafon 
of  this  deftru6live  war  is  to  put  all  countries  and  nations  on  a 
footing  of  equality  with  the  miferies  of  France,  namely,  to 
deftroy  the  religious  worfliip  of  our  forefathers,  the  fundamental 
laws  of  the  ftate,  and  to  work  a  total  fubverfion  of  our  true 
freedom.  Thefe,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  are  the  objects  for 
which  we  ftiould  enter  into  a  treaty  of  capitulation,  in  cafe  the 
war  is  to  terminate  agreeable  to  the  enemy's  viev/s  ;  however, 
thefe  very  obje£ls  muft  never  be  made  the  fubje6i  of  treaties,  but 
for  their  better  fecurity  and  prefervation.  With  regard  to  my- 
felf,  I  know  no  njedium  between  a  vigorous  refiftance  and  pufil- 
lanimous  fubmiflion  ;  and  I  doubt  not  for  a  fingle  moment  about 
the  choice  of  your  High  Mightineftes,  that  of  the  States  of  the 
Provinces,  and  of  all  the  well-difpofed  in  the  country.  Let 
every  individual,  whatever  be  his  religious  or  civil  principles 
(provided  he  is  no  enemy  to  his  country  and  to  his  own  intereft) 
rally  round  the  ftandard  in  favour  of  the  common  caufe  of  his 
country  :  let  every  one  within  his  circle  contribute  towards  her 
protecSlion  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power:  let  the  necelTary  fupplies 
be  furniftied;  and  I  have  liopes,  I  might  fay,  I  truft  with  confi- 
S  2  dence 
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Aence,  that  we  fhall  be  able  to  defend  ourfclves,  and  under  Pro- 
vidence, proteft  the  honour,  and  promote  the  profperity  of  the 
Netherlands. 

Behold,  High  and  Miglity  Lords,  what  in  duty  I  owe  to  the 
whole  nation,  to  a  people  among  whom  I  was  born  and  educated, 
for  whofe  independence  a  great  number  of  my  anceftors  facrificed 
their  lives,  for  whofe  welfare  I  am  ready  to  fpill  my  laft  drop 
of  blood,  and  for  which  both  my  fons  have  given  proofs  of  their 
not  being  unworthy  the  name  they  bear — I  willi  then  for  nothing 
more  than  the  co-operation  of  my  fellow  citizens,  and  the  re- 
ward of  my  houfe  will  be  their  liberty,  independence,  and  per- 
manent happinefs.  (Signed)

ExtraB  from  the  Reglfter  of  the  States  General, 
Moyiday.)  July   14.- — Flat  Injentio. 

THE  deputies  of  the  feveral  provinces  having  deliberated 
upon  the  addrefs  and  propofitions  of  his  Highnefs  the 
Prince  StadthoJder,  fully  accord  with  him  in  the  noble  fenti- 
ments  therein  manifefted ;  decharing,  at  the  fame  time,  that 
they  have  no  doubt  ot  the  co-operation  of  the  different  pro- 
vinces at  fo  critical  a  period  as  the  prefent,  and  of  their  deter- 
mination to  ufe  all  their  efforts  in  aid  and  fupport  of  his  Iligli- 
nefs,  by  the  facrifice  of  their  lives  and  properties  in  the  defence 
and  fupport  of  their  country. 

Their  High  jVlightineffes  have  further  affured  M.  Van 
Schuylenberg,  their  prefident,  that  they  will  take  the  more 
effential  points  recommended  by  his  Highnefs  into  immediate 
confideration,  in  order  to  rid  the  ftate  of  the  difficulties  it  now 
labours  under,  flattering  themfelves,  that  the  means  of  defence 
adopted  will  prevent  tlie  enemy  from  penetrating  any  further; 
and  that,  under  the  Divine  bleiling,  their  efforts  will  be  crowned 
with  a  happy  iffue,  and  the  honour  and  profperity  of  the  Ne- 
therlands be  finally  fupported  ;  all  vain  and  premature  3i>pre- 
henfions  be  fuppreffed,  which  can  only  tend  to  prejudice  the 
country;  and  that  fuch  as  wiflr  for  the  arrival  of  the  enemy, 
with  their  adherents,  may  bedifarmed;  the  moft  obfervant  at- 
tention, it  being  particularly  necciuiry,  fliould  be  paid  to  tliefe 
internal  enemies  of  their  country,  much  more  dangerous  than 
thofe  without,  open  and  declared. 

It  is  further  thought  proper  to  have  it  underftood^  that  the 
propofitions  of  his  Highnefs  fiiould  be  printed  with  all  Ipeed, 
and  copies  fent  to  the  refpedive  provinces,  as  well  as  to  Dort, 
and  the  ftates  of  Drenthe.

THE  States  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefland,  &c.make  known. 
Whereas  the  circumftances  of  the  war,  fo  unjuftly  de- 
clared by  the  French  government  agairift  the  Republic,  have 
again  taken  fuch  a  turn,  that  the  frontiers  of  the  ftate  are 
expofed  a  fecond  time  to  the  violence  of  the  enemy's  invafion, 
which  can  be  no  otherwife  refifted  than  by  employing  the  moft 
vigorous  means :  to  this  eftedl,  animated  by  the  fentiments 
v/hich  his  moft  Serene  Highnefs  the  Prince  Stadtholder  ex- 
prelTed  in  his  addrefs  to  the  States  General  the  14th  oflaft 
month,  we  have  firmly  refolved  to  facrifice  our  properties  and 
lives  in  the  defence  of  the  ftate,  particularly  of  this  province, 
and  in  protedling  every  thing  that  is  dear  to  us  in  this  country. 
We  have  judged  it  necefiary  and  our  dut)'  to  inform  the  good 
citizens  of  thefe  our  ferious  intentions  and  views,  and  at  the 
fame  time  to  declare,  that  we  are  very  far  from  defpairing  of 
the  fafety  of  the  ftate,  together  with  all  its  prerogatives,  reli- 
gious and  civil,  in  cafe  that  the  means  which  Divine  Goodnefs 
has  given  and  preferved  to  us  are  employed  with  that  cordiality, 
concord,  and  true  patriotifm,  which  have  at  all  times  charac- 
terifed  the  free-born  Belgic  nation.  It  is  with  this  view  that 
we  exhort  every  citizen,  who  is  not  totally  degenerated  from 
the  virtues  of  his  anceftors,  to  renounce  at  this  time,  when  the 
country  is  in  danger,  all  party  fpirit,  and  to  unite  heart  and 
hand  for  the  prefervation  of  their  own  interefts,  and  to  remem- 
ber that  every  one  in  his  own  fphere  is  obliged  to  co-operate, 
fince  there  is  not  a  fingle  perfon  who  would  not  lofe,  in  the 
fall  of  the  ftate,  his  own  perfonal  liberty,  and  his  unreftrained 
nseans  of  fubfiftence  ;  but  above  all,  let  every  one  think  that 
this  obligation  becomes  greater  in  proportion  to  his  pofleflions, 
or  other  relations  to  this  country,   fo  favoured  by^Heaven. 

That  amongft  the  means  we  judge  may,  and  ought  to  be 
employed  with  vigour,  we  reckon  the  local  fttuation  and  the 
natural  force  of  the  country,  ftrengthened  by  fortreftes  and  by 
inundations,  by  means  of  which  our  enemies  have  been  fo  often 
driven  from  our  frontiers,  as  likewife  the  augmentation  and  the 
abundant  ftores  witli  which  the  army  of  the  ftate  is  provided, 
encouraged  as  it  is  by  the  immortal  glory  it  has  acquired  in  the 
two  iaft  campaigns.  But  neither  is  it  to  be  diflembled,  that  in 
order  to  put  every  thing  into  the  moft  refpe£table  fttuation  it  is 
capable  of,  conftderable  fums  are^wanted:  for  thefe  wants  we 
have  endeavoured  to  provide  in  time,  as  well  by  refolving  upon 
different,  as  by  impoftng  a  tax  after  the  example  of  like  cir- 
cumftances in  the  year  1747;  three  proportions  of  which  we, 

with 
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with  all  other  well-intentioned  citizens,  have  already  paid, 
being  obliged,  by  our  necefTities,  to  anticipate  the  laft  propor- 
tion a  month  before  the  time.  Neverthelefs,  all  the  means  of 
fupply  hitherto  furnifhed  fall  greatly  fhort  of  the  neceffities  of 
this  expenfive  war,  more  efpecially  at  the  prefent  mQment, 
when  the  fafety  or  the  fall  of  the  Republic  depends  upon  the 
prompt  furnifhing  of  coin. 

In  the  mean  time  we  with  pleafure  learn,  that  many  good  citi- 
zens, who  have  the  power  of  doing  fo,  have  declared  themfelves 
ready  to  fuccour  the  country  efficacioufly  with  all  their  power,  at 
this  eonjun£lure,  if  a  general  call  be  made  to  this  effeft,  and  if  a 
loan  be  opened  on  fuch  conditions  as  agree  bell  with  the  prefent 
valne  of  the  interef!:  of  money. 


Declaratory  Anjwer  of  the  Stales  of  Overyjpl  to  the  Exhortatory 
Addrefs  of  their  High  Mightineffes  of  Holland,  refpe^ing  the 
frefetit  alarming  Crifis. 

High  akd  Mighty  Lords, 

WE  have  thankfully  received  the  two  addrcffes  of  your  High 
Mightineffes,  written  at  the  Hague,  the  14th  and  26th 
of  laft  month  ;  the  firft  of  which  earneflly  recommended  a  propo- 
rtion' made  that  day  by  his  Highnefs  the  Stadtholder  to  the  Af- 
fembly  of  your  High  Mightineiies  ;  and  the  other  tended  to  com- 
municate to  us  the  refolution  of  the  Lords  the  States  of  Holland  " 
and  Weft  Friefland,  taken  upon  the  faid  propofition,  and  remit- 
ted to  the  Affembly  of  your  High  Mightineffes,     ^ 

We  thank  your  High  Mightineffes  for  the  com.munication  al- . 
ludfd  to  ;  and  we  beg  leave  to  teftify  to  his  Highnefs  our  warm- 
eft  obligation  and  fincere  gratitude,  that,  far  from  defpairing  at 
this  critical  moment  for  the  fafety  of  our  dear  country,  which  is 
•precious. to  all,  there  is  no  want,  on  the  contrary,  ot  tb.at  laudable, 
emulation,  which  not  only  fcrves  to  manifeft  cordially,  proper  and 
patriotic  fentiments,  but  alfo  to  aroufe  effediually  the  courage  and 
union  of  the  High  Allies,  in  order,  as  the  danger  is  renewed 
and  increafed,  our  efforts  and  vigour  i:nay  be  redoubled,  to  rclift 
courageoufly  the  evil  which  threatens  us,  and,  with  the  aid  of 
divine  Providence,  to  defeat  effePcually  this  dangerous  combination.

are,  however,  far  from  confidering  the  difficulty  as  infurmount- 
abie  ;  and  that,  in  conformity  with  the  wiflies  of  his  Highnefs, 
we  entertain  no  doubt  but  we  will  be  able,  with  the  aid  of  divine 
Providence,  to  defeat  the  arduous  efforts  of  an  artful  enemy. 
•  The- experience  of  former  deliverances,  the  refources  which 
ftill  remain  to  us,  the  courage  and  the  cordiality  of  the  allies,  the 
wifdom  of  his  Highnefs  the  Stadtholder,  the  bravery  of  his  fons, 
and  of  your  troops,  and,  above  all,  the  fuccour  of  the  God  of  the 
Lqw  Countries,  whofe  beneficence  wc  have  fo  often  witneffed, 
are  ample  foundations  on  which  we  are  able  to  build  a  certain 
hope  of  prefervation  and  fecurity. 

As  to  us,  there  Ihall  not  be  wanting  every  exertion  which  can

INFOR.MED  that  the  markets  of  Bruffels  are  not  fo  well  furnifh- 
ed  with  provifions  as  heretofore,  under  pretext  of  the  circulation 
of  alTignats,  and  that  different  individuals  have  ceafed  to  carry  on 
trade  from  tiie  fame  motive  :  confidering  that  the  former  arretes 
relative  to  thisfiibje6l  do  not  admit  of  any  exception  ;  that  the  law 
ought  to  be  equal  to  all ;  and  that  every  manoeuvre,  tending  either 
direffly  or  indireftly  to  elude  it,  ouglit  to  be  repreffed  with  feverity, 
hereby  command  the  communes  which  furnifli  the  markets  of 
Bruffels  with  corn  and  provifions  of  all  kinds,  to  continue  to  jiro- 
vide  them  with  the  fame,  as  in  times  paft,  without  any  diftin6tion 
of  price,  in  refped.  to  affignats,  which  they  are  to  receive  as  the 
money  of  France,  tinder  penalty,  of  fuch  individuals  as  refufe  the 
fame  at  par,  being  reputed  enemies  of  the  Republic,  and  con- 
duced into  France,  to  be  piinilhed  accordingly.  It  is  equally 
enjoined  to  all  thofe  who  have  fhut  up  their  Ihops  or  warehoufes, 
to  re-open  them  immediately,  and  refume  their  commerce,  of 
whatever  nature  it  may  b':,  thereby  conforming  themfelves  to  the 
preceding  difpofitions,  under  the  fame  penalty. 

The  magiftrates  of  Brijiie";3  ihall  caufe  the  prefent  proclamation 
t-o  be  printed  and  pubiilhed  in  the  two  languages,  and  ihall  alfo 
adopt  the  necelfary  meafures  for  their  execution.

Thofe  who  fhall  commit  any  outrage  upon  the  defencelefs  inha- 
bitants, men,  women,  or  children,  fhall  alfo  be  punifhed  with 
death.  The  old,  the  women,  and  the  children,  are  efpecially 
under  the  fafeguard  of  French  generofity. 

Protection,  fuccour,  and  fatety  are  promifed  to  all  inhabitants 
of  the  Spanifh  territory  who  do  not  refifl — thofe  who  take  up 
arms  againfl  the  foldiers  of  liberty  fhall  be  treated  as  enemies. 

Thofe  French  found  in  the  enemies  territory  are  ordered  to 
quit  it  in  twenty-four  hours,  upon  pain  of  being  treated  as  emi- 
grants^ 

The  Inhabitants  of  the  conquered  country  to  deliver  up  their 
arms  within  twenty-four  hours,  under  pain  of  death.  Aflignatsto 
be  received,  under  the  penalty  of  the  laws  upon  that  fubje6l. 

The  taxes  of  each  conquered  province  to  continue  as  hereto- 
fore, for  the  benefit  of  the  Republic.

Barreris  Report  on  the  Capture  of  Ojlendy  made  in  the  Middle  sf 
July,   1794. 

CITIZENS  !  the  committee  of  Public  Welfare  can  hardly 
follow  the  rapid  march  of  our  triumphant  armies.  Vidlory 
has  affumed  the  boldeft  flight  of  fame.  Our  gallant  troops,  with 
whom  triumphs  are  permanent,  have  increafed  the  maritime  force 
of  the  Republic  :  whilfl  the  armies  of  the  Sambre  and  the  Meufe 
\Vere  re-conquering  the  department  of  Jemappe,  the  left  wing  of 
the  northern  army  took  a  great  port.  Oflend  is  in  the  pofTeflion 
of  the  French.  The  port,  the  greateft  part  of  the  fhipping,  the 
jirtillery,  ammunition,  and  magazines,  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
republicans.  You  have  ordered  the  French  armies  not  to  allow 
^ny  breathing  time  to  the  Britifh  and  Imperial  banditti,  and  your 
orders  have  been  ftriftly  obeyed.  With  thofe  infamous  hordes, 
terror  and  flight  are  now  the  order  of  the  day.  The  French  armies 
can  fcarce  overtake  the  Imperial  eagle  in  its  flight ;  and  all  Bel- 
gium has  neither  extent  nor  flrong-holds  enough  to  protect:,  or 
rather  to  hide  the  retreat  of  the  allies. 

Citizens,  you  know  that  Ollend  is  no  common  conqueft  ;  it  is 
a  ftrong  place,  and  a  famous  pofl :  it  is  an  important  point,  which 
cements  the  fea  with  the  land,  increafes  the  refources  of  our  navy, 
and  rtrengthens  the  defence  of  the  continent.  Oftend  is  the  co- 
vered way  through  v/hich  the  ferocious  Englifli  conveyed  their 
poifons  into  France,  their  tnen  and  horfes  to  the  combined  ar- 
mies \  and  where  they  heaped  up  provillons  and  ammunition  for 
the  troops  of  tyranny.  Oflend  was  the  barbarous  ftaple  of  royal 
coalition  5  the  abundant  granary,  the  completed  arfenal  of  the 
troops  of  the  tyrarjts,  and  the  infernal  fupport  of  the  Court  of 
London,  which  now  in  its  turn  fhall  feel  that  terror,  under  the 
deadly  experience  of  vvhich  its  fatellites  fuflfer.  Oftend  has,vomit- 
u4  on  Ihore,  along  mi\\  Eng»>lh  horfes,  alTaffins  inftru^ed  by 
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Pitt;  and  the  Duke  of  York  has  never  wanted  courage  to  entef 
towns  that  were  fubjeded  by  treafon,  or  bought  with  Engliili 
guineas — that  pretender  to  fhattered  crowns  ;  that  generous  fuc- 
ceflbr  on  a  throne  in  ruins ;  that  renowned  warrior,  who  is  known 
at  Maubeuge  by  an  ignominious  flight,  and  on  our  frontiers  by 
his  cruelties  committed  in  cool  blood. 

But  all  Ihall  be  expiated  by  the  capture  of  Oftend,  and  its  ma- 
gazines and  cannon  (hall  make  good  a  part  of  the  mifchief  they 
have  done  to  France.  *'  The  fea,  monopolized  by  the  favage 
*'  Englifh,  will  feel  itfelf  more  free,  fince  Oftend  is  in  the  hands 
"  of  the  French  ;  and  the  firing  of  fome  of  their  veffels,  and  the 
''  taking  of  otliers,  detained  in  the  port  by  contrary  winds,  fhall 
'*  revenge  us  for  the  horrors  perpetrated  at  Toulon." 

The  noble  Lords  of  the  Englilh  parliament,  and  the  difinterefted 
orators  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  may  now,  in  loyal  addrefles, 
acknowledge  the  paternal  care  of  George,  and  thank  him  for  th& 
fucceffes  at  Ypres  and  Oftend  ;  for  the  capture  of  Charleroi  and 
Mons  ;  not  forgetting  the  battle  of  Fleurus,  which,  like  that  of 
Jemappe,  has  thrown  Belgium  into  the  hands  of  the  French. 

What  then  do  they  mean,  thofe  treacherous  and  ferocious  men, 
who  are  flaves  at  home,  defpots  on  the  continent,  and  pirates  at 
fea  r  What  fruits  can  they  at  prefent  hope  to  reap  from  fo  many 
crimes?  Do  they  ftill  exped  that  the  Seine  Ihall  ftoop  to  the 
Thames?  How  long  ftiall  monarchical  England  provoke  the  in- 
dignation of  republican  France  ?  No  !  Thou  fhalt  be  punifhed, 
venal  and  merchandizing  London  ;  thy  fate  is  written  on  the  walls 
of  Oftend.  Relate  to  the  Englilh  families  how  many  of  the  fol- 
diers  who  have  been  tranfported  to  Oftend  will  fee  their  homes 
again.  Compute  with  thy  merchants,  how  much  of  the  provi- 
fions  and  merchandize  that  have  been  fent  to  Oftend,  may  return 
to  thy  ports.  This  is  thy  only  care  !  In  thy  ftrong  chefts  alone 
thou  feeleft  thy  misfortunes  I  It  is  by  means  of  gold  that  thou 
flattereft  thyfelf  to  conquer ;  but  our  iron  has  fubdued  thy  gold, 
and  the  fortune  of  battle,  pointing  at  the  three-coloured  ftandard 
planted  on  the  ramparts  of  Oftend,  foretels  the  fate  of  Europe  and 
thy  own. 

But  our  victories  are  not  confined  to  Oftend  ;  another  town  in 
Belgium  has  alfo  fallen  into  our  power.  While  we  were  announcing 
to  you  the  capture  of  the  former  place,  an  exprefs  arrived  with 
the  news  of  the  taking  of  Tournay.  That  rifing  in  a  mafs,  which 
laft  month  was  called  for  at  Turin,  Madrid,  Vienna,  and  Bruflels, 
has,  therefore,  proved  perfeclly  ufelefs  to  the  coalefced  Kings  ; 
their  proclamations  have  been  like  a  voice  preaching  in  the  de- 
fert.  People  do  not  rife  to  rivet  their  chains.  What  could  they 
poflibly  expeil  from  this  royal  parody  of  republican  courage  ? 

A  letter  from  Marchiennes-au-Pont,  dated  July  2,  fays,  "  th« 
"  Emperor  is  in  a  violent  paflion  againft,  the  Brabanters,  on  ae- 

T  2  *'  count 
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*^  count  of  their  joy  at  the  arrival  of  the  French  ;  and  becaufe 
<*  they  did  not  choofe  to  grant  him  the  reinforcements  which  he 
*'  demanded." 

We  are  now  mafters  of  thofe  impious  garrifons,  which  but  too 
long  have  defiled  the  foil  of  France,  and  facrilegious  villains  fliall 
be  punilhed.  Caft  your  eye  on  a  map  of  our  frontiers ;  Mons 
renders  us  mafters  of  Ath,  and  Tournay  of  the  Scheldt :  thefe 
two  points  of  communication  could  alone  afford  the  enemy's  army 
any  reafonable  hope  of  a  retreat  or  flight ;  they  were  the  only 
roads  by  which  the  ftrong  places  of  Conde,  Quefnoy,  Landrecies 
and  Valenciennes,  could  keep  up  any  kind  of  intercourfe  with 
the  confederate  troops  i  but  in  confequence  of  the  victories  ob- 
tained by  our  gallant  troops,  thofe  four  places  are  now  completely 
furrounded.  Within  a  few  days  thofe  impure  dregs  of  enflaved 
nations  (hall  be  fwept  away  from  the  French  foil ;  within  a  few 
hours  they  (hall  be  forced  to  furrender ;  obftinacy  on  their  fide 
could  only  produce  a  fliameful  adjournment  of  a  total  defeat,  or 
a  well-deferved  death.  Our  territory  has  but  too  long  been  poTw 
luted  by  thofe  northern  flaves ;  but  too  long  thofe  fortrefles,  dif- 
honoured  by  daftardly  garrifons,  have  been  torn  from  the  French 
Kepublic  ;  the  all-powerful  fpring  of  the  national  force  is  un- 
bent, and  fhall  bear  down  every  obflacle  in  its  way.  The  favour- 
able moment  is  come  :  with  the  utmoll  difficulty  the  garrifons  of 
the  above  places  can  hold  any  communication  with  the  combined 
army  between  Brulfels  and  Mons,  and  the  republican  army  ftands 
between  thofe  fortreffes  and  the  confederate  troops. 

Your  committee  has  been  of  opinion,  that  the  genius  of  the 
Republic,  and  the  great  examples  which  we  owe  to  Europe,  re- 
quired that  the  French  territory  (hould  be  marked  in  a  folemn, 
awful  manner;  it  is  a  facred  ground,  inhabited  by  freemen,  which 
profaning  Haves  muft  either  quit,  or  dung  with  their  blood.  This 
dreadful  decree  is  to  be  put  in  execution  after  a  fhort  delay  that 
will  be  allowed  them.  The  P^ngliih,  however>  as  you  may  eafily 
fuppofe,  are  excepted  from  that  momcntaneous  indulgence;  for 
the  Englifh  we  have  only  treaties  of  death.  Your  committee 
have  thought  proper,  that  all  the  trogps  of  the  coalefced  tyrants, 
ihut  up  in  the  llrong  places  of  Conde,  Qiiefnoy,  Landrecies,  and 
Valenciennes,  (hall  be  put  to  the  fword,  unlels  they  furrender  at 
difcreiion  within  twenty-four  hours  from  being  fummoned  by  our 
'"generals.  We  learn,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Valenciennes  have 
already  rifen  a^ainft  the  Auftrians  and  Englifli,  and  that  no  arifto- 
crat  is  fuffered  to  quit  the  town.  That  meafure  alone,  though  adopt- 
ed rather  late,  can  fave  the  inhabitants;  and  by  jlriking  terror  into 
the  troops  of  the  tyrants,  you  mull  teach  them  to  refpeil  the  ter- 
ritory of  the  French  Republic.  The  times  of  Dumourier  are  no 
.more  ;  the  French  army  is  no  longer  alfembled  in  the  camp  of 
X-une,  where  traitors,  while  they  were   ufurping  tri,uraphal  ho 
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nours,  fold  the  people  to  a  band  of  crowned  robbers,  and  granted 
leave  to  the  ferocious  Pruflians  to  retreat  undifturbed  from  our 
domains.  The  republican  army  no  longer  tolerates  fuch  agree- 
ments of  retreat,  nor  favours  fuch  efcapes  as  were  then  winked  at 
by  generals  who  called  themfelves  Frenchmen.  An  immediate 
furrendcr  within  twenty-four  hours,  or  death,  is  the  general  will 
of  the  nation.  Should  the  ilaves,  heaped  up  within  our  walls, 
choofe  to  make  the  lealt  refinance,  they  are  fure  of  being  put  to 
the  fword.  At  that  price  the  Republic  will  condefcend  to  give 
them  a  leflon  of  the  military  art. 

But  far  be  it  froin  us  :  far  is  the  idea  from  brave  republicans, 
that  all  is  accompliihed  by  the  evacuation  of  the  territory  of  the 
French  Republic.  Virtuons  friends  of  peace  !  we  have  watched 
your  exertions,  and  your  fly  endeavours  to  foften  the  courage,  to 
weaken  the  armies,  to  eflrange  vi6lory,  and  to  cool  the  burning 
ardour  of  the  republicans— but  beware  !.  liberty  watches  you 
clofely,  and  points  out  the  difaltrous  confequences  of  mirth  ill- 
applied.  Treat  with  them  to-day,  and  to-morrow  they  will  fall 
upon  you  with  iiicreafed  i'urv  ;  let  tiieni  lull  you  afleep  on  your 
la-uiels,  and  they  will  murder  you  without  pity.  No,  no;  all 
our  enemies  iriult-  pcriili  :  I  have  faid  it  already  in  this  tribune — 
*'  the  dead  ainne  do  not  retvirn — tvrants  are  incorrigible — ^their 
♦«  rninillers  iti!!  wone — and  their  fubjeds  Ilaves."  All  their  pro- 
jeds  aim  at  the  dedructlon  of  republicans,  and  the  propagation  of 
wretched  royalty.  We  muft,  therefore,  take  advantage  of  our 
victories,  utilize  our  courage,  and  rmmortalize  this  campaign. — 
Ovfr  noifhern  frontier  is  the  tomb  of  tyrants  ;  if  we  know  how  to 
main'"ain  f^uruilves  at  (he  height  of  the  rev^silution,  and  hold  to  the 
royaliils  ot  Europe  that  dignihed  language  which  becomes  the  Re- 
piiblic.  "  Kings  will  no  longer  confpire  againft  liberty  when 
"  they  are  no  more  ;  and  their  exiftence  is  at  an  end,  when  their 
''  armies  are  annihilated  ;  their  money  and  their  taxes  fpent, 
"  their  power  and  their  foldiers  gone."  Let  us,  therefore,  con- 
tinue againft  them  a  vigorous,  an  exterminating  war.  Learn  a 
new  proof  of  the  proportion  which  our  forces  bear  to  theirs.  The 
reprefentativeof  the  people  in  his  letter  dated  Marchiennes  auPont, 
jime  29,  fays,  <■'  The  diviGon  of  the  right,  commanded  by  Ge- 
"  neral  Duhem,  in  the  engagement  of  the  26th,  fell  with  their 
"  bayonets  upon  the  enemv,  and  took  from  them  a  twelve- 
''  pounder.  Terror  and  depreilion  are  the  orders  of  the  day  with 
•*  the  flaves  of  tyrants.  This  morning  a  poll  of  thirty  Aullrians, 
*^  commanded  by  an  officer,  furrendered  at  difcretion  to  one  of 
*'  our  patjoles,  compofed  of  four  horfe  chaifeiirs  and  a  ferjeant." 
.  Obferve  twelve  millions  of  people  of  one  and  the  fame  family,  and 
turn  an  eye  of  pity  towards  thofe  thoufands  of  (laves  whom  the  Em- 
peror leads  into  battle  with  cudgels  ;  whom  the  King  of  Pruffia 
con*i,uds  to  battle  with  fabre-blows ;  and  whom  the  Dt^ke  of  York 
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intoxicates  with  rum  and  gin.  But  v.hat  need  have  1  to  acquaint 
you  with  the  taftics  and  chara<5ler  of  our  enemies  ?  Our  armies 
judge  of  them  better,  and  beat  and  exterminate  them  daily. 


'the  following  has  been  circulated  as  an  exaH  Copy  of  Lord  Molra^s 
jlddrefs  to  his  Army,  when  he  departed  from  them  at  Antwerp  ^  on 
Tiiefdayy  July  21^   i794» 

PARTICULAR  cireumftances  calling  Lord  Moira  immedi- 
ately to  England,  he  is  to  be  relieved  at  this  poll  by 
Lieutenant  General  Abercrombie. 

Lord  Moira  cannot  furrender  his  command  without  entreat- 
ing the  officers,  non-commiffioned  officers,  and  men  of  the 
corps  which  accompanied  him  from  Oltend,  to  accept  his 
warmeft  and  moll:  grateful  thanks  for  the  kind  and  cheerful 
acquielcence  he  has  experienced  from  them  in  the  fevere  fatigues 
to  which  he  was  obliged  to  fubjeft  them. 

He  has  the  affurance,  that  he  is  ftiil  to  have  their  fupport  in 
the  fervice  to  which  they  were  originally  deftined  !  And  that 
hope  lejQTens  his  relu61ance  at  ceafing,  for  the  prefent,  to  fliare 
the  honourable  dangers  of  fervice  ! 

He  trulls  they  \m\\  believe,  that  no  light  confideration 
would  have  obliged  him  to  quit  them  ;  as  he  perfuades  him- 
(elf,  they  are  fenfible  of  his  having  endeavoured  to  repay  the 
generoBS  attachment  they  have  fliewn  to  him,  by  the  moft 
lively  intereft  for  their  welfare! 

For  the  prefent  he  bids  them  farewel,  with  the  moft  fervent 
prayers  for  their  honour  and  profperity* 


The  following  is  a  Copy  of  Lord  Moira  s  Addrcfs  to   the  Officers  of 
his  Army,   on  leaving  it, 

LORD  Moira  is  fo  folicitous  to  pofTcfs  the  profeflional  good 
opinion  of  officers  v/liom  lie  has  had  extraordinary  reafon 
to  efteem,  that  he  muii  beg  leav^e  to  explain  feme  circumllances 
relative  to  the  march  of  hi^  co:j>s  from  Ollend. 

The  orders  under  which  Lord  Moira  embarked,  pointed  out 
the  reftridled  objeif  of  defending  Ofiend.  r'rom  the  known 
jGtuation  of  that  place,  it  appeared  that  the  prote6lion  of  it 
could  not  be  infured  by  any  reinforcement  of  the  garrifon,  but 
muft  be  effefted  by  meai'ures  that  v^rould  probably  entail  a 
battle. — That  he  might  fliare  the  danger  of  fuch  a  conteft  with 
troops  to  whom  he  is  unieignedlv  attached,  Lord  Moira  re- 
folved.  to  embarks  notwitji Handing  he  had  before  told  his  Ma- 
I  jefty's 
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jcHy's  minlfters  "  any  orders  for  his  ferving  in  Flanders  niuft 
occafion  his  immediate^refignation." 

Oftend  feemed  fecured  by  the  debarkation  of  the  troops,  and 
the  objecl  of  the  miffion  was  completed,  had  events  been  fortu- 
nate in  other  parts:  the  day,  however,  after  the  landing,  Lord 
Moira  heard  lb  much  about  tlie  ftate  of  alFairs  in  the  country, 
that  he  thought  he  could  not  honeftly  confine  his  attention  to 
the  fervice  exadly  affigned  for  him  ;  he  therefore  took  it  upon 
himfelf  to  write  to  General  Clairfait  and  to  General  Walmoden, 
propollng  a  jund^ion  of  their  forces,  in  order  that  they  might 
a6l  from  Bruges  to  Thielt,  upon  the  left  wing  of  the  French^ 
This  meafure  would  have  covered  Oftend,  at  the  fame  time 
that  the  confequence  of  it,  as  to  the  lightening  the  prelTure  on 
the  Duke  of  York,  could  not  but  be  very  important.  General 
Clairfait  eagerly  adopted  the  idea,  but  made  it  a  condition, 
that  Lord  Moira  iliould  fingly  pofTefs  himfelf  of  the  city  of 
Bruges,  before  he  (General  Clairfait)  fhould  move.  The  con- 
dition was  nice,  becaufe  Lord  Moira  had  not  time  to  get  afhore 
any  heavy  cannon,  as  tlie  movement  would  be  impradlicable, 
were  it  not  mrde  before  the  French  in  that  neighbourhood  re- 
ceived a  reinforcement,  which  they  hourly  expe6led  ;  fo  that 
the  corps  already  at  Wingham,  which  had  only  fix  miles  to 
march  to  Bruges,  whiifl:  Lord  Moiia  had  twelve,  might,  by- 
throwing  a  thoufand  men  into  the  town,  defeat  the  attempt 
of  feizing  it,  and  would  thereby  oblige  Lord  Moira  to  join  the 
Auftrians  by  Sluys  and  Sas  de  Gand,  or  return  to  Ofi:end,  and 
leave  the  reft  of  Flanders  to  its  fate. 

The  enterprize  was,  however,  undertaken.  On  the  road 
to  Bruges,  Lord  Moira  received,  by  an  exprefs,  a  letter 
from  the  Duke  of  York,  which  had  come  round  by  Sluys, 
defiring,  "  that  Lord  Moira  would  embark  his  whole  araiy, 
*'  and  join  him  by  the  way  of  Antwerp."  The  other  objedt 
was  too  far  advanced  to  leave  room  for  the  obedience  of  this 
order.  Bruges  was  luckily  fecured  ;  but,  at  the  very  gates  of 
it,  Lord  Moira  wqs  overtaken  by  Captain  Clinton,  who  came 
by  way  of  Sluys,  Blackenberg,  and  Ofi:end,  from  the  Duke  of 
York  and  General  Clairfait.  The  meiTage  from  the  Duke  of 
York  was,  to  know  "  whether  Lord  Moira  could  not  under- 
**  take  to  march  by  Sluys  and  Sas  de  Gand,"  (tlie  other  road 
appearing  out  ofthequeftion  to  his  Royal  Highnefs)  **  fo  as 
*'  to  join  the  Duke  of  York's  arm.y  more  rapidly  than  the 
*'  paffage  by  fea  would  allow."  From  General  Clairfait  there 
\|'asa  declaration,  "  that  on  account  of  Prince  Cobourg's  defeat, 
*'  he  could  not  fulfil  any  engagement  v/ith  Lord  Moira,  and 
**  that  he  expected  to  leave  Ghent  in  a  few  hours."  From 
General  Wgimpden  thgre  were   not   any   letters  of  informa- 
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Lord  Moira,  from  the  urgent  tenour  of  the  Duke  of  York^s 
mefTnge,  and  from  apprehenlions  of  poffible  difficulties  to  his 
Royal  Highnefs's  army,  fhould  General  Clairfait  be  ordered  by 
Prince  Coburg  to  retire,  refolved  to  pufla  forward  by  the  route 
of  Ecloo  and  Ghent,  notwithftanding  he  had  no  longer- af- 
furance  of  co-operation ;  and  with  tliis  intent  he  pafTed 
tlirough  Bruges  to  the  camp  of  Malles. 

This  v.Triation  from  the  original  purpofe  overturned  all  the 
plans  w^hich  had  been  arranged  for  the  i'upport  and  conve- 
jiience  of  the  corps;  for  it  had  been  fettled  with  Colonel  Vize 
that  the  baggage  Ihould  be  forwarded  by  the  canal  from  Of- 
tend  to  Bruges;  the  latter  being  deifined  to  be  made  the  ftore 
and  magazine  for  the  army,  ns  long  as  it  fhould  adf  in  the 
dire£tion  intended.  The  cafe  feemed  to  leave  no  roonV  for 
hefitation.  Under  all  the  impending  inconveniences,  from 
privation  of  baggage,  and  the  obvious  danger  from  the  want 
of  referved  ammunition,  the  embarralTments  which  threatened 
the  army  of  the  Duke  of  York  demanded  that  an  immediate 
jun6lion  fhould  be  attempted. 

The  evacuation  of  Offend,  and  the  tranfmiilion  of  the  bag- 
gage to  Sas  de  Gand,  were  therefore  inftantly  determined  with 
Colonel  Vize.  From  Malles,  Lord  Moira  fent  to  General 
Walmoden,  to  apprize  him  that  he  fhould  continue  his  march 
nc;it  day  by  way  of  Ecloo,  requefting  fuch  movements  on  the 
p:\rt  of  that  general  as  could  be  made  without  hazard,  to 
i  nprefsthe  enemy  with  a  fufpicion  of  a  projedfed  attack  ;  and 
h'  took  every  poffible  means  to  circulate  an  exaggerated  account 
of  his  own  force,  and  to  obtain  accurate  intelligence  of  the 
approach  of  the  enemy.  The  exertions  of  General  Walmoden 
upon  this  occafion  cannot  be  too  gratefully  remembered,  as  he 
was  not  in  any  manner  pledged  to  give  the  afliftance  which  he 
furnifhed.  The  march  vv^as  undertaken  without  any  confi- 
dence of  fupport.  Lord  Moira  was  grer;tly  encouraged  to  run 
the  rifque,  by  the  confuleration,  that,  fliould  he  find  himfelf 
overpowered,  Sluys  would  Ifill  be  open  for  him  to  retire  upon 
when  he  had  once  reached  Malderghem.  The  rapidity  of  the 
marclt  fortunately  expofed  nothing  to  chance  ;  though  Lord 
Moira  has  imce  been  informed,  that  the  enemy's  general  had 
orders  to  flrike  at  the  corps  at  all  events,  and  had  taken  every 
preliminary  meafure  for  that  purpofe. 

Whether  any  fervice  was  rendered  to  the  army  of  the  Duke 
of  York  bv  the  movement  and  expeditious  jutitlion,  is  not 
now  the  confideration ;  Lord  Moira's  fole  object  being  to 
'jxpiam  t'le  cirouiriHances  and  perfuafion  under  which  he 
iclcd,  io  that  the  fatigue  and  inconvenience  which  the  corps 
uifFered  in  conTequence  of  that  march  may  not  appear  to 
bivYC  been  light i\  or  unnecefTarily  impolcd.

OUR  valorous  armies  have  juft  quitted  the  fertile  plains,  In 
which  they  have  fuftairie'd  the  moft  fevere  combats  during 
three  bloody  campaigns,  for  the  prefer vation  of  your  property, 
the  repofe  of  your  lives,  the  fecurity  of  your  fields,  the  main- 
tenance of  your  religion,  the  happlnefs  of  yeur  children^  the 
riches  of  your  flourifliing  provinces,  and  to  fave  thofe  pro- 
vinces from  ruin  and  complete  annihilation — plains  in  wluch 
they  maintaitied,  at  the  dxpenfe  '6f  their  blood,  which  has  flowed 
for  three  fucceffive  years,  the  glory  of  their  arms,  by  the 
generous  f^crifice  of  their  Hves  and  of  their  means  ;  while  they 
lacrificed  thofe  deareft  tieS  which  attach  men  of  diftant  nations, 
not  lefs  than  yourfeives,  to  their  homes  and  to  their  country; 
and  while  they  voluntarily  renounced  all  the  domeftic  happinefs 
they  had  a  right  to  expeft. 

The  inexhauftible  refources  of  a  nation  in  a  ftate  of  furor, 
"which  fports  with  the  life  and  happinefs  of  man,  with  religion, 
with  the  duties,  with  the  bands  of  civil  fociety  ;  its  innume- 
table  cohorts  which  are  led  to  flaughter  by  their  tyrants,  and 
who,  by  lavifhing  their  blood,  purchafe  the  fleeting  fliadovv  of 
an  imaginary  liberty ;  the  inaftivity  of  a  blinded  people,  who 
would  not  liften  to  the  approach  of  danger  any  more  than  to 
the  paternal  voice  of  their  good  prince ;  the  fecret  practices, 
which  we  hardly  know  by  what  name  to  call,  of  feveral  of 
their  ambitious  reprefentatives,  mefi  in  whom  this  very  peoplo 
fee,  now  too  late,  and  abhor,  the  authors  of  their  unbounded 
and  unceafing  mifery. — All  thefe  caufes  have  forced  our  armies 
to  retreat  to  your  frontiers. 

It  is  there  that  they  are  now  polled,  weakened,  but  not 
vanquiflied;  fatigued  by  an  unequal  conteft,  but  not  hi^mbled 
by  difeouragement,  nor  fubdued  by  defpair.  It  is  there  that 
they  form,  as  it  were,  an  advanced  wall  of  defence  for  the 
Germanic  liberty;  to  a6l  as  a  rampart  for  your  religion,  your 
laws,  and  your  families.  The  Meufe  is  the  line  of  feparation 
between  the  total  lofs  and  the  prefervation,  between  the  over- 
throw and  the  maintenance  of  all  thefe  \  between  mifery  and 
happinefs.  Rife  then,  German  brothers  and  friends !  On  yoa 
will  depend  the  making  it  pofTible  for  your  deliverers  to  live 
or  die  for  your  defence.  I  myfeli,  a  German  prince,  full  of 
folicitude,  not  lefs  for  the  fafety  of  my  country,  than  the  pre- 
fervation of  my  warriors,  I  call  upon  you.  f^rocure  us  fub- 
fiftence,  bring  us  provifions  from  your  magazines.  Think 
that  in  forwarding  to  us  thefe  painful  fuccours,  you  fecure  at 
the  fame  time  your  approaching  harveft—Share  with  us  yo^r 
Vol.  II.  U  lavings 
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favhigS — To  obtain  what  we  want,  employ  the  treafures  of 
vour  churches.  Give  your  utenfih  and  vales  of  filver  to  the 
Emperor,  for  the  pay  of  your  defenders.  You  will  receive 
receipts  for  the  payment  in  due  form,  and  you  will  be  paid  in- 
tereft  for  the  pecuniary  aids  you  have  thus  procured.  Re- 
place the  refources  of  Belgium,  which  have  been  cut  ofF  from 
us,  and  now  flow  for  our  enemies.  Nurfe  and  relieve,  with 
a  folicitude  full  of  charity,  our  fick  and  wounded. 

Rife,  courageous  inhabitants  of  the  fair  countries  of  the 
Rhine  and  the  Mofelle!  Arm  yourfelves,  ye  valorous  men! 
Line  your  rivers  and  your  defiles !  Accompany  our  convoys  ! 
Watch  over  our  magazines  !  Rife  by  thoufands,  and  fight  with 
«s  for  your  altars,  for  your  habitations,  for  your  Emperor, 
for  your  liberty  !  We  will  not  lead  you  beyond  the  rivers  of 
vour  country  1  We  will  not  depopulate  your  provinces;  but 
vou  will  fecure  the  pofitions  at'  our  backs,  and  you  will  guard 
your  own  confines.  Aflurcdly,  German  citizens,  we  are  not 
deceived  with  refpe6l  to  you ;  we  have  repofed  our  confidence 
in  the  good  fenfe  of  Germans  j  we  tiufl:  to  the  hearts  and  the 
blood  of  the  German  nation.  For  three  years  your  Emperor 
has  borne  the  heavy  burden,  and  diflant  nations  have  fought 
for  your  defence.  You  yourfelves  muft  fee,  that  your  turn  to 
take  arms  is  now  come.  Then  I,  as  commander  in  chief  of  a 
faithful,  approved,  and  courageous  army,  promife  in  the  namt 
of  my  troops — To  fpare  you,  w-e  will  obferve  a  rigorous  difci- 
pline;  fdr  your  happinefs,  we  will  ilied  the  laft  drop  of  our 
blood  ;  as  we  have  fought  for  you,  we  will  die  for  you  ;  and 
never  lliall  the  free,  the  happy  Germany,  bow  down  the  head 
beneath  the  fl:eel  of  the  guillotine.— Never  fhall  her  peaceful 
habitations  e>:change  their  generous  morals,  their  tranquil  fim* 
plicity,  their  guardian  laws  of  property,  their  confoling  reli- 
gion, for  the  Ircentioufnefs,  the  calumniating  fpirit,  the  lega- 
lized fyftera  of  fpoil,  the  incredulity  impofed  by  force,  of  the 
French. 

But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  you  fliould  be  fo  unfortunate,  like 
thofe  inhabitants  of  the  Belgic  provinces,  who  now  groan  ir> 
the  bofom  of  calamity,  deprived  of  their  property,  of  their  li- 
bertv,  of  their  altars,  as  to  fufFor  yourfelves  to  he  mifled  by 
fecret  feducers,  we  fhall  find  ourfelves  obliged  to  pafs  the  RhinCj 
to  leave  you  a  prey  to  your  enemies,  and  to  withdraw  from 
you,  without  ceremony,  whatever  the  enemy  might  find  among 
vou  for  their  fubfifi:erice.

Brave  Solpiekc, 
'T^HE  moment  of  viftory  has  at  length  arrived,  which  proves 
-*■  that  this  armjr  is  the  worthy  fifter  of  thofe  of  the  North. 
and  South.  That,  by  their  example,  you  will  alfo  avenge 
your  country,  overturn  the  defpots,  and  facrince  their  fatel- 
lites;  that,  like  them,  after  purifying  the  land  -of  liberty,  fullied 
by  the  prefence  of  flaves,  you  will  bear  the  triumphant  arms  of 
the  Republic  into  the  territory  of  the  cnemv,  and  there  difplsy 
the  tri-eoloured  Itandard  of  freedom. — \\\  penetrating  into  the 
enemy's  territory,  brave  foldiers,  we  need  not  ftimulate  your 
courage — you  arc  always  eager  to  combat  and  to  conquer;  but 
we  recommend  to  your  coniidcration  what  the  French  people 
have  proclaimed  every  where— war  to  the  palace — peace  to  the 
cottage — war  againil  tyrnnrs  and  their  ifateliites — peace  to  the 
peaceable  citizeiv — to  die  iiumble  fhcd  of  the  indigent — to  the 
abode  of  the  uTefal  labourer,  and  iaduPcrious  artifan.  This 
conduff,  as  it  ariies  from  our  feeling,  is  alto  didlated  by  our 
interert. 

The  Spanidi  territory,  upon  which  we  now  enter,  m,vrft 
become  part  of  the  French  Republic.  Let,  therefore,  devafta- 
tlon,  pillage,  and  incer>uiary  be  far  from  us — let  the  fearful  in- 
habitant oehold  his  aiv'um  re'pecied,  and  learn  at  length,  to 
cfteern  a  people,  the  avengers  of  the  violated  rig] its  of  human 
nature,  whom  kings  and  priells  have  reprefentcd  to  them  as  a 
people  of  Anthropophagi.  And  you,  inhabitants  of  the  Spa- 
nifii  felds  and  towns,  ufeful  labourers,  induftiioas  drtifans, 
fly  not  the  Repubiican  legions.  Throv/  yourfelves  into  our 
arms,  without  v/eapons,  witjioat  defence,  and  you  will  Irnd  in 
them  prote6lion  and  fafety  for  yourfelves,  your  families,  and 
your  property.  The  French  foldier  has  fworn  to  exterminate 
the  men  armed  for  tyrants  ;  but  the  Iword,  {o  dreadful  to  fuch, 
will  refpe£f  always  him,  who  defencelefs,  ft^all  implore  his  ai'^ 
filtance  and  his  clemency.  He  wi4i  equally  refpect  opinions, 
manners,  cufloms,  and  ufages.  Remain,  ther-efore,  in  your 
peaceful  dwellings,  cultivate  your  fields,  gather  in  your  liar- 
vefls,  work  at  your  occupatioiis,  and  liberty,  growing  in  the 
midlt  of  you,  will  foon  make  you  feel  the  imm.enfs  diih\nce 
between  the  avengers  of  the  rights  of  men,  and  the  flaves  v/ho 
move  within  the  verge  of  defpotifm.  The  French  foldier 
would  conquer  you  to  freedom,  not  by  the  terror  of  his  arms, 
but  by  gaining  your  hearts  and  illuminating  your  minds.

.  ,    O  UMS  due  in  fpreign  money  to  the  inhabitants  of 

O  countries  at  war  with  the  Republic,  by  work- 
jnen,  manufa(f?iurers,  or  merchants,  for  merchandize  fubjetS  to 
the  maximum,  fhall  not  be  calculated  more  than  a  third  above 
the  current  exchange,  which  fhall  be  determined  by  commifr 
fioners  from  the  naitional  treafiary,  ^nd  approved  by  the  com- 
jnittee  of  finance. 

Art.  it.  Sums  due  to  the  inhabitants  of  Hamburgh,  Lubeck, 
Dantzic,  Bremen,  and  Augfbourgh,  fliall  be  je^empt  frpm  the 
dipot  ordonnee. 

Art.  III.  The  manufacturers,  &c.  debtors  anid  creditors  tQ 
countries  at  war,  {hall  be  admitted  to  the  compenfation,  pro- 
vided ih^ir  credits  originated  after  the  ift  of  April,  1792,  the 
epoch  of  the  firfl:  declaration  of  war — arifing  alfo  out  of  mer« 
chandize  of  their  own  fabric  or  accuil;pmed  fale.

General,  on  the  ^th  and  ^tb  of  Jugujl,  made  ihg  foiloyiing  Pro-^ 
pojition. 

High  and  mighty  Lords, 

ON  the  14th  of  laft  month,  I  laid  before  the  affembly  of 
your  High  MightinefTes  my  true  fentiments  on  the  pre-: 
lent  fituation  of  the  affairs  of  this  republic,  relative  to  the  ;ip- 
proach  of  the  enemy  towards  our  frontiers.  I  protefted,  from 
the  bottom  of  m.y  heart,  that  I  was  ready  to  facrifice  all  for  its 
defence.  I  confidered  faving  the  l^ate  as  very  poffib.ie,  if,  re- 
doubling, courage  and  firmnefs,  and  relying  pn  the  Di.vine 
Affiftance,  we  employed  the  means  in  our  hands.  Finally, 
I  confidered  the  negled  of  thofe  means,  and  all  unfeafonable 
fears,  as  what  would  moft  readily  lead  to  the  ruin  of  our 
country.  Your  High  Mightinefles,  and  the  ftates  of  fome 
Provinces,  have  already  made  a  public  declaration  that  thefc 
fentiments  are  your  own,  and  protefted  the  moft  zealous; 
good  will  to  affift  in  taking  efficacious  meafures  in  fupport  of 
the  common  caufe;  I  am  well  aiTured  that  the  ftates  ot  all  the 
Provinces  will  manifeft  the  fame  promptitude  as  fopn  as  their 
convocation  iball  enable  them  to  come  to  refolution§  pn  the 
fubjea. 
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In  the  iTiean  time,  you?  High  MightineiTes,  and  ail  the  col- 
leagues and  departments  that  could  tontribute  to  the  means 
of  defence,  have  not  been  idle.  There  has  been  much  a6livity 
jn  providing  the  fortreffes,  in  filliag  the  magazines,  and  iii 
haftening  the  equipment  of  veiTels  for  the  protection  of  our 
rivers.  But  however  necelTary,  howeyer  ufeful,  all  thefe  mea- 
sures may  be  in  themfelves,  it  appears  to  me  that  there  arc  two 
principal  objefts  beiides,  belonging  to  a  complete  defence,  and 
for  which  provifion  cannot  be  made,  hut  by  grand  meafurss 
employed  in  concert;  viz.  by  money  and  by  troops. 

War,  I  own,  is  expenfive;  the  prefent  is,  more  fo.  than  any 
hitherto  waged  :  but  it  differs  alfo  in  its  nature  frorn  s^ll  pre- 
jceding  wars,  becaufe  we  have  to  deal  with  an  epemy  vyiro  have 
reco\irfe  to  means  hitherto  unknown,  and  who  reckon,  as  no- 
thing the  lofs  of  their  colonies,  of  their  commerce,  their  agri- 
culture, and  all  national  profperity,  provided  thatj  by  com- 
pelling all  the  refpurces  of  their  own  country,  they  can  reduce 
other  nations  to  the  fame  exhaufted  ifate.  Such  an  enemy  is 
not  to  be  combated  v^^ith  parfimonious  finances.— r-Ihe  force 
that  o^uft  be  oppofed  to  them  requires  gfeat  efforts,  doubtlefs, 
but  yet  not  too  great,  if  we  conlider  wliat  would  be  the  con- 
sequence of  their  fucceeding  in  their  defigns.  I  cannot,  there-, 
fore,  enough  recommend  it  to  your  High  MightineiTes,  and  to 
the  refpedlive  Provinces,  to  employ  all  the  means  poflible,  ia 
order  that  the  finances  may  be  put  into  a  flate  to  fupplv  with 
promptitiide  the  expenfes  which  the  protection  of  the  Republic 
hecelTarily  requires. — The  other  obje6l  I  mentioned  is  neither 
lefs  neceffary  nor  lefs  urgent.  To  what  end  would  be  the  Hate 
of  the  fortifications,  of  the  inundations,  of  the  velTels,  if  men 
were  wanting  to  defend  them  ? 

It  has  appeared  to  me  that  this  defence  may  be  conCidered  as  of 
two  kinds — the  foreign  defence,  and  the  internal  defence,  Th? 
former  relates  to  the  army  of  the  ftate,  which  mull  z3i  in  the 
field,  or  in  the  ftrqng  places,  out  of  the  provinces  ;  the  latte^;- 
which  muil  a6t  in  concert  with  the  army,  to  cover  t!ie  pro- 
vinces themfelves,  or  afford  an  opportunity  to  employ  the  re- 
gular troops  out  of  the  provinces. 

No  perfon  can  doubt  but  that  the  army  of  the  frate  has  fuf- 
fered  much  lofs  in  the  many  bloody  battles,  by  difeaie,  by  the 
ordinary  cqurfe  of  nature,  or  other  misfortunes  ;  and  expe- 
rience has  fhewn  that  recruiting  in  the  ordinary  v/ay  has  beer^ 
extrep-iely  difficult,  fo,  that  the  army  is  far  fiaort  of  being  com-^ 
plete.  This  deficiency,  in  my  opinion,  ought  to  be  fupplie4 
as  foon  as  pofnbl^ ;'  and  for  this  purpofe,  I  have  found  no 
means  more  prompt  than  a  geneTal  recruiting  out  of  the  coun- 
try, for  all  the  corps  of  the  army  without  diifinClion,  fo  that 
the  levies  made  in  this  way  may  be  delivered  to  the  captains  of 

companies 
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companies  which  are  not  complete,  at  the  prrce  they  have  co^ 
the  public,  or  at  lome  price  agreed  upon.  This  meafure,  if 
your  High  Mightlneffes  fhould  approve  of  it,  will  not  coll  the 
lUte  much  beyond  the  provifional  advance  of  the  money, 
which,  as  well  as  the  payment  of  tlie  officers  employed  in  this 
general  recruiting  out  ot  the  country,  will  be  repaid. 

The  reafon  for  which  I  propofe  this  recruiting  out  of  the. 
country  is,  that  it  may  not  clafh  with  another  meafure,  which 
1  thmk  of  the  higheil  neceffity,  viz.  the  levying  a  confiderable 
body  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  for  the  proteflion  of 
the  feveral  provinces.  I  fhould  think  that  the  manner  in 
which  this  levy  or  enrolment  might  be, made,  ought  to  be  regu- 
lated by  the  diiferent  fituation  of  rhe  provinces.  But  I  cannot 
fufficiently  exprefs  my  fatisfacfion  at  what  I  have  already  often 
recoiledled,  that  there  is  a  very  great  number  of  citizens, 
friends  of  their  country,  who  have  manifefted  the  moft  ardent 
defire  for  fuch  an  enrolment,  and  v/ho  have  given  affurances  at 
the  fame  time,  that  they  will  willingly  contribute  by  way  of 
fubfcription  to  fupport  the  expenfe  of  the  men  who  may  be 
moie  dircdiy  employed  in  the  protedlion  of  their  perfons  and 
property. 

Hovwcver,  although  the  mode  of  enrolment  ought  to  be  left 
to  tlie  feveral  provinces,  fome  preliminary  points,  1  think, 
ihould  be  fettled,  to  be  obferved  as  general  rules  in  this  ope- 
ration, viz,  that  thefe  levies  mull  be  united  in  corps,  formed, 
with  fuch  changes  as  their  compofition  may  require,  on  the 
model  of  regular  troops;  that  they  mull  be  exercifed,  as  far  as 
poifible,  by  military  officers  and  non-commiffioned  officers,  and 
commancied  by  military  officers  in  the  fervice  of  tlie  ftate  ;  that 
they  muft  take  the  fame  oath  as  the  other  troops  of  the  Repub- 
lic ;  that  they  muft  be  affured  of  not  being  employed  in  the 
iield,  or  out  of  the  country,  witliout  their  confent ;  that,  as 
far  as  the  circumllances  of  tlie  defence  of  the  country  will  per- 
mit, they  fliall  be  employed  in  the  piovince  in  vviiich  they 
were  enrolled  ;  that  their  engagement  ftiall  laft  only  for  the 
remaining  montlis  of  the  prefent  year  ;  and  that  being,  in 
feveral  refpefts,  on  a  different  footing  from  military  forces, 
thev  muft  have  more  ample  pay. 

I  again  fubmit  thefe  propofi'cions  to  your  High  Mightinefles, 
It  is  unneceffiiry  to  prefs  you  farther  on  the  fubjccfl.  Your 
High  Mightinefles  know  the  urgency  of  the  circumftances,  and 
will  take,  in  your  wifdo'm,  fuch  refolutions  as  the  intereft  of 
the  flate,  and  the  fafety  of  us  all  require.

THE  Reprefentatives  of  the  people  with  the  army  of  the 
Sambre  and  Meufe,  confidering  that  amongft  the  perfons 
abfent  from  the  evacuated  country,  there  are  a  great  num- 
ber devoted  to  tyranny,  vv^ho  quitted  their  home  to  join  the  ene- 
mies of  the  Republic,  and  who  equally  deferve  the  rigour  of  the 
revolutionary  laws,  as  the  French  emigrants,  decrees  as  fol- 
lows : 

I.  All  thofe  who  have  quitted  or  fhall  quit  the  country  eva- 
cuated by  the  enemy,  in  order  to  carry  arms  againft  the 
Republic,  or  in  any  manner  favour  counter-revolutionary 
proje6ls,  fliall  not  re-enter  it  under  the  penalty  of  death. 
il.  Judgment  lliall  be  pronounced  by  the  coramiition  eftablifhed 
in  the  armies  for  the  trial  of  emigrants,  and  fliall  be  executed 
in  24  hours. 

III.  All  the  eite6l£,  moveable,  and  immoveable  of  thofe  who  are 
abfent,  are  hereby  forfeited  to  the  Republic.  It  is,  therefore, 
enjoined  to  every  poffenbr,  farmer,  depofitory  or  guardian, 
who  may  have  their  titles  to  property  and  trufts,  to  make  a 
declaration  of  the  fame  within  eight  days  after  the  publication 
of  the  prefent  decree,  under  the  penalty  of  being  treated  as 
accomplices  of  their  emigration,  and  punifned  asfuch. 

IV.  The  fame  punilhment  fhall  be  inflidted  on  all  thofe  who, 
knowing  of  any  depofits  made'bv  thofe  that  are  abfent,  fiiall 
not  give  information  of  them  within  the  time  fpecitied,  or 
fhall  in  any  way  evade  t!ie  provilions  of  this  decree. 

V.  The  depofitaries  of  the  funds,  and  the  debtors  of  thofe  that 
are  abfent,  lliall  not  deliver  "up  or  make  paynient  but  to  the 
ufe  of  the  Republic.  They  {hall  make  their  declaration  to 
the  paymaflers  of  the  army  neareft  to  their  refidence  \  ihall 
give  up  to  them  the  funds 'with  which  they  were  entrufiedj 
and  pay  into  their  hands  Vi?haiever  debts  may  at  the  time  bd 
owing. 

VI.  The  declaration  of  the  jewels  and  other  property  of  the 
abient,  the  deposits  of  their  titles,  plate  and  valuable  aiTets 
for  BruiL-Is,  its  quarters,  fhall  be  made  at  the  office,  and  de- 
livered into  the 'hands  of  citizen  Chupiet,  the  com  miliary 
nominated  for  that  purpcfe.  He  is  empowered  to  nominate 
his  agents  for  the  fame  purpofe  to  the  other  towns  of  the  eva- 
cuated country,  with  refpedt  to  which  the  final  terra  (of  eight 
days)  before  mentioned  fliall  commence  on  the  day  when  fuch 
nomination  faali  be  made  public. 

VII.  The 
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Vli.  The  citizen  Ctiupietj  the  paymafter  of  the  army,  arid  ttiS 
other  conimiflaries  nominated  for  the  reception  of  declarai 
tions  and  depots,  fhall  alfo  receive  denunciations  againfl  fuch 
as^  may  contravene  the  prefent  decree,  and  Ihall  make  the  ne- 
celTary  fearch  after  the  acculed;  for  this  purpofe  they  are  em- 
powered to  call  in  the  afliflance  of  the  armed  force. 

VlIT.  They  fhall  be  aiiiired  by  a  citizen  of  each  town,  to  obtain 
local  intelligence,  and  by  their  advice  fhail  determine  the 
iiumber  of  agents  necelTary  to  be  employed.  They  fhall  give 
an  account  of  their  proceedings  to  the  reprefentativCs  of  the 
people^  and  to  the  national  treafury  and  commillion  of 
conimerce,  relpedtively  on  the  objedls  that  concern  them. 

IX.  The  prefent  decree  fnall  be  printed  and  publiilaed  in  the  twck 
languages,  palled  up  and  di{l;ributed  where  it  may  be  neceifary'j 
fo  as  that  no  perfon  may  plead  ignorance  of  it.

li.  'T^HE  committee  of  Public  Safety  fliatl  affume  the  name  of 
-*•     '*  The  Central  Committee  of  Government."     It  (hall 
be  compofed  of  twelve  members,  its  powers  to   be  renewed 
every  month. 

li.  This  committee  fhail  have  iittdcr  its  dired  infpe61ion  the 
**  commilfion  of  foreign  affairs,"  but  cannot  difpofe  of  any 
of  the  public  fund's  except  for  the  fecret  fervices  of  govern- 
metu.  For  this  purpofe  it  fhall  have  upon  the  national  tiea* 
fiary  a  credit  of  ten  millions.  The  credit  which  it  had  for- 
merly,  and  is  hitherto  unemployed^  is  hereby  withdrawn. 

III.  The  committee  of  Surety  and  Siiperinfendance  fhall  take 
tlie  .'larae  of  ''  The  Committee  of  the  General  Police  of  the 
Repubiic.''  tt  fiiall  cohfiif  of  fifteen  members:  it  fliall,  in- 
depeiiJently  of  the  Convention,  have  alone  the  power  5f 
arrc'ting  citizens.  For  ifTuing  warrants  of  arrefl  againfl' 
pubiic  funiftionaries,  it  fhall  ad  in  cbncert  with  the  committee 
charged  w'th  tiie  fuperintendance  of  the  adminiflration  to 
which  fuch  funtflioriary  may  belong. 

iV.  Tt  fhaR  neither  fend^  to  trial  thofe  who  have  been  arrefled, 
nor  liberate  thofe  fentcnccd  by  the  popular  commiffions  with- 
out being  in  concert  with  the  central  committee  of  govern- 
ment. 

"V.  1  he  commiflion  of  civil  affairs,  of  police,  and  the  tribu- 
nals, fhall  make  to  it  a  daily  report  of  the  police  and  interior 
fecurity  of  the  Repubhc. 

VI.   It  fhall  have,  under  its  immediate  infpe6lion,  the  police  and 
aniied  force  of  Paris,  the  revolutionary  tribunal,  the  com- 
mittee 
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mittee  of  the  fuperUitendance  of  the  Republic  and  the  popu- 
lar commiflions. 

VII.  The  national:  treafury  fliall  credit  it  for  nine  hundred 
thoufand  livres  for  extraordinary  and  fecret  expenfes. 

VIII.  A  fifth  part  of  the  members  of  the  committee  fhall  be 
■     changed  every  month,  and  not  re-eligible  till  after  the  inter- 
val of  one  month. 

IX.  All  other  committees,  or  commiffions  of  the  Convention, 
now  in  exiftence,  are  abolifhed. 

X.  The  following  tweh'e  committees  fliall  be  eftablifhed  : 

1.  One  to  fuperintend  the  commiffion  of  agriculture  and  arts, 
compofed  of  five  members. 

2.  One  to  fuperintend  the  commiffion  of  public  inftrudion,  to 
confifl  of  five  mem.bers. 

3.  To  fuperintend  the  commiffion  of  commerce  and  provifions 
— five  members. 

4.  To  fuperintend  the  commiffion  of  tranfports,  poft-offices, 
and  poft-houfes — five  members. 

5.  To  fuperintend  the  commJffion  of  arms  and  powder — fix 
members. 

5.  To  fuperintend  the  commiffion  of  the  movement  of  the 
armies — fix  members. 

7.  To  fuperintend  the  commiffion  of  the  marine  and  colonies — - 
five  members. 

8.  To  fuperintend  the  committee  of  public  fuccour — five  mem- 
bers. 

9.  To  fuperintend  the  committee  of  public  works—five  mem- 
bers. 

10.  For  the  fuperintendance  of  the  public  expenfes  and  reve* 
nues,  there  fliall  be  four  feflions — The  firft  confifting  of  five 
members,  fhall  fuperintend  the  commiflion  of  the  public  treafury  ; 
the  fecond  of  ten  members,  the  national  revenues  ;  the  third  of 
ten  members,  the  general  liquidation;  and  the  fourth  of  ten  mem^ 
bers,  the  office  of  accounts. 

11.  A  committee  of  legiflation,  compofed  of  fifteen  members, 
which  fliall  have  the  fuperintencfance  of  tlie  commiffion  of  civil 
adminiftrations,  the  police,  and  the  tribunals,  according  to  the 
report  of  the  tribunals  and  adminiftrative  bodies,  fliall  be  charged 
with  the  revifion  and  claffiiication  of  the  lav/s,  and  the  details  re- 
fpeding  the  territorial  divifions  of  the  Republic, 

12.  A  committee  of  infps^lors  of  the  Proces^Verbaux,  con- 
fifliing  of  fifteen  members,  is  charged  with  fuperintending  the 
tranfcriptionofthe  ads  of  the  Convention  in  itsoffices  and  archives, 
the  national  prefs-,  and  the  commiffion  of  civil  adrniniftration. 

XI.  There  fliaU  alfo  be  a  committee  of  infpedors  of  the  hall, 
compofed  of  fifteen  members,  exclufively  charged  with  the  po- 
lice within  the  limits  of  the  Convention,  the  committees,  and 
Vol,  n.  X  the 
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the  nafional  garden.  It  fhall  regulate  the  expenfes  of  the  Na- 
tional Convention,  and  its  archives,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  com- 
mittees ;  alfo  the  travelling  expenfes  of  the  reprefentatives  of 
the  people  fent  to  the  departments  of  the  armies. 

XII.  It  fliall  verify  and  adjuft  ihe  accounts  relative  to  the  afore- 
faid  expenfes  :  and  the  refolutions  of  that  committee,  declaring 
its  verification  of  the  expenfes  of  the  reprefentatives  of  the 
people,  amounting  to  fuch  a  fum,  ihall  be  allowed  as  admiflion 
of  that  account. 

XIII.  The  national  treafury  fhall  give  it  credit  for  three  millions, 
to  be  employed  in  fuch  expenfes  in  the  aforefaid  payments  ;  and 
all  former  credit  hitherto  unemployed  is  withdrawn. 

XIV.  Every  executive  commiffion  fhall  give  a  daily  account  of 
its  proceedings  to  the  committee  charged  with  its  infpedion^ 
and  fiiall  propofe  to  it  the  difficulties  to  be  furmounted,  and  the 
means  of  removing  them.  It  fhall  alfo  fubmit,  for  the  appro- 
bation of  the  committee,  the  agents  nominated  for  the  execution 
of  its  order. 

XV.  The  commiffioners  fhall  ev^ry  day  lay  before  the  committee 
for  infpeding  the  public  expenditure  and  revenue,  a  detailed 
account  of  the  expenfes  incurred  in  the  courfe  of  the  day. 

XVI.  The  committee  fhall  dirediy  propofe  to  the  conyention  all 
legiflative  objeds,  after  having  preyioufly  communicated  them 
to  the  central  committee  of  government.  They  fhall  concert 
with  that  committee,  through  the  medium  of  one  of  its  mem- 
bers, who  fhall  be  charged  to  report  the  executive  objects  dif- 
cuited  in  the  cotnmittee. 

XVII.  All  executive  objedls  fhall  be  definitively  fettled  by  the 
central  committee  of  government,  which  fhall  be  refponfible 
for  the  refolutions  it  m.ay  take. 

Thefe  refolutions  fhall  be  figned  by  at  leaft  fix  members  of  the 
central  committee,  and  by  the  commiflioner  of  the  committee^ 
who  fhall  make  the  report. 

The  refolutions  fhall  be  fent  to  be  executed  by  the  coramiflions, 
and  an  account  of  them  Ihall  then  be  laid  before  the  con- 
vention. 

XVIII.  In  cafes  of  urgency  where  expedition  is  required,  the 
central  committee  of  government  may  call  upon  one  or  more  of 
the  commhtee  charged  with  the  fuperintendance  of  the  matter 
in  quefiicn,  and  the  refult  of  their  deliberation  fhall  be  carried 
into  execution  ;  but  the  members  who  fhall  affift  in  fuch  deli- 
beration, Ihall  make  an  immediate  report  of  it  to  the  general 
committee. 

XX.  The  Convention  fhall  itfelf  nominate  the  reprefentatives  of 

the  people  to   be   fent  on    any  commiffion  5  the  generals,   the 

itierabers  of  the  executive  commillion,  the  members  of  the  re- 

volutior/ary  tribunal,  and  popular  commilhons,  on  the  propofi- 
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tion  of  the  central  committee  of  government,  united  with  the 
committee  charged  with  what  relates  to  that  particular  obje6l. 

XXI.  The  National  Convention  alone  has  power  to  recal  the  re- 
prefentatives  of  the  people  fent  upon  commiffions. 
The  central  committee  of  government,    in  concert  with   the 

committee  charged   with  that  particular  affair,  may  remove  the 

generals,    the  members  of  the  executive  commillions,  and  other 

public  funclionaries,    of   which  a  report  is  to  be  made  to  the 

convention. 

XX n.  All  the  com.mittees  fhall  have  a  fifth  of  their  members 
changed  every  month. 

XX'IIl.  All  the  committees  and  commiiffions  within  the  conven- 
tion Ihall  continue  to  exercife  their  funftions  till  the  committees 
that  are  to  replace  them  are  perfedlly  organized. 


The  Progrcfs  of  the  French  Arms  having  rendered  the  Levy  of  the  Na- 
tional Militia  of  Spain  a  Meajure  of  abfolute  NeceJJityy  General 
Colomeruy  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Armies  of  Navarre  and 
Guipttzcoa,  publifhed  the  foUozuing  Addrefs  to  the  General  Ajjembly 
cf  the  States  of  Bijcay^ 

THE  enemy  having  received  large  reinforcements,  and  having 
penetrated  to  Iran,  I  was  obliged  to  retire  with  the  troops 
under  my  orders  as  far  as  the  village  of  Hernani,  and  thence  to 
Toulofa,  where  T  received  the  news  that  Fontarabia  and  St.  Sebaf- 
tian  had  furrendered  without  making  any  refiftance.  I  am  aflured 
that  the  Alcaides  (bailiffs)  and  inhabitants  of  thcfe  places  even 
contributed  to  the  fuccefs  of  the  enemy,  and  I  even  entertain  the 
fame  fufpicions  of  the  deputies  of  the  provinces  of  Guipuzcoa, 
fmce  there  are  proofs  that  they  drew  off  fuch  of  the  inhabitants  as 
were  armed,  and  befides,  furnifhed  no  intelligence  of  the  move- 
ments of  the  enemy  ;  but  if  it  be  true  that  they  have  fubmitted  to 
them,  they  cannot  fail  of  experiencing  the  deftrudion  of  their 
property,  and  the  ranks  which  they  enjoy,  but  alfo  the  deftruc- 
tion  of  the  wifell  laws  and  of  the  religion  of  their  anceftors. 

Thefe  circumftances,  which  are  in  truth  of  the  greateft  import, 
require  a  fpeedy  remedy  and  extraordinary  exertions. 

Loyalty  and  love  for  our  augufl  and  beneficent  fovereign  are 
equally  interefted,  and  on  that  account  I  have  no  doubt  that  yoii 
will,  with  your  accuftomed  fidelity,  remedy  fuch  great  evils  by 
uniting  all  your  force  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers,  and  by  fuc- 
cobring  me  with  fuch  troops  as  you  can  fend  (mine  fcarcely  ex- 
ceeding 4000  men)  in  order  to  enable  me  to  maintain  my  prefent 
pofition,  to  check  the  enemy,  and  to  prevent  them  from  any  fur* 
iher  progrefs.

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Reply  of  the  General  JjJJ'imhly  of  the  States  of  Bfcay. 

''T'HE  States,  animated  with  a  determination  to  filed  the  laft 
-*-  drop  of  their  blood  in  the  defence  of  religion,  of  his  Majelty, 
and  of  the  noble  and  faithful  provinces  of  Bifcay,  decree,  that  the 
inhabitants  requcfled  for  the  military  fervice  fhall  be  divided  into 
three  corps.  The  nrfl  fhall  aiTemble  at  Toulofa,  and  join  the 
troops  under  the  command  of  General  Colomera,  and  the 
troops  vvliich  the  province  of  Aluba  has  delfined  for  the  fame 
place,  in  order  to  prevent  the  progrefs  of  the  enemy,  and  to  re- 
pulfe  them,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  (hall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  gene- 
ral and  the  commiiTioncrs  appointed  for  this  purpofe. 

The  fecond  corps  fhall  be  ifationed  on  the  frontier  of  Bifcay, 
and  the  third  fhall  remain  as  a  eorps  de  referve^  in  order  to  watch 
the  current  of  events.  The  States^  obferve,  that  the  corps  which 
fhall  be  at  Toulofa,  fhall  be  relieved  after  a  month's  effeilive  fer- 
vice ;  the  corps  de  refcrvc  fhall  then  take  the  place  of  the  firll 
corps,  and  in  like  manner  fhall  be  relieved  after  a  month's  fer- 
vice. The  recruits  fhall  ccniifl  of  perfons  between  the  age  of 
17  and  70.  The  States  have  determined  that  the  fervice  fhall  be 
perfonal,  and  that  every  perfon  on  whom  the  lot  may  fall,  fhall 
be  required  to  attend,  without  being  permitted  to  fend  a  fubfidy. 

They  have  alfo  determined  that  they  will  take  the  mofl  effica- 
cious ineafures  for  procuring  the  return  of  fuch  of  the  natives  of 
the  provinces  as  are  now  abfent,  by  levying,  in  cafe  of  necefhty, 
upon  their  property  the  expenfes  of  the  necelfary  requifitions,  in 
order  to  oblige  them  to  return.  In  future,  no  perfon  will  be  per- 
mitted to  leave  the  province  under  the  penalty  eftablifhed  by  the 
General  Aifembly  of  the  6th  of  May  of  this  year. 

Finally,  they  have  refolved,  that  as  far  as  relates  to  the  fea- 
ports,  an  exception  (hall  be  made  in  favour  of  perfons  employed. 
in  the  marine  fervice,  according  to  the  enumeration  made  in  the 
iafl  General  AfTemblies. 


Report  mzide  by  Barrere,  on  the  dth  of  Augv.fi ^  I794»  in  the  Na- 
tional Convention  of  France^  relative  to  the  Fi^ories  over  the 
Spaniards . 

YOU  have  formerly  beheld  at  your  bar,  the  flandards  of  the 
Haves  of  London,  Amfterdam,  Vienna,  and  Berlin.  To- 
day, the  courage  of  the  army  of  the  Weft  prefents  you  with  the 
colours  of  the  tyrant  of  Madrid. 

It  is  but  a  few  days  fince  the  army  of  the  Eaflern  Pyrenees 
obliged  7C00  Spaniards,  who  fubmittcd  to  a  fhameful  capitula- 
tion, worthy  of  flaves  alone,  to  lay  down  their  aims.     The  army 

of 
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of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees  has  in  its  turn  vanquiflied  the  Spanifli 
hordes  ;  a  handful  of  Republicans  has  obliged  a  garrifon  of  thrice 
their  number,  furrounded  and  fecured  by  fortifications,  celebrated 
on  account  of  their  flrength  and  importance,  to  capitulate  to  the 
Republic. 

Thus  while  the  armies  of  the  commonwealth  fubdue  Flanders, 
felze  Belgium,  humble  Holland,  contract  the  territories  of  the 
KingUng  (Roitclct)  of  Sardinia,  make  Italy  tremble,  take  the 
foldiers  of  Auftria  prifoners,  feize  on  the  Palatinate,  and  the  bor- 
ders of  the  Rhine,  ruin  the  Ele6lors  of  the  Empire,  and  menace 
England — an  army,  whofe  tardy  organization  no  longer  prevents 
it  from  rivalling  the  beft  troops  of  the  commonwealth,  has  figna- 
lifed  itfelf  by  the  mod  hardy  enterprife,  ftruck  a  blow  againil 
Spain,  in  the  part  where  (he  feels  it  moft,  in  that  part,  too,  belt 
fortified  both  by  nature  and  art. 

You  cannot  forget,  <:itizens,  that  the  tyrant  of  Caftile,  within 
the  fhort  fpace  of  a  fingie  year,  menaced  Perpignan  and  Baydnue 
at  one  and  the  fame  time  ;  the  firfL  of  which  places  was  betrayed, 
and  the  fecond  undefended.  Armies  either  diforganized  or  in- 
complete, formed  our  fole  itay  in  that  quarter  ;  but  the  conque- 
rors of  Toulon  appeared,  and  the  army  of  the  Eaftern  Pyrenees- 
elevated  itfelf  to  the  height  of  glory  obtained  by  the  other  armies 
of  the  Republic. 

That  of  the  Weflern  Pyrenees  was  formed  in  filence,  was  or- 
ganized amidft  engagements,  and  became  eledrified  by  the  exam- 
ple of  its  rivals  in  fame:  it  had  difficult  pofitions  to  maintain  ; 
nearly  infiirmountable  obftacles  to  conquer  \  troops  to  furnifli  for 
La  Vendee  and  Perpignan  \  multiplied  redoubts  to  get  poirelHoii 
of;  a  broad  and  difficult  river  to  crofs  ;  rocks  and  cannon  to  op- 
pofe  ;  and  fortified  cities  in  the  midll  of  barren  mountains  to  take 
by  alTault, 

None  of  thefe  obftacles  could  ftop  its  progrefs  ;  it  heard  the 
voice  of  the  National  Convention,  publifhing  the  exploits  of  the 
other  armies,  and  exclaimtd — We,  we  alfo,  fliall  vanquiih  the 
tyrants  ! 

i  now  infonn  you,  that  it  has  vanquidied  them  ;  for  part  cf 
the  Spaniards  lie  breathlefs  on  the  held  of  battle  !  another  part 
lias  entered  into  a  iliaraeful  capitulation,  and  laid  down  its  arms 
before  the  viftoriuus  republicans  ;  and  a  third  has  betaken  itfelf 
to  flight,  abandoniisg  all  its  magazines !  It  is  in  vain  that  out 
troops  now  fearch  for  the  Spaniih  army,  for  the  wreck  of  it  has 
fled  to  St.  Sebaftiau,  whither  the  French  are  in  purfuit  of  them. 

It  is  but  two  days  fince  I  made  a  report  to  you,  relative  to  the 
military  events  of  the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees,  on  the  6th 
and  yth  Thermidor.  You  recoUe^l  the  conqueft  of  the  rich  val- 
ley of  Baf^an,  the  capture  of  fort  Maya,  and  the   feizure  of  the 

camp 
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chmp  of  ficrta ;  thefe  formed,  as  it  were,  but  the  prelude,  as  it 
•were,  of  a  far  greater  viflory. 

The  plan  of  the  attack  was  decifive,  but  the  executitfft  was 
equally  difficult  and  dangerous.  It  was  necelTary,  on  the  morning 
of  the  14th,  toaiTault  a  mountain  covered  with  cannon  and  troops, 
a  mountain  whitjh  proje£led  over  the  Bidoffoa,  and  was  defended 
by  thirty  formidable  field-works,  called  the  redoubts  of  Saint 
Martial  and  d'Yrun. 

It  was  audacious,  it  was  a  truly  republican  idea,  to  attack  at 
one  and  the  fame  time,  this  ample  theatre  of  artillery,  thefe  re- 
doubts, and  a  Spanilh  army  of  from  14  to  15,000  men. 

Two  columns  received  orders  to  file  off  by  the  mountain  of 
Haya,  and  to  form  a  junction  behind  another  mountain  called  the 
Four  Crowns  ;  but  the  intemperature  of  the  feafon,  which  re- 
publicans no  longer  calculate  as  any  thing,  and  a  thick  mift,  pre- 
vented them  from  attaining  the  obje£l  of  their  march. 

The  Spaniards  ported  on  a  mountain  briftling  up  with  cannon, 
v^-ere  about,  it  may  be  thought,  to  triumph  ;  for  6000  French- 
men only  were  prepared  to  attack  them,  they  had  a  deep  river  to 
crofs,  and  a  IhovNTcr  of  bullets  and  bomb  fhells  to  pafs  through. 

You  are,  perhaps,  doubtful  of  the  iilue  :  but  the  deftiny  of  the 
Republic  is  fupcrior  to  the  troops  and  the  artillery  of  kings.  Al- 
ready, without  waiting  to  know  whether  the  two  columns  were 
jeady  to  fecond  the  attack  behind  the  mountain  of  the  Four 
Crowns,  eight  companies  of  grenadiers,  commanded  by  Grange^ 
had  forded  the  river,  and  affailed  the  foldiers  of  the  Inquifition. 
The  grenadiers  performed  prodigies  of  valour.  Fregerille,  who 
had  learned  the  accident  that  occurred  to  the  two  columns,  inftead 
of  being  intimidated,  became  ftili  more  decided  in  his  refolution 
to  fupport  the  attack  already  commenced.  He  accordingly  order- 
ed his  troops  to  crofs,  and  ilorm  the  redoubts — the  gunpowder 
was  oeconomifed — the  charge  with,  bayonets  was  founded,  and  in 
lefs  than  two  hours,  the  inilrument  invented  at  Bayonne  made 
them  mailers  of  all  the  redoubts. 

The  Spaniards  now  beheld  no  other  refource  than  fiight :  part 
perifhed  by  their  own  cannon,  but  the  greater  nnmber  threw  down 
their  arms,  and  ran  aw^ay.  By  this  brilliant  retreat,  immenfe 
magazines,  2000  mufquets,  tents  for  ::>,ooo  men,  iron  ball, 
and  an  aftonilhing  quantity  of  ainmunitior..  were  prefented  by  them 
to  the  Republic.  On  the  very  fame  day  they  alfo  abandoned  to 
France,  fix  ftand  of  colours,  -200  cannon  and  hov»itzers,  mioftly  of 
brafs.  This  magnificent  prefent  of  artillery  is  accompanied  by 
2000  prifoners,  among  whom  are  two  entire  Spanifh  regiments^ 
who  grounded  their  arm?. 

Crowned  robbers   of  Europe  !  behold   the  brave   defenders  of 

royalty,  and  the  gallant  co-partners  of  conquered  France  !    When 

1  •  will 
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•will  the  iiations  who  permit  themfelves  to  be  fold  and  devoured 
by  you,  awaken  out  of  their  llumber,  and  ceafe  to  moiften  the 
€arth  with  their  blood,  on  account  of  five  or  lix  families  who 
Scarcely  know  how  to  govern  themfelves  ? 

The  hiftory  of  this  war  will  not  prove  ufelefs  to  Europe,  if  it 
.  fliouid  but  afford  a  lelTon  for  the  people,  and  exhibit  the  condemna- 
tion of  kings.  Spain  efpecially,  whofe  government  difplayed  fome 
witdom,  on  account  of  its  flownefs  and  nullity,  will  undoubtedly 
learn  from  the  two  extremities  of  the  Pyrenees,  how  much  it  has 
loft  by  its  unprincipled  attack  on  a  powerful  Republic,  and  its 
alliance  with  perfidious  England. 

While  you  are  now  celebrating  the  triumph  gained  by  the  army 
of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees,  learn,  that  on  the  evening  of  the  battle, 
the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  read  to  the  victorious  troops  the 
details  of  that  political  vidory  which  you  yourfelves  had  achieved 
over  the  three  tyrants  (Robefpierre,  Couthon,  and  Lebas)  who 
dared  to  attempt  your  overthrow.  The  foldiers  joined  with  the 
legillators  in  applauding  this  new  fuccefs  of  the  Republic, — Loud 
plaudits^ 

"  An  army  of  Frenchmen,"  exclaimed  they,  "  can  belong  to 
"  the  commonwealth  alone!" 

That  army  which  combats  and  hates  tyrants^  that  ^rmy  which 
jjoiTeffes  a  profound  attachment  for  the  National  Convention,  fhall 
never  obey  a  didator. 

Every  foldier  is  the  f^vorn  magiftrate  of  his  country,  and  he 
will  poniard  any  tyrant,  whatever  may  be  his  talents,  and  his 
fervices ! 

If  Rome,  while  miftrefs  of  a  fubjed  world,  had  polTefled  fuch 
republicans  in  her  legions,  Julius  dared  not  to  have  croflTed  the 
Rubicon,  and  the  twelve  tyrants  (the  Caefars)  would  not  have 
diflionoured  hiftory  by  their  crimes.

"  WE  received  yefterday,  at  four  o'clock,  dear  colleagues,  your 
Icuer  of  the  lOth  inftant,  informing  us  that  Robefpierre,  his 
brotlier,  St.  Juft,  and  Lebas,  had  placed  themfelves  in  the  rank 
of  confpirators,  and  meditated  the  ruin  of  the  people,  oyer  whoni 
they  vvifhed  to  tyrannife. 

*'  Be  tranquil,  dear  colleague?,  refpefting  the  brave  army  of  the 
Weftern  Pyrenees;  it  does  not  belong  to  any  individual;  it  is 
entirely  devoted  to  liberty  and  the  republic.     The  only  fenliments 

which 
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which  anunate  it,  are  the  love  of  one's  country,  the  hatred  of 
tyrants,  and  refpe6l  and  attachment  to  the  convention. 

*'  Such  an  army  can  never  belong  to  a  didator,  whatever  his 
talents,  or  even  his  fervices  may  be  ;  and  fo  far  from  combating 
for,  it  would  poniard  him. 

«'  Its  wiihes  and  our  own  are,  that  prompt  punifhment  may 
be  iniiidled  on  all  the  traitors;  it  is  necelfary  that  the  land  of 
liberty  be  purged. 

*<  The  generals  and  officers  think  the  fame  as  the  foldiers — were 
any  one  to  endeavour  to  pront  by  this  event,  and  occafion  trou- 
bles, fpeedy  juftice  fliould  overtake  him.  You  may  reft  affiired 
that  the  enemy  will  be  unable  to  have  any  advantage  from  this 
fvent,  whatever  hopes  it  may  afford.

Barren, — How  glorious  is  this  language  in  a  victorious  array, 
and  how  worthy  of  the  Convention  to  print  and  tranfmit  it  to  the 
departments,  and  the  troops  of  the  Republic  !  It  will  confirm 
every  thing  that  the  citizens  expeft  from  their  courage  and  fidelity; 
they  will  thus  teach  to  the  tyrants,  and  to  the  Duke  of  York, 
what  they  are  to  expe6l  from  a  nation  of  tyrannicides,  and  of 
armies,  who  on  the  field  of  battle  didate  their  teftimonies  of  at- 
tachment to  the  national  reprefentation. 

But  I  have  not  as  yet  recounted  all  the  fucceffes  of  the  army  of 
the  VVellern  Pyrenees,  for  I  have  not  informed  you  that  a  city, 
famous  on  accoimt  of  the  fiegc  it  fultaincd  in  the  time  of  the  14th 
Capet,  that  a  city  whole  fortifications  have  been  ftrengthened  and 
augmented  iince  that  epoch,  and  which  coft  (the  Maiefchal  Duke 
of)  Berwick  8000  men,  and  a  long  attack,  was  taken  almoft- 
inftantaneoudy,  and  that,  too,  by  a  detachment  of  the  army.  Fon- 
tnrabia  then,  with  fortifications  to  defend  its  numerous  inhabi- 
tants, and  cafematcs  to  ihclter  its  garrifon — Fontarabia,  which 
guards  the  entrance  into  Spain,  is  at  this  moment  in  the  poireffion 
of  the  Republic. 

The  particulars  of  this  fignal  fuccefs  are  too  fingular  to  be 
omitted  here  : 

Oii  the  evening  of  the  fame  day,  (14th  Thermidor)  Garrau, 
rcnrefentalive  of  tiie  people,  marched  againft  Fontarabia,  with 
■-^oo  men,  all  brave  loulicrs.  J^amarque,  aftiftant  to  the  etat- 
maicr,  and  captain  of  grenadiers — in  fhort,  the  citizen  whom 
yon  fee  at  your  bar,  with  the  Span! fir  colours  in  his  hand,  led  on 
ihis  republican  band.  He  alfiimed  a  pofition  above  Fontarabia, 
after  liaving  expericnocd  a  ihouer  ot  grape  ihot,  which  killed 
Three  foMicrs  by  the  fide  of  Garrau.  (..)n  being  mafter  of  the 
hcii^iu,  he    inflantly   fnnimoncd   the  city  to  furrender,  and  La- 
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marque,  who  entered  with  a  flag,  threatened  an  immediate  aflault 
in  cafe  of  refufal. 

The  council  of  war  immediately  aflembled  ;  it  was  compofed 
of  two  capuchins,  one  prieft,  the  commandant,  the  town  major, 
the  principal  engineer,  and  Ibme  other  officers. 

The  capuchins  at  firft  infifled  on  defending  the  city  :  they  in- 
voked God  and  all  his  holy  faints,  and  aflced  the  inhabitants  if 
they  would  abandon  fo  much  property  to  the  enemies  of  religi®n  ? 
They  then  infifted  on  tv/enty-four  hours  time,  in  order  to  deli- 
berate. 

Lamarque,  on  this,  produced  the  following  fummons,  and 
obferved,  that  by  the  law  of  war,  the  French  had  a  right  to  put  all 
the  capuchins  to  death,  on  account  of  their  intermeddling  in  civil 
affairs,  if  the  furrender  did  not  take  place  within  the  period  fixed 
by  the  reprefentative  of  the  people. 

Copy  of  the  Summons  fent  hy  the  Reprefentative  of  thePeopky  Gar  ran, 
to  the  Cornmandant  of  Foniarabia, 
"  THE  commandant  of  Fontarabia  is  hereby  fummoned  to  de- 
liver it  np  to  the  army  of  the  Republic  :  the  fpace  of  fix  minutes 
only  is  allowed  him  for  deliberation.  That  period  elapfed,  no 
capitulation  can  be  granted,  but  he  and  the  whole  garrifon  fhall 
be  put  to  death. 

"  From  the  redoubt  of  the  capuchins,  this  14th  Thermidor, 
fecond  year  of  the  Republic,  one  and  indivifible. 
(Signed) 
'^  The  Reprefentative  of  the  People, 

,    "  Garrau," 
There  were  800  Spaniards  in  the  town.     Fear  prefidedin  their 
council.     The  capuchins  did  not  wifh  to  rifque  the  laws  of  war, 
and  Fontarabia  furrendered  at  half  an  hour  after  fix  o'clock  the 
fame  evening.     The  capitulation  was  drawn  up  in  thefe  terms  : 
"  In  the  name  of  the  French  Republic, 
*'  WE,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  French  people,  and  general 
in  chief  of  the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees,  on  the  demand  of  the 
commandant    of  Fontarabia  to  have  twenty-four  hours,  in  order 
to  decide  as  to  the  delivering  up  the  fame   to  the  armies  of  the 
R.epublic,  reply,  that  the  army,  which  in  confequence  of  its  vic- 
tories, finds  itfelf  able  to  give  the  law  to  the  city,  the  care  of 
which  is  confided  to  him,  will  not  grant  him  any  longer  time  than 
until  five  o'clock,  in  order  to  accede  to  the  following  terms: 
Article  I.  The  garrifon  fhall  march  out  with  all  the  honours  of 
war,  ground  their  arms  before  the  army  of  the  Republic, 
and  furrender  themfelves  prifoners  of  v/ar. 
II.  All  the  magazines,  artillery,  &c.  &c.   fhall  be  delivered 
up  to  the  French  nation,  jn  the  fame  flate  they  are  in  at  this 
prefent  moment.

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III.  No  covered  waggon  (hall  be  allowed.

Biirren\ — Let  us  not  remain  infenfible  of  this  exploit  ;  let  us 
recompenfc' the  capture  of  Fontarabia  by  a  vote  of  thanks ;  and 
let  our  annals  no  longer  talk  of  this  city,  fo  boaftful  of  its  fitua- 
tion  and  its  inviolability,  but  only  to  remind  us  of  the  glory  of 
the  army  of  the  Weltern  Pyrenees. 

It  belongs  to  it  to  feparate  Spain  from  the  coalition,  to  di6lat« 
laws  to  the  Capet  who  yet  reigns  over  a  fuperftitioiis  people,  and 
to  make  the  inquifitors  and  monfters  of  Madrid  tremble. 

Eighty  republicans  only  fell  upon  this  occafion  ;  thus  audacity 
abridges  danger  ;  and  courage  preferves  armies--;  in  political  and 
military  revolutions,  death  is  always  the  lot  of  the  coward  and 
the  flave. 

What  think  you  were  the  exprefiions  of  the  foldiers,  in  the 
midfl:  of  their  viCiories  ? 

*'  They  will  now  talk  of  us  in  the  Convention  !" 
*'  They  willj  perhaps,  order  a  report  on  our  condu6l!"     This 
is  truly  republican,  and  they  Ihall  experience  the  reward  they  fo 
juftly  merit. 

Barrere  concluded  with  propofing  a  decree,  declaring  they  had 
deferved  well  of  their  country. 

This  was  inllantly  agreed  to,  amidft  long,  reiterated,  and  una- 
nimous plaudits. 


On  the  24.tb  Thermidor^  (Angufi  11,  1794^'  Barrere^  in  the  Na7ne 
of  the  Com/nittee  of  Public  Safety  of  France,  reported  to  the  A'^- 
tional  Convention  as  foUovjs. 

CITIZENS,  veflerday  the  colours  of  Fontarabia  adorned  the 
finefi:  feftival  that  nations  can  celebrate  in  honour  of  liberty. 
On  one  fide  were  to  be  feen  infcriptions  of  the  numerous  vi6\ories 
of  the  Republic  ;  and  on  the  other  the  generous  defenders  of  the 
rights  of  the  people,  whom  the  fortune  of  battle  has  fpared. 
There  were  honoured  the  civic  wounds  which  our  country  is 
charged  to  heal  ;  and  the  only  authority  diftinguilhed  in  the  affem- 
bly  of  -the  people  was  the  wounded,  but  unvanquilhed  foldiers. 
1  leave  to  the  few  journals  who  are  not  fold  to  ariftocracy,  or  to 
thofe  factions  that  are  the  fees  of  true  republic  a  is,  the  talk  of 
4  narrating 
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r.arratlng  this  afFeding  fcene,  in  which  the  citizens  of  the  feflions 
of  Paris  depofited,  with  mingled  refpedl  and  tendei-nefs,  the  ho- 
nouraUle  vidims  of  war,  the  brave  defenders  of  their  country, 
mutilated  in  its  defence.  The  flames  kindled  by  the  bafe  infignia 
of  royalty,  federalifm,  and  confpiracy,  emitted  light  that  fuddenly 
expofed  the  difgrace  of  Spain  and  the  triumphs  of  our  armies, 
when  the  wounded  foldier  received  the  rev/ard  of  national  grati- 
tude, and  the  majeftic  aflembly  of  the  people  applauded  this  ever- 
memorable  conflagration.  One  day  later,  and  we  might  have 
adorned  this  civic  feftival  with  new  triumphs,  adding  to  the  co- 
lours of  proud  Fontarabia  thofe  of  the  ufe'ful  fortrefs,  St.  Sebaf- 
tian.  Such  is  the  fplendid  deftiny  of  the  Republic  !  To  a  con- 
fpiracy puniflied  fucceeds  a  magnificent  feftival ;  to  the  new  in- 
trigues of  arifl:ocracy,  and  its  auxiliary,  falfe  patriotifm,  are 
oppofed  new  vi6lories.  The  feditious  banners  of  political  knaves 
are  routed  by  enfigns  taken  from  the  flaves  of  kings  ;  and  France, 
more  potent  than  all  its  enemies,  foreign  and  domeftic,  each  day 
enumerates  towns  taken  from  the  tyrants,  garrifons  made  prifon- 
ers,  and  capitulations  Ihameful  to  the  allied  robbers,  impofed 
upon  them.  The  Republic  is  an  organifed  volcano,  which  at 
once  overthrows  imperial  cities  and  guilty  individuals ;  which 
alternately  deftroys  the  partifans  of  foreign  powers,  and  the  ac- 
complices of  tyranny  ;  which  fwefeps  away  petty  cabals,  and  tow- 
ering ambition;  and  which  knows  how  to  vanquifli  the  armies  of 
kings,  and  the  agents  of  diftators.  Its  irruption  is  no  lefs  violent 
within  than  without  ;  the  heat  of  the  lava  is  equally  great,  from 
the  center  to  its  utmofl:  limits.  This  volcano  has  its  mountain 
alfo,  launching  new  terrors  on  infolent  ariftocracy,  venal  intrigue, 
ambitious  hypocrites,  and  the  paflions  of  individuals  :  it  is  a  puri- 
fying fire,  which  the  real  love  of  our  country  only  can  abide. — ■ 
Confirmed  by  thefe  refledions  in  the  domeftic  fafety  of  the  Re- 
public, let  us  take  a  tranfient  view  of  one  of  the  armies  commif- 
iioned  to  defend  the  Weflern  Pyrenees,  and  we  Ihall  fee  thein 
executing  their  duty  with  that  gay  impetuofity  which  forms  the 
national  charader,  and  which  the  army  calls  "  the  happy  decade." 
On  the  X4th  Thermidor,  (Auguft  i)  in  the  morning,  6000  of 
thefe  brave  men,  commanded  by  Fregcville,  carried  the  thirty 
redoubts  of  St.  Michael  and  Inm.  On  the  evening  300  men 
obliged  800  Spaniards  to  furrender,  and  took  Fontarabia.  On 
the  15th,  (Auguft:  2)  a  Ample  divifion,  commanded  by  General 
Moncey,  feized  on  the  Port  of  the  PafTage.  On  the  i6th,  (Au- 
guft 2)  the  broken  bridges  under  the  walls  of  St.  Sebaftian,  and 
the  Spanilh  army  advantageoufly  drawn  up  on  the  heights  of  Er- 
nani,  could  not  withftanJ  our  republicans,  This  fortified  poft, 
defended  by  nature,  is  fituaicdi  at  the  opening  of  the  road  of  St. 
Sebaftian  and  Madrid.  Under  Philip  ^.  the  Spaniard  ;;  would 
have  made  a  fland  at  t^is  important  place,  and  preve:  (ed  the 
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fiege  of  St.  Sebafllatij  by  eafily  throwing  in  fuccours,  and  hy 
placing  the  French  army  between  two  batteries.  But  the  Spa- 
niards under  Charles  IV.  or  laft,  have  good  memories,  and  re- 
colle6l  the  recent  events  of  St.  Elare,  Vendre,  and  Collioure. — 
Neither  could  they  fo  fuddenly  forget  their  hafty  retreat  from  the 
redoubts  of  Irun,  and  faithful  to  their  new  ta6tics,  though  in 
battle  array,  on  heights  covered  with  troops,  they  thought  more 
of  retreating  than  fighting.  At  the  fight  of  them  thus  drawn  up, 
the  republican  army  uttered  fhouts  of  joy  :  they  hoped  to  come 
to  adlion  with  the  vapouring  flaves  ;  but  fcarcely  did  the  light 
artillery  begin  to  play,  and  our  cavalry  make  its  appearance, 
before  they  fled  from  the  field,  and  were  no  more  feen  on  their 
threatening  heights.  During  their  flight,  the  troops  commanded 
by  Moncey  marched  to  the  gates  of  St.  Sebaitian,  with  courage 
and  w^ith  prudence  Worthy  the  defenders  of  freedom.  The  garri- 
fon,  after  a  few  cuftomary  ceremonies,  capitulated  ;  and  on  the 
17th,  (Auguft  4)  at  two  in  the  morning,  the  capitulation  was 
figned  :  about  noon,  the 'keys  of  the  town  were  brought  in  great 
pomp  to  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people,  by  the  alcaide  of  St. 
Sebaftian.  Two  days  ago  I  read  here  the  capitulation  of  Fonta- 
rabia  ;  I  am  now  come  to  read  you  this  new  capitulation.  The 
Spaniards  fhewed  themfelves  equally  docile  and  equally  brave  in 
both  places.  Two  thoufand  men  have  laid  down  their  arras,  are 
prifoners  of  v/ar,  and  have  furrendered  a  numerous  artillery  to 
the  protedion  of  the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees.  More  than 
180  pieces  of  brafs  cannon  will  accelerate  the  providing  our  fron- 
tiers with  cannon.  The  commiflion  of  (tores,  and  that  of  the 
marine,  have  been  aided  by  this  expedition  with  the  capture  of  im- 
menfe  magazines  of  ammunition  and  ftores  ;  and  as  if  taking  the 
fort  and  citadel  of  St.  Sebaftian,  the  Port  of  the  Paffage,  and 
thefe  ftores,  were  infufficient,  two  Spanifti  fhips  have  entered  the 
Port  of  the  Paftage,  laden  with  powder,  ball,  Vv'ine,  and  cod-fifli. 
Siich  are  the  military  events,  which  have  happened  fo  fuddenly 
as  fcarcely  to  be  credible,  and  vshich  the  army  of  the  Weftern 
Pyrenees  has  named  the  happy  decade.  The  capitulation  of  St^ 
Sebaftian  is  as  follows  :

Art.  I.    The  governor  fhall  deliver   up   the  town  and  ci» 
tadel  of  St.  Sebaftian  to  the  troops  of  the  Republic. 

II.  The  garrifon  fhall  quit  tht  citadel   and  the  place  with 
Cruras  beating,  and  colours  flying ;  ihall  form  in  order  of  bat- 
tle 
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tie  on  the  glacis,  and  tli^re  laying  down  their  arms,  fhall  fur- 
render  prii'oners  of  war. 

III.  Six  covered  waggons  Hiall  be  granted  for  the  conveyance 
of  the  effects  of  the  garrilbn  only  ;  thefe  erFedls  to  be  verified  on 
leaving  the  place  by  a  commiirary  of  war. 

IV.  The  magiilrates  of  the  town  fliall  deliver  up  tlie  keys. 

V.  The  fhips  of  war,  or  other  vefTels  aCiually  in  the  road 
or  port,  with  their  cargoes,  iliall  belong  to  the  Republic,  thofe 
excepted  to  which  tiie  inhabitants  can  juftify  their  claim. 

VI.  The  decrees  of  the  National  Convention  having  ren- 
dered the  fieedom  of  religious  worlliip  facred,  and  the  rcpre- 
fentatives  of  the  people  with  the  army  having  on  the  30th  of 
MelTidor,  (July  18)  affured  the  inhabitants  of  the  conquered 
countries  the  free  exercife  of  it,  the  general  imagines  it  would 
give  birth  to  fulpicions  injurious  to  the  probity  of  the  Republic 
and  of  its  reprefentatives,  were  anv  exptefs  article  flipulated  on 
that  fubjecl. 

VJI.  With  refpedl  to  other  demands  that  relate  to  the  in- 
tercfts  of  individuals,  the  general  informs  the  inhabitants  that 
they  have  leave  to  addrefs  memorials  on  fuch  fubjedts  to  the 
National  Convention,  and  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people 
with  the  army,  who  will  immediately  grant  their  claims, 
ihould  they  be  jufl. 

Given  at  the  camp  before  St.  Sebaflian,  Thermidor  16, 
(Auguft  3)  the  fecond  year  of  the  French  Republic, 
one  and  indivifible. 
(Signed)          Garrau,  Cavignac,  Pinet  the  elder. 

Barrere. — The  advanced  polls  of  this  army  have  alfo  their 
feats  to  recount.  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  inform  us, 
that  thefe  advanced  pofts  have  driven  the  enemy  to  the  gates  of 
loulofa,  between  that  place  and  Ernani ;  that  thev  have  found 
in  thofe  parts  new  magazines  of  corn  and  cartridges,  and  a  line 
manufactory  of  gun-carriages  for  the  Republic.  The  poiU 
fcript  of  their  letter  further  adds :  "  Our  vanguard  has  jufl 
leized  on  the  tov.m  of  Toulofa."  Thus  France,  free  herfeit^ 
pofleiTes  the  twoToulofas,  and  is  abfolutely  miftrefs  of  the  Gulph 
of  Gafcony  by  the  capture  of  St.  Sebaitian,  and  the  Port  of  the 
Paflage.  Behold,  then,  the  Republic,  ofwhofe  ftability  kings 
ajid  ariftocrats  have  {o  often  doubted  !  Contemplate  this  na- 
tion, denominated  barbarous,  becaufe  determined  to  be  free, 
and  Vvhofe  territory  was  to  have  been  parcelled  out  among 
crowned  robbers,  becauib  fiie  had  puniiGhed  her  own.  Alas, 
the  geographers  of  kings  and  emperors  have  not  yet  difcovered 
the  Icale  of  admeafurement  for  democratic  and  impetuous  re- 
publics, pofTefling  an  immjenfc  and  fertile  country,  a  prodi- 
gious population,  the  koowkdge  of  ages,  the  genius  of  the  arrs, 
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the  favours  of  victory,  and  the  burning  love  of  their  country  f 
Let  them  learn,  then,  that  in  a  month,  the  fignal  being  given 
by  the  National  Convention,  the  dangerous  tools  of  tyranny, 
the  allied  hypocrites  of  kings,  have  periflied;  and  the  terri- 
tories of  F'rance  are  aggrandized  on  the  north,  by  Belgium  and 
Weit  Flanders;  on  the  borders  of  the  Rhine,  by  the  Palatinate; 
towards  the  fouth,  by  a  part  of  Piedmont ;  on  the  Alps,  by 
vallies  the  moft  beautiful ;  on  the  Pyrenees,  by  Cerdagne  and 
the  province  of  Guipufcoa  ;  on  the  German  Ocean,  by  the 
ports  of  Neuport  and  Oftend ;  and  on  the  fhores  of  Spain,  by 
the  Port  of  the  Paffage  and  St,  Sebaftian.  Then  let  them  vaunt 
of  their  troops,  of  their  plans  of  attack,  and  above  all,  of  their 
tender  attachment  to  the  good  of  their  faithful  fubje6ls. — 
Amid  this  fuccefs,  we  muft  not  forbear  acquainting  you  with 
the  addrefs  prefented  to  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  with 
the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees,  by  the  noble  and  loyal 
province  of  Guipufcoa.  (Such  are  the  titles  written  in  their 
addrefs,  drawn  up  ,at  St.  Sebailian,  Auguft  4th,  old  ftyle> 
Thermidor  the  17th,  by  the  noble  town  of  Guetaria.)  "  You 
have  always  diflinguiflied  the  will  of  the  people  from  the  pre- 
texts of  their  tyrants:  you  have  unremittingly  difplayed  a 
fi:ri(St  attention  to  the  rights  of  men,  regardlefs  of  their  royal 
fervitude,  and  you  will  no  doubt  commit  thefe  fubjeds  to  the 
confi deration  of  the  committee  charged  with  political  and  mi- 
litary operations.  This  committee  will  concert  with  the  re- 
prefentatives of  the  people,  wlio  are  informed  of  local  circum- 
ilances  ;  the  principles  of  juftice  and  the  rights  of  nations  were 
never  difregarded  by  the  French.  The  following  are  the  offi- 
cial papers  w^hich  I  am  ordered  to  read  to  you  : 

"  Citizens,  the  province  of  Guipufcoa,  defiring  to  avoid  the 
cffufion  of  blc-od,  and  the  inconvenience  which  a  continuation 
of  the  war  might  occafron  to  its  inhabitants,  addreffes  itfelf 
with  confidence  to  the  generofitvof  the  French  people,  and  pro- 
feifes  that  it  wiihes  the  army  of  the  Republic  to  fufpend  all 
hoftilities  from  this  moment,  and  to  treat  by  commiffioners  of 
means  that  may  lead  to  the  eftablifliment  of  tranquillity  and 
harmony.  This  province  hopes  that  the  reprefentatives  of  the 
l^rench  people  will  be  induced  to  fecond  it  in  thefe  views.

"  ORDERS  having  been  tranfmitted  to  Moncey,  the  general 
of  the  divifion,  to  advance  againft  Port  au  Paffage,  the  general 
not  only  i-endered  hh-nfelf  niafter  of  the  port,  but  profited  in 
the  moll  admirable  manner  of  the  defeat  of  the  Haves  :  he 
forced  the  garrifon  of  St.  Sebaflian,  confifting  of  between  1500 
and  20OG  troops  of  the  line,  to  lay  down  their  arms.  One 
hundred  and  eighty  pieces  of  cannon  are  in  our  poffeffion,  im- 
menfe  magazines,  a  great  many  ihips,  together  with  the  key 
of  the  Gulph  of  Gafcony  (the  Frencli  appellation  for  the  Bay 
ofBifcay).  The  national  reprefentatives  pervaded  every  ope- 
ration— This,  citizens,  is  what  I  call  a  glorious  decade.  In 
fadl,  fince  this  expedition,  which  no  other  than  republicans 
could  have  undertaken,  we  have  taken  between  4  and  5000 
prifoners,  between  350  and  400  pieces  of  cannon,  imnienle 
magazines,  Fontarabia,  St.  Sebaflian  with,  its  fort,  and  the 
Port  au  Paffage.  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  will  inform 
you  more  at  length.  Too  much  occupied  in  re-organizing 
Dur  forces,  you  will  excufe  me  from  entering  into  detailso 
I  afls.  of  you  troops  and  engineers.     Health  and  Fraternity.

The  Reprefentatives  of  the  People  with  the  Army  of  the  Wefern  Py- 
renees to  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety. 

'^  St.  Scbajiian,  Auguft  5. 
*^  Citizen  Colleagues, 
*'  AT  length  our  promifes  to  you  are  fulfilled.  We  promifed 
to  give  Port  au  Paffage  and  St.  Sebaftian  to  the  Republic.  Both 
are  now  in  our  power. — The  vidorious  army  of  the  Wefieni 
Pyrenees  has  taken  poffeffion  of  them  in  the  name  of  the  French 
people.  On  the  2d  of  Auguft  the  divifion  of  the  army  com- 
manded by  General  Moncey,  marched  and  took  poffeffion  of 
the  Paffage.  Thence  It  advanced  next  day  to  the  v.^Jls  cf 
St.  Sebaftian,  where  it  found  the  bridges  broke  down.  On  the 
fame  day,  the  generals  of  divifion,  Fregeville  and  Laborce,  at 
tl>e  head  of  their  columns,  marched  to  take  the  advantajreoua- 
pofition  of  Ernani.  This  pofition,  formidable  by  the  nature 
of  the  ground,  was  of  the  utmoft  importance  both  to  us  and 
the  enemy.  Placed  at  the  opening  of  the  roads  to  Mad'Id  and 
St.  Sebaftian,  it  renders  whoever  occupies  it  ablbiutely  maftei-S 
of  both.  While  the  Spaniards  poffeffed  it,  the  fiege  of  St.  Se- 
baftian was  Impoffible,  becaufe,  being,  only  a  league  diuant 
from  that  place,  they  might  eafily  throw  fuccours  into  it,  and 
place  us  between  two  fires.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  troops 
ot  the  republic  were  mafiers  of  Ernani,  the  enemy's  army  could 
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bavc  no  communication  with  St.  Sebaftian,  bat  by  Bilboa, 
-which  is  twenty-five  leagues  diftant.  From  the  importance  of 
the  poil:,  we  judged  that  the  enemy  would  make  every  effort 
to  preferve  i.t.  We  marched  againil:  it  Vv'ith  confiderahle  force, 
expecting  a  vigorous  refinance.  On  approaching  Ernani,  we 
discovered  the  enemy  before  us  in  order  of  battle,  and  the 
heights  defended  by  their  troops. — This  fight  filled  our  foldiers 
with  joy,  who  hoped  that  they  fhould  once  more  come  to 
iiclion  with  the  enemy.  But  fcarcely  had  our  cavalry  formed, 
and  our  light  artillery  opened,  when  the  Spaniards,  recolle6l- 
ing  their  former  defeats,  abandoned  the  field  of  battle  vi^ith  all 
their  pofitions,  and  difappeared  with  extreme  quicknefs.  At 
the  fame  time  the  fmall  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  St.  Sebaf- 
tian,  who  had  had  the  courage  not  to  quit  their  homes,  en- 
tered into  a  parley  with  General  Moncey,  the  commandant  of 
the  divifion  before  that  place.  He  difpiayed  on  this  occafion 
riOt  only  the  courage,  the  talents,  the  prudence,  and  the  wif- 
dom,  oi  Avhich  he  had  before  given  fo  many  proofs,  but  alfo  all 
tlie  grandeur,  the  majelty,  and  the  fpirit  of  a  republican.  The 
propofitions  he  made,  and  his  anlwers  to  tiie  propofitions  made 
to  him,  are  worthy  of  the  caulc  wl^ich  he  defends,  the  army 
he  commands,  and  the  people  for  whom  he  i'lghits.  The  gar- 
rifon  was  for  fome  time  obftinate  ;  but  the  inljabitants,  who- 
dreaded  bombardment  and  efcalade,  particularly  the  alcaide, 
and  a  fmall  number  of  citizens  who  feemed  to  love  the  trench 
revolution,  declared  aloud  their  intention  to  lurrender  :  the 
garrifon  followed  their  example.  Yefierday  at  tVi^'o  in  the 
morning,  the  capitulation  was  agreed  to,  and  at  noon  the  keys 
of  the  city  were  brought  to  us  in  great  pomp  by  the  alcaide. 
Three  regiments  of  which  the  garrifon  confiifed,  amounting  to 
between  1500  and  2000  men,  came  to  lay  down  their  arms  at 
the  feet  of  the  courageous  foldiers  of  liberty,  and  to  furrender 
themlelves  prifoners  on  the  terms  of  the  capitulation.  In  the 
city  of  St.  Sebafiian,  the  citadel,  and  at  Palfage,  we  found 
from  180  to  200  cannon,  confiderable  magazines  of  ammunition, 
provifions,  &c.  and  in  the  two  ports  between  twenty-five  and 
thirty  flrips,  feveral  of  which  have  valuable  cargoes.  Since  we 
were  in  poffeffion  of  Pafiage,  two  fiiips,  one  laden  with  pow- 
der and  lead,  the  other  vv'Ith  wine,  fell  into  our  hands.  Reca- 
pitulate, citizens,  our  conquefis  witliin  ten  days,  and  with  us 
you  v/ill  exclaim — OIi,  the  happy  decade! — On  the  24th  of 
|uly  the  piece  commenced,  the  invafion  of  the  valley  of  Bafian 
formed  th.e  firfl:  aff.  It  was  filled' up  fncceffively  by  the  cap- 
ture of  CommifTari,  Rcra,  St.  Earbe,  Ethallar,  the  mouiitain  of 
Haya,  Irun,  St.  Martial,  Fort  Figuier,  Fontarabia,  Port  Paf- 
iage, and  finally,  the  capture  of  St.  Sebafiian,  on  the  4th  oi' 
Augufi,  formed  the  raoft  happy  eataflroDhe.     The  blow  given 
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by  the  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees  to  the  tyrant  of  Madrid, 
is  terrible,  and  we  venture  to  predict  that  he  will  never  recover 
it.  Long  live  the  Republici  Long  live,  a  thoufand  and  a 
thoufand  times  repeated,  Libettvj  Equality,  and  the  immortal 
Defenders  of  their  country. 

**  We  have  pufhed  our  advanced  pofts  to  the  gates  of  Toulofa : 
between  that  place  and  Errtani,  we  have  fciund  immenfe  ma- 
gazines of  corn  artd  warlike  ftores.  The  province  of  Guipuf- 
coa,  of  which  we  occupy  a  good  partj  has  written,  by  one  of 
its  deputies,  to  oifFer  itfelf  to  the  French  Republic*  We  tranf- 
mit  you  a  copy  of  the  letter:  inform  us  how  we  are  to  aft. 
In  the  mean  time  we  will  hear  the  commiffioners,  but  conclude 
nothing  till  we  receive  your  anfwer.  Health  and  Fraternity. 
**  Garrau,  Cavignac,  PiNET  the  elder." 

<*  P.  S.  Our  advanced  guard  has  juft  taken  polTeffion  of  the 
city  of  Tbulofa." 

Barrett — After  CommUhicating  to  yOU  the  wifh  of  the  pro- 
vliice  of  Guipufcoaj  we  cannot  pafs  unnoticed  the  demand  more 
clearly  exprefled  by  the  province  of  Ceidagne,  formerly  Spanifh, 
impelled  by  its  unanimous  wifli,  and  its  topographical  pblition, 
to  form  ohe  of  the  frontiers  of  the  French  Republic.  You. 
will,  doubtlefs,  refer  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Cer- 
dagne,  with  refpe6l  to  its  principle,  to  the  profound  examina- 
tion of  the  committee  of  Public  Safety;  but  iti  the  mean  time 
you  will  pronounce  the  fuppreffion  of  a  tribute  fuperftitious 
and  deftruiflive  to  agriculture.  You  will  call  the  people  of 
Cerdagne  to  the  territorial  right  of  not  paying  the  heavy  im- 
pofts  of  tithes,  and  by  that  benefit,  make  them  feel  that  they 
border  on  the  facred  land  of  liberty.  The  Republic  ought  to 
have  an  atmofph6re  of  political  beneficencCj  the  happv  influ- 
ence of  which  its  neighbours  may  feel. 

The  following  is  the  copy  of  the  letter  of  Milhaud  and  Sou- 
brani,  reprefentatives  of  the  people  with  the  army  of  the 
Eaftern  Pyrenees : 

*'   Head-Quarters  at  Bouiln,  Augu/1  2, 
**  Death  to  Tyrants  1  Peace  to  the  People! 
"  Citizen  C0L1.EAGUES, 
"  While  the  viifloiious  armies  of  the  Republic  are  going  to 
ftrike  the   tyrants  oti   their   tottering  thrones,  it  is  matter   of 
juftioe  and  of  wife  policy  to  make  the  people,  who  defire  to  be 
united  to  the  Republic,  enjoy   all  the  adva,ntagcs  pf  popular 
government.     The  ci-devant  Spanifh   Cerdagne,   called   by  its 
Wifli  and  its  pofition  to  make  a  part  of  the  Republic,  is  ftill  fub- 
jedt  to  the  monftrous  feudal  fyftem.     Tithes  have  been  levied 
in  it  this  very  year.     Let  us  releafe  the  inhabitants  from  a 
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feudal  impoft,  which  they  fupport  with  difRctilty,  the  ftfp^ 
preffion  of  which  will  draw  clofe  the  bonds  which  unite  them  to 
\is,  and  Separate  them  for  ever  from  their  ancient  tyrants. — 
At  prefent  they  are  governed  like  the  people  of  a  conquered 
country.  Pronounce,  and  let  a  fraternal  adminiftration  make 
the  traces  of  a  detefled  fyftem  difappear  for  ever.  Health  and 
l^raternity. 


Barrere, — What  an  odious  contrafi:  have  I  now  to  offer  to  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  French  people!     While  the  inhabitants 
of  Cerdagne  dcfire  to  become  republicans,  the  conduftors  of 
thofe  Spanifli  flaves  debafe  their  charac^ler,  fully  their  renown, 
and  Ihamefully  put  themfelves  on    a   level  with  the  heirS  to 
Punic  faith.     Europe  was  aftonilhed  to  fee  the  monftrous  al- 
liance betwee)!  England  and  Spain  :      tliis   alVonifliment  muft 
ceafe  when  I  make  known  the  violation   of  treaties  made  under 
the  empire  of  the  law  of  nations;  the   want  of  faith    in   en- 
gagements  the    moft  rcfpefted  among    nations  the    mol-l  bar- 
barous; the  infolent  infra6lion  of  the  laws  of  war;  and  proud 
bafenei's  fubllituted  for  military  generofity.     Such   then   is  the 
word  of  kings  fo  vaunted  of  by  the  mercenary  Orators  I     Capi- 
tulations, entered  int;o  in  the  midll:  of  bloody  vidories,  are  un- 
executed by  the  chiefs  of  the  Spanifii  army.     What  elfe  had 
we   to  expedl  from  tyrants  ?     What  we  may   expedl   is,  that 
they  will  foon  unmalk  themfelves   to  the  conviftion  of  their 
people  ;  tliat  they  will  foon  fliew  themfelves  on  their  thrones 
a«d  in    their  armies,  deceivers  unpunifhed,  and  violators  dif- 
g raced  ;  and  by  their  bafenefs  they  will  teach  nations  the  ne- 
ceffity   of  dethroning  them,    fubftituting   national  juftice    for 
royal  honour,  and  the  folemn  will  of  a  people  for  the  caprices 
of  a  defpot.     You  remember  our  fuccefTes  in  the  Eaftern  Py- 
renees.    All  Europe  knows  that  7000  Spaniards  laid  down  their 
arms,  like  cowards,  before  our   Republicans,  and  that  French 
bravrry   re- conquered  what   Spanifli  perindy  had  taken   by  fur- 
prize.     The  capitulation  was  mild  for  thole   Haves  :  they  were 
fent  back  to  their  defpot  on  their  parole  :    they  deferved  either 
to  be  guarded  or  to  be  punillred.     The  ilaves  interred  in  a  field 
of  battle  rife  no  more  againll:  liberty.     But  fuch  is  our  national 
Charailer;  brave  and  generous,  faithful  and  grand  in  treaties, 
it  thinks  that  the  valets  of  a  court,  and  the  military  chiefs  of 
a  tyrant,  have  alfo  faith  and  honour  to  guard.     We  murt  be 
undeceived;  the  capitulation   of  ColUoure,  favourable  and  in- 
dulgent as  it  was,  has  been  openly  viqlatcd  by  a  leader  of  flaves^ 
by  a  general  in  chief  called   the  Count  de  I'L^nion.     Brilliant 
and  bafe  flaive  of  the  court  of  Madrid  !  he  has  denied  the  oaths 
of  his  foldiers  ;  he  has  difputed  the  engagements  entered  into 
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hj  General  Novarro ;  he  keeps  the  Spanifli  troops  lent  hack  oit 
the  faith  of  a  treaty  ;  aacl  he  retains  in  bonds  the  republican 
foldiers,  the  facred  obje<9:s  of  an  exchange  agreed  upon  amid 
our  victorious  armies.-— The  correfpondence  of  the  commander 
in  chief  of  the  Spanifli  army  on  this  fubjecSl  is  ftrange,  not  to 
fay  difgraceful ;  and  we  mufi:  publifli  it  for  the  intcrel^  of  tire 
Republic;  for  the  honour  of  the  gcVicvsX  of  the  French  army; 
and,  above  all,  to  teach  nations  enllaved  what  kings  are,  and 
the  foldiers  of  monarchies  what  their  generals  are.  I'his  Count 
<ie  I'Union  complains,  that  we  have  fent  him  70oo  Spaniard* 
whom  he  is  obliged  to  feed,  although  they  are  boui^l  not  t-o 
ferve  againft  France.  Have  then  thefe  wretched  geijerals  foly 
diers  whom  thcv  value  only  as  a  farmer  does  his  jtiocks,  or  ^ 
mechanic  his  tools  r  He  violates  this  capitulation,  th:jt  he  may. 
IHU  have  it  in  his  power  to  torture  and  kill  the  French  patriots; 
for  it  is  the  population  of  the  Republic  of  which  tyrants  liave 
fworn  the  deftrucftion.  The  National  Convention  mufl  exr 
prefs  its  contempt  for  the  Spanilli  general,  its  indignation  for  a 
government  as  cruel  as  coyvardly,  and  its  refolution  to  punifli 
this  manifell  violation  ot  tli^  law  of  nations.  We  know  that 
we  have  hoftages  for  the  execution  of  the  treaty.  Spanifli 
officers  are  our  fccurities  for  the  capitulation  at  CoIUoure  : 
they  are  of  the  blood  of  thofe  noble  trickftcrs  who  command 
the  Spanifli  armies.  We  might  have  made  th.£.{c  men  pay  the 
forfeit  of  their  lives  5  but  it  appears  to  us  more  worthy  of  the 
Convention,  more  analogous  to  the  principles  of  national 
jufliice,  and  more  ufeful  m  point  of  policy,  to  put  the  Spa- 
niards on  the  fame  fituatioi?  with  the  Englifh  (to  give  no  quar- 
ter) if  they  refufe  ^nfl:antly  to  fulfil  the  capitulation  of  Col 
iioure.  We  propofe  to  you  to  decree,  that  failing  the  execu- 
tion of  the  treaty,  no  Spanifli  prifoners  ftiall  be  taken  pither  in 
battles  or  fieges :  for  it  is  ufelefs  tp  make  treaties  vyjt]^  tthofe 
whom  treaties  cannot  bind,  or  t.o  require  a  public  pledge  of 
men  who  are  deflitute  of  faith.— Wp  are  of  opinion  th^t  yovj 
fliould  add  to  this  iDeafure  an  ord,er  fo  take  Spanifli  priefls  an4 
nobles  as  hoftagcs,  wherever  the  two  armies  of  the  Pyrenees 
fliall  carry  their  triumphs.  The  Spaniards  have  a  mania  for 
nobles  and  fo,r  priefls,  which  makes  them  fet  a  high  value  on 
monks  and  o«  counts.  On  their  religious  and  their  feudal  fii- 
perflitions,  we  Opll  levy  at  once  a  perfoni^J  tax  and  a  military- 
capitulation.  Since  they  will  not  reftore  Ff.eiiph  prifoners  of 
war,  we  will  take  no  more  Spanifli  prifoners  of  war.  Tfi? 
virtue  of  Regulus  did  honoyr  to  Rome^  and  aftoni^ied  Car- 
thage ;  but  it  feems  never  to  have  been  heard  of  by  the  Spa- 
niards. The  war  of  the  Republic  againfl  the  troops  of 
Charles  IV.  mufl:  aflume  a  new  chafa6l:er  :  it  is  a  necefl!ary  ex- 
ample to  convince  the  foldiers  of  the  conibined  armies  what 
Z  2  little 
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little  account  their  generals  make  of  their  blood  and  their  lives. 
We  fliall  not  Confine  ourfelves  to  this  punifliment  inflided  on 
the  fatellites  of  the  king  of  Spain,  We  muft  denounce  the 
governors  of  Madrid,  and  the  military  tyrants  of  the  Spanifh 
armies,  to  public  opinion,  to  Europe,  and  to  humanity.  If 
the  Spanifh  nation  has  not  forgotten  its  ancient  renown  and 
fidelity  to  engagements,  it  will  difavow  the  infamous  conduA 
of  its  government  and  its  generals, 

,.The  decree  propofed  by  Barrere  was  adopted  unanimou(ly  in 
the  following  terms : 

I.  The  army  of  the  Weftern  Pyrenees  continues  to  deferve 
well  of  its  country.  The  official  account  of  the  capture  of  Port 
Paffage,  St.  Sebaftian,  and  Toulofa,  fhali  be  printed  ^nd  fefit  to 
the  other  armies  of  the  Republic. 

II.  The  addrefs  of  the  province  ofGuipufeoa  is  referred  to 
the  examination  of  the  committee  of  Public  Safety. 

III.  The  inhabitants  of  the  ci-devant  Spanifh  Cerdagne  are 
releafed  from  the  payment  of  tithes  and  feudal  impofts  of  every 
kind. 

IV.  Honourable  mention  fhall  be  made  iti  the  minutes  of  the 
patriotic  gifts  fent  by  the  army  of  the  Eaftern  Pyrenees^  and  the 
jifl:  of  them  inferted  in  the  bulletin  of  the  Convention. 

V.  In  failure  of  the  execution  of  the  capitulation  of  Colli- 
cure,  by  the  Spanifli  general  refufing  to  reftore  the  French 
prifoners,  the  National  Convention  decrees  that  no  more  Spa- 
nifh prifoners  fhall  be  taken,  and  that  the  Spanifli  priefts  and 
nobles  fhall  be  feized  as  hoftages  in  all  places  where  the  armies 
of  the  Pyrenees  fhalJ  carry  their  arms. 

VI.  The  National  Convention  denounces  the  Spanifh  gene- 
ra! to  the  people  of  all  nations,  d^s  ■^  violator  of  the  lavy  of  na- 
tions, apd  the  faith  of  treaties. 

The  Convention  alfo  decreed,  that  Barrer6's  report  on  the 
addrefTes,  official  letters,  and  the  correfpondence  between  Du- 
gomraicr,  the  general  pf  the  army  of  the  Eaflern  Pyrenees, 
with  the  Spanifh  general,  fhould  be  printed,  fent  to  the  ar- 
mies, and  tranflated  irjtp  Spanifh.

WHEREAS  by  ati  article  of  our  inftrufhions  to  the 
commanders  of  our  fliips  of  war  and  privateers,  having 
Jetters  of  marque  againft  France,  given  at  our  court  at  St. 
James's,  the  8th  day  of  June,  1793,  we  thought  fit  to  declare, 
that  it  fliould  be  lawful  to  flop  and  detain  all  fhips  laden  wholly, 
or  in  part,  with  corn,  flour,  or  meal,  bound  to  any  port  in 
France,  or  any  port  occupied  by  the  armies  of  France,  and  to 
fend  them  to  fuch  ports  as  lliould  be  moll  convenient,  in  order 
that  fuch  corn,  meal,  or  flour,  might  be  purchafed  on  behalf  of 
our  government,  and  the  fliips  be  releafcd  after  fuch  purchafe, 
and  after  a  due  allowance  for  freight,  or  that  the  maflers  of 
fuch  fliipsj  on  giving  due  fecurity,  to  be  approved  by  our 
court  of  admiralty,  fliould  be  permitted  tq  difppfe  of  their 
cargoes  of  corn,  meal,  or  flour,  in  the  ports  of  any  power  in 
amity  wifh  us.  We  not  judging  it  expedient  to  continue  for 
the  prefent  the  purchafe  of  the  faid  cargoes  on  behalf  of  our 
governn)ent,  are  pleafed  to  revoke  the  faid  article,  until  our 
further  order  therein  ;  and  to  declare  that  the  fame  fliall  no 
longer  remain  in  force.  But  we  ftri6lly  enjoin  all  our  com- 
manders of  our  fliips  of  war  and  privateers  to  obferve  the  re- 
jnaii]ing  articles  of  the  faid  inflru£lions ;  and  likewife  all 
other  inflru6tions  which  we  have  ilTued,  and  which  flill  con- 
tinue }n  force.

Thefe  royal  robbers  (brigands)  have  eflablifhed  fabrications  of 
falfe  aflignats ;  and  in  this  emulation  of  turpitude,  the  Englifh 
government  fhews  itfelf  zealous  of  occupying  the  iirft.  rank, 
'I'he  proof  of  it  refults  from  the  moft  exadt  information, 
which  has  been  taken  on  account  of  this  falfe  paper,  of  which 
I^iege,  Flanders,  Holland,  and  Germany  are  like  fo  many 
magazines,  deft ined  at  length  to  vomit  the  poifon  on  the  ter» 
ritorics  of  the  Republic.    .

Proclamatioru 

1.  It  is  hereby  enjoined  to  all  citizens  of  every  rani;  and  dc^ 
fcription  whatever,  who  are  in  pofFeflion  pf  aflignats,  either  be- 
longing to  them,  or  to  any  other  perfon  pr  perfons  wdiatever, 
to  bring  them  w  ithin  the  fpace  of  twenty-four  hours  to  the  ve- 
rifiers to  be  verified  at  the  Maifon  de  France  in  all  the  diff'erent 
towns  now  poflTeffed  by  the  French  Republic;  otherwife  they 
fliall  he  treated  as  fufpe6led  perfons,  and  impriloned  until  a 
peace,  in  fome  town  in  the  department  of  Pas  de  Calais. 

2.  Any  perfon  or  perfons  knowing  of  a  depot  of  falfe  af^ 
(ignat^^,  and  not  making  an  immediate  declaration  of  the  fame, 
to  be  ranked  as  an  accomplice,  and  punifliec)  as  fuch. 

3.  AlUhipping,  merchants,  and  others,  are  required  daily 
to  bring  the  aflignnls  they  receive,  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  receipt  of  them,  to  be  verified,  or,  in  defi^uit  of  fo 
doing,  ta.be  treated  as  fufpe£ted.

couragement of  Seamen,  and  for  the  better  and  more  eiFedual 
manning  his  Majefty's  Navy ;"  and  do  hereby  give  notice, 
that  the  fame  will,  upon  any  future  reprefentations  of  tlie 
nature  above-mentioned,  be  rigoi-oufly  put  in  force. 

Sedion  8.  "  And  be  it  further  enaded,  that  if  tlie  captain  of 
any  merchant  fhip  under  convoy  fliall  wilfully  difobey  fignals 
or  inftrudions,  or  any  other  lawful  commands  of  the  com- 
mander of  the  convoy,  or  fliall  defert  the  convoy  without  no- 
tice given,  and  leave  obtained  for  that  purpofe,  he  fliall  be 
liable  to  be  articled  againft  in  the  High  Court  of  Admiralty,  at 
the  fuit  of  the  crown,  for  dilobedience  to  the  orders  of  the 
convoy,  and,  upon  convidion  thereof,  fliall  be  fined  at  the 
difcretion  of  the  faid  court,  in  any  fum  not  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred pounds,  and  fliall  further  fufFer  imprifonment,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year,  as  the  faid  court  fliall  adjudge." 

And  to  the  end  that  mafters  of  merchant  fliips  may  not  plead 
ignorance,  a  copy  of  the  above  fedion  will  be  printed  at  the  foot 
of  the  convoy  inftrudions  delivered  to  them.

HIS  Majefty  having  vouchfafed  to  comply  with^ny  moll 
humble  reprefentation,  by  accepting  my  refignation  of 
the  command  in  chief  of  the  army,  which  my  want  of  health, 
added  to  the  weaknefs  of  my  bodily  frame,  wo  a  Id  not  permit  me 
any  longer  to  hold  \  and  this  command  having  been  immedi- 
ately entrufled  by  his  Majefty  to  his  Excellency  Monfeigneur 
Count  de  Clairfayt^  general  of  artillery,  I  take  this  mode  to 
announce  the  above  change  in  the  army.  At  the  fame  time, 
I  avail  myfelf  of  this  opportunity  to  teftify  to  all  the  generals 
and  officers-  as  well  us  to  the  whole  army  in  gensraU  my  ftrortg 

regret 
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i-egret  at  this  reparation.  I  befeech  them  to  be  tonvincie^  that 
iiiy  efteem  for  the  troops  who  have  manlfefted  fo  much  bravery^ 
and  my  gratitude  for  tiieir  good  will,  their  fidelity,  and  perfonal 
attachment,  will  be  everialiingly  and  deeply  impreffed  on  my 
mind,  as  their  recolle(5tidn  will  be  always  dear  td  me,— ^My 
prayers  for  the  fuccefs  and  glory  of  their  arms  will  follow  them 
every  where;  and  though  tor  the  prefent  [  ceafe  to  be  their 
chief  and  their  guide,  I  iliall  never  ceafe  to  admire  their  merits^ 
to  rejoice  in  their  exploits,  and  to  be  proud  of  their  friendfhip, 
I  am  perfuaded  that  they  will  receive  this  expreffion  cf  my  fcn- 
timents,  as  the  profufion  of  a  heart  deeply  penetrated^  and  a^ 
ihe  lateii  piroof  of  my  attachment  and  efteem.

^  Royal  Document  was  ptihl'iJJjed at  Naples,  hi  Auguft  I  794j  relative 
to  the  prefent  CircumiJanccs  of  the  liar,  fp^fy^^S  that  fince  all 
Italy,  as  well  as  the  King's  Dominions,  is  threatened  with  an  Inva- 
fmi,  his  Majefiy  having  the  Pyejervation  of  the  Catholic  ReligioHt 
the  Lives  and  Properties  of  his  SubJec^Js,  the  "Tranquillity  of  the  ^tate, 
and  the  Glory  of  the  Army  mofl  at  hearty  has  rcfohed  and  ordained 
as  followst, 

i.  1 1  ^HE  Unlverfities  in  the  kingdom  of  Naples  lliall  imme-- 
J_     diately  furnifh  16,000  inen  capable   of  bearing  arms, 
from  20  to  45  years  of  age,  to  ferve  during  the  war, 

II.  All  the  Barons,  Bilhops,  &c.  fliall  be  invited  to  exert, 
their  utmoli  diligence  and  influence  to  form  60  battalions  of 
auxiliaries.  Thefe  battalions  are  to  confift  of  300  men  each, 
for  the  purpofeof  marching  towards  the  Pontifical  Eftates,  aad 
are  afterwards  to  enjoy  feveral  advantages. 

III.  Twenty  fquadronsof  horfe,  of  260  men  each,  are  to  be 
formed  in  the  provinces,  confifting  of  volunteers,  and  to  ferve 
during  the  war. 

IV.  All  other  corps  enlifted  in  1792,  muft  hold  them felves  m 
readinefs  to  march  towards  the  coalls,  or  to  any  part  of  the 
kingdom  where  they  may  be  required.

Should 
this  admonition  be  difregarded,  we  ihall  not  coniider  ourfelves 
as  refponfdile  for  the  fatal,  the  unavoidable  confequences  which 
the  obftinacy  of  the  indolent  and  llothful  iliall  have  provoked, 

A  Proclamation  of  the  Magijlracy  of  Brujfeh^  early  in  Sept.  1 794. 

'T^HE  magiftracy  of  the  free  town  of  BrufTels  inform  th^ 
-*-  public,  that  if  our  unforttinate  fellow-citizens  ftill  remaia 
in  the  unpleafant  fituation  in  France,  as  hoftages  for  the  con- 
tribution required  by  the  French  Republic,  it  can  be  attribute^d 
only  to  the  bafe  condu6f  of  the  regular  clergy. 

The  clergy  have  been  alTeffed,  in  confequence  of  the  confent 
of  the  three  members  accepted  by  this  town,  and  fandtioned  by 
the  council  of  Brabant,  in  the  fum  of  2,500,000  livres,  never- 
thelefs,  they  have  now  only  furniilied  between  feven  and  eight 
hundred  thoufand  livres,  whilft  three  millions  fix  hundred  thou^ 
fand  have  been  furnillied  by  the  laity,  and  that  even  in  great 
part  by  the  good  citizens,  who,  not  being  fubjefl  to  the  contri- 
bution, have  voluntarily  advanced  it  through  humanity  for  the 
unfortunate  hoftages,  who  can  hope  only  to  recover  their  liberty 
when  the  contributions  of  five  millions  fhall  be  furniflied;  in 
confequence  the  raagiftracy,  much  afFe61:ed  by  this  unpardonable 
carelefsnefs  of  the  regular  clergy,  have  taken  the  refolution  to 
adopt  meafures  the  moft  rigorous  towards  thofe  of  thefaid  clergy

jfj^itb  a  view  to  the  important  Objefi  of  providing  for  the  great  and: 
extraordinary  Expences  oj  the  War^  with  the  fmallcfl pojfible  Burthen 
to  the  People  y  his  Majejty  has  been  pleafedto  expedite  the  following. 
Decrees: 

Firfl.  ^~|~^HE  various  events  of  war,  having  fince  the  com- 
J_  mencement  of  this  fecond  campaign,  occafioned  great 
expenfes  and  lofTes  which  could  not  be  foreleen  vi^hen  the  calcu- 
lation of  the  neceflary  funds  to  conduct  it  w^ere  made  i^  the 
outfet,  and  it  having  become  indifpenfible  to  feek  nev7  means  to 
fecure  the  intereft,  and  the  cpnfiderable  capital  which  will  be 
wanted  to  provide  with  the  fame  exadlnefs  as  lieretofore  for  the, 
fubfiftence  and  maintenance  of  the  armies  and  the  fleet,  my  pa- 
ternal feelings  do  not  permit  me  to  burthen  afrefh  the  poorer  part 
of  my  fubje6lsj  who,  on  account  of  their  greater  number,  con- 
tribute in  a  larger  proportion  to  the  exigencies  of  the  State,  and 
at  the  fame  time,  with  immenfe  hazards  and  fa,tigues,  exppfe. 
their  perfons  for  the  defence  of  all.  I  have  thought  juftice  and 
equity  required,  that  the  more  ?afy  chfTes- — tlie  molt  opulent, 
and  thofe  who  receive  more  immediate  benefits  from  the  govern-. 
ment — fhould  contribute  with  their  property  towards  its  ex- 
penfe.  Upon  this  principle,  and  by  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
my  council  of  flate,  among  other  things,  I  have  refolved,  that, 
from  the  firft  of  the  enfuing  month  of  September,  a  dedu6tlon, 
fiiall  be  made  in  the  refpe61:ive  pay-offices,  from  all  falaries, 
penfions,  grants,  or  other  affignments,  enjoyed  by  the  perfons 
employed  in  my  royal  fervice,  be  it  in  what  department  foever, 
(the  military  alone  excepted,)  either  in  Spain  or  in  the  Indies, 
of  four  per  cent,  on  their  grcfs  amount,  provided  it  exceeds 
800  ducados,  (about  160I.)  per  ann.  and  that  the  fame  be  alfo 
deducted  from  the  military  enjoying  the  rank  of  Marefchal  de 
Camp  inclufively,  who  are  not  in  aclual  feryice,  obferving  that 
the  exemption  I  grant  to  the  other  officers  of  my  army  and  navy, 
not  ferving  the  campaign,  extends  merely  to  their  pay  according 
to  rank,  and  not  to  the  penfions,  falaries,  or  other  grants  they 
may  have  in  any  other,  even  fhould  it  be  of  a  military  nature; 
and  the  amount  of  all  fuch  deduflions  to  continue  not  longer 
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t"han  two  years  after  the  terrrii nation  of  this  war,  lliall .  be  paid 
froni  the  refpedlive  offices  into  ray  chief  treafury;  and  more- 
over, my  counfellors  of  ftate  having  reprefented  to  me,  witH 
the  mod  ardent  and  patriotic  zeal,  that  the  dedu6iibn  in  their 
.  falaries  might  be  25  per  cent,  iince,  convinced  of  the  juftice  and 
neceffity  of  the  war,  they  were  ready  to  make,  not  only  fuch 
a  facrifice,  but  to  extend  It  even  to  their  lives  and  fortunes. — 
I  have  thought  expedient  to  accept  this  loyal  and  generous 
offer;  and  iii  corifequence,  the  deduction  of  25  per  cent,  fhall 
be  made  from  the  falary  of  every  individual  counfellor  of  ftate, 
upon  the  famfe  terms,  and  under  the  fartie  reftri^tions  and  dura- 
tion as  the  dediidtiori  cif  four  per  cent,  aforementioned  from  the 
falaries  of  all  bther  placemen  and  penfioriers. 

Second.  With  the  advice  of  his  council,  &c.  his  mofl  Catho- 
lic Majefly  decrees— *''  7'hat  no  minifter,  perfon  or  perfons  of 
any  clafs  orcondiiiori  whatfoever,  fhall  receive  inore  than  one 
falary  or  ftipend,  although  they  may  pofTefs  various  employ- 
ments under  the  government ;  their  falary,  during  the  fexiftenc* 
of  the  firft  decree,  is  left  to  their  option." 

The  decrees  are  fix  in  number^  dated  in  Augtift  laft,  all  tend- 
ing towards  providing  an  adequate  fund  without  the  aid  of  new- 
taxes  on  the  pool",  for  the  continuance  of  the.  war  ;  the  clergy 
(with  leave  of  his  holinefs  the  Pope)  are  affefled  feven  miUions 
of  rials  annually ;  a  creation  of' paper  money  to  the  amount  of 
l8,ooo,obo  of  dollars  Was  to  take  place  on  the  15th  of  Septem- 
ber, and  the  appropriation  of  a  redeeming  fund  of  two  millions 
of  dollars  annually  was  to  be  applied  indifcharge  of  intereft  and 
principal  of  both  the  prefent  and  preceding  ifTues  of  Billett 
teales. 


Report  'of  the  Commhtses  of  Puhllc  and  General  Safety  and  of  Le- 
giflat'iony  on  the  State  of  France,  prefenied  to  the  Convention^ 
Sept.  20,  1794; 

ROBERT  LlNDET.-^f  he  reprefehtatives  of  the  people 
hive  felt  the  necellity  of  laying  before  the  public  an  account 
of  the  adhial  fitii^tion  of  France.  They  are  defirous  of  making 
known  the  caiifes  which  have  prepared  or  effeded  the  great  events 
t)f  our  revolutiofl.  Ever  fince  government  ufurped  the  rights  of 
the  people,  they  have  more  or  lefs  coalefced  to  fupport  their 
cominoh  tyranny.  A  nation  cannot  refume  its  rights  and  re- 
form its  government  without  neighbouring  governments  leaguing 
toopprels  it.  When  a  nation  defires  to  be  free,  it  is  not  enough 
that  the  people  will  be  fo ;  they  mnft  be  ftrong  enough  to 
refifl  the  coaUtion  of  defpots,  and  to  make  their  liber'ty  be  ac- 
knowledged and  refpetfted.  One  million  two  hundred  rhoufand 
A  a  2  citizens 
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citizens  in  arms,  who  form  the  advanced  guard  of  the  defender^ 
of  liberty,  fvveep  the  frontiers  of  Spain,  the  Palatinate  and  the 
Netherlands.  Every  thing  yields  to  their  courage  ;  our  enemies, 
ftruck  with  terror,  fly  to  the  places  of  their  retreat,  accufe  their 
chiefs  and  their  tyrants,  and  murmur  fecret  prayers  for  the  fuc- 
cefs  of  their  conquerors.  Nations  facrificed  to  the  pride  of  kings 
feel  alone  the  calamities  of  war,  and  fee  in  the  French  the  avengers 
of  the  rights  of  man.  The  arts  of  fiege  and  encampments  is 
broughr  to  perfedion  ;  the  prudence  of  thofe  who  command,  the 
confidence  of  thofe  who  obey,  order,  harmony,  and  vigilance  pro- 
teft  a  race  of  heroes  ;  grand  conceptions,  the  wifeft  and  boldeft 
plans,  new  means  of  war,  aflure  to  you,  not  only  the  preferva- 
tion  of  the  advantages  you  have  obtained,  but  new  and  more  bril- 
liant fuccelics,  until  your  enemies  Ihall  be  difarmed,  and  nations 
awakened  from  their  prefent  flumber.  A  formidable  marine, 
united  and  wifely  direfted,  renders  impotent  the  fury  of  your  ene- 
mies, prepares  the  ruin  of  their  commerce,  and  promifesyon  the 
freedom  of  the  feas.  The  nations  who  have  maintained  peace, 
the  governments  who  have  been  wife  enough  to  refill;  the  infmua- 
tions  of  the  Courts  of  Vienna  and  London,  hear  and  repeat  the 
accounts  of  your  vidories.  You  have  done  every  thing  for  liberty 
by  infpiring  fo  high  an  opinion  of  her  defenders.  You  have  con- 
quered the  opinion  of  nations.  They  no  longer  afk  whether  you 
have  a  government ;  they  know  that  to  maintain  the  mofb  nume- 
rous land  armies,  to  cover  the  ocean  with  fnips  of  war,  to  fight  and 
vanquilli  by  fea  and  land,  to  bring  into  your  ports  the  commerce 
of  the  world,  is  to  govern.  Thisfcntiment,  with  which  you  have 
infpired  the  people  of  the  North,  of  Africa,  America,  and  thofe 
bordering  on  your  frontiers,  is  too  evident  to  be  difp tiled.  Your 
enemies  can  neither  veil  nor  obfcure  your  glory.  They  cannot 
raviih  from  you  the  confidence  and  the  eiteera  of  other  nations. 

By  what  means  has  France  attained  to  this  height  of  glory 
and  of  power  ?  By  what  aftonifliing  facrifices  has  flie  deftroycd 
fo  much,  and  ere6led  on  the  ruins  aa  edifice  fo  prodigious  ?  ^'Vhea 
liberty  and  equality  were  folemnly  proclaimed,  every  French- 
man felt  that  he  had  a  country,  and  for  tliat  country  was  ready 
to  facrifice  himfelf.  Every  citizen  is  become  the  defender  and 
prop  of  the  French  Republic.  You  have  recalled  to  the  minds 
of  men  that  they  are  all  equal,  that  they  are  all  brothers.  They 
have  flown  to  the  alTiilance  of  each  other  ;  they  have  looked 
upon  themfelves  but  as  individuals  of  one  family;  and  France 
thus  clolcly  united  has  become  the  firfi:  and  moil:  powerful  of 
nations.  You  defire  us  to  recount  to  you  what  France  has  done 
and  what  fhe  has  fufl:ered.  You  will  give  a  fubiime  idea  of  the 
value  to  be  attached  to  liberty,  of  the  courage  and  the  conftancy 
of  the  French,  by  tranfinitting  to  poflerity,  and  revealing  to  alt 
nations,  that  France,  abandoned  to  her  own  refources,  created 
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every  thing  for  her  own  defence,  underftood  and  developed  her 
own  means  of  repelling  attack  ;  that  in  dearth  and  penury  ilie 
impofed  upon  herfelf  the  fevereft  facrifices;  and  that  old  age 
replaced  in  the  manufa6lories  the  youth  who  marched  to  battle^ 
The  arts  of  war  have  employed  fo  many  hands,  have  taken 
away  fo  great  a  number  of  citizens  from  the  other  arts,  that  it 
was  apprehended  agriculture,  commerce,  and  manufadtures  muft 
be  abandoned.  Hie  French  found  refource*  in  their  a£livity. 
Perfevering  labour  preferved  us  from  the  evils  which  there  was 
fo  much  reafon  to  fear.  Never  before  Vv'as  fuch  an  e:xtent  of 
land  cultivated  and  fown.  The  foil  of  France  was  covered  with 
produdions  the  mod  various.  No  part  was  neglefled.  Some 
fpots,  curfed  as  it  were  with  fterility,  defpoiled  before  the  time 
of  liarveit,  experienced  the  fevered  proof  ;of  the  aftivity  of  the 
cultivator,  and  prefented  tlie  fpecSlable  of  man  fubduing  the  ob- 
ftacles  of  nature.  Thefe  labours  were  crowned  with  correfpond- 
ing  fuccefs.  But  you  will  fend  to  places  where  the  foil  has  been 
vuigrateful,  or  the  climate  unpropitious,  aids  in  proportion  to 
their  wants.  How  much  have  ufeful  profeffions  been  neglected  ; 
how  much  have  the  workfhops  and  manufadlories  been  deferted  ! 
And  yet  the  labours  and  the  efforts  of  a  fmall  number  of  citizens 
have  been  fufficient.  We  have  had  lefs  reafon  to  obferve  the 
diminution  of  articles  of  conlumption  than  to  admire  a  whole 
people  in  the  a6livity  that  ci.rcumftances  required,  and  a  fmali 
number  of  induftrious  and  laborious  citizens  doing  what  the 
majority  of  the  nation  had  formerly  been  employed  to  do — fup- 
plying  all  the  articles  neceiTary  to  fubfiftence.  That  which 
ought  particularly  to  fix  attention  is  the  fublirae  reafon  of  the 
people,  who  impofed  upon  themfelves  fo  many  privations,  who 
eftablilhed  and  maintained  an  economy  fo  aftonilliing  in  the  con- 
fumption  of  provifions.  They  were  content  to  fuffer  that  they 
might  be  free.  What  a  fpeulacle  for  pofterity  is  that  of  a  people 
facrificing  every  day  to  their  country  the  price  of  their  labour, 
their  cloathing  and  their  fuftenance,  regardlefs  of  themfelves, 
and  renewing  to-day  the  facrifices  they  had  made  yefterday — 
facrifices  vi^hich  nothing  but  experience  could  induce  us  to  be- 
lieve within  human  power. 

Reprefentatives  of  the  French  nation,  in  fuch  an  epoch, 
Vv'hat  are  your  fundlions  ?-^You  encourage  the  people,  you  fuf- 
tain  their  hopes,  you  enlighten  the  French,  you  diffufe  know- 
ledge, you  fix  arts  and  talents,  you  employ  genius  and  fcience 
in  the  defence  of  liberty,  you  give  lavv's  worthy  of  a  free  people, 
you  hold  with  a  firm  hand  all  the  links  of  a  vaft  government, 
you  prepare,  you  dire<51,  thofe  grand  movements  which  draw 
•upon  you  the  attentions  of  nations,  and  change  the  afpedt  of 
Europe,     While  you  are  fulfilling  with  fuc!*  fplendour  your 
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high  deftinies,  let  France,  let  all  the  nations  of  the  earth,  ap* 
plaud  your  iramenfe  labours. 

Yet  the  genius  of  fadtion  is  ftill  reviving  and  putting  the  coun» 
try  in  danger.  Let  us  recolledl  events,  the  memory  of  which 
ought  never  to  be  effaced :  they  will  be  a  ufeful  leffon  for  us 
and  for  pofterity.  The  reprelcntattves  of  the  people  ought  not 
Gnly  to  tranfmit  their  glory  and  the^r  fucCefs,  they  ought  alfo 
to  tranfmit  a  knowledge  of  their  dangers,  their  misfortunes,  and 
their  errors  i  thus  the  firll:  navigators  marked  the  rocks  they 
had  the  good  fortune  to  fliun,  and  taught  their  fucceflbrs  to 
fteer  a  fafer  courfe.  The  National  Convention,  by  its  decre^ 
of  the  2d  of  June,  deflroyed  a  fa6lion  (the  Briffotines)  power- 
ful by  its  talents  and  by  its  popularity,  which  not  being  able 
to  conceive  the  plan  of  a  government,  Jiad  thrown  itfelf  into 
the  arms  of  a  principal  minillcr,  and  oppofed  giving  to  France 
laws  and  a  conftitution  ;  which  fpoke  only  of  itfelf,  and  was  on 
the  point  of  delivering  over  to  a  foreign  protedlor  or  her  antient 
tyrants,  a  nation  then  ignorant  of  her  misfortunes,  her  dangers, 
her  means,  her  refources,  and  whom  a  criminal  minifter  enter- 
tained only  with  opinions  frivolous  or  deftrudlive.  Public  opi- 
nion was  divided,  fenfibility  interefted  itfelf  for  men  whofe' 
ambitious  proje6ls  were  then  unknown,  France  was  not  foon 
enough  inftru6led  of  them.  The  obferver,  who  has  fttidiedthe 
movements  of  the  Republic  at  that  period,  is  convinced,  that  all 
the  French  defired  equally  to  be  well  informed,  but  that  the  fame 
mode  of  information  was  not  equally  fuitable  to  all.  Vivacity 
of  fentiment  hurried  away  fome,  others  expected  to  be  con- 
vinced, and  defired  to  have  under  tlieir  eyes  the  moft  methodical 
proofs.  The  people  were  divided,  exafperated,  flew  to  armsj 
and  were  going  in  the  name  of  the  Republic,  one  and  indivifible, 
to  rend  the  bofom  of  their  country  for  which  they  had  fvvorn  to 
fpill  their  blood.  Amid  fo  much  diforder  and  Calamitv,  the 
National  Convention,  furrounded  with  treafon  and  with  perfidy, 
gave  to  France  a  conftitution  and  laws,  oppofed  the  efforts  of 
the  foreign  powers,  and  enlightened  the  French  with  refpeil  to 
former  events.  Knowledge  was  diffuied,  the  mafic  torn  from 
traitors,  order  re-eflablifhed,  all  eyes  fixed  upon  you,  and  all 
hearts  attached  to  you.  Tiie  enemies  of  the  interior  had  profited 
of  thefe  violent  agitations  to  augment  the  number  of  their  fecret 
or  avowed  partifans.  7"]iey  hada  great  example  of  the  facility 
with  which  a  people,  honeft,  generous,  and  of  quick  feeling, 
may  be  agitated.  It  was  neceffary  to  put  the  people  on  their 
guard,  and  to  affociate   tlie  whole  of  them   for   the  purpofe  of 

f:neral  vigilance.     It  was  nccclfary  to   warn  tliem  againfl  the 
finuations  and  the  intrigues  of  the'ir  enemies ;  to  point  out  and 
chara6lerife  thofe,  whofe  intentions,  condu6t,  and  connexions, 
they  ought  to  fufpei^';  to  inipire  them  with  the  higheft  confi- 
dence 
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jtlenjee  ip  the  friends  of  liberty  nnd  equality  ;  and  to  make-  knowa 
thofe  who  aimed  only  at  mifleading  them.  The  decree  of  the 
17th  September,  regulated  the  funftions  and  the  duties  of  the 
Committees  of  Vigilance.  The  citizens  called  to  difcharge  thofe 
fun6li.on§,  executed  them  with  zeal.  The  ferviees  they  ren- 
dered to  th.e  Republic  can  never  be  forgotten  ;  they  gave  the 
1  aft  blow  to  ariftocraey ;  they  reprefibd  our  internal  enemies; 
and  they  confirmed  the  public  tranquillity.  We  ought  not  to 
conceal  from  France  that  feveral  of  thefe  committees  departed 
fromi  the  o|)jedl  of  their  inftitution ;  but  we^^ought  to  declare, 
jthat  the  faults  of  feveral  arofe  from  error  not  from  intention. 
If  \t  fliould  be  afked  why  the  Convention  organized  a  plan  of 
vigilance,  requiring  fuch  a  prodigious  nutober  of  fun  di  on  a  rie's 
that  ail  Europe  could  not  furnifh  a  fufficient  number  of  well 
informed  men  to  fill  ail  the  places,  the  French  will  anfwer,  that 
the  plan  was  wife  and  neceflary.  Our  enemies  were  fo  nume- 
rous, fo  widely  fpread,  liad  fo  mdny  modes  and  means  of  infi- 
nuatlng  themfelves  into  the  admlnlftrations,  the  popular  {o^ 
cietles,  and  even  Into  our  families,  that  every  citizen  was  obliged 
to  confider  himfelf  as  a  centinel  ftationed  at  a  poft.  Our  expe- 
rience and  the  mifchiefs  we  had  fuffered,  had  inftrudted  us  to 
know  our  enemies.  If  fome  of  us  have  gone  too  far,  that  is  no 
reafon  for  blaming  a  grand  inftitution,  which  was  as  neceflary 
againft  our  Internal  enemies,  as  our  armies  again  ft  the  coalefce4 
powers. 

On  the  8th  Thermldor,  the  artful  plan  of  a  vaft  confpiracy 
was  difcovered  in  this  v^ry  Hall.  An  attempt  was  made  to  di- 
vide the  French,  to  Infpire  them  with  terror  and  defpair,  to 
weaken  the  fentiment  of  gratitude  to  the  defenders  of  our  coun- 
try, and  to  fpread  doubts  with  refpe6l  to  our  vidories.  Next 
day  the  veil  vtas  rent  away.  It  was  not  then  your  bufinefs  to 
confuit  the  public  opinion,  but  to  anticipate  it;  and  without 
regarding  the  danger,  to  aim  at  the  glory  of  forming  the  public 
opinion.  The  vqice  of  the  people  could  not  reach  you.  It  was 
your  duty  to  give  the  e^^ample  of  courage  to  free  men.  The 
foul  rifes  upon  great  emergencies,  and  perils  ferve  only  to  en- 
lighten it.  Your  refolutions  were  prompt  and  grand.  You 
extinguiflied  the  burning  torches  which  were  lighted  to  confume 
your  country.  The  days  of  the  14th  July,  and  loth  Auguft, 
will  atteft  the  invincible  courage  of  the  French,  as  much  as  the 
defence  of  Lifte,  the  re-capture  of  Toulon,  raifing  the  fiege  of 
Dunkirk^  Maubeu^c,  and  Landau,  the  battle  of  Fleurus,  the 
conqueft  of  Belgium,  and  all  the  military  events  that  have  given 
luftre  to  the  French  arms  on  the  Alps  and  the  Pyrenees.  The. 
day  of  the  31ft  May  will  atteft  the  majeftic  countenance  of  a 
people  rifing  to  combat  anarchy,  paftlons,  diforders  of  eveiy 
kind,  and  demanding  a  government  and  laws.  The  day  of  the 
3  9^h 
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9tli  Thermidor  will  teach  poReritytliat  the  Fiench  nation  had 
gone  throngli   all  the  periods  of  her  revolution  ;  that   fhe  had 
arrived  at  that  point,   when  attempts  could  only  be  made  to  mif- 
lead,  by  the  bs-illiancy  of  a  great  reputation,  the  appearance  of 
civilm,  of  probitv,  and  of  all  the  virtues  which  had  lieeu  made 
the  order  of  the  day.     This  lalt  event  has  been  ufeful  to  liberty 
in  another  point  of  view,  bccaufe  the  national  reprefcntation 
was  ihown  grand  and  powertul   enough  to  flrike  tlie  traitors; 
iand  becaufc  the  wife,  grand,   and  fublime  conduct  of  the  people 
proved,  that  it  was  impojlible  to  miflcad  them.     The  meafures 
of  gtivcrai  fafety  had   aiiumed  a  chaiaCl:er   of  force  and  leverity 
which  carried  atlrright  into  the  hearts  of  citizens^  and  deprived 
France  of  l|anQS  and  refources.     The  traitors  whom  you  have 
puihflied  had  changed  the  objecl  and  the  direction  of  them.  You 
wiflied  to  ih'ikc  the  enemies  of  the  Republic  ;  they  made  ufe  of 
your  arms  and  your  nKafures  to  llrike  the  weak,  and  the  ufeful ; 
they  fpared  not  the  huibandman  or  the  artifan;  they  could  not 
deflroy  you,  or  make  you  be  hated,  and  ther/cfore  they  wifhed  to 
make  you  feared.     You  have  applied  your  firit  cares  to  revive 
confidence  and  fecurity  ;  you  have  reftored  the  labourer  to  agri- 
culture; the  artifan,  to  commerce  and  manufa(51:ures ;  the  aged 
and  infirm,  to  libertv.     Some  unquiet   Ipirits   liav^   .conceived 
alarms;  fome  have  been  really  aiarnied  ;-others-haveT<;Jgn8_d  to 
■be  fo,  left  a  retrogade  morion  ihould  hurry  over  precipices,  and 
replunge  F'rance  into  the  abyfs  fromi  whence  The  rofe  on  the  3 ill 
of  May.  This  fentiment  feems  to  have  inipired  the  petitiotis  and 
addrelles  you  have  received  from  feveral  conflituted   authori- 
ties, and  a  great  number  of  popular  focieties.     The  fituation 
of  France,  in  this  refpecl,  exhibits  a  great  nation,  underftand- 
ing  her  rights,  her  interefts,  the  lavv^s   of  nature,  and   of  rea- 
fon  ;  purfuing  her  fafety  and  her  happinefs  ;  her  eyes  fixed  upon 
■vcn,   meditating    on  your  decrees,  watching  the  government, 
denring  to  eftaolifh  internal  peace,  to  obtain  the  neceffafy  con- 
fideration  am.ong  neutral  and  allied  nations,  and  to  carry  terror 
beyond  her  frontiers  among  nations  making  war  againft  her. 
This  nation  is  grand  and  generous !  (he  gives  a  tear  to  cala- 
mity and  misfortune  ;  flie  feels  her  own  power  and  force  ;  {he 
loves  order  and   fubmiffion  to   the  laws;  ihe  has  not  fliared  in 
the  troubles,  the  difquiets,  and  the  agitations  of  fome  focieties 
and  public  fun6tionaries. 

In  the  redrefs  of  abufes,  fhe  has  feen  only  a  return  to  rules  and 
to  principles.  But  it  cannot  be  denied  that  unquiet  fpirits  endea- 
vour to  propagate  their  opinions  and  iheir  fears  with  extreme  a6li- 
vity.  They  employ  all  the  means  in  their  power  ;  correfpondence, 
rcfolutions,  deputations  ;  they  publifli  that  the  Government  has 
no  longer  its  proper  force  or  energy  ;  that  ariftocrats,  reftored  to 
lilerty,  are  opprelling  the  citizens  j  that  the  patriots  are  facrificed 

to 
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>o  the  numerous  enemies  whom  their  courage  has  roufed  againfl 
them.  Organs  of  the  will  of  the  French  hallen  to  prevent  the 
confequences  of  thefe  new  diffenfions.  Embittered  hatreds,  the 
inevitable  confequence  of  the  diverfity  of  revolutionary  opinions, 
of  fears,  real  or  imaginary,  always  produce  pernicious  confe- 
quences. Announce  to  France,  that  the  government  will  be 
maintained  in  all  its  force  ;  that  in  your  hands  it  will  preferve 
that  charaiPter, of  power,  and  of  feverity,  which  repreffrs  all  its 
-enemies,  and  allov/s  no  faction  to  revive.  The  patriots,  the 
.public  func^ionaueS;  tlve  popular  focieties — can  they  be  afraid 
that  the  ferv-ices  they  have  rendered  will  be  forgotten  ?  They  have 
dared  every  thing,  they  liave  braved  all  dangers  to  fave  their 
■coimtry.  The  will  of  France  now  recalls  to  their  labours  and 
their  profeflions,  a  great  number  of  citizens,  w'ho  had  rclinquifh- 
ed  them  to  fill  public  fundicns :  they  knew  that  tliol-e  functions 
were  temporary  ;  that  power  t co  long  retained  in  the  fame  hands, 
•becomes  an  obje6l  of  political  jealoufy  ,  that  liberty  takes  the 
alarm  ;  that  it  is  a  load  which  crufhcs  him  whofe  imprudent 
courage  leads  him  to  bear  it  too  long.  They  ought  not  to  fear  that 
thofe  who  will  ht  entrufted  with  the  fame  powers,  will  not  equal 
them  in  zeal,  and  make  all  the  necelfary  facrifices  to  their  country. 
They  oug!u  not  to  fear  that  France  will  abandon  them  to  the  refent- 
ment  or  vengeance  which  the  faithful  difcharge  of  their  duty  may 
have  excited.  They  have  defended  the  facred  caufe  of  liberty,  and  in 
tem.peftuous  times  they  have  exerted  the  great  power  which  neceflity 
created.  The  nation  wills  not  that  thofe  who  have  direded  the 
thunder  againll  her  enemies,  fhould  be  themfelves  confumed  by  it. 
-Reprefentatives  of  the  people,  you  mufl  not  relax  the  cares  which 
jullice  and  humanity  have  impofed  upon  you.  Reftore  liberty  to 
all  whom  the  private  hatred,  paflions,  or  errors  of  public  fun£lio- 
naries,  or  the  fury  of  the  late  confpirators,  have  hurried  to  prifon. 
Reftore  liberty  to  every  citizen  who  has  been,  or  maybeufeful. 
Let  not  age  or  infirmity  call  in  vain  for  this  bleihng.  You  have 
paffed  through  many  a  crifis,  often  accompanied  with  inany  dan- 
gers and  much  uncertainty  ;  you  have  fometimes  feen  your  atmo- 
fphere  loaded  with  fo  many  clouds,  obfcured  by  fo  much  darkne^  ^ 
that  you  cannot  impute  it  as  a  crime  to  your  fellov/ -citizens,  ■^'' 

diftanct  from  this  center  of  knowledge,  that  they  have  fome        _^^^ 
marched  with  uncertain  and  tottering  Ikps,  and  that  thf         *^^'^ 
not  forefeen  events  which  no  theory  could  enable  them  i         ->'  "'^^^ 
late.

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but  as  brothers  and  friends.'  When  you  have  elevated yourfeheS 
to  the  fublune  principles  of  equality,  yon  ought  not  to  re-defcend 
to  trace  the  line  of  demarcation  -which  the  prejudices  of  family  or 
profellion  had  marked  out,  and  which  the  revolution  has  deftroy- 
-ed.  You  ought  not  to  look  back  to  the  birth  or  former  profef- 
fions  of  your  fellow-citizens  ;  in  order  to  form  your  opinion  of 
them,  weigh  only  their  demeanour  and  their  actions.  You  \Vill 
not  imitate  the  condu6l  of  tyrants,  w^hofe  policy  is  to  deftroy, 
wbilc  your's  is  to  preferve.  It  is  not  for  yourfelves  alone  that  you 
have  founded  a  Republic,  but  for  every  Frenchman  who  wilhes 
to  be  free.  It  is  not  allowable  to  exclude  any  but  the  bad  citi-. 
zen.  The  Frenchman  who,  after  having  facrificed  to  ignorance 
and  prejudices,  opens  his  eyes  to  the  light,  expiates  his  errors, 
repairs  his  faults,  or  perhaps  fliews  himfelf  your  rival  in  reclaim- 
ing the  rights  of  nature  and  the  principles  of  equality.  You  are 
too  well  informed  with  refpc£l  to  your  fituation,  not  to  know 
liovv  many  citizens  have  wandered  from  the  paths  of  the  revolu- 
tion, and  yet  have  returned  on  the  call  of  the  national  reprefenta- 
tives.  Would  you  reject  fuch  men  ?  How  many  faithful  bro- 
thers and  friends  v.nuld  you  ruin  ?  Is  it  not  the  fame  blood  with 
your  own,  that  circulates  in  the  veins  of  the  generous  and  valiant 
youth,  who  expccl  of  you  th.e  liberty  of  their  parents,  as  the  beft 
tev»'ard  of  their  toils  and  their  victories?  Thofe  young  warriors 
who  fall  in  the  field  confole  thcmfelves  with  the  hopes  of  bequeath- 
ing to  their  fathers  and  their  mothers,  the  liberty  they  have  fo  well 
defended  ;  it  is  their  laft  v.'ilh  in  death  ;  it  is  for  yoa  to  accoin- 
pliih  this  wiili. 

The  fciences  and  the  arts  have  been  perfecuted,  yet  the  arts 
and  the  fciences  have  contributed  to  your  fucceffes.  By  them  wc 
have  been  iiiftrucled  to  gather  from  under  our  feet,  the  elements 
af  Vv'hich  the  thunder  is  compofed  that  Hrikes  tyrants  to  the  earth. 
Bv  means  of  them  it  is  that  the  improved  art  of  Montgolfier  raifes 
into  the  an  our  generals  and  engineers^  difcovers  the  manoeuvres 
of  Cobourg,  and  decides  the  fate  of  battles.  Who  remembers  not 
Flcurub;  ?  By  them  inetals  are  prepared  and  purified  ;  new  riches^ 
new  means  of  v.ar,  new  fources  of  profperity  and  peace,  are 
drawn  from  the  bofom  of  tlie  earth.  By  means  of  them  flcins  a?e 
Tanned,  preparcdj  and  made  fit  for  ufe  within  eight  days.  To 
arts  and  fciences,  even  in  a  tlate  of  oppreffiouy  we  owe  thefeaftd-' 
nifhing  and  iifcful  wonders.  If  tliey  have  made  fuch  rapid  pro- 
gref?,  in  fpite  of  the  fury  of  Kobefpierre,  who  never  durltlook  an 
enlightened  or  vifefu!  nnin  in  the  face,  what  will  they  not  achieve 
when  tiu-y  iTiall  enjoy  the  advantages  of  liberty  and  equality? — • 
Arts  and  fciences  vvcre  the  nrlt  to  proclaim  the  rights  of  man  ; 
and  (liall  they  not  invoke  the  protection  of  thofe  rights  ?  You 
will  not  be  truly  happy,  you  will  not  enjoy  the  profperity  to  which 
vou  have  a  right  to  afpire,  till  you  fhal!  reflore  public  confidence, 
craploy  all  talents  and  all  knowledge  ;  till  the  philofcpher  and  the 
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artifan  fhal!  treat  one  another  as  brothers  and  frlendg/i^ii^^  ^^j'^y 
the  fame  right  and  the  fame  liberty.  Agvicuhure  has  made  ad- 
vances and  incredible  efforts,  but  it  now  calls  for  your  aid..  En- 
courage the  proprietor  and  the  cultivator.  With  how  many  evils 
has  agriculture  been  afflifted  ?  How  many  ufeful  men  have  the 
e.miffaries  of  Robefpierre  torn  from  its  fervice  r  Vv  e  were  long 
afraid  that  the  lands  would  not  be  cultivated,  that  the  m.cadous 
would  not  be  covered  with  cattle,  while  the  proprietors  or  the 
renters  of  lands  and  meadows  were  detained  in  houfes  of  arreft. 
You  have  ferved  agriculture  by  reftoring  to  their  labours  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committees  of  Vigilance  of  the  country  communes. 
We  muft,  however,  recal  to  their  ininds  the  love  of  labour,  and 
excite  the  ardour  of  our  fellow-citizens.  Want  of  hands  is  com- 
plained of  ;  but  it  is  not  to  be  denied  that  a  great  number  of 
citizens  are  not  fo  induflrious  as  circumJtinces  require.  Reftore 
fecurity,  extinguilh  hatred  and  difcord,  make  your  fellow-citizens 
forget|the  evils  infeparable  from  a  great  revolution  ;  tell  them  that 
the  pail  is  no~ longer  our's,  but  belongs  to  pofterity  ;  tell  them  that 
they  have  fought,  that  they  have  fuffercd  for  equality;  prove  to 
them,  and  let  them  feel,  that  they  are  free  and  equal.  Let  your 
laws  and  your  inlb'tutions  call  man  to  induftry  ;  let  the  ufeful  and 
laborious  be  alfured  of  their  liberty  and  their  independence;  let 
labour  be  honoured,  and  idlenefs  branded  with  fhame.  All  the 
arts,  all  the  profellions  call  for  your  attention,  and  demand  your 
encouragement.  Their  productions  have  furpaflTed  expedation, 
but  if  we  have  proved  what  they  are  capable  of  doing,  our  efforts 
muft  not  be  remitted.  Our  neceffitics  are  augmenting,  confump- 
tion  is  exceilive,  yet  a  great  number  of  our  cultivators  do  not 
bring  their  corn  and  other  commodities  into  circulation.  They 
{lore  up  their  wool,  and  fpinning  is  neglected.  Reftore  a6livity 
throughout  the  fields,  the  workfhops,  and  the  manufa6lories. 

The  commerce  of  France  exhibits  only  ruins  and  fragments. 
Commerce  too  has  been  perfecuted  by  Robefpierre  ;  a  deftroying 
genius  hovered  over  France,  and  committed  devaftafions  every 
where.  Foreign  nations  fend  you  their  produ6lions,  and  afk  for 
your's  in  return  ;  but  you  confume  every  thing  yourfelves.  Will 
you  offer  them  metals  in  exchange  ?  Wliat  mines  have  you  fufh- 
cient  for  the  purpofe  r  It  is  induftry  alone  that  can  enable  a  na- 
tion to  maintain  the  balance  of  trade  with  other  nations.  Pre- 
ferve  France  from  the  misfortune  of  becoming  tributary  to  other 
nations,  by  paying  for  their  productions  in  money.  Reftore  that 
vigour  to  commerce  which  error  and  ignorance  have  fufpended  ! 
Declare  folemnly  that  every  citizen  who  employs  his  tim.e  ufc- 
fully  in  agriculture,  fcience,  arts,  or  commerce,  fhall  neither  be 
molefted  nor  treated  as  a  fufpe6led  perfon.  Reftore  to  mam  - 
fafturers  all  the  commodities  that  are  now  under  feals;  put 
in  circulation  all  the  commodities  that  have  been  difpatched  to 
different  places,  but  ftopped  and  detained  in  confequeijce  of  the 
B  b  2  decree 
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decree  which  or(5«rs  the  confifcation  of  every  thing  fcnt  to  places 
in  a  (late  of  rebellion.     Turn  your  attention   to   Lyons;  put  a 
flop  to  the  demolition  of  buildings  ;  make  the  citizens  return  to 
their  manufadories :  they  were  born  to  create,  and  not  to  deftroy* 
It  is  not  regulations  that  we  require.     Secure  the  freedom  of  ex- 
portation, and  a  fufficient  number  of  citizens  will  foon  appear  to- 
colle<0:  filk,  to  manufa£lure,  and  to  fell  it.     Other  manutaftures 
■will  be  refumed  with  the  fame  fuccefs;  and  Lyons  will  yet  rife 
from  her  ruins.     Let  Marfeilles  recoiled  the  means  which  formed 
her  glory  and  her  profperity  ;  paflion  has  made  her  forget  the  ad- 
vantages of  her   fituation,    her  interefl:,    and   her   wants.     This 
commune,  whofe  commerce  was  fo  flouriihing  and  fo  ufeful,  who 
prided  herfelf  in  fupplying  all  her  own  wants,  and  contributing 
to  thofe  of  the  whole  fouih  of  France,  fubfifts  at  prefent  on  the 
aids  granted  by  government.     With  difficulty  could  a  few  mer- 
chants be  col  levied  there,   to  form   two  agencies  for  the  remnant 
of  the  commerce  of  the  Levant,  and  the  coait  of  Barbary.     At 
Cette,  merchants  who  were  facrihcing  tlieir  private  fortunes   in 
executing   an  orilcr   from  the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  were 
treated  as  connter-revolutionifts,  becaufe  they  were  exporting  com- 
modities to  make  good  the  engagements  entered  into  by  the  Re- 
public.     Such   is    the   refult  of    fo   many  declamations   againft 
Commerce.     Inftead  of  reftraining  its  errors,  directing  it  to  the 
public  good,  punilhing   the  guilty,  and  encouraging  thofe  who 
•were  willing  and  able  to  ferve  their  country,  we  have  annihilated 
it.    Such  is  always  the  effedl  of  general  profcriptions.    ExtinguiQi 
the  flame  of  palhons  that  confume  the  fouth.     Let  the  inhabitants 
know  that  vou  form  a  proper  eitimate  of  their  talents  and  their 
Jinowledge  :  that  you  have  put  both  in  requiution,  to  contribute 
to  the  fatety  of  the  country  ;  that  you  defire  to  unite  all  French- 
men, to  put  an  end  to  all  civil  dilfenfions  ;  and  reviving  commerce 
will  provide  for  all  your  wants.     Bourdeaux  expects  encourage- 
ment :    it  is   preparing  exportations  of  commodities,    but  great 
obrtacles  ilill  retard  all  the  necelTary  operations.     The  evils  fufFer- 
ed  by  the  commune  of  Nantes  refound  in  every  ear.      What  can 
commerce  do  amid  fuch  calamitii^and  perfecutions  ?     This  cita- 
del of  the  weft  fuilained  a  fiege  of  more  than  fifteen  months  ;  it 
combated  the  rebels  and  the  banditti  ;  it  preferved  to  the  Republic 
an  important  place,  and  the  navigation  of  the  Loire.     Its  fidelity 
and   its  misfortunes  call  for  a  recompence.     If  the  unfortunate 
inhabitants  of  Nantes  unite,  their  city  will  foon  become  the  great- 
eft  magazine  of  Europe,  and  allure   the  circulation  of  the  com- 
modities of  the  interior  of  France.     To  Avhat  a  condition  is  the 
manufacture  of  Sedan  reduced  ?     They  there  ceafed  to  manufac- 
ture ftuffs  of  luxury;  as  foon  as  they  were  informed  of  the  necef- 
fities  of  the  armies,  they  at  once  prepared  clothing  for  the  troops, 
defended  their  town,  fought  and  vanquifhed  the  enemy.     Ybi* 
^m\\  re-eftablilh  their  manufadure.     The  principal  magazines  are 

juft 
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juft  now  at  the  difpofalof  the  nation,  and  the  commodities  arc 
under  feals.  You  will  reftore  to  induftrious  hands  tJiofe  maga- 
zines and  commodities  which  muft  feed  their  manufadlures. 
You  will  allow  a  certain  number  of  perfons  to  be  employed  'n\ 
the  raaniifafture  of  Hulls  of  luxury  for  exportation. 

We  muft  tell  France,  tliat  one  of  the  greateft  o^ftacles  to  the 
reftoration  of  commerce  and  exports,  is  the  exceffive  confump- 
tion  of  all  the  produdions  of  the  foil  in  the  interior.  J^'or  corn 
and  provifions,  we  n-iuft  give  in  excliange  a  part  of  our  wines. 
Bourdeaux,  in  confequence  of  the  great  confumption,  cannot 
obtain  a  fufficient  quantity  for  the  demand.  It  is  for  you,  re- 
prefentatives  of  the  people,  to  give  great  leiTons  of  economy. 
The  nations  who  have  recovered  o:'  preferved  their  libertY,  have 
been  remarkable  for  their  fimplicity  and  frugality.  Great  coa- 
fumers  are  in  a  conftant  ftate  of  dependence.  Econoir.v,  fru- 
gality, labour,  and  indullry  are  the  fole  guarantees  of  t'iie  liabi- 
lity of  the  Republic.  "VVe  cannot  too  often  repeat  that  the  arniy 
and  the  navy,  with  the  fervices  requifite  for  them,  take  from 
agriculture  and  the  ufeful  profeffions  more  than  1,500,000  citi- 
zens, and  that  the  maintenance  of  6,000.000  of  men  dilperfed 
over  the  various  communes  would  coft  lefs  to  the  Republic* 
We  have^but  a  confufed  idea  of  the  loiTes  and  confumption  oc- 
cafioned  by  great  numbers  collecfled  into  one  place.  I'he  enemies 
of  the  Republic,  private  intereft,  and  criminal  avarice,  have  fo- 
mented divifions  between  the  inhabitants  of  the  cities,  and  the 
inhabitants  of  the  country,  between  luifbandmen  and  artiians, 
between  the  citizens  ot  neighbouring  departments,  diftri6ls,  and 
even  communes.  The  feas,  long  fliut,  did  not  allow  the  go- 
vernment to  replace,  in  fome  departments,  the  provifions  it  hact 
been  obliged  to  borrow  for  the  ufe  of  the  armies.  Recal  to  the 
minds  of  I'Venchmen  thofe  fentiments  of  fraternity  that  render 
it  a  facrcd  duty  to  ftiare  their  provifions  with  their  brothers  of 
the  armies,  of  the  departments,  of  all  conditions  and  profeiTions, 
in  v/hatever  part  of  the  Republic  they  may  be.  Let  us  engrave 
on  every  heart  this  maxim: — Remember^  Republican,  that  in 
whatever  part  of  France  you  may  be,  you  are  among  brothers  and 
friends.  If  it  be  difficult  to  talk  on  the  fubjetS  of  provifions,  re- 
member that  is  alfo  impoffible  not  to  talk  upon  it.  Several  de- 
partments have  loft  their  harveft.  Hail,  rain,  and  tempefts  have 
done  great  damage  in  feveral  places,  although  in  a  great  majority 
of  the  departments  there  be  the  utraoft  abundance.  The  confi- 
dence of  foreign  ftates  in  our  probity,  will  foon  bring  into  our 
ports  whatever  we  may  want  ;  but  in  the  meantime,  we  muft 
take  care  that  the  markets  be  well  fupplied,  and  that  all  obfta- 
cles  to  relieving  the  wants  of  one  place  by  the  abundance  of  ano- 
ther be  removed.  The  internal  navigation  is  reftored ;  rebys 
now  eftablifliing  from  the  Eaft  to  the  Weft,  and  from  the  North 
to  ^he  Southj  will  facilitate  the  conveyance  of  every  article.    A 
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levy  of  44,000  horfes  and  mules,  within  three  ox  feur  months, 
has  retarded  the  tranfport  of  provillons.  You  have  great  obfta- 
cles  to  furmount;  but  hi  fairly  ilating  them  we  treat  you  as  a 
free  people  ought  to  be  treated.  You  have  great  efforts  to  make, 
but  they  are  as  far  inferior  to  your  power  as  your  reiources  are 
fuperior  to  your  wants. 

Wintt  then  is  required  of  you,  reprefentatives  of  the  people,  to 
crown  your  own  glory  and  alTure  the  happinefs  of  your  country  r 
— Union  and  confidence.  Let  us  reproach  one  another  neither 
witli  errors  Jior  misfortunes.  We  are  all  fet  out  in  the  fame  ca- 
reer. Some  have  combatted  with  courage  and  refleilion;  others, 
with  impetuous  and  inconfiderate  ardour.  Each  of  us  have  con- 
tributed to  found  and  to  ftrcngthen  the  Republic,  to  preferve 
the.  friends  and  deftroy  the  enemies,  of  liberty  and  equality. 
Who  would  require  of  us  an  account  of  n-iovements  whicli  it  is 
i'm}>ofrible  to  forefee  or  to  dire6l  ?  The  revolution  is  accom- 
pUilicd  :  it  is  the  work  of  all.  What  generals,  what  foidiers 
have  never  done  m^ore  than  ju(i  what  they  ought,  or  have  been 
able  to  flop  at  the  preciie  point,  where  calm  and  cool  reafon 
would  have  dirc61;ed  }  Were  we  not  all  in  a  ftate  of  v;arfare 
againil  tlie  moft  numerous  and  the  moft  formidable  eneniie&? 
What  reverie  has  not  cnfiamed  our  courage ;  v.- hat  has  happened 
to  us  that  has  not  happened  to  all  men  removed  to  an  infinite 
diftancc  from  the  ordinary  courfe  of  life  ?  Mull  not  feme  of  us 
difplay  the  chanr.s  of  equality  fo  as  to  make  them  belovecf,  while 
others  carry  terror  and  difmay  into  the  niidft  of  oar  enemies  t 
The  revolution  has  coil  vi61ims;  fortunes  have  been  loft  and  for- 
tunes gained:  v/ill  you  now  authorize  inquiries  into  every  par- 
ticular event  ?  When  an  edifice  is  completed,  the  architedl  pull§, 
do^.vn  the  fcalFolding,  but  dellroys  not  his  fellow-labourers.. 
1  he  navigator,  overtaken  by  the  tempeil,  relies  upon  hiscou- 
Tage  and  his  fkill,  which  danger  renders  more  active  and  fruit- 
ful of  rcfources,  to  fave  the  velTel  entrufted  to  him.  When  ar- 
rived un^hipwrecked  in  the  port,  no  man  requires  of  him  an 
account  of  his  manceuvres,  no  man  ail^s  if  he  hasftri6lly  followed 
his  infi:ru61:!ons.  When  there  v.'as  fuch  frequent  occafion  to 
"kurl  the  thunder,  could  any  man  anfwer  for  its  always  reaching 
its  true  obje6^  ?  Reafon,  the  fafety  of  your  country,  allow  you 
sTot  to  turn  your  eyes  on  the  ruins  you  have  paiTed.  Fix  them 
only  on  what  remains  to  be  done,  and  let  this  employ  all  your 
thoughts. 

W'e  mnfl  add  to  the  pi<51ure  we  haye  laid  before  you  an  account 
of  the  diipofition  of  men^s  minds,  and  an  explanation  of  fome 
fecret  and  particular  caufes  that  may  have  had  great  influence 
on  the  late  movements,  and  which  it  is  nec^ffary  every  French- 
man fliould  know.  VVhile  tiie  revolution  was  fo  powerfully 
agitating  our  minds,  while  great  paflions,  invincible  courage, 
the  moral  qualities  of  natural  man,  the  civic  virtues;  were  raifing 
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^s  above  ourfelves,  vice  too  was  making  advances.  Men  wer« 
feen,  who  embraced  tlie  revolution  only  for  the  fake  of  the 
trimes  they  hoped  to  commit,  and  the  private  advantages  tliey 
expected  to  derive  from  it.  They  wifhed  not  for  equality  of 
rights,  they  aimed  only  at  the  confounding  of  fortunes ;  they 
hoped  to  fquander  or  accumulate  the  wealth  of  others.  Some 
of  them  fucceeded  ;  for  our  revolution  has  not  been  free  from 
fpots.  When  the  laft  confpirators  were  puniflicd,  thefe  mon- 
gers attempted  to  rally  ;  racked  with  fear  and  remorfe,  they  cal- 
led on  all  France  to  overturn  the  government;  feeing  no  fafety 
for  themfelves  but  in  confufion  and  anarchy.  They  endeavoured 
to  feduce  or  miflead  tlieir  fellow  citizens,  the  public  fundliona- 
ries  and  popular  focieties;  they  could  not  think  themfelves  fe- 
cure  witliout  perfuading  every  body  that  their  ovvti  dangers  were 
thofe  of  all  France.  They  ufurped  the  title  of  patriots;  they 
feid,  **  We  are  difcovered,  we  are  going  to  he  perfecuted,  to  be 
"called  to  account  for  all  our  frauds  and  robberies.  Let  us  alarm 
''  the  patriots,  let  us  perfuade  them  that  tliey  have  a  common 
*'  caufe  with  us,  and  that  we  muft  ftand  or  fall  together."  Thus 
they  mifled  fome  public  fundlionarics,  and  fome  members  of  the 
popular  focieties,  who  feared  that  the  feverity  of  your  juftice 
would  confound  guilt  Vv^ith  error,  the  accidental  abufe  of  power 
with  the  crimes  of  fraud  and  avarice.  No  uneafmefs  or  agitation 
would  have  appeared,  if  great  criminals  had  not  difTeminated  the 
fears  which  they  alone  had  reafon  to  feel.  You  will  avail  your- 
felves  of  this  conf  deration.  Continue  to  enlighten  the  nation, 
to  give  confidence  to  the  patriots,  and  the  efforts  of  the  guilty 
will  be  fruitlefs.  Errors,  faults,  abufes  of  power,  arbitrary 
a6ls,  are  evils  infeparable  from  a  great  revolution.  But  if  there 
are  crimes  that  cail  for  a  fpeedy  expiation,  you  will  not  filence 
the  courts  of  jufiice.  The  citizens  who  have  lliared  the  alarms 
of  the  guilty  will  foon  abandon  the  caufe  of  thefe  impoftors,  and 
France  will  fee  guilt  go  a  begging,  for  the  fupport  which  it  will 
not  find.  To  fix  public  opinion  in  future,  to  confirm  confi- 
dence and  fecurity,  let  France  learn  that  her  reprefentatives, 
liow  collecting  all  the  reins  of  government,  will  themfelves  and 
alone  dire6l  the  revolutionary  movements.  The  revolution 
has  made  fome  men  unfortunate,  but  it  will  not  aliandon  them 
to  defpair.  In  a  republic  of  brothers,  in  wliich  diftindlions  are 
abolifiicd,  where  the  pride  ofw<;alth  isdefpifed,  where  the  ufe- 
fu-i  and  induftrious  citizen  is  every  thing,  and  the  idle  man  no- 
thing, there  is  no  room,  for  defpair.  Equality,  by  bringing  men 
hack  to  nature,  has  given  them  the  means  of  wiping  away  tears 
and  repairing  m.isfortunes.  Our  country  will  abandon  none  of 
her  children;  {lie  will  make  them  forget  their  loffes  ;  flic  wilf 
reftore  them  to  and  guide  them  in  the  path  of  happinefs. 

Frenchmen, 
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Frenchmen,  who  hav^  caufe  of  coir.plaint,  read  over  the 
nnmortal  pages  of  our  hiflory  i  examine  all  tlie  events  which- 
have  iignalized  the  courage,  and  eternized  the  glory  of  the  na- 
tion. Inhabitants  of  the  North,  with  what  fentiments  are  you 
not  penetrated,  when  you  fix  your  eyes  upon  Lille;  what  im- 
prcflion  is  not  made  upon  you  by  the  recollection  of  that  me- 
iTiorable  liege,  during  which  the  inhabitants  of  Lifle  difplayed 
fuch  firmnefs  ?  Conltuncy  is  th.e  true  heroifm  of  Frenchmen* 
The  citizens  cf  Thionville  exhibited  the  fame  example,  amid  the 
fame  dangers.  View  that  army  of  lieroes,  rufliing  into  the 
fire  of  batteries,  carrying  redoubts,  and  gaining  the  bloody  battle 
of  Jemappc ;  fee  it  attack  the  enemy  betore  BrulTels,  and  make 
the  f  rll  conqueft  of  i^elgium  !  A  new  fccne  opens;  the  French 
have  to  defend  their  own  frontiers ;  the  Engliili  are  beaten  at 
Dunkirk,  the  Auftrians  before  jNIaubeuge.  The  army  advances 
into  Weft  Flanders;  this  country,  full  of  fortreifes,  is  covered 
bv  the  vvhole  force  of  the  allied  powers.  All  the  fortreffes  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  French,  and  the  capitulations  of  Oftend 
and  Nieuport  deprive  the  Englifh  of  every  communication  with 
[Belgium.  Mark  with  what  courage  the  defenders  of.thfeir  coun- 
try prepared  before  Charleroi,  the  fuccefs  which  was  to  crown 
them  next  day  in  the  plains  of  Fleurus.  A  ])road  Monarch 
publiflied,  by  found  of  trumpet,  the  capture  of  Namur.  A 
fiew  mode  of  taxSicsj  which  other  nations  will  never  appropriate, 
and  which  defpotifm  will  never  introduce  into  its  armies,  re- 
Ifores  Namur  to,  the  French,  They  purfue  the  Auftrians, 
they  force  them  to  retreat.  They  enter  Liege,  where  they 
make  the  moll  glorious  and  the  molt  ufeful  of  conquefts.  They 
break  the  fcepter  of  a  prieft,  and  the  chains  with  which  a  dcfpot 
bound  his  fellow  men-.  The  induftrious  inhabitants  of  Liege 
quit  the  land  of  bondage,  and  feek  the  foil  of  the  Republic, 
to  enjoy  liberty,  and  eltablifh  new  manufaclufes  of  arms,  to 
•complete  the  delhuclion  of  tvrants.  Inhabitants  of  our  Eaftern 
countries,  what  tranfports  have  you  not  felt,  when  you  were 
fpectators of  thole  encampments,  nrarches,  battles,  and  vidories, 
which  opened  to  your  brothers  the  gates  of  Spires,  Worms,  and 
IVientzl  All  the  b?.nks  of  the  Rhine  refound  witli  the  victories 
of  our  armies.  The  armies  of  the  Mofelie  and  the  Rhine  unite, 
put  the  Aufrrians  and  Pruilians  to  flight ;  relfore  the  comminii- 
cation  v;ith  Landau,  and  fcour  the  Palatinate,  Inhabitants  ot 
the  South,  \ou  knovv  wlieilier  the  fruits  of  vidfory  have  been 
ufeful  to  Fiance.  The  conquefl  of  Savoy  gave  to  the  Republic 
the  department  of  Mont  Blanc.  Mont  Cenis  now  afTures  the 
conqueft  and  the  liberty  of  our  brethren.  Nice  and  Viilefranche 
fecure  to  us  magazines  which  we  could  not  do  v-ithout.  The 
capture  of  Saorgio  guarintees  the  union  of  the  ^laritime  Alps, 
Cravella  lias  feen  the  Croats  and  Auftrians  flying  before  repub- 
licans^ wljofe  orders  were  to  preferve  the  free  countries  of  Italy 
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from  the  yoke  of  a  foreign  domination.  Collioure  and  Poit 
Vendre  were  occupied  by  the  Spaniards  for  a  moment,  only  to 
give  new  eclat  to  the  arms  of  the  Republic,  and  exhibit  the 
fpeftaclc  of  the  beft  troops  of  Spain  compelled  to  renounce  the 
honours  of  war,  and  lay  down  their  arms;  The  vallies  of  BafTati 
and  Lorain  have  fupplied  the  army  for  feveral  months.  Fon- 
tarabia  and  St.  Sebaftian  give  us  ports  thatfecure  the  navigation 
of  the  Gulf.  Spain  has  lofl:  founderies  and  manufa61:ories  of 
arms,  which  would  have  been  an  eternal  fource  of  jealoufy,  if 
they  had  been  preferved. 

Such  is  this  day  the  fituation  of  France.  Could  it  be  grander, 
ftronger,  or  more  formidable  ?  Have  not  your  fuccefTes  in  the  Py- 
renees anfwered  your  hopesy  although  we  ftill  wait  for  the  fur- 
render  of  Bellegarde  ?  Does  not  the  Rhine  protefh  the  territory  of 
the  Republic  ?  The  Palatinate  is  open  ;  Treves  is  in  our  hands. 
What  plan  of  campaign  could  be  better  conceived,  of  better- 
executed,  than  that  which  reftored  Valenciennes,  recovered  the 
whole  frontier  of  the  North,  and  made  you  raafters  of  Belgium  ? 
If  fome  citizens  had  conceived  ambitious  views,  or  thoughts  of 
difturbing  the  public  tranquillity,  will  they  now  dare  to  difcover 
their  intentions  ?  Will  the  nation  attend  to  fears,  terrors,  and 
vain  alarms  when  her  fafety  and  her  glory  require  that  all  pri- 
vate interefts  iliould  unite  in  the  general  interefl;  ?  Will  fhe  not 
reprefs  and  reftrain  thofe  who  w^ould  attempt  to  excite  new  in- 
ternal troubles  ?  Nation,  be  attentive  to  your  deftiny,  which  is 
accomplifhing  by  fo  many  prodigies. — Courage,  force,  intelli- 
gence !  It  is  not  the  work  of  fome  citizens^  it  is  the  work  of  a 
wiiole  people. — Popular  focieties,  remember  whatever  you  have 
done  of  grand  or  fublime  when  you  were  enlightening  the 
French  with  refpe6l  to  their  rights,  when  you  w^ere  inflaming 
their  courage,  and  preparing  them  to  combat  defpotifm  and  ty- 
ranny. You  taught  men  that  they  were  not  born  for  ilavery, 
that  they  ought  to  break  their  chains  on  the  heads  of  their 
tyrants*  You  taught  men  to  be  free  and  maintain  freedom, 
they  muft  be  inftrudted  in  their  rights  and  their  duties.  What 
lights  have  you  not  diffufed  over  France  !  Continue  your  career. 
The  people,  as  more  inftrufted,  call  for  new  lights,  for  new 
information.  Teach  the  people  to  preferve  the  depofit  of  their 
liberties  ;  warn  them  againft  error,  fedudliori,  and  the  glitter  of 
individual  reputations.  Teach  them  to  make  new  advances  in 
knowledge  ;  obferve  attentively  the  proceedings  of  government, 
watch  over  the  public  fundionaries,  cheriili  the  love  of  labour, 
encourage  ufeful  men,  and  hy  your  care  confirm  national  pro- 
bity, and  make  it  be  refpeded. 

What,  it  is  auied,  will  be  tlie  iiTae  of  the  war  of  la  A^^endee  ? 
Various  battles  have  been  fought,  and  the  rebels  deflroyed^  yet 
the  war  ftill  exifis.     They  no  lone-er  form  armies  or  great  bodies 
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of  men,  but  tliey  fatigue  and  harafs  the  cultivators,  they  difturb 
and  Interrupt  the  harveft.  They  are  attacked  and  purfued. 
Favourable  occaiions  have  often  been  overlooked,  plans  and  in- 
il:ru6lions  have  not  alw^ays  been  followed.  The  committee  of 
Public  Safety  has  concerted  with  the  members  who  have  local 
knowledge  of  the  departments  of  the  Weft,  the  means  of  fpeedily 
terminating  this  war.  Some  of  the  generals  are  recalled ;  repre- 
fentatives  of  the  people  are  fent  into  the  country  deeply  pene- 
trated with  the  importance  of  their  mifTion.  Exact  difcipline, 
regular  condu6l,  conftant  a6livity,  are  the  only  means  of  de- 
ftroying  the  rebels,  repreffing  fufpe6i:ed  perfons,  and  giving 
fecurity  to  good  citizens.  Banditti,  known  by  the  name  of 
Chouans,  have  infefted  the  right  bank  of  the  Loire  and  the 
roads  of  ci-devant  Brittany.  Several  couriers  and  travellers 
have  been  aflaffinated;  and  citizens,  charged  with  requifitions, 
have  perifhed  by  their  hands.  The  reprefentatives  of  the 
people  in  thofe  parts  will  foon  clear  the  roads,  and  preferve 
thole  departments  from  the  evils  that  have  afflicted  la  Vendee. 
The  tranquillity  \vhich  you  will  eftablifh  here,  the  grand  prin- 
ciples you  will  fan6lion,  and  with  which  the  reprefentatives  of 
the  people  and  the  generals  will  fhew  that  they  are  impreffed, 
\vill  put  an  end  to  tlie  calamities  that  defolate  fo  fair  a  country. 
It  is  by  knowledge,  by  the  force  of  reafon,  by  an  army  terrible 
to  the  rebels,  and  Infpiring  confidence  into  good  citizens,  that 
we  fliall  accomplifli  the  conqued;  of  la  Vendee  to  liberty.  You 
will  neglect  no  means  of  enlightening  |he  people  and  attaching 
tliem  to  the  revolution. 

There  Is  a  pov/erful  engine  that  has  been  too  long  neglected. 
Difpel  the  darknefs  of  Ignorance,  difFufe  the  light  of  inftruc- 
tion,  put  into  the  hands  of  your  fellow-citizens  thofe  works  fo 
long  defired,  in  which  they  may  learn  their  rights  and  their 
duties.  Why  is  the  temple  of  arts  and  fclences  flill  ihut  ? 
Ought  not  the  means  of  inftru6lion,  like  the  means  of  labour, 
to  be  offered  equally  to  every  citizen  ?  In  the  Valais,  every  in- 
habitant unuerll;ands  the  cultivation  of  his  field,  the  arts  and 
the  fclences;  every  houfe  contains  a  collection  of  the  heft 
books  and  the  raoft  ingenious  inftruments  of  different  arts,  of 
which  the  poffeffor  knows  the  ufe.  At  the  camp  of  Sablons 
you  have  opened  a  fchool  to  inftru6t  young  citizens  in  the  art 
of  war.  Why  do  you  not  order  a  courfe  of  ftudy  at  Paris,  to 
form  teachers  in  all  other  branches  of  knowledge  ?  In  the 
mean  time  provlfional  meafures  muff  be  adopted.  It  is  necef- 
fary  that  you  fpeak  often  to  the  people.  Order  your  cora- 
jnittee  of  Public  Inftruftion  to  prepare  an  article  for  the  leifurc 
day  of  every  decade.  Let  thefe  papers  of  inftru6tion  contain 
an  account  of  your  labours,  and  the  principal  events,  princi- 
ples and  rules  of  condu6l.  Let  them  breathe  the  love  of  la- 
bour. 
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bour,  morals,  and  public  honefly.  You  have  lately  been 
talked  to  of  the  liberty  of  the  prefs.  You  have  recalled  the 
difpofitions  of  the  declaration  of  rights  on  that  head,  and  the 
French  have  fworn  to  preferve  the  depofit  entrufted  to  them. 
Your  fellow-citizens  now  demand  a  guarantee  for  individual 
•liberty;  tell  them  that  all  citizens  are  equal,  and  that  the  law  is 
the  fame  to  all.  When  you  were  informed  that  labourers  were 
pining  in  idlenefs  in  houfes  of  arreft,  you  ordered  before  har-^ 
vefi:,  that  they  ftiould  be  fet  at  liberty.  Your  committees  now 
inform  you  that  there  are  ftill  a  great  number  of  induftrious 
citizens  detained  in  cuftody,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Republic, 
Your  committees  are  of  opinion  that  to  releafe  fuch  citizens, 
is  as  much  an  a6t  of  juftice,  as  of  national  benefit.  Li- 
berty is  the  greatefl  encouragement  that  can  be  given  to  ufeful 
men ;  gratitude  will  induce  them  to  render  fervice  to  their 
country. 

The  meafures  which  your  committees  now  propofe,  appear 
to  them  fuch  as  clrcumftances  require  to  be  adopted.  To  re- 
ftore  liberty  to  all  ufeful  men,  to  imprefs  the  brand  of  humi- 
liation on  idlenefs,  to  recall  inftitutions  to  their  origin,  and 
powers  to  their  center;  to  honour,  habour,  encourage  com- 
merce, diiFufe  knowledge,  eftablifh  frequent  communication 
between  the  people  and  their  reprefentatives,  to  lay  the  foun- 
dations of  public  inftruflion,  feem  the  only  meafures  neceffary 
to  accomplifh  your  views,  fuftain  the  fplendour  of  the  French 
nation,  and  fecure  its  glory  and  profperity. 

He  concluded  with  propofmg  the  following  decrees : 

1.  The  municipalities  and  committees  of  fe6tions,  who  re- 
fufe  certificates  of  civifm,  fhall  be  bound  to  ftate  the  reafons  of 
their  refufal. 

2.  Citizens  to  whom  the  municipalities  refufe  certificates  of 
civifm,  may  apply  to  the  diredlory  of  their  diftridj  which, 
after  exaniining  the  reafons  of  refufal,  may  grant  or  refufe  cer- 
tificates, 

II. 

1.  The  committee  of  Public  Inftru6lion  is  ordered  to  draw  up 
every  decade  a  paper  of  inilru61ion,  the  objeft  of  which  IhaU 
be  to  re-animate  the  love  of  labour,  to  confirm  the  citizens  in 
the  principles  of  morals  and  attachment  to  their  duties,  to  re* 
mind  them  of  the  grand  events  of  the  revolution,  and  to  lay 
before  them  the  advantages  of  the  ufeful  ;irts  and  fciences. 

2.  Thefe  papers  ihall  be  fent  to  all  the  communes  to  be 
yeady  every  decade  in  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  general  af-r- 
lembly,  to  which  fathers,  mothers,  and  their  children  fliall  be 
called  and  invited  to  xepair.

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3,  The  reading  fhall  be  followed  by  Tinging  hymns  of  liberty- 
Children  fliali  be  accuftomed  to  fmg  the  civic  virtues  and  the 
adions  of  warriors,  the  heroes  of  their  country. 
III. 

The  National  Convention  orders,  its  committee  of  Commerce 
and  Finance  to  report  within  three  days  on  the  petitions  and 
memorials  of  merchants  bound  to  pay  into  the  national  treafury 
the  fums  they  are  indebted  to  foreign  nations  with  y/hich  the 
Republic  is  at  war. 

•  .      IV. 

The  National  Convention  orders  its  committees  of  Com- 
merce and  Finance  to  report,  within  three  days,  on  the  advan- 
tages or  difadvantages  that  may  arife  from  the  indefinite  liberty 
of  exporting  articles  of  luxury,  on  the  fingle  condition  of 
bringing  back  to  France  the  value  of  fuch  articles  in  any  way 
whatever;  on  the  advantages  and  difadvantages  of  exporting 
the  fuperfluity  of  articles  of  tlie  firft  necefiity,  on  condition  of 
making  good  to  the  Republic  the  lofs  on  exchange. 

The  National  Convention,  defirous  of  accelerating  the  pe- 
riod, at  which  a  uniform  mode  of  inftru£lion  may  be  efta- 
bliflred  over  all  the  Republic,  orders  its  committee  of  Public 
Inftrudion  to  prefent,  v,rithin  ten  days,  a  plan  of  fchools  of 
rule?,  tc  which  fhall  be  called  the  bell  informed  citizens  of  all 
the  diflri6ts,  in  order  to  be  taught  by  the  ableft  profeiTors  in  all 
branchco  of  human  knowledge,  the  art  of  teaching  others. 
■    VI. 

The  National  Convention  orders  its  committees  of  Commerce 
and  Finance  to  report,  Avjthin  three  days,  on  the  bell  means  of 
reiloring  to  free  circulation  and  commerce  all  articles  fent  to 
Lvons,  and  other  communes,  declared  in  a  ftate  of  rebellion, 
which  may  have  been  (topped  on  the  way;  on  the  advantages 
pmd  difadvantages  or  tlse  conhfcations  decreed  on  the  25th 
Pluviofe. 

Thefe  decrees  were  unanimoufly  adopted,  amid  loud  antl 
v/arm  applaufes.

Id  the  French  Cojivoiuon  -ild  Sept.  i  ^04,  hy.  Carnot,  m  the  Name 
0/  the  Commhiee  of  Public  Sctjcly. 

YOUR  committee  Iiad  refolved  to  furround  the  enemy,  and 
to  cut  off  their  communication.  Jourdan  executed  this 
determination  on  the  banks  of  the  Sambre,  and  Pichegru  on  the 
bank^  of  the  Scheldt.  It  was  neceffary  to  retake  the  fortreffes 
of  which  the  enemy  had  obtained  pofleflion,  and  in  order  that 

it 
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it  might  Le  done  more  fpeedilyj  it  was  refolved  to  adopt  revo- 
lutionary means;  the  decree  of  the  i6th  Meffidor  ordered,  that 
fuch  of ''the  garrifons  fliould  he  put  to  the  fword  as  refufed  to 
lurrender  within  twenty-four  hours  after  being  fummoned, 
Neverthelefs,  it  was  not  forgotten  that  this  law  might  become 
a  terrible  weapon  againft  ourfelves,  by  infufing  defpair  into  the 
minds  of  the  foreign  troops.  The  committee  felt  that  the  Con- 
vention did  not  mean  to  pafs  a  decree  of  carnage,  but  to  fave 
the  country  :  they,  therefore,  fufFer  the  generals  to  ufe  their 
own  prudence,  with  refpecl  to  executing  or  not  executing  the 
decree.  The  four  garrilons  we're  reftored  to  the  Republic  in 
lefs  than  four  decades. 

We  found  in  Valenciennes  three  millions  of  florins  in  fpecie, 
about  fiX  millions  and  a  half  of  livres.  Landrecies  did  not  chufe 
to  wait  till  her  fortifications  Ihould  he  injured.  Le  Quefnoy 
and  Conde  made  ftill  lefs  refiftance.  The  commandants  of  fuch 
of  the  places  as  did  not  obey  the  decree  within  the  twenty-four 
hours  prefcribed,  were  arrelled  and  rendered  refponhble  for  the 
non-execution  of  the  decree.  Defpots  are  the  only  perfpns 
whom  the  Convention  would  puniHi,  and  not  thofe  who  have 
the  misfortune  to  be  their  Haves. — ( LoudJpplaufes.) 

Notwith (landing  the  perfidy  of  Robeipierre,  who  gave  it  as 
his  advice  that  each  of  the  places  fhould  be  aflaulted,  though , 
he  knew  that  each  afTault  would  have  coft  us  at  leail  6000  men, 
notwithftanding  the  hopes  of  that  monfter,  who  only  waited 
for  a  check  on  th.e  part  of  our  army  for  the  purpofe  of  accalinp^ 
his  colleagues,  Valenciennes,  Conde,  Quefnoy,  Landrecies,  and 
Nieuport,  coft  little  blood  to  the  Republic  ere  they  were 
reftored. — The  garrifons  furrendered  at  difcretion,  and  France 
triumphed  equally  by  her  generofity  and  courage. 

In  remembrance  of  thefe  blifsful  events,  Conde  has  received 
the  name  of  Nord  Libre;  and  under  the  walls  of  that  fortrefs 
we  found  iC)o  waggons  of  ftores,  provifion  and  ammunition  of 
all  kinds. 

Thus  fade  away  for  ever  all  the  chimerical  hopes  of  all  our 
enemies  !  and  thus  have  the  ephemeral  {uczc^c^  of  Europe  pro- 
duced onlyfiiameto  her,  and  glory  to  us. 

What,  cannot  all  Europe  conquer  France  !— -that  country 
which  has  been  faid  to  be  "  only  a  chafm  in  the  map  of  Eu- 
rope." Wait,  legiflators,  the  combined  powers  have  only  de- 
ferred their,  formidable  defigns,  and  next  year  they  are  deter- 
mined to  march  to  Vzus,.— (Laughter.) 

The  Emigrants  taken  in  the  different  garrifons  have  been 
delivered  to  the  military  tribunals. — The  national  reprefen- 
tatives  on  miffions  have  taken  proper  fteps  to  reftore  to  thofc 
four  comm.unes  the  ufual  adlivity  in  their  commerce,  primary 
fchools,  find  conftitutpd  authorities. 

Such 
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Such  are  tlie  deeds  which  republicans  have  achieved  aniidit 
acclamations  of  long  live  the  National  Convention  !  Thofe  who 
fight  for  their  liberties  and  for  their  cottages  mufl  be  vidlorious. 
Our  young  warriors  aftonifhed  the  German  legions  by  difcipline 
and  bravery  equal  to  the  courage  and  condu6l  of  the  ancient  Spar- 
tans. What  force  can  conquer  France  united  by  the  ties  of  una- 
nimity ?  Will  it  be  the  force  of  new  factions  ?  No,  the  people 
are  invincible.  Guardians  of  their  power  decree,  that  the  facred 
depofit  fliall  never  be  violated  !  Save  the  people  !  Save  the  caufe 
of  liberty,  and  profcribe  thofe  black  pallions  whicli  fully  your 
purity  !  Punifh  vice,  but  pxmifh  only  vice!  Fly  to  the  afliftance 
of  the  unfortunate,  fupport  the  arm  of  agriculture,  and  rear  the 
head  of  the  arts  !  Infufe  into  your  navy  energies  as  great  as  your 
armies  poflefs  !  Wrefl  from  Great  Britain  the  fcepter  of  the  fea, 
and  let  the  liberty  pf  France  be  only  the  prelude  to  the  liberty  of 
the  world ! 

The  report  was  received  with  great  applaufe,  and  the  Conven- 
tion immediately  decreed,  that 

I.  It  fliould  .be  printed,  and  fent  to  the  armies,  the  popular  fo- 
.cieties,  and  conftituted  authorities. 

II.  The  Convention  approve  of  the  meafures  taken  by  the 
committee  of  Public  Safety  relative  to  the  furrender  of  the  four 
garrjfons,  and  the  decree  of  the  i6th  Melhdor. 

III.  That  fix  copies  of  the  report  fhould  be  delivered  to  each 
of  the  deputies. 


His  Royal  ITighmfs  the  .Duke  of  Tork  puhXiJJoed  a  General  Order-on 
the  23c/  of  September,   1794,  Gt  his  Head  Quarters  at  Grcejbeekj 

of  ivh'ick  the foUcvjing  are  the  contents. 

IT  is  with  the  greateft  regret  that  his  Royal  Highnefs  thinks 
himfelf  obliged  once  more  to  order  the  fevereft  meafures  to  be 
purfued,  in  order  to  put  a  flop  to  the  moil  iliameful  a6ls  of  vio- 
lence and  pUmder,  which  diihonour  the  army  under  his  command. 
His  Royal  Highnefs  is  fo  llrongly  convinced  of  the  necelTity  of 
this  feverity,  fince  five  men  of  the  38th  regiment,  difcovered  yef- 
Jerdav  in  the  acl  of  plundering,  have  aclualiy  been  condemned  to 
frstath  by  a  court-martial,  which  fentence,  out  of  humanity  only, 
his  Highnefs  mitigated  into  a  lefs  fevere  punilhment.  His  HJgh- 
Jiets,  in  order  to  prevent  fuch  diihonourable  excclTes  for  the  fu- 
ture, orders,  that  hereafter,  whenever  a  foldier  Ihould  be  dete£led 
in  the  act  of  plundering,  the  Provoft  Marfhal,  with  his  ailiftants, 
is  charged  to  execute  the  offender  upon  the  fpot ;  and,  in  cafe  of 
the  abfence  of  the  Provoif,  that  the  criminal,  inftead  of  being  hang^ 
ed,  fhall  be  Ihot, 

Befides 
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Befides  the  publication  of  this  refolution,  his  Royal  Highnefs 
thinks  it  his  duty  to  exhort  the  officers  of  the  army  under  his  com-, 
mand,  and  to  requeft  of  them,  as  they  value  the  national  charader, 
(it  being  their  duty  to  unite  their  perfonal  honour  to  that  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's  ferviccj  as  well  as  to  that  of  their  country)  to  prevent  all  vio- 
lence and  pilfering,  of  which  unhappily  they  but  too  often  have 
hitherto  been  the  eye  witneflTes ;  and,  to  prevent  which,  nothing  is 
fo  neceflary  as  aftrift  military  difcipline. 

His  Highnefs  wifhes  not  to  be  under  the  neceffity  of  taking  any 
fevere  meafures  againft  the  officers.  His  Highnefs  will  expect 
the  above  order  punctually  executed,  particularly  by  the  com- 
manders of  regiments,  and  will  certainly  give  information  to  his 
Majefty,  if,  by  their  negleft,  the  depredations  fliould  continue, 
which,  by  this  general  order,  his  Royal  Highnefs  endeavours  to 
put  an  end  to.

Brave  Spaniards^ 

AT  a  time  when  I  only  wifh  to  declare  to  you  certain  truths, 
which  may  ferve  to  quiet  your  minds,  and  when  I  only  re- 
.quire  of  you  to  hear  me,  my  unremitting  attention  to  theconcerns 
of  the  public  entitles  me  to  your  attention,  and  your  own  intercfl 
in  the  public  tranquillity  aflTures  ine  I  fhall  obtain  it. 

I  am  well  aware  that  venal  and  infected  writers  will  employ 
tbemfelves  in  defcribing  the  events  of  this  war,  in  terms  of  defpe- 
ration,  and  that  ilanderers  and  audacious  people  will  reprefent  the 
force  of  the  enemy  as  irreHftible.  I  know  alfo  that  traitors  to 
God,  the  King,  and  to  the  public,  will  negledl  no  m.eans  of  fpread^ 
ing  their  deteftable  principles,  and  reprefent  them  to  you  gs  prac- 
ticable ones.  I  know  alfo  that  there  will  not  want  many  corru.pt 
fpies,  v/ho  will  reprefent,  (as  things  eafy  to  be  obtained)  difficul- 
ties which  are  infuperable  ;  but  at  the  fam.e  time  I  am  fully  con^ 
vinced  of  your  loyalty,  and  the  King  is  convinced  of  it  too,  and  he 
relies  on  it  as  a  defence  againfl  the  impetuous  torrent  of  their  mad- 
nefs. 

Do  you  know  the  real  ftate  of  our  forces  }  They  are  fufficient 
not  only  to  repel,  but  to  annihilate  entirely  the  enemy  as  foon  as 
all  the  reinforcements  for  >he  army  are  concentrated,  which  are 
now  marching  with  the  greateft  difpatch,  and  are  infpired  w^ith 
more  ardour  to  meet  the  enemy  than  to  remain  inadtive,     ~ 

Spaniards,  there  are  only  20,000  men,  weak  and  undifciplined 
troops,  who  can  maintain  the  war  againft  us  on  the  deteftable 
frontiers  of  the  French  at  Navarre  and  Bifcay;  nor  can  there  pof^ 
Tibly  be  more,  owing  to  the  prefent  condition  of  their  countrv. 

Jhe 
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The  allied  armies  occupy  particularly  their  attention,  and  In  pfS-* 
portion  as  the  French  armies  appear  to  increaie,  their  efFe6live 
force  really  decreafes.  Ilie  tyrants  who  govern  France  only  ob- 
tain a  forced  ot)edience  from  the  army  ;  the  ravages  of  death  and 
the  guillotine  are  the  means  by  which  they  obtain  it,  but  at  the 
fame  time  there  are  refources  to  fpread  amongft  them  terror  and 
defperation.  The  French  already  are  convinced  that  there  ex  ill 
no  longer  amongft  them  the  facred  rights  of  property,  and  that 
juftice  has  difappeared,  and  that  under  the  pretext  of  the  good  of 
mankind,  they  perceive  they  are  only  enflaving  them.  Unfortu- 
nately, feveral  of  our  unhappy  countrymen  are  already  in  that 
Jituation.  The  enemy  have  not  left  one  fmgle  inhabitant  in  pof- 
feilion  of  his  freedom  in  all  the  places  where  they  have  penetrated; 
nor  is  that  to  be  wondered  at :  fuch  a  licentioufnefs  is  the  certain 
confequence  of  their  ihamelefs  veracity  ;  but  underftand  this>  and 
you  will  be  convinced  of  the  infufficiency  of  their  arms. 

Can  you  poffibly  imagine  that  20,000  men  can  overturn  oui' 
country,  if  we  refolve  to  extirpate  the  enemy  ?  Read  our  hiftories^ 
and  in  them  you  will  find  an  anfwer  to  that  queftion  in  the  innu- 
merable deeds  of  valour  performed  by  our  glorious  anceftors^  who 
defended  in  all  ages  their  country,  in  feveral  fituations  more  criti- 
cal than  the  prefent.  Their  prefent  invafion  is  not  furprifmg, 
confidering  the  opennefs  of  the  country  ;  but  they  can  no  longer 
promife  themfelves  any  farther  progrefs,  as  the  mountainous  coun- 
try now  before  them  will  neceffarily  ftop  them  ;  befides,  you  may 
rely  on  the  adivlty  of  our  general,  who  will  not  fuffer  them  to 
remain  in  poffeffion  of  that  tra6l  of  our  country  w^hich  they  have 
ufurped,  any  longer  than  he  finds  it  convenient  ;  but  as  foon  as  he 
llsall  refolve  to  deftroy  them,  he  v-ill  accomplifli  their  deftrudion. 
Diffipate,  therefore,  all  thefe  fears  which  may  even  have  affe£led 
you,  but  at  the  fame  time  make  one  great  effort  to  preferve  your 
property.  Thecaufeof  God  and  his  holy  law  commands  you  to 
do  it.  Neither  ought  you  to  expecl  that  yot:r  fields  will  produce 
any  thing  till  you  make  thefe  efi'orts  in  defence  of  God  and  his 
holy  law.  God  will  aflift  and  he  will  fight  for  you.  Implore 
fincerely  his  aififtance,  to  obtain  which  1  have  already  ordered 
public  prayers  to  be  made. 

But  notwithftanding  all  this,  do  not  defpair,  nor  believe  we  are 
in  the  laft  extremity  ;  we  do  not  want  means  to  oppofe  the  public 
enemy.  The  King  will  crulh  their  pride  at  the  head  of  his  Ca- 
tholic army.  The  Almighty  will  ftretch  forth  his  fvvord  of  ven- 
geance againft  the  violators  of  his  holy  name!  Your  Sovereign 
relies  on  the  loyalty  of  Spaniards,  which  he  endeavours  to  com- 
penfate  by  diminifhing,  as  far  as  it  is  ccnfiftent  with  his  royal 
fplendour,  the  expenfes  of  his  court  and  houfchold,  to  prevent  the 
neceHity  of  laying  on  more  taxes, 

'5  This 
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Tills  con(ia6l  of  their  Majefties,  thsir'pateroal  afTiduity,  and 
the  King's  unremitting  attention  to  the  difpatch  of  all  public  bufi- 
befs,  and  particularly  in  the  ftri£t  adminiftration  of  jullice,  merit 
a  very  extraordinary  recompenfe  on  your  part.  Let  us  imitate  his 
indefatigable  vigilance,  let  us  follow  his  illuftfious  example  in  en- 
deavouring to  promote  the  public  welfare,  and  let  every  one  per- 
form his  refpedive  duties,  by  which  means  v/e  fhall  reftore  and  re- 
eftahlifhthe  public  happinefs. 

Let  the  upright  irttentions  of  their  MajelHes  be  propitidus  to 
your  tranquillity,  and  there  vviil  nqt  be  a  lingle  fukjed  who  tvill 
not  reap  the  greateft  benefits. 

1  beg  from  you,  my  dear  countrymen,  to  confider  well  what  I 
have  jiift  faid,  and  I  hope  you  hnd  my  expreffions  equally  fincere, 
intelligible,  and  tiue.  JNly  only  objeft  is  to  preferve  your  tran- 
quillity, and  to  excite  your  indignation  agalnft  a  troop  of  ban- 
yitti  that  attempt  to  diiltirb  you:  if  I  fucceed  in  that,  yoil  will 
fee  in  a  few  days  the  fruit  of  m.y  difpofitiohs.  Co-operate  with 
ine,  and  you  will  very  foon  procure  the  recompenfe  of  your  fa- 
tigues. 

Our  religion  will  contribute  to  our  glorious  triumph,  God  will 
proteil  his  holy  law%  and  I  will  not  c'eafe  to  invoke  his  ailiftance.

Addrefi  bf  t]^e  National  Convention  to  the  French  People^  decreed  on 
the  gth  of  Octohr  1794,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

FRENCHMEN,  in  the  midft  of  your  triumphs,  yotir  ruiri  is 
meditated.  Certain  perverfe  men  would  raife  the  tdmb  of  li- 
berty in  the  bofora  of  France.  To  be  filent,  we  flidiild  betray 
ourfelves,  and  the  moll  facred  of  duties  is  to  enlighten  you  in  the 
perils  which  furround  you. 

Yoiir  moft  dangerous  foes  are  not  thofe  fatellites  of  defpotifni^, 
whom  you  are  accuftomed  to  v^aiquifh,  but  their  perficiious  emif- 
faries,  wh6,  m.ingling  among  you,  combat  yohr  indeperidence  by 
impofition  and  by  caluniny. 

The  heirs  of  the  crimes  of  Robcfpierfe,  dnd  of  all  the  confpira- 
tors  whom  you  have  overthrown,  labour  in  every  fenfe  to  millead 
the  republic  ;  and  covered  with  various  maflcs,  they  feek  to  lead  you 
to  a  counter-revolution  through  the  difurders  of  anarchy. 

Such  is  the  chara<£ler  of  tliofe  wltom  ambition  puflies  on  to  ty- 
ranny. They  proclaim  their  principles  ;  they  decorate  themfclves 
with  ftmtiments  which  they  have  not.  They  call  themfelves  the 
friends  of  the  people,  and  they  afpire  only  to  authority.  T.hey 
talk  only  of  the  rights  of  the  people— they  ftrive  only  to  wreft  thern 
from  their  hands.

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Frenchmen,  you  will  fuffer  yourfelves  no  longer  to  be  deluded 
by  tliefe  fallacious  infuiuations  :  lnftru£led  by  experience  yotj 
Avili  be  deceived  no  more.  The  evil  has  pointed  out  the  remedyj 
You  were  on  the  point  of  falling  into  tb.e  fnare  of  the  wicked — the 
Repiibiic  was  about  to  perilh— you  merely  exclaimed  **  Vive  la 
*■'  Convention!"  the  wicked  were  confounded  and  the  Republic 
iatcd. 

Remember,  that  fo  long  as  the  people  and  the  convention  arc 
oncj  the  attempts  of  the  enemies  of  liberty  will  expire  at  yourfeetj 
as  the  fo;im  of  the  ocean  breaks  upon  the  rock. 

Rtiiored  ro  your  priftine  energy,  you  will  no  more  fuffer  a  few 
iiidixiduals  to  impofe  on  your  reafon,  and  you  will  not  forget  that 
tiVK  grtateit  misfortune  of  a  people  is  a  continual  agitation.  They 
know  this  well  who  would  drive  you  from  the  ilumber  of  death  into 
rlic  arms  of  tyranny. 

Rully  ut  the  voice  of  your  rcprefentati\eN.  You  will  never  lofe 
fi^jit  of  this  truth,  that  the  alfurauce  of  liberty  is  at  once  in  the 
iorce  of  the  people,  and  in  its  re-union  to  the  government  which 
has  merited  his  confidence. 

On  our  fide,  the  Convention,  ccnftant  in  its  courfe,  fupported 
by  the  will  of  the  people,  will  miaintain  by  reforming  it,  that  go- 
vernment which  has  laved  the  Republic. 

Yes,  we  fvvear — we  will  remain  at  ot;r  pofl  tmtil  the  confum- 
matjon  of  the  revolution  ;  until  that  hour  when  the  triumphant 
Kepublic  giving  the  law  to  its  enemies,  fhall  be  able  to  enjoy  in  the 
fecurity  of  vidory,  thofe  fruits  of  a  conftitution,  as  folid  as-the 
peace  they  fhall  have  impofed. 

We  Ihall  know  how  to  fpare  error  and  to  ftrike  only  at  crime : 
Be  inexorable  to  immorality.  The  immoral  smaff  ought  to  be  re- 
jected b)  fociety  as  a  dangerous  element^  corrtiptible  by  his  rva- 
?ure,  and  therefore  ahvays  ready  to  rally  around  confpiracy.  - 

Your  reprefeniatives  will  not  fuffer  the  public  fundlions  to  be 
'vercujaby  others  than  the  true  friends  of  the  people — they  will 
buuiih  far  from  them  the  perfidious  who  talk  of  the  rights  of  the 
people  only  to  engrofs  them. 

•  After  having  thus  exprelfed  its  folicitude,  msni felled  its  thoughts 
and  intentions,  the  National  Convention  flates  to  the  French  peo- 
ple thofe  facred  principles  and  eternal  truths  the  central  force  of 
their  union. 

A  aatron  cannot  govern  rtfelf  by  the  flexible  decifions  of  caprice, 
the  fport  of  the  paflions— it  is  by  the  authority  only  of  the  laws 
that  it  can  do  fo. 

The  laws  are  the  fecui-itics  for  our  rights^  This  precious  fecu- 
rity is  fought  by  man,  when  he  enters  political  alfociations.  This 
^hey  afford  him  by  the  aid  of  gover^.ent,  which  contains  the  ci- 
tizen in  the  circle  of  his  duties. 

Every 
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Every  thing  which  would  violate  thofe  rights  is  a  crime  againil 
the  fecial  organization.  Individual  liberty  mult  have  no  bounds, 
except  where  it  trenches  upon  the  liberty  of  others.  The  law 
muft  afcertain,  and  mark  thofe  boundaries. 

Property  mud  be  facred.  Far  from  us  be  thofe  fyftems  di*?tated 
by  immorality  and  idlenefs,  that  ereft  into  fyllem  the  commiilion 
of  theft,  and  diminifh  the  falutary  horror  it  infpires.  Let  the 
power  of  the  law  therefore  fecure  our  property,  as  it  fecures  ths 
Other  rights  of  the  citizen. 

But  who  Ihould  eilablilh  the  law  ?  The  people  alone,  by  the 
organ  of  thofe  reprefentatives  to  whom  it  has  delegated  this  power. 
No  particular  authority — no  re-union  is  the  people- — nor  can  it 
ad,  nor  even  fpeak  in  its  name. 

If  any  audacious  hand  (hould  attempt  to  feize  the  rights  of  tlie 
people  upon  the  altar  of  the  country,  the  Convention  will  difcover 
with  greater  eagernefs  their  delegated  power  to  the  ufurper,  "as 
they  owe  an  account  to  the  people  of  the  attacks  made  upon  its 
fovereignty. 

In  their  firmnefs  the  National  Convention  will  not  depart  from 
wifdom — they  will  attend  to  all  remonftrance,  but  they  will  not 
fuffer  the  right  to  enlighten  and  admonilh,  to  become  a  means  of 
oppreffion  and  debafement — nor  that  any  voice  fhall  be  louder 
than  that  of  the  national  reprefentation. 

Againft  the  intriguers,  and  thofe  who  yet  may  regret  royalty, 
they  will  preferve  the  moft  vigorous  pofture.  They  will  main- 
tain the  meafures  of  fecurity,  which  the  public  fafety  demands ; 
hut  they  will  never  confent  to  their  arbitrary  extenfion,  and  that 
fufpicion  fhould  be  a  fource  of  calamity. 

Frenchmen,  confider  as  your  enemies  all  thofe  who  attack, 
obliquely  or  dire6lly,  the  liberty,  the  equality,  the  unity,  and  the 
ipdivifibillty  of  the  Republic. 

Fly  thofe  who  fpeak  to  you  of  blood  and  fcafFclds  IncelTantly, 
thofe  exclufive  patriots,  enriched  by  the  revolution,  who  dread 
tsie  operation  cf  juflice,  and  who  reckon  upon  finding  their  fafeiy 
in  confufion  and  anarchy. 

Efteem  and  fearch  out  thofe  laborious  and  modeft  men,  thofe 
good  and  pure  beings,  who  fly  from  public  employments,  and 
ijvho  pra6life  inceflantly,  without  oftentationj  the  republican 
virtues. 

Nev^r  lofe  fight  of  this  axiom,  that  if  a  rapid  and  violent  move- 
ment is  neceifa.ry  to  make  a  revolution,  calmnefs  and  prudence 
mufl  tertninate  it.  Unite  yourfe!,ves  about  one  commoii  cei.ter, 
the  love  and  refpe^  for  the  laws. 

Behold  your  brave  brethrei?  in  arms,  they  fet  you.  th.e  example 

of  that  fublime  obedience  in  their  fubmiffion  and  devotion.    Their 

glory  is  to  attend  to  the  voice  of  their  leaders  ;  theyblefs  Incef- 

f^ntly  the  decrees,  of  the  Conventioij ;  they  fuffer?  and  call:  the

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Tnisfcrtufic  upcn  circumflance  ;  if  they  perifli,  theiu  lall  C3j:clania- 
tion  is  for  the  Republic, 

And  you,  in  the  bofom  of  towns  and  villages,  will  you  fuffer 
yourfelves  to  be  agitated  by  vain  debates  r  Will  you  throw  into, 
your  affemblies  obftacles  which  may  ^etar^  the  triumphant  march 
of  the  revolution  r 

O  Frenchmen  !  what  grief  will  it  be  for  you,  what  fatisfaiStioi^ 
for  your  enemies,  to  fee  France  vidorioiis  without,  and  torn  to 
pieces  within!  No,  they  Ihall  not  have  that  cruel  pleafure. — 
What  the  Convention  has  done  m  the  arm^es,^  they  will  do  in  the 
bofom  of  the  Republic. 

The  warlike  virtues  produce  the  hero  ;  the  domef^ic  virtues  formt 
the  citizen  ;  and  they  arc  thefe  virtues,  fuftained  and  fortified  by 
an  invincible  attachm.ent  to  republican  principles,  which  perpetu- 
ate in  a  generous  nation  that  facred  fire,  that  grand  character, 
which  has  made  the  French  people  the  firft  in  the  univerfe. 

Citizens,  all  the  virtuous  miift  concur  in  the  eftablilhmcnt  of 
^  republic.  You  have  exerted  by  turns,  fprce,  for  the  demoli- 
tion of  the  Baftile  and  the  throne — the  patience  to  fupport  the 
evils  infeparable  from  a  great  revolution — the  courage  to  repulfe 
your  barbarous  invaders.  The  timp  is  arrived  to  conquer  your 
enemies  again  by  firmnefs  and  wifdom.  Cairo  mult  fucceed 
to  fo  many  ftorms.  The  veilel  of  the  republic,  beaten  fo  o^ 
by  the  tempeft,  touches  at  length  upon  the  fhore.  Beware  how 
you  repulfe  it  once  more  among  the  breakers.  Permit  it  to  ap- 
proach the  port,  preffing  with  a  tranquil  courfe  an  obedient 
bcean,  in  the  midil  of  the  tranfports  of  a  people  free,  happy, 
and  triumphant.

the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  the  army  of  his  Majefly  may  be  expofed 
lo  a  check,  and  that  the  PruiHan  army,  after  the  example  of  that 
cf  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  iliouJd  likewiie  mak^e  their  Retreat  acrofs 
|he  Rhine. 


"The  l\ational  Convention  of  France ^  after  havi'ng  heard  the  l/nited 
Committees  of  Public  and  General  Safety  and  i^egif.ation,  decreed^ 
On.  15,  1794, 

1.  A  LL  affiliations,  aggregations,  federations,  as  well  as  all 
jf^  correfpondences,  in  a  colle£l;ive  name  between  focieties, 
tinder  w^hatever  denomination  they  may  exift,  are  prohibited,  as 
fubverfive  of  the  government,^  and  contrary  to  the  unity  of  the 
Republic.

Thofe  who,  as  prefidents  or  fecreraries,  fhall  Hgn  addrelles 
Or  petitions  made  in  a  collective  name,  fhall  be  apprehended  and 
Imprifoned  as  fufpeded  perfons. 

5.  Immediately  after  the  publication  of  the  prefent  decree,  each 
.fcciety  fhall  make  out  a  lift  of  all  the  members  of  which  it  is 
compofed*  This  lift  ihall  contain  the  names  and  furnames  of  the 
members,  their  age,  the  place  of  their  birth,  their  profedions  and 
refidences  before  and  fince  the  14th  of  July,  1789  ;  and  the  date 
of  their  admiflion  into  the  fociety. 

6.  A  copy  of  this  lift  ihali  be  addreffed  within  two  decades  of 
the  date  of  this  decree,  to  the  national  agent  of  the  diftrift.

veniment  ? 

Underfigned  further  declare  publicly,  that  they  are  difcon,;- 
tented  vi^ith  fuch  refolutions,  and  they  are  determined  to  refift 
and  oppofe  themfelves  againll  all  military  (Jefcpce  of  whatever 
name,  and  under  whatever  form  it  might  be  adopted. 

That  the  underfigned,  particularly,  are  determined  to  refift 
and  oppofe  themfelve?  againil  the  quartering,  in  the  town,  of 
the  Engliih  troops,  whofe  bad  conduct  has  not  been  improved 
-by  repeated  orders  and  feverities  from  their  chief  commander. 
The  underfigned  will  look  upon  the  approach  of  thofe  troops  as 
a  fignal  given  by  your  Great  MightineiTes  for  a  civil  iniurrec- 
tion  ;  the  fatal  conlequenccs  of  whiph  your  Great  MightinefTts 
■will  have  alone  to  anfwer  for. 

In  order  to  prevent  fuch  dreadful  confequences  the  under- 
figned think  it  their  duty,  in  theprefent  critical  urgency,  once 
more  fubmiiTively  to  apply  to  your  Great  MightineiTes  to  entreat 
you  never  to  cpnfent  to  the  adoption  of  fuch  meafures,  to  ex* 
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pqfe  this  town  to  a  military  defenee,  or  to  fu^er  fuch  yndifc^* 
plined  and  pillaging  troops  to  be  quartered  within  its  walls. 

The  wifeft  mealures  your  Great  MightinefTes  can  adopt',  are 
only  to  have  confidenpe  in  the  patriotism  and  good  will  of  the 
inhabitants,  to  dire6l  their  lleps  apcording  to  the  courie  of  the 
natural  exigencies  of  tlie  circumilances^  and  nqt  by  an  audacious 
attempt  of  forming  a  military  defence  of  the  town,  to  precipi-r 
tate  its  inhabitants  into  unavoidable  mifery  and  ruin,  and  yov^ 
yourfelves  or^ly  will  be  anfwerable.

Report  of  the  Gommittet  of  Puhlic  Safety  on  the  Principles  which  the. 
French  Republic  ought  to  adopt  in  her  diplomatic  Syftcm,  made  in^ 
the  Convention  in  November,  1794>  h  EJ chafer iaux  the  Elder* 

WHILST  a  great  nation  is  occupied  in  e:^tlngui{hing  defpo- 
tifm  by  the  yalouir  of  her  arms,  ajid  in  eftablifhing  uni- 
verfal  liberty  by  the  wifdom  of  her  laws,  a  duty  of  no  flight  im- 
portance is  impofed  upon  us.  We  will  proceed  to  inquire  into 
the  vaiious  principles  which  have  been  produced  by  the  revolu- 
tion, or'adopted  in  confequence.of  it.  We  Ihall  examine- whe- 
ther the  diplomatic  fyftem  ought  to  be  adled  upon,  pr  whether  it; 
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is  hot  fd  rejpUghahtto  the  genuine  principles  of  a  reptiblican  go* 
Vernment,  as  to  render  their  co-exiltchce  incompatible. 

in  abfohite  monarchies  this  fyftem  has  obtained  the  appellation 
of "  Policy,"  aided  by  "  Stale  Necelhty."  This  policy,  for 
three  fu€celfive  centuries,  has  kept  Europe  in  a  ftate  of  perpetual 
warfare^  and  extended  its  baneful  effecls  to  the  remoteft  parts  of 
the  world.  IriFrance  this  fyftem  fubjei^ed  the  life,  the  liberty, 
and  the  property  of  the  people  to  the  will  or  caprice  of  their  ty- 
rants. Ey  human  ingehhity,  and  the  corruption  of  courts,  an  in- 
tricate, though  profound  fcience,  has  been  produced.  It  derives 
hot  its  origin  from  th6  pure  and  funple  ages  of  antiquity. —  It 
would  have  been  exiled  from  the  ancient  Republics.  It  is  the  off- 
JTpring  of  defpotifiTi,  and  had  its  exiftence  in  monarchies  of  modern 
date.  Thefe  monarchical  governments  uniformly  endeavoured  t» 
enflave  all  mankind. — This  fcience  was  not  the  produftion  of  phi- 
iofophers  ;  the  fubjedl  of  philofophy  is  the  happinefs  of  man.  It 
is  not  an  invention  of  the  people  ;  biit  it  is  their  blood  which  has 
led  tyrants  to  the  difeovery,  and  it  became  their  political  code. 
The  fcience  I  alliide  to  is  the  diplomatic  fyftem.  Now  that  the 
French  people  have  annihilated  thofe  prejudices  which  were  fo 
conducive  to  the  exiftence  of  llavery — now  that  they  have  recog- 
nized in  their  laws  thbfe  eternal  maxims,  which  are  founded  in 
jreafon  and  naturej  it  is  incumbent  on  them  to  tegenerate  their  opi- 
hions  with  refpcdi  to  the  management  of  public  affairs,  and  to 
come  to  a  decifion  on  a  fubje£l  of  the  greatell  magnitude  and  im- 
portance. 

We  now  come  to  our  purpofe,  nimely,  an  inveftigatibn  of  what 
has  hitherto  beeri  denominated  *'  Thb  Diplomatic  Syftem."  We 
(hall  then  obferve  upon  its  properties,  and  confider  whether  it  be 
compatible  with  reafon  and  juftice. 

In  ordfet-  to  make  apparent  the  confpiracies  of  defpots  againft 
the  liberties  of  mankind,  we  itiuft  take  a  furvey  of  the  interior  of 
their  cabinets.  In  thefe  arCana  will  be  found  in  embryo  all  thofe 
hieafures  which  decide  the  fate  of  nations.  Now  is  the  time  for 
the  friends  of  liberty  to  grapple  with  all  the  maxims  and  infttiu- 
tions  which  are  hoi'tile  to  the  happinefs  of  the  people,  and  not  tp 
relinqUifh  the  confli£l  until  they  be  exterminated^  Nations  in  a 
ftale  of  barbarity  have  no  diplomatic  fydem.  They  preferve  their 
exiftence  and  indepeadence  by  force  of  arms  ;  and  this  is  the  na- 
ture of  their  communications  with  foreign  natipns.  Among  the 
ancient  Romans,  the  only  treaties  were  in  the  nature  of  laws  im- 
pofed  by  the  conqueror  on  the  conquered.  A  few  treaties  of  alli- 
ance, IhU  extant,  are  tiie  only  fragments  whence  we  can  coUeift 
any  information  refpetlling  the  principles  on  which  the  more  an- 
cient Republics  a£led,  inftead  of  the  modern  diplomatic  fyftem. 
Time  has  deftroyed,  or  configned  to  oblivion,  the  politics  of  anci- 
ent monarchies.  They  furnifti  up  with  little  more  than  a  detail  of 
E  e  a  levolutions

■^revolutions  and  conquefts.  Erery  defpot  either  opprefTed  andd^s''* 
ilroyed  his  fubjefls,  or  exhaufted  their  fubflance  m  foreign  conr- 

^uefts.     In  order  to  find  the  origin  of  **  State  Policy,"  we  muft 

revert  to  ages  comparatively  modern.  It  is  only  among  the  princes 
of  Europe  and  their  minifters  that  this  perfidious  art  has  been  in- 
vented, which,  by  common  confent,  has  been  diilinguiihed  by  the 
appellation  of  the  <*  Diplomatic  Syftem." 

Two  epochs  have  been  eminently  diftinguiflied  for  the  reign  of 
policy.  The  firft  was  that  in  which  the  frantic  ambition  of  the 
Popes  threatened  the  fubjugation  of  the  vvorld  to  papal  tyranny. 
They  founded  their  pretenfions  in  the  impious  dodrine  of  Divine 
Rights,  once  the  terror,  but  now  the  fcorn  of  mankind.  Trick 
and  delufion  were  the  weapons  of  the  now  defpicable  tyrants  of 

.Rome.  Slavery  and  mental  degradation,  and  moral  turpitude,  are 
the  effefts  of  their  labours.  It  is  the  province  of  hiftory  to  record 
the  profligacy  of  the  rulers,  and  the  misfortunes  of  the  people. 
Charles  V.  and  Francis  I.  thofe  rivals  in  profligacy  and  imbecil- 
iity,  diiHnguifhed  the  other  asra.  Ambition,  which  firit  induced 
the  tyrant  to  carry  the  French  arms  into  Italy,  had  previouily  in- 
troduced that  fpirit  of  craft,  cunning,  and  intrigue,  which  influ- 
enced a  horde  of  petty  princes,  who  quarrelled  about  the  partition 
el  the  Roman  empire.  Machiavel,  whofe  difpolition  was  origi- 
nally republican,  by  an  intercourfe  with  his  cotemporaries,  who 
confpired  againftthe  liberties  of  mankind,  foon  became  a  profelyte 
to  their  fyftem,anddefcribed  in  glowing  colours  the  theory  of  the 
criminal  policy  in  queftion. 

The  two  defpots,  who,  for  a  feries  of  years,  contrived  to  impli-^ 
eate  in  their  fate  that  of  all  Europe,  ftamped  on  court  policy  that 
fort  of  confequence  which  a  habitual  courfe  of  infamy  commonly 
produces  in  an  enthufiaftic  imagination.  Thefe  ambitious 
princes,  thefe  fcourges  of  the  earth,  contrived  to  make  the  other 
defpots  parties  in  their  quarrel,  united  for  the  firft  time  the  inte- 
re.ts  of  the  North  and  the  South  in  favour  of  the  houfes  of  Auftria 
and  France,  propagated  this  political  mania,  which  fuddenly  in- 
fefled  both  kings  and  theif  minillers.  The  Medicis,  the  Guiles, 
and  the  Mazarins,  educated  from  their  infancy  in  all  the  chicanery 
of  the  Italian  fyilem  of  policy,  unhappily  for  France,  infinuated 
themfelves  into  the  favour  of  a  profligate  court,  and,  by  theexer- 
cife  of  that  execrable  policy,  eventually  fucceeded  in  eliablilhing 
tlie  diplomatic  fyftem  throughout  Europe.  Before  the  crafty  Ma- 
aarin,  the  fanguinary  Richlieii,  having  completely  gained  the  af- 
cendancy  over  a  weak  and  pufillanimous  prince,  contrived,  by  in- 
trigue too,  to  carry  the  terror  and  infamy  of  his  chara£ler  into  fo" 
rei^n  courts.  From  a  itrange  coincidence  of  minute  circum- 
ilaiices  during  the  war  for  the  fucccifion,  the  efficacy  of  court  po- 
licy was  afcertained  and  eftablilhed.  In  that  war,  one  of  the  fineft 
kingdoms  in  Europe  was  expofcd  to  the  rapacity  of  tyrafnts  ;  the 
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real  motiv'es  of  politicians,  and  the  jarring  interefls  of  the  different 
courts,  became  apparent.  The  length  of  the  ftruggle,  and  the  un- 
certainty of  its  event,  appalled  the  hopes,  and  paliied  the  efforts  of 
the  competitors  ;  and  in  thefe  cireumftaaces  originated  the  diploi- 
xnatie  fyltem, 

Subfequen-t  to  that  period  this  horrid  feience,  the  offspring  of 
tyranny,  ha«  uniformly  beeri-  the  rale  of  a<Stion,'  and  faperfeded  the 
rights  of  nature,  which  are  truly  the  rights  of  man,  whether  he  re^ 
main  in  a  ftate  of  nature,  or  Kve  in  a  flate  of  civilisation.  In 
conformity  to  this  fyflem  peace  is  violated,  war  carried  on,  treaties 
entered  into,  revenge  meditated,  aggrandizement  of  territory  pro- 
jeded,  rivallhip  produced,  the  humiliation  and  d^ftrudion  of  a 
rival  fuggefted,  confederacies  formed,  Jines'of  demarkation  drawn. 
At  one  time  univerfal  moniarchy  is  the  objedy  at  another  the  ex- 
tin6lion  of  it,  under  pretext  of  preferving  the  balance  of  power,' 
that  inexhauftible-fource  of  evafion,  interference,  and  hoftil'ity.  A 
ltri£l  adherence  to  this  principle,  however  difaftrous  the  Confe- 
xjuences  to  the  people,  is  confidered  as  a  fufficient  juftification  for 
the  condudl  of  courts  or  minifters.  Under  the  feudal  fyftem,  the 
powerful  took  advantage  of  the  impotent,  and  the  ignorant  forged 
chains  for  fucceeding  ages,  and  the  fubtle  policy  of  courts  rivetted 
thofe  chains.  It  is  the  province  of  philofophy  to  inveftigate  the 
caufes  of  our  misfortunes,  to  point  out  thofe  caufes  which  have 
conduced  the  people  from  one  fpecies  of  flavery  to  another,  to 
avenge  their  loft  rights,  to  repair  the  injuries  incurred  by  time  and 
revolutions,  and,  in  a  word,  to  expofe  a  long  train  of  evils  pro- 
duced by  the  policy  of  courts. 

•  Let  us  take  a  review  of  the  vafl  theatre  of  Europe,  and  confider 
the  principal  events  of  the  laft  three  centuries.  What  is  the  con- 
ifequence  ?  In  general  we  find  the  people  difpirited,  and  ready  to 
fmk  under  the  prelfure  of  tyrannical  governments,  communities 
conHfting  of  flaves  and  defpots.  in  the  other  parts  of  the  world  a 
fimilar  fyftem  is  adopted,  under  different  modifications.  We  ob- 
ferve  war  defolatitig  and  ftaining  the  very  foil,  and  treaties  no 
fooner  made  than  violated  ;  craft,  cunning,  deception,  intrigue, 
and  ufurpation  reduced  to  a  fyftem  in  every  cabinet ;  perfidy  car- 
ried on  by  the  minifters  of  different  courts  on  all  occafions  ;  dif- 
cord  and  revenge  inftilled  into  the  minds  of  the  people,  in  order  to 
make  them  fubfervient;  men,  taught  by  nature  to  efteem  one  ano- 
ther, fighting  and  ftiedding  each  other's  blood  to  gratify  the  caprice 
of  their  rulers  ;  territories  invaded,  plundered,  and  partitioned  ; 
inhabitants  torn  from  their  peaceful  fire-fides,  and  marched  fome 
thoufands  of  miles  to  make  aggrefTions  on  diftant  polTelFions, 
merely  to  promote  the  ambitious  proje(Sls  of  their  chiefs ;  tiie 
blood  and  treafure  of  thofe  very  people,  perhaps  facrificed  in  turn 
to  the  ambition  of  individuals,  whofe  object  is  conqueft  and  ex- 
termination ;  and  finally,  we  obfefve  dilfimulation  and  circumven- 
tion 
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tit*n  rectuced  to  the  precifioii  of  a  fcience.  Such  is  the  pi6!ijfir' 
which  hiftory  furnilhes  for  the  contemplntion  of  the  philofopher; 
"What  can  be  the  caiife  of  all  thofe  calamities?  It  is  becaiife  men 
haVe  hitherto  held  their  tights  by  a  very  flender  tenure.  The  onl^ 
fecurity  they  had  for  their  peace  and  liberty,  was  the  capilce  and 
plighted  faith  of  men  who  had  an  interelt  in  keeping  them  in 
bondage.  To  fiich  tnenj  the  cuftody  and  difpofal  of  all  that  ii 
valuable  in  life  were  confided  ;  becaufe  either  a  policy  founded  on 
delufion  and  compuHion  fuperfeded  the  exercife  of  their  Imprefcrip- 
tible  rights,  or  the  law  of  nature  and  of  nations  lay  dormant  in 
books,  or  was  only  known  to  men  of  learning,  and  becaufe  ty- 
ranny has  in  all  ages  been  anxious  to  perpetuate  its  reign  ;  becaufe 
deipicable  authors  fold  their  labours  to  defpots,  and  recognized  the 
principles  of  flavery  ;  becaufe,  when  prejudice  and  age  have 
crept  upion  people,  nb  human  exertion  can  extricate  them.  Teil 
fucceflive  centuries  of  ilavery  have  juft  completed  their  courfci 
Where  is  the  man  who,  during  that  iron  age,  ventured  to  vin- 
dicate the  rights  of  man  r  What  monument,  ereded  in  that 
period,  bears  the  fmalleft  infcription  of  liberty  r'HVhere  are  the 
records  and  public  a6ls  which  recognize  or  aller*  thofe  rights? 
Where  are  the  treaties  which  contain  a  ftipulation  on  the  part  of 
the  people  for  their  inalienable  rights  ?  Where  are  the  alliances 
•tvhich  bear  teftimony  of  the  union  and  harmony  which  fubfifted 
between  any  two  given  nations  ?  Thofe  that  have  efcdped  th6 
ravages  of  time,  furnifh  us  with  a  contraft  between  the  infolenc^ 
of  power  and  the  fubmiffion  of  imbecillity,  a  contraft  between 
defpotifm  and  flavery,  and  the  remote  caufes  of  all  the  wars 
upon  the  continent*  They  were  a  fubterfuge  for  all  the  ran- 
«:our  and  paiTions  incident  to  crowned  heads*  Wliere  is  the 
treaty  that  remained  facred,  after  the  party  was  confident  he 
might  violate  it  with  impunity?  War,  deftruftive  War,  has 
drenched  every  country  with  human  blood.  There  is  no  nation 
that  has  never  waged  war  with  a  neighbouring  people.  Innu- 
merable treaties  prove  the  exiftence  of  the  innumerable  wars, 
which  have  almoft  defolated  the  earth.  Ages  of  convulfion  but 
too  frequently  fucceed  a  fhort  interval  of  tranquillity*  What 
Las  then  produced  fo  many  difafters  and  revolutions  as  this  un- 
juft,  infatuated  policy,  whicli  cdnftantly  referring  to  certain 
individuals  the  exclufive  right  of  deciding  the  fate  of  nations 
and  of  rendering  the  world  fubferviont  to  their  wilhes  ? 
^  Study  hillory,  that  faitliful  picture,  which  pourtrays  the  un* 
feemly  policy  of  courtiers.— 'I'heir  latent  fprings  of  adion  are 
there  expofed  to  public  view.  I^caA  the  voluminous  cofref- 
pondence  with  ambafTadors  at  diftevent  courts.  In  thefe  corii- 
muhications  the  art  of  deceiving  is  attempted  to  be  concealed 
under  the  moft  fafcinating  garb  that  urbanity  and  formality  of  a 
court  could  fuinilh.  Inveftigatc  the  condu^  of  thofe  minifters 
3  who 
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Wfio  difi\jrbed  the  world  tP  giatify  the  ambition  of  their  maflep. 
Contemplate  the  cabinet^  which  have  been  moft  in  the  habit  of 
.^concluding  treaties;  what  will  you  fee  there?  The  ambition 
and  periidy  of  an  individual.  The  rapacious  Charles  V.  almoffc 
the  exclufive  poiTeffor  of  the  Nevy  World,  deftroyed  the  liber- 
ties of  his  own  country,  and  involved  Europe  in  war  to  give 
independence  to  five  or  fix  petty  States,  his  paternal  inheritance. 
A  minifter  afterwards  threw  ail  into  confufion  to  divpfi:  his  de- 
fcendants  of  their  pplfefTiQiis.  Eyery  court  became  apprehen- 
five  of  danger.  Ambafladors  appeared  in  groupcs. — Treaties 
accumulated,  and  became  abfolutely  neceffary  to  protract  the 
danger.  Twenty  different  :irrniea  were  hurried  into  the  field  of 
battle.  Not  one  half  efcaped  with  life,  and  the  wounded  were 
ftill  n>ore  numerous.  And  what  w^as  the  caufe  of  all  thefe  ca- 
lamities which  haraire4  and  deluged  Europe  with  blood  ?  The 
whole  mull  be  attributed  to  paffion,  to  prejudice,  to  revenge,  tQ 
a  court  favpurite,  and  to  the  lull  of  conqueft  ! 

It  is  ftill  that  infatiable  thirft  for  glory,  which  arrayed  in  all 
the  trappings  pf  diplomatic  etiquette  gave  birth  to  thofe  politi- 
cal alliances  Avhich  till  the  prefent  tipe  were  only  a  treaty  of 
jdefpot  with  a  defpot,  a  <;ompa61;  between  pride  and  ambition, 
not  intended  tp  be  adhered  to  longer  than  it  ferved  the  purpofe? 
pf  the  pontrad:ing  parties.  In  fuph  negociations  the  private 
interefts  of  indiyidiials  were  confulted  in.lfead  of  the  happinefs 
^nd  prpfperity  pf  thp  people.  Treaties  concluded  by  Kings  never 
averted  a  fingle  war,  they  have  produced  a  tboufand.  The 
alliances  entered  into  by  dpfpotic  courts,  are  confpiracies  againft 
the  liberty  of  the  people.  What  torrents  of  blood  have  beeri 
ihed  in  Avars  of  aggrandizement,  brought  on  by  the  ambition  ant^ 
jarring  interefts  of  courts  1  Hpw  pften  people  have  bled  in  wars 
pf  fucceffion  which  npt  unfrequently  terminated  in  placing  an, 
ideot  upon  the  throne.  For  three  centnries  paft,  Europe  has, 
been  diftra^led  by  difputes  betweei}  the  family  of  Bpurbon  an4 
.the  tyrants  of  Auftria.  Twenty  trefities,  at  leqft,  have  beei^ 
concluded  for  the  purppfe  of  adjufting  differences  between  the  de- 
fcendants  of  the  Capets  and  the  Princes  of  Germany,  and  twenty 
times  have  thofe  folemn  qhiigation§  been  violated  by  ambitiori 
3nd  hereditary  pique.  Thefe  unhappy  alliances  were  all  fealed 
with  the  blood,  the  treafure,  the  rights,  and  liberties  of  the 
people.  In  Europe  th^  only  claftbs  of  inhabitants  were-tyrants, 
llaves,   and  miferable  vidims. 

The  projed  pf  eftabliftiing  univerfal  monarchy  arpufed  the 
indignation,  and  called  forth  the  vigoqr  of  every  power  againll 
Charles  V.  and  Louis  XIV.  At  two  diftiniSl  periods  the  ro- 
xnantic  fyftem  adopted  by  thefe  monarchs  coft  Europe  not  lefs 
than  a  million  of  valuable  lives,  and  treafure  beyond  all  calcu- 
lations—Their rapacity  and  violence  drove  their  opponents  to. 
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thr  lafl:  extremitVj  and  obliged  them  to  adopt  wliat  is  tcclinicatiy 
i\iled  "  the  Balance  of  Power" — a  fyftem  which  has  been  pro- 
<)u<5live  of  infinite  mifchief!  It  has  produced  the  projetfl  of 
partitioning,  and  Europe  has  actually  been  formed  into  fedions, 
one  ftate  oppofed  to  anotlier,  national  prejudices  inculcated,  and 
one  of  the  finert  countries  in  the  world  fubje6ted  to  a  rtate  of 
perpetual  warfare  and  political  fchifm:  and  yet  the  courtier, 
the  ambitious  minifter,  the  venal  author,  and  the  contemptible 
parafite  diftinguiflied  this  political  equilibrium  by  the  chef- 
isf'flfw^'r^  of  diplomatic  negociation  and  found  policy.  The  phU 
lofopher  contemplates  this  fyftem  with  regret,  becaufe  he  con- 
fukrs  it  as  produdive  of  innumerable  calamities. — Standinrg 
armies  firft  iiitroduced  the  fyftem  of  taxation  and  a  variety  of 
other  grievances.  This  pradice,  which  exhaufted  the  fubftance 
of  th-e  people,  promoted  the  accumulating  avidity  and  corrup- 
tion of  governments.  It  produced  oppreflion,  bondage,  and  def- 
potifm  at  home,  difguft  and  jealoufy  among  neighbours,  prohi- 
bitions and  reftri^liou  upon  trade,  fanftioned  indeed  by  policy, 
hut  repugnant  to  reafon  ;  for  nature  defigned  coi^imerce  to  be 
the  inherent  right  of  all  nations. 

This  revolution,  which  recognized  military  governments,  is 
become  an  almoft  infuperable  obftacle  to  the  reftoration  of  liberty 
in  Europe,  arid  this  is  au  cffefl  of  that  policy  which  has  hitherto 
influenced  the  condu6i;  of  the  particular  nations.  To  abandon 
thefe  nations  to  convulfions,  their  liberty  to  oppreflion,  their 
territory  to  the  depredations  of  tyrants,  are  not  the  moft  affli6l- 
ing  evils  that  have  been  produced.  What  fliall  we  fay  of  thofe 
alliances?  They  are  the  effects  of  contention,  jealoufy^  and  the 
ambition  and  refentment  of  courts,  which  have  fo  often  threat- 
ened one  part  of  Europe  with  flavery,  and  devaftation  from 
another.  To  defend  fuch  unnatural  compafls  would  be  to  par-  . 
ticipate  in  thefe  guilts  ;  they  refemble  thofe  vifttations  which 
are  followed  by  death  and  devaftation.  A  period  is  put  to  thefe 
fcourges,  when  they  have  confumed  what  they  preyed  upon,  and 
fwept  alike  animals  and  vegetation  from  the  face  of  the  earth. 
Thefe  treaties  furnifh  a  monftrous  aftemblage  of  mifchief,  and 
their  provifions  are  diftblved  by  the  deteftation  they  have  excited 
in  the  minds  of  the  people. 

Having  touched  on  the  policy  of  former  times,  we  now  pro- 
ceed to  obferve  upon  the  conduct  of  the  royal  junto  fince  the  re- 
volution. The  treaty  of  Pilnitz  is  the  firft  a£l  of  atrocity  that 
flrikes  our  attention.  To  us  that  Convention  appears  the  moft 
outrageous  and  abominable  confpiracy  againft  a  free,  fovereign  and 
independent  nation  that  ever  was  devifed  by  the  ingenuity  of  man. 
Pofterity  muft  view  it  with  difguft  and  abhorrence.  They  will 
prodRce  that  aft  as  a  folemn  charge  of  accufation  againft  the  coa- 
lefccd  defpots.     Tlieir  graves  will  be  ransacked,  and  their  duft 
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trodden  under  the  feet  of  liberty,  and  poRerity  will  aX'enge  the 
innocent  blocd  that  was  fhed  in  confequence  of  the  convention  of 
Pilnit-z.  There  are,  however,  crimes  fo  enormous  and  flagi- 
tious, that  vengeance  ought  not  to  be  deferred  to  pofterity.  If 
nature  confer  rewards  on  the  virtuous,  Ihe  will  alfo  inflidl  punifb- 
menton  the  vicious.  Juftice  will  then  pnrfue  the  tyrants  tc  their 
graves.  No  fituation  can  fecure  oppreitors  from  the  juft  indigna- 
tion of  the  oppreOed."  The  friends  of  liberty  will  denounce 
them,  and  condign  punifhmeYit  muft  be  the  inevitable  confe- 
quence. Hiftory  has  already  recorded  their  atrocities  and  fangui- 
•nary  aggrellions  on  our  peaceful  territories  ;  but  this  is  unne- 
ceffary — they  are  their  own  accufers.  They  have  defcribed  their 
conduct  in  mdelible  charadlers,  their  own  actions  rife  up  in  judg- 
ment againft  them,  and  the  meafure  of  their  iniquity  is  full. 
•Such  a  confederacy  againft  a  generous  nation,  tvi/Fing  to  be  free, 
has  no  type  or  parallel  in  the  annals  of  hiftory.  It  is  a  defperate 
■effort,  not  unv/orthy  of  defpots  ftrUggling  to  perpetuate  their 
reign,  but  liberty,  rifing  triumphant,  will  crulh  their  device?, 
and  avenge  her  own  caufe.  We  emulate  a  people  who  like  us 
entered  the  lifts  with  tyranny.  We  emulate  the  brave  cotempo- 
xaries  of  William  Tell,  who  hurled  from  their  rocks  and  faft- 
nefies  the  oppreifors  of  their  country,  and  the  flaves  of  Auftria. 
The  noble  exertions  of  thofe  republicans  dilfolved  that  confede- 
racy which  had  long  kept  their  anceftors  in  the  moft  abjeil  flavery. 
Brave  Batavians  I  We  would  imitate  you  who  vanquifhed  the 
moft  powerful  tyrant  in  the  world,  and  formed  the  facred  bafis  of 
your  government  on  the  barbarities  of  the  ferocious  duke  of  Alba. 
Thrice  happy  fhould  we  be  in  feeing  defccndants  worthy  of  you. 
Degenerate  Batavians  !  you  have  become  a  party  in  the  confede-? 
racy  of  kings.  Let  the  heroes  of  the  new  world  be  likewife  a 
ftimulus  to  our  exertions,  and  a  pattern  wcJrthy  our  imitation.  A 
feven  years  inveterate  war,  in  vindication  of  your  liberties,  did 
not  appal  your  courage,  nor  diminifh  your  exertions,  till  the 
event  eftablifhed  the  juftice  of  your  caufe. 

In  reciting  the  holy  infurredions  in  favour  of  liberty  againft 
tyranny,  we  muft  not  forget  the  brave  Kofciufko.  What  an  ac- 
quifition  to  Poland  !  Go  on — avenge  your  country — lay  not  down 
your  arms  until  you  have  annihilated  thofe  hordes  of  barbarians 
who  have  invaded  it.  The  eyes  of  the  world  are  fixed  on  you, 
and  every  friend  of  liberty  and  humanity  wifties  fuccefs  to  your 
caufe.  Impartial  pofterity,  confiding  in  a  favourable  itfue,  has 
already  allotted  you  a  place  in  the  Pantheon  among  the  faviours 
of  your  country.  Reflcd,  that  tyrants  are  contemptible  oppo- 
nents to  a  people  determined  to  be. free,  or  to  perilh  in  the  at- 
tempt: but  recolle£l,  that  revolutions  ought  to  be  for  the  people, 
and  that  the  man  who  procures  liberty  for  himfelf  alone,  who 
engages  in  a  revolution  from  felfifti  and  ambitious  motives,  is  a 
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traitor  to  his  country.     Nature  and  juftice,  who  fooner  or  httt 
will  avenge  the  rights  of  humanity,  never  defigned  the  world  for 
the  exclufive  potTeflion  of  tyrants.     The  people  have  rights,  and 
they   are  endowed  with  pliyfical  ftrength  and  energy  to  defend  - 
them. 

From  the  period  in  w-hich  that  formidable  phalanx,  which  con- 
centrated the  remaining  virtues  of  Greece,  marched  from  the  ci- 
ties of  Achaia  in  defence  of  their  liberty  againft  the  kings  of 
Macedon  ;  from  that  period  of ,  heroifm  no  lefs  than  fix  infur- 
redions  have  happily  fucceeded  againft  tyranny.  The  opprelTors 
vanished,  and  liberty  was  efcabrilhed  in-thofe  countries  which  had 
the  courage  to  fight  for  it.  The  magnanimous  defenders  of  li- 
berty can  never  die  ;  their  memories  will  be  revered  by  the  lateft: 
poflerity.  While  time  is  configning  fucceffive  generations  to  ob- 
livion, they  will  become  imm.ortal  in  the  eulogiums  of  the  vir- 
tuous. The  moft  lively  fenfe  of  gratitude  will  be  infeparable 
fro'm  their  memory.  It  is  on  this  earth,  drenched  with  their 
blood,  that  the  friends  of  liberty  would  defire  to  repofe  in  filence 
from  the  painful  and  difgufting  fight  of  countries  (truggling  under 
flavery  and  defpotii'ir..  It  is  therefore  obvious  fromi  the  order  of 
political  events,  that  every  infurre6lion  of  the  people,  whether 
occafioned  by  a  zeal  for  their  country,  or  a  defire  to  emancipate 
themfelves  from  ilavcry,  has  invariably  been  fuccefsful.  Infur- 
re6lions  produced  by  various  motives  have  fortified  liberty,  rege- 
nerated the  people  for  centuries,  and  inflilied  into  the  mind  of 
man  the  utmoft  abhorrence  of  tyranny. 

Let  us  tor  a  moment  compare  thefe  virtuous  alTociations  with 
the  confederacies  entered  into  by  princes  from  wicked  and  ambi- 
tious motives.  What  is  their  invariable  objeftr  Power,  conqueft, 
aggrandizement,  and  the  extirpation  of  liberty. 

Let  us,  in  the  next  place,  compare  with  thefc  infurreftions  the 
royal  confederacies,  \^  hofe  roots  extend  to  the  Gothic  ages,  and 
derive  fuitenance  from  ignorance,  prejudice,  and  fuperflition. 
Thefc  coinbinatioiis  have  been  matured  by  time,  and  now  form  a 
kind  of  coniliiutional  defpotifm  over  twenty  different  nations 
which  were  anciently  i'ree  and  independent* 

Contemplate  Germany,  that  focus  of  intrigue,  jealoufy,  and 
ambition  v  that  theatre,  perpetually^  diftraded  by  a  multiplicity  of 
jarring  intereits,  has  been  co-mpelled  to  invefl:  the  fupreme  autho- 
rity in  an  emperor.  How  abfurd  !  What  fecurity  had  the  peopk 
for  their  liberty  ?  None  ;  and  they  have  no  liberty. — What  hopes 
can  they  have  of  recovering  it  by  force  in  a  country  fltuated  as 
Germany  is?  Defpotifm  has  powerful  fupporters.  The  eonftitu- 
tion  is  the  produ6lion  of  defpotifm  and  interwoven  in  its  ftruc- 
ture.  The  hereditary  fervitude  of  the  people  conftitutes  and  per- 
petuates the  independence  of  the  petty  tyrants  of  the  Germanic 
body.     From  this  coineidence  of  circumflances  the  people  are  in 
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the  feudal  bondage  of  the  twelfth  century.  Can  you  fuppofc  that 
the  people  who  live  under  the  moft  tyrannical  government  are  not 
in  a  lefs  deplorable  fituation  than  in  this  country  under  a  govern- 
ment which  has  only  the  0.^mblance  of  freedom  ?  A  people  under 
a  defpot,  in  order  to  obtain  their  rights,  have  only  one  fcepter  to 
break,  one  throne  to  pulldown,  and  one  court  to  deftroy.  In 
Germany,  they  have  to  deftroy  the  iron  yoke  of  a  hundred 
princes  in  arms  to  guard  their  ancient  ufurpations.  Before  they 
can  accomplilh  fiich  a  purpofe,'they  muft  eradicate  the  preju- 
dices Avhich  have  been  progrellively  forming  for  a  thoufand  years. 
In  other  countries  it  is  phyfical  flrength  that  keeps  the  people  in 
(lavery.     In  Germany  it  is  the  policy  of  their  courts. 

Such  in  general  is  the  influence  of  the  confederacies  of  princes 
over  the  independence  of  the  people.  Such  for  300  years  is  the 
nature  of  that  policy,  on  which  every  cabinet  of  Europe  hasa£led 
for  three  hundred  years.  The  fame  policy  has  pervaded  the  con- 
duct of  every  fovereign  in  every  fucceeding  treaty,  alliance,  or 
confederacy.  Invariably  ading  upon  the  fame  principles,  tyrants 
have  at  laft  eftablifhed  a  fyftem  of  llavery  and  opprellion. 

Under  this  fyftem  of  affairs,  it  v/ould  be  abfurd  to  expefl  a 
happy  and  permanent  peace,  or  the  leaft  fecurity  for  the  lives  and 
liberty  of  the  people.  Some  part  of  the  world  will  always  be 
at  war,  and  harafled  by  the  moft  violent  convulfions.  Yes,  as 
long  as  Europe  fliall  be  governed  by  falfe  principles  ;  as  long  as 
public  right  ihall  reft  on  other  bafes  than  the  immutable  bafes  of 
reafon,  juftice,  and  nature;  as  long  as' people  fiiall  not  thera- 
felves  aflert  and  regulate  their  rights  and  adlions  by  thefe  eternal 
fentiments  ;  as  long  as  their  intercfts  ftiall  be  at  the  mercy  of  op- 
prelTion  ;  as  long  as  a  covetou?,  reftlefs  ambition  ihall  difpofe  of 
people  as  a  property,  and  Ihed  their  blood  as  if  they  were  brutes  ; 
as  long  as  men  ftiall  be  opprefted  in  their  cottages,  or  fnatched 
from  them  to  be  thrown  as  the  devoted  victims  of  the  paihons 
and  vengeance  of  defpots,  and  of  the  caprice  of  their  minifters. 

We  have  thus  completed  the  faid  outline  of  the  policy  of  courts, 
and  of  thofe  convulfive  revolutions  to  which  it  has  given  birth  ; 
we  have  expofed  the  ancient  ufurpations  of  poWer ;  let  us  now 
examine  the  rights  of  the  people,  in  order  to  fix  the  bafes  of  the 
order  which  juftice  prefcribes  for  the  tranquillity  of  the  earth, 
and  to  determine  the  nature  of  that  fyftem  of  policy  which  befits  a 
republican  nation.  Ignorance  and  fuperftition,  the  weapons  of 
tyrants,  have  wrefted,  and  made  men  forget  even  the  fentiment 
of  their  moft  facred  rights;  but  injuftice  which  invades,  and  de- 
fpotifm  which  opprelfes,  do  not  conftitute  legat  titles.  Vainly 
have  vile  adulation  and  cowardice  endeavoured  to  confecrate  the 
ufurpation  ;  pofterity  convokes  before  her  the  afts  of  tyran^ny  only 
to  judge  them,  and  reafon  and  juftice  to  confound  them.  Chance, 
incorporation,  or  coao|ueft  have  fettled,  each  people  in  the  tsrrito- 
t  f  2,  lies 
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rics  which  they  poHefs ;  thefe  titles  are  facred  and  inviolable  y 
not  to  acknowledge  them  would  be  to  introduce  confufion  and 
deftru£lion.  The  right  of  cor.quell,  when  it  is  not  legalized  by 
defence,  is  an  unjuft  right,  becaufe  it  is  the  right  of  force ;  but 
the  conqueft  efFeiled,  the  crime  remains  attached  to  the  ufurper 
and  to  the  conqueror  ;  and  his  fuccelfors  are  not  accountable  for 
it.  An  invaded  territory  on  which  a  nation  has  lived  for  ages» 
is  become  their  inheritance.  To  dtny  this  principle  would  be  to- 
plunge  the  world  in  a  ftate  of  continual  warfare.  The  world  is  a 
peimanent  revolution;  every  thing  has  changed  by  turns;  one 
people  have  fucceeded  another  ;  here  one  nation  has  been  ex- 
pelled— there  it  has  been  deftroyed  by  the  fword  j  here  it  has- 
fallen  under  the  yoke  of  a  conqueror — there  it  has  yielded  to  a  fo- 
reign domination  ;  from  this  fpot,  from  the  fall  and  wreck  of 
a  great  people,  have  iifued  feveral  naMons  which  have  been  the 
lords  of  an  immenfe  territory  ;  time  brings  the  confent  of  genera- 
tions, and  the  prefcription  of  ages  confecrates  the  alteration.  To' 
deftroy  or  derange  this  order  would  be  to  produce  alarming effedts;.. 
each  people,  with  arms  in  their  hands,  would  reclaim  the  inheritance 
of  their  anceftors,  and  there  v/ould  be  no  reafon  that  would  pre- 
vent the  defcendants  of  the  people  of  the  fouth,  who,  in.  the  fifth 
century,  were  either  expelled,  or  conquered,  or  plundered  of  the 
greater  part  of  their  territory  by  the  people  of  Germany,  from 
demanding  the  reftoration  of  thofe  rights  and  territories  which  had 
been  wrefted  from  their  ancellors.  Each  people  might  exclaim 
againll  the  divilions  produced  by  the  force  of  revolutions,  by  the 
changes,  or  the  fall  of  dynafties,  and  by  unjuft  and  tyrannical 
treaties;  and  the  defcendants  of  tyrants  miglit  then  infift  uponi 
reigning  in  thefe  countries  from  which  the  hatred  and  courageof 
the  opprefTed  people  expelled  their  detefted  forefathers.  We  muft,. 
therefore,  for  the  repofe  of  the  people,  admit  the  filence  of  gene- 
rations, and  the  prefcription  of  time,  as  an  inconteflable  right, 
and  the  profperity  and  peace  of  the  human  race  exa£l  from  us  that 
this  principle  ihould  be  immutable  and  eternal.  It  is  that  which 
renders  the  territory  which  each  people  occupies,  and  the  laws 
under  which  they  live,  inviolable.  I'heir  territory,  their  exlft- 
ence,  their  laws,  are  a  fpecies  of  property  which  cannot  be  in- 
vaded /.-ithout  injuring  public  faith.  People  in  a  ftate  of  peace 
ought  to  refpetl  each  other,  becaufe  they  live  in  a  ftate  of  inde- 
pendence, becaufe  they  conftitute  a  feparate  civilization  and 
fociety. 

This  maxim,  which  jnftice  confecrates,  will  be  an  eternal 
accufation  igainft  conquerors  and  ufurpers.  The  defire  of  civi- 
lizing a  conquered  people,  of  re-eftablifhing,  or  of  giving  them 
a  b.'tter  iorm  of  government,  can  never  juftify  the  invafion  of  a  fo- 
reign territory — every  conqueror  is  an  ufurper  whom  no  law  can 
abfolve  i  every  alteration  which  he  efFecls  by  force,  is  treafon  ; 

and 
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and  he  violates  all  the  laws  of  nature  and  nations.  The  confciencet 
of  nations  and  pofterity  will  judge,  with  equal  juftice,  the  crime 
of  the  firil  robbers  who  invaded  and  deftroyed  the  new  world,, 
under  a  pretence  of  aunihilating  idolatry,  and  of  giving  laws  and 
religion  to  the  unfortunate  inhabitants  ;  the  crime  of  thefe  coa- 
lefced  defpots  who  have  united  to  re-eftablvth,  under  the  name  of 
good  order,  tyranny  in  France  ;  and  thefe  cowardly  ufurpers  who 
ravage  the  territory  of  Poland,  under  a  pretence  of  eftabliihing 
peace. 

The  developement  of  thefe  principles  leads  us  to  the  eflablifh- 
ment  of  the  political  rights  of  every  republican  people,  to  fix  the 
true  bafis  of  the  rights  of  peop'e  formed  into  feparate  focieties. 
Nations,  like  men,  by  iheir  reciprocal  vv-ants,  by  the  communi-. 
cations  which  their  piiyfical  pofitions  have  rendered  neceffary,  by 
the  nature  even  of  their  pallions,  are  formed  to  live  together  :. 
people,  living  even  in  a  (tate  of  barbarifm,  have  interefts  to  agi- 
tate and  difcufs  with  their  neighbours.  In  whatever  ilate  of 
civilization  chance  or  revolutions  may  have  pla.ced  nations,  they 
cannot  be  ifolated  from  one  another.  The  feparation  of  one 
would  be  fatal  to  all ;  and  the  fecefTion  of  each  fociety  would  be 
a  misfortune  to  humanity.  Knowledge,  induftry,  and  the  arts, 
would  be  banifhed  from  the  earth,  and  the  world  would  foon  be 
converted  into  a  wide  wildernefs  of  folitude  and  forrow.  The 
nature,  therefore,  of  man  and  things  has  rendered  comm.unication 
between  different  nations  necelfary  ;  and  though  the  forms  of  go- 
vernments have  hitherto  varied  the  nature  of  the  communications, 
though  they  have  been  fixed  on  unjuft  foundations,  though  they 
have  been  forgotten  or  defpifed,  a  republican  people  ought  not  to 
difown  them  ;  they  ought  to  revenge  the  injuftice,  and  to  confe- 
crate  thefe  communications  in  the  mofl:  folemn  manner.  One  of 
the  firft  principles  to  which  we  have  alluded  is  the  inviolability  of 
territory,  and  the  property  of  a  people  In  their  laws.  One  of  the 
moil:  precious  rights  is  to  fix  the  nature  of  their  political  connec- 
tions with  foreign  powers.  One  of  their  duties  is  to  regulate  the 
exercife  of  them  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  injure  neither  the  lavv's, 
nor  the  fecurity,   nor  the  independence  of  a  free  people. 

Treaties  are  the  bafis  and  the  firif  rule  of  the  focial  conne61ion 
between  different  nations  ;  when  they  are  made  by  pure  men  they 
conftitute  the  happinefs  of  the  world  :  defpotic  ambition  has 
rendered  them  the  fource  of  all  great  misfortunes.  It  is  in  thefe 
public  a6ls  that  the  will  of  a  people  is  contained.  It  is  in  thefe 
a6ts  that  the  republican  ought  conftantly  to  confecrate  the  peace 
of  nations.  Obliged  facredly  to  fulfil  his  engagement^,  he  ong'nt 
neither  to  will  nor  to  fign  what  is  unjuft.  But  there  are  facred 
charaders,  by  which  we  ought  to  know  our  tranfaCLions  from 
thofe  of  other  governments.  Let  the  families  of  Kings  make  al- 
liances, let  their  reillefs  ambition,  their  dark  defpotifm,  feek  for 
guarantees  in  treaties ;  by  a  fecret  tranfuduion  let  one  houfe  pre- 
2  pare 
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pare  the  degradation  or  deftrudion  of  another  houfe  ;  let  tyranny 
difplay  in  courts  the  pride  and  pomp  of  embaffies  ;  let  one  per-, 
fidious  mrnifter  derive  his  glory  from  deceiving  another;  let  ca- 
price break  at  once  and  deftroy  twenty  treaties  ;  a  republican, 
people  ought  to  look  only  to  their  power  for  their  independence^ 
and  to  their  force  for  their  fovereignty  ;  they  onght  not  to  be  the 
fport  of  treaties,  of  the  words  of  kings,  or  of  the  confent  of  any 
people.  Their  liberty  will  not  be  entire,  unlefs  it  depends  en- 
tirely upon  themfelves  ;  it  is  not  a  treaty,  but  the  people  alone 
vthich  ought  to  be  the  rampart  of  the  liberty  of  a  people. 

Their  alliances. — It  has  already  been  faid  in  the  tribune  of  the 
National  Convention,  tliat  their  alliances  ought  to  confift  in  the 
reciprocal  defence  and  friendihip  of  people,  and  in  the  advantages 
of  commerce  ;  not  in  the  pride  of  dynallies,  and  the  pomp  of 
courts. 

Their  league. — They  are  armed  by  nature  againft  every  tyrant 
who  would  invade  or  opprefs  them. 

Their  confederacy  is  with  all  people  who  are  friends  to  liberty.. 

Their  rivalry  confifts  in  loving  liberty  more  than  any  people  in 
the  world. 

Their  univerfal  monarchy  is  the  liberty  of  the  fea  :  the  fea 
ought  to  have  no  mafter  but  induftry. 

Their  political  balance  is  to  be  equal  to  and  the  friends  of  all 
people. 

Their  proje61:s  of  aggrandifement  and  conqueft  are  to  refpedl 
the  territory,  the  rights  and  blood  of  a  people. 

Their  foreign  affairs. — To  circulate  every  where  the  advantages 
of  their  induftry,  their  arts,  and  the  produce  of  their  territory. 

Their  territory  is  open  to  the  arts,  and  to  perfecuted  men. 

Their  treaties— They  ought  to  be  made  by  the  people.,  and 
not  by  a  few  courtiers  ;  they  ought  to  be  public — fecrecy  befits 
only  the  crimes  and  hearts  of  tyrants. 

Their  diplomatic  fyftem. — Franknefs,  juflice,  and  equ.ility. 

Their  rniniilers. — Modefi:  citizens,  who  give  peace  to  free  na- 
tions, and  carry  to  the  courts  of  kings  tiie  irrefragable  will  of 
twenty-five  millions  of  men,  if  kings  dare  to  attack  their  liber- 
ties. 

Their  means  to  prei'erve  independence,  and  to  repel  injuries. — 
Refpeil  for  the  public  faith  of  treaties,  the  juflice  of  their  caufe, 
and  the  force  of  their  arm.s. 

Such  is  the  policy  of  a  republican  people  ;  fuch  the  principles 
upon  which  it  is  founded. 

Hitherto  the  world  has  prefented  to  the  view  only  the  fad  fpec- 
tacle  of  ifolatcd  nations,  having,  we  may  fay,  no  other  cominu- 
nicati«n  with  each  other  but  that  of  war  ;  always  plmiged,  after, 
a  few  years  truce,  into  a  itate  of  hoftility,  furveying  eacii  other 
•vyith  diilruit,  and   aftci"  dyeing  one  comment  with  their  blood,. 
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carrying  their  hatred  to  other  climates,  and  thus  filling  the  whole 
world  with  mifery  ;  often  acknowledging  no  other  tenninatiort 
to  their  differences  but  ruin  and  dcftru61:ion5  perifhing  even  iti 
fuccefs  ;  fometimes,  fatigued  by  their  ambitious  pallions,  feeking 
a  fhort  and  troubled  repofe  ;  finding  ab.vays  the  feeds  of  war  in 
thofe  treaties  even  which  had  been  made  to  affirm  tranquillity,  and 
incelTantly  punilhed  by  the  violation  or  ignorance  of  principlesj 
by  convulfions  and  defolation  !  Happy  will  the  French  people 
be,  if,  after  having  afforded  to  the  world  the  model  of  a  conltitu- 
tion  which  (hall  eftablifti  the  rights  of  man  and  of  the  citizenj 
they  (hall  offer  to  the  view  of  all  nations,  the  model  of  a  policy 
in  which  the  rights  and  liberty  of  every  people  (hall  be  refpeded  : 
in  which  no  other  language  fhall  be  fpoken  but  that  of  candour  ana 
freedom  ;  of  a  policy  that  fhall  extinguifh  in  the  hearts  of  leader^ 
every  idea  and  fentiment  of  ambition,  aggrandifemenf,  and  con- 
queft,  and  in  the  hearts  of  all  people,  national  hatred  ;  of  a  po- 
licy which  fhall  not  fport  with  oaths ;  which  Ihall  not  reduce  the 
violation  of  treaties  to  a  habit ;  which,  refpeding  the  limits  that 
nature  has  placed,  the  laws  which  a  people  have  eftablifhed,  and 
the  tranfadions  which  public  faith  has  rendered  facred,  fhall  ac- 
knowledge no  other  communication  but  that  of  benevolence,  ge- 
nerofity,  and  benefit.  Oh  !  let  us  indulge  the  idea  that  humari 
nature  may  attain  this  fublime  fentiment,  and  that  many  efforts 
are  not  necclfary  to  arrive  at  fuch  virtue  !  But  if  the  madnefs  of 
ambition,  if  the  thirfl  of  power,  render  governments  and  people 
incapable  of  that  political  virtue  of  which  we  have  juft  drawn  the 
pidlure,  let  them  fee  the  contempt  of  ages  fall  upon  their  heads, 
and  let  them  fhudder  at  the  inexorable  judgment  of  poflerity  ;  let 
them  know  that  time,  which  deftroys  every  thing,  does  not  per- 
mit the  criminal  to  die,  but^arrefts  him  on  the  brink  of  the  tomb  ; 
and  let  thewn  learn,  that  juflice  will  punifh  vice,  and  reward  vir- 
tue* The  Carthaginians  are  no  more;  but  opinion  which  chaf- 
tifes  perjury,  has  iafcribed  on  the  tomb  of  that  people  an  immor- 
tal difhonour. 

Thefe  are  truths  with  Vifhich  all  governments  ought  to  be  ac- 
quainted ;  the  pferiod  of  difgraceful  ignorance  is  paiTed  away  ;  the 
rights  of  the  people  are  proclaimed  ;  the  fovereign  ideas  of  eternal 
juflice  have  gone  abroad  to  ex^ery  part  of  the  earth ;  it  is  not  by 
the  fword  that  the  leaders  of  nations  liiuft  longer  ex  peel  to  govern 
mankind,  obedience  muft  flow  from  reafon  and  juft  laws  ;  force, 
without  juftice,  will  no  longer  be  obeyed  ;  courtitT?,  in  the  myf- 
teries  of  the  cabinets  of  kings,  will  no  longer  pronounce  the  fate 
of  thirty  nations,  or  dlfcufs,  and  decide  at  will,  the  interelts  of 
the  human  race.  Long  enough  has  the  ambition  and  the  vengeance 
pf  kings  abufed  tlie  terrible  right  of  war  ;  the  blood  of  the  people 
will  no  longer  flow  but  in  defence  of  liberty,  and  the  hand  of 
freedom  will  alone   ilgn  thofe  treaties,  in  v/hich  the  rights  and 
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happinefs  of  the  people  have  hitherto  been  either  forgotten  or  fa^ 
crificed.  What  is  that  treaty,  or  the  intered  of  a  houfe  in  which 
the  name  of  King  is  twenty  times  impreired  on  every  page,  and 
in  which  the  facred  name  of  the  people  is  not  once  pronounced  ? 
Are  twenty  men  to  be  always  every  thing  in  the  univerfe,  and 
are  the  rtit  of  mankind  to  be  confidered  as  nothing  ?  Yes,  the 
diplomatic  fyilcm,  like  hiftory,  has  flattered  tyrants  ;  and  the 
makers  of  treaties,  like  hiftorians,  have  been  the  vile  and  venal 
inii' '.Clients  of  power  ;  a  thoufand  writers  have  confecraled  flavery^ 
and  the  current  of  many  ages  offers  to  our  view  not  one  courage- 
ous V  rit  1-  who  has  dared  todifcufs  the  rights  of  mart*  The  di- 
plomatic fyltem  in  the  pay  and  power  of  defpotifm  has  not  dared 
to  reveal  its  crimes.  A  cowardly  filence  has  betrayed  the  caufeof 
tnuh,  and  flattery  alone  has  been  firm  and  audacious*  The  lifb 
and  death  of  nations  has  been  left  to  the  will  of  tyrants.  Policy 
of  courf-s,  fiich  are  the  crimes  of  which  philofophy  accufes  you  ! 
But  the  day,  a  day  of  confolation  to  humanity,  will  come,  in 
•which  all  rpeople,  awaking  by  turns  from  the  long  torpor  of  flavferyj 
and  regaining  their  rights,  will  break  all  the  inftruments  which 
tyranny  has  invented  to  keep  them  in  chains  ;  that  day  in  which 
jnen  will  be  free,  jufl,  and  happy,  will  be  the  laft  of  that  policy 
of  defpotic  governments,  which  made  nations,  focieties  of  Haves, 
inimicable  ro-each  other,  and  was  an  invincible  obflacle  to  their 
•union,  and  to  their  general  welfare.  Yes,  the  French  Revolution, 
the  work  of  the  genius  and  courage  of  a  great  people,  will  produce 
•that  happy  sra,  which  fliall  unite  all  nations  in  univerfal  confra- 
ternity, loiinded  upon  jtift  laws  and  a  common  morality  ^  then 
perhaps  Ihall  we  fee  defcend  atnong  the  people  of  Europe,  and  be 
releafed,  tr.at  lubiime  proje6l  which  has  hitherto  been  confidered 
as  the  dream  of  a  good  man,  which  exifted  only  in  the  pidure  of 
the  golden  age,  and  which  the  deceitful  policy  of  an  impious 
fmilc  has  hitherto  confidered  as  a  chimera.

■JEREWITH  I  fend  you,  Citizens,  the  ordinances,  or  rp- 
J_  prefentations  to  the  armies  and  military  tribunals.  You  will 
fee  in  thefe  the  conduct  which  our  armies  are  to  pra6life  in  your 
territories.  My -country  v/ages  war  with  thofe  who  liiled  tiiem- 
felves  our  mailers,  and  not  with  the  people.  Our  enemies  during 
the  llidrt  period  that  they  remained  in  France,  introduced  murder, 
carnage,  and  violation  of  perfons  and  property,  we,  on  the  con- 
trary, in  entering  your  walls,  fwear  to  maintain  and  defend  thern. 
You  will  behold  this  folemn  declaration  in  the  refolution  of  the. 
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committee  of  Public  Safety,  of  which  I  tranfmit  you  feveral  copies, 
that  you  may  prcferve  them  ;  it  is  confirmed  in  that  of  the  repre- 
fentatives  of  the  people  to  the  armies,  dated  the  14th  of  Augufi,  of 
which  I  alfo  fend  you  a  copy  for  the  fimilar  purpofe. 

Undoubtedly,  in  armies  fuch  as  cur's,  fome  wretches,  imvvnr- 
thy  of  the  name  of  Frenchmen,  have  committed  excelTes,  worthy 
only  of  our  enemies.  But  the  moment  they  were  known,  they 
were  feized,  as  is  prot^ed  by  the  fentences  of  the  military  criminal 
tribunals,  which  are  fubjoined. 

Our  enemies  had  fpread  a  thoufand  abfurd  reports  rcfpeding 
our  condu£l  in  conquered  countries  :  habituated  to  every  crime, 
they  imagined  that  the  horrors  which  they  occafioned  in  our  coun- 
try, would  be  retorted  by  us  in  your's  ;  you  have  witnefled  the 
contrary  :  fome  mifguided  individuals,  however,  have  fled,  and 
abandoned  their  all.  The  eighth  article  of  the  ordinance  of  the 
14th  of  Auguft  allows  them  15  days  to  return,  you  w  ill  therefore 
do  well  in  letting  it  be  proclaimed  lo-morrow  morning. 

Ill-difpofed  perfons  have  occalloned  you  to  entertain  apprehen- 
fions,  refpedling  the  due  payment  for  thofe  articles  of  which  we 
may  Hand  in  need  :  you  will  fee  by  the  ordinance  which  I  inclofe 
to  you,  but  which  I  muft  requeft  you  to  return  to  me  as  foon  as 
you  have  perufed  it,  that  e\'ery  thing  that  is  legally  provided,  will 
be  pundlually  paid  for.  You  will  alfo  fee  by  the  ordinance  of  the 
8th  of  September,  which  you  will  likev/ife  fend  back  to  me,  that 
thofe  who  have  in  their  pofleffion  merchandize  and  effe(^s  belong- 
ing to  emigrants  as  our  enemies,  are  immediately  to  declare  fb, 
under  the  fevereft  penalties. — You  will  alfo  find  fubjoined  a  pro- 
clamation for  the  fuppreffion  of  ftock-jobbers,  our  Cvjmmon  ene- 
mies, who  are  making  every  effort  for  the  difcrediting  of  our  mo- 
ney. You  will  be  fo  good  as  to  give  thefe  feveral  documents  ail 
polfible  publicity,  and  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  them. 

Art.  8.  Every  inhabitant  of  a  conquered  country  abfent  from 
his  place  of  abode  is  permitted  to  return  within  a  fortnight  froni 
the  date  of  this  arret ;  after  that  period  thofe  who  do  not  return 
will  be  confidered  as  emigrants.  This  permiffionj  however,  is 
not  to  extend  to  thofe  who  have  been  guilty  of  any  crime  againfl 
the  Republic,  for  which  they  will  be  purfued  and  treated  as  the 
enemies  of  the  French  people.  It  is  not  to  extend  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  conquered  countries,  whofe  efFedls  have  been  fequef- 
tered  by  laws  anterior  to  this  arret.  The  delay  granted  to  the  in- 
habitants of  places  adtually  blockaded  fliali  be  eftimated  from  the 
day  in  which  the  blockade  Ihall  ceafe  ;  their  effedfs,  however, 
ihall  continue  provifionally  fequeftered.

AGENCY  of  Commerce.^ — In  virtue  of  the  refoJution  of  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  people  of  the  3d  Vindemaire,  defi.rous, 
to  fecure  as  much  as  poflible  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  an<^ 
circuit,  the  neceffary  fubfifte^ce,  it  is  required— 

Art.  I.  That  all  fa6lors,  merchants^  in  the  wholefale  and 
retail  in  any  article  wh^iteyer,  fhall  furnifh  wi.thin  four  and  twenty 
hours  for  all  delay,  an  exafl  declaration  of  ^he  goods  which  are  in 
the  warehoufes,    fliops,  &c. 

II.  All  inhabitants  who  are  acquainted  with  any  private  place 
where  furniture  or  any  other  objc6ls  whatever  are  hidiien,  belong- 
ing to  emigrants  or  abfent  people  ;  alfo  thofe  whp,  have  the  mar 
nageme^t  of  lands,  dominions,  or  any  other  adminiftration  of  the 
revenues  of  emigrants  or  j.bfcnt  people,  Ihall  give  withir^  the 
above-inentioned  time  a  true  and  exad  information  and  declara- 
tion of  it. 

III.  All  tranfgrefTors  of  the  difpofitions  contained  in  the 
above-mentioned  articles,  fhall  be  regarded  as  enemies  of  the  Re^ 
public,  and  be  punifhed  according  to  the  laws.

The  Decree  ivas  referred  to  the  four  Committees  for  their  Report. — ' 
On  the  2zd  Brumqire,  ( i  2th  Nov.  I  794)   Laingcbt  reported. 

That  the  committees  of  Public  and  General  Safety,  Military 
Committee  and  committee  of  Legiflatiort,  have  ordered  me  to 
give  an  account  of  the  reafons  that  induced  them  to  come  to  the 
refolution  they  adopted  yeflerday.  The  committees  refolved  tp 
fufpend  the  fittings  of  the  Jacobin  Club,   that  the  hall  fhould 

be 
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be  'inftantiy  flint,  and  the  keys  depofited  with  the  fecretary  to 
the  committee  of  General  Safety  ;  thit  the  adminillrative  com- 
xniffion  of  Police  fliould  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  this 
order,  and  an  account  of  it  given  to  the  Convention. 

Pallion  had  no  fhare  in  this  refolution  ;  it  was  dictated  by  the 
intercft  of  our  country  alone.     We  did   juflice  to  the  good 
which  the  Jacohias  have  done;  and  in  (hutting  up  their  hall,  we 
have  refpedled  the  principles  which  ought  not  to  be  infringed. 
We  were   of  opinion,  that  popular  focieties  Ought  to  be  per- 
mitted every  whercj  becaufe  they   are  inherent   in   republican 
government ;  but  the  Jacobin  Club  we  could  not  confider  as  a 
fociety  truly  and  purely  popular.     We  faw  in  it  men  fcArcely 
known  in  the  revolution,  led  by  a  few>  perhaps,  too  well  kn'owa 
in  it,  and  vVhdfe  influence  it  was  time  to  check,  beCaufe  it  might 
be  fatal  to  the  Republic.     We  thought  that  it  was  dangerous 
for  France,  that  it  was  indecent,  that  it  was  difgraceful  to  the 
Convention,  that  a  handful  of  men,  without  morals,  who  love 
not  their  country,  who  never  embraced  the  caufe  of  the  people, 
but  in  order  to  betray  it,  fhould  fet  up   a  power  to  rival  the 
Convention— /'i,  /aid  Duqiiefnoyy  cim    a   Jc'cibin,    and  love  my 
'country.) — The  Jacobins   v/ere  protedled  and  fupported,   wheii 
they  vied  in  vij-tue,  and  not  iii  power,  with  legitimate  authority. 
If  they  were  now  wliat  they  formerly  were,  the  true  friends  of 
the    people,   would  they   attempt  to   vilify   the  Convention  ?

Oh  the  27ti\, 
I   fay,    the   Jacobins  were  in  open  revolt :    fmce  that   period, 
availing  themfelves  of  impunity,    believing  that   the  national 
reprefentatidn  had  neither  courage  nor  character,  that  it  con-

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\\\]\  applaud  the  fublime  meafure  they  have  taken  ;  they  are  per-- 
fuculed,  that  after  the  pubhc  oi:)inion  was  fo  Wrongly  pronounced 
as  it  was  yellerday,  it  was  their  duty  to  yield  obedience  to  that 
opinion,  and  to  prevent  the  Shedding  of  blood.  It  was  never 
our  intention  to  attack  the  popular  focieties.  We  faid  to  our- 
felVes,  we  have  no  right  to  fliut  the  gates  but  where  fadlions 
are  engendered,  and  civil  war  preached  up. — The  focieties  of 
the  feclions  are  truly  the  focieties  of  the  people.  We  will 
maintain  them,  the  committee  will  maintain  ihem.—fTes,  yes, 
exclaimed  all  the  members.) — "  I  move  that  the  Convention  ap- 
prove the  meafiires  taken  by  the  four  committees  to  fecure  the 
public  tranquillity,  and  confirra  the  public  liberty." — This  fpeech 
wa's  interrupted  almoft  at  every  fentence  by  loud  and  general 
applaufes.  The  qucftion  was  inftantly  called  for,  and  feveral 
members,  by  way 'of  infult  to  the  jacobin  members,  and  to  fee 
if  any  of  them  would  have  the  courage  to  vote  againft  the  mo- 
tion, defired  thac  the  votes  might  be  taken  by  name. 
The  qucftion  was  put  and  carried  almoil  unanimoufly^

The  National  Convention  to  all  thofe  vjho  have  taken  part  in  the  Re^ 
i^clt,  in  the  Departments  of  the  If'e/I,  the  Coafis  of  Bre/I,  and  the 
Coafis  of  Cherbourg. 

FOR  two  years  y6ur  country  has  been  a  prey  to  the  horrors 
of  civil  war.  Thefe  fertile  plains,  which  appeared  defigned 
by  nature  to  be  the  abode  of  happinefs,  are  become  the  refidence 
of  profcription  and  carnage.  The  courage  of  our  countrymen 
is  turned  againft  themfelves.  The  flames  devour  their  habita- 
tions, and  the  eartii,  covered  with  ruins  and  with  emblems  of 
mourning,  refufes  even  a  fubfiftence  to  the  furvivors.  Such  are^ 
I  renchmen,  the  wounds  which  have  been  i!iili'5led  on  bur  coun- 
try by  pride  and  impofture.  Wicked  men  have  abufed  your  in- 
experience :  it  was  in  the  name  of  a  rigliteous  God  that  they 
furniflied  you  with  parricidal  arms ;  it  was  in  the  name  of  huma- 
nity that  they  devoted  to  death  thoufands  of  vidiims:  it  was  in 
the  name  of  virtue  that  they  drew  together  a  hand  of  v.'retchcs 
from  every  corner  of  France — that  they  made  it  the  receptacle 
of  mongers  vomited  out  of  every  country.  What  blood  has 
been  facrificed  to  the  befl  of  dominions!  arid  you,  v/hora  tiiey 
deluded,  why  did  you  reject  the  lights  that  were  held  out  to 
you,  to  embrace  a  ^r/ifcliievcus  phantom  ?  Why  would  you  prc- 
2,  fee 
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fcY  ma.^erl  to  brotliers,  and  the  torches  of  Fatiaticirm  to  the 
flambeau  of  reafon  ?  May  your  feyes  at  lengtli  be  opened,  and 
an  end  put  to  fo  many  calamities!  Weakened  by  repeated  loflesj 
difunited  and  fcattered,  without  any  other  refource  than  defpair^ 
■you  ftill  may  have  sn  afylum  in  the  generofity  of  the  nation; 
Yes,  your  brothers,  the  French  people,  are  iVill  inclined  to 
think  you  more  rniiled  than  culpable;  their  ::rms  are  Ihetched 
out  to  you,  and  the  National  Convention  pardons  you  in  tiieir 
name,  if  you  lay  do\^n  ybiir  arn>s,  ::nd  if  repentance  and  a  fin- 
cere  attachment  urges  you  to  fraternize  with  them.  Their  word 
h  facrcd  ;  and,  if  uiifaithful  delegates  have  abufed  their  confi- 
dence and  your's,  Juiiice  ^all  be  executed  on  them.  Thus  the 
Republic,  equally  terrible  towards  its  ehemies  within,  as  with- 
out, are  highly  gratified  by  recalling  its  mifgulded  children  ! 
take  advantage  of  its  clemency,  and  hallen  to  return  into  the 
bofomof  your  country.  The  authors  of  all  your  misfortune^ 
are  thofe  who  have  feduced  you. 

It  is  time  that  the  enemies  of  France  fliblild  ceMe  to  b^  grati- 
fied by  the  fpedfacle  of  our  internal  dlfTenlions  ;  they  alotte  fmile 
at  your  misfortunes ;  they  alone  profit  of  It :  it  is  neceflary  td 
defeat  tlieir  impious  plans.  Turn  agaiiift  them  thofe  arms  they 
have  fupplied  you  with  for  our  deilrucStion.  Are  the  ties  of 
hature  dilfolved;  and  has  the  blood  oF  the  Ehglifh  paiTed  irttd 
your  veins  ?  Would  you  mafiacre  the  families  of  ybuf  brdther- 
conquerors  of  Euiope,  rather  than  unite  yourfelves  tb  them, 
and  partake  of  their  glory  ?— No  :  you  are  now  enlightened  by 
the  voice  of  truth,  and  already  many  bf  you  are  returned,  and 
find  fecurity  tlic  price  of  your  confidence.  Return  all  of  youj 
and  let  the  fire-fide  of  each  become  fechre  and  peaceful ;  let  the 
lands  be  cultivated,  ind  let  plenty  refume  its  reign  !  Let  us  join 
in  avengi'ig  ourfelves  of  thccdmmoii  enemy— -df  that  implaca- 
ble and  jealous  nation,  which  has  thrbwii  the  brand  bf  difcord 
amongfi  us!  Let  all  bur  republican  energy  be  direiSied  againft 
thofe  who  have  violated  the  rights  of  the  people  !  Let  the  urmoft 
vigour  animate  all  throughout  our  ports;  let  the  ocean  be  co- 
vered vvifli  our  privateers;  and  let  the  war  of  extei-mination, 
with  all  all  its  attendant  hbrrors,  be  carried  from  the  banks  of 
the  Loire  to  the  banks  of  the  Thames  ! — • 
Decreed , 

1.  That  all  perfbns  in  the  departments  bf  the  Eafi,  the 
.coafis  of  Brefl  and  of  Cherbourg,  known  undei"  the  name  of 
the  robbers  of  La  Vendee  and  of  Chotians,  who  fiiall  lay  down 
their  arms  in  the  courfe  of  i  month  after  the  publication  of  the 
prefent  decreci  iLall  not  be  mokiled  or  tried  for  the  ads  which 
they  may  liaVe  committed. 

2.  7'he  arms  fhall  be  depofited  In  the  municipalities  and 
communes  tliat  fKali  be  pointed  out  by  the  reprefcntatives  of 
the  people* 

3.  To 
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3.  1 Q  fup.erintend  the  execution  of  the  prefent  Decree,  the 
Convention  appointed  the  rep.refentatives  of  the  people,  Menou, 
Boudin,  the  official  for  the  departments  of  the  Eaft,  and  two 
others  for  the  coafts  of  Cherbourg,  witl^  the  fame  powers  as  the 
yeprefentatives  of  the  people  in  miilion. 


JVIerlin   of  Douai  on  the  i^ih  Frlmalre,  [^th  December^  ^794)  fnade 
"  the  folkwing  Report  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety  to  the 
Nationai  Convention  oj  France. 

I  COME  to  lay  before  you  jinother  intrigue  of  onr  enemies  ; 
but  whatever  fuccefs  they  may  have  promifed  themfelves 
from  it>  to,  point  it  out  is  fufficient  to  render  it  abortive.  You 
have  obferved  w\x\\  what  rapidity  rumours  of  peace  are  circulated  ; 
you  haye  marked  their  fource,  and  dete£led  the  contradiftions 
ivith  which  news-writers,  transformed  into  plenipotentiaries, 
makens  conclude  peace,  fometiines  with  one-of  the  allied  powers, 
and  fometimes  with  them  ^11.  Call  to.  mind  with  what  affeclation 
they  publifh,  that  we  will  not  accept  of  peace  with  any  neigh- 
t)ouring  nation,  till  that  nation  has  formed  itfelf  into  a  Republic  ; 
call  to  mind  all  the  writers  who  are  paid  here  to  circulate,  and  the 
orators  to  give  countenance  to  this  miferable  opinion,  and  to  repre- 
sent you  as  violating  every  principle.  Their  principal  obje6ls  is 
to  alienate  other  nations  from  you,  and  to  alarm  them  with  refpech 
to  your  intentions.  But  nations  have  been  fpeedily  informed  re- 
fpefting  contrivances  and  infinuations,  which  never  exifled  but  in 
ibme  heads  that  have  fallen  under  the  fvvord  of  the  law.  Our  ene- 
mies haye  changed  their  fyftem.  They  no  longer  reprefent  us  as 
the  conquerors  of  the  world,  or  the  deftroyers  of  all  governments. 
To  hear  the  cabinets  of  Londo;i  and  "SHenna,  we  are  become  the 
moft  ardent  idolaters  of  peace.  Never  was  a  people  fo  eafy  atne- 
gociation  as  we  \  never  was  the  olive  branch  oifered  and  acqepted 
with  more  eagernefs.  All  thefe  rumours  are  invented  to  annilii- 
late  the  ardour  of  our  armies,  arreft  their  progreis,  diforganize 
them,  and  ftifle  our  energy.  We  miift  affure  ourfelves  of  the  fo- 
lidity  of  the  ground  on  which  we  have  confolidated  the  foundations 
pf  the  glory  and  the  happinefs  of  the  Republic.  We  mull,  there- 
fore, examine  it  to  a  great  depth,  and  not  trufl  to  deceitful  appear- 
ances of  a  calm,  which,  pefhaps,  may  be  foon  followed  by  the  mod 
fatal  temped.  Our  triumphs  and  our  principles  permit  us  at  once 
to  wield  the  fword,  and  to  fay  aloud  whatever  we  pleafe  :  our  juf- 
tice  fhall  be  ever  infeparable  from  our  glory.  Yes,  we  de fire 
peace  ;  btit  we  deiire  it  guaranteed  by  our  proper  force,  and  by 
the  incapability  of  our  enemies  ever  to  hurt  us. 

With  refpe^l  to  the  greater  part  of  our  enemies,  if  we  may 
judge  of  them  by  the  effect  which  the   feeling  of  prefent  evili 
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tjoght  to  produce,  and  by  the  fears  of  the  future  with  which  xhcf 
ought  to  be  imp'reffed,  there  is  reafon  to  believe  that  they  defirc  a 
fjjeedy  peace.  AiTliredly  the  time  cannot  be -far  diftant,  when, 
enlightened  by  the  republican  thunder  which  has  burft  upon  all 
of  them  at  once,  feveral  of  thofe  governments  excited  againft  us 
hy  England  may  look  upon,  without  fea^,  the  abyfs  in  which  that 
odious  power  hoped  to  precipitate  them.  When  Spain,  for  ex- 
ample, will  open  her  eyes  on  its  projects,  when  llie  will  remark 
the  perfeveiing  afliduity  with  which  that  government  examines  the 
South  Sea  ;  all  the  pains  it  takes  toconfolidate  its  power  in  India, 
thence  to  contrive  by  Health  a  route^owards  America,  fall  in  the 
rear  upon  Mexico  and  Peru,  fo  long  the  objefts  of  its  infatiable 
cupidity,  and  make  itfelf  mafters  of  them  by  open  force  as  foon  as 
it  can  do  fo  without  danger  ;  when  at  length  feeing  her  true  inte-, 
rells,  fhe  will  perceive  that  Eiigland  was  her  true  and  only  enemy, 
and  that  of  all  the  dangers  vi'hich  threaten  her,  there  is  none  m®re 
formidable  than  thofe  which  may  fpring  from  her  confidence  in  [o 
j>erfidious  an  ally. 

This  very  moment  ought  to  be  that  when,  ungrateful  towards 
the  nation  in  which  flie  owes  her  liberty,  the  ftate,  perhaps,  which 
ought  the  mod  to  applaud  the  rearing  of  a  great  Republic  on  the 
ruin  of  a  monarchy,  wiiofe  treaty  of  1756  gave  fuch  additional 
rtrength  to  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  ;  when  unfaithful  even  to  liberty 
ttfelf,  Holland  iameming,  but  perhaps  too  late,  her  fatal  delufion, 
will  dread  feeing  her  trcafures,  her  Ihips,  her  eltabliflimentSj  if» 
both  hemifphcres,  fall  into  the  hands  of  thofe  tyrants  of  the  feas 
whofe audacity  fhe  formerly  reftrained. 

I'he  King  of  Pruffia,  doubtlefs,  will  foon  conclude,  by  per- 
ceiving that  it  is  in  a  folid  peace  with  France,  and  an  intimate 
Knio-n  with  the  neighbouring  powers  of  the  North,  that  he  can  fiad 
the  only  principles  of  his  duration,  the  only  force  which,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  politics  of  his  cabinet,  and  the  taclics  of  his  armies, 
he  can  rcafonabiy  oppofe  to  the  devouring  ambition  of  Rullia, 

With  reipett  to  our  other  enemies,  whether  voluntarily  to 
the  coalition  by  their  vanity,  or  dragged  into  it  againll  their 
will,  in  confequence  of  their  vveaknefs,  they  have  all  equally  and 
iong  fmce  {hewn  that  they  are  weary  of  it  by  their  regrets  and 
their  niurrpurs,  and  all  pant  for  the  moment  when  they  may  break 
its  bonds.  Several  of  them,  juftly  terrified  at  the  defpair  of  the 
principal  belligerent  powers,  feem  at  length  to  feel  the  neceility  of 
uniting  with  one  another  to  prevent  the  partition  of  their  territo- 
ries ;  a  partition  which  they  well  know  to  be  projcded  by  their 
allies  as  a  means  of  paying  thenifelves  in  part  for  the  expenfes  ot 
the  campaign. 

If  we  are  afked,  in  the  mean  time,  What  are  the  difpofitions 
of  the  French  people  ?  Organs  of  their  will,  we  will  anfwer,  that 
always  jufl,  alway§  magnaninnous,  alwa>ys  jealoiis  of  their  hon.our 
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as  of  their  liberty,  they  will  diftinguifh' their  enemies  and  the 
inotives  of  their  aggreffion !  that  even  in  the  law  swhich 
their  vidlories  give  them  a  right  to  didate,  they  will  not 
confound  the  ridiculous  pretenfions  of  weaknefs  and  of  vanity, 
with  the  intfadable  pride  and  perfidious  power  of  tyranny  ;  that 
above  all  t!iey  will  regard  the  fituatioi?  of  thofe  whom  fear  and 
violence  have  compelled  to  march  in  the  train  of  the  chiefs  of  the 
league ;  and  finally,  that  in  tracing  with  their  triumphant,  but  ge- 
nerous hand,  the  limits  within  which  it  will  be  proper  to  confine 
themfelves,  they  will  rejeft  no  offers  compatible  with  their  inte- 
refts  and  their  dignity,  with  their  repofe  and  fecurity.  Such  is 
their  policy.  Their  proceedings  are  open,  like  the  glory  of  their 
arms.  With  their  enemies  they  will  treat,  as  they  have  fought,  in 
the  face  of  the  univerfe,  whom  they  call  to  be  the  witnefs  of  their 
juftice,  as  it  has  been  the  witnefs  of  their  vidtories.  This  is  what 
may  be  publifhed  and  believed  of  our  intentions  ;  for  it  is  what  we 
will  always  avow,  and  never  change.  Let  us  therefore  fpeak  it 
here,  that  the  whole  Republic  may  refound,  and  our  brave  armies 
in  the  North  repeat  it  in  emulation.  No,  Frenchmen,  no,  you 
will  not  forget  the  caufe  that  induced  you  to  take  up  arms,  and  the 
only  conditions  upon  which  you  can  lay  them  down.  No,  you 
havejiot  advanced  fo  Rapidly  in  this  glorious  career,  to  flop  at  the 
moment  when  you  are  j^ifl  at  the  goal ;  and  when  you  are  lb  near 
feizing  the  prize  of  your  victories,  you  will  not  fuffer  it  to  efcape 
you.  Let  not  our  enemies  exped  it.  We  will  prove  to  them  by 
new  efforts  and  by  new  triumphs  that  we  wifh  for  peace,  but  peace 
worthy  of  our  defenders,  worthy  of  the  French  people  ;  and,  in  a 
word,  when  the  people  fhall  confider  war  as  no  longer  iieceflary 
to  repair  outrages  offered  to  its  dignity,  or  to  preferve  themfelves 
from  new  infults,  then  only  will  they  didate  peace. 
This  report  was  often  interrupted  by  loud  applaufes. 


On  the  '3^d  JNlvofe  (lo^d  December,  1794)  Leco'intre  of  VerjaiUes 
prefcnted  to  the  French  Convention  a  Report  from  the  Commitiees 
toncerning  the  Maximum  on  Frov'ifions^  i^c.  and  fubmitted  the 
Formula  of  a  Decree  ;  the  fir Ji  Article  of  vjhkh  was  adopted,  as 
follows  : 

**  '  I  ^HAT  all  the  laws,  fixing  a  maxiraum  on  provifions,  fhall 
X     be  rcfcinded,  and  ceafe  to   have   efficacy  fubfequent   to 
prom.ulgation  of  this  decree." 

The  difcuflion  on  the  other  articles  was  adjourned. 


V«L.  II,  H  U  Fivi 
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Five  Days  afterwards y  l^th  December,  iyg4.,  yohanmt  prefenicd  t9 
the  Convention  the follovjing  Proclamation  to  the  French  People,  to 
accompany  the  Decree  of  the  Repeal  of  the  haw  of  the  Maximum^ 
which  was  adopted  accordingly. 

Frenchmen, 

REASON,  equity,  the  interefl:  of  the  Republic,  reproved 
long  ago  the  law  of  the  maximum ;  the  National  Convention  re- 
vokes it,  and  the  more  the  falutary  motives  which  dictated  this  de^ 
cree  fhall  be  known,  the  more  it  will  have  a  right  to  your  confi- 
dence. In  taking  this  meafure,  it  does  not  miftake  the  circum- 
(lances  which  furronnd  it  ;  it  forefees  that  bad  faith  will  endea- 
dour  to  perfuade,  that  all  the  evils  which  were  occupied  by  the 
maximum  itfelf  are  the  efFedis  of  its  fuppreflion.  But  your  faith- 
ful reprefentatives  have  forgot  its  dangers,  and  only  looked  for 
public  utility. 

The  leaft  enlightened  minds  know  now,  that  the  law  of  the 
maximum  annihilated  from  day  to  day  commerce  and  agriculture  : 
the  more  that  law  was  in  force,  the  more  it  became  impra£ticable. 
Oppreffion  did  in  vain  affume  a  thoufand  forms  ;  it  met  with  a 
thoufand  obftacles :  it  was  conftantly  eluded,  or  it  only  took 
away,  by  odious  and  violent  means,  fome  precarious  refources, 
which  it  was  foon  toexhauft. 

It  is  then  that  law  which  became  fo  difaftrous,  that  con- 
ducted us  to  an  exhaufted  ftate.  Confiderations  which  exift  no 
more,  juftified  it  perhaps  at  firft  ;  had  not  the  Convention,  in  re- 
pealing it,  broken  the  chains  of  induftry.  It  belongs  to  induftry 
freed  from  her  (hackles ;  it  belongs  to  regenerated  commerce  to 
multiply  our  wealth  and  our  means  of  exchange.  The  fupplies 
of  the  Republic  are  entrufted  to  concurrence  and  to  liberty,  the 
only  bafes  of  commerce  and  agriculture.  But  after  fo  many  ca- 
lamities, their  bene(its  will  not  be  as  fpeedy  as  our  wants  are  ur- 
gent. Every  fudden  tranfition  to  a  new  order  of  things,  every 
change,  however  ufeful  it  be,  is  never  without  a  (hock,  and  offers 
almoft  conftantly  fome  inconvenience.  The  impatience  of  the 
citizens  wanted  at  this  moment  to  fupply  itfelf,  at  any  price,  with 
the  goods  neeelTary  for  their  confumption.  This  caufe,  added  to 
the  inclemency  of  the  feafon,  made  them  undergo  a  momentary 
rife  in  their  price.  A  few  days  more,  and  we  (hall  fee  the  happy 
cfFe6ls  of  a  decree,  which  malevolence  will  doubtlefs  calumniate, 
which  was  commanded  by  the  welfare  of  the  people.  Let  all  fears 
vani(h  ;  the  government  watches  day  and  night.  Your  reprefen- 
tatives .exped  every  thing  from  the  character  which  diftinguifhes 
the  French  nation,  and  the  provifions  (hall  be  fecured.  Frater- 
nity (hall  be  no  more  an  empty  name  among  us ;  it  (hall  rejeft 
alike  the  calculations  of  avarice  and  the  falfe  alarms,  which  are 
4  .  ftiU 
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ftill  more  fubfervlent  to  a  variety  of  fpeculators,  in  creating  a  fac- 
titious want ! 

You  will  not  compromife  five  years  labours  and  facrifices ; 
and  the  genius  of  liberty  will  triumph  this  day  over  all  the  paf- 
fions,  even  of  his  wants,  and  of  the  rigour  of  the  elements,  as  he 
has  triumphed  over  all  the  tyrants  of  Europe. 

Your  enemies  beftir  themfelves  in  darknefs,  and  want  to  mif- 
lead  the  people  ;  but  they  fhall  be  deaf  to  the  infmuations  of  per- 
fidy, and  fhall  only  rally  at  the  voice  of  the  country. 

Yefterday  royalty  feemed  to  confpire  from  the  bottom  of  its 
grave  ;  its  blafphemies  refounded  to  the  gates  of  the  fanftuary  of 
liberty.  But  this  laft  cry  of  royal  fanaticifm,  ftriking  all  the  re- 
publicans with  indignation,  unites  to  furnifh  them  frefh  energy. 
Juftice  and  reafon  will  bring  back  abundance  by  degrees.  The 
moil  magnanimous  nation  will  reap  at  laft  the  fruit  of  her  virtues ; 
and  her  reprefentatives  will  find  their  reward  in  beholding  their 
happinefs. 


yohamiot  on  the  id  Nivofe,  {22d  December  1794)  in  the  Name  of  the 
Committees  of  Public  Safety,  General  Security,  Legijlation,  Com" 
merce,  and  Finance f  prefented  the  following  Report  to  the  French 
Convention, 

AFTER  having  diilipated  the  clouds  which  darkened  the  po- 
litical horizon  of  France,  you  wifh  to  enfure  to  the  nation, 
whofe  deftiny  Is  in  your  hands,  happinefs,  order,  and  tranquillity  : 
you  wifh  to  know  our  fituation,  our  means,  and  our  refources, 
and  to  ereft  ajuft  government  on  a  firm  and  ftable  foundation. 

But  to  execute  a  plan  fo  worthy  of  you,  it  is  not  to  detached 
and  infulated  parts,  but  to  the  great  whole  of  this  noble  work  that 
your  attention  muft  be  directed.  Laws  of  detail  on  the  fubjeft  of 
finance,  commerce,  or  agriculture,  however  excellent  in  them- 
felves, will  become  abfolutely  null,  if  they  do  not  form  links  of 
one  general  chain  of  reform  and  amelioration. 

To  dlredt  towards  one  great  and  ufeful  end  the  whole  of  the  ad- 
miniftration,  we  muft  place  ourfelves  at  that  height,  from  which 
we  can  embrace  at  once  all  its  parts,  and  follow  out  on  every  fide 
its  extenfive  ramifications. 

The  great  movements  of  empires  turn  chiefly  upon  their 
finances:  it  is  towards  our  finances,  then,  t^jat  our  firft  views 
muft  be  directed — agriculture,  commerce,  and  public  credit  will 
next  occupy  our  attention.  The  external  relation  of  the  Repub- 
lic will  not  be  forgotten.  We  fhall  alfo  have  to  treat  of  the  public 
fpirit,  of  the  neceflity,  and  of  the  means  of  fixing  its  uncertainty. 
If  v.'c  perceive  in  the  fceblenefs  and  vacillation  of  the  government 
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the  chief  caufes  of  our  evils,  we  muft  have  recourfe  to  energy  and 
iirmnefs  as  the  remedies. 

We  do  not  come  here  to  raife  alarms,  nor  to  difcourage  you  in 
the  purfuit  of  your  generous  plan — all  our  errors  may  eafily  be  re- 
called ;  and  it  is  for  that  reafon  that  we  do  not  fear  to  difcover  them. 

Europe,  leagued  againft  us,  flies  before  our  triumphant  armies, 
whilft  we  Oiall  not  fear  to  tell  her  even  of  the  faults  which  we  have 
committed  :  the  confeffion  announces  the  intention  of  repairing 
them..  Let  it  be  for  us  the  prelude  to  new  victories,  and  for  our 
enemies  the  fignal  of  new  defeats. 

The  queflion  of  finance  which  moft  agitates  the  public  mind  at 
the  prefent  moment,  is  that  relative  to  the  augmentation  which 
hasevery  where  taken  place  in  the  price  of  goods  and  merchandize. 
An  opinien,  which  is  rather  general,  afcribes  foiely  to  the  too 
abundant  circulation  ofaflignats,  the  embarralTmentsofour  prefent 
lituation,  the  fall  of  the  exchange,  and  all  the  evils  which  fpring 
from  it.  It  is  thought  that  thefe  evils  may  be  remedied  by  re- 
tiring a  certain  quantity  of  affignats  from  circulation,  and  reducing 
the  mafs  of  paper-money  as  near  as  polTible  to  the  amount  of  the 
fpecie  which  formerly  circulated  in  France. 

This  opinion  is  in  fome  degree  founded  ;  for  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  the  too  great  emiffion  of  aflignats  muft  have  a  dangerous  in- 
fluence on  the  opinion  which  is  entertained  of  their  value;  nor 
can  it  be  contefted  that  a  real  good  would  arife  from  their  diminu- 
tion, if  efFeded  with  prudence,  and  by  means  which  the  moft  ri- 
gorous equity  would  not  be  afliamed  to  avow.  But  let  us  not  de- 
ceive ourfelves.  This  partial  meafure  will  only  produce  limited 
effeds  ;  it  will  only  ferve  as  a  palliative  to  thofe  deep  wounds 
which  we  muft  probe  to  the  bottom  before  we  can  apply  a  cure. 

The  affignats,  whatever  be  their  mafs,  are  guaranteed  by  the 
very  beftof  feciirftes,  whofe  value  even  augment  in  proportion  as 
they  are  multiplied.  It  is  to  this  conftant  and  correfponding  pro- 
greflion  between  the  courfe  of  republican  money,  and  the  price  of 
the  national  domains,  that  we  owe  thofe  inexhauftible  refources 
which  have  aftoniflied  Europe,  and  which  have  prepared  the  tri- 
umph of  fourteen  armies. 

Frudence  requires,  that  we  (hould  hazard  nothing  which  may 
weaken  the  confidence  due  to  our  paper  money,  and  to  the  value 
of  the  oledges  which  forms  its  fecurity.  Experience  has  too  well 
proved,  that  even  in  the  moft  peaceable  times  all  tampering  with 
the  coin  has  produced  the  moft  fatal  confequences.  In  this  critical 
fituation,  we  are  bound  to  prefent  to  you,  without  delay,  a  free 
and  equitable  plan,  by  which  the  quantity  of  our  affignats  may  be 
reduced  without  a  breach  of  good  faith,  or  a  violation  of  public 
credit.  But  it  is  firft  neceftary  to  deftroy  the  prejudices  of  thofe 
who  attribute  all  our  evils  foiely  to  the  mafs  of  our  affignats.

The  firfl  year  of  the  Republic  furniflies  a  ftrlking  proof  that  it  Ts 
not  to  their  greater  or  fmaller  mafs  that  their  difcredit  is  to  be  af- 
cribed.  When  Dumourier  finifhed  with  ignominy  a  campaign 
which  he  had  commenced  with  fo  much  glory,  after  his  fnameful 
retreat  from  Belgium  our  affignats  loft  more  than  they  do  at  prefent, 
although  the  quantity  in  circulation  was  fo  much  lefs.  Where  fhall 
we  find  the  caufes  of  that  depreciation  ?  In  the  inquietude  of  the 
minds  of  men ;  in  the  dorms  which  threatened  the  infant  Republic  ; 
in  the  inftability  of  public  opinion,  floating  inceflantly  betv/een 
different  fadions,  without  knowing  where  to  fix  itfelf ;  in  fhort, 
in  the  abfence  of  principles,  without  which  there  can  exift  neither 
fecurity  nor  confidence.  We  fhall  fee,  that  if  fuch  adventitious 
circumftances  had  not  produced  an  effe6k  more  or  lefs  fatal  on  the 
credit  of  our  affignats,  no  natural  caufe  could  have  Ihaken  it.  The 
moft  certain  and  accurate  calculations  atteft  that  their  fecurity  ex- 
ceeds in  value  fifteen  milliards  (fix  hundred  millions  fterlirig.) 
This  valuation  is  made  from  the  adual  and  effedlive  revenues  of 
the  national  domains,  as  they  have  been  paid  into  the  public  trea- 
fury,  viz.

From  which  it  refults,  that  the  revenues  of  the  unfold  na- 
tional domains  amount  for  one  year  to  300  millions  (12  millions 
fterling,)  which  at  40  years  purchafe,  the  rate  at  which  they 
are  generally  fold,  give  us  a  real  value  of  12  milfions  (480  mil- 
lions fl:erling.)  It  is  true,  that  in  the  revenues  above  mentioned, 
there  are  certain  funis  arifing  from  the  fale  of  perfonal  property  ; 
but  they  are  more  than  balanced  by  the  perfonal  property  which 
ftill  remains  to  be  fold.  To  thefe  12  millions  we  have  to  add 
two  milliards  for  houfes  and  other  buildings  unfold,  and  one 
milliard,  which  we  calculate  at  the  loweft,  for  the  inheritances 
of  emigrants  which  muft  fall  to  the  nation.  The  final  refult 
is,  that  we  can  fhew  property  amounting  to  15  milliards  as  a 
mortgage  for  our  afilgnats. 

The  fealon  of  dilapidation  is  pafl.  Your  expenfes  mufl  be 
finiplified,  for  it  has  been  often  faid,  and  faid  truly,  that  oeco- 
nomy  is  the  firft  favour  which  a  good  government  ought  to  beftow 
upon  a  nation.  It  will  not  be  propofed  to  you  to  adopt  a  fyf- 
tem  of  oeconomy,  miferable  at  once  and  impolitic,  a  fyflem 
which  deitroys  all  national  dignity,  and  which,  by  refufing  or 
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giving  with  reludlance  the  neceflary  encouragement,  flops  in 
every  direcliou  the  energies  ot  thought,  and  the  flights  of  ge- 
nius. I^o  parllniony  is  perhaps  more  hurtful  in  its  efFecfks  than 
the  moft  lavifh  prodigality.  Our  reforms  muft  be  the  great  and 
■ufeful  in  tlieir  obje6ls,  as  well  as  their  refults. 

Shew  the  general  account  of  your  revenue  and  your  expendi- 
ture to  the  prefent  day.  Let  all  France  know  with  accuracy 
the  flate  of  your  affignats,  and  of  every  fpecies  of  value  which 
has  entered  into,  or  ifTued  from  the  public  treafury.  Let  a 
commiffion  be  appointed  to  draw  up  thefe  accounts  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  committee  of  Finance.  Publicity  is  the  bafis  of 
confidence,  as  it  is  the  fafe-guard  of  liberty.  It  will  refult 
from  fuch  inquiries  that,  after  creating  in  a  moment  a  million 
of  foldiers  ;  after  providing  for  them  every  thing  requifite  for 
carrying  on  a  war  the  moft  terrible  of  which  hiftory  fpeaks  ; 
that  in  the  midft  of  diforder  and  dilapidation,  infeparable  from 
great  revolutionary  movements,  our  expenfes,  though  immenfe, 
have  been  lefs  than  we  had  reafon  to  expedl,  and  that  the  re- 
fources  which  are  left  to  us  are  ftill  infinitely  fuperior.  You 
will  fee  that  our  whole  expenfes  do  not  exceed  nine  milliards 
(360  millions  fterling;)  that  our  receipts  amount  to  three  mil- 
liards (120  millions  fterling.)  Our  expenfes  are  therefore  re- 
duced to  fix  milliards  (240  millions  fterling.)  From  this  fum 
we  muft  dedu6l  the  ordinary  expenfes  of  government,  which  at 
all  times  would  have  amounted  to  two  milliards  (about  80  mil- 
lions fterling,)  and  there  will  remain  a  fum  of  four  milliards 
(160  millions  fterling,)  which  forms  the  expenfe  of  the  revolu- 
tion. We  have  made  head  againft  all  Europe — we  have  efta- 
blifhed  liberty  upon  a  bafis  which  cannot  be  ftiaken  ! — Compare 
thefe  great  refults  with  thofe  of  the  ancient  government,  which 
expended  1500  millions  to  fupport  our  allies  in  North  America. 

Whilft  public  credit  will  take  root  by  a  perfeft  knowledge  of 
our  refources,  we  fhall  be  able,  without  fliock  and  alarm,  to 
diminilli  the  mafs  of  affignats.  The  rapid  fale  of  the  perfonal 
property  of  the  clergy,  arid  of  the  national  buildings,  which 
coft  fo  much  in  repairs,  or  which  go  to  ruin  if  they  are  neg- 
ledted ;  the  (fums  which  will  arife  from  the  arrangements  you 
will  have  to  make  with  the  families  of  the  emigrants,  for  fuch 
parts  of  their  inheritances  as  belong  to  the  nation — from  thefe 
you  will  draw  confiderable  refources.  Still  tliefe  objects  are  not 
fufficient  to  fulfil  your  views,  and  your  committees  will  prefent 
to  you  fucceflively,  different  plans  to  efFe6luate  that  purpofe, 
A  report  will  be  made  to  you,  which  will  have  for  its  objed,  to 
retire  in  one  year  from  circulation,  four  milliards  (160  millions 
fterling,)  by  free  and  voluntary  means. 

But,  it  is  needlcfs  to  diffemble,  even  this  will  not  fulfil  the 
great  objedt  you  have  in  view.     I-n  fad,  it  is  not  folely  the  fu- 
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perabundance  of  the  fign,  but  alfo  the  fcarcity  of  the  articles 
to  be  procured  with  it,  which  raifes  their  price.  Remember 
that  the  produce  of  our  colonies  has  fometimes  tripled  in  price, 
although  the  quantity  of  reprefentative  figns  continued  the 
fame;  do  not  forget  that,  in  bad  feafons,  wines  often  double  in 
price,  under  the  fame  circumftances.  Although  you  may  have 
diminifhed  the  quantity  of  aflignats,  you  will  not  have  aug- 
mented the  quantity  of  goods  of  all  kinds;  this  is  the  end 
which  we  muft  attain.     How  then  are  we  attain  it  ? 

One  of  the  iirft  caufes  of  our  wants  is  the  unfavourable  ba- 
lance of  trade,  which  in  the  year  1788,  was  80  millions  in  our 
favour.  How  much  it  is  againft  us  now  we  all  have  reafon  to 
know.  The  revenuesof  our  colonies  amounted  in  1788  to  235 
millions.  This  refource  is  for  the  prefent  dried  up.  The  ma- 
nufafturers  of  Lyons  brought  to  us  about  90  millions.  The 
commerce  of  the  Levant,  which  produced  a  revenue  of  30  mil- 
lions, is  fufpended  until  the  French  flag  fhall  fly  triumphant  in 
the  Mediterranean.  Thefe  caufes  has^e  produced  the  deficit  in 
the  balance  of  trade  ;  and  it  is  not  by  diminifliing  the  mafs  of 
your  aflignats  that  you  will  remedy  the  evil. 

We  have  been  incefTantly  told  that  France  produces  every- 
thing we  require.  This  has  been  belied  by  experience,  but 
from  this  popular  error  has  arifen  the  law  of  the  maximum^  v/hicli 
your  committee  of  Commerce  will  foon  propofe  to  you  to  re- 
peal. From  this  fame  error  have  fprung  fo  many  laws  deftruc- 
tive  of  all  commerce  and  induftry.  If  we  had  not  loaded  our 
commerce  with  fhackles  ;  if  we  had  abandoned  it  to  itfelf;  if 
the  mofl  innocent  fpeculations  had  not  become  crimes  in  the  eyes 
of  the  ignorant,  the  aftivity  of  our  merchants  would  have  fup- 
plied  France  with  every  thing  fhe  required,  notwithftanding  the 
calamities  of  war;  but  the  government  became  merchant  itfelf: 
and  in  deftroying  the  induflry  of  individuals,  it  deftroyed  the 
fovirce  of  its  own  riches.  If  you  wifh  to  renew  and  to  multiply 
your  refources,  you  mufl  give  encouragement  to  commerce. 
The  firffc  thing  to  be  done  is  to  fupprefs  the  import  duties  on  all 
thofe  articles  which  we  (land  in  need  of. — Let  there  be  raifed 
only  a  fmall  retribution,  that  we  may  know  exaftly  the  fiate  of 
our  importations,  and  the  balance  of  our  trade.  Let  your  com- 
i:^ittee  alfo  prefent  to  you  a  lift  of  thofe  articles  of  which  the 
exportation  ought  provifionally  to  be  prohibited.  \\x  every 
other  branch  let  exportation  and  importation  be  free,  and  let 
all  thofe  conditions  be  fupprefTed,  v/hich  tend  only  to  cramp 
and  confine  our  commercial  operations:  let  able  commifTioners 
vifit  the  manufailuring  communes  and  didiridls  to  give  them  that 
activity  fo  neceffary  for  the  public  profperity. 

The  arts,  under  the  diredtion  of  French  genius,  have  pro- 
vided France,  as  if  by  miracles,  with  mulkets,  cannon,  powder 
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and  faltpetre.  Let  them  produce  with  the  fame  rapidity  theJ 
means  of  exchange  with  foreign  countries.  The  raw  material 
is  the  real  wealth  of  nations.  The  nations  which  poflTefs  it  are 
richer  than  thole  which  abound  only  in  gold.  With  the  creative 
genius  of  the  French  people,  foreign  nations  will  foon  become 
tributaries  of  our  induftry. — Decree  that  fpecie  may  be  exported 
— take  but  one  precaution — let  the  exporter  come  under  an  en- 
gagement to  bring  back  into  France  the  value  in  articles  of  the 
iirll:  neceffity — the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  of  Finance,  and 
of  Commerce,  will  offer  to  you  the  means  of  preventing  all 
abufes  in  this  particular. 

You  will  ftill  have  to  anfwer  the  general  wiflies  of  every 
commercial  town,  and  of  every  friend  to  juftice  in  the  Repub- 
lic, by  repealing  the  decree  by  which  the  property  of  foreigners 
■was  fequeflered.  By  the  decree  you  chain  down  our  merchants 
at  tlie  moment  when  you  tell  them  to  a6l :  you  break  private 
contrails  at  the  moment  when  you  wifh  to  revive  commerce, 
which  can  only  have  private  contra61:s  for  its  bafis. 

It  is  now  time  to  tell  every  truth  ;  and  if  there  is  one  which 
is  more  certain  than  another,  it  is,  that  no  power  upon  earth  has 
a  right  to  enjoy  that  which  probity  revolts  at.  The  confcience 
of  the  honeft  man  is  a  fanctuary,  into  which  no  human  power 
has  accefs.  Woe  be  to  that  government,  which  dares  to  violate 
it — it  will  not  go  long  unpuni/hed,  it  will  find  its  tomb  amidfl 
the  ruins  of  their  firff  principles,  which  form  the  bafis  of  the 
focial  compa6t ! 

In  repealing  the  decrees  of  fequeftration,  you  will  fupprefs 
that  inquifition  which  intercepts  correfpondences,  and  thereby 
give  a  free  circulation  to  all  articles  of  exchange. 

You  will  re-eftablifli  your  credit,  and  reflore  plenty  to  the 
Republic,  by  forming  wife  relations  with  neutral  powers,  and 
by  fcrupuloully  adhering  to  that  good  faith  which  they  have  a 
right  to  expe6t  from  you.  There  is  one  people  above  all,  with 
whom  our  ties  cannot  be  drawn  too  clofe,  and  that  is  the  people 
of  America.  They  gave  us  a  great  example  ;  they  expedi  from 
us  a  fraternal  union  ;  yet,  with  regard  to  them,  we  have  fol- 
lowed the  example  of  the  perfidious  Engliih  in  their  oppreffion.' 
Let  us  haflen  to  decree  that  our  treaty  of  commerce  with  the- 
Americans  fhall  be  facredly  obferved,  and  that  all  civil  and  mi- 
litary officers  are  prohibited  from  infringing  it  in  any  point. 

But  if  it  be  urgent  to  renew  thefe  bonds  of  concord  with  the 
neutral  powers,  it  is  furely  no  lefs  fo  to  attach  all  individual 
interefls  to  that  of  the  Republic,  and  to  extend  the  conquefl  of 
the  revolution  within  ourfelves.  Far  be  it  from  us  to  propof& 
imprufdent  and  contradi£lory  laws,  which  might  give  a  retrogade 
motion  to  the  public  mind.  Patriotifm  and  prudence  forbid 
t^em  equally;  but  there  are  general  mcafurcs  which,  in  ftiutting 
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<mt  all  criminal  and  chimerical  hopes,  would  give  a  grent  ex- 
ample of  juftice,  and  would  propagate  the  law  of  the  Republic 
among  all  claiTes  of  its  citizens.  Such  would  be  that  of  liqui- 
dating promptly,  and  in  a  mafc,  the  whole  debts  of  the  emi- 
grants, as  you  have  done  thofe  of  the  clergy,  by  declaring 
■  their  creditor?  the  creditors  of  the  {late.  This  liquidation  is 
at  once  politic  and  moral.  The  intereft  and  the  gratitude  of 
800,000  perfons  will  add  flrength  to  that  hatred  which  ought 
ever  to  purfue  the  emigrants,  and  will  confirm,  without  return, 
the  fentence  of  perpetual  banilhment,  which  they  have  defervcd. 
This  meafure  muft  be -accompanied  by  another.  We  mull:  fettle 
with  the  relations  of  the  emigrants  for  that  portion  of  the  inhe- 
ritances which  belongs  to  the  nation.  Let  arbitrators  be  ap- 
pointed, fimple  forms  obferved,  and  early  periods  fixed  for  pay- 
ment ;  by  this  means  the  fequeftrations  will  be  taken  off,  and 
'the  families  reftored  to  their  liberty. 

As  the  nation  is  great  and  magnanimous  towards  its  debtors, 
fo  let  it  he  generous  and  indulgent  towards  its  creditors.  Let 
compenfations  be  admitted,  and  let  ^every  faculty  be  given  to  the 
,debtors  for  liberating  themfelves, 

Thefe  means  are  great,  but  their  .efficacy  will  defend  upon 
the  impulfe  which  you  will  give  to  the  public  mind,  and  the 
fecurity  which  you  will  a0brd  for  their  being  followed  out  with 
conftancy  and  effeft.  The  government  mulT  now  advance  with 
a  regular  and  fteady  pace.  Prefent  to  the  floating  ideas  of  men 
a  refting-place  where  they  may  fix  themfelves.  Hitherto  our 
government  ha$  been  a  prey  to  all  the  paffions,  which  have 
reigned  by  turns,  by  means  more  or  lefs  violent,  and  under 
forms  more  or  lefs  popular.  Let  us  not  be  afraid  of  avowing  it : 
it  is  to  this  perpetual  vacillation  that  we  have  to  impute  all  our 
misfortunes.  Scarcely  do  our  republican  annals  embrace  three 
years,  and  twenty  ages  feem  to  have  filled  their  courfe.  Revo- 
lutions have  fucceeded  revolutions;  men,  things,  events,  ideas, 
every  thing  has  changed,  every  thing  changes  ftill;  and  in  this 
perpetual  flux  and  reflux  of  contrary  movements,  it  is  in  vain 
that  the  government  expecfls  that  confidence  which  can  only 
arife  from  a  wife  and  fleady  fyftem  of  condud,  and  a  l}ri6t  ad- 
herence to  true  principles. 

Commerce  foon  difappeared  amidfl  this  conftant  fucceffion  of 
contrarieties,  in  a  country  where  indiyiduals,  being  unable  to 
calculate  upon  any  thing  as  fi^e'd,  faw  before  them  one  conti- 
nued profpeft  of  changes  fucceeding  each  other  without  end. 
Credit  is  a  tender  plant,  which  requires  a  foft  and  regular  tem- 
perature, and  which  will  not  grow  in  a  rugged  foil,  nor  flourifll 
in  a  boifterous climate. 

It  is  time  to  put  an  end  to  the  reign  of  uncertainty,  and  to 
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■which  ought  to  guide  our  condu^l.  When  the  government, 
advancing  with  a  firm  and  fteady  ftep,  will  have  ihewn  the  true 
end  to  which  it  points,  and  will  have  laid  down  the  fyftem  which 
it  means  to  purine  ;  when  the  National  Convention,  throwing 
afide  thofe  unhappy  dilTenfions  which  have  too  long  clogged  it 
in  its  progrefs,  will  occupy  itfelf  only  with  thehappincfs  of  the 
people;  when  it  y.\}l  not  ceafe  to  repel,  with  indignation,  all 
meafures  which  may  tend  to  infringe  thofe  principles  of  juftice 
and  good  faith  which  a£tuate  its  co^dudl,  then  all  alarms  will 
difappear,  and  it  will  not  be  in  vaiji  that  men  will  labour  for 
the  re-eftabli/hment  of  the  finances,  the  credit,  and  the 'com- 
merce of  the  Republic. 

The  following  decree  was  then  propofed  : 

I.  A  commiffion  fhall  be  appointed,  compofed  of  one  member 
of  each  committee,  which,  in  conjundlion  with  the  committee  of 
Finances,  fhall  draw  up  an  apcount  of  the  general  condition  of  the 
Bux  and  reflux  of  aflignats,  and  of  all  receipts  and  expenfes,  either 
in  metal,  in  aflignats,  or  other  articles  of  value,  operated  in  the 
rational  treafury,  fmce  its  firft  eflablifhment  to  the  ifl:  Nivofe ; 
and  which  account  fhall  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  This  ac- 
count muft  particularly  fpecify  the  condition  in  which  the  public 
treafure  was  on  the  2iflof  September,  1792,  and  on  the  4.6th 
Thermidor  laft. 

II.  The  committee  of  Finances  is  charged  to  prefent,  as  foon 
as  poflible,  to  the  Convention,  an  account  of  the  ordinary  expenfes 
of  the  government,  and  of  the  means  to  proyide  for  them. 

III."  The  comn:iittees  of  War,  and  of  Public  Safety,  fhall 
jointly  propofe  the  means  of  order  and  qeconomy  of  which  extra- 
ordinary expenfes  might  be  fufceptible. 

IV.  From  this  day,  the  merchants  and  manufaflurers  fhall  ]ay 
}n  their  provifions  imder  tj)e  advantage  of  the  liberty  of  trade.  Go- 
vernment will  confine  its  commercial  operations  merely  to  what 
concerrjs  the  providing  for  the  wants  of  the  army  and  navy.  Th^ 
raw  articles  of  every  defcription,  not  necelfary  for  the  army  or 
navy,  which  may  be  found  in  the  magazines  of  the  Republic,  or 
which  are  in  requifitjon  on  its  account,  fhall  immediately  be  put 
up  to  public  fate, 

V.  The  decrees  relative  to  the  fequeftration  of  the  property  be- 
longing to  fubjecls  of  the  powers  at  war  with  the  Republic,  fhall 
no  longer  be  executed.  The  fums delivered  up  by  French  citizens 
to  the  national  treafui?y,  in  confequence  of  thofe  decrees,  fhalj 
^11  be  jeturned  to  them. 

VI.  Citizens  pofleflfing  fpecie  are  permitted  to  export  it,  pro- 
vided they  import  an  equal  value  of  articles  of  the  firft  necellity. 
The  committees  of  Public  Safety,  Finances,  and  Commerce,  fliall 
jointly  t^iTe  the  neceftary  meafures  in  order  to  regulate  that  ex- 
portation. 
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Jiorlation,  point  but  the  objeds  to  be  imported,  and  pireverit  the 
abijfes  which  might  be  introduced  by  the  lenity  of  this  article. 

VII.  The  detree  of  navigation  remains  fufpended  until  the 
committees  of  the  Navy  aiid  Commerce  lliall  have  prefented  to 
the  Convention  a  plan  of  the  means  by  which  th6  execution  of  that 
decree  ipay,  be  rendered  more  certain  and  more  tifetul. 

VIII.  The  Convention  orders  all  the  agents"  of  the  Republic^ 
ail  the  commaiiders  of  the  armed  forces,  and  all  the  civil  and  mili- 
tary officetsj  to  enforce  the  refpe£l  for, ,  and  adherence  in  every 
point  t®,  all  the  articles  contained  ia  thfe  treaties  which  unite 
France  with  the  neutral  powers  of  the  old  Continent,  and  with 
the  United  States  of  America  :  no  attempt  Ihall  be  made  contrary 
to  the  fpirit  of  ihofe  .  treaties^  and  all  difpofitions  found  contrary 
to  them  lliall  be  annulled. 

IX.  All  the  treditdrs  of  the  emigrants^  and  of  other  individu- 
als, whofe  property  is  forfeited  by  means  of  lawful  confifcation, 
are  declared  to  be  looked  upon  as  dire6l  creditors  of  thfe  ftate  J 
from  which  are  excepted  the  creditors  of  tho'fe  who  have  been 
bankrupt,  or  notorioully  infolveht  at  the  time  of  their  being  con- 
demned td  a  confifcation  of  their  property. 

X.  In  order  fpeedily  to  put  in  a  ftate  of  cultivation  thfe  eftates  of 
the  emigrants,'  and  thofe  confifcated  from  Contidts,  the  fatoe  com- 
mittees fhall,  without  delays  prefent  to  the  Convention  a  plan  to 
fettle  with  the  parents  of  the  emigrants^  with  refpe£l  to  the  fhare 
in  the  inhefitance  which  belongs  to  the  Republic.  The  feqUeftra- 
tion  Upon  the  property  of  the  family  (hall  be  removed  immediately 
after,  and  they  themfelves  fhall  be  difcharged,  if  no  other  charge 
is  found  againfl  them; 

XI.  An  the  ntoveable  efFe£ls  of  emigrants,  belonging  to  the' 
Republic,  fhall  be  publicly  fold  without  delay.  The  committed! 
of  Finances  is  to  propofe  the  means  to  colled  thefe  effeds,  and, 
without  difficulty  or  great  expenfe,  to  Convey  them  to  the  place  of 
public  auftion;      ,,  , 

XIL  A  lifl  fhall  be  made  out  by  thfe  comraiflional  revenue,  of 
all  the  eftates  which  it  is  necelfary  to  fell  in!i,med lately  ;  as  alfo  of 
all  the  buildings  and  houfes  unlet,  which  overburden  the  expenfes 
of  the  Republic  by  the  neceffity  of  watching  and  repairing;  them. 

The  committee  is  alfo  charged  to  propofe  means  to  accelerate 
the  fale  of  the  lattery  and  to  difpofe  of  them  for  at  leaft  the  fum 
of  one  thoufand  millions  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  year. 

XIII.  The  comiirittee  ofiFinances  fhall,  within  a  fhort  tlm«; 
prefent  to  the  Convention  a  general  report  upon  the  laws  whichl 
point  out  cafes  by  which  individuals  forfeit  their  benefits  from  the 
public  fuftds,  in  order  that  the  Convention  might  repeal  thofe  ar-^ 
tides  which  flvall  be  found  too  rigorous. 

XIV.  The  commifTion  charged  to  examine  into  the  a<9nal  arga- 
hizat ion  of  gorernnaent,  fhaU  fpeedrly  m;^ke  a  lef  grt  fefpeding 
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meafures  to  infurc  its  activity,  and  to  give  to  it  all  the  necefTary 
ftrength  and  energy  ;  and  alfo  refpeding  meafures  of  ceconomy 
and  reform  which  may  be  neceflfary  to  be  taken  for  the  public  in- 
tereft,  and  the  pun£luality  of  the  fervice,  either  in  the  adminiftra- 
tive  eommiflions,  or  the  offices  depending  from  them. 

The  Convention  ordered  the  above  report  to  be  printed,  and  ad- 
journed the  difcullion  of  the  decree  for  three  days. 

fbt'  Imperfect  Manner  in  which  the  proceedings  of  the  French  Con- 
vention reach  this  Country,  prevents  the  Editor  f-om  dfccrtaining 
exaiily  %uhat  Parts  of  the  above  Decree  were  pajjcd^  and  what  re- 
je^ed ;  but  the  following  Extras  Jhcws  that  the  mofi  material^ 
Claufes  have  been  adopted. 

National  C©nventiON.     ilNlvofe  [January  i,  1795.) 

Cambon. — You  have  been  generous  even  towards  nations 
which  have  been  unjuft  to  you.  All  Europe  Ihould  be  acquainted 
with  the  law  which  you  pafled  for  removing  the  fequeftration 
from  the  effeils  of  foreigners.  I  think  that  the  fifth  article  which 
youxlecreed  the  other  day,  fhould  be  withdrawn  from  the  decree 
Avhich  we  are  now  to  drfcufs,  and  be  made  a  particular  law.  I 
think  alfo  that  it  fliould  be  preceded  by  a  declaration,  in  which  the 
unjuft  a£ls  of  the  foreign  powers  ftiould  be  Rated,  in  which  it 
fliould  be  folemnly  alferted  that  Ruflia  firft  commanded  the  feizure 
of  effe£ls  belonging  to  the  natives  of  France,  and  that  Spain  imi- 
tated the  example  of  Ruflia  ;  that  neverthelefs  France  is  eager  to 
be  generous,  and  to  return  to  principles  as  foon  as  ihe  commands 
to  vidory.  Finally,  I  move,  that  a  manifefto  be  drawn  up,  which 
Ihall  be  tranflated  into  all  languages. — Decreed. 

Johannot  read  the  fixth  article  for  the  re-eftablifhment  of  public 
credit,  and  the  encouragement  of  commerce. 

After  a  long  debate  it  was  decreed  in  the  following  terms : 

The  citizens  are  permitted  to  export  fpecie,  on  condition  of  im- 
porting the  value  of  fuch  fpecie  in  articles  oX  the  firft  neceflity. 
The  united  committees  of  Public  Safety,  Commerce,  and  Marine^ 
are  within  two  days  to  propofe  the  neceflary  meafures  for  regu- 
lating the  mode  of  thefe  exportations,  for  pointing  out  the  articles 
to  be  imported,  and  for  preventing  abufes  which  may  arifeon  the 
fubjea. 

The  feventh  article,  for  fufpending  the  aft  of  navigation^  untjl 
the  committees  fhall  prefent  a  meafure  calculated  to  give  more 
certain  execution  to  the  adl,  was  referred  to  tlie  committees. 

The  eighth  article  was  then  read.  The  Convention  orders  all 
the  agents  of  the  Republic,  all  the  commanders  of  the  armed 
forces,  and  all  the  civil  and  military  officers,  to  enforce  the  refpeft 
for,  and  adherence  in  everv  point  to,  all  the  articles  contained  in 
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the  treaties  which  unke  France  with  the  neutral  powers  of  the  old 
Continent^  and  with  the  United  States  of  America  :  no  attempt 
fhall  be  made  contrary  to  the  Ipirit  of  thofe  treaties^  and  all  dif- 
pofitions  found  contrary  to  them  ftiall  be  annulled* 

It  was  decreed  without  any  debate. 

After  fome  debate,  the  ninth  article  was  decreed. 

All  the  creditors  of  the  emigrants,  and  of  other  individuals, 
whole  property  is  forfeited  by  means  of  lawful  confifcation,  are 
declared  to  be  dire6t  creditors  of  the  States  ;  from  which  are  ex- 
cepted the  creditors  of  thofe  who  have  been  bankrupt,  or  notori- 
ouily  infolvent  at  the  time  of  their  being  condemned  toacdnfifca- 
tion  of  their  property. 

The  committee  of  Legiflature  and  Finance  are  immediately  to 
propofe  means  of  accelerating  this  liquidation,  and  to  ^tate  the.  na- 
ture of  the  titles  which  (liall  be  admitted.

Sire,  our  Brothfer  and  Lord^ 

WHEN  the  Aflembly,  which  owes  its  exigence  to  you,  and. 
-ivhich  has  ufed  it  only  for  the  deftruftion  of  your  powers 
believes  itfelf  to  be  upon  the  point  of  eonfummating  its  guilty  en- 
terprize  ;  when^  to  the  indignity  of  holding  you  a  captive  in  thfe 
center  of  your  capital,  they  add  the  perfidy  of  wifhing  yoii  to  de- 
grade your  throne  by  your  own  hand  ;  when  they  even  dare  to  pre- 
fent  to  you  the  option  of  fubfcribing  the  decrees  which  are  to  oC- 
cafion  the  unhappinefs  of  your  people,  orof  ceafing  to  be  King, 
we  haften  to  inform  your  Majefty,  that  the  powers,  whofe  a  Hilt- 
ance  we  have  claimed  for  you,  are  determined  to  employ  their 
forces,  and  that  the  Emperor^  and  the  King  of  Pruflia,  have  jiift 
contracted  a  mutual  engagement  to  do  fo.  The  fage  Leopoldy 
immediately  after  having  confirmed  the  tranquillity  of  his  own" 
ftates,  and  reflored  that  of  Europe,  figned  this  engagement  at  Pif- 
nitz,  on  the  27th  of  lafl  month,  conjointly  with  the  worthy  fuc- 
cefTor  of  the  Great  Frederick  :  they  have  given  the  original  into' 
gur  hands,  and,  for  the  purpofe  of  forwarding  it  to  you,  we  caufe 
it  to  be  printed  at  the  end  of  this  letter,  publication  being  at  pre- 
fentthe  onjy  means  of  communlcatiouj  of  which  your  cruel  op- 
prefTors  have  not  been  able  to  deprive  us* 
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The  other  courts  have  the  fame  difpofitlons  with  thofe  of  VfJ 
(cnna  and  Berlin.  The  Princes  and  Stntes  of  the  Empire  have  aU 
ready  protefted,  in  authentic  acls,  againft  the  injuries  done  to  their 
rights,  which  they  have  relplved  to  fupport  with  vigour.  You 
cannot  doybtj  Sire,  the  lively  intereO:  which  the  Bourbon  Kings 
take  in  your  fituation  ;  their  Catholic  and  Sicilian  Majefties  have 
given  unequivocal  teftin^.onies  of  it.  The  generous  fentimcnts  of 
the  King  of  Sardinia,  our  father-in-law,  cannot  be  uncertain. 
You  may  rely  alfo  upon  thofe  of  the  Svvifs,  the  good  and  ancient 
friends  of  France.  Even  in  the  bofom  of  the  North,  a  magnani- 
mous King  is  ready  to  contribute  to.  the  re-eftablifhment  of  your 
authority  ;  and  the  immortal  Catherine,  to  whom  glory  of  no  fort 
is  a  ftranger^  will  not  mifs  that  of  defending  the  caufe  of  all  fo- 
vereigns. 

It  is  not  to  be  feared,  that  the  Britlfh  nation,  too  generous  to 
pppofe  that  which  isjuft,  and  too  enlightened  not  to  defire  that 
which  interefts  its  own  tranquillity,  will  be  inimical  tq  the  views 
of  this  noble  and  irrefiliible  confederation. 

Thus,  in  your  misfortunes,  Sire,  you  have  the  confolation  lo  ft-e 
all  the  powers  confpire  to  end  them,  and  your  firmnefs  in  the  pre- 
ferit  critical  moment  will  have  the  fupport  of  all  Europe. 

Thofe  who  knowth^t  they  can  only  fhake  your  refolutions  by 
touching  your  fenfibility,  will,  no  doiibt,  reprefent  the  aid  of  fo- 
reign powers  as  deftrucliye  to  your  fubjedts  ;  that,  which  is  only 
.meant  in  an  auxiliary  view,  they  will  invert  with  purpofts  of  hof- 
tility,  and  defcribe  your  kingdom  to  you  as  overflowed  with  blood, 
diftraded  in  all  quarters,  and  menaced  with  dlfmemberment.  It 
is  thus,  that,  after  having  always  employed  the  moft  falfe  alarm*  to 
caufe  real  evils,  they  will  ufe  the  farric  means  to  perpetuate  them. 
It  is  thus  that  they  hope  to  continue  the  wounds  of  their  odious 
tyranny,  by  making  it  to  be  believed,  that  whatever  oppofes  it 
would  lead  to  a  harder  ftate  of  flavery. 

But,  Sire,  the  intentions  of  the  powers,  who  will  give  you  their 
affiftance,  are  as  dired,  as  pure  as  the  zeal  which  has  induced  us 
^o  folicjt  ii  :  they  have  nothing  dreadful  either  for  the  ftate.  or  for 
your  people.  It  is  not  to  attack  them  \  it  is  to  render  them  the 
moft  fignal  of  all  fervices,  that  they  would  fnatch  them  from  the 
defpotifm  of  demagogues  and  the  calamities  of  anarchy  You  are 
willing  to  confirm  more  than  even  the  liberty  of  your  fubjedls, 
Vi^hen  the  feditious  have  feized  upon  your's  ;  what  we  may  do  to 
reftore  it  to  you,  with  the  meafyre  of  authority  which  lawfully 
belongs  to  you,  cannot  be  fufpeded  of  any  oppreffive  wi(h.  On 
the  contrary,  to  reprefs  licentioufnefs  is  to  revenge  liberty  ;  to  re- 
eftablilh  the  public  force,  without  which  no  nation  can  be  free,  is 
to  free  the  nation.  Thefe  principles.  Sire,  are  your's  ;  the  fame 
fpirit  of  moderation  and  benevolenccj  which  charafterizes  your 
adlions,  will  be  always  the  rule  of  our  condu6l,  it  is  the  foul  of 
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all  our  nieafures  at  foreign  courts ;  and,  as  the  depofitaries  of 
thofe  politive  teftimonies  of  views  equally  generous  and  equita* 
ble,  \ve  ,can  guarantee,  that  they  have  no  other  defirc  than  that 
cf  putting  you  in  poiTeffion  of  the  government  of  your  flateSj 
that  your  people  may  enjoy  ja  peace  the  ble;l]ings  vyhich  you 
have  defined  them. 

If  rebels  oppofe  to  this  defire  a  conceited  and  blind  refiftance, 
which  may  force  foreign  armies  to  enter  your  kingdom,  they 
only  wili  have  brought  them  there  ;  to  them  alone  let  the 
guilty  blood  be  imputed,  which  it  may  be  necelTary  t®  ilied  j 
the  war  will  be  their  work,  the  end  of  the  confederated  powers 
is  only  to  fupport  the  found  part  of  the  nation  againft  the 
delirious  ^  and  to  extinguifh  in  the  bofora  of  the  kingdom  that 
volcano  of  fanaticifm>  the  propagated  eruptions  of  which  menace 
all  empires. 

Befides,  Sirci  there  is  no  reafon  to  believe  that  the  French, 
whatever  pains  may  be  taken  to  inflame  their  natural  bravery, 
jby  exalting  and  elecirifying  their  heads  v/ith  nptions  of  patrio- 
tifm  and  liberty,  will  long  facrifice  their  repofe,  their  efFe6t§» 
and  their  blood,  to  fupport  the  extravagant  innovation  which 
has  only  made  them  unhappy.  Intoxication  has  but  a  time  ; 
the  fuccefs  of  a  crime  has  its  bounds;  and  men  are  loon  weary 
pf  excefs,  when  they  are  themfelves  the  vidlimsof  it.  Prefently 
they  will  inquire,  why  they  (houid  fight  ?  and  they  will  find 
that  it  IS  to  ferve  the  ambition  of  a  fa6tious  troop,  whom  they 
defpiie,  againft  a  King,  who  has  always  fliewn  himfelf  jull;  and 
humane  :  V/hy  they  fhould  be  ruined  ?  and  they  will  find  that 
it  is  to  gratify  the  avarice  of  thofe  who  pofieired  themfelves  of 
all  the  riches  of  the  Hate,  making  the  mofi  detei-table  ufe  of 
them,  and,  being  charged  to  reftore  the  public  finances,  have 
precipitated  them  into  the  moft  dreadful  abyfs  :  Why  they  Oiould 
violate  the  moft  facred  duties?  and  they  wilj  perceive,  that  it 
js  to  become  poorer,  naore  vyretched,  more  hara.i|ecl,  more  taxed 
than  they  have  ever  been.  Why  they  fhould  overturn  the  an« 
cient  government  ?  and  they  will  perceive,  th^t  it  is  in  the 
vain  hope  of  introducing  a  fyftem,  which,  if  it  was  pra6licable, 
would  be  a  thoufand  times  more  pregnant  with  abufe;  but  of 
which  the  execution  is  abfolutely  impo.ffible.  Why  they  fhould 
perfecute  the  minifiers  of  God  ?  and  they  will  perceive,  that  it 
}S  to  favour  the  defigns  of  a  proud  feil,  which  has  refolved  tq 
defi;roy  all  religion,  and  confequently  to  give  a  loofe  to  all 
crimes. 

Even  already  all  thefe  truths  are  becom.e  perceptible ;  already 
the  veilof  impofture  is  torn  in  all  parts,  and  the  murmurs  againft 
an  affembly  which  has  ufurped  ail  powers,  and  aboliflied  ail 
rights,  are  heard  from  one  extremity  of  the  kingdom  to  th*^ 
other. 
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Judge  not,  Sire,  of  the  difpofition  of  the  greater  number  by 
tlie  movements  of  the  turbulent ;  judge  not  of  the  public  fenti- 
ments  from  the  iha6lion  of  its  fidelity,  and  its  apparent  indiffe- 
rence, when  you  were  flopped  at  Varennes,  and  a  troop  of 
fatellites  re-condu£led  you  to  Paris;  furp rife  froze  all  minds, 
and  produced  a  deadly  filence.  What  they  conceal  from  you, 
what  fufficiently  denotes  the  change  which  is  daily  increafing  of 
the  public  opinion,  are  the  marks  of  difcontent  which  appear  in 
all  the  provinces,  and  which  wait  only  for  fupport  to  break  out 
more  clearly :  it  is  the  demand  which  many  departments  have 
made,  that  the  alTembly  fliould  give  an  account  of  the  enormous 
fums  wafted  during  their  adminillration  ;  it  is  the  terror  which 
the  chiefs  difcover,  and  their  reiterated  attempts  to  enter  into 
an  accommodation  ;  it  is  the  diftrefs  of  commerce,  and  the  re- 
cent explofion  of  defpair  in  our  colonies  ;  the  abfolute  penury 
of  fpecie  ;  the  refufal  of  tlie  taxable  to  pay  taxes  ;  the  expe6ta- 
tion  of  an  approaching  bankruptcy  ;  the  defedlion  of  the  troops, 
who,  the  vi6iims  of  all  forts  of  fedu(Slions,  begin  to  refent  them; 
and  the  increafing  progrefs  of  emigration.  It  is  impofiible  to 
mifinterpret  fuch  fignals  ;  and  their  notoriety  is  fo  great,  that 
the  audacity  even  of  the  feducers  of  tlie  people  cannot  conteft 
their  truth. 

Give  no  credit,  Sire,  to  the  exaggerations  of  danger  by  which 
they  endeavour  to  alarm  you.  They  know  that  regarding  but 
little  the  danger  which  threatens  only  your  own  perfon,  you  are 
tremblingly  alive  to  thofe  that  might  fall  on  your  people,  or 
ftrike  the  objeds  dear  to  your  heart;  for  thefe  obje6ls  it  is  that 
they  hav^  the  barbarity  to  keep  you  conftantly  in  fear,  while 
they  have  the  effrontery  to  boaft  of  your  liberty.  But  they  have 
abufed  this  artifice  too  long,  and  the  moment  is  now  come  for 
turning  againft  the  fa6lious  fplrits  who  infult  you,  the  weapon 
of  terror,  which  has  hitherto  conflituted  all  their  force. 

Great  crimes  are  not  to  be  apprehended  when  no  intereft  can 
be  promoted  by  committing  them  :  and  when,  if  committed, 
there  is  no  means  of  avoiding  a  terrible  punifliment.  All  Paris 
knows,  all  Paris  ought  to  know,  that  if  a  fanatical  or  fuborned 
wickednefs  fhould  dare  to  attempt  your  life,  or  that  of  the 
Queen,  powerful  armies,  chafing  before  them  a  militia,  feeble 
from  want  of  dlfcipline,  and  difcouraged  by  remorfe,  would  in- 
flantly  fall  on  the  impious  city,  which  had  drawn  down  on  it- 
felf  the  vengeance  of  heaven,  and  the  indignation  of  the  uni- 
verfe.  None  of  the  guilty  could  then  efcape  from  the  mofl 
rigorous  punifiiment — none  of  them>  will  expofe  themfelves  to 
fuch  punifliments. 

But  if  the  blindeft  fury  fliould   arm  a  parricide  hand,  you 

would  fee,  Sire,  be  afTured  of  it,   millions  of  faithful  citizens 

throw  themfelves  round  the  roval  family,  cover  vou,  if  nccef- 
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fafy,  with  their  bodies,  and  flied  the  laft  drop  of  their  blood  td 
preferve  your's.  Ah  !  why  will  you  hefitate  to  confide  in  the 
afFe<£tion  of  a  people,  whofe  happinefs  you  have  not  ceafed  for  a 
moment  to  defire  ? 

Frenchmen  eafily  fuffer  themfelves  to  be  mifled ;  but  with 
equal  facility  tliey  return  to  the  path  of  duty.  Their  manners 
are  naturally  too  gentle  for  their  adions  to  be  long  ferocious; 
and  their  love  for  their  kings  is  too  deeply  rooted  in  their  hearts 
for  a  fatal  illufion  to  eradicate  it  entirely. 

Who  can  be  more  powerfully  induced  than  W'e  to  entertnin 
alarms  for  the  htuation  of  a  brother  tenderly  beloved  ?  But  by 
the  accounts  even  of  your  mod  daring  opprelTors,  the  refufal  of 
the  Gonftitutional  refumption,  which  we  underftand  to  have 
been  prefented  to  you  by  the  AiTembly  of  the  3d  of  this  month, 
will  not  expofe  you  to  the  danger  of  being  deprived  of  the 
royalty. 

But  of  this  there  is  no  danger.  Of  what  confequence  is  it 
that  you  ceafe  to  be  king,  in  the  -^yes  of  the  fa6lious,  when  you. 
will  be  fo  more  folidly  and  more  glorioufly  than  ever  in  the 
evts  of  all  Europe,  and  in  the  hearts  of  all  your  faithful  fub- 
jedls  ?  Of  what  confequence  is  it^  that  by  a  foolifh  enterprizc, 
thev  prefume  to  declare  you  deprived  of  the  throne  of  your  an- 
ceftors,  whilfb  the  combined  forces  of  all  the  powers  are  prepared 
to  fupport  you  on  it,  and  punifh  thofe  evil  ufurpers  who  have^ 
fuUied  its  lulfre  ? 

The  danger  would  be  much  greater,  if  in  appearing  to  Gon- 
fent  to  the  diflblution  of  the  m^onarchy,  you  fliould  appear  to 
diminifli  your  perfonal  right  to  the  affiftance  of  all  the  monarchs; 
and  if  you  feemed  to  withdraw  yourfelf  from  the  caufe  of  fove- 
reigns,  by  confecrating  a  dodrine  which  they  are  obliged  to 
profcribe.  The  danger  would  augment  in  proportion  as  you 
ftiould  fhew  want  of  confidence  in  the  means  of  prote6ling  you  5 
it  would  augment  in  proportion  as  the  impreffion  of  that  augud 
character,  which  makes  guilt  fliudder  at  the  feet  of  royal  ma- 
jefty  when  worthily  fupported,  would  lofe  its  force  ;  it  would 
augment  as  the  appearance  of  abandoning  the  interefts  of  lell- 
gion  might  excite  the  moil  dreadful  ferment.  In  fine,  it  would 
augment,  if  contenting  yourfelf  with  the  empty  title  of  king,, 
w^ithout  power,  you  fliould  appear  in  the  opinion  of  the  uni- 
verfe  to  abdicate  the  crown,  the  prefervation  of  which  every 
one  knows  is  indifpenfably  connected  with  thofe  unalienable 
rights  which  are  elTentially  inherent  in  it. 

The  moll  facred  of  duties.  Sire,  as  well  as  the  mofl  ardent 
attachment,  induce  iis  to  lay  before  your  eyes  all  the  dangeroTis 
confequences  of  the  fmallcft  appearance  of  weaknefs,  at  the  fame 
time  that  we  prefent  that  mafs  of  overbearing  force  which  ought 
to  be  the  fafeguard  of  vour  firmnefs. 

We 
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We  ought  ftill  to  announce  to  you,  and  we  even  fwear  at 
Vour  feet,  that  if  motives  which  it  is  impoffible  for  us  to  per- 
ceive, but  which  can  originate  only  from  the  excefs  of  that 
violence  and  conftraint  which  is  only  more  cruel  by  being  dii- 
guifed,  fhouid  compel  your  hand  to  fubfcribe  an  acceptance 
which  your  heart  reje6ls,  which  your  own  intereft  and  that  of 
your  people  condemn,  'and  which  your  duty  as  king  exprefsly 
prohibits  ;  we  will  proteft  in  the  face  of  the  whole  Avorld,  and 
in  the  mofl  folemn  manner,  againft  this  illufive  aft,  and  all 
;hat  may  follow  from  it;  we  will  ftiew  that  it  is  null  of  itfelf, 
pull  by  defedl  of  liberty,  null  from  the  radical  vice  of  all  the 
operations  of  the  ufurping  aflembly,  which  not  being  an  affem- 
bly  of  the  ftates  general,  is  nothing.  We  are  fupport"ed  by  the 
rights  of  the  whole  nation,  in  rejefling  decrees  diametrically 
oppofite  to  their  wiflies,  exprefled  by  the  unanimous  tenour  of 
inllrudions  to  their  reprefentatives ;  and  we  difavow,  on  behalf 
pf  the  nation,  thofe  treacherous  mandatories,  who,  in  violating 
their  orders,  and  departing  from  the  miffion  entrufted  to  them, 
have  ceafed  to  be  its  reprefentatives.  We  will  maintain  what  is 
evident,  that  having  aded  contrary  to  their  title,  they  have 
»6led  without  power;  and  what  they  could  not  legally  do, 
cannot  be  validly  accepted. 

Our  proteft,  figned  in  conjunftion  with  us  by  all  the  princes 
of  your  blood  who  are  connected  with  us,  fliould  be  common  to 
all  the  houfe  of  Bourbon,  whofe  eventual  claims  to  the  throne 
wnpofe  on  them  the  duty  of  defending  the  auguft  depofit.  We 
will  protell;  for  you,  Sire,  in  protefting  for  your  people,  for  re* 
ligion,  for  the  fundamental  maxims  of  monarchy,  and  for  all 
the  orders  of  the  itate. 

We  will  proteft  for  you,  and  in  your  name,  againft  what 
can  only  bear  its  falfe  impreflion.  Your  voice  being  ftifled  by 
oppreffion,  we  fhall  be  its  neceifary  organs;  and  we  exprels 
your  real  fentiments,  as  they  exift  in  the  oath  of  your  acceflion 
to  the  throne,  as  they  have  appeared  in  the  adtions  of  your 
whole  life,  as  they  have  been  difplaycd  in  tlie  declaration 
which  you  made  at  the  firft  moment  that  voii  believed  yourfelf 
free.  You  neither  can  nor  ought  to  have  any  other,  and  your 
will  exifts  only  in  thofe  afts  where  it  breathes  freely. 

We  will  proteft  for  your  people,  who,  in  their  delirium, 
cannot  perceive  how  deftrudiive  tliis  phantom  of  a  new  conftitu-. 
tion,  which  is  made  to  dazzle  their  eyes,  and  before  which  they 
are  vainly  made  to  fwear,  muft  become  to  them.  When  thefe 
people,  neither  knowing  their  lawful  chief,  nor  their  deareft 
interefts,  fufter  themfelvcs  to  be  mifguided  to  their  dcftru6tton; 
when  blinded  by  deceitful  promift^s,  they  fee  not  thofe  who  ex- 
cite them  to  deftroy  the  pledges  of  their  own  fecurity,  the  fup- 
porters  of  their  repofe,  the  principles  of  their  fubftilence,  and 
K.  k  2  a.ll 
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all  the"  ties  of  their  civil  aflbciation,  it  becomes  neceflary  to 
claim  for  them  re-eftablifliment  of  all  thefe,  it  becomes  necef. 
fary  to  fave  them  from  their  own  frenzy. 

We  will  proteft  for  the  religion  of  our  fathers,  which  is  at- 
tacked in  its  dogmas  and  worfliip,  as  well  as  its  minifters ;  and 
in  order  to  fupply  your  want  of  power  at  prefent  to  diiciiarge, 
in  your  own  perfon,  your  duties  as  eldeft  fon  of  the  church,  we 
will  afTume  in  your  name  the  defence  of  its  rights;  we  will 
oppofe  thofe  invahons  of  its  property,  which  tend  to  degrade 
it ;  we  will  rife  with  indignation  againfl  a61:s  wliich  menace 
the  kingdom  with  all  the  liorrors  of  fchifm  ;  and  we  loudly  pro- 
fefs  our  unalterable  attachment  to  the  ecclefiaftical  rules  admit- 
ted in  the  ftate,  whofe  obfervance  you  have  fworn  to  maintain. 

We  will  proteft  for  the  fundamental  maxims  of  the  monarchy, 
from  which.  Sire,  you  are  not  permitted  to  depart;  which  the 
nation  itfelf  has  declared  inviolable ;  and  which  would  be  totally 
reverted  by  the  decrees  prefented  to  you ;  efpecially  by  thofe, 
Avhich,  in  excluding  the  king  from  all  exercife  of  the  legiflative 
power,  abolilh  royalty  itfelf;  by  thofe  which  dell:roy  all  its 
fupports,  by  fupprefling  all  the  intermediate  ranks;  by  thofe, 
•which,  in  levelling  all  flates,  annihilate  even  the  principle  of  obe- 
dience ;  by  thofe  which  deprive  monarchy  of  the  jun6lions  moft 
efTential  to  the  monarcliical  government,  or  which  render  it 
fubordinate  on  thofe  which  remain  ;  by  thofe,  in  fine,  which 
have  armed  the  people,  which  have  annulled  the  public  force, 
and  which,  in  confounding  all  powers,  have  introduced  into 
France  popular  tyranny. 

We  will  proteit  for  all  the  orders  of  the  ftate,  becaufe,  indepen- 
dently of  the  intolerable  and  impoffible  fuppreflion  pronounced 
againlT:  the  two  firft  orders,  all  have  been  injured,  haraffed,  de- 
fpoiled;  andw^e  have  all  at  once  to  reclaim  the  rights  of  the  clergy, 
■who  have  difplayed  a  firm  and  generous  refiftance  only  for  the 
intercfts  of  heaven,  and.  the  functions  of  the  holy  miniftry  ;  the 
rights  of  the  noblefle,  who,  more  fenfible  of  the  outrages  com- 
mitted on  the  throne,  of  which  they  are  the  fupport,  than  of  the 
profecution  which  they  experience,  iacrifice  every  thing  to  difplay 
liy  an  illuftrious  zeal,  that  no  obftacle  can  prevent  a  French  gen- 
ijeman  froai  remaining  faithful  to  his  king,  his  country,  his  ho- 
r.our;  the  rights  of  the  magiftracy,  who  regret  much  more  than 
the  privation  of  their  ftates,  to  lee  tlieinfelves  reduced  to  lament 
m  filencethe  abfence  of  juftice,  tlie  impunity  of  crimes,  and  the 
violation  of  laws,  of  which  they  are  eflcntially  depofitaries  ;  in 
line,  the  rights  of  all  poircITors,  fince  in  France  there  is  no  pro- 
perty which  has  been  relpeded,  no  honefl:  citizens  who  have 
not   fuffered. 

How  can  you.  Sire,  give  a  fincere  and  valid  approbation  to 
the  pretended  conlVitution,  which  has  produced  fo  many  evils? 
5  Depofitary 
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Depofitary  and  pofieflbr  for  life  of  the  throne  which  you  hav^ 
inherited  from  your  anceftors,  you  can  neither  alienate  its  pri- 
anordial  rights^  nor  deftroy  the  conftitutive  halls  onAvhich  it  is 
founded. 

Born  defender  of  the  religion  of  your  ftates,  you  can  peither 
confent  to  what  tends  to  its  ruin,  nor  abandon  its  minifters  to 
difgrace. 

Owing  to  your  fubjeds  the  difcharge  of  juflice,  you  cannot 
renounce  the  funftion  effentially  royal,  to  caufe  it  to  be  con- 
du6led  by  tribunals,  legally  conllituted,  and  yourfelf  to  fuper* 
intend  the  adminiftration. 

Protedor  of  the  rights  of  all  the  orders,  and  of  the  poffef-r 
fions  of  all  individuals,  you  cannot  allow  them  to  be  violated 
and  annihilated  by  the  mofl  arbitrary  opprefiions. 

In  fine,  father  of  your  people,  you  cannot  abandon  them  tQi 
diforder  and  anarchy. 

Jf  the  quiet  which  encompafles  you,  and  the  violence  which 
binds  your  hands,  do  not  permit  you  to  fulfil  thefe  facred  duties, 
they  are  not  lefs  imprelTed  on  your  heart  in  chara6iers  that  can- 
not be  effaced ;  and  we  will  accomplifti  your  real  will,  in  fup- 
plying,  as  much  as  poffible,  the  impofilbility  in  which  you  now 
are  of  exercifing  it  ^  fhould  you  even  prohibit  us,  and  ihould 
you  even  be  compelled  to  call  yourfelf  free  in  prohibiting  us, 
thefe  prohibitions,  evidently  contrary  to  your  fentiments,  as 
they  would  be  to  the  firfi:  of  your  duties;  thefe  prohibitions, 
ilTued  from  the  bofom  of  your  captivity,  which  will  not  in  reality 
ceafe,  till  your  people  have  returned  to  their  duty,  and  your 
troops  to  their  obedience ;  thefe  prohibitions,  which  can  have 
no  more  value  than  all  that  you  have  done  before  your  depar^- 
ture,  and  which  afterwards  you  difavowed;  thefe  prohibitions, 
in  fine,  which  would  partake  of  the  fame  nullity  with  the  a(5t; 
of  approbation,  againft  which  we  ihall  be  obliged  to  proteil:, 
cannot  certainly  induce  us  to  betray  our  duty  to  facrifice  your 
interefts,  and  prove  wanting  in  what  France  has  a  right  to  ex^ 
pe£l  from  us  in  fuch  circumflances.  We  fhall  obey.  Sire,  vour. 
real  command,  in  refifling  extorted  proliibitions,  and  v/e  fliali 
be  fecure  of  your  approbation  in  following  the  laws  of  honour. 
Our  perfect  fubmiffion  is  too  well  known  to  you  ever  to  appear 
doubtful.  May  we  foon  arrive  at  that  happy  moment,  when 
re-ellablilhed  in  full  liberty,  you  fhall  fee  us  fly  into  your  arm.s, 
there  to  renew  the  homage  of  your' obedience,  and  let  the  exam- 
ple to  all  your  fubjedls  !

Extract  of  the  Registers  of  the  Provisionary  Execu* 
JIVE  Council,  of  the  i6th  November,  i792« 

THE  executive  council,  deliberating  on  the  condu6l  »f  th© 
French  armies  in  the  countries  which  they  occupy,  efpe* 
cially  in  Belgia,  one  of  its  members  obferved, 

lit.  That  the  chains  and  trammels  which,  till  now,  navi- 
gation and  commerce  have  fufrered,  as  well  upon  the  Scheldt  as 
iipon  the  IVlaefe,  are  diredly  contrary  to  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  natural  law,  which  the  French  have  fvvorn  to  maintain. 

sdly,  That  the  courfe  of  rivers  is  the  common  and  unalien^ 
able  property  of  all  thecountries watered  by  their  banks;  that  a 
station  caanot,  without  injuflice,  pretend  to  the  right  of  occu^ 
pying  the  channel  of  a  river,  and  to  prevent  the  neighboi>ring 
nations,  who  inhabit  the  upper  banks,  from  enjoying  the  fame 
advantage  ;  that  fuch  a  right  is  a  remnant  of  feudal  fervitude,  op 
atleaft  an  odious  monopoly,  which  could  only  he  eftablifhed  by 
force,  andconfented  to  by  weaknefs;  that  confequently  it  is  re-^ 
vocable  every  moment,  and  in  fpite  of  all  conventions,  bec^ufe 
nature  knows  as  little  of  privileged  people  as  of  privileged  indi-.. 
viduals,  and  the  rights  of  man  are  always  impvefcriptible. 

3dly,  That  the  glory  of  the  French  Republic  requires.,  that 
-wherever  the  protection  of  her  arms  extends,  liberty  ihould  h^ 
elrablifhed,  and  tyranny  overthrown. 

4thly,  That  when  to  the  advantages  procured  to  the  Belgian* 
people  by  the  French  arms,  ihali  be  joined  the  free  navigation 
of  rivers,  and  the  freedom  of  the  commerce  of  thefe  provinces, 
mot  only  the  people  will  have  no  farther  ground  of  their  own 
Independence,  or  to  doubt  of  the  dilintereltednefs  which  dire<5ls 
tho.  Republic,  but  even  the  nations  of  Europe  cannot  then  re-» 
fufe  to  acknowledge  that  the  deflrucVion  of  all  tyrannies,  and 
the  triumphs  of  the  rights  of  man,  are  the  fole  ambition  of  the. 
Frcncli  people. 

The  council,  firuck  with  thefe  powerful  confiderations,  de- 
crees, that  t'oe  geneiul  in  chief  commanding  the  French  armies 
.;n  the  exir-'ditiori  of  Belgia  ikall  be  enjoined  to  take  the  moft 
prcciie  mt.afures,  and  to  emplav  every  method  which  is  in  his 
j)0\vfr  to  enfurc  the  liberty  of  navigation  and  tranfport  in  the 
whole  courfe  of  the  Scheldt  and  the  Maefe. 

'The  reading  of  tkl:  }  cfchitlon  v,xu  inlerriipted  by.  mtmerous  plaudits^ 
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t^nthe%)th  of  Nsvemierf  ^792,  the  "N atloiuxl  Cmvcntimf>f  Beanti 
decreed : 

The  National  Convention  declares,  in  the  name  of  the  French 
people,  the  union  of  what  was  formerly  called  Savoy  with  the 
French  Republic. 

Savoy  iliall  form  an  eighty-fourth  department,  under  the 
name  of  the  department  of  Mont  Blanc. 

The  primary  and  ele<3:orial  affemblies  of  this  department  {hail 
be  immediately  formed,  for  the  appointment  of  deputies  to  the 
National  Convention. 

This  department  fhall  have  provifionally  a  reprefentation  of 
ten  deputies. 

Four  commiffioners  of  the  National  Convention  fliall  be  fent 
to  proceed  to  the  provifional  divifion  and  to  the  organization  of 
t)f  this  department  into  diftri<51s  and  cantons. 

From  the  firft  of  January  next,  -the  duties  of  the  French 
Kepublic  (liall  be  levied  upon  the  extreme  frontier  of  Savoy, 

The  miniiier  of  the  public  contributions  is  charged  to  point 
out  the  places  proper  f®r  the  eftabliihment  of  the  new  offices. 


On  the  i^th  of  November^  ^792j  ^^^  National  Convention  of  France 
pu[jed  the  following  Decree,  and  ordered  it  to  he  tranjlated  into  ail 
Languages  and  printed, 

THE  National  Convention  declare,  m  the  name  of  the 
French  nation,  that  they  will  grant  fraternity  and  affiftance  to 
all  thofe  people  who  wifla  to  procure  liberty,  and  they  charge 
the  executive  power  to  fend  orders  to  the  generals  to  give  affiil- 
ance  to  fuch  people,  and  to  defend  citizens  who  have  fuffered. 


On  the  i^tb  of  December^  1792}  Camhonfaldtothe  "National  Conven- 
tion of  France^  In  thename  of  the  Military  and  Diplomatic  Committees^ 
that  the  progrefs  of  Liberty  floould  no  longer  be  checked.  *'  Tott 
mufif'  added  he,  freely  declare  our  revolutionary  Power  in  every 
Country  which  we  enter.  I'ou  mufl  overturn  eftabllfhed  Conjiltu* 
tlons,  and  convoke  Primary  Ajfemblles.  Thls^  Infead  of  infring- 
ing on  the  Sovereignty  of  Nations,  Is  efiablifhing  It.  /  nozv  pre-. 
jent  a  Decree  for  that  purpofe." 

-»  I.  THE  generals  in  all  thofe  countries,  which  are  or  maybe 
occupied  by  our  armies,  fhall  immediately  proclaim,  in  the  name 
ef  the  Republic,  the  abolition  of  the  ancient  contributions, 
nobility,  taxes,  feudal  rights,  real  and  perfonal  fervitude,  the 
exclufive  right  of  hunting  and  fifliiiig,  and  all  privileges.— 
'I'hey  fhall  declare  to  the  people,  that  they  bring  them  peace, 
liberty,  and  fraternity, 

2.  They 
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t.  They  fliall  declare,  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  conflltuted 
authorities  are  lupprefTed ;  they  lliaJl  proclaim  the  fovereignty 
of  the  people;  they  ihall  convoke  the  primary  aiTemblies  to 
e\e€t  judges  and  proviHonal  adminiftrators>  and  fhall  poll  up  the 
proclamation  annexed  to  this  decree. 

3.  No  one  can  be  admitted  into  the  primary  alfembly,  nor  be 
eledled  a  judge  or  adminiftrator,  if  he  has  not  taken  an  oath  to  be 
faithful  to  liberty  and  equality  ;  and  if  he  has  not  renounced  all 
the  privileges  which  he  enjoyed.  The  members  of  the  exifting 
adminiftrations  and  judicial  powers  cannot  be  nominated  in  the 
fitft  eledlion. 

4.  The  generals  fliall  put  under  the  fafeguard  of  the  Repub- 
lic, all  the  landed  and  moveable  property  of  the  public  treafury 
of  the  princes,  tlieir  adherents  and  abettors,  and  the  eftates  of 
all  law  and  religious  communities, 

5.  The  provifory  adminiftration  fliall  be  charged  with  the 
objeds  put  under  the  fafeguard  of  the  French  Republic;  they 
iliall  have  power  to  raife  taxes,  fo  they  do  not  bear  heavy  oil 
the  working  clafs  of  the  people. 

6.  The  National  Convention  fliall  appoint  commiflioners 
chofen  from  their  own  body  to  go  and  fraternize  with  the  people, 

7.  The  executive  council  fliall  alfo  appoint  commifTioners  for 
the  fame  end,  and  to  regulate  the  fum  due  to  the  Republic  for 
the  expenfes  it  may  have  incurred. 

8.  They  fhall  give  an  account  of  their  proceedings  every  fif- 
teen days. 

9.  Ihe  provifory  adminiftration  appointed  by  the  people 
fliall  ceafe,  when  the  latter  fliall  have  chofen  a  free  and  popular 
government. 

10.  The  French  Republic  fhall  keep  an  account  of  the  ex- 
penfes it  has  been  at,  and  fliall  make  arrangements  for  the  pay- 
ment  of  thefe  expenfes. 

11.  The  French  nation  declares,  that  it  will  conflder  as  ene- 
mies thofe  people,  who,  refufing  liberty,  fliall  enter  into  accom- 
modation or  negociation  with  their  tyrants. 

12.  The  French  nation  Avears  never  to  lay  down  its  arms 
until  the  countries  into  which  they  have  entered  fliall  be  free, 
and  their  liberty  fecurcd. 

The  proclamation  referred  to  above  was  then  read.  It  was  in 
fubftance  the  fame  as  the  above  decree,  and  was  ordered  to  be  fent 
to  the  generals  by  extraordinary  couriers. 

On  the  24.th  of  December  1792,   Barailon  fa'id  in  the  National  Con- 
vention of  France, 

WE  do  not  mean  to  carry  war  to  the  diflance  of  a  thoufand 
leagues  from   us,  to  grant  fraternity  and  affiflance  to  people 

with 
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v?ith  whom  we  are  not  even  acquainted.  This  decree  has  al- 
ready procured  us  many  enemies,  and  will  ftill  increafe  their 
number.  The  Englifli  miniftry  have  already  teftified  their  dif- 
p'leafure  on  this  account  to  our  miniftry,  who  have  been  obliged 
to  interpret  it  in  a  reafonable  manner.  I  move,  therefore,  that, 
in  the  decree  of  November  19,  after  thefe  words,  "  the  Na- 
•  tional  Convention  declares,  in  name  of  the  French  nation,  that 
it  will  grant  fraternity  and  affiftance  to  all  people,  may  be  added., 
againffc  all  tyrants  with  whom  they  may  be  at  war.". 

The  previous  queftion  was  called  for  on  this  queftion,  and 
carried. 

Jnthe  'National  Convention  of  France,  on  the  iph  of  April y  1793, 

Robefpjcrre  propofed, 

That  no  civil  or  military  agents  of  the  Republic  ihould  re- 
ceive letters  in  future  from  the  generals  of  the  enemy,  and  that 
any  perfon  wko  Ihould  propofe  entering  into  acompofition  with 
the  enemy  refpe6ling  liberty  and  equality,  which  ought  to  be 
the  bads  of  the  French  Republic,  fhould  be  punilhed  with  death. 

Danton,  moved  as  an  amendment. 

That  the  Convention  fhould  declare  that  they  would  not  in- 
terfere with  the  government  of  foreign  nations ;  but  that  they 
would  rather  bury  themfelves  under  the  ruins  of  their  country, 
than  fuiFer  foreign  powers  to  interfere  with  the  conftitution 
which  they  wifhed  to  eftablifli. 

Thefe  motions  were  unanimoully  applauded  and  adopted. 

The  prefent  conftitution  of  France  agreed  to  fine e  the  revolution  of 
the '^ifi  of  Alay,  I793»  ^fo  declares  fubjiantially  the  fame  as  the 
g.hov£  decree  moved  by  Danton.

THE  money  which  thou  hadft  deftined  to  the  volunteers  of 
the  Republic,  to  acknowledge  the  fervice  which  they  ha(i 
gendered  to  thee  in  the  action  of  the  30th  of  November  ultimo, 
has  been  prefented  to  them  :  they  refufed  it  with  the  fame  ge- 
ncrofity  which  induced  thee  to  offer  it. 

I  therefore  fend  thee  the  fixty  Louis  d'ors  which  thou  hadft 
given  to  be  diftributed  among  my  brothers  in  arms :  they  are 
contented  with  the  pleafure  they  felt  in  affifting  unfortunate 
humanity. 

tt  is  thus,  general,  our  Republic  eftablifhes  Itfelf  upon  all 
virtues;  and  thus  it  ihall  one  day  make  blulh  the  deluded  nay 
tions  who  fight  againft  it.

^ter  the  relief  of  Landau  M,  Barrere  read  the  follq-wing  Letters  in 
the  National  Convention  of  France, 

Letter  of  Prime  Hohenhcy  to  the  General  commanding  the  City  and 
Fortrefs  of  LfCindau,  dated  i\th  I)cc.  1793. 

My  General, 
HAVING  ferved  France,  and  having  been  in  garrifon  in 
Landau,  I  have  always  preferved  a  great  attachment  to  that 
city,  which  makes  me  behold  with  pain  the  misfortunes  to 
which  you  expofe  it  by  a  relillance  fo  long  and  ufelefs ;  for 
there  is  not  a   man  among  you  who  does  not  feel  the  impoffi- 

bility 
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1)ility  of  condu£llng  troops  and  artillery  by  road^  which  are 
become  impaflable  by  bad  weather,  even  if  there  were  not  two 
armies  to  guard  the  defiles  which  feparate  them  at  fo  great  a 
diftance  from  you.  I  invite  you^  in  confequence,  my  General, 
to  fend  perfdns  worthy  of  your  confidence,  tO  treat  with  our 
General,  who,  far  from  wifiiing  to  molefl  or  deftroy,  yotir  pro- 
perties, is  defirous  only  of  fecuring  to  you  the  peaceable  enjoy» 
ment  of  them>  and  of  procuring  the  re-efiablifliment  of  order, 
without  which  there  can  neither  exift  happinefs  nor  true  liberty. 
Vbu  know  well,  my  General,  that  the  period  at  which  a  capi- 
tiMation  is  made,  neceflarily  influences  the  conditions  which  the 
inhabitants  of  the  garrifon  can  hope  for. 

I  intreat  you  to  recognize,  rhy  General,  in  this  overture,  th^ 
franlcnefs  and  honefty  of  a  foldier,  who  knows  nothowtodif- 
guife  the  truth;  who  made  his  firft  effay  in  arms  in  your  coun- 
try, in  which  he  received  marks  of  confideration  and  efteem. 
He  has  not  loft  the  remembrance  of  them,  and  he  fhall  be  as 
much  flattered  as  he  is  eager  to  profit  from  all  occasions  in  giv- 
ing you  proofs  of  the  fentiments  with  which  you  have  irifpired 
him,  and  with  which  t  have  the  honour  to  be,  my  General,  your 
mofi:  humble,  and  moft  obedient  fervant,

MY  Aid-du-Camp  did  not  fail  to  make  known  to  methc  lall 
tonverfation  which  he  had  the  honour  to  hold  with  yoUr  It 
appeared  to  him  that  you  were  willing  toeonfent  to  grant  apafT- 
jport  to  a  perfon  wotthy  of  my  confidence  to  go  to  the  French 
army.  I  was  fo  much  the  more  convinced  that  it  wa«  my  duty 
not  to  accept  of  this  offer,  as  even  from  the  report  of  one  o£ 
your  deferterSj  I  am  convinced  that  T  did  not  deceive  myfelf  as 
to  your  motive;  and  which,  while  it  made  me  rejeft  it,  re- 
iieveid  me  alfo  from  all  obligation  of  acknowledgment.  I  have 
the  more  reafon  to  rejoice  at  not  having  profited  from  your 
offer,  as  all  my  brothers  in  arms  have  unanimoufly  the  fame 
opinion  as  myfelf ;  and  as  the  moft  recent  news  bring  us,  for 
feveral  days  fticcefTively,  accounts  of  the  triumph  of  our  armies. 
From  your  having  begun  your  military  career  rn  France,  and 
having  been  in  garrifon  in  Landau,  you  ought  to  have  pre- 
ferved  fuch  an  opinion  both  of  Frenchmen  and  of  this  place,  as 
t»  be  convinced  before-hand  of  the  iong  refiftance  we  have 
L  1  a  made^ 
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made.  Among  the  brave  defenders  of  tins  fortrefs,  there  is  rro^  ' 
one  who  is  not  afTured  m  Iiis  heart  that  it  is  poffible  to  conduct 
troops  and  artillery  wherever  the  interefts  of  the  Republic  fliall 
demand  them-  You  have,  as  well  as  ourfelves,  the  means  of 
hearing  the  noife  of  our  approaching  army. — Our  conje£i:ures 
'are  no  longer  doubtful — and  we  can  to  a  certainty  eftimate  the 
interval  that  feparates  us  from  them.  This  circumftance,  I 
own,  Mr.  General,  redoubles  my  aftonifhment,  on  the  renewal 
of  a  demand  which  wasmal-apropos  and  ufelefs,  when  even  the 
certainty  of  the  approach  of  our  brave  brothers  in  arms  did  not 
exift. 

Do  not  deceive  yourfelf,  Mr.  General,  on  the  fate  of  Landau, 
and  give  credit  to  my  franknefs  and  honefty.  Be  certain,  then,  that 
in  addition  to  its  natural  refources,  when  ev^n  exerted  with  lan- 
guor, as  I  have  no  doubt  but  under  the  old  fyftem  you  have  feeii 
them,  it  now  joins  others  which  furnlfh  to  its  brave  defenders 
powerful  means  to  weary  out  your  perfevering,  bat  ufelefs,  am- 
bition. Our  ambition  confines  itfelf  to  demonftrate  to  the  whole 
univerfe  that  we  are  worthy  of  national  confidence.  They  have 
entrufled  in  our  hands  this  p]<fecious  depofit.  Our  refinance  con- 
ftitutes  our  glory — it  afcertainsto  us  not  only  the  public,  but  your 
ed^eni. 

Ceafe  then,  Mr.  General,  to  fpeak  to  me  of  capitulation  and 
treaty.  There  can  exift  no  treaty  between  duty  and  difhonour. 
With  a  ferene  and  tranquil  eye,  I  contemplate  the  deceitful  hopes 
jn  which  you  luH  yourfelf :  I  defend  the  caufe  of  all  humankind  ; 
you  defend  that  of  kiags  only.  My  caufe  prepares  the  happinefs 
of  all  the  earth ;  your's  has  ever  been  its  torment.  Which  of  ns 
two,  Sir,  has  the  greater  right  to  fuccefs  ? 

If  you  heretofore  received  marks  of  confi deration  and  efteem 
from'  my  country,  grant  me,  as  an  acknowledgement,  not  to 
make,  in  your  correfpondence,  any  other  propofal  than  is  fuitable 
to  the  honour  of  your  profeffion,  and  you  will  thereby  gain  my 
efteem, 

Thereareyet  three  Prullian  prifoners  in  Landau,  whom  I  could 
not  fend  to  you  with  the  four  others,  becaufe  they  were  then  very 
unwell  in  the  hofpital ;  but  now  that  they  are  better,  I  propofe  to 
exchange  them  for  the  three  French  prifoners  named  in  the  mar- 
gin. If  you  agree  to  the  propofal  for  the  exchange  you  will  inti- 
mate to  me  their  arrival,  that  it  may  immediately  take  place.

Messieurs, 
HIS  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Hohenlohe  communicates  to  mc 
this  inftanT,  the  letter  that  he  has  received  from  General  Lauba- 
dere.  This  letter  is  conceived  iii^  terms,  and  contains  expreffions 
fo  extraordinary,  fo  contrary  to  good  manners,  and  to  the  ufages 
received  among  polifhed  nations,  that- 1,  cannot  fuppofe  that  the 
garrifon  of  Landau  has  approved  of  it.  I  am  therefore  obliged, 
without  any  other  explanation,  to  renounce  all  correfpondence 
with  the  general.  But  as  this  conduft  ought  not,  in  my  opinion, 
to  influence  the  motives  which  induced  us  to  agree  to  an  exchange 
of  prifoners,  I  entreat  you  to  make  choice  of  fuch  perfons  as  yon 
raaj  think  worthy  of  your  confidence,  to  whom  I  may  from  hence- 
forth addrefs  myfelf  for  exchanges,  and  other  indifpenfable  rela- 
tions, and  to  make  known  the  fame  to  me  ;  alluring  you  at  the 
fame  time,  tiiat  1  Ihall  know  how  todiiiinguifh  the  proceedings- 
of  an  individual  from  the  conducl  of  a  whole  garrifon,  that  I  be- 
lieve incapable  of  defpifing  the  regards  which  civility  prefcribes 
even  among  enemies.

THE  French  foldiers  compofing  the  garrifon  of  Landau  have 
too  much  confidence  in  General  Laubadere,  their  chief,  who  in 
concert  with  the  reprefentative  of  the  people,  has  not  ceafed  to 
merit  their  efteem,  to  induce  them  to  confide  to  others  an  employ- 
ment v/hich  the  laws  give  to  them  only. 

For  their  country,  and  for  liberty,  they  are  always  ready  to  fa- 
crifice  their  dearefl  interefls,  and  their  chiefs  fliail  not  have  the  for- 
row  to  find  us  deaf  when  they  talk  to  us  of  the  laws,  of  our  coun- 
try, of  freedom,  and  of  glory. 

Ceafe  then,  Mr.  Genera!,  to  defire  to  hold  with  the  foIdierS;.

they  have  forced  us  to  applaud  all  the  noeafures  vvhich  tl^.ey  have

HAVING  for  fdlir  years  fallen  under  the  yoke  of  the  fa<5tionSj 
the  town  of  Valenciennes  could  only  form  wiflies,  and  its  in- 
habitants kept  concealed  in  their  breads  their  love  foriheir  lawful 
fovereign.  Eternal  thanks  to  the  God  of  arlns,-  to  that  God  of  whoni 
the  fovereigns  of  the  earth  are  the  image,  the  town  of  Valen- 
ciennes can  now  publicly  declare,  that  the  go*/erhment  which  it 
bad  always  preferred  to  every  otherj  was  the  government  of  one 
only,  or  the  government  by  a  king.  Fourteeii  centuries  of  expe- 
rience, of  abundance  and  profperity,  hadjiillihed  \\s  fentiments  ^ 
Providence,  after  having  given  to  France  the  beft  and  the  moft 
juft  of  kings,  appears  to  have  withdrawn  its  proteftion  froiti  that 
too  flourifliing  kingdom  ;  an  impious  and  regicidal  fadlion  has 
ftarted  up,  and  has  made  an  example  of  reproach  to  the  whole 
earth.  Valenciennes  is  one  of  the  favourite  fpots  which  Providence 
has  refcued  from  the  moft  cruel  anarchy.  Valenciennes  refpifesj 
and  its  firft  emotions  are  due  to  its  deliverer  :  its  magiftrates  pre- 
fent  themfelves,  to  lay  at  the  feet  of  your  Royal  Highnefs  the  ho-^ 
mage  of  their  eternal  gratitude  ;  they  acknowledge,  with  tranf- 
port,  that  they  owe  every  thing  to  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Ma« 
jefty  ;  their  property,  their  tranquillity,  their  very  exiftence* 

Confident  of  the  juftice  and  paternal  goodnefs  of  his  Majefty,*

by  its  love  for  their  fovereigns,  the  difgrace  of  feeing  furvive,  afte? 
the  expuHion  of  the  fa£lious,  imports  which  they  laid  on,  and 
which  armed  facrilegious  and  parricidal  hands — Forgive  us,  Sirjr 
for  recalling  the  raoft  heart-rendins  recolle^ions* 
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We  are  alfo  ordered  to  prefent  to  you,  Sir,  the  humble  and  re^ 
fpedful  reprefentations  of  the  town  of  Valenciennes,  that  the  re- 
venues of  the  clergy,  of  which  the  fafiious  deprived  them,  maybe 
immediately  reftored  :  this  appeared  to  the  magiitrates  to  be  of 
ithe  greateil  importance,  as  jnJHce  is  the  bejl  fupport  of  thrones  ; 
all  parts  of  the  fyllem  of  the  factious  tended  to  the  fame  end  ;  it 
would  be  extremely  dangerous  to  refpe^  or  modify  any  part 
thereof,  and  it  is  full  time  to  deltroy  the  credit  which  a  faction  has 
too  long  fupported,  that  wiihed  to  inflame  all  Europe.

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick  to  the  King  of 
Prnjfla,firji  puhlifjjed  in  the  Marl  of  Lauderdale's  "  L/etters  tQ 
the  Peers  of  ScotlandJ"* 

T^HE  motives,  Sire,  which  make  me  defire  my  recall  fronj 
-*-  the  army  [are  founded  upon  "the  unhappy  experience,  that 
the  want  of  connedion,  the  diftruft,  the  egotifm,  the  fpirit  of 
cabal,  have  difconcerted  the  meafures  adopted  during  the  twolail 
campaigns,  and  ftill  difconcert  the  ineafures  taken  by  the  com- 
bined armies.  OppreiTed  by  the  misfortune  of  being  involved,  by 
the  errors  of  others,  in  the  unfortunate  fituation  wherein  I  find 
myffelf,  I  feel  very  fenfibly  that  the  world  judges  of  military  cha- 
r.a61:ers  by  their  fuccefles,  without  examining  caufes.  Raifingthe 
fiege  or  the  blockade  of  Landau  will  make  an  epoch  in  the  hiftory 
of  this  unfortunate  war;  and  J  have  the  misfortune  of  being  im- 
plicated in  jt.  The  reproach  will  fall  upon  me,  and  the  innocent 
Svill  be  confounded  with  the  guilty.  Notwithitanding  all  misfor- 
tunes, I  would  not  have  given  way  to  my  inclination  of  laying  at 
your  Majefty's  feet  my  defire  of  relinquilhing  a  career  which  has 
fceen  the  principal  fludy  of  i^Ty  life  :  but  when  one  has  lolf  one's 
trouble,  .one's  labour,  and  efforts ;  when  the  obje<Sls  of  the  cam- 
paign are  loft,  and  there  is  no  hope  that  a  third  campaign  may 
offer  a  more  favourable  iflTue,  what  part  remains  to  be  taken  by  the 
man  the  moft  attached  to,  the  moft  zealous  for,  your  Majefty's  in- 
terefts  and  your  caufe,  but  that  of  avoiding  further  difafters  ?  The 
fame  reafons  now  divide  the  powers  which  have  hitherto  divided 
them  :  the  movements  of  the  armies  will  fufFer  from  it,  as  they 
have  hitherto  done;  their  motions  will  he  retarded  and  embav- 
rafted,  and  the  delay  of  re-eftabliftiing  the  Pruftian  army,  politi- 
cally neceflary,  will  become,  perhaps,  the  fource  of  a  train  of  mif- 
fortunes  for  next  campaign  ;  the  confequences  of  which  are  not  to 
be  calculated.  It  is  not  war  which  I  obje£l  to  \  it  is  not  war  which 
J  wilh  to  avoid;  but  it  is  difhonour  which  I  fear  in  my  fituation, 
where  the  faults  of  other  generals  would  fall  upon  me,  and  where 
3  1  could 
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J  could  neither  a£t  according  to  my  principles  nor  according  to 
my  prorpe6ls.  Your  Majefty  will,  perhaps,  remember  what  I  had 
the  honour  to  reprefent  to  you  the  day  you  quitted  Efcheveiler  :  I 
expofedall  my  embarraiTments,  rny  troubles,  and  my  misfortunes  ; 
I  exerted  all  my  etlbrts  to  prevent  any  inconveniency  :  unfortUr 
nately  the  event  has  proved  the  in fufficiency  thereof  ;  it  is  there:- 
fore  only  the  intimate  perfuafion  I  have  of  the  impoffibility  I  am 
in  to  efFe£l;  what  is  right,  which  di£lates  to  me  the  meafure  of  re- 
quefting  your  Majefty  to  appoint  a  fucceflbr  to  me  as  foon  as  pof- 
fible.  This  meafure,  however  afflidling  to  me,  is  neverthelefs  3 
confequence  of  thofe  forrowful  refledions  I  have,  made  upon  my 
fituation.  Prudence  requires  1  fliould  retire,  and  honour  advifes 
it. — When  a  great  nation,  like  that  of  France,  is  condu6ied  by  the 
terror  of  puniihments,  and  by  enthufiafm,  an  unanimous  fenti^ 
ment,  and  the  fame  principle,  ought  to  prevail  in  the  meafure  of 
the  coalefced  powers.  But  when,  inftead  thereof,  each  army  a£ts 
feparately  and  alone  of  its  own  accord,  without  any  fixed  plan, 
without  unanimity,  and  without  principles,  the  confequences  are 
iiich  as  we  haye  feen  at  Dunkirk,  at  raifmg  the  blockade  of  Mau^ 
i3euge,  at  the  ftorming  of  Lyons,  at  the  deftru6lion  of  Toulon, 
and  at  the  raifing  of  the  blockade  of  Landau.  Heaven  preferve 
your  Majefty  from  great  misfortunes !  but  every  thing  is  to-be 
feared,  if  confidence,  harmony,  uniformity  of  fentiments,  of  prin- 
f;iples,  and  of  a6lions,  do  not  take  place  of  theoppofite  fentiments, 
which  have  been  the  fource  of  all  misfortunes  for  two  years  pail. 
My  beft  wifhes  always  attend  your  Majefty,  and  your  glory  wil| 
\>Q  my  liappinefs.

JHentz^  January  12, 
T^HE  concern  which  your  Royal  Highnefs  has  been  pleafed 
-^  to  teftify  on  account  of  my  retreat  from  the  army,  infpires 
me  with  the  fnoft  heart-felt  gratitude.  Nothing  but  a  conjunc- 
ture of  circumftances,  as  difaftrous  as  uncommon,  could  have 
prevailed  on  me  to  adopt  ^  meafure  which  is  fo  affliding  for  my- 
Velf. 

I  have  been  highly  flattered  by  the  opportunities  I  have  now 
and  then  found  to  approach  your  Royal  Highnefs,  and  to  admire 
in  you  thofe  talents  which  cannot  fail  to  place  you  among  the 
great  men  of  our  age.  Europe  ftands  truly  in  need  of  them  at  a 
time  when  near  400,000  combatants,  and  80  line  of  battle  fhips, 
fupported  by  an  inteftine  war,  have  in  vain  endeavoured  to  crufl^ 
that  confederacy  of  crimes  which  is  tyrannizing  over  France.

I  am  ein'inently  happy  to  find  that  my  zeal  in  ferving  a  good 
caufe  has  notefcaped  your  Royal  Highnefs's  notice.  Very  unfor- 
tunately, indeed,  the  -movements  of  the  army  have  been  oftea 
checked  at  the  very  time  when  the  greateft  energy  and  exertion 
was  required. 

If,  after  the  furrender  of  Mentz,  Houchard  had  been  at- 
tacked, forced  back,  and  defeated,  the  reinforcements  which 
ftrengthened  the  army  of  the  North  would  not  have  reached  it ; 
and  of  courfe  the  check  near  Maubeuge  would  have  been  avoided, 
Saar  Louis,  ill  provided  with  provifions,  and  deftitute  of  all  pro- 
tedion  from  bopibs,  would,  in  all  probability,  have  been  reduced 
within  a  fortnight,  Alface  might  then  have  been  turned  by  the 
Saar.  The  polteffion  of  the  Lauter  would  have  afforded  more 
folid  advantages  ;  and  if,  by  all  poffible  means,  the  jun£lion  of  the 
armies  of  the  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle  had  been  prevented,  and  the 
point  of  Bouquenon  gained,  Strafburgh  would  have  been  threat- 
ened, and  Landau  very  likely  fubdued. 

I  beg  your  Royal  Highnefs's  pardon  for  exprefling  my  regrets. 
Complaints  are  ufelefs,  I  know ;  but  fornetimes  they  afford  a 
momentary  relief:  permit  me  only  to  add,  that  if  you  have  any 
influence  over  my  fuccefTor,  I  would  with  you  to  prevail  on  him 
to  employ  all  his  credit  to  prevent  the  frittering  of  the  army  into 
too  numerous  detachments  ;  the  confequence  of  which  is,  that 
being  every  where  too  weak  to  aB.  on  an  ofFenfive  plan,  our 
troops  are  obliged  to  confine  themfelves  to  d?fenfive  meafures 
with  the  enemy  we  have  to  combat,  which  is  a  fault  productive 
of  the  molt  pernicious  confequences. 

It  is  with  the  fincereft  regret  I  leave  an  army  which  has  iri- 
fpircd  me  with  the.higheft  elleem,  admiration,  and  attachment.

'T^  HE  extraordinary  prgency  of  the  prefent  circumftances  induces 
-*•  me  to  write  this  letter  to  your  Highnefs,  in  full  alTurance  of 
your  Highnefs's  perfeil  knowledge  of  the  lituation  of  Qermany, 
our  country.  The  dangerous  crifis  in  which  this  country  is  thrown 
by  a  war  without  example,  with  a  formidable,  furious,  and  de- 
ftrudlive  enemy,  v/ho  already  menaces  the  fix  frontier  circles,  to 
enter  them  with  fire  and  fvvord  .*  fuch  a  crifis  is  too  well  known, 
to  your  Excellence,  not  to  fee  tlie  neceflity  of  concurring  with  me 
and  with  every  ftate  animated  with  a  patriotic  zeal,  ia  the  mofl;. 
proper  meafures  to  ward  off  the  danger. 

Among  all  the  meafures  which  the  empire  can  employ,  there 

is  none  which  appears  to  me  more  inefficacious  againft  an  er^emy, 

whofe  numbers  diminifh  not,  and  who  oppofe  a,  fanatic  fury  in 

Vql.  II,  M  rxi  bAitka 
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battle,  the  refources  of  tallies,  and  a  numerous  artillery  ;  nothing, 
I  fay,  is  more  infufficient  than  the  general  armament  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  circles  which  has  been  propofed.  This  meafu^e, 
fo  dangerous,  and  fo  fmgularly  delicate  in  itfelf,  is  ftill  more  in- 
admiflible,  becaufe  it  can  in  no  ways  accord  with  the  defence  of 
the  empire  by  my  troops;  and  their  retreat  muft  infallibly  be  the 
confequence. 

As  it  is  Impoflible  for  me  to  continue  a  war  fo  far  diftant 
from  the  frontiers  of  my  eftates,  and  which  is  To  expenfive,  I 
have,  forae  months  fince,  frankly  opened  myfelf  on  this  head  to 
the  principal  powers  who  take  part  in  the  war,  and  I  have  entered 
on  negociations  with  them,  which  cannot  yet  be  terminated. 

It  is  for  this  reafon  I  now  find  myfelf  obliged  to  demand  of 
the  empire  to  charge  itfelf  with  the  provifioning  of  my  army. 

In  reality,  the  neceffary  meafures  on  this  fubje6l  have  been 
lately  made  at  the  diet ;  but  your  Highnefs  will  confider  that  it  is, 
impolTible  to  wait  its  decifion  ;  fo  that  the  only  thing  which  re- 
mains to  be  done,  is,  for  the  fix  frontier  circles,  who  have  moft 
need  of  defence,  to  alTemble  immediately,  for  the  purpofe  of  fur- 
nifhing  the  faid  provifions  provifionally,  until  the  diet  has  made  its 
conclujum. 

In  confequence,  I  beg  of  your  Highnefs,  in  the  moft  preffing 
manner,  that  your  Highnefs,  in  virtue  of  your  quality  of  arch- 
chancellor  and  diredlior  of  the  circle,  would  immediately  cpn- 
voke  the  faid  fix  circles. 

The  fpeedy  convocation  of  the  fix  circles,  and  their  furnifliing 
my  army  with  provifions,  is  the  only  means  of  faving  Germany 
at  this  grand  crifis.  Without  this  it  will  be  impoffible  for  me  to 
make  my  troops  maintain  the  field  any  longer  againft  the  enemy. 
I  fliall  not  fail,  though  with  regret,  to  order  them  back  into  my 
ilates,  for  their  own  defence,  and  to  abandon  the  empire  to  itfelf 
and  to  its  fate. 

It  is  in  the  hands,  therefore,  of  your  Highnefs,  that  I  put  the 
fafety  of  the  empire  ;  and,  confident  of  your  wifdom  and  patrio- 
tifm,  I  expe6l  you  will  employ  the  means  which  the  laws  of  the. 
empire  give  you,  in  fuch  a  manner  that  my  views,  diredled  to 
the  good  of  the  country,  may  be  fulfilled,  and  that,  by  my  troops 
being  fiipplied  with  provifions,  I  may  be  able  to  affure  the.  em- 
pire of  the  moft  efficacious  protedion  «^nd  defence.

YOUR  Highnefs  will  fee,  by  the  copy  of  the  letter  I  hem-  ■-.■ 
with  fend,  the  manner  of  thinking  of  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Priiflia,  in  the  fingularly  dangerous  circumflances  of  the  prefent 
war,  the  demand  he  makes  of  the  empire,  and  of  the  fix  frontier 
circles  provifionally.  His  Majefly  having  folicited  me,  for  this 
purpofe,  to  proceed  to  a  fpeedy  convocation  of  the  diredlories  of 
the  faid  circles,  I  cannot  fail  to  pray  your  ferene  Highnefs,  in 
conjundion  with  the  other  prince  direftors  of  the  circles  of  the 
empire,  to  inform  the  high  Itates  of  thofe  circles  of  this  matter  as 
foon  as  poflible;  and  at  the  fame  time  to  fend,  by  the  ift  of  March, 
to  Francfort  on  the  Mayne,  the  co-dire£lorial  deputies,  w^ith  full 
powers  to  deliberate,  refolve,  and  decide,  upon  what  may  be  judged 
convenient,  with  the  miniftcrs  appointed  by  his  Pruffian  Majefty.,

Mr.  GfiNERALy 
T  HAVE  the  honour  to  forward  to  you  inclofed  a  letter  from 
1.  Col.  Whitlock,  commander  in  chief  of  the  Britifh  forces. 
I  aiYi  informed  that  its  contents  are  ot  the  greateft  importance, 
and  that  it  may  reach  you  in  a  fafe  and  proper  manner,  I  fend 
you  an  Engliih.  officer  with  a  flag  of  truce,  not  doubting  but 
you  will  procure  to  him  an  honourable  pit)ted:ion.  You  will 
be  fo  kind  as  to  give  him  your  anfwer,  which  he  will  deliver  to 
me  at  Jean  Rabel,  where  I  fhall  have  a  fufficient  number  of 
men  for  the  immediate  execution  of  whatever  plan  you  may  do 
me  the  honour  to  propofe. 

Should  youprefer  to  communicate  with  a  (hip  of  u^^ar,  there 
will  be  one  cruifing  in  the  canal  that  is  between  the  land  and 
la  Tortue.  In  addition  to  what  may  be  propofed  in  the  letter 
from  the  colonel,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  allure  you,  on  the 
honour  of  a  Britifh  officer,  that  all  poffible  care  iliall  be  taken 
to  fecure  to  you  every  thing  belonging  to  you,  and  you 
furely  do  not  doubt  but  the  moil  honourable  attention  will  be 
paid  to  your  perfon» 

The  lliip  of  war  has  orders  to  give  you  all  the  prore<5iion. 
in  her  power.

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I'ermit  me  alfo  to  afiure  you,  that  all  the  oiSicers  and  troops 
cf  the  line  fliall  be  immediately  received  into  the  pay  of  Great 
Britain,  on  the  fame  footing  as  the  troops  of  Dillon,  and 
others  ferving  in  this  garrifon.

Copy  of  a  Letter  front  Colonel  PVhhlock,  Commander  in   Chief  in 
St.  DonihigOj  to  Lavaux,  Commandant  at  Port  dc  Paix, 

yeremlcf  <^th  Feb,  1794. 
Sir, 

F  I  am  not  mifmformed,  concerning  your  prefent  fituation, 
it  is  fuch  that  you  will  not  be  furprifed  at  receiving  this  let- 
ter. You  cannot  but  be  fully  acquainted  with  the  intentions  of 
his  Britannic  Majefry,  to  ufe  the  moft  vigorous  efforts  to  take 
poffeffion  of  the  ifland  of  St.  Domingo,  or  of  that  part  of  it 
which  is  not  yet  fubdued  by  the  arms  of  Spain. 

T  hourly  expe6l  confiderable  forces  from  England ;  the  army 
under  my  command  has  lately  been  confiderably  reinforced. 

I  doubt  not  but  you  have  alfo  been  informed,  that  all  the 
members  of  that  party  of  the  National  Convention  of  France, 
who  had  famftioned  the  meafure  for  fending  to  St.  Domingo 
civil  commiffioners,  who  are  looked  tipon  as  the  caufe  of  the 
total  ruin  of  the  ifland,  have  for  that  crime  fuffered  an  igno- 
minious death. 

Briffot,  the  leader  of  tliat  party,  was  accufed  of  three  capital 
crimes,  the  firll  of  which  is,  that  he  advifed  the  meafure  of 
fending  hither  civil  commiffioners. 

The  unhappy  flate  of  France  rendering  it  impradicable  for 
that  nation  to  fend  fuccours  to  this  ill-fated  country,  feveral  of 
the  moft  rcfpeftable  proprietors  of  St.  Domingo  were  forced 
to  apply  to  England  for  protection;  which  was  accordingly 
granted  to  them. 

I  now,  therefore,  in  the  name  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  (^(5 
hereby  offer  to  you  the  fame  protedtion,  on  condition  that  you 
fliall  firft  deliver  the  town  and  forts  of  Port  de  Paix  and  its  de-. 
pendencies  into  the  poffeff.on  of  the  Briti/Ii  government;  which 
being  complied  with,  tlie  officers  and  foldiers  ferving  under 
your  command  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  favours  as  have  been 
granted  to  thofe  of  the  Mole,  leaving  it  to  the  bounty  of 
his  Majefty  to  giant  to  yourfelf  the  rank  he  fhall  judge  you 
proper.  I  further  add,  that  as  a  reward  for  the  confidence 
which  I  demand  of  you  in  the  name  of  the  government  which 
5  "  I  fcrvcj, 
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I  ferVe,  the  fum  of  five  thoufand  crowns  (ecus)  Tournois, 
Ihall  be  paid  to  you  in  perfon,  or  depofited  in  the  bank  of 
England,  payable  to  your  order,  on  your  delivering  the  town 
of  Port  de  Paix,  with  the  forts,  artillery,  ammunition,  pro- 
vifions,  &:c.  &c.  without  any  damage  or  devaftation  having 
been  committed  on  them,  into  the  hands  of  the  officer  w^hom. 
1  will  appoint  to  receive  them,  as  alfo  the  fhips  of  war  which 
may  be  in  the  fame  port.  I  Ihall  be  at  Leogane  next  Wed- 
nefday,  where  any  flag  of  truce  you  fliall  pleafe  to  fend  me, 
iliall  be  received  and  refpe61ed. 

I  have  the  honour  to  fend  you  inclofed,  the  extraft  of  an 
Englilh  gazette,  w^hich  has  been  fent  to  all  the  Englilh  coiu- 
manding  officers.

THE  probity,  the  delicncy,  which  reign  in  the  breafl  of  a 
French  republican,  mull  ever  have  given  you  full  alTu- 
rance  that  we  would  refpe6l  your  flag  of  truce.  French  gQixz- 
rofity  does  not  flu6luate  with  events.  As  amongfl  us  no  perfoii 
is  diifinguiflaed  as  a  fuperior,  vre  all  doing  the  duty  of  a  foldier, 
I  looked  upon  your  letter  to  me  as  addrefled  to  the  firft  foldier 
of  the  army,  and  as  I  conceal  notinng  from  my  comrades,  rt 
was  opened  and  read  publicly.  We  are  animated  by  one  and 
the  fame  fpirit  of  defence.  You  tell  me  that  you  will  have  at 
Jean  Rabel  a  fufficient  number  of  men  for  the  execiition  of 
whatever  plan  I  may  do  you  tlie  honour  to  propofe.  The 
whole  army  has  no  other  plans  but  thofe  ncceilaiy  for  a  vi- 
gorous defence.  You  propofe  to  fend  a  Tnip  of  war  into  the 
canal ;  you  may  fend  her  as  foon  as  you  pleafe,  we  are  ready 
to  give  her  a  manly  reception. 

You  further  informed  me,  that  al!  poffihle  care  Ihall  be  taken 
XO  fecure  to  me  ever}'  thing  belonging  to  me.  You  need  not 
give  yourfelf  that  trouble.  M^  booty  is  that  of  the  foldiers  ; 
we  wear  the  fame  uniform  ;  in  this  I  glory  :  our  food  is  the 
fame,  and  hence  I  enjoy  good  health.  You  tell  me,  that  molt 
honourable  attention  will  be  paid  to  my  perfon  ;  I  take  you. 
for  a  man  of  honour  and  fentiment,  as  fuch  how  could  you 
honour  a  commander  wlio  had  betrayed  his  country,  and  fold 
his  brethren  in  arras? 

We 
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We  are  not  yet  flimifliing,  and  we  ^li  fwear  to  you  that  we 
will  never  betray  our  country;  and  if  we  cannot  make  you 
love  vis,  at  leail  we  will  force  you  to  efleem  us.

*TpHE  probity,  the  delicacy,  which  reign  in  the  breaft  of  a 
-*-  French  republican,  muft  ever  have  given  you  full  af- 
furance  that  we  would  refpe6l  your  flag  of  truce.  French 
generofity  docs  not  flu6luatc  v/ith  events.  As  amongft  us  no 
perfon  is  diliinguiihed  as  a  fuperior,  we  all  doing  the  duty  of  a 
foldier,  I  looked  upon  your  letter  to  me  as  addrefTed  to  the  firfl 
foldier  of  the  army,  and  as  I  conceal  nothing  from  my  com- 
rades, it  was  opened  and  read  publicly.  We  are  animated  by 
one  and  the  fame  fpirit  of  defence.  Without  enlarging  on 
our  fituation,  1  can  afTure  you,  that  we  have  learned  to  bear 
all  the  fatigues  that  are  incident  to  warfare,  and  that,  when 
matters  come  to  a  decifion,  we  fliall  behave  like  true  foldiers, 
and  would  puniih.  tliem  if  they  behaved  otherwife. 

ImprefTed  with  theie  fentiments,  all  the  forces  with  which 
we  are  threatened  cannot  fiiake  our  courage.  Like  the  three 
hundred  Lacedemonians  who  all  died  at  their  poft,  after  having 
flain  a  part  of  their  enemies,  we  will  defend  our  ftation  to  the 
laft,  and  fell  our  lives  as  dearly  as  we  can.  If  ever  we  are  in 
your  power  ycu  will  take  us  in  arms,  and  then  you  will  treat 
us  as  prifoners  of  war. 

Thefe  our  fentiments  are  infpired  hv  an  ardent  defire  of 
meriting  your  elleem  ;  we  fliall  then  be  admired  by  our  coun- 
try and  praifed  by  you.  What  would  you  fay,  what  would 
you  think,  if  I  propofed  to  you  to  furrender  to  me;  if  you, 
being  much  inferior  in  number,  I  impofed  on  you  the  hard 
condition  of  difhonour  ?  You  would  anfvver,  /  muji  die  at  my 
fof:  this  very  anfwer  then  I  make  to  you.  You  lay  great 
itrefs  on  your  information  tliat  tlie  unhappy  flate  of  France 
renders  it  impra61;icable  for  her  to  fend  us  fuccours  ;  we  will 
wait  for  them,  and  ufe  the  laft  arms  of  defpair,  and  your  na- 
tion fhall  learn  what  a  republican  is  able  to  perform. 

I  afk  my  whole  army  to  cut  ofFmy  head  if  I  prove  a  traitor. 
Permit  me  now  to  complain  to  yourfelf  of  the  indignity  you 
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have  offered  me  In  thinking  me  fo  vile,  fo  flagitious,  fo  bafe, 
as  not  to  refent  an  offer  of  50,000  crowns  Tournois.  In  this 
you  have  wronged  yourfelf.  I  am  a  general ;  hitherto  I  have 
oeen  worthy  to  command  the  army.  You  liave  endeavoured 
to  difhonour  me  in  the  eyes  of  my  comrades;  this  is  an  offence 
•between  you  and  me  for  \vhich  you  owe  me  fatisfa6lion ;  I  de- 
mand it  in  the  name  of  honour  which  muft  exlft  among  all 
nations :  therefore,  previous  to  any  general  a6lion,  I  offer 
you  a  flngle  combat  till  either  of  us  falls,  leaving  to  you  the 
choice  of  arms  either  on  foot  or  horfehack  ;  then,  if  vi6torious, 
I  fhall  have  proved  rayfelf  worthy  to  commnnd  republicans;  if 
I  fall  glorioully,  the  republican  army  wmH  have  another  leader 
ftill  more  formidabi'^,  and  every  individual  in  the  army  will, 
imitate  my  example, 

Your  quality  of  enemy  in  the  name  of  your  nation  did  not 
give  you  a  right  to  offer  me  a  perfonal  infult  ;  as  a  private 
perfon  I  aik  fatisfa61:ion  for  an  injury  done  me  by  an  in- 
dividual. 

I  muft  tell  you  that  the  Engllfii  papers  you  fend  me  are  not 
conformable  to  the  news  we  receive  from  P>ance.  Our  two 
nations  have  often  made  war  with  each  other,  but  always  with 
equal  weapons,  ceafe  then  to  attack  t\s  by  tenders  of  money. 
Let  us  be  equally  generous,  let  us  contend  in  honourable  hof- 
tility,  and  let  us  fcorn  the  arts  of  fedu6tion. 

The  enemy  made  prifoner  of  war  with  arms  in  his  hands 
commands  relpe61:,  as  he  merits  efteera.  The  univerfe  has  its 
eyes  upon  us,  the  univerfe  will  fay,  there  ftill  exill:  men  who 
preferred  death  to  difhonour;  we  Ihall  ferve  as  examples  to  all 
military  men,  and  your  country  itfelf  will  teftify  its  approba- 
tion. We  have  always  before  our  eyes  the  proverb  which  fays, 
the  treafon  pleafes  us  well,  but  the  traitor  is  detefted. 

The  commander  of  the  road,  impreffed  with  the  fame  fen- 
tlments,  will  furrender  the  fliips  only  to  be  fwallowed  up  by 
the  deep.  A  fecond  flag  of  truce  would  be  very  needlefs, 
therefore  do  not  give  yourfelf  the  trouble  to  fend  one.  I  in- 
vite you  to  read  my  letter  publicly,  as  it  is  written  in  public,

WE  have  received  a  letter  from  the  magiftrates  at  Franc- 
fort,  deilriiig  to  contradiill  the  paragraphs  averting,  "  that 
lome  of  the  people  at  Francfort  had  infulted  the  French  commif- 
iioners  :  that  it  was  true  the  fight  of  their  arrival  drew  a  number 
of  fpedators,  but  there  was  none  behaved  indecently,  or  even  at- 
tempted any  offenfive  a£l,  and  that  th.e  commillioners  alfo  were 
ready  to  give  ihe  lie  to  fuch  paragraph:^,  being  void  of  all  truth." 

It  is  neverthekfs  true  that  their  entry  into  Francfort  was  in  a 
remarkably  fplendid  carriage,  on  wliich  were  difplayed  all  the  di- 
plomatique emblems  ^  it  appeared  to  have  belonged  to  the  royal 
iiables,  and  where  the  fleur-de-lys  hud  been  painted,  the  red  bon- 
net or  cap  of  liberty  was  put  on  each  of  the  pannels  in  the  efcut- 
cheons  of  Fraiice. 


"The  following  Letter  y  addreff'ed  by  ihe  Magi  fir  acy  of  Franc f(tri  to 
ihe  Editor  of  the  Leyden  Ga'zettCy  ivas  injerted  in  that  Paper  oj 
Manh  18,  1794. 

THE  arrival  of  :the  commiflioners  of  the  National  Conven- 
tion produced  no  other  effect  on  the  inhabitants  and  burgh- 
.ers  ox  the  city  of  FraTiefort;^  than  that  naturally  occafioned  by  a 
fpeclacle  in  every  refpecl  v.'y^<i\  :  and  we  have  the  honour  to  afluie 
\oii,  that  none  of  the  burghers  or  inhabitants  of  this  city,  drawn 
together  by  this  fpectacle,  atcempted  any  acl  in  the  leaft  oiFenfive, 
.or  even  contrary  to  public  decorum. 

As  it  follows,  that  the  article  dated  Francfort,  February  19, 
jnferted  in  the  fupplement  of  your  paper,  No.  I'l],  (v^'hich  article 
can  onlv  have  been  didated  by  the  malevolent)  is  contrary  to 
truth  ;  and  that  military  meaiures  were  never  in  any  cafe  employ- 
id  againit  the  b'.irghers  or  inhabitants  of  this  city,  we  flatter  our- 
ielves,  that  we  may  expe6l  from  your  veracity,  that  you  will  re- 
voke the  purport  of  that  erroneous  article,  which  the  above-men- 
-^ioned  commiihoners  can  further  mo'd  completely  contradiii. 
Given  the  7th  of  March,  1794. 

The  burgnmaiters  xnd  magiflrates  of  the  free  Imperial 
ciiy  of  Francfort  on  the  Mayne. 
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declaration  of  the  King  of  PruJ/ia  to  the  Diet  of  Rat'tfioyt,  vidde  in 
the  beginning  of  February,  1794. 

THE  eledloral  miniftef  of  Brandenbourg  notifies  to  the  diet, 
now  afTembled,  that  the  King  his  mafter,  perceiving  the  in- 
difpenfable  neceffity  of  continuing  the  war  againft  the  commoa 
enemy,  is  not  adverfe  to  the  increafe  of  his  army  on  the  Rhine  to 
80,000  fighting  men  ;  but  as  the  lloftilities  on  the  part  of  the 
French  are  rather  directed  againft  the  empire,  than  againft 
his  Majefty's  own  territories,  nothing  more  can  be  required  of  him 
than  his  fimple  contingent.  Being  willing^  however,  to  forego 
all  thefe  confiderations,  the  King  is  ready  to  fulfil  his  engage- 
ments, provided  the  following  demands  are  previoufly  complied 
with:— 

1.  That  each  of  the  princes  and  ftates  of  the  empire  fhall  fur- 
hifh  immediately,  and  without  delay,  the  contingents  of  men 
prefcribed. 

2.  That  the  empire  fliall  provide  for  the  fubfiftence  of  the 
Pruffian  troops,  by  preferving  for  them  8o.,ooo  rations  of  bread, 
and  24,000  rations  of  hay  and  corn  daily. 

If  the  Germanic  body  fiiould  refufe  to  acquiefce  in  the  juft  de- 
mands of  his  Majefty,  io  far  from  fending  any  future  force  to  the 
fuccoUr  of  the  empire,  he  will  feel  himfelf  under- the  neceffity  of 
recalling  his  troops  on  the  Rhine,  and  leave  no  more  than  the 
iample  contingent  prefcribed  by  the  terms  of  alliance  between  the 
ftates  of  Germany. 


Memorial  of  M.  de  Dohm,  the  PrifJJan  Afinifia-i  to  the  Circles  of 
the  Lower  Rhine  and  Wcfiphalia.,  daied  at  Cologne ^  the  12th  of 
February,   1 794. 

'THHE  war  without  example,  v.'hich  his  Majefty  the  King  has 
-*■  maintained  during  two  campaigns,  againft  a  furious  nation, 
iiot  upon  the  frontiers  of  his  own  dominions,  but  in  countries 
very  diftant,  and  already  almoft  entirely  exhaufted,  in  the 
midft  of  the  gre^teft  fcarcity  of  provifions,  of  difficulties  of 
every  fpecies,  without  fparing  the  greateft  facrifices,  and  under 
the  neceffity  of  carrying  out  of  his  own  ftates  enormous  fums  in 
rpecie  ; — fuch  a  war  niuft  neceftarily  have  undermined  theftrengih 
of  Pruflia  in  a  proportion  much  greater  than  that  of  the  poweis 
who  are  fitiiated  nearer  to  France.  His  Majefty,  for  this  reafon> 
finds  himfeif  abfolutely  incapable  of  co-operating,  v/ith  his  own 
refources  alone,  in  a  third  campaign,  v;ith  the  fame  adivity  that  he 
hitherto  has  done ;  he  is,  on  the  contrary,  under  the  neceffity  of 
withdrawing,  in  a  few  weeks,  his  troops  from  the  frontiers  of  the 
Vol,  If.'  Nn  GermJ.n 
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German  empire,  whigh  he  has  tlil  now  fo  well  protected  and  de- 
fended, and  of  ordering  them  to  retire  to  his  own  dominions,  if 
feme  method  or  other  is  not  found  to  provide  for  their  pay  and 
fupport.  The  King  has,  fome  months  fmce,  made  a  free  over- 
ture on  this  fubjeft  to  the  coalefced  powers,  from  which  there 
have  refulted  negociations,  of  which  the  ifTue  will,  no  doubt,  be 
'fatisfa6lory  ;  but  of  which  the  refult  cannot  be  fo  immediate  aS 
the  neceflity  of  commencing  a  new  campaign.  In  the  uncertainty 
in  which  his  Majefty  is  thus  placed,  whether  he  will  take  a  fur- 
ther part  in  the  war,  and  in  the  impoffibility  which  arifes  from 
that  circumftance,  of  making  the  necelFary  difpofitions  for  the  fu- 
ture fupport  of  the  PruHian  troops,  he  has  commanded  this  ftate 
of  things  to  be  laid  before  the  diet  of  the  empire,  and  propofed 
at  the  fame  time,  that  the  empire,  in  a  body,  ihould  charge  itfelf 
from  the  date  of  the  ifl:  of  February,  with  the  pay  of  the  army 
deftined  to  adl  againft  the  enemy ;  that  a  prompt  decifion  ihould 
be  taken  on  this  fubjecS;,  and  that  the  re-partition  of  the  quantum 
on  the  circles  fliould  be  decreed.  The  urgency  of  the  prefent 
conjuncture  fo  ftrongly  juftifies  and  fupports  this  propofition,  that 
it  is  not  lo  be  doubted  but  the  empire  in  general  will  acknowledge 
the  injuftice  of  expeding  that  his  Pruffian  Majefly  will  any  longer 
continue,  with  his  own  forces  alone,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  his 
dominions,  thofe  facrih'ces  which  he  has  hitherto  made  with  fo 
much  diiinterellednefs  and  patriotifm  ;  but  that,  on  the  contrary, 
after  fo  many  Pruflians  have  perifhed  in  the  defence  of  the  empire, 
and  the  facred  perfon  of  his  Majelly,  and  thofe  of  the  princes  of 
his  family  have  been  expofed  to  fuch  multiplied  perils  for  the  fame: 
objeft,  it  now  is  the  duty  of  the  dates  of  the  empire  to  concur 
ferioufly,  by  all  the  means  in  their  power,  after  the  example  of  his 
Majefty,  to  avert  a  danger  with  which  they  themfelves  are  threat- 
ened. Although  his  Majefty  is  convinced  that  thefe  undeniable 
truths  will  make  a  due  imprellion  on  the  diet,  and  that  the  decifion 
of  that  body  will  be  conformable  to  his  expeftations  ;  yet,  confider- 
ing  the  nature  of  the  deliberations  of  the  diet,  that  decifion  will 
demand  more  time  than  the  urgency  of  the  danger  permits  ;  fince 
if  the  King  is  to  continue  to  defend  and  proteft  the  empire  in 
the  campaign  which  is  about  to  be  opened,  the  empire  muil 
charge  itfelf  without  delay,  with  the  fupport  of  the  Pruffian  army. 
In  this  ftate  of  things,  the  only  expedient  that  remains,  is,  that 
the  fix  anterior  circles  who  are  the  moft  expofed  to  danger,  and 
who  have  the  moft  need  of  protedlion,  namely,  thofe  of  Franco- 
nia,  Bavaria,  Suabia,  the  eledoral  circle  of  the  Upper  Rhine, 
that  of  the  Lower  Rhine,  and  of  WeftphalJa,  fliauld  take  upon 
themfelves,  provifionally,  from  thedtteof  the  ift  of  February., 
under  the  referve  of  the  eventual  decilion  of  the  diet,  and  until 
us  full  completion,  the  fupport  of  the  Pruflian  army  which  acts 
;igainll  the  tfuemy.      The  provifions  to  be  delivered  to  it  will 
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comprehend  daily  41,966  rations,  and  82,154  portions,  with  the 
necelTary  wood,  ftraw,  carriages,  &c.  and  that  after  the  deci:- 
fion  of  the  did  ihall  have  taken  place,  they  (hall  receive  from  the 
other  circles  an  indemnification  in  money,  proportionate  to  their 
advances.  That  this  meafure,  which  circimvltances  render  fo  in- 
difpenfably  necelfary,  may  be  as  foon  as  pollible  carried  into  exe- 
cution, the  King  has  requefted  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  Eledor  of 
Mentz,  as  arch-chancellor  and  director  of  the  empire,  to  con- 
voke without  delay,  in  an  afTembly  at  Francfort,  the  above-men- 
tioned circles,  with  the  teferve  of  what  is  dwe  in  fuch  cafes  to  his 
Imperial  Majelty,  as  chief  of  the  empire,  that  the  co'llettion 
and  partition  of  the  provifions,  that  rneafures  may  be  tai<.en  in 
concert  with  the  Pruiiian  commilfary,  depnty  to  this  aifembly 
,of  the  circles,  the  Baron  de  Herdenberg,  without  delay,  and 
witliout  obferving  the  formalities  ufeful  in  other  cafes,  but  in  this 
deftru^live,  to  determine  the  place,  the  manner,  and  the  time  of 
delivering  them.  The  underfigned  is  commanded  at  the  fame 
time,  to  give  this  information  to  the  circles  of  the  Lower  Rhine 
and  Weftphalia,  and  to  requeft  of  them  to  deliberate  immediately 
upon  an  obje£l  fo  important  and  fo  urgent,  and  to  fend  to  Franc- 
fort  a  deputation  which  may  co-operaie  towards  it.  The  reafons 
which  make  the  greateft  celerity  neceiFary,  are  too  evident  to  re- 
quire any  further  illuftration  :  the  tearing  afunder  all  the  bands  of 
fociety  ;  the  fubverfiotr  of  all  conilitutions,  political  and  eccle^ 
Iiaftical  ;  the  annihilation  of  all  property,  and  the  deftruclion  of 
every  fpecies  of  happinefs  and  profperity,  among  all  claffes  of 
men  ;  fuch  would  be  the  melancholy  fate  of  Germany,  if  our 
country  were  to  be  conquered  by  a  nation  vyhich  breathes  only 
murder  and  pillage  :  and  this  conqpeft  would  be  the  ajmort  ine- 
vitable confequence  of  the  retreat  of  the  Pruffian  army,  to  which 
his  Majefty  woul4,  by  different  reafons,  be  infallibly  compelled, 
thougli  with  regret,  if  the  anterior  circles  did  not  refolve  withqut 
delay,  the  provincial  maintenance  which  is  demanded  of  them, 
and  did  not  immediately  make  the  necelTary  difpofitiuns  to  that 
effeci.  His  Majefty,  full  of  confidence  in  his  co-eftates  cf  this 
circle,  affures  himfelf  that,  penetrated  by  the  -urgency  of  circnm- 
llances,  they  v.'ill  condu6l  and  accelerate  this  negociation  with. 
all  the  zeal  which  is  infpired  by  the  defence  of  their  own  exig- 
ence, as  well  as  that  of  all  Germany.  At  the  fame  time  that  the 
underfigned  has  the  honour  to  recommcjid  with  the  greatgil  confi- 
dence, this  affair  to  the  paitriptifm  of  the  two.  high  co-dir.ectors» 
he  mufi:  requeft  that  this  prppofition,  made  on  the  part  of  the 
King  of  PrufTia,  may  be  immediately  communicated  to  the  whole 
circle,  and  that  the  aflTembly  of  the  circle,  at  prefent  feparated, 
may  be  called  together,  to  take  the  affair  into  confideration,  an4 
to  fend  a  deputation  to  the  affembly  of  Franconia,  for  which  the. 
letter  of  convocation  of  the  Elector  of  Men-tz  will  foon  be  iffued^^ 
N  n  3  an4 
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a^d  of  which  the  opening  will  very  probably  be  fixed  for  a  very  early 
period.  The  underfigned  ventures  to  hope,  from  the  fentiments  of 
enlightened  patriotifm  of  the  two  high  co-dire£lorSj  that  they  will 
co-operate  with  all  their  efforts^  for  the  attainment  of  fo  important 
an  objed  ;  and  it  is  in  this  hope  that  he  will  expe£t  their  declara- 
tion tp  be  communicated  to  his  court. 


Verhal  Declaration  io  the  ether  Deputies  from  Baran  de  Hugely 
Minifter  frcm  Aiijlriay  to  the  Diet  of  the  Empire^  made  in  Fcb-r- 
ruarjy   1794. 

IN  the  prefent  podure  of  affairs,  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  deems 
it  neceffary  for  the  fafety  of  the  Germanic  body,  that  a  nume- 
rous army  belonging  to  the  circles  of  the  empire  fhould  be  af- 
fembled  on  the  Higher  Rhine,  under  the  orders  of  a  general  ;  and 
as  this  has  been  long  the  wiih  of  many  confiderabie  dates,  their 
auguft  chief  flatters  himfelf  that  all  the  members  will  ba  eager  to 
hold  their  rerpe£i;ive  contingents  in  readinefs,  and  that  thofe  who 
formerly  redeemed  them  by  means  of  money,  will  henceforth 
furnifh  men.  His  Imperial  Majeftvj  in  order  to  give  a  new  proof 
of  his  folicitude  in  favour  of  the  Germanic  body,  will  confer  the 
command  on  the  Prince  of  Saxe  Tefchen,  and  will  not,  in  the 
mean  time,  make  any  alteration  with  regard  to  the  Auftrian  troops 
now  on  the  Rhine. 


Note  delivered  by  the  Jiijlrian  Envoy  at  the  Diet  of  Ratifooriy  on 
the  Part  of  the  Emperor,  to  demand  the  -  Setije  of  the  Germanic 
States  refpe^ting  the  Necejjlty  of  ar?ning  ah  the  Inhabitants  on  the 
Frontiers  oj  Germany,  and  the  furni/Jnng  of  a  triple  Contingent 
on  the  Part  of  the  faid  States. 

ALL  Europe  knows  the  manifold  and  jufl:  grounds  which 
have  compelled  the  Germanic  empire,  united  under  its 
fupreme  chief,  to  declare  a  general  war,  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  moft  binding  covenants  and  the  moil  facred  treaties;  for  the 
prefervation  of  focial  order,  from  a  wild,  deftruftive,  and  mofl 
anarchic  tvranny,  falfely  called  freedom  ;  for  the  defence  of  z\\ 
acknowledged  religion  from  peftilentialatheifm  ;  for  the  fup- 
port  of  the  conftitution  of  the  empire  againfl:  an  arbitrary, 
horrible,  and  univerfal  revolutionary  power ;  for  keeping  up 
the  Imperial  honour  j  for  the  protection  and  future  fecurity  of 
the  Imperial  privileges  and  the  frontiers,  and  for  obtaining  a 
fuitable  and  entire  fatisfa61:ion  againft  the  common  enemy  of  all 
public  order,  againft  the  moft  wanton  difturbers  of  all  the  be- 
neficent 
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fiefieent  ties  of  fecial  happinefs,  and  the  moft  cruel  defpqts  an4 
violators  of  the  moft  facred  rights  of  mankind. 

Equally  well  known  are  the  different  fplendid  Yi61:ories  froni 
the  firil  day  of  the  opening  of  the  lalf  campaign,  which  were 
gained  blow  upon  blow  by  the  ahrjoft  incredible  bravery  of  the 
•  German  troops  on  the  Rhine,  the  Ruhr,  the  iMaas,  the  Mayne, 
the  Mozelle,  6cc.  which  were  happily  followed  by  the  deliver- 
ance of  the  Uniteci  Netherlands,  invaded  in  the  moft  lawlefs 
manner,  and  the  emancipation  of  many  other  German  diftrit^s 
and  important  countries,  from  the  fway  of  faUe  I-'rench  liberty; 
the  capture  of  Conde,  the  re-capture  of  the  city  and  impor- 
tant fortrefs  of  Mentz,  the  taking  of  Valeiiciennes,  Quelhoy, 
&c. 

But  this  campaign,  fo  glorious  for  battles,  (leges,  and  con-» 
quells,  could  not  bring  back  the  French  to  a  more  equitable 
and  more  juft  fenfe  of  reafon,  principle  and  adlion,  towards 
the  Germanic  nation,  offended  to  the  highefi:  degree.  That 
faction,  hoftile  to  the  human  race,  which  ifyles  itfelf  the  Na- 
tional Convention  of  France,  flrerigthens  daily  her  power  of 
reiiftanGe  by  the  mofl  terrible  means,  by  numberlefs  arbitrary 
confifcations,  by  the  plundering  of  the  churches  and  the  rich, 
having  already  feized  the  property  of  the  clergy,  nobility,  and 
crow^n,  and  by  the  moft  defperate  meafure  of  a  general  requifi- 
tion  of  all  fighting  men,  fupported  by  that  moft  terrific  inllru- 
ment  the  guillotine. 

The  violent  decrees,  compelling  the  people  to  rife  in  a  mafs, 
have  given  additional  force  and  ftrength  to  the  numerous  hoftile 
armies  now  in  the  field,  fo  that  they  fucceeded  at  laft,  after  re- 
novated, daily,  and  moft  violent  attacks,  notwithftanding  the 
fteadieft  countenance  and  moft  gallant  refiftance  on  the  part  of 
the  German  warriors,  to  re-take  by  their  fuperiority  a  part  of 
theconquefts — a  lofs  which,  in  all  probability,  w^ould  not  have 
enfucd,  if  the  contingents  of  the  empire  had  been  properly 
fent. 

This  general  requifition  of  all  the  fighting  men  effedled  q, 
great  fuperiority,  and  clianged  entirely  the  mode  of  making 
war,  increafed  the  dangers  and  difficulties  of  this  coercive  war, 
and  feems  in  fome  manner  to  neceffitate  the  rihng  in  a  mafs  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  frontiers  of  the  Netherlands,  Anterior 
Auftria,  Brifgau,  and  other  places,  in  order  to  procure  fafety 
to  the  property  of  the  royal  fubjecb  of  the  empire,  againft  the 
ravages  branded  v.7ith  the  wildeft  exceffes,  occafioned  by  an  ene- 
my driven  to  defpair  by  the  mifery  which  reigns  in  their  own 
pountry^  and  emboldened  by  their  recent  fucceffes.

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.Declaration  of  the  King  of  Tru[fta  again/}  a  general  Armament  of 
the  Inhab Hants  of  the  Empire,  made  in  February  1794. 

I.  'T'T'THEN  the  propofition  for  a  general  armament  of  the 
yy  iubjcdls  of  the  empire  was  made  at  the  affembly  of 
the  diet,  the  King  of  Pruilia  reprefented  fuch  efTential  difH- 
culties  againfh  this  meafure,  that  he  could  not  have  expected 
that  the  propofition  would  liave  been  carried  to  a  conclujum. 

II.  For  this  reafon  his  Majefty  finds  himfelf  under  the  ne- 
ceffity  of  laying  them  again  once  more  before  the  fix  neareft 
circles,  with  this  obfervation,  viz.  "  That  if  the  laid  circles 
cannot  determine  with  themfelves  to  withdraw  the  faid  conclu- 
Jwn^  and  render  it  of  none  eiteft,  he  will  be  forced,  however 
contrary  to  his  inclination,  to  v.ithdraw  his  troops,  as  he  can- 
not expofe  them  to  the  danger  which  muff  neceflarily  refult 
from  this  meafure. 

III.  The  reafons  that  his  PruiTian  Majefty  oppofes  to  a  ge- 
neral armament  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  empire,  are  the  fol- 
lowing, viz. 

H    T.  By  employing  the  peafants  ngainft  the  enemy,  agriculture 
'will  want  hands. 

2.  That  there  are  not  arms  fufficlent  to  give  to  fuch  a  maf? 
of  people. 

3.  1  hat  it  is  impoffible,  in  fo  flioit  a  time,  to  teach  the  ma- 
nual exercifc  to  the  inhabitants. 

4.  It  has  been  found,  by  the  experience  of  the  two  laft  cam- 
paigns, that  the  foldiers  oppofed  to  tlie  French  muft  be  pefedlly 


5.  Laflly,  independent  of  the  above  reafons,  it  is  infinitely 
dangerous,  at  a  time  like  the  prefent,  when  the  French  are 
watching  everv  advantage  to  infmuatc  their  principles,  to  af- 
femble  fuch  a  mafs  of  men,  whofe  ideas  upon  forms  of  go- 
vernment ir.ufl  be  various,  and  among  whom  confequently  dif- 
fenllons  might  arife,  difaftrous  in  their  confequences  both  tq 
the  armies  and  to  the  coniHtution  of  the  empire. 


Declaration  of  his  Truffian  Alajefy,  delivered  to    the   States  of  the 
Germanic  Circles,  ajjcmb led  at  Frankfort,  in  February  1794. 

HIS  Majelly  the  King  of  Pruffia  could  not  but  hear  with 
the  higheft  difpleafure,  that  defigns  were  imputed  to  him, 
tending  to  fecularize  hifhoprics  and  chapters,  to  fupprels  them, 
and  to  appropriate  to  himfelf  certain  cities  of  the  empire,  in 
order  to  indemnify  himfelf  for  the  immenfe  fums  which  he  has 
expended  for    near  two  years,  to  carry  on  the  war  agninft  the 
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French,  and  to  defend  againft  them  the  Germanic  empire  and 
his  illuib-ious  allies. 

His  Majefty,  confident  that  his  defigns  are  pure,  might  pafs 
in  filence  over  fuch  rumours,  and  content  himfelf  with  the 
convi(9:ion  that  they  would  find  no  belief  on  the  part  of  the 
well-dilpofed  ftates  of  the  empire  :  hut  to  give  the  moft  ample 
fatisfaition,  and  to  confound  the  malevolent,  who  invent  fimi- 
lar  ftories  purpofely,  and  perhaps  to  excite  diftruft,  the  under-^ 
figned  has  orders  formally  to  declare,  that  while  his  Majefly 
makes  v/ar  upon  the  French,  he  has  never  any  view  but  the 
defence  of  the  Germanic'empire,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  con- 
liltution  ;  that  it  never  was  His  Majefty's  defign  to  make  con- 
queits  for  himfelf;  and  that  if  conquefts  are  made  from  France, 
the  empire  will  have  its  (hare;  that  he  never  conceived  the  leaft 
idea  of  indemnifying  himfelf  at  the  expenfe  of  the  empire,  whofe 
conftitution  has  always  been  facred  to  him,  and  for  whofe  main- 
tenance he  has  already  made  fo  many  facrifices,  as  is  genei-ally 
known. 

The  underfigned  finally  declares,  that  His  Majefty  will  never 
belie  thofe  intentions  in  future,  and  will  be  always  ready  to  fecure 
and  guaranty  to  the  Germanic  empire  its  territory  and  conftitu- 
tion,  and  to  its  ftates  in  particular,  both  fpiritual  and  temporal, 
their  poiieilions  and  rights;  in  a  word,  the  inviolable  maintenance 
of  the  whole  Germanic  body,  provided  the  empire,  and  above  all, 
thofe  lix  circles  which  are  moft  expofed  to  danger  at  the  prefent, 
will  co-operate  as  much  as  the  contiitution  and  patriotifm  require 
of  them.

Letter  from  the  King  of  PniJJia  to  the  Prince  of  Saxe  Cohurg, 

I  AM  eager  to  inform  you,  that  in  confequence  of  the  nego- 
ciations  which  have  hitherto  been  carried  on,  it  is  my  intention 
to  give  orders  to  my  Field-marfhal  MollendorfF  to  leave  behind  a 
corps  of  20,000  men,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-general 
Kalkreuth,  to  withdraw  with  the  reft  of  my, army  from  the  envi- 
rons of  Mentz,  and  to  march  towards  Cologne.  I  requeft  you, 
for  that  pui-pofe,  to  take  the  neceifary  meafures,  that  the  retreat 
of  the  moft  confiderable  part  of  my  troops  do  not  turn  out  advan- 
tageous to  the  enemy,  but  that  the  fortrefs  of  Mentz,  and  the  em- 
pire in  general,  remain  covered  againft  hoftile  invafion.  It  being 
m  other  rcfpeils  necclTary  to  make  arrangements  to  procure  to  the 
troops  who  put  themfelves  on  their  march  the  neceffary  provifions- 
on  tiie  road  to  Cologne,  their  departure  will  not  follow  fo  rapidly  ; 
and  thofe  troops  fhall  not  file  off  at  once,  but  by  divifians — you! 
will,  therefore,  have  time  fufHeieat  to  mgke  the  necelfary  difpo- 
3  '  fiiions. 
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^tlons.  I  hope,  at  the  fame  time,  that  you  will  have  the  gdodn^f^ 
to  take  fiich  meafures,  that  when  Field-marfhal  MollendorfF  llialf 
have  finifhed  his  preparations,  and  when,  by  virtue  of  the  orders 
received,  he  fhall  have  informed  you  of  the  days  on  which  the  troops 
ihall  depart^  the  execution  of  this  refolution  do  not  fufFer  any  6b= 
ftacle.

Declarathn  of  the  King  of  Pruffia  to   the  German  Empire^   on  bis 
fectj/lsn  from  the  prefent  Continental  Confederacy, 

THE  period  being  arrived  in  which  his  Prufiian  Majefty  is 
forced  to  difcontinue  taking  that  a6live  part  in  the  prefent  war, 
^hich  hitherto  has  been  the  efFe6l  of  his  generofity  and  pure  pa- 
triotifm  ;  on  account,  and  in  confideration  of  what  is  owing  by 
his  Majelty,  to  the  prefervation  of  his  own  eftates,  and  to  the 
welfare  of  his  fubjeds,  his  iVIajefty  thinks  it  particularly  his  duty, 
to  lay  before  their  Highnefles  the  Co-States  of  the  German  erapirCj 
the  real  caufes  and  true  motives  by  which  he  was  induced  to  take 
fuch  a  refolution. 

At  the  time  wheh  the  French  nation,  in  the  unfortunate  aeju- 
fion  of  imaginary  liberty,  had  not  only  dilTolved  every  tie  of  civi<i 
order  amongft  themfelves,  but  alfo  meditated  the  fubverfion  of  the 
repofe  and  welfare  of  other  nations,  by  the  introduction  of  theif 
anarchic  horrors,  and  in  fad,  had  already  fallen  in  an  hoflile  man- 
ner on  fuch  territories  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  of  the  German 
•empire,  as  were  nearelt  to  them,  his  Majelty  thought  proper  to 
unite  his  jufi:  arms  with  thofe  of  his  Imperial  Majefly,  and  after- 
wards with  thofe  of  the  whole  German  empire,  and  thofe  of  his 
other  allies,  in  order  to  fet  bounds  to  the  deltrudive  enterprifes  of 
a  delirious  nation,  and  to  reftore  peace  and  happinefs  to  thofe  as 
guiitlefs  as  highly  endangered  dates.  This  objeft  was  ever  the 
guide  of  the  arms  of  his  Majelty  down  to  this  prefent  moment,  and 
more  impreflive  on  his  mind,  in  proportion  as  the  madnefs  of  the 
French  augmented,  and  the  danger  of  all  Germany  became  more 
imminent.  The  efforts  of  his  Majeffy  to  fet  a  boundary  agair.fl 
ihismighty  torrent  of  ill-fortune  on  the  German  territories,  were, 
it  is  true,  at  firft  but  proportioned  to  the  danger,  but  foon  ex- 
ceeded the  utmoft  of  his  ability.  The  war  was  not  a  war  with  a 
civilized  nation,  and  well-difciplined  armies,  but  a  war  with  a  de- 
lirious and  never*  riiminifhing  fwarm  of  men,  with  a  highly  popu- 
lous nation,  provided  with  every  rcfource  for  war  to  back  them— 
a  fet  of  men  who  did  not  fight  merely  for  victory,  but  who  fought 
bv  fire,  fword,  and  the  poifon  of  their  pernicious  doctrines,  to 
fubvert  the  whole  focial  edifice  of  Germanv. 

To 


To  oppofe  this  almoft  unconquerable  enemy,  the  King,  on 
his  part,  brought  iHto  the  field  70,000  men,  andthofe  hischoiceft 
troops  ;  with  thefe  has  his  Majefty  combated,  even  until  this  third 
campaign,  under  every  imaginable  obftacle,  far  from  the  Prufiian 
dominions,  amidft  already  ^xhaufted  lands,  excefs  of  dearnefs  of 
the  neceffaries  of  life,  and  almoft  infupportable  expenfe. 

Befides  thefe  'uhparallelled  efforts,  his  Majefty  has  made  to  the 
common  caufe  every  poilihle  facrifice  which  the  national  ftrength 
of  Pruffia  would  permit ;  nor  has  he  hefitated  to  expofe  even  his 
facred  perfon-,  and  the  princes  of  his  family,  to  every  danger  by 
which  the  repofe  and  fafety  of  Germany  could  be  conquered  from 
the  enemy.  For  tliis  objed  alone  lias  fp  much  Prufhan  blood  been 
jpilt — for  this,  fuch  immenfe  treafures  drained  from  his  dominions. 
-Such  a  war  muft  necelTarily  have  niOre  exhaufted  his  resources  than 
^hofe  of  fuch  powers  whofe  dominions  lay  more  contiguous  to  the 
icene  of  hoftility  ;  aiid  thus  his  Majefty  fell  into  an  abfolute  im- 
jpoffibility  of  taking  any  longer  that  aSive  part  from  his  own  meanS, 
■without  utterly  ruining  his  own  dominions^  and  entirely  ex- 
haufting  the  property  of  his  fubjeds. 

His  Majefly,  however,  ftill  remained  deeply  imprefled  with  a 
patriotic  hope  of  being  able  ilili  to  lend  help  and  protecliori,  and 
that  with  ihcreafed  force,  to  the  German  empire  ;  ahd  to  be  ena- 
bled to  do  this,  he  entered  into  a  negociation  with  the  confederate 
povi'ers,  propofing  certain  arrangements  to  them,  the  principal 
points  of  which  were,  befides  the  payment  of  a  fubfidy  to  hitn,  a 
ftipulation  that  the  fubfiftence  of  the  greateft  part  of  the  PrulTian 
"army  Ihould  be  provided  for  by  the  empire  in  general  ;  and  thatj 
until  a  final  plan  fhould  be  concluded  to  thiseffeilj  that  the  fix  an* 
terior  circles  of  the  empire,  who  lay  moft  expofed  to  dahger,  and 
who  reaped  immediate  benefit  from  the  defence,  Ihouid  be  charged 
provifionally  with  the  furnifhihg  01  the  fame  ;  and  it  was  alfo  de- 
clared to  the  diet  of  the  empire,  and  the  circles  above-mentioned. 
that  in  cafe  thefe  frank  and  free  propofals  were  hot  acceded  to  by 
the  Emperor,  his  Majefty  would  be  compelled  to  withdraw  the 
greateft  part  of  his  troops,  and  to  leave  the  empire  to  its  fate. 

Several  ftates  have  made  declarations  fuitable  to  the  prellingcir-* 
tumftanCes  in  which  they,  ahd  the  whole  empire,  were  placed  ; 
in  particular  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs  of  Mentz,  full  of  exalted  a  id 
patriotic  fentiments  towards  the  empire,  complied  vvith  every  re- 
^uifition  relative  to  the  fubfillence  of  the  Prufiian  troops  which 
depended  upon  him,  and  fummoned  an  immediate  congrefs  of  the 
fix  circles.  His  Majefty  entertained  a  juit  expedlation,  thai 
fimilar  good  confequences  would  every  where  have  tlov/ed  from 
his  patriotic  intentions,  and  his  hard-earned  tnerits  in  his  former 
defence  of  the  whole  empire.  Every  retrofpeil  feemed  to  con- 
firm thefe  hopies  ;  on  one  fide,  the  paft  afforded  the  admonilliing 
piiture  of  the  dreadful  torrent  of  an  alLfubvexting  enemy  ;  on  the 
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othcp^  the  noble  and  hero*ic  ftand  of  the  Pruffian  army,  and  t\\6 
iminenfe  facrifices  of  the  blood  of  his  warriors,  and  the  treafbres 
of  his  dominions^  made  by  the  magnanimity  of  his  Pruflian  Ma- 
jefty.  Even  then  that  army  was  ftanding  on  the  banks  of  the 
Rhine,  the  bulwark  of  the  whole  empire,  and  to  which  the  enemy 
did  not  dare  to  penetrate  ;  but  the  fubfiftence  of  that  army,  un- 
dertaken by  the  whole  empire^  was  the  fole  condition  under  which 
it  no  longer  could  be  effedtive,  and  which  the  phyfical  irapoflibility 
of  PrulFia  alone  bearing  the  burthen,  ditl  ablblutely  oblige  Prufli^ 
to  infipL  upon.  Was  ir  acceded  to,  fo  as  the  future  afforded  the 
cunfclatory  prcfpedl  of  his  Majefty  a(Sting  with  that  kriown  ala- 
crity^—that  well  proved  fidelity,  in  the  defence  of  the  empire,  and 
the  protetlion  of  its  conftitution,  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power?  But 
every  impartial  obferver  might  have  eafiiy  anticipated  the  confe- 
quences  of  the  refufal  of  the  required  fubfiftence,  and  the  return  of 
the  Pruluan  troops  into  his  Majefty's  own  dates.  Then  might 
the  over-powerrul  and  delirious  enemy  ravage,  uncontrouled^ 
throughout  the  empire,  and  with  plundering  and  murderous  hands, 
imbriciled  and  unlimited,  bear  down  the  Germans,  their  hufA 
bandry,  all  law,  order  and  property,  fubvert  with  anarchic  abo-* 
minations,  the  conftituiions  of  more  imiperial  dates,  annihilate 
princes  and  nobles,  erafe  the  temples  of  religion,  and  drive  from 
the  hearts  of  Germans  their  natural  love  of  virtua  and  order,  hf 
the  aids  of  the  feJuftive  allurements  of  licentioufnefs,  and  the  pre- 
cepts of  an  unfeeling  immorality. 

All  thefe  and  fimilar  obfervations,  fo  fimple  and  fo  obvious  as 
they  were,  did,  neverthelefs,  not  fucceed  in  bringing  the  arrange- 
ment for  the  fubfiftence  of  the  army  to  a  juft  Gonclufion.  This 
propofal  was,  befides  this,  fufficiently  conneded  with  another  ar- 
rangement, which  his  Majefty  had  defigned  to  offer  the  confe-' 
derate  powerS;,  but  which  it  did  not  feem  good  to  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty to  comply  with,  and  which  other  ftates  did  alfo  not  approve* 

Moreover,  this  propofal  gijve  rife  to  an  exception,  which,  after 
fo  many  and  meritorious  actions,  fuch  unparalleled  facrificcs| 
which  his  Majefty  had  already  made,  he,  in  truth,  h'ad  no  reafon 
to  expect,  and  on  which  his  Majefty,  not  without  much  forrow^ 
finds  it  his  duty  to  make  feme  remarks. 

The  fumm.oning  of  tlie  fix  circles,  by  tire  Ele£ior  of  Mentz, 
has  been  reprefented  as  irregular,  though  in  facl  it  is  ftriftly  con- 
Ifitutlonal.  Meafures  there  were  pfopofed  precifely  contradictory 
to  thenegociations  for  the  fubfiftence,  and  the  univerfal  arming  of 
the  peafants  was  refoived  on,  though  it  is  plain,  that  fuch  a  mea- 
fure  is  as  inefficient  as  dangerous,  and  completely  adverfe  to  the 
cbje6l  propoled — inefficient  againft  an  enemy  who  prelfes  forward 
in  a  mats  with  an  inianity  oi  fury,  approved  tallies,  and  a  nu-' 
meroiis  artillery — dangej-ous,  becatife,  when  the  peafant  is  armed, 
-and  brought  av/ay  from  his  ordinary  mode  of  life,  the  enemy  may 

eai?iy 
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eafily  become  his  moft  dangerous  feducer,  and  finally  adyerfe  to 
the' object  propofed,  becaufe  Aich  an  armament  is  whotry  incom- 
patible with  the  operations  and  fubfiftence  of  difciplined  armies. 
Thefereafons,  which  flowed  from  the  moft  finqere  convidlion  of 
his  Majefty,  have  been  reprefented  in  the  moft  odious  colours  ; 
and  the  moft  falfe  and  fcandalous  motives  have  been  attributed  to 
him  for  his  diiTentto  this  raeafure  ;— -and,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
arrangement  of  the  fiibfiftence,  projeds  of  extending  his  domi- 
nions, of  fecukrizing  ecclefiaftical  territories,  and  of  opprelTing 
the  empire,  have  been  rumoured  to  have  been  by  him  in  contem- 
plation ;  and  of  Avhich  his  Majefly's  known  patriotifm,  and  ac- 
knowledged virtues,  will  form  the  beft  contradidion. 

After  what  is  part,  every  hope  of  the  fubfiftence  being  acceded 
to,  being  now  vanifhed,  his  Majefty  does  now  renounce  the  fame, 
and  aifo  every  refolution  of  the  empire,  and  of  the  circles  relative 
thereto. — his  Majeify  has  therefore  taken  the  refolution  no  longer 
to  grant  his  protedion  to  the  German  empire  ;  but  to  order  his 
army,  ("excepting  twenty  thoufand  auxiliaries,  according  to  dif- 
ferent treaties)  inftantly  to  return  to  his  own  dominions. 

At  the  fame  time  that  his  Majefty  finds  himfelf  compelled  to 
withdraw  a  portion  of  his  troops  from  the  defence  of  thofe  ftates, 
for  which  they  have  already  corhbated  with  fo  much  glory,  he  ex- 
prefiTes  the  moft  earneft  wifties,  that  thofe  confequences  he  has  above 
alluded  to  may  not  take  place,  but  that  the  exertions  of  his  Im- 
perial Majefty,  and  oftiie  empire,  may  eventually  infure  to  both- 
a  full  indemnity,  and  a  general  and  honourable  peace.  To  his 
Majefty  remains  the  juft  confolatioa,  and  permanent  glory  of 
having  on  his  part,  made  fuch  facrifices  to  the  defence  and  fafety 
of  the  Emperor  in  the  prefent  awful  crifis,  as  certainly  few  ftates 
in  Europe,  or  members  of  the  Germanic  body,  could,  without 
much  hefitation,   have  refolved  upon,

IN  anfwer  to  the  claim  made  by  the  Comte  de  Lechrbach,  in 
the  name  of  his  Majeily  the  Emperor,  as  chief  of  the  Ger- 
manic corps,  the  court  ot  Berlin  has  refolved  to  declare,  that 
the  King  would  never  refufe  doing  his  duty  as  a  member  of  the 
empire ;  but  that  in  the  cafe  in  which  he  now  is  effectively 
called  on,  he  will  condu6l  himfelf  after  the  example  of  the 
other  Electors  and  illuftrious  Co-eftates,  proportionably  to  his 
obligations,  according  to  the  Germanic  conftitution  and  the 
ar^ient  ufage. 

To  the  above  Declaration  the  Baron  Hotchjlettcr  verbally  added, 

1.  The  greater  part  of  the  army  under  command  of  Field- 
Mar{l:al  Mcllendorii,  will  defer  their  march  into  the  Pruffian 
dominions,  and  remain  in  ihc  places  of  the  Lower  Rhine,  until 
furlher  orders, 

2.  This  delay  of  the  return  of  tiie  Pruffian  troops  to  his  Ma- 
Jeiiy's  dominions,  however,  is  eventual,  and  will  certainly  ceafe 
as  foon  as  the  liopes  of  his  Majefly  vanifli  with  refpedl  to  the 
iubfidies  which  he  claims  frotn  the  fix  anterior  circles. 

3.  His  Majeily  willies  that  the  States  of  the  fix  anterior- 
circles  might  alTemble,- and  deliberate  provii^onally  upon  the 
queftion,  w- nether  meafurea  were  to  be  taken  for  tlie  purpofeof 
providing  for,  arid  maintaining  the  aiiny  of  his  Pruffian  Majefty, 
for  tlie  protCsSlion  .pf  the  empire.

SINCE  the  extraordinary  manner  in  which  the  French  feem 
determined. to  carry  on  this  war,  namely,  by  violence.  an<i 
force,  to  oblige  all  the  men  of  their  nation,  able  to  carry  arms> 
to  march  againft  the  combined  armies,  by  which  means  they 
increafe  their  hoftile  forces  to  extjfaordinary  numbers;  and  fince 
the  danger  to  which  the  German  empire  is  exp.ofed  from  the 
invafions,  which  fuch  innumerable  hordes  are  ii^duccd  to  make,, 
Irom  motives  of  hunger  and  defsri^  of  plunder,  meafures  are 
required  more  than  ever  to  ftrengthen  the  military  forces  of  the 
caTjpire  :  it  is  therefore  advifeable,  that  the  aymy  of  the  em- 
pire fhould  be  reinforced  by  a  regular  and  well-eq^jpped  array,' 
procured  by  the  means  of  fubfidies. 

His  Imperial  Majefly,  therefore,  propofes  to.  the  empire  ta 
enter  into  a  treaty  with  his  Prv.ffian  Majefty,  in  conlideration 
qf  reafonable  fubfidies,  to  fumifh  a  certain  fpefified  corps  of 
his  troops  for  the  fervice  of  the  general  caufe.  His  Pruilian 
Majefty,  from  his  chara£ler  of  a  generous  a.nd  d.iftinguiflie4 
inember  of  the  Germanic  empire,  will  undoubtedly  oppofe  no.

WHILE  we  are  on  the  fubjeil;  of  Bruffels  and  its  laft  tyrants, 
I  muft  make  known  to  the  ConventJon  and  the  French 
nation  the  fcandalous  immorality  6f  the  fovereigns  they  combat. 
Yes,  I  denounce  to  Europe  and  the  whole  world  thefe  crowned 
forgers,  thefe  privileged  fabricators  of  falfe  money,  thefe  violators 
of  public  law.  Among  tyrants,  edi£ts,  refolutions  of  council, 
and  fevere  ordinances,  cofidemn  to  terrible  penalties  thofe  who 
forge  money,  or  who  alter  the  RoVal  effigy  upon  metals.  The

At  London  there  is  a  manufaitosy  of  forged  affignats.     There  the

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Valuable  arts  of  paper-making  and  engraving  are  converted  to  i^ 
criminal  purpofe,  and  condemned  to  multiply  the  falfe  figns  of 
the  fortune  of  the  French  nation.  Two  millions  of  affignats  have 
been  forged  in  London  ;  and  a  confiderable  number  of  packets 
have  been  fent  into  the  territories  of  the  confederates,  for  the 
purpofe  of  difpofmg  among  us  this  falfe  paper,  at  the  fame  time; 
that  the  foldiers  of  tyranny  were  carryinginto  our  territory  all  the 
fcourges  of  a  war  of  cannibals.— Thus  have  we  had  to  defend, 
ourfelves  both  againft  their  arms  and  their  falfe  m6ney  :  this  is  a 
prefent  we  had  reafon  to  expect :  this  difcovery  is  a  confequence  of 
the  vi£lory  of  our  arms.

the  Editor  thinks  it  tuill  be  more  tifeful  in  this  InJIance,  to  deviate 
from  his  general  Rule,  and  to  give  them  together,  as  they  appeared 

in  the  London  Gazette  of  July  22,  1794'] 

Wloitehall,  July  22. 
The  difpatch,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy,  has  been  recelveJ 
by  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dundas,  from  the  Right  Hon.  Sir 
Gilbert  Elliot,  Bart,  dated  Corte,  the  2ift  of  June,   1794. 
Sir, 

IHAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  union  of  Corfica 
to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  is  finally  and  formally  concluded; 
and  it  is  with  the  moil  fincere  fatisfaclion  that  I  find  myfel'f  en- 
abled to  affure  you  that  no  national  a6l  was  ever  fandlioned  by  a 
more  linanimous  proceeding  on  the  part  of  thofe  who  were  autho- 
rifed  to  do  it,  or  by  a  more  univcrfal  approbation,  amounting,  I 
may  fay,  to  enthufiafm  on  the  part  of  the  people. 

I  have  already  had  the  honour  of  tranfmitting  to  you  a  copy  of 
the  letter  addreffed  by  his  Excellency  my  Lord  Hood  and  myfelf, 
to  his  Excellency  General  Paoli,  dated  the  21ft  of  April  I  have 
the  honour  to  enclofe  to-day  a  copy  of  the  circular  letter,  addreiibd 
by  General  Paoli  to  his  countrymen,  referring  to  that  which  he 
had  received  from  us,  an  Italian  tranllation  of  which  was  an- 
nexed. 

Letters  of  convocation  were  foon  after  iifued  for  the  affembly  of 
the  General  Confult  to  be  held  at  Corte,  on  Sunday  the  8th  of 
June,  and  were  fo  framed  as  to  procure  the  moft  general  reprefen- 
tation  known  in  this  ifland,  every  community,  which  is  the  fmall- 
efi:  territorial  divifion,  having  fent  its  reprefentative,  and  the  flate 
of  property  being  fuch,  that  although  none  but  landholders  were 
electors,  every  man,  almoft  without  exception,  has  voted. 

The  letters  of  convocation  fet  forth  the  occafion  of  their  being 
called  together;  and  the  minutes  of  ele6lion  in  every  community 
exprefled  the  general  nature  of  the  meafure  to  which  the  deputies 
were  authorifed  to  confent,  fpecifylng  diftindlly  the  union  of  Cor- 
lica  with  Great  Britain,  and  the  tender  of  the  crown  to  his 
Majefty. 

1  have  the  honour  to  enclofe  copies  of  thefe  proceedings. 

The  deputies  met  at  Corte  in  fufiicient  numbers  to  conflitute 
the  aflembly,  on  Tuefday  the  loth  of  June.  Some  days  were 
employed  in  verifying  their  powers,  and  determining  controverted 
ele6lions  ;  after  which  they  chofe  General  Paoli  as  their  prefi- 
dent,  and  Mr.  Pozzo  de  Bargo  and  Mr.  Mufelli  their  fecretaries. 

On  Saturday  the  14th  inftant,  General  Paoli  opened  the  aflem- 
bly by  an  excellent  and  eloquent  fpeech,  ftating  concifely  the 
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principal  events  which  had  occurred,  and  the  principal  meafurcs 
adopted  by  himfelf  fince  the  feparation  of  the  lall  General  Confult 
in  May,  1793,  the  occafion  of  the  prefent  convocation,  arid  the 
leading  points  on  which  their  deliberations  fhould  turn. 

The  alTembly  voted  unanimoully  their  thanks  to  General  Paoli, 
and  a  full  and  entire  approbation  of  all  he  had  done,  by  virtue  of 
the  powers  formerly  veiled  in  him  by  the  General  Confult  of  1793. 

They  then,  firll,  declare  unanimoufly,  the  feparation  of  Cor- 
fica  from  France : 

And  fecondly,  with  the  fame  unanimity,  and  with  the  flrongefl 
demonftrations  of  univerfal  fatisfadion  and  joy,  voted  the  union 
of  Corfica  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain. 

Acommittee  was  then  appointed  to  prepare  the  articles  of  union, 
and  to  confider  the  proper  mode  of  tendering  the  crown  to  his 
Majelly. 

It  was  declared  that  all  who  came  fhould  have  voices  ;  and,  \m 
fa61:,  feveral  perfons  of  character  and  talents,  who  were  not  even 
members  of  the  aflembly,  were  admitted  to  the  deliberations,  and 
took  a  fhare  in  the  difculiions  of  the  committee. 

The  articles  underM^ent  in  the  committee  a  very  full,  free,  and 
intelligent  difcuffion  ;  fuch  as  v/ould  have  done  honour  to  any  af- 
fembly  of  public  men  in  any  country,  and  fuch  as  ftampt  the 
refult  with  the  fan£lion  of  a  deliberate  and  informed,  as  well  aS 
a  free  and  independent  aflent. 

The  report  was  voted  Avith  unanimity  in  the  committee. 

It  was  prefented  to  the  affembly  on  Thurfday  the  17th,  and  on 
that  and  the  following  day  was  opened,  and  moil  ably  as  well  as 
fully  expounded  to  them  by  Mr.  Eozzo  de  Bargo.  It  was  adopt- 
ed with  unanimity,  and  with  univerfal  applaufe ;  and  two  copies 
of  the  2.€t  of  union  Avere  figned  by  every  member  of  the  Confult. 

On  Thurfday  the  19th  of  June  I  received  a  deputation  from  the 
affembly,  prefenting  to  me  a  copy  of  the  aft  of  union,  and  in- 
viting me  to  return  with  them,  that  the  crown  might  be  tendered 
to  his  Majefty  by  the  aflembly  itfelf,  in  the  mofl  foleznn  and 
authentic  form. 

I  accompanied  the  deputation,  and  in  prefence  of  the  affcm.bly, 
received  from  the  prefident,  his  Excellency  General  Paoli,  in  the 
name  of  the  people,  the  tender  of  the  crown  and  fovereignty  of 
Corfica  to  his  Majelly. 

His  Excellency's  addrefs  to  me  is  contained  in  the  minutes. 

After  addrefhng  the  aifembly  in  a  manner  which  appeared  to  me 
fuitable  to  the  occafion,  I  pronounced  in  his  Majeity's  name  the 
acceptation  of  the  crown,  according  to  the  articles  contained  irv 
the  a£t  of  union. 

I  then  took,  in  his  Majefty 's  name,  the  oath  prefcribed,  **  to 
maintain  the  liberties  of  Corfica,  according  to  the  conftitution  and 
the  laws." 
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The  prefidcHt  then  took  and  admin  iftered  to  the  aflembly  the 
oath  of  allegiance  and  fidelity  ;  after  which  I  figned  and 
fealed  the  acceptation  annexed  to  both  copies  of  the  a£l  of  union, 
one  of  which  I  have  now  the  honour  to  tranfmit. 

The  day  following  (yefterday)  Te  Deum  was  fung  in  the 
cathedral,  accompanied  by  the  difcharge  of  artillery ;  and  prayers 
were  offered  up  for  his  Majefty,  by  the  name  of  George  the  Third,, 
King  of  Great  Britain  and  Corfica.  In  the  evening  the  town  was 
illuminated,  and  the  people  demonftrated  their  loyalty  and  joy  by 
every  means  in  their  power. 

The  aflembly  has  voted,  this  day,  an  addrefs  to  his  Majefty, 
expreflive  of  their  gratitude,  loyalty,  and  attachment  ;  and  have 
deputed  four  refpeclable  gentlemen  to  prefent  it  to  his  PJajefty  in 
London. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  difpatch  without  offering  my  very  humble 
congratulations  on  the  fortunate  termination  of  this  important  and 
interefling  affair,  at  once  advantageous,  as  I  trufl,  to  the  contra6l- 
ing  parties,  honourable  to  his  Majefty,  and  gratifying,  in  every 
view,  to  his  royal  feelings,  as  well  as  to  thofe  of  his  Britifh 
fubjedts. 

The  true  foundation  and  bafis  of  this  tranfadlion  has  refted  on 
the  confidence  infpired  by  his  Majefly's  princely  virtues,  and 
the  exalted  reputation  enjoyed  throughout  the  world  by  the  Bri- 
tifh nation  for  every  honourable  and  generous  quality.  The 
people  of  Corllca  have,  on  one  hand,  done  homage  to  thofe  vir- 
tues, by  confiding  and  tendering,  even  folicitoufly,  the  fovereignty 
of  their  country  to  his  Majefty  ;  they  have,  on  the  other  hand*, 
heightened  the  value  of  that  confidence,  by  evincing  that  it  comes 
from  men  who  have  rejeded  with  horror,  the  poifonous  and 
counterfeit  liberty  of  France,  without  being  ignorant  or  carelefs 
of  a  well-ordered  and  conftitutional  freedom. 

His  Majefty  has  acquired  a  crown  ;  thofe  who  beftow  it  have 
acquired  liberty.  The  Britifti  nation  has  extended  its  political 
and  commercial  fphere  by  the  acceflion  of  Corfica  :  Corfica  has 
added  new  fecurities  to  her  ancient  poffeflions,  and  has  opened 
frefh  fields  of  profperity  and  wealth,  by  her  liberal  incorporation 
with  a  vaft  and  powerful  empire. 

This  difpatch  will  be  delivered  to  you  by  Mr.  Petriconi,  a 
young  gentleman  of  this  country,  who  has  ferved  with  diftinitipn 
throughout  the  war,  under  the  orders  of  General  Paoli,  and  par- 
ticularly in  the  fieges  of  Baftia  and  St.  Fiorenzo. 

I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  him  for  any  particulars  which  I  may 
have  omitted,  and  to  recommend  him  to  the  honour  of  your  atten- 
tion during  his  refidence  in  England.

general  Faoli  to  his  Countrymen, 

Fur'ianiy  Afay  i,   1794. 
Jilo^  dearly  beloved  Countrymen, 
THE  unabated  confidence  with  which  you  have  honoured  me, 
and  the  folicitude   I  have  ever  had  to  promote  your  intereits  and 
to  enfure  your  Hberty,  prefcribe  to  me  the  obligation  of  ftiting  to 
you  the  prefent  fituation  of  public  affairs. 

You  remember  how  many  cruel  and  treacherous  arrangements 
were  made  by  the  three  comraiflioners  of  the  French  Convention 
who  were  fent  over  to  our  ifland  ;  and  in  what  manner  they  at- 
tempted to  concentrate  the  powers  of  government  in  a  fmall  num- 
ber of  their  fatellites,  deftined  to  be  the  inftruments  of  thofe  vio- 
lences and  cruelties,  which  were  to  be  exercifed  againft  all  well 
meaning  perfons,  and  againft  the  nation  at  large. 

The  unjuft  decree  which  ordered  my  arreft,  and  my  transfer  to 
the  bar  of  the  affembly,  was  the  firft  attempt  directed  by  them 
againft  your  liberty.  You  unanimoufly  declared  yourfelves,  and 
humbly  remonftrated  againft  an  a£l  defigned  to  facilitate  the  exe- 
cution of  the  enemy's  plots :  finally,  you,  in  a  general  affembly, 
declared  your  indignation  at  this  a6l  of  injuftice  ;  and  you  adopted 
at  that  moment,  fuch  refolutions  as  were  confiftent  with  your 
own  dignity,  and  with  the  public  welfare. 

I  accepted,  as  a  diftinguilliing  proof  of  your  confidence,  the 
commifiion  you  were  pleafed  to  confer  upon  me,  for  providing  in 
thofe  critical  circumftances,  for  the  maintenance  of  your  fafety 
and  liberty  i  Anxious  that  you  fhould  not  be  expofed  to  any  dan- 
ger, unlefs  indignation  and  necellity  commanded  you  to  refift,  I 
tried  every  i^ieans  which  prudence  and  moderation  fuggefted  tome 
at  that  time  i  but  neither  your  juft  reclamations,  nor  my  inno- 
cence, Vi^ere  fufficient  to  recal  to  fentiments  of  rectitude  and  hur 
manity  a  violent  and  fanguinary  fadlion,  irritated  by  the  noble 
refiftance  you  had  made,  and  refolved  to  accomplifli  your  deftruc- 
tion  :  for  which  purpofe  the  fiibverfion  of  the  government  was 
ordered,  and  the  members  of  it  profcribed,  conjoimly  with  many 
other  zealous  patriots  :  the  nation  was  declared  in  a  ftate  of  re- 
bellion \  orders  were  given  to  reduce  it  by  force  of  arms,  and  to 
treat  it  with  the  bloody  rigour  of  revolutionary  laws. 

Roufed  by  thefe  caufes,  by  the  endlcfs  i'ucceilion  of  deftruilion 
and  ruin,  which  charaderifes  the  cr-;davl  of  thofe  perfons  who 
exercife  the  powers  of  government  in  France,  and  by  the  deftruc- 
tion  of  all  religion,  and  of  every  form  of  worfhip,  enforced  an4 
proclaimed  among  the  people  with  unexampled  impiety,  every 
Corfican  felt  the  neceftity  of  fepaiati ng  from  the  French,  and  of 
guarding  againft  the  poifonous  iniluencc  of  their  errorSo 
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The  aSs-of  hoftillty  committed  by  the  French,  and  thofe  Cor- 
fican  traitors  who  had  taken  refuge  in  the  garrifons  of  Calvi,  St, 
Fiorenzo,  and  Baftia,  compelled  us  to  repel  them  by  force  of  arms. 
I  have  feen  with  infinite  fatisfadion,  during  the  courfe  of  a  whole 
year,  that  ypur  ancient  bravery  and  attachment  to  your  country 
were  not  in  the  leaft  diminifhed.  In  various  encounters  the  ene- 
my have  been  defeated,  although  numerous,  and  fupported  by 
artillery  :  you  have  treated  the  prifoners,  taken  in  the  heat  of 
battle,  with  generofity  ;  whilil  the  enerny  have,  in  cold  blood, 
maflacred  our  prifoners,  who  were  fo  unibrtunate  as  to  fall  into 
their  hands  :  in  all  thefe  agitations  we  have  kept  ourfelves  united, 
and  exempt  from  the  horrors  of  licentioufnefs  and  anarchy  ;  a 
happy  prefage  of  your  future  fate,  and  an  irrefragable  proof  that 
you  are  deferving  of  true  liberty,  and  that  you  will  know  how  to 
preferve  it  unfuliied  by  licentioufnefs  and  diffenfions. 

In  fuch  a  ftate  of  things,  a  becoming  diffidence  made  me,  never- 
thelefs,  apprehend  that  the  enemy  would  increafe  in  force,  and 
attempt  to  carry  into  execution  the  deftruftive  plans  they  had 
formed  againft  you  :  under  thefe  circumlfances  I  felt  the  neceffity 
of  foreign  affiffance  ;  and,  in  conformity  to  your  general  willies, 
and  to  the  public  opinion  and  univerfal  expedlation,  I  had  recourfe 
to  the  King,  and  to  the  generous  and  powerful  nation,  which  had, 
on  other  occafions,  proteded  the  remains  of  our  liberty  ;  a  mca- 
fure  didlated  by  the  public  fafety,  and  which  I  took  only  when 
every  conciliatory  offer  had  been  obftinately  rejected,  and  every 
hope  »f  obtaining  moderation  or  juftice  from  the  French  Conven-^ 
tion  was  extin6l. 

His  Britannic  Majefty's  arms  have  made  their  appearance  in 
your  fupport  :  his  Ihips  and  troops  are  employed  with  you  to  drive 
from  our  country  the  common  enemy,  and  the  blood  of  Britons 
and  Corficansis  conjointly  fhed  for  the  liberty  of  this  iiland.  Our 
enterprize  has  already  been  crowned  with  happy  events,  and  draws 
near  to  a  fortunate  completion. 

This  pleafmg  afpefl:  of  afFiurs.  has  determined  me  to  turn  my 
thoughts  to  the  mod  efficacious  m^eans  of  eftablilliing  a  permanent 
freedom,  and  of  fecuring  our  iiland  froni  the  various  events  which, 
till  ibis  moment,  have  kept  us  in  agitation. 

The  protection  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  a  political 
union  Vi.-ith  the  Britifh  nation,  of  v/hich  the  profperity  and  power, 
uninterrupted  for  ages,  are  to  the  univerfe  proofs  of  the  excellency 
of  its  government,  have  appeared  to  me  to  accord  with  the  happi- 
nefs  and  fafecy  of  Corfica.  The  univerfal  opinion  on  this  head, 
evinced,  by  the  unreferved  inclination  you  have  fliewn,  and 
llrengthened  by  your  gratitude  for  benefits  received,  appears  for- 
tunately to  concur  with  mine.  I  have  therefore  made  the  proper 
overtures  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  with  a  view 
\Q.  eftablilli  this  defirable  union. 

With. 
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With  a  fatlsfa 61  ion  never  to  be  erafed  from  my  mind,  I  now  be- 
hold our  vvifhes  anticipated,  and  our  hopes  realized  :  the  memorial 
which  has  been  tranfmittcd  to  me  by  their  Excellencies,  the  Ad- 
miral commanding  the  fleet,  and  the  Miuifter  Plenipotentiary  of 
his  Majefty,  affords  us  the  opportunity  of  eftablifhing  this  unioo 
in  the  manner  bsft  adapted  to  the  benefit  of  both  nations,  and  to 
the  honour  of  his  Majefty.  I  cannot  better  make  known  to  you 
their  Excellencies'  fentiments,  than  by  a  faithful  tranflation  of  their 
memorial. 

The  nature  of  the  prefent  aJdrefs  does  not  perm.it  me  to  enlarge 
upon  the  benefits  of  this  union,  which  tends  to  conciliate  the  moft 
extenfive,  political  and  civil  liberty  with  perfonal  fccurity.  You 
are  convinced  of  thefe  truths,  and  will  regulate  your  conduct  ac- 
cordingly :  I  neverthelefs  avail  myfelf  of  this  opportunity  to  de- 
clare to  you,  that,  in  taking  the  Englifn  conftitution  for  your  mo- 
del, you  vv'itl  proceed  upon  the  moif  folid  principles- that  philofo- 
phy,  policy,  and  experience,  have  ever  been  known  to  combine  for 
the  happinefs  of  a  great  people,  referving  to  yourfelves  the  power 
of  adapting  them  to  your  own  peculiar  iituation,  cuftoms,  and  reli- 
gion, without  being  expofed,  hereafter,  to  the  venality  of  a  traitor, 
or  to  the  ambition  of  a  powerful  ufurper. 

A  matter  of  fuch  importance  ought  neverthelefs  to  be  difcuflfed, 
and  agreed  to  by  you,  in  a  general  allembly,  at  which  I  entreat  you 
to  aflift  by  your  deputies,  on  Sunday  the  8th  of  the  enfuing  month 
cf  June,  in  the  city  of  Corte.  The  provifional  government  will 
then  fuggeft  to  you  the  form  and  mode  of  the  elections. 

I  befeech  you  to  imprefs  yourfelves  with  the  great  importance  of 
the  affairs  on  which  you  have  to  determine  ;  and,  on  that  account, 
let  it  be  your  care  to  felecf:  perfons  of  zeal  and  acknowledged  pro- 
bity, and,  as  much  as  may  be  in  your  power,  reputable  heads  of 
families,  interefted  in  good  government  and  the  profperity  of  the 
country.  Let  moderation  and  propriety  of  condudl  prevail  in 
your  alfemblies,  that  no  perfon  among  you  may  have  the  mortifi- 
cation to  remark  any  diforder  in  the  moft  happy  moment  which 
has  occurred  in  the  courfe  of  our  revolutions,  and  in  pafling  the 
moft  important  aft  of  civil  fociety.  In  the  mean  time,  let  every 
man  iu^:.',eft  whatever  he  may  conceive  moft  ufeful  to  the  country, 
in  order  lO  communicate  his  opinion  to  the  nation,  legally  repre- 
fented  and  alienibled. 

CorGca  is  now  juftlv  regarded  by  foreign  powers  as  a  free  na- 
tion ;  her  refclutions  wil',  I  hope,  be  fuitable  to  her  rituation,and 
dictated  by  a  wifdoni  and  by  a  love  for  the  public  good. 

With  refpe^fl  to  myfelf,  my  dearly  beloved  countrymen,  after 
having  devoted  every  moment  of  my  life  to  your  happinefs,  I  fhall 
fileem  myfeli'rhe  happielf  of  mankind,  if  through  the  means  I 
liave  derived  from  your  confidence,  I  can  obtain,  for  our  country, 
the  oppjiiun'-'v  o!  lorming  a  free  uiid  laiting  governnjent,  and  of 
. '     .    '  '  preferving 
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preferving  to  Corfic^  its  name,  its  unity,  and  its  independence, 
whillt  the  names  of  the  heroes  who  have  fpilt  their  blood  in  its 
llipport  and  defence,  will  be,  for  future  generations,  objeds  of 
Hoble  emulation  and  grateful  remembrance.

'Copy  of  a  Letter  from  their  Excellencies  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Gilbert 
Elliot^  Bart,  to  General  Paoll, 

V'ulory^  Baft  la  Roads,  Jprll  21,  1 794. 

SIR, 

YOUR  Excellency  having  been  pleafed  to  reprefent  to  us,  on 
behalf  of  the  Corfican  nation,  that  the  intolerable  and  perfi^ 
dious  tyranny  of  the  French  Convention  having  driven  that  brave 
people  to  take  up  arms  in  their  own  defence,  they  were  determined 
to  fhake  off  altogether  the  unjufl:  dominion  of  France,  and  to  aflert 
the  rights  of  a  free  and  independent  nation  ;  but  being  fen fible  that, 
their  own  efforts  might  be  infuiTicient  to  contend  with  France,  or 
Other  powerful  nations,  who  might  undertake  hoftile  attempts 
againft  them,  and  confiding  implicitly  in  the  magnanimity  and 
princely  virtues  of  his  Britnniic  Majefty,  and  in  the  bravery  and 
generofity  of  his  people,  they  were  defirous  of  forming  a  perpetual 
unio-n  with  the  BritilTi  nation,  under  the  mild  and  equitable  go- 
vernment of  his  Majeity  and  his  fucceffors,  for  the  better  protec- 
tion, and  for  the  perpetual  fccurltyand  prefervation  of  their  inde- 
pendence and  liberties  :  and  your  Excellency  having  on  thefe  con- 
siderations, folicited,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  Corfica,  his 
Majefty's  prefent  alliflance,  and  his  royaF  protection  in  time  to 
come,  we  took  the  fame  into  our  mod  ferious  confideration  ;  and 
knowing  his  Majefly's  gracious  and  afFe6lionatedifpofiticn  towards 
the  Corhcan  nation,  and  his  readinefs  to  contribute  in  every  way, 
which  is  confiftent  with  juilice  and  the  interellsof  his  fubjefts,  to 
the  happinefs  of  that  brave  people  ;  and  being  invefted  with  fuf- 
ficient  powers  for  that  purpofe,  we  determined  to  comply  with 
your  requeft,  and  have  accordingly  fLirnifncd  the  aid  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's naval  and  military  forces  in  the  Mediterranean,  towards,  ex- 
pelling the  common  enemy  from  the  iiland  of  Corfica. 

We  have  fince  been  honoured  with  more  fpecial  pov/ers  and 
authority  to  concert  with  your  Excellency  and  the  people  of  Cor- 
fica, and  finally  to  conclndc,  on  his  Majefty's  behalf,  the  particu- 
lar form  and  mode  of  relation  which  fliall  take  place  between  the 
two  nations. 

It  is  with  the  moft  lively  fatisfaftion  we  acquaint  your  Excel- 
lency, that  we  have  it  in  command  from  his  Majefty  to  aftent,  on 
his  part,  to  fuch  a  fyftem  as  will  cement  the  union  of  our  two  na- 
tions uqder  a  common  Sovereign,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  fccure 
forever  the  independence  of  Corfica^  and  the  prefervation  of  her 
ancient  conftitution;  laws,  and  religion. 

With 
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With  vphatever  fatisfaclion  his  Majefty  has  gracloufly  aflfented 
to  propofitions,  which  protnife,  perhaps  for  the  firft  time,  not 
only  to  afford  to  this  iftand  the  prefent  blelfings  of  tranquillity  and 
peace,  and  a  fudden  increafe  of  profperity  and  wealth,  but  alfo  to 
cftablifh  its  national  independence  and  happinefs  on  a  fecure  and 
lading  foundation  ;  his  Majefty  is,  however,  determined  to  con- 
clude nothing  without  the  general  and  free  confent  of  the  people 
of  Corfica. 

We  therefore  requefl  your  Excellency  to  take  the  proper  flops 
for  fiibmitting  thefe  important  matters  to  their  judgment  ;  and  as 
the  fmall  number  of  the  enemy,  at  prefent  invefted  by  the  Britilh 
and  Corfican  troops,  and  which  mufi:  foon  either  be  deftroyed  or 
yield  to  fuperior  force,  can  no  longer  give  any  uneafinefs  to  this 
country,  but  the  freedom  and  deliverance  of  Corfica  is  in  effect  ac- 
compliflied,  we  beg  leave  to  fubmit  to  your  Excellency,  whether  it 
may  not  be  defirable  to  take  the  earlieft  meafures  for  terminating 
thefe  interefting  concerns,  and  for  adding  a  formal  fandlion  to 
that  union,  which  is  already  eftabiifhed  in  the  hearts  of  all  our 
countrymen.

Corfica^  to  the  Municipal  Officers^  Curates  of  Farljhes^  and   their 

Fellow  Countrymen. 
Beloved  Countrymen, 

THE  God  of  armies,  protedlor  of  the  moftjuft  caufe,  has  fa- 
voured your  efforts. 

The  audacious  army,  whofe  fury  and  violence  was  excited  by 
the  impious  fadion  which  propofed  to  itfelf  to  abolifh  all  order, 
cufloms,  and  religion  in  Europe,  will  fhortly  be  removed  from  cur 
territories. 

To  fecure  a  more  fpcedy  fuccefs,  Providence  has  given  you  the: 
fupport  of  a  powerful  nation,  accuftomed  to  refpe£l  laws,  and  a 
legitimate  power,  which  has  generoufly  affifted  you,  to  extricate 
yourfelves  from  the  tyrannical  anarchy  of  the  prefent  republic  of 
France. 

That  nation  and  its  king  offer  you  the  advantages  of  a  lading 
union  and  conftant  protection. 

The  happy  influence  of  our  glorious  countryman,  General  de 
Pao!i,  added  to  the  refources  of  his  genius,  and  excited  by  the  dan- 
gers of  his  own  country,  have  accelerated  this  happy  event  \  in 
Ihort,  brave  Corficans,  JVe  are  free. 

By 
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By  bur  conftancy,  firmnefs,  and  courage,  we  hive  acquired  tile 
enjoyment  of  the  advantages  we  inherit  from  our  anceiiors,  Z/- 
htrty  and  Religion.  ^  ^. 

However,  it  would  be  but  little  to  have  regained  this  noble  fuc- 
cciuon,   if  our  efforts  and  prudence  were  unable  to  fecure  it  for 
■  ever. 

To  infure  the  fuccef*  cf  thof^  efforts,  and  to  dtref^  our  pru- 
dence, a  perfedft  union  is  ncceifary  \  our  general  refolutions  muft 
be  formed  with  a  view  to  our  prefent  fituation  and  our  future  ex- 
pe6lations. 

The  Corficaris  muft  therefore  prefcribe  the  form  of  adminiftra- 
tion  and  government  they  chufc  to  adopts  enunciate^,  or  approve 
ofj  and  the  principles  on  which  it  is  to  be  eftablifliedj  or  on  which 
their  legiflation  is  to  be  fixed. 

Finally,  beloved  countrymicn,  the  moft  important  obje6l  ig,  a 
fpeedy  union  of  the  people,  and  the  laft  a6l  of  the  provifional  ad- 
ininiflration  you  adopted,  ordains  us  to  fupport  the  paternal  and 
patriotic  intentions  of  General  de  Paoli. 

In  this  invitation  we  can  give  you  but  a  faint  idea  of  the  im- 
portant functions  you  will  confide  to  your  reprefentatives  in  the 
next  aflembly  ;  however,  you  no  doubt  know  the  indifjienfable 
necelhty  of  adopting  meafurcs  for  the  inaintenance  of  internal 
tranquillity,  and  of  a  form  of  government  adapted  to  our  ctfftoms, 
powers,  and  fituation,  and  finally  to  the  various  relations  that  will 
hereafter  be  eftablifned  between  Corficans ;  the  Englifh  nation 
aiTid  their  King  feel,  even  more  than  others,  the  neCeliny  that  fuch 
deputies  fliould  be  appointed  among  Qur  countrymen  as  fhall  have 
given  evident  proofs  of  their  patriotifm,  and  of  their  defire  to  a£l 
with  a  zeal  adequate  to  the  nature  and  importance  of  their  mif- 
fion,  for  eftabiilhing  and  fecuring  by  the  new  order  of  things,  not 
only  for  the  prefent,  but  in  future]  public  felicity.  This  lalt  con- 
fideration,  in  cafe  you  are  fenfible  of  it,  will,  we  are  in  hopes,  de- 
termine you  to  prefer  one  of  the  moft  refpedable  heads  of  family 
in  each  of  your  refpedi'v'e  communities,  as  a  reprefeiltative  on  fuch 
folemn  and  important  occafions  in  council. 

In  this  union,  which  will  form  the  moft  memorable  crifis  of  our 
annalsj  the  objeds  muft  be  treated  with  that  form  and  order  due 
to  the  dignity  of  the  reprefentatives  of  a  free  people. 

The  ancient  afTembliesof  our  nation,  at  the  time  of  the  glorious 
government  of  its  deferviug  general,  were  only  compofed  of  one 
deptuy  from  each  comannnity.  Finding  it  neceffary  to  avoid  the 
inconvenience  of  repeated  elcdions,  we  have  thought  it  expedient 
in  this  circumftance  to  invite  you  to  adopt  this  ancient  cuftom, 
chiefly  on  reflecting,  that  asharveft  is  approaching,  the  abfence  of 
chiefs  from  their  families,  added  to  the  expenfes  of  the  journey, 
and  time  fpent  in  the  eledion,  would  be  of  prejudice  to  their  affairs, 
and  domeffic  interefts  ;  the  people  will  therefore  eftablifh  conftj_ 
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tutionally  tlie  number  of  its  reprefcntatives  for  the  fucceflive  re* 
tinions. 

The  zealous  and  good  citizens  will,  however,  be  enabled  to 
lay  before  the  council  their  knowledge  of  all  important  fubje6ls, 
which  will  be  taken  into  confideration  and  difculfed  accordingly, 
but  they  will  have  no  part  in  its  deliberations. 

The  general  council  therefore  invites  all  communities  of  Cor- 
fica  to  aifemble  on  Sunday  the  firft  of  June,  each  to  appoint,  ac- 
cording to  the  form  of  election  hereunto  annexed,  its  reprefenta- 
tive  at  the  general  council,  and  the  general  aflembly  of  the  clergy 
to  take  place  on  the  Sunday  following,  the  8th  of  June. 

The  municipal  officers  and  parifhes  of  the  refpedVive  communi- 
ties are  charged  with  the  publication  and  diftribution  of  both  Ge- 
neral Paoli's  circular  letter  and  this.

held  on  the  8th  current,  we  have  chofen  as  our  prefident  Mr.  N. 
the  mod:  proper  perfon  among  thofe  alTembled,  who  know  how  t», 
write,  and  who  has  appointed  as  his  fecretary  Mr.  N. 

In  fucceilion  of  the  fald  appointment,  the  majority  of  votes  is 
given  in  favour  of  Mr.  N.  father  of  a  family,  who  has  been 
duly  eleded  by  the  prcfent  affembly,  and  proclaimed  deputy, 
and  unto  him  v^e  give  the  power  of  concerting  and  treating  with 
the  other  reprefentatives  of  the  nation,  on  the  tranfatlions  that  will 
in  future  take  place  between  Corfica  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  Eiiglilh  nation  ;  as  llkewife  on  fubjeds  of 
public  utility  contained  in  the  aforefaid  circular  letter. 

And  the  prefent  verbal  procefs  has  been  regifiered,  and  depofited 
in  the  chancery  of  this  community,  and  a  copy  given  to  ferve  him 
the  faid  Mr.  N.  deputy,  as  a  full  power  and  certificate.

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TRANSLATION, 

We,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  Corfican  nation,  free  and  inde» 
pendent,  lawfully  airembled  in  a  general  meeting,  poffeifed  of  a 
fpecial  authority  to  form  the  prefent  conftitutional  aft,  have  una- 
■nimoufly  decreed,  under  the  aufpices  of  the  Supreme  Beingj,  the 
following  articles  : — i- 

CHAPTER    I, 
Of  the  Nature  of  the  Con/iitiition,  and  of  the  Conflltutcd  Povuers, 

Article  i.  The  conftitution  of  Corfica  is  monarchical,  according 
to  the  following  fundamental  laws. 

Art.  2-  The  legiilative  power  is  vefted  in  the  King,  and  in  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  people,  lawfully  eleded  and  convened. 

Art.  3.  The  legiflature,  compofed  of  the  King  and  of  the  re- 
prefentatives of  the  people,  is  denominated  the  Parliament ;  the 
alTembly  of  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  is  named  the  Houfe 
of  Parliament  ;  and  the  reprefentatives  are  ftyled  Members  of  the 
Parliament. 

CHAPTER    II. 

Of  the  Mode  of  EleSl'ionSy  the  Number  of  Member  Sy  and  the  FunCl'ions 
of  Parliament. 
Article  I.  The  territory  lliall  be  divided  into  pieves  (diftrifts), 
each  of  v^hich  iTiall  fend  two  members  to  Parliament.  The  towns 
on  the  coaft,  of  which  the  population  iliall  amount  to  30OQ  fouls 
and  upwards,  have  the  right  of  fending  two  members  each  to 
Parliament^  the  bifhops  who  difcharge  the  duties  of  their  fee  in^ 
Corfica,  and  are  recognized  as  fuch  by  the  Corfican  nation,  lliall 
be  members  of  Parliament, 

Art.  2.  The  members  of  Parliament  fhall  be  elefted  by  all  the 
.  Corfican  citizens,  of  tvventy-five    years  of  age,  who  fhall  have 
been  refident  at  leaft  one  year  in  the  pieve,  or  in  the  town,  and 
who  are  pofTeirors  of  land. 

Art.  3.  No  perfon  fhall  be  ele6fed  a  member;  of  Parliament, 
unlefs  he  pofieifes  at  leaft  6000  livres  in  land  in  the  pieve  which 
he  is  to  reprefent,  and  pays  taxes  in  proportion  to  this  poffellion, 
and  unlefs  born  of  a  Corfican  father,  and  /'.o;z«  fule  an  inhabitant, 
having  kept  houfe  for  five  years  in  the  faid  pieve,^  and.  until  he  has 
arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-five. 

Art.  4.  Lodgers,  except  thofe  who  are  inmates  for  life-,  perfons 
employed  in  colledling  the  revenue,  the  receivers  and  collectors  of 
taxes,  thofe  who,  have  penfions,  or  who  are  in  the  fervice  of  a  fo- 
reign power,  and  priefts,  cann,Qt  be  members  of  the  houfe  of  Par^ 
liament. 

Art.  5.  The  form  of  election  fhall  h,e  determined  by  the  laws. 

Art.  6.  If  a  member  of  Parliament  dies,  or  becomes  incapable, 
according  to  law,  of  being  a  member  of  Paf  liament,  another  raem- 
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ber  fliall  be  elected  by  hispieve,  within  fifteen  days,  by  the  King's 
authority. 

Art.  7.  The  houfe  of  Parliament  has  the  right  of  enabling  all 
the  ads  which  are  intended  to  have  force  of  law. 

Art.  8.  The  decrees  of  the  houfe  of  Parliainent  fliall  not  have 
force  of  law,  unlefs  they  receive  the  King's  fan61ioa. 

Art,  9.  Any  decree  that  has  not  palfed  the  houfe  of  parliaments, 
and  received  the  King's  fan£lion,'lhall  not  be  looked  upon  as  law, 
nor  carried  into  execution  as  fuch. 

Art.  10.  No  impofition,  tax,  or  public  contribution,  fhali  be 
laid  without  the  confent  of  Parliament,  or  without  being  fpecially 
granted  by  it. 

Art.  II.  Parliament  has  the  right  of  impeachment,  in  the  name 
of  the  nation,  of  every  agent  of  government-  guilty  of  prevarica- 
tion before  the  extraordinary  tribunal. 

Art.  12.  The  cafes  of  prevarication  fhall  be,  determined  by  the 
laws, 

CHAPTER    III. 

Of  the  Duration  and  Convocation  of  Paruament, 

Article  I.  The  duration  of  one  Parliament  Ihall  be  two  yearsi 

Art,  2.  The  King  may  diffolve  the  Parliament. 

Art.  3.  In  cafe  of  a  dilTolution  of  Parliament,  the  King  Ihall 
convene  another  within  forty  days. 

Art.  4.  Thofe  perfons  who  were  members  of  the  dilToIved  Par- 
liament, may  be  eledled  members  of  the  fucceeding  one. 

Art.  5.  If  the  Parliament  expires  without  being  diffolved,  ano- 
ther ihall  be  called,  by  the  King's  authority,  within  forty  days. 

Art.  6.   The  King  may  prorogue  the  Parliament. 

Art.  7.  The  Parliament  cannot  be  convoked  or  affembled  but 
by  the  King's  command. 

,  Art.  8.  The  interval  between  the  convening  of  the  houfe,  and 
its  prorogation,  or,  if  it  be  not  prorogued  until  its  dilfolution,  or 
if  it  be  not  diifolved  until  its  expiration,  is  to  be  called  the  felfion 
of  Parliament. 

Art.  9.  The  vice-roy,  or,  in  cafe  of  iilnefs,  the  commiiTioners 
nominated  by  him  for  that  purpofe,  fhall  open  the  feffions  in  per- 
fon,  and  declare  the  reafons  for  convoking  the  Parliament. 

Art.  10.  The  Parliament  may  adjourn  itfelf,  and  re-alTemble 
during  the  fame  fellion. 

Art.  II.  The  Houfe  Ihall  decide  upon  the  contefted  eledions  of 
its  members. 

Art.  12.  The  members  of  Parliament  fhall  not  be  fubjeft  to 
arreft  or  imprifonraent  for  debt  during  the  continuance  of  their 
reprefentation. 

CHAPTER    IV. 

On  the  Mode  of  Deliberation,  Freedom  of  Debate^  and  internal  Re- 
gulations of  Parliament. 
Article  I.  After  the  opening  of  Parliament  by  the  vice-roy,  or 
hy  his  cqinmiiTioners,  as  is  herein  before-mentioned,  the  oldeft 

member 
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member  fhall  take  the  chair;  and  the  members  pre  fent  having 
tieded  a  provifional  fecretary  amongft  themfelves,  fhall  proceed 
to  the  choice  of  a  prefident,  and  of  one  or  more  fecretaries.  The 
fecretaries  fhall  not  be  chofen  from  among  the  members ;  and  may 
be  difmifled  by  a  vote  of  Parliament. 

Art.  2.  The  Parliament  affembled,  in  ali  the  cafes  before-men- 
tioned has  the  power  of  debate,  and  of  paffing  bills,  whenever 
above  one  half  of  its  members  are  prefent. 

Art.  3.  Every  member  eie6led  and  not  appearing,  fliall  have  no-r 
tice  from  the  prefident  of  the  Houfe,  to  repair  to  his  poft  within 
.fifteen  days. 

Art.  4.  In  cafe  of  non-appearance,  or  of  not  fending  a  lawful 
€xcufe  fatisfailory  to  the  Houfe,  fuch  member  Ihall  be  condem^ned 
to  a  fine  of  200  livres. 

Art.  5.  Parliament  may  grant  leave  of  abfence,  or  permit  the 
abfence  of  fuch  members  who  folicit  it,  provided  more  than  one 
half  of  its  members  remain  prefent. 

Art.  6-  Every  propofitinn  made  in  Parliament  fhall  be  decided 
by  the  majority  of  the  members  prefent ;  the  prefident,  in  cafe  of 
an  equal  divifion,  fhall  give  the  carting  vote. 

Art.  7.  The  forms  and  procedures  of  enabling  laws,  and  of 
determining  other  matters  in  the  Houfe,  which  may  not  be  fixed  b/ 
tke  prefent  conftitution,  lliall  be  regulated  by  the  Houfe  itfelf. 

Art.  8.  The  King's  fandion,  or  the  refufal  of  it,  fliall  be  an- 
nounced in  perfon  by  the  King's  reprefentative  in  the  houfe  of  Par- 
liament, or  by  a  fpecial  commiflion  in  cafe  of  flcknefs. 

Art..  9.  The  form  of  the  fandion  fhall  be  The  King  approves  ; 
that  of  refufal,  The  King  will  examine:  the  bills  fandlioned  by  the 
King  are  named  a£i;s  of  Parliament. 

Art.  10.  No  member  of  Parliament  lliall  be  called  to  account, 
or  punifhed  by  the  King's  fervants,  for  the  opinions  manifelled,  or 
the  doctrines  profelTed  in  the  Houfe,  or  by  any  other  authority- 
whatever,  except  by  that  of  the  Houfe  itfelf. 

Art.  II.  The  prefident  of  the  Parliament  has  the  right  of  call- 
ing to  order  any  of  its  mpmbers,  when  he  may  think  proper.  The 
Houfe  may  cenfure,  arrelt,  and  imprifon  any  of  its  own  members, 
jduring  the  feflion. 

CHAPTER    V. 
Upon  the  Exercife  of  the  Executive  Poiver, 
■  Article  I.  The  King  fhall  have  his  immediate  reprefentative  in 
Corfica,  with  the  title  of  vice-roy. 

Art.  2.  The  vice-roy  fhall  have  the  power  of  giving  his  fandlion 
or  refufal  to  the  decrees  of  parliament. 

Art.  3.  He  fhall  moreover  have  the  power  to  perform,  in  the 
King's  name,  all  the  a6l:s  of  government  which  are  within  the  li^ 
mits  of  the  royal  authority  ; — ^There  fhall  be  a  board  of  council 
and  a  fecretary  of  ftate,  nominated  by  the  King,  and  mention  fhall 
be  made  in  the  vice-roy's  orders,  that  he  has  taken  the  opinion  of 
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the  fald  board  of  council  ;  and  thefe  orders  fhall  be  eounteriigned 
by  the  fecretary. 

Art.  4.  The  nation  has  the  right  of  petitioning,  as  well  as  th? 
vice-roy  as  the  houfe  of  Parliament :  the  conftituted  and  acknow-, 
ledged  corps  of  the  law  may  petition  in  a  body,  the  other  corps  in 
their  individual  capacity  only  ;  and  a  petition  fhall  never  be  pre-r 
iented  by  more  than  twenty  perfons,  however  numerous  may  be 
the  fignatures  to  it. 

Art,  5.  The  houfe  of  Parliament  may  addrefs  the  King  to  recal 
his  vice-roy  ;  in  fuch  cafe  the  Houfe  fhali  addrefs  his  Majefty  in  his 
privy-council  alfembled:  the  vice-roy  fhall  be  obliged  to  tranfmit 
the  addrefs  to  the  King,  upon  the  requifition  of  the  Houfe,  within 
the  term  of  fifteen  days  after  fuch  requifition,  and  the  Houfe  may 
itfelf  tranfmit  it  to  the  King,  even  through  the  channel  of  a  depu- 
tation ;  but  in  any  cafe  the  Houfe  is  bound  toprefent  to  the  vice- 
roy, fifteen  days  previous  to  the  departure  of  the  addrefs,  a  copy 
of  the  fame,  and  of  the  papers  which  are  to  accompany  it. 

Art.  6.  The  King  has  the  exclufive  direction  of  all  military  ar- 
rangements, and  is  to  provide  for  the  internal  and  external  fecurity 
of  the  country. 

Art.  7.  The  King  declares  war  and  makes  peace  :  he  fhall  not 
be  authorifed,  however,  in  any  event,  nor  on  any  account  what- 
ibever,  to  give  up,  alienate,  or  in  any  manner  prejudice,  the 
unity  and  indivifibility  of  Corfica  and  its  dependencies. 

Art,  8.  The  King  (hall  appoint  to  all  the  offices  of  govern- 
ment. 

Art.  9.  The  ordinary  employments  of  juftice,  and  of  the  adr 
miniftration  of  the  public  money,  fhall  be  conferred  upon  natives 
of  Corfica,  or  perfons  naturalized  CorXicans,  in  virtixQ  of  the 
laws. 

CHAPTER    VI. 
Of  "Judicial  'Procecdlvgs^  and  of  the  Div'ijion  of  the  Tribtmah. 
Art.   I.  Juitice  iliall  be  executed  in  the  King's  name,  and  the 
orders  carried  into  execution  by  officers  appointed  by  him,  in  con- 
formity to  the  laws- 
Art.  2.  There  fliall  be  a  fupreme  tribunal,  compofed  of  five 
judges,  and  the   King's  advocate;  and  this  fhall  be  ftationary  iri 
Corte. 

Art.  3.  There  fhall  be  a  prendent  and  a  King's  advocate  at- 
tached to  every  other  new  jurifdidion. 

Art.  4.  The  funclions  of  the  faid  refpedive  tribunals,  their  ad- 
ininiftration,  and  the  emoluments,  fhall  be  determined  by  law. 
Art.  5.  There  fliali  be  in  every  pieve  a  podefla  (magiffrate.) 
Art.  6.   In    every  community  there  fhall  he  a  municipality^ 
named  by  the  people,  ■i.n^  its  functions  fhall  be  regulated  by  the 
laws. 

Art. 
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Art.  ^.  Crimes,  which  deferve  corpdral  or  ignominious  pu* 
tiiflfiments,  ilialibe  tried  by  the  judges  and  a  jury. 

Art.  8.  The  King  has  the  power  of  granting  pardon,  in  con- 
formity to  the  fame  regulations  under  which  he  exercifes  this  pe- 
rogative  in  England. 

Art.  9.  All  civil,  criminal,  commercial  catifes,  and  thofe  of 
every  other  kind  whatfoeyer>  Ihall  be  terminated  in  Corfica^  iti 
the  fiirft  and  laft  inftance. 

CHAPTER    VII. 
Of  the  Extraordinary  Tribunal. 

Article  I.  There  fhall  be  an  extraordinary  tribunal,  compofec! 
of  five  judges,  appointed  by  the  King  and  commiflioned  to  judge 
tipon  any  impeachment- from  the  Houfe  of  Parliament,  or  upon  all 
charges  made,  on  the  part  of  the  King,  or  prevarication,  or  other 
treafonable  tranfa6lions. 

Art.  2.  The  nature  of  the  faid  crimes,  and  the  form  of  trialj 
(hall  be  determined  upon  by  a  fpecial  law  ;  but  a  jury  fhall  be  al- 
lowed in  every  cafe  of  this  fort. 

Art.  3.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  fhall  not  aflemble,  but 
in  cafes  of  impeachment  by  the  Houfe  of  Parliament,  or  by  the 
King ;  and,  immediately  after  judgment  given,  they  fhall  be 
obliged  to  feparate. 

CHAPTER    VIII. 

Of  Perfonal  Liberty  ^  and  of  the  Liberty  of  the  Profs, 

Art.  I.  No  perfon  fliall  be  deprived  of  his  liberty  and  property 
but  by  fentence  of  the  tribimals  acknowledged  by  the  laws>  and 
in  the  cafes  and  according  to  the  forms  prefcribed. 

Art.  2,  Whoever  fliall  be  arrefled  or  placed  in  confinement, 
(hall  be  conducted,  within  the  term  of  twenty-four  hoiirs,  before 
the  competent  tribunal,  in  order  that  the  caufe  of  his  detention 
may  be  adjudged  according  to  law. 

Art.  3.  In  cafe  of  the  arrefl:  being  declared  vexatious,  the  per- 
jfon  arretted  will  have  a  right  of  claiming  damages  and  intereft  be- 
fore the  competent  tribunals. 

Art.  4.  The  liberty  of  the  prefs  is  decreed,  but  the  abufe  of  it 
is  to  be  amenable  to  the  laws. 

Art.  5.  Every  Corfican  fliall  have  the  power  freely  to  depart 
from  his  country,  and  to  return  to  it  with  his  property,  con- 
form.ing  himfelf  to  the  regulations  and  ordonnances  of  general 
police,  obferved  in  fuch  cafes. 

CHAPTER    IX, 

Of  the  Corfican  Flag  and  Navigation, 
Art.    1.  The  ftandard  ihall  bear  a  Moor's  head,   quartered  with 
the  King's  arms,  according  to  the  form  which  (hall  be  prefcribed 
by  his  Majefty. 

Art. 
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.  Arts  2.  The  King  fiiall  afford  the  fame  prote<^idn  to  the  trade 
and  navigation  of  the  Corllcans,  as  to  the  trade  and  navigation  of 
his  other  fubjeviis. 

Art.  3.  The  Corfican  nation,  deeply  penetrated  with  fcnti- 
ments  of  gratitude  towards  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the 
Engliih  nation,  for  the  munificence  and  prote£iio'n  which  it  has 
always  enjoyed,  and  which  is  now,  in  a  morefpecial  manner,  fe- 
cured  to  i'c  by  the  prcfent  conftitutional  a£t, 

Declares,  That  it  will  confider  every  attempt  which  in  war  or 
in  peace  (hall  be  made  to  promote  tlie  glory  of  his  MajeRy,  and 
the  interefts  of  the  empire  of  Great  Britain  in  general,  as  its  own  5 
and  the  Parliament  of  Corfiea  will  always  manifeft  its  readinefs 
rri  j  ':»feiehLe  to  adopt  all  regulations,  confiftent  with  its  prefen-t 
conliiUition,  which  Ihall  be  enacfted  by  his  Majefty  in  his  Parlia- 
ment of  Great  Britain  for  the  extenfion  and  advantage  of  the  ex- 
ternal com.meree  of  the  empire,  and  of  its  dependencies^ 

CHAPTER    t. 
Of  Religion. 
Art.   i^  The  Catholic,  Apoitolic,    Roman  religion,  in  all  its 
evangelical  purity,  ihall  be  the  only  national  religion  in  Corfica. 

Art.  1.  The  Houfe  of  Parliament  is  aiithorifed  to  determine  oh 
the  number  of  parifhes,  to  fettle  the  falaries  of  the  priefts,  and  to 
take  meafures  for  enfuring  the  difcharge  of  the  epifcopal  functions^ 
in  concert  with  the  holy  fee. 

Art.  3.  All  other  modes  of  worfhip  are  tolerated^ 

CHAPTER  XI. 
Of  the  Crown  and  its  ouccelJtan, 
The  fovereign    King  of  Coriica    is   his  Majefty   George   th6 
Third,  King  of.Great  Britain,  and  his  fnccellbrs,  according  to  the 
order  of  fuccellion  to  the  throne  of  Great  Britain. 

CHAPl'ER    XII. 
C[f  the  Acceptance  of  the  Crown  and  of  the  Cbnjl'itiitton  of  Corjiccti 

Art.  I.  The  prefent  a<£t  ihall  be  prefented  to  his  INIajefly,  the 
Iving  of  Great  Britain,  through  his  Excellency  SirGilbert  Elliot,- 
his  Gomimiifary  plenipotentiary,  and  fpeeially  authorifed  for  this 
purp'"'fe. 

Art.  2.  In  the  a£t  of  acceptance  his  Majefty,  and  his  plenipo- 
tentiary in  his  name,  iliall  fvvcar  to  maintain  the  liberty  ot  the 
Corfican  nation,  according  to  tlie  conilitution  and  the  laws  ;  and 
the  fame  oath  finill  be  adminiftered  to  his  fuccelTors,  upon  every 
fuccellion  to  the  throne; 

Art.  3,  The  members  of  the  affembly  fiiall  immediately  take 

the  following  oath,  which  ihall  be  adminiftered  by  his  Excellency 

SirGilbert  Elliot :  '*  1  fwear  for  myfelf  and  in  the  name  of  the 
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"  Corfican  nation,  which  I  reprefent,  that  I  acknowledge  for  my 
"  Sovereign  and  King  his  Majefly  George  the  Third,  the  King 
**of  Great  Britain  ;  to  yield  him  faithful  obedience,  according  to 
**  the  conftitution  and  laws  of  Corfica,  and  to  defend  the  faid  con- 
*'  ftitution  and  laws." 

Art.  4.  Every  Corfican  fhall,  in  his  refpeclive  community, 
take  the  preceding  oath. 

Done,  and  unanimoufly  decreed,  and  after  three  readings,  on 
three  fiicceeding  days,  in  the  general  affembly  of  the  Corfican 
nation,  in  Corte,  this  day,  19th  June,  1794,  and  individually 
ligned  in  the  alfembly  of  all  the  members  of  which  it  is  compofed. 

Signed  by  above  four  hundred  names. 

Continuation  of  the  SeJTions  of  the  igth  of  June,    1794. 

ALL  the  members  of  the  aiTembly  having  individually  iigned  the 
conftitutional  acl,  it  was  propofed  to  prefent  to  his  Excellency  Sir 
Gilbert  Elliot,  his  Britannic  Majefty's  commiifary  plenipotentiary, 
in  order  that  it  might,  be  accepted  by  him  in  his  faid  Majefty's 
name.  The  affembly  having  adopted  this  propofition,  decreed. 
That  the  faid  propofition  fhall  be  made  by  a  deputation  of  twelve 
members  who  were  chofen  and  commillioned  for  this  purpofe. 

After  which  the  deputation,  having  executed  the  comraiilion  af- 
figned  to  them,  re-entered  the  hall,  and  with  them  the  faid  Sir 
Gilbert  Elliot :  the  members  of  the  affembly  flood  up,  during 
which  he  approached  the  prefident,  and  pronounced  the  following 
acceptation  : 

I,  The  underfigned  baronet,  member  of  the  Parliament  of 
Great  Britain,  member  of  the  privy  council,  and  commiffary  ple- 
nipotentiary of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  having  full  power,  and 
being  fpccially  authorized  for  this  purpofe,  do  accept,  in  the 
name  of  his  Majefty  George  the  Third,  King  of  Great  Britain, 
the  crown  and  fovereignty  of  Corfica,  according  to  the  conftitu- 
tion and  the  fundamenta.1  laws  contained  in  the  aft  of  a  general 
alTembly  held  at  Corte,  and  definitively  fettled  this  fame  day,  the 
19th  of  June,  and  as  fuch  offered  to  his  Majefty  ;  and,  in  his  Ma- 
jefty's name,  I  fwear  to  maintain  the  liberty  of  the  Corfjcan  nation, 
according  to  the  conftitution  and  to  the  laws. 

The  prefent  acceptation  and  oath  is  by  us  figned  and  fealed. 

(l.  S.)  GILBEP.T    ELLIOT. 

The  faid  acceptation  and  oath  being  read,  the  faid  Sir  Gilbert 
Elliot  propofed  to  the  prefident  and  to  the  aflembly  the  conftitu- 
tional oath  ;  and  this  was  taken  by  them  in  the  following  words  : 

"  I  fwear  for  myfelf,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Corfican  nation, 
*'  which  I  reprefent,  to  acknowledge  for  my  Sovereign  and  King, 
^'  his  Majefty  George  the  Third,  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  to 
**  yield  him  faithful  obedience  accordingto  the  conftitution  and  the 
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"  lav's  of  Corfica,    and  to  maintain   the  fald   conftitution  and 
*'  laws." 

The  conftitutional  acl  being  intirely  completed  and  finifhed, 
the  prefident  adjourned  the  fellion,    and  figned  the  above,    as  did 
alfo  the  fecretaries,  the  year,   month,  and  day  above-mentioned.     -^

TRANSLATION. 

Speech  made  in  the  General  Jjjcmbly  of  Corjica^  on  the  ^Acceptation  of 
the  Croiun  and  CGnjViiution  of  the  Ifland,  by  his  Excellency  Sir  Gil- 
bert Elliot. 

GENTLEMEN, 

IN  availing  myfelf,'  for  the  firfttime,  in  the  roidft  of  the  Corfi- 
can  nation,  of  the  -privilege  of  calHng  you  brothers  and  fellow  ci- 
tizens, a  reflection  which  will  naturally  occur  to  every  one,  ex- 
cites in  me  the  mod  heart-felt  fatisfadion ;  independent  of  the  re- 
ciprocal political  advantages  which  we  may  derive  from  fo  clofe 
a  connexion,  I  fee,  on  the  prefentoccaiion,  every  thing  that  can 
render  it  more  precious  and  more  eftimable  by  the  fentiments  of 
confidence  and  of  afFeclion,  the  firft  and  pure  principles  of  our 
union,  which  they  will  for  ever  continue  to  cement  and  confoli- 
date. 

This  remarkable  truth,  which  it  is  impoffible  to  overlook,  can- 
not be  mentioned  without  a  flrong  emotion  of  fenfibility  and  joy. 
Our  two  nations  have,  for  a  long  period,  been  diftinguiflied  by  a 
reciprocal  and  remarkable  elleem.  Without  anticipating  the 
happy  end  to  which  this  initlnilive  partiality,  this  fympathetic  at- 
tra(3:ion,  may  fome  day  lead  us,  we  have  given  to  each  other  iu'- 
fiances  of  confidence  on  every  occafion,  yet  no  relations  have  hi- 
therto fubfifled  between  us,  except  thofe  of  reciprocal  and  volun- 
tary good  offices;  Our  minds  have  been  prepared  by  Providence 
for  the  fate  which  awaited  us,  and  the  Divine "Goodnefs,  intending 
our  union,  has  ordained  that  it  iliould  be  anticipated  and  brought 
about  (if  I  may  fo  exprefs  myfelf,)  by  a  fimilarity  of  charader, 
and  by  a  conformity  of  views  and  principles,  and,  above  all,  by  a 
pleafing  exchange  of  friendly  fervices. 

This  facred  compad,  which!  received  from  your  hands,  is  not 
a  cold  and  interefted  agreement  between  two  parties  who  met  by 
accident,  and  form  a  contract  founded  on  the  impulfe  of  the  mo- 
ment, or  on  a  felfifli  and  temporary  policy. — No  ;  the  event  of 
this  happy  day  is  only  the  completion  of  wiihes  we  had  previoufly 
formed  :  to-day  our  hands  are  joined,  but  our  hearts  have  long 
been  imitedj  and  our  motto  Ifiould  be  4>nici  iff  non  di  veniura. 

However 
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However  feducing  this  profpedl  of  our  happinfef^  riiay  appear, 
I  truft  (and  it  is  important  for  us  to  know  it,  as  we  affuredly 
do)  that  it  does  not  depend  on  fcntiment  alone;  but  it  refts  on 
the  folid  bafis  of  the  true  interefts  and  permanent  felicity  of  the 
two  nations. 

I  will  not  mention  to  you  the  interefts  of  Great  Britain  upon 
thisoccafion  ;  not  that  they  are  of  little  confequence,  but  being 
of  a  nature  purely  political,  the  fubje6l  would  be  too  cold,  too 
dry,  for  this  important  day.  Befules,  it  is  not  rieceffaryon  this 
occafion  to  appreciate  them  in  detail.  I  fhall  confine  myfelf  to 
this  remark,  that  every  poffible  advantage  which  Great  Britain 
could  liave  in  view  from  her  union  with  Corfica,  is  effentially 
attached  to  your  political  and  abfolutc-mdependence  of  every 
European  power,  and  that  thefe  advantages  are  not  only  com- 
patible with  your  interefts,  but  cannot  for  the  moft  part  exifb, 
and  ftill  iefs  flourifh,  but  in  proportion  to  your  profperity. 

On  your  part,  what  is  neceftary  to  render  you  a  happy  people  ? 
I  will  tell  you  in  two  words — liberty  at  home,  and  fecurity 
abroad. 

Your  liberty  will  not  be  expofed  to  any  .encroachments  from 
a  monarch,  who,  by  his  own  experience  and  the  example  of 
his  anceftors  for  feveral  generations,  is  perfuaded  that  the  liberty 
and  the  profperity  of  his  people  is  the  only  foundation  of  the 
power,  the  glory,  and  the  fplendour  of  the  throne.  A  king 
who  has  ever  governed  according  to  the  laws,  and  whoie  fcepter 
is  at  once  ftrengthened  by  the  privileges,  and  embetlifhed  by  the 
happinefs  of  his  fubjecls.  Here  I  might  expatiate  on  the  auguft 
virtues  of  that  monarch  whom  you  have  chofen  for  your  own; 
but  they  are  known  to  all  his  fubjefis :  you  will  therefore  be-* 
come  acquainted  with  them  by  a  happy  and  certain  experience, 
and  this  teftimony  will  be  far  more  faithful  than  myweak  voice. 

It  would  not,  however,  be  right  that  your  liberty  iliould  de- 
pend folely  on  the  perfonal  virtues  of  the  monarch.  You  have 
therefore  been  careful  to  enfure  it  by  the  wife  conilitution  and  fun- 
damental laws  of  our  union,  which,  in  my  opinion,  conftitute  fo 
elfential  a  part  of  the  acl  you  prefent  to  me  this  day,  that  I  could 
not  (without  violating  the  confidence  repofed  in  me  by  my  fo- 
vereign,)  agree  to  a  fydem  which  might  have  degenerated  into 
tyranny  ;  a  condition  equally  unfavourable  to  the  happinefs  of  hiioi 
who  exercifes  it,  and  of  thofe  who  endure  it. 

If  his  Majelty,  therefore,  accepts  the  crown  which  you  have 
agreed  to  offer  him,  it  is  becaufe  he  is  determined  to  proteif,  and 
never  to  enflave  thofe  fiom  whom  he  receives  it;  and,  above  all, 
becaufe  it  is  given,  and  not  feized  upon  by  violence. 

For  external  fecurity,  you  wanted  nothing  but  the  conftant  and 

adive  alliance  of  a  maritime  power;  -this  a6l  infures  it  to  you; 

and  whilft  you  enjoy  at  home  peace  and  tranquillity,  which  the 
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enemy  will  no  longer  be  able  to  interrupt,  you  will  (hare  with  us 
the  treafures  of  trade,  and  the  fovereignty  of  the  feas. 

From  this  day  therefore  you  are  quiet  and  free.  To  preferve 
thefe  bleflings,  you  have  only  to  preferve  your  ancient  virtues, 
courage,  and  the  facred  love  of  your  country  ;  thefe  are  the  native 
virtues  of  your  foil ;  they  will  be  enriched  by  thofe  which  accom- 
pany our  union,  and  which  you  will  derive  from  our  induftry, 
■from  our  long  experience,  (that  true  fuurce  of  political  wifdbm) 
and  from  our  love  of  liberty,  at  once  enthufiaftic  and  enlightened. 
I  fpeak  of  that  liberty  v/hich  has  for  its  objed  to  maintain  your 
civil  rights,  and  the  happinefs  of  the  people  ;  not  to  ferve  ambition 
,and  vice  :  that  liberty  which  is  infeparable  from  religion,  order, 
refpeft  for  the  laws,  and  a  facred  regard  for  property  ^  the  firft 
principle  of  every  human  fociety  ;  tliat  liberty  which  abhors  every 
kind  of  defpotifm,  and  efpecially  that  mofi  terrible  of  all  defpo- 
tifm,  which  arifes  from  the  unreftrained  violence  of  the  human 
paflions.  Such  are  the  virtues  which  belong  boih  to  you  and  to 
us.  On  their  happy  mixture  and  influence  on  each  other  depends 
the  profperity  of  Corfica,  immediate  liberty,  and  a  progrellive 
and  increafing  profperity.  Such  is  the  text ;  to  which  I  hope  and 
venture  to  predid,  that  our  behaviour  to  each  other,  and  our  com- 
mon deftinies,  will  always  prove  a  faithful  and^a  fatisfailory  illuf- 
tration. 


Subflance  of  a  Decree  of  the  Imperial  Courts  dated  Vienna^  1 3;/? 
Auguft^  1794?  and  prcfented  foon  afterwards  to  the  Diet  at  Ra~ 
tijhon, 

UNFORTUNATELY,  fmce  the  month  of  laft  January,  the 
neceiTity  of  increafing  the  forces  of  the  empire  is  become 
moll  urgent. 

The  war,  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  from  the  violent  meafures 
taken  by  the  ruling  party  in  France,  and  from  the  formidable  fupe- 
riorityof  numbers  of  their  armies,  having  taken  the  appearance  of 
the  moft  obftinate  offenfive  war,  renders  even  the  defenfive 
operation  of  the  combined  powers  not  only  painful  and  difficult, 
but  requires  an  extraordinary  exertion,  combination,  and  union 
of  power,  to  refill  the  deftruftive  enterprizes  of  enthufiaftic  hordes, 
encouraged  by  various  and  alarming  fuccefies.  Which  exertion 
and  extraordinary  efforts,  on  our  fide,  are  the  more  preffing,  and 
require  the  fpeedier  to  be  put  into  execution,  as  there  is  no  time 
to  be  loft,  left  the  evil  fliould  rife  to  a  degree,  which  would  render 
the  united  forces  of  the  empire  infufRcient  to  ftop  its  progrefs. 

The  country  being  in  danger,  ought  to  found  the  alarm  bell 
throughout  the  German  empire.  The  meafure  of  a  quintuple 
contingent  cannot  but  be  an  affliding  effort  for  the  paternal  heart 
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of  your  Imperial  fovereJgn.  His  Majefty,  however,  hopes  that 
fuch  a  meafurcj  confidering  the  prefent  urgent  circumflances,  and 
the  population  of  the  German  empire,  will  not  be  looked  upoa 
as  extravagant.  The  Emperor  thinks  it  almoft  unneceflary  further 
to  declare^  that,  on  account  of  the  facrifices  made  during  the  threfj 
.laft  obflinate  campaigns  in  men  and  money,  that  his  Majefty,  with- 
out the  co-operation  oftheftates  of  the  empire,  is  totally  inca- 
pable by  himfelf  to  continue  the  prote£lion  of  the  empire,  his 
domeftic  refources  being  entirely  exhaufted,  by  having  already 
drained  all  the  political  nerves  of  his  hereditary  dominions,  for 
the  defence  and  protedion  of  the  empire. 


Jl^cmorial  from  the  Imperial  Minifter  Count  Schlick,  to  the  AJJlmbly 
of  the  Circle  ef  the  Upper  Rhine,  pre/en  ted  on  the  \6th  of  Aitgujl^ 
1794' 

'T^HE  underfigned  Imperial  Minifter  is  expreffly  charged  to 
•■"     fubmit  inflantly  to  the  illuftrious  diet  of  the  circle  of  the 
Upper  Rhine,  the  following  mod  important  obfervations: 

His  Imperial  Majefty  has  not  failed  to  make  to  the  mofl;  pow- 
erful individual  members  of  the  empire,  all  the  rcprefentations, 
admonitions,  and  demands  which  were  to  be  expedled  from  his 
fincere  love  for  his  country,  and  from  his  adlive  care  for  the  ge- 
neral welfare  of  the  empire.  Every  thing  which  the  Imperial 
court  forefaw  and  predidted,  has  taken  place  :  the  time  for  fpe- 
culating  upon  poffible  difafters  is  pail:  and  the  imminent  dangers 
with  which  we  are  furrounded  demand  the  mofl  prompt  and 
efficacious  meafures;  unlefs  we  wifli  to  renounce  at  once  the 
welfare  of  the  empire,  and  abandon  again  to  tlie  ufurpation  of 
the  French,  the  territories  and  provinces  of  the  empire,  from 
the  mouth  of  the  Rhine  to  its  fource. 

The  prefent  war  involves  in  it  the  fate  of  our  conftitutlor., 
our  religion,  and  our  properties.  The  Imperial  court  has  more 
than  once  reprefented  with  energy  to  its  allies  and  co-eflates  of 
the  empire,  that  a  powerful  nation,  to  which  all  means  were 
alike,  which  let  at  defiance  every  law,  of  religion,  and  mora- 
lity, muft  inevitably  triumph,  if  other  natiorrs  did  not  unite 
their  forces,  and  prepare  therafelves  to  make  in  time  a  vigorous 
refiftance. 
f  The  Imperial  court  did]  not  fail  to  obferve,  that  it  could  not 
alone  defend  the  empire.  It  is  not  only  during  this  bloody  war 
and  the  courfe  of  its  flu6tating  events,'  that  the  Imperial  court 
has  fubmitted  tiiefe  reflc<5lions  to  tlie  empire;  but  even  before 
the  commencement  of  a  war,  which  the  court  of  Vienna  did 
every  thing  to  avoid,  it  did  not  fail  to  make  knowa  to  the  Hates 
which  demanded  its  proteftion,  that  the  euterprize  v/as  full  of 
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ilanger,  and  that  the  refources  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftrla  were  11- 
mited. 

Upon  the  firft  exploflon  of  terrible  war,  a  propofal  was  made, 
for  putting  at  leaft  the  frontiers  in  a  ftate  of  defence  and  fecurity : 
during  the  laft  interregnum  an  affociation,  and  a  ftridt  union  of 
the  anterior  circles,  proportioned  to  the  danger,  were  propofed, 
becaufe  thefe  provinces  were  moft  expofed  to  the  devaftation  of 
the  enemy  ;  becaufe  the  refolutions  of  the  whole  empire  would 
require  time,  and  the  diftant  ftates,  by  means  of  their  compli- 
cated forms,  would  fave  themfelves  as  long  as  poffible  from  any 
a6tive  co-operation.  Although  this  propofal  was  generally  ad- 
mitted to  be  proper  as  well  as  conftitutional,  yet,  through  cer- 
tain formalities,  it  has  failed  of  itsefFe6l. 

The  Houfe  of  Auftria  was  flattered,  that  after  the  eledlion  of 
the  Emperor,  grand  and  energetic  meafures  would  be  adopted 
by  the  whole  empire;  but  in  the  mean  time,  from  the  above 
prudent  precautions  being  neglefled,  thofe  provinces  were  left 
totally  defencelefs,  when  it  was  found  neceffary  to  remove  the 
body  of  Imperial  troops  commanded  by  Count  d'Erback;  the 
confequence  was,  that  Mentz  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy, 
a  misfortune  of  which  the  magnitude  may  be  eflimated,  when 
we  confuler  that  almoll  the  whole  of  a  fecond  campaign  was  fpent 
in  attempts  to  retake  it. 

On  the  declaration  of  war  feveral  of  the  ftates  reprefented 
the  extreme  urgency  of  public  affairs,  and  refolved,  that  with- 
out lofing  a  fingle  moment  in  preparation,  an  Imperial  army 
fhould  be  regularly  conftituted.  In  order  to  carry  this  refolution 
into  effect,  his  Imperial  Majefty  permitted  his  contingent  to 
join  the  allied  powers.  But  the  want  of  money  equalling  this 
acceffion  to  their  force,  it  was  agreed,  that  the  ftates  of  the 
empire  which  could  not  raife  and  equip  foldiers,  fhould  furnifti 
their  contingents  in  fpecie,  according  to  a  very  moderate  com- 
putation. 

The  Imperial  court,  with  the  ftridleft  honour  and  puntSuality 
and  much  to  its  prejudice,  has  replaced  thofe  contingents.  The 
circles  would  have  found  it  inconvenient  and  opprellive,  if  the 
the  m.ode  of  furniftiing  their  refpedlive  contingents  had  been 
adopted  which  is  prefcribed  by  the  decree  of  i6Si»  Some  ftates 
have  renewed  their  application  for  a  diminution  of  their  quota 
in  the  matricular  regifters  of  the  empire;  others  have  urged 
their  inability  ;  and  fome  of  the  moft  a6live  ftates  have  withheld 
their  contingents  under  the  moft  frivolous  of  all  pretexts,  that 
an  Imperial  army  had  not  been  formed. 

After  the  vi6lories  of  the  allied  army  in  the  circle  of  Bour- 
gogne,  victories,  purchafed  by  torrents  of  blood  and  a  profufion 
of  treafure,  the  King  of  Pruffia,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
prefent  campaign,  threatened  to  withdraw  his  troops,  affigning 
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as  a  reafon,  that  he  had  not  a  fubfidy  for  their  fupport.  In  this 
interval  of  inadlivity  the  enemy  procured  reinforcements,  and 
became  exceedingly  numerous  and  formidable.  Under  thefe  cir- 
cumftances  the  only  alternative  was  to  infift  upon  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  circles  to  rife  in  a  mafs,  and  in  order  to  obviate 
every  difficulty,  to  expedite  the  organization  of  the  army  in  a 
conftitutional  manner. 

Thus  his  Imperial  Majefty  has  uniformly  and  invariably  a6led 
as  became  his  dignity,  and  the  paternal  care  which  he  has  always 
evinced  for  his  fubjefts.  But  the  arming  of  the  inhabitants  on 
the  frontiers  was  a  meafure  which  proved  abortive.  Some  of 
the  ftates  had  not  fufficient  confidence  in  their  fubjects,  and 
others  dreaded  tlie  expenfe. 

The  Imperial  army  is  not  complete  at  this  moment.  Two 
thirds  of  the  empire  are  already  conquered,  and  the  enemy  is 
triumphant  every  where.  The  ftates  will  not,  or  fome  fay, 
cannot,  contribute,  and  that  is  the  only  pretext  by  which  they 
evade  the  contingents  of  the  empire. 

This  then  is  the  fupport  which  the  Imperial  and  Royal  court 
has  fo  much  defired  of  the  empire,  which  it  has  expelled  in  full 
confidence  of  the  public  fpirit  and  the  love  of  their  country  ;  this 
is  the  efFed:  of  the  preffing  inftances  which  his  Imperial  Majefly 
has  generoufly  feconded  by  his  own  example.  All  the  world  knows 
how  much  this  court  has  done  for  the  defence  of  the  empire,  and 
for  the  common  caufe.  At  th&firft  breaking  out  of  the  war,  he 
fent  to  the  field  a  numerous  and  well-provided  army  ;  he  abandoned 
all  fecondary  views  by  not  contradling  any  other  engagements  than, 
thofe  which  were  judged  produ6live  of  general  utility.  The  war 
of  the  empire  being  decreed,  he,  to  his  own  detriment,  relieved 
the  ftates  from  the  performance  of  their  contingents  ;  at  the  firfi: 
unfavourable  blow  which  afFedted  the  empire,  his  Majefty  fent 
fpeedily  to  itsfuccour  the  army  of  the  referve  from  his  own  here- 
ditary ftates,  and  maintained  it  at  his  own  expenfe;  and  thus  he 
employed  all  the  force  of  his  houfe  to  fave  the  Germanic  body. 

The  Imperial  troops  have  almoft  fingly,  and  without  any  af- 
fiftance,  covered  t'iie  circle  of  Suabia,  and  thus  have  hindered 
the  enemy  from  penetrating  as  far  as  tlie  frontiers  by  afcending 
the  Higher  Rhine.  They  have  condu6led  themfelves  valiantly 
in  thofe  quarters,  and  had  a  great  fliare  even  in  the  re-taking 
of  Mcntz.  Notwithftanding  the  v»^ell -founded  immunities  of 
his  houfe,  his  Majefty  has  given  in  Auftrian  Flanders,  and  in 
the  country  of  Brifgaw,  the  firft  ufeful  example  of  arming  the 
inhabitants ;  and,  at  the  firft  propofition  of  organizing  a  feparate 
army  of  the  empire,  he  immediately  furnifhed  an  extraordinary 
Contingent  of  37,000  men.  This  conduct  merits  confideration 
the  more  in  that  the  other  ftates,  who  take  hold  of  every  pre- 
text to  refuf^  their  contingents,  if  they  had  been  in  the  place  of 
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the  Imperial  "court,  and  pofTefled  of  fuch  an  exefnption,  ac- 
knowledged by  the  Emperor  and  the  empire,  and  folemnly 
maintained  upon  every  occafion,  wonld  have  regarded  the  de- 
mand of  fuch  a  fuccour,  under  the  name  of  a  contingent,  as  an 
infraction  of  their  rights  as  members  of  the  Germanic  body. 

The  putting  on  foot  fuch  numerous  armies,  the  great  cxpenfe 
of  maintaining  them  with  the  current  coin  of  the  empire,  the 
events  of  the  war  which  have  fucceeded  each  other  with  fucii 
rapidity  and  changes  of  fortune,  have  required  immenfe  fums, 
which  it  was  neceffary  to  fend  from  the  hereditary  ftates  into 
foreign  provinces;  and  to  fupply  this  his  MajeRy  has  facriftced, 
■with  an  unexampled  generofity,  his  own  revenues,  the  volun- 
tary fubfidies  of  his  faithful  iubjedlsj  and  his  individual  abi- 
lities. 

To  thefe  facriJGces  ought  to  be  added  others  equally  great 
and  diflreffing.  His  Imperial  Majefty,  befides  his  numeroiTS 
contingent,  has  kept  up  a  confiderable  force  from  Eafle  to 
l^hilipfbourg,  for  the  general  defence  of  the  empire.  He  has 
even  employed,  for  the  protection  of  the  Germanic  body,  20,000 
men,  as  ftipulated  in  the  treaty  v/ith  his  Prufiian  iMajelly,  not- 
with Handing  the  important  fervices  which  thofe  troops  might 
have  tendered  in  defending  his  own  poffeffions  in  tlieLow  Coun- 
tries. He  ftill  undertakes,  however,  to  lupply  them  with  bread 
and  forage- 

Another  facrifice  of  no  lefs  importance,  and  of  greater  pre- 
judice to  his  Majefty's  hereditary  ftates,  is,  the  Imperial  court 
has  not  applied  to  the  Court  of  Great  Britain,  its  faithful  ally, 
to  oblige  the  62,000  Pruffians,  fubfidized  by  the  maritime 
powders,  to  march  into  the  Low  Countries.  According  to  the 
exprefs  terms  of  the  treaty,  thefe  troops  were  at  the  difpofal  of 
thefe  powers,  and  to  act  in  fupport  of  the  common  caufe.  They 
would  have  been  employed  to  the  greatelf  advantage  in  the  Low 
Countries,  and  by  co-operating  with  the  allied  armies,  might 
have  averted  the  calamities  which  have  taken  place. 

Thefe  extraordinary  efforts ;  tliefe  grievous  and  irreparable 
facrifices  which  have  not  been  feconded  with  energy  and  alacrity, 
can  only  protraft  for  a  fliort  period  the  laft  melancholy  blow, 
which  the  empire  has  too  much  reafon  to  apprehend,  from  the 
conqueft  of  the  provinces  on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  and  on 
the  other  fide  that  river.  However,  as  his  Majelty's  ftates  are 
in  fadt  drained  of  their  men  and  money,  by  the  favourable,  as 
well  as  by  the  adverfe  occurrences  of  this  deftrudtive  war,  the 
extreme  remedy  mull:  now  be  retorted  to,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  annihilation  of  our  troops,  fliould  we  be  inclined  ilill  to 
parrv  off  the  mortal  blow,  which  threatens  the  fabverfion  of  the 
conltitution  and  government  of  Germany. 
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The  enemy,  availing  themfelves  of  the  perplexed  flate  of 
public  affairs,  increafe  their  exertions  in  all  quarters,  and  fee  n 
determined  to  prevent  the  defedlion  of  the  armies,  depreflfjd 
by  a  feries  of  fatigue  and  defeats.  Their  progrefs  has  been  fo 
rapid,  and  their  army  fo  formidable,  that  the  Imperial  and 
"  Royal  court  will  be  unavoidably  obliged  to  withdraw  its  troops, 
and  to  ftation  them  within  its  own  frontiers,  if  the  empire  does 
not  think  proper  to  oppofe  to  the  irruption  of  the  French  an 
adequate  force,  and  to  co-operate  with  his  Majefty  at  this  awful 
and  momentous  crifis.  His  Majefty's  folitary  efforts  would  be 
fruitlefs,  if  he  were  to  attempt  to  cover  the  frontiers  from  Bafle 
to  Luxembourg;  and  it  cannot  be  denied,  that  an  army  ex- 
haufted  by  fatigue,  without  opportunity  of  recruiting  itfelf, 
receiving  afliftance  from  no  one,  and  at  a  diflance  from  home, 
ought  to  make  an  effort  to  reach  their  own  country,  where 
they  would  be  better  furnilhed  with  necelTaries,  and  fupported 
by  the  faithful  inhabitants  of  the  Imperial  and  Royal  ftates. 
It  would  appear  at  leaft  equitable  to  hazard  his  laft  effort  in  de- 
fence of  his  own  dominions,  when  we  have  before  our  eyes  the 
melancholy  truth,  that  with  the  moft  upright  and  fympathetic 
intentions,  it  is  impoffible  to  proteft  his  friends  and  neigh- 
bours. 

The  fpiritual  and  temporal  communities  of  the  fuperior  and 
lower  clalfes  are  ftill  poffefTed  of  treafures  which  remain  un- 
touched, but  which  might  be  beneficially  applied.  The  people 
of  property  of  every  defcription  have  a  credit,  which  they 
ought  to  lend  to  raife  great  fums  of  money,  to  complete  that, 
which  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  after  fuch  an  immenfe  influx  of 
money  into  the  empire,  only  drawn  from  its  own  hereditary 
dominions,  is  no  longer  able  to  afford  by  itfelf. 

It  is  only  by  fuch  an  influx  of  money,  that  the  {landing  ar- 
mies can  be  fupplied  with  what  is  mofl  neceffary  for  their  pre- 
fervation,  that  the  fortreffes  can  be  put  in  a  proper  ftate  of  de- 
fence, and  that  the  maffes  who  are  to  haften  to  the  frontiers 
will  be  fupported. 

The  underfigned  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  is  charged  by  the 
Emperor  and  King  moft  folemnly  to  declare,  in  his  Imperial 
Majefty's  name,  that,  if  the  Imperial  Royal  court  is  abandon- 
ed at  this  decifive  crifis,  it  will  not  be  able  to  fave  the  empire; 
but  it  will  confole  itfelf  with  the  idea  of  having  done  all  that 
could  pofftbly  be  done  for  the  country;  and  that  the  Imperial 
court  will  be  obliged  to  make  refponfible  before  God,  and  to 
pofterity,  for  all  thofe  misfortunes  that  will  then  unavoidably 
crulh  the  provinces  of  the  Germanic  empire,  and  for  the  mifery 
which  may  then  fpread  infections  ail  over  Europe,  by  the  pro- 
pagation of  principles  of  anarchy  ;  nay,  the  Imperial  court 
will  make  refponfible,  thofe  who  by  negle(£t',  by  inadivity,  or 
Vol.  II.  Sf  even 
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even  by  mercenary  private  views,  fhall  have  omitted  confcleri- 
tioufly  to  exert  themfelves  for  the  general  prefervatiorf.

From  the  Head-Barters  of  Lieutenant-general  Count  Von  Kalk- 
reuth,  dated  Nicder  Kieinieb,  Augujl  25,  1794,  to  bis  Excellency 
Field-marjhal  IVloUendorff. 

YOUR  Excellency  well  knows  how  much  I  have  at  heart 
the  glory  of  the  Pruffian  arms,  and  that  of  your  Excel- 
lency, and  how  much  it  mufl  therefore  grieve  me  when  I  heard 
that  your  Excellency  .might  have  faved  Treves,  and  prevented 
its  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  French,  whovv^ere  not  in  force; 
but  that  it  was  refolved  to  do  nothing  to  facrifice  the  empire, 
only  with  a  defign  of  injuring  the  houfe  of  Auftria.  To  avoid 
being  under  another's  command,  cities  and  whole  diilri6ls  were 
facrlhced. 

Here  are  as  many  abfurdities  as  words.  It  is  known,  that 
on  the  26th  of  laft  July,  a  plan  of  farther  operations  was  con- 
cluded at  Schwetzingen,  between  the  three  field -marflials  who 
command  the  armies,  in  v\?hich  plan  the  following  words  are 
mentioned  re{pe£ting  Treves  : 

"  Baron  Blankenltein,  general  of  cavalry,  has  orders,  tliat 
he  do  immediately  fend  his  artillery  of  referve  to  Treves,  in 
order  to  makeufe  of  it  for  the  laid  pofts,  as  foon  as  the  troops 
of  the  empire  fhall  arrive  there. 

The  faid  geneial  receives  alfo  orders  from  hence,  that  if 
he  entertains  well-founded  apprehenfions  of  being  attacked,  to 
letreat,  without  waiting  the  attack,  with  the  three  battalions 
of-infantry,  the  four  companies  of  Croatians,  and  the  five  fqua- 
drons  of  cavalry,  to  the  polls  fituated  near  Wittlicli." 

According  to  above-mentioned  plan,  the  Pru/Tian  army  is 
charged  to  cover  Hundfrucken,  and  the  ground  between  the 
right  bank  of  the  Mofelle  and  the  Rhine  ;  and  his  Excellency 
Field-marfhal  MoUendorff  had  nothing  farther todo  withTreves. 
Notwithftandingjhis  Excellency  feeling  a  concern  that  Treves 
fliould  be  maintained  as  long  as  it  O^ould  be  pra^licable,  gave  me 
orders  to  detach  Major-general  Von  Koehler  to  Oberftein.  It 
was  done.  General  Von  Koehler  broke  up  on  the  30th  of  July, 
and  arrived  near  Oberftein  on  the  2d  of  Auguft.  As  feveral 
reports  came,  that  the  enemy's  defign  was  ipore  upon  Trevea 
than  upon  Manheim,  as  it  was  then  fuppofed,  1  made  Major- 
general  Von  Schmetau  follow  General  Kalkreuth,  with  the 
perfedt  approbation  of  his  Excellency  F'ield-marftial  Von 
Mollendorff.     Meanwhile  advice  being  received  that  a  French 

oiEper 
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officer  who  deferted,  brought  certain  intelligence  to  captain 
Von  Schultz  at  Birkenfeldt,  that  the  enemy  were  advancing 
againft  Treves,  his  Excellency  the  Field-inarihal  gave  orders 
to  march  on  the  5th,  and  to  attack  the  enemy  wherever  I 
Ihould  encounter  them.  I  was  ftationed  at  Fuhrfeldt,  and 
arrived  on  the  8th,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  at  Cunerf- 
weiler,  two  leagues  beyond  Birkenfeldt.  My  front  reached 
much  about  the  fame  time  Weifkirch,  at  the  fpot  where  the 
foreft  of  Hochwald  runs  as  far  as  Cherf,  and  through  which 
the  enemy's  rear  had  juft  pafled. 

From  the  5th  to  the  8th  of  Auguft  one  ftorni  fucceeded  an- 
other, anAthe  rains  were  inceffant.  Only  he  that  knows  the 
fhocking  roads  up  the  Nahe,  through  Oberfiein,  can  judge  whaft 
fervices  the  corps  under  my  command  rendered,  where,  being 
tried  above  all  human  ftrength,  difcontent  was  only  prevented 
by  the  flattering  confidence  which  that  corps  repofes  in  all  my 
ineafures;  a  confidence  which  I  will  always  acknowledge  witli 
gratitude.  Already  on  the  6th  and  7th  my  front  charged  be- 
tween Cunerfweiler  and  Selbach  the  hoftile  columns,  which 
wanted  to  penetrate  from  the  valley  of  Blies,  over  the,  heights 
of  Neunkirchen  and  Selbach,  into  the  valley  of  Mettnick,  bat 
whom  nothing  could  prevent  marching  through  Tholey,  The- 
kn,  and  Neunkirchen,  to  gain  the  valley  of  Mettnick  from  . 
below.  The  enemy,  who  were  marcliing,  to  the  number  of 
18,000  men,  on  this  fide  of  the  Saar,  againft  Treves,  was  cut 
oiFfrom  Saar  Louis  by  my  march;  theprifoners  whom  I  made, 
and  among  whom  there  are  feven  officers,  proved  that  I  was 
near.  They  were  without  bread,  and  I  expeded  the  greateft 
fuccefs  on  the  next  day,  when  in  the  night  of  the  8th,  at  a 
quarter  before  eleven  o'^clock,  I  received  intelligence  bv  the  ad- 
jutant whom  I  had  fent  to  Baron  Von  Blankenilein,  general  of 
cavalry,  that  the  enemy  had  penetrated  near  Pellingen,  and 
were  alfo  advancing  with  fuperior  force  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
Mofelle  through  Igel,  fo  that  his  Excellency  was  undetthe 
neceflity  of  retreating  in  the  night. 

Every  man  who  knows  any  thing  of  the  ait  of  war,  the  ap- 
probation of  his  Excellency  Field-marllial  MollendortPj 
(which  is  of  fuch  infinite  importance  to  me)  and  ray  whole 
corps  which  affifi:ed  me  with  fo  much  fidelity,  muft  do  me  the 
juftice  to  own,  that  1  have  done  far  more  than  could  be  ex- 
pe6led.  Both  his  Excellency  and  I  have  our  documents  in  our 
hands  for  every  flep  we  took.  He  tlierefore  who  will  prove, 
that  I  could  have  done  more,  fhall  be  welcome  to  me  as  a  friend  ; 
but  him  that  blackens  me  before  the  public,  from  ignorance  and 
malice,  T  declare  hereby  to  be  a  wortlilefs  calumniator.  There 
never  was  a  fyllable  mentioned,  that  one  general  (hould  be  un- 
der the  command  of  another,  therefore  no  fuch  motive  can 
exift.  With  regard  to  the  afTertion,  that  the  war  is  only  carried 
Sf»  'on 
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on  by  Pruffia  in  order  to  injure  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  it  can 
only  be  the  chimera  of  a  deranged  brain  :  it  is  fo  contemptiblo 
an  aflertion,  that  I  would  approach  too  near  the  fublime  fenti- 
nients  of  the  King  my  malter — fentiments  known  to  all  the 
world — were  I  to  lofe  a  word  in  anfwering  that  aflertion ;  and 
if  it  be  faid,  on  the  part  of  the  empire,  that  cities  and  dillridts 
are  facrificed,  I  have  nothing  farther  to  anfwer,  but 
Ingratitude  is  the  world's  reward  !

His  Excellency  Field-marflial  Mollendorff  has  perfectly  ap- 
proved of  the  above  vindication ;  and  added  with  his  own 
hand — 

*'  Where  is  the  city — where  is  the  diftri6l  which  has  been  fa- 
crificed by  the  Pruflians? 

*'  The  whole  army  feels  offended  at  this  wicked  calumny,  be- 
caufe  it  is  animated  with  real  honour;  and  finds  itfelf  under 
the  necellity  to  teach  the  public  better  with  regard  to  this  inde- 
cent and  fcandalous  talk.

We  fwear  fidelity  to  you,  and  befeech  you 
to  prefcribe  what  meafures  you  think  proper,  to  procure  us 
peace,  and  tend  to  the  prefervation  of  the  refl:  of  the  unhappy- 
colony  of  St.  Domingo. — The  franknefs  of  loyalty,  which 
charaderiz.es  your  nation — your  generous  proceedings  toward* 
thofe  who  have  put  themfelves  under  your  proteflion,  are  very 
powerful  motives  to  excite  our  confidence.  Be  affured,  that 
our  entire  fubmiffion  to  your  orders,  our  zeal  to  co-operate  in 
obtaining  the  return  of  order,  fhall  make  amends  for  our  paft 
condu<S}:,  and  never  will  Great  Britain  have  more  faithful  fub- 
je<Sts.  When  we  receive  your  anfwer,  we  will  fend  you  the 
articles  of  our  capitulation.  We  are  going  to  communicate 
ourdiipofitlons  to  the  neighbouring  parifhes,  that  are  ftill  un- 
der the  Republican  dominion,  and  we  haY£-  every  reafon  to 
5 .  think 
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think  that  they  will  yield  to  reafon,  and  that,  animated  by  the 
fentiments  which  aduate  us,  they  will  accept  the  prote6:ioa 
you  offer  them.  We  are  convinced  that  you  will  make  the  hap- 
pinefs  of  the  colony,  and  thereby  acquire  powerful  claims  to 
the  public  gratitude.

In  addition  to  it  the  brave  Captain  Hervieux 
has  fpared  us  1000  weight  more,  and  he  is  determined  to  render 
every  other  affiftance  in  his  power. 

Every  republican  Avho  arrives  in  our  ports,  produces  an  ef- 
fe£l  the  mod  infpiring.  Let  t.he  event  be  what  it  may,  we  are 
determined  either  to  be  vi6torious  or  bury  ourfelves  in  the  afhes 
of  Port  de  Paix.  Give  credit  to  this  declaration,  alTure  all  our 
friends  of  the  truth  of  it,  and  let  this  be  told  to  the  mortifica- 
tion of  thofe  men  who  hate  republicans. 

Proclaim  to  all  the  world  that  the  officers  and'foldiers  who 
compofe  the  army  which  I  have  the  happinefs  of  commanding, 
are  not  in  want  of  any  thing,  and  that,  if  every  thing  ihall  fail 
usj^we  will  not  perifli  before  we  have  deilroyed  our  enemies. 

I  will  not  add  more.  We  belong  to  the  Republic;  to  die  for 
it  will  really  be  a  triumph. 

In  fending  us  all  the  affiftance  in  your  power  you  will  do 
well.

geficey  received  from  the  Affembly  of  the  Circle  ^  in  confluence  of 
this  Requejiy  the  Jollovuing  Anfwer, 

THAT  the  arming  of  the  people  in  that  remote  circle  is  as 
yet  only  a  meafure  in  contemplation,  fubje<5l  to  recipro- 
cal communication  with  the  neighbouring  ftates,  and  is  alfo 
particularly  defigned  for  internal  defence  :  thefe  arrangements 
tlierefore  being  entirely  local  are  exclufively  under  the  direc- 
tion of  each  particular  ftate,  vvhilft  the  means  of  dire(iting  and 
following  up  their  different  meafures  depend  upon  the  affem- 
bly of  the  circle,  and  are  the  fubje6ls  of  its  correfpondence  with 
the  others. 

The  war  is  not  yet  finiflied,  but  care  will  be  taken  to  com- 
municate with  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  in  the  mean  time  his 
letter  {hall  belaid  before  the  ftates. 


Pr effing  Requefs  having  been  made  early  in  September ^  1794,  to  the 
E  led  or  ate  of  Brandenburg,  relative  to  the  Contingent  due  from  that 
State  to  the  Army  of  the   Empire,  the  King  of  Rritfjia  refufed 

in  nearly  the  foil  o'.ving  "Terms, 

'PHE  King  of  Pruffia  did  not  expe6l:  fuch  reprefentations, 
-■-  on  the  part  of  tlie  Cierman  empire.  His  Majefty  has  al- 
ready made  facrifices,  which  in  expenfes  far  exceed  thofe  of  thd 
Required  contingent.  His  troops  have  rendered  the  mofl:  dif- 
tinguifbed  fervice  to  the  empire.  The  expenfes  incurred  in 
the  fe-conquefts  of  Frankfort  and  Mentz,  have  not  yet  reim- 
burfed  his  Pruffian  Majefty.  The  war  in  Poland,  excited' 
againft  his  Majefty  by  the  common  enemy,  in  revenge  for  hav- 
ing oppofed  his  brave  tioops  againft  their  favage  incurfions  into 
the  German  empire,  difpenfes  his  Majefty  from  all  further  con- 
tribution and  co-operations. 

The  Poles,  in  a  ftate  of  revolutionary  madnefs,  carry  on 
their  rebellion  with  fury,  which  forces  his  Majefty  to  defend 
his  own  dominions  with  all  his  might.  His  Majefty  is  in  a 
flmilar  fituation  with  theEle6lor  Frederick  William  the  Great, 
who,  in  the  year  1765,  was  glorioufly  combating  againft  the 
enemy  on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  but  was  fuddenly  obliged  to 
r^urn  with  his  army  into  his  own  territories,  in  order  to  refift 

the 
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the  Sweclifh  invafion  excited  by  the  fame  enemy  of  the  empire. 
Therefore,  far  from  confenting  to  the  requeft  of  contingent, 
the  King  of  Pruffia  is  entitled  to  demand  indemnifications  to 
enable  him  to  defend  his  own  territories.  His  Majefty  furtl\er 
thinks  himfelf  happy  in  aflerting,  that  if  all  the  ftates  of  the 
empire  had  a6ted  in  as  difinterefted  a  manner,  and  with  as  much 
energy  as  himfelf,  Germany  would  have  been  faved  by  this 
time ! 


The  following  Letter  ivas  on  the  liji  of  Ocioberj  1794,  publiJJjed 
by  Mr.  Dcvaynesy  Chairman  to  the  Committee  at  the  Crown  and 
Anchor  Tavern^  for  fupplying  the  Britijh  Troops  upon  the  Con- 
tinent j  and  alfo  the  Seamen  of  His  Adajejiy's  Navyy  in  certcfin 
Cafesy  with  extra  Cloathing.

Sir, 

AS  I  perceive  by  the  Englilh  papers,  that  the  committee  of 
the  United  Society  for  furnifhing  the  army  with  certain 
articles  of  winter  cloathing,  have  again  addreffed  the  public  for 
aid  to  continue  their  benevolence  to  this  army,  and  fuppofing 
that  it  may  be  fatisfaflory  to  the  committee,  1  fend  herewith  a 
fl-atement  of  the  receipt  and  iflues  of  donation  cloathing,  fince 
the  return  1  had  the  tionour  to  tranfmit  to  you  in  January 
laft. — I  need  not  explain  to  you.  Sir,  who  have  fo  meritorioufly 
flood  forward  in  promoting  the  means,  by  which  the  foldiers 
ferving  in  this  army  have  experienced  fo  much  real  comfort, 
how  very  acceptable  a  fupply  of  the  fame  will  be  to  deliver  to 
them,  againft  the  fevere  feafon,  when  they  will  moffc  probably 
be  obliged  to  undergo  the  fatigues  of  a  winter  campaign. — 
Permit  me  to  obferve,  that  great  coats,  fhoes,  flannel  waift- 
coats  and  drawers,  are  the  articles  moft  defirable  for  them  to  be 
fupplied  with.

the  King  of  Spain ^  in  the  following  Letter  of  Le  Chevalier  D'^Trup 
to  Mr.  Mahuet. 
Sir, 

IN  the  abfence  of  the  ambaiTador,  I  have  remitted  to  my 
court,  for  the  perufal  of  the  King  my  mailer,  the  memorial 
yovi  prefented  to  me  in  the  name  of  the  colonial  planters  of 
the  north  diftriil  of  the  ifiand  of  St.  Domingo,  concerning 
the  unfortunate  events  of  the  7th  of  July  laft  at  Fort  Dauphin, 
fetting  forth  the  wilhes  of  the  inhabitants  of  thofe  parts  to  be 
reinftated  in  the  peaceful  polTeffion  of  their  property.  His  Ca- 
tholic Majeity  feels  extremely  affecled  at  the  relation  of  the 
atrocities  committed  by  the  people  of  colour  of  fcan  Francois, 
Txhofe conduct,  fo  contrary  to  the  paternal  fentiments  of  his 
heart,  excite  his  juftice  againll:  the  aggrelTors  as  well  as  his 
compaliion  for  the  viclims.  In  confequence  of  which,  the 
King  my  mafter  has  particularly  charged  me  to  declare  in  his 
ro^;al  name,  to  you,  as  well  as  to  the  reil  of  the  proprietors  and 
inhabitants  of  Fort  Dauphin,  and  to  all  good  Frenchmen  re- 
Mxv.g  in  the  ifiand  of  St.  Domingo,  that  their  property  will  he 
returned  and  effeftualSy  fecured  to  them  by  his  Catholic  Ma- 
ieily,  and  that  the  moft  flridl  orders  are  given  for  the  fevereft 
pnnilhment  to  he  infiided  on  any  perfon  or  perfons  that  fhall 
Tn  any  way  be  found  guilty. 

1  take  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  communicating  to  you  this 
HP-reeable  intelligence,  which,  by  proving  to  all  Europe  the 
equitable  and  juil  views  of  the  court  of  Madrid,  will  render 
to  tlie  colonies  that  peace  and  confidence  fo  efiential  to  their  re- 
ellablifliment  and  profperity.

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Voe  Emperor  tfjued  an  Edi^t  dated  the  TZth  of  OHoher,  1794,  u 
the  Dire^ors  of  the  Circles  of  the  Empire ,  containing  an  Exhor- 
tation to  the  following  Effect, 

1.  ry^  HAT  vigorous  meafures  fliould  be  taken  to  recruit  and 
j[  increafe  the  army  of  the  empire  to  triple  the  number 
of  troops  of  which  it  confifted  hitherto,  which  flial]  be  eiFcjSled 
in  the  fpeedieft  manner  poffible,  that  the  reinforcements  fhould 
arrive  at  the  army  on  the  ift  of  February  next. 

2,  That  all  the  ftates  of  the  empire  who  have  already  troops 
Vpon  an  eftablilhed  footing,  fliould  in  thefe  prefling  and  dan- 
gerous times  march  them  immediately  to  join  the  grand  Impe- 
rial  army  for  the  defence  of  the  empire. 

3.  That  his  Imperial  Majefty  expefts  that  no  ftate  will  fliew, 
from  individual  intereft,  or  from  other  falfe  principles,  any 
backwardnefs  againft  contributing  to  the  general  defence  of  the 
empire.  His  Majefty  would  never  have  maniferted  any  fufpi- 
cions  refpeifiing  this  point,  if  unfortunately  experience  had 
not  fhewn  him,  that  from  the  time  the  increafe  of  the  army 
bad  been  determined  to  be  of  triple  the  number  of  the  former 
eftablifhment,  that  the  meafure  has  not  yet  been  accompliihed 
to  this  day. 

l^is  Imperial  Majefty,  however,  from  the  confidence  he 
placed  in  the  Princes  who  are  invefted  with  the  direftions  of  the 
circles,  hopes  that  they  will  take  the  moft  vigorous  meafures  to 
enforce  the  recruiting  of  the  army  of  the  empire. 

The  circles  of  the  empire  having  received  early  in  Novem- 
ber the  preceding  circular  letter  from  the  Emperor,  relative  to 
the  real  performance  of  their  contingents  for  the  fupportqf  the 
army  of  the  einpire; 

Count  Schlick,  the  Emperor's  minifter  with  the  circle  of 
Franconia,  alfo  prefented  a  memorial  to  the  aflemhly  of  that 
circle,  in  fubftance  the  fame  with  that  prefented  to  the  circle 
of  the  Upper  Rhine  on  the  i6th  of  Auguft,  and  containing 
complaints  of  the  enormous  extradlion  of  fpecie  which  has 
been  made  from  the  hereditary  ftates  of  Auftria  for  the  coun- 
tries  of  the  empire,  and  of  the  fcarcity  of  money  which  necef- 
farily  refults  from  this,  even  for  the  pay  of  the  Imperial  army  ; 
becaufethe  circles  not  having  provided  either  for  the  fubfiftence 
of  that  army,  or  the  regulation  of  the  price  of  neceftaries, 
thofe  pecefTaries  either  fail  entirely,  or  cannot  be  procured  for 
the  troops  under  an  enormous  price.  Thefe  circumftances  ne- 
ceffit^te  the  propofition  which  is  the  obje6l  of  this  memorial, 
made  in  the  name  of  the  Imperial  court  to  the  circle  of  Fran- 
conia.

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^^  To  put  the  fubfiflence  to  be  furni/hed  by  the  country  into 
J]f)eedy  feqiiifition,  according  to  the  exifting  neceflity. — To  ac- 
cept in  return  an  indemnity,  regulated  according  to  the  medium 
price  for  the  laft  ten  years;  the  payment  to  be  made  in  notes, 
inftead  of  money,  which  it  is  abfolutely  impoflible  to  furnifli 
at  the  prefent  moment." 

The  circle  of  Franconia  immediately  commenced  its  deli- 
berations upon  this  propofition  ;  but,  at  the  fame  time,  teftified 
its  defire  to  fee  an  end  to  this  ruinous  and  bloody  war;  in  which 
refped  it  is  feconded  by  the  other  circles  of  the  empire,  parti- 
cularly that  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  which,  on  the  14th  of  No- 
vember, fent  the  ftrongeft  and  moft  preffing  reprefentations  tq 
the  Emperor  and  to  the  King  of  Pruffia;,  to  obtain  their  effec- 
tual concurrence  to  a  p^icification. 


The  Note  delivered  fydhd  Imperial  Afini/Ier^  Count  de  Schlicky  to  the 
States  of  the  Upper  Rhine  j  on  the  ibth  of  Jugujiy  1794,  in  which 
the  Emperor  claims  a  fpeedy  Supply  of  Money  and  Aden  agdinfi 
France i  was  aljo  delivered  to  the  Circles  of  Franconia  and  Suabia 
in  the  End  of  September ^  where  the  P ruffian  Minijler  Jeconded  it 
with  all  his  Power,  and  prefentcd  the  following  Note» 

HIS  Pruffian  Majefty  feconds  the  requeft  of  his  ImperlaJ 
Majefty,  fince  both  courts,  after  having  indefatigably  con-; 
tinued  the  war,  and  made  immenfe  facrifices,  have  a  right 
to  require  of  the  other  fbates,  that  they  do  oppofe  with  all  their 
might  the  danger  which  increafes  every  day,  and  to  furnifh 
•without  delay  every  thing  that  Germanic  good  fenfe  and  fpirit 
deeni  requifite. 

Meanwhile,  his  Maiefty  the  King  of  Pruffia  cannot  but  fig- 
nlfy,  that  the  Imperial  court  laid  a  falfe  confl;ru6i;ion  on  the 
treaty  for  a  fubfidy  between  Pruffia  and  England  ;  who,  though 
ihe  pledged_herfelf  to  pay  the  fubfidy,  has  no  right  to  difpofe  at 
her  own  pleafure  of  the  Prullian  army,  which  is  forthwith  to, 
remain  to  defend  Germany  in  that  quarter  where  his  Pruffiari 
Majefty  will  deem  it  moft  expedient,  or  wherever  the  allied 
powers  have  agreed  oj  will  agree  with  Prufiia  to  let  it  adl. 


Conclufum  of  the  Circle  of  Franconia,  addrejfed  to  their  Majefiies  the 
Emperor  and  ihe  King  of  Pruffia,  for  the  Purpofe  of  obtaining  a 
Peace,  or  at  leaf  a  fpeedy  Truce,  agreed  to  in  November,  I794» 

CONSIDERING  the  moft  dangerous  turn  which  the  prefent 
war  againft  France  has  taken,  in  feveral  events  which  fuc- 
ceeded  each  other  j  confidering  the  moft  imminent  danger  which 
'■  I  ■  •  •    ^1 
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is  m5re  and  more  approaching  with  rapid  ftrides  the  frontiers  of 
the  circle  of  Franeonia ;  confldering  further,  not  only  the  af- 
flidive  apprehenfions  which  his  Imperial  Majefty  has  reiterately 
manifefted,  that  it  might  happen,  that  the  auguft  houfe  of  Auflria 
would  find  itfelf  fo  much  weakened,  as  to  be  under  the  neceflity 
of  retreating  to  its  oWn  frontiers,  without  being  capable  any 
longer  to  fave  the  territories  of  the  Germanic  empire;  and  that 
his  Majelly  the  King  of  Pruflia  has  likewife  recalled  aconilder- 
able  number  of  his  brave  troops  from  the  theatre  of  war,  to  pro- 
tedl  his  own  dominions,  and  fignified  that  according  to  circum- 
flances,  the  remainder  might  alfo  be  withdrawn  ;  and  conflder- 
ing the  internal  concerns  of  this  circle,  render  the  repofe  and 
the  momentary  re-efkablilliment  of  this  circle  at  leaft  neceflary 
at  this  prefent  period;  the  general  circle,  by  virtue  of  a  repeat^ 
ed  proportion  of  his  mcft  ferene  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Saxe 
Cobourg  Saalfeld,  and  of  SaxeMeningen,  as  a  venerable  co- 
ftatc,  on  the  part  of  Henneberg  Roembild,  has  unanimoufly 
refolved  : 

1.  It  is  underftood  of  itfelf,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  in 
this  refpe6t,  that  there  is  by  no  means  any  defign  to  encroach 
upon  the  deliberations  of  the  empire  in  general,  upon  the  im- 
portant queftion — how  the  country,  tinder  the  dangerous  cir^ 
cumftances  which  have  occurred,  fhall  fave  itfelf,  not  to  lofe 
fight  of  the  neceflary  order  which  ought  to  take  place  agreeable 
to  the  conftitution,  and  with  relation  to  the  whole  empire  ? 

2.  But  whereas,  it  cannot  be  unlawful  or  fufpicious  to  any 
fingle  ftate  of  the  empire,  and  lefs  ftill  to  the  conftitutional 
union  of  a  whole  circle,  whofe  union  has  for  its  original  and 
primitive  end,  the  public  fafety,  in  cafe  of  the  moft  urgent 
neceffity  ;  and  when  its  deliverance  and  confervation  are  at 
ftake,  to  have  recourfe  to  the  fupreme  chief  of  the  empire,  as 
likewife  to  the  principal  co-ftates  and  the  refpedive  powers,  in 
order  moft  humbly  to  fupplicate  his  Majefty,  by  a  refpedful 
reprefentation  as  well  of  the  interior  concerns  of  this  circle,  as  on 
account  of  the  danger  conftantly  increafing  from  without,  to  take 
fuch  convenient  and  efficacious  meafures  as  his  Majefty  fhall 
judge  proper;  through  which,  by  means  of  a  previous  truce, 
the  celIi\tion  of  hoftilities,  and  an  ever  defirable  peace  may  be, 
as  much  as  pofiible,  obtained. 

3.  Afterwards  to  intereft  in  the  fame  manner  his  Pruflian 
Majefty,  as  a  fublime  co-ftate  of  the  empire,  and  particularly 
this  circle,  to  co-operate  to  this  end  by  an  a6live  afliftance,  and 
to  favour  the  defired  efFefl,' particularly  to  folicit  him,  with 
equal  refpedt  and  urgency,  not  to  withdraw  his  brave  troops, 
at  leaft  as  far  as  it  concerns  the  conftitutional  exigency  of  the 
political  ftate  of  the  empire  and  the.  circle,  from  the  defence  of 
the  Germanic  domains,  at  the  moft  critical  and  moft  dangerous 

T  t  3  moment. 
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moment,  but  to  continue  generoully  to  erflploy  them  with  their 
whole  force  wherever  they  fhall  be  wanted. 

4.  Further  to  expedite  with  all  poffible  difpatch,  this  propofitioa 
to  his  Imperial  Majefty  by  means  of  an  eftafette,  and  to  tranfmit  a 
copy  thereof  without  delay,  befides  a  memorial  for  the  informa- 
tion of  his  Excellency  Count  Von  Schlicic,  privy  counfellor  and 
minifter  of  his  Imperial  Majefty ;  and  to  tranfmit  to  the  Pruf- 
fian  minifter  refident  liere,  the  letter  of  folicltation  to  his  Pruf- 
fian  Majefty,  accompanied  by  a  copy,  with  requeft  of  expe- 
diting the  faid  letter  as  foon  as  poffible. 

5.  To  commence  a  fincere  and  fecial  correfpondence  on  this 
important  bufinefs,  with  the  circles  of  the  empire,  namely^ 
the  eledlorates  of  the  Rhine,  Upper  Saxony,  Bavaria,  Suabia, 
and  the  Upper  Rhine,  by  communicating  to  them  this  prefent 
refolution  of  the  circle,  as  likewife  the  above-mentioned  letters 
of  folicitation  to  their  Imperial  and  Pruffian  Majefties. 

6.  Finally,  not  to  be  dilfuaded  by  the  meafures  taken  by  thefe 
prefents,  for  purfuing  moft  eagerly  the  conclufions  of  the  em- 
pire, and  the  lawful  re-eftabliihment  of  its  political  ftt!te;  and 
from  continuing,  without  delay,  the  preparations  of  defence, 
in  order  to  remain  always  faithful  to  all  duties,  which  ought  to 
be  more  and  more  acknowledged  in  afituation  of  affairs  like  the 
prefent,  for  the  fake  of  felf-prefervation,  as  likewife  for  th& 
general  and  local  relations  of  the  ftate. 


The  Jollowlng  is  the  Aafivcr  of  the  King  of  Prujfta  to  the  Repr'efcnta- 
tiGHs  of  the  Circle  of  the  Upper  Rhine,,  in  favour  of  Peace^  made 
on  the  I4.th  of  November,  1794,  and  in  Subfiance  the  fame  with 
the  Conclufum  of  the  Circle  of  Franconia, 

WE  arc  much  affedled  by  the  prefent  dangerous  crifis  that 
involves  the  German  empire,  and  with  the  warmeft  degree 
of  fympathy  we  are  fully  convinced,  that  peace  only  is  the 
moft  certain  means  of  faving  it  from  the  effe61s  of  an  unhappy 
iftue  of  a  juft  war  of  defence.  Nothing,  therefore,  can  be  more 
important  or  more  agreeable  to  us  than  an  energetic  contribu- 
tion of  every  exertion  in  our  po.wer  for  the  obtaining  of  fo  de- 
firable  an  objedl;  as  fpeedily  as  poffible,  and,  previous  to  this,  a 
fufpenfion  of  arms.  We  ffiaJl  willingly  feize  every  occafioa 
that  may  contribute  towards  a  happy  iffue  of  affairs,  hoping  that 
the  feproientation  fubmitted  to  us,  and  fent  to  the  Emperor  by 
the  laudable  alTt-mbly  of  the  circle,  wJll  not  fail  of  its  objedl. — 
}n  the  mean  while,  our  whole  army  ftiall  remain  upon  the  Rhine 
and  the  Mayne,  to  cover  and  defend  the  contiguous  parts  of  the 
empire,  and  the  right  fhoie  of  that  river.

After  the  above  Proceedings,  the  Twenty  Thoufand  PruJJians  who  weri 
on  their  March  to  the  Frontiers  of  Poland^  received  Orders  from 
Berlin^  to  return  to  their  former  Situation  on  the  Banks  of  the  Rhine; 
en  account  of  that  Event^  and  in  order  to  prepare  the  neceffary  PrO' 
vlfionsfor  them  In  the  Places  through  which  they  Were  to  march.,  the. 
following  Requlfitlon  of  Count  Hardenberg^  the  Pruffian  Min'fler 
of  StatCf  was  circulated. 

WHEREAS  the  motives  which  induced  his  Pruffian  Ma- 
jefty  to  order  a  corps  of  20,000  men  from  his  army  def- 
tined  for  the  defence  of  the  German  empire,  to  march  to 
Southern  Prufiia,  have  at  prefent  been  removed  by  the  happy 
occurrences  which  happened  in  thofe  countries:  his  Majefty, 
being  befides  convinced,  that  in  order  to  procure  the  accomplifh- 
ment  of  the  anxious  wifhes  of  feveral  of  the  ftates  of  the  empire 
to  obtain  a  fpeedy  peace,  his  Majefty  thinks  it  indifpenfably  ne- 
ceflary  to  oppofe  to  the  enemy  the  moft  vigorous  preparations 
of  war,  and  to  prevent  their  further  progrefs.  His  Majefty, 
therefore,  has  come  to  a  refolution  to  order  this  corps  of  20,000 
of  his  troops  to  return  to  their  former  pofttion  on  the  Rhine, 
for  the  purpofe  of  fecuring  the  German  frontiers  againft  thei 
dangers  with  which  they  are  threatened. 

The  underfigned  minifter  of  ftate  to  his  Pruflian  Majefty  not 
having  due  time  to  make  formal  requifttions,  in  order  to  pro- 
cure the  free  paflage  for  thofe  troops  through  thedift'erent  places 
on  their  route,  and  which  might  in  a  great  meafure  oppofe  their 
lalutary  march,  has  to  requeli,  that  by  this  liis  underftgned  re- 
quifition,  thefe  troops  not  only  ftiould  be  permitted  to  pafs 
freely  through  the  different  towns  on  the  road  towards  their 
deftination,  but  alfo  to  find  quarters  every  where,  and  to  be 
fupplicd  with  provifions,  and  other  articles  of  neceffity,  accord- 
ing to  the  regulations  eftahliflied  for  their  former  march  to  join 
the  grand  army  on  the  Riiine.

Proceedings  of  the  States  of  the  Germanic  Empire, 
alTembled  in  Diet  at  Ratifbon, ' 

The  following  Jrtlcle  is  taken  from  a  refpe^ahle  German  Print,     It 
is  dated  Erlangen,  ^th  Dec,   l'/<)4.> 

nPHE  Emperor,  on  the  20th  of  September  laft,  publifhed  aa 
-^,    ediift   in  his  hereditary  ftates,  prohibiting  all  intercourfe 

with  the  French  nation,  and  particularly  that  no  iuoney  ftiouid 
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he  paid  to  the  French,  or  to  the  people  of  tfie  countries  cdriquer- 
ed  by  the  republican  troops.  The  ambaflador  from  the  court  of 
Vienna  hasfincemadea  motion  in  the  diet  of  Ratifbon,  that  the 
empire  fhould  adopt  the  fame  prohibition  throughout  all  the 
circles.  But  a  number  of  ambalTadors  protefted  formally  againft 
this  motion. 

The  ambaffador  from  the  eteilorate  of  Saxony  in  particular, 
rofe,  and  fald,  that  according  to  the  prefent  ftate  of  things,  a 
prohibition  of  payment  can  be  but  of  very  little  difadvantage  to 
the  French  ;  wWlfl  at  the  fame  time,  a  number  of  the  fubjefls 
of  the  fiates  of  the  empire,  and  particularly  thofe  of  the  electo- 
rate of  Saxony,  would  have  reafon  to  apprehend  from  fuch  a 
meafure  confiderable  lofTes. 

Befides  the  above  debates,  the  merchants  of  Francfort  have 
fince  drawn  up  a  memorial  upon  this  fubjedl,  which  has  already 
been  comm.unicnted  to  the  different  deputies  of  the  diet  at  Ra- 
tifbon.  The  following  extracts  of  this  memorial  are  very  in- 
terefting  ; — 

«'  The  prohibitory  decree  of  the  Convention,  to  pay  the 
debts  due  from  French  merchants  to  thofe  of  other  countries, 
has  never  been  executed  with  any  degree  of  feverity.  Vei-y  con- 
fiderable payments  have  not  only  conftantly  been  made  by  the 
French  merchants  to  their  creditors  in  Germany,  through  the 
medium  of  Switzerland,  and  other  neutral  flates,  but  conlider-  - 
able  fums  in  arrear  are  yet  promifed.  A  fevere  prohibition  of 
that  nature  could,  indeed,  injure  a  few  individuals  in  France, 
but  would,  at  the  fame  time,  put  a  ftop  to  an  immenfe  deal  of 
fpecie  being  fent  from  France  into  Germany.  That  nation, 
who,  fince  the  revolution,  have  accuftomed  themfelves  to  ab- 
llinence  and  felf-denial,  with  refpecl  to  a  number  of  articles, 
not  only  of  luxury,  but  even  of  neceffity,  would  only  be  in- 
duced by  this  meafure,  to  ahflain  from  and  deprive  themfelves 
of  fimilar  indulgences,  which  at  the  fame  time  that  it  would 
injure  the  commerce  and  manufa6lories  in  Germany,  would 
alio  ferve  to  render  the  enemy  more  hardened,  warlike,  and 
ferocious. 

"  Such  a  prohibition  can  do  no  injury  to  the  fubje61s  of  the 
ftates  of  Auftria,  whofe  commercial  conne6lion  with  France 
has  ever  been  of  tritling  importance;  but  fliould  fuch  a  prohibi- 
tion be  extended  to  prevent  payments,  and  even  the  reftoration 
of  property  left  in  truft  vvirli  the  inhabitants  of  the  provinces 
conquered  by  the  French,  as  the  whole  of  Brabant,  Flanders, 
Limburg,  Liege,  Aix  ia  Chapelle,  the  greater  part  of  the  coun- 
try of  Deux  Fonts,  the  whole  of  that  of  Saarbruck,  the  mofl 
confulerable  part  of  the  Palatinate,  a  part  of  the  country  of 
Treves  and  of  Cologne,  the  v/hole  of  Savoy,  part  of  the  country 
of  Piedmont,  a  confiderable  part  of  the  United  Netherlands, 
&c, 

.       ,  «  The 
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<«  The  National  Convention  undoubtedly  will  not  Fail  to  fejze 
upon  the  book  of  all  the  French  merchants,  and  thole  of  their 
conquered  provinces,  and  by  feizing  on  the  property  belonging 
to  the  foreign  fubjeds,  find  new  refources  to  carry  devallatioa 
into  the  territories  of  the  allied  povv'ers/' 


J)ecree  of  the  Diet  of  the  German  Empire ^  paffed  on  the  i^th  of 
October y  1794,  ixjith  only  one  Negative  Voice  in  the  College  of 
Princes y    namely,  that  of  Svjedifh  Pomeranian 

THAT  the  warmell:  and  mofb  merited  thanks  be  prcfented  to 
his  Majefty  the  Emperor,  as  well  for  the  facrifices  whicli 
he  has  not  ceafed  to  make^  with  magnanimous  conftancy,  of  his 
own  refources  for  faying  Germany,  as  for  the  paternal  folici- 
tude  with  which  he  has  conilantly  watched  over  the  welfare  of 
the  empire,  of  which  the  tenor  of  the  Aulic  decree  (of  the  13th 
of  Auguft  laft)  furniflies  the  moft  convincing  proof:  and  that 
in  confequence  of  the  laft  decree  of  the  empire,  of  the  5th  of 
May,  by  which  the  neceffity  was  already  acknowledged  of  the 
augmentation  of  the  forces ;  and  it  was  determined  to  eJSFedt, 
agreeable  to  legal  forms,  the  augmentation  of  the  contingents 
of  the  empire  to  the  quintuple,  as  his  Imperial  Majefly  had 
propofed,  from  the  elTential  motives  of  the  danger  and  urgent 
neceffity  in  which  Germany  was  placed;  that  the  faid  aug- 
mentation to  the  quintuple,  ahfolutely  conformable  to  the  con- 
ftitution  of  the  empire,  Ihall  be  executed  in  the  fame  manner 
that  it  was  agreed  by  the  refolution  of  the  23d  November,  1 792, 
to  carry  into  efFe61:  the  triple  augmentation  by  all  the  ftates  of 
the  empire  ;  that  all  efforts  Hiould  be  united  as  foon  as  poilible 
to  that  eiFe(9:,  in  fuch  a  manner  that  every  ftate  which  cannot 
alledge  a  legal  exemption,  may  contribute  towards  it  by  the 
employment  of  all  their  forces,  &c,  &c.

The  following  Accouttt  of  the  very  -inter ejiing  Proceedings  of  the  Ger- 
man Diet  on' this  important  ^.ejlion,  is  taken  from  the  be/i  in- 
formed German  Prints, 

TN  the  fitting  of  the  diet  on  the  20th  of  0£lober,  the  Eledor  Pa- 
-*-  latine  propofed  that  they  fhould  endeavour  to  procure  an  ho- 
nourable peace  ;  and  althou^  on  the  14th  the  plan  for  a  quintuple 
of  the  contingents,  taking  for  its  bafis  the  conclufion  of  the  college 
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of  princes,  had  been  agitated,  the  elector  of  Mentz  availed  himfelf 
of  the  meafure  fuggeftedby  the  court  of  Munich,  in  order  to  com-- 
municate  to  the  diet  in  his  capacity  of  arch-chancellor,  through 
his  dire6lorial  mini'fter,  this  important  propofition,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy  : 

''  His  eminence  the  Elector  has  heard,  through  his  minifter  at 
the  diet  of  the  empire,  that  the  regifter  for  voters  had  been  opened 
in-the  three  colleges  of  the  empire  on  the  Aulic  Imperial  decrep 
relative  to  the  quintuple,  and  that  the  two  fuperior  colleges  had 
actually  concluded  their  votes  on  that  fubje£l.  His  Electoral, 
Highnefs  will  endeavour  to  furniflihis  quintuple  as  quickly  as  pof- 
fible,  and  will  generally  exert  every  poffible  effort  to  acquit  him- 
felf of  what  the  exigency  of  the  moment,  and  the  dangers  which 
threaten  his  country,  demand.  He  is  equally  convinced  on  the 
part  of  the  other  dates  of  the  empire,  that  they  will  do  every- 
thing with  the  fame  zeal  that  may  tend  to  place  the  forces  of  the 
Germanic  body,  at  the  opening  of  the  next  campaign,  in  thq  ftate 
that  is  defired. 

In  the  mean  time,  his  Electoral  Highnefs  would  not  conceal 
from  his  directory,  that  the  wi(h  which  the  Ele£tor  Palatine  has 
cxpreffed  on  this  occafion  to  the  regifter,-r-That  from  this  period 
we  fhould  endeavour  with  equal  ferioufngfs  to  put  an  end  to  this 
ruinous  war  by  an  aceptable  peace, — appears  to  him  to  merit  the 
more  ferious  attention  and  farther  confideration  ;  his  Majefly, 
the  Emperor,  having  gracioully  declared,  when  urgirig  the  above 
decree  of  the  quintuple,  that  he  was  ready  to  liften  to  all  other  pro- 
pofitions  which  might  be  made  to  him  on  the  means^  of  faving  the 
Germanic  empire. 

The  empire  engaged  in  the  war  for  its  fiefs  in  Alface  and  Lor- 
raine, and  on  no  other  account ;  that  is  to  fay,  it  defired  that  they 
might  be  reftored  to  the  fiate  in  which  they  were  guarantied  by 
France  by  the  treaty  of  1648.  The  empire  in  no  poini  wiihed  to 
interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  France.  But  inllead  of  obtainr 
ins;  this  objeft,  the  empire  has  loll  one  country  after  another  ;  and 
the  parties  of  the  provinces  which  the  enemy  have  not  taken  pof- 
feflion  of  have  mofl  particularly  fuffered.  It  appears,  therefore, 
to  his  Electoral  Highnefs,  as  being  at  all  events  neceffary,  at  the 
moment  we  are  adively  preparing  for  a  new,  and,  as  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  a  more  fortunate  campaign,  that  we  fhould  fhew  to  the 
peaceable  Germanic  citizens  that  we  have  a  ferious  intention  of 
procuring  peace  for  the  empire. — The  Germanic  empire  can, 
■without  hefitation,  declare  to  the  French  nation,  that  preservation, 
and  not  aggrandifement,  is  its  only  view  ;  and  that,  in  other  re- 
fpeds,  it  never  intended  to  trouble  itfclf  about  the  events  which 
happen  in  the  interior  of  France. 

The  French  people  learn  from  this,  that  they  have  it  at  their 
option  to  be  at  peace-,  with  the  Germanic  empire  j  but  Ihould  they, 
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agdinft  every  exjie^tation,  refufe  peace  ;  (hbuld  they,  contrary  to 
the  principles  which  they  fo  often  manifefted,  be  defirous  of  mak- 
ing conquefts,  the  inhabitants  of  Germany  would  be  the  more 
'ftrongly  convinced,  that  no  other  refource  is  left  to  them,  but  to 
continue  the  evils  of  war  with  patience,  and  to  make  all  thofe  fa- 
a-ificcs  for  their  own  prefervation,  whicha  war  of  this  defcription 
neceifarily  requires  of  every  individual  that  loves  his  country,  or 
his  own  exigence. 

Maturely  weighing  all  thefe  confiderations*  his  Ele6loral  High- 
nefs  deems  it  his  duty,  as  arch-chancellor  of  the  empire,  not  to  lei: 
the  above  propofal  of  the  Palatine  court  remain  unnoticed  ;  but  he 
rather  charges  his  diredtorial  minifters  to  concert  meafures  together 
without  delay,  on  this  fubje£l,  with  the  Im.perial  commiffion,  and 
the  legations  to  the  diet,  in  order  to  prepare,  v^'ith  the  greateft  dif- 
patch  poflible,  according  to  ufages  and  forms,  deliberations  upon 
this  mod  momentous  fubje£l,  and  to  get  up  as  fpeedily  as  poflible 
an  advice  froiii  the  empire,  to  be  prefented  tO  his  Imperial  Ma- 

The  queftion,  in  what  manner  this  propofal  of  peace  is  to  be 
made,  is  intimately  connected  with  this  queftion  : 

Ought  this  propofal  adualjy  to  be  made  ?  That  this  tatter  quef- 
tion ought  abfolutely  to  become,  at  the  fame  time,  an  objedi  of 
deliberation  and  refolut^on. 

His  Eledoral  Highnefs  is  of  opinion,  that  the  Germanic  empire 
rnay  very  eafily  anfwer  this  queftion  ;  it  combats  for  the  preferva- 
tion of  its  fundamental  peace  of  the  year  1648,  guarantied  by  the 
crownof  Sweden,  which  remains  neutral  intheprefent  war;  it  cannot 
therefore  be  an  objed  of  difficulty,  to  requeft  his  Swedifli  Majefty, 
in  the  name  of  the  Germanic  empire,  to  procure  the  above  terms 
to  the  Germanic  corps  by  an  efficacious  mediation.  The  crown 
of  Sweden  will  certainly  not  wave  fuch  an  honourable  mediation, 
as  foon  as  the  empire  (hall  declare,  that  it  wants  nothing  but  what 
is  conformable  to  the  treaty  of  Weftphalla  ;  his  Swedilh  Majefty 
is,  in  other  refpe£ts,  a  principal  ftate  of  the  empire,  confequently 
is  eftentially  interefted  in  the  welfare  of  the  empire,  for  which  his 
contingents  are  obliged  to  fight.  The  fame  confiderations  occur 
refpefting  the  King  of  Denmark,  who,  as  king,  is  alfo  neutral  in 
the  prefent  war.     His  Eleftoral  Highnefs  believes  therefore, 

1'hat  the  Danifti  and  Swedifti  courts  ought  to  be  requefted,  on 
.  the  part  of  the  empire,  to  interpofe  moft  efficacioufly  with  the 
French  nation  for  an  acceptable  peace. 

In  other  refpe£ls,  winter  is  on  the  point  of  fetting  in,  during 
which  the  negociations  may  be  carried  on,  provided  the  two 
above-mentioned  courts  immediately  exert  their  beft  endeavours 
for  a  temporary  truce.  His  Eledoral  Highnefs  has  nothing  elfe 
in  view  by  this  propofition,  but  to  procure,  according  to  his  duty 
as  a  co-ftate  and  arch-chancellor  of  the  empire,  the  repofe  and  well- 
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being  of  the  Germanic  empire.  His  Highnefs  is  therefore  very 
far  from  encroaching  in  the  leart  degree  upon  the  rights  of  his  co- 
ftates,  who  may  be  ilill  involved  as  powers  in  the  prefent  difaf- 
trous  war. 

As  foon  as  this  propofal  was  made,  the  minifters  of  Treves, 
Cologne,  Palatine,  Bavaria,  and  Brandenburgh,  as  well  as  moft  of 
the  college  of  princes,  acceded  to  it  without  referve. 

It  was  alfo  ahuoft  unanimouily  agreed,  to  endeavour  to  procure 
ifn  armiilice,  in  order  to  conclude  a  peace  during  the  winter  ;  and 
it  is  alferted,  that  Baron  de  Dahlberg,  coadjutor  of  Mentz,  is  to  go 
to  Paris  to  effect  this  fo  falutary  work  ;  which,  if  it  iliould  meet 
with  any  fuccefs,  ought  furely  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  nego- 
ciator,  elteemed  at  all  times  for  his  wifdom  and  moderation. 


/;;  the  Sht'uig^  of  the  German  Diet  on  the  bth  of  Novimher,  the  Am- 
hajjador  Jrom  the  Elcflor  of  Afentz  made  the  foiloiving  important 
Motion^  with  rcjpe£l  to  the  Deliberations  upon  his  former  Propoft^ 
tion.,  relative  to  a  Ncgociation  of  Peace. 

WHETHER  it  would  not  be  thought  neceffary,  on  account  of 
the  prefent  urgent  and  dangerous  fituation  of  public  affairs,  to 
abridge  the  ufual  term  of  deliberations,  u^hich  confifted  of  fij* 
weeks,  to  only  four  weeks  ? 

The  ambatlador  from  the  Eleftor  of  Cologne  faid,  that  the  Elec- 
tor his  mafter  infilted  upon  the  adhering  to  the  ancient  cullora,. 
refpedling  the  deliberations  in  the  diet,  namely,  that  fix  weeks 
after  the  making  of  the  motion,  the  diet  fhould  enter  into  the  prer 
deliberation.  Whether  the  motion  ihould  be  debated  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  diet  ? 

The  ambaffadors  from  Auftria  and  Bohemia  were  of  the  fanie 
opinion  ;  adding,  that  fix  weeks  were  at  lead  neceffary  for  each 
member  to  take  into  confideration  fuch  an  important  propofiiion. 

The  ambaffadors  from  the  Palatinate  and  Saxony  fupported  the 
niotion. 

The  ambaffador  from  the  Eledlor  of  Brandenburg  had  no  ob- 
jection to  it. 

The  ambaffadors  from  the  courts  of  Conftance  and  Wurtem 
t)erg,  and  the  reft  of  all  the  courts  of  Germany,  voted  in  favour  of 
the  motion,  which  was  then  carried  by  a  majority  of  votes,  that 
the  deliberations  Ihould  commence  within  four  weeks  after  that 
day,  namely,  on  the  ^x\\  of  December  next. 

It  was  then  requefted,  that  the  court  of  the  Ele(5Lorate  ^f  Menty 
ihould  ftate  the  order  of  the  debates  of  that  day-j  which  the  am- 
baffador ftated  as  follows  :

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1,  Whether,  at  the  fame  time,  whilft  vigorous  mcafvires  of  de- 
fence are  taken  by  the  empire,  whilft  the  fyftem  of  quintuple  con- 
tingent has  been  adopted,  it  ftiould  not  be  neceffary  alfo  to  ent^r 
into  a  negociation  of  peace,  or  at  leaft  of  a  ceifation  of  hollili^ 
ties  ? 

2.  Which  are  the  means  by  which  fuch  a  ncgociaiion  m-^y  be 
obtained  ?  .  . 

It  is  faid  that  the  court  of  Vienna  is  not  at  fill  ^iiElined  to  favour 
this  motion  of  the  Ele6tor  of  Mentz.  The  Auftrian  ambalfadors, 
in  fevcral  courts,  intimated,  that  the  Emperor  expe£led.,  ihgt, 
after  the  expenfesand  lolfes  he  incurred  during  this  war,  that  the- 
empire,  with  refpeft  to  a  peace,  or  continuation  of  war,  would 
leave  entirely  the  dccifion  to  him  alone.  The  Emperor,  how- 
ever, is  determined  not  to  oppofc  the  free  deliberation  on  that  fub- 
jecEl  by  the  diet,  and  will  only  excrcife  hi5  power  of  negociatjng 
for  peace,  or   continuing  the  war- 


Previoufly  to  the  opening  of  the  protocol  on  the  5th  of  D.ecem- 
Iper,  for  coljecling  the  fulfrages  on  the  pacificatory  propolition  of 
the  Elector  of  Mentz,  the  Imperial  minittcr  received  from  the 
Aulic  chancery  of  the  empire  at  Vienna,  preliminary  iuftn.dions 
on  this  important  object.  The  following  is  the  fubilance  of 
them  : 

THE  Imperial  minifter  is  commanded  to  malce  known  to  the 
dire6lorial  minifter  of  iVIentz,  as  well  as  to  all  the  oilier  miniflers 
of  the  princes  and  Germanic  ftates  alfembled  m  diet,  that  his  Ma- 
jefty,  as  emperor,  will  not  oppofe  the  prefent  del i*bcrat ions  of  the 
diet  upon  the  pacificatory  propofition  of  the  Elector  of  Mentz,  be- 
caufe  his  Majefly  is  as  deiirous  of  peace  as  any  other  of  the  co- 
eftates  ;  that  neverthelefs,  as  a  membe.r  of  the  Germanic  body,  he 
fears  that  he  (hall  not  he  in  a  ccjndition,  at  the  colledion  of  the 
fuffrages,  to  declare  himfelf  within  the  fliort  period  fi^ed  by  the 
diet  for  that  pnrpofe  ;  that  he  fliall  perhaps  be  obliged  to  referve 
to  himfeif  the  period  of  fix  weeks,  the  ufual  period  in  all  other 
cafes,  becaufe  he  .cannot  yet  afcertain  in  what  manner,  and  with 
whom,  neg-Qciations  can  be  opened  in  the  name  of  the  empire, 
with  the  certainty  or  the  hope  of  fucceeding  in  the  re-eftablifh- 
ment  of  peace  ;  unlefs  (as  the  propofition  affords  reafon  to  fuf- 
pedl)  the  Elector  of  Mentz  can  give  fome  information  on  this 
fubje£l.  That  moreover,  and  above  all  things,  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty  is  bound  to  confult  his  allies,  particularly  the  Kings  of  Pruf- 
fiaand  Great  Britain,  becaufe  from^  the  commencement  of  the  war 
to  the  prefent  period,  they  had  fo  powerfully  affifted  in  the  defence 
of  the  empire,  and  had  made  fo  many  facrifices,  His  Majefty, 
further,  cannot  doubt,  that,  in  an  affair  of  fuch  high  importance, 
the  ,German  corps  will  alfo  confult  thofe  powers.  At  any  rate,  as 
y  u  3  a  CO" 
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aco-llate,  he  will  allow  a  free  courfe  to  affairs,  in  the  hope  that 
at  the  conclurion  of  the  deliberations  of  the  empire,  negociations 
for  peace  will  not  be  propofed  to  him  alone. 


In  the  fitting  of  the  Germanic  diet,  on  the  5th  and  12th  Dec.  the 
following  votes  were  given  upon  the  two  queltions  of, 

1.  Whether  the  empire,  while  preparing  for  a  future  campaign, 
and  while  the  quintuple  contingents  were  already  decreed  by 
virtue  of  a  refolution  of  the  diet,  ought  not  adlively  to  endeavour 
to  obtain  a  decent  peace,  and  a  provifory  truce  for  this  purpofe? 

2.  How,  and  by  what  means  this  may  be  effeded  ?

ELECTORAL    COLLEGE. 

1.  The  Eledor  of  Mentz. 

2.  The  Eledor  of  Treves  voted  for  a  peace  with  France  as  de- 
firable,  but  wifhed  that  peace  be  by  no  means  humiliating,  but 
lafling.  Germany  had  no  buHnefs  to  interfere  in  the  government 
of  France ;  but  if  that  government  attacked  the  property  of  the 
empire,  and  waved  all  the  treaties,  it  could  not  be  a  matter  of  iu- 
difFerence.  That  the  empire  ought  to  inlift  upon  xh^Jlatus  quo  in 
1648  ;  and  the  greateft  precaution  was  neceffary  with  regard  to  the 
duration  of  peace*  On  this  latter  confideratiop  it  was  alfo  to  be 
cbferved,  that  there  exifted  at  prefent  but  a  revolutionary  power  in 
France,  and  the  French  nation  feemed  not  to  have  yet  ellablifhed 
any  folid  fyflem  of  government ;  it  was  therefore  to  be  apprehend- 
ed, lefl:  the  prefent  government  of  that  country  might  foon  or  late 
be  overthrown  by  internal  fa6lions,  and,  left  the  treaty  of  peace 
(if  thpre  fhquld  be  one  concluded)  (fiould  be  fet  afide  like  the  old 
ones,  by  the  party  fucceeding  in  power,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
conftitution  of  1790  and  1791,  which  was  fo  folemnly  accepted, 
and  announced  to  all  the  foreign  courts,  had  been  fuppreffed  and 
annihilated  \ — that  on  this  accoynt  the  utmoft  circumfpedion  was 
ncceifary  for  the  empire,  to  prevent  its  being  again  reduced  to  the 
fame  fitpation  which  it  was  in  at  prefent.  Could  the  above  points 
be  fecured,  the  Ejector  of  Treves  made  no  doubt  b^t  two  thirds  of 
Europe  would  confent  to  the  propofed  pacification.  In  other  re- 
ipeds,  it  was  to  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  to  fix  preliminaries,  and 
to  thofe  the  period  of  negociations  ;  but  the  empire  fhould  at  leafl 
requeft  his  Majefty,  in  cafe  a  congrefs  ihould  be  opened,  to  inform 
the  empire  of  the  fuccefs  of  the  negocia,tions,  as  far  as  they  relate 
to  the  intereft  of  the  empire. 

3.  The 
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3.  The  Eledor  of  Cologne  voted  for  peace,  and  fignified  that 
the  empire  ought  not  to  make  the  interior  government  of  France, 
nor  the  family  interefts  of  fome  of  the  principal  German  powers, 
an  obje£l  of  its  concern  ;  a  future  campaign  held  out  but  a  fmall 
profpeft  of  fuccefs  for  the  arms  of  Germany  ;  meanwhile  the  quin- 
tuple coritingents  ought  to  be  furhilhed  above  all  things,  and  the 
dilatory  ftates  ought  to  be  prefTed  hard.  In  fuch  a  manner,  an 
equitable  peace  would  be  advifeable  ;  but  thofe  ftates  of  the  empire, 
who  had  loft  their  properly,  their  rights  and  pofleflions,  ought  to 
obtain  a  complete  reftitution  of  the  fame,  &:c.  In  the  remaining 
part  of  his  vote,  Cologne  exprefled  the  fame  fentiments  as  Treves. 

4,  The  Ele£lor  Palatine  of  Bavaria  voted, 

I.  That  peace  was  the  only  remedy  to  fave  the  Germanic  empire. 
The  propofition  whether  an  offer  of  peace  ought  to  be  made^ 
ought  therefore  to  pafs  in  the  affirmative  on  the  part  of  the 
empire. 
2  That  France,  equally  tired  of  defolating  war,  would  not  be  be- 
hind hand  to  purchafe  its  deliverance  from  external  violence 
and  the  acknowledgment  of  the  Republic,  with  the  reftitutioii 
of  the  former  Jiatus  ^ao  with  regard  to  its  relations  with  the  em- 
pire ;  and  that  it  was  defirable  that  the  refforation  of  the  con- 
quered territories  of  the  empire,  and  an  indemnity  for  the  lofTes 
fuftained  on  account  of  the  revolution  by  the  Germanic  ftates  in 
Alface,  Lorraine,  and  el  few  here,  might  not  appear  too  great  a 
facrifice  to  France,  if  it  ihould  thereby  fee  itfelf  at  liberty  to 
continue  unmolefted  the  endeavours  to  give  to  herfelf  a  new 
form  of  government. 

3.  That  his  Imperial  Majefty,  as  the  chief  of  the  empire,  ought 
to  be  requefted,  by  an  advice  of  the  empire,  to  ufe  liis  endea- 
vours to  avert  the  increafing  ravages  of  countries,  in  concert 
with  his  Majefty  the  Kingof  Pfuiha  and  his  allies,  to  obtain  a 
fpeedy  truce  for  the  empire,  and  to  continue  ilie  alfurr^nccs  of 
his  mighty  protetlion,  by  letting  all  his  troops  conlliuic  in  the 
field  till  fuch  time  as  peace  fhall  have  been  obtained. 

4.  That  during  the  fufpenfion  of  hoftilities,  the  queftion  in  what 
manner  a  peace  is  to  be  concluded — might  be  difcuffed,  by  con- 
fulting  the  conftitutionof  the  empire,  the  treaty  of  Weftphalia, 
and  the  Emperor's  own  capitulation,  which  he  fwore  previous  to 
his  eledlion. 

5.  That  with  regard  to  the  mode  of  negociating,  his  Electoral 
Highnefs  was  of  opinion  : — i.  Tliat  the  qucftinn,  with  whom 
a  peace  was  to  be  concluded,  could  find  no  difficulties  on  the 
part  of  the  Emperor  and  the  empire.  His  Highnefs,  as  a  con- 
fiftent  ftate  of  the  empire,  felt  no  fcruple  on  his  own  part,  to 
fend  his  envoys  to  negociate  upon  peace  or  war  with  thofe  whom 
the  French  government  might  furnifh  with  the  fame  powers-— r 
2.  That  to  do  away  all  difficulties  with  regard  to  the  place 

where 
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where  thofe  negociatioris  fhould  take  place,  there  could  not  be  a 
better  and  more  convenient  place  than  one  of  the  Swifs  Cantons. 
— 3.  That  the  fubjeds  of  the  negqciations  do  principally  confift 
of  the  following  points : 
J.  To  acknowledge  the  French  Republic,  and  to  declare,  that  It  is 
the  wilh  of  the  Germanic  empire,  not  to  enlarge  itfclf  by  future 
conquefls,  but  that  it  only  demanded  its  own  prefervation,  and 
that  it  would  forthwith  never  intermeddle  with  the  domellic 
concerns  of  the  French  Republic. 

2.  To  propofe  to  the  French  nation,  to  evacuate  ail  the  territories 
which  belong  to  the  empire. 

3.  To  re(iore,  and  accept  of  ihc  Jlaliis  quo  before  the  war. 

4.  To  acknowledge  the  treaty  of  Weltphalia  as  the  iundamenta-l 
law  of  the  empire  ;  alfo  to  acknowledge  forrrier  treaties  con- 
cluded between  France  and  the  empire. 

5.  To  rcferve  all  further  negociations,  and  ali  other  fubje£i:s  of 
aricient  conteft. 

6.  To  grant  an  equitable  indemnity  to  the  dates  and  fubjefls  of 
the  eiripire,  for  the  ravages  committed  by  the  French,  and  for 
the  extraordinary  expenfts  of  this  compulfory  war. 

5.  The  Eledor  of  Saxony  voted  for  the  firft  queilion,  but  re- 
ferved  Its  vole  en  the  fccond  for  a  future  occafion. 

6.  The  Elector  of  Brandenburgh  voted,  that  his  PrulHan  Ma- 
jefiy  could  not  cherifn  a  more  ardent  defire  than  to  fee  a  flop  put  to 
this  mod  defolating  war  ;  that  his  Majefty  did  therefore  intend 
mofl:  readily  to  co-operate  in  every  meafure,  in  order  to  anlwer  the 
trult  which  the  empire  and  his  Imperial  Majeify  had  repofed  in 
him  ;  that  his  Majelty  was  ready  to  w^a  every  effort  to  procure  to 
his  co-ftates  of  the  empire,  that  (late  of  peace  which  they  feemed 
to  long  for, '  and  even,  if  it  were  poilible,  to  pave  by  fo  doing  the 
way  to  a  general  peace. 

7.  *The  Eieclorof  Hanover  directed  on  the  12th  ult.  liisminifter^ 
Baron  Ompt^eda,  to  deliver  the  following  declaration  lo  the  diet: 

"  That  his  Britaimic  Majcfly,  as  Eledor  of  Hanover,  will  not 
"be  indtfpofed  to  a  pacification  fo  much  defrred  by  the  German  em- 
pire, as  foon  as  it  may  be  compatible  ^^ith  his  dignity  and  fecurity, 
and  if  it  be  founded  upon  the  principles  of  jultice;  but  that  he 
does  not  conceive  that  the  prefent  is  the  moment  of  attempting  it, 
efpecially  as  it  is  fo  little  afcertained  with  whom  a  negociation  can 
be  opened  on  which  there  can  be  fhewn  any  bafis  to  exilt  for  efta- 
blinking  a  peace.  His  Britannic  Majedy  could  as  little  relifh  the 
invitation  of  foreign  powers,  or  confent  to  it ;  therefore  he  could 
not  have  any  other  opinion  than  that  the  mod  prudent  refolution 
to  be  taken,  at  prefent,  was  to  let  the  affair  lie  dorinant,  his  Ma- 
jefty  being  of  opinion,  that  if  at  any  future  times  hopes  of  peace 
might  offer,  and  that  any  propofition  on  that  fubje£l  fhould  be 
miide  to  the  diet,  it  ought  to  come  from  the  fupreme  chief  of  the 

empire ; 
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empire  ;  more  efpeclally,  as  hls-Imperial  Majefty  had  done  fo  much 
in  the  prefent  war,  and  facrificed  fo  much  for  the  German  empire, 
he  merited  on  that  account  the  higheft  confidence,  and  had  a  right 
to  expert  it.  That  he  had  befides,  as  one  of  the  ftates  of  the  em- 
pire, fuffered  the  greateft  lofs  by  the  war.  That  the  more  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  was  convinced  that  all  the  co-ftates  of  Germany 
defired  only  a  favourable  peace,  and  the  more  certain  he  was  that 
this  end  was  not  to  be  attained  by  precipitation  and  eagernefs,  but 
only  by  patriotic  efforts,  and  employing  all  their  polfible  forces 
againft  the  danger,  as  well  as  by  a  friendly  and  confidential  con- 
currence of  councils,  he  the  lefs  expeilcd  that  this  fubjed  would 
have  been  taken  into  public  coniideration,  and  that  a  propofition 
upon  it  wotild  have  been  made  in  fo  unexpecled  a  manner,  and  with 
fuch  little  preparation,  fo  abfolutely  without  the  knowledge  or  any 
previous  concert  between  the  courts  and  the  powers  whofe  fuccour 
and  afliftance  the  empire  had  hitherto  received,  and  rtill  hoped  for 
and  expelled  ;  fuch  a  propofition  being  confequently  mort*  adapted 
to  produce  prejudicial  confequences  andembarraffment  than  a  falu- 
tary  eiFe6l.  That  his  Majelty,  imprelfed  with  the  fentimentof  his 
dignity,  as  co-ftate,  and  conformably  to  his  rights  and  obligations 
in  that  quality,  could  not  difpenfe  with  his  making  this  declaration, 
with  this  hope  and  confidence  neverthelefs,  that  none  of  his  co- 
ftates  will  entertain  the  idea  of  ceafing  for  a  moment  the  neceifary 
preparations  for  continuing  the  war,  and  effefluating  the  arma- 
ment fo  highly  necelfary  for  the  bed  general  defence,  which  is  the 
only  meafure  capable  of  producing  circumftances  which  will  rea- 
der a  peace  pradlicable."

In  the  fitting  of  the  Imperial  Diet,  of  the  12th  Dee.  many  of 
the  free  cities  of  the  empire  gave  their  vote  for  peace  in  the  affir- 
mative. 

On  the  15th  no  votes  vs^efe  giveiii 

In  the  fitting  of  the  19th  of  December,  the  minifter  of  the 
Eledlor  of  Bohemia  gave  his  opinion  of  a  peace,  vt^hich  w^as  in  the 
affirmative  ;  but  the  minifter  exprefled  the  fame  apprehenfions  al« 
ready  exprefled  by  the  Elector  of  Treves,  refpeding  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  fuch  an  object,  confidering  that  there  was  not  as  yet 
any  regular  government  eftablifhed  in  France. 

The  remaining  ftates  who  had  not  voted,  amounting  to  about 
twenty,  expeded  their  inftrudions  before  the  2ift» 

In  the  fitting  of  the  Diet  oti  the  22d  of  December,  1794,  all 
thofe  votes  of  the  ftates  which  were  not  given,  were  ultimately 
colledled. 

The  Auftrian  minifter  voted  like  the  Bohemian. 

The  protocol  being  then  opened  for  a  general  conclufum,  the 
conclufum  of  the  college  of  the  ele£iors,  as  the  two  fuperior  colleges 
of  the  empire,  who  gave  their  aflent  by  a  great  majority  of  votes, 
■was  then  taken  for  its  bafis. 

All  the  free  Imperial  cities  joined  iii  their  Votes  with  fh6  two 
fuperior  colleges. 

The  opinion  of  the  Elector  of  Hanover  found  very  felv  con* 
verts ;  and  the  propofition  of  the  Eledof  of  Mentzi,  made  by 
Baron  Strau fs,  was  fo  powerfully  feconded  by  the  Pruffian  and 
Bavaro-Palatine  Minifter,  that  it  pafled  by  a  great  majority  of 
fufFrages. 

The  following  are  the  principal  points  of  the  conclufum  i 

1 .  That  it  is  becoming  the  prefent  fituatidn  of  affairs,  while,  agree- 
able to  the  refolution  of  the  diet,  the  preparations  for  a  future 
campaign  (hall  be  continued  in  the  empire,  ferious  overtures  foe 
an  equitable  and  decent  peace  ought  to  be  made- 

2.  That  the  Germanic  empire  is  in  hopes,  that  the  French  nation, 
for  the  honour  of  fufFering  humanity,  and  confidering  that  it 
has  given  caufe  for  the  prefent  war  (which  has  only  been  carried 
on  by  the  empire  for  the  defence  of  its  eonftitution,  the  pre- 
Vol.  II,  X  X  fervatiori 
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fcrvation  of  its  Integrity,  and  the  recovery  of  the  fpirltual  anci 
temporal  privileges  of  the  fcveral  ftates  of  the  empire ',  but  by 
no  means  for  the  fake  of  intermeddling  vi'ith  the  internal  con- 
cerns of  France,  or  for  that  of  making  conquefts),  will  now 
finally  feel  itfelf  inclined,  after  a  devaltation  which  has  lafted  fo 
many  years,  to  defift  in  the  fame  manner  from  this  forced  war 
with  the  empire,  and  to  co-operate  by  proper  means  to  efFedt  an 
equitable,  decent,  and  acceptable  peace. 

,  That  it  is,  notwithftanding,  not  lefs  advifeable  and  expedient 
to  prepare,  in  cafe  the  farther  continuation  of  the  war  fhould  be- 
come unavoidable,  with  a  general  refiftance  on  the  part  of  the 
empire,  which  (hall  be  reinforced  as  much  as  poffible,  and  to 
prepare  for  that  purpofe,  every  thing  that  fhall  be  required  for  a 
future  campaign,  by  virtue  of  the  decrees  of  the  empire,  and  tlijC 
more  urgent  dangers  of  the  country. 

,  That  in  this  refped,  the  Emperor  is  to  be  requefled  to  ufe  his 
beft  offices,  in  the  further  co-operation  of  the  empire,  and  with 
the  afliftance  of  the  King  of  Pruffia,  to  obtain  a  previous  armiftice, 
which  may  contribute  to  obtain  a  fpeedy  and  acceptable  peace, 
agreeable  to  the  Germanic  conftitution,  and  correfponding  with 
the  ftipulations  of  the  treaty  of  Weftphalis

tion  had  taken  place  at  Amfterdam,  which  had  produced  a  confider- 
able  emigration  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  city,  and  that  it  might, 
therefore,  be  expedient,  that  fome  affiilance  fhould  be  furnifhed  by 
Great  Britain  to  fuch  other  perfons  as  might  be  difpofed  to  leave 
that  place  with  their  effects ;  1  am  directed  by  his  Lordfhip  to 
inform  you,  that  his  Majefty,  far  from  being  difpofed  to  affift  or 
facilitate  any  fuch  emigration,  wiOies  to  check  and  difcourage  it 
as  much  as  pollible,  confidering  it  as  highly  prejudicial  to  the  in* 
terefts  of  the  Republic,  as  well  as  of  the  common  caufe.

effeds  whatfoever,  coming  diredly  from  any  of  the  ports  of  the 
United  Provinces  to  any  of  the  ports  of  this  kingdom,  in  the  veflels 
of  any  country,  and  navigated  in  any  manner,  be  permitted  until 
further  order,  to  be  landed,  and  to  be  fecured  in  warehoufes,  under

^o/£  delivered  hy  Mr.  Drake^  the  Bnt'ijh  ATiniJler  to  the  Republic  of 
Genoa,  dated tke  <,th  of  O^ober,   1 793, 

'T^HE  agitation  into  which  Europe  is  plunged  by  anarchy,  and 
-■-     the  crimes  of  the  men  who  ravage  France,  fince  the  fa£lionS 

have  ufurped  the  reigns  of  that  empire,  is  too  well  known  to  the  Se- 
rene Republic  of  Genoa,  and  it  is  therefore  unnecefTary  to  retrace 
the  picture  of  them.  Not  content  with  having  deftroyed  even  the 
very  appearance  of  good  order  in  their  own  country,  thefe  faftions 
have  made,  and  yet  make,  the  greateft  efforts  for  fapping  the  foun- 
dations of  all  the  other  governments  of  Europe,  themfelves  being 
occupied  in  eftablifhing  principles  which  invite  mankind  to  rife  up 
againft  all  legitimate  authority,  and  to  break  all  bonds  moral  and 
civil.  Their  intentions  in  this  refpeft  are  recorded  in  their  formal 
decrees,  "  to  give  fraternity  and  affiftance  to  all  people  who  wifti 
*'  to  revolt  and  recover  their  liberty." — A  liberty,  commenced  and 
fupported  by  crimes  and  cruelties  which  make  humanity  fhudder: 
— A  liberty,  a  thoufand  times  more  infupportable  than  the  def- 
potifra  the  mod  grievous  and  bloody  of  which  the  hiftory  of  the 
world  can  offer  an  example  ; — a  liberty,  in  fhort,  without  law, 
without  perfonal  fecurity,  but  charaderifed  by  terror,  by  fufpicion, 
by  the  deftruftion  of  the  property  of  individuals,  and  by  the  moft 
unbridied  iicentioufnefs  :  they  have  already  fought  to  put  their 
principles  in  execution  in  feveral  countries.  Their  declarations  of 
war,  not  lefs  unjuilthan  infidious,  made  agaii:;!!:  the  King  of  Eng- 
land as  well  as  againvi:  ail  the  other  foyereigns  of  Europe  ;  their 
different  invafions,  in  contempt  of  the  rnofl  folemn  treaties,  in 
Flanders,  in  Kolland,  in  the  empire,  in  the  dominions  of  the 
Pope  and  thofe  of  his  Sardinian  Majefty  ;  the  fpeedy  diforgani- 
zation  of  the  ancient  governments  of  thofe  countries,  where  they 
have  edablifhtd  no  other  law  than  their  difaftrous  anarchy,  furnifb 
inconlcuable  proofs  of  it.  The  principal  powers  of  Europe  have 
at  length  united  themfelves  to  Hop  th.eprogrefs  of  a  contagion  which 
leads  to  the  dcilrndion  of  all  fecial  tics.  Their  firfl  efforts  have 
ji'''t  been  without  fuccefs  ;  arid  the  prefent  fituation  of  France,  the 
fprces  employed  againft  it  promife  the  moft  happy  termination. 
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If  any  power  from  fentiments  of  prudence  ar  fear  has  not  yet  been 
able  to  exprefs  its  adherence  to  fo  good  a  caufe,  (the  objeft  of 
which  is  the  prefervation  of  religion,  government,  and  the  lives 
and  property  of  all  honeft  individuals')  the  fame  motives  exift  no 
longer,  and  the  allied  pov^^ers,  who  have  already  made  fuch  great 
facrifices  for  flopping  the  progrefs  of  the  French,  have  a  right  to 
•require  the  neutral  powers  to  join  them.  In  other  times  and  in 
other  circumftances,  neutralitymight  be  laudable,  but  in  this  mo- 
ment it  is  not  poliible;  for  no  Hate  v/hatever  can  remain  an  in- 
-difrerent  fpeftator,  much  lefs  one  having  connexions  with  the  de- 
ilroyers  of  France,  without  being  reputed  an  adherent  to  their  de- 
teftable  principles  ;  without  exciting  the  refentment  and  the  juft 
fufpicions  of  other  dates,  and  above  all  of  the  ftates  their  neigh- 
bours ;  without  having  its  territory  regarded  as  a  peftilential  fo- 
cus which  receives  and  preferves  in  its  bofom  the  enemies  of  the 
whole  univerfe  ;  and  confequently  without  running  the  rifk  of  a 
vengeance  which  would  be  but  too  well  founded,  and  furnifhing 
motives  for  reviving  old  claims  which  it  is  for  the  intereft  of  the 
Serene  Republic  fhould  be  forgotten. 

It  is,  then,  time  that  all  governments,  that  all  honeft  men  fhould 
unite  and  immediately  take  firm  and  vigorous  meafures  for  pre- 
venting their  ovi'n  deilrudion  ;  for  in  circumftances  fo  critical,  if 
<he  good  jemain  timid  and  inadive,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  law- 
will  be  \vithout  energy,  and  that  the  fuperiority  may  change  to 
the  fide  of  the  wicked. 

It  is  under  the  veil  of  a  perfidious  friendfhip,  that  the  agents  of 
thofe  A\ho  themfelves  have  feized  the  fupreme  power  in  France, 
feekto  underm-ine  the  foundations  of  the  governments  where  they 
live,  and  to  feize  thefirft  favourable  opportunity  to  bring  about  a 
revolution  equal  to  that  which  has  fpread  devaftation  and  ruin  over 
a  country  formerly  fo  flourifliing,  the  Serene  Republic  cannot  be 
ignorant  of  the  fecret  plots  of  thofe  who  are  permitted  to  refide  in 
the  city  and  territory  of  Genoa,  who,  as  agents  of  that  atrocious 
faction,  carry  on  a  dark  correfpondence  with  the  evil  minded  per- 
fons  of  Piedmont  of  Milan,  and  of  Lombardy,  and  audacioufly 
ufe  the  moft  perfidious  maivjeuvres  to  feduce  the  citizens  e\'-en  of  Ge- 
noa, where  they  are  already  permitted  to  adi  the  mailer,  violating 
the  rights  of  the  people  in  the  port,  outraging  with  impunity  all 
thofe  who  will  not  become  their  accomplices,  and  infringing  the 
mod  facred  laws  of  nations.  It  is  unfortunately  but  too  true  that 
they  have  found  means  to  gain  partizans  among  fome  people  who 
inight  have  been  expected  to  be  very  far  from  nourilhing  fenti- 
xnents  fo  little  compatible  with  the  honour  and  the  interelb  of  their 
country,  and  fo  irreconcileable  with  the  form  of  the  government 
under  which  the  Republic  has  flourifhed  for  centuries  ;  but  thefe 
perfons  ought  to  know  that  the  fir  ft  authors  of  a  revolution  are 
ulraoft  always  its  firft  vi£lims.

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It  is,  then,  from  thefe  confiderations  and  td  teftify  the  true  and 
fincere  intereft  that  the  King  my  mafter  takes  in  the  prefervation 
and  profperity  of  the  Republic,  that  the  underligned  minifter  ple- 
nipotentiary of  his  Britannic  Majefty  invites  the  Seretie  Govern- 
ment to  repel  the  dangers  which  menace  it ;  to  co  operate  with 
the  allied  powers  in  re-eftablifiiing  order,  and  a  permanent  peace 
in  Europe ;  to  cut  all  ties  whatever  with  the  prefent  rulers  of 
!France>  and  to  drive  from  its  bofom  all  their  agents  and  adherents. 
>so  motives  of  fear  can  prevent  the  Republic  frcm  declaring  itfelf  ; 
for  the  underfigned  affures  it  of  tlie  protedion  of  the  po'.verful 
fleets  of  the  King  his  mafter.  The  naval  forces  that  the  felf- 
ftyled  National  Convention  of  France  had  lately  at  its  difpofal, 
are  no  longer  in  its  power,  nor  can  they  again  lie  in  the  hands  of 
the  Convention  in  any  change  which  can  happen.  The  flags  of 
England,  Spain,  and  Naples  fly  without  the  leaft  interruption  in 
all  the  Mediterranean,  and  a  part  of  the  naval  armaments  of  the 
two  firft  powers  are  already  in  the  port  of  the  Republic,  ready  to 
ftipport  its  decifion  ;  and  all  the  combined  forces,  if  wanted,  may 
diredled  to  the  fame  purpofe. 

The  Republic  never  pronounced  on  a  more  important  queftion. 
In  adopting  the  proportions  now  made  it  has  all  to  gain  and  nothing 
to  lofe  ;  its  government;  its  commerce  ;  the  fortunes  of  Genoefe 
individuals  will  be  fecured  from  the  fyftem  of  robbery  and  de- 
ftruftion  that  the  abettors  of  the  Convention  wi(h  to  propagate. 
All  the  ports  of  Italy  and  thofe  of  Fr^.nce  which  are,  or  may  be 
under  the  proteftion  of  the  allies,  will  be  opened  to  it :  it  will 
conciliate  by  this  the  airection  of  all  the  powers  in  Europe,  parti- 
cularly of  England,  and  of  that  for  which  it  ought  to  have  th^ 
deareft  friendfhip  as  having  formed  the  bafjs  of  its  public  profpe- 
rity, and  the  riches  of  its  inhabitants. 

A  neutrality,  on  the  contrary,  which  by  the  pofition  of  the  Re- 
public tends  necellarily  to  feed  the  war,  and  to  prolong  calamity, 
is  for  the  allied  powers  a  fituation  even  more  alarming  and  infi- 
nitely more  prejudicial  than  a  ftate  of  decided  hoflility  :  the  Re- 
public, then,  will  rather  join  thofe  powers  than  raife  difcullions 
greatly  prejudicial  to  commerce,  (on  which  depends  its  political 
exiPtence,)  andexpofe  iifelf  in  the  end  to  incalculable  misfortunes. 
The  underfigned  lias  the  honour  to  requeft  the  fecretary  of  ftate  to 
prefent  his  refpedlful  homage  to  the  Serene  Government  in  com- 
municating the  fentiments  exprelfed  in  the  prefent  note. — He 
patters  himfelf  that  the  Serene  Republic  will  receive  them  as  the 
moft  complete  proof  of  the  love  of  the  King  his  mafter,  and  of 
bis  Majeity's  deftre  to  perpetuate  and  confolidate  the  harmony  and. 
good  underftanding  which  have  fo  long  exifted  between  their  re- 
Ipc£tive  ftates  :  he  makes  nO  doubt  that  the  Serene'  Republic  wilj 
anfwer  by  an  immediate  decifion  precife  and  conformable  to  the 
opinion  that  his  Majefty  entertains  of  its  jufliice,  prudence,  and 
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wifdom.  The  underfigned  has  the  honour  to  add,  that  he  pe«^ 
fuades  himfelf,  the  King  his  mafter  would  employ  with  pleafure 
his  good  offices  to  procure  an  amicable  adjuftment  of  the  old  difputes 
which  fubfift  between  the  Serene  Republic  and  his  Sardinian  Ma- 
jefty,  and  remove  even  the  fmalleft  fubje6t  of  mifunderftanding 
between  the  two  powers.

Genoa,  ^th  of  O^obcr,  1793. 

On  the  22d  of  January,  1794,  in  the  morning,  a  brig  without 
.colours  appeared  under  the  very  guns  of  the  batteries,  and  took  a 
pofition  to  intercept  fome  Genoefe  veifels  coming  from  the  Levant. 
One  of  the  batteries  fired  a  gun  as  a  fignal  to  the  brig  to  keep  oC 
The  brighoifted  Engliih  colours,  and  kept  cruifing  off  the  entrance 
of  the  port.  The  battery  of  the  old  mole  fired  a  gun  as  a  fecond 
fignal,  but  the  brig  keeping  her  pofition,  three  fhots  were  fired 
from  the  battery  of  the  Lantern,  which  obliged  her  to  Iheer  off. 

Our  Government  was  no  fooner  informed  of  the  violation  of 
our  territory  by  an  Englifh  cutter,  than  it  fent  an  official  note  to 
the  Engiifti  Conful,  to  complain  of  a  proceeding  fo  contrary  to  the 
right  of  nations,  and  to  demand  a  fatisfadion  proportioned  to  the 
offence,  in  the  afternoon  arrived  a  cartel  fhip  with  two  Englifli 
officers,  who  having  obtained  permiffion  to  land  dnd  to  go  to  their 
conful,  delivered  to  him  a  letter  from  Captain  Sutherland,  and  then 
returned.  In  a  (hort  time  after  the  Engliih  Conful  came  to  prefent 
to  our  Government  the  following  note  from  Captain  Sutherland, 
wh^ch  he  accompanied  with  another,  to  complain  perfonally  of 
fome  injurious  expreffions,  and  menacing  fliouts,  which  the  peo- 
ple affembled  in  great  numbers,  had  uttered  on  the  landing  of  the 
two  Engiifti  officers. 

Capt-ain  Jnthmiy  Sutherland,  commander  of  his  Britannic  Majeflys 
Jhip  the  Diadem,  in  fight  of  Genoa. 

As  three  fhots  were  fired  this  morning  on  one  of  the  cutters  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  though  at  a  time,  when,  in  my  opinion, 
ihey  were  committing  nothing  that  could  provoke  fuch  an  outrage, 
and  as  I,,  as  well  as  all  the  officers  employed  in  the  blockade,  have 
confined  our  attention  to  that  fingle  objed,  without  having  ever 
allowed  ourfelves  to  take  the  leaft  ftep  that  could  endanger  the  life 
of  any  fubjedl  of  the  ftate,  I  take  the  liberty  to  beg  you  to  inform 
me  whether  this  violent  meafure  indicates  any  change  in  our  dif- 
pute  \v\x\i  the  ftate  of  Genoa,  and  whether  I  am  henceforward  to 
confider  it  as  a  declared  enemy.

The  Genoefe  Government  did  not  delay  anfwering  both  thefc 
complaints  of  the  Conful,  and  thofe  of  Captain  Sutherland,  by  a 
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note,  which  -w^JiS  tranfmitted  to  the  former,  and  couched  in  thefs 
terms. 

The  Government  of  Genoa,  highly  fenfible  to  the  injuries 
which  in  his  note  of  the  22d  inft.  the  Britifh  Conful  affures  were 
uttered  againft  him,  as  well  as  againft  the  officers  and  crew  of  the 
cartel  (liip  which  brought  them,  has  given  orders  that  this  fail  be 
verified,  in  order  to  adopt,  in  confequence,  meafures  for  granting 
a  juft  reparation  ;  however,  the  Government  muft  confefs,  that 
at  this  time,  it  knows  no  authorit)'.  capable  of  reftraining  the  po- 
pular clamours  which  have  arifen  in  this  affair.  The  itagnation 
of  commerce,  occafioned  by  thcEnglilh  (hips,  a  blockade  which 
lafts  fo  long,  and  w}\ich  becomes  daily  more  rigorous,  the  very  fe-^ 
rious'prejudices  rcTulting  from  it  to  every  clafsof  the  citizens,  are 
naturally  the  m^otivcs  of  the  above-mentioned  clamours,  common 
to  every  commercial  nation  which  fees  itfelf  injured  in  its  right: 
what'popular  commotions  would  not  motives  of  far  lefs  importance 
have  given  rife  to  in  London ! 

However,  the  moft  Serene  Government  of  Genoa,  ever  con- 
flant  in  the  fyftem  of  neutrality  and  peace  which  will  never  be 
troubled  on  their  part,  can  fee,  in  the  event  of  the  22(1  init.  v.^hich 
is  the  fubje£l  of  Captain  Sutherland's  complaint,  only  the  effect 
of  their  neutrality  and  thofe  means  of  defence  which  they  have  pro- 
inifed,  in  the  face  of  Europe,  to  employ  againft  every  aggrelfor* 
The  purfuit  of  the  vellels  under  the  cannon  of  the  place,  a  fpecies 
of  hoftility  committed  in  the  prefcnce  of  a  whole  people,  are  the 
motives  of  fuch  a  conduft,  jsiiHUed  as  well  by  the  laws  as  by  the 
right  of  nations  ;  without  that  it  cannot  be  faid  that  they  have  in 
any  wife  dellrcyed  that  ftate  of  peace  which  our  Government  has 
propofed  to  maintain,  and  which  it  mofi:  earnellly  defires  to  fee 
maintained  by  the  Britifh  agents  in  the  Mediterranean. 

■Note  from  the  Secretary  of  State  of  ike  RcptihUc  of  Genoa,   to  ths 
hr'u'ijh  Cohjuly  dated  Feb.  iy^.\. 

Mr.  Consul, 

I  AM  ordered  brthe  mofl  Serene  Government  of  Genoa  to  flate 
to  you  the  extreme  uncafmefs  with  winch  they  fee  the  daily  diffi- 
culties and  obftacles  which  are  thrown  in  the  way  of  the  Genoefe 
merchants,  and  all  thofe  who,  under  the  prote(ftion  of  the  neutrality 
of  the  Republic,  are  employed  in  this  ufeful  and  honourable  em- 
ployment. 

i  am  further  ordered  to  fignify  to  you,  the  furprife  and  grief 
which  have  been  communicated  to  the  mind  of  the  moft  Serene 
Government,  by  the  events  of  that  day,  on  which  hoftile  pradices 
were  accompanied  with  a  violation  of  the  Genoefe  territory. 

The  moll  impartial  conduft,  and  the  moft  exa6l  neutrality — a 

neutrality  fo  advantageous  to  the  Britilh  fliips  in  ths  port  of  Ge- 
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noa,  afforded  the  moH:  Serene  Government  ftrong  grounds  to 
expert  from  Great  Britain  treatment  of  a  very  difFerent  nature. 

T  am  commanded,  Sir,  to  declare  to  you,  that,  whenever  the 
Englifh  vefTeis  fliall  endeavour  to  chace  any  Jliips  within  the 
reach  of  the  cannon  of  the  forts  they  will  immediately  be  fired 
at,  conformably  to  the  edidl:  of  neutrality,  and  to  the  univer- 
fally  acknowledged  rights  of  nations. 

The  mofl:  Serene  Government  defires  that  you  will  commu- 
nicate thefe  determinations  to  the  Britifli  Minifter,  Mr.  Drake, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  tranfmitted  to  his  court,  from  which, 
a  full  reparation  for  the  aggreffions  committed  by  its  marine 
commanders  is  expected.

The  Court  of  Vienna  ordered  Count  Girola,  Charge  d'Affaires 
from  the  Emperor  at  the  Republic  of  Genoa,  to  tranfmit  un 
official  note  to  the  Senate,  requefting  that  the  Republic  fliould 
not  fufFer  any  French  fliip  to  pafs  through  its  territories.  The 
Republic  in  the  beginning  of  Feb.  1794,  gave  an  anfwer,  ia 
which  it  dated  : — 

That  the  neutrality  of  Genoa  has  hitherto  proved  advan- 
tageous to  thecor.ihined  powers,  in  preventing  the  French  from 
nvading  Italy  ;  that  the  territories  of  the  R.epublic  of  Genoa 
had  already  been  violated  by  the  Sardinian  troops,  who  marched 
through  Oneglia  and  Laone,  without  the  confent  of  its  Go- 
vernment ;  that  at  ptefent  the  Republic  was  mod:  grievoufly 
oppreffed  by  the  Britiili  navy  ;  that  there  was  no  probability  of 
the  French  committing  any  violation  of  territory  againft  the 
Republic,  becaufe  that  nation  had  always  more  particularly 
refpefled  the  neutrality  of  Geno^  than  the  combined  powers  ; 
and  that  above  all,  the  Republic  of  Genoa  was  determined  to 
perfcvere  in  the  obfervance  of  the  ftrideil  neutrality. 

Note  from  Af.  Tilly  the  French  Charge  des  Affaires  at  Genoa  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  that  Republic,  dated  itth  Meffidor,  July  165 
1794. 

To  the  Secretary  of  State, 

THE  Charge  d'Affaires  of  the  French  Republic  having 
been  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  feveral  Genoefe,  whofe  affift- 
ance  he  needed  for  the  fervice  of  his  nation,  his  fuite,  and  him- 
felf,  has  experienced  what  perhaps  never  before  happened  to  any 
foreign  minifter,  namely,  that  thofe  who  are  the  befl  affedted 
towards  France  and  French  republicans,  dare  not  msnifeft  their 
real  fentiments  for  fear  of  perfecution.  In  the  interim,  the 
fer vices  of  a  furgoon  and  others  being  indifpenf^ble,  the  Charge 
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d"  Affaires  thought  proper  to  engage  them,  attachhig  theiti  to  his 
perfon,  and  for  the  fervice  of  the  French  nation,  at  the  fame 
time  notifying  to  thefe  individuals,  by  a  paper  ftamped  with  the 
feal  of  the  French  Legation,  the  choice  he  had,  with  their 
approhation,  made  of  them. 

From  that  moment  they  were  entitled  to  wear  the  French 
cockade  ;  but  they  avoided  doing  fo  from  an  apprehenfion  of 
giving  offence  to  the  Genoefe  Government.  The  Charge 
d'Affaires  approved  of  this  referve,  confidering  that  the  cockade, 
of  which  malevolent  pretend  to  be  afraid,  might  furnifli  a  new 
ground  for  calumnious  charges,  on  the  part  of  thofe  who  fpeak 
of  revolutionary  defigns,  which  they  fully  know  have  never, 
been  meditated. 

The  Charge  d'Affaires  has  already  faid,  and  repeated  to  the 
Secretary  of  State,  that  with  refpe6l  to  Genoa,  there  never 
were  any  plans  of  revolution,  unlefs  thofe  propofed  by  certain 
noble  Genoefe,  who,  in  meditating  them,  fought  their  own 
importance  and  intereft.  The  Charge  d'Affaires  knows  them, 
and  if  he  does  not  name  them,  it  is  through  refpe6f  and  huma- 
nity— through  generofity.  This  is  one  of  the  imputations,  the 
true  ground  of  which  is  a  hatred  of  the  French  revolution  ;  and 
to  this  caufe  are  owing  the  meafures  of  precaution  and  vigi- 
lance propofed  and  executed  by  thofe  whcK  fpread  vs/hat  they 
know  to  be  unfounded  alarms,  I  muff  remark  that  this  conduct 
can  have  no  other  view  than  to  create  a  mifunderlfanding  be- 
tween the  two  Republics;  and  to  this  I  muff  impute  the  impri- 
fonment  of  feveral  Genoefe  attached  to  the  fuite  of  the  Charge 
d'Affaires. 

Will  it  be  faid  that  the  latter  has  failed  to  obferve  the  decrees 
by  which  the  French  Convention  declares  that  the  Government 
of  France  will  not  interfere  v^'ith  that  of  other  nations?  Can 
this  imputation  be  brought  againft  him  hecaufe  he  interferes  ia 
favour  of  two  individuals  who  refifted  the  confederacy  againff 
France,  and  the  latter  of  whom  rejoiced  at  the  re  capture  of 
Toulon,  wrefted  from  the  hands  of  corrupted  foreigners  and 
corrupted  Frenchmen  ? 

If  the  Charge  d'Affaires  is  to  remain  a  calm  fpeftator  of  their 
imprifonment,  he  is  not  to  be  fo  v/ith  refpedl  to  the  furgeon 
Bononi :  it  is  notorious  that  he  is  a  furgeon  in  the  French  fer- 
vice.- 

The"  Genoefe  Go\-ernment  either  agrees  or  denies  that  the 
Charge  d'Affaires  has  the  power  to  admit  a  furgeon,  a  Genoefe 
by  birth,  into  the  fervice  of  the  French  Republic.  If  it  agrees, 
the  perfon  of  Bononi  ought  to  be  as  much  refpedled  as  that  o£ 
any  other  individual  of  the  French  nation.  If  it  denies,  it  will 
belong  to  the  French  nation  to  judge  of  the  caufes  and  motives 
-3f  this  new  dofflrine.  In  the  interim,  the  Charge  d'Affaires, 
5  who

wlio  conceives  himfelf  authorifed  to  adopt  every  meafure  which 
inay  be  ufeful  or  indiipenfable  to  the  particular  fervice  of  this 
houfe,  by  engaging  any  individuals  he  may  think  proper,  de- 
mands purely  and  fimply  the  releafeof  Bononij  a  furgeon  attached 
to  the  fervice  of  the  French  nation. 

Exlratl from  the  Reply  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

July  21,  1794. 
WITH  refpe6l  to  the  furgeon  Bononi,  who  has  held  conver- 
fations  tending  to  excite  a  popular  infurre£lion,  the  Secretary  of 
State  is  charged  to  remind  M.  Tilly  of  the  principles  of  public 
right  univerfally  acknowledged  and  obferved,  and  in  conformity 
to  wiiich  no  minifters  of  foreign  powers  have  ever  been  allowed 
to  communicate  the  inviolability  they  enjoy  in  the  country  in 
which  they  refide  to  any  citizen  of  that  country.  In  [confor- 
mity to  thefe  principles,  the  Secretary  of  State  is  convinced 
that  the  Charge  d' Affaires  will  withdraw  the  patents  he  has 
granted  ;  feeing  that  they  will  not  be  acknowledged  to  have 
any  validity  either  by  the  government  or  the  magiftrates. 

Rcfy  of  M.   Tilly. 

July  24. 

THE  Secretary  of  State  avails  himfelf  of  the  principle  of 
public  right,  univerfally  admitted  and  obferved,  according  to 
which  it  does  not  belong  to  the  minifters  of  foreign  powers  to 
communicate  the  immunities  they  enjoy  to  any  one  belonging  to 
the  countries  in  which  they  relide  ;  and  on  this  principle  he 
founds  the  refolution  entered  into  by  the  Genoefe  Government 
to  confider  as  nugatory  the  papers  or  patents  by  which  the 
Charge  d'Affaires  has  put  Bononi  under  the  flielter  of  the  French 
nation.  The  Charge  d'Affaires  does  not  acknowledge  as  public 
rights,  papers  drawn  up  by  the  orders  or  under  the  aufpices  of 
kings.  It  is  to  afcertain  and  eftablifh  the  true  public  right tljat 
the  French  are  armed.  Until  tliis  work  of  theirs  fliall  be  com- 
pleted, their  miniflers  refident  in  foreign  flates  are  bound  pro- 
vifionally  to  make  the  French  name  reipe(fi:ed,  by  conducing 
themielves  conformably  to  reafon  and  juftice,  which  are  the 
only  bafis  of  the  true  public  right.  Now  it  was  reafonable  and 
juft  that  the  Charge  d'Affaires  lliould  put  under  the  fafeguard  of 
his  nation  the  Genoefe  individuals  with  whofe  fervices  he  could 
not  difpenfe,  and  who  were  well  founded  in  their  apprehenfions 
that  they  would  be  perfecuted  for  the  faid  fervices. 

Of  five  individuals  put  xinder  this  fafeguard,  v/hich  the  Ge- 
noefe Government  feems  to  confider  as  nothing,    one  is  impri- 
foned,  and  another,  notwithftanding  his  age  and  infirmities,  is 
threatened  with  the  fame  punifhment.   Their  condu(^  will  prove 
Y  y  2  whether 
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whether  they  are  worthy  to  be  confidered  as  belonging  to  a  na- 
tion armed  to  curb  oppreflion. 

It  will  be  feen  if,  at  a  time  when  noble  and  iiaioble  '^noefe 
arelerving  thecoaielced  powers,  in  military  and  other  c^^^acities, 
the  French  Republic  will  look  calmly  on  the  imprifonment  of 
certain  Genoefe,  fome  of  them  foi  being  thefnends  of  tiie  i.^'^rench 
republicans,  and  for  rendering  them  the  fervices  which  huma- 
nity, independentlvof  any  other  confuleration,  called  on  them 
to  j-jerform.  It  will  be  feen,  whether  at  a  time  when  a  villain 
clad  in  the  livery  of  a  nobleman  can  afiaffinate  with  impunity 
an  honefl;  man,  acknowledged  by  the  Charge  d' Affaires,  and 
admitted  into  the  fervice  of  his  nation,  is  to  be  imprifoned  with 
impunity. 

If  at  Genoa  there  are  thofe  who  confpire  againfl  the  tran- 
quillity of  the  ftate,  it  is  not  Bononi,  Morando,  or  Frederic! ; 
it  is  thofe  who,  having  at  their  command  fpies.  whom  they  con- 
vert at  wnll  either  into  denujiciators  or  witneffes,  have  led  the 
Government  to  adopt  oppreffive  meafures  towards  the  above 
individuals — to  meafures  injurious  to  the  French  nation  :  it  is 
thofe  w^ho  favour  the  confederacy  againft:  France,  which  will 
entail  on  their  country  themiferies  they  alone  delerve. 

They  confpire  againfl  Bononi,  Morando,  Frederici  and  others, 
becaufe  they  are  fgrviceable  to  the  Charge  d'affaires.  They 
confpire  againft  the  French  nation,  becaui'e  it  had  made  the 
virtue  they  hate  the  order  of  the  day.  The  Charge  d' Affaires, 
by  remaining  at  his  port,  notwithftanding  all  their  efforts  to 
oblige  him  to  abandon  it,  has  preferved  the  Genoefe  Republic 
from  more  mifchiefs  than  the  faid  Republic  will  ever  he  able  to 
bring  on  France.  So  long  as  he  fliall  remain  here,  he  will  con- 
tinue to  oppofe  franknefs  and  candour  to  the  cowardice  and  per* 
fidy  of  the  confpirators  who  accufe  him  of  confpiring. 

The  Government  of  Genoa  received  a  Declaration^  dated  from  St. 
Fiorenzo  the  2btb  of  Jugitft,  1794,  fgned  by  Lord  Hood,  and 
Sir  Gilbert  Elliot^  by  ivhich  they  announce  the  raifng  the  Blockade 
of  the  Port  of  Genoa.     The  following  is  the  Conclufion  of  the 

Note, 

FOR  thefe  reafons  his  Majefly  defers  to  thofe  fentiments  of 
peace  aiid  good  will  which  iie  has  never  ceafed  profeffing,  and 
has  refolved  not  only  to  put  an  end  to  all  hoftilities,  but  to 
forget  all  the  fubje£ts  of  dtfcontcnt  which  he  has  hitherto  ex- 
perienced, and  to  put  an  end  to  thofe  differences  which  have 
arifen  between  his  Majefly  and  the  moH  Serene  Republic,  referv- 
ing  to  himfelf  the  reclamations  which  the  interefts  of  his  fub- 
je^s,  and  thofe  of  his  allies,  which  confiii  of  the  greater  part 

of 
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of  Europe,  and  of  the  human  race,  render  indifpenfably  necef- 
fary,  refpedling  the  future  condu6l:  of  the  Republic, 

It  is  with  extreme  fatisfadlion  that  the  underfigned  have  the 
honour  to  announce  to  the  Government,  as  the  effe6l  of  his 
Majefty's  generous  fentiments,  the  railing  the  blockade,  and 
the  cefTation  of  hoftilities  on  the  part  of  his  Britannic  Majefty. 
Mr.  Drake,  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  from  his  Majefly,  will 
foon  refume  his  fundiions,  well  affured,  that  they  will  not,  in 
future,  be  mterrupted  by  any  complaints;  and  that  good  intel- 
ligence and  friendfhip,  which  are  fo  agreeable  to  his  Majefty, 
and  which,  in  the  prefent  crifis,  are  fo  neceffary,  and  perhaps 
indifpenfable,  to  the  fafety  of  the  Serene  Republic,  will  exill 
hereafter  between  the  two  powers. 

l^he  Government  of  Genoa  anfwered  the  above  Note  by  another  to  the 
following  purport. 

THE  Government  of  Genoa  confiders  the  raifmg  of  the 
blockade  of  the  harbour  of  this  capital,  and  the  ceffation  of  all 
hoftilities,  as  an  z€t  of  the  infallible  recSlitude  of  his  Britannic 
Majefty  ;  in  confequence  of  which,  while  this  Government 
does  not  doubt  that  proper  inftrudtions  w^ill  be  given  for  that 
purpofe  to  the  commanders  of  the  Britifh  fliips  and  vefTels,  to 
regulate  their  condu6t  towards  the  Republic,  the  faid  Govern- 
ment cannot  but  infift  again  upon  the  reftitution  and  indeniiii- 
fication  which  form  the  object  of  feveral  notes  formerly  pre- 
fented  by  the  minifters  of  Genoa  to  the  court  of  London. 
And  as  the  favourable  exprefilons,  by  wliich  the  Britifli  com- 
miffaries  and  Mr.  Drake  accompany  this  communication,  tend 
to  affure  the  moil  Serene  Republic  of  the  pacific  intentions  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  Genoefe  Government  anfwers  the 
fame  by  evincing  its  true  and  genuine  acknowledgment.  In 
confequence  oi  thefe  afturances,  which  he  values  highly,  the 
Republic  of  Genoa,  neutral  ftnce  the  commencement  of  this 
war,  and  always  firm  to  fupport  the  fame  fyftem,  even  at  the 
fight  of  tlic  approach  of  the  armies  of  the  belligerent  powers, 
againft  her  territories,  has  no  reafon  to  forefee,  from  the  con- 
duift  ftie  obferved,  any  remonftrances  on  the  part  of  the  Bri tills, 
fubjeds,  or  of  the  allies  of  England,  nor  to  fear  an  interrup- 
tion of  her  good  underftanding  with  the  court  of  London, 
which  ftie  was  always  defirous  of  maintaining,  and  which,  iii 
cale  of  any  event  of  war.  The  muft  always  more  and  more 
defire,  without  prejudice  to  the  good  harmony  with  all  the  other 
belligerent  powers.  The  loyalty  with  which  the  moft  Serene 
Republic  exprefles  thefe  juft  fentiments,  from  which  it  cannot 
depart  witliout  putting  the  Republic  into  danger,  fliall  be,  on 
^11  occaf^ons,  a  furc  r)lcdgc  of  her  conduct ;  juft  ^t  this  moment- 
ly 
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it  cannot  but  be  the  mofl  authentic  token  of  her  conftant  Cen- 
timents  towards  the  Britifli  court,  with  which  ihie  has  never 
chafed,  during  the  prefent  war,  to  preferve,  on  her  part,  the 
moil  perfeCl  harmony,  till  fuch  time  as  the  hoftilities  which 
took  place  041  tlie  part  of  the  E-nglilh  agents  neceffarily  re- 
itriclcd  their  full  difplay. 


■  Tt^-'  Ar77itcs  of  the  Belligerent  Powers  he'ivg  hi  the  Neighhourhooel  of 
Genca,  the  Doge  ijjucd  the  folloiviyig  Manifcfio  to  the  Governors^ 
%s'c.  of  the  Republic  J  on  the  '^d  of  September^  I  794* 

ALWAYS  faithful  to  the  falutary  fyftem  which  we  have 
adopted,  of  a  perfeA  neutrality  during  the  prefent  war,  we  think  it 
proper  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  Serene  Republic  ihould  ab- 
ilain  from  taking  any  part  in  the  operations  of  the  belligerent 
powers  or  their  armies.  Be  cautious,  therefore,  that  they  render 
them  no  perfonal  fervices  ;  that  they  do  not  labour  for,  or  afiiil: 
them,  at  the  requifition  of  the  commanders  of  either  army,  in 
tranfporting  arms,  artillery,  or  ammunition,  or  in  the  repairing 
or  conilrufting  roads  ;  as  a  violation  of  tliis  order  will  incur  th? 
indignation  of  the  public, 

Genoa,  O&ober  19,  I  794. 
Admiral  Lord  Hood,  during  his  fliort  fiay  at  Genoa,  prefented 
to  the  Government  a  note,  which  fet  forth  that  he  feized  the  occa- 
fjon  of  his  arrival  in  the  port  of  Genoa,  to  prefent  his  refpecls  to 
the  Doge  and  the  Senate,  and  to  ailure  them  of  the  regard  and 
good-rwill  of  his  Britannic  Majefty.  It  enlarged  on  the  dangers 
that  threatened  Genoa  in  particular,  and  Italy  in  general,  from  the 
ferocious  and  barbarous  f^-ench.  It  invited  the  Republic  to  make 
comanon  caufe  with  the  allies,  and  aiTured  the  government  that  his 
lordfnip  was  ready  to  employ  all  the  Britith  force,  under  his 
coiPiiP.and,  in  concert  with  the  Genoefe.  It  concluded  with  repre- 
fenting  that  bad  weather  and  the  v/ants  of  his  fleet  might  make  it 
neceffary  for  him  to  enter  the  port  with  a  greater  number  of  ihips 
than  the  decree  of  neutrality  allowed.  On  this  point  his  lordfhip 
requefted  a   precife  and  favourable  anfvver. 

The  Government  returned  for  anfvver,  that  the  Republic  would 
always  endeavour  to  deferve  the  regard  and  good-will  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  ;  that  the  Republic  would  ilridlly  obferve  the  neu- 
trality it  had  profelTed,  had  no  enemies,  and  confequently  no  need 
of  alhllance  \  and  that  a  greater  number  of  ihips  of  war,  than  that 
fpecined  in  the  decree  of  neutrality,  could  not  be  admitted  into  the 
port  without  ha!£ardingthe  repofe  and  the  dignity  of  the  Republic. 
After  long  expeding  the  recal  of  the  French  minifler  Tilli,  we 
3:e  glad  to  lee  his  fuccclfor  at  length  arrived,     Tilli;   by  affecling 

a  cynical 
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a' cynical  Jacobinifm,  did  not  ferve  the  caufe  of  his  country  ;  he 
obtained  nopartizans,  but  among  perfons  of  no  account.  Villi- 
ars,  who  fucceeds  him,  fhews  even  by  his  exterior  that  he  means 
to  follow  a  different  courfe  ;  he  has  begun  his  miffion  by  obtain- 
ing the  arreft  of  his  predeceiTor,  who  will  be  conveyed  to  the 
neareft  French  po(},  and  thence  to  Paris. 

A  courier  with  difpatches  was  fent  about  this  time  to  Vienna 
from  the  archduke  Ferdinand  of  Milan  ;  the  contents  of  which  are 
faid  to  have  related  to  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Drake,  the  Britilh  envoy, 
at  Alleflandria,  where  he  demanded  from  the  Auftrian  generals,  in 
the  name  of  Admiral  Lord  Hood,  a  categorical  anfwer,  in  writing, 
whether  there  was  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Auftrian  gene- 
rals to  attempt,  before  the  winter,  a  ferious  expedition,  in  order  to 
drive  the  French  out  of  the  Genoefe  territories  ;  adding,  that  in 
cafe  fuch  an  expedition  fhould  not  be  determined  on,  his  Excel- 
lency Admiral  Lord  Hood  will  think  it  ufelefs  to  remain  any  longer 
with  his  fquadron  in  thofe  feas,  and  will  therefore  endeavour  to 
put  in  with  his  fleet  into  the  ports  of  Corfica. 

Mr..  Drake  further  declared,  that  in  the  latter  cafe  his  Excel- 
lency the  Britiih  Admiral  will  render  public  his  correfpondence 
with  the  Auftrian  generals  upon  this  fubje£l:,  in  order  publicly  to 
manifeft  that  it  had  not  been  his  fault  that  fo  little  had  been  done 
during  this  laft  fumraer  ;  and  that,  on  his  part,  for  the  lail  three 
months,  lie  had  conftantly  made  offers  to  fupport  the- operations  ot 
the  war  at  land  with  his  naval  forces. 


Speech  of  CiLi%£n  Dorothce  Villi  ars.  Envoy  Extraordinary  from  the 
French  Republic  to  the  Republic  of  Genoa,  at  his  firjl  Audience  of 
the DogCy  Uc-i.  i(^th,  i']():\.. 

I  COME,  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic,  to  draw  clofer 
the  bonds  of  union  with  the  Republic  of  Genoa.  The  neu- 
trality which  the  Genoefe  Government  has  ob-ferved,  and  the  eflbrfs 
to  make  it  adopt  a  different  line  of  conducl,  is  a  new  proof  that  the 
fpirit  of  juflice  which  dire6ls  it  is  never  loft  fight  of,  and  that  its 
true  interefts  are  fo  »iiany  b:irriers  for  keeping  it  diftin£l  from  its 
neighbours,  and  preventing  it  from  mixing  with  them.  In  fome 
dates  there  are  men,  who,  feeling  themfelves  compelled  to  refort 
to  calumny,  have  painted  tlie  French  in  the  feveral  periods  of  their 
revolution,  as  buriilng  all  the  bands  of  political  and  focial  con- 
nexion, and  refembling  rather  a  horde  of  cannibals  than  a  civilized 
people.  Wife  and  jult  men  have  rejected  thefe  perfidious  inlinua- 
tions,  and  feen  in  the  unfaithful  picture  only  the  tempefts  infepa- 
rable  from  theconquefl  of  liberty,  and  the  neceffity  of  anniiiilating, 
in  regenerated  France,  the  ambitiousj  the  traitors,  and  the  pre- 
tended 
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tended  patriots  difTeminated  over  her  vafl:  territory,  for  the  purpofe 
of  introducing  into  it  diforder,  lavage,  and  death.  ,  A  monfter 
generated  from  a  political  embrio,  and  by  means  of  a  counterfeit 
popularity,  become  the  idol  and  the  chief  of  a  party,  too  long  pro- 
tected the  odious  machinations  of  that  party.  He  rent  at  will  the 
bofom  of  his  country,  which  he  had  abufed  by  his  bafe  hypocrify. 
What  has  been  the  confequence  ?  The  execration  of  his  name, 
and  the  glory  of  the  French  people.  Let  your  Serenity  vouchfafe 
to  caft  your  eyes  over  the  annals  of  revolutionary  France.  You 
will  fee,  on  the  one  hand,  all  the  tyrants  of  Europe  united  to  com- 
bat us  ;  employing  all  the  means  of  corruption  that  perverfenefs 
gives  birth  to  ;  working  upon  all  the  paffions  that  divide  men,  and 
fometimes  miflead  the  wife  ;  attempting  treafon,  calumny,  impof- 
ture,  and  civil  war. — On  the  other,  a  nation  brave,  powerful,  ge- 
nerous, fixing  the  attention  of  the  aflonlfhed  univerfe  ^  founding 
its  liberty  amid  thefe  very  tempefts;  repelling  Machiavelanifm, 
and  proteSing  virtue  ;  encouraging  agriculture,  commerce,  fci- 
ences,  the  arts  ;  drawing  after  it,  in  every  quarter,  the  chariot  of 
viClory,  and  ftanding  erecl  on  the  ruins  of  guilt  and  of  tyranny. 

The  French  are  not  ignorant  that  their  intentions  were  calum- 
niated vjh.tn  they  took  poft  on  the  Genoefe  territory  ;  but  I  de- 
clare, ill  the  name  of  the  French,  whofe  organ  I  am,  that  the,ap- 
parent  invafion  had  no  object  but  that  of  defending  the  moft  Serene 
Republic  againfl  infringements  of  its  liberty,  which  dangerous 
neighbours,  inltigated  by  a  formidable  naval  power,  meant  to 
attempt. 

I  know  that,  about  the  middle  of  the  century,  the  Genoefe  peo- 
ple defeated  by  their  courage  the  infenfate  plans  of  their  oppref- 
fors  ;  but  permit  me  to  remind  them,  that  there  are  circumftances 
under  which  it  is  better  to  anticipate  aggrefiions,  and  endeavour 
to  render  them  impoffible,  than  to  wait  for,  even  v/ith  the  certainty 
of  repelling  them. 

I  conclude  with  repeating  the  folemn  wifli  of  the  French  Re- 
][>ublic,  to  maintain  with  tlic  moft  Serene  Republic  of  Genoa,  that 
cominunity  ef  interefts,  that  fweet  fraternity  which  unites  the  peo- 
ple of  both  ;  and  I  proteft  to  your  Serenity,  whofe  illuftrious  an- 
ceftor  deferved  well  of  his  country  by  eftablifliing  liberty  in  it, 
tiiat  in  my  political  labours  v/ith  the  Genoefe  Government,  I  fhall 
always  take  for  my  guide  the  candour  which  is  the  infeparable 
companion  of  virtue,  and  the  franknefs  which  isoneof  the  faireft 
rights  of  liberty.

The  King  of  Denmark's  Ed'iB  for  the  Trade  of  Denmark  and  IS! or- 
way  during  the  War. 

WE,  Chriftlan  the  Seventh,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Denmark  and  Norway,  &c.  &c.  make  known  by  thefe 
prefentSjThataswe,  forthe  fafety  andfecurity  of  ourfubjeds,  have 
made  known  and  publiflied  by  our  former  orders  and  proclamations 
of  the  22d  and  25th  of  February,  1793,  as  foon  as  the  war  broke 
out  between  the  belligerent  naval  powers,  that  all  the  vefTels  or 
fhips  of  our  fubjefts,  failing  from  any  harbour  in  our  dominions, 
and  bound  to  the  north  or  weftern  feas,  fliould  be  provided  with 
fuch  fea-pafles  and  fhip's  documents  as  by  the  treaties  had  been  fti^ 
pulated  between  us  and  the  belligerent  powers  ;  having  alfo  in  our 
faid  orders  and  public  proclamations  Itated  in  what  manner  per- 
fons  fhould  be  qualified  to  obtain  fuch  papers  and  documents,  we 
do  further  order  and  demand,  on  purpofe  to  prevent  all  deviation 
which  might  or  could  in  time  happen  contrary  to  our  pleafure,  as 
not  being  mentioned  in  the  flipulated  treaties  between  belligerent 
powers  and  us,  as  follows,  viz. 

1.  We  order  and  comm:;nd  all  our  comptrollers  and  officers  in 
our  feveral  cuflom-houfes  at  our  fea-ports,  that  they  fhall  not  per- 
mit or  allow  any  vefTel  or  ihip,  belonging  to  any  of  our  fubje£ts,  to 
clear  out  for  any  foreign  fea-port,  without  being  duly  provided 
with  the  aforefaid  palfes  and  documents,  that  our  orders  and  com- 
mands concerning  this  matter  may  be  more  flridlly  obferved  and 
foil  owed. 

2.  Should  any  veflel,  bound  to  a  neutral  harbour,  take  in  fuch 
goods  or  merchandize  as,  if  they  were  configned  to  any  harbour  of 
the  belligerent  powers,  would  be  contraband,  and  as  fuch  ftipu- 
lated  in  the  treaties  between  thofe  powers  and  us;  alfo,  mentioned 
in  our  former  orders  and  proclamations  of  22d  and  25th  February, 
1 793,  we  do  further  order  and  demand,  that,  befides  the  oath  whiqh 
the  mafter  and  freighter  of  the  fl)ips  were  ordered  to  make  on  fuch 
occafion  before  the  appointed  magiftrates  as  before-mentioned,  the 
perfon  who  fhips  fuch  goods,  with  the  mafter  of  each  of  fuch  vef- 
iels,  Ihall  be  bound  to  make  a  fpecial  declaration  conformable  to 
the  invoice  and  bills  of  lading  (befides  his  aftual  entry  and  clear-- 
ance  at  the  cuftom-houfe),  which  fhall  contain  the  different  fpc- 
cifications  of  the  goods,  together  with  their  quantity  and  value  ; 
and  this  declaration  is  to  be  figned  by  the  perfon  who  fhips  the 
cargo,  by  the  captain,  and  affirmed  by  the  comptroller  of  the  cuf- 
toms  where  the  vefTel  enters  and  clears  out,  who  is  diredly  to  for- 
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ward  the  fame  to  our  commiffioner  of  the  coftoms,  that  thecon» 
fignment  of  fuch  goods  may  be  authentically  proved,  if  not  loft  by 
fea,  or  feized  on  her  arrival  at  her  deftined  port. 

This  alteration  muft  be  made  in  the  following  manner  : — A 
perfon  who  fhips  fuch  goods  fhall  be  bound  to  get  a  certificate 
from  the  conful  or  vice-conful,  or  in  cafe  of  there  not  being  any 
there,  from  a  maglftrate,  or  any  other  authorized  perfon  at  fuch 
place,  that  the  veltel  arrived  there  and  delivered  her  cargo  agree- 
able to  his  former  declaration  ;  and  fuch  certificate  is  either  to  be 
fent  from  thence  dire£lly  to  the  commiffioner  of  the  cuftoms,  or  as 
foon  as  the  velfel  arrived  at  her  home  port. 

In  cafe  fuch  a  certificate  fhould  not  be  delivered,  within  a  pro- 
portionable time  to  the  length  of  the  voyage,  our  college  of  com- 
merce has  orders  to  demand  an  explanation  'from  the  perfon  who 
fhipped  the  goods,  who  is  to  make  a  declaration  on  oath,  whether 
he  has  received  any  intelligence  concerning  faid  cargo. 

Should  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  not  be  able  to  prove  by  certifi- 
cate that  the  goods  were  landed  in  a  neutral  port,  and  fuch  a  veflel 
not  being  loft  or  captured,  he  fhall  forfeit  twenty  rix  dollars  for 
each  commercial  laft  of  the  fhip,  to  our  royal  college  of  com- 
merce, and  the  captain  liable  to  be  profecuted  by  law.

WE,  Chriflian  VII.  by  the  grace  of  God,  &c.  make  known 
by  thefe  prefents  :  whereas,  we  have  publicly  and  folemnly 
declared,  that  we  will  on  no  account  take  part  in  the  w^r 
which  now  unfortunately  prefTes  down  fo  many  countries  and 
nations :  and  whereas  and  notwithftanding  we  have  dechu-ed 
vv'ith  equal  publicity  and  folemnity,  that,  under  the  moft  per- 
fect neutrality,  we  expe6l;  and  demand  no  more  liberties  and 
advantages  for  the  commerce  and  navigation  of  our  dominions 
and  countries,  than  thole  which  the  laws  of  nations  acknow- 
ledge, and  our  treaties  with  the  belligerent  powers  exprcflly 
allow  ;  yet  vve  have  learned  with  anxiety  and  difpleafure,  that 
the  {hips  of  our  fubjedls,  though  their  cargoes  only  confifted 
of  lawful  merchandize,  and  though  they  bore  our  paflport,  are 
n?verthelefs  frequently,  and   in  great  numbers,  taken  up  in 

their 
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their  free  and  lawful  courfes,   and  detained  againft  the  will  of 
the  captains  and  traders  of  thofe  fliips. 

With  the  care  which  we,  as  king  and  father  of  this  country, 
owe  to  the  rights  of  every  free  nation,  independent  of  every 
other  ftate,  we  have  made  amicable  and  ferious  remonftrances 
to  obtain  a  fufficient  indemnification  :  but  thus  far  fuch  indem- 
nification has  not  only  not  followed,  but  the  capture  of  fhips 
continue,  under  more  offenfive  circumftances.  There  are,  how- 
ever, fome  hopes,  that  our  continued  friendly  propofals  will  not 
be  ufed  in  vain. 

In  order  that,  during  the  continuance  of  the  above  circum- 
ftances, the  means  be  rendered  applicable,  by  which  we  claim 
the  due  indemnification,  and  which  are  required  as  well  by  pru- 
dence and  neceffity  as  by  the  honour  and  independence  of  our 
empire  and  country,  we  found  ourfelves  under  the  neceffity, 
not  only  to  fit  out  a  part  of  our  naval  force,  which  lies  ready, 
in  combination  with  the  fleet  fitted  out  in  a  neighbouring  king- 
dom, to  put  itfelf  into  motion,  hut  to  augment  this  armament 
with  a  ftill  greater  number  of  ihips  of  war,  which  are  kept-in 
readinefs. 

Our  faithful  people  have  with  noble  fentiments  paid  regard 
to  the  extraordinary  expenfes  which  fuch  an  armament  requires, 
even  then,  when  they  oiFered  voluntary  contributions,  without 
there  being  any  demanded  by  us,  to  diminilh  the  lofs  which  our 
royal  abode  fuftained  on  the  26th  of  February  ult. — We  have 
therefore  applied  all  thofe  voluntary  contributions  which  have 
come  to  hand,  to  the  prefent  urgent  exigencies  of  the  ftate,  re- 
nouncing the  greater  convenience  which  the  building  of  a  new 
palace  might  liave  procured  us.

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2.  That  neither  the  cargoes,  nor  demurrage  for  thofe  car- 
ried into  the  ports  of  Great  Britain  have  beer,  as  yet  liquidated.

Plan  of  a  Revolution  in  Sweden,  communicated  by  Baron  d'^rmfeldt  to 
his  Afjociatcs  there y  and  df covered  early  in  1 7 94. 

DURING  my  journey,  I  have  confidercd  of  a  revolution 
which  fliould  be  eiFefted  in  Sweden  witliout  effufion  of 
blood,  clamour,  or  any  kind  of  diforder,  which,  on  the  con- 
trary, fhould  reinflate  all  power  and  authority,  and  procure  the 
Regent  tranquillity  for  the  prefent,  and  at  the  clofe  of  us  go- 
vernment, influence  and  refpe6l.  This,  which  at  firft  view  appears 
a  riddle,  is,  upon  nearer  invelligation,  very  true.  Let  us  firft  exa- 
mine thefituation  of  the  Regent  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs,  and 
leave  for  a  moment  out  of  the  queftion,  the  interefl:  of  the 
king  and  the  welfare  of  the  country  ;  a  fermentation,  the  na- 
ture of  which  cannot  be  delcribed,  bccaufe  theperfons  who  oc- 
cafion  it,  although  all  equally  turbulent  and  revolutionary,  are 
very  different  in  their  principles  and  intentions: — the  adminif- 
tration  witliout  energy  ;  the  chiefs  of  the  government  full  of 
felfifli  dei'iL.^,  hatreds,  and  low  viev/s,  without  experience, 
genius,  or  principles  ;  daring,  fearful,  impetuous  in  their  in- 
tentions, hefitating  in  the  performance  of  them  ;  in  a  word, 
in'sproper  counfellors  for  the  Regent.  What  will  be  the  confe- 
qaence  of  all  this,  when  one  adds  to  it  the  neighbourhood  of 
Kudia,  and  tlie  di(uitisfa6tion  which  the  Emprefs  thinks  flie  has 
reafon  to  entertain  againll  the  Regent?  Can  he,  when  he  con- 
fiders  thefe  circumllances,  hope  to  maintain  himfelf  in  the  go- 
vernment three  years  longer  ?  Various  apparent  or  unforefeen 
occurrences  are  ready  to  precipitate,  or  at  leaft  to  expofe  him  ; 
and  even,  if  from  refpedl  to  t];ievvill  of  the  late  King,  he  were 
pcffibly  to  be  retained  in  the  pofc  he  now  is,  what  would  be 
the  fituation  when  the  King  came  of  age  ?  Detefted  by  all  pcr- 
fons  of  merit  \  without  influence  or  refpe£l  in  the  nation,  he 
would  endeavour  to  make  a  party;  the  clofe  of  his  govern- 
ment 
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ment  would  only  be  employed  to  that  purpofe,  and  if  the  King; 
ivere  not  facrificed  to  it,  tlie  war  which  eniued  would,  at  leaft, 
not  increafe  his  profperity  in  the  fame  degree  as  it  would  be  de- 
trimental to  the  King  and  the  public  welfare.  To  accomplifh 
the  purpofe  without  violence,  by  an  unavoidable,  but  at  the 
fame  time,  peaceable  and  fortunate  revolution,  I  lliould  wifti 
the  Emprefs  to  reprefent  to  the  Duke,  in  a  friendly,  but  very 
commanding  tone  : 

Firll:,  In  confideration  of  the  genius  and  underftandingof  the 
King,  he  ought  to  afliir  at  all  councils,  but  without  exerclfmg 
any  authority  until  he  attains  the  age  of  eighteen. 

Secondly,  That  the  following  perfons  lliould  have  feats  irt 
the  council  : — ift,  The  fenefchal  of  the  kingdom,  sdly.  The 
King's  governor,  Count  Gyldenftople.  3dly>  The  perfoii 
who  might  be  at  the  head  of  foreign  aifairs.  4thly,  The  chan- 
cellors and  fecretaries  of  ftate.  5th ly.  Baron  Armfeldt. 
6thly,  General  Toll,  ythly,  The  prelldent  of  the  exchequer. 
Within  twenty-four  hours,  the  Duke  Ihould  appoint  Earon 
Taube,  prefident  of  the  chancery,  on  the  fame  terms  asUlric 
ScheiFer  held  that  office,  and  it  fliould  afterwards  depend  on 
him  to  take  his  own  meafures  with  refpe6l  to  his  fecretaiies, 
clerks,  &c. 

Baron  Frederic  Sparre  fhould  retire  with  a  penfion.  High 
offices  are  unnecefTary  in  fmall  ftates.  (He  was  high  chan- 
cellor.) 

I  fhould  be  relnftated  in  my  office  of  governor  of  Stockholm, 
with  all  the  privileges  which  were  annexed  to  it  in  the  time  of 
Carl  Sparre,  except  any  concern  with  the  palace  of  Stockholm.- 

Governors  Lagerbring  and  Nordin  fhould  be  fecretaries  of 
ftate  ;  the  firfl  in  his  former  department,  tlie  other  in  Rofen- 
blad's ;  and  Cronftedt  fhould  have  his  former  fituation  of  fecre- 
tary  of  ftatein  tlie  naval  department. 

Beres  or  Zibet  fhould  be  chancellor  of  the  court.  I  ima- 
gine the  latter  would  rather  chufe  a  foreign  embaffy,  if  not,  he 
ihould  have  this  office. 

Toll  to  be  promoted  to  the  prefulency  of  the  war-office, 
with  the  mofl  extenfive  patronage  over  the  ftate  and  manage-^ 
luent  of  the  army. 

Hakanfon  to  be  prefident  of  the  exchequer. 

The  chancellor  of  juftice  ought  to  retire,  and  be  replaced 
by  a  rigid,  equitable,  and  refpefted  man,  but  not  a  Loaflbom. 

Axel  Ferfen  to  be  adjutant-general,  and  have  the  flafF  to 
command  in  Stockholm. 

F.  T.  AminofF  to  have  Liljehorn's  place ;  and  that  office 
fhould  be  eflabliflied  for  him  which  the  late  King  propofed,  viz. 
chief  of  the  life  guards,  abolifhing  the  captain -lieutenants^ 
whofe  places  are  only  court  employments;  by  whicli  means  this; 

corps, 
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corps,  which  is  now  of  no  ufe,  mig^Iat  be  rendered  good  and 
Icrviceable, 

With  rcfpeft  to  the  other  employments  which  would  he 
changed,  and  perfons  who  would  be  difcharged,  it  ihould  be 
itone  carefully  and  with  great  management,  without  fufFering 
cither  difpleafure  or  hatred  to  appear. 

After  all  were  fixed  in  their  polls,  within  three  months  calm 
%vould  be  reftorcd  to  Sweden,  and  Jacobinifm  exterminated. 

To  give  eiFecl  to  this  negociatiqn  with  the  Duke  Regent,  a 
fmall  Ruffian  fleet  would  be  required  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Stockholm,  till  every  thing  fhould  be  properly  fettled. 

Ad'emor'ia!  to  her  A'lajeJIy  the  Emprefs, 
THE  critical  and  dangerous  fituation  in  which  Sweden  now 
i?,  cannot  be  concealed,  and  when  a  man  loves  his  country  and 
wi{hes  really  to  ferve  it,  he  cannot  endeavour  to  colour  its  dan- 
gers ;  he  muft  have  courage  to  contemplate  them  in  their  whole 
extent,  and  not  fuiFer  himfelf  to  be  blinded,  and  think  that  pal- 
liatives will  be  of  fervice,  when  the  moft  powerful  remedies 
ought  to  be  immediately  adminiftered.  Ws  cannot  therefore 
deny,  that  the  government,  from  the  beginning,  has  been  inti- 
midated from  all  operation  and  flrength  by  a  fa6lion  powerful 
from  its  boldnefs,  the  number  of  its  adherents,  and  its  crimes; 
that  government  thought  it  fliould  gain  this  fa6tion  by  an  ex' 
celTive  remiffnefs,  and  an  ignominious  compliance  ;  that  the 
government,  therefore,  by  its  imbecility  and  its  pufillanimous 
behaviour  has  increafed  the  infolence  of  the  fadtion,  which,  in- 
i^ead  of  requefting  favour  and  attention,  makes  open  demands. 
The  liberty  of  the  prefs  has  been  granted,  through  which  the 
fpirit  of  rebellion  has  been  circulated  in  the  provinces  and  the 
arn^y  ;  too  late  the  unfortunate  confequences  of  it  are  obferved, 
3-nd  the  party  which  occafioned  it,  endeavours  in  vain  by  re- 
jiraints  at  lail  put  on  it,  to  prevent  them.  The  fa61ion  per- 
ceives the  progrefs  it  makes,  knows  its  influence,  and  that  b^ 
its  flrength  the  law  is  without  efTeft,  except  againft  thofe  who 
wifh  to  detenu  the  prerogatives  of  the  throne,  and  maintain 
puhlfc  order.  The  faction  preponderates  now  fo  much,  that  it 
pjakesall  the  faults  of  government  advantageous  to  itielf,  and  ac- 
•connts  it  criminal  if  government  endeavours  to  regain  its  fleadi- 
neis  and  infiaence.  ft  is  in  this  manner  that  the  views  of  the 
lacHon  are  for<.varded,  when  government^  in  its  Weaknels, 
wilhed  to  inew  its  flrength,  and  by  iiuiing  orders  in  a  command- 
fugtone,  expof>::s  its  impotence,  and  gives  occaflon  for  affronts 
?xn<^  blame.  Such  is  our  internal  fltuation.  The  party  makes- 
;iifo  ufe  of  the  fame  influence  to  confound  the  politics  with  re- 
ipecl  to  foreign  powers,  by  making  infamous  treaties  with  what 
Ciuls  itf^if  the  F'rench  Republic,  and  its  private  agents  in  Con- 
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ftantinople  and  Stockholm,  wlio,  probably,  were  the  pccaficya 
of  affembliiig  troops  near  the  capital,  and  fitting  out  the  fieet, 
for  which  purpofe  they  perhaps  alfo  advanced  money.  Svvedea 
has  thus  on  a  fudden  become  a  fountaifi  for  revolutionary  prin- 
ciples in  the  north,  which  ought  more  efpecially  to  awaken  the 
attention  of  Ruflia,  particularly  as  Sweden,  at  the  fame  time, 
in  a  hoftile  manner,  enters  into  negociations  contrary  both  to 
its  own  interellis,  and  to  the  views  of  the  Ruffian  cabinet.  It 
muft,  therefore,  with  fhame  and  grief  be  acknowledged,  that 
Sweden,  by  error  on  error,  with  refpetSl  both  to  its  internal 
and  foreign  adminiftration,  has  reduced  the  Emprefs  to  thene- 
ceffity  of  commencing  hoiliilities.  It  is  with  regard  to  the  fleps 
to  be  taken,  perhaps  as  haftily  as  unavoidably,  that  the  follow- 
ing reflexions  are  ventured  to  be  laid  before  her.  It  is  palpable 
that  the  evil  arifesfrom  the  weaknefs  of  government,  thisagaia 
from  the  Duke  Regent's  diffidence  of  himfelf,  the  confequence 
of  which  is,  that  lie  will  be  to  the  laft,  the  paffive  inftrument  of 
a  commanding  and  inexorable  failion,  v/hich  he,  in  an  impro- 
per manner,  has  endeavoured  to  gain.  The  error,  therefore, 
with  refpedl  both  to  our  internal  and  foreign  concerns,  which 
happen  among  us,  do  not  arlfe  from  anyperfonal  ill-will  of  the 
Regent  to  Sweden,  or  the  neighbouring  pov/ers  ;  the  evil  infal- 
libly arifes  from  accidental  circumftances,  and  cannot  be  re- 
garded as  the  mature  and  well  contemplated  proje61s  whicii 
come  from  a  Heady  government.  The  confequence  of  which 
again  is,  that  a  change  of  perlbns,  by  which  the  Duke  would 
be  fupported  by  people  who  were  with  courage  and  finceritv  at- 
tached to  their  country,  tl*e  king,  and  thofe  political  principles, 
.which  arc  ferviceable  to  all  ftates,  would  at  once  fave  Sweden 
and  our  young  King,  as  well  as  the  Regent,  and  this  conie- 
quence  would  be  fo  much  more  certain,  as  being  elFecled  by  the 
xnedi'ntion  of  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs,  it  would  be  retained  un- 
der her  prote6lion  upon  the  line  which  iLall  now  be  marked 
out.  The  advantage  of  refculng  Sweden  by  mild  but  vigo- 
rous fteps  will  l)e  (hewn. 

Here  alfo  another  advantage  offers,  no  Icfs  palpable,  that  the 
Emprefs,  by  this  means,  will  have  an  opportunity  of  again  evin- 
cing that  ufeful  fuperiority  which  fecures  to  her  the  glorious  pri- 
vilege of  fettling  the  fate  of  Europe  during  the  prefent  revolu- 
tions. Her  compliance  will  Increafe  the  fpiendour  of  that  glory 
to  which  victories  and  conquelis  contribute  ;  for  whilll  the  latter 
teftify  the  extent  of  her  genius,  the  former  will  evince  the  excel- 
lence of  her  heart.  She  will,  therefore,  think  it  worthy  of  her, 
not  to  increafe  her  power  at  the  expcnfe  of  Sweden  by  internal 
wars  there,  but,  on  the  contrary,  by  her  powerful  alTiftance  deli- 
ver the  kingdom,  undiiuiaillied  and  freed  from  the  delirium  of 
5  rtvouticHs 
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revolutions,  to  the  young  monarch,  to  whom  flie  promifed  to  be 
a  nnother,  and  who,  with  the  confcioufnefs  of  a  filial  attachment, 
fo  fincerely  afpires  to  that  name  :  fne  will  then,  not  confound  the 
goyernment  with  its  oppieffbrs,  nor  the  nation  with  the  govern- 
fnent,  in  a  manner  which  would  allow  the  fa6lion  an  opportunity 
of  giving  the  appearance  of  a  national  bufmefs  to  that  which  in 
itftlf  would  only  redound  to  its  private  advantage  ;  and  the  fol- 
lowing Vv'ould  be  the  mofc  ferviceable  method,  together  with  the 
moft  fuitable,  to-  reftore  order  to  Sweden. 

Her  Majefty  the  Emprefs  fliould  make  a  declaration,  that  fhc 
is  acquainted  with  all  the  fecrct  plots  which  the  cabinet  of  Stock- 
holm hasfet  in  m.otion  againlt  her,  that  fhe  will  make  this  known 
to  the  world,  and  that  that  government  was  the  firll  to  break  the 
treaty  ;  but  far  from  making  ufe  of  this  as  a  reafon  for  breaking 
with  a  King  v/hom  fhe  loves,  and  whofe  attachment  fhe  wiflies  to 
retain,  or  againft  a  generous  nation  which  fhe  efteems,  file  only 
wifhes  to  punilh  thoie  pcrfons  who,  fince  the  death  of  Guftavus 
III.  furround  the  Regent,  lead  him  into  miftakes,  feduce  him  to 
fail  in  the  facrednefs  of  his  promife,  and  in  the  refpecl  which  he 
ov.'es  to  the  m.emory  of  his  brother,  and  treacheroully  precipitate 
them  irvto  an  unfathomable  depth  of  misfortunes:  that  in  hopes 
the  Regent  vs'ouid  not  involve  himfelf  in  thefe  dangers,  flie  fuf- 
fered  the  regulations  of  the  late  king  to  pafs  unnoticed  ;  but  that 
when  the  Regent,  inflead  of  fufFering  himfelf  to  be  amended  by 
an  v.nfortunate  experience,  appears  daily  to  be  more  overpowered 
by  that  faclion  to  which  he  fo  imprudently  has  abandoned  himfelf, 
and  vvhich,  in  his  name,  expofes  the  advantages  of  the  good 
Swedes,  as  well  as  thofe  of  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs,  to  danger, 
flie  finds  herfeif  under  the  neceifity  to  reltore  order,  and  for  her 
own  fecuritv  to  require  the  following  alterations  : 
'  I.  In  regard  vo  the  genius  and  enlightened  underflanding  of 
the  King,  he  ougtr^  to  aihil  at  all  councils,  but  at  the  fame  time 
without  any  authority  til!  he  attain  the  age  of  eighteen. 

2.  To  admit  into  the  council  and  appoint  to  the  mod  impor- 
tant places,  as  \ycll  in  Stockholm  as  the  provinces,  fuch  perfons 
as  may  be  known  no  lefs  for  their  attachment  to  the  political  prin- 
ciples with  rcfped  to  the  kingdom  and  loreign  powers  which  the 
former  government  was  ruled  by,  than  for  their  courage  to  retain 
them  in  full  force.  If  the  fmalleft  difficulty  Ihould  arife,  it  will 
be  very  eafy  to  give  a  nearer  explanation,  even  in  cafe  it  Ihould 
be  nccclfary  to  name  them.  What  ought  particularly  to  be  ob- 
■  fervcd  is,  to  require  the  expulfian  of  thofe  who  might  be  danger- 
ous or  fufpedcd,  whofe  number,  at  the  utmofi,  would  not  exceed 
twelve  or  fifteen  perfons,  and  who  are  fo  well  known  as  not  to  be 
miltaken,  and,  befides,  could  be  pointed  out  by  thofe  in  the  king- 
dom who  have  remiaincd  fiiitiiful. 

The 
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The  agreement  with  the  Duke  might  be  confined  to  thefe  two 
points  ;  but  to  fupport  this  demand,  which  being  made  cort- 
cife  and  clear,  %vouid  not  bear  any  coniradiflion,  a  fleet  near 
Stockholm  would  be  necefTary  till  every  thing  is  completed  and  fet 
in  order.  It  may  be  depended  on,  that  the  Regent  vv^ohld  congra- 
tulate himfelf  on  a  violence,  which  would  be  only  fuch  in  appear- 
.ance,  but,  in  fad,  would  for  the  prefent  and  the  future  fecure  to  him 
refped,  and  deliver  him  from  the  dangers  in  which  he  has  involv- 
ed himfelf;  and  alfb,  that  this  is  the  only  means  of  preventing 
the  evil  from,  taking  root;  and  that,  which  now  only  requires  a 
well-timed  and  fpeedy  refolution,  iliall  prevent  the  neccifity  of 
requiring  at  a  future  period,  many  years  of  war  and  enormous  ex- 
penfes,  as  well  as  cotting  rivers  of  blood. 

Stockholm^  Augnjl  6,  1 794.  Lafl  I  feck  the  'RuJJian  Charge  des 
Affaires  delivered  a  Note  on  the  Part  of  his  Court  to  the  Chan- 
cellor^  of  the  following  import. 

THE  Emprefs  of  Rnffia  has  thought  proper  to  fit  out  a  fleet 
of  twenty-five  fail  of  the  line,  and  a  proportionable  number  of 
frigates  to  cruize  in  the  Eaft  and  North  feas,  for  the  purpofe  (in 
conjun(5lion  with  the  finglifli  maritime  forces)  of  preventing  the 
fending  of  any  provifions  or  ammunition  to  France  :  the  Emprefs 
therefore  requelts  the  King  of  S/v'edcn  not  to  permit  his  fhips  of 
war  to  take  any  Swedilli  merchantmen  laden  with  any  fuch  com- 
modities, under  their  convoy.  Her  Imperial  Majeflyhas  further 
ordered  all  merchant  lliips,  which  her  fquadron  may  meet  in  thofe 
feas,  to  be  fearched,  to  fee  if  their  cargoes  confift  of  any  fuch 
goods  :  ail  which  is  done  for  this  reafon,  namely,  that  no  neutra- 
lity can  take  place  with  refpedl  to  a  government  confining  only  of 
rebels.

In  fanuar)\  1 794,  the  Divan  having  declared  to  the  Minifters  of  the 
Allied  Powers  that  the  Porte  would  remain  i?iviolahly  attached  to 
its  neutrality,  the  RuJ/ian  Ambaffcidor  replied, 

*  i  ''HAT  the  Emprefs,  determined  to  take  an  a6live  part  in  a 
-*-  caufe  common  to  all  fovereigns,  would  never  fuffer  a  power 
capable  of  molefling  her  frontiers,  to  profefs  neutrality  ;  that  her 
Majefty  confequently  expei^led  that  tlie  Porte  would  immediately 
lay  an  embargo  on  all  French  veiTels  in  its  ports,  and  declare  war 
Vol.11.  .  Aaa  againft 
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'a2;aliift  the  rebels  of  France,  and  that  he  (the  AmbafTadorj  had  the 
lirideft  orders  from  his  fovereign  to  confider  a  refufal  on  the  part 
of  the  Divan  as  a  declaration  of  war. 


in  June,  1794,  the  RuJJian  Mhujlcr  at  the  PortCy  M.  de  Kultzbe^y 
made  to  the  Reis  Effendi  fever al  Fropojitions,  of  ivhich  thefoUovj- 
ing  are  the  principal. 

I.  A  POSITIVE  declaration  that  the  Porte  would  not  interfer*. 
in  the  a6lual  affairs  of  Poland. 

II.  That  it  fliould  oblige  all  the  French  frigates  and  armed  velTels 
to  quit  the  coafls  of  the  Archipelago  ;  and  free  all  the  ports  of 
that  fca,  over  which  the  navy  of  France  had  of  late  exercifed  a 
kind  of  dominion. 

III.  That  no  alterations  fhould  be  made  in  the  cuftoms  and  duties. 

IV.  That  a  free  paiTage  fliould  be  allowed  to  Ruffian  frigates 
through  the  canal  of  Conftantinople. 

v..  That  the  Princes  of  Moldavia  and  Wallachia,  being  Greeks, 
and  ill  treated  by  the  Ottoman  minifters,  ihould  be  confidered 
tinder  the  immediate  prote6lion  of  her  Imperial  Majefty. 
To  thefe  the  Reis  Efcndi  replied, 

I.  On  this  propofition  he  could  give  no  anfwer  on  the  moment, 
as  it  belonged  to  the  Sultan  himfelf  to  decide  upon  points  which 
concerned  the  intereft  of  his  em.pire. 

II.  That  the  Porte  would  not  confent  to  offer  any  violence  to  the 
French  frigates  in  queftion. 

III.  That  the  Porte,  ai>  well  as  every  other  free  and  independent 
flate,  would  make  whatever  regulations  it  thought  fit  in  the  du- 
ties, without  fufFering  the  interference  of  any  foreign  power. 

IV.  That  the  free  navigation  of  the  canal  of  Conftantinople  would 
be  a  violation  of  the  treaties  and  conventions  already  fubfifting 
between  the  two  courts. 

V.  That  the  Princes  of  Moldavia  and  Wallachia,  though  Greeks, 
being  tributary  to  the  Porte,  could  demand  no  other  treatment, 
but  what  was  conformable  to  thofe  ufages  and  cuftoms  which 
the  Ottoman  court  had  ever  obferved  to  all  its  dependencies. 


JVo/^  prcfcnted  by  the  Britijh  Amhajfador  to  the  .Divan  at  Conjian'- 
tinople  in  the  Autumn,  1794. 

TPIERE  exiits  between  the  belligerent  powers  and  the  nations, 
mutual  duties,  regulated  by  treaties,  or  in  defau-lt  of  thefe,  by  the 
iaw  of  nations. 

The  neutral  nartrons  are  bound  to  an  exa^l  impartiality  towards 
the  parties  at  war  i  they  ought  to  allifl:  none  of  them. 

They 
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They  ought,  confequently,  not  to^permit  in  their  country,  th« 
fitting  out  or  arming  of  men  of  war,  or  privateers,  in  favour  of 
one  belligerent  power  againft  another. 

Their  harbours  ought  neither  to  be  the  refuge  of  privateers, 
which,  if  at  all  received,  ought  to  be  allowed  to  enter  them  only  in 
cafes  of  the  mofi:  urgent  neceffity  ;  and  they  have  a  right  to  make. 
them  put  to  fea  again  as  foon  as  they  have  undergone  the  moft 
indifi  enfable  repairs.  The  armed  fhips  have  no  right  to  bring  up 
and  carry  their  prizes  into  thofe  ports  ;  and  the  belligerent  powers 
iolighi  on  their  part,  to  abflain  from  all  hoflilities  among  the  neu- 
tral nations  ;  they  ought  to  refpe£l  their  territories. 

But  the  above  duties  being  perfe6tly  reciprocal,  it  cannot  be 
required  from  one  party  to  make  facrifices  for  the  fake  of  con- 
formity, if,  on  the  other,  thofe  duties  are  difowned  and  neglected  : 
if  thefc  principles  are  applied  to  the  prefent  jun6lure,  is  it  fuppofed 
that  a  nation,  which  has  violated  all  that  is  facred  among  men,  has 
the  fame  rights  as  other  nations  ?  that  the  French  democrats,  in- 
flead  of  being  treated  like  pirates  by  the  Turks,  ought  to  be  ad- 
mitted on  an  equal  footing  with  the  ancient  and  fincere  friends 
of  the  country  ? 

But  the  Ottoman  oflficers  who  command  in  certain  provinces 
do  not  confine  themfelves  to  a  partiality  in  favour  of  the  French, 
difficult  to  be  interpreted  ;  they  even  feem,  fince  the  beginning  of 
the  prcfent  war,  to  have  lofi:  fight  of  all  the  obligations  of  neutra- 
lity acknowledged  by  civilized  nations.  At  Smyrna  the  failors  of 
the  Convention  were  feen  to  commit  open  hoftilities  againft  the 
Britilh  officers  and  feamen,  without  the  aggreifors  having  been, 
given  up,  or  even  fearched  after. 

In  the  fame  harbour  of  Smyrna,  fhips  have  been  at  different 
times  feen,  arming  and  fitting  out  as  privateers  againfl:  the  Englilh, 
without  the  fmalleft  interruption  on  the  part  of  the  magiflrates. 
Prizes  t^ken  by  the  French  cruizers  were  feen  to  have  been 
brought  thither  publicly  and  without  obftacle. 

A  fquadron  of  frigates  and  armed  fhips  of  that  fame  nation, 
remained  in  the  harbour  as  frequently,  and  as  long,  as  it  thought 
proper;  it  blocked  up,  as  it  were,  the  harbour  of  Smyrna,  and 
interrupted  the  commerce  of  nations  for  near  two  years. 

In  this  felf-fame  pofition,  and  in  che  diftance  marked  out  by 
the  rules  of  neutrality,  the  French  armed  fhips  took  prizes,  and 
even  in  fight  of  the  Turkifh  fortrefi^es  they  fearched  and  plundered 
neutral  fhips,  and  even  thofe  of  the  fubjefls  of  the  Sublime  Porte* 
What  is  the  confequence  to  be  drawn  from  thefe  fa^ls  ?  It  is  na« 
tural  to  fuppofe,  that  what  is  lawful  for  one  party,  muft  alfo  he 
lawful  for  the  other..  A  Britilh,  officer  of  the  royal  navy  a6led  in 
confequence  ;  he  attacked  and  captured  one  of  the  enemy's  frigates 
in  a  bay  called  Turkifh,  having,  however,  previoufly  madehimfelf 
fure  that  there  was  neither  a  Turkifh  fort  or  jflag  in  it,  in  order 
A  a  a  2  t« 
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to  avoid  every  thing  that  might  be  deemed  an  Infult  to  the  jurlf- 
diftion  of  the  Sublime  Poite  ;  and  having  afterwards  refolved  to 
indemnify  the  inhabitants  of  the  coalt  for  the  damage  be  might 
have  done  them,  if  they  had  adually  been  futfcrers,  he  offered 
freely  to  me  to  promulgate  his  name. 

If  the  French  democrats  were  fufceptible  of  thofe  feelings  which 
influence  other  men,  that  occurrence  would  have  brought  them  to 
their  fenfes,  and  feeing  that  an  abufe  fubfequent  to  the  indulgence 
which  they  enjoyed  on  the  part  of  the  Turkilh  commandants^ 
might  be  followed  by  difagreeable  confcquences,  and,  finally,  even 
compromife  the  Sublime  pprte  herfelf,  they  would  have  taken  the 
refolutlon  to  forbear  from  committing  their  unlawful  depredations, 
and  to  conform  themfelves  forthwith  to  the  rules  prefcribed  by  the 
law  of  nations. 

But  the  refult  was  quite  different  ;  the  French  having  obtained 
exclulive  immunities  and  privileges  from  the  Turkifli  government, 
talk  of  avenging  themfelves  on  thofe  who  duru  imitate  their  ex- 
ample ;  they  have  the  audacity  to  threaten  the  pc-acefu!  inhabitants 
X)i  Smyrna  with  pillage  and  death  ^  they  provided  arms,  colle6^ed 
combutlil)lcs,  aivJ  held  conventicles  to  concert  the  execution  ot 
their  plans. 

The  conduct  which  the  Sublime  Porte  ihould  obferve  in  this 
refpecl,  is  pl-^.in  and  evident ;  the  partiality,  or  rather  the  too  great 
M'eaknefs  of  the  governors  who  command  her  provinces,  has  been 
the  origin  of  this  evil ;  let  that  v/eaknefs  ceafe  ;  let  the  French 
be  obliged  to  obferve  the  articles  of  neutrality,  or  elfe  find  no^more 
the  indecent  prote£fion  which  they  hitherto  enjoyed  in  the  harbours 
and  roads  of  the  Turkilh  empire.  Let  the  Porte  maintain  good 
order  in  her  territories,  by  a  refpedable  armed  force,  and  I  dare  to 
anfwer,  that  no  cxcefs,  no  irregularity  will  be  committed  by  the 
ofTicers  of  his  Britannic  Majefty.

WE  appointed  as  envoy  from  the  French  republic  to  you, 
the  Citizen  Lallemand.— The  evidence  \vhtch  we  have 
received  of  the  good  conduit  of  this  republican  in  the  fundions 
that  have  been  entrufted  to  him,  have  perfuaded  us  that  he  will  dif-^ 
charge  to  bur  fatisfadion  and  yours^  the  duties  which  our  inftruc- 

tions 
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tlons  and  the  evident  intereil  of  the  two  nations  have  impofed  npop 
him. 

He  is  ordered  to  make  known  to  the  republic,  and  the  govern- 
ment of  Venice,  that  the  political  principles  of  the  French  people 
are  thofe  of  juftice  and  equality  between  the  two  nations  ;  whick 
can  alone  guarantee  the  fafety,  liberty,  and  refpedive  independence 
of  the  two  people. 

We  invite  the  Senate  to  attach  the  credit  to  the  declarations  of 

Citizen  Lallemand,  in  the  name  of  the  French  republic,   and  to 

believe  that  he  is  particularly  recommended  to  maintain  the  friend- 

Ihip  that  exifts,  and  ought  ever  to  exift,  between  the  two  republics.

Anfwer  of  the  Senate  of  Venice  to  the  above  Addrefs^  fent  to  Citi%en 
Lallemand,  Nov.  24,   1794. 

THE  Senate  receives  with  real  fatlsfadion,  and  asa  teflimony  of 
the  continuation  of  the  friendly  correfpondence  which  has  hitherto 
fubfirted  betv/een  the  French  nation  and  that  of  Venice,  the  note 
which  you  tranfmitted  on  the  13th  inftant,  to  make  known  the 
charade?  of  envoy  to  us,  with  which  you  are  inverted. 

The  Senate  has  been  extremely  pleafed  with  the  contents  of  the 
credentials  and  the  inftrudions  which  you  have  to  cultivate  a  good 
correfpondence  between  the  two  nations,  as  well  as  the  affurances 
of  the  continuation  of  the  perfonal  difpofitions  v/hich  you  have 
evinced  for  feveral  years  at  Naples  and  Meffina,  in  favour  of  our 
republic  ;  difpofitions  of  which  we  hope  you  will  continue  to  give 
us  further  proofs  during  the  duration  of  the  miniftry  which  is  en- 
trufted  to  you. 

The  Senate,  invariable  and  conftant  in  the  maxims  of  an  exad 
neutrality,  avail  themfelves  with  eagernefs  of  this  opportunity  tor 
affuring  you,  that  they  will  continue  to  obferve  it  with  the  fame 
care.  You  will  confequently  be  perfuaded,  that  you  will  enjoy 
conformably  to  the  minlfterial  charader  with  which  you  are  in- 
verted, the  fuitable  privileges  as  well  as  the  protedion  which  the 
laws  accord  to  foreigners  and  natives  who  refide  in  our  ftates, 
tnaintain  a  peaceable  condud,  and  conform  to  our  ufages.  Fully  re- 
lying on  the  juft  reputation  you  enjoy,  we  flatter  ourfelves,  you  will 
tranfmit  to  your  government  this  exprellion  of  our  fentiments,  and 
at  the  fame  time  adding,  the  great  pleafure  we  experience  in  feizing 
this  opportunity  of  renewing  to  you  our  fincere  wifh  to  preferve 
our  ancient  friendrtiip  and  good  underftanding.  Highly  fenfible 
to  the  flattering  alfurances  contained  in  your  note,  we  feel  much 
fatisfadion  in  rendering  juftice  to  the  condud  of  Monfieur  Jacob,

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-during  his  refidence  as  Charge  d'Affaires,  and  for  the  care  he  has 
taken  to  further  the  caufe  of  amity  and  good  harmony  between  the 
t\yo  nations.  We  have  therefore  fent  to  Mr.  Jacob  the  cuftomary 
prefent,  as  a  particular  mark  of  our  gratitude,  confideration, 
9nd  afFettion.   '■   .

.ProcIcimatiQn  of  the  Canton  of  Berne  in  Augufly  1 794. 

"¥"  X  7"E  the  Avoyer,  the  Little  and  Great  Council  of  the  city  and 
\  V  republic  of  Berne,  &c.  make  known  by  thefe  prefents — 
Public  fame  has  fufficlenily  informed  us  of  the  deplorable  fcenes 
which  have  overwhelmed  the  ciiy  of  Geneva.  That  republic,  in 
■whofe  profperity  we  have  conftantly  taken  an  intereit,  refulting 
from  long  and  intimate  relations  as  allies,  and  the  habitual  con- 
nections of  neighbourhood,  i&dellvered  up  to  unheard-of  calamities, 
of  which  it  is  not  poffible  to  forefee  the  extent,  the  duration,  or  th^ 
coftfequences.  At  the  moment  that  vv-e  had  reafon  to  hope  for  the 
return  of  peace  and  tranquillity,  by  the  eftabliihment  of  the  new 
Order  of  things,  which  the  governm.ent  had  foletr.niy  announced  to 
tjs,  the  fame  as  had  the  Canton  of  Zurich,  a  band  of  tumultuous 
men  attacked  and  overthrew  by  main  force,  public  liberty  and  per? 
fonal  fafety  ;  they  violated  private  houfes,  arretted  individuals,  antj 
dragged  them  to  prifon.  Thefe  violences  were  committed  even 
againfl  the  minifters  of  religion,  in  a  manner  fuch  as  feemed  to 
announce  the  intended  profcription  of  religion,  in  a  city  hitherto 
remarked  as  its  great  fupporter.  Citizens  were  facrificed  even 
againft  the  will  of  the  majority  of  voters.  New  vidims  were 
pointed  out ;  new  attempts  were  made  againd  perfons  and  pro- 
perty, even  in  defpite  of  oaths,  of  forms  eilabliihed,  and  the  laws 
of  the  ftate  \  and  Geneva  awaits  in  confternation  the  fate  whicjn 
the  fanguinary  men  who  have  ufurped  the  right  of  difpofing  of  the 
lives  and  fortunes  of  all  the  citizens  are  preparing  for  her. 

We  fee  with  extreme  grief  the  fad  deiiiny  of  a  city  whofe  hapr, 
pinefs  has  been  at  all  times  the  objedl  of  our  cares,  and  which,  by 
Its  proximity,  fo  nearly  iuterefts  our  own  nate  and  that  of  all 
Switzerland.  But  the  knowledge  we  have  gained  of  the  criminal 
participation  of  many  individuals  of  our  own  country  aggra-.. 
vates  ftill  more  our  grief  and  indignation,  Oui;  paternal  folici-* 
tude  for  the  fafety  and  honour  of  our  country,  not  permitting 
us  to  tolerate  on  our  territory  thefe  men  fullied  \\i,th  crimes, 
we,  by  the  prefent  publication,  interdift  their  entrance  into  pur 
territories  \  and  will,  that  all  thofe  of  our  fubjeds  who  fhall  bp 
known  to  have  had  any  part  in  thefe  atrocious  fcenes,  be  inftantly 
denounced  and  feized  ;  referving  to  ourfelves  to  pronounce  the 
chaftifement  which  tbeii  culpable  eondiidl,  i,n  a  city  fo  long  our 
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ftlly,  merits.  We  doubt  not,  dear  and  faithful  citizens,  that  pai-fi- 
cipating  in  the  fame  fentiments  that  animate  us,  you  will  redoubfe 
your  adivity  and  zeal  in  the  execution  of  this  prefent  ordinance. 


The  Diet  of  the  States  of  Sivitzerland  commenced  their  Ajfemhltes  on 
the  ^th  of  fitly,  17^)4.,  at  Frauenfeld,  and  the  Committee  of  Pub" 
lie  Safety  at  Paris  jcnt  Ambafjadors^  who,  in  the  Name  of  the 
French  Republic^  made  the  following  Propojals  to  the  States  of 
Switzerland* 

I  ft,  THAT  the  French  emigrants  fhould  not  be  tolerated  to  re- 
side in  any  part  of  the  territories  of  the  Swifs  cantons. 

2dly,  The  French  nation  lliould  have  the  liberty  of  purchafing 
iiornfed  cattle^  horfes,  he.  throughout  all  the  cantons  of  Switzer- 
land. 

3dly,  That  the  States  fhould  immediately  recall  all  the  Swifs 
troops  in  foreign  fefvice. 

4thly,  If  the  States  think  it  agreeable  to  the  intereft  of  the  can- 
tons, the  French  Republic  will  take  the  fame  troops  or  regiments 
into  her  own  fervice. 

5thly,  That  arms  and  ammunitions  (hall  be  permitted  to  be 
purchafed  in  Switzerland,  by  the  agents  of  the  committee  of  Pub- 
lic Safety,  for  the  ufe  of  the  armies  of  the  French  Ropiiblic. 


The  Committee  of  Public  Safety  to  the  Citizen  Barthelemy,  AmbaJJ'a- 
dor  of  the  French  Republic  in  Switzerland^  2^th  of  December,  1 794. 

WE  are  informed,  Citizen,  that  the  emigrants  and  exiled  prieds 
fpread  a  report,  that  they  are  on  the  eve  of  returning  into  France, 
and  that  they  have  even  fucceeded  in  gaining  fome  confidence  in 
this  ftrange  aifertion. 

We  can  attribute  only  to  thefe  falfe  ruipours  the  facility  with 
'which  the  catholic  cantons  appear  to  tolerate  them  on  their  terri- 
tory. The  refult  is,  that  thefe  men  deem  themfelves  within  the 
reach  of  intriguing  in  the  departments  on  the  borders,  there  to 
prepare  new  diforders  and  new  misfortunes. 

We  charge  you  to  declare  to  all  the  cantons,  that  the  emigrants, 
loaded  as  they  are  W-ith  the  execration  and  contempt  of  Europe, 
can  never  be  confidered  by  the  French  nation  but  as  traitors,  whom', 
whenever  it  can  reach  them,  its  jult  vengeance  will  never  ceafe  to 
purfue. 

We  cannot  doubt  but  this  declaration  will  fuffice  to  determine 
a  government  which  has  given  !]S  To  many  proofs  of  its  friendfhip 
and  good  faith,  to  difincumber  themfelves  of  a  vile  horde,  breath- 
ing nothing  but  guilt  a.nd,diforder  ; — vr-hu  only  avail  themfelves  of

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the  hofpltality  of  generous  people,  to  few  the  feeds  of  divifion,  aiii 
thus  to  revenge  the  attachment. which  the  Swifs  nation  has  invari- 
ably  (hewn  to  the  people  of  France.

iDn  Friday  the  I'ith  of  July,  1 794,  -M.  Soulavie^  and  Merle^  a  Com^ 
mijjioner  from  the  French  Convention  rtfdent  here,  gave  a  grand 
Dinner  to  the  principal  Afembers  of  a  Society,  entitled  the  Club  (f 
the  Mountain,  confijhng  of  the  mof  violent  Patriots  of  this  City, 
On  breaking  up,  vjhich  did  not  happen  till  an  early  Hour  in  the 
Morning,  the  Members  of  the  Club  had  recourfe  to  jirms,  and 
arming  the  Populace  at  the  fame  Time,  took  Pojfjfon  of  the  Gates 
and  Arfcnals.  Ihey  novj  proceeded  to  fclccl  a  Revolutionary  Com- 
mittee, compojed  of  jeven  Members,  by  whom  every  Per/on  inimical 
to  their  Interefs  was  injlantly  apprehended. 

On  Sunday  the   20th)  the  Revolutionary  Committee  publi/hed  thefoU 
lowing  Proclamation, 

Equality,  Liberty)  Independence. 

Revoiutioliary  citizens ! 
*^npH£  revolution  of  the  28th  of  December,  1792,  was  more  fer- 
*-  viceable  to  the  ariftocrats  than  to  the  revolutionifts.  The 
former,  always  incorrigible,  and  invariably  the  enemies  of  liberty, 
have  fuifered  no  abatement  of  their  criminal  hopes  and  liberticidal 
pretenfions.  The  moment  is  now  arrived,  when  the  revolutionifts, 
wearied  wiih  living  among  men  who  have  not  ceafed  for  a  mo- 
ment to  be  inimical  both  to  tiiem  and  the  French  Republic,  have 
been  forced  to  rife  for  the  completion  of  the  work  which  had  nearly 
been  entered  on,  and  to  cnfure  the  everlafting  triumph  of  the  prin- 
ples  of  equality  in  our  country. 

Revolutionary  citizens,  your  moderation  has  hitherto  merely 
ferved  to  infnare  you,  to  embolden  the  arirtocrats,  and  give  con- 
fiftency  to  their  culpable  views.

V.  Each  revolutionary  citizen,  without  any  exception,,  fliall  be  en- 
joined to  repair  armed  to-morrow^,  the  21ft:  of  July,  at  eight  in 
the  morning,  to  the  National  Lyceum,  and  there  to  vote,  on 
pain  of  being  confidered  as  a  fufpedled  perfon,  and  treated  as 
fuch. 

VI.  The  revolutionary  tribunal  fliall  try  thofe  w^ho  are  imprifoned, 
as  well  as  thofe  who  have  efcaped  for  the  prefent,  and  have  fled 
fince  the  revolution. 

VII.  It  may  pronounce  fentence  of  death,  pecuniary  fines,  banifh- 
ment,  &c. 

VIII.  Every  fentence  of  death  fhall  be  fubjepl  to  the  approval  of 
the  whole  body  of  the  revolutionary  citizens. 

IX.  The  revolutionary  tribunal  fhall  complete  its  functions  within 
the  fpace  of  fix  days,  reckoning  from  the  moment  of  its  eledlion, 

X.  A  military  committee  fhall  be  created,  to  confift  of  feven  mem- 
bers, who  are  to  watch  over  the  public  fafety,  and  to  execute 
the  fentences  of  the  revolutionary  tribunal.  It  fhall  fucceed  the 
revolutionary  committee,  at  the  expiration  of  its  powers. 

The  members  of  each  circle  are  enjoined  to  give  their  fufFrages  in 

the  moft  public  manner,  as  all  true  revolutionifls  ought  to  do. 
Before  eight  in  the  evening  the  refult  of  the  deliberation  will  be 
publifhed,  mentioning  the  number  of  the  fufFrages.

REVOLUTIONARY    TRIBUNAL. 

Revolutionary  citizens, 

FOR  nearly  a  century,  liberty  has  painfully  contended  againft 
ariftocracy  :  the  people  of  Geneva  now  ftruggle  for  the  reftoration 
of  their  rights.  For  nearly  a  century  the  country  has  been  haraffed 
by  the  pretenfions,  conftantly  renewed,  of  certain  citizens,  who 
perfuaded  thcmfelves  that  the  people  were  made  for  them,  and  that 
the  Republic  was  their  inheritance. 

The  revolution  of  1792  had  apparently  the  efFe6l  of  termina- 
ting for  ever  the  reign  of  the  arii^ocracy  yoa  have  too  long 
endured. 

Vol.  II.  B  b  b  But^, 
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But,  revolutionary  citizens,  thole  among  you  who  fancied 
that  the  above  revolution  had  done  every  thing  to  eftablifh  in 
this  Republic  the  reign  of  equality,  v^'ere  ftrangely  abufed  1 — 
Thofe  who  conceived  that  the  conftitution,  latterly  accepted, 
would  fecure  to  the  people  all  the  advantages  of  liberty,  were 
much  miflaken  !  You  invited  all  the  Genevefe  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  rights  of  citizenftiip  ;  but  the  enemies  of  equality 
continued  the  fame,  with  all  their  pretenfions  and  all  their 
prejudices.  In  accepting  the  conftitution  you  extinguifhed  the 
ariftocracy  of  the  laws  ;  but  the  ariftocracy  of  names,  of  riches, 
and  of  manners,  loft  no  part  of  its  energy  anda£iivity. 

The  entire  mafs  of  the  ariftocrats  and  their  adherents  remain- 
ed in  the  pofture  of  an  enemy  whom  a  check  has  juft  humbled, 
but  who  waits  the  firft  favourable  opportunity  to  wreak  his  re- 
venge, and  recover  his  fuperiority. 

With  an  utter  deteftation  of  the  principles  of  the  conftitution, 
they  had  accepted  it,  becaufe  it  covered  them,  as  well  as  the 
citizens  in  general,  with  its  fliield;  and  becaufe,  under  llielter 
of  the  fevere  meafures  it  had  adopted  againft  the  abufes  of  au- 
thority, and  of  the  fcrupulous  formalities  to  which  it  fubje6led 
the  courfe  of  juftice,  they  might  manoeuvre  fecretly  with  fure 
impunity. 

Their  hoftile  difpofitions  were,  however,  not  equivocaL-^- 
Have  you  in  reality  fefen  them  renounce  their  pretenfions,  and 
a  jure  their  old  errors?  Have  you  obferved  thedifiblution  of  that 
icandalous  coalition  which  v*'as  formed  to  combat  equality  ?  Have 
you  feen  them  embrace  the  excellent  opportunities  afforded  them 
by  our  civic  feftivals,  to  fraternize  with  us  r  In  fliort,  have  you 
{e^n  one  of  them  even  abandon  the  faftidious  pomp  of  ariftocracy, 
to  unite  fincerely  with  us  around  the  fimple  ftandard  of  liberty  ? 
No  ; — but  you  have  feen  the  criminal  obftinacy  with  which 
fome  of  them  refufed  to  take  the  civic  oath,  and  with  what  re- 
pugnance others  confented  to  pronounce  it.  You  have  heard 
their  counter-revolutionary  predi6i:ions  and  prophecies;  and 
no  longer  ago  than  the  laft  year,  vfhen  the  Piedmontefe  pene- 
trated into  Mont  Blanc,  you  faw  them  come  out  from  their  re- 
treats, fly  to  the  walls,  and  there  coUedt  in  groups,  with  the 
manifeft  intention  to  profit  by  the  circumftances,  and  recover 
their  loft  afcendancv.  You  have  heard  them  figh  for  a  counter- 
revolution in  France,  which  could  not  fail  to  bring  about  one 
in  this  Republic;  and  exprefs  their  wifhes  for  the  fuccefs  of  the 
confederate  powers,  the  royalifts  of  la  Vendee,  and  the  rebels 
of  Lyons.  You  muft  recolle6l  their  derifions,  bravadoes,  and 
demo'-sftrations  of  joy,  at  the  news  of  the  mifcarriages  occa- 
fionally  fuftained  by  the  French  republican  armies.  You  have 
heard  tljcm  boaft  of  rendering  our  revolution  abortive  by  the 
derangement  of  the  finances  ;  and  you  have  feen  them  concur 
'    ^  '  '    tpwardsi 
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towards  tliis  aim,  by  rejeding  the  firfl  plan  of  an  edi6t  on  p\ib- 
lic  contributions,  manifefting  at  the  fame  time  fimilar  views  re- 
lative to  that  which  v/as  to  have  been  prefented  to  the  Sove- 
reign council  on  the  19th  of  the  fame  month. 
•  You  may,  perhaps,  have  been  ignorant  that  their  emiffaries 
in  Switzerland  have  made  the  ftrongeft  efforts  to  deter  our  allies 
from  acknowledging  our  conftitutional  regimen;  and  that  fo me 
of  them,  whofe  names  are  not  as  yet  known,  took  meafures  a 
few  weeks  ago  to  co-operate  in  a  counter-revolutionary  plan 
with  the  French  emigrants,  having  no  lefs  a  tendency  than  to 
light  up  a  new  Vendee  in  the  departments  which  border  on  our 
territory;  to  provoke  hoftilities  between  the  French  Republic 
and  the  Helvetic  body;  and  to  make  our  city  the  center  of 
■union  for  the  ariftocrats,  and  a  point  of  fupport  for  their  liber- 
ticidal  meafures. 

Their  incorrigible  attachment  to  ariftocracy,  their  counter^, 
revolutionary  wifhes,  their  plans,  and  their  arrangements,  were 
not  unknown  to  the  French;  and  this  is  what  ferved  to  preju- 
dice the  latter  fo  ilrongiy  againft  our  Republic.  They  could 
not  conceive  but  that  with  us  the  revolution  in  favour  of  liberty 
would,  terminate  in  giving  to  the  ariftocracy  an  entire  freedom 
to  intrigue  with  impunity  ;  and  they  conceived  that  they  ought 
to  miftruft  a  people  who  boafted  of  having  beflowed  a  triumph 
oh  the  principles  of  liberty  and  equality,  and  who  had  at  the 
fame  time  allowed  a  tranquil  refidence  among  them  to  a  multi- 
tude of  ariftocrats  who  did  not  even  take  the  precaution  to  dif- 
femble  their  averfion  for  liberty  and  equality,  and  their  joy  at 
the  triumphs  of  the  enemies  of  the  French  Republic. 

Remark  alfo  that  their  number  and  their  union  gave  them  a 
powerful  influence  in  the  affemblies  of  the  fovereign  council. 
Their  fuffrages,  united  to  thofe  of  fo  many  pretended  patriots, 
of  fo  many  whofe  lukewarm  and  indifferent  difpofitions  made 
them  unworthy  of  that  title,  might  with  facility  have  enabled 
them  to  fubvert  the  laws  moft  favourable  to  the  people,  and  the 
inftitutions  moft  eflential  to  thdr  happinefs. 

Revolutionary  citizens,  it  is  time  that  this  contention  fiioukl 
terminate.  It  is  time  that  the  people  Ihould,  without  obftacle 
or  impediment,  fet  about  the  organization  of  their  happinefs. 
They  are  wearied  with  having  to  watch  unceafingly  the  enemies 
by  whom  they  are  furrounded,  and  with  wafting  their  time  hi 
difconcerting  their  plots.  The  compafs  of  our  walls  is  too  nar- 
row to  contain  two  clafles  of  people  fo  oppofite  in  their  princi- 
ples and  manners.  There  will  be  no  peace  among  us  until 
there  ihall  be  but  one  party  in  the  Republic— that  of  equality, 
liberty,  independence,  and  fraternity  :  until  the  enemies  of  the 
people  flull  be  for  ever  prevented  from  revolting  againft  them. 
B  b  b  2  The 
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The  experience  of  what  has  pafTed  ought  to  inflru^  you. 
How  has  it  been  contrived  that  at  various  times  the  momentary 
fuccefTes  of  the  friends  of  liberty  were  foon  followed  by  great 
mifcarriages  ? — that  the  tranfitory  checks  of  ariftocracy  were  th6 
fore-runners  of  the  mofi:  fignal  fuccefTes  on  their  fide  ?  It  is 
hecaufe  the  friends  of  liberty  were  fo  fimple  as  to  think  that  the 
enadling  of  laws  was  fuiEcient  for  their  fecurity.  What  is  it 
that  l^as  propped  the  criminal  auijacity  with  Which  ariftocracy 
has  unceaiingiy  renewed  its  preteniions  and  its  enterprizes  ? — 
Impunity,  and  the  clemency  of  the  people,  which  has  encou- 
raged their  enemies  to  defy,  to  combat,  and  to  make  a  fport  of 
them.  You  muft  have  perceived,  revolutionary  citizens,  that 
ariftocracy  needed  a  IciTon  which  it  fliould  never  ceafe  to  re- 
member ;  that  it  iTiould  be  for  ever  fickened  from  a  repetition 
of  its  criminal  proje6ts-  It  is  for  the  accomplilhment  of  this 
aim  that  you  have  eftablilhed  a  revolutionary  tribunal,  charged 
to  make  an  example  as  v/ell  of  the  cfiief  ariftocrats  who  wifli 
to  found  their  fupremacy  on  the  degradation  of  their  fellow 
citizens,  as  of  the  fubaltern  ariftocrats  who  have  degraded  their 
^jualities  of  man  and  citizen,  by  becoming  the  fervile  tools  of 
the  upper  ari-ftocracy. 

By  this  terrible  meafctre  we  muft  begin  ;  but  it  will  not  be 
fufEcient  to  complete  the  revolution.  1'here  are  ftill  greater 
additional  plans  to  be  adopted  to  confolidate  its  fuccefs,  to  purify 
the  air  of  our  country  of  every  ariftocratic  infection,  and  to 
obtain  for  the  country  a  fatisfaclion  for  all  the  damages  and 
wrongs  it  has  fuftained  from  its  perverfe  children.  It  is  to 
be  our  tafk'  to  accomplifti  a  revokution  of  principles 'and  man- 
ners, to  regenerate  the  public  mind,  and  to  found,  without 
any  delay,  inftitutions  calculated  to  enfure  the  profperity  of 
the  people,  to  form  true  citizens,  and  to  belrow  happinefs  on 
all.  The  revolutionary  tribunal,  engaged  in  tlie  trial  of  pri- 
foners,  cannot  efEcacioufly  attend  to  thefe  ohje6ls.  it  is,  not- 
withftanding,  urgent  to  provide  for  them  ;  and  this  tribunal 
ought  therefore  to  be  fo  organized  as  to  facilitate  its  labours, 
and  to  procure  the  means  of  reacliing  its  high  deftination  witli 
celerity  and  regularity.  We,  in  confequence,  offer  for  your 
confideration  and  difcufTion,  the  folio v/ing  plan  :

VI.  With  refpeft  to  whatever  does  not  belong  to  revolutio- 
nary meafures,  the  conftituted  authorities  fliall  continue  to  ex- 
ercife  their  functions,  each  of  them  conforming  in  this  rcfpecfc 
to  the  cuftomary  regulations.-

In  the  A-fiddk  of  j^ngujly   ijgd,  the  folloiving  Proclamation  ivas 
publijhed. 
Equality,    Liberty,  Independence. 
Revolutionary  Tribunal. 
Revolutionary  citizens, 
THE  tribunal  you  eftablilhed,  to  do  juftice  to  the  people  oa 
their  enemies,  has  at  length  terminated  its  labours:  it  has  now 
to  difcharge  an  cffential  duty,  that  of  fubmitting  to  you  an  ac- 
count of  its  operations. 

Engaged  in  fo  arduous  a  talk,  the  members  of  the  tribunal 
have  had  for  a  bafis  no  rule  whatever,  no  particular  law,  no 
organization:  and  notwithftanding,  when  they  entered  on  their 
fundions,  tliey  found  on  the  books  of  the  gaoler  more  than  400 
prifoners  ;  they  accordingly  began  by  eftablifhing  the  offences 
which  were  to  be  fubmltted  to  their  judgment,  and  thefe  they 
divided  into  the  feven  following  clalTes  : 

1.  The  refolution  for  the  guarantee,  and  of  confequence,  for 
the  entry,  of  foreign  troops. 

2.  The  armaments  againft  the  patriots,  both  in  the  city  and 
territory. 

3.  The  machinations  againfl;  the  eftablifliment  of  equality 
and  liberty. 

4.  The  machinations  againfi  the  independence  of  the  Re- 
public. 

5.  The 
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5.  The  manteuvres  known  under  the  title  of  flock-jdbblng:^ 
hy  which  the  public  credit  has  been  injured,  feveral  families  ru^ 
ined,  and  the  ftate  embroiled  with  the  French  Republic. 

6.  The  manceuvrcs  prasftifed  on  our  neighbours  and  allies, 
the  Swifs,  to  engage  them  to  break  the  alliance.    And, 

7.  The  manoeuvres  let  on  foot  to  corrupt  the  public  morals. 

The  accufed  have  all  of  them  been  examined  by  the  revolu- 
tionary tribunal,  as  well  by  public  and  private  interrogations, 
as  by  precepts  taken.  The  following  is  the  total  amount  of 
the  fentences  pronounced,  the  detailed  lift  of  whichj  with  the 
names,  will  be  printed  and  publiflied  at  the  end  of  this  report : 

Thirty-feven  fentenced  to  death,  twenty-fix  of  whom  are  in  a 
itate  of  outlawry* 

Ninety-four  fentenced  to  perpetual  banifhmentj  twenty-eight 
of  whom  have  not  appeared  before  the  tribunal. 

Four  fentenced  to  exile  of  a  longer  or  fhorter  duration. 

Two  hundred  and  fixty-four  fentenced  to  doraeflic  confine- 
ment for  a  longer  or  fhoj-ter  period. 

Ten  fentenced  to  perpetual  impnfonirient  in  the  Malfon  de 
Fared 

Seven  fentenced  to  imprifonment  in  the  fame  houfe  of  deten- 
tention  for  diiferent  terms. 

Three  bailiffs,  or  common  ferjeants,  have  been  deprived  of 
their  pofts. 

Eighty-nine  have  been  difmiffeJ.  This  makes  a  total  of  508 
individuals. 

f*  Thus  are  the  people  at  length  avenged  ;  and  thus  is  the 
ftruggle,  which  lafted  for  a  century  between  the  oppreifors  and 
the  opprefled,  terminated,  Independence  has  fuffered  no  out- 
rage; liberty  and  equality  triumph;  and  national  jufiiice  has 
for  ever  taken  up  her  abode  in  the  Republic. 

In  the  midft  of  the  immenfe  labours  with  which  it  has  been 
charged,  the  tribunal  has  not  been  able  to  pay  an.  attention  to 
all  thofe  who,  having  conducted  tiiemfeives  in  a  Way  contrary 
to  liberty  and  equality,  w^ere  perhaps  deferving  of  punifhment. 
For  this  purpofe,  it  would  have  been  neceffary  to  protracf  the 
exiftexice  of  the  tribunal  a  third  time  :  but  every  citizen  mull 
be  fatisfied,  that  the  leflbn  which  has  been  given,  as  terrible  as 
it  is  juft,  ought  to  be  fufficient.  If,  however,  fuch  fhould  be 
the  refult  of  the  immediate  events,  that  the  ariftocracy,  now  {o 
.completely  fubjugated,  fliould  again  dare  to  raife  its  head  ;  that 
thofe  who  have  not  been  tried  fliould  prefume  to  avail  them- 
feives  of  tbat  clemency,  by  employing  any  manoeuvres  what- 
ever, recolle6l,  revolutionary  citizens,  tliat  in  fuch  a  cafe  there 
remains  an  authority  capable  of  reprefling  thcfe  attempts.  1  he 
revolutionary  committee  has  the  intermediate  power  of  punifli- 
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ing  them,  as  will  appear  by  two  claufe?  of  the  refoloition  by 
which  it  is  conftituted.     They  are  as  follow: 

Art.  4.  Sedlion  2. — To  take  all  ineafures  calculated  to  fecure 
the  fuccefs  of  the  revolution,  as  well  as  ail  thofe  relative  to 
public  fecrecy. 

Sedion  5. — To  propofe  to  the  revolutionary  focieties  every 
meafure  which  circumftances  niay  call  for. 

Let  thofe  tremble,  then,  who  may  form  the  culpable  proje£l 
of  impeding  the  progrefs  of  the  revolution  in  any  manner  v»?hat- 
ever,  and  of  thus  preventing  the  attainment  of  the  aim  which 
every  good  citizen  ought  to  have  in  view,  that  of  making  the 
Genevefe  at  length  a  nation  of  brethren. 

It  becomes  the  tribunal  to  remind  the  revolutionifls,  that 
having  been  eftablilhed  by  them,  it  has  never  for  a  fingle  in- 
ifant  loft  light  of  the  dire6l  and  immediate  power  of  its  confti- 
tuents.  That  conformably  to  this  principle  it  has  conlldered  it 
as  a  duty  to  attend  to  all  the  requifitions  made  to  it  in  the  name 
of  the  revolutionary  mafs  ;  and  tliat  thus  all  the  operations  and 
fentences  of  the  tribunal,  againft  wliich  no  proteft  has  been 
made,  are  confirmed  by  the  tacit  approbation  of  the  revolutlon- 
ifts.  The  tribunal  has  not  neglefted  to  provide  for  the  means 
of  executing  the  fentences  it  has  palTed  :  and  to  the  end  that  no 
doubt  fhould  remain  on  that  head,  declares  that  it  has  charged 
the  revolutionary  committee  to  carry  thefe  fentences  into  execu- 
tion without  abatement  or  rcfervation,  to  be  watchful  in  ob- 
ferving  all  the  infractions  whicli  thofe  againfl  whom  they  have 
been  pronounced  may  attempt,  and  to  apply  the  penalty  annexed 
to  all  fuch  attempts.  It  has  at  the  fame  time  enjoined  the  revo- 
lutionary committee  to  inveft  with  the  fame  powers  the  ordinary 
tribunals,  whenever  the  revolutionifls  fhall  think  proper  to 
break  up  the  faid  committee. 

Revolutionary  citizens,  now  that  the  crifis  of  the  revolution 
is  pafled  ;  now  that  the  vengeance  of  the  people  has  been  exer- 
cifed,  the  ideas  of  the  citizens  ought  to  be  directed  to  the  means 
of  fecuring  the  profperity  of  the  nation.  To  attain  this  end 
each  citizen  ought  to  ufe  his  heft  endeavours  to  convert  the  le- 
volution  itfelf  to  the  advantage  of  the  people.  For  this  pur- 
pofe  you  have  a  revolutionary  authority  to  which  this  charge  is 
infrufled  :  its  principal  duty  being  to  determine  on  the  reftitu- 
tionsto  be  made  by  the  enemies  of  the  people,  and  of  courfeon 
the  contributions  which  the  country  has  a  right  to  cxaft  from 
every  citizen  proprietor.  It  is  to  make  a  juft  application  of  the 
fums  which  may  refult  from  this  meafure,  by  appropriating  them 
to  public  eflablilhments,  agricultural  rewards,  manufadlories, 
Sec.  This  plan  demands  the  concurrence  of  all  the  citizens, 
who  are  well  informed  on  any  of  thefe -heads  :  and  the  country 
accordingly  puts  dien^  in  a  flate  of  requifitiqn.     Be  confident, 

revo- 
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revolutionary  citizens,  in  the  iffue  of  the  revolution.  Confine 
yourfelves  at  this  time  to  the  cuftomary  vigilance  it  behoves 
every  citizen  to  obferve;  refume  your  civil  duties;  return  to 
your  manufaftories  and  avocations;  and  fay  to  yourfelves,  that 
next  to  the  love  of  the  country,  the  love  of  induftry  is  your 
chief  duty.  Recollefk  that  tyrants  employ  two  principal  means 
to  enllave  nations — idlenefs  and  corruption.  Men  w]ig  aim  at 
being  independent  always  become  lb ;  and  there  can  he  no  Re- 
public where  debauched  and  con  jpted  men  are  lo  be  fouiui.  The 
country  requires  that  in  this  revolution  a^l  the  virtues  fiiould  be 
difplayed,  and  morality,  both  public  and  private,  prevail  ;n  all  the 
sftions  of  the  citizens.  It  demands  a  complete  regeneration  ; 
and  be  confident  of  it,  revolutionary  citizens,  you  will  in  vain 
have  brought  about  a  revolution  to  crufli  ariilocracy  and  all  its 
vices ;  you  will  in  vain  have  repreffed  the  abufes  of  riches,  if 
you  negleft  to  pr':claim  juftice,  probity,  and  virtue,  not  by 
words,  but  by  deeds  ard  good  exai-Lies;  you  will  otherwife, 
fooner  or  later,  ^witnefs  the  return  of  corrupters  and  corrupted. 
The  members  of  the  tribunal  return  into  the  clafs  of  funple 
citizens  :  in  that  quality  they  hallen  back  with  earneltneis  ip  their 
iire-fides,  and  unite  themfelves  in  every  particular  to  the  revolu- 
tionary citizens  to  defend  the  equality,  the  liberty  and  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  Republic.

VERY  dear  and  good  friends,  in  execution  of  the  law  of 
Feb.  12,  1794,  which  ordains  that  the  Republic  of  Geneva  will 
continue  to  keep  a  permanent  minifler  with  the  French  Republic, 
the  Sovereign  AITembly  has  chofen  citizen  Etienne-Salomon  Rey- 
baz  to  refide  with  you  in  quality  of  minifter,  and  to  prefent  an 
afnirance  of  our  fmcere  deiire  to  maintain  and  cultivate  the  con- 
ne^lions  of  Geneva  with  your  Republic.  Our  experience  of  the 
zeal,  capachy,  knowledge,  and  patriotifm  of  citizen  Reybaz,  who 
has  hitherto  field  this  place,  authorizes  us  to  think  that  his  nomi- 
nation by  the  nation  itfelf,  cannot  but  be  agreeable  to  you.  In  this 
perfuafion,  very  dear  and  good  friends,  w'e  rcqneil:  you  to  grant 
him  entire  confidence,  in  wliatever  he  fhall  be  inftrucSted  to  fay  to 
yon  on  our  part,  and  abo7e  a::,  v/hen  he  (hall  exprefs  to  you  the. 
vviihes  of  the  Genevefe  Pvepublic  for  the  profperity  of  the  French 
Republic,  and  its  defire  to  concur  in  whatever  may  contribute  to 
your  happinefs,

'I'he  prejident  to  the  people  of  Geneva, 
THE  defcendants  of  William  Tell  demand  the  friendfhip  of  the 
powerful  and  generous  people  whom  we  reprefent.  Geneva  is 
free,  and  therefore  our  friend  and  ally.  In  the  time  of  the  defpots 
of  France,  traitors  decorated  with  pompous  titles,  confpired  in 
this  very  palace,  reducing  the  country  of  Rouffeau  to  flavery. 
We  have  made  it  the  temple  of  the  union  of  nations,  and 
their  fure  afylum  againft  tyranny.  Your  colours  and  thofe  of 
America,  united  for  ever  to  the  three-coloured  ftandard,  form  the 
bafis  of  the  thunder  which  we  are  diredling  againft  tottering 
thrones,  the  ruin  of  which,  the  crimes  of  kings  will  complete, 
and  all  Europe  fhall  foon  cherifh  the  reign  of  liberty.  Enjoy  the 
fweet  emotion  excited  by  your  prefence  in  the  National  Conven- 
tion, and  receive  the  fraternal  embrace,  which  I  offer  you  in  the 
name  of  the  French  people.

WE  have  nominated  citizen  Adet  to  reflde  with  you,  and 
maintain  the  relations  of  commerce  and  intereft  which  conned  the 
two  Republics. 

He  is  charged  to  make  known  to  the  people  of  Geneva  and  their 
government,  that  the  French  people  acknowledge  no  political  prin- 
ciples but  thofe  of  juftice  and  equality  between  nations,  that  they 
neither  afford  the  aid  of  their  arms  nor  difplay  their  force,  but  to 
procure  refpe6l  for  the  principles  which  guarantee  refpedively  the 
fecurity  and  the  Independence  of  nations. 

We  invite  you  to  give  credit  to  whatever  he  fhall  fay  to  you  In 
the  name  of  the  French  Republic,  and  to  be  convinced  that  he  is 
efpecially  charged  to  maintain  the  harmony  that  fubfifts  between 
the  two  nations.

CITIZENS,  Intereil:  unites  nations  as  fentiment  conne£l$ 
men.  If  thefe  are  founded  on  particular  circumftances,  on  tran- 
fient  events,  they  muft  yield  to  time,  which  reftores  human  crea- 
tures and  their  paffions  to  their  original  nothing.  Thus  we  fee 
pations,  who  follow  no  law  but  the  will  of  a  defpot,  making  al- 
liances, breaking  thofe  alliances,  and  cutting  one  anorher's  throats, 
as  the  caprice  of  their  tyrants  may  happen  to  dictate.  Nations,  on 
the  other  hand,  who  have  elevated  themfeives  to  the  dignity  of  the 
human  fpecies,  who  have  founded  their  governments  on  the  facred 
rights  of  man,  have  no  interelt  bat  to  maintain  entire  the  prin- 
ciples which  fecure  to  them  the  enjoyment  of  liberty.  This  in- 
tereft,  no  more  admitting  of  modification  than  principles,  cements 
between  nations  a  ftable  and  durable  amity. 

Fear  not,  then,  citizens,  that  France  will  break  the  ties  which 
bind  her  to  Geneva.  In  her  name,  I  announce  to  you  that  her 
intention  is  to  live  in  good  undenlanding  with  you.  Whatever 
may  be  the  refources  and  the  power  of  the  French  people,  however 
fplendid  the  fuccefs  of  their  arms,  however  exalted  the  courage  of 
their  numerous  battalions,  they  will  never  over-run  the  territory 
of  their  faithful  friends.  Juflice  and  regard  to  principles  will  flay 
without  effort  the  impetuous  torrent  which  overflowed  its  banks 
only  to  fweep  away  the  enemiies  of  liberty. 

It  is  not  to  make  flaves,  to  trample  upon  ilates  lefs  powerful 
than  their  own,  to  change,  as  kings  do,  cities  into  tombs,  and 
peopled  countries  into  deferts,  that  the  French  have  armed.  They 
armed  to  re-eftablifh  and  maintain  among  themfeives  the  facred^ 
principles  that  ought  to  reign  among  men,  among  nations,  and 
which  were  to  be  found  only  in  the  writings  of  the  philofophers  of 
Geneva.  At  his  voice  it  is  that  the  French  nanon  has  roufeditfelf 
from  its  long  torpor,  broken  her  chains,  fapped  all  prejudices,  and 
overturned  a  throne.  The  holy  tree  of  liberty,  of  which  Rouffeau 
cultivated  the  feeble  plant,  foon  fprung  up  near  his  grave,  and  mixed 
its  branches  with  thofe  that  overlhadow  the  tomb  of  that  great  man. 

It  is  under  their  hofpitable  (hade  I  come  to  allure  you  that  the 
French  people  will  never  do  any  thing  to  the  prejudice  of  your  in- 
dependence. As  incapable  of  exercifmg  as  of  fufFering  tyranny, 
they  meddle  not  in  the  domeftic  affairs  of  any  government,  and 
endure  no  meddling  in  their  ov/n.  The  facred  word  I  nov/  give 
to  you  the  French  Republic  will  keep  ;  for  tyrants  alone  have  the 
fhamefui  preiogativc  of  being  perjured. 

¥/;  h  ''his  ailuranccj   iht  people  of  Geneva  will  feel  no  difficulty 
in  couiplyirg  with   thu  invitaaon   I   am  charged  to  give — to  be 
on  their  guard  againll;  every  imprelIio>i  which  may  tend  to  alter  the 
cordiality  thai  iubllfts  between  the  two  nations.

Speech  of  Citizen  Janot,  Syndic  rrefidcnt  ef  the  Jdmlnijirdtlvs  CouH" 
c'lly  in  reply, 

CITIZEN  refiderit,  the  Republic  of  Geneva  never  queftioned 
the  afFedion  of  the  French  Republic. 

Liberty,  for  which  Geneva  has  combated  for  two  centuries  ; 
the  prefent  fhe  has  made  to  the  world  of  the  tnoft  eloquent  de- 
fenders of  the  rights  of  the  people  ;  and  even  the  wrongs  done  her 
by  France  when  enllaved,  were  fure  pledges  of  the  good  will  of 
France  free  and  regenerated. 

Impure  men  may  have  exerted  themfelves  for  a  moment,  to 
deprive  us  of  this  precious  good  will ;  but  their  fuccefs,  founded 
on  impofture,  could  not  be  of  long  duration.  France  herfelf,  as 
foon  as  fhe  could  raife  her  voice,  long  ftifled  by  terror,  did  us  juf- 
tice.  She  folemnly  proclaimed  peace  and  amity  to  the  fovereiga 
people  of  Geneva  ;  and  the  choice  fhe  has  made  of  you,  citizen 
refident,  to  bring  us  this  pleafing  affurance,  is  a  new  proof  of  the 
iincerity  of  her  amicable  difpofitions. 

The  day  at  length  dawns,  when  the  amity  of  the  French  Re- 
public will  not  be  impeded  by  jealoufies  worked  up  by  ambition  ; 
w^hen  the  amity  which  has  never  ceafed  to  infpire  tis  for  that  gene- 
rous nation,  will  not  be  repreffed  by  diftruft;  when  our  mutual 
attachment  will  acquire  daily  force  by  the  fweet  habit  of  enjoy- 
ment, and  by  the  unfailing  progrefs  of  liberty  and  equality,  on 
which  it  refts. 

The  Syndics  and  Council  of  the  Republic  of  Geneva^  having  taken, 
into  their  Conjideration  by  Defire  of  the  Revolutionary  Committee^ 
the  Order  of  the  States  of  Holland  and  Weji  Friejland  of  the  I  <^th 
ef  Auguft:  laji,  by  which  the  Orders  of  the  i  %th  of  February  and 
the  i\fl  of  March,  for  fequcjjering  the  Goods ^  Effects,  Money ^ 
and  Merchandize  of  the  French,  have  been  extended  to  the  Inha- 
bitants of  Geneva.^  ivhofe  Property  in  Holland  has  been  in  like 
manner  fequejlered,  publifhcd  a  Proclamation  early  in  Sept.  1794, 
in  ivhich  they  exprefs  themfelves  in  the  following  manner, 

CONSIDERING  that  it  is  their  duty  to  prevent  the  citizens 
of  the  Republic  of  Geneva  from  experiencing  even  a  temporary 
inconvenience,  the  fyndics  and  council,  without  authorizing  re- 
prifals  until  the  States  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefland  order  the 
execution  of  their  decree,  command  provifionally  all  merchants, 
C  c  c  2  bankers, 
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bankers,  and  other  perfons  who  are  connected  with  the  merchants, 
bankers,  and  other  perfons  in  Holland,  to  lodge  in  the  hands  of  the 
fecretaries  of  the  council  at  the  Chancery,  within  a  week  from 
the  date  hereof,  an  exa(5l  ftatement  of  what  they  owe  to  the  Dutch, 
and  order  them  not  to  pay  fuch  debts  under  a  penalty  equal  to  the 
debt,  or  to  the  fum  that  may  be  paid. 

The  fyndics  and  council  further  forbid  every  perfon,  who  has 
drawn  upon  Holland,  and  whofe  draft  has  not  yet  been  honoured, 
to  reiraburfe  the  bearer  of  fuch  draft  without  the  permiffion  of  the 
Council. 

Indorfers  of  bills  of  exchange  are  not  included  in  the  prefent 
proclamation.

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  the  Maglftrates  of  Geneva  to  the  Magifirates 
cf  Frankfort, 

A  RUMOUR  has  bren  fpread  abroad  throughout  our  city, 
which  gives  much  uneafinefs  to  our  fellow-citizens,  and  in  p"ar- 
ticular  to  the  merchants  who  frequent  the  fairs  of  Frankfort  : 
it  is,  that  they  are  henceforth  to  be  excluded  from  them  in  fuch 
a  mannef,  that  they  fliall  not  enjoy,  as  heretofore,  the  liberty 
©f  making  purchafes. 

We  wifh  to  perfuade  ourfelves,  that  this  report  is  totally 
deftitute  of  foundation ;  we  cannot,  indeed,  guefs  what  motives 
eould  have  determined  your  lordfhips  to  adopt  a  meafure  againft 
the  Genevefe,  which  you  have  never  inforced  but  againlt  the 
individuals  of  a  nation  with  whom  you  may  happen  to  be  at  war, 
or  thofe  perfons  whofe  proceedings  are  likely  to  be  repugnant  to 
juftice  and  public  order. 

If  the  city  of  Geneva  cannot  quote  in  its  own  favour,  the 
fervices  rendered  to  the  city  of  Frankfort,  it  may  at  lead  truly 
affirm,  that  it  has  never  done  any  thing  which  could  be  confi- 
d^ered  by  your  lordfhips  as  an  aft  of  hoftility. 

Theeffeclsof  the  commotions  which  have  lately  taken  place 
among  us,  have  been  entirely  confined  to  the  walls  of  our  city  ; 
they  are  not  of  a  nature  to  alter  our  external  conne6tions,  and 
flill  lefs  our  political  ones. 

Geneva  is  ftill  a  free  and  independent  city,  whofe  revolutions 
are  in  no  wife  affected  by  any  foreign  power.  The  obje6l-  of 
the  revolution  which  has  lately  taken  place,  was  never,  as  has 
been  pretended,  to  bring  it  under  the  dominion  of  the  French, 
but  to  execute  jaftice  on  the  internal  enemies  of  our  independ- 
ence and  our  conilitution. 

The  government,  fuch  as  it  was  conftituted  during  the  laft 
fpring,  by  our  fovereign  aflembly,  and  fuch  as  it  was  recog- 
nized by  our  ancient  and  faithful  allies,  the  worthy  cantons  of 
Zurich  and  Berne,  has  been  preferved  within  the  ordinary 
boundaries. 
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The  extraordinary  meafures  which  have  been  adopted  foir 
fome  weeks  paft,  are  temporary  meafures  of  furety,  and  will 
cfeafe  fo  foon  as  the  neceiTary  arrangements  for  precluding  future 
commotions  Ihail  have  been  definitively  agreed  upon. 

There  does  not  therefore  exifl  any  thing  among  us,  which  can 
determine  your  lordfliips  either  to  break  or  to  fufpend  the  com- 
mercial conne^LJons  between  our  two  cities,  which  cannot  but 
contribute  to  their  mutual  profperity. 

The  protedion  with  which  your  lordfliips  have  conftantly 
honoured  thofe  of  our  fellow-citizens,  who  frequent  the  city 
of  Frankfort,  and  for  which  we  befeechyou  to  receive  cur  fin- 
cere  thanks,  affords  us  room  to  hope,  that  you  will  give  a 
favourable  reception  to  the  prefent  letter;  and  that  you  will 
■continue  your  beneficence  well  as  in  regard  to  thofe  in  our 
city,  as  to  thofe  of  our  fellow-citizens,  whofe  affairs  may  in- 
•duce  them  to  fojourn  at  Frankfort. 

We  beg  your  Lordfhips  to  be  perfuaded,  that  we  fhallnot 
omit  any  occafion  to  give  the  mofi:  effe6lual  teffimonies  of  our 
devotion  and  affe61ion.

[  7  he  Struggle  for  Freeddm  In  this  unfortunate  Country  having  no  Cun^- 
nex'ion  with  the  French  War,  none  of  its  State  Papers  are  infer  ted

The  Leyden  Ga%ette  having  maintained,  in  feveral  of  its  Numbers^ 
that  the  Proceedings  in  Poland  vjere  not  influenced  hy  the  Party  now 
predominant  in  France^  though  the  Provifional  Council  of  f-farfa-ia 
ivas  faid  to  have  acknowledged  the  French  Republic,  and  received 
a  Perfon,  named D" Aigle,  as  their  Charge  a" Affaires,  has,  in  its 
civn  Findicationi  infertcd  an  Extract  of  an  authentic  Letter  upon, 
that  Subjeft,  dated  JVarfaw,  the  ixth'ofjune,  and publifhed by 
Authority   of  the  Polifh  Government,     1  he  Extra^  is  as  follows* 

IT  is  with  equal  furprife  and  indignation  that  we  read  in  the  fo- 
reign gazettes  fo  many  abfurd  calumnies  circulated  with  a  de- 
fign  to  injure  our  caufe,  and  blacken  a  national  and  courageous 
efbrt  to  (hake  off  the  yoke  of  ftrangers,  and  defend  thofe  rights 
which  every  countrv  has  hitherto  confidered  as  the  mofl  facred.

This  jnoble  eflay  of  pure  and  genuine  patrlotifm  has  un^uflly  heert 
treated  as  the  crime  of  Jacobinifm. 

Great  as  the  difparity  between  the  caufe  in  which  the  Poles  are 
engaged,  and  that  of  the  Jacobins,  muft  appear  to  all  impartial 
ininds,  attempts  are  made  to  injure  them  with  thefe  powerful 
courts  now  fo  juftly  leagued  agatnft  the  real  Jacobins ;  they  think' 
to  impofe  upon  the  fagacity  of  the  cabinets  of  Europe^  and  deceive 
thofe  minifters  whofe  penetration  nothing  can  efcape.  They  can, 
however,  only  delude  the  mifinformed  public,  by  falfely  and  in- 
jurioufly  mifreprefenting  the  proceedings  of  Poland  as  an  effort  of 
Jacobinifm.  Our  enemies  wifli  to  brand  with  fo  deteftable  a  pur- 
pofe  the  generous  effort  of  Poland,  united  in  all  its  ftatesto  recover 
its  liberty,  its  independence,  its  integrity,  and  thofe  civil  and  po- 
litical rights  which  have  been  wreiled  from  it,  with  a  defign  to 
erafe  its  name  out  of  the  lift  of  nations. 

Tha"t  deligned  but  important  malignity  which  would  blend  two 
eaufcs  fo  oppoiite,  as  are  thofe  of  the  Jacobins  and  Poles,  falls 
into  a  contradi6l:!on  which  muft  be  injurious  to  thofe  powers,  whoj- 
oppofing  anarchy  and  Irreligion,  will  war  upon  the  jacobins  ;  for 
if  the  caufe  of  Poland,  than  which  nothing  can  be  more  jufi:,  is 
accounted  to  be  criminal  ;  and  if  there  is  no  difference  to  be  made 
betw<?en  them  and  Jacobins,  tiien  the  latter  muft  be  juftified,  and 
the  cdnfequences  of  not  making  a  diftindion  may  foon  be  felt, 
though  we  decline  to  ftate  them. 

To  fuch  raifreprelentations  is  owing  the  miftake  of  the  foreign 
gazettes,  in  regarding  the  events  of  the  ^th  of  May,  as  a  popular 
effervefcence  to  which  the  regular  courfe  of  juftice  was  obliged  to 
yield;  yet,  in-  fa£f,  nothing  has  been  precipitated.  The  crimes 
of  the  perfons  executed  were  committed  openly  in  the  face  of  the 
nation,  and  they  were  condemned  by  thel  national  opinion.  The 
offences  being  fo  publicly  known,  the  proofs  could  not  be  want- 
ing ;  the  Ruffian  archives  furniOied  the  depot  of  crimes  againft 
the  {fate,  and  the  fpace  of  three  weeks  was  amply  fuflicient  to 
.colled  the  necelTary  evidence  of  the  guilt  of  the  parties.  Nothing 
more  remained  but  the  execution  of  the  law,  though  their  ptmifii- 
ment  might  have  been  retarded^  but  for  fome  of  their  fecret  adhe- 
rents, who  in  their  imprudent  rage  provoked  the  indignation  of  the 
people,  by  circulating  the  falfc  and  perhdious  alarm  of  the  8th  of 
Mav.  The  people,  then,  excited  by  the  enemies  of  their  repofe, 
and'being  made  acquainted  with  their  artifices,  demanded,  with  a 
general  voice,  their  fentence  and  execution  ;  which  took  place  the 
next  day,  as  announced  in  all  the  public  papers.  This  was  not 
done,  as  reported,  upon  fimple  fufpicion,  but  upon  full  proof  of 
guilt,  and  after  wKhing  (as  the  fubjoined  notes  of  the  apoftolic 
iiuncio  will  fhewj  to  fubmit  in  the  cafe  of  a  certain  bifhop,  to  the 
laws  of  the  church,  if  not  over-r«led   by  the  imperious  neceJlity 

impofed 
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jmpofed  by  the  public  fafety  in  a  moment  equally  critical  and 
extraordinary. 

Would  it  have  been  prudent,  when  an  enraged  people,  in  arms 
and  confufion,  having  recourfe  to  the  chicanery  of  forms,  and  de- 
ferring for  a  time  the  punifhment  of  the  guilty,  to  give  rife  to  a  . 
tumult,  in  which  the  innocent  may  fuffer,  and  the  general  fecurity 
be  endangered  !  Have  we  not,  ip  a  recent  infiance,  had  an  example 
of  a  people,  happy,  and  juftly  proud  of  their  conditution,  and  re- 
prefented  by  their  Parliament  r  Have  we  not  feen  them,  without 
hefitation,  difpenfe  v»'ith  their  habeas-  corpus,  the  palladium  of 
their  loved  conftitution,  in  conformity  to  the  wife  propofal  of  its 
government,  at  a  moment  of  expofure  and  of  danger  ?  This  is  a 
fufficient  proof,,  that  perilous  and  urgent  fmiations  are  not  to  be 
fubjedled  to  the  forms  of  ordinary  procedure. 

The  foreign  gazettes  alfo  fpeak  of  one  D'Aigle,  whom  they 
fuppofed  to  have  been  acknowledged  here  by  the  government,  and 
introduced  to  the  king  as  agent  of  the  French  Republic  ;  but  the 
impofture  will  vanilh,  when  it  is  known  that  the  fam.e  D'Aigle, 
inftead  of  being  received  in  ftich  a  capacity,  has  been  detained  as 
a  fufpefled  perfon  in  the  prefent  circumftances. 

As  to  the  other  falfe,  malicious,  and  ridiculous  infinuations  with 
which  the  foreign  papers  abound,  of  our  revolutionary  tribunals, 
bonnets  rouge,  cropt  hair,  fans  culotte  drefs,  and  impunity  for 
all  offences  during  the  revolution,  &c.  they  are  abfurdities  not 
worthy  to  be  refuted,  and  arife  from  an  unpardonable  ignorance 
of  the  chara£ler  and  manners  of  Poland  and  its  troops.  They  have 
even  prefumed  to  employ  malicious  criticifm  on  the  religious 
worfhip,  and  the  prayers  which  our  generaliffimo  Kofciulko  is  in 
the  habit  of  offering  up  to  Heaven  previous  to  a  battle — a  cuilom 
which  fhould  ferve  as  an  example  to  all  others,  and  furnifh  the 
world  with  a  proof  that  jacobin ifm  and  irreligion,  fo  far  from 
being  generally  adopted,  have  gained  no  profelytes  in  Poland.

AN  ample  feledion  of  the  mofl  important  papers  relative  to 
the  points  in  difpute  which  have  arifen  between  Great- 
Bxitain  and  America  fince  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  war, 
as  well  as  of  the  papers  and  proceedings  between  the  French  go- 
vernment and  the  United  Slates,  is  here  given  ;  but  it  would  be  as 
inconfiftent  with  the  plan  of  this  work,  as  inconvenient  tc-  its  li- 
mits, to  infert  all  the  (late  papers,  on  the  non-perforiranc*;  of  the 
ilipulations  of  the  treaty  of  peace  in  1783,  which  have  been  re- 
cently broiv'it  into  difcullion.  They  are  publifhed  in  two  pam- 
phlets by  Dcbrett,  and  are  of  much  importanc#  in  confidering  the

differences  between  this  country  and  America  ;  but  are  of  no  im- 
portance with  regard  to  the  French  war.  The  following  lliort 
ftatement,  however,  may  be  necelfary  to  explain  paffagesand  allu- 
lions  in  other  papers,  afterwards  given  at  full  length, 

In  1 79 1 J  Mr.  Hammond,  the  Britifh  minifter  to  the  United 
States,  began  a  correfpondence  with  Mr.  Jefferfcn,  the  American 
Jecretary  of  ftate  ;  which  had  for  its  object  the  improvement  of 
the  commerce  between  the  two  countries,  and  the  termination  of 
all  mifunderftanding.  Mr.  JefFerfon  lirfl;  entered  into  the  fubjeds 
of  complaint  in  a  note  dated  Priiladelphia,  15th  Dec.  1791,  in 
•which  he  contended,  the  provilional  and  definitive  treaties,  in 
their  7th  article,  ftipulated  that  his  "  Britannic  Majefty  fhould, 
>vith  all  convenient  fpeed,  and  without  csufing  any  o'eftrudion, 
or  carrying  away  any  negroes,  or  other  property  of  the  American 
inhabitants,  withdraw  all  his  armies,  garrifons,  and  fleets  from  the 
faid  United  States,  and  from  every  port,  place,  and  harbour  within 
the  fame." 

But  the  Britifh  garrifons  were  not  withdrawn  with  all  conve. 
Rient  fpeed,  nor  have  ever  yet  been  withdrawn  from  Michillimack' 
inac,  on  Lake  Michigan  ;  Detroit,  on  the  ftreight  of  Lakes  Erie 
and  Huron  ;  Fort  Erie,  on  Lake  Erie  :  Niagara,  Ofwego,  on 
Lake  Ontario  ;  Ofwegatchie,  on  the  river  St.  Lawrence  ;  Point 
Au-fer,  and  Dutchman's  Point,  on  Lake  Champlain. 

2d.  The  Brituli  officers  have  undertaken  to  exercife  a  jnrifdic-. 
tiott  over  the  country  and  inhabitants  in  the  vicinities  of  thofe 
forts  ;  and, 

3d.  They  have  excluded  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  from 
navigating,  even  on  our  fide  of  the  middle  line  of  the  rivers  and 
lakes  eftabliflied  as  a  boundary  between  the  two  nations. 

By  thefe  proceedings  we  have  been  intercepted  entirely  from  the 
commerce  of  furs  with  the  Lidian  nations  to  the  northward;  a 
commerce  which  had  ever  been  of  great  importance  to  the  United 
States,  not  only  for  its  intrinfic  value,  but  as  it  was  the  means  of 
cheriihing  peace  with  thofe  Indians,  and  of  fupcrfeding  thenecef- 
fity  of  that  expenfive  warfare  we  have  been  obliged  to  carry  on 
v/ith  them  during  the  time  that  thcfe  pofts  have  been  in  other 
Iiands. 

On  withdrawing  the  troops  from  New-York,  ift,  A  large  em- 
barkation of  negroes,  of  the  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States,  took  place  before  the  cominiihoners  on  our  part  for 
infpeding  and  fuperintending  enibarkations  had  arrived  there, and 
without  any  account  ever  rendered  thereof.  2d.  Near  three  thou- 
fand  others  were  publicly  carried  away  by  the  avowed  order  of  the 
British  commanding  officer,  and  under  the  view,  and  againft  the 
Temond  ranees  of  our  commiifioners.  3d.  Avery  great  nimiber 
were  carried  off  in  private  velTels,  if  not  by  the  expref;'  perm.ifhon, 
yet  certainly  without  oppoution  on  the  part  of  the  commanding 

officer. 
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officer,  wlio  alone  had  the  means  of  preventing  if,  and  without 
admitting  the  infpedlion  of  the  AmeHcan  commiffioners ;  and, 
4th.  Of  other  fpecies  of  property  carried  away,  the  commanding 
officer  permitted  no  examination  at  alh 

A  difference  of  opinion,  too,  having  arifen  as  to  the  river  in- 
tended by  the  plenipotentiaries  to  be  the  boundary  between  us  and 
the  dominions  of  Great-Britain,  and  by  them  called  the  St.  Croix; 
which  name,  it  feems,  is  given  to  two  different  rivers^  the  afcer- 
taining  of  this  point  becomes  a  matter  of  prefent  urgency  :  it  has 
heretofore  been  the  fubjedl  of  applications  from  us  to  the  govern- 
ment of  Great-Britain. 

There  are  other  fmaller  matters  between  the  two  nations  which 
remairi  to  be  adjufled  ;  but  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  refer  thefe 
tor  fettlement  through  the  ordinary  channel  of  our  minifterSj  than 
to  embarrafs  the -prefent  important  difcuffions  with  them:  they 
can  never  be  obftaclcs  tofriendfhip  and  harmony. 

Permit  me  now,  Sir,  to  afk  from  you  a  fpecification  of  the  par- 
ticular a6ts,  which,  being  confidered  by  his  Britannic  Majefty  as  a 
non-compliance  on  our  part  with  the  engagements  contaiir  lin  the 
'4th,  5th,  and  6th  articles  of  the  treaty,  induced  him  to  juipcnd  the 
execution  of  the  7th,  and  render  a  feparate  difcuffion  of  them  inad- 
miffible. 

In  anfwer  to  this,  Mr.  Hammond,  the  Britifii  minifter,  in  a  me- 
morial, dated  the  5th  of  March,  1792,  complains,  that,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  treaty,  in  many  of  the  itates  the  fubjecfts  of  the  crown,  in 
endeavouring  to  obtain  the  reftitution  of  their  Ibrfeited  eitatcs  and 
property,  upon  refunding  the  price  to  the  purchaferSj  have  been 
treated  with  indignity— menaced,  expofed  to  perfonal  danger j  and 
in  fome  inftances  imprifoned,  Proiecucions  have  been  commenced 
againft  hisMajefty's  fubje£ls  for  the  part  which  they  had  takesi  in 
the  late  war.  In  many  of  the  ftates,  !av,^s  have  adtaally  paiTed,  de- 
laying the  legal  invefligation  of  jufl  claims,  and  abridging  the  de- 
mands of  Britifli  merchants.  Local  regidations^  in  reipe6t  to  the 
tender  of  property  in  difcharge  of  juft  debts,  have  prevailed  to  fuch 
an  extent  as  to  amount  to  a  prohibition  of  fuits. 

In  many  of  the  State  courts  decifionshave  taken  place,  reducing 
the  amount  of  Britiih  debts,  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  origi- 
nal contrads  ;  and  fome  of  thofe  courts  have  poiitively  refufed  to 
take  cognizance  of  fiilts  inftituted  for  the  recovery  of  Britifh 
debts.  He  then  proceeds  to  (hew,  more  particularly,  the  difficul- 
ties thrown  in  the  way  of  Britifli  fubjedls  endeavouring  to  recover 
their  property  in  A.merica  ;  and  concludes  with  obfcrving,  that 
fuch  is  the  nature  of  the  fpecific  fa6ls  which  the  king,  my  mafter, 
i\as  confidered  as  infraclions  of  the  treaty  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  and  in  confequence  of  which  his  Majelhy  has  deemed  it 
expedient  to  fufpend  the  full  execution,  on  his  part,  of  the  7th  ar- 
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tide  of  that  treaty.  On  this  head  alfo,  it  is  neceflary  to  premife 
the  following  evident  diftindlion  :  That  the  king  has  contented 
himfelf  with  a  mere  fufpenfion  of  that  article  of  the  treaty  ;  where- 
as the  United  States  have  not  only  withheld  from  fubje£ts  of  the 
crown  that  redrefs  to  which  they  were  entitled  under  the  terms  of 
the  treaty,  but  alfo  many  of  the  dates  have,  fubfequent  to  the  peace, 
paiTed  new  legillative  regulations  in  violation  of  the  treaty,  and  im- 
poiing  additional  hardihips  on  individuals,  whom  the  national  faith 
of  the  United  States  was  pledged,  under  precife  and  folemn  ftipu- 
lations,  to  infure  and  protect  from  future  injury. 

On  the  grounds,  therefore,  of  the  irreparable  injury  which  many 
clafles  of  his  fubjeds  have  fuftained,  and  of  the  heavy  expenfe  to 
which  the  Britifh  nation  has  been  fubje£led  by  the  non-perform- 
ance of  their  engagements  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  the 
nieafure  that  the  king  has  adopted  (^of  delaying  his  compliance  with 
the  7th  article  of  the  treaty)  is  perfectly  jultifiable. 

To  all  the  complaints  of  Mr.  Hammond,  Mr.  JefFerfon  replied 
at  great  length,  and  with  much  minutenefs,  in  a  memorial  dated, 
the  29th  of  May,  1792,  which  the  Britifh  minifter  tranfmitted  to 
his  court  ;  but  to  which,  fo  late  as  the  fummer  of  1794,  he  had 
received  no  fuch  anfwer  as  enabled  him  to  give  any  further  expia- 
tion to  the  United  States.

SiRj, 

"WE  have  received,  through  a  channel  which  cannot  be  confl- 
dered  as  authentic,  the  copy  of  a  paper,  ftyled,  *'  Additional  In- 
ftruftions  to  the  Commanders  of  his  Majefty's  Ships  of  War,  and 
Privateers,  &c."  dated  at  St.  James's,  June  8th,  1793.  If  this 
paper  be  authentic,  I  have  little  doubt  but  that  you  will  have 
taken  meafures  to  forward  it  to  me.  But  as  your  communication 
of  it  may  mifcarry,  and  time  in  the  mean  while  be  loft,  it  has  been 
thought  better  that  it  fhould  be  fuppofed  authentic  ;  that,  on  that 
fuppofition,  1  fhould  notice  to  you  its  very  exceptionable  nature, 
and  the  neceflity  of  obtaining  explanations  on  the  fubjedl  from 
the  Britifh  government ;  defiring,  at  the  fame  time,  that  you  will 
confider  this  letter  as  proviiionally  written  only,  and  as  if  never 
written,  in  the  event  that  the  paper,  which  is  the  occafion  of  it,  be 
not  genuine. 

TJte  firft  article  of  it  permits  all  veflels,  laden  wholly  or  in  part 
with  corn,  flour,  or  meal,  bound  to  any  port  in  France,  to  be  flop- 
ped, and  feflt  into  any  Britifli  port,  to  be  purchafed  by  that  go- 
vernment. 
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vernment,  or  to  be  releafed  only  on  the  condition  of  fecurity  given 
by  the  mafter,  that  he  will  proceed  to  difpofe  of  his  cargo  in  the 
ports  of  fome  country  in  amity  with  his  Majefty. 

This  article  is  fo  manifeftly  contrary  to  the  law  of  nations,  that 
nothing  more  would  feem  neceiTary,  than  to  obferve  that  it  is  fo. 
Reafon  and  ufage  have  eftablifhed,  that  when  two  nations  go  to 
war,  thofe  who  chufe  to  live  in  peace,  retain  their  natural  right  to 
purfue  their  agriculture,  manuiadures,  and  other  ordinary  voca- 
tions ;  to  carry  the  produce  of  their  induftry,  for  exchange,  to  all 
nations,  belligerent  or  neutral,  as  ufual ;  to  go  and  come  freely, 
without  injury  or  moleftation  :  and,  in  fhort,  that  the  war  among 
others,  (hall  be,  for  them,  as  if  it  did  not  exift.  One  reftri6lion 
on  their  natural  rights  has  been  fubmitted  to  by  nations  at  peace  ; 
that  is  to  fay,  that  of  not  furnifhing  to  either  party  implements 
merely  of  war,  for  the  annoyance  of  the  other,  nor  any  thing  what- 
ever to  a  place  blockaded  by  its  enemy.  What  thefe  implements 
of  war  are,  has  been  fo  often  agreed,  and  is  fo  well  underflood,  as 
to  leave  little  queftion  about  them  at  this  day.  There  does  not 
exift,  perhaps,  a  nation  in  our  commgn  hemifphere,  which  has 
not  made  a  particular  enumeration  of  them,  in  fome  or  all  of  their 
treaties,  under  the  name  of  contraband.  It  fuffices,  for  the  pre- 
fent  occafion,  to  fay,  that  corn,  flour,  and  meal,  are  not  of  the 
clafs  of  contraband,  and  confequently  remain  articles  of  free  com- 
merce. A  culture,  which,  like  that  of  the  foil,  gives  employment 
to  fuch  a  proportion  of  mankind,  could  never  be  fufpended  by  the 
whole  earth,  or  interrupted  for  them,  whenever  any  tv^^o  nations 
ftiould  think  proper  to  go  tawar. 

The  flate  of  war,  then,  exifling  between  Great-Britain  and 
France  furnifhes  no  legitimate  right  to  either  to  interrupt  the 
agriculture  of  the  United  States,  or  the  peaceable  exchange  of 
its  produce  with  all  nations  ;  and  confequently,  the  alTumption  of 
it  will i)e  as  lawful  hereafter  as  now,  in  peace  as  in  war.  No 
ground,  acknowledged  by  the  common  reafon  of  mankind,  autho- 
rifes  this  adl  now  ;  and  unacknowledged  ground  may  be  taken  at 
any  time  and  all  times.  We  fee,  then,  a  practice  begun,  to 
which  no  time,  nocircumftances,  prefcribe  any  limits ;  and  which 
ftrikes  at  the  root  of  cur  agriculture  ;  that  branch  of  induftry, 
which  gives  food,  cloathing,  and  comfort,  to  the  great  mafs  of  the 
inhabitants  of  thefe  ftates.  If  any  nation  whatever  has  a  right  to 
Ihut  up,  to  our  produce,  all  the  ports  of  the  earth,  except  her  own 
and  thofe  of  her  friends,  fhe  may  (but  up  thefe  alfo,  and  fo  confine 
us  within  our  own  limits.  No  nation  can  fubfcribe  to  fijch  pre- 
tenfions ;  no  nation  can  agree,  at  the  mere  will  and  intereft  of  an- 
other, to  have  its  peaceable  induftry  fufpended,  and  its  citizens  re- 
duced to  idlenefs  and  want.  The  lofs  of  our  produce,  if  deftined 
for  foreigt}  markets,  or  that  lofs  which  would  refult  from  an  arbi- 
D  d  d  2  trary , 
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trary  reflralnt  of  our  markets,  is  a  tax  too  ferious  for  us  to  acqui- 
efce  in.  It  is  not  enough  for  a  nation  to  fay,  we  and  our  friends 
Tviil  bi-iy  your  produce.  We  have  a  right  to  anfwer,  that  it  fuits 
us  better  to  fell  to  their  enemies  as  well  as  their  friends.  Our  fhips 
do  not  go  to  France  to  return  empty  ;  they  go  to  exchange  the 
furplus  of  one  produce,  which  we  can  fpare,  for  furpluffes  of  other 
kinds,  which  they  can  fpare,  and  we  want ;  which  they  can  fur- 
niih  on  better  terms,  and  m.ore  to  our  mind,  than  Great-Britain 
or  her  friends.  We  huve  a  right  to  judge  for  ourfelves  what 
market  beft  fuits  us,  and  they  have  none  to  forbid  to  us  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  neceflaries  and  comforts  which  we  may  obtain  from 
any  ether  independent  country. 

This  a6l_,  too,  tends  dire£lly  to  draw  us  from  that  ftate  of  peace 
into  which  we  are  wiihing  to  remain.  It  is  an  eflential  charadcr 
of  neutrality,  to  furniih  no  aids  (not  ftipulated  by  treaty)  to  on© 
party,  which  we  are  nut  equally  ready  to  furnifh  to  the  other.  If 
we  permit  corn  to  be  fentto  Great -Britain  and  her  friends,  we  are 
eqiiaily  bound  to  permit  it  to  France.  To  reftrain  it,  would  be  a 
partiality  which  might  lead  to  war  with  France  ;  and,  between  re- 
itraining  it  ourfelves,  and  permitting  her  enemies  to  reftrain  it  un- 
rightfully, is  no  difference.  She  would  confider  this  as  a  mere 
pretext,  of  which  flie  would  not  be  the  dupe  ;  and  on  what  ho- 
jiourable  ground  could  v^e  otherwife  explain  it?  Thus  we  fhould 
fee  ourfelves  plunged,  by  this  unauthorifed  ail  of  Great-Britain, 
into  a  v.ar,  wjtJi  which  we  meddle  not,  and  which  we  wifh  to 
avoid,  if  jiiftlce  to  all  parties,  and  from  all  parties,  will  enable  us 
to  avoid  it.  In  the  cafe  where  we  found  ourfelves  obliged,  by 
treaty,  to  withiiold  froin  the  enemies  of  i^rance  the  right  of  arm- 
ing in  our  ports,  we  thought  ourfelves  in  juftice  bound  to  withhold 
the  fame  right  from  France  alfo  ;  and  we  did  it.  Were  -we  to 
withhold  from  her  fuppliesof  provifious,  we  Ihould,  in  like  man- 
ner, be  bound  to  withhold  them  from  her  enemies  alfo,  and  thus 
fhut  to  ourfelves  all  the  ports  of  Europe  where  corn  is  in  demand, 
or  make  ourfelves  parties  in  the  war.  This  is  a  dilemma  which 
Great-Britain  has  no  right  to  force  upon  us,  and  for  which  no  pre^ 
text  can  be  found  in  any  part  of  our  conduct.  She  may,  indeed, 
feel  the  defire  of  ftarviiig  an  enemy  nation  ;  but  ilie  can  have  no 
right  of  doing  it  at  our  lofs,   nor  of  making  us  the  inftrumerit 

of  it. 

The  prefident,  therefore,  defires  that  you  will  iminedjately  enter 
into  explanations  on  this  fubjed  with  the  Britifh  government. 
Lay  before  them,  in  friendly  and  temperate  terms,  all  the  demon- 
flrations  of  the  iinjury  done  us  by  this  aft,  and  endeavour  to  obtain 
a  revocation  of  it,  and  full  indemnification  to  any  citizens  of  thefe 
ilates,  who  may  have  fufFered  by  it.  In  the  mean  time,  accom- 
pany your  reprefentations  with  every  affurancp  of  our  earneft  de- 
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fire  to  live  on  terms  of  the  beft  friendfhip  and  harmony  with  them, 
and  to  found  our  expedations  of  juftice  on  their  part,  on  a  ftridl 
obfervance  of  it  on  our's. 

It  is  with  concern,  however,  I  am  obliged  to  obferve,  that  fo 
marked  has  been  the  inattention  of  the  Britifh  court  to  every  ap- 
plication which  has  been  made  to  them  on  any  fubjedl  by  this  go- 
vernment (not  a  fmgle  anfvver,  I  believe,  having  ever  been  given  to 
one  of  them,  except  in  the  a£l  of  exchanging  a  minifter]  that  it 
may  become  unavoidable  in  certain  cafes,  where  an  anfwer  of 
fome  fort  is  neceffary,  to  confider  their  filence  as  an  anfwer — per- 
haps this  is  their  intention.  Still,  however,  defirous  of  furnilhing 
no  colour  of  offence,  we  do  not  wifh  you  to  name  to  them  any 
term  for  giving  an  anfwer.  Urge  one  as  much  as  you  can  with- 
out commitment ;  and  on  the  firft  day  of  December  be  fo  good  as 
to  give  us  information  of  the  ftate  in  which  this  matter  is,  that  it 
may  be  received  during  the  feffion  of  Congrefs. 

The  fecond  article  of  the  fame  inftruction  allows  the  armed 
vefTels  of  Great-Britain  to  feize,  for  condemnation,  all  vefTels  on 
their  firfl  attempt  to  enter  a  blockaded  port,  except  thofe  of  Den- 
mark and-Sweden,  which  are  to  be  prevented  only,  but  not  feized, 
on  their  firft  attempt.  Of  the  nations  inhabiting  the  fhores  of  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  and  pra6tifing  its  navigation,  Deninark,  Sweden, 
and  the  United  States,  alone  are  neutral.  To  declare  then  all 
neutral  veffels  (for  as  to  the  ve.Tels  of  the  belligerent  powers  no 
order  was  neceffary)  to  be  legal  prize  which  fhall  attempt  to  entef 
a  blockaded  port,  except  thofe  of  Denmark  and  Sweden,  is  exadly 
to  declare  that  the  vefTels  of  the  United  States  fhall  be  lawful  prize, 
and  thofe  of  Denmark  and  Sweden  fhall  not.  It  is  of  little  confe-r 
quence  that  the  article  has  avoided  naming  the  United  States,  fince 
it  has  ufed  a  defcription  applicable  to  them,  and  to  them  alone, 
while  it  exempts  the  others  from  its  operation  by  name.  You 
will  be  pleafed  to  afk  an  explanation  of  this  diftindion,  and  you 
will  be  able  to  fay  in  difcuiiing  its  juftice,  that  in  every  circum- 
ftance  we  treat  Great-Britain  on  the  footing  of  the  moil  favoured 
nation,  where  our  treaties  do  not  preclude  us,  and  that  even  thefe 
arc  juit  as  favourable  to  her,  as  her's  are  to  us.  Poffibly  Ihe  may 
be  bound  by  treaty  to  admit  this  exception  in  favour  of  Denmark 
and  Sweden,  but  ihe  cannot  be  bound  by  treaty  to  withhold  it  from 
us ;  and  if  it  be  wirhhcid  merely  becaufe  not  eftablifhed  with  us 
by  treaty,  what  might  not  we,  on  the  fame  ground,  have  withheld 
from  Great-Britain  during  the  fhort  courfe  of  the  prefent  war,  as 
well  as  the  peace  which  has  preceded  it  r 

Whether  thefe  explanations  with  the  Britifh  government  fliall' 
be  verbal  or  in  writing,  is  left  to  yourfelf.     Verbal  communica- 
tions are  very  infecure,  for  it  is  only  to  deny  them,  or  to  change 
their  terras,  in  order  to  do  away  their  e|Fe6l  at  any  time.     Thofe 
4  '  ?n- 
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in  writing  have  many  and  obvious  advantages,  and  ought  to  be  pre- 
ferred, unlefs  there  be  obftacles  of  which  we  are  not  apprized.

Additional  Inftruii'ions  to  the  Commanders  of  his  Majeftys 
Ships  of  War  and  Privateers  that  have  or  may  have 
Letters  of  Marque  againft  France.  Given  at  our  Court 
at  St.  James's,  the  eighth  Day  of  JunCy  17933  cind  in 
the  thirty-third  Tear  of  our  Rei  n. 

ift,  THAT  it  fliall  be  lawful  to  flop  and  detain  all  vefTels loaded 
wholly  or  in  part  with  corn,  flour,  or  meal,  bound  to  any  port  in 
France,  or  any  port  occupied  by  the  armies  of  France,  and  to  fend 
them  to  fuch  ports  as  fliall  be  mofl  convenient,  in  order  that  fuch' 
corn,  meal,  or  flour,  may  be  purchafed  on  behalf  of  his  Majefliy's 
government,  and  the  fhips  be  re  leafed  after  fuch  purchafe,  and  after 
a  due  allowance  for  freight,  or  that  the  mailers  of  fuch  fhips  on 
giving  due  fecurity,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  court  of  admiralty, 
be  permitted  to  proceed  to  diipofe  of  their  cargoes  of  corn,  meal, 
or  flour,  in  the  ports  of  any  country  in  amity  with  his  Majefty. 

2d,  That  it  fliali  be  lawful  for  the  commanders  of  his  Majefty's 
fhips  of  war  and  privateers,  that  have,  or  may  have  letters  of  marque 
againll  France,  to  feize  all  fhips,  whatever  be  their  cargoes,  that 
Ihall  be  i'  >und  attempting  to  enter  any  blockaded  port,  and  to  fend 
ihe  fame  for  condemnation,  together  with  iheir  cargoes,  except 
^the  fhips  of  Denmark  and  Sweden,  which  fliall  only  be  prevented 
from  entering  on  the  lirfl:  attempt,  but  on  the  fecond  lliall  be  fent 
in  for  condemnation  likewife. 

3d,  That  in  cafe  his  Majefty  fhall  declare  any  port  to  be  block- 
aded, the  com.manders  of  his  Majefty 's  ftiips  of  war  and  privateers, 
that  have,  or  may  have  letters  of  marque  againft  France,  are  hereby 
enjoined,  if  they  meet  with  fhips  at  fea,  which  appear  from  their 
papers  to  be  deftined  to  fuch  blockaded  port,  but  to  have  failed 
from  the  ports  of  their  refpedtive  countries,  before  the  declaration 
of  the  blockade  fhall  have  arrived  there,  to  advertife  them  thereof, 
and  to  admonifh  them  to  go  to  other  ports,  but  they  are  not  to  mo- 
left  them  afterwards,  unlefs  it  fhall  appear,  that  they  have  continued 
their  courfe  with  intent  to  enter  the  blockaded  port,  in  which  cafe 
they  fhall  be  fubjed  to  capture  and  condemnation,  asftiali  likewife  all 
fhips  wherefoever  found,  that  fhall  appear  to  have  failed  from  their 
ports,  bound  to  any  port  which  his  Majefty  fliall  have  declared  to 
be  blockaded,  after  fuch  declaration  fhall  have  been  known  in  the 
country  from  which  they  failed,  and  all  fiiips  which  in  the  courfe 
-     ,  of 
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©f  the  voyage  fhall  have  received  notice  of  the  blockade  in  any 
manner,  and  yet  fliall  have  purfued  their  courle  with  intent  to  en- 
ter the  fame.

I  HAVEthe  honour  oftranfmitting  to  you  a  copy  of  an  additional 
inftru(3ion,  given  by  his  Majelly's  order  in  council,  to  the  com- 
manders of  the  Britilli  armed  veflels,  refpeding  the  commerce  of 
neutral  nations  with  France  in  the  articles  of  grain,  and  alfo  with 
regard  to  fuch  French  ports  as  may  in  the  courfe  of  the  war,  be 
blocked  by  his  Majefty  or  of  the  other  powers  engaged  in  the  war. 

In  communicating  to  you  this  paper,  it  is  neceifary  for  me  to  re- 
mark, that  by  the  h^w  of  nations,  as  laid  down  by  the  mod  modern 
writers,  it  is  exprefsly  {fated,  that  all  provifions  are  to  be  confidered 
as  contraband,  and  as  fuch  liable  to  confifcation  ;  in  the  cafe  where 
the  depriving  an  enemy  of  thefe  fupplies,  is  one  of  the  means  in- 
tended to  be  employed  for  reducing  him  to  reafonable  terms  of 
peace. — The  adual  fituation  of  France  is  notorioufly  fuch,  as  to 
lead  to  the  employing  of  this  mode  of  diftrefling  her  by  the  joint 
operations  of  the  different  powers  engaged  in  the  war,  and  the  rea- 
foning  which  in  thefe  authors  applies  to  all  cafes  of  this  fort,  is 
certainly  much  more  applicable  to  the  prefent  cafe,  in  which  the 
diftrefs  refults  from  the  unufual  m.ode  of  war,  employed  by  the 
enemy -himfelf,  in  having  armed  almoft  the  whole  labouring  clafs 
of  the  French  nation,  for  the  purpofe  oi  copimencing  znA  fupporting 
hoftilities  againft  all  the  governments  of  Europe. — But  this  reafon- 
ing  is  moft  of  all  applicable  to  the  circumftances  of  a  trade  which 
is  now  in  a  great  meafure  entirely  carried  on  by  the  adually  ruling 
party  of  France  itfelf,  and  which  is  therefore  no  longer  to  be  re- 
garded as  a  mercantile  fpeculation  of  individuals,  but  as  an  imme- 
diate operation  of  the  very  perfons  who  have  declared  war,  and  are 
now  carrying  it  on  againft  Great-Britain. — On  thefe  confiderations, 
therefore,  the  powers  at  war  would  have  been  juftifiuble  if  they  had 
confidered  all  provifions  as  contraband,;  and  had  dire£led  them  as 
fuch  to  be  brought  in  for  conhfcation. 

But  the  prefent  meafure  purfued  by  his  Majefty's  government,  fo 
far  from  going  to  the  extent  which  the  law  of  nations  and  the  cir- 
cumftances of  the  cafe  would  have  warranted,  only  has  prevented 
the  French  from  being  fupplied  with  corn,  omitting  all  mention  of 
ether  provifions,  and  even  v/ith  refpe6t  to  corn,  the  regulation 
adopted  is  one,  which  inftead  of  confifcating  the  cargoes,  fecures 
to  the  proprietors,  fuppcfing  them  neutral,  a  full  indemnification 
for  any  lofs  they  may  polTibly  fuftain. 

With  refpe6l  to  the  rule  that  has  been  adopted  relative  to  ports 
blockaded,  it  is  conformable  to  the  general  law  and  practice  of  all 

nations. 
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nations,  and  the  exception  there  mentioned  as  to  Denmark  and 
Sweden,  has  reference  to  exifting  treaties  with  thofe  powers ;  and 
cannot,  therefore,  give  any  juft  grounds  of  umbrage  or  jealoufy  to 
other  powers,  between  whom  and  Great-Britain  no  fuch  treaties 
fubfift. 

Before  I  conclude  this  letter,  I  deem  it  proper  to  exprefs  my 
hope  that  you,  Sir,  will  perceive,  in  the  communication  iffelf  of 
this  paper,  a  proof  of  my  willingnefs  to  furniih  this  government 
■with  any  intelligence  that  may  be  interefting  to  it,  and  thereby  to 
anticipate  the  neceffity  of  inquiries  on  the  fubjedl ;  and  I  cannot 
avoid  farther  adding  my  convi6lion  that  the  explanation  I  have 
now  given  of  this  meafure,  will  fatisfadorily  evince  the  propriety 
of  recurring  to  it  in  the  prefent  inftance.

I  HAVE  yet  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favour  of  the 
I2thinftant,  covering  an  additional  inflrudion  to  the  commanders 
of  Britiili  armed  veifels,  and  explaining  its  principles,  and  I  receive 
it  readily  as  a  proof  of  your  willingnefs  to  anticipate  our  inquiries  on 
fubjeds  interefting  to  us.  Certainly  none  was  ever  more  fo  than 
the  inftruclion  in  queftion,  as  it  ftrikes  at  the  root  of  our  agricul- 
ture, and  at  the  means  of  obtaining  for  our  citizens  in  general,  the 
numerous  articles  of  neceffity  and  comfort  which  they  do  not  make 
for  themfelves,  but  have  hitherto  procured  from  other  nations  by 
exchange.  The  paper  had  been  before  communicated  to  the  pre* 
fident,  and  inftruaions  immediately  fent  to  our  miniiter  at  London, 
to  make  proper  reprefentations  on  the  fubjed,  in  the  efFedof  which 
we  have  all  that  confidence  which  the  juftice  of  the  Britilb  govern- 
ment is  calculated  to  infpire.  That  "  all  provifions  are  to  be  con- 
fidered  as  contraband  in  the  cafe  where  the  depriving  an  enemy  of 
thefe  fupplies  is  one  of  the  means  Intended  to  be  employedy"  or  in 
any  cafe  but  that  of  a  place  aciually  blockaded^  is  a  pofition  entirely 
new.  However,  the  difcuffion  having  been  transferred  to  another ' 
place,  I  forbear  to  enter  into  it  here. 

We  had  conjedured,  but  did  not  before  certainly  know,  that  the 
diftindion  which  the  inftrudion  makes  between  Denmark  andSwe- 
den  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  United  States  on  the  other,  in  the  cafe 
ot  veflels-bound  to  ports  blockaded,  was  on  the  principle  explained 

bv 
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hy  you,  that  what  was  yielded  to  thofe  countries  by  treatj'-,  it  is  not 
unfriendly  to  refufe  to  us,  becaufs  not  yielded  to  us  by  treaty,  I  fhail 
^lot  conteft  the -right  of  the  principle,  as  a  right  to  its  reciprocity 
neceflarily  refults  to  us.

THE  inclofed  copy  of  additional  inftrudions  to  the  commanders 
of  Britifh  men  of  war  and  privateers  will  (hew  the  further  em- 
barraffment  to  which  our  commerce  will  be  fubjedled  in  the  pre- 
fent  war.    Thefe  inftruilions,  though  dated  the  ^th  of  June,  were 
not  finally  ifilied  to  the  admiralty  till  the  28th.     Lord  Grenvilk 
juftifies  them  from  the  authority  of  the  writers  on  the  law  of  na- 
tions,   particularly    2d   Vattel,   72,   73,    and   urges,   that  by   the 
do6lrine  there  laid  down  they  have  not  gone  fo  far  as  tliey  would 
have  been  juflified   in  proceeding,   conlidering  the  profpedt  they 
have  of  reducing  their  enemy  by  fuch  means,  the  inllruilions  not 
extending  to  all  kinds  of  provifions,  nor  to  confifcations  of  thofp 
kinds  that  are  mentioned.    That  the  exifting  circumilances  juitify/- 
ing  them  in  confidering  grain  as  amo«g  contraband  articles,  they 
.conne  within  the  proclamation  iffued  by  th«  pre:fid.£nt.     That  the 
French  government  are  in  fadl  the  only  importers  of  grain  into 
that  country.     That  the  meafure  was  fo  guarded  by  d.ireding  the 
j)roperty  to  be  paid  for,  together  Avith  the  freight,  that  the  owners 
could  fuffer  no  lofs,  a  liberal  price  being  always  alJow^ed  in  thefe 
cafes,  and  he  was  hopeful  the  matter  woiuld  be  fo  conduced  as  to 
give  fatisfa£lion  to  the  parties  concerned.     I  urged  every  argu- 
ment that  fuggefted  itfelf  to  me,  in  fu pport  of  the  neutral  rights 
?which  I  contended  were  injured  in  this  inftance,  pointed  to  incon- 
venienoies  that  would  attend  the  execution   of  the  inftrudions, 
and  urged  that  the  cafe  put  by  Vattel,  af  a  well-grounded  hope  of 
reducing  the  enemy  by  famine,  did  not  exift,  provifions  being  now 
cheaper  in  the  ports  of  France  than  in  thofe  of  England.     IyOr4 
Grenville,  on  being  aflced,  faid,  Spain  would  purfue  the  fame  lin^ 
of  condu6l ;  and  upon  its  being  objedled,  that  even  their  late  con.,- 
yention  with  Ruffia  did  not  extend  to  this  objeft,  he  anfwered, 
that  though  it  was  not  exprefsly  mentioned,  it  was  fully  underftood 
by  both  parties  to  be  within  the  intention  of  it.     At  the  clofe  of 
tlie  converfation,  I  told  him,   I  Ihould  tranfmit  thefe  inflrudtions 
to  you,  accompanied  by  his  reafons  in  their  juftification.     Lord 
Gfrepville  fpoke  in  high  terms  of  approbation  of  the  anfwers  to 
Mr.  Hammond's  memorials  which  he  received  by  the  packet, 
I  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.

TH^  frequent  ipterruptions  our  veflTels  experience,  efpecially  ii> 
navigating  the  European  Teas,  induce  me  to  addrefsyou  in  cypher, 

I  have  had  feveral  converfations  with  Lord  Grenvjlle,  but  do  not 
find  that  this  government  will  at  all  relax  in  the  meafures  they  have 
adopted  towards  the  neutral  nations. — I  have  urged  every  thing  iri 
my  power,  in  oppofition  to  the  policy,  as  well  as  the  right  of  thefe 
meafures,  and  have  affured  him  they  will  be  confidered  by  our  gOr 
vernment  as  infringements  of  the  neutral  rights.  As  I  cannot 
fpeak  from  authority  on  this  fubjed,  I  have  not  faid  what  meafures 
we  iTiall  adopt  in  confequence,'  although  I  have  ftrongly  infifted 
pn  the  detriment  to  the  commercial  interefts  of  this  country,  which 
muft  necelTarily  enfue  from  the  various  impediments  oppofed  to  a 
free  interconrfe,  as  well  as  from  the  ill-will  they  will  excite.  I 
rnay  perhaps  eltimate  too  highly  the  bleilings  of  peace  in  general, 
and  the  advantage  of  our  neutral  fituation,  notwithftanding  all  the 
dedudions  to  be  made  pn  account  of  the  condud  of  this  country* 
But  it  appears  to  me^  that  if  the  United  States  fhould  deem  it  ne- 
ceifary  to  go  beyond  the  line  of  remonftrances  on  this  occafio^i, 
prudence  will  didate,  that  our  oppofition  fhoul^  bg  confined  to 
bommercial  regulations.

PINCKNEY  prefents  his  compliments  to  Lord  Grenr 
ville,  and  has  the  honour  of  inclofing,  in  conformity  to  his  Lord- 
fhip's  defire,  a  memorandum  relating  to  the  American  fliip  Eliza, 
to  which  he  has  added  a  note  concerning  two  other  veflcls  ;  thefe 
form  only  a  fmall  part  of  the  American  veflTels  brought  into  the 
different  ports  of  Great  Britain.  Mr.  P.  thinks  it  unneceifary  to 
add  any  thing  to  what  he  has  had  the  honour  of  perfonally  men- 
tioning to  his  Lord/hip  on  this  fubjed  ;  but  has  a  firm  reliance  that 
in  the  execution  of  meafures,  which  he  js  afliured  the  governmerit 
of  the  United  States  will  confider  as  infringements  of  the  neutral 
rights,  Lord  Grenville's  endeavours  will  not  be  wanting  to  prevent 
any  unneceffary  aggravation  of  the  inconveniences  arifing  there- 
from.

HAVING  in  my  formef  cornmiinications  felated  the  condudt 
6f  this  governmeht  to  the  neutral  powers,  with  the  reafons  affigned 
by  Lord  Grenville  for  this  condud,  which  reafons,  as  far  as  they 
concern  enemy's  property  on  board  heutral  veflels,  his  Lordfhip  in- 
formed me  he  had  directed  Mr.  Hammond  to  feprefent  fully  to  our 
governmentj  I  have  only  to  add,  that  from  fubfeqiient  converfa- 
tions,  there  does  not  appear  any  probability  of  the  Britilli  govern- 
ment reliriquifhing  this  point :  thefe  meafures  are  attended,  for  the 
prefent,  with  greater  inconvenience,  and  cohfequent  irritation  to 
t)ur  citizens,  on  account  of  the  court  of  admiralty  having,  as  yet, 
given  no  decifion  on  the  freight,  demurrage,  &:Ci  to  be  allowed  to 
the  veflels  brought  in  ;  on  this  fubjed  I  have  made  repeated  appli- 
cation, (for  although  I  am  convinced  of  the  refpeft  due  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  judiciary  of  every  nation,  yet  if,  in  any  cafe,  a  de- 
lay of  juftice  may  be  deemed  equivalent  to  a  denial,  it  certainly 
may,  in  the  cafe  of  veflels,  circumftanced  as  many  of  our's  are,) 
«nd  the  court  of  admiralty  having  adjourned  to  the  4th  of  Septem- 
ber, without  any  decifion  on  thefe  points,  I  reiterated  my  reprefen- 
tation  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  who  appeared  to  be  furprifed  at  the 
further  procraftination  ;  and  I  am,  from  circumftances,  inclined 
to  think,  that  he  will  endeavour  to  accelerate  this  bufinefs  at  the 
time  to  which  the  court  (lands  adjourned.  As  I  thought  it  right 
that  the  evidence  of  our  oppofition  to  the  meafures  purfued  heref^ 
fhould  not  reft  nierely  on  official  converfation,  I  took  an  opportu- 
nity of  bringing  forward  the  difcuflion  in  writing,  fo  far  at  leaft  as 
to  amount  to  art  authentic  document  of  our  claim,  with  fome  of 
the  reafons  in  fupport  of  it,  at  the  fame  time  that  I  endeavoured  {o 
to  guard  it^  as  to  leave  our  government  unembarrafled  in  any  line 
they  may  think  proper  to  purfue.  I  inclofe  a  copy  of  what  pafled 
on  this  fubjedl.-

MR.  PINCKNEY  has  the  honour  of  acknowledging  the  re- 
ceipt of  Lord  Grenville'S  note  of  the  3ifl:  ult.  and  of  ejipreiliitg 
his  obligation  for  the  aflurance  therein  contained,  that  his  Lord- 
fhip's  endeavours  will  be  exerted  to  prevent  as  far  as  poflible,  any 
inconvenience  to  which  the  European  comnlerce  of  the  citizens 
of  the  United  States  of  America  may  be  liable,  from  the  meafures 
liriaVoidably  refulting  from  the  exifting  ftate  of  war  ;  and  as  his 
Lordftiip  has  adverted  to  an  obfervation  contained  in  Mr.  Pinck- 
p  e  e  «     '  ney'g 
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fiey's  note  of  the  22(1  ult.  he  will  take  the  liberty  of  briefly  ftaiing 
the  principal  reafons  which  fuggefted  his  remark,  that  *'  fome  of  the 
irreafures  of  this  government  will  be  confidered  by  the  United  States, 
as  infringements  on  the  neutral  rights."  The  meafures  alluded  to 
are  particularly  thofe  which  contravene  the  principles,  that  free 
fliips  make  free  goods,  and  which  prevent  certain  articles  of  pro- 
vilion,  the  produce  of  the  United  States,  from  being  carried,  in 
their  OVA.  n  veifels,  to  the  unblockaded  ports  of  France.  With  re- 
fpe£l  to  the  firll,  it  is  conceived,  that  as  commerce  has  been  more 
difrufely  cultivated,  and  its  principles  better  undcrftood,  the  law  of 
nations,  relating  thereto,  has  received  material  improvements  fince 
the  publication  of  the  mod  modern  and  moft  approved  writers  on 
that  fubject,  and  that  whatever  doubts  may  formerly  have  exifted 
on  this  point,  that  the  fenfe  of  a  confiderable  majority  of  the  mari- 
tiine  powers  of  Europe  has,  within  the  laft  twenty  years,  been 
dearly  exprefied  in  favour  of  the  principle  of  free  Ihips  making 
free  goods,  which  has  been  manifefted,  by  their  pradlice  in  the 
latter  years  of  the  American  war,  by  the  ftipulations  entered  into 
at  that  time,  and  by  their  having  inierted  the  fame  in  their  lateft 
treaties.  Of  thefe,  the  treaties  entered  into  between  the  United 
States  and  feveral  European  powers,  are  among  the  moft  recent  ; 
all  of  which  fupported  this  do£lrine  by  exprefs  ftipulation  ;  and 
.even  Great  Britain  muft  admit,  that  this  principle  contains  nothing 
difhonourable  or  improper,  fince  &e  has  adopted  it  in  her  com- 
mercial treaty  with  France ;  and  it  may  not  be  amifs  here  to  re- 
mark, that  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  is  as  advantageous 
to  Great  Britain,  taking  all  circumftances  into  conlideration,  as 
that  of  France  has  been  :  fuppofing,  then,  the  queftion  of  right 
to  be  waved,  would  it  be  deemed  unreafonable  for  the  United  States 
to  exped  equal  advantages  with  thofe  France  would  have  en- 
joyed in  fimilar  circumftances  ?  But  the  right  now  contended  for, 
appears  not  only  fupported  by  modern  pradice,  but  to  be  conform- 
able to  reafon ;  for,  if  two  nations  have  the  misfortune  of  being 
engaged  in  war  againft  each  other,  it  is  evidently  contrary  to  the 
diftates^of  reafon  that  a  third,  who  has  no  concern  in  the  quarrel^ 
and  has  offended  neither  party,  (hould  be  injured  thereby,  or  be  de- 
barred from  that  intercourfe  with  either,  which  is  not  immediately 
connected  with  military  operations.  And  although  people  in  a 
ftate  of  war  have  in  general,  a  right  to  feize  or  deftroy  their  enemy's 
property,  yet  theycannotbe  juftified  in  going,  for  that  purpofe, upon 
neutral  territory  ;  (in  conformity  to  which  dodrine,  theBritifhftiip 
Grange,  captured  by  a  French  frigate  in  the  bay  of  Delaware,  was 
lately  liberated  by  order  of  the  American  government  ;)  and  the 
diftindion  drawn  between  neutral  territory  and  neutral  Veflels  does 
not  appear  to  form  a  difference  fufficiently  fubftat?.tial  to  preclude 
the  application  of  the  fame  principles  to  both.  It  may  be  here 
added,  that  in  the  lafl  \yar^  the  Anaerk^tis  adopted^,  and  carried 

into 
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into  effeS,  this  principle  to  the  advantage  of  Britifh  fubje<3:s,  hav- 
ing adlually  liberated  feveral  Britifh  cargoes  captured  on  board  of 
neutral  veflels.  Mofl  of  the  arguments  oppofed  to  the  firft  mea- 
fure  will  apply,  with  equal  force,  to  that  of  bringing  American 
provifion  veffels,  bound  to  the  unblockaded  ports  of  France,  into 
this  kingdom. — To  which  it  may  be  added,  that  if  Mr.  Pinckney's 
information  is  juft,  (and  he  has  omitted  no  opportunity,  which  his 
fituation  has  afforded  him,  of  obtaining  accurate  intelligence  on 
this  fubjeft,)  the  reafon  alfigned  by  writers  on  the  law  of  nations 
for  meafures  of  this  nature,  namely,  the  well-grounded  hope  of  re- 
ducing an  enemy  by  famine,  does  not  apply  in  the  prefent  iuftance ; 
becaufe  the  price  of  the  articles  pointed  out  in  the  additional  in- 
flrudions  is  lower  in  the  French  ports,  than  in  thofe  of  this  king- 
dom, where  there  is,  by  no  means,  any  fcarcity.  Arguments 
founded  on  the  inconvenience  attending  the  execution  of  meafures, 
may  fairly  be  adduced  againft  their  adoption  ;  thefe  are  fo  nu- 
merous, and  fo  obviouily  oppofed  to  both  meafures  now  under  con- 
fuleration,  that  it  would  be  fupcrfluous  to  fele6l  any  but  thofe  cir- 
cumftanees  which  prefs  in  a  peculiar  manner  upon  the  citizens  of 
the  United  States.  Under  this  head,  it  may  be  obferved,  that  for 
want  of  arrangements  being  made  for  the  fecurity  of  American 
feamen  in  the  porfs  of  this  country,  they  are  fubje^  to  the  various 
hardllilps  Mr.  Pinckney  has  fo  frequently  detailed  to  Lord  Gren- 
ville  ;  of  courfe  their  being  captured  and  brought  into  thefe  ports, 
renders  them  liable  to  thofe  difadvantages  they  would  otherwife 
have  avoided.  Grain  being  the  principal  export  of  the  United 
States,  if  they  are  prevented  from  carrying  that  commodity  to  the 
French  ports,  they  are  not  only  deprived  of  that  branch  of  com- 
merce, but  are  prevented  from  drawing  thofe  commodities  horn 
France,  for  which  they  have  occafion  ;  for  in  cafe  of  the  capture 
and  fale  of  their  property  here,  other  regulations  prevent  remit- 
tances being  made  from  hence  to  France,  to  purchafe  the  fupplies 
they  want.  Another  inconvenience  peculiar  to  the  Americans  is, 
that  the  fimilarity  of  language  renders  them  more  obnoxious  to  the 
irritation  arifing  from  contumelious  treatment,  too  often  exhibited 
by  the  captors  to  thofe  whom  they  have  taken  ;  which  may,  in  part, 
be  attributed  to  thofe  perfons  being  interefted  in  widening  the 
field  of  capture,  who  are  neceifarily  employed  in  executing  this 
meafure  ;  it  renders  them  alfo  more  acceflible  to  offers  of  bribery, 
to  commit  unworthy  aflions  ;  on  both  of  which  fubjefts,  reprefen- 
tations  have  been  already  made  ;  but  the  evil  Mr.  Pinckney  molt 
fincerely  deprecates,  is  the  animofity  the  execution  of  thefe  mea- 
fures ahnoft  unavoidably  generates  between  the  parties  concerned 
therein  ;  which,  by  extending  in  their  refpedlive  countries,  may 
eventually  diminiih  that  fnendfhip,  which  it  is  the  intereft,  and,  he 
trutts,  the  defire  of  both,  nations  to  augment,

Mr.  Pinckney  begs  leave  to  make  his  beft  acknowledgments  td 
Lord  Grenville's  declaration  of  perfonal  efleem,  and  to  offer  his 
lentiments  of  refpe£lful  confideration  for  his  Lordfhip.

LORD  GREOTILLE  has  had  the  honour  to  receive  Mr. 
Pinckney's  note  of  the  22d  July,  with  the  memorandum  accom- 
panying it  ;  he  has  directed  inquiry  to  be  made  refpe£ling  the 
cafes  of  feveral  fhips  mentioned  by  Mr.  Pinckney,  which  he  ap-^ 
prehends,  however,  to  be  all  in  a  courfe  of  legal  adjudication,  and 
confequently  not  in  a  flate  to  admit  of  the  interference  of  govern- 
ment. 

Mr.  Pinckney  may  be  alTured  of  Lord  Grenville's  beft  endea- 
vours at  all  times  to  prevent,  as  far  as  poflible,  any  inconvenience 
arifing  to  the  fubjeds  of  the  United  States  in  their  Europeari 
commerce,  from  the  meafures  which  unavoidably  refult  from  the 
ftate  of  war,  in  which  the  maritime  countries  of  Europe  are  en- 
gaged. But  it  is  impoflible  for  him  not  to  remark,  in  reply  to  the 
obfervations  contained  in  Mr.  Pinckney's  note,  that  the  fteps 
adopted  by  this  government,  fo  far  from  being  infradlions  of  the 
fteutral  rights,  are  more  favourable  than  the  law  of  nations  on 
that  fubjedt,  as  eftablifhed  by  the  moft  modern  and  moft  approv-^ 
ed  writers  upon  it ;  and  that  the  rule  laid  down  here,  has  been 
marked  with  circumftances  of  particular  attention  to  the  com- 
merce of  America,*  in  the  inftance  which  Lord  Grenville  has 
already  had  the  honour  of  pointing  out  to  Mr.  Pinckney. 

Lord  Grenville  avails  himfelf  of  this  opportunity,  to  aflur^ 
Mr.  Pinckney  of  his  fincere  efteem  and  confideration.

NO  alteration  h^s  taken  place  fince  my  laft,  in  the  condud  of 
{his  government  towards  the  neutral  powers  ;  they  ftill  aflert  the 
propriety  of  preventing  the  provifions  fpecifieijl  in  their  additional 
inftrudions,  from  being  fent  to  French  ports,  and  of  making 
prize  of  their  enemy's  property,  in  whatever  veflTels  it  may  be 
found — the  execution  of  thefe  meafures,  of  courfe,  creates  much 
uneafinefs  among  our  citizens,  whofe  commerce  is  much  injured 
thereby — J  receiye  aflurances  that  their  court  will  amply  redrefs 
the  irregularities  which  may  be  commi.tted  by  their  cruifers,  upon 
proper  application  ;  but  thefe  are  frequently  of  a  nature  to  be 
with  difficulty  brought  under  the  cognizance  of  the  judiciary  ; 
and  I  find  our  fea-faring  people  ifi  general,  rather  inclined  to 
fubmit  to  the  firft  inconvenience,  than  rifk  the  event  of  a  law- 
fuit.  The  court  of  admiralty,  in  the  beginning  of  the  prefent 
month,  adjudged  freight,  demurrage,  and  expenfes  to  an  AmCf 
rican  veffej,  whofe  cargo  was  condeir^ned,  I  am  hopeful,  fince 
this  precedent,  that  it  will  be  allowed  in  all  other  cafes,  which 
will,  of  courfe,  prevent  fo  many  of  our  veffels  frorn  being 
brought  in.  The  protedion  aiforded  our  feamen  remains  alfo 
on  the  fame  footing  ;  they  profefs  a  willingnefs  to  fecure  to  us  all 
real  American  feamen,  when  proved  to  be  fuch  ;  but  the  proof 
they  will  not  difpenfe  with — our  confuls  are  allowed  to  give  pro- 
tedionsj  where  the  mafter  of  the  vefTel,  and  the  mariner,  fwear, 
that  the  party  is  an  American  native,  and  citizen,  which  protec? 
tions,  in  general,  are  refpeded,  though  fome  irregularities  occa- 
fjonally  take  place — fo  many  objedions  are  made  to  the  arrange- 
ment vye  propofe  on  this  fubjed,  that  I  fee  no  profped  of  its 
taking  place,

THE  Secretary  of  State  having  reported  to  me  upon  the  fe- 
.veral  complaints  which  have  been  lodged  in  his  office,  againii 
the  vexations  and  Ipoliations  on  our  commerce,  fince  the 
.commencement  of  the  European  vi^ar,  I  tranfmit  to  you  a 
copy  of  his  ftatement,  together  with  the  documents  upon 
which  it  is  founded.

Sir,  Philadelphia^  March  1,   1794- 

ON  my  fuccefTion  to  the  department  of  State,  I  found  a 
large  volume  of  complaints,  which  the  notification  had  col- 
;le6led,  againft  feveriti^s  on  our  trade,  various  in  their  kind  and 
degree.  Having  reafon  to  prefume,  as  the  fadl  has  proved, 
that  every  day  would  increafe  the  catalogue^  I  have  waited  to 
digefl:  the  mafs^  until  time  fhould  have  been  allowed  for  exhi- 
biting the  diverfihed  forms  in  which  our  comnierce  has  hourly 
fuiFered.  Every  information  is  at  length  obtained,  which  may 
be  expe6led. 

When  we  exaniine  the  documents,  which  have  been  tranf- 
rnitted  from  different  parts  of  the  union,  we  find  the  Britifli, 
the  French,  -the  Spaniards,  and  the  Dutch,  charged  with  at- 
tacks upon  our  commerce. 

It  is  urged  againft  the  Britifh, 

1.  That  their  privateers  plunder  the  American  yefTels,  throw 
them  out  of  their  courfe  by  forcing  them,  upon  groundlefs 
fufpicio.n,  into  ports,  other  than  thofeto  which  they  were  def- 
tined  \  .detain  them,  even  after  the  hope  of  a  regular  confifca- 
tion  is  abandoned;  by  their  negligence,  while  they  hold  the 
poffeiTion,  expofe  the  cargoes  to  damage,  ;ind  the  vellels  to  de- 
ilruilion^  and  maltreat  their  crews. 

2.  That  Britifh  ihips  of  war  have  forcibly  feized  mariners, 
|)elonging  to  American  yeffels,  and  in  one  inftance,  under 
:i:he  protection  of  a  Portug;^eze  fort. 

3.  Thatj  by  BritiO-.  repjlations  and  praftice,  our  corn  and 
provifions  are  Jriye;i  from  the  ports  of  France,  and  reftrided 
to  the  ports  of  the  Britifli,  or  thofe  of  their  friends. 

4.  That  our  veffels  are  not  permitted  to  go  from  the  Britifh 
ports  in  the  iflands  without  giving  fequrity  (which  is  not  at- 
tainable, but  with  difficulty  and  expenfe)  for  the  difcharge  of 
the  cargo  in  fome  other  Britifh,  or  a  neutral  port. 

5.  That  without  the  imputation  of  a  contraband  trade,  as 
(defined  by  the  law  of  nations,  our  velTels  are  captured  for  car- 
rying 
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tying  Ofl  a  COmrriercial  intercourfe  with  the  French  Weft-In-r 
xlies,  although  it  is  tolerated  by  the  laws  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic; and  that  for  this  extraordinary  condudl,  no  other  excufe  is 
alledged",  than  that  by  fome  td'iGt  of  a  king  of  France,  this  in* 
tercou  rfe  was  prohibited ; — and, 

6.  That  the  condu6l  of  the  admiralty  in  the  Britifh  rflands 
iS  impeachable  for  an  excefs  of  rigour,  and  a  departure  front 
ftritSl  judicial  purity ;  and  the  expenfes  of  an  appeal  to  England, 
too  hekvy  to  be  encoiiHtered,  under  all  the.  circumftances  of 
difcouragement. 

Againft  the  French  it  is  urged, 

1.  That  their  privateers  harafs  our  trade  no  kfs  than  thofe  of 
the  Br-itifli. 

2.  That  two  of  their  fhips  of  war  have  committed  enormi- 
ties on  our  vefTels. 

3.  That  their  ■courts  of  admiralty  afe  guilty  of  equal  opprefer 
■fion. 

4.  That,  befides  thefb  points  of  accufation,  which  are  com- 
mon to  the  French  and  Britifli,  the  former  (the  French)  have 
'infringed  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  them,  by 
■fubjeftifig  to  feizure  and  condemnation  our  vefiels  trading  Avitli 
their  enemies  in  merchandize,  which  that  treaty  declares  not  to 
^e  contraband,  and  under  circumftances  not  forbidden  by  the 
law  of  nations. 

5.  That  a  very  detrimental  embargo  has  been  laid  upon  a 
iai-ge  number  of  American  veCels  m  the  French  ports ;  and, 

6.  That  a  contra6t  with  the  French  government  for  coin 
iias  been  difcharged  in  depreciated  affignats. 

Againft  theSpaniards  the  outrages  of  privateers  are  urged. 

And  againft  the  Dutch,  one  condemnation  in  the  admiralty 
is  infifted  to  be  unwarrantable. 

Under  this  complication  of  mifchief,  which  perfecutes  our 
toramerce,  I  beg  leave,  Sir,  to  fubmit  to  your  confideration, 
whether  reprefentations,  as  far  as  fa6ls  may  juftify,  ought  not 
to  be  immediately  prefied  upon  tlie  foreign  governments,  itf. 
thofe  of  the  preceding  cafes  for  which  they  are  refponllble. 

Among  thefe  1  ciafs,  1.  The  violence  perpetrated  by  public 
fliips  of  war.  2.  Prohibitions,  or  regulations  iiiconfiifent 
with  the  law  of  nations.  3.  The  Improper  condu6l  of  courts. 
4.  Infradlions  of  treaty.  5.  The  impofition  of  embargoes  ; 
and,  6.  The  breach  of  public  contra6ts.  How  far  a  govern- 
ment is  liable  to  rediefs  the  rapine  of  privateers,  depends  upon 
the  peculiarities  of  the  cafe.  It  is  incumbent  upon.it,  how- 
eVer,  to  keep  its  courts  freely  open,  and  to  fecure  an  impartial 
hearing  to  the  injured  applrcants.  If  the  rules  prefcribed  to 
privateers  be  too  loofe,  and  opportunities  of  plunder  or  ill-, 
treatment  be  provoked  from  that  caufe,  or  from  the  profpe^t  of

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impunity,  it  is  impofliWe  to  be  too  ftrenuous  hi  remonftratinj 
againft  this  formidable  evil. 

Thus,  Sir,  I  have  reduced  to  general  heads  the  particular 
complaints,  without  making  any  inquiry  intothe  fa^s  beyond 
the  allegations  of  the  parties  interefted. 

I  will  only  add,  that  your  meflage  feems  to  promifc  the  Con- 
grefs  fome  ftatement  upon  thofe  fubje<Sts.

or  place,  for  the  term  of  thirty  days;  and  that  no  clearances 
be  furniflied,  during  that  period,  to  any  fliips  or  veffels,  except 
under  the  immediate  dire6lion  of  the  prefident  of  the  United 
States;  and  that  the  prefident  of  the  United  States  be  authorifed 
to  give  fuch  inftru^ions  to  the  revenue  officers  of  the  United 
States,  as  fliall  appear  better  adapted  for  carrying  the  faid  refo^ 
lution  into  full  effect.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate, 
THE  communications  which  I  have  made  you  during 
-your  prefent  feflion,  from  the  difpatches  of  our  minifter  in 
London,  contain  a  ferious  afpe£t  of  our  affairs  with  Great 
Britain.  But  as  peace  ought  to  be  purfued  with  unremitted 
zeal,  before  the  laft  refource,  which  has  fo  often  been  the 
Icoiirge  of  nations,  and  cannot  fail  to  check  the  advanced  prof- 
perity  of  the  United  States,  is  contemplated,  I  have  thought 
proper  to  nominate,  and  do  hereby  nominate  John  Jay,   as  an 

envojr 
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env«y  extraordinary  of  the  United  States'  to  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty. 

My  confidence  in  our  minifter  plenipotentiary  in  London 
continnes  undiminifhed  :  but  a  miffion  like  this,  while  it  cor- 
responds with  the  folemnity  of  the  occafion,  W'ili  announce  to 
the  world  a  folicitude  for  a  friendly  adjuftment  of  our  com- 
plaints, and  a  relu6lancs  to  lioftility.  Going  immediately 
from  the  United  States,  fuch  an  envoy  will  carry  with  him  a 
full  Icnowiedge  of  the  cxifting  temper  and  fenfibility  of  our 
country  I  and  will  thus  be  taught  to  vindicate  our  rights  with 
lirmnefs,  and  to  cultivate  peace  with  fincerity.

THE  unclerfigned  Envoy  of  the  United  States  of  Americsk 
has  the  honour  oi  reprefen,ting  to  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Gren- 
vilie,  uls  Bri'-a.inic  Majefly's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  de-. 
partment  o^^I^icign  aiFairs: 

T'.at  a  very  confiderable  number  of  American  veflels  have 
ht^T.  irreguL'-ly  captured,  and  as  ijnproperly  condemned,  by 
;:  r  ;.v  A  of  h'u  Majeity's  officers  and  judges. 

•  at,  in  various  inftances,  thefe  captures  and  condemnations 

^fo  conducted,  and  the  captured  placed  under  fuch  unfa- 
vourable ciicuraftances,  as  that,  for  want  of  the  fecurities  re- 
quired, and  other  obftacles,  no  appeals  were  made  in  fome  cafes, 
nor  any  claims  in  others. 

The  underfigned  prefuraes  that  thefe  facts  will  appear  from 
the  documents  which  he  has  had  the  honour  of  fubmitting  to  his 
Lordiliip's  confideration ;  and  that  it  will  not  be  deemed  necef- 
fary  at  prefentto  particularize  thefe  cafes,  and  their  merits,  or 
detail  the  circuniftances,  which  ciifcriminate  fome  from  others. 

That  great  and  extenfive  injuries  having  thus,  under  colour 
of  his  Majcfty's  authority  and  commiflions,  been  done  to  a 
numerous  clafs  of  American  merchants,  the  United  States  can, 
for  reparation  have  recourfe  only  to  the  juftice,  authority,  and 
interpofition  of  his  Majelly.  That  the  veflels  and  property  taken 
and  condemned  have  been  chiefly  fold,  and  the  proceeds  divided 
among  a  number  of  perfons,  of  whom  fome  are  dead,  fome 
imable  to  make  retribution,  and  others,  from  frequent  removals, 
and  their  particular  circumftances,  not  eafily  reached  by  civil 
proccfs. 

That  as  for  thefe  lofTes  and  injuries,  adequate  compenfation, 
by  means  of  judicial  proceedings,  has  become  imprafticable  ; 
and  confidering  the  caufes  which  combined  to  produce  them, 
the  United  States  confide  in  his  Majefty's  juflice  and  magnani- 
mity, to  caufe  fuch  compenfation  to  be  made  to  thdfe  innocent 
fufferers,  as  may  be  confiftent  with  equity  :  and  the  underfigned 
flatters  himfeif,  that  fuch  principles  may  without  difficulty  be 
adopted,  as  will  ferve  as  rules  whereby  to  afcertain  the  cafes  and 
the  amount  of  compenfation. 

So  grievous  are  the  expenfes  and  delays  attending  litigated 
fuits,  to  perfons  whcfe  fortunes  have  been  fo  materially  affected  ; 
and  fo  great  is  the  difiance  of  Great  Britain  from  America,  that 
the  underfigned  thinks  he  ought  to  exprefs  his  anxiety,  that  a 
mode  of  proceeding  as  fvimmary  and  little  expenfive  may  be  de- 
vifed,  as  circumftances  and  the  peculiar  hardfhip  of  thefe  cafes 
jiaay  appear  to  permit  and  require. 

And 
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And  as  (at  leaft  in  fome  of  thefe  cafes)  it  may  be  expedient 
and  neceffary,  as  well  as  juft,  that  the  fentences  of  the  courts 
of  vice-admiralty  fliouid  be  revifed  and  corrected  by  the  court 
of  appeals  here,  the  underfigned  hopes  it  will  appear  reafon- 
able  to  his  Majefty,  to  order  that  the  captured  in  queliion  (v/ho 
have  not  already  fo  done)  be  re-admitted  to  enter  both  their  ap- 
peals and  their  claims. 

The  underfigned  alfo  finds  it  to  be  his  duty  to  reprefent,  that 
the  irregularities  before  mentioned  extended  not  only  to  the  cap- 
ture and  condemnations  of  American  veflels  and  property,  and 
to  unufual  perfonal  feverities,  but  even  to  the  impreffment  of 
American  citizens,  to  ferve  on  board  of  armed  velTels.  He  for- 
bears to  dwell  on  the  injuries  done  to  thefe  unfortunate  indivi- 
duals, or  on  the  emotions  which  they  muft  naturally  excite, 
either  in  the  breafts  of  the  nation  to  whom  they  belong,  or  to 
the  juft  and  humane  of  every  country.  His  reliance  on  the 
jufiiice  and  benevolence  of  his  Majefty,  leads  him  to  indulge  a 
pleafing  expe6lation,  that  orders  will  be  given,  that  Americans, 
lb  circumftanced,  be  immediately  liberated,  and  that  perfons 
honoured  with  liis  Majefty's  commifiiions,  do  in  future  abftain 
from  fimjlai-  violences. 

It  is  with  cordial  fatisfa6lion  that  the  underfigned  refle£ls  on 
the  irapreflions  vvhich  fuch  equitable  and  conciliatory  meafures 
would  make  on  the  minds  of  the  United  States,  and  liow  natu- 
rally they  would  infpire  and  cherifli  thefe  fentiments  anddifpo- 
fitions,  which  never  fail  to  preferve,  as  well  as  to  produce, 
refpe6i;,  efteem  and  friendftiip.

THE  underfigned  fecretary  of  ftate  has  had  the  honour  td 
lay  before  the  King  the  minifterial  note  which  he  has  received 
from  Mr.  Jay,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipoten- 
tiary from  the  United  States  of  America,  refpedting  the  alledged 
irregularity  of  the  capture  and  condemnation  of  feveral  Ameri- 
can vefTels,  and  alfo  refpe6ting  the  circumftances  of  perfonal 
feverity,  by  which  thofe  proceedings  are  ftated  to  have  been  ac- 
companied in  fome  particular  inftances. 

The  underfigned  is  authorifed  to  aflure  Mr.  Jay,  that  it  is  his 
Majefty's  wifh,  that  the  moft  complete  and  impartial  juftice 
ihould  be  done  to  all  the  citizens  of  America,  who  may  in  faft 
have  been  injured  by  any  of  the  proceedings  above  mentioned. 
All  experience  fhews,  that  a  naval  war,  extending  over  the 
four  quarters  of  the  globe,  muft  unavoidably  be  produftive  of 
fome  inconveniences  to  the  commerce  of  neutral  nations;  and 
ihat  no  care  can  prevent  fome  irregularities  in  the  courfe  of  thofc 

pro- 
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proceedings,  which  are  univerfally  recognized  as  refultlng  from 
the  juft  rights  incident  tp  all  belligerent  powers.  But  the  King 
will  always  be  deilrous  that  thefe  inconveqiencies  and  irregu- 
larities fhould  be  as  much  limited  as  the  nature  of  the  cafe  will 
admit,  and  that  the  fulleft  opportunity  fliould  be  given  to  all 
to  prefer  their  complaints,  and  to  obtain  redrefs  and  compenfa- 
tion  where  they  are  due. 

In  Mr.  Jay's  note,  mention  is  made  of  feveral  cafes  where 
the  parties  have  hitherto  omitted  to  prefer  their  claims,  and  of 
others,  where  no  appeals  have  been  made  from  the  fentences  of 
condemnation  pronounced  in  the  fir/l  inilance. 

As  to  the  cafes  of  the  firfl:  defcription.  Lord  GrenvUIe  appre-^ 
hends  that  the  regular  courfe  of  law  is  flill  open  to  the  claini-- 
ants;  and  that  by  preferring  appeals  to  the  commiffioners  of 
prize  caufes  here,  againfl  the  fentence  of  the  courts  below,  the 
whole  merits  of  thofe  cafes  may  be  brought  forward,  and  the 
fnoft  complete  juftice  obtained. 

In  the  cafes  of  fecond  defcription,  the  proceedings  might  be 
be  difficult,  from  the  lapfe  of  the  time  ufually  allotted  for  pre- 
ferring appeals. — But  his  Majefty  being  anxious  that  no  tempo- 
rary or  local  circumflances,  fuch  as  thofe  to  which  Mr.  Jay  re- 
fers in  his  note,  ftiould  impede  the  courfe  of  fubfl-antial  juftice, 
has  been  pleafed  to  refer  it  to  the  proper  officers  to  confider  of 
a  mode  of  enlarging  the  time  for  receiving  the  appeals,  iii  thofe 
cafes,  in  order  to  admit  the  claimants  to  bring  their  complaint:^ 
before  the  regular  court  appointed  for  that  purpofe. 

The  underfigned  has  no  doubt  that  in  this  manner  a  very  Gon- 
fiderable  pari  of  the  injuries  alledged  to  have  been  fuffered.  by 
the  Americans,  may,  if  the  complaints  are  well  founded,  be 
redrefled  in  the  nfual  courfe  of  judicial  proceeding,  at  a  very 
fmall  expenfe  to  the  parties,  and  without  any  other  interpofition 
of  his  Majcfly*s  Government  than  is  above  ftated — until  the 
refult  and  efFedl  of  thefe  proceedings  fhall  be  known,  no  defi- 
nitive judgment  can  be  formed  refpe6ting  the  nature  and  extent 
of  thofe  cafes  (if  any  fuch  fhall  ultimately  be  found  to  exift,) 
where  it  fliall  not  have  been  practicable  to  obtain  fubftantial  re- 
drefs in  this  mode. — But  he  does  not  hefitate  to  fay  beforehand, 
that  if  cafes  fhall  then  be  found  to  exift,  to  fuch  an  extent  as, 
properly  to  call  for  the  interpofition  of  government,  where, 
without  the  fault  of  the  parties  complaining,  they  fliaJl  be  unable^ 
from  whatever  circumftances,  to  procure  fuch  redrefs  in  the  or- 
dinary courfe  of  law,  as  the  juftice  of  their  cafes  may  intitle 
them  to  expeft.  His  Majefty  will  be  anxious  that  juftice  fliould 
at  all  events  be  done,  and  will  readily  enter  into  the  difcuffion 
of  the  meafures  to  be  adopted,  and  the  principles  to  be  eftablifhed 
for  that  purpofe. 

With, 
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With  rerpe£l  to  all  afls  of  perfonal  feverlty  and  violence,  a# 
the  King  mud  entirely  dlfapprove  every  fuch  tranfadlion,  fo  his 
Majefty's  Courts  are  always  opene  for  the  punifhment  of  offences 
of  this  nature  ;  and  forgiving  redrefs  to  the  fufferers  in  every  cafe 
where  the  faAcan  be  eftabliihed  by  fatisfadory  proof;  nor  does  it 
appear  that  any  cafe  of  that  nature  Can  exift,  where  there  would 
be  the  fmalleft  difficulty  of  obtaining,  in  that  mode,  fubftantial  and 
exemplary  juflice. 

On  the  fiibje^t  of  the  imprefs,  Lord  Grenville  has  only  to  alTure 
Mr.  jay,  that  if,  in  any  inflance,  American  feamen  haVe  beeti 
impreffed  into  the  King's  ferVice,  it  has  been  contrary  to  the 
King's  defire ;  though  fuch  cafes  may  have  occafionally  arifen  from, 
the  difficulty  of  difcriminating  between  Britifh  and  American  fea- 
men, efpecially,  where  there  fo  often  exiftsan  intereft  and  inten- 
tion to  deceive  : — whenever  any  reprefentation  has  been  tnade  to 
Lord  Grenville  on  the  fubjecl,  he  has  never  failed  to  receive  his 
Majefty's  commands  for  putting  it  in  a  proper  courfe,  in  order  that 
ihe  fadis-might  be  inquired  into,  and  afcertained;  and  to  the  intent 
that  the  perfons  in  queftion  might  be  releafed,  if  the  fadls  appeared 
to  be  fatisfadorily  eftablifhed. 

With  refped  to  the  defire  exprefied  by  Mr.  Jay,  that  nevr 
orders  might  be  given  with  a  view  to  prevent,  as  far  as  it  is  poffible, 
the  giving  any  juft  ground  of  complaint  on  this  head,  Lord  Gren- 
ville has  no  I'eafon  to  doUbt  that  his  Majefty's  intentions  refpecling 
this  point  are  already  fufficiently  underftood  by  his  Majefty's 
officers  employed  on  that  fervice  :  but  he  has,  neverthelefs,  obtained 
his  Majefty's  permiffion  to  affure  Mr.  Jay,  that,  inftrudlions  to  the 
cfFedt  defired,  will  be  renewed  in  confequence  of  his  application. 

The  underfigned  avails  himfelf  Avith  pleafure  of  this  opportu- 
nity  to  renew  to  Mr.  Jay  his  affurances  of  his  lincere  efteem  and 
confideration.

AT  a  meeting  of  the  merchants  yefterday>  they  inftruded  their 
committee  to  inform  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  that  it  is  the  wifh  of 
the  fufferers,  by  the  depredation  of  the  Britifh,  that  perfons  be 
appointed  for  obtaining  the  proofs  in  the  Weft-lndieSj  and  for 
ientering  claims  and  appeals  if  it  fhould  be  found  neceflary,  and 
alfo  for  profecuting  thofe  claims  in  Europe,  that  they  truft  the 
whole  bufinefs  will  be  profectited  at  the  expenfe  of  government^ 
and  that  the  claimants  will  furnilh  fuch  documents  as  they  may 
be  poireffed  of  to  the  perfohs  appointed. 

At  the  fame  time  that  the  committee  tranfmit  this  refolntion> 
they  beg  leave  to  flate  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate  their  own  opinions 
tipon  this  important  fubjeit,  and  what  they  believe  to  be  the  opii 
liions  of  fuch  of  their  fellow  fufferers  as  they  have  had  an  oppor^ 
tunity  of  confulting. 

They  confider  the  communication  of  Lord  Grcnville  to  Mr* 
jay,  as  ..read  to  them  and  fin ce  publilhed^  to  amount  to  nothing 
more  than  an  extesifion  of  the  time  for  entering  appeals^  and  a 
diftant'expeclation  of  fome  compenfation  from  government  in  cafe 
the  aggreifors  fhall  be  unable^  and  their  being  called  upon  at  this 
moment  to  bring  forward  their  claims,  leads  them  to  fear  that  the 
American  minifter  may  be  induced  to  acquiefce  in  fome  fuch  ar-* 
rangements  as  is  there  held  oUt. 

If  the  negociation  fhould  refult  in  any  thing  like  this,  we  are 
.firmiiy  perftiaded  that  a  great  proportion  of  the  fufferers  would 
rather  abandon  their  claims  than  encounter  fo  certain  an  expenfe 
for  fo  uncertain  a  remedy. — They  are  too  well  acquainted  with  the 
delays  and  expenfe  of  Britiili  courts,  and  in  nin:nerous  inftances 
the  property,  though  great  in  the  aggregate,  is  divided  into  fo 
many  hands  as  to  render  it  impollible  to  get  a  general  agreement 
to  join  in  fuch  a  profecution, 

2  Indeed 
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Indeed  if  the  commori  procefs  of  the  courts  are  to  be  relied  otif 
It  can  only  be  an  objed  to  thofe  who  have  large  property  to  pur- 
fue  it,  for  after  all  the  expetife  is  incurred  and  the  delay  borne, 
they  niuft  have  their  own  remedy  againfl  the  owners  of  privateers 
or  captains  of  men  of  war  who  may  not  have  the  mean^  df  com- 
penfation  in  their  power,  and  then  only  can  they  have  recourfe  to 
the  Briti(h  government. 

Under  the  influence  of  fuch  opinions  as  thefe,  it  is  "not  to  be 
Tvondered  at  that  the  rrterchants  fhould  be  unwilling  to  concur  in 
any  meafure  that  would  bind  them  to  a  general  contribution  :  thofe 
'of  them  who  think  their  claitlis  of  fufficlerit  magnitude,  nnd  have 
the  means  left,  will  profecute  their  claims  ;  while  a  number  of 
others  >>.'ill  rely  on  the  juftice  of  their  own  country. 

From  inquiry  of  the  perfons  met,  it  appears  that  there  were 
but  few  who  had  not  already  obtained  authentic  copies  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  courts,  though  they  were  not  many  who  had  hot 
entered  appeals,  it  was  underftood  too,  that  the  appeals  may  be 
entered  in  England,  without  hotice  to  the  captors  from  the  appel- 
lants. 

Shoxild  that  opinion  be  well  fbunded,  and  that  the  government 
of  the  United  States  think  proper  to  take  upon  itfelf  the  profecu- 
Vion  of  the  claims  in  England,  it  would  be  reafo-nable  and  proper 
that  the  merchants  fhouli!,  at  thei^  own  expenfe,  obtain  the  pro- 
"eeedings  of  our  courts  ;  and  thofe  who  met  authorifed  us  to  inforin 
you,  that  under  that  condition,  they  would  not  tio  fo. 

We  have  thought  it  better,  on  fo  important  ii  fabje£l,  to  com- 
municate to  you  in  writing  the  inftrudion  given  to  us  and  the 
opinion  we  entertain,  at  the  fame  time  to  aifure  you,  Sir,  that  we 
Will  give  every  affiftance  in  Our  power  to  government  in  the  bufi- 
nefs  for  which  we  are  chofen,  and  will  attend  at  all  times  when 
you  may  think  it  necelfary  to  call  upon  us.  In  the  difcha/ge  of 
the  truft  repofed  in  us,  we  (hall  probably  find  it  neceflaryto  cor- 
refpond  with  the  merchants  in  other  ftates  tocolledl  their  opinions 
tipon  this  important  builnefs,  and  will  communicate  freely  to  you 
any  information  we  obtain  that  may  be  deemed  ufeful.

ALTHOUGH  from  my  knowledge  of  the  prefident's  anxiety 
to  procure  compenfation  for  the  futferers  under  Britifh  depredation, 
';^nd  of  the  meafures  which  he  had  pnrfued,  I  declare  to  you  my 
perfuafibn,  that  he  would  approve  what  was  propofed  in  your  Ict-

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ter  ot  the  lid  ultimo ;  yet  I  could  not  fpeak  definitively  nhtil  his 
return. 

The  prefident  has  appointed  Mr.  Samuel  Bayard,  a  gentleman 
of  the  law  in  this  city,  and  of  known  refpe£lability,  of  talents  and 
character,  to  proceed  immediately  to  London,  as  agent  of  claims 
and  appeals.  He  will  fail  in  the  Adrlana,  now  on  the  point  of 
departure  for  Great  Britain  from  this  port.  He  will  be  authorized 
to  bind  the  United  States,  under  the  dirediou  of  Mr.  Jay,  for  the 
corts  and  damages  attending  the  profecutions  ;  and  the  necelfary 
counfcl  will  be  engaged  on  the  part  of  the  United  States. 

Jt  will  be  expeded  that  the  llipulation  which  you  have  made  in 
your  letter  be  accurately  executed,  to  wit :  That  the  merchants 
will  obtain  the  proceedings  of  the  courts  ;  the  expenfe  of  the 
records  will  be  reitnburfed  to  the  United  States. 

It  will  be  proper,  however,  that  you  obtain  fuch  information 
as  is  poifeffed  by  the  department  of  ftate,  of  the  records  which 
have  been  already  procured  and  forwarded ;  and  1  take  the  liberty 
of  cautioning  you  againft  an  error,  into  which  you  feem  to  have 
fallen,  "  that  there  were  a  few  who  had  not  obtained  authentic 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  courts."  Technical  precifion  is 
not  abfolutely  underftood  by  unprofeflional  men  ;  and,  therefore, 
■what  is  fair  to  the  eye,  will  not  always  refift  the  criticifm  of  courts. 
But  as  foon  as  correal  records  are  got,  let  them  be  forwarded  to 
our  Miniller  Plenipotentiary  in  London.  What  notice  may  be 
neceffary  to  the  captors,  or  whether  the  appeals  and  claims  ought 
to  be  entered  in  the  "Weft  Indies,  I  will  not  undertake  to  deter- 
mine ;  but  this  inquiry  will  be  the  firft  made  by  Mr.  Bayard  after 
his  arriving  in  London,  and  Inftrudions  will  be  given  to  endeavour 
to  remove  every  difficulty  on  this  head. 

I  wilh  you  to  correfpond  with  perfons  interefted  in  Britifh  cap* 
turcs  in  the  different  towns  in  the  United  Sta«^es.  I  will  fend  to 
the  governors  and  cuftom-houfe  officers,  copies  of  your  letter 
and  this,  for  the  infpedion  of  all  concerned;  and  I  mean  alfo  to 
publiili  tlie  inclofed  notice.

Mr.  William  Panton, 
•WE  are  going  to  give  you  a  talk,  which  we  do  ^^J  defirc  of 
our  chiefs  and  people  of  our  land,  and  as  it  is  a  talk  which  con- 
cerns peace  and  happinefs,  as  a  nation  we  rauft  defire  that  you 
open  your  ears  and  attend  tliereto. 

Our  land  hath  for  feveral  years  been  In  great  confnfion  nnci 
diftrefs,  occafioned  by  bad  talks  fent  into  it,  and  bad  people 
who  have  crept  into  it  and  impofed  upon  us:  this  nation  now 
plainly  fee  that  ruin  awaits  them  if  matters  continue  in  their 
prefent  ilate,  and  therefore  are  fully  determined  to  eltablilh  a 
firm  and  lafting  peace  with  all  nations  and  people.  In' order 
that  we  do  not  meet  with  any  interruption  in  accompliflaing  lo 
defirable  an  objed:,  this  talk  is  lent  to  you,  to  defire  that  you 
do  not  on  any  account  interfere  in  our  national  concerns,  as 
heretofore  you  have  done,  to  the  great  detriment  and  injury  of 
ourfclves  and  friends. 

We  are  well  acquainted  with  the  talki  you  fend  into  our  land, 
and  the  mifchief  they  have  made  among  our  foolifh  young  peo- 
ple, and  are  refolved  to  have  no  more  fuch  doings  \  our  whole 
nation  alfo  fees  that  you  take  by  the  hand  the  men  of  our  land 
who  have  brought  trouble  and  difgrace  upon  us,  and  your  talks 
have  prevented  juflice  being  done,  and  fatisfadlion  given  by  our 
nation  to  our  neighbours,  for  the  murders  and  robberies  com- 
mitted upon  them  :  this,  Mr.  Panton,  you  had  no  bulinefs  with. 
To  repeat  all  the  bad  advice  our  people  have  had  from  you  fince 
the  time  the  Englifh  left  this  country,  will  take  up  too  much 
time  at  prefent ;  but  we  muft  fay  that  had  our  nation  taken  the 
advice  given  by  Governor  O'Neal  of  Penfacola,  Mr.  Panton, 
and  others  whom  wc  can  mention  when  it  is  neceflary,  our 
country  would  now  be  engaged  in  a  bloody  and  ruinous  war, 
not  only  with  all  the  Americans,  but  with  our  neighbouring 
nations  of  red  people.  Some  of  our  people  were  mad  enough 
to  take  thefe  bad  talks,  and  blood  was  fpilt  in  confequence;  but 
the  wife  ones  among  u«^  put  a  flop  thereto.  But  yet  we  cannot 
forget  fuch  wicked  bad  advice,  calculated  for  our  deflrudlion. 

Now,  Mr.  Panton,  our  advice  ta  you  is  to  mind  your  trade, 
and  not  meddle  with  our  public  concerns. 

We  have  been  too  long  blinded  by  impofition;  our  eyes  are 

now  open,  and  we  plainly  difcover  your  views  are  not  for  our 

good.     Once  more  we  tell  you  that  our  nation  is  (ktcrjiiined 

wot  to  he  longer  {\aves  to  your  tjalks,    and  they  a,r?  the  beft

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judges  of  their  own  bufinefs,  and  will  condui^:  It  as  they  think 
beft  for  their  own  good. 

After  this  warning,  would  you  or  any  other  perfon  or  perfons 
meddle  in  our  national  affairs,  fo  as  to  prevent  our  eftablifliincj 
peace,  we  fhall;  confiJer  all  fuch  as  enemies  to  our  la,nd,  and 
look  to  them  for  all  the  bad  confequenccs  that  may  follow. 

There  are  public;  agents  in  our  nation  from  Spain  and  the 
United  States,  to  them  alone  we  will  liften,  and  muft  not  be 
interrupted  by  any  other  talks  (  this  is  the  opinion  and  voice  of

Bcrfon ally  appeared  before  me,  John  Gibfon,  one  of  the  aflbr 
ciate  judges  for  the  above  county,  Daniel  Ranfon,  who  duly 
fworn,  depofetli  and  faith,  that  ]ic,  this  deponent,  has  trade4 
for  fome  time  paft  at  Venango,  with  the  Scnecas  and  other  In- 
dians, that  a  chief  of  the  Senecas  called  Tiawaneas,  or  the 
Broken  Twig,  came  there  and  informed  him  it  was  likely  the 
times  would  foon  be  bad,  and  advifed  him  to  rap.ve  ofF  his  fa-. 
mily  and  effedls  in  three  or  four  days ;  on  this  he  aiked  the  In- 
dian how  he  knew  the  times  would  be  bad  ;  he  then  informed 
him  a  belt  of  wampum  had  been  fent  by  the  Britifli  and  the  In-  - 
dians,  inviting  him  to  a  council  at  Buffaloe  Creek,  that  he  had 
declined  going;  that  the  meflengers  then  informed  him  of  the 
intended  plan  of  the  Indians;  he  faid  the  corn-planter  had  been 
bought  by  Britilli  gold,  and  had  joined  them  ;  tliat  he  intendct^ 
coming  to  Venango,  on  pretence  of  holding  a  council  refpedlin^  , 
the  murder  of  the  Indian  at  Venango  by  Robinfon;  that  theii 
they  expe6led  the  Britifh  and  Indians  would  land  on  Prefqu'ifle 
and  form  a  jundtion  on  French  Creek,  and  then  clear  it,  by 
Jciiling  all  the  people  and  taking  the  ppfts :  that  he  feemed  fq 
i-nuchaliecled  that  he  fhed  tears,  and  faid,  what  fliall  I  do,  I 
liave  be?n  at  war  againrt  the  Weftern  Indians  in  company  with 
Captain  JefFers,  and  killed  and  fcalped  one  of  them  ;  if  I  now 
go  back,  after  diicovering  this,  the  Indians  will  kill  me;  that 
the  liuliap  informed  him  that  a  number  of  canoes  were  colle6ted 
at  Junilliadego,  and  paid  for  by  the  Britifli,  for  the  purpofe  of 
conveying  the  Indians  dowq  the  river;  that  on  his  return  from 
CulTewago  to  Fort  Franklin*  he  found  a  chief  of  the  Onondagq 
pf  the  name  of  StJ^nding  Stone,  who  was  a  friend  of  his,  who  in- 
formed him  that  the  corn-planter  had  taken  money  from  the^Bri* 
tjjb,  and  had  joined  them ,  he  thought  the  times  woyld  foon  be 
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fead,  attd  prcfled  hira  very  m\ichto  leave  Venango,  apdafililed  Mm. 
in  packing  up  his  things, at  that  place  ;  that  from  his  knowledgs 
of  the  cuitoms  and  manners  of  the  Indians,  as  vveii  as  ^^hat  ho 
had  heard  from  other  Indians,  he  has  alfo  reafon  to  believe  the 
above  account  to  be  trye ;  he  alfo  fays,  that  feven  men  who 
<:ame  down  the  Allegheny  river,  faw  the  above  canoes  at  Jnni- 
.ihadego  :  that  on  their  landing  at  the  tovvn,  the  Indians  had 
not  planted  any  corn  at  that  place.

^cply  of  his  Excellency  Lord  Dorchefter  to  the  Indians  of  the 
feven  villages  of  Lower  Canada,  as  deputies  from  all  the 
nations  who  were  at  the  general  council  held  at  the  Miami, 
in  the  year  1793,  except  the  Chawanous,  Miamis,  and 
Loups. 

Children— I  ha\-«  well  conlidered  your  words,  and  am  now 
prepared  to  reply. 

Children — You  have  informed  me  that  you  are  deputed  by 
the  feven  villages  of  Lower  Canada,  and  by  all  the  nations  of 
the  upper  country,  which  fent  deputies  to  the  general  council, 
held  at  ^he  Miamis,  except  the  Chawanous,  Miamis,  and 
Loups. 

Children— You  remind  me  of  what  palled  at  the  council  fira 
held  at  Quebec,  juft  before  my  laft  departure  for  England^ 
when  I  promiied  to  reprefent  their  fituation  and  wilhes  to  the 
King,  their  father,  and  expreffed  my  hope  that  all  the  grievan- 
ces they  complained  of,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  would 
foon  be  done  away  by  a  juft  and  lafting  peace. 

Children — I  remember  all  very  well  \  I  remeir^ber  that  they 
pointed  out  to  me  the  line  of  feparation  whifh  they  wilhed  for 
f)etween  them  and  the  United  States,  and  with  which  t]).ey  would 
be  fatisfied  and  make  peace. 

Children — I  was  in  expectation  of  hearing  from  the  people  of 
the  United  States  what  was  required  by  them  ;  1  hoped  I  fhould 
have  been  able  to  bring  you  together,  and  make  you  friends. 

Children—  I  have  waited  long,  and  lillened  with  great  atteii* 
1*011,  bvit  I  have  not  hea^d  onp  word  from  them.

Children — I  flattered  myfelf  with  the  hope  that  the  line  pro- 
pofed  in  the  year  eighty-three,  to  feparate  us  from  the  United 
States,  which  was  immediately  broken  by  themfelves  as  foon  as 
the  peace  was  figned,  would  have  been  minded,  or  a  new  one 
drawn  in  an  amicable  manner;  here  alfo  1  have  he^n  diiap- 
pointed. 

Children — Since  my  return  I  find  no  appearance  of  a  line

on  our  fide  of  it,  The  people  muf\  all  be  gone  who  do  not  ob- 
_jain  leave  to  become  she  king's  fubjecls.  What  belong* to  tlie 
Indians  will  of  courfe  be  confirmed  and  fecured  to  them. 

Children — What  further  can  I  fay  to  you  ?  You  arc  our 
witnefs  that  on  our  part  we  have  aded  in  the  moft  pcaceablp 
snanner,  and  borne  the  language  of  the  United  States  with 
patience,  and  1  believe  our  patience  is  almoft  exhaulUd.

From  Edmund  Randolph  to  Mr*  Hammonds 

Sir,  'Philadelphia,  May  20,    1 794. 

IT  cannot  be  unknown  to  you  that  a  fpeech,  iaid  to  be  ad-» 
drefled  on  the  loth  of  February,  1794,  to  feveral  Indian  nation's, 
and  afcribed  to  the  governor  general  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  at 
Qiiebec,  has  appeared  in  moft  of  the  public  prints  in  the  United 
States.  With  fo  many  circumftances  of  authority,  after  re- 
ma;ning  fo  long  without  contradidion,  it  might  have  juftified 
us  m  inquiring  from  you,  whether  it  was  really  delivered  under 
Britifh  authority.  Our  forbearance  thus  to  inquire  is  conforma- 
ble with  the  moderation  which  has  direvSled  the  condu6l  of  our 
government  towards  Great  Britain,  and  indicates,  at  the  fame 
time,  our  hope,  from  the  declaration  of  your's,  that  its  views 
■would  prove  ultimately  pacific,  and  that  it  would  difcountenance 
every  meafure  of  its  officers  having  a  contrary  tendency. 

Even  novi^.  Sir,  while  1  entertain  a  firm  perfuafion  that  In 
prefuming  this  fpeech  to  be  genuine  I  cannot  well  err,  I  iliall  he 
ready  to  retra6l  the  comments  which  I  am  about  to  make,  if  yott, 
fhould  think  proper  to  deny  its  authenticity. 

At  the  very  moment  when  the  Britifh  miniftry  were  forward- 
ing alTurances  of  good  will,  does  Lord  Dorchefler  fofler  and  en- 
courage, in  the  Indians,  hoflile  difpofltions  towards  the  United 
States,  Ifitwasa  part  of  the  American  charadter  to  indulge 
fufpicion,  what  might  not  be  conjeftiired  as  to  the  induencc 
by  which  our  treaty  was  defeated  in  the  iaiL  ^  :.;:,  vrora  the  af- 
fembling  of  deputies  from  almOft  all  the  nations  who  were  at  th? 
laft  general  council  on  the  Miami,  and  where  enmity  agarhft  us 
cannot  be  doubtful  ?  How  nearly  would  that  fufpicion  approach 
to  proof,  were  we  to  recoiled  that  fo  high  an  ofEcer  as  himfelf 
would  not  raflily  hazard  this  exprefhon  !  "  I  fhould  not  be 
furprifed  if  we  were  at  war  with  the  United  States  in  the  courfe 
of  the  prefent  year  j  and  if  we  are,  a  line  mull  then  be  dravs'n  by 
idle  warfiors."

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V  But  this  fpeecK  only  forebodes  hoftUity;  "the  intelllgertc* 
;Which  has  been  received  this  morning  is,  if  true,  hoftility  itfelf. 
The  prefident  of  the  United  States  has  underftood,  thrbugh 
channels  of  real  confidence,  that  Governor  Simcoe  has  gone  t6 
the  foot  of  tjae  rapids  of  the  Miami,  followed  by  three  compa- 
nies of  a  Britiih  regiment,  in  order  to  build,  a  fort  there.  Per- 
mit m'e  to  a!k  whether  thefe  things  be  fo  ?  It  has  been  ufual  for 
tach  party  in  a  negociaticn  to  pay  fuch  deference  to  the  prieten- 
lions  of  the  other,  as  to  keepKheir  ajfFairs  in  the  fame  pollure, 
until  the  negociation  was  concluded.  On  this  principle  yoii 
complained  in  your  letter  of  the  5th  of  July>  1792,  of  the  jurif- 
'di6tion  cKercifed  under  the  ftate  ol"  Vermont,  within  the  diftridts 
occupied  by  the  troops  of  your  king,  and  demanded  that  our 
government  fliould  fupprefs  it,  from  Vefpe^l  to  the  difcuffion 
which  was  pending.  On  this  principle,  you  were  aflured  that 
proper  mea'lures  fliouW  be  adopted.  Oh  the  fame  principle  yoU 
i-enew,  on  the  loth  of  March,  1794,  a  fimilar  application,  and 
ikre  anfwered  that  the  meafures  of  the  gcivernraent  Ihould  corre- 
fpond  with  its  affurahtes.  Accordingly,  although  the  forts, 
^arrifons,  and  diftrifts  to  which  yOu  relate,  are  confellfedly  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  United  Stateis-,  yet  have  our  citizens  been 
forbidden  to  interrupt  you  in  the  Occupancy  of  them  :  what  re^ 
turn  then  have  we  a  right  to  eJcpedl  ? 

Bui  you  Will  hot  fuppofe  that  I  put  the  irapi-'opriety  of  the 
^refenc  nggrclFion  upon  the  pendency  of  the  negociation  :  I 
«|uOte  this  only  to  ihew  the  contrail:  between  the  temper  obferved 
on  yo'-ir  part  towards  us,  and  on  our  part  towards  you.  This 
polfefiion  of  our  acknowledged  territory  has  n6  pretext  of  Jlatu 
'quo  on  its  fu-e  ;  it  has  no  pretext  at  all  ;  it  is  an  a6t,  the  hofti- 
lity of  which  cannot  be  palliated  by  any  conned:ion  with  the 
hegociation  :  it  is  calcukted  to  fupport  an  enemy  whom  we  arc 
feeking  to  bring  to  peace. 

A  late  miffion  of  the  United  States  to  Gretlt  Britain  is  ari 
Unequivocal  proof,  after  all  that  has  happened^  of  the  fincere 
wifh  of  our  government  to  preferve  peace  and  a  good  under- 
ftjiiding  vvitli  your  nation  ;  but  our  honour  and  fafety  require 
that  ari  iiivafjon  Ihall  be  repelled. 

Let  me,  therefore,  inform  you,  Sir,  that  t  have  it  in  charge 
from  the  pref.d'ent  of  the  United  States,  to  requeft  and  urge  you 
to  take  immediate  and  efFe6tual  meafures,  as  far  as  in  you  lies, 
to  fupprefs  thofe  hoftile  movements  ;  to  call  to  mind  that  the 
army  of  the  United  States,  in  their  march  againft  the  enemy, 
\vill  not  be  able  to  diflinguifli  between  them  and  any  other 
•people  aflbciated  in  the  war ;  to  compare  thefe  encroachments 
V.'ith  the  candour  of  our  condufl^;,  -and.the  dot^rines  which  yoli 
have  maintained,  and  to  admonifh  thofe  who  fhalHliTovV  cbfla- 
2  cies 
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cles  in  the  way  of  negociation  and  tranquillity,  that  they  will 
be  refponfible  for  all  the  unhappy  confequences. 

From  Mr.  Hammond  to  Edmund  Randolph, 

Sir,  Philadelphia,  May  22,  1794. 

In  anfwer  to  your  letter  of  the  20th  current,  which  I  did  not 
receive  until  late  in  the  afternoon  yefterday,  it  is  neceflary  for 
me  to  premife,  that  whatever  may  be  my  perfonal  opinion  with 
refpe6i;  to  the  ftyle  and  manner  in  which  you  have  thought  pro- 
per to  addrefs  me  upon  the  prefent  occalion,  it  is  not  my  inten- 
tion to  offer  any  animadverlion  upon  them,  but  to  proceed  with 
temper  and  candour  to  the  examination  of  the  fubjedls  of  your 
letter. 

Though  I  never  can  acknowledge  the  right  of  this  govern* 
ment  to  require  from  me  fo  categorically  as  you  have  required 
it,  an  explanation  of  any  meafure  emanating  from  the  gover- 
nors of  Canada,  over  whofe  adlions  I  have  no  controul,  and  for 
whofe  condu£l  I  am  not  refponllble,  I  am  willing  to  admit  the 
authenticity  of  the  fpeech  to  certain  Indian  nations,  to  which 
you  have  alluded,  and  which  you  have  afcribed  to  the  governor- 
general  of  his  Majefty's  pofleflions  in  North  America:  but  in 
order  to  afcertain  the  precife  fenfe  of  the  only  paiTage  of  that 
fpeech  to  which  you  have  referred,  and  of  which  you  have 
given  merely  a  partial  citation,  I  fliall  quote  the  paflage  at 
length  : 

"  Children, 
**^  Since  my  return,  I  find  no  appearance  of  a  line  remains; 
and  from  the  manner  in  which  the  people  of  the  States  pufh  on 
and  ad:,  and  talk  on  this  fide,  and  from  what  I  learn  of  their 
conducl  towards  the  fea,  I  fliall  not  be  furprifed  if  we  are  at 
war  with  them  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  year ;  and  if  fo,  a 
line  muft  be  drawn  by  the  warriors," 

From  the  context  of  this  whole  pafTage,  it  is  manifeft  thaj 
Lor(3  Dorchefier  was  perfuaded  that  the  aggrefTion  which  might 
eventually  lead  to  a  ftate  of  hofiility,  liad  proceeded  from  the 
United  States;  and  fo  far  as  the  Hate  of  Vermont,  to  which  I 
prefume  his  Lordfhip  principally  alluded,  was  implicated,  I  am 
convinced  that  that  perfuafion  was  not  ill  founded  ;  for,  not. 
withf^anding  the  pofitive  aflu ranees  which  I  received  from  your 
predeceflbr  on  the  9th  of  July,  1792,  in  anfwer  to  my  letter  of 
the  5th  of  the  fame  month,  of  the  determination  of  the  general 
government  to  difcourage  and  reprefs  the  encroacliments  which 
the  ftate  and  individuals  of  Vermont  had  committed  on  the  terri- 
tory occupied  by  his  Majefty's  garrifons,  I  aflert  with  confi- 
dence, that  not  only  thofe  encroachments  have  never  been  in 
VQt.  II,  Hhh  any 
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any  manner  reprefTed,  but  that  recent  infringements  in  that 
quarter,  and  on  the  territory  in  its  vicinity,  have  fmce  beeii 
committed.  Indeed,  if  this  afTertion  of  mine  could  require  any 
corroboration,  I  would  remark,  that  though  the  fpace  of  fifty 
days  had  elapfed  between  my  letter  of  the  loth  of  March,  1794s 
upon  this  fubjeft,  and  your  anfwer  of  the  29th  of  April,  1794* 
you  did  not  attempt  to  deny  the  fads  which  I  then  ftated,  and 
v/hich  I  now  explicitly  repeat. 

In  regard  to  your  declatation  that  Governor  Simcoe  hasgon? 
to  the  foot  of  the  rapids  of  the  Miami,  followed  by  three  com- 
panies of  a  Eritifh  regiment,  in  order  to  build  a  fort  there,  I 
have  no  intelligence  that  fuch  an  event  has  ailually  occurred.^ 
Eut  even  admitting^  your  information  to  be  accurate,  much  will 
depend  on  the  place  in  vyhich  you  affert  that  the  fort  is  intended  to 
be  ere6led,  and  whether  it  be  for  the  puipofe  of  prote£ling  fub- 
je6ls  of  his  Majefty,  refiding  in  diftrids  dependent  on  the  fort 
of  Detroit,  or  of  preventing  that  fortrefs  from  being  ftraighten- 
ed  by  the  approach  of  the  American  army.  To  either  of  which 
cafes,  I  imagine  that  the  principle  of  the  Jiatu  quo,  until  the 
final  arrangement  of  the  point  in  diftulTion  betv/een  the  two 
countries  ihall  be  concluded,  will  ftridlly  apply. 

In  order,  hovv'ever,  to  correct  any  inaccurate  information  you 
may  have  received,  or  to  avoid  any  ambiguity  relative  to  this 
circumfiance,  I  fhall  immediately  tranfmit  copies  of  your  letter 
and  of  this  anfwer,  as  well  to  the  governor-general  of  his  Ma- 
jefly's  polTefiions  in  North  America,  and  the  governor  of  Upper 
Canada,  as  to  his  Majefiy's  minifters  in  England,  for  their  re- 
fpeclive  information.  Before  »I  conclude  tliis  letter,  I  muft'be 
permitted  to  obferve,  that  I  have  confined  to  the  unreprefled  and, 
continued  aggreifions  of  the  fiate  of  Veirmont  alone,  the  perfua- 
fion  of  Lord  Dorchefier  that  they  were  indicative  of  an  exifting 
hoftile  difpofition  in  the  United  States  againft  Great  Britain, 
and  might  ultimately  produce  an  a6lual  ifate  of  war  on  their 
part.  If  I  had  been  ilefuous  of  recurring  to  other  fources  of 
difquietude,  I  might,  from  the  allufion  of  his  Lordfliip  to  th6 
conduct  of  this  government  towards  the  lea,  have  deduced  other 
motives  of  apprehenfion,  on  which,  from  the  folicitude  you 
evince  to  efiablifh  a  contrail  between  the  temper  obferved  on 
your  part  towards  us,  I  might  have  conceived  mylelf  juftified 
in  dilating.  T  might  have  adverted  to  the  privateers  originally 
fitted  out  at  Charles-Tov/n,  at  the  commencement  of  the  prefent 
hoftilities,  and  which  were  allowed  to  depart  from  that  port, 
not  only  with  the  conient,  but  under  the  exprefs  permifiion  of 
the  governor  of  South  Carolina.  I  migb.t  have  adverted  to  the 
prizes  made  by  thefe  privateers,  of  which  the  legality  was  in  fome 
ineafure  admitted,  by  the  refufal  of  the  government  to  refl:ore 
fuch  as  were  made  antecedently  to  the  5th  of  June,   1793*     I 

luigh^ 
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ISnlght  have  adverted  to  the  permiffion  granted  ty  this  govern- 
ment to  the  commanders  of  French  fhips  of  war,  and  of  priva- 
teers, to  difpofe  of  their  prizes  by  fale  in  ports  of  the  United 
States.  I  might  have  adverted  to  the  two  privateers,  Le  Petit 
Democrate,  (now  La  Cornelia)  and  Le  Carmagnole,  both  il- 
legally fitted  out  in  the  river  Delaware,  and  whicli,  in  confe^ 
quence  of  my  remonftrances,  and  the  affurances  I  received,  I 
concluded  would  have  been  difmantled  ;  but  which  have  remain- 
ed during  the  whole  winter  in  the  port  of  Nevir  York,  armedj 
and  now  are,  as  I  am  inforpied,  in  a  condition  to  proceed  im- 
mediately to  fea.  I  might  have  adverted  to  the  conduit  which 
this  government  has  obferved  towards  the  powers  combined  againft 
France  in  the  enforcement  of  the  embargo  ;  for,  while  the  Veflels 
of  the  former  are  fubjeded  to  the  reftriilion  of  that  meafure,  thofe 
of  the  latter  have  been  permitted  to  depart  from  Hampton  Road, 
though  three  weeks  had  elapfed  fubfeqnently  to  the  impofition  of 
the  embargo ;  though  they  were  amenable  to  its  operations,  and 
though  they  were  chiefly  laden  with  articles  calculated  to  fupport 
an  enemy  v^'hom  we  are  feeking  to  bring  to  peace,  I  might  have 
adverted  to  the  uniformly  unfriendly  treatment  which  his  Majefty's 
Ihips  of  war,  and  officers  in  his  Majefty's  fervice,  have,  fince  the 
commencement  of  the  prefent  hoftilities,  experienced  in  the  Anie- 
rican  ports ;  and  laftiy,  I  might  have  adverted  to  the  unparalleled 
infult  which  has  been  recently  oirered  at  New-Port,  Rhode  Ifland, 
not  by  a  lawlefs  colle6lion  of  the  people,  but  by  the  governor  and 
council  of  that  ftate,  to  the  Britilh  flag,  in  the  violent  meafures 
purfued  towards  his  Majefty's  floop  of  war  Nautilus,  and  in  the  for- 
cible detention  of  the  officers  by  whom  fhe  was  commanded. 

I  have,  however,  forborne  to  expatiate  upon  thefe  points,  be- 
caufe  I  am  not  difpofed  to  confider  them,  as  1  have  before  ftated^ 
as  neceflary  elucidations  of  the  immediate  objedl  of  your  letter, 
and  much  lefs  to  urge  them  in  their  prefent  form  as  general  topics 
of  recrimination.  '         .

IF  the  letter  with  which  you  honoured  me  on  the  22d  ult.  had 
not  entered  into  a  train  of  recrimination  againft  the  United 
States,  I  fhould  not  now  trouble  you  with  a  return  to  its  unpleafant 
topics.  Among  the  reafons,  which  would  have  induced  me  to  add 
nothing  to  my  letter  of  the  ift  of  laft  month,  it  would  have  been 
of  forae  weight,  that  by  filence  I  Ihould  avoid  the  repetition  of  a 
ftyle  and  manner,  which  feem  to  have  produced  a  perfonai  excite ■• 
ment. 

As  you  are  willing  to  admit  the  authenticity  of  Lord  Dorchef-» 

ter's  fpeech,  we  will,  with  your  approbation,,  referve  for  a  future 

dilciafficn,  on  what  occafion,  and  to  what  degree^  an  explanation 
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may  be  required  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  from  a 
foreign  minifter. 

I  feleded  only  one  paflage  of  that  fpcech,  becaufe  in  it  wascon<> 
centered  the  real  obje£l  of  the  whole  ;  which  was  to  declare  an 
expedlation,  that  Great  Britain  would  be  at  war  with  the  United 
States  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  year,  and,  if  fhe  w^ere,  to  caufe 
the  warriors  to  draw  a  line.  This  is  the  undifguifed  fenfe  of  the 
governor-general,  unaffeded  by  the  preliminary  words  which  you 
have  thought  proper  to  quote  :  it  is  your  own  interpretation,. 
For  fo  far  are  you  from  contradiding  my  affertion,  that  Lord 
Dorchefter  foflered  and  encouraged  in  the  Indians  hoftile  difpofi- 
tions  towards  us,  that  you  confine  the  greater  part  of  your  remain- 
ing obfervations  to  vindicate  his  perfuafion  and  your  own,  that  the 
principal  aggrelTion,  leading  to  hoilility,  proceeded  from  the 
United  States  ;  and  to  fuggefl:  many  others  of  the  fame  tendency, 
upon  which  you  would  not  dilate. 

I  fhall  not  fhrink,  Sir,  from  your  charges. 

1.  Notwithftanding  the  territory,  upon  which  certain  inhabit- 
ants of  Vermont  are  reprefented  in  your  letter  of  the  5th  of  July? 
1792,  to  have  trefpaffed,  belongs  to  the  United  States  ;  yet  on  the 
9th  of  the  fame  month  did  ray  predeceiror  give  you,  as  is  admitted, 
polltive  aflurances  of  the  determination  to  difcourage  and  reprefs 
the  fubjeii:  of  your  complaint.  The  neceffary  inftruclions  were 
accordingly  forwarded  to  that  ftate.  On  examining  your  corre- 
fpondence  With  my  department,  it  does  not  appear,  that,  from  the 
9th  of  July,  1792,  to  the  loth  of  March,  1794,  upwards  of  nine- 
teen months,  our  government  ever  underflood  from  yourfelf,  or 
any  authoritv  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  that  the  original  diffatif- 
fa6lion  continued  ;  nor  was  any  difcontent  heard  from  that  quar- 
ter through  other  channels,  except  what  related  to  outrages  upon 
our  own  citizens  by  Britifo  fubjects.  Then,  indeed,  thirty  days 
after  the  hoftile  tribes  of  Indians  had  been  aiTembled  by  Lord  Dor- 
chefcer  at  Quebec,  you  renew  your  remonftrance.  Although  it 
cannot  be  by  any  means  believed  that  thiS'.was  written  in  order  to 
ufher  in  the  intelligence,  which  foon  after  arrived,  of  his  fpeech  ; 
yet  it  is  difficult  to  account  for  fo  long  an  interval  under  the  cir- 
cumftances  fuppofed  ;  nor  ought  my  anfwer,  although  delayed  for 
.fifty  days,  until  the  29th  of  April,  1794,  to  be  conltrued  into  an., 
^iTent  to  any  charge,  fmce  at  the  end  of  that  period  having  been 
difappointed,  as  my  letter  (hews,  in  one  opportunity  of  informa- 
tion, and  no  other  prefenting  itfelf,  v/e  were  not  in  a  capacity  of 
.contradicting  your  alfcrtions.  However,  Sir,  the  inftru6lions 
ifTucd  in  confequcnce  of  your  application,  conveyed  pofitive  orders 
for  the  correction  of  what,  upon  examination,  fhould  be  found 
irregular. 

2.  Among  the  points  to  v»-hich  you. intimate  that  you  might 
have  adverted,  is  eiiUiXierated  the  htting  out  of  two  privateers  at 

Charleflov^n, 
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CharleftoWn,  South  Carolina.  Whatever  tliis  tranfaAion  might- 
have  been,  Ut  probably  occurred  at  the  commencement  of  the  war, 
and  before  the  exigence  of  the  war  Was  communicated  to  our  go- 
vernment by  any  of  the  powers  engaged.  Had  fuch  a  tranfadion 
been  known  to  the  prefident  in  time,  you  can  well  judge  from  his 
aftual  condudl  what  he  would  then  have  done.  His  proclamation 
on  the  22d  of  April,  1793;  his  call  upon  the  ftate  governors  on 
the  26th  of  the  fame  month,  to  co-operate  with  him  in  the  work  of 
impartiality  and  peace  ;  the  fyftem  of  rules  which  he  eftabliflied, 
and  which  were  imparted  to  you,  are  unerring  indications  of  the 
fpirit  of  thofe  meafures  on  which  he  had  determined.  He  fup- 
prefled  the  confular  courts,  which  attempted  to  pafs  fentences  of 
condemnation  on  captures ;  he  reftored  feveral  vefTels  to  Britifli 
owners ;  profecutions  have  been  inftituted  againft  the  violators  of 
neutrality.  In  a  word.  Sir,  what  has  been  required,  under  the 
fandlion  of  the  law  of  nations,  which  has  not  been  fulfilled  ?  How 
many  things  have  been  fpontaneoufly  done  to  evince  our  impar- 
tiality"? Let  me  requeft  you  to  review  my  predecelTor's  letters  to 
you  of  April  22,  May  15,  June  5,  Auguil  7,  8,  25,  Sept.  5  and 
12,  1793;  and  to  fay  if  more  could  be  well  expedled  from  us? 
After  fuch  demonftrations,  it  might  have  been  hoped  that  the 
equipment  of  thefe  two  privateers  would  not  rife  again  in  the  fhape 
of  a  charge.  But  the  letter  of  the  5th  of  June  being  conceived  of 
itfelf  to  be  fatisfadory,  is  here  inferted. 

In  the  letter  which  I  had  the  honour  of  writing  you  on  the  15th 
of  May,  in  anfwer  to  your  feveral  memorials  of  the  8th  of  that 
month,  I  mentioned  that  the  prefident  referved  for  further  confide- 
ration  a  part  of  the  one  which  related  to  the  equipment  of  two  pri- 
vateers in  the  port  of  Charleftown  ;  the  part  alluded  to  was  that 
wherein  you  exprefs  your  confidence  that  the  executive  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  would  purfue  meafures  for  repreiling 
fuch  praflices.  in  future,  and  for  reftoring  to  their  rightful  owners 
any  captures  which  fuch  privateers  might  bring  into  the  ports  of 
the  United  States. 

The  prefident,  after  a  full  inveftigation  of  this  fubjed,  and  the 
nioft  mature  confideration,  has  charged  me  to  communicate  to 
you,  that  the  firft  part  of  this  application  is  found  to  be  juft,  and 
that  effe£lual  meafures  are  taken  for  preventing  repetitions  of  the- 
a6l  therein  complained  of ;  but  that  the  latter  part,  defiring  relti- 
tution  of  the  prizes,  is  underftood  to  be  inconfiftent  with  the  rules 
which  govern  fuch  cafes,  and  would  therefore  be  unjuftifiable  to- 
wards the  other  party. 

The  principal  agents  in  this  tranfadion  were  French  citizens. 
JBeing  within  the  United  States,  at  the  moment  a  war  broke  out 
between  their  own  and  another  country,  they  determine  to  go  in 
its  defence  :  they  purchafe  arms,  and  equip  a  veffel  with  their  own 
money,  man  it  themfelves,  receive  a  regular  coinmiffion  from  their 

nation. 
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nation,  depart  out  of  the  United  States,  and  then  commence  hofti- 
lities  by  capturing  a  veffel.  If,  under  thefe  circumftances,  the 
commiflion  of  the  captors  was  valid,  the  property,  according  to 
the  laws  of  war,  was  by  the  capture  transferred  to  them  ;  and  it 
would  be  an  aggreffion  on  their  nation  for  the  United  States  to 
refcuG  it  from  them,  whether  on  the  high  feas,  or  in  coming  into 
their  ports,  If  the  commifTion  was  not  valid,  and  confequently 
the  property  not  transferred  by  the  laws  of  war  to  the  captors, 
then  the  cafe  would  have  been  cognizable  in  our  courts  of  admi- 
ralty,  and  the  owners  might  have  ge.je  thither  for  redrefs  ;  fo  that 
on  neither  fuppofition  would  the  executive  be  juftihable  in  inter- 
pofmg. 

With  refpe£l  to  the  United  States,  the  tranfadion  can  in  no 
wife  be  imputed  to  them.  It  was  in  the  firft  moment  of  the  v/ar 
— in  one  of  their  moft  diftant  ports — before  ineafu res  could  be  pro- 
vided by  the  government  to  meet  all  the  cafes  which  fuch  a  flate 
of  things  was  to  produce,  impolfible  to  have  been  known,  and 
therefore  impofiible  to  have  been  prevented  by  that  government. 

The  moment  it  was  known,  the  molt  energetic  orders  were 
fent  to  every  ftate  and  port  in  the  Union,  to  prevent  a  repetition  of 
the  accident.  On  a  fuggeftion  that  citizens  of  the  United  States 
bad  taken  part  in  the  a6l,  one,  who  v/as  defignated,  was  inftantly 
cornmitted  to  prifon  for  profecution  ;  one  or  two  others  have  been 
iince  named,  and  comimitted  in  like  manner  ;  and  Ihould  it  appear 
that  there  were  iiili  others,  no  m^eafures  would  be  fpared  to  bring 
them  to  juftice.  The  prefident  has  gone  even  farther  ;  he  has  re- 
quired, as  a  reparation  of  their  breach  of  refpecR:  to  the  United 
States,  that  the  velfels  fo  arm.ed  and  equipped  fhall  depart  from  our 
ports. 

You  will  fee.  Sir,  in  thefe  proceedings  of  the  prefident,  une- 
quivocal proofs  of  the  line  of  Pcrift  right  which  he  means  to  pur- 
fue.  The  meafures  now  mentioned  are  taken  in  juftice  to  the  one 
party  ;  the  ulterior  meafure,  of  feizing  and  reftoring  the  prizes, 
is  declined  in  juftice  to  the  other  ;  and  the  evil,  thus  early  arrefted, 
will  be  of  very  limited  efFe6ls  ;  perhaps,  indeed,  foon  difappear  al- 
together. 

As  to  the  permilTion  from  the  governor  of  South  Carolina  for 
the  departure  of  thufe  privateers  from  port,  you  may  aifure  your- 
ftlf  of  a  proper  inquiry  ;  and  I  take  the  liberty  of  requelling  any 
evidence  which  you  may  have  of  it. 

3.  With  fo  many  direct  proofs  in  your  hands,  of  the  opinion 
conftantly  maintained  by  our  government  againft  the  legality  of 
captures  in  general  made  by  illegal  privateers,  it 'is  not  eafily  ex- 
plained why  the  validity  of  thofe  before  the  5th  of  June,  1793, 
fhould  be  argued,  from  a  refufal  to  reftore  them.  The  above  re- 
cited letter  of  that  date  neither  afhrms  nor  difaffirms  their  validity; 
but  declineti  the  granting  of  rellitution,  as  being  inconfiftent  with 
I  the 
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the  rules  which  govern  In  fuch  cafes.  Thefe  rules  are,  that  If  the 
commiflion  be  good,  the  capture  is  good  ;  if  the  commiffion  be 
had,  the  capture  is  bad ;  but  whether  it  be  good  or  bad  is  not  de- 
cided ;  it  being  enough  to  prove  that  the  tranfadion,  for  the  rea- 
fons  affigned,  can  in  no  wife  be  imputed  to  the  United  States. 
But  if  captures  of  this  kind,  prior  to  the  5th  of  June,  1793,  do 
really  amount  (as  I3  conceived  by  fome]  to  no  very  confiderable  va- 
lue, this  would  of  itfelf  leifen  the  importance  of  the  infinuation. 

4.  The  fecretary  of  war  has  undertaken  to  afcertaln  the  precifc 
ftate  of  the  privateers  Le  Petit  Dcmocrate  and  Le  Carmagnole, 
and  the  refult  will  be  communicated  to  you.  In  the  mean  time  it 
is  a  matter  of  fome  furprize,  that  velfels,  whofe  fingle  employment 
and  profit  mull  confift  in  cruizing  on  the  ocean,  fhould  have  re- 
mained in  the  port  of  New  York  during  the  whole  winter,  and 
probably  up  to  the  date  of  your  letter  (May  22d,  1704.)  May  it 
not  be  prefumed,  that  their  aftivity  has  been  checked  by  the  inter- 
vention of  the  government  ?  But,  Sir,  if  they  have  not  been  dif- 
mantled,  your  letter  brings  the  firft  notice  of  the  omifTion. 

5.  It  is  true  that  the  fale  of  prizes  made  by  French  cruizers  has; 
not  been  prohibited  in  the  United  States,  and  that  our  treaty  with 
France  has  been  fo  interpreted,  as  not  to  contemplate  a  freedom  to 
fell.  The  next  refort  was  to  the  law  of  nations,  which  was  fcru- 
puloufly  fearched  by  the  executive,  with  the  pure  defire  of  difco- 
yering  truth  and  juiMce  to  all.  Upon  this,  as  on  many  other  oc- 
cafions,  the  civilians  differ  ;  Vattel  declaring,  that  a  privateer  may- 
carry  his  prize  into  a  neutral  port,  and  there  freely  fell  it ;  Mar- 
tens affirming  the  fame  dodrine,  if  it  has  not  been  otherwife  regu- 
lated by  treaty  :  and  others  oppofing  it.  In  this  fchifm  among  the 
writers,  it  was  refolved  by  the  prefident  of  the  United  States  to  iiTj,- 
pofeno  reftraint  uponthofe  fales;  and  to  refer  them,  as  affairs  of 
legiilation,  to  Congrefs,  at  the  earlieil  moment  of  their  feffion. 
Thus  much  has  been  obferved,  not  as  my  final  anfwer,but  merely 
to  introduce  an  afTurance,  that  I  v.'i!l  follow  you  in  the  main  dif-^ 
cuffion,  whenfoever  you  fnall  bring  it  forward  in  detail. 

6.  Undoubtedly,  Sir,  you  have  been  mifuiformed,  that  the  VefJ- 
fels  of  France  have  been  permitted  to  depart  from  our  ports,  not^ 
\yithftanding  the  embargo.  As  the  hiftory  of  the  executive  pro- 
ceedings is  neither  long  nor  entangled,  it  Oiall  be  frankly  dated  to 
you.  As  foon  as  the  embargo  was  laid,  expreffes  and  advice  boats 
were  difpatched,  to  notify  the  ofScers  of  the  cuiloms  and  revenue 
cutters,  and  all  others  concerned  in  its  execution.  The  refolution 
impofing  it,  involved  all  foreign  nations  ;  the  inftruflionsfrom  the 
prefident  of  the  United  States  favoured  no  nation,  dire6llyor  indi- 
redly.  A  French  fnow.  La  Camille,  which  had  defcended  the 
river  Delaware  as  low  as  Newcaftle,  on  her  voyage,  was  flopped 
by  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  and  the  prefident,  adhering  to 
perfedl  impartiality,  couI4  not  think  himfelfjuftified^  to  gratify  the 
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miniller  of  the  French  Republic  with  a  pafTport.   Paflports  being 
kept  under  the  fpeclal  view  of  the  prefident,  were  iffued  only  after 
his  examination  of  each  cafe  ;  and  the  total  number  of  them  does 
nov  exceed  twenty-fix.     Among  them  was  one  to  yourfelf ;  one  to 
an  agent  who  was  fent  to  the  Wefl:  Indies,  upon  a  bufinefs  con- 
neded  with  the  late  captures  and  condemnations  in  various  Bri- 
tilh  courts  of  admiralty  ;  one  to  a  citizen,  whofe  veffel  was  under 
trial  in  Bermuda,  and  who  was  anxious  to  forward  the  Britifh  in- 
ftrudions  of  the  8th  of  January,  1794,  with  a  hope  of  refcuing  her 
from  confifcation  ;  one  to  the  friends  of  Jofliua  Barney,  then  in 
Jamaica  ;  twenty  for  the  accommodation  of  feveral  unfortunate 
inhabitants  of  St.  Domingo,  to  fome  of  whom  our  government 
was  advancing  money  for  their  fupport,  and  who  could  no  longer 
endure  their  feparation  from  home ;  one  to  fome  other  perfons  in 
peculiar  circumllances,  delirous  of  returning  to  the  Weft  Indies  ; 
and,  in  thelaft  inftance,  one  to  the  minifter  of  the  Prench  Repub- 
lic.    If,  therefore,  by  any  other  paffport  or  permillion,  the  em- 
bargo has  been  rekxed,  it  was  unauthorifed  by  the  prefident,  and 
pnlawful.     The  dillance  of  Hampton  Road  from  this  city  being 
more  than  300  miles,  the  officers  of  government  refident  here  could 
not  learn  at  the  moment  what  vi^as  paffing  there.     No  intelligence 
of  an  official  nature,  or  of  any   real  importance ;  no  complaint 
from  any  other  foreign  miniftcr,  or  any  other  perfon,  has   fince 
reached  us.     If,  Sir,  you  fliould  happen  to  pofTefs  the  information, 
I  afk  it  as  a  favour  of  you  to  defignate  who  granted  the  permiffion, 
and  under  what  circumilances  the  French  veflfels  left  that  road. 
An  inveftigation,  however,  has  been  and  fhall  be  purfued,-on  our 
part,  without  delay.      If  the  law  has  been  violated,  it  fhall  be  vin- 
dicated ;  but  a  violation  of  law  is  very  remote  from  a  permiffion  of 
the  government. 

7.  The  uniformly  unfriendly  treatment  which  the  Britifh  offi- 
cers are  faid  to  have  experienced  in  the  United  States,  cannot  be 
anfwered  until  it  ihall  be  more  explicitly  defined.  Did  this  treat- 
ment break  forth  in  words  or  aflions  not  cognizable  by  law  ?  If 
io,  no  complaint  can  be  offered  to  government.  Or  in  words  or 
alliens  which  v/ere  fo  cognizable  r  Our  courts  are  free  to  foreign- 
ers againft  citizens,  and  independent  of  influence.  To  yourfelf  let 
me  appeal,  that  on  the  reprefentations  which  you  thought  proper 
to  lay  before  the  prefident  in  relation  to  the  Britifli  confulat  Bal- 
timore, the  Britifli  confiil  at  Norfolk,  and  the  commander  of  the 
DiEdalus  frigate,  the  neceffary  meafures  were  promptly  adopted  ; 
the  rcfult  has  been  tranfmitted  to  you,  and  no  objeftion  has  been 
returned  :  nor  was  the  government  backward  in  its  interference 
in  the  late  affair  of  Philadelphia.  And  thefe  being  the  only  occur- 
rences of  the  kind  wiiliin  my  knowledge,  I  truft  that  no  example 
can  be  produced  of  government  refufing  to  extend  its  protedlioa 
vn  every  feafonable  occafion. 
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8.  The  events  at  Newport,  in  Rhode-Ifland,  are  accurately 
detailed  in  the  proceedings,  which  I  have  the  honour  of  enclofing 
to  you.  Within  the  limits  of  the  prefent  letter,  I  cannot  do  more; 
as  it  might  be  an  ufelefs  talk  to  detain  you  with  my  remarks,  when 
none  of  them  might  be  adapted  to  the  animadverfions  which  you 
meditate.  It  is  enough,  therefore,  for  me  to  engage,  that  thefe 
animadverfions,  whenever  they  fhall  appear,  fhall  receive  parti- 
cular attention. 

Although,  Sir,  your  charges  againft  the  United  States  are 
fketched  only ;  the  imprellion,  which  may  have  been  intended, 
cannot  be  counteraded  too  foon,  by  fuch  general  elucidations, 
as  at  a  future  day  may  be  more  minutely  unfolded.  But  let  thefe 
fadls  be  as  they  will  ;  are  they  indicative  of  a  hoftile  difpofition  in 
the  United  States,  and  ought  they  ultimately  to  produce  a  ftate  of 
war  ?  This  is  not  the  place  for  us  to  report  our  complaints.  But 
compare  them  with  the  whole  of  your  catalogue;  and  fay,  what 
may  our  feelings  be  ?  Yet  we  prefer  peace. 

9.  As  Lord  Dorcheder's  endeavour  to  ftir  up  the  Indians 
againft  us  is  without  juftification  ;  fo  is  the  expedition  of  Go- 
vernor Simcoe  without  pretext. 

That  you  have  received  no  intelligence  of  fuch  an  event  having 
a£lually  occurred,  leaves  room  to  conje6lure,  that  you  may  not 
be  without  intelligence  of  it  having  been  defigned  ;  and  that  it  has, 
therefore,  probably  taken  place.  But  you  infift,  that  much  will 
depend  on  the  place  intended  for  the  fort.  Let  the  point  allotted 
for  it  on  the  Miami,  be  knovv^n  ;  the  place  is  for  our  immediate 
purpofe,  adequately  marked  out  by  being  on  that  river.  A  fingle 
glance  of  the  eye  over  the  map,  proves  that  its  fource  is  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States.  In  its  whole  length  it  is  flanked  on 
each  fide  by  our  territory  :  its  very  mouth  is  to  the  fouthward  of 
our  line,  as  recognifed  by  our  treaty  with  his  Britannic  Majefty. 
On  no  part  therefore  of  the  rapids  can  a  fort  be  built,  but  within 
our  country. 

This  being  fixed,  your  argument  is,  that  if  the  fort  be  for  the 
purpofe  of  protedingfubjeds  of  his  Majefty,  refiding  in  diftricls 
dependent  on  the  fort  of  Detroit,  or  of  preventing  that  fortrefs 
from  being  ftraitened  by  the  approach  of  the  American  army  ;  the 
principle  of  J^atu  quo,  until  the  final  arrangement  of  the  point  in 
difcuflion  between  the  two  countries  Iball  be  concluded,  will 
llriftly  apply. 

To  change  by  hoftile  movements  the  condition  of  a  thing,  con-^ 
cerning  which  a  treaty  is  opened,  not  being  confonant  with  a 
fpirit  of  adjuftment,  the  principle  of  _^atu  quo  has  been  generally- 
adopted.  The  neareft  point  of  the  rapids  to  Detroit  cannot  be 
lefs  than  fifty  miles  :  they  have  riever  been  confideredj  they  never 
could  be  confidered,  as  appending  to  Detroit.  But  you  proceed 
to  fay,  that  the  p;  op ofed  allumpt ion  of  territory  may  depend  on 
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dlflrlfts  which  depend  on  Detroit.  It  is  too  obvious  to  dwell 
upon  the  remark,  that  if  Detroit  which  lies  within  the  United 
States,  becomes  the  firft  ftation  from  which  a  diftridl  ftill  farther 
in,  may  arife,  and  that  from  this  di{lri6l  another  diftrifl  may  be 
generated,  one  encroachment  may  beget  another  ad  infinitum.  It 
will,  however,  be  very  acceptable  to  underftand  with  accuracy, 
how  much  of  op.r  territory  towards  the  Miami  was  adlually  pof- 
feffed  by  ihe  military  eftablilhrnent  of  Detroit  at  the  time  of  peace. 
I  menticii  the  military  eftablifhrnent ;  becaufe  if  any  fubjeds  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty  refide  beyond  the  line  of  adual  poffeflion, 
they  are,  as  being  within  our  limits,  under  our  jurifdidion. 

To  prevent  the  fortrefs  of  Detroit  from  being  ftraightened  by 
the  approach  of  the  American  army,  is  either  a  new  modification 
cf  the  preceding  idea,  or  founded  upon  an  untenable  fufpicion. 
For  the  queftion  muft  recur,  are  the  rapids  an  appendage  to  De- 
troit ?  Were  they  connected  with  it  at  the  peace  ?  If  convenience 
only  were  to  be  confulted,  and  a  wide  range  of  unfettled  territory, 
by  being  fuitable  to  the  momentary  circumftances  of  one  nation, 
is  to  be  transferred  for  that  reafon  alone  from  another,  which  is 
the  true  proprietor,  we  might  even  then  controvert  the  conveni- 
ency  of  the  rapids  to  Detroit.  If  right  be  confulted,  our  right  is 
complete.  Is  then  our  territory  to  be  thus  feized  ?  Nay,  more 
Sir,  I  am  authorifed  to  fay  to  you  explicitly,  that  the  American 
army  has  no  inftru6lions  to  flraighten  or  annoy  that  poll ;  and  that 
if  the  defcent  on  the  rapids  was  di6lated  by  this  confideration,  it 
ought  to  be  difcontinuedj  as  being  without  caufe. 
I  have  the  honor,  Sir,

SiF,  Philadelphia,   Saturday,   "ithjime,   1794. 

HAVING,  in  conformity  to  the  ailurance  exprefled  in  my 
letter  of  the  22d  ult.  immediately  tranfmitted  copies  of  that  letter 
and  of  your's  of  the  29th  ult.  to  the  governor-general  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's  poirellions  in  North  America,  to  the  governor  of  Upper 
Canada,  and  to  his  Majefty's  minlfters  in  England,  I  concluded 
that  any  further  communication  betv/een  us  on  the  fubje6l  of  thofe 
letters  would  for  the  prefent  have  been  fufpended  :  but  as  you  have 
refumed  the  difcuffion  at  fome  length  in  your  letter  of  the  2d  cur- 
rent, (which  I  had  the  honour  of  receiving  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
4th5)  it  is  incumbent  upon  mc  to  reply  in  detail  to  the  feveral  points 
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you  have  ftated,  and  which  you  have  been  pleafed  to  reprefent 
as  *'  a  train  of  recrimination  againfl  the  United  States ;"  al- 
though, one  alone  excepted,  t  had  merely  collaterally  adverted 
to  them,  as  referring  to  the  allufion  of  Lord  Dorchefter  ^'  to 
the  conduit  o£  this  government  towards  the  fea,"  and  had  ex- 
preffly  aflerted  that  I  was  not  difpofed  to  urge  them  as  general 
topics  of  recrimination. 

I  am  perfe£lly  willing  to  referve  for  a  future  period  any  gene- 
ral difcuffion  that  you  may  inftitute  with  regard  to  the  occafions 
upon,  and  the  degrees  to,  which  *'  an  explanation  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  government  of  the  United  States  from  a  foreign 
niinifter  ;"  but  I  muft  be  permitted,  Sir,  to  repeat,  that  "  I  never 
can  acknowledge  the  right  of  this  government  to  require  from 
me  fo  categorically  as  you  have  required  it,"  any  explanation  of 
ineafures  purfued  by  other  fervants  of  the  crown  in  other  de- 
partments, over  whofe  adtions  I  have  no  controul,  for  whofe 
condufl  I  am  not  refponfible,  and  with  whom  I  have  no  other 
public  connexion  than  that  which  refults  from  the  circumftances 
of  being  employed  in  the  fervice  of  the  fame  mafler. 

Your  extra6l  from  Lord  Dorchefter's  fpeech  appearing  to  be  a 
partial  mutilated  citation,  inafmuch  as  it  was  not  a  detached,  fepa- 
rate  pofition,  but  a  member  of  a  fentence  immediately  conneded 
with  and  flowing  from  parts  which  preceded  it,  1  efteemed  proper 
to  quote  the  whole  pafTage.  From  this  it  is  manifeft  that  Lord 
Dorchefter  founded  his  expreffion,  that  he  fiiould  not  be  furprifed 
if  Great  Britain  was  at  war  with  the  United  States  in  the  courfe  of 
the  prefent  year,  on  his  knowledge  of  the  condu6l  of  the  inhabitants 
ot  the  United  States  as  well  on  the  fide  of  Canada  as  towards  the  fea. 
I  therefore,  Sir,  cannotbut  imagine  that  thefenfe  of  "  the  governor- 
general"  is  materially  affefted  by  the  preliminary  words  :  for  cer- 
tainly there  is  an  evident  diftindion  between  the  expreffion  of  an 
opinion  that  the  condudt  of  the  United  States  might  eventually 
lead  to  a  ftate  of  hoftility  between  them  and  Great  Britain,  and 
the  detached,  unconnedled  aflertion,  that  it  would  not  be  a  matter 
of  furprife  to  him,  if  Great  Britain  fhould  be  at  war  with  the 
United  States,  in  the  coujfe  of  the  prefent  year.  With  refped 
to  your  declaration,  that  I  have  not  contradided  your  "  aflertiort 
that  Lord  Dorchefter  foftered  and  encouraged  tlie  Indians  in  hof- 
tile  difpofitions  towards  the  United  States,"  I  have  no  difficulty 
in  confefting  that,  as  thofe  few  words  contain  the  whole  of  your 
alfertion  upon  this  matter,  they  really  efcaped  my  notice.  Had  I 
attended  to  them,  I  fhould  certainly  not  have  omitted  remarking, 
that  I  deduced  from  the  whole  tenor  of  the  fpeech,  an  inference 
different  from  your  afleriion,  which  can  apply  to  thofe  pafTages 
only  of  the  fpeech,  wherein  Lord  Dorchefter  demonftrates  his 
regret  at  the  continuance  of  the  war,  and  his  concern  that  his  hope 
of  a  pacification  being  effe6led  had  been  difappointed-— or  to  thofe 
I  i  i  ?.  in 
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in  which  he  alludes  to  the  infringements  by  American  citizens  on 
the  territory  occupied  by  his  Majefty's  arms.  In  none  of  thofc 
palTages,  however,  has  his  Lordfhip  exprefled  any  perfonal  fenti- 
ment  relative  to  the  origin  of  the  Itidian  war,  or  to  the  caufes 
that  have  hitherto  retarded  the  reftoration  of  peace,  which  can  be 
confirued  into  a  difpofition  to  impute  more  of  blame  in  either 
cafe  to  one  party  than  the  other.  But  even  if  I  had  admitted  your 
airertion  to  the  fulled  extent,  I  could  not  have  been  deterred  by 
that  confideration  from  meeting  the  difquifition,  when  I  refle<Eled, 
that  I  could  contraft  with  that  alfertion  a  precedent  in  the  annals 
of  the  United  States  of  no  very  ancient  date.  For  it  cannot  be 
unknown  to  you.  Sir,  that  on  the  6ih  of  January,  1789,  at  a 
period  of  profound  peace  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States,  Governor  Sinclair  affured  the  Indians,  whom  he  had  con- 
vened at  Muflcingum,  that  Great  Britain  at  the  conclufion  of  the 
war  had  ceded  the  Indian  iflands  as  the  price  of  peace  for  herfelf. 
His  words  (after  an  endeavour  to  explain  the  nature  of  the  claims 
of  the  United  States  to  the  lands  of  the  Indians  by  a  comparifon 
-adapted  to  the  local  relations  of  the  latter)  are  juft  fo,  "  Brothers, 
it  was  with  the  Britifh  and  you.  Contrary  to  your  folemn  en- 
gagements, you  joined  them  in  the  war  againil  us,  and  did  us 
much  harm.  After  a  long  ftruggle  we  got  the  better.  They 
afked  for  peace,  and  your  lands  were  given  up  as  part  of  the  price." 
Surely,  Sir,,  language  cannot  be  devifed  more  capable  of  infpiring 
implacable  hollility  in  the  Indians  than  this,  which  affumes  as 
afa6lof  notoriety,  that  at  the  peace,  the  Britifli  Government 
abandoned  the  interefts  of  thofe  whom  it  had  deluded  into  a  co- 
operation with  it  during  the  war,  and  whofe  lands  it  formerly 
ceded  as  the  price  of  pacification  for  itfelf.  Indeed  this  govern- 
ment feemed  afterwards  fenfible  of  the  impropriety  of  this  lan- 
guage, fmce  the  31ft  day  of  July,  1793,  Meflrs.  Lincoln,  Ran- 
dolph, tind  Pickering,  informed  the  Indians  that  this  conftruc- 
tion  of  the  part  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  which  fettled  the  boun- 
dary between  the  pofieflions  of  Great  Britain  and  thofe  of  the 
United  States,  was  erroneous:  "  for  as  the  King  had  not  pur- 
chafed  the  country  of  the  Indians,  he  of  courfe  could  not  give 
it  away." 

I  fhall  now.  Sir,  proceed  to  offer  fome  obfervations  on  thofe 
parts  of  your  letter  which  are  intended  to  ferve  as  anfwers  to 
what  you  have  denominated  my  "  cliarges.'* 

I  ft.  I  have  never  for  a  moment  denied  that  the  territory  on 
w^hich  I  reprefentedencrbachments  to  have  been  committed  by 
-the  -Hate  and  individuals  of  Vermont  was  within  the  boundary 
of  the  United  States;  but  I  prefumed  that,  until  the  points  in 
difcullion  betvi'een  our  refpe6live  countries  fhould  be  amicalily 
arranged,  no  part  of  the  territory  occupied  by  perfons  refiding 
under\he  prctecliou  of  his  Majefty's  garrifons,  ftiouldlbe  forcibly 
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Wrefled  from  that  protedlion,  either  by  the  enterprlzes  of  the 
ftate  of  Vermont,  or  by  the  unauthorifed  aggreffions  of  indi- 
viduals. Under  this  prefumption,  I  addrefTed  my  letter  of  the 
5th  of  July,  1792,  to  your  predeceffor,  and  on  the  fame  prin- 
ciple T  {iated  in  my  letter  to  you  of  tl)e  loth  of  March,  1794, 
that  the  grievances  of  which  I  then  complained,  had  never  been 
redreffed.  It  is  true  that  nineteen  months  elapfed  between  the 
dates  of  thofe  different  letters ;  but  if  from  this  circumftance  it 
be  inferred  as  a  matter  deferving  of  attention*  that  during  this 
fpace  "  this  Government  never  vinderftood  from  myfelf  or  any 
other  authority  of  his  Britannic  Majeify,  that  the  original  dilfa- 
tisfa6lion  continued,  it  is  no  lefs  remarkable  that  I  iliouid  never 
have  received  any  thing  but  affurances  that  that  fource  of  dif- 
fatisfa6lion  fhould  be  removed,  and  that  in  this  iriteival  and  to 
this  moment,  no  fa6ts  of  it  having  been  removed  have  ever  been 
communicated  to  me  by  your  predecclTor  or  yourfelf,  to  oppofe 
thofe  which  I  formerly  advar.ced,  and  have  fince  repeated. 
Through  eafual  channels  of  communication,  I  had  coliedled 
that  the  interpofition  of  the  government  had  not  produced  the 
effed,  which  from  its  aifurances,  I  had  expetled,  but  the  evi- 
dence did  not  appear  to  me  of  importance  fufficient  to  found  any 
complaint  upon  it.  The  firft  authentic  intimation  of  thefe 
circumftances  was,  indeed,  communicated  to  me  by  Lord  Dor» 
chefter  in  a  letter  which  1  received  three  or  four  days  antecedently 
to  the  date  of  mine  to  you  of  the  loth  of  March,  and  in  which 
his  lordOiip,  who  had  not  long  before  returned  from  England, 
acquainted  me  that  thofe  encroachments,  the  iirfl  a6ls  of  which 
had  occurred  during  his  abfence,  ftill  continued  unredreffed. 
Here  it  is  necefTary  for  me  to  obferve,  with  refpe6t  to  your  re- 
petition of  the  affertion  you  advanced  in  your  letter  of  the  20th. 
ult.  of  the  Indians  to  whom  his  fpeech  was  addreffed,  having 
been  aflembled  by  Lord  Dorcheder's  direclions,  that  unlefs  your 
means  of  intelligence  are  more  accurate  than  mine-,  I  entertairx 
a  firm  convi6lion,  that  the  information  on  which  you  liavc 
founded  your  affertion,  is  totally  erroneous.  For  I  can  affure 
youj  Sir,  that  I  have  reafon  to  believe  that  thofe  Indians  were 
not  afTembled  by  Lord  Dorcliefter,  but  that  the  fpeech  in  quefiloa 
was  an  anfwer  to  a  meffage  brought  by  a  deputation  of  Indiarss, 
who  had  proceeded  to  Quebec,  fpontaneoully  and  unfolicited  by^ 
his  lordfhip.  This  belief  is  farther  confirmed  by  the  fecond 
paragraph  of  the  fpeech  itfclf,  "  children,  you  have  informetl 
me  that  you  are  deputed  bv  the  feven  villages  of  Louver  Canada, 
&c."  I  fhali  not  however  dwell  on  this  part  of  your  letter,  as 
the  paffage  of  it  to  which  I  have  laft  referred  connected  with  the 
fucceeding  fentence — "  although  it  cannot  be  by  any  m.eans 
believed  that  this  was  written  in  order  to  ulher  in  the  inteHl- 
gence  vyhich  (boa  after  arrived  of  his  fpeech,  yet  it  is  difFicult  to 
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"account  for  Co  long  an  interval  under  the  clrcumflances  fuppofed" 
■ — feem  to  convey  an  inliuuation  fo  nnmerited,  that  I  feel  too 
much  the  refpe6l  that  I  ow^e  to  the  court  which  I  have  the  ho- 
nour of  ferving,  and  to  my  own  charadter,  to  urge  farther  any 
argument  which  might  be  conftrued  into  a  folicitude  to  refute 
it.  Though  your  letter  of  the  29th  of  April,  after  a  delay  of 
50  days,  may  not  be  regarded  as  an  affent  to  any  charge  I  had 
made,  I  neverthelefs  do  not  efleem  myfelf  guilty  of  any  impro- 
priety in  having  imagined  that  that  fpace  of  time  might  have 
enabled  you  to  return  me  an  anfwer  more  conclufive  than  a 
renewal  of  the  afluranccs  which  I  had  received  nearly  two  years 
before.  Yen  will,  I  am  perfuaded,  Sir,  recolleft  that  in  almofl 
every  converfation  which  I  had  with  you  during  this  interval, 
I  requeued  you  to  acquaint  me  when  I  might  expe6l  a  reply  to 
my  letter,  and  that  you  Imputed  the  delay  to  the  prelTure  of 
other  bufinel^s  and  to  a  defne  of  obtaining  fome  information  from 
Mr.  Williamfon  of  the  Gennefle  country  who  was  then  in  town. 
To  this  laft  circuml-tance  you  have  alluded  in  your  anfwers  of 
the  29th  of  April ;  but  however  accurate  might  be  the  know- 
ledge of  Mr.  Williamfon,  or  of  any  other  private  gentleman,  of  the' 
places  to  w  hich  I  had  referred,  I  cannot  avoid  remarking,  that 
in  the  courfe  of  fifty  days  fuch  evidence  might  have  been  ob- 
tained from  the  highefl  public  authority  of  Vermont  (the  Go- 
vernor") as  Vv^ould  have  eitlier  confirmed  or  contradicted  the  fa6ls 
I  had  fpecified. 

2d.  In  adverting  to  the  privateers  illegally  fitted  out  at 
Charleflown,  and  allowed  to  depart  from  that  port  under  the 
cxprefs  pern-jiifion  of  the  governor  of  South  Carolina,  1  furely 
cannot  have  been  confidered  as  imputing  that  aggreffion  to  the 
general  government.  But  when  Lord  Dorchefter  had  alluded 
to  '*  the  conduct  of  American  citizens  towards  the  fea,"  this 
^lranfa(Stion  naturally  occurred  to  me,  as  indicative  of  the  ex- 
jftence  of  an  hofiile  difpofition  to  the  powers  combined  againft 
France  in  the  chief  magiilrate  and  in  individuals  of  the  ftate  of 
South  Carolina  :  and  1  truft  you  are  yourfelf  convinced  from 
evidence  which  I  have  recently  fubmitted  to  you,  that  that  dif- 
pofition continues  to  exift  unimpaired.  How  far  Mr.  Jefferfon's 
ktter  of  the  5th  of  June  appeared  fatisfa<5lory  to  me,  you  will 
colle6l  from  my  memorial  of  the  7th  of  the  fame  moth  in  an^ 
fwer  to  it,  which  (in  conformity  to  your  example)  I  fubjoin  to 
this  letter.  From  that  memorial  it  is  evident,  that  though  I 
rendered  juftice  to  the  affurances  of  the  general  government,  I 
lecited  as  matters  of  notoriety  the  different  fa61s  of  the  illegal 
equipment  of  the  privateers  in  queftion,  and  expreffly  and  unequir 
vocally  afferted,  as  a  circumftance  equally  notorious,  that  "  they 
u-erc  fuffered  to  pafs  the  fort  near  Gharleftown  under  a  written 
permiliion  from  the  governor  of  South  Carolina."    I  haye  never 
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yet  learned,  however,  that  any  inquiry  has  been  inflituted  into 
thecondu6t  of  that  officer  from  any  quarter  whatfoever. 

3d.  From  the  fame  paper  it  is  alfo  evident  that  I  have  never 
acquiefced  in  the  propriety  of  the  determination  of  this  govern- 
ment not  to  reftore  veffels  captured  previoufly  to  the  5th  of 
June — as  well  as  for  the  reafons  which  I  have  here  ftated,  as 
becaufe  I  have  never  perfe6lly  comprehended  the  principles 
which  could  legalize  the  prizes  antecedently  to  that  period,  and 
invalidate  thofe  which  were  made  fubfequently  to  it.  Tlie  lift 
of  thofe  prizes  annexed  to  the  memorial  will  evince  that  (what- 
ever may  have  been  '*  conceived  by  fome")  their  value  was  not 
inconfiderable.  But  even  if  their  amount  had  been  lefs  confi- 
derablcj  the  queftion  in  a  national  point  of  vievy  could  not 
have  been  efFe6led  by  that  circumftance. 

4th.  I  derive  great  fatisfa6lion  from  your  affurance  tha 
<'  the  fecretary  of  war  has  undertaken  to  afcertain  tlie  precife 
ilate  of  the  privateers,  Le  Petit  Democrat  and  La  Carmagnoi," 
fmce  from  the  lateft  accounts  I  have  received  from  New  York, 
I  am  inclined  to  apprehend  that  they  both  continue  there  com* 
pletely  armed,  have  numerous  crews  on  board,  and  are  in  every 
refpedl  in  a  condition  immediately  to  proceed  to  fea.  It  is  in- 
deed a  matter  of  fome  furprize  that  they  fhould  have  fo  long 
remained  in  that  port,  but  it  is  not  lefs  fingular  that  vou  fhould 
regard  my  letter  of  the  22d  ultimo,  as  "  bringing  the  jEirft  no-> 
tice  of  the  oraiffion  of  their  having  been  difmantled  :"  for  if  you, 
refer  to  a  letter  from  me  to  your  predeceffor  of  the  27th  of  De- 
cember, 1793,  you  will  find  the  following  expreffions  : 

**  The  dangers  to  be  apprehended  from  thefe  laft  mentioned 
veffels"  (privateers  illegally  fitted  out  in  ports  of  the  United 
States)  "  ftill  continues  to  exift  to  a  very  alarming  degree. 
Since,  notwithfianding  the  repeated  affu ranees  I  have  received 
from  the  federal  government  of  its  determination  to  exclude 
thofe  privateers  from  any  future  afylum  in  its  ports,  and  the 
fincerity  of  its  defire  to  enforce  this  determination,  1  have  rea-- 
fon  to  infer  that  in  other, quarters  means  have  been  fuccefsfully 
devifed  either  to  elude  its  vigilance  or  to  render  nugatory  its  in-, 
junctions.  This  inference  arifes  from  the  information  I  have 
received — that  the  privateers  Le  Citoyen  Genet  fitted  out  at 
Charleftown,  was  on  the  21ft  of  Auguft  laft  permitted  to  retura 
to  the  port  of  Philadelphia  for  the  fecond  time  ;  to  remain  thers 
fome  days,  and  then  to  proceed  to  fea  for  the  purpofe  of  com- 
mencing new  depredations,  which,  as  it  appears  from  the  public 
prints,  file  is  now  profecuting  in  the  adjacent  feas — that  the  Le 
Petit  Democrat  and  La  Carmagnoi,  both  fitted  out  in  the  De- 
laware, were  permitted  to  enter  the  port  Of  New  York,  and  to 
continue  therein  unmolefted  during  a  great  pait  of  the  months 
qI"  Auguft,  September  and  0<9:ober  laft — that  the  latter  veffel  is 
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l^ill  in  that  port ;  and  tlial  the  former,  having  failed  from  thence 
in  company  with  the  French  fleet,  under  the  command  of  Admiral 
Sercy,  and  having  feparated  from  it  at  fea,  proceeded  firfi:  to  Bofton, 
and  afterwards  returned  for  a  fecond  time  to  New  York,  where 
ihe  at  prefent  remains. 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  ftate  thefe  laft  mentioned  particu- 
lars in  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  communicated  to  me  ; 
but  if  my  information  has  been  erroneous,  it  will  afford  me  the 
iincereft  pleafurc  to  have  my  error  correfled. 

5th.  As  you  have  not  controverted  the  propriety  of  tny  alluding 
to  the  permilTion  of  this  government  to  the  commanders  of  French 
armed  fhips  to  difpofe  of  their  prizes  by  fale  in  the  ports  of  the 
United  States,  but  have  admitted  that  "  your  treaty  with  France 
has  been  fo  interpreted  as  not  to  contemplate  a  freedom  to  fell," 
and  that  writers  on  the  law  of  nations  entertain  different  fenti- 
ments  upon  the  fubjecl,  it  is  neceffary  for  me  to  make  only  one  re- 
mark, that  as  by  the  treaty  with  France,  prizes  made  by  veffels  be- 
longing to  the  greateft  part  of  the  powers  combined  againft  her 
are  excluded  from  admillion  into  the  American  ports,  the  ope- 
ration of  the  permiffion  to  fell,  that  was  granted  by  the  govern- 
ment, has  been  partial,  and  has  been  folely  beneficial  to  France-. 

6th.  In  my  affertion  that  the  veffels  of  France  had  been  per- 
mitted to  depart  from  Hampton  roads,  notwithftanding  the  impofi- 
tion  and  continuance  of  the  embargo,  I  certainly  did  not  mean  to 
infmuate  that  they  were  allowed  to  fail  under  an  exprefs  permiffion 
from  the  government ;  but  it  is  a  faft  of  univerfal  notoriety,  that 
the  whole  of  the  convoy  under  Rear-admiral  Vanflable,  amounting 
to  about  one  hundred  and  fifty-fix  veffels  (including  fhips  of  war 
and  merchant  fliips)  did  fail  from  Hampton  roads  on  the  17th  of 
April,  although  the  impofition  of  the  embargo  had  been  known 
there  for  ir.ore  than  a  fortnight  antecedently  to  that  date,  and  had 
been  rigidly  enforced  with  refpecl  to  all  other  merchant  fhips 
whatfoever  :  and  I  really  cannot  perceive  any  very  material  dif- 
tlnftion  between  an  implied  permiffion  to  thofe  particular  French 
veifelsto  depart  from  Hampton  roads,  and  a  negle£l  of  employing 
any  coercive  means  of  preventing  them  from  departing.  But  I 
mull  farther  remark,  that  not  only  thefe  French  veffels  were  not 
fo  prevented,  but  alio,  that  on  the  7th  of  April,  Rear-admiral  Van- 
ifable  iffued  an  order  to  Mr.  John  Cooper  (an  American  citizen] 
forcibly  to  take  pofTeffion  of' the  American  brig  Venus,  which  was 
laden  Vv^lth  flour  on  account  of  the  French  government,  and  which 
■was  detained  in  Norfolk  harbour  ;n  confequence  of  the  embargo — 
that  in  conformity  to  this  order,  Mr.  Cooper  forcibly  took  polfef- 
iion  of  the  brig  Venus,  and  on  the  Bth  of  April  delivered  her  to 
Rear-admiral  Vanflable  ;  and  that  Mr.  Wilfon,  lieutenant-colonel 
commandant  of  Norfolk  county,  whofe  duty  it  was  to  prevent  any 
iufradion  of  the  law,  previouily  (on  the  5th  of  Aprilj  gave  his 
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official  fan^ion  to  the  propriety  of  this  vefTel's  (the  Venus)  pro- 
ceeding to  join  the  French  fleet,  notwithftanding  the  provifions  of 
the  embargo.  The  whole  of  this  tranfailion  is  contained  in  the 
inclofed  copies,  from  authenticated  documents  in  my  pofleilion,  of 
the  letters  of  Rear-admiral  Vanftable,  Mr.  Cooper,  and  Mr. 
Wilfon.  At  the  very  moment  when  thefe  meafures  of  partiality  and 
favour  were  purfued  at  Norfolk  towards  the  French  lliips,  the  moil 
fcrupulous  caution  was,  as  I  before  ftated,  employed  to  prevent 
any  other  velfeli  from  contravening  the  embargo.  One  or  two 
which  had  attempted  to  fail  immediately  after  the  receipt  of  the 
intelligence  of  its  being  impofed,  were  brought  back  and  detained 
during  its  continuance  :  and  a  fmall  fchooner  named  the  Berry, 
belonging  to,  or  being  under  the  diredion  of  Mr.  Hamilton,  his 
Majelly's  conful  at  Norfolk,  was  on  the  5th  of  April  forcibly  feized 
and  (tripped  of  her  fails,  by  order  of  a  General  Matthews,  under 
pretence  that  (he  was  preparing  to  elude  the  embargo,  although 
Mr.  Hamilton  had  affured  General  Matthews  that  it  was  not  his 
intention  to  allow  the  velTel  to  depart  until  its  expiration  :  although 
no  mafter  was  appointed  nor  any  feamen  engaged  for  her,  nor  had 
fhe  any  provifions  or  water  on  board.  From  this  minute  ftatement 
of  the  tranfa£tion  in  the  only  port  to  which  I  alluded,  I  conceive 
myfelf  fully  juftilied  in  having  adverted  to  the  condudl  which  had 
been  obferved  by  this  government,  or  the  officers  adling  under  its 
authority,  towards  the  powers  combined  againft  France  in  the  en* 
forcement  of  the  embargo. 

yth.  With  refpe6l  to  the  uniformly  unfriendly  treatment  which 
Britifh  officers  have  experienced  in  the  ports  of  the  Unite4  States, 
I  had,  exclufively  of  thofe  inllances,  on  which  I  have  addrelfed 
fpeci(ic  complaints  to  you,  feveral  other  cafes  of  a  fimilar  nature  in 
my  contemplation,  which  it  is  needlefs  for  me  at  the  prefent  to 
enumerate.  They  are,  however,  all  of  them  imputable  folely  to 
the  unauthorized  aggreffions  and  infults  of  individuals,  and  not  in 
any  manner  to  any  ill  difpodtion  in  the  government  itfelf.  In 
fail,  in  no  inftance  whatfoever,  have  any  Britilh  officers  been  im- 
plicated in  any  kind  of  immediate  original  difcuffion  with  the  go- 
vernment, except  in  the  cafe  of  the  paifport  which  1  folicited  in 
behalf  of  certain  Britifh  officers,  who  were  prifoners  of  war  ;  an- 
xious on  every  confideration  to  return  to  their  native  country;  and 
which  was  refufed. 

8th.  I  confider  the  infult  oifered  at  Newport  to  his  MajeRy's 
(loop  of  war  Nautilus,  to  have  been  unparalleled,  fmce  the  meafures 
purfued  there  were  diredly  contrary  to  the  principles,  which  in 
all  the  civilized  ftates  regulate  cafes  of  this  nature  ;  for  if  on  the 
arrival  of  a  (hip  of  war  in  a  European  port,  information  be  given 
that  the  (hip  of  war  has  on  board  fubjedls  of  the  fovereign  of  that 
port,  application  is  made  to  the  officer  commanding  her  who  him- 
(elf  conduds  the  invefligation,  and  if  he  diicovers  that  any  fuch. 
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fubje£ls  be  on  board  of  his  vefTel,  he  immediately  releafes  them  ; 
but  if  he  be  not  fatisfied  that  there  be  any  fuch,  his  declaration  to 
that  eftedl,  on  his  word  of  honour,,  is  univerfally  credited.  But 
the  legiflature  and  judges  of  the  ftate  of  Rhode  Ifland  refufed  to 
accept  the  affurances  of  the  commander  of  the  Nautilus,  or  to  allow 
him  to  originate  orprofecute  the  inquiry  himfelf,  and  forcibly  de- 
tained him  and  his  lieutenant  prifoners,  by  virtue  of  the  a£l  of 
aifembly,  until  the  velTel  was  fearched,  and  the  American  or  pre- 
tended American  feamen  were  liberated,  I  am  certainly  not  in- 
clined to  difpute  the  merit  which  the  governor  of  Pvhode  Ifland 
afcribes  to  himfelf  for  limiting  the  fupplies  granted  to  the  Nautilus 
to  fuch  an  amount  as  was  merely  neceifary  to  carry  her  to  her  def- 
tined  port,  though  this  limitation  in  the  ftipulations  of  the  treaty 
with  France  is  confined  to  privateers  only,  and  does  not  extend  to 
royal  or  national  Ihips  of  war.— But  I  muft  contend  that  thofe  in- 
dividuals of  the  legiflative  or  judiciary  departments  of  Rhode  Ifland, 
who  were  concerned  in  this  tranfadtion,  conduced  themfelves  nei- 
ther with  moderation,  with  decency,  nor  with  that  refpedl  which 
was  due  to  the  commander  of  a  velfel  belonging  to  a  fovereign  with 
whom  their  country  was  at  peace. 

9th.  Having  in  the  preceding  part  of  this  letter  vindicated  Lord 
Dorchefter  from  the  accufaticn  of  his  having  "  endeavoured  to 
ftir  up  the  Indians  againft  the  United  States,"  it  is  needlefs  for  me 
to  enlarge  upon  that  topic.  In  regard  to  the  expedition  of  Gover- 
nor Simcoe,  as  I  have  really  no  accurate  knowledge  of  the  precife 
fituation,  in  which  it  is  afllerted  that  officer  has  ereded  or  intends 
to  ereft  a  fort,  fo  I  muft  deflre  to  decline  all  further  difcuflion  upon 
this  fubje£t,  until  I  fhall  receive  fuch  information  from  Governor 
Simcoe,  or  from  the  Governor- general  of  his  Majefty's  pofleflions 
in  North  America,  as  will  enable  me  to  enter  into  correct  and  de- 
finite explanations  of  the  meafures  they  may  have  purfued  in  this 
refpeil.  But  from  the  diliinguiflied  charader  and  reputation  of 
both  thofe  officers,  1  entertain  no  doubt  that  whatever  thofe  mea- 
fures may  have  been,  they  will  appear  to  have  been  adopted  on  a 
fenfe  of  their  expediency,  and  to  have  been  profecuted  on  juft  and 
equitable  principles.

But  to  this  moment  I  have  not  feen  the 
faid  Jnow,  and  am  informed  fhe  does  not  intend  to  join  my  con- 
voy ;  I  then  requeft  you,  Sir,  to  order  and  fee  her  under  wzj,  and 
fhould  Ihe  not  obey  your  orders,  I  requeft  you  to  force  her  to  pro- 
ceed, being  my  duty  to  take  all  French  property  under  my  convoy.

B"Elf  ORE  I  had  the  honour  of  receiving  your  letter  of  this  date, 
I  had  requeued  and  obtained  from  the  Prefident  of  the  United 
States  permiilion  to  publilh  your  other  letter  of  the  yth  inft.  and 
it  was  immediately  given. — The  clerks  in  my  department  having 
been  particularly  engaged  to-day,  the  tranfcription  for  the  prefs 
fliall  be  begun  to-morrow. 

Being  at  prefent  anxious  only  to  make  a  few  obfervations  on  a 
matter  of  fa6l,  permit  me  to  fum  up  the  material  parts  of  your 
reafoning  in  tliisfhort  reply  ;  that  neither  the  whole  palTageof  Lord 
Dorchefter's  fpeech,  nor  the  whole  fpeech  itfelf,  nor  yet  the  manner 
of  the  Indians  affembling,  whether  by  invitation,  or  of  their  own 
accord,  varies  the  hoflile  tendency  of  the  fentence  which  I  quoted  5 
that  w^hen  the  conduit  of  Governor  St.  Clair,  in  1789,  and  of  the 
eom^miffioners  in  1793,  is  introduced  as  a  juftification  of  the  effort 
on  the  part  of  Lord  Dorchefter  to  the  extent  which  I  haveafcribed 
to  him,  it  may  be  anfv/ered,  among  many  other  confiderations,  that 
you  have,  perhaps  unintentionally,  afforded  room  to  fuppofe,  that 
this  effort  was  diclated  by  a  fpirit  of  reprifal  \  that  if  the  meafures 
of  the  governor  or  of  the  comraiflioners,  which  were  direded  t© 
peace  for  curfclves  with  the  favages,  not  to  war  againft  any  other 
ziation,  had  been  juftly  exceptionable,  they  would  have  been  pro- 
bably remonllratcd  againft  before  this  day  ;  that  it  might  be  rea- 
fonably  presumed  that  the  dilfatisfadVion  expreffed  againft  the  peo- 
ple of  Vermont  was  removed,  after  an  acquiefcence  of  nineteen 
months  without  a  conipiaint  ;  fmce  we  could  communicate  from 
hence  nothing  on  that  head  which  was  not  better  known,  to  thofe 
v;ho  vy'ere  on  the  fpot ;  that  the  declaration  in  my  letter  of  the  2d 
inft.  was  not  that  my  predecedbi's  letter  of  the  5th  June,  1792,  was 
fatisfadory  to  you,  but  only  th.at  it  v/as  conceived  of  itfelf  to  be 
f:itisfa6lory  ;  that  there  is  a  clear  diilindion  between  an  exprefs 
permiffion  to  fell  prizes,  and  the  not  prohibiting  of  fuch  fales, 
when  the  writers  on  the  law  of  nations  were  divided  on  the  right 
Co  to  prohibit ;  that  v\e  muft  v/ait  fiirlhcr  faiEls  before  the  infmu- 
Ption  cosicerning  the  embargo  is  again  difcuifed  ;  but  that  any  un- 
lawful violation  of  an  embargo,  or  the  want  of  coercive  means 
for  preventing  a  fleet  of  156  veffels,  including  (hips  of  war  and 
I  merchandize. 
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mercliandlze,  from  departing  from  Hampton  road,  which  is  not 
many  miles  diflant  from  the  fea,  is  ifot  even  an  implied  permiffidn  ; 
that  the  fate  of  the  fmall  fchooner  Berry  is  no  other  than  the  fate 
of  the  French  fnow  La  Camilla ;  that,  as  you  impute  all  the  in- 
fiances  of  ill  treatment  to  the  Britilh  officers,  to  which  you  have 
alluded,  "  Solely  to  the  unauthorized  aggrefiions  and  infults  of 
individuals)  and  not  in  any  manner  to  any  ill  difpofition  ia 
the  government  ilfclf,"  it  is  enough  to  repeat  the  freedom  and 
probity  of  our  courts  for  granting  full  redrefs  to  fuitors  of  every  na- 
tion ;  that  it  was  the  incontrovertible  privilege  of  our  government 
to  refufe  the  paflport  folicited  for  the  Britilh  officers,  without  in- 
fringing its  maxims  of  impartiality  ;  and  that  no  fenfe  of  expedi- 
ency can  juftify  a  further  penetration  into  our  territory. 

The  matter  of  fad,  to  which  I  have  now  referred,  refpedls  your 
letter  of  the  27th  of  December,  1793.  ^^  "^^^  received  before  I 
came  into  office ;  filed  away  with  an  indorfement  indicating  it  to 
be  unnecefTary  for  me  to  aft  upon  it ;  and  marked  as  relating  to 
the  veffel  Hope  only.  The  contents  of  your  letters  having  been 
generally  noted  on  the  back  with  accuracy,  it  was  imagined  that 
no  other  cafe  than  that  of  the  Hope  was  contained  in  this  letter, 
a-nd  that  it  was  unconneded  with  the  queftion  before  us.  This 
then  v/ill  account  for  the  paffing  of  it  over,  if  indeed  it  fliould  be 
neceflfary  to  do  fo,  when  it  is  not  contended  that  from  the  27th  of 
December,  1793,  ^°  ^^^^  22d  of  May,  1794,  near  five  months,  our 
government  heard  any  thing  from  yourfelf  upon  the  fubjed  ;  and 
when  during  the  time  of  thofe  privateers  continuing  idle  in  the 
port  of  New  York,  they  could  be  of  no  injury  to  their  enemies. 
I  truft,  however,  that  I  (hall  foon  be  in  a  capacity  of  tranfmitting 
to  you  the  whole  tranfadion. 

Referving  for  a  future  examination  and  a  lefs  prefling  moment 
your  comments  upon  the  affair  of  Rhode  llland,

IF,  after  the  information  upon  which  my  letter  of  the  20th 
May,  1794?  was  founded,  any  confiderable  doubt  had  remained  of 
Governor  Simcoe's  invalion,  your  long  filence,  without  a  refutation 
of  it,  and  our  mare  recent  intelh'gence  forbid  us  to  queftion  its 
truth  :  it  is  fupported  by  the  refpeftable  opinions  which  have  been 
Cnce  tranfmitted  to  the  executive,  that,  in  the  late  attack  on  Fort 
Recovery,  Britiili  officers  and  Britilh  foldiers  were  on  the  very 
ground  aiding  our  Indian  enemies. 

But,  Sir,  as  if  the  governor  of  Upper  Canada  was  refolved  to 
deftroy  every  poflibility  of  difbelieving  his  hoftile  views,  he  has  fent 
to  the  Great  Sodus,  a  Settlement  begun  on  a  bay  of  the  fame  name 
on  Lake  Ontario.,  a  command  to  Captain  Williamfon,  who  de- 
rives a  title  from  the  ftate  of  New  York_,  to  defift  from  his  enter- 
prize.  This  mandate  was  borne  by  Lieutenant  SheafFe  under  a 
military  efcort ;  and  in  its  tone  correfponds  with  the  form  of  its 
delivery,  being  unequivocally  of  a  military  and  hoftile  nature. 


Declaration  of  Lieutevar.i  Sheaffe^  hi  his  Britannic  Majejlys  Scr-^ 
vice,  to  Captain  ff'''i/lla?nfo}f,  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States, 

I  AM  commanded  to  declare,  that,  during  the  inexecution  of 
the  treaty  of  peace  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States, 
and  until  the  exifting  differences  refpefting  it  ihall  be  mutually  and 
finally  adjufted,  the  takmg  pofleffion  of  any  part  of  the  Indian  ter- 
ritory, either  for  thepurpoles  of  war  or  fovereignty,  is  held  to  be 
a  direct  violation  of  Ills  Britannic  Majefty's  rights,  as  they  unquef- 
tionably  exiiied  before  the  treaty,  and  has  an  immediate  tendency 
to  interrupt,  and  in  its  progrefs  to  deftroy,  that  good  underftanding 
which  has  hitherto  fubfilled  between  his  Britannic  Majefty  and 
the  United  States  of  America.  I  therefore  require  you  to  defiil 
from  any  fuch  aggrellions.

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Captain  William  foil  being  from  home,  a  letter  w^s  "written  to 
him  by  Lieutenant  SheaiFe,  in  the  following  words : 


Sir,  Sodus,  Augufi  i6, 1794, 

HAVING  a  fpecial  commlffion,  and  inftrudions  for  that  pur-a 
pofe,  from  the  lieutenant-governor  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  pro- 
vince of  Upper  Canada,  I  have  come  here  to  demand  by  what  au- 
thority an  eftablifhment  has  been  ordered  at  this  place,  and  to  re- 
quire that  fuch  a  defign  be  immediately  relinquithed,  for  the  rea- 
fons  flated  in  the  written  declaration  accompanying  this  letter,  for 
the  receipt  of  which  protefl  I  have  taken  the  acknowledgment  of 
your  agent,  Mr.  Little.  I  regret  exceedingly,  in  my  private  as 
well  as  public  charader,  that  I  have  not  the  fatisfadion  of  feeing 
you  here  ;  but  I  hope,  on  my  return,  which  will  be  about  a  week. 
hence,  to  be  more  fortunate.

The  pofition  of  Sodus  is  reprefented  to  be  feventy  miles  within 
the  territorialline  of  the  United  States,  about  twenty  from  Ofwe- 
go,  and  about  one  hundred  from  Niagara. 

For  the  prefent  al!  caufes  of  difcontent,  not  conne61:ed  with  cur 
weftern  territory,  ihall  be  laid  afide  ;  and  even  among  thefe  fliall 
not  be  revived  the  root  of  our  complaints,  the  detention  of  the 
ports. 

But,  while  peace  is  fought  by  us  through  every  channel  which 
honour  permits,  the  governor  of  Upper  Canada  is  heaping  irrita- 
tion upon  irritation.  He  commenced  his  operations  of  enmity  at 
.the  rapids  of  the  Miami ;  he  next  affociated  Britilh  with  Indian  force 
i  to  affault  our  fort ;  he  now  threatens  us,  if  we  fell  our  own  trees 
and  build  houfes  on  our  ov/n  lands.  To  what  length  may  not  Go- 
vernor Simcoe  go  ?  Where  is  the  limit  of  the  fentiment  which  gave 
birth  to  thefe  intrufions  r  Where  is  the  limit  of  the  principle 
which  Governor  Simcoe  avow  ? 

The  treaty,  and  all  its  appendages,  we  have  fubmitled  to  fair 
difcuflion  more  than  two  years  ago.  To  the  letter  of  my  prede- 
ceflTor,  on  the  29th  of  May,  1792,  you  have  not  been  pleafed  fo 
make  a  reply  ;  except  that  on  the  20th  June,  1793,  the  22d  Ko- 
vember,  1793,  ^^^  ^ift  February,  1794,  no  initrudions  had  ar- 
rived from  your  court.  To  fay  the  beft  of  this  fufpenfion,  it  cer- 
tainly cannot  warrant  any  new  encroachments,  however  It  may 
recommend  to  us  forbearance  under  the  old. 

It  is  not  for  the  governors  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  to  interfere 
with  the  mcafures  of  the  United  States  towards  the  Indians  with- 
in their  territory.     You  cannot.   Sir,  be   infenfible  that  it  has 

grown 
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grown  into  a  maxim,  that  the  affairs  of  the  Indians  "within  the 
boundaries  of  any  nation  exclufively  belong  to  that  nation.  But 
Governor  Simcoe,  difregarding  this  right  of  the  United  States,  ex- 
tends the  line  of  ufurpation  in  which  he  marches,  by  referring;  to 
the  ancient  and  cxtinguiflied  rights  of  his  Britannic  Majefty.  For, 
if  the  exifting  condition  of  the  treaty  keeps  them  alive  on  the 
fouthern  fide  of  Lake  Ontario,  the  Ohio  ilfelf  will  not  f\op  the 
career. 

You  vs'lll  pardon  me,  Sir,  If,  under  thefe  exceffes  of  Governor 
Simcoe,  I  am  not  difcouraged  by  your  having  formally  difclalmed 
a  control  over,  and  a  refponfibility  for,  the  governors  of  his  Britan- 
nic Majefty,  from  reforting  to  you  on  this  occafion.  You  are  ad- 
drefled  from  a  hope,  that,  if  he  will  not  be  retrained  by  our  remon- 
llrances,  he  may  at  leafl  be  apprized  through  you  of  the  confe- 
^uences  of  felf- defence,

I  WAS  lafl  night  honoured  with  your  Excellency's  difpatch> 
inclofmg  the  copy  of  a  letter  to  you  from  Mr.  Randolph,  fecre- 
tary  of  Hate,  dated  on  the  ifl  of  September,  and  your  anfwer, 
which  intimates  the  intention  of  tranfraitting  it  to  me  by  the 
iirft  oportunity. 

It  appears  upon  the  perufal  of  Mr.  Randolph's  letter,  that  I 
nm  called  upon  by  the  refpecl  due  to  his  official  fituation,  pub- 
licly to  ilate  the  mifreprefentations  of  that  gentleman;  and  oa 
this  confide  ration,  not  to  pals  them  over  in  that  fiknce  Avhich 

\voul4. 
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would  otherwife  befl  become  the  language  and  manner  which  the 
Secretary  of  State  permits  himfelf  to  make  ufe  of  in  hisanimad- 
verfions  on  my  condudl. 

My  having  executed  the  orders  of  his  Majefty's  commander  in 
chief  in  North  America,  Lord  Dorchefter,  in  re-occupying  a 
poft  upon  the  Miami  river,  within  the  limits  of  thofe  main- 
tained by  the  Britifli  forces,  at  the  peace  in  the  year  ,1783,  upon 
the  principles  of  felf-defencc,  againlt  the  approaches  of  an  army 
which  menaced  the  King's  poffeffions,  is  what  T  prefume  Mr. 
Secretary  Randolph  terms  "  Governor  Simcoe's  invafion." 

The  motives  which  led  to  this  re-occupation  furnifli  the  true 
grounds  for  difcuffion  ;  but  the  eftablifhment  of  a  military  poft, 
from  its  own  nature,  muft  have  been  fo  unqueflionable,  as  not 
to  have  required  from  you,  Sir,  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Randolph, 
an  avowal  or  a  denial;  nor  does  it  appear  to  me,  that  he  has 
introduced  fo  public  an  event  as  a  matter  of  doubt  in  itfelf,  but 
folely  as  aground-work  for  udiering  into  the  world  "  opinions'* 
tranfmitted  to  the  executive  government  of  the  United  States, 
which,  however  refpe6i:able,  are  but  *'  opinions,"  tliat  Britifli 
officers  and  Britifli  foldiers  aided  an  attack  made  by  the  Indians 
on  Fort  Recovery,  Such  an  infinuation,  Sir,  introduced  as 
fubfidiary  evidence  of  a  fa6l  which  required  no  proof,  will, 
undoubtedly,  on  the  undifcerning,  imprefs  a  belief  that  the 
Britifli  troops,  inftead  of  adhering  to  that  principle  of  felf- 
-  defence  on  which  a  poft  at  the  Miami  was  re-eftablifhed,  were 
united  in  arms  with  the  Indians  in  an  attack  upon  a  poft  held  by 
the  United  States. 

As  if  to  promote  fuch  a  belief,  Mr.  Randolph  proceeds  to 
comment  on  the  proteft  delivered  to  Mr.  Williamfon  at  the 
harbour  of  the  Great  Sodus ;  he  terms  this  proteft,  which  I 
tranfmitted  in  obedience  to  Lord  Dorchefter's  orders,  '*  a  man- 
date borne  by  Lieutenant  Sheaffe,  under  a  military  efcort,  and 
in  its  tone  correfponding  with  the  form  of  its  delivery,  being 
unequivocally  of  a  military  and  hoftile  nature." 

Mr.  Randolph  feems  peculiarly  anxious  to  confider  every 
tranfa6lion  of  the  King's  government,  in  its  mode,  as  well  as 
in  its  fubftance,  as  hoftility,  otherwife  he  could  not  but  have 
feen  in  the  proteft  delivered  by  Lieut.  Sheaff'e  to  Mr.  William- 
fon, not  a  tone  of  hoftility,  but  a  fpirit  of  conciliation,  expla- 
natory of  the  juft  principle  on  which  the  fettlement  in  quef- 
tion  is  termed  an  aggreffion  ;  the  inexecution  of  the  treaty  oa 
the  part  of  the  United  States:  nor  is  it  poflible  to  conceive  that 
Jefs  ofFenfive  language  could  be  made  ufe  of,  confiftent  with  the 
formality  neceffary  to  fubftantiate  a.proteft,  requiring  the  fuf- 
penfion  of  the  exercife  of  a  controverted  claim. 
-  Had  Mr.  Secretary  Randolph  made  due  inquiry,  he  would 
have  found  that  the  military  efcort  coqfifted  of  an  officer  ex- 
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prefsly  fent  to  accompany  Lieut.  SheafFe,  and  feven  perfons  to 
row  the  boat,  foldiers  moft  certainly,  but  unarmed,  without 
military  habiliments,  and  in  the  drefs  they  wear  for  the  pup- 
pofes  of  fatigue.  It  alfo  might  be  prefumed  from  Lieut.  Sheaffe's 
letter,  that  he  was  perfonally  acquainted  with  Capt.  William- 
fon,  and  in  truth  this  circumflance  was  of  fome  weight  in  the 
appointment. 

The  general  language  and  conduct  of  Mr.  Willianifon,  par- 
ticularly in  the  propoials  of  his  fpeculation  at  the  Sodus,  have, 
of  late,  manifefted  adifpofition  fa  incompatible  with  thofe  views 
of  conciliation  which  are  the  true  interefts  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  States,  that  it  became  proper  to  fele6t  fuch  a  perlon 
as  Mr.  Sheaffe  for  this  duty,  being  a  gentleman  of  great  difcre- 
tion,  incapable  of  any  intemperate  or  uncivil  condudt,  and  cer- 
tainly not  difqualified  by  being  a  lieutenant  in  his  Majefty's 
fervice. 

Such,  Sir,  are  the  circumftances  of  this  tranfaftion,  which 
Mr.  Randolph  is  pleafed  to  term  my  "  hoftile  views." 

The  following  paragraphs  do  not  feem  to  require  illuftration: 
it  can  efcape  no  perfon  that  what  in  the  beginning  of  Mr.  Ran- 
dolph's letter  to  you  he  has  ftated  as  refpedable  "  opinions,'* 
tranfmitted  to  the  executive  government,  is  no  longer  confined 
to  "  opinions ;"  but  the  Secretary  of  State  aflerts,  as  a  matter  of 
fad,  *'  that  the  governor  of  Upper  Canada  aflbciated  Britilli 
with  Lidian  force  to  alfault  our  fort." 

In  refpetSl:  to  Mr.  Randolph's  aflertion,  and  his  appeal  to  you. 
Sir,  that  "  it  is  grown  into  a  maxim  that  the  affairs  of  the  In- 
dians within  the  boundaries  of  any  nation,  exclufively  belong 
to  that  nation,*'  I  cannot  admit  fo  general  and  foHiovel  a  prin- 
ciple, as  applicable  either  to  the  territory  or  boundary  under 
confideration  ;  1  do  not  recognife  its  birth,  nor  any  ftate  of  its 
exiftence.  It  will  be  difficult  for  the  Secretary  of  State  to  prove, 
that  it  has  governed  theconduft  of  the  L^nited  States  ;  it  is  not 
to  be  found  in  the  exprefs  provifions  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht; 
it  was  never  aflumed  by  the  Britifh  nation  prior  to  that  compaft; 
it  is  Incompatible  with  the  natural  rights,  and  injurious  to  the 
acknowledged  independency  of  the  Indian  Americans. 

The  Britifh  government  has  not  involved  itfelf  in  difputes 
with  the  Indians  by  a6ling  in  fo  vague  and  indeterminate  a  man- 
ner :  it  has  ever  done  juitice  to  their  natural  rights  ;  nor  has  it 
violated  the  ftipulations  purpofely  made  for,  their  fupport  and 
definition ;  in  confequence  of  fuch  an  uniform  conduct:.  Sir, 
the  Indians  are  conftantly  folicitous  for  the  prefence  of  fome  of 
the  King's  officers  or  fubjed^s  at  their, public  meetings;  and  t 
have  the  mod  full  perfuafion,  that  h^d  the  United  States  con- 
curred with  the  confederacy  in  their  requeft,  that  the  King 
would  extend  his  good  offices  to  the  mediating  power  between 
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them  in  the  prefent  war,  and  that  in  confequence  his  Majefly 
had  gracioufly  permitted  as  requefted,  or  with  more  obvious'  pro- 
priety, yourfelf,  to  have  been  prefent  at  the  late  treaty ;  in  luch 
a  cafe,  I  am  confident  that  peace  would  have  been  eftablifhed 
on  this  continent,  to  the  fatisfaflion  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  comfort  of  the  Indian  nations  ;  and  fcarcely  in  a  leffer  de^ 
gree  to  the  benefit  of  his  Majefty's  fubjeils  in  this  province, 
who  are  materially  interefled  that  their  neighbours  ihould  on 
all  fides  flourifh  in  wealth,  peace,  and  profperity. 

As  the  clofe  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  letter  feems  intended 
through  you,  Sir,  "  to  apprize  me  of  the  confequences  of  felf- 
defence,  fliould  I  not  be  reftrained  by  remonftrances,"  the  date 
of  it  cannot  poffibly  efcape  my  notice;  it  bears  that  of  the  ift 
day  of  September,  and  on  the  22d  of  Auguft  General  Wayne 
advanced  to  the  poft  at  the  Miami,  laid  wafte  the  poiTeffions  of 
the  Kjng's  fubjeds  under  its  prote6lion,  and  furnmoned  it  to 
furrender.  It  may  here  be  proper  to  obferve,  that  fo  ill  infor- 
med was  that  officer  of  the  very  principles  on  which  he  made  his 
invafion,  or  "  felf-defence,"  that  in  his  fummons  he  requires 
*'  the  garrifon  to  remove  to  the  neareft  poll  occupied  by  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefly  in  1783."  Had  this  requifition  been  complied 
with,  the  garrifon  mufl  have  advanced  up  the  Miami  river  into 
the  Indian  country,  beyond  the  poft  whofe  evacuation  had  been 
demanded. 

The  difcretion,  good  conduft,  and  magnanimity  of  Major 
Campbell,  the  commander  of  that  garrifon,  prevented  the  com- 
mencement of  war,  aad  all  its  dreadful  confequences. 

Upon  the  comparifon  of  circumftances,  the  march  of  General 
W^yne,  the  date  of  Mr.  Randolph's  letter,  I  cannot  but  con- 
je6lure  that  it  was  written  not  to  remonftrate  againft  '<  my  ex- 
ceffes,"  but  to  prepare  the  minds  of  men  for  Whatever  con-? 
fequenccs  might  have  arlfen  from  the  movement  of  General 
Wayne's  army  ;  and  could  the  temperate  forbearance  of  Major 
Campbell,  and  tlie  event  of  the  enterprize  have  been  forefeen, 
(if  I  may  be  permitted  to  revert  to  the  pbjed  of  this  letter)  1 
cannot  belieye  that  I  fliould  have  been  fpared  the  neceffity  of 
taking  notice  of  Mr.  Secretary  Randolph's  publication,  or  of 
controverting  the  afTamptions  of  a  gentleman  for  whom  I  have 
always  entertained  the  moil  profound  refped- 

To  all.  Sir,  who  knew  my  private  fentiments,  to  yourfelf. 
Sir,  who  are  acquainted  with  my  public  conduct,  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's minifters,  and  the  officer  chief  in  command,  who  have 
approved  of  my  ftri<£l  adherence  to  their  order?,  and  the  confe- 
quent  impartiality  which  I  have  maintained  betwe-en  the  United 
States  and  the  Indian  Americans,  any  juftiftcation  or  expofitioti 
of  my  fentiments  is  unneceffary  ;  even  Mr.  Secretary  Randolph 
Jias  officially  ip  his  poITeiTion  fufficlent  proofs  of  my  good  wiU  tQ 
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the  government  and  people  of  the  United  States.  They  ought 
to  have  flieltered  me  from  the  imputations  to  which  I  have  been 
expofed.  I  have  ever  fliewn  the  utmoll  inclination  to  cultivate 
the  moft  perfect  harmony  between  his  Majefty's  fubje6ls  and 
thofe  of  the  United  States;  and  have  looked  forward  to  an  ho- 
nourable termination  of  exifting  differences  with  the  moft  anxious 
folicitude. 

From  AIt\  Randolph  to  Mr.  Hammonds. 

.     Sir,  Philadelphia^  Nov.  30,    1794. 

UNDER  any  afpeil  of  the  affairs  of  the  United  States  in  re- 
lation to  Great  Britain,  I  Ihould  decline  a  difculTion  with  the 
lieutenant-gc>vernor  of  Upper  Canada.  The  minifter  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty  is  the  proper  correfpondent  for  the  Secretary 
of  State,  upon  fubje6ts  affefting  their  two  nations  ;  and  his 
communications  will  be  always  received  with  the  attention  due 
to  his  chara6ler,  and  with  a  temper  flowing  from  a  love  of  truth 
and  of  harmony. 

But  before  I  could  enter,  Sir,  even  with  yourfelf,  into  any 
examination  of  the  letter  which  the  Lieutenant-governor  thought 
proper  to  addrefs  to  you  on  the  20th  ultimo,  1  fhould  take  the 
liberty  of  afklng,  whether  it  has  been  tranfmitted  to  me  as  a 
paper  which  I  am  free  to  eftimate  according  to  its  merits,  by 
waving  a  reply,  without  violating  my  refpedl  for  your  func- 
tions ;  or  whether  it  is  adopted  as  the  fenfe  of  your  govern- 
ment ?.  This  preliminary  inquiry  would  be  rendered  abfolutely 
neceffary  ;  fmce  on  a  former  occafion  you  difavowed  a  refpon- 
fibility  for  the  condudl  of  the  Britifh  governors  in  Canada ;  and 
in  your  letter  of  the  27th  infl.  enclofing  that  of  the  Lieutenant- 
governor,  you  leave  it  too  uncertain  how  far  you  approve  its 
doftrines,  its  affertions,  and  its  ftatements. 

If  it  is  to  be  underftood,  that  to  all  thefe  your  affent  is  given, 
Tiwii  it  were  expedient  now  to  revive  our  former  controverfy,  I 
iliould  requeft.you  to  define  precifely,  what  is  meant  by  the 
apology  for  the  fort  at  the  Rapids  of  the  Miami,  as  being  the 
*'  re-occupying  of  a  poft  upon  the  Miami  river,  within  the 
limits  of  thofe  maintained  by  the  Britifh  forces,  at  the  peace  in 
tlie  year  17S3."  I  fhould  urge  an  explicit  declaration,  whether 
Britifh  officers  and  foldiers  did  or  did  not  aid  the  attack  made  by 
the  Indians  on  Fort  Recovery ;  and  would  at  the  fame  time  de- 
tail the  evidence,  upon  which  we  have  been  induced  to  believe 
it.  1  fliould  beg  to  be  informed  how  the  nature  and  fpirit  of  the 
mandate,  borne  by  two  Britifh  officers  and  feven  Britifh  foldiers, 
were  in  fa6l,  or  on  principle,  transformed  into  the  garb  of  peace, 
by  the  abfeiice  of  arms,  and  <'  military  habiliments,"  the  drefs 
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of  fatigue,  or  the  friend/hip  of  Lieutenant  SheafFe  for  Mr.  WiU 
liamfon.  I  fliould  wifh  to  know  whether  Governor  Simcoe 
derives  from  his  inftru6lions,  or  any  other  warrant  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty,  an  authority  to  deny  that  it  is  inadmiffible  for 
cue  nation  to  intermeddle  with  the  Indians  within  the  territories 
of  another. 

I  fhould  oppofe  the  conclufion,  that  what  may  not  be  found 
in  the  treaty  of  Utrecht  does  not  exift,  under  the  fanftion  of  the 
law  of  nations,  and  efpecially  in  regard  to  the  ufages  of  America, 
But,  for  reafons  which  may  be  eafily  conceived,  I  would  not, 
without  the  moft  clear  neceflity,  recur  to  the  circumftance 
which  prevented  a  treaty  with  the  northern  tribes  of  Indians  ia 
the  lafl  year.  Nor  fhould  I  wafle  a  moment  in  refuting  the 
fufpicion,  that  my  letter  of  the  ill  of  September  was  "  written 
to  prepare  the  minds  of  men  for  v/hatever  confequences  might 
have  arifen  from  the  movement  of  General  Wayne's  army," 
becaufe  on  the  20th  of  May  I  complained  of  the  eredion  of  the 
fort,  and  you  were  then  informed  that  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  in  their  march  againft  the  enemy,  would  not  be  able  to 
diftinguilh  between  them  and  any  other  people  aflbciated  in  the 
war. 

Thefe,  however,  and  many  other  flriking  features  in  the  let- 
ter, and  condudl  of  Governor  Simcoe,  will,  I  hope,  at  no  dis- 
tant day,  be  configned  to  oblivion  by  the  reparation  of  our  in- 
juries, and  the  reltitution  of  our  rights.  Until,  therefore,  I 
ihall  be  difappointed  in  this  hope,  I  fhall  not  willingly  open  a 
new  fource  of  altercation. 


From  Mr.  Hammond  to  Mr.  Randolph, 

Sir,  Philadelphia,  Dec.  i,   i"]^^,  four  o^clocky  P.M.. 

IN  anfwer  to  your  letter  of  yefterday,  which  I  have  this 
moment  received,  it  is  expedient  for  me  merely  to  remark,  in 
addition  to  the  motives  that  I  have  already  affigned,  as  inducing 
me  to  tranfmit  to  you  a  copy  of  the  letter  addrefled  to  me  by  the 
Lieutenant-governor  of  Upper  Canada  ;  that,  as  in  your  letter  of 
the  ift  December,  you  confidered  me  to  be  the  proper  medium  of 
conveying  to  that  officer  the  remonftrances  of  this  government 
againft  his  condud,  I  am  not  fenfible  that  I  have  been  guilty  of 
any  impropriety  in  communicating  to  you,  in  lieutenant-gover- 
nor Simcoe's  own  language,  his  expofitions  of  the  principles 
by  which  he  was  adluated  in  the  two  tranfadions,  on  which 
you  had  efpecially  animadverted. 

Being  equally  unwilling  with  yourfelf.  Sir,  '*  now  to  revive 
our  former  controverfy,"  or,  "  to  open  new  fources  of  alterca- 
tion/ 
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tion,"  and  perfevering  in  my  refolutionj  (from  which  I  truft  I 
have  not  deviated  in  this  inll:ance)  not  to  efteem  myfelf  refpon- 
iible  for  the  conduft  of  his  Majefty's  ojBicers  in  Canada,  or  in 
any  other  of  the  King's  pofleffions,  it  is  totally  unneceffary  for 
roe  to  exprefs  my  perfonal  approbation  of,  or  diffent  from,  "  the 
doftrines,  aflertions,  and  ftatements,"  contained  in  Lieutenant- 
governor  Simcoe's  letter.

JExtrucf  of  a  Letter  from  Lieutenant-governor  Slmcoe,  to  Jl-fr.  Sc' 
cretary  Dwidai,  dated  Navyhall^   Jugnji  op,    I794« 

I  TAKE  an  opportunity  offending  this  difpatch  by  means  of 
Mr.  Hammond,  to  whom  I  lofe  no  time  in  giving  information 
of  the  important  event,  that  Mr.  Wayne,  with  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  penetrated  to  the  fort  at  the  Miami,  which  he 
iummoned  to  furrender,  and  upon  Major  Campbell's  refufal,  at 
prefent  appears  to  have  retreated. 

It  is  impoffible  to  exprefs  the  fenfe  I  entertain  of  Major 
Campbell's  moft  wife,  firm,  and  temperate  conduct,  in  his  very 
peculiar  and  difficult  fituation  :  fuch  notice  as  the  military  part 
©fit  highly  deferves,  I  prefume  will  be  offered  to  you  by  Lord 
D-orchefter,  who  rauft  be  fully  competent  to  judge  of  its  merit  ; 
but  I  fhould  do  injuflice  to  myfelf,  did  I  not  ftate  to  you,  Sir, 
mj  humble  and  ejirnefl  hope  that  the  condudt  of  this  gentleman, 
which  in  fubftance  may  have  prevented  the  greatefl  miferiestq 
the  province  under  my  government,  and  who  in  his  manner  and 
language,  has,  in  a  very  trying  fituation,  moft  nobly  fupported 
the  national  chara61:er,  will  recommend  him  to  your  atte\ition, 
and  be  found  worthy  of  his  Majefty's  approbation. 


Froclatnation  at  Trenton,  Noy.  10,   1794. 

WHEREAS  it  has  been  officially  communicated  to  rpe,  that 
Mr.  Fauchet,  minilter  of  the  French  Republic,  apprehends, 
:from  circumftances  which  have  been  experienced,  that  unleis 
prompt  and  decifive  meafures  are  adopted  in  the  feyeral  ports  of 
the  United  States,  with  regard  to  veifels  hoftile  to  the  French 
jiation  and  bringing  in  French  prizes,  the  17th  article  of  the 
treaty  of  commerce  between  that  nation  and  the  United  States 
will  become  riull,  which  article  is  exprefied  in  the  following 
words  :  "  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  fhips  of  war  of  either  party, 
and' privateers,  freely  to  earry  whitherfoever  they  pleafe,  the 
iiiips'  and  goods  taken  from  their  enemies,  without  bein^  obliged 
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to  pay  any  duty  to  the  officers  of  the  admiralty,  or  any  other 
judges,  nor  fhali  fuch  prizes  be  arrefted  or  ieized  when  they 
enter  the  ports  of  either  party,  nor  fhall  the  fearchers  or  other 
officers  of  thofe  places  fearch  the  fame,  or  make  examination 
concerning  the  lawfulnefs  of  fuch  prizes,  but  they  may  hoiit 
fail  at  any  time,  and  depart,  and  carry  their  prizes  to  the  places 
expreffed  in  their  commiffions,  which  the  commanders  of  fuch 
fhips  of  war  fhall  be  obliged  to  fliew ;  on  the  contrary,  no  ftiel- 
tet  or  refuge  fhall  be  given  in  their  ports,  to  fuch  as  fhall  have 
made  prizes  of  the  fubjefls,  people,  or  property  of  either  parties; 
but  if  fuch  fhall  come  in,  being  forced  by  fl:refs  of  weather,  or 
the  danger  of  the  fea,  all  proper  means  fhall  be  vigoroully  ufed 
that  they  go  out  and  retire  from  thence  as  foon  as  poffible." 

And  whereas  it  is  the  duty  and  intereft  of  this  ftate,  as  a 
conflituent  member  of  the  union,  with  fincerity  and  good  faith. 
to  obferve  folemn  flipulations,  I  have  thought  proper,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  honourable  the  privy  council  of  thefiate, 
to  ifTue  this  proclamation,  hereby  requiring  the  citizens  of  this 
flate  carefully  to  avoid  all  a<9:s  and  proceedings  whatfoev6r, 
which  may  in  any  manner  tend  to  contravene  the  faid  article, 
enjoining  all  officers  civil  and  military,  according  to  the  duties 
of  their  refpeilive  flations,  to  be  vigilant  and  adlive  in  prevent- 
ing any  infra6lion  thereof.  And  I  do  by  thefe  prefents  further 
require  the  officers  of  the  different  ports  within  this  flate,  to 
report  to  the  executive  of  the  flate,  from  time  to  time,  the  con- 
ducSl  of  any  perfon  or  perfons  who  may  be  guilty  of  any  violation 
of  the  injundlion  aforefaid,  fhould  any  fuch  there  be. 

In  teftimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  fet  my  hand  and  feal,  at 
arms,  at  Trenton,  tlie  eighth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  of 
the  independence  of  the  faid  flate,  the  nineteenth.

having  like  authority  on  the  part  of  the  f^iid  States.

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In  the  Silting  of  the  National  Convention  of  France  on  the  i^th  of 
Augujlf  1794,  the  following  Letter  was  read  : 

yames  Monroe  f  Minifier  Plenipotentiary  from  the  United  States  of 
America,  to  the  Citizen  Pnftdent  of  the  National  Convention  of 
the  French  Republic. 

Citizen  President, 
^HAVING  arrived  fome  days  ago,  with  a  commiffion  from 
the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  reprefertt  thofe 
ftates,  in  quality  of  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  the  French  Re- 
pTiblic,  and  not  being  informed  of  the  competent  department, 
or  of  the  forms  eftablifhed  by  law  to  recognize  my  chara61:er,  I 
thought  it  my  duty  to  make  known  my  miffion  directly  to  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  nation.  To  them  it  belongs  to  deter- 
mine the  day,  and  prefcribe  the  mode  in  which  1  fliall  be  re- 
cognifed  as  the  reprefentative  of  their  ally  and  republican  fifter. 
They  will  aifo  have  the  goodnefs  to  point  out  the  department 
to  which  I  muft  apply  to  be  received  in  the  character  I  bear. 
I  make  the  communication  with  the  more  pleafure,  as  it  gives 
me  an  opportunity,  not  only  of  expreffing  to  the  reprefentatives 
of  the  free  citizens  of  France  my  perfonal  attachment  to  the 
caufeof  liberty,  but  of  affuring  them,  at  the  fame  time,  in  the 
moft  pofitive  manner,  of  the  profound  intereft  which  the  go- 
vernment and  the  people  of  America  take  in  the  liberty,  the 
fuccefs,  and  the  profperity  of  the  French  Republic.

Efchafferiaux  foon  afterwards  reported  in  the  name  of  the 
committee  of  Public  Safety, — The  minifter  of  a  free  people 
prefents  himfelf,  and  you  have  direcled  us  to  offer  our  ideas  on 
the  mode  of  receiving  him.  We  know  of  no  mode  but  that  of 
the  friendfliip  and  fraternity  which  chara6lerife  a  free  nation. 
The  fall  of  the  throne  has  drawn  with  it  the  rubbifh  of  the  old 
diplomatic  fyllem,  and  the  tradition  of  all  the  ridiculous  cere- 
monies which  the  pride  of  courtiers  had  invented.  The  true 
diplomatic  fyflem  of  nee  ftates  is  mutual  defence  and  mutual 
benefits.  Let  defpots  place  their  glory  in  a  vain  reprefentation; 
the  high  fpirited  republican  difdains  the  falfe  fiiew  of  mo- 
i).:rchies.  The  mojefty  of  the  people  is  like  their  liberty,  frank 
and  fimple.  The  firft  fight  formerly  prefentedto  a  foreign  mi- 
nifter in  Francev  was  a  corrupted  court  and  haughty  Haves. 
He  was  immediately  furrounded  by  all  that  cringed  at  the  feet 
of  a  mafter.  One  tyrant  careflsd  in  his  perfon  the  pride  of  an- 
other 
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other  tyrant.  Friend/hip,  franknefs,  the  peof>1e  and  their  re- 
prefentatsves,  form  the  fpeclacle  which  we  miifl  prefent  to  the 
minjfter  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  America.  The 
jpublic  fquare,  in  which  were  the  people,  the  temple  of  the 
laws,  the  fenate,  was  the  place  where  a  great  people  formerly 
received  ambaffadors.  Such  ought  to  be  our  republican  ideas,  on 
the  admiffion  of  foreign  minifters-  It  is  in  vain  that  defpots 
coalefce  ;  an  eternal  pa6l  of  freedom  and  power  is  going  to  unite 
free  nations.  They  are  going  to  ally  themfelves  for  the  happi- 
nefs  of  the  world.  Guilt  has  united  kings ;  nature  has  created 
a  fecret  alliance  in  the  hearts  of  independent  nations.  Nature 
repels  from  our  frontiers  the  Haves  that  furround  them ;  ihe 
now  feeks  out  for  us  brethren  beyond  the  ocean.  Let  French 
liberty  be  this  day  allied  anew  m  the  face  of  the  world,  with 
American  liberty.  Let  the  ambaffador  of  that  Republic,  which 
fst  us  the  example  of  breaking  the  chains  of  tyrants,  and  re- 
covering our  rights,  come  and  fwear  amid  the  reprefentatives  of 
the  French  nation,  the  confirmation  of  the  fraternal  alliance 
which  muft  make  the  liberty  of  the  two  continents  triumphant. 
Let  him  be  admitted  among  us  as  a  friend  ;  let  all  proud  cere^ 
mony  vaniih  at  the  moment  when  the  fouls  of  the  two  repub- 
lican nations  correfpond  and  unite.  Let  friendfhip  be  his  only 
introducer  ;  in  the  body  of  the  Convention,  after  declaring  his 
miffion,  let  him  receive  from  the  Prefident  the  expreffion  of  the 
fentiments  of  fraternity  of  the  French  people,  of  their  defire 
to  form  an  alliance  which  may  be  the  beginning  of  the  en- 
franchifement  of  the  human  race.     Your  committee  propofes  : 

That  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  L^nited  States  Ihall 
be  introduced  into  the  body  of  the  Convention,  and  prefent  the 
objeft  of  his  miffion.  The  Prefident  fhallgive  him  the  frater- 
nal embrace,  in  token  of  the  friendfhip  which  unites  the  Ame-» 
rican  with  the  French  people. 

That  the  Prefident  of  the  Convention  fliall  write,  to  the  Pre- 
fident of  the  American  Congrefs,  inclofing  a  copy  of  the  mi^ 
nutes  of  the  fitting.

The  Prcjident. — -The  committee  of  Public  Safety  informs  me, 
that  they  wait  for  the  order  of  the  Convention  to  introduce  the 
minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  America. — ■ 
Ordered  that  he  be  introduced  immediately. 

The  minifter  entered,  attended  by  his  fecretaries  of  legation, 
and  the  hall  refounded  with  applaufes. 

The  Prefident. — As  the  American  minifter  does  not  fpeak 
French,  one  of  the  fecretaries  will  read  a  tfauflation  of  hi§ 
fpeech. 
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Speech  of  the  Ainnflcr  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States, 
Citizen  Preildcnt.  and  repreientatives  of  the  French  people, 
my  admlirion  into  this  aflembly,  in  prefence  of  the  French  na- 
tion (for  all  the  citizens  of  France  are  reprefenled  here)  to  be 
acknowledged  as  the  reprefentative  of  the  American  Republic, 
aifetSts  my  fenlibility  to  a  degree  which  I  cannot  exprefs.  I 
confider  it  as  a  new  proof  of  the  friendlhip  and  efteem  which 
the  French  nation  has  always  teftified  for  its  allies,  the  United 
States  of  America. 

Republics  ought  to  beconne6led  with  one  another.  In  many 
refpcdis,  they  have  all  the  fame  intereil ;  but  this  maxim  is  ef- 
pecially  true  with  regard  to  the  republics  of  America  and  France. 
Their  governments  have  a  great  analogy  ;  they  both  cherilh  the 
faine  principles,  and  reft  on  the  fame  bafis,  the  equal  and  una- 
lienable rights  of  man.  Even  the  remembrance  of  common 
dangers-  will  augment  their  harmony  and  cement  their  union^ 
America  has  had  her  days  of  oppreflion,  of  difBculty,  and  of 
war,  but  her  fons  were  virtuous  and  brave,  and  the  tempeft 
that  fo  long  obfcured  her  political  horizon  has  difperfed,  and 
left  her  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  peace  and  independence. 

France,  our  ally,  our  friend,  who  affifted  us  in  our  confli6t, 
is  now  alfo  ftarted  in  the  fame  honourable  career  ;  and  1  am 
happy  to  add  here,  that  while  the  perfeverance,  the  magnani- 
mity, the  heroic  valour  of  the  troops  command  their  admira- 
tion and  the  applaufes  of  the  aftoniflied  world,  the  wifdom  and 
the  firmiiefs  of  her  councils  promife  equally  the  moft  happy 
eonfequences.  America  is  not  an  unconcerned  fpedlatrefs  of 
-your  efforts  in  the  prefent  crifis.  I  lay  before  you,  in  the  de- 
clarations of  each  branch  of  our  government,  declarations 
founded  on  the  affeftion  of  the  great  body  of  our  citizens,  the 
moft  convincing  proofs  of  their  fincere  attachment  to  the  li- 
berty, the  profperity,  and  the  happinefs  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic. Each  branch  of  the  Congrefs,  conformably  to  the  mode  of 
deliberation  eftabliflied  in  it,  has  required  the  Prefident  to  in- 
form you  of  its  difpoiltion  ;  and  in  fulfilling  the  defire  of  thefe 
two  branches,  Fam  inftruded  to  declare  to  you,  that  the  Prefi- 
deiit  has  expreffed  his  own  fentiments. 

The  powers  entrufted  to  me  being  recognized  by  you,  I  pro- 
mife rnyfelf  the  greateft  fatisfa6tion  in  tlie  exercife  of  my  func- 
tions, becaiife  I  am  convinced  that  in  following  the  impulfe  of 
my  own  heart,  in  williing  happinefs  and  liberty  to  the  French 
nation,  I  exprefs  the  fentiments  of  my  country  ;  and  that  in 
doing  every  thing  in  my  pov/er  to  preferve  and  perpetuate  the 
harmony  that  fo  happily  fubfifts  between  the  two  Republics,  I 
ihall  promote  their  mutual  interefl. 

It  is  to  this  grand  object  that  all  my  efforts  fliall  be  dire(5\ed, 
Jf  I  haye  the  good  fortyne  tp  ?ondu6t  rnyfelf  fo  as  to  deferve

George  TVafhington,  Trejldent  of  the  United  States  of  America,  ta 
the  Reprefentatives  of  the  French  People,  Members  of  the  Com- 
fnittce  of  Public  Safety  of  the  French  Republic^  the  great  Friend 
and  good  Ally  of  the  United  States, 

HAVING  been  informed  of  the  defire  of  the  French  Re-^ 
public  that  a  new  minifter  iliould  be  fent  to  it  by  the  United 
States,  I  have  refolved  to  manifeft  my  fenfe  of  the  promptitude 
with  which  my  defire  of  a  fimilar  nature  was  complied  with, 
by  complying  with  that  of  your  government.  Some  time 
elapfed  before  a  man  could  be  found  worthy  of  the  important 
commiffion  of  expreffing  the  willies  of  the  United  States,  for 
the  happinefs  of  our  allies,  and  of  drawing  clofer  the  bonds  of 
our  amity.  I  have  now  made  choice  of  James  Monroe,  one  of 
our  diftinguifhed  citizens,  to  refide  with  the  Frencli  Republic, 
in  quality  of  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  He  is  charged  to  exprefs  to  you  our  fincere  folici- 
tude  for  your  profperity,  and  to  cultivate  with  zeal,  the  cor- 
diality which  io  happily  fubfifls  between  us. 

From  my  knowledge  of  his  fidelity,  probity,  and  good  con^ 
du£l:,  I  have  full  confidence  that  he  will  render  himfelf  agree- 
able to  you,  and  that  he  will  fulfil  our  defire  of  maintaining 
and  promoting,  on  all  occafions,  the  interefts  and  connections 
of  the  two  nations.

Jn  fulhlling  tilts  tafiC,  committed  by  the  Prefident  to  the  depart- 
ment of  flate,  the  generous  fuccour  which  the  United  States  re- 
ceived from  the  French  nation  in  their  ftruggle  for  independence, 
occurs  ilrongly  to  our  memory.  It  is  on  thisbafis  that  the  friend*- 
iJnp  between  the  two  nations  was  at  firfl  founded.  It  is  on  this 
bafis  and  mutual  regard  fhewn  fince,  that  their  friendlhip  has  iji-

To-day  it  is  the  f«- 
vereign  people  reprefented  by  faithful  mandatories  that  receives 
you  ;  and  you  fee  with  what  tendernefs,  and  what  efFufion  of 
heart,  this  limple  and  touching  ceremony  is  accompanied.  Let 
me  not  delay  to  crown  it  by  the  fraternal  embrace  which  I  ani 
charged  to  give  yoqjn  the  name  of  the  French  people  !  Conieand 
receive  it  in  the  name  of  the  American  people  ;  and  may  this  pic- 
ture complete  deftroying  the  lad  hope  of  the  impious  coalition  of 
tyrants !

The  minifter  of  the  United  States  was  conduced  to  the  Prefident 
of  the  Convention,  who  gave  him  the  fraternal  embrace  :  he  then 
took  his  feat  among  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people,  who  re- 
doubled their  acclamations.

I  have  had  them  executed  after  the  manner  laft  decreed  by  the 
Congrefs  ;  and  I  have  entrufted  them  to  Captain  Barnery,  an  offi- 
cer of  diftinguiftied  merit,  who  rendered  us  great  fervices  by  fea 
during  the  revolution.  He  is  charged  to  prefent  them  to  you,  and 
to  place  them  wherever  you  fnall  appoint.     Accept,  then,  this 
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flag,  Citizen  Prefident,  as  a  new  pledge  of  the  fenfibillty  with 
which  the  American  people  always  receive  the  proofs  of  intereft 
and  friendfhip  given  to  them  by  their  good  and  brave  allies,  as 
well  as  of  the  pleafure  and  eagernefs  with  which  they  improve 
every  circumftance  that  tends  to  cement  and  confolidate  the  union 
and  concord  of  the  two  nations.

Citizen  Prefident,  having  been  charged  by  the  minifter  ple-» 
nipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  bear  to  the  Con- 
vention the  flag  which  they  defired — the  flag  under  the  aufpices  of 
which  I  had  the  honour  to  fight  with  our  common  enemy,  in  the 
war  which  accompliflied  our  liberty  and  independence,  I  fulfil  my 
honourable  commifllion  with  the  moll  lively  fatisfa£lion,  and  remit 
it  into  your  hands. 

From  henceforth,  fufpended  befide  that  of  the  Republic,  it  fhall 
become  the  fymbol  of  the  union  which  fubfifts  between  the  two 
nations,  and  which  fliall  endure,  I  truft,  as  long  as  the  liberty 
which  they  have  fo  bravely  achieved,  and  fo  wifely  ratified.

THE  circumftances  under  which  you  are  now  aflembledj  re- 
quire your  mofl;  ferioiiS  attention. 

We  are  engaged  in  a  conteft,  on  the  jfFue  of  which  depend 
the  maintenance  of  our  conftitutiou,  laws,  and  religion  ;  and 
the  fecurity  of  all  civil  fociety. 

You  niufl:  have  obferved,  with  fatisfasStion,,  the  advantages 
which  have  been  obtained  by  the  arms  of  the  allied  powers,  and 
the  change  whkh  has  taken  place  in  the  general  fituiatiorj  of 
Huvope  fince  the  commencement  of  the  war.  Tl:^  United 
Provinces  have  been  p^j-otedled  from,  invs{ion  ;  the  Auftriam 
Netherlands  have  he-en  recovered  and  maintained  ;  and  places  of 
confulerable  importance  have  been  acquired  on  the  frontiers  of 
France.  The  re-capture  of  Mentz,  and  the  fubfequent  fuc- 
cefies  of  the  allied  armies  on  the  Rhine,  have,  notwkhi^anding 
the  advantages  recently  obtained  by  the  enemy  m  that  quarter, 
proved  highly  bene£clal  to  the  common  caufe.  Powerful  ef- 
forts have  been  made  by  roy  allies  in  the  fouSh  of  Europe ;  the 
temporary  poiTeffion  of  the  towa  and  port  of  Toulon  has 
greatly  djfi:reired  the  operations  of  my  er^emies;  and  hi  the  cir- 
cumftaneesi  attending  the  evacuation  of  that  place,  an  impor-, 
tant  and  deeifive  blow  has  been  given  to  their  naval  power,  b;y 
Xhs  diftinguiilied  conduft,  abilities,  and  fpirit  o-f  iDy  con>- 
Bianders,  officers,  and  forces,  both  by  fea  and  land. 

The  French  have  been  driven  from  their  poffeffions  and  fiftiery 
^t  Newfoundland,  and  important  and  valuable  acquifitions  have 
!)een  made  both  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies. 

At  fea  our  fuperiority  has  been  undifputed,  and  our  com- 
merce fo  efFeftually  protected,  that  the  loffes  fuftained  have 
Ixeen  jnconftderable,  in  proportion  to  its  extent,  and  to  the  cap- 
tures n;3.de  on  the  coiatra!^e4  tra,dQ  pf  tUe  eneBiy. 
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Tte  clrcumftances  by  which  the  farther  progrefs  of  the  allies 
lias  hitherto  been  impeded,  not  only  prove  the  neceiRty  of  vi- 
gour and  perfeverance  on  our  part,  but,  at  the  fame  time,  con- 
firm the  expedlation  of  ultimate  faccefs. 

Our  enemies  have  derived  the  means  of  temporary  exertion, 
from  a  fyftem  which  has  enabled  them  to  difpofe  arbitrarily  of 
the  lives  and  property  of  a  numerous  people,  and  which  openly 
violates  every  reftraint  of  jullice,  humanity,  arid  religion  :  but 
thefe  efforts^  productive  as  they  neceflarily  have  been  of  inter- 
rial  difcontent  and  confufion  in  France,  have  alio  tended  rapidly 
to  exhauft  the  natural  and  real  ftrength  of  that  country. 

Although  I  cannot  but  regret  the  neceffary  continuance  of 
the  war,  I  fliould  ill  confult  the  effential  interefts  of  my  peo- 
ple, if  I  were  defirous  of  peace  on  any  grounds  but  fuch  as  may. 
provide  for  their  permanent  fafety,  and  for  the  independence 
and  fecurity  of  Europe.  The  attainment  of  thefe  ends  is  ftill 
obftru<Sted  by  the  prevalence  of  a  fyftem  in  France,  equally  in- 
compatible with  the  happinefs  of  that  country,  and  with  tha 
tranquillity  of  all  other  nations. 

Under  this  impreffion,  I  thought  proper  to  make  a  declara= 
tion  of  the  riews  and  principles  by  which  I  am  guided.  I  have 
Ordered  a  copy  of  this  declaration  to  be  laid  before  you,  toge- 
ther with  copies  of  feveral  conventions  and  treaties  with  dif- 
ferent powers,  by  which  you  will  perceive  how  large  a  part  of 
Europe  is  united  in  a  caufe  of  fuch  general  concern. 

I  reflect  with  unfpeakable  fatisfadion  on  the  fteady  loyalty 
and  firm  attachment  to  the  eftablilhed  conftitution  and  govern- 
ment, which,  notwithftanding  the  continued  efforts  employed 
to  miflead  and  to  feduce,  have  been  fo  generally  prevalent 
among  all  ranks  of  my  people.  Thefe  fentiments  have  been 
eminently  manifefled  in  the  zeal  and  alacrity  of  the  militia  to 
provide  for  our  internal  defence,  and  in  the  diftinguilhed  bravery 
and  fpirit  difplayed  on  every  occafion  by  my  forces  both  by  fea 
and  land  :  they  have  maintained  the  luftre  of  the  Britilh  name, 
and  have  fhewn  themfelves  worthy  of  the  blefiings  which  it  is 
the  objed  of  all  our  exertions  to  preferve. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 

I  have  ordered  the  neeelTary  eftimates  and  accounts  to  be 
laid  before  you,  and  I  am  perfuaded  you  will  be  ready  to  make 
fuch  provifion  as  the  exigencies  of  the  time  may  require.  I  feel 
too  fenlibly  the  repeated  proofs  which  I  have  received  of  the  af- 
fe6tion  of  my  fubjeiSts,  not  to  lament  the  neceffity  of  any  ad- 
ditional burdens.  It  is,  however,  a  great  confolation  to  me  to 
obferve  the  favoiitable  ftate  of  the  revenue,  and  the  complete 
fuccftfs  of  the  meafure  which  was  lafl  year  adopted  for  removing 
the  embarraffrnents  affeding  commercial  credit. 

Vol,  n.  Nan  Great 
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Great  as  muft  be  the  extent  of  our  exertions,  I  truft  you 
will  be  enabled  to  provide  tor  them  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  avoid 
any  prefTure  which  could  be  feverely  felt  by  my  people. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

In  all  your  deliberations,  you  will  undoubtedly  bear  in 
mind  the  true  grounds  and  origin  of  the  war. 

An  attack  was  made  on  us,  and  on  our  allies,  founded  on 
principles  which  tend  to  deftroy  all  property,  to  fubvert  the  laws 
and  religion  of  every  civilized  nation,  and  to  introduce  uni- 
verfally  that  wild  and  deftrudive  iyflem  of  rapine,  anarchy, 
and  impiety,  the  effe61:s  of  which,  as  they  have  already  been 
manifeited  in  France,  furnifh  a  dreadful  but  ufeful  leffon  to  the 
prefent  age  and  to  pofterity. 

It  only  remains  for  us  to  perfevere  in  our  united  exertions  ; 
their  difcontiiiuance  or  relaxation  could  hardly  procure  even  a 
fhort  interval  of  delufive  rcpofe,  and  could  never  terminate  in 
fecurity  or  peace.  Impreffed  with  the  neceffity  of  defending 
all  that  is  molf  dear  to  us,  and  relying,  as  we  may,  with  confi- 
dence, t)n  the  valour  and  refources  of  the  nation,  on  the  com- 
bined eflbrts  of  fo  large  a  part  of  Europe,  and,  above  all,  on 
the  inconteifable  juftice  of  our  caufe,  let  us  render  our  con- 
du(Sl  a  contrail:  to  that  of  our  enemies,  and,  by  cultivating  and 
prailifmg  the  principles  of  humanity,  and  the  duties  of  reli- 
gion, endeavour  to  merit  the  continuance  of  the  Divine  favour 
and  protedion  which  have  been  fo  eminently  experienced  by 
thefe  kingdoms.

Mofl  Gracious  Sovereign, 

WE,  your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjecEts,  the 
Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  in  Parliam.ent  afTembled,  beg 
leave  to  return  your  Majefty  our  humble  thanks  for  your  Ma- 
jefty's moft  gracious  fpeech  from  the  throne. 

Permit  us  to  aflure  your  Majefty,  that  we  fliall  enter  with 
the  moft  ferious  attention  into  the  confideration  of  the  prefent 
circumftances  of  our  country,  knowing  that  on  the  iftue  of 
the  conteft  in  which  we  are  engaged  depend  the  maintenance  of 
ourconftitution,  laws,  and  religion,  and  the  fecurity  of  all 
civil  fociety. 

We  congratulate  your  Majefty  on  the  advantages  which  have 
been  obtained  by  the  arms  of  the  allied  powers,  and  on  the  favour- 
able change  which  has  taken  place  in  the  general  fituation  of 
Europe,  fince  th«  commencement  of  the  war.  Wa  have  feen 
2  with 
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with  great  fatisfa£llon  the  United  Provinces  protedled  from  in* 
vafion,  the  Auftrian  Netherlands  recovered  and  maintained,  and 
places  of  confiderable  importance  acquired  on  the  frontiers  of 
France  :  v^^e  confider  the  re-capture  of  Mentz,  and  the  fubfequent 
fuccelfes  of  the  allied  armies  on  the  Rhine,  as  having,  notwith-- 
ftanding  the  late  advantages  of  the  enemy  in  that  quarter,  proved 
highly  beneficial  to  the  common  caufe  ;  and  we  are  alfo  juftly 
fenfible  of  the  powerful  efforts  which  have  been  made  by  your 
Majefty's  allies  in  the  fouth  of  Europe. 

We  refle£t  with  particular  fatisfa6tion  on  the  manner  in  which 
the  operations  of  your  Majefty's  enemies  have  been  impeded 
during  fo  great  a  part  of  the  campaign  by  the  temporary  pofTeflion 
of  the  town  and  port  of  Toulon  ;  on  the  important  and  deci- 
iive  blov^  which,  in  the  evacuation  of  that  place,  has  been 
given  to  their  naval  power,  and  on  the  diftinguiflied  conduit, 
abilities,  and  fpirit,  manifeiled  on  that  occafion  by  your  Ma^ 
jefty's  commanders,  officers,  and  forces,  both  by  fea  and  land. 

We  beg  leave  toexprefs  the  fatisfailion  which  we  alfo  feel  in 
feeing  that,  during  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  year,  the  French 
have  been  driven  from  their  poffeffions  and  fifhery  at  New- 
foundland ;  that  important  and  valuable  acquiiitions  h.ave  been 
made  both  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies ;  and  that  while  our 
naval  fuperiority  has  been  undifputed,  our  commerce  has  been 
fo  fully  and  elFedlually  protected. 

We  can  affure  your  Majefty,  that  we  are  ftrongly  imprefled 
both  with  the  neceffity  of  vigorous  and  perfevering  exertions, 
and  with  the  expectations  of  ultimate  fuccefs  from  the  confide- 
ration  of  the  means  by  which  the  farther  progrefs  of  the  allies 
has  hitherto  been  impeded,  and  of  the  fyftem  from  which  our 
enemies  have  derived  the  means  of  temporary  .exertion  ;  fuch  a 
fyftem,  difpofi ng  arbitrarily  of  the  lives  and  property  of  a  nu-r 
merous  people,  and  violating  every  reftraint  of  juftice,  hu- 
manity, and  religion,  has  necelTarily  been  produdive  of  inter- 
nal difcontent  and  confufion,  and  has  tended  rapidly  to  exhauft 
the  natural  and  real  ftrength  of  that  country. 

While  we  join  with  your  Majefty  in  regretting  the  necefTary

We  acknowledge,  with  pride  and  gratitude,  the  gracious 
manner  in  which  your  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  exprefs  your  Ma- 
iefty's  fenfe  of  the  unfhaken  loyalty  and  firm  attachment  to  the 
eftablifhed  conftitution  and  government,  which,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  continued  efforts  employed  to  niiflead  and  to  feduce, 
liave  been  fo  generally  prevalent  among  all  ranks  of  your  Ma- 
jeily's  fubjeds.  The  zeal  and  alacrity  of  the  militia,  and  the 
diftinguiflied  bravery  difplayed  on  every  occafion  by  your  Ma- 
jefty's  forces  both  by  fea  and  land,  have  afforded  eminent  proof^

WE,  your  Majefty's  mofl:  dutiful  and  loyal  fubje61s,  the 
Commons  of  Great  Britain,  in  Parliament  afTembled,  beg  leave 
to  return  your  Majefty  our  humble  thanks,  for  your  moll 
gracious  fpeech  from  the  throne. 

The  circumftances  under  which  we  are  affembled  will  not 
fail  to  command  our  moft  ferious  attention,  as  we  are  fenfible 
that,  on  the  iffue  of  the  contefl  in  which  we  are  engaged,  de- 
pend the  maintenance  of  our  conftitution,  laws',  and  religion, 
and  the  fepurity  of  all  civil  fociety.

€)f  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  was  read  to  their  Lordfhips  as  follows  : 

My  Lords, 
I  RETURN  you  my  warmeft  acknowledgments  for  this  very  du- 
tiful and  loyal  addrefs.  The  fentiments  you  exprefs  refpe6ling  the 
prefent  important  fituatien  of  public  affairs,  and  the  zeal  and  union 
you  have  manifefted  in  fupport  of  thofe  meafures,  which  can  atone 
tend  to  maintain  the  deareft  interefts  of  my  people,  and  to  fecure 
the  tranquillity  and  independence  of  Europe,  cannot  fail  of  pro- 
ducing the  happieft  effedls  both  at  home  and  abroad.  You  may  be 
alTured  that  nothing  Ihall  be  wanting  on  my  part  to  employ  with 
energy  and  vigour,  in  a  caufe  of  fuch  deep  concern,  thofe  refources 
vfhich  I  derive  from  the  wifdora  and  firranefs  of  my  Parliament, 
and  from  the  general  attachment  of  my  people  to  the  conftitution 
and  government  of  their  country,  and  to  the  interefts  of  humanity, 
order,  ahd  religion,  throughout  all  Europe. 

On  Friday,  24th  January,  the  Speaker  acquainted  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  that  ia  purfuance  of  their  refolution,  the  addrefs  had 
been  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  who  was  gracioully  pleafed  to  ex- 
prefs 
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prefs  hii  tlianlts  to  the  Houfe  for  their  loyal  addrefs,  intti  for  theiV 
cordial  coincidence  with  his  Majelly's  wifhes  in  the  contintiance; 
^i  the  war. 


On  the  23d  bf  January,  1794,  Earl  Staiihope  movedin  the 
Houfe  of  Lords, 

*'  Th.at  an  humble  addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  humbly 
to  repfefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  the;  French  nation  have  exprefsly 
recognized  the  facred  principle,  that  no  coiintry  poffeiTcs  the  right 
to  interfere  with  another  independent  nation.  To  ftate  to  his 
Majefty,  that  in4;he  118th  and  119th  articles  of  the  conftitution  of 
France,  they  have  declared,  that  the  French  are  the  friends  and  the 
natural  allies  of  every  free  people,  and  that  it  does  not  interfere 
with  the  government  of  other  nations, — Humbly,  therefore,  to  be- 
feech  his  Majefty,  in  his  equity  and  juftice,  to  acknowledge  ths 
French  Republic,  and  thereby  ]ay  the  foundation  of  a  fpeedy  re- 
conciliation and  permanent  peace." 

The  queftion  being  put,  the  addrefs  was  negatived  without  a 
divifion. 


On  the  27th  of  January,  Mr.  Dundas  prefented  to  the  Houfe 
of  Commons  the  following  mellage  from  his  Majefty  ;  and  two 
days  afterwards  Lord  Grenville  prefented  the  fame  meftage  to  the 
Houfe  of  Lords. 

GEO-GE  R. 
His  Majefty  thinks  it  proper  to  acquaint  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, that  a  corps  of  Heffian  troops,  taken  into  the  pay  of  Great 
Britain,  to  be  employed  on  foreign  fervice,  having  been  brought 
to  the  appointed  place  of  rendezvous  off  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  his 
Majefty  has  found  it  neceflary,  with  a  view  to  the  preventing  any 
fickiiefs  taking  place  among  the  faid  troops  from  their  continuance 
on  board  of  the  tranfports,  to  order  them  to  be  difembarked,  and 
tq  be  ftationed,  for  the  prefent,  on  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  at  Portf- 
mouth,  and  at  places  adjacent.

An  addrefs  of  thanks  to  his  Majefty  for  his  gracious  communi- 
cation was  voted. 

On  the  icth  of  February  Mr.  Grey  moved  in  the  Houfe  of 
Commons, 

**  That  to  employ  foreigners  rn  any  fttuation  of  military  truft, 
or  to  bring  foreign  troops  into  this  kingdom,  without  the  confent 
of  Parliament  firft  had  and  obtained,  is  contrary  to  law.*' 

The 
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The  previous  queftion  waS  moved  upon  Mr.  Grey's  motion, 
and  carried  by  a  majority  of  184  againft  ^^. 

In  the  HouTe  of  Lords>  on  the  19th  of  February,  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk  moved,  when  the  motion  for  referring  the  mutiny  bill  to 
a  Committee  of  the  Houfe  was  put, 

That  inftrudion  be  given  to  the  Committee  on  this  bill  to 
iatroduce  a  claufe  for  regulating  foreign  troops  in  this  kingdom, 
and  fubjeding  them  to  military  law. 

The  Duke  of  Norfolk  withdrew  his  motion,  on  hearing  that 
the  fubjeil  was  to  be  argued  on  the  2ifl:  in(t. 

On  the  2ift  of  February  the  Earl  of  Albemarle  brought  in  a 
bill,  indemnifying  minifters  for  landing  foreign  troops  without  the 
confent  of  Parliament  j  which  was  rejeded  by  a  majority  of  89 
againft  12. 


P'roteft  of  Earl  Stafwepe,  upon  theReje^hn  of  the  Ea^l  of  Albemarle's 
Motion  (^on.  the  lljl  of  February,  Ijg^J  refpedlng  the  introduc'mg 
-  vf  Foreign  Troops  into  this  Country  without  the  previous  Confent 
of  Parliament. 

Dffc-ntient. — Firft,  Becaufe  "  It  is  contrary  to  law  for  the 
CrOwn  to  keep  an  army  in  this  kingdom,  either  in  time  of  peace 
or  in  time  of  war,  without  the  previous  confent  of  Parliament ;" 
and  it  is  eilential,  that  this  important  conftitutional  principle 
"(which  was  unequivocally  admitted  in  the  debate)  ihould  be  for 
ever  maintained  inviolate  in  this  country.  And  the  friends  of 
public  liberty  ought  ever  to  bear  in  memory  the  adm.irable  vote  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  on  the  5th  day  of  May,  1 641,  when  it 
was  refolved,  *'  That  this  Houfe  doth  declare,  that  whofoever 
{hall  give  counfel  or  affillance,  or  join  in  any  manner,  to  bring  any 
foreign  force  into  the  kingdom,  uniefs  it  be  by  command  of  his 
Majedy,  with  the  confent  of  both  Houfes  in  Parliament,  fliall  be 
adjudged  and  reputed  a  public  enemy  to  the  King  and  kingdom." 

Secondly,  Becaufe  the  annual  mutiny  bill  is  a  proof  that  the 
Crown  cannot  perpetuate  or  ailume  a  prerogative  which  Parlia- 
ment annually  bellows,  nor  exercife,  at  its  own  difCretion,  that 
power  which  the  legidature  fpecially  limits. 

Thirdly >  Becaufe  it  is  a  moft  dangerous  do6lrine,  that  the 
Crown  has  a  right  (by  virtue  of  an  "  undenned  prerogative,")  to 
do  any  adt  which  is  not  warranted,  either  by  common,  or  by  fla- 
tute  law,  under  the  frivolous  pretence  of  its  appearing  to  minifters 
to  be  ufeful.  And  the  fupinenefs  of  Parliament,  in  the  reign  of 
King  James  the  Second,  when  fo  many  ads,  notoriouiiy  illegal.

were  committed  by  the  Crown,  and  yet  palTed  unnoticed  by  the 
two  Houfes,  clearly  provesj  that,  from  the  want  of  vigilance  in 
certain  Parliaments,  precedents  may  be  eftablifhed^  fubverfive  of 
the  firft  principles  of  national  freedom. 

Fourthly,  Becaufe  the  maintaining  of  a  foreign  army  on  the 
cftablilhment,  or  within  the  territory  of  this  kingdom,  is  in  open 
defiance  of  the  very  a£l  of  Parliament  which  fettles  the  crown  on 
the  prefent  Royal  Family  (namely,  the  12th  and  13th  of  William 
III.  chap,  the  2d.)  which  cxprefsly  enacts,  *'  That  no  perfon 
born  out  of  the  kingdoms  of  England,  Scotland,  or  Ireland,  or  the 
dominions  thereunto  belonging  (although  he  be  naturalized,  or 
made  a  denizen,  except  fuch  as  are  born  of  Englifh  parents}  Ihall 
be  capable  to  enjoy  any  office  or  place  of  trufl,  either  civil  or  mili- 
tary." And  the  ad  of  the  29th  George  II.  chap,  the  5th,  is  a  proof 
that  the  legiilature  deemed  a  fpecial  a£l  of  Parliament  neceHary, 
to  enable  the  King  to  employ  even  a  limited  number  of  fubaltern 
foreign  officers  in  America,  only  under  certain  reftridions  and 
<j!iialifications. 

Fifthly,  Becaufe  "  foreign  mercenaries  have  always  been  un- 
ufeful,  or  dangerous  to  thofe  who  employ  them.  Their  condud, 
at  firfl,  has  generally  been  peaceable  and  enfnaring  ;  at  laft,  fedi- 
tious  and  dell ru6live  ;  and  thofe  ftates  that  have  carried  the  points 
n'hich  they  intended,  by  their  affiilance,  have  ufually  in  the  event 
been  enllaved  by  them." 

And  Sixthly,  Becaufe  a  prerogative  in  the  executive  power,  to 
introduce  any  number,  without  limit,  of  armed  foreign  hirelings 
into  any  country,  without  the  previous  and  exprefs  confentof  the 
legiilature,  is  totally  incompatible  with  any  form  of  a  free  confli- 
lution  ;  for,  not  only  that  government  is  tyx-annical,  which  is  adu- 
ally  tyrannically  adminillered,  but  that  government  alfo  is  tyranni- 
c.il  (however  adminiftered)  where  there  is  no  fufficient  fecurity 
againfi:  its  being  tyrannically  adminiftered  in  future.  And  I  fo- 
lemnly  proteft  againft  a  meafure  which  tends  to  endanger  the 
rights  and  liberties  of  my  fellow-citizens,  of  whom  I  confider  my- 
felf  only  as  a  truUee.  Stanhope. 


ProteJ}  agahiji  the  Rejcfiio7i  of  the  Indemnity  Bill,  for  the  Landing  of 
Troops  in  this  Kingdo^n  without  the  Confen  of  Parliament  i  which 
^was  moved  by  the  Earl  of  Albemarle. 

I.  Becaufe,  with  the  exception  of  only  one  noble  Lord,  not  one 
of  his  Majcfty's  miniflers,  it  was  in  the  debate  unanimoufly  admit- 
ted, that  the  keeping  in  this  country  troops,  whether  native  or  fo- 
reign, in  time  either  of  war  or  peace,  without  the  confent  of  Par- 
liament, is  unconftitutional.  And  as  it  was  alfo  admitted,  unani- 
moufly and  unequivocally,  that  the  troops  in  queflion  are  here  upon 

grounds 
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grounds  of  fitnefs  and  expediency  ;  and  as  the  confideralioa  of 
fitnefs  and  expediency,  though  they  render,  and  in  fad  in  the  pre- 
fent  inftance  do  render,  not  only  jultifiable,  but  highly  meritorious, 
do  in  no  degree  fo  change  the  nature  as  to  make  it  more  or  lefs 
conftitutional. 

II.  This  bill,  though  of  a  nature  to  be  very  fparingly  adopted, 
yet  was  of  particular  propriety  ;  for  in  a  matter  of  great  moment, 
it  declared  the  law,  faved  the  conftitution,  and  did  juftice  to  the 
motives  of  the  executive  government. 

III.  Becaufe  the  ftopping  of  this  bill  leaves  the  troops  here, 
without  any  confent  of  Parliament. 

IV.  Becaufe  the  efFe£l  of  the  declarations,  by  which  the  right 
of  the  Crown  fo  to  keep  troops  here  was  diiclaimed,  however 
ftrong,  general,  and  unequivocal,  is  yet  traniitory  and  fugitive  ; 
but  the  fa61:  that  troops  are  fo  here,  is  notorious  and  recorded  ; 
and  when  the  motives  which  juflified,  and  the  declarations  that  re- 
conciled to  the  Houfe  the  meafure,  are  forgotten,  may  be  turned 
into  precedent,  Radnor. 


On  the  14th  of  March  Mr.  Grey  moved  in  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, 

That  leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  indemnifying  all 
perfons  who  Ihall  have  advifcd  his  Majefty  to  order  the  landing  of 
any  foreign  troops  that  may  now  be  in  this  country. 

The  motion  was  rejeded  by  a  majority  of  17©  againft  41. 


On  the  17th  of  February  the  Marquis  of  Lanfdowne  moved  in 
the  Houfe  of  Lords, 

That  an  humble  addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty, 

To  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  the  events  of  the  laft  cam- 
paign have  demonftrated  the  extreme  improbability  of  conquering 
France,  even  under  the  fingular  circumftance  of  a  general  confe- 
deracy formed  againft  her : 

That  the  duration  of  an  extenfive  confederacy,  neceflarily  flow 
and-  ill-combined  in  its  operations,  is  not  to  be  depended  on  from 
day  to  day,  and  formed,  as  the  prefent  is,  with  powers,  who  it  is 
to  be  apprehended  from  theexhaufted  ftate  of  their  finances,  wafted 
by  profufion  and  war,  can  only  fulfil  their  engagements  to  us  by 
being  fubfidlzed,  the  great  burden  of  expenfe  and  odium  muft  ul- 
timately fall  upon  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  ; 

That  the  war  to  be  in  future  as  fuccefsful,  as  it  has  hitherto 
proved  adverfe,  it  ought  not  in  found  policy  to  be  continued,  be- 
caufe no  acquifitions  of  territory  can  be  of  real,  and  much  lefs  of 
adequate  benefit,  at  the  rifle  of  prolonging  the  prefent j  and  laying 
the  foundation  of  future  wars  : 

Q  o  Q  i  That 
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That  a  lofs  to  the  nation  incalculable,  and  almon;  beyond  Ima- 
gination, muil  follow  from  the  diminution  of  piodud  and  con- 
fumption  ^  the  flagnation  and  deftrudlion  of  capital,  and  the  gene- 
ral decay  of  trade,  which  have  arifen  in  the  place  of  that  reduction 
of  debt  and  taxes,  which  we  were  taught  to  exped,  and  which  is 
fo  effential  to  our  external  independence,  and  to  our  internal  tran- 
quillity and  happinefs : 

That  the  difmemberment  of  France,  if  attainable,  fo  far  from 
fecuring  the  balance  of  power  in  Europe,  muft  endanger,  if  not 
overturn  it,  as  it  cannot  fail  to  augment  the  ftrength  of  the  greater 
European  powers,  who,  from  their  ambition,  and  the  policy  which 
they  have  lately  adopted,  of  a6ling  in  concert,  already  threaten 
the  extindion  of  the  independent  ffates  of  the  fecond  and  third 
order,  upon  whofe  prefervation  the  liberties  of  Europe  elfentially 
depend  : 

That  opinions  and  fentiments  once  widely  difTeminated  can- 
not be  controlled  by  arms,  and  therefore  it  behoves  every  go- 
vernment, which  would  guard  againft  the  progrefs  of  democratic 
principles,  to  avoid  the  evils  which  gave  birth  to  them  in  France : 

That  the  obedience  paid  by  the  French  nation  to  its  provi- 
lionary  government,  when  in  the  a6l  of  oppofing  a  confederacy 
attem^pting  to  control  its  interior,  though  a  ftrong  proof  that 
the  prefent  war  is  more  likely  to  confirm  than  to  deftroy  fuch  a 
government,  yet  is  no  proof  that  the  French  nation  will  conti- 
nue that  obedience  to  it,  provided  we  fufFer  them  to  return  to  a 
liate  of  external  peace;,  while  it  may  be  yet  time  for  the  national 
good  fenfe  to  operate  : 

That  experience  has  demonflrated  the  futility  of  every  attempt 
to  interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  France,  even  if  the  juftice 
of  it  were  problematical,  and  that  we  mufl  deferve  the  deepefl  re- 
proach Vvfhich  a  nation  can  incur,  if,  to  ferve  the  mere  occafional 
purpofes  of  the  confederacy,  v/e  encourage  farther  revolts-  in 
that  country,  where  we  find  that  we  are  unable  to  fulfil  our 
promifes  of  prefent  fupport,  or  to  fave  thofe  who  have  put  a 
confidence  in  us,  from  ruin  and  extermination  : 

Therefore  to  implore  his  Majefty  to  declare,  without  delay, 
his  difpoiition  to  make  peace  upon  fuch  difintereiled  and  liberal 
terms,  as  are  befl:  calculated  to  render  the  peace  between  any 
two  nations  lafting,  and  to  communicate  fuch  declaration  to  his 
allies,  that  an  immediate  end  may  be  put  to  that  daily  efFufion 
of  human  blood,  which,  if  futFered  to  proceed,  muft  change  the 
cl:iara(Sfer  of  tlie  nations  of  Europe,  and  in  the  place  of  that 
.improving  fpi'rit  of  humanity,  which  has  till  lately  diffinguifhed 
modern  tim.es,  fubfiiitutc  a  degree  of  favage  ferocity  unexampled 
in  the  annals  of  mankind. 

The  addrefs  was  negatived. 

On 
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On  the  i8th-  of  February  Mr.  Fox  moved  In  the  Houfe  of 
Commons. 

That  it  be  referred  to  a  committee  to  inquire  into  the  pro- 
te6lion  given  to  the  trade  of  his  Majefty's  fubjecfts,  by  convoy  or 
otherwile,  during  the  prefent  war. 

The  motion  was  negatived  by  a  majority  of  205,  againft  48, 


On  the  6th  of  March  Mr.  Whitbread,  jun.  moved  in  ihe 
Houfe  of  Commons  : 

That  an  humble  addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  to  re- 
prefent  to  his  Majeily,  that  his  faithful  Commons  having  taken 
into  their  ferious  coqfideration  the  various  treaties  which  have, 
by  his  Majefty's  commandj  been  laid  before  this  Houfe,  cannotfor- 
bear  to  exprefs  their  deep  concern  that  his  Majefty  fhould  have 
been  advifedto  enter  into  engagements,  the  terms  of  which  ap- 
pear to  this  Houfe  to  be  wholly  incompatible  with  the  declara- 
tions repeatedly  made  to  this  Houfe  from  the  Throne,  relative 
to  the  profefTed  objeils  of  the  prefent  unfortunate  war. 

To  prefent  to  his  Majefty  the  affliclion  and  alarm  of  his  faith- 
ful Commons,  that  his  Majefty  fliould  have  been  advifedto  make 
a  "  common  caufe"  with  powers  whofe  objeds  are  unavowed  and 
undefined,  but  from  M'hofe  conduct  his  faithful  Commons  have 
too  much  ground  to  dread  that  they  carry  on  war  for  the  purpofe 
of  dilating  in  the  internal  affairs  of  other  countries;  views  which 
havi  been  repeatedly  and  folemnly  difavowed  by  his  Majefty  and 
his  Minifters,  and  which  are  utterly  abhorrent  from  thofe  princi- 
ples upon  which  alone  a  free  people  can  with  honour  engage  in 
war. 

To  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  If  the  prefent  war  had  been 
■what  his  Majefty's  meflage  in  the  laft  feftions  of  Parliament  ftated 
it  to  be,  a  war  of  aggreffion  on  the  part  of  France,  and  of  defence 
on  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  that  by  a  treaty  previoully  in  exiftenc« 
between  his  Majefty  and  the  king  of  Pruflia,  the  co-operation  and 
affiftance  of  that  power  were  infured  to  this  country.  That  it 
does  not  appear  to  this  Houfe,  that  the  fuccours  ftipulated  by  the 
defenfive  treaty  of  1788,  have  been  required  by  his  Majefty,  but 
that  a  convention  has  been  entered  into,  the  ftipulations  of  which 
have  no  other  tendency  than  the  Involving  us  in  fchemes,  as  foreign 
to  the  true  intereft,  as  they  are  repugnant  to  the  natural  feelings 
of  Ehghfhmen,  and  of  impofmg  a  reftraint  upon  his  Majefty's 
known  difpofttion  to  avail  himfelf  of  any  circumftances  which 
might  otherwife  enable  him,  confiftently  with  the  honour  of  his 
Crown,  and  the  welfare  and  fecurity  of  the  country,  to  relieve  his 
people  from  the  prefent  burdenfome  and  calamitous  war. 

To  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  the  irruptions  of  the  French 
ifito  Savoy,  and  their  poffeffion  of  that  part  of  the-doiisiniQns  of  the 

King 
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king  of  Sardinia,  did  not  appear  to  his  Majef^y  To  far  to  endanger 
the  balance  of  power  in  Europe  as  to  induce  his  Majefty,  on  that 
account,  to  commence  hofiilities  againft  Fiance.  That  his  faith- 
ful Com  aions  do  therefore  ex prefs  their  difapprobatio-  -f  that 
part  of  the  treaty,  recently  concluded  between  h"'  .ajeily  and 
the  hi^-'tr  of  Sardinia,  by  which  his  Majefly  *'  :^.ia  not  to  lay 
down  hiS  arD.is  liar  .  -  '"!-.'. >ti,vn  -'"  p^- oy  ihail  have  been  accom- 

plilhed  :  a  fpecies  ->.  ^  ;,  '  '  ;i;cn  it  can  at  no  time  (ex- 
cepting in  cafes  of  the  gi-eaielf  emergency)  be  either  prudent  or 
proper  to  contrai?!,  and  much  lefs  for  an  obje£l  v/hich  was  not 
deemed  in  his  Majefiy's  wifdom  to  be  fo  conne6\ed  with  the  intereft 
of  this  country,  as  to  occafion  a  declaration  of  war,  which  can- 
jvot  now  be  confidered  by  his  faithful  Commons  as  of  fufficient 
iniportanpe  to  be  made  the  indifpenfable  condition  of  peace. 

Jo  reprefent  to  his  Majefly,  that  it  appears  to  his  faithful  Com- 
rnonsto  be  the  general  tendency  of  thefe  engagements,  to  involve  us 
in  connexions  of  undefined  extent,  for  objedls  which  we  difapprove, 
and  have  difavowed  ;  and  this,  with  powers  on  whofe  principles  of 
(equity  and  moderation  we  are  inftru£ted  by  experience  to  have  no 
jfeliance,  and  whofe  complete  fuccefs  may,  in  our  opinion,  prove 
latal  to  the  liberties  of  Europe. 

To  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  having  thus  expreiTed  our  fen- 
timents  upon  the  engagements  which  his  Majefty  has  been  advifed 
to  contract,  we  feel  it  our  bounden  duty  mofl  humbly  and  earneftly 
to  implore  his  Majefty  to  confider  of  fuch  meafures,  as  to  his 
royal  wifdom  fliall  feem  adapted,  conftftently  with  that  national 
faith  whichj  in  common  \vith  his  Majefty,  we  defire  to  preferve 
religioufly  inviolate,  to  extricate  himfelf  from  engagements,  which 
oppofe  fuch  difficulties  to  his  Majefty's  concluding  a  feparate  peace, 
whenever  the  interefts  of  his  people  may  repder  fuch  a  meafure 
advifeable,  and  which  certainly  countenance  the  opinion,  that  his 
Majefty  is  ading  in  concert  with  other  powers,  for  the  unjuftifiable 
purpofe  of  compelling  the  people  of  France  to  fubmit  to  a  form 
of  government,  not  approved  by  that  nation. 

The  above  addrefs  was  negatived  by  a  majority  of  138 
againft  26. 

On  the  1 8th  of  March  the  Earl  of  Guildford  moved  in  the 
Houie  of  Lords, 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Houfe,  that  his  Majefty  has 
entered  into  engagements,  which  have  the  obvious  tendency  of 
promoting  the  interefts  of  other  nations,  in  which  this  country- 
has  no  concern,  and  motives  which  have  been  repeatedly  difavowed 
by  the  King's  minlfters. 
'  The  above  queftion  was  nee;atived  by  a  majority  of  96  againft  9. 
2  '  -  On 
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Oil  the  tyth  of  March  General  Fitzpatrick  moved  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons, 

That  an  humble  addrefs  be  preTented  to  his  Majefly,  to  repre- 
fent  to  his  Majefty,  that  it  appeared  to  that  Houfe,  that  the  deten-^ 
tion  of  General  La  Fayette,  Alexander  Lambet,  Bureau  de  Puzy, 
and  Latour  Maubourg,  in  prifon  by  order  of  his  Majefty's  ally  the 
king  of  PrufTia,  was  injurious  to  his  Majejfty  and  the  caufe  of  his 
allies,  and  humbly  to  befeech  his  Majefty  moft  gracioully  to  in-^ 
tercede  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  his  royal  Avifdom  fhali  feem  moft 
proper  for  the  deliverance  of  thefe  unhappy  perfons. 

The  queftion  was  negatived  by  a  majority  of  155  againll  48.

It  is  alfo  his  Majefty's  intention  to  take  meafures  in  order  to  be 
able,  in  cafe  of  emergency,  to  aiTemble  fpeedily  a  large  additional 
force  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  where  it  may  become  neceftary  : 
and  his  Pvlajefty  relies,  with  confidence,  on  the  cordial  and  effec- 
tual fupport  of  Parliament,  and  on  the  zealous  and  fpirited  exer- 
tions of  his  people,  in  carrying  into  execution  fuch  meafures  as 
may  be  requifite  for  the  general  fecurity.  G.  R.

The  previous  queflion  was  moved  in  both  Houfes,  and  carried 
in  the  Lords^  by  104  againft  7. — — -In  the  Commons^  by  204 
againft  34. 

On  the  4th  of  April,  Earl  Stanhope  moved  a  Rcfolution  iri 
the  Hou.fe  of  Lords,  declaring  it  ought  to  be  deemed  felony 
without  benefit  of  clergy,  tor  his  Majefly's  Minirters,  or  any  others 
to  interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  France,  eitlier  by  bribing 
them  to  infurre£lions,  or  dictating  as  to  their  form  of  govern- 
mcnt. 

The  refolutien  v.'ks  negatived  and  ordered  to  be  expunged  from 
the  Journals. 

On  the  TOth  of  April,  the  Hon.  Thomas  Maitland  moved  iii 
the  Hcufe  of  Corarnons, 

That  this  Houfe  will  refolve  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Houfe,  totake  into  conGderation  the  caufes  which  led  to  the  failure 
of  the  army  commanded  by  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York 
at  Dunkirk,  and  the  caufes  which  led  to  the  evacuation  of  ths 
port  and  toivn  of  Toulon,  by  the  army  and  fleet  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major-general  Dundas,  and  Vice-admiral   Lord  Hoodv 

Which  was  negatived  by  168  againft  35. 


On  the  28th  of  April,  Lord  Grenville  prefented  to  the  Houf^ 
f)f  Lords,  and  Mr.  Dundas  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons^    the  foU 
iowint:  meffac^e  from  his  Majefty.

His  Majeuy  has  ordered  copies  of  a  treaty,  which  has  been  figned 
at  the  Hague,  by  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  his  Majefty  and  the. 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  on  the  one  part^  and  by 
the  Plenipotentiary  of  the  King  of  Pruffia  on  the  other  part  ;  and 
likev^'ife  of  a  convention  agreed  upon  between  the  refpe6live  Ple- 
nipotentiaries of  his  Majefty  and  the  States  General,  to  be  laid 
before  the  Houfe  :  and  his  Majefty,  relying  on  the  zealous  and  af- 
fectionate fupport  of  his  faithful  Commons,  in  the  vigorous  profe-

In  confequence  of  this  meffage  a  fecret  committee'  was  ap- 
pointed by  each  Houfe,  to  inquire  into  the  conduct  of  thefe  focie- 
ties,  and  they  produced  feveral  reports  which  are  publifhed  by 
iDebrett.

faid  firft  day  of  February  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  ;  any  law  or  ftatute  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.

I  ft,  Becaufe  no  evidence  has  been  laid  before  us,  that  this  king- 
dom is  at  prefent  in  thofe  circumftances  of  imminent  danger  and 
imperious  neceffity  which  alone,  in  our  opinion,  would  juftify  even 
the  temporary  furrender  of  that  facred  fundamental  law  which  is 
the  fole  guardian  of  the  perfonal  liberty  and  fecurity  of  our  fellow- 
fubjeds.  None  of  thefe 'circumftances,  either  of  foreign  invafion 
or  of  domeftic  infurredion,  or  of  formidable  confpiracy,  nov/ 
P  P  p  2  f  xift 
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cxift  which  induced  our  anceftors  to  commit  their  liberties  to  the 
perilous  guardianfliip  of  a  defpotical  authority.  Inftead  of  fuch 
an  unequivocal  public  danger,  which  lilences  ail  deliberations  and 
over-rules  all  laws,  we  are  now  required  to  veft  an  arbitrary  power 
in  his  Majefty's  minifters  upon  the  authority  of  a  detail  of  the 
offences  of  individuals  or  focieties,  whofe  ftrength  and  mjmbers 
are  not  proved  to  our  apprehenfion  to  be  fuch  as  would  juftify  fuch 
a  mcafnre  as  the  prefent,  efpecially  as  the  ordinary  operations  of 
the  \-A\v  is  fufficient  to  check  the  fpirit  which  is  fuppofed  to  prevail. 
One  of  the  worll  effects  of  the  eond«6i:  of  thefe  focieties  is  their 
having  operated  as  the  inftrument  for  former  artificial  panics,  and 
as  a  pretext  for  foimer  meafures,  in  our  opinion  the  moft  hazar- 
dous and  pernicious.  They  continued  the.  fame  conduift  without 
iiijuiy  experienced  by  the  public,  W'ithout  acceffion  of  ftrength, 
without  the  proof  ot  any  change  in  their  fyftems  or  defigns.  We 
cannot  therefore  without  betrayisg  the  truft  repofed  in  us,  confent 
to  refign  the  liberties  of  all  our  fellow  fubjecfs  to  the  difcretion  of 
the  fervants  of  the  crown,  on  no  better  ground  than  that  of  a 
catalogue  of  oifences  which  have  been  long  notorious  to  the  whole 
kingdom. 

odly;  Beeaufe  even  the  proof  that  fome  individuals  entertain 
thofe  defperate  defigns  which  have  been  afcribed  to  them  would 
not,  in  our  opinion,  form  any  juftification  of  the  prefent  mea- 
fure.  From  the  revolution  to  the  complete  defeat  of  the  preten- 
fions  of  the  Houfe  of  Stuart  the  wifdom  of  our  anceftors  did  not 
deem  the  exigence  of  a  zealous,  powerful,  and  indefatigable  Ja- 
cobite  party  a  fufficient  reafon,  without  overt  adls  of  rebellion,  or 
adual  exifting  confpiracy,  for  fubje6ling  the  perfonal  liberty  of 
the  whole  kingdom  to  the  will  of  minifters.-  Miferable,  indeed, 
and  precarious  is  our  condition,  if,  at  the  pleafure  of  a  handful  of 
vifionaries  and  incendiaries  (charaders  which  every  age  produces, 
and  difguifes  which  the  agents  of  every  government  may  aflume,.) 
our  liberties  are  to  belaid  under  a  legal  interdict,  and  minifters  are 
to  be  vefled  with  an  arbitrary  power  over  the  perfons  of  all  ths. 
freemen  of  this  realm. 

3dly,  Beeaufe,  even  if  the  danger  had  been  as  real  and  immi» 
nent  as  is  pretended,  it  might  have  been  provided  againft  by  mea- 
fures  far  lefs  odious  than  that  of  depriving  the  fubjeft  of  thofe  rights 
of  perfonal  fecurity  which  diftinguifties  the  Britifh  conftitution 
beyond  any  other  free  government  ancient  or  modern,  and  changing 
it  for  the  time  from  a  government  of  law  tona  government  of  will. 
Gne  expedient,  comparatively  more  moderate,  is  obvious,  namely^ 
to  put  the  law"  refpeding  bail  for  mifdemeanors  which  affed  the 
State  for  a  limited  time  on  the  fame  footing  with  bailiij,  caffts  o^ 
treafon. 

4thly,  Beeaufe  this  bill  appears  to  us,  under  a  flill  more  melan- 
oholy  and  alarming,  afped,  when  we  cojubine  it  with  declarations

dence of  this  bill.  Even  this,  the  utmoft  extremity  to  which  our 
ancertors  were  ever  driven,  by  the  preflure  of  the  greateft  danger, 
is  but  the  prelude  to  a  fyftem  of  meafures  fif  poffible)  ftill  more 
violent  and  arbitrary.  Thefe  menaces  too  forcibly  illuftrated  by 
fome  part  meafures,  in  our  opinion  of  a  rigour  equally  impolitic 
and  odious,  fill  us  with  the  moft  melancholy  apprehenfions  that 
defigns  are  entertained  by  a  progreffive  feries  of  encroachments,  to 
annihilate  all  the  rights  of  Englifhmen,  and  to  extinguifh  all  the 
free  principles  of  the  Britifh  conftitution. 

5thly,  Becaufe  the  precipitation  with  which  this  bill  has  been 
hurried  through  the  Houfe  is  both  indecent  in  itfelf,  and  dire^ly 
repugnant  to  two  ftanding  orders  of  this  Hoiife,  one  of  the  28th  of 
June,  1715,  and  the  other  of  the  28th  April,  1699,  (landing  orders 
which  infure  to  this  Houfe  the  advantages  of  mature  deliberation, 
and  to  the  fubjedl  the  invaluable  privilege  of  petitioning  againft 
meafures  which,  like  the  prefent,  are  fubverfive  of  his  fundamen- 
tal rights.

Moft  gracious  Sovereign, 

WE,  your  Majefty's  moll  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjedls,  the  Lords 
fpiritual  and  temporal,  and  Commons,  in  Parliament  affembled, 
having  taken  into  our  moil  ferious  confideration  the  communica- 
tions which  your  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  to  make  to  us,  refpe(S^- 
ing  defigns  againft  the  public  peace  and  fafety  carried  on  within 
this  realm,  think  it  our  bounden  duty,  at  this  period,  humbly  to 
lay  before  your  Majefty  thofe  fentiments  to  which  we  are  led  by 
the  reiuk  of  that  examination. 

We  have  feen,  witli  the  utmoft  concern  and  indignation,  that 
there  has  exifted  within  this  realm  a  fedifious  and  traiterous  con- 
fpiracy,  direfted  to  the  fubverfion  of  the  authority  of  your  Ma- 
jefty and  your  Parliairient,  and  to  the  utter  deftrudion  of  the  efta- 
blKhed  conftltution  and  government  of  thefe  your  Majefty's  king- 
doms ;  and  that,  for  the  execution  of  thofe  wicked  and  deteftable 
defigns,  means  of  open  violence  were  preparing,  and  a6ls  medi- 
tated, leading  to  all  the  horrors  of  infurredion,  anarchy,  and  re- 
bellion. 

That,  with  the,  fulleft  convidipjj  of  th^fe  defigns,  thus  deliber- 
ately entertained^  openly  avawed>  and  o«  the  ve/y  point  of  being 

attempted 
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a^temptecf  to  be  executed,  we  feel  ourfelves  bound  to  exprefs  tcJ 
^our  Majefty  our  gratitude  for  the  paternal  care  which  your  Ma- 
|e(ty  has  fliewn  for  the  deareft  interefts  of  your  people,  in  having 
taken  fuch  meafures  as  inight  beft  tend  to  defeat  all  fuch  purpofes, 
and  to  bring  the  authors  and  abettors  of  them  to  public  juftice. 

We  have,  on  our  part,  proceeded  v>ithout  delay,-  after  the  ex- 
ample of  our  anceftors,  and  under  the  juft  impreflion  of  the  exi- 
gency of  fuch  a  fituation,  to  veft  in  your  Majefty,  by  law,  fuch 
additional  powers  as  feem  beft  calculated  to  provide  for  the  public 
peace  and  tranquillity  :  and  we  rely  with  confidence  oft  your  Ma- 
jefty's  employing  all  legal  and  conftitiitional  means  for  the  puniftr- 
rnent  of  fuch  crimes ;  for  the  fuppreffion  of  the  hrft  appearance 
of  any  tumult  or  diforder  connedled  with  them;  and,  generally, 
for  the  giving,  as  the  circumftances  manifeftly  require,  full  energy 
and  vigoiu-  to  the  execution  of  the  laws  by  which  all  your  Ma- 
jefty's  fubje6ts  are  equally  protected,  and  froiVi  which  alone  they 
can  derive  the  fecure  enjoyment  of  property,  of  liberty,  and  of 
life  itfelf. 

And  we  beg  leave  to  aflure  your  Majefty,  that,  as  we  are  deter- 
mined to  defend  with  refolution  and  vigour,  againft  our  foreign 
enemies,  the  rights  of  your  Majefty's  crown,  the  fafety  and  wel- 
fare of  our  country,  and  the  exiftence  of  good  order  and  civil  fo- 
ciety,  fo  we  will,  on  every  occafion,  afford  to  your  Majefty  the 
fuUeft  fupport  and  afliftance  in  maintaining  inviolate  the  free  con- 
flitution  of  thefe  realms,  in  preferving  internal  peace  and  tran* 
quillity,  and  in  refifting  the  defperate  purpofes  of  thofe  who 
■would  introduce  among  us  the  miferiesAvhich  now  prevail  in  France; 
fuch  being  the  condud  which  we  feel  to  be  due  from  us,  as  faith- 
ful and  affeftionate  fubje6ts,  and  as  men  deeply  impreffed  wiih 
the  value  of  the  bleftings  which  we  enjoy. 

On  Friday  the  30th  of  May,  the  Duke  of  Bedford  in  the  Houfe 
of  Lords,  and  Mr.  Fox  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  moved  the 
following  refolutions,  which  were  negatived  in  the  firft  by  113 
Lords  againft  13,  and  in  the  fecond  by  208  Commoners  againft  57. 

Refolved,  L  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  during  the  fe- 
veral  changes  which  took  place  in  the  conftitution  and  govern- 
riient  of  France,  before  the  commencement  of  hoftilities,  and 
more  particularly  after  the  events  of  the  loth  of  Auguft,  1792, 
when  his  Majefty  was  advifed  by  his  m.inifters  to  fufpend  all  ofti- 
cial  communication  with  France,  it  was,  and  continued  to  be,  the 
profeOTed  principle  and  policy  of  his  Majefty's  government,  care- 
fully to  obferve  a  ftrid  neutraJity,  and  uniformly  to  abftain  from 
any' interference  with  refpec^  to  the  internal  affairs  of  France. 
That  vvhen  his  Majefty  was  advifed  to  make  a  further  augmenta- 
tion of  his  forces  by  fea  and  land  at  the  beginning  of  the  laft  year, 
it  was  for  the  declared  purpofe  of  oppoiing  views  of  aggrandife- 
q  ment 
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ment  and  ambition  on  the  part  of  France,  and  that  when  his  Ma- 
Jefty  acquainted  Parliament,  that  ads  of  hoflility  had  been  directed 
by  the  government  of  France  againft  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  and 
after  war  had  been  declared  againll:  his  Majefty  and  the  United 
Provinces,  the  then  avowed  objedl  of  profecuting  the  war  on  our 
part  was  to  oppofe  all  views  of  further  aggrandifement  imputed 
to  France,  and  that  the  profecution  of  the  war  on  this  ground,  and 
for  the  attainment  of  this  object,  was  approved  by  both  Houfes  of 
parliament.  ' 

Refolved,  II.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  at,  or  before, 
the  end  of  April,  1793*  the  armies  of  France  Vv^ere  obliged  to  eva- 
cuate Holland  and  Flanders,  ajid  to  retire  v/ithin  their  own  terri- 
tory ;  and  that  the  Prince  of  Cobourg,  commander  in  chief  of  the 
Emperor's  forces  in  Flanders  did,  on  the  5th  of  April,  engage  and 
declare  that  he  would  join  and  co-operate  with  General  Dunwurier, 
to  give  to  France  her  conflitutional  King,  and  the  conftitution 
which  {he  had  formed  for  herfelf ;  and  that  the  Printe  of  Cobourg 
did  alfo  theri  declare,  on  his  word  of  honour,  that  if  any  ftrong 
places  fhou Id  be  delivered  over  to  his  troops,  he  fhould  canlider 
them  no  ptherwife  than  as  facred  depofits  ;  and  that  on  the  9th  of 
the  fame  monthj  all  the  preceding  declarations  of  the  Prince  of 
Cobourg  were  revoked. 

Refolved,  III.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that,  by  the  15th 
article  of  the  treaty  concluded  with  the  Landgrave  of  Heife  CaiTel, 
on  the  10th  of  April,  1793,  his  Majefty's  minilfers  were  of  opi- 
nion that  the  fituation  of  affairs  had  then  entirely  changed  its  afpe£t, 
jn  confequence  of  which  his  Majefty  might  not  have  occafion  for 
the  Heffian  troops,  and  might  be  at  liberty  to  relinquifh  their  fer- 
yice,  on  certain  conditions  of  compenfation  to  be  made  to  the 
Landgrave. 

Refolved,  IV.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that,  on  the  14th 
pf  July,  1793,  a  convention  was  concluded  between  his  Majefty 
and  the  King  of  Pruflia,  in  which  their  Majefties  reciprocally  pro- 
jnifed  to  continue  to  employ  their  refpeftive  forces  as  far  as  their 
circumftances  would  permit,  iri  carrying  on  a  war  equally  juft  and 
neceffary. 

Refolved,  V.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that,  on  the  23d  of 
Auguft,  1793,  Lord  Hood  declared  to  the  people  of  Toulon,  that 
he  had  no  other  view  but  that  of  rcjiormg  peace  to  a  great  nation, 
upon  the  moft  juft,  liberal,  and  honourable  terms. — That  the  in- 
habitants of  Toulon  did  in  return  declare,  that  it  was  their  unani- 
pious  wilh  to  adopt  a  monarchical  government,  fuch  as  it  was  origi- 
nally formed  by  the  Conftituent  Aifembly  of  1789  ;  and  that  Lord 
Hood,  by  his  proclamation  of  the  28th  of  Auguft,  accepted  of  that 
declaration,  and  did  theq  repeat  what  he  had  already  declared  to 
the  people  of  the  fouth  of  France,  that  he  took  pofleffion  of  Tou- 
ion,  and  held  it  in  truft  only  for  Louis  the  XVIIth. 

Refolved, 
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Refolyed,  VI.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  the  oonftitu- 
,tion,  to  which  the  declaration  and  acceptance  ftated  in  the  preccdr 
ing  refolution  are  applied,  was  the  fame  which  his  Majefty's  am- 
.j)airador  at  the  Hague  did,  jn  a  mernorial  prefented  to  the  States 
General  on  the  25th  of  January,  1793,  defcribe  in  the  following 
terms,  viz.  ."  it  is  not  quite  iqur  y.ears  fince  certain  mifcreants, 
airuming  the  name  of  philofophers,  have  prefiimed  to  think  them- 
ielves  capable  of  .e(labli(hing  a  new  fyftem  of  civil  fociety  ;  in 
order  to  realize  this  dream,  the  offspring  of  vanity,  it  became  ne- 
ceffary  for  them  to  overturn  and  deltroy  all  eftablifhcd  notions  of 
fubordi nation,  of  morals,  and  of  religion  ;"  arid  that  this  de.fcrip- 
-tion  was  applied  by  the  faid  ambaffador  to  a  goyernment  with 
which  his  Majefty  continued  to  treat  and  negoci^te  from  its  inftitu- 
tion  in  1789  to  its  diffolution  in  Auguft,  J 792  ;  and  that  his  Ma- 
jefty's  ambaffador  was  not  recalled  from  Par^s  until  that  govern- 
ment was  diffolved. 

Refolved,  VII.  That  it  appears  to -this  Houfe,  by  the  declaratioi? 
made  by  his  Majefty's  miniflers,  and  dated  on  the  29th  of  06\ober, 
1793,  "  That  his  Majefty  demands  only  of  France,  that  fome  le- 
gitimate and  liable  government  fhould  be  eliabliflied,  founded  on 
the  acknowledged  principles  of  univerfal  juflice,  and  capable  of 
maintaining  with  other  powers,  the  accuflomed  relations  of  union 
and  peace ;"  and  that  his  Majefty,  in  treating  for  the  re-eftablilh- 
ment  of  general  tranquillity  with  fuch  a  goyernment,  "  would 
propofe  none  other  than  equitable  and  moderate  conditions,  riot  fuch 
as  the  expenles,  the  rifques,  and  the  facrifices  of  the  war  might 
juftify  ;"  and  that  his  Majefty  hoped  to  find  in  the  other  powers, 
engaged  with  him  in  the  commpn  caufe,  fentiments  and  yiews  per- 
feclly  conformable  to  his  own. 

Refolved,  VIII.  That  it  appears  to  tjhis  Houfe,  that,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war,  the  profecution  of  it  was  coufidered  by  his 
Majefty,  as  a  caufe  of  general  concern,  in  which  his  Majefty  ha4 
every  reafon  to  hope  for  the  cordial  co-operation  of  thofe  powers 
who  Were  united  with  his  Majefty  by  the  ties  of  alliance,  and  who 
felt  an  intereft  in  the  fame  caufe. 

Refolved,  IX.  That  it  does  not  appear  to  this  HouCe,  that  in  the 
profecution  of  a  war,  confidered  by  his  Majefty  as  a  caufe  of  gene- 
ral concern,  and  as  a  cornmon  caufe,  his  Majefty  has  received  that  • 
cordial  co-operation,  which  we  were  led  to  expedl  from  thofe 
powers  who  were  united  with  him  by  the  lies  of  alliance,  and  whq 
were  fuppofed  to  feel  an  intereft  in  the  fame  caufe. 

Refolved,  X.  That,  on  a  review  of  the  condu£l  of  the  feveral 
powders  of  Europe,  from  whom,  if  the  caufe  was  common,  and  if-, 
the  concern  was  general,  fuch  cordial  co-operation  might  have! 
been  expeded,  it  appears  to  this  Houfe  that  many  of  thofe  powers* 
have  not  co-operated  with  his  Majefty  ;  that  the  Kmprefs  of  Ruffia 
has  not  contributed  in  any  Ihape  to  the  fupport  of  this  common 
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Caufe  ;  that  the  crowns  of  Sweden  and  Denmark  have  united  to 
fupport  their  neutrality,  and  to  defend  themfelves  againfl:  any  at- 
tempt to  force  them  to  take  part  in  this  common  caufe  ;  that  Po- 
land is  neither  able  nor  inclined  to  take  part  in  it ;  that  Switzer- 
land and  Venice  are  neutral ;  that  the  King  of  Sardinia  has  re- 
quired and  obtained  a  fubfidy  from  Great  Britain,  to  enable  him  to 
a6l  even  on  the  defenhve  ;  that  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  pro- 
fefling  to  make  common  caufe  with  his  Majefty  in  the  war  againft 
France,  is  bound  to  it  by  nothing  but  his  own  judgment,  in  the 
courfe  of  events  v/hich  may  occur,  and  that  he  is  at  liberty  to  aban- 
don the  common  caufe  whenever  he  fliall  judge  that  he  cannot  any 
longer  with  juftice  and  dignity  continue  the  war  ;  that  the  efforts 
of  Spain  and  Portugal  have  been  completely  ineffectual. 

P^efolved,  XL  That  with  refpect  to  the  powers  who  were 
principals  in  the  prefent  war,  (viz.  the  States  General,  the 
King  of  PruiTia,  and  the  Emperor)  it  appears  to  this  Houfe, 
that  the  States  General,  having  refufed  to  contra6l  for  the  pay- 
ment of  their  portion  of  the  fubfidies  to  be  paid  to  the  King  of 
Pruffia,  beyond  the  term  of  the  prefent  year,  have  thereby  re- 
ferved  to  themfelves  a  right  to  withdraw  from  the  fupport  of  the 
war,  at  that  period,  and  to  throw  the  whole  burden  of  it  upoa 
Great  Britain— That  the  King  of  Pruffia  being  bound  by  the 
Convention  of  Juiy^  1793?  to  a£l  in  the  moft  perfeft  concert 
and  the  moft:  intimate  confidence  with  his  Majefty,  upon  all 
the  obje6ls  relative  to  the  prefent  war  ;  and  having  then  pro- 
mifed  to  continue  to  employ  his  forces,  as  far  as  circumftances 
would  permit,  in  carrying  on  the  war;  and  his  Majefty  having 
fmce  been  obliged,  by  the  Treaty  of  the  19th  April,  1794,  to 
grant  to  the  King  of  Pruffia  an  enormous  fubfidy,  in  order  to 
engage  him  to  continue  to  co-operate  in  the  profecution  of  the 
war,  it  follows  that  the  King  of  Pruffia  is  no  longer  a  principal 
party,  nor  even  an  auxiliary  in  the  faidwar  ;  but  that  he  bafely 
lends  out  his  troops  to  this  country  in  return  for  a  moft  profit- 
able pecuniary  compenfation,  at  our  expenfe  ;  and  that  Great 
Britain  is,  in  faft,  loaded  with  his  proper  fhare  of  the  burthen 
of  a  war,  which  is  faid  to  be  the  common  caufe  of  every  civilized 
Itate— Finally,  that  if  it  were  expedient  or  neceiTary  to  purchafe 
the  King  of  Pruffia's  co-operation  on  fuch  terms,  the  Emperor, 
whofe  interefts  are  more  diredlly  at  ftake,  was  full  as  much 
bound  in  reafon  and  juftice  as  his  Majefty  or  the  StatesGeneral 
could  be,  to  contribute  equally  to  that  expenfe  ;  and  that,  if 
at  any  future  period  of  the  war,  the  Emperor's  finances  ftiould 
be  fo  exhaufted  as  to  make  it  impoffible  for  him  to  maintain  it 
on  his  part,  at  his  own  charge,  his  Imperial  Majefty  will  be 
invited  and  encouraged,  if  not  juftified,  by  the  example  and 
fuccefs  of  the  King  of  Pruffia,  to  call  upon  this  country  to  de- 
fray^ the  whole  expenfe  of  whatever  army  he  may  continue  to 
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employ  agalnft  tlie  French  ;  nor  does  it  appear  to  this  Houfe 
by  what  diilindion  in  policy  or  in  argument  the  terms  granted^ 
to  the  King  of  Pruffia  can  be  refufed  to  the  Emorper,  whofe 
efforts  and  expenfes  in  the  courfe  of  the  war  have  infinitely  ex- 
ceeded tliofe  of  Pruflia ;  or  how  this  country  can,  in  prudence 
or  with  fafety,  decline  a  compliance  with  fuch  demands,  if  it 
be  true,  as  has  been  declared,  that  the  deftru6tion  of  the  prefent 
French  government  is  efTential  to  the  fecurity  of  every  thing 
tvhich  k  moft  dear  and  valuable  to  us  as  a  nation. 

Refolved,  XII.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  in  con- 
fquence  of  the  events  of  the  war  on  the  continent  and  elfewhere, 
all  views  of  aggrandifement  and  ambition  on  the  part  of  France, 
fuppofing  the  French  to  entertain  fuch  viev.'S,  are  evidently  un- 
attainable, and  muft  be  relinquiihed  by  France;  and  that  there- 
fore the  ohjeft  of  the  war,  as  it  was  originally  profeft  on  our 
part,  viz.  the  refloration  of  peace  on  terms  of  permanent  fecu- 
rity, is  now  attainable,  and  may  be  fecured,  provide'd  that  on 
one  fide,  the  French  fhall  be  content  with  the  poffeflion  and 
iafety  of  their  own  country;  and  that  we,  on  the  other,  fhould 
adhere  to  the  principle  of  juftice  and  policy,  fo  often  declared 
by  his  Majefly  and  avowed  by  his  minirters,  of  uniformly  ab- 
ilaining  from  any  interference  with  refpet^l  to  the  internal  affairs 
of  France. 

Refolved,  XIII.  That  it  rs  the  duty  of  his  Majefty's  miniflers 
to  avail  themfelves  of  the  prefent  circumftances  of  the  war,  and 
to  promote  a  pacification  by  every  mean-s  in  their  power,  by  pro- 
poling  to  France  equitable  and  moderate  conditions,  and  above 
Till  things,  by  abftaining  from  any  interference  in  the  internal 
affairs  of  France. 

Refolved,  XIV.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Houfe,  that 
in  every  poffible  cafe,  it  is  equally  defirable  that  his  Majefty 
fliould  make  an  explicit  declaration  of  his  views.  If  it  is 
the  intention  not  to  interfere  in  the  internal  government  of 
France,  nothing  can  contribute  fa  much  to  advance  a  negotiation 
with  thofe  who  now  exercife  the  power  of  government  in  that 
country,  as  fuch  a  declaration  folemnly  and  explicitly  made. 
If  on  the  other  hand  it  is  intended  to  interfere,  it  is  highly  effen- 
tiai  ta  make  the  degree  of  interference  precifely  known,  to  in- 
duce fuch  parts  of  the  French  nation  as  are  diifatisfied  with  the 
prefent  government,  to  uaite  and  exert  themfelves  with  fatisfac- 
tion  and  fecurity. 


On  the  loth  of  July,  Mr.  Sheridan  made  the  following  motion' 
m  the  Houfe  ef  Commons,  which  was  negatived  without  a  divi- 
fion,  "  That  there  be  laid  before  the  Houfe,  an  account  of  mo- 
nies iffued  to  and  received  by  the  King  of  Pruffia,  in  purfuance 
of  the  treaty  concluded  between  his  Majefly  and  the  King  of 
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Pruffia,  figued  at  the  Hague,  the  19th  of  April,  1794,  together, 
with  an  account  of  the  troops  which  have  been  employed  la 
concert  with  his  Majefty's  troops,  m  purfuance  of  the  fam«^' 

treaty." 


On  Friday f  nth  July,  his  Majejty  went  in  State  to  the  Houfe  of 
Peers  ;  and  being  featcd  on  the  'Throne,  and  the  Commons  attending 
at  the  Bary  delivered  the  following  mo  (I  gracious  Speech:- 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

THE  flate  of  public  bufmefs  enables  me  to  clofe  this  feffion 
of  Parliament,  in  doing  which  I  have  again  to  acknowledge  that 
afliduity  and  zeal  for  the  interefts  of  my  people,  of  which  yoa 
had  before  given  me  fo  many  proofs,  and  which  have  been  fo 
particularly  manifefted  in  the  prefent  year. 

I  am  perfuaded  that  you  entertain  too  juft  a  fenfe  of  the  na-» 
ture  and  importance  of  the  conteft  in  which  we  are  engaged,  to 
fuiFer  your  zeal  to  be  abated,  or  your  perfeverance  fhaken,  by 
the  recent  fuccelTes  of  the  enemy  in  the  Netherlands. 

In  a  moment  which  fo  ftrongly  calls  for  energy  and  vigour, 
it  is  peculiarly  gratifying  to  me  to  refleft  on  the  uniform  ikill 
and  bravery  of  my  fleets  and  armies,  the  undaunted  fpirit  and 
■unwearied  exertions  of  my  officers  and  troops  in  every  fituatlonj 
and  the  general  public  fpirit  of  my  people,  which  have  never  at 
any  period  been  more  confpicuous. 

I  have  obferved  with  the  higheft  fatlsfaction  the  rapid  and  va- 
luable acquifitions  made  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  the  fuc- 
cefsful  operations  which  have  been  carried  on  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, and  the  brilliant  and  decifive  victory  obtained  by  my 
fleet  under  the  command  of  Earl  Howe,  an  event  which  muf\ 
ever  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  moft  glorious  in  the  naval  hif- 
tory  of  this  country. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
I  return  you  my  warmeft  thanks  for  the  cheerfulnefs  arui 
liberality  with  which  you  have  granted  the  large  fupplies  which 
were  necefiary  for  the  fervice  of  the  year,  and  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  a  caufe  equally  important  to  the  fecurity  and  happinefs 
of  every  clafs  of  my  fubjeds. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
I  feel  it  incurhbent  upon  me  particularly  to  acknowledge 
your  diligence  in  the  inveftigation  of  the  defigns  which  had 
been  formed  againft  the  government  and  conftitution  of  thefe 
kingdoms,  and  to  thank  you  for  the  confidence  you  have  re- 
pofed  in  mq  on  this  occafion.     It  will  be  a  principal  objed  of 
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attehtlbri  to  make  a  vigorous  and  prudent  ufe  of  the  additional 
powers  vefted  in  me  for  the  protection  and  fecurity  of  my  peo- 
ple ;  and  relying,  as  I  do,  witii  the  utmoft  confidence,  on  the 
uniform  loyalty  and  public  fpirit  of  the  great  body  of  my  fub- 
jedls,  I  have  no  doubt  of  fpeedily  and  efFe6tually  repreffing  every 
attempt  to  difturb  the  public  peace,  and  of  defeating  the  wicked 
defigns  which  have  been  in  agitation. 

■  It  muft  not,  however,  be  forgotten,  that  thefe  defigns  againft 
our  domeftic  happinefs  are  effentially  conne6led  with  the  fyflem 
now  prevailing  in  France,  of  which  the  principles  and  fpirit  are 
irreconcileably  hoftile  to  all  regular  and  eftablifhed  government  : 
and  that  we  are  therefore  called  upon  by  every  confideration  of  our 
own  internal  fafety  to  continue  our  efforts  in  conj.un6tion  with 
my  allies,  and  to  perfevere  with  increafed  vigour  and  exertion  in  a 
conteft,  from  the  luccefsful  termination  of  which  we  can  alone 
expert  to  eftablifli  on  a  folid  and  permanent  foundation  the  future 
fecurity  and  tranquillity  either  of  this  country,  or  of  the  other 
nations  of  Europe.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  my 
Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that,  being  on  a  cruize  off 
Cape  Clear,  on  Sunday  the  12th  inftant,  we  faw  a  fail  to  the  weftward, 
ftanding  before  the  wind :  we  tacked  after  her.  At  noon  (he  bore  up 
to  crofs  us,  which  was  prevented.  At  two  P.  M.  {he  began  an  un- 
fuccefsful  fire,  hoifted  the  national  flag,  and  in  about  ten  or  twelve  mi- 
nutes ftruck  to  his  Majefty's  colours. 

She  proves  to  be  the  La  Trompeufe,  a  National  brig,  mounting  1 8 
fix-pounders,  commanded  byMonf.  Biller,  afecond  captain,  three  lieu- 
tenants, and  105  men;  quite  a  new  veiTel,  cutter  built,  and  ftores 
complete  for  three  months.

On  Sunday,  the  9th  inftant,  a  letter  was  received  from  commodore 
Ford,  commander  in  chief  of  his  Majefty's  (hips  at  Jamaica,  addrelTed 
to  Mr^  Stephens,  dated  the  7th  of  December,  1793,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  an  extrafk ;  with  a  copy  of  the  letter  to  which  it  refers. 

«  I  ^equeft  yoa  will  be  pleafed  to  inform  the  Lords  Coramiffioners 
of  the  Admiralty,  that  fince  my  letter  of  the  24th  of  November  laft, 
by  the  Antelope  packet,  nothing  material  has  happened  to  the  fquadroa 
under  my  command,  except  the  capture  of  the  Inconftant  French  fri- 
gate, by  the  Penelope  and  Iphigenia,  the  particulars  whereof  are  ftated 
in  Captain  Rowley's  letter  to  me  herein  inclofed ;  and  to  which  I  Ihall 
add  (in  juftice  to  the  commendable  zeal,  activity,  and  cnterprife  of 
thofe  officers  on  all  occalions,  the  high  condition  and  difcipline  of  their 
ftiips),  that,  in  my  opinion,  either  of  them  alone  would  have  accom- 
plilhed  what  fell  to  their  united  efforts." 

Penelope,  Port  Royal  Harbour,  Jamakuy  Nov.  30, 1 79  j. 
"  Sir, 

*•  I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  failed  from  Mole  St.  Nicholas 
on  the  20th  inftant,  having  received  intelligence  that  the  luconftant 
frigate  was  expefted  to  leave  Port  au  Prince,  to  convoy  a  large  armed 
merchantman.  On  the  day  following,  I  fell  in  with  his  Majefty's  (hip 
Iphigenia,  Captain  Sinclair,  to  whom  I  gave  orders  to  keep  company, 
and  was  proceeding  to  Port  au  Prince,  when  I  was  informed  from  Leo- 
gande,  that  the  Inconftant  had  failed  with  two  fmall  veHels  for  Petit 
Treu,  but  was  daily  expefted  back. 

I  immediately  made  fail  with  intention  of  trying  to  take  or  deftroy 
her  in  the  harbour;  but  on  the  night  of  the  25th,  we  had  the  good 
fortune  to  fall  in  with  her,  artd  after  exchanging  a  few  broadfides,  fhe 
ftryck  her  colours  to  the  frigates. 

The  Penelope  had  one  man  killed  and  feven  wounded  ;  amongft  the 
Jatter  is  Mr.  John  Allen,  midftiipman.  The  Inconftant  had  fix 
killed,  amongft  whom  was  the  firft  lieutenant,  the  captain,  and 
twenty  wounded  ;  of  whom  three  are  fince  dead. 

From  the  gallant  behaviour  of  lieutenant  Malcolm,  the  officers,  and 
(hip's  company,  I  have  every  reafon  to  flatter  myfelf,  that,  had  either 
of  his  Majefty's  frigates  been  fingle,  they  would  have  been  equally 
fortunate  in  capturing  her. 

I  beg  leave  to  add,  that  captain  Sinclair's  very  favourable  report 
of  the  conduft  of  his  officers  and  Ihip's  company,  is  fuch  as  does  them 
the  greateft  honour.

Sir, 
Be  pleafed  to  acquaint  my  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty, 
that  the  Echo  floop  arrived  here  yefterday  morning,  bringing  with  her 
a  letter  from  Sir  John  Warren,  of  his  Majefty's  Ihip  Flora,  who  was  on 
his  paffage  to  Portfmouth  with  the  Pomone  and  La  Babet,  French 
frigates,  captured  by  the  fquadron  detached  under  his  command. 

The  Concorde  and  La  Nymphe  arrived  yefterday  evening  with 
L'Engagcante,  another  French  frigate,  captured  by  the  Concorde. 
Inclofed  are  the  letters  from  the  captains,  Sir  John  Warren  and  Sir 
Richard  Strachan,  to  me  on  the  occafion.  The  Refolu,  another  fri- 
gate that  was  in  company  efcaped  by  her  outfailing  the  Mclampus  and 
La  Nymphe,  who  chafed  her  into  Morlaix.

Sir,  Flora  at  Sea,  April  2^. 

In  purfuance  of  your  orders,  I  proceeded  with  the  (hips  Arethufa,  Mc- 
lampus, La  Nymphe,  and  Concorde,  to  cruize  on  the  coaft  of  France; 
and  on  the  tjd  inft.  from  variable  winds  being  to  the  weftward  of 
Guernfey,  Rock  Dover  bearing  E.  by  S.  four  or  five  leagues,  the 
Seven  Iflaftds  S.  S.  W.  four  or  five  leagues,  Guernfey  N.  E.  half  eaft 
feven  or  eight  leagues,  I  difcovered  at  four  ia  the  morning  four  fail, 
ftanding  out  to  fea  upon  the  larboard  tack,  the  wind  S.  S,  W.  and,  a$ 
the  morning  began  to  break,  I  faw  from  their  manoenvres  and  firing  of 
guns  they  were  fome  of  the  enemy's  (hips  of  war.  They  foon  after- 
Wards  appeared  in  a  line  of  battle  on  the  larboard  tack ;  and  as  our  Ihips 
from  having  chafed,  were  not  colledled,  I  made  the  fignal  to  form 
in  fucceflion.  We  croffcd  each  other  on  contrary  tacks,  and  the  ene- 
my began  the  aftion  at  a  confiderable  diftance  ;  their  fternmoft  fliip 
having  paffed  over,  they  again  tacked ;  but  the  wind  changing  two 
points  in  our  favour,  I  perceived  it  was  poffible  to  weather  them,  and 
therefore  made  the  fignal  for  the  Ihips  to  engage  as  they  came  up,  fo 
as  to  prevent  the  enemy  gaining  their  own  ftiore,  and  to  oblige  them 
to  come  to  a  clofe  adion  ;  I  am  happy  to  fay  we  fucceeded  in  this 
objeft. 

The  engagement  lafted  nearly  three  hours,  when  two  of  the  Ihips 
ftruck  :  I  then  made  the  fignal  for  thofe  who  were  coming  up  to  pur- 
fue  and  engage  the  enemy,  as  from  the  fituation  of  this  fhip,  having 
led  the  line  into  ai^ion,  Ihe  was  incapable  of  continuing  the  pur- 
fuit. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  Sir  Edward  Pellevv  in  the  Arethufa,  who  was 
B  2  «if 
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my  fecond  aftern,  and  to  the  other  officers  and  (hips  under  my  com- 
mand, who  exerted  themfelves  in  engaging  and  purfuing  the  enemy. 

I  have  fince  been  informed,  that  another  of  the  enemy's  (hips  ftruck 
to  the  Concorde,  Sir  Richard  Strachan,  in  the  evening  ;  but,  as  that 
fliip,  and  the  Nymph,  have  not  yet  joined  me,  I  cannot  yet  make  any 
retnrn  of  their  ftate  and  condition. 

The  French  fquadron  confifted  of  L'Engageante,  36  gtins,  18  poun- 
ders, 300  men,  Monf.  Defgarceaux  chef  d'efcade  ;  la  Pomone,  44  guns, 
24  pounders,  400  men;  le  Refolue,  ^6  guns,  18  pounders,  320  men; 
la  Babet,  22  guns,  g  pounders,  200  men;  they  failed  from  Concalle 
bay  the  evening  before  we  met  them. 

I  owe  every  obligation  and  acknowledgment  to  the  officers  and  crew 
of  this  ihip  for  their  zeal  and  exertions  upon  this  and  every  for- 
mer occafion  in  the  fervice  of  their  king  and  country,  and  truft  you 
will  recommend  them  to  their  lordfhip's  notice  and  proteftion. 

Enclofed  are  lifts  of  the  killed  and  wounded,  and  alfo  of  the  Ihips 
taken  from  the  enemy.

Sir,  La  Concorde,  Plymouth  Sound,  April  24,   1 794» 

I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  of  my  arrival  here  with  his  Ma- 

jefty's  fhip  under  my  command,  with  a  French  frigate  which  we  took 

in  the  afternoon  of  the  23d  inftant.     The  early  tranfaftions  of  that  day 

.  has  been  detailed  to  you  by  Sir  John  Warren,  but  as  the  Flora  was  at 
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too  great  a  diftance  to  obferve  my  proceedings  in  the  afternoon,  I  beg 
to  relate  the  particulars  of  my  conduft  from  the  time  we  paffed 
the  Pomone  after  fhe  had  furrendered.  About  eleven  A.  M.  we  were 
near  enough  to  receive  and  return  the  fire  of  the  enemy's  two  frigates 
which  were  making  oiF.  It  was  my  intention  to  endeavour  to  difable 
the  fternmoft,  and  leave  her  for  the  fliips  of  his  Majeftr  which  were 
following  us,  and  pufh  on  to  attack  the  leading  fhip;  but  in  this  I  was 
difappointed  ;  for  the  leading  (hip  bore  down,  and  clofed  to  fupport  his 
fecond,  and  laying  herfelf  acrofs  our  bows,  foon  difabled  us  in  our  fails 
and  rigging  fo  much,  that  we  dropped  ailern.  We  foon  got  our  fails. 
on  the  ftiip  again,  and  I  purpofed  to  keep  the  enemy's  two  (hips  in 
checque  till  ours  arrived,  as  the  only  means  of  taking  them 
both;  but  finding  the  day  far  advanced,  and  little  probability  of  our 
being  affifted,  as  our  ihipsi  rather  dropped,  and  expefting  our  main-top- 
maft,  which  was  fhot  through,  to  go  every  minute,  knowing  that  if  our 
maft  went,  both  the  fhips  muil  efcape,  1  determined  to  fecure  the 
one  I  was  neareft.  She  was  affifted  for  fome  time  by  her  fecond,  but, 
changing  fides  in  the  fmoke,  it  prevented  him  from  annoying  us.  She 
was  defended  with  the  greateft  bravery  from  twelve  till  a  quarter  paft 
two  P.  M.  when  being  filenced,  and  totally  unmanageable,  they  called 
they  had  furrendered.  She  proved  to  be  L'Engageante,  of  34  guns 
and  four  carronades,  with  300  men.  The  other  frigate,  le  Refoiue, 
after  firing  a  few  Ihot,  fl:ood  on,  and  our  fhip,  much  cut  up  in  her  fails 
and  rigging,  was  not  in  a  condition  to  follow  her.  The  maft  of  the 
I'Engageante,  in  the  evening,  as  we  attempted  to  tow  her,  fell ;  and  ex- 
pefting  ours  to  go  alfo,  1  availed  myfelf  of  feeing  the  Nymph  and 
Melampus,  returning  from  the  chace  of  the  Refoiue,  to  make  the  fig- 
nal  for  afliftance.  The  Nymph  joined  us  at  night,  and  we  fleered 
for  this  port. 

I  muft  requeft  you  will  pleafe  to  inform  their  lordfhips  that  the 
zealous,  cool,  and  fteady  conduft  of  the  officers  and  fhip's  compasy  was 
highly  meritorious  in  the  aftion  ;  and  their  efforts  in  refitting  the  (hip, 
after  the  fatigue  they  had  experienced,  exceeded  any  exertion  I  ever 
faw  before.  As  the  firft  lieutenant,  Charles  Apthorp,  was  moftly 
with  me,  I  had  an  opportunity  ofobferving  the  fpirit  of  enterprife 
which  pervaded  his  conduft,  and  I  rauft  acknowledge  the  great  aifift- 
ance  he  was  of  to  me,  fronf  the  able  manner  in  which  he  perfcrmed 
the  various  duties  I  employed  him  upon ;  and  am  convinced  alfo  of 
the  good  condufl  of  lieutenants  Boys  and  Evans,  who  commanded  on 
the  main  -deck.  I  enclofe  a  report  of  the  damages  and  ftate  of  the 
ftip.

Rear  Admiral  Kingfmlll,  in  his  letter  to  Mr.  Stephens,  dated  Cork, 
the  1 7th  inftant,  gives  an  account  of  the  arrival  of  captain  Boyles,  of 
his  Majefty's  ftiip  Swiftfure,  with  the  French  frigate  I'Atalante,  of  38 
guns  and  274  men,  commanded  by  Monf.  Linois,  which  he  captured 
the  7th  inftant,  after  a  chace  of  thirty-nine  hours. 

The  Swiftfure  had  one  man  killed  by  a  random  fhot;  the  frigate 
10  men  killed  and  32  wounded.

On  the  29thoflaft  month,  being  in  latitude  46  deg.  38  min.  north, 
longitude  9  deg.  40  min.  weft,  his  Majefty's  Ihip  fell  in  with,  and, 
after  an  aftion  of  an  hour  and  fifteen  minutes,  captured  a  French  fri- 
gate (late  his  Majefty's  fhip  the  Caftor)  commanded  by  Monf.  L'Auil- 
lier,  mounting  32  guns,  and  manned  with  200  men. 

She  had  parted  company  from  the  French  fquadron  on  the  24th  in 
chace  of  a  Dutch  brig,  which  Ihe  had  in  tow  when  we  firft  difcovered 
her,  and  which,  upon  our  coming  up,  was  enabled  to  effeft  her  efcape. 

I  have  the  fatisfaftion  of  reporting  to  their  lordiliips  the  uniform 
good  conduft  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  his  Majefty's  fhip  I  have  the 
honour  to  command  ;  and  I  feel  myfelf  indebted  to  lieutenants  Worfely 
and  Sayer  for  the  fpirited  example  they  fet  to  a  new  Ihip's  company. 

Herewith  I  tranfmit  a  return  of  the  lofs  fuftained  by  his  Majefty's 
fliip  in  killed  and  wounded,  with  as  accurate  a  one  as  we  have  been 
able  to  obtain  of  that  of  the  enemy.

^he  folloiving  is  an  ExtraS  of  a  Letter  from  William  Parker,  Efq.  Cap- 
tain of  his  Majefty's  Ship  Audacious,  to  Mr.  Stephens,  dated  in  Ply- 
mouth Sound,  on  the  ^d  inftant. 

I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  their  lordfhips  information, 
that,  on  the  28th  ult.  in  the  morning  about  eight  o'clock,  his  Majef- 
ty's fleet,  under  the  command  ot  Earl  Howe,  then  in  the  latitude  47 
deg.  33  min.  north;  longitude  14  deg.  10  min.  weft,  got  fight  of  that 
of  the  enemy. 

The 
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The  wind  blew  ftrong  from  the  fouthward,  and  the  enemy's  fleet 
dlreftly  to  windward. 

Every  thing  was  done  by  his  Majefty's  fleet,  per  fignals  from  the 
Earl  Howe  (preferving  them  in  order)  to  get  up  with  the  enemy,  who 
appeared  to  be  forming  in  order  of  battle.  But,  as  I  apprehend  his 
lordfhip  confidered  their  conduft  began  rather  to  indicate  an  inten- 
tion of  avoiding  a  general  adion,  at  fifty-five  minutes  after  one  o'clock. 
he  direded  a  general  chace. 

It  was  juft  becoming  dark  when  his  Majefly's  fhip  under  my  com- 
mand arrived  up  with  the  rear  fhip  of  the  enemy's  line.  I  immedi- 
ately commenced  a  very  clofe  aflion,  which  continued  near  two  hours 
without  intermilTion ;  never  exceeding  the  diftance  of  half  a  cable's 
length,  but  generally  clofer,  and  feveral  times  in  the  utmoft  difficulty 
to  prevent  falling  on  board,  which,  as  his  laft  effort  to  appearance^  at 
about  ten  o'clock  he  attempted  to  efFed,  At  this  time  his  mizen- 
maft  was  gone  by  the  board,  his  lower  yards  and  main  top-fail  yard 
(hot  away;  his  fore  top- fail  being  full  (though  flying  out  from  the 
top-fail  yard,  the  fheets  being  fhot  away)  he  fell  athwart  our  bows, 
bat  we  feparated  without  being  entangled  any  time.  He  then  direfted 
his  courfe  before  the  wind,  and,  to  appearance,  pafled  through  or 
clofe  aftern  of  the  fhips  in  the  rear  of  our  line. 

When  the  enemy  feparated  from  athwart  our  bows,  the  company  of 
his  Majefty's  fhip,  under  my  command,  gave  three  cheers,  from  the 
idea,  taken  from  the  people  quartered  forward,  that  his  colours  were 
ftruck.  This  I  cannot  myfelf  take  upon  me  to  fay,  though  think  it 
likely,  from  his  fituation  obliging  him  to  pafs  through  or  near  to  our 
line  :  but  certain  it  is,  he  was  completely  beaten;  his  fire  flackened 
towards  the  latter  part  of  the  aftion,  and  the  lafl  broadfide  (the  fhips* 
fides  almoft  touching  each  other)  he  faftained  without  returning  more 
than  the  fire  of  two  or  three  guns. 

His  Majefty's  fhip  under  my  command,  at  the  time  we  feparated, 
lay  with  her  top-fails  aback  (every  brace,  bowling,  moll:  of  her  Hand- 
ing and  all  her  running  rigging  (hot  away),  in  an  unmanageable  ftate. 
It  was  feme  time  before  I  could  get  her  to  wear,  to  run  to  lee- 
ward of  the  French  line,  under  cover  of  our  own  fhips,  which,  by 
what  I  could  judge  by  their  lights,  were  all  pretfy  well  up,  and  toler- 
ably formed. 

This  being  efFed^ed,  I  turned  all  hands  to  the  repairing  our  damages, 
to  get  into  readinefs  (if  pofTible)  to  refume  our  ftation  at  day-light. 

The  rear  of  the  French  line  had  been  engaged,  at  a  diftance,  by 
rear-admiral  Pafley's  divifion,  and  fome  other  fhips  that  did  not  fetch 
fo  far  to  windvvard,  a  confiderable  time  before  I  arrived  up  with 
them  ;  and  this  very  fhip  was  engaged  by  one  of  his  Majefty's  mips,  at 
fome  diftance  to  leeward,  the  time  I  did. 

The  night  being  very  dark,  I  could  form  but  little  judgment  of 
the  fituation  of  our  fieet  with  refpeft  to  the  French,  in  point  of  dif- 
tance, other  than,  not  hearing  any  firing  after  our  own  ceafed,  I 
concluded  they  were  fcarcely  far  enough  to  windward. 

Soon  after  day-iight  the  next  morning,  to  our  uttermoft  chagrin  and 

aftonifhmenr. 
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aSdhiflbment,  we  difcovefed  nine  fail  of  the  enemy's  (hips  about  thfee 
miles  to  windward. 

Tiie  Audacious  then,  with  her  ftanding  rigging  but  very  indiffer- 
ently fcoppered,  her  fore-fail  and  top-fails  unbent,  main  top-fail  in  the 
top  in  the  aft  of  bending,  we  put  before  the  wind,  v/ith  the  main  and 
fore  top-maft  Hay-fails  only,  ill  fet,  from  the  ftays  being  {hot  away; 
but,  it  being  hazy  with  rain,  and  foon  becoming  thick,  we,  for  a  time 
were  covered  from  their  view,  and  before,  as  I  apprehend,  they  had 
formed  a  judgment  of  what  we  were. 

The  greateft  exertion  was  ufed  by  every  officer  and  man  in  the  (hip 
to  get  the  other  fore-fail  and  main  top-fail  bent.  The  fore  top-maft 
being  fo  badly  wounded,  the  fore  top-fail  was  of  but  little  moment  5 
however,  the  people  brought  the  damaged  fail  to  the  yard  again,  though 
it  could  not  be  hoifted  ;  but,  before  we  got  the  fore-fail  and  main  top- 
fail  fet,  the  haze  cleared  off,  and  we  foon  difcovered  ourfelves  to  be 
ehafed  by  two  of  the  enemy's  fhips.  At  this  period  we  faw  the  fhip 
v/e  had  engaged,  without  any  mail  {landing,  and  paffed  her  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  diilance.  The  {hips  coming  up  with  us  very  fa{l:,  our 
fituation  became  very  alarming,  until  we  got  the  main  top-gallant- fail, 
main  top-mall,  and  top- gallant  ftudding- fails  fet,  when  it  was  judged, 
we  nearly  preferved  our  diflance.  However,  from  the  fore-maft  being 
in  a  tolerable  fl:are  of  fecurity,  at  half  paft  nine  we  were  about  fetting 
a  lower  ftudding-fail,  when  three  fail,  that  had  been  difcovered  to  the 
eaftward  fome  time  before  (viz.  two  Hiips  and  a  brig),  coming  pretty 
near  to  us,  hoifted  French  colours. 

The  ftate  of  our  mafts  did  not  admit  of  making  alteration  in  our 
courfe  ;  they  obferving  our  fhattered  ftate,  and  two  fhips  in  chace  of 
us,  ftood  athwart  us  boldly  within  fire,  and  {hot  were  exchanged  ;  the 
one  a  large  frigate  and  the  other  two  corvettes  ;  but,  as  we  had  fo  much 
fail  out,  they  fell  aftern  for  a  confiderable  time  :  at  length  the  frigate 
came  within  {hot  of  us  again,  and  haralfed  us,  by  a  diftant  cannonade 
upon  the  quarter,  upwards  of  an  hour,  but  without  doing  us  any  ma- 
terial injury,  we  only  firing  fome  of  our  after-guns  upon  each  deck  at 
her.  She  was  obferved  to  make  a  fignal  to  the  {hips  aftern,  and  foon 
after,  viz.  about  half  paft  twelve  o'clock,  with  the  two  corvettes,  haul- 
ed her  wind,  and,  by  its  becoming  hazy,  the  whole  were  foon  out  ol 
fight. 

Having  been  chafed  twenty-four  leagues  direftly  to  leeward,  and 
the  crippled  ftate  of  the  bowfprit  being  fuch  as  judged  impoffible  to 
ftand  if  the  fhip  was  hauled  to  the  wind,  I  conftdered  the  endeavour- 
ing to  find  the  fleet  again  might  put  his  Majefty's  fhip  (in  her  de- 
feftive  ftate),  to  too  much  rifque,  and  therefore  judged  it  moft  advan- 
tageous for  the  fervice  to  proceed  to  port  without  lofs  of  time  to  refit  j 
which  I  hope  may  meet  with  their  lordflups  approbation. 

I  muft  beg  you  will  be  pleafed  to  reprefent  to  their  lordfhips, 
that  the  condudl  of  the  lieutenants  of  his  Majefty's  fliip,  under  my 
command,  daring  the  aftion,  merits  all  the  praife  I  can  beftow  upon 
them  ;  as  alfo  that  of  lieutenant  Crofton,  of  the  69th  regiment,  whofe 
alertnefs  and  activity  with  his  men  at  fmall  arms;  in  fupporting  the 

feamen 
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feamen  armed  to  defend  the  boarding  (which  occurred  twice  during 
the  aftion)  gave  rae  perfeft  fatisfadion. 

The  conduct  of  my  fhip's  company,  alfo  that  of  the  foldiers  of  the 
69th  regiment,  exceeded  every  poffible  expedlation ;  in  fad,  the  whole 
of  the  officers  and  men,  in  their  different  departments,  behaved  in  a 
moft  exemplary  manner. 

'Tis  wonderful,  after  fuch  an  adlion,  that  I  have  the  happinefs  to 
fay,  the  whole  number  killed  and  wounded  are  but  twenty-two  : 
Three  were  killed  on  the  fpot.  One  died  fooii  after,  and  the  life  of 
two  more  is  defpaired  of. 

The  captain  and  foaie  of  the  officers  of  a  French  corvette,  which  we 
took  poffeffion  of,  and  burnt  a  few  mornings  before,  by  the  Earl  Howe's 
order,  viewed  the  fhip  we  had  engaged,  while  paffing  her  in  the 
morning,  and  were  of  opinion  fhe  is  called  la  Revolutionnaire,  for- 
merly the  Bretagne. 

In  cafe  their  Lordfhips  fhould  have  any  enquiries  to  make  further, 
I  have  difpatched  lieutenant  Jofeph  Bingham,  my  fenior  lieutenant  on 
board,  with  the  charge  of  this  letter,  who  is  a  very  excellent  officer, 
and  an  intelligent  young  man,  and,  I  truft,  capable  of  giving  every  re- 
quifite  information.

Sir, 

Thinking  it  may  not  be  neceffary  to  make  a  more  particular  report 
of  my  proceedings  with  the  fleet,  for  the  prefent  information  of  the  lords 
Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  I  confine  my  communications 
chiefly,  in  this  difpatch,  to  the  occurrences  when  in  prefence  of  the 
enemy  yefterday. 

Finding,  on  my  return  off  Breft  on  the  19th  pafl:,  that  the  French 
fleet  had,  a  few  days  before,  put  to  fea;  and  receiving,  on  the  fame 
evening,  advices  from  Rear-Admiral  Montague,  I  deemed  it  reqilifite 
to  endeavour  to  form  a  junftion  with  the  Rear-Admiral  as  foon  as  poffi- 
ble, and  proceeded  immediately  for  the  ftation  on  which  he  ineant 
to  wait  for  the  return  of  the  Venus. 

But  having  gained  very  credible  intelligence,  on  the  21ft  of  the 
fame  month,  whereby  I  had  rcafon  to  fuppofe  the  French  fleet  was  then 
but  a  few  leagues  farther  to  the  weft  ward,  the  courfe  before  fleered  was 
altered  accordingly* 

On  the  morning  of  the  2  8fh,  the  enemy  were  difcovered  far  to 
windward,  and  partial  anions  were  engaged  with  them  that  evening 
and  the  next  day. 

The  weather  gage  having  been  obtained,  in  the  pi;ogrefs  of  the  lafl: 
mentioned  day,  and  the  fleet  being  in  a  filuation  for  bringing  the 

Vol-  II.  C  enemy 
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enemy  to  clofe  a6lion  the  ift  inftant,  the  fhips  bore  up  together  for  that 
purpofe,  between  feven  and  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

The  French,  their  force  confifting  of  twenty- fix  fhips  of  the  line, 
oppofed  to  his  Majefty's  fleet  of  twenty-five  (the  Audacious  having 
parted  company  with  the  fternmoft  (hip  of  the  enemy's  line,  cap- 
tured in  the  night  of  the  28th)  waited  for  the  adion,  and  fuftained 
the  attack  with  their  cuftomary  refolution. 

In  lefs  than  an  hour  after  the  clofe  aftion  commenced  in  the  centre, 
the  French  Admiral,  engaged  by  the  Queen  Charlotte,  crowded  off, 
and  was  followed  by  moft  of  the  fhips  of  his  van  in  condition  to  carry 
fail  after  him,  leaving  with  us  about  ten  or  twelve  of  his  crippled  or 
totally  difmafted  fhips,  exclufive  of  one  funk  in  the  engagement. 
The  Queen  Charlotte  had  then  loft  her  fore  top-maft,  and  the  main  top- 
mafl  fell  over  the  fide  very  foon  after. 

The  greater  number  of  the  other  fhips  of  the  Britifh  fleet  were,  at 
this  time,  fo  much  difabled,  or  widely  feparated,  and  under  fuch  cir- 
cumftances  with  rcfpedl  to  thofe  fhips  of  the  enemy  in  a  ftate  for  aftion, 
and  with  which  the  firing  fl:ill  continued,  that  two  or  three,  even  of 
their  difmantled  fhips,  attempting  to  get  away  under  a  fpritfail  fingly, 
or  fmaller  fail  raifed  on  the  flump  of  the  foremafl,  could  not  be  de- 
tained. 

Seven  remained  in  our  pofl'eflion,  one  of  which,  however,  funk 
before  the  adequate  affiflance  could  be  given  to  her  crew ;  but  many 
were  faved. 

The  Brunfwick,  having  lofl  hermizen-maft  in  the  aftion,  and  drift- 
ed to  leeward  of  the  French  retreating  fhips,  was  obliged  to  put  away 
larg^e  to  the  northward  from  them.  Not  feeing  her  chafed  by  the  ene- 
my, in  that  predicament,  I  flattered  myfelf  fhe  may  arrive  in  fafety  at 
Plymouth.  All  the  other  twenty-four  fhips  of  his  Majefty's  fleet  re-af- 
fembled  later  in  the  day ;  and  I  am  preparing  to  return  with  them,  as 
foon  as  the  captured  fhips  of  the  enemy  are  fecured,  for  Spithead. 

The  material  injury  to  his  Majefly's  fhips,  I  underfiand,  is  confined 
principally  to  their  mafls  and  yards,  which  I  conclude  will  be  fpeedily 
replaced. 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  collefl  regular  accounts  of  the  killed 
and  wounded  in  the  different  fhips.  Captain  Montagu  is  the  only 
officer  of  his  rank  who  fell  in  the  adion.  The  numbers  of  both 
defcriptions  I  hope  will  prove  fmall,  the  nature  of  the  fervice  confider- 
ed  ;  but  I  have  the  concern  of  being  to  add,  on  the  fame  fubjeft,  that 
admiral  Graves  has  received  a  wound  in  the  arm,  and  that  rear-ad- 
mirals Bowyer  and  Fafley,  and  capt.  Hutt  of  the  Qneen,  have  each 
had  a  leg  taken  ®fF;  they  are,  however,  I  have  the  fatisfaftion  to  hear, 
in  a  favourable  ftate  under  thofe  misfortuues.  In  the  captured  fhips, 
the  numbers  of  killed  and  wounded  appear  to  be  very  confiderable. 

Though  I  fliall  have,  on  the  fubjeiil  of  thefe  different  anions 
with  the  enemy,  diilinguifhed  examples  hereafter  to  report,  I  prefume 
the  determined  bravery  of  the  feveral  ranks  of  officers,  and  the 
fhips  companies  employed  under  my  authority,  will  have  been  already 
fufficiently  denoted  by  the  efFe<^  of  their  fpirited  exertions ;  and  I  trufi:,

I  fhall  be  excufed  for  poftponing  the  more  detailed  narrative  of  the 
other  tranfadlions  of  the  fleet  thereon,  for  being  communicated  at  a 
future  opportunity ;  more  efpecially  as  my  firft  captain,  fir  Roger  Cur- 
tis, who  is  charged  with  this  difpatch,  will  be  able  to  give  the  far- 
ther information  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  admiralty  may  at  this 
time  require.  It  is  incumbent  on  me,  neverthelefs,  now  to  add,  that 
I  am  greatly  indebted  to  him  for  his  councils,  as  well  as  conduft  in 
every  branch  of  my  official  duties ;  and  I  have  fimilar  affiftance,  in  the

puhlifhed  in  tie  London  Gazette  Extraordinary  of  the   i  ith,   nvas  re- 

cei-ved  late  laji  night. 

In  the  extraft  of  the  journal  herewith  enclofed,  the  proceedings  of 
the  fleet  are  ftated  from  the  time  of  leaving  St.  Helen's  on  the  2d  of 
laft  month  to  that  of  the  tirft  difcovery  of  the  French  fleet  on  the  28th 
of  the  fame.  For  the  farther  information  of  the  lords  commiffioners 
of  the  Admiralty,  I  have  now  therefore  to  relate  the  fubfequent  tranf- 
adlions  not  already  communicated  in  my  difpatch  of  the  2d  inftant,  to 
be  delivered  by  my  firft;  captain.  Sir  Roger  Curtis. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  28th,  the  enemy  were  difcovered  by 
the  advanced  frigates,  far  diftant  on  the  weather  bow.  The  wind  then 
frefh  from  the  S.  by  W.  with  a  very  rough  fea. 

They  came  down,  for  fome  time,  in  a  loofe  order,  feemingly  un- 
apprized  that  they  had  the  Britifli  fleet  in  view.  After  hauling  to  the 
wind  when  they  came  nearer,  they  were  fome  hours  before  they  could 
completely  form  in  regular  order  of  battle  upon  the  ftarboard  tack ; 
the  Britilh  fleet  continuing  as  before  in  the  order  of  failing. 

The  time  required  for  the  enemy  to  perfed;  their  difpofltion,  had  fa- 
cilitated the  nearer  approach  of  his  Majefty's  fleet  to  them,  and  for  the 
feparately  appointed  and  detached  part  of  it,  commanded  by  rear- 
admiral 
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admiral  Pafley,  to  be  placed  more  advantageoufly  for  making  an  im- 
preflion  on  their  rear. 

The  fignals  denoting  that  intention  being  made,  the  rear-admiral, 
n^r  upon  the  clofe  of  the  day,  led  his  divifion  on  with  peculiar  firmnefs, 
and  attacked  a  three-decked  (hip  (the  Revolutionaire),  the  fternmoft  in 
the  enemy's  line. 

Making  known  foon  after  that  he  had  a  top-maft  difabled,  affiftance 
was  direfted  to  be  given  to  him  in  that  iituaiion.  The  quick  approach 
of  night  only  allowed  me  to  obferve,  that  lord  Hugh  Seymour  (Con- 
way) in  the  Leviathan,  with  equal  good  judgment  and  determined 
courage,  pufhed  up  alongfide  of  the  three-decked  French  fhip,  and  was 
fupported,  as  it  appeared,  by  captain  Parker  of  the  Audacious,  in  the 
moil  fpirited  manner. 

The  darknefs  which  now  prevailed  did  not  admit  of  my  making  any 
more  accurate  obfervations  on  the  conduft  of  thofe  fnips  and  others 
concerned  in  the  fame  fervice;  but  I  have  mice  learned  that  the  Le- 
viathan ftretched  on  farther  a-head,  for  bringing  the  fecond  fhip  from 
the  enemy's  rear  to  aftion,  as  foon  as  her  former  ftation  could  be  occu- 
pied by  a  fucceeding  Britifh  (hip  ;  alfo  that  the  three-decked  fhip  in 
the  enemy's  rear  aforefaid,  being  unfudained  by  their  other  fliips, 
flruck  to  the  Audacious,  and  they  parted  company  together  foon  after. 

The  two  opponent  fleets  continued  on  the  itarboard  tack,  in  a  parallel 
direction,  the  enemy  ftill  to  windward  the  remainder  of  the  night. 
The  Britifti  fleet  appearing  in  the  morning  of  the  29th,  when  in  order 
of  battle,  to  be  far  enough  advanced  for  the  (hips  in  the  van  to  make 
fome  farther  imprefTion  on  the  enemy's  rear,  was  tacked  in  fucceiiion 
with  that  intent. 

The  enemy  wore  hereupon  from  van  to  rear,  and  continued  edging 
down  in  line  a-head  to  engage  the  van  of  the  Britifh  fleet;  when  ar- 
rived at  fuch  diftance  as  to  be  juft  able  to  reach  our  nioit  advanced 
Ihips,  their  headmoft  fhips,  as  they  came  fucceffively  into  the  wake  of 
their  refpedive  feconds  a-head,  opened  with  that  dillant  fire  upon  the 
headmolt  Ihips  of  the  Britifli  van.  The  flgnal  for  palling  through  their 
line,  made  when  the  fleet  tacked  before,  wi-is  then  renewed. 

It  could  not  be  for  fome  time  feen,  through  the  fire  from  the  two 
fleets  in  the  van,  to  what  extent  that  flgnal  was  complied  with.  But 
as  the  fmoke  at  intervals  difperfed,  it  was  obferved  that  the  Csfar,  the 
leading  fliip  of  the  Britifh  van,  after  being  about  on  the  ftarboard  tack, 
and  come  abreaft  of  the  Queen  Charlotte,  had  not  kept  to  the  wind  ; 
and  that  the  appointed  movement  would  confequently  be  liable  to  fail 
of  the  purpofed  efFeft. 

The  Qneen  Charlotte  was  therefore  immediately  tacked  :  and,  fol- 
lowed by  the  Bellerophon,  her  fecond  aftern  (and  foon  after  joined  by 
the  Leviathan),  palfed  through  in  adion,  between  the  fifth  and  flxtli 
Ihips  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy's  line.  She  was  put  about  again  on  the 
larboard  tack  forthwith,  after  the  enemy,  in  preparation  for  renewing 
the  aftion  with  the  advantage  of  that  weathermoft  fituation. 

The  reft  of  the  Britiih  fleet  being  at  this  time  pafflng  to  leeward, 
and  wirhout  the  fternmoft  fhips,  moftly  of  the  French  line^  the  enemy 
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WPl-e  again  to  the  eaftward  in  fucceffion  for  fuccouring  the  difablec! 
fiiips  of  their  rear ;  which  intention,  by  reafon  of  the  then  difunited 
ftate  of  the  fleet,  and  having  no  more  than  the  two  crippled  fhips,  the 
Bellerophon  and  Leviathan,  at  that  time  near  me,  I  was  unable  to  ob- 
ftruft. 

The  enemy  having  fucceeded  in  that  operation,  wore  round  again, 
after  fome  diftant  cannonading  of  the  neareft  Britifa  fhips,  occafionally 
returned,  and  flood  away  in  order  of  battle  on  the  larboard  tack,  fol- 
lowed by  the  Britifti  fleet  in  the  fame  order  (but  with  the  weather 
gage  retained)  as  foon  as  the  fhips  coming  forward  to  clofe  with  the 
Queen  >-,harlotte  were  fuitably  arranged. 

The  fleets  remained  feparated  fome  few  miles,  in  view  at  times  on 
the  intermilfion  of  a  thick  fog,  which  lafted  moft  part  of  the  two  next 
days. 

The  commander  of  a  fleet,  their  lordfhips  know,  is  unavoidably  fo 
confined  in  his  view  of  occurrences  in  time  of  battle,  as  to  be  little  ca- 
pable of  rendering  perfonal  teftimony  to  the  meritorious  fervice  of  ofii- 
cers  who  have  profited,  in  a  greater  extent,  by  the  opportunities  to  dif- 
tinguifn  themfelves  on  fuch  occafion. 

To  difcharge  this  part  of  my  pablic  dt*ty,  reports  were  called  for 
from  the  flag  ofiicers  of  the  fleet,  for  fupplying  the  defeds  of  my  ob- 
fervance,  under  the  limited  circumflances  above-mentioned.  Thofe 
ofiicers,  therefore,  who  have  fuch  particular  claim  to  my  attention,  are  the 
admirals  Graves  and  fir  Alex.  Hood ;  the  rear-admirals  Bowyer,  Gardner, 
andPafley;  the  captains  lord  Hugh  Seymour,  Pakenham,  Berkeley,  Gam- 
bier,  John  Harvey,  Payne,  Parker,  Henry  Harvey,  Pringle,  Dunk- 
worth,  and  Elphinftone.  S.pecial  notice  is  aifo  due  of  the  captains 
Nicholis  of  the  Sovereign  and  Hope  of  the  Bellerophon,  who  became 
charged  with,  and  well  condufted  thofe  fhips  when  the  wounded  flag 
ofHcers,  under  whom  they  refpeflively  ferved  therein,  were  no  longer 
able  to  remain  at  their  pofts ;  and  the  lieutenants  Monckton  of  the  Marl- 
borough, and  Donnelly  of  the  Montagu,  in  fimilar  fituations.  Thefe 
feleftions,  however,  fhould  not  be  conftrued  to  the  difadvantage  of  other 
commanders,  who  may  have  been  equally  deferving  of  the  approbation 
of  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  although  I  am  not  enabled 
to  make  a  particular  ftatement  of  their  merits. 

To  the  reports  from  the  flag  ofHcers  are  added  thofe  required  from 
the  feveral  captains  of  the  fleet,  whereby  their  lordfhips  will  become 
more  particularly  acquainted  with  the  meritorious  fervices  of  the  feve- 
ral commanders,  and  animated  intrepidity  of  their  fubordinate  officers 
and  fhips  companies ;  to  which  the  defeat  of  the  enemy,  with  every 
advantage  of  fituation  and  circumftance  in  their  favour,  is. truly  to  be 
afcribed.  To  the  like  purport,  I  beg  my  teftimony,  in  behalf  of  the 
officers  and  company  of  every  defcription  in  the  Queen  Charlotte,  may- 
be accepted.

Zitira8  of  a  Letter  from  Captain  Montgomery  ^  of  his  Majeft/s  Ship  In- 
conftant,  to  Mr.  Stephens t  dated  in  SmjTna  Bajy  June  30,  1  794, 
I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  my  lords  com- 
miffioncrs  of  the  admiralty,  that  I  failed  from  Naples  Bay  the  ift  inft. 
in  company  with  his  Maj«fty's  (hips  named  in  the  margin  *,  having 
under  convoy  one  Engli(h  merchantman  and  feven  Dutch,  and  arrived 
Ivith  them  in  fafety  at  this  place  the  zzd. 

Being  ofFthc  ifland  of  Argcntierra  on  the  16th  inftant,  I  received 
information  that  the  French  commodore  had  been  feen,  the  evening 
before,  between  the  iflands  of  Tino  and  Miconi  convoying  three  mer- 
chantmen. I  immediately  gave  direftions  to  the  hon.  captain  Paget 
to  remain  with  the  convoy,  and  made  fail,  with  his  Majefty's  ftiips, 
Leda  and  Tartar,  in  the  hopes  of  coming  up  with  them  before  they 
could  reach  the  ifland  of  Scio.  Being  in  fight  of  the  faid  ifland  at 
day- light  next  morning,  and  there  being  no  appearance  of  the  enemy, 
J  then  hauled  our  wind  to  rejoin  the  convoy  ;  and  in  the  afternoon  was 
informed,  by  the  maftcr  of  the  Mercury  Smyrna  fhip,  of  what  captain 
Paget  had  difcovsred.  I  then  left  the  convoy  under  the  care  of  cap» 
tain  Frccraaatle  of  the  Tartar,  and  with  the  Leda,  made  all  fail  for 
Miconi  Bay,  where  we  did  not  arrive  till  early  the  next  morning,  and 
there  found  captain  Paget  in  pofTelBon  of  La  Sybille  and  the  three  mer- 
chantmen, as  ftated  in  his  letter  to  me,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclofc  for 
their  lordfliips'  information. 

Too  much  praife  cannot  be  given  to  captain  Paget,  for  the  very  ju- 
dicious and  able  manner  with  which  he  condudled  himfelf  throughout 
the  bufinefs,  and  the  great  care  he  took  in  placing  his  fhip  in  fuch 
manner  as  not  to  injure  the  inhabitants ;  and  the  humanity  he  ftiewed 
the  prifoners,  and  to  thofe  who  were  wounded  and  had  got  on  ftiorc 
after  flic  ftruclcj  does  him  the  higheft  honour. 

The  very  high  difcipline  and  good  order  of  his  ftiip  manifefted  it- 
fclf  on  every  occafion  by  the  alerincfs  with  which  every  point  of  duty 
was  carried  on,  though  (he  was  much  weakened  by  being,  before  the 
adion,  74  working  men  fliort  of  her  complement. 

And  it  is  with  the  greateft  fatisfadion  I  convey  to  their  lordfliips 
the  encomiums  captain  Paget  beftows  on  lieutenant  Briftjane,  and  the 
reft  of  his  officers,  which,  I  am  pcrfuaded,  they  highly  merit. 

I  beg  leave  to  point  out  that  the  ifland  of  Miconi  is  pcrfeftly  de- 
fencelefs ;  there  being  neither  a  fort,  flag,  or  even  a  Turkifli  inhabitant 
on  it. 

The  Romney  and  Tartar,  with  La  Sybille,  arrived  kere  this  day ;  the 
latter  is  pierced  for  forty-eight  guns,  and  mounts  twenty-fix  eighteen 
pounders  on  the  main  deck,  making  ufe  of  a  ftiifting  gun  for  the  fparc 
ifter  port :    flic  carried   twelve   nine   pounders,  and   two  forty-two

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  the  Hon.  Captain  Paget,  of  his  Majejlys  Ship 
Romnej,  to  Captain  Montgomery  of  the  Inco^anty  dated  in  Miconi  Bay, 
Jujze  18,  1794. 

I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  you,  that  yefterday  morning,  on  my  paffage 
between  the  iflands  of  Tino  and  Miconi  (in  his  Majefty's  fnip  Romney, 
under  my  command,  and  the  convoy  I  had  the  honour  of  receiving 
charge  of  from  you  the  preceding  day)  I  difcovcred  a  frigate  under 
national  colours,  and  a  broad  pendant,  at  anchor  in  fhore,  with  three 
merchantmen.  Judging  the  convoy  to  be  in  perfeft  fafety,  as  ycu  was 
in  fight  from  the  maft-head,  I  made  the  fignal  for  them  to  make  the  beft 
of  their  way  towards  you,  hauled  my  wind,  and  came  to  an  anchor  in 
Miconi  road,  within  a  little  more  than  a  cable's  length  from  the  French 
commodore.  I  immediately  fent  to  him  to  defire  he  would  ftrikc  his 
colours,  and  furrender  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  that  I  fhould  fire  into 
him  :  He  fent  me  for  anfwer  that  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the  force 
of  my  {hip  ;  that  he  was  well  prepared  for  me  both  with  men  and  am- 
munition, and  that  he  had  made  oath  never  to  ftrike  his  colours.  By  this 
time  he  had  placed  his  {hip  hetween  me  and  the  town  of  Miconi,  which 
obliged  me  to  carry  out  another  anchor,  and  warp  the  (hip  further  a-head, 
in  order  that  my  guns  might  point  clear  of  the  town.  At  one  P.  M.  I  got 
abrca{l-  of  him,  and  having  fecured  the  fhip  with  fprings  on  the  cables, 
I  gave  him  a  broadfide,  which  he  inftantly  returned.  The  aflion 
lalted,  without  a  moment's  intermifTion,  for  one  hour  and  ten  minutes, 
when  I  had  the  fatisfaftion  of  feeing  the  national  colours  hauled  down, 
and  of  taking  pofTeffion  of  her  and  the  merchantmen.  She  proved  to 
be  La  Sybille,  of  forty-fix  guns  and  four  hundred  and  thirty  men, 
commanded  by  commodore  Rondeau.  I  have  fent  on  board  to  take 
the  command  of  her,  Mr.  Brifbane,  fir{l  lieutenant  of  the  Romney,  an 
olHcer  of  the  moft  diftinguiflied  merit,  whom  I  beg  leave  to  recom- 
mend in  the  ftrongeft  manner,  and  whofe  very  cool  gallant  behaviour, 
and  prompt  obedience  to  my  orders  during  the  aftion,  as  well  as  lieu- 
tenants Field  and  O'Bryen,  Mr.  Paterfon  the  mafter,  and  all  the  other 
officers,  with  the  (hip's  company,  I  cannot  fufficiently  commend. 

I  aiT(  forry  to  conclude  with  informing  you,  that  I  had  eight  feamen 
killed  in  the  action,  and  thirty  wounded,  two  of  whom  are  fince  dead. 

La  Sybille  had  fifty-  five  men  killed,  including  the  fecond  lieutenant 
and  captain  of  marines,  and  one  hundred  and  three  wounded,  nine  of 
which  are  fince  dead.

1794. 

I  beg  you  will  inform  their  lordfhips  that  I  put  to  fea,  with  his 
Majefty's  fquadron  under  my  command,  on  the  7th  inftant ;  and  on 
the  14th  in  the  evening  ftood  to  the  northward,  to  obtain  information 
of  a  French  fquadron  of  frigates  that  were  fuppofed  to  be  cruizing  to 
theweftward,  and  northward  of  Scilly ;  but  not  having  feen  them,  I 
ftretched  over  towards  the  Penmarks,  and  on  the  23d,  at  four  A.  M.  I 
difcovered  one  of  the  enemy's  frigates,  made  the  fignal  for  a  geheral 
chace,  and  continued  the  purfuit  until  four  P.  M.  when  his  Majefty's  fhip 
Diamond,  in  company  with  the  Artois,  Santa  Margaritta,  and  Diana, 
engaged  and  run  heronfhore  near  the  Penmark  rocks,  where  they  left 
her  on  beam  ends,  difabled  and  irrecoverably  loft,  I  underftand  from 
.the  report  of  feveral  officers,  that  fhe  was  La  Felicite,  of  40  guns, 
upon  a  cruize,  and  had  left  Breft  fix  days. 

Having  feen  two  (hips,  corvettes,  to  windward  of  Point  de  Ras,  I 
gave  chace,  in  company  with  his  Majefty's  ftiip  Arethufa,  when  the 
enemy  ftood  into  the  Bay  d'Hodierne,  and  anchored  off  the  Gamelle 
rocks:  perceiving  my  intention  of  clofing  with  them,  they  got  under 
weigh,  and  run  aground  under  cover  of  three  batteries.  The  two  (hips 
continued  engaging  till  a  quarter  after  fix  P.  M.  when  the  corvettes' 
malls  went  by  the  board,  and  the  crews  got  on  (hore. 

I  imm.ediately  ordered  our  boats  manned  and  armed,  with  direftions 
to  put  themfelves  under  fir  Edward  Pellew's  orders,  and  to  fet  the 
enemy's  (hips  on  (ire,  or  otherwife  deftroy  them  ;  which  fervice  was 
fully  performed,  he  having  reprefented  to  me  that  there  were  from 
twenty  to  thirty  killed  and  wounded  in  the  Alert,  and  a  great  nuinber 
in  L'Efpion  ;  and  that  it  was  impoflTdole  to  remove  the  wounded  to  the 
two  frigates,  as  many  of  them  muft  have  fufFcred  in  fo  doing  :  For  the 
fake  of  humanity  I  judged  it  proper  to  let  them  remain,  as  the  ene- 
my's ve(rels  were  bilged  and  fcuttled,  the  rocks  appearing  through 
their  bottoms :  and  it  being  impolTible  to  get  them  off,  it  would  have 
occafioned  much  delay ;  being  then  only  nine  leagues  from  Breft,  I 
therefore  brought  av/ay  fifty-two  prifoners,  and  ftood  to  fea. 

I  have  great  pleafure  in  faying,  that  the  deftruftion  of  the  French 
veffels  was  obtained  with  very  trifting  lofs,  as  will  be  feen  in  the  mar- 
gin *,  and  that  every  efFort  was  made  by  the  ofiicers  and  men  in  the 
different  ftiips,  in  the  execution  of  their  duty,  which  was  performed 
with  the  utmoft  alacrity,  and  will,  I  truft,  meet  with  their  lordfhips' 
apprchatipn. 

I  beg  leave  to  add,  that  the  fquadron  on  the  27th  inftant  recap- 
tured the  Queen,  of  London,  from  Jamaica;  alfo-the  Mary,  a  brig 
from  New  Orleans,  bound  to  London,  laden  with  furs,  indigo,  &c.  Sec.

I  beg  you  will  be  pleafed  to  inform  their  lordlhips,  that  I  failed  with 
the  (hips  under  my  command,  as  per  margin  *,  agreeable  to  their  orders, 
on  Sunday  moraing  the  1 9th,  from  Cawfand  Bay ;  and  the  wind  hat- 
ing given  me  the  opportunity,  on  the  following  evening  I  fhapcd  a 
courfe  for  Ulhant,  with  the  hope  of  falling  in  with  any  (hips  which 
might  leave  the  port  of  Breft  on  the  commencement  of  the  eafterly 
wind ;  the  fuccefs  of  this  intention  affords  me  the  pleafure  of  begging 
you  to  acquaint  my  lords  commiflioners,  that  at  day-break  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  zrft,  Uihant  bearing  eaft  about  eight  or  ten  leagues,  we  had 
the  good  fortune  to  fall  in  with  the  French  national  frigate  La  Revolu- 
tionnaire,  to  which  the  whole  of  the  fquadron  gave  chace.  The  ad- 
vantage of  being  to  windward  permitted  our  cutting  her  off  from  the 
land ;  and  the  fuperior  failing  of  the  Arlois  afforded  to  captain  Naglc 
the  happy  opportunity  of  diftinguifhing  himfelf  by  a  well-conduced 
aftion  of  forty  minutes,  when  La  Revolutionnaire  (truck  her  colours  to 
his  Majefly's  (hip  Artois,  which  (he  was  induced  to  do  by  the  near  ap- 
proach of  the  reft  of  the  fquadron  ;  and  perceiving  the  Diamond  in  the 
aft  of  taking  a  pofttion  under  her  ftern  to  rake  her,  the  (hip's  company 
refufed  to  defend  her  any  longer.  Slie  had  fcarcely  furrendered  when 
(he  Breakers  of  the  Saints  were  difco\  ered  a-head,  although  very  hazy 
weather. 

The  dlftreffed  and  crippled  (late  of  the  enemy  allows  me  the  oppor- 
tunity of  faying,  that  her  refiftance  could  have  been  of  no  avail,  had 
the  Artois  been  alone  ;  and  if  an  officer  of  nearly  the  fame  (landing 
may  be  permitted,  without  prefumption,  to  offer  his  fentiments  on  the 
conduft  of  another,  I  (hould  not  confine  myfelf  in  my  exprefTions  of  ap- 
probation on  the  behaviour  of  captain  Nagle ;  and  I  have  much  plea* 
fure  in  adding,  that  he  fpeaks  in  the  highell  terms  of  the  gallantry  and 
good  condud  of  his  officers  and  (hip's  company,  lamenting  as  we  all  do,

ttie  lofs  a  very  gallant  and  worthy  officer,  in  lieutenant  Craigy  of  the 
niarincsi  who,  with  two  men  killed,  and  five  wounded,  are  the  fuffercrs 
on  this  occafion. 

La  Revolutionnairc  is  a  remarkable  fine  new  frigate,  moft  completely 
fitted,  and  of  large  dimenfions,  being  159  feet  long,  and  41  feet  7 
inches  wide,  built  at  Havre  de  Grace,  and  never  before  at  fea.  She 
failed  eight  days  fince  on  her  way  to  Breft,  and  was  commanded  by 
citizen  Thevenard,  mounting  44  guns  +,  28  on  her  main  deck,  and  16 
on  her  quarter  deck  and  forecalUe,  and  manned  with  370  men,  eight 
of  whom  were  killed  and  five  wounded  j  among  the  latter  is  her  cap- 
tain (lightly. 

Lieutenant  Pcllew,  who  will  have  the  honour  to  deliver  this  letter 
to  their  iordftiips,   will  be  able  to  give  any  farther  information  re- 
quired ;  and  will  inform  their  lordfliips  of  my  intention  of  going  to 
Falmouth  to  land  the  prifoners,  who  have  the  fmall-pox  among  them.

On  the  5th  of  May,  captain  Oflsorne,  of  the  Centurion,  made  the 
9gnal  for  a  fail,  and  captain  Pakenham,  of  the  f^efiftance,  for  feeing 
two ;  Round  Ifland  bearing  fouth-weft  by  weft,  fix  or  feven  leagues.  I 
lay-to  till  the  ftrange  fails  ran  down  fo  near  to  us  that  we  could  lay 
ap  for  them ;  I  then  made  the  fignal  to  chafe  :  at  forty-five  minutes 
paft  eleven  I  got  near  enough  to  fire  a  (hot  at  the  ftiip  ;  at  fifty-five  mi- 
nutes pad  eleven  I  brought  him  to  adion,  and  by  a  little  after 
twelve  I  got  clofe  upon  his  ftarboard  quarter,  where  we  kept  till  five 
minutes  paft  one,  fo  very  clofe,  that  at  times  I  expeded  to  be  on  board  ; 
and  at  that  time  the  enemy  ftruck  ;  the  Centurion  and  Refiftancc 
about  three  miles  aftern,  under  a  great  prefs  of  fail,  coming  up.  She 
proves  to  be  a  French  frigate,  called  La  Duguaytrouin,  of  thirty-four 
guns,  and  formerly  the  Princefs  Royal  Eaft  Indiaman,  fitted  out  at  the 
Isle  of  France,  with  twenty-fix  eighteen  pounders,  two  nine-pounders, 
and  fix  four  pounders,  having  four  hundred  and  three  men  on  beard. 
I  cannot  fay  too  much  in  praife  of  the  ftcady,  cool,  and  brave  conduft 
of  the  officers,  feamen,  and  mariners  of  his  Majefty's  ftiip  Orpheus.

Our  lofs  is  very  inconfiderable,  confidering  the  fuperlor  force  of  the 
enemy  :  Mr«  Singleton,  mid(hipman,  killed  ;  Mr,  Staines,  mate,  badly 
wounded  in  his  left  hand,  and  eight  feamen  flightly.  The  enemy's  lofs 
was  twenty-one  killed  and  fixty  wounded. 

I  muft  beg  leave  to  recommended  to  their  lordfhips  notice  lieu- 
tenants Broughton  and  Goate,  alfo  Mr.  Staines,  who  commanded  the 
gun  in  the  abfence  of  lieutenant  Hodglkin,  who  was  unfortunately  on 
board  the  Danifh  fliip,  with  one  mate,  one  midfhipman,  and  twenty 
feamen.  At  the  time  the  fhip  ftruck  we  were  about  two  leagues  from 
the  paflage  between  Flat  Ifland  and  Coin  au  Mire,  and  one  league  from 
the  fhore ;  the  other  fail,  a  fmall  brig,  made  her  efcape  through  the 
channel  and  got  fafe  into  Port  Louis. 

Finding  the  bowfprit  fliot  through  and  through,  and  three  of 
the  knees  of  the  head  intirely  cut  away,  the  diftrelTed  ftate  of  Duguay- 
trouin,  from  ficknefs  and  want  of  water,  obliged  me  to  feek  the 
firft  port;  and  on  the  i6th  of  May  I  anchored  with  his  Majefty's  {hips 
at  Mahe,  one  of  the  Sechelle  Iflands.  Finding  the  French  had  form- 
ed a  fetilement,  and  no  refreefhments  to  be  procured,  I  fummoned 
the  place  to  furrender,  and  fent  lieutenant  Goate,  with  lieutenant  Mat- 
thews, and  a  party  of  marines,  and  took  pofleffion  of  it  the  next  day 
for  his  Britannic  Majefty.  Not  thinking  it  of  fufficient  confequence 
to  leave  any  force,  I  quitted  the  place,  having  taken  the  Republican 
flag  and  all  the  military  and  naval  ftores,  alfo  the  brig  I^e  Olizete, 
leaving  the  implements  of  agriculture,  for  building  houfes,  &c.  for  the 
ufe  of  the  poor  inhabitants. 

From  the  very  fickly  ftate  of  many  of  the  French  prifoners,  and 
almoft  a  certainty  of  their  dying  if  embarked  to  proceed  to  Madras,  I 
was  induced,  from  motives  of  humanity,  to  leave  behind  feveral  officers 
and  men,  having  vv-ritten  to  Mr.  Malartie,  governor  of  the  Ille  of 
France,  to  requeft  he  would  releafe  the  fame  number  of  our  pri- 
foners, and  of  the  fame  rank  as  thofe  that  I  had  left  at  Mahe  ;  abouj^ 
one  hundred  and  forty  more  defcrted,  and  got  into  the  woods.  The 
•28th  I  made  the  Refiftance's  fignal  to  chafe,  and  (lie  brought  in 
the  Deux  Andres,  from  Mofambique,  loaded  with  four  hundred  and 
eight  fiaves.  The  ift  of  June  I  failed  with  his  Majeft}'s  ftiips  and 
prises,  and  on  the  j  8th  anchored  at  Madras,

T  RECEIVED  yeftcrday  a  report  from  lieutenant-general  count  Kinsky, 
■*■  from  Tournay,  that  on  Monday  the  enemy  moved  forwards,  with 
900  infantry  and  ioq  cavalry,  from  Waterloo,  and  attacked  the  poll 
of  Aelbecke,  which  at  firft  was  obliged  to  retire  ;  but  the  Auftrian 
out-pofts  having  immediately  affembled,  attach  ed  the  enemy  in  flank, 
and  drove  them  completely  back  to  the  other  fide  of  Waterloo.  The 
enemy's  lofs  was  21  men  killed,  and  one  feverely  wounded  and  taken 
prifoner.     The  Auftrians  had  only  one  man  killed,  and  one  wounded.

At  firft 
they  obliged  the  Auftrians  to  retire,  and  to  abandon  three  villages  in 
their  front ;  but  upon  the  battalions  appointed  for  the  fupport  of  the 
out-pofts  moving  forwards,  the  enemy  were  beat  back,  v.'ith  the  lofs  of 
upwards  of  £ve  hundred  men  killed,  and  fixty  prifoners,  with  five 

pieces 
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pieces  of  cannon.  The  lofs  of  the  Auftrians,  in  killed  and  wounded, 
amounted  to  about  one  hundred  twentj  men.  Since  this  every  thing 
has  been  quiet.

**  I  have  received  this  morning  a  report  from  count  Walmoden,  that 
the  enemy  having  fucceeded  in  furprifmg  the  HelTun  polls  at  Tenbrcuil, 
between  Werwick  and  Ypres,  got  behind  the  Hanoverian  picquets,  and 
cut  them  off.  Succour,  however,  having  arrived  from  Menin,  the 
enemy  v/as  driven  back,  and  forced  to  recrofs  the  Lys,  and  to  deftroy 
the  bridge  which  they  had  made.  Our  lofs  was  one  man  killed,  one 
officer  and  feven  men  wounded,  and  three  officers  and  14.3  men  take* 
prifoners."

Captain  ClintoWy  Aid-de-Cavip  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York, 
arrived  this  morning  at  the  Ofice  of  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Diindasj 
his  Majejiy's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department^ 
fwith  a  dif patch  from  his  Royal  Highnefs,  of  nuhich  the  folloiuing  is  a 
Copy  : 

Cateau,  April  j  9,   1794. 
Sir, 
It  is  with  the  greateft  fatisfaftion  that  I  have  the  pleafurc  to  ac- 
quaint you,  for  his  Majefty's  information,  with  the  fignal  fuccefs  which 
has  attended  the  general  attack  made  yefterday  by  the  armies  of  the 
combined  powers. 

According  to  the  plan  propofedj  the  Auftrian,  Britifh,  and  Dtitch 
armies  affembled  on  the  16th  on  the  heights  above  Cateau.  in  order  to 
he  feviewed  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  ;  after  which  the  Auftrian  and 
Eritifti  armies  pafTed  the  Selles,  and  encamped  in  front  of  this  town, 
while  the  Dutch  formed  their  camp  immediately  in  its  rear. 

At  nine  o'clock  on  yefterday  morning  the  three  armies  moved  for- 
wards in  eight  columns.  The  firft  column,  compofcd  of  Auftrian  and 
Dutch  troops,  under  the  command  of  prince  ChrilHan,  of  Hcffc  Darm- 
fladt,  advanced  upon  the  village  of  Catillon,  which  was  forced  after 
fome  refiftance,  in  which  the  enemy  loft  four  pieces  of  cannon,  and 
from  thence  proceeded  acrofs  the  Sambrc,  and  took  2  pofition  at  Fav- 

ril. 
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til,  between  the  Sambre,  and  the  Petite  Heipe,  fo  as  to  invcft  Lan-. 
drecies  on  that  fide. 

The  fecond  column,  commanded  by  lieutenant-general  Alvintze, 
and  confifting  of  the  Auftrian  array,  moved  forwards  upon  Mazinguet, 
and  having  forced  the  enemy's  entrenchments  at  that  place,  as  well  as 
at  Oify,  proceeded  to  Nouvion,  and  took  poffeffion  this  morning  of  the 
whole  wood  called  the  foreft  of  Nouvion. 

The  third  column,  which  confifted  of  the  main  body  of  the  Auftrian 
army,  and  with  which  his  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  prince  of  Cobourg 
went  therafelves,  proceeded  along  the  high  road  leading  from  Cateau 
to  Gaife;  and,  after  carrying  the  two  villages  of  Ribouville  and  of 
IVaffigny,  where  the  enemy  were  ftrongly  entrenched,  detached  the 
advanced  guard  forwards,  which  took  poffeffion  of  the  heights  callecj 
the  Grand  and  Petit  Blocus,  and  pufhed  forward  this  morning  as  far 
as  Henappes. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  columns  were  formed  of  the  army  under  my 
command.  Of  the  firft  of  thefe  I  took  the  direftion,  having  lieutenant- 
general  Otto  under  me.  Lieutenant- general  Sir  William  Erikine  e-ojn- 
manded  the  other  column. 

My  column  was  intended  to  attack  the  redoubts  and  village  of  Vaux, 
as  well  as  to  render  itfelf  mailer,  if  poflible,  of  the  wood  called  the 
Bois  de  Bohain,  which  the  enemy  had  ftrongly  entrenched, 

In  confeqaenee  of  the  very  great  defiles  and  ravines  which  we  found 
on  our  march,  my  column  was  not  able  to  arrive  ^t  the  point  of  attack 
till  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

As  foon  as  the  cavalry  of  the  advanced  guard  appeared  upon  the 
heights,  the  enemy  began  a  very  fevere  cannonade,  from  the  efFedls  of 
which,  although  very  near,  they  however  were  enabled,  in  a  great  mea^ 
fare,  to  cover  themfelves  by  the  natural  inequalities  of  the  ground. 

Having  examined  the  enemy's  pofition,  and  finding  it  very  ftrong,  I 
determined  to  endeavour  to  turn  it  by  their  right,  and  for  this  purpofe 
ordered  the  whole  of  the  column  to  move  forwards,  under  cover  of  the 
high  ground,  leaving  only  a  fufficient  quantity  of  cavalry  upon  the 
heights  to  occupy  the  enemy's  attention.  Strong  batteries  likewife 
were  formed,  which  kept  up  a  fevere  fire,  and  protedled  the  movements 
very  confiderably. 

As  foon  as  the  troops  had  gained  fufficiently  the  enemy's  flank,  the 
advanced  guard,  under  the  command  of  major-general  Abercromby, 
was  direfted  to  begin  the  attack,  and  two  companies  of  the  light  corps 
of  Odonnel,  fupported  by  the  two  grenadier  companies  of  the  firft  re- 
giment of  Guards,  under  the  command  of  colonel  Stanhope,  ftormed 
and  took  the  Star  Redoubt,  above  the  village  of  Vaux,  while  the  three 
battalions  of  Auftrian  grenadiers,  led  on  by  major-general  Petralh,  at- 
tacked the  wood,  and  niade  themfelves  mafters  of  the  works  which  the 
enemy  had  conllrufted  for  its  defence. 

The  enemy's  fire  at  firft  was  very  fevere ;  but  when  the  troops  ap- 
proached, they  began  to  retreat  on  all  fides,  and  were  foon  put  to  flight, 
I  immediately  detached  a  part  of  the  cavalry,  confifting  of  huffars,  and 
one  fquadron  of  the  i6th  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  commanded  by

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major  Lippert  of  the  former  corps,  round  the  wood  to  the  right,  wh© 
completely  lucceeded  in  cutting  thera  off,  took  four  pieces  of  cannon 
and  a  howitzer,  with  a  confiderable  lofs  of  men  on  the  part  of  the  ene- 
my ;  nhiirt  '■he  cavalry  of  the  advanced  guard  on  our  left,  under  the 
commana  f  colonel  Devay  of  the  regiment  of  arch-duke  Ferdinand's 
huffsr?,  purfued  thera  through  the  wood,  and  drove  them  into  the  vil- 
lage of     nhain,  which  they  evacuated  immediatel^y, 

vSir  -'•  ilha  n  Erlkine  was  equali)  i'"arcersrul  with  his  column,  which 
was  intended,  hv  tie  villages  of  Marets  and  Fremont,  to  turn  iht 
wood  of  B.'^hain,  in  ord^r  to  fac'lita'e  my  attack.  He  met  with  no 
xcfiflsnce  till  he  arrived  at  the  village  of  >' re .Tiont,  where  he  found  the 
enemy  ftror^gly  polled  ;  he  immediately  formed  his  line,  and  having 
detached  the  brigade  of  Britifh  infantry,  and  the  Antlrian  regiment  of 
Cuiraffiers  of  Zetchv.'itz,  with  four  fquadrons  of  Britifh  light  dragoons, 
under  the  command  of  lieutenant-general  Flarcourt,  in  order  to  turn 
the  pofition,  he  attacked  it  in  front  with  three  battalions  of  the  regi- 
ment of  Kaunitz,  fupported  by  a  well-dire<?t€d  fire  of  the  Auftrian  and 
Britilh  artillery  of '  the' Referve,  under  the  command  of  lieutenants 
colonel  Congreve,  and  fucceeded  completely  in  driving  the  enemy 
from  the  redoubts,  where  he  took  two  pieces  of  cannon  and  a  pair  of 
colouis.  He  h'om  thence  proceeded  to  turn  the  wood  with  a  part  of 
the  corps,  leaving  the  reft  upon  thepofitionat  Fremont.  ■ 

The  fixth,  feventh,  and  eighth  columns  were  intended  to  obferve 
the  enemy  on  the  fide  of  Cambray  ;  the  firft  of  thefe  comipofed  of 
Auftrians,  and  commanded  by  major-general  count  Haddick,  pufhed 
forwards  as  far  as  the 'village  of  Crevocoeur,  and  detached  forae  light 
troops  acrofs  the    cheldr,  without  meeting  with  any  refiftancc. 

The  feventh  column,  confifting  of  Auftrians  and  Dutch,  under  the 
Hereditary  Prince  of  Orange,  moved  forwards  upon  the  high  road  lead- 
ing from  Cateau  to  Cambray,  and  advanced  beyond  Eeauvois  v/ith  the 
eighth  column,  compofed  chiefly  of  Dutch  troops,  commanded  by 
major- general  Geyfau,  covered  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Orange's  right 
flank,  and  moved  forwards  in  front  of  St.  Hilaire.  Neither  of  thefe 
lait  columns  were  in  the  leaft  engaged;  but  this  morning  the  enemy 
attacked  the  Prince  of  Orange's  advanced  guard,  who  repulfed  them 
wi;h  great  eafe.  • 

he  fignal  fuccefs  u'hich  has  attended  thefe  extenfive  and  compli- 
cated  operations  has  determined  his  Imperial  Majefty  to  begin  imme- 
diately the  fiege  of  Landrecies ;  and  therefore  the  Hereditary  Prince 
of  Orange,  who  will  have  the  direftion  of  the  fiege,  has  moved  this 
evening  with  the  greatell  part  of  his  camp  from  Eeauvois,  and  taken  a- 
pofition  fo  as  to  complete  the  inveftiture  of  that  fortrefs ;  while  his 
Imperial  Majefly,  with  the  grand  army,  covers  the  operations  of  the 
fiege  on  the  fide  of  Guife,  and  that  under  my  immediate  command 
does  the  fame  towards  Cambray. 

What  adds  greatly  to  the  general  fatisfadlion  upon  this  occafion  is, 
the  inconfiderahle  lofs  which  the  combined  armies  have  fuftained,i 
whilft  that  of  the  enemy  has  been  very  great.  The  Britifh,  in  parti- 
cular, have  been  peculiarly  fortunate.  The  Hon.  Captain  Carleton,  of 

the 
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ttie  Royals,  a  young,  officer  of  promifmg  merit,  Is  the  only  one  we  hav« 
to  regret ;  nor  has  any  one  officer  been  wounded  :  of  privates  we  had 
three  killed  and  fix  wounded. 

The  enemy  has  loft  in  thefe  various  attacks  upwards  of  thirty  pieces 
of  cannon,  of  which  nine  were  taken  by  the  column  under  my  com- 
mand, befides  the  two  which  were  taken  by  lieutenant  general  Sir 
William  Erskine. 

I  have  equal  fatisfaftion  in  reporting,  from  my  own  cbfervation,  and 
the  account  I  have  received  from  Sir  William  Erfkine,  the  fpirit  and 
good  conduct  of  all  the  officers  and  men  under  my  command;  but  I 
have  particular  obligations  to  lieutenant-generals  Sir  Vv^illiam  Erilcine 
and  Otto,  as  well  as  to  major-general  Abercromby,  who  commanded 
the  advanced  guard  of  my  column,  to  colonel  Devay,  major  Lippert  of 
the  Auftrian  huflars,  and  to  lieutenant  colonel  Count  Merfeldt  of  the 
Auftrian  etat  major. 

I  cannot  help  likewife  mentioning  the  good  conduft  and  bravery  of 
lieutenant  Fage  of  the  Brltifli  artillery,  who  diftinguifned  himfelf  very- 
much  by  the  fkill  and  aftivity  with  which  he  direded  one  of  the 
batteries. 

The  difpatch  will  be  delivered  by  my  aid-de-camp,  captain  Clin- 
ton, whom  I  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  his  Majefty,  his  conduft  upon 
every  occafion  having  merited  my  fulleft  approbation.

Sir, 

On  Sunday  m.orning  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Orange,  made  a  ge- 
neral attack  upon  the  pofts  which  the  enemy  ftlll  occupied  in  the  front 
of  Landrecies,  and  fucceeded, in  getting  poffeffion  of  them  ail,  avA  in 
taking  by  ftorm  their  intrenched  canp,  arid  a  very  ifrong  redoubt, 
which  they  had  thrown  up  at  the  village  cf  Eloqu'es,  wirhin  fix  hun- 
dred yards  of  the  place.  He  took  advantage  of  this  redoubt  to  cover 
the  left  flank  of  the  trenches,  which  were  opened  the  fame  evening. 
Much  praife  is  given  to  the  behaviour  of  the  Auftrian  and  Dutch 
troops  upon  that  occafion. 

According  to  the  original  plan,  adopted  before  the  battle  of  the  i  7th, 
it  was  determined  to  withdraw  the  detached  corps  of  each  armv,  as 
foon  as  the  pofition  for  the  invefture  of  Landrecies  was  properly  fecur- 
ed ;  and  in  confequence,  the  orders  were  given  the  night  before  laft, 
-that  thefe  corps  ftiould  retire  as  this  morning. 

But  yefterday  theenemv  attacked  two  detached  corps  of  the  Prince 
£  2  of 
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of  Cobourg's  army,  at  Grand  Blocus  and  Nouvion,  under  the  com- 
mand of  major  general  Bellegarde,  and  lieutenant  general  Alvintzy. 
The  Prince  of  Cobourg  fent  to  defire  me  to  fupport  the  former,  and  I 
marched  immediately,  with  five  battalions  of  Auftrians,  and  major 
general  Sir  Robert  Lawrie's  brigade  of  Britilh  cavalry.  I  did  not, 
however,  arrive  till  the  affair  was  over,  general  Bellegarde  having 
xepulfed  the  enem)',  with  great  (laughter,  and  having  taken  four 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  one  howitzer. 

As  the  enemy  appeared  in  great  force  on  general  Alvintzy's  front, 
the  Prince  of  Cobourg  did  not  think  it  proper  to  Support  a  poft 
which  was  of  no  importance  to  him,  and  which  was  at  any  rate  to  be 
abandoned  that  night ;  general  Alvintzy  was  therefore  ordered  to  re- 
tire to  his  pofition  in  the  line,  which  he  did  in  great  order,  and, 
with  very  inconfiderable  lofs,  although  expofed  to  the  enemy's  can- 
nonade. 

I  this  morning  received  a  report  from  lieutenant  general  Wurmb, 
who  commands  a  detached  corps  of  the  army  at  Denaing,  that  the  ene- 
my attacked  him  in  great  force  on  Saturday  ;  that  at  firft  his  advanced 
pofls  were  obliged  to  retire,  and  that  the  enemy  had  already  got 
pofleflion  of  the  village  of  Abfcon,  and  of  one  of  the  redoubts  on  his 
front ;  but,  upon  a  reinforcement  coming  up,  the  enemy  were  com- 
pletely driven  back  with  great  lofs.  The  HefTians  however  fuffered 
confiderably,  having  loft  five  oiEcers,  and  feventy  men  killed  and 
wounded. 

General  Wurmb  exprefles  himfelf  highly  fatisfied  with  the  be- 
liavi6ur  of  the  divifion  of  the  Auftrian  huflars  of  Leopold,  and  the  Hef- 
fian  dragoons  de  corps.

In  confequence  of  a  requeft  from  the  Prince  of  Cobourg,  I  fent> 
the  day  before  yefterday,  a  detachment  of  cavalry  to  reconnoitre 
the  enemy,  who  were  reported  to  have  afi'embled  at  the  camp  de  Cefar, 
near  Cambrai.  This  patrol,  with  which  general  Otto  went  himfelf, 
fotind  the  enemy  in  great  force,  and  fo  ftrongly  polled  at  the  village 
of  Villers  en  Cauchie,  that  he  fent  back  for  a  reinforcement,  which 
I  immediately  detached  j  it  confifted  of  two  fquadrons  of  the  Zetch- 

witz 
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wkz  cuiraffiers,  major-general  Manfel's  brigade  of  heavy  cavalrjr, 
and  the  nth  regiment  of  light  dragoons.  As  they  could  not  ar- 
rive till  it  was  dark,  general  Otto  was  obliged  to  delay  ths  attack  till 
the  next  morning,  when  it  took  place  foon  after  day  break.  He 
then  ordered  two  fquadrons  of  huffars,  and  two  fquadrons  of  the  fi£. 
teenth  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  to  charge  the  enemy,  which  they 
did  with  the  greateft  fucceis ;  and,  finding  a  line  of  infantry  in  the 
rear  of  the  cavalry,  they  continued  the  charge  without  hefitatioa, 
and  broke  them  likewife.  Had  they  been  properly  fupported,  the  in- 
tire  deftruAion  of  the  enemy  mull  have  been  the  confequence ;  Ivut, 
by  fome  miftake,  general  Manfel's  brigade  did  not  arrive  in  time 
for  that  purpofe.  The  enemy,  however,  were  completely  driven  back, 
and  obliged  to  retreat,  in  great  confufion,  into  Cambrai,  with  the  lofs 
of  twelve  hundred  men  killed  in  the  field,  and  three  pieces  of  cannon. 

The  gallantry  difplayed  by  thefe  troops,  but  particularly  by  the 
15th  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  does  them  the  higheft  honor;  and, 
confidering  the  danger  of  their  fituation,  when  left  without  fupport, 
the  lofs  they  experienced  is  not  confiderable.  The  only  officer  wound- 
ed was  captain  Aylett,  of  the  i  jth  regiment,  who  had  the  misfortune 
to  be  fevereiy  wounded  by  a  bayonet  in  the  body. 

Inclofed  I  tranfmit  a  return  of  the  killed,  wounded,  and  miffing  upoa 
this  occafion. 

The  firft  parallel  at  Landrecies  is  in  fuch  forwardnefs  that  it  is  in- 
tended to-night  to  convey  the  cannon  into  the  batteries,  which  are  to 
open  to  morrow.     The  enemy  attempted  this  morning  to  make  two 
forties,  but  were  driven  back  with  confiderable  lofs.

It  is  from  the  field  of  battle  that  I  have  the  fatlsfaflion  to  acquaint 
you,  for  his  Majefty's  information,  with  the  glorious  fuccefs  which  the 
army  under  my  command  have  had  this  day. 

At  day-break  this  morning  the  enemy  attacked  me  on  all  fides. 
After  a  (hort;,  but  fevere  conflift,  we  fucceeded  in  repulfing  him,  witli 
confiderable  flaughter.  The  enemy's  general,  Chapuy,  is  taken  pri- 
foner,  and  we  are  mafters  of  thirty-five  pieces  of  the  enemy's  cannon. 
The  behaviour  of  the  Britifh  cavalry  has  been  beyond  all  praife. 

It  is  impoffible  for  me  as  yet  to  give  any  account  of  the  lofs  fuf- 
tained  by  his  Majefty's  troops.  I  have  reafon  to  believe  that  it  is 
not  confiderable. 

The  only  officers  of  whom  I  have  any  account  as  yet,  and  who  I  be- 
lieve are  all  who  have  fallen  upon  this  occafion,  are  major-general 
Manfel,  capt.  Pigot,  and  capt.  Fellows  of  the  third  dragoon  guards. 

Xhe  army  under  his  Imperial  Majefty  was  attacked  at  the  fame  time, 
and  the  only  particulars  with  which  I  am  acquainted  at  prefent  are, 
that  the  enemy  were  likewife  repulfed  with  great  lofs. 

I  fhall  not  fail  to  fend  you  a  more  full  account  by  the  firft  oppor- 
tunity,

As  I  thought  his  Majefty  might  wifh  to  be  informed,  as  foon  as 
poflible,  oif  ihe  fuccefs  which  the  combined  troops  under  my  com- 
mand had  had  on  the  26th  inftant,  I  difpatched  my  aid  de  camp,  capt. 
Murray,  from  the  field  of  battle,  and  take  this  opportunity  of  giving 
you  fome  further  details  concerning  the  aftion. 

It  appears  that  the  attack  of  the  enemy  was  intended  to  be  general 
along  the  whole  frontier,  from  Treves  to  the  fea. 

The  corps  which  attacked  that  under  my  command,  confifted  of  a 
column  of  eight  and  twenty  thoufand  men,  and  feventy-nine  pieces 
of  cannon,  which  marched  cut  of  Cambrai  the  preceding  night  a? 
tv.'elve  o'clock,  and  a  fmaller  one,  whofe  force  I  am  not  juftly  ac^ 
quainted  with,  which  moved  forwards  by  the  way  of  Prenaont  and 
Marets.  The  enemy  formed  their  line  at  day-break  in  the  morning, 
and,  under  favour  of  a  fog,  advanced  to  the  attack  of  the  villages  in 
iny  front,  which,  being  occupied  by  light  troops  only,  they  poffeffed  ■ 
iliemfelves  of  without  much  refiflance ;  and  advancing,  formed  theif 
attack  upon  the  village  of  Troifville,  into  which  they  had  aftually  en- 
tered, but  were  dillodged  again  by  the  well-direfted  fire  of  grape-fhot 
from  two  Britifti  fix-pounders,  under  the  command  of  lieutenant-co- 
lonel Congrdvel 

■  Their  movements  being  now  plainly  feen,  and  their  left  appearing 
to  be  unprotecled^T'determined  to  detach  the  cavalry  of  the  right 
wing,  confifting  of  the  Auftrian  cuiraffier  regiment  of  Zetchwitz,  of 
the  Blues,  ift,  3d,  5th  Dragoon  Guards,  and  Royals,  under  the  com- 
mand of  lieutenant-general  Otto,  and  to  turn  them  on  that  flank;  whilft, 
by  a  fevere  cannonade  from  our  front,  I  endeavoured  to  divert  their 
attention  from  this  movement.  Some  light  troops  were  likewife  di- 
rected to  turn,  if  poflible,  their  right  flank ;  but  having  received  a 
very  fevere  fire  from  a  wood,  which  they  imprudently  approached  too 
near,  they  were  obliged  to  retire  :  they  however  immediately  ral- 
lied, and,  after  driving  the  enemy  back,  took  from  them  two  pieces  of 
cannon. 

General  Otto  completely  fucceeded  in  his  movements.  The  enemy 
were  attacked  in  their  flank  and  rear,  and  although  they  at  firft  at- 
tempted to  refift,  they  were  foon  thrown  into  confufion,  and  the 
flaughter  was  immenfe.  Twenty-two  pieces  of  cannon,  and  a  very- 
great  quantity  of  ammunition,  fell  into  our  hands. 

Lieutenant-general  Chapuy,  who  commanded  this  corps,  with  three 
hundred  and  fifty  officers  and  privates,  were  taken,

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While  this  was  paffing  on  the  right,  we  were  not  lefs  fortunate  o^ 
our  left.  _  _      . 

The  cavalry  of  the  left  wing  having  moved  forwards  to  obferve  the 
enemy's  column,  vi'hich  was  advancing  from  Fremont  and  Marets,  the 
^th  and  nth  regiments  of  light  dragoons,  with  two  fqnadrons  ot 
arch-duke  Ferdinand's  huifars,  under  the  command  of  isajor  Ste- 
phanitz,  attacked  their  advanced  guard  with  fo  much  fpirit  and  im- 
petuofity,  as  to  defeat  them  completely.  Twelve  hundred  men  were 
left  dead  on  this  part  of  the  field  ;  ten  pieces  of  cannon,  and  eleven 
tumbrils  filled  with  ammunition,  were  taken. 

I  cannot  fnfficiently  exprefs  my  thanks  to  lieutenant-general  Otto 
for  the  manner  in  which  he  condusfled  the  movements  of  the  cavalry  of 
the  right  wing,  as  well  as  to  prince  Schwartzenberg  and  colonel  Vyfe 
(the  latter  of  whom  comm.anded  the  two  brigades  of  Eritifh  cavalry 
after  general  Manfell's  death)  for  the  fpirit  and  gallantry  with  which 
they  led  on  the  troops. 

The  eoolnefs  and  courage  manifef^ed  by  all  the  officers  and  foldiers 
of  his  Majefty's  troops,  demand  my  higheft  acknowledgments ;  and 
it  is  a  duty  1  owe  to  them,  to  defire  that  you  will  lay  my  humble  re- 
commendation of  them  before  his  Majefty. 

Enclofed  I  fend  the  returns  of  the  killed  and  wounded,  which  I  am 
happy  to  find  are  not  fo  confiderable,  as,  from  the  feverity  of  the  ac- 
tion, might  have  been  expefted. 

The  enemy,   in   three  columns,  attacked  likewife  the  army  under 
Ills  Imperial  Majefty  :  they  were,  however,  repulfed  with  confiderable 
Jofs,  and  driven  back  under  the  cannon  of  Guife.

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At  ten  o'clock  this  morning  the  town  offered  to  capitulate,  and  re- 
quefted  a  fufpenfion  of  arms  for  forty-eight  hours,  to  arrange  the  ar- 
ticles; but  this  was  abfolutely  refufed,  and  they  were  allowed  only 
half  an  hour  to  come  to  a  determination,  which,  upon  a  fecond  re- 
queft,  was  extended  to  an  hour. — Before,  however,  this  time  waselapf- 
ed,  the  deputies  of  the  town  came  out,  and,  after  a  very  (hort  confer- 
ence, agreed  to  deliver  up  the  place  this  evening  at  five  o'clock,  and 
that  the  garrifon  (hould  be  prifoners  of  war. 

This  fortunate  event,  which  was  not  expeifled  to  happen  fo  foon, 
makes  up  for  the  difagreeable  intelligence  which  we  received  this  day 
of  a  check,  which  general  Clairfayt  had  had  at  Moucron. — This  poll 
had  been  retaken  from  the  enemy  by  a  corps  of  Hanoverians,  under 
the  command  of  major-general  count  Oenhoufen,  the  night  before; 
but  the  enemy  having  in  a  manner  furrcunded  it,  general  Clairfayt, 
who  had  joined  the  Hanoverians  with  fix  battalions  of  Auftrians,  was 
at  laft  obliged  to  retreat,  and  had  taken  up  a  new  pofition,  in  order  to 
cover  the  high  road  from  Toumayto  Courtray. 

In  confequence  of  this  intelligence,  the  Emperor  has  defired  me  to 
march  this  evening,  as  quick  as  poffible,  to  St.  Amond,  and  from  thence^ 
if  necelfary,  to  Tournay,  to  the  affiftance  of  general  Clairfayt.

III  confequence  of  the  Emperors'  requefl-,  which  I  mentioned  in  my 
letter  of  the  30th,  I  marched  at  twelve  o'clock  the  night  before  laft, 
with  all  the  troops  under  my  command,  from  the  cam-p  near  Cateau, 
and  proceeded  here  with  part  of  the  cavalry  yefterday  evening ;  but, 
from  the  exceffive  heat  ©f  the  day,  and  a  fevere  ftorm,  which  lafted 
the  whole  night,  the  infantry  was  not  able  to  arrive  till  this  morning. 

I  went  over  by  appointment  to-day  to  Tournay,  to  meet  gene- 
ral Clairfayt,  in  order  to  confult  with  him  upon  the  neceffary  opera- 
tions for  compelling  the  enemy  to  retire  fi-om  Flanders,  and  had,  at 
the  fame  time,  an  opportunity  to  enquire  more  fully  into  the  un- 
fortunate aiFair  of  the  29th. 

General  Clairfayt  told  me,  that  the  enemy  had  taken  the  advantage 
of  his  abfence  at  Denain,  to  attack  and  carry  the  poft  of  Moucron, 
and  confequently  Courtray  itfelf.  Which  was  incapable  of  defence. 
That,  with  regard  to  the  affair  of  the  29th,  it  had  been  his  intention 
to  attack  the  enemy,  as  foon  as  fix  battalions  of  Auilrian  infantry, 
which  had  been  fent  to  him  from  the  Emperor's  army,  were  arrived  ; 

kut 
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■but  that  the  enemy  had  been  before  hand  with,  and  began  themfelves 
the  attack  :  that  his  troops  behaved  with  much  courage  and  refolution, 
from  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  when  the  attack  begun,  till  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  but  that,  as  foon  as  the  order  was  given  to 
retreat,  from  the  intricacy  of  the  country,  they  fell  into  a  confufion, 
from  which  it  was  impoffible  ever  to  rally  them. 

I  have  not  as  yet  teceived  the  returns  of  the  lofs  upon  this  oc- 
cafion  ;  but  I  fear  it  is  pretty  confiderable. 

The  brave  garrifon  of  Menin,  under  the  command  of  major-gene- 
ral Hammerftein,  after  fuftaining  the  attack  for  four  days,  finding  no 
probability  of  fuccour,  gallantly  determined  to  force  their  way  through 
the  enemy,  which  they  afFefled  without  any  great  lofs,  though  con- 
tinually harafTed  in  their  march. 

This  garrifon  confifted  of  four  battalions  of  his  Majefty's  Hang. 
X-erian  ^Voops  and  four  companies  of  the  loyal  emigrants. 

I  am  forry  that,  from  fome  recent  changes  in  the  diftribution  of  the 
troops  in  Flanders,  I  have  it  not  in  my  power  to  name  the  regi- 
ments which  have  diftinguilhed  themfelves  fo  much.  They  retired 
to  Ingelmunfter. 

The  enemy  has  not  as  yet  made  any  attempt  to  penetrate  into  the 
country.

The  enemy  having  attacked  me  yefterdav  in  different  columns,  to 
the  amount  of  30,000  men,  I  have  the  fatisfaftion  to  inform  you,  that 
after  a  Iharp  engagement  which  laft  five  hours^  we  repulfed  them  vrith 
great  lofs,  having  taken  from  them  1 3  pieces  of  cannon,  and  above 
^00  prifoner?.  ■''' 

The  attack  began  at  day-break,  when  the  enemy  attempted  to  turn 
^y  left  flank,  but  were  driven  back  by  the  Auftrian  regiment  of 
IK.aunitz,  which  was  pofted  in  a  wood  to  cover  us  on  that  fide. 

The  enemy  then  direfted  their  next  efforts  againft  my  centre,  upon 
which  they  advanced,  under  a  heavy  cannonade,  with  great  refolution ; 
but  a  favourable  opportunity  prefenting  itfelf,  of  attacking  them  o» 
their  right  flank,  which  did  not  feem  to  be  protefted,  lieutenant-ge- 
neral Harcourt  was  detached  for  that  purpofe,  with  fixteen  fquadrons 
of  Britifh  cavalry,  and  two  of  Auftrian  huffars.  General  Harcourt, 
having  fucceeded  in  gaining  their  flank,  attacked  them  with  fo  much 
lefolution  and  intrepidity,  that  they  immediately  began  to  retreat,  in 
the  courfe  of  which  they  were  foon  broke,  and  fuffered  confiderable 
lofs. 

Whilfl:  this  was  paffing  In  the  corps  under  my  particular  command, 
that  of  the  Hanoverians  on  my  xight  was  attacked  with  equal  vigour  : 
this,  however,  after  a  fevere  coniefl:,  terminated  to  the  advantage  of 
the  Hanoverians,  who  maintained  their  poft,  and  repulfed  th?  ene- 
my with  great  lofs. 

Jnclofed  I  fend  the  return  of  the  killed  and  wounded. 

I  have  many  thanks  to  return  to  lieutenant-general  Harcourt,  as 
well  as  to  major-general  Dundas  and  Sir  Robert  Lawrie,  for  the  courage 
and  good  conduft  which  they  fnewed  upon  this  occafion.  The  officers 
and  men  of  the  troops  which  they  led,  merit  alfo  every  commendation, 
having  well  funported  the  reputation  which  they  had  already  acquired 
|jy  their  conduct  on  the  26th  of  laft  month.

A  Letter,  dated  Tournny,  May  13,  1 794,  of  which  the  following  ts 
an  ExtraBj  was  ye/ierday  received  from  his  Royal  Highnefs  the 
Duhe  of  Tork,  by  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dtmdas,  his  Majefy's 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department. 

"  Since  my  lafl  letter  no  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  enemy  to 
harafs  or  raoleft  any  of  my  polls.  On  Sunday  morning,  however,  they 
attacked  in  groat  force  general  Clairfayt's  corps,  which  had  the  night 
before  crofTed  the  Keule.  The  aftion  lafted  from  one  o'clock  in  .he 
afternoon  till  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  when  general  Clairfayt  fucc.:eded 
in  completely  driving  them  back  into  the  town  of  Courtray ;  but,  not 
being  able  to  take  pofTeffion  of  the  place,  he  reireati^d  firil  acrofi  rhe 
Heule,  afterwards  behind  the  river  iV;^ndei ;  but  aeiHg  uill  very  clofeiy 
purfued  by  the  enemy,  he  found  hijnfelf  under  the  neccffity  of  con- 
tinuing 
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nuinglns  march  to  Thlele,  whdrehe  has  taken  up  a  pofition  in  order  to 
cover  Ghent,  Bruges,  and  Oftend.  His  iofs,  I  am  ferry  to  fay,  has 
been  very  confiderable.

^  Letter  (of  ivhlch  the  following  is  an  Extract )  from  his  Royal 
Highnefs  the  Duhe  ofTorh^  dated  Toiivnay,  May  16,  1794,  luas 
yejierday  received  by  the  Right  Hon,  Henry  Dundas,  his  Majejlys 
Principal  Secretary  cf  State  for  the  Home  Department. 

When  I  fent  my  laft  letter  the  enemy  had  fucceeded  in  forcing  the 
paffsge  of  the  Sambre,  and  had  confequently  obliged  general  Kaunitz 
to  retreat,  and  to  take  up  a  pofition  between  P^oufcroy  and  Binch,  in 
order  to  cover  Mons,  in  which  the  French  having  attacked  him  the 
day  before  yellerday,  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  repulfe  them  com- 
pletely, and  to  drive  them  beyond  the  Sambre.  The  enemy's  lofs  is 
ccmpated  at  50CO  men,  and  three  pieces  of  cannon. 

This  fuccefs  having  pey-feftly  fecured  that  part  of  the  country,  his 
Imperial  Majefty  immediately  determined  to  march  to  my  aiuftance, 
and  arrived  here  yellerday  himfelf,  leaving  his  brother,  the  arch-dukc 
Charles,  to  condudl  his  army  to  Orchies,

A  meffenger  has  juft  brought  an  account  that  general  baron  de  Eeau- 
lieu,  having  marched  into  the  duchy  of  Bouillon  on  the  1 8th  inftant, 
defeated  a  ccnliderable  body  of  French,  who  covered  that  Canton ; 
and  having  killed  twelve  hundred,  taken  between  two  and  three  hun- 
dred prifoners,  fix  pieces  of  cannon^  and  feveral  caifTons,  he  took  pof- 
feffion  of  the  town  of  Bouillon,  and  fummoned  the  citadel  to  furrender, 
which  was  refufed. 

The  inhabitants  having  fired  upon  the  Auftrians,  the  town  was  given 
up  to  be  pillaged.

A  Difpatch,  of  which  the  following  is  a  Copy,  u-as  this  morning  re- 
ceived from  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Dtihe  of  Torh,   by  the  Right 
Hon.  Henry  Dtwdas,  his  Majeflys  Principal  Secretary  of  Sta^e 
for  the  Home  Hepartment. 

Sir,  Toiirnay,  May  19,   1794' 

In  my  lail  letter  I  mentioned  to  you  his  Imperial  Majeily's  inten- 
tion of  making  a  general  attack  with  his  whole  force,  in  order,  by  a 

joint 
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joint  co-operation  with  the  troops  under  the  command  of  general  Clalr- 
fayt,  to  compel  the  enemy  to  evacuate  Flanders. 

On  the  1 6th,  at  night,  the  army  moved  forward,  for  this  purpofe, 
in  five  columns. 

The  two  columns  on  the  left  were  intended  to  force  the  paffage  of 
the  Marque,  and,  by  a  vigorous  attack  on  the  enemy's  pofts  along  the 
river,  to  cover  the  operations  of  the  three  remaining  columns  :  thefe 
were  dellined  to  force  the  enemy's  pofts  by  Roubaix,  Waterloo,  and 
Moucron,  thus  to  favour  general  Clairfayt's  paffage ,  of  the  Lys,  and 
then,  by  a  junction  with  his  corps,  to  have  cut  off  the  communication 
between  Lifle  and  Courtray, 

Unfortunately  the  two  columns  on  the  left  forced  the  pafiage  of  th« 
Marque  fo  late,  and  v/ere  fo  'much  fatigued  by  the  length  of  their 
march,  that  they  were  not  able  to  accompliKli  the  remainder  of  the 
propofed  plan,  while  the  column  on  the  right,  under  general  Bufche, 
finding  the  enemy  at  Moucron  in  much  greater  numbers  than  had  been 
expefted,  was  under  the  neceffity  of  relinquifhing  its  attack,  and  of 
retreating  to  its  former  pofition  at  Warcoing. 

Lieutenant-general  Otto  proceeded  with  his  column  through  Leers 
to  Waterloo,  from  whence,  after  fome  refiftance,  he  drove  the  enemy, 
and  pulhed  on  to  Tourcoin^. 

My  column  confifted  of  l!even  battalions  of  Britifh,  five  of  Aijlftrians, 
and  two  of  Heffiaas,  with  fix  fquadrons  of  light  dragoons,  and  fouE 
of  huffars.  We  moved  forward  from  Templeuve  to  Lannoy,  which  we 
forced  the  enemy  to  evacuate,  after  a  fhort  cann6nade,  in  which  I  had 
the  misfortune  to  loofe  major  Wright,  of  the  royal  artillery,  a  brave 
and  deferving  officer. 

Having  left  the  two  Hefiian  battalions  at  Lannoy,  I  proceeded  to 
Roubaix,  where  we  found  the  enemy  in  great  ftrength  both  of  men 
and  cannon.  The  refiftance  was  proportionably  ftronger,  but  equally 
unavailing,  as  the  enemy  foon  found  themfelves  compelled  to  retire, 
which  they  did  towards  Moucron. 

Having  at  this  time  no  intelligence  of  the  two  columns  on  my  right 
and  left,  notwithftanding  I  had  made  every  effort  to  obtain  it,  I  did 
not  think  it  prudent  to  advance  any  furtlier,  but  was  refolved  to  have 
left  my  advanced  guard,  under  the  command  of  lieutenant-general 
Abercromby,  at  Roubaix,  and,  v.'ith  the  remainder  of  my  corps,  to  have 
taken  a  pofition  on  the  heights  behind  Lannoy.  The  orders  for  this 
purpofe  were  given  ;  but  having  acquainted  his  Imperial  Majefiy,  v/ho 
had  advanced  to  Lannoy,  with  ray  intention,  the  neceffity  of  co-operat- 
ing with  general  Clairfayt  induced  his  Majefty  to  dired  that  I  Ihouid 
proceed  to  the  attack  of  Mouveaux. 

I  accordingly  direfted  the  attack  to  be  made  by  lieutenant-general 
Abercromby,  vv^ith  the  four  battalions  of  guards.  He  found  the  enemy 
flrongly  intrenched,  but  having  cannonaded  it  for  fome  time,  the  good 
countenance  of  the  fiank  battalion  of  guards,  v\'ho  advanced  to  ftorm 
it  with  the  utmoft  order,  fupported  by  the  firft  battalion,  and  fc- 
conded  by  the  7th  and  1 5th  light  dragoons,  under  lieutenant-colonel 
Churchill,  compelled  the  enemv  to  retire,  with  the  lofs  of  three  pieces 
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of  cannon,  and  of  a  confiderable  number  of  men,  who  were  cut  do^rfl 
by  the  light  dragoons  in  the  purfuitj  which  wa-s  continued  as  far  33 
Bouderes.  ,    . 

Upon  njaturely  confidering  the  nature  of  our  fituation,  I  direfted 
lieutenant-general  Abercrcmby  to  remarn  at  Mouveaux  witli  the  four 
battalions  of  guards ;  and  having  pofted  four  Auftrian  battalions  to 
cover  Roubaix,  I  detached  the  fecond  brigade  of  Britiih  infantry,  un- 
der the  command  of  major-general  Fox,  to  take  poft  on  ray  left,  on 
the  great  road  leading  from  Lille  to  Roubaix.  The  cavalry  was  di- 
vided with  thefe  feverai  corps  for  the  purpofe  of  patroling,  the  nature 
of  the  country  not  admitting  of  their  being  of  any  other  ufe.  My 
advanced  pofts  communicated  with  thofe  of  generalOtto,  on  my  right, 
who  I  now  found  had  got  poffeffion  of  Turcoing. 

Early  the  next  morning  the  enemy  attacked  the  pofts  of  Turcoing  in 
great  force,  and  I  received  an  application  from  colonel  Devay,  who 
commanded  there,  to  make  a  diverfion  in  his  favour  ;  for  which  pur- 
pofe I  fent  two  battalions  of  Auftrians,  giving  them  exprefs  direftions, 
if  they  Ihould  be  prefied,  to  fall  back  upon  me ;  but,  by  fome  mif- 
take,  inftead  of  doing  fo,  they  joined  colonel  Devay.  From  this  cir- 
cumftance,  an  opening  was  left  on  my  right,  of  which  the  enemy 
availed  himfelf  in  the  attack  upon  my  corps,  which  took  place  foon 
after,  and,  by  fo  doing,  obliged  me  to  employ  the  only  battalion  I  had 
left,  to  fecure  a  point  which  was  of  the  utmoft  confequence  to  us. 

At  this  period  a  very  coniiderable  column  of  the  enemy,  which  we 
have  fince  learnt  amounted  to  1 5,000  men,  appeared  advancing  from 
Lifie,  whilft  another  corps,  having  forced  its  way  through  general 
Otto's  pofitionby  Waterloo,  attacked  us  on  the  rear.  The  few  troops 
that  remained  with  me,  foon  gave  way  before  fuch  fuperior  numbers, 
nor  was  it  in  my  power,  with  every  effort  I  could  ufe,  affifted  by  thoie 
of  the  officers  who  were  about  me,  to  rally  them.  At  that  moment 
the  advanced  parties  of  the  column  from  Lille  (hewed  themfeives  alfo 
upon  the  road  between  Roubaix  and  Mouveaux,  and  I  found  it  im- 
poffible  to  fucceed  in  the  attempt  which  1  made  to  join  the  brigade  of 
guards. 

Thus  circumftanced,  I  turned  my  attention  to  join  general  Fox's 
brigade,  but  upon  proceeding  to  Roubaix  for  diat  purpofe,  I  found  it 
in  the  pofTelTion  of  the  enemy. 

Thus  completely  cut  otf  from  every  part  of  my  corps,  nothing  remained 
for  me  to  do  but  to  force  my  way  to  that  of  general  Otto,  and  to  con- 
cert  meafures  with  him  to  free  my  own  troops. 

This  I  efFetled,  accompanied  by  a  few  dragoons  of  the  1 6th  regi- 
ment, with  great  difficalty  ;  but  the  projed  of  marching  upon  Lannoy, 
to  which  general  Octo  had  confented,  as  a  meafure  which  would  greatly 
facilitate  the  retreat  of  my  corps,  being  given  up,  upon  finding  that 
the  Heffians  had  been  obliged  to  abandon  that  place,  I  found  myfelf 
under  the  painful  neceffity  of  continuing  with  general  Otto's  columa 
the  remainder  of  the  day. 

Previous  to  this,  I  had  fent  orders  to  general  Abercromby  to  retire 
from  MouveaSx  to  the  heights  behind  Roubaix,  where  it  was  my  in- 
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tention  to  have  afiembled  my  corps ;  and  the  Coldftream  battalion  had 
been  pofted  to  cover  the  communication  till  he  efFefted  his  retreat. 
In  conf^quence  of  thefe  direftions,  general  Aberbromby  began  his  re- 
treat, and  on  his  arrival  upon  the  heights  of  Roubaix,  finding  himfelf 
furrounded  upon  all  fides,  vi^ithout  a  poffibility  of  affembling  the  corps, 
he  determined  to  continue  it  to  Lannoy.  This  he  effeded,  amidft  the 
re[>eated  attacks  of  the  enemy,  vi^ho  poured  upon  him  from  all  parts. 
General  Abercromby  found  Lannoy  alfo  in  poffeffion  of  the  enemy, 
but  he  avoided  the  town  by  marching  round  it  under  a  very  heavy  fire, 
and  foon  after  reached  Templeuve. 

Major  general  Fox,  after  fuftaining,  with  great  refolution,  a  very  vigor- 
ous attack  from  the  principal  part  of  the  column,  which  came  from 
Lifle,  began  his  retreat  alfo  ;  and  finding  himfelf  cut  off  from  the  bri- 
gade of  guards,  and  Lannoy  occupied  by  the  enemy,  he  direfted  his 
march  upon  the  village  of  Leers,  at  which  place  he  joined  the  column 
of  lieutenant  general  Otto. 

I  enclofe  you  a  return  of  our  lofs  upon  this  occafion.  I  regret  that  it 
is  fo  great ;  but  when  the  nature  of  the  adlion  is  confidered,  and  that 
it  was  condufted  in  a  country  the  moft  favourable  to  the  views  of  the 
enemy  that  they  could  have  wifhed  for,  while  their  perfect  knowledge 
of  thefe  parts  enabled  them  to  take  every  advantage  of  it,  it  might 
have  been  expefted  to  have  been  ftill  more  confiderable.  From  the 
badnefs  of  the  roads,  the  lofs  of  the  horfes,  and  the  timidity  of  the  dri- 
vers, the  leaving  a  part  of  our  artillery  became  inevitable.  I  am  to 
defire  that  you  will  affure  his  Majefty,  that  the  officers  and  men  fhew- 
ed  all  the  firmnefs  and  refolution  on  this  occafion  that  could  be  ex- 
pefted  from  them  ;  and  it  would  be  an  injuftice  done  to  the  reft  to 
diftinguifh  any  particular  corps.  The  abilities  and  coolnefs  with 
which  lieutenant  general  Abercromby,  and  major  general  Fox,  condudl- 
ed  their  different  corps,  under  thefe  trying  circumftances,  require,  how- 
ever, that  I  ftiould  particularly  notice  them. 

It  is  a  peculiar  confolation  to  me,  that  the  column  under  my  command 
executed,  to  the  full  extent,  their  intended  p^rt  of  the  operation  ;  and 
that  in  the  check  which  they  afterwards  fuftained,  the  condudl  of  the 
Britifh  troops  has  entitled  them  to  the  warmeft  expreffions  of  gratitude 
and  admiration  on  the  part  of  his  Imperial  Majefty.

Sir,  Tcurnayf  May  23,    1 794. 

I  have  the  fatisfaftion  to  acquaint  you,  for  his  Majefty's  information, 
that  vefterday  morning  the  enemy  having  made  an  attack  upon  the 
combined  army,  under  the  command  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  were  re- 
pulfed,  after  a  long  and  obilinate  engagement. 

The  attack  began  at  five  o'clock,  but  did  not  appear  to  be  ferious 
till  towards  nine,  when  the  v/hole  force  of  the  enemy  (confuling,  ac- 
cording to  every  account,  of  upwards  of  one  hundred  thoufand  men) 
Was  brought  againft  the  right  wing,  with  the  intention  of  forcing,  if 
poflible,  the  palTage  of  the  Scheldt,  in  order  to  inveft  Tournay. 

At  firft  they  drove  in  the  out-pofts,  and  obliged  general  Bufche's 
corps,  which  was  pofted  at  Efpierres,  to  fall  back  upon  the  main  army ; 
But  upon  fuccour  being  fent,  general  Wallmoden,  who,  though  very 
unwell,  had  retaken  the  command  of  the  Hanoverians,  maintained 
his  pofition.  The  enemy,  by  conftantly  bringing  up  frefh  troops, 
were  enabled  to  continue  the  attack,  without  intermiffion,  till  nine 
o'clock  at  night. 

The  troops  of  the  right  wing  being  greatly  fatigued,  it  became  ne- 
ceflary  to  lupport  them  from  my  wing ;  for  which  purpofe,  befides 
fevp-n  Aullrian  battalions,  1  detached  the  fecond  brigade  of  Britifh, 
under  the  command  of  major-general  Fox.  Nothing  could  exceed  the 
fpirit  and  gallantry  with  which  they  conduced  themfelves,  particularly 
in  the  ftorm  of  the  village  of  Pontechin,  which  they  forced  with  the 
bayonet.  The  enemy  immediately  began  to  retreat,  and  during  the 
night  withdrew  all  their  pods,  and,  according  to  every  information, 
have  fallen  back  upon  Lifle. 

Seven  pieces  of  cannon,  and  about  500  prifoners,  have  fallen  into 
our  hands,  and  the  enemy's  lofs,  in  killed  and  wouxided,  is  faid  to 
amount  to  little  fhort  of  twelve  thoufand  men,  which  is  by  no  means 
improbable,  as  they  were  expofed  to  an  inceflant  fire  of  cannon  and 
mufquetry  for  upwards  of  twelve  hours 

The  manner  in  which  general  Fox  conduced  the  brigade  of  Britifh 
infantry  of  the  line  merits  my  warmeft  approbation.

I  have  the  pleafure  to  inform  you,  that  his  Imperial  Majefly  has  re- 
ceived, this  morning,  intelligence  from  general  couat  Kaunitz,  that,  on 
the  24th  inftant,  he  attacked  the  French  army  which  had  paffed  the 
Sambre,  and  had  taken  a  pofition  with  its  left  to  Rouveroy,  and  its  right 
to  Fontaine  I'Eveque  ;  and  that  he  has  completely  defeated  them,  and 
obliged  them  to  retreat  in  great  confufion  over  the  river,  which  he  in- 
tended to  pafs  with  his  army  to-day  in  purfuit  of  them. 

The  enemy  has  lofl  near  fifty  pieces  of  cannon,  and  above  five 
thoufand  men,  three  thoufand  of  whom  are  prifoners.  The  lofs  of  the 
Auftrians  has  been  very  inconfiderable,  as  they  in  a  manner  furprized 
them. 

Accounts  were  likewife  received  to-day  that  the  enemy  has  made  an  in- 
road into  the  duchy  of  Luxembourg,  with  an  army  of  forty  thoufand  men, 
and  has  taken  poffeffion  of  Arlon,  which  has  obliged  general  Beaulieu 
(who  hnd  moved  forward  with  the  troops  under  his  command,  and  had 
taken  the  town  of  Bouillon  by  ftorm)  to  retire,  and  to  fall  back  on 
Marche,  in  order  to  cover  Namur.

Articles  of  Cap'tUilatlon  propofed  hy  Major-General  Sails,  Command- 
ant of  Tpresy  to  General  Moreau,  Coinmander  of  the  Befieging 
Army  before  Tpres, 

General  Salis  will  deliver  up  to  the  general  of  divifion,  Moreau,  the 
town  of  Ypres,  on  the  following  conditions. 

Art.  I.  The  garrifon  (hall  march  out  with  the  honours  of  war,  as 
well  as  all  its  military  attendants.     Anfwer.  Granted. 

Art.  II.  The  garrifon  Ihall  be  allowed  to  carry  with  it  all  the  am- 
munition, pieces  of  artillery,  and  every  thing  appertaining  to  the  army, 
Anfwer.  Refufed. 

Art.  III.  The  garrifon  fhall  march  out  of  the  town  as  foon  as  poffi- 
ble, and  on  the  day  to  be  agreed  upon  before  the  figning  of  the  capi- 
tulation, through  the  gate  of  Dixmude,  or  of  Menin,  in  order  to  go  to 
fuch  place  as  general  Salis  fhall  judge  proper,  with  its  arms  and  bag- 
gage, horfes,  drums,  matches  lighted,  colours  flying,  and  all  the  cannon 
it  can  carry  away.  Anfwer.  The  honours  of  war  fhall  be  granted  to 
the  garrifon,  in  teftimony  of  the  brave  defence  it  has  made  :  it  fhall 
depart  by  the  gate  of  Menin  twenty-four  hours  after  the  figning  of  the 
capitulation;  fhall  lay  down  its  arms  and  colours,  after  having  paffed 
the  Glacis ;  and  fhall  be  fent  prifoners  of  war  to  fuch  parts  of  the  re- 
public as  fhall  be  afUgned  to  it.

Art.  V.  Four  covered  waggons,  that  is  to  fay,  which  ftiall  not  be 
examined,  fhall  be  provided.     Anfwer.     Refufed. 

Art.  VI.  The  convalefcent  foldiers,  the  fick  officers,  and  the  pro- 
per carriages  to  convey  them,  fhall  alfo  be  provided  by  the  befiegers. 
Anfwer.  The  fick  of  the  garrifon  Ihall  be  treated  as  the  French,  and 
Ihall  become  prifoners  of  war,  on  their  recovery. 

Art.  VII.  With  refpeft  to  fuch  fick  as  fhall  not  be  able  to  bear  a 
carriage,  they  fliall  remain  here  in  the  hofpitals  to  be  taken  care  of  at 
the  expence  of  the  refpeftive  troops,  under  the  fuperintendance  of  an 
officer  or  commiflary  ;  and,  as  foon  as  the  fick  fhall  be  in  a  ftate  to  be 
conveyed  away,  carriages  fhall  be  provided  for  them.  Anfwer.  Ee- 
cided  by  the  anfwer  of  the  6th  article. 

Art.  VIII.  The  commiflTaries,  and  every  perfon  attached  to  the  Im- 
perial fervice,  under  any  defcription  whatfoever,  fhall  be  included  in 
the  capitulation  of  the  troops,  and  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  conditions. 
Anfwer.  The  commifTaries,  and  every  perfon  attached  to  the  Im- 
perial fervice,  but  not  in  a  military  capacity,  fhall  depart  from  the 
town,  after  having  delivered  to  the  commifTaries  of  the  republic  the 
feveral  departments  of  adminiftration  with  which  they  are  entrufted, 
and  fhall  retire  wherever  they  fhall  think  proper,  after  being  infpefted 
by  the  commandant  of  the  place,  and  having  produced  their  com- 
mifTions.

Art.  XII.  To  fuch  of  the  inhabitants  aschufe  to  retire  elfewherc 
with  their  efFefts,  paflports  fliall  be  granted  to  travel  in  fafety.

Granted,  after  the  examination  of  their  effeds  by  the  com- 
mifTaries of  the  republic. 

Art.  XIII.  The  debts  contracted  by  the  garrifon  and  military,  be.

thofe  liquidated  as  thofe  to  be  liquidated,  fhall  be  held  lawful  and 
fairly  ccntrailcd.

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Art.  XIV.  A  p©ft  ftiall  be  granted  and  named  to  be  delivered  to 
the  befiegers,  as  foon  as  the  capitulation  Ihall  be  figned  and  delivered  to 
each  contracting  party,  under  condition  that  no  perfon  of  the  befiegers 
Ihall  have  permiffion  to  come  to  the  pofts  which  the  prefent  garrifon 
ftill  occupies,  as  alfo  that  no  perfon  of  the  befiegers  (hall  come  into 
the  town  as  long  as  the  faid  garrifon  fhall  remain  there,  except 
the  officers  and  commiffaries  having  charge  of  the  arfenal,  provifions,

The  Prince 
of  Cobourg  was  retreating  to  a  ftrong  pofition  near  Hal. 

An  account  had  juft  been  received  at  Nivelle,  that  Charleroy  had 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.

Having  received  intelligence,  on  Tuefday  night,  that  the  enemy 
had  moved  forward  in  great  force  upon  general  Clairfayt's  pofition, 
and  that  they  had  detached  a  corps  to  attack  Oudenarde,  I  found  it 
abfolutely  neceffary  for  the  defence  of  the  Scheldt,  to  march  immedi- 
ately to  this  place,  as  from  hence  I  could,  with  greater  facility,  fupport 
that  place,  and  move  upon  any  point  at  which  they  might  attempt 
to  force  a  paffage. 

The  enemy  obliged  general  Clairfayt  to  abandon  his  pofition  at 
Peynfe,  and  fall  back  upon  Ghent  on  Wednefday,  where  they  again 
attacked  him  the  next  day,  but  were  fortunately  repulfed. 

This  retreat  of  general  Clairfayt  rendered  it  impoffible  For  general 
Walmoden  to  fupport  himfelf  with  fo  fmall  a  body  of  troops  as 
he  had  under  his  command  at  Bruges.  He  therefore  found  it  necef- 
fary to  abandon  that  place  on  Thurfday,  and  to  fall  back. to  Land-, 
march,  and  join  general  Clairfayt's  right  flank. 

The  confequences  of  thefe  laft  movements,  though  neceffary,  are 
exceedingly  unpleafant,  as  all  immediate  communication  with  Oilend 
is  cutoff. 

Yefterday  the  enemy  made  another  attempt  upon  Oudenarde,  which 
they  cannonaded  the  whole  day,  and  even  carried  in  the  afternoon  the 
fauxbourg ;,  but  were  driven  out  again  in  the  night,  and  have  now  re- 
treated to  a  fmall  diftance. 

Yefterday  evening  I  received  the  difagreeable  intelligence  of  the 
Prince  of  Cobourg's  having  failed  in  his  attack  upon  the  French  army 
at  Goflelies  and  Fleurus,  as  well  as  of  the  furrender  of  Charleroi.

Although  there  was  great  reafon  to  fufpeft  that  Charleroi  was 
already  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  yet,  as  no  certain  intelligence 
could  poffibly  be  procured,  the  attack,  which  had  been  determined  upon 
for  its  relief,  became  neceffary,  to  prevent  the  fate  of  fo  important  a 
place  as  Charleroi  being  left  to  chance. 

In  confequence,  the  army  marched  on  the  25th  in  five  columns,  and 
early  on  the  morning  of  the  26th,  attacked  the  enemy's  entrenched 
pofition  between  Lambufart,  Efpinies,  and  Goffelies. 

The  attack,  which  was  executed  with  great  refolution,  was  every 
where  fuccafsful ;  and  the  enemy's  advanced  corps,  although  protected 
by  ftrong  redoubts,  were  driven  back.  In  the  evening  the  left  wiiig 
arrived  at  the  principal  heights  on  this  fide  of  the  Sambre. 

The  ground  here  forms  a  gentle  declivity,  which  the  enemy  had 
fortined  by  a  very  extenfive  line  of  redoubts,  in  which  they  had 
brought  an  immenfe  number  of  cannon.  Notwithftanding  thefe  ob- 
ftacles,  the  left  wing  attempted  to  force  the  enemy's  pofition  with 
fixed  bayonets  ;  but  the  furrender  of  Charleroi,  which  took  place  on 
the  evening  of  the  25th,  having  enabled  the  enemy  to  reinforce  them- 
felves  with  the  befieging  army,  and  thus  to  bring  the  greateft  part  of 
their  force  againft  our  left  wing,  this  advantage,  added  to  thofe  of 
their  fituation,  and  of  the  quantity  of  heavy  artillery,  enabled  them 
to  repulfe  our  attack.  The  troops,  neverthelefs,  formed  again  under 
the  fire  of  the  enemy's  guns,  and  would  have  renewed  the  attack 
with  the  fame  refolution,  had  not  the  certainty  of  the  fall  of  Charleroi, 
now  confirmed  by  the  reports  of  prifoners,  and  feveral  other  circum- 
ftances,  determined  our  general  officers  not  to  expofe  their  brave 
troops  any  further.  They  halted  to  remove  the  wounded,  and  to  give 
the  infantry  time  to  reft,  and  then  began  the  retreat,  which  was 
eiFefted  with  the  greateft  order,  as  far  as  Marbais,  where  the  army 
paffes  this  night,  and  will  march  to  Nivelles  to-morrow,  to  cover  the 
country  as  far  as  is  poffible,  and  to  protefl  Namur. 

Ourlofs  is  not  very  confiderable,  and  may  perhaps  amount  to  1500 
men.  No  cannon  have  been  loft  ;  but  a  howitzer  and  one  colour  have 
been  taken  from  the  enemy.

By  a  letter  received  from  lieutenant-general  the  earl  of  Moira, 
dated  the  2gth  of  laft  month,  it  appears,  that  his  lordfhip,  and  the 
troops  under  his  command,  had  arrived  at  Malle,  four  miies  from 
Bruges,  on  the  great  caufeway  to  Ghent.  It  alfo  appears,  by  a  letter 
from  colonel  Vyfe,  dated  at  Oftend  on  the  fame  day,  that  he  was  then 
embarking  the  8th,  33  d,  and  44th  regiments,  and  the  reft  of  the  troops, 
artillery,  and  ftores,  intending  to  evacuate  that  place.

The  troops  under  my  command  quitted  their  camp  at  Sempft,  on  the 
8th  at  night,  and  arrived  the  next  morning  at  this  pofition.

On  Sunday  afternoon  the  enemy  attacked  all  the  out-pofls  occupied 
hy  ray  advanced  corps  in  front  of  the  canal  leading  from  Brufl'els  to 
Antwerp,  and  being  greatly  fuperior  in  numbers,  drove  them  into  the 
town  of  Malines,  upon  which  place  they  likewife  fired ;  but,  upon  a 
jeinforcement  arriving,  under  the  command  of  the  Earl  of  Moira,  the 
enemy  fell  back,  with  fome  lofs. 

This  morning,  hov/ever,  they  renewed  the  attack,  and  having  fuc- 
leeeded  in  obliging  the  polls  on  the  left  of  Malines  to  abandon  the 
canal,  and  to  retreat  from  the  Dyle,  lieutenant-general  Dalwig 
thought  himfelf  obliged  to  fall  back  to  Welhem,  where  he  has  taken 
up  a  pofition,  to  cover  that  pafs  of  the  river.  I  have  detached  lord 
Moira  to  take  poffeflion  of  the  village  of  Duffel  upon  his  left ;  and 
general  Walmoden,  with  the  Hanoverians,  is  at  Lierre.

In  my  lail  letter  of  the  i  3th  inftant  I  acquainted  you,  for  his  Ma- 
jefty's  information,,  with  a  report,  which  I  had  juft  received,  of  the 
enemy's  having  made  a  movement  towards  Oofterwych.  It  appeared, 
however,  by  the  account  of  the  next  day,  that  this  corps  has  fallen 
back  in  the  night.  The  fame  accounts,  confirmed  by  the  reports  of 
deferters,  affured  us,  that  a  very  confiderable  detachment,  amounting 
K)  fifteen  thoufand  men,  had  been  made  towards  Maeftricht. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  a  fudden  attack,  in  which  it  appeared  theene« 
•mv  were  in  great  force,  was  made  upon  all  my  pofts  of  the  right ;  and 

that 
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that  of  Boxtel,  which  was  the  moft  advanced,  was  forced,  ^s'ith  con» 
fiderable  lofs  to  the  Hefle  Darmftadt  troops,  who  occupied  it. 

As  the  line  of  my  outpofts  upon  the  Dommel  could  not  be  main- 
tained, while  the  enemy  were  in  poffeffion  of  Boxtel,  it  appeared 
neceflary  to  regain  it ;  at  the  fame  time  the  degree  of  refiflancc  which 
the  enemy  v/ould  make,  would  ferve  to  afcertain  whether  this  attack 
was  fupported  by  their  army,  with  a  view  to  a  general  attack,  or  was 
merely  an  affair  of  out-pofts. 

I  therefore  ordered  lieutenant-general  Abercromby  to  march  with 
the  refe'rve  during  the  night,  with  directions  to  reconnoitre  the  poft  at 
day  light,  and  to  ad  as  he  fhould  judge  beft,  from  what  he  could  dif- 
cover  of  the  force  of  the  enemy. 

Lieutenant-general  Abercromby  having  advanced  as  direfted,  found 
the  enemy  in  fuch  ftrength  as  left  little  room  to  doubt  of  the  proximity 
of  their  army,  and  he  accordingly  retired,  but  in  fuch  good  order  as 
prevented  the  enemy  from  making  any  impreffion,  although  they  fol- 
lowed him  for  feme  diftance. 

About  this  time  I  received  private  information,  upon  which  I  could 
rely,  and  which  wss  confirmed  by  the  obfervation  of  my  patroles, 
and  the  repcrrs  of  deferters,  that  the  enemy  had  been  reinforced  by 
the  corps  which  had  hitherto  been  afting  in  Weft  Flanders,  as  well  as 
by  a  column  of  the  arrny  which  had  been  employed  before  Valen- 
ciennes and  Conde. — The  fame  information  afTured  me,  alfo,  that  the 
column,  which  had  been  marching  towards  Maeflricht,  had  fuddenly 
returned  towards  us. 

From  thefe  accounts,  and  what  I  knew  of  the  previous  flrength  of 
the  enemy,  it  appeared  that  the  aftual  force  now  advancing  againft 
me,  and  whofe  ohjeti  could  only  be  an  attack  upon  my  army,  could 
fcarcely  be  lefs  than  eighty  thoufand  men. 

The  hazard  of  an  aftion  with  fuch  a  very  great  difparity  of 
numbers,  could  not  but  become  a  matter  of  the  mofl  ferious  confidera- 
tlon  ;  and,  after  the  moft  mature  deliberation,  I  did  not  think  rayfelf 
at  liberty  to  rifk,  in  fo  unequal  a  conteft,  his  Majefty's  troops,  or 
thofe  of  his  allies  ferving  with  them.  I  had  the  utmoft  reliance  on 
their  courage  and  difcipline,  and  I  had  no  doubt  but  that  thefe 
would  have  enabled  me  to  refift  the  firft  efforts  of  the  enemy  ;  but  it 
could  fcarcely  be  expefted  that  even  by  the  utmoft  exertion  of  thefe 
qualities  they  would  be  able  to  withftand  the  reiterated  attacks, 
which  the  vaft  fuperiority  of  the  enemy  would  enable  them  to  make, 
and  which  we  know,  from  experience,  is  a  general  principle  upon  which 
they  aft. 

Aftuated  by  thefe  reafons,  and  the  further  information,  which  I  re- 
cnved  about  noon,  that  the  enemy  were  marching  in  confiderable 
columns  toward  my  left,  in  which  part  my  pofition  was  moft  vulner- 
able, I  determined  on  retreating  acrofs  the  Meufe.  The  army  ac- 
cordingly marched  at  three  o'clock,  and,  without  any  lofs  whatever, 
took  up  a  pofition,  which  had  been  previoufly  reconnoitered,  about 
three  miles  in  front  of  this  place,  from  which  they  crofted  the  river 
yefterday  morning,

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The  lofs  in  the  attack  upon  the  out-pofts  has  fallen  chiefly  upon  the 
Heffe  Darmftadt  troops,  with  fome  of  the  foreiga  troops  newly  raifed 
for  his  Majefty's  fervice.

Yefterday  morning  the  enemy  attacked  the  whole  of  the  advanced 
pofts  of  my  right  wing,  in  very  great  force,  particularly  that  of  Drutin, 
which  was  defended  by  the  37th  regiment,  and  that  of  Appelthern, 
where  the  Prince  of  Rohan's  light  battalion  was  pofted.  Nothing 
could  exceed  the  gallantry  with  which  the  whole  of  the  troops  on  the 
advanced  pofts  (particularly  thofe  two  corps)  behaved;  but  at  laft  the 

poll 
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poft  an  ttie  left  of  the  37th  regiment,  which  was  occupied  by  a  de- 
tachment of  Rohan  huffars,  having  been  forced*  major  Hope,  who 
commanded  the  37th,  and  who  diftinguifhed  himfelf  exceedingly,  was 
obliged  to  retreat  upon  the  Dyke  along  the  Waal,  which  he  continued 
for  {omc,  time,  without  being  much  annoyed  by  the  enemy.  Unfortu- 
nately, however,  a  ftrong  body  of  the  enemy's  huffars  being  miftaken 
for  the  corps  of  Rohan,  the  regiment  allowed  them  to  come  upon 
unmolcfted,  when  the  huiTars  immediately  attacked,  and  the  narrow- 
nefs  of  the  Dyke,  which,  on  every  occafion,  muft  have  afforded  a 
fecurity  to  the  infantry,  in  this  inftance  afted  againft  them,  as  they 
were  driven  off  it  by  the  enemy's  charge,  and,  I  am  forry  to  fay, 
hkve  fufFered  very  confiderably. 

As  they  were  upon  the  advanced  pofcs,  I  have  not  as  yet  received 
an  exaft  return  of  their  lofs ;  but  I  underfiand  that  captains  Baird, 
Hendley,  and  Duff,  lieutenants  Mitchel,  Thompfon,  Colquhoun  and 
Murray,  with  the  quarter-mafter  Mr.  Duxall,  were  made  pirifoners ;  of 
which  number  captain  Duff,  lieutenants  Mitchel  and  Colquhoun,  are 
wounded.  All  the  prifoners  who  were  taken  agreed  in  the  intelli- 
gence that  the  enemy  had  brought  over  thirty  thoufand  men;  and  at 
the  fame  time  I  received  the  reports  that  a  very  confiderable  body 
of  them,  having  paffed  the  Meufe  between  Rurem^onde  and  Venlo, 
were  advancing  upon  ray  left  flank,  and  had  already  taken  poffeffion  of 
Cleves. 

Under  thefe  circumftances  (never  having  intended  to  rifque  an  ac- 
tion in  my  prefent  pofition),  which  I  only  kept  in  order  to  preferve  a 
communication  with  Graves,  and  to  cover  the  reparations  which  were 
intended  to  have  been  made  to  the  fortifications  of  this  place,  I  de- 
termined to  pafs  the  Waal,  and  to  take  up  thfe  different  cantonments, 
which  were  already  marked  out  for  the  defence  of  the  river,  leaving 
general  Walmoden  with  a  corps  to  cover  the  town. 

Part  of  the  troops  began  their  march  yefterday  evening,  and  the  re- 
mainder this  morning,  without  any  moleftation  from  the  enemy.

By  difpatches  this  niorning  received  from  his  Royal  HIghnefs  the 

Duke  of  York,  dated  Arnheim,  the  z8th  of  Oftober,  and  ift  and  4th 

of  November,  1 794,  it  appears  that  the  enemy  on  the  27th  ult.  made 

an  attack  on  the  Britifh  out-polls  in  front  of  Niraeguen,  which  were 

driven  in ;  a  new  pofition  was  in  confequence  taken  up  oppoflte  to 
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the  left  of  the  town,  againft  which  a  heavy  fire  has  fince  been 
kept  up  by  the  French,  who,  the  fame  evening,  attacked  the  out-pofts 
of  Fort  St.  Andre,  which  fell  back  to  the  fort.  Lieutenant-general 
Abercrombie,  and  lieutenant-colonel  Sit  William  Clarke  were  flightiy 
wounded  in  this  Ikrrmifh  ;  and  captain  Pifton,  of  the  i  2th  regiment, 
was  alfo  wounded,  in  a  fally  made  from  Nimeguen  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  28th.  C?n  the  ift  of  November  the  enemy  broke  ground, 
but  it  jdoes  not  appear  that  they  have  fince  made  any  confiderable  pro- 
grefs  in  the  fiege.  The  fame  difpatches  mention  that  Venlo  fur- 
lendered  on  the  28th.  The  garrifon  is  allowed  to  march  out  with  the 
honours  of  war,  and  ten  pieces  of  cannon ;  and  is  not  reftrained 
from  ferving  again,  Coblentz  has  been  in  poffeffion  of  tile  French 
fmee  the  21ft  ult.

On  Tuefday  afternoon,  as  the  enemy  had  began  to  conftrudl  their 
batteries,  count  Walmoden  made  a  fortie,  with  a  party  of  the 
troops  in  Nimeguen,  confifting  of  the  8th,  27th,  28th,  55th,  63d,  and 
78th  regiments  of  Britifli  infantry,  under  the  command  of  major-ge- 
neral De  Burgh,  and  two  battalions  of  Dutch,  fupported  by  the  7th 
and  T  cth  Britifh  light  dragoons,  the  Hanoverian  horfe  guards,  one 
fquadron  of  the  2d  regiment  of  Hanoverian  horfe,  one  fquadron  of  the 
5th  regiment  of  Hanoverian  dragoons,  one  fquadron  of  the  loth  Ha- 
noverian light  dragoons,  and  the  legion  de  Damas,  in  the  Dutch 
fervice. 

This  fortie  had  tvtty  fuccefs  which  could  be  expefted  from  it.  The 
troops  advanced  to  the  enemy's  trenches  under  a  very  fevere  fire, 
and  jumped  into  them  without  returning  a  Ihot 

The  lofs  of  the  enemy  was  almoft  entirely  by  the  bayonet,  and 
amounted  to  above  five  hundred  men ;  that  of  the  Britilh  and  Ha- 
noverians will  be  feen  by  the  enclofed  return. 

I  am  perfuaded  that  the  gallantry  of  the  troops  upon  this  occafion,  ' 
will  merit  his  Majefty's  approbation. 

Count  Walmoden  fpeaks  in  the  higheft  terms  of  the  conduft  of  ma- 
jor-general De  Burgh,  whofe  wound,  I  am  happy  to  find,  is  very 
flight. 

This  fortie  had  the  effed  of  checking  the  enemy's  operations  till 
yefterday  morning,  when  they  opened  two  batteries  upon  the  bridge, 
and  one  upon  the  town.  The  efFedt  of  the  former,  which  very 
eafily  funk  one  of  the  boats,  determined  me  to  withdraw  every  thing 
from  the  troops  pofted  in  the  town,  beyond  what  is  barely  neceffary 
fiir  \\i  defence ;  and  lieutenant  Popham  of  the  navy  having  repairetl

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the  damage  done  to  the  bridge,  all  the  artillery  of  the  referve,  with 
the  Britilh,  Hanoverian,  aud  Heffian  battalions,  marched  out  laft  night, 
withont  any  inconvenience,  leaving  picquets,  under  the  command  of 
major-general  De  Burgh,  to  the  amount  of  twenty-five  hundred  men, 
which,  with  the  Dutch  forces,  had  been  judged  fufficient  to  maintain

His 
Majefiy's  troops  retired  without  any  lofs ;  which  would  alfo  have  been 
the  cafe  with  the  Dutch,  but  for  an  unfortunate  chance  (hot,  which 
carried  away  the  top  of  the  maft  of  the  flying  bridge,  to  which  the 
hawfer  was  made  faft,  confequently  the  bridge  fwung  round,  and  they 
were  taken  prifoners,  to  the  amount  of  about  four  hundred.  The 
bridge  of  boats  was  entirely  burnt,  and  the  flying-bridge,  of  which 
thev  got  poffeffion  by  the  above  accident,  has  been  fince  deftroyed  by 
our  fire.

The  movements  of  the  enemy,  and  the  works  carried  on  at  Nimeguen, 
and  fevera!  other  points  of  their  line,  appeared  to  indicate  an  attack  j 
when  the  march  of  a  fl:rong  column  yeflerday,  from  the  environs  of 
Emerick  to  Nimeguen,  left  me  little  doubt  that  they  had  fome  imme-- 
diate  enterprize  in  view. 

At  fix  o'clock  this  morning  about  eighty  boats  of  various  fizes,  witk 
troops  on  board,  came  down  a  branch  oi'  the  Waal,  and  were  carried 
by  the  fl;ream  to  our  fide  of  the  river  near  the  poft  of  Ghent,  where,  fa- 
voured by  a  thick  fog,  they  effeftuated  a  landing,  and  made  a  vigorous 
attack  on  oar  battery  there,  which  returned  their  fire,  but  could  not  be 
defended  againlt  their  numbers,  covered  by  a  very  heavy  fire  of  fhot  and 
fhells  from  the  ftrong  batteries  they  had  erefted  on  the  other  fide  the 
river. 

Majoi 
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Major  Thiele,  with  the  regiment  of  Stockhaufen,  a  battalion  of  tha| 
of  Saxe-Gotha,  and  the  picquets  which  he  had  called  in,  made  an  at- 
tempt to  recover  the  battery,  bat  he  was  repulfed  in  this  attack. 

In  the  mean  time  the  general  of  infantry,  Bufche,  arrived,  and  led 
jhefc  troops  to  a  fecond  attack,  without  being  able  to  drive  away  the 
enemy;  but,  on  receiving  a  reinforcement,  confiiling  of  the  i ft  and 
3d  battalions  of  grenadiers,  he  ordered  a  third  attack  to  be  made  with 
the  bayonet :  it  was  executed  without  firing  a  fmgle  ftiot ;  and  the 
enemy,  having  previoufly  fpiked  fome  guns  in  the  battery,  and  fet  fire 
to  a  few  houfes,  fled  with  great  precipitation  to  their  boats. 

General  Bufche,  on  his  return  from  this  fuccefsfui  attack/was  ftruck 
in  his  arm  and  cheft  by  a  fall  from  an  eight-pounder,  which  proved 
fatal  in  a  very  few  minutes. 

,  His  lofs  is  very  much  to  be  regretted.  Major  Eachmeifter,  of  the 
regiment  of  Saxe-Gotha,  a  very  deferving  officer,  fell  alfo  in  the  ac- 
tion. 

No  exadl  jreturn  has  been  received  of  our  lofs ;  that  of  the  enemy  is 
not  known,  as  they  carried  off  with  them  their  wounded,  and  even 
fome  of  their  dead. 

The  attack  appears  to  have  been  made  on  feveral  pofts  of  our  line, 
particularly  Fort  St.  Andre,  Douvert,  Panderon,  and  the  Ifle  of  By- 
land.  ■'     , 

llieutenant-general  Wameck  reports,  that  at  Byland  fome  of  their 
boats  were  funk  by  the  fire  of  the  batteries  in  attempting  the  paffage 
of  the  river,  and  that  the  greateft  part  of  the  troops  on  board  were

Marechall  MollendorfF,  on  the  24th  inftant,  furprized  the  French  in 
their  entrenchments  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kaiferflautern,  and  de- 
feated them  with  great  lofs.  The  force  of  the  French  confifted  of 
about  twelve  thoufand  men.  They  were  pofted  behind  the  defiles  of 
Otterbach,  Hagelibach,  and  the  Lauter.  The  whole  of  this  country 
was  covered  with  redoubts  and  entrenchments ;  feveral  dykes  had  been 
cut,  and  the  bridges  were  every  where  deftroyed ;  while  three  ftrong 
pofitions  were  prepared,  to  faciliate  their  retreat  in  cafe  of  accidents.

I  beg  leav^'to  inclofe  your  lordfhip  a  narrative  of  the  fortunate  ef- 
cape  of  his  Majefty's  fliip  Juno  under  my  command,  from  the  port  of 
Toulon,  after  having  run  the  fhip  aftiore  in  the  inner  harbour  on  the 
night  of  the  i  ith  inftant. 

The  firm,  fteady,  and  quiet  manner  my  orders  were  carried  into 
execution  by  lieutenant  Turner,  fupported  by  the  able  affiftance  of 
lieutenants  Mafon  and  Welby,  in  their  refpeftive  ftations ;  the  atten- 
tion of  Mr.  Kidd,  the  mafter,  to  the  fteerage,  &c.  with  the  very  good 
•CQndu(^  of  every  officer  and  man,  were  the  means  of  the  Ihip's  pre- 
fervation 
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fervation  from  t6c  enemy,  and  for  which  I  mul  rcqueft  permiffion  m 
give  them;  my  ftrongeft  recommendation.

On  the  3d  irfftarlt,  I  Ifeft  the  iiland  of  Malta,-  having  on  board  1 50 
fupernumeraries,  46  of  whom  are  the  officers  and  private  marines 
of  his  Majefty's  fhip  Romney,  the  remainder  Maltefe,  intended  for 
the  fleet.  On  the  night  of  the  7th,  paffed  the  S.  W.  point  of  Sardi- 
nia, and  fleered  a  courfe  for  Toulon,  On  the  gth,  about  eleven  A.  M. 
made  Cape  Sicia,  but  found  a  current  had  fet  us  feme  leagues  to  the 
weftward  of  our  expeftation  :  hauled  our  wind  ;  but  it  blowing  hard 
from  the  eaftward,  with  a  ftrong  lee  current,  we  could  but  juft  fetch 
to  the  weftward  of  the  above  C^pe.  The  v^ind  and  current  continu- 
ing, we  could  not,  till  the  evening  of  the  1 1  th,  get  as  far  to  wind- 
ward as  Cape  Sepet ;  having  that  evening,  a  little  before  ten  o'clock:, 
found  the  fnip  would  be  able  to  fetch  into  Toulofi  if  I  wiflied  it,  I  did 
not  like  to  wait  till  morning,  as  we  had  been  thrown  to  leeward,  and 
having  fo  many  men  on  board,  I  thought  it  my  indifpenfible  duty  to 
get  in  as  faft  as  poffibie.  At  ten  I  ordered  the  hands  to  be  turned  up 
to  bring  the  fhip  to  anchor,  being  then  abreft  of  Cape  Sepet,  entering 
the  outer  harbour.  Not  having  a  pilot  on  board,  or  any  perfon  ac- 
quainted with  the  port,  I  placed  two  midfkipmen  to  look  out  with 
night  glaffes  for  the  fleet ;  but  not  difcovering  any  fl^ips  until  we  got 
near  the  entrance  of  the  inner  harbour,  I  fuppofed  they  had  moored 
up  there  in  the  eaftern  gale  ;  at  the  fame  time  feeing  one  veflel,  with 
feveral  other  lights,  which  I  imagined  to  be  the  fleets,  I  entered  the 
inner  harbour  under  the  topfails  only ;  but  finding  I  could  not  weather 
a  brig,  which  lay  a  little  way  above  the  point  called  the  Grand  Toiiri 
I  ordered  the  forefail  and  driver  to  be  fet,  to  be  ready  to  tack  when 
we  were  the  other  fide  the  brig.  Soon  after  t4ie  brig  hailed  us,  but  I 
could  not  make  out  in  what  language :  I  fuppofed  they  wanted  to 
know  what  fhip  it  v/as.  I  told  them  it  was  an  Englifh  frigate  callc<j 
the  Juno. 

1  hey  anfwered,  Viva;  and  after  afliing,  in  Englifli  and  French,  for 
fome  time,  what  brig  fhe  was,  and  where  the  Britifh  admiral  lay,  they 
appeared  not  to  underftand  me,  but  called  out,  as  we  pafied  under  their 
ilern,  lufF,  which  made  me  fuppofe  there  was  ftioal  water  near.  The 
helm  was  inftantly  put  a  lee,  but  we  found  the  fliip  on  fhofe,  before 
file  got  head  to  wind.  There  being  very  little  wind,  and  perfeftly 
fmooth,  I  ordered  the  faib  to  be  clewed  op  and  handed  :  At  this  time 
a  boat  went  from  the  brig  towards  the  town.  Before  the  people  were 
all  off  the  yards,  we  found  the  fliip  went  a  ftern  very  faft,  by  a  flaw  of 
wind  that  came  down  the  harbour  :  We  hoifted  the  driver  and  mizeft' 
flay-fail,  keeping  the  fneets  to  windward  to  give  her  ftern  way  as  long 


as  poflibie,  that  ftie  might  get  further  from  the  Ihoai.  Tht  inftant  {he 
loft  her  way,  we  let  go  the  beft  bower  anchor,  when  fhe  tended  head 
to  wind,  the  after  part  of  the  keel  was  aground,  and  we  could  not 
move  the  rudder.  I  ordered  the  launch  and  cutter  to  be  hoifted  out,  and 
to  put  the  ketch  anchor,  with  two  hawfers  in  them,  to  warp  the  Ihip 
further  off.  By  the  time  the  boats  were  out,  a  boat  came  al®ng  fide, 
after  having  been  hailed,  and  we  thought  anfwered  as  if  an  officer  had 
been  in  her :  the  people  were  all  anxious  to  get  out  of  her,  two  of  which 
appeared  to  be  the  officers :  One  of  them  faid,  he  came  to  inform  me, 
it  was  the  regulation  of  the  port,  and  the  commanding  officer's  orders, 
that  I  muft  go  into  another  branch  of  the  harbour,  to  perform  tea 
days  quarantine.  I  kept  afking  him  where  lord  Hood's  (hip  lay  ;  but 
his  not  giving  me  any  fatisfaftory  anfwer,  and  one  of  the  midfhipmen 
having  at  the  fame  inftant  faid,  "  They  wear  national  cockades,"  I 
looked  at  one  of  their  hats  more  fteadfaftly,  and  by  the  moon- 
light, clearly  diftinguilhed  the  three  colours.  Perceiving  they 
were  fufpefted,  and  on  my  queftioning  them  again  about  lord  Hood, 
one  of  them  replied,  "  Soyez  tranquille,  les  Anglois  font  des  braves 
Gens,  nous  les  traitons  bien ;  I'admiral  Anglois  eft  forti  il  y 
a  quelque  Terns."  It  may  be  more  eafily  conceived  than  any 
words  can  exprefs  what  I  felt  at  the  moment.  The  circumftance  of 
our  fituation,  of  courfe,  was  known  throughout  the  (hip  in  an  inftant, 
and,  faying  we  were  all  prifoners,  the  officers  foon  got  near  me,  to 
know  our  fituation.  At  the  fame  time  a  flaw  of  wind  coming  down 
the  harbour,  lieutenant  Webly,  the  third  lieutenant  of  the  (hip,  faid 
to  me,  "  I  believe,  Sir,  we  (hall  be  able  to  fetch  out,  if  we  can  get 
her  under  fail."  I  immediately  perceived  we  (hould  have  a  chance  of 
faving  the  (hip ;  at  leaft,  if  we  did  not,  we  ought  not  to  lofe  his  Ma- 
jefty's  (hip  without  fome  contention.  I  ordered  every  perfon  to  their 
refpeftive  ftations,  and  the  Frenchmen  to  be  fent  below  :  They  per- 
ceiving fome  buftle,  two  or  three  of  them  began  to  draw  their  fabres ; 
on  which  I  ordered  fome  of  the  marines  to  take  the  half-pikes,  and 
force  them  below,  which  was  foon  done :  I  ordered  all  the  Maltefe 
between  decks,  that  we  might  not  have  confufion  with  too  many  mea. 
I  believe  in  an  inftant  fuch  a  change  in  people  was  never  feen  ;  every 
officer  and  man  was  at  his  duty,  and  I  do  believe,  within  three  minutes, 
jevery  fail  in  the  (hip  was  fet,  and  the  yards  braced  ready  for  cafting. 

The  fteady  and  aftive  affiftance  of  lieutenant  Turner,  and  all  th(? 
oncers,  prevented  any  confufion  from  arifing  in  our  critical  fituation. 
As  foon  as  the  cable  was  tort,  I  ordered  it  to  be  cut,  and  had  the  good 
fortune  to  fee  the  fliip  ftart  from  the  (hore  ;  the  head  fails  were  filled  : 
A  favourable  flaw  of  wind  coming  at  the  fame  time,  got  good  way  on 
her,  and  we  had  then  every  profpeft  of  getting  out,  if  the  forts  did 
not  difable  us.  To  prevent  our  being  retarded  by  the  boats,  I  order- 
ed them  to  be  cut  adrift,  as  alfo  the  French  boat.  The  moment  the 
brig  faw  us  begin  to  loofe  fails,  we  could  plainly  perceive  (he  was  get- 
ting her  guns  ready,,  and  we  alio  faw  lights  on  all  the  batteries.  When 
we  had  (hot  far  enough  for  the  brig's  guns  to  bear  on  us,  which  was 
not  more  than  three  fliip's  lengths,  (he  began  to  fife,  alfo  a  fcrt  a  little 
,     Vot.II.  K  Qtt 
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on  the  ftarboard  bow,  and  faon  after  all  of  thenr,  on  both  fides,  a» 
they  could  bring  their  guns  to  bear.  As  foon  as  the  fails  were  well 
brimmed,  I  beat  to  quarters,  to  get  our  guns  ready,  but  not  with  an 
intention  of  firing  till  we  were  fure  of  getting  out.  When  we  got 
abreafl:  of  the  centre  part  of  the  land  of  Cape  Sepet,  I  was  afraid  we, 
fhould  have  been  obliged  to  make  a  tack,  but  as  we  drew  near  the 
fhore,  and  were  ready,  fhe  came  up  two  points,  and  juft  weathered  the 
Cape.  As  we  paffed  very  clofe  along  that  {hore  the  batteries  kept  up 
as  brilk  a  fire  as  the  wetnefs  of  the  weather  would  admit.  When  I 
could  afford  to  keep  the  Ihip  a  little  from  the  wind,  I  ordered  fomc 
guns  to  be  fired  at  a  battery  that  had  jull  opened  abreaft  of  us,  which 
quieted  them  a  little.  We  then  ftopped  firing  till  we  could  keep  her 
away,  with  the  wind  abaft  the  beam,  when  for  a  few  minutes  we  kept 
up  a  very  brilk  fire  on  the  laft  battery  we  had  to  pafs,  and  which  I  be- 
lieve niuft:  otherwife  have  done  us  great  damage.  At  half  paft  twelve,, 
being  out  of  reach  of  their  fliot,  the  firing  ceafed  :  Fortunately  we 
had  no  perfon  hurt.  Some  fliot  paffed  through  the  fails,  part  of  the 
(landing  and  running  rigging  (hot  away,  and  2  French  3,6  pound  Ihot,. 
that  ftruck  the  hull,  was  all  the  damage  we  received,

It  appears  by  difpatches  which  were  received  yeficrday  by  the  Right 
Hon.  Henry  Dundas,  his  Majelty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Home  Department,  from  Vice- Admiral  Lord  Hood,  and  Lieutenant- 
General  David  Dundas,  dated  St.  Fiorenzo  in  the  Illand  of  Corfica,  the 
2ift  and  2zd  of  February,  1794,  that  the  town  and  garrifon  ofMortella 
furrendered  on  the  loth  of  that  month;  that  the  ftrong  redoubt  and 
batteries  of  the  Convention  were  taken  by  ftorm  on  the  17th,  after  a 
fevere  cannonading  of  two  days;  that  the  fame  night  the  enemy  aban- 
doned the  tower  of  Forneli  and  two  conffderable  fea  batteries  depend- 
ent upon  it;  that  on  the  19th  they  retreated  from  St,  Fiorenzo  to 
Bafl:ia;  that  previous  to  their  retreat  one  of  their  frigates  was  fmik,  and 
another  burnt  in  the  gulph ;  and  that  the  town,  forts,  and  port,  were 
taken  poffefllon  of  the  fame  day  by  his  Ma3efl;y's  land  and  fea  forces. 

The  lofs  of  the  Britilh  confifts  of  thirteen  killed  and  thirty-nine 
wounded,  befides  fix  failors  of  the  Fortitude  killed,  and  fifty- fix 
wounded,  from  the  fire  of  the  Fort  of  Mortella.

Admiral  Lord  Hood  arid  Lieutenant  General  David  Dundas, 

Sir,  ViRory,  St.   Fioreii'z.o,   Feh.   22,    1 794. 

Having  received  repeated  information  how  much  the  French  were 
ftraightened  for  provifions  in  Corfica,  I  had,  for  a  confiderable  time 
paft,  kept  (hips  conftantly  cruifing  between  Cape  Corfe  and  Calvi; 
and,  after  my  leaving  the  road  of  Toulon,  I  judged  it  more  neceflary 
to  prevent  fuccours  being  thrown  in  as  much  as  poffible,  my  mind 
being  imprefled  with  the  importance  the  ifland  muft  be  of  to  the 
French,  in  the  ftate  the  fhips  and  arfenal  of  Toulon  were,  and  that  it 
was  very  much  fo  to  Great  Britain,  and  that  of  St.  Fiorenzo,  a  very 
good  one  for  the  reception  of  his  Majefty's  fleet  in  this  part  of  the  Me- 
■diterranean.  I  therefore  made  an  attempt  to  drive  the  French  out  of 
it,  fo  foon  as  I  could  get  a  fufficient  fupply  of  provifions  and  wine,  be- 
ing in  daily  expedlation  of  the  former  from  Gibraltar,  and  the  latter 
from  Port  Mahon  and  AHcant;  and  in  the  mean  time  I  fignified  to 
general  Dundas  my  intention  of  fending  lieutenant-general  major 
Koehler  to  Corfica,  and  requefted  he  would  give  them  proper  inftruc- 
tions  for  informing  themfelves  of  general  Paoli's  real  fituation,  and  that 
of  the  French;  and  after  they  had  been  there  a  week,  I  received,  in 
the  afternoon  of  the  23d  of  laft  month,  a  very  encouraging  report,  and 
AX  the  fame  time  certain  information  that  the  French  had  adually  em- 
barked at  Nice  8000  troops,  which  were,  at  all  riTque,  to  pulh  for  the 
ifland,  under  convoy  of  two  frigates,  a  corvette,  zebeck,  and  other 
armed  veflels.  That  fame  evening  I  detached  three  more  frigates  to  the 
fenior  officer,  the  more  effedually  to  line  the  coaft,  and  to  guard  Baftia 
alfo ;  at  the  fame  I  ordered  the  Ardent,  and  a  floop  of  VillaFranca ;  and, 
in  cafe  he  found  the  French  frigates  there,  caption  Sutton  was  direded 
to  call  to  him  the  Diadem  and  other  cruizers  from  before  Genoa,  and 
cruife  from  Villa  Franca  to  Antibes^,  but  if  he  found  the  French  frigate 
failed,  he  was  to  proceed  and  join  me  off  St.  Fiorenzo,  as  I  intended  to 
put  to  fea  the  next  morning.  I  could  not  however  get  away  until  the 
afternoon  for  want  of  wind.  At  four  o'clock  I  weighed  anchor,  accom- 
panied by  fixty  fail  of  fliips  and  veflels,  including  "army  viftuallers, 
horfe  tranfports,  and  others,  having  rSoo  unfortunate  Toulonefe  on 
board,  and  the  Vidory  and  Princefs  Royal  had  400  more,  I  gave  the 
convoy  in  charge  of  the  Gorgon,  vAth  three  gun-boats  to  bring  up 
the  rear.  Juft  at  fun-fet  next  evening  I  was  within  three  miles  of  the 
Ifle  Roufla,  where  lieutenant-colonel  Moore  was  waitings  but  having 
no  frigate  or  cutter  with  me,  I  was  unable  to  fend  for  him;  but 
obferving  the  Juno  at  fome  little  diftance,  I  made  her  captain's 
'lignal,  and  dtreded  him  to  ftand  in,  and  fetch  the  colonel  off"  in  the 
K  z  nighty 
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night,  which  he  fortunately  effaced.  Towards  day  light  it  blew  very 
ftrong,  and  before  ten  o'clock  quite  a  ftorm,  which  made  it  prudent 
for  me  to  bear  up  to  Porto  Ferrara,  which  I  had  a  fair  proipeft  of 
getting  to  before  night ;  but  in  the  afternoon,  when  we  were  within 
five  leagues  of  Elba,  the  weather  was  fo  extremely  thick,  that  the  pilot 
declined  the  charge  of  the  fhip ;  confequently  1  was  driven  to  leeward 
of  the  ifland,  where  I  pafTed  three  very  difagreeable  nights,  having 
had  two  main-topfails  blown  to  rags,  and  the  topfail-yard  rendered  to- 
tally  unferviceable.  However  we  got  fafe  to  Porto  Ferrara  on  the 
■Z^th ;  and  having  got  all  the  fhips  fet  to  rights,  and  fent  for  bread  and 
wine  from  Leghorn,  I  put  to  fea  again  on  the  6th  inftant;  commodore 
Llnzee,  with  moft  of  the  tranfports,  got  out  the  evening  before.  On 
the  7th  the  commodore  having  the  direftion  of  difembarking  the 
troops  at  the  time,  and  in  the  manner  lieutenant-general  Dundas  Ihould 
defire,  anchored  in  the  bay  to  the  weft  ward  of  Mortella  Point,  with 
the  feveral  Ihips  and  tranfports  under  his  command.  The  troops  were 
moftly  landed  that  evening,  and  pofleffion  taken  of  a  height  whick 
overlooks  the  tower  of  Mortella, 

The  next  day  the  general  and  the  commodore  being  of  opinion  that 
it  was  advifeable  to  attack  the  tower  from  the  bay,  the  Fortitude  and 
Juno  were  ordered  againft  it,  without  making  the  leaft  impreflion  by 
a  continued  cannonade  of  two  hours  and  a  half;  and  the  former  fliip 
being  very  much  damaged  by  red-hot  fhot,  both  hauled  off.  The 
walls  of  the  tower  were  of  a  prodigious  thicknefs,  and  the  parapet  where 
there  were  two  eighteen  pounders,  was  lined  with  bafs  junk  five  feet 
from  the  walls,  and  filled  up  with  fand ;  and,  although  it  was  canno- 
naded from  the  height  for  two  days,  within  one  hundred  and  fifty 
yards,  and  appeared  in  a  very  fhattered  ftate,  the  enemy  ftill  held  out ; 
but  a  few  (hot  fetting  fire  to  the  bafs,  made  them  call  for  quarter. 
The  number  of  men  in  the  tower  were  33;  only  two  were  wounded, 
and  thofe  mortally. 

On  the  1 1  th  I  was  again  forced  from  the  gulph  by  a  ftrong  wefterly 
gale,  and  took  Ihelter  under  Cape  Corfe;  and,  upon  the  wind  abating, 
it  fell  at  once  calm,  which  prevented  my  return  off"  St,  Fiorenzo  until 
the  morning  of  the  1 7th,  At  nine  that  evening  the  enemy's  worka 
were  ftormed  and  taken,  with  inconfiderable  lofs  on  the  part  of  his 
Majefty,  but  the  French  fufi'ered  much ;  and  on  the  19th  in  the  even- 
ing the  empty  town  of  Fiorenzo  was  taken  poffeflion  of,  the  whole  of 
the  garrifon  having  gone  off  towards  Baftia  in  the  two  preceding  days, 
I  herewith  tranfmit  you  the  copy  of  a  letter  from  commodore  Linzec 
to  me,  and  one  from  captain  Young  to  him,  with  the  ftate  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's  (hip  Fortitude  under  his  command;  and  an  account  of  the  killed 
and  wounded. 

The  cool  and  intrepid  conduft  of  captain  Young  cannot  be  too 
much  admired,  or  that  of  captain  Woodley  of  the  Alcide,  who,  from 
having  a  correft  knowledge  of  the  bay,  nobly  offered  his  fervice  to 
place  the  Fortitude,  which  he  did  with  the  greateft  judgment ;  and  the 
handfometeitimony  captain  Young  bears  of  it,  makes  itunnecefiary  for 
fci^  to  fay  3  word  in  his  praife;  but  I  felt  it  very  much  my  duty  to 

write 
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write  commodore  Linzee  the  letter  I  alfo  herewith  tranfmit,  a  copy  o^ 
as  well  as  copies  of  letters  the  commodore  and  1  have  been  honoured 
with  from  lieutenant-general  Dundas,  which  will  Ihew  that  exertiorii 
werfe  not  wanting  in  the  officers  and  feamen  of  his  Majefty's  navy, 

I  fhould  be  wanting  in  gratitude  as  v/ell  as  juftice  to  lieutenant-co- 
lonel Moore,  and  major  Koehler,  was  I  to  omit  acquainting  you  how 
much  I  feel  myfelf  indebted  for  their  very  great  zeal  and  exertion  in 
informing  themfelvesof  the  ftate  of  the  country  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Fornelli,  and  cannot  help  attributing  much  to  both  for  our  fuccefs. 
With  refpedl  to  their  conduft  in  the  field,  I  leave  lieutenant-general 
Dundas  tofpeak  of  it;  but  I  underftand  that  it  has  been  highly  meri- 
torious, as  has  that  of  the  whole  of  the  troops.  Captain  Woodley  will 
be  the  bearer  of  this  letter,  to  whom  I  beg  to  refer  you  for  fuch  parti- 
culars as  you  wifli  to  be  informed  of,  as  he  is  perfeftly  well  acquainted 
with  every  tranfadion  from  the  landing  of  the  troops  to  this  hour.  J

My  Lord,  Feh,  ^y  1194- 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  your  lordftiip,  that  it  being  the  opinion 
of  lieutenant-general  Dundas,  as  well  as  my  own,  that  an  attack,  both 
by  fea  and  land,  (liould  be  made  as  fpeedily  as  poffible  on  the  tower  of 
Mortella,  in  order  to  fecure  the  anchorage  in  that  bay  for  his  Majefty's 
Ihips,  and  to  have  eafy  communication  with  the  troops  on  fliore.  I 
immediately  direded  his  Majefty's  (hips  Fortitude  and  Juno  for  that 
fervice.  The  land  wind  in  the  morning  was  too  faint  for  them  to 
weigh;  at  one  o'clock  P.  M.  the  fea  breeze  came  in,  and  they  imme- 
diately got  under  fail,  and  both  fhips  (with  the  afliftance  of  captain 
Woodley,  who,  with  great  zeal  and  activity,  voluntarily  undertook  to 
affift  captain  Young  in  placing  the  fhips  againll  the  tower,  he  having 
a  very  good  knowledge  of  the  bay,  and  which  he  executed  with  great 
fkill  and  judgment)  when  a  very  fcvere  and  well-direfted  fire  was  kept 
up  by  both  iliips  for  two  hours  and  a  half.  Captain  Young,  whofecool,. 
fteady,  and  gallant  condudl  was  very  coufpicuous,  deferves  the  higheft 
encoraiums,  as  by  his  exertion  the  flames,  which  at  feveral  times 
broke  out  by  the  red-hot  {hot  lodged  in  the  fhip's  fide,  were  extin- 
guiftied,  which  would  otherwife  ha^'c  inevitably  deftroyed  her:  his 
officers  and  fhip's  company  have  their  ihare  of  merit  on  the  occa- 
fion. 

Captain  Hood  of  the  Juno,  who  fortunately  received  no  damage, 
did  every  thing  that  his  fituation  eould  admit  of,  and  condufted  him- 
felf  like  an  experienced  and  good  officer.

Sir,  Fortitude^    Feb.  9,   1794. 

In  obedience  to  your  orders,  I  went  yefterday  in  his  Majefty's  ihip 
Fortitude,  which  I  command,  againft  the  tower  of  Mortella,  where  I 
remained  two  hours  and  a  half;  when  finding  that  neither  the  fire  of 
the  Fortitude,  nor  that  of  the  Juno  (who  was  extremely  well  placed  to 
batter  the  tower),  had  made  any  material  impreffion;  and  the  main- 
maft  of  the  fhip  being  much  wounded,  many  of  the  Ihrouds  cut  away, 
three  of  the  lower-deck  guns  difmounted,  feveralhot  (hot  in  the  hull, 
ajid  many  men  blown  up  by  the  explofion  of  powder  from  a  powder- 
tox  which  was  ftruck  by  a  hot  fliot;  and  being  fo  near  the  tower  and 
the  rocks,  that  if  the  wind  fhould  die  away  it  would  be  difficult,  and 
if  it  Ihould  change  fo  as  to  blow  on  fhore,  it  might  be  impoflible  to  get 
away,  I  thought  it  prudent  to  haul  off.  Soon  after  I  had  done  fo,  the 
fliip  was  perceived  to  be  on  fire  from  the  main-deck  to  the  upper  part 
of  the  quick  work  on  the  quarter-deck,  occafioned  by  a  hot  fhot  that 
had  lodged  in  the  fide;  but  after  cutting  out  the  fliot,  and  opening  the 
fide  in  different  places,  the  fire  was  extinguifhed  without  having  done 
any  material  damage. 

I  had  infinite  pleafure  in  obferving,  during  the  whole  of  the  aftion, 
the  moft  cool,  intrepid  courage  in  all  the  officers  and  men  of  the  For- 
titude ;  and  I  am  particularly  pleafed  to  have  this  opportunity  of  doing 
them  juftice,  by  faying,  that  I  do  not  think  any  men  could  do  their 
duty  better;  and  I  have  only  to  regret  with  them,  that  their  exertions' 
were  not  attended  with  better  fuccefs. 

And  if  captain  Woodley  will  allow  me,  I  fliall  be  happy  alfo  in 
liaving  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  the  very  great  afliftance  I 
received  in  placing  the  fhip,  from  his  knowledge  of  the  place,  and 
from  the  coolnefs  and  clearnefs  with  which*  he  gave  his  direiilions, 
as  well  as  for  the  advantages  I  reaped  from  his  fkill  and  prefencc  of 
mind  during  the  whole  of  the  aftion.

I  have  received  your  letter  of  this  day's  date,  accompanied  by  one 
from  captain  Young  to  you,  with  an  account  of  the  Fortitude's  defedls, 
and  of  the  killed  and  wounded  in  the  attack  on  Mortella  tower  yefter- 
day. 

I  defirc  you  will  exprefs  to  captain  Young,  and  through  him  to  his 
officers  and  (hip's  company,  the  very  high  fatisfaftion  their  cool  and 
intrepid  condnft  has  given  me,  and  requeft  they  will  accept  my  warm- 
eft  thanks.  You  will  be  pleafed  alfo  to  make  my  grateful  acknow- 
ledgements to  captain  Woodley  for  placing  the  Fortitude  with  fo  much 
judgment,  as  well  as  for  the  very  able  alTiflance  he  gave  to  captaia 
Young.  And  I  cannot  omit  to  defire  you  will  flgnify  to  captain  Hood 
how  much  I  was  delighted  to  fee  the  Juno  fo  judicioufly  flationed;  and 
I  was  no  lefsfo,  in  obferving  the  fhip5  withdrawn  in  fo  officer-like  a 
manner,  for  one  would  not  have  imagined  that  either  had  received  the 
fmalleft  damage,  which  muft  clearly  manifeil  the  flrideft  attention  of 
the  officers  and  men  to  the  orders  of  their  captains. 

The  general  has  made  a  further  demand  for  fand  bags ;  you  wIU 
therefore  direft  the  refpedlive  captains  with  yoU' to  have  as  many  made 
as  they  can,  out  of  any  unferviceable  fails  they  may  have  on  board,  and 
alfo  fupply  any  planks  they  can  fpare  for  platforms.

I  now  have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  after  eftabliihing  bat- 
teries on  the  rocky  mountains  that  overlook  the  enemy's  polls  at  For^ 
nelli,  and,  after  a  fevere  cannonading  for  two  days,  which  difmounted 
guns,  and  greatly  damaged  his  works,  we  laft  night,  juft  at^the  rifing  of 
the  moon,  made  a  combined  attack,  under  the  command  of  lieutenant-co- 
lonel Moore.  Our  lofs  was  moderate ;  that  of  the  enemy  confider^ 
able.  We  were  completely  fuccefsful ;  gained  all  the  heights  and  pofts 
of  Fornelli,  and  have  thereby  fecured  the  undifturbed  poffeffion  of 
Mortella  Bay,  and  of  this  fide  of  the  Gulph  of  Fiorenzo. 

Without  the  wonderful  efforts  of  the  officers  and  men  of  commodore 
Linzee's  fquadron,  we  had  no  reafonable  profped  of  fuccefs;  and  my 
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beft  acknowledgments  are  due  to  captain  Dickfon,  captahi  Cooky 
captain  Young,  captain  Wolfelv,  captain  Hood,  and  captain  Woodley, 
and  to  all  other  officers  and  failors  who  afted  under  them,  and  whofc 
zeal,  ability,  and  exertions  I  fhall  always  with 'gratitude  recoUefl  and 
acknowledge.

Without  the  wonderful  ef- 
forts of  the  officers  and  men  under  your  command,  we  had  no  reafon- 
able  profpedt  of  fuccefs ;  and  I  am  to  beg,  through  you,  to  offer  my 
beft  thanks  to  captain  Dickfon,  captain  Cook,  captain  Young,  cap- 
tain Wolfeley,  captain  Hood,  and  captain  Woodley,  and  all  the  offi- 
cers and  failors  who  aded  under  them,  and  whofe  zeal,  ability,  and  ex- 
ertion, I  fhall  always,  ^ith  furprife  and  gratitnde,  recoiled  and  ac- 
knowledge.

I  had  the  honour  of  informing  you  from  Porto  Ferrara,  on  the  4th 
inftant,  of  our  intention  to  fail  for  the  Gulph  of  St.  Fiorenzo  in  Cor- 
fica.  The  diflodging  of  the  French  from  Baftia,  St.  Fiorenzo,  and 
Calvi,  the  three  principal  pofts  they  held  in  Corfica,  and  the  attaining 
of  fo  fecure  a  harbour  as  St.  Fiorenzo  for  our  own  fleet,  appeared  fo 
important  an  objeft,  that  although  our  military  force  was  but  fmall, 
deficient  in  many  of  the  moft  effential  points  of  equipment,  and  the 
,feafon  of  the  year  was  far  from  encouraging,  I  was  induced  to  ac- 
quiefce  in  an  attempt  that  fhould  appear  to  promife  the  moft  diftant 
hopes  of  fuccefs.  Two  intelligent  and  experienced  officers  were  fent 
to  confer  with  general  Paoli,  to  examine  local  fituations,  and  to  report 
on  the  whole  of  the  circumftances,  which  they  did  favourably;  the 
fleet  therefore  failed  from  the  Bay  of  Hieres  (where  we  had  laid  fince 
the  19th  of  December)  on  the  24th  of  January,  and  proceeded  towards 
St.  Fiorenzo ;  but  the  following  day  a  very  violent  gale  of  wind,  which 
lafted  for  three  days,  difperfed  and  endangered  the  fleet,  and  obliged 
us,  with  great  difficulty,  to  gain  Porto  Ferrara,  in  the  river  Elba, 
where  we  remained  fome  days  making  preparation. 

On  the  5th  of  February  we  again  failed;  but  as  the  three-decked 
Ihips  were  not  fo  well  qualified  for  thefc  narrow   feas  and  dangerous 
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eoafts  at  this  feafon  of  the  year,  commodore  Linzee,  with  three  (hips 
of  the  line  and  two  frigates,  was  detached  with  the  troops  in  tranfports ; 
and  on  the  7th  inftant,  in  the  morning,  we  anchored  in  an  open  and 
expofed  bay  adjoining  to  that  of  Mortella,  which  we  wifhed  to  occupy, 
as  it  affords  the  beft  anchorage  in  the  gulph  of  Fiorenzo.  The  fame 
evening  the  troops  were  landed,  confifting  of  the  fecond  battalion  of 
the  royals,  nth,  25th,  30th,  50th,  5:1ft  and  69th  regiments,  amount- 
ing to  about  1400  men  bearing  arms. 

As  the  enemy,  befide  the  town  of  Fiorenzo,  poffeiTed  feveral  heights 
and  points,  in  order  to  command  the  anchorage  of  the  weft  fide  of  the 
gulph,  it  was  neceffary  to  diflodge  them,  before  the  fquadron  could 
anchor  in  fecurity ;  and  thefe  points  in  fucceffion,  on  entering  the 
gulph,  were  the  tower  of  Mortella,  the  redoubt  and  batteries  of  the 
Convention,  and  the  tower  of  Fornelli,  with  two  confiderable  fea  bat- 
teries depended  upon  it. 

Expeding  little  oppofition  from  Mortella  tower,  and  trufting  from 
intelligence,  that  we  could  approach  near  enough  to  that  of  Fornelli, 
to  attack  it  with  light  artillery,  lieutenant-colonel  Moore  was  detached 
on  the  8th  with  the  royal  and  51ft  regiments,  a  fmall  howitzer,  and  a 
fvx-pounder,  to  eifeft  this  purpofe;  but  after  a  march  of  feven  or  eight 
miles,  through  a  rocky,  defert,  and  mountainous  country,  deftitute 
of  roads,  and  where  the  artillery  was  carried  by  a  detachment  of  failors, 
under  captain  Cook,  he  arrived  on  the  heights  immediately  above 
Fornelli,  and  then  found  that  the  diftance  was  too  great  to  hope  for 
any  efFeft  from  his  fmall  guns.  The  fame  day  we  began  from  a  com- 
manding height,  within  1 50  yards,  to  batter  the  tower  of  Mortella ; 
but  it  was  not  till  the  loth,  after  the  attack  made  by  the  Fortitude  and 
Juno,  and  after  eftablifhing  an  eighteen  pounder,  two  nine  pounders, 
and  a  carronade  againft  if,  that  we  were  enabled  to  reduce  it,  and 
take  an  officer  and  thirty-two  men  prifoners. 

During  this  time,  having  been  enabled  to  examine  the  n;iountaing 
that  flcirted  the  weftern  part  of  the  gulph,  and  which  overlooked  the 
enemy's  pofts  (particularly  the  principal  one,  the  redoubt  of  the  Con- 
vention, which  originally  was,  and  by  us  was  expefted  to  be  found, 
an  open  battery,  but  which,  by  indefatigable  labour,  they  had  now 
converted  into  a  clofe  work,  mounted  with  twenty-one  pieces  of  heavy 
ordnance,  and  which,  from  intercepted  letters,  they  confidered  as  the 
key  of  the  whole,  and  of  gxeat  ftrength),  it  appeared,  that  if  heavy 
cannon  could  be  eftabliihed  on  points  where  the  enemy  had  deemed  it 
impoffible  to  place  them,  that  their  works  might  be  ruined,  and  then 
attacked  to  advantage. 

This  operation  the  officers  of  the  navy  cheerfully  undertook  :  and, 
by  the  moft  furprifing  exertions  of  fcience  and  labour  from  the  12th  to 
the  1 6th,  placed  four  eighteen-pounders,  a  large  howitzer,  and  a  ten- 
inch  mortar  in  battery,  on  ground  elevated  at  leaft  700  feet  above  the 
fea,  and  where  every  difficulty  of  afcent  and  furface  had  oppofed  the 
undertaking. 

On  the  i6thinthe  morning  we  opened  with  two  batteries  of  three 
pieces  of  artillery  each.     One  of  thefe,  at  the  diftance  of  1000  yards. 
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enfiladed  the  redoubt  of  the  Conventior.,  and  the  other,  at  the  diftance 
of  800  yards,  took  it  in  reverfe.  The  redoubt  itfelf  was  of  a  long 
narrow  form,  occupying  the  fummit  of  a  detached  height,  and  about 
250  feet  above  the  fea. 

Our  fire  was  heavy  and  unremitting  during  the  1 6th  and  1 7th ;  and, 
notwithftanding  the  gallantry  of  the  enemy,  both  in  ferving  their  guris, 
and  in  repairing  their  works,  their  fire  was  nearly  overpowered.  On 
the  evening  of  the  17th,  a  fifth  eighteen-pounder  was  brought  up  by 
the  feamen,  and  a  fixth  was  alfo  placed  on  an  advanced  point  near  the 
fnore,  to  prevent  the  two  French  frigates  in  the  bay  from  placing  them- 
felves  in  a  fituation  to  enfilade  our  purpofed  attack. 

On  the  17th,  meafures  having  been  concerted,  the  fecond  battalion 
oF  the  royals,  25th,  50th,  and  51ft  regiments,  under  the  command  orif 
lieutenant  colonel  Moore,  were  deftined  for  the  attempt,  while  the 
nth,  30th,  and  69th,  remained  in  referve.  The  troops  marched  in 
three  columns,  and  having  nearly  equal  diftances  to  go  over,  moved  at 
the  fame  hour  (half  paft  eight  o'clock),  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  enemy's 
works  a  little  after  the  rifing  of  the  moon.  Lieutenant-colonel  Moore, 
on  the  right,  with  the  fecond  battalion  of  the  royals,  commanded  hy 
captain  M^Kenzie,  and  the  5ifi:  regiment,  came  down  on  the  advanced 
point  of  the  redoubt :  lieutenant-colonel  Wauchope,  with  the  50th, 
advanced  towards  its  centre;  and  captain  Stewart,  with  the  2(fth, 
keeping  clofe  to  the  fea  Paore,  was  direfted  to  enter  on  the  left  and  moft 
commanding  part  of  the  work. 

Notwithftanding  the  whole  of  the  ground  over  which  the  troops 
inarched  was  rocky,  rough,  and  covered  with  thick  myrtle  bufhes, 
they  approached  the  redoubt  without  the  enemy  being  certain  of  their 
progrefs,  and,  under  a  very  heavy  fire,  they  arrived  very  nearly  at  the 
fame  time  at  their  points,  rufhed  into  their  works,  prevented  more 
than  two  or  three  difcharges  of  cannon  being  given,  and,  with  their 
bayonets,  drove  the  enemy  down  the  fteep  hill  which  formed  the  rear 
of  the  work. 

The  judicious  fire  kept  up  from  our  batteries  by  captain  Wilkes  and 
lieutenant  Duncan,  jun.  of  the  royal  artillery,  till  the  very  momiCnt  of 
the  attack,  facilitated  much  the  approach  of  the  troops;  and  a  falfe 
attack  made  by  the  Corficans  on  lieutenant-colonel  Moore's  right, 
ferved  alfo  to  engage  and  diftracl  the  attention  of  the  enemy,  who  were 
not  aware  of  the  extentof  their  danger. 

Thelofs  of  the  enemy  on  the  i6th  and  17th  amount  to  upwards  of 
100  men  killed  and  wounded,  and  10  cfiicers  (amongft  whom  was  the 
commandant)  and  60  men  made  prifoners,  out  of  550  men  that  occu- 
pied the  work. 

The  conduft  of  lieutenant-colonel  Moore,  of  the  feveral  command- 
ing officers,  and  of  all  the  officers  and  foldiers  under  his  orders,  was 
firm  and  judicious,  and  merits  every  commendation. 

The  enemy  being  now  reduced  to  their  laft  pofts  on  the  height  of 
Fornelli,  at  about  400  yards  diftance,  from  which  we  v.'crc  feparatedby 
a  ftrong  and  deep  ravine,  fearing  that  their  retreat  would  be  cut  offi 
abandoned  them  about  midnight,  croffed  over  to  Fiorenzo,  hauled  off 
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their  frigates,  and  left  us  in  poffeflion  of  the  tower  and  batteries  of 
Fornelli,  againft  whieh  we  otherwife  muft  have  placed  cannon,  and, 
in  a  delay  of  two  or  three  days,  probably  have  loft  a  number  of  men. 

On  the  i8th  thefquadron  anchored  in  perfeft  fecurity  in  Mortella 
Bay. 

On  the  19th,  after  taking  meafures  for  the  march  of  the  troops  to 
the  other  fide  of  the  town,  to  cut  off  the  enemy's  communication  with 
Bailia,  a  fummons  was  fent  to  Fiorenzo  to  furrender.  In  the  after- 
noon a  negative  anfwer  was  received ;  but  during  the  day  ftrong  fyrap- 
toms  of  a  fpeedy  evacuation  were  perceived. 

One  of  the  frigates  having  been  funk  by  our  (hot,  the  otber  was  fet 
on  fire  about  four  in  the  afternoon,  when  a  boat  came  off  to  announce 
that  the  enemy  had  quitted  the  town.  It  was  immediately  taken  pof- 
feflion of.  ' 

On  the  20th,  by  a  party  fent  out,  we  found  that  the  enemy  had  eva- 
cuated feveral  fl:rong  pofts  with  cannon,  which  kept  up  their  commu- 
nication with  Baftia,  towards  which  place  they  have  retired  as  far  as 
the  tower  of  Tichime,  on  a  very  high  mountain,  half  way  to  that 
place,  under  which  the  road  paffes,  and  where  they  have  cannon. 

In  this  manner  are  we  now  the  matters  of  the  fortrefs  and  gulph  of 
Fiorenzo,  which  is  the  moft  important  ftation  in  Corfica ;  divides  the 
French  pofts,  affords  a  fafe  harbour  for  a  numerous  fleet,  and,  from  its 
commanding  fituation,  with  refpeft  to  the  coaft  of  France  and  Italy, 
is  at  this  moment  of  peculiar  importance.  The  weather  during  the 
whole  time  has  been  moft  remarkably  propitious ;  had  it  been  other- 
wife,  we  could  not  have  accomplifhed  our  undertaking. 

The  perfeverance,  fpirit,  and  gallantry  of  the  officers  and  men  of 
every  denom.ination,  merit  the  higheft  praife.  Unprovided  as  we  are 
with  many  neceffary  articles  of  preparation,  the  fervice,  at  this  feafon 
of  the  year,  has  been  fevere,  but  undergone  with  the  greateft  cheerful- 
nefs  and  good-will.  To  Sir  James  S.  Erfkine,  and  all  the  officers  of 
the  ftafF,  I  am  much  indebted. 

On  this  occafion  fuccefs  has  crowned  the  joint  endeavours  of  the 
Eritifti  arms.  From  the  navy  we  have  received  the  moft  eifedual  and 
eiTential  afliftance;  their  exertions  have  been  wonderful  and  unpa- 
ralleled. Commodore  Linzee  aftorded  us  every  fupport,  and  to  the 
captains  Dickfon,  Young,  Wolfeley,  Hood,  Woodley,  and  Cook,, 
and  to  the  officers  and  men  who  fo  zealoufly  afted  under  their  com- 
mand, vve  feel  every  fenfe  of  their  efficacious  aid. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  fervice  we  have  derived  efi"ential  affiftance  from 
the  Corficans  aftembled  near  us  by  general  Paoli,  to  the  number  of 
about  1200.  They  have  occupied  advanced  pofts,  and  covered  our 
flanks. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  returns  of  the  killed  and  wounded  (the 
lofs  has  fallen  chiefly  on  the  brave  grenadiers  and  light  infantry  of  the 
royal  and  5-1  ft  regiment,  who  were  the  firft  that  entered  the  enemy's 
works)  ;  and  alfo  returns  of  the  ordnance  and  ftorea  taken  in  the  town 
and  feveral  out-pofts. 

This  letter  will  be  delivered  by  captain  Hiflop,  deputy  adjutant-ge-

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neral;  an  officer  from  whom  I  have  received  the  moft  eflential  affiftance, 
and  whom  I  humbly  beg  leave  to  recommend,  as  peculiarly  deferving 
of  any  mark  of  the  royal  favour  which  his  Majefty  may  be  gracioufly 
pkafed  to  confer  upon  him.

Ihe  difpatch,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy^  was  received  on  Sun- 
day lajl  from  Admiral  Lord  Hood,  by  the  Right  Hotwurahle 
Henry  DundaSj  one  of  his  Majefiys  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State. 

Sir,  Viflofy,  off  Baflia,  May  24,   J  794. 

I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  town  and  citadel  of  Baftia, 
with  the  Teverai  pofls  upon  the  heights,  furrendered  to  the  arrris  of  his 
Majefty  on  the  22d.  On  the  iqth  I  received  a  meffage,  that  the  gar- 
xifon  was  defirous  of  capitulating  upon  honourable  terms ;  in  confe-" 
quence  of  v/hich  I  fent  the  enciofed  note  on  fhore.  This  brought  on 
board  the  Viftory  three  officers,  who  informed  me  that  Gentili,  the 
commandant,  would  affemble  the  officers  of  the  feveral  corps,  and  of 
the  municipality,  if  a  truce  took  place,  which  I  agreed  to,  a  little  be- 
fore fun-fet.  The  next  day  I  received  a  note  from  Gentili,  which  I 
alfo  inclofe,  and  fent  captain  Young  on  {hore,  on  the  morning  of  the 
21ft,  who  foon  returned  to  the  Viftory,  with  two  officers  and  two  of 
the  adminiftrative  bodies,  which,  with  vice-admiral  Goodall,  captain 
Young,  captain  Inglefield,  and  my  fecretary,  Mr.  M<Arthur,  fettled 
the  articles  of  capitulation,  which  were  figned  the  following  morning, 
when  his  Majefty's  troops  took  poffeffion  of  all  the  poib  above  the 
town,  the  troops  in  each  retiring  to  the  citadel,  from  whence  they 
inarched  to  the  Mole  Head,  where  they  grounded  their  arms,  and 
were  embarked.  You  will  receive  herewith  the  articles  of  capitula- 
tion, which  I  hope  his  Majefty  will  approve. 

I  am  unable  to  give  due  praife  to  the  unremitting  zeal,  exertion, 
and  judicious  condu6l  of  lieutenant-colonel  Villettes,  who  had  the  ho- 
nour of  commanding  his  Majefty's  troops ;  never  was  either  more  con- 
ipicuous.  Major  Brereton,  and  every  officer  and  foldier  under  the 
lieutenant-colonel's  orders,  are  juftly  entitled  to  my  warmeft  acknow- 
ledgments ;  their  perfevering  ardour  and  defire  to  diftinguifli  thcm- 
felves  cannot  be  too  highly  fpoken  of,  and  which  it  will  be  my  pride 
to  remember  to  the  lateft  period  of  my  life. 

Captain  Nelfon,  of  his  Majefty's  ihip  Agamemnon,  who  had  the 
command  and  diredions  of  the  feamen,  in  landing  the  guns,  mortars, 
and  ftores ;  and  captain  Hunt,  who  commanded  at  the  batteries,  very 
ably  affifted  by  captain  Buller  and  captain  Serocold,  and  the  lieutenants 

GorCs 
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Gore,  Hotham,  Stiles,  Andrews,  and  BriPoane,  have  an  equal  claim 
to  my  gratitude,  as  the  feamen  under  their  management  worked  the 
guns  with  great  judgment  and  alacrity.  Never  was  an  higher  fpirit 
or  greater  perfeverance  exhibited,  and,  I  am  happy  to  fay,  that  no 
other  contention  was  at  any  time  known,  than  who  fhould  be  moft  for- 
ward and  indefatigable  for  promoting  his  Majefty's  fervice  ;  for,  al- 
though the  difficulties  they  had  to  flruggle  with  were  many  and  vari- 
ous, the  perfed  harmony  and  good  humour  that  univerfally  prevailed 
throughout  the  fiege  overcame  them  all. 

I  cannot  but  expreis,  in  the  ftrongelt  terms,  the  meritorious  conduct 
of  captain  Duncan  and  lieutenant  Alexander  Duncan,  of  the  royal  ar- 
tillery, and  lieutenant  De  Butts,  of  the  royal  engineers ;  but  my  obli- 
gation is  particularly  great  to  captain  Duncan,  as  more  true  ability 
and  judgment  was  never  fhewn  by  an  officer,  than  was  difplayed  by 
him  ;  and  I  take  the  liberty  of  mentioning  him  as  an  officer  highly 
entitled  to  his  Majefty's  notice. 

I  feel  myfelf  very  much  indebted  to  the  vigilance  and  attention  of 
captain  Wolfeley,  of  the  Imperieufe,  and  of  captain  Hallowell,  who 
became  a  volunteer  wherever  he  could  be  ufeful,  after  being  faperfed- 
ed  in  the  command  of  the  Courageux  by  captain  Waldegrave.  The 
former  kept  a  diligent  watch  upon  the  ifland  of  Capraia,  where  the 
enemy  have  magazines  of  provifions  and  ftores,  and  the  latter  did  the 
fame,  by  guarding  the  harbour's  mouth  of  Bailia  with  gun-boats  and 
launches  well  armed,  the  v^^hole  of  every  night,  whilft  the  fmaller  boats 
were  very  judicioully  placed  in  the  intervals  between,  and  rather  with- 
out the  fhips  (which  were  moored  in  a  crefcent  juft  out  of  reach  of  the 
enemy's  guns)  by  captain  Young,  of  the  Fortitude,  the  centre  Ihip, 
on  board  of  which  every  boat  aliembled  at  fun-fet  for  orders ;  and  the 
cheerfulnefs  with  which  the  officers  and  men  performed  this  nightly 
duty  is  very  much  to  be  admired,  and  afforded  me  the  moft  heartfelt 
iatisfadlion  and  pleafure. 

The  very  great  and  effeftual  affiftance  I  received  from  vice-admiral 
Goodall,  captain  Inglefield,  and  captain  Knight,  as  well  as  from  every 
captain  and  officer  of  his  Majefty's  fhips  under  my  command,  have  a 
juft  claim  to  my  moft  particular  thanks,  not  only  in  carrying  into  exe- 
cution my  orders  afloat,  but  in  attending  to  and  fupplying  the  wants 
of  the  little  army  on  (hore  :  it  is  to  the  very  cordial  and  decided  fup- 
port  alone  I  had  the  honour  to  receive  from  the  whole,  that  the  innu- 
merable difficulties  we  had  to  contend  with  were  fo  happily  fur- 
mounted. 

Major  Smith  and  enfign  Vigoureux,  of  the  25th  regiment,  and  cap- 
tain Radfdale,  and  lieutenant  St.  George,  of  the  nth,  not  embarking 
with  their  refpeclive  regiments,  having  civil  employments  on  (hore  ;  it 
is  to  their  honour  I  mention,  that  they  relinquilhed  thofe  employments, 
and  joined  their  corps,  foon  after  the  troops  were  landed. 

It  is  very  much  my  duty  to  inform  you,  that  I  am  extremely  oblig- 
ed to  general  Petrecono,  Mr.  Frediani,  and  all  the  officers  of  the  Cor- 
ficans,_  ferving  with  the  army,  for  their  great  zeal,  ardour,  and  atten- 
tion,  in  forwarding  the  reduftion  of  Baftia  by  every  means  in  their

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power,  who  were  of  Infinite  fervice  by  preferving  good  or4er  in  t$c 
troops.  " 

'  I  tranfmit  an  account  of  the  lofs  on  the  part  of  his  Majefty,  in  killed 
and  wounded,  which,  I  am  happy  to  fay,  is  inconfiderable ;  but  the 
enemy  fufFered  much,  their  hofpitals  being  full. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fiege,  the  number  of  the  enemy,  bear- 
ing arms    was  3000. 

By  the  firft'  fhip  that  fails  for  England,  I  fliall  have  the  honour  of 
fending,  to  be  laid  at  his  Majefty's  feet,  the  feveral  ftand  of  colours 
taken  at  Baftia. 

■  Captain  Hunt,  who  was  on  fhore,  in  the  command  of  the  batteries 
from  the  hour  the  troops  landed  to  the  furrender  of  the  town,  will  be  the 
bearer  of  this  difpatch,  and  can  give  any  further  information  you  may 
ivifti  to  know  refpeding  the  fiege.

King  of  Great  Britain. 

Thefe  four  commiffioners,  who  equally  poffefs  my  confidence,  and

Articles  of  Capitulation  of  the   Garrifon   and  Towtt  of  Bajiiay  in 
Corjica. 

On  the  2.ift  day  of  May,  1794,  by  order  of  the  Right  Hon.  Lord 
Hood,  admiral  of  the  blue,  and  commander  in  chief  of  his  Majefty's 
Ihips  and  vefTeh  employed  in  the  Mediterranean  :  vice-admiral  Good- 
all ;  captain  Young,  of  the  Fortitude;  captain  J.  N.  Inglefield,  ad- 
jutant-general to  the  fleet ;  aad  John  M< Arthur,  fecretary  to  his  ex-, 
cellency  the  commander  in  chief,  met  on  board  the  Viftory,  to  receive 
propofals  of  capitulation  for  Baftia,  from  Meffrs.  Etienne  Monty,  pre^ 
iidenis  of  the  department  of  Corfica  ;  John  Baptifte  Galeazzini,  mayo£ 
of  Baftia  ;  Charles  Francis  Emanuel  .Couthaud;  and  John  Baptifte 
Francefchi,  adjutant- generals  of  the  French  array. 

The  follonuing  articles  tuei  e  propofed^   difciiffed^  and  modified  as  foU 
loivsj  viz. 

Art.  I,  The  garrifon  Ihall  march  out  with  all  the  honours  of  war» 
together  with  all  thofe  attached  to  the  army. 

Anfwer.     Granted. 

Art.  II.  The  garrifon  fhall  embark  as  foon  as  pofTible  after  figning 
thefe  articles  at  the  Great  Mole  of  the  Port,  preceded  by  the  field  ar- 
tillery, with  arms,  baggage,  drums  beating,  matches  lighted  at  both 
ends,  colours  flying.  To  be  tranfported  immediately  to  the  Port  of 
the  Mountain  (Toulon)  and  no  where  elfe. 

Anfwer.  In  conflderation  of  the  gallant  defence  made,  the  garri*- 
fon  Ihall  march  to  the  Molehead,  preceded  by  two  field  pieces,  with 
their  arms,  baggage,  &c.  and  ihall  lay  down  their  arras  at  the  place 
appointed  for  their  embarkation ;  they  fliiall,  as  foon  as  poflible,  be 
tranfported  to  the  Port  of  the  Mountain  (Toulon). 

■■  Art.  III.  All  ammunition,  artillery,  military  ftores,  and  every 
thing  which  compofes  and  makes  a  part  of  the  army,  both  by  fea  and 
land,  (hall  alfo  be  tranfported  to  the  Port  of  the  Mountain. 

Anfwer.     Refufed. 

Art.  IV.  The  Corvette  La  Fleche  fliall  be  fitted  out  as  a  tranfport 
to  carry  the  garrifon  and  citizens  who  wifh  to  follow  it,  together  with 
the  Pink  La  Marie  Vidoire ;  and  that  loaded  with  {hip  timber,  which 
are  now  at  the  difpofal  of  the  adminiftrator  of  the  marine,  flaall  be 
employed  for  this  tranfport ;  but  this  not  being  fufficient,  the  neceffary 
number  fliall  he  furnilhed  by  the  admiral,  four  of  which  ihall  not  be 
M  z  vifitedi 
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vifited.  The  above-mentioned  corvette  and  pink,  loaded  with  timber, 
{hall  be  kept  by  the  Republic. 

Anfwer.  The  troops  of  the  garrifon  and  citizens  who  wifh  to  de- 
part, Ihall  be  conveyed  to  Toulon,  the  Port  of  the  Mountain,  by  vef- 
fels  appointed  hy  his  excellency  the  con^.mander  in  chief. 

The  French  corvette  La  Fleche,  and  all  veffels  in  the  harbour,  muft 
be  delivered  up  to  his  Britannic  Majefty's  ofticers.  Such  filhing  boats 
as  are  neceffary  to  the  fubfiftence  of  the  inhabitants,  proving  their  pro- 
perty, fhall  remain  in  their  poflfeirion. 

The  reft  of  this  article  is  inadmiflible. 

Art.  V.  The  fick,  who  are  not  able  to  bear  the  voyage,  (hall  re- 
main in  the  hofpitals  which  they  occupy  at  prefent,  at  the  expence  of 
the  Republic,  by  officers  of  health,  who  fhall  be  appointed  under  the 
fuperintendance  of  a  commifi'ary  of  war,  and,  when  they  are  able  to 
fupport  the  voyage,  veffels  Ihall  be  furnilhed  to  tranfport  them  by  the 
Englifh  commander, 

Anfwer.     Granted. 

Art.  VI.  The  members  of  the  conftituent  bodies,  and  all  perfons 
attached  to  the  fervice  of  the  Republic,  or  any  denomination  what- 
ever, or  penfioners,  fhall  participate  in  this  capitulation  with  the  mi- 
litary, and  Ihall  enjoy  the  fame  conditions. 

Anfwer.     Granted. 

Art.  VII.  All  papers  concerning,  public  accounts,  thofe  of  the  ar- 
tillery, engineers,  marine,  military  tribunal,  military  cheft,  both  of 
this  place  and  all  others,  fhall  be  tranfported  to  France ;  the  fame  fhall 
be  done  with  all  papers  and  plans  of  the  country,  as  well  of  the  old  as 
new  adminiflration,  as  civil  and  military,  and  thofe  belonging  to  the 
communities, 

Anfwer.  Granted,  except  fuch  as  are  neceffary  for  the  fecurity 
of  property ;  the  archives,  and  other  public  papers  and  plans  of  the 
ifland,  fhall  remain,  but  copies  of  them  fhall  be  allowed  to  be  taken. 

Art.  VlII.  The  inhabitants  of  both  fexes,  which  are  now  in  the 
town,  or  that  have  taken  refuge  there,  fhall  have  their  lives,  their  ho- 
nour, and  their  property  faved  and  guaranteed,  with  liberty  to  retire, 
when  and  whither  they  pleafe,  with  their  families  and  fervants,  furni- 
ture, effefts,  and  merchandize;  and  the  power  of  difpofing  of  what- 
ever effects  they  may  chufe  to  leave  behind,  or  to  receive  their  rents 
by  agents.

Art.  IX.  No  troops  nor  armed  men,  except  thofe  of\,the  Britifh 
government,  fhall,  on  any  account,  be  brought  into  the  town. 

Anfwer.  The  Britifh  government  will  take  care  that  Ao  armed 
men  fhall  be  brought  into  the  town,  in  -any  manner  that  ma^ive  the 
inhabitants  any  caufe  of  uneafinefs  or  apprehenfion. 

Art.  X.  The  community  in  general,  nor  any  individual  in  parti- 
cular, fhall  be  fubjefled  to  any  tax  or  contribution  whatever,  on  ac* 
count  of  the  events  which  have  preceded  or  accompanied  the  fiege. 

Anfwer.     Granted. 

Art,  XI.     No  perfon  fhall  be  troubled  on  account  of  his  religion 

or 
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or  political  opinions^  not  for  any  thing  he  may  have  faid  before  or 
during  the  fiege. 

Anfvver.     Granted. 

Art.  XII.  The  inhabitants  (hall  not  be  fubjedl  to  have  foldiers  bil- 
letted  in  their  houfes ;  tliey  ihall  not  be  forced  to  any  military  fervice 
or  work. 

Anfvver.  Soldiers  (hall  never  be  billetted  on  the  inhabitants,  except 
in  cafes  of  abfolute  neceffity. 

Art.  XIII.  The  prefent  money  of  the  Republic,  particularly 
affignats,  fhall  continue  to  pafs  current. 

Anfvver.  The  French  money  and  affignats  fhall  be  allowed  to  pafs ; 
but  no  perfon  fhall  be  compelled  to  take  them. 

Art.  XIV.  The  national  domains,  fold  agreeable  to  the  exifting 
laws,  (hall  be  kept  by  the  purchafers  ;  the  leafes  of  national  property 
not  fold,  which  have  been  granted  till  this  time,  fnall  remain  in  fo^ce. 

Anfwer.  We  do  not  feel  ourfelves  authorized  to  decide  on  this  ar- 
ticle ;  it  muft  be  left  to  the  decifion  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  pur- 
chafers enjoying  the  poffefTion  of  the  national  domains  till  his  Majefty's 
pleafure  fhall  be  known  :  and  all  leafes  granted  before  the  arrival  of 
the  Britifh  fleet  at  St.  Fiorenzo  fhall  renvain  in  force. 

Art.  XV.  The  community  fhall  be  maintained  in  the  poffeffion  of 
the  moveables  and  immoveables  belonging  to  it ;  the  fame  fhall  be 
done  with  the  town  hofpital.

Art.  XVI.  Defertcrs  fhall  not  be  demanded  on  one  fide  or  the  other.

Art.  XVII.  The  prifoners  that  have  been  taken  during  the  fiege, 
fhall  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  fhall  be  allowed  to  retire  to  Baftia  or  to 
France ;  thofe  which  have  been  taken  fince  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
and  have  been  given  up  to  the  Corficans,  fhall  be  joined  to  thofe  who 
were  taken  at  Fornelli,  to  be  exchanged  when  an  opportunity  offers, 

Anfwer.     Granted. 

Art.  XVIII.  NecefTary  pafTports  fhall  be  furnifhed  to  two  feluc- 
cas, to  go  immediately  after  figning  of  this  capitulation,  one  to  Calvi, 
and  the  other  to  the  Port  of  the  Mountain,  to  carry  the  difpatches  of 
the  general  of  divifion,  Gentili. 

Anfwer.  Granted,  with  regard  to  Toulon,  (Port  of  the  Moun- 
tain).    Refufed,  with  regard  to  Calvi, 

Art.  XIX.  If  any  difficulty  fnould  arife  refpefting  the  terms  or 
condition?  of  the  capitulation,  they  fhall  be  in  all  cafes  interpreted  in 
favour  of  the  garrifon,  the  inhabitants  of  Baftia,  and  the  refugees. 

Anfwer.  If  any  difficulty  fhall,  at  any  time,  arife  in  the  interpre- 
tation of  this  capitulation,  it  fhall  be  decided  with  the  flrideft  jufticc 
to  both  parties. 

Art.  XX.  The  Britifh  government  fhall  be  the  only  guarantee  of 
the  prefent  capitulation. 

Anfwer.     Granted, 
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ADDITIONAL  ARTICLES. 

Art.  I.  All  the  out-pofts  and  forts,  and  the  gate  of  the  cltadcij,' 
fhall  be  put  in  pofTeffion  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  troops  at  twelve, 
o'clock  to-morrow  :  The  troops  in  the  forts  and  out-pofts  are  to  retire 
to  the  citadel,  from  whence  they  are  to  march  at  ten  o'clock  the  nex? 
morning,  to  the  place  appointed  for  each  corps  by  the  commiffioners 
who  have  managed  the  prefent  capitulation  ;  and  they  are  to  lay  down 
their  arms  at  the  place  of  their  embarkation.  Commiffaries  of  artil- 
lery and  ftores  will  remain  in  the  citadel,  to  take  inventories  of  all  the 
artillery,  ammunition,  and  ftores,  and  proper  olHcers  are  to  be  ap- 
pointed to  fhew  the  mines,  m.agazines,  and  ftoresj  of  every  defcription. 

Art.  II.  The  town  of  Eallia,  the  citadel,  and  all  the  forts,  out- 
works and  pofts,  and  every  thing  contained  in  them,  that  is  not  the 
private  property  of  the  garrifon  or  inhabitants,  together  with  the 
ihips  of  war,  and  all  veffels  lying  in  the  port,  Ihall  be  delivered  up  to 
his  Britanriic  Majefty  in  the  prefent  ftate,  without  any  deterioration  of 
the  batteries,  artillery,  mines,  magazines  of  ammunition,  provifions, 
or  any  fort  of  ftores.

My  letter  of  the  15th  of  June  wou^ld  inform  you,  that  having  forced 
the  French  (hips  on  the  i  ith,  which  failed  from  Toulon  on  the  5thj, 
to  feck  their  fafety  within  the  ihoals  in  the  bay  of  Gourjean,  and  un- 
der the  proteftion  of  the  batteries  of  the  ifiands  of  St.  Honora  and  St„ 
Margaretta,  and  on  Cape  Garoupe;  that  I  had  left  vice-admiral  Ho- 
tham  to  watch  them ;  and  that  I  was  returning  to  Corfica,  to  joia 
lieutenant-general  Stuart  for  the  reduction  of  Calvi,  which  I  have  the 
honor  to  acquaint  ycu  is  now,  I  believe,  on  the  point  of  furrendering 
to  the  arms  of  his  Majefty. 

Upon  my  junftion  with  vice  admiral  Hotham  oiF  this  port  on  the 
9th,  I  detached  captain  Nelfon  in  the  Agamemnon  to  Baftia,  with 
prders  to  embark  the  troops,  and  proceed  with  them  to  Martello  Bay, 
where  lieutenant-general  Stuart  embarked  on  the  15th;  and  expreffing 
a  wiflx  to  proceed  to  the  attack  of  Calvi  immediately,  captain  Nelfoii 
(Complied  with  it,  and  on  the  19th,  all  the  troops  were  landed,  under 
the  direftion  of  captain  Cooke,  in  a  fmall  cove  about  three  miles  from 
Calvi. 

I  anchored  in  Martello  Bay  on  the  19th;  and  fo  foon  as  I  had  era- 
barked  the  ordnance  and  other  ftores  the  general  had  defired,  which, 
the  boifterous  weather  for  fome  days  prevented,  and  had  forced  the 
Agamemnon  and  feveral  of  the  tranfports  from  their  anchors ;  but  his 
Majefty's  fmaller  fhips,  and  the  reft  of  the  tranfports,  which  were  clofe 
under  the  land,  and  had  not  room  to  get  under  fail,  very  fortunately 
tode  the  gale  out,  without  an  accident  to  either,  the  wind  not  blowing 
home  to  the  ftiore  with  fo  much  violence. 

On  the  26th  I  failed,  having  previoufly  fent  captain  Hallowell  and 
captain  Serocold  (who  were  eager  volunteers  for  the  fervice,  as  were 
alfo  the  lieutenants  Perriers  and  Morgan)  with  as  many  able  feamen  as 

the 
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the  Viftory  could  then  fpare,  to  affift  in  dragging  up  the  ordnance, 
and  ferviug  the  batteries. 

The  journal  I  herewith  tranfmit  from  captain  Nelfon,  who  had  the 
command  of  the  feamen,  will  fhew  the  daily  occurrences  of  the  fiege, 
and  whofe  unremitting  zeal  and  exertion  I  cannot  fufficiently  exprefs, 
or  that  of  captain  Hallowellj  who  took  it  by  turns  to  command  in 
the  advanced  battery  twenty- four  hours  at  a  time;  and  I  flatter  my- 
lelf  they,  as  well  as  the  other  officers  and  feamen,  will  have  full 
juftice  done  them  by  the  general ;  it  is  therefore  unneceilary  for  me 
to  fay  more  upon  the  fubjedt :  But  I  have  to  lament,  and  v/hiich  I  do 
moft  fmcerely,  the  lofs  of  a  very  able  and  valuable  officer,  captain 
Serocold,  who  was  killed  by  a  grape  fhot,  whilft  getting  the  laft  gun 
in  its  place,  foon  after  the  enemy  had  difcovered  our  battery.  The 
king  has  not  a  more  meritorious  young  captain  in  his  Majefty's  navy  : 
He  commanded  the  floating  battery,  which  was  burnt  by  red-hot  Ihot, 
before  Eaflia,  and  afterwards  ferved,  with  infinite  reputation,  at  the 
batteries  on  fhore.  Independent  of  my  regard  and  efteem  for  him,  I 
feel  h's  lofs  to  be  a  public  one. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  captains  Wolfeley,  Hood,  Sir  Charles 
Hamilton,  Sir  Harry  Burrard  Cunningham,  Macnamara  and  Robin- 
fon,  for  their  vigilance  in  keeping  fuccours  out,  by  a  fteady  perfe- 
verance  in  preferving  their  refpeftive  ftations,  under  manifeft  difficul- 
ties ;  and  I  ought  not  to  omit  to  mention  my  tribute  of  praife  to  Mr. 
Gibfon,  commanding  the  Fox  hired  cutter,  of  whom  all  the  captains 
fpeak  in  the  handfomeft  manner  for  his  diligence  and  punftual  obe- 
dience to  orders.  For  near  two  months  they  did  not  receive  at  Calvi 
any  intelligence  from  the  continent,  until  the  night  of  the  29th,  when 
four  boats  got  in,  the  port  not  being  then  fo  well  and  clofely 
guarded,  having  been  obliged  to  fend  off  three  frigates  to  Naples  and 
other  places  for  ftores,  which  the  general  preffed  for,  and  the  night's 
being  dark. 

On  the  27th  I  arrived  off  Calvi,  and  have  kept  clofe  off  the  port 
ever  iince,  in  order  to  relieve  the  wants  of  the  army  every  morning, 
having  ftationed  a  frigate  at  anchor  off  Cape  Revalata,  and  another 
off  point  D'Efpana.  I  have  landed  from  this  Ihip  feven  of  her  lower 
deck  guns ;  and,  from  time  to  time,  all  requifitions,  for  various  other 
ftores  as  well  as  for  men,  the  general  has  made,  have  been  complied 
with,  under  great  inconvenience,  that  the  operations  of  the  army 
fnould  not  (land  ftill. 

On  the  29th  of  laft  month  I  had  the  honour  of  a  vifit  from  general 
Stuart,  who  brought  letters  that  had  palled  between  him  and  the  com- 
mandant of  the  French  troops  relative  to  a  truce  for  twenty-five  days, 
which  appearing  to  be  inadraiffible,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  30th  of 
July  our  batteries  were  opened  ;  and  on  the  morning  of  the  ift  inftant, 
the  white  flag  was  difpUyed  on  the  citadel,  under  the  national  one, 
and  the  firing  ceafed. 

Viftory,  off  Calviy  Aug.    9,    1 794. 

I  herewith  have  the  honour  to  tranfmit,  for  the  information  of  the 
lords  commiffioners  of  the  admiralty,  duplicates  of  my  difpatches  of 
^he  5th,  from  Martello  Bay.  I  failed 
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.  I  failed  on  the  7th,  and  got  off  here  the  next  morning ;  and  here- 
with tranfmit  a  copy  of  captain  Nelfon's  journal  from  the  28th  of  laft 
month  t©  the  8th  of  the  prefent  one  ;  alfo  the  copy  of  a  letter  I  have 
Kceived  from  him,  highly  creditable  to  lieutenant  Harrifon,  a  tranf- 
port  agent,  as  well  as  to  Mr.  William  Harrington,  mafter  of  the  Wil- 
lihgton,  and  the  tranfport's  men,  who  were  all  anxioufly  eager,  either 
to  ferve  on  fliore,  or  on  board  his  Majeffy's  fhips. 

I  have  ordered  captain  Wolfeley  to  take  poiTeffion  of  the  Meljx)- 
niene  and  Mignonne  frigates,  the  former  is  one  of  the  fineft  ever  built 
in  France,  carries  40  guns,  the  other  only  32  ;  and  I  have  received  an 
account  from  the  conful  at  Zante,  that  his  Majefty's  frigates  which  I 
fent  into  the  Levant,  under  the  command  of  captain  Niontgomery, 
have  taken  the  Sibelle,  twin  fifter  to  the  Melpomene. 

Captain  Cunningham,  who  has  cruized  with  infinite  diligence,  zeal, 
and  perfeverance,  under  many  difficulties,  for  three  months  paft,  off 
Calvi,  charged  with  my  difpatches,  is  competent  to  give  any  in- 
formation their  lordlhips  may  wifh  to  have  ;  and  I  beg  to  recommend 
him  as  an  officer  of  great  merit,  and  highly  defervin^  any  favour  that 
can  be  ftiewn  him. 

ViRe-ry,  off  Calvi,  Aug.  lO,  I  794. 
Having  received  from  lieu  ten  an  tr  general  Stuart  the  articles  of  capi- 
tulation he  made  with  Cafabianca,   the  commandant  of  the  French 
troops  at  Calvi,  I  have  the  honour  herewith  to  tranfmit  a  copy  thereof. 
Articles  of  Capitulation  of  the  Garrijon  of  Calvi ^  in  Corfica. 
I.  The  garrifon  and  all  perfons  attached  to  it  in  a  military  capacity, 
fliall  march  out  of  the  town  with  all   the  honours  of  war. — A.  The 
garrifon,  and  all  perfons  attached  to  it  in  a  military  capacity,  Ihall  march 
out  of  Calvi  with  all  the  honours  of  war,  and  fhall  depofit  their  arms, 
colours,  and  cannons,   at  a  place  that  fnall  be  pointed  out  to  them  for 
this  purpofe  ;  but  in  confideration  of  their  gallant  defence,   they  Ihall 
be  allowed  to  preferve  their  fwords. 

IT.  The  garrifon  (hall  embark  on  the  loth  of  Auguft,  at  the  Quay 
of  the  Lower  Town,  preceded  by  its  field  train,  arms,  and  baggage, 
drums  beating,  matches  lighted,  colours  flying,  and  fhall  be  conveyed 
to  the  port  of  the  Mountain,  and  to  no  other  place. — A.  The  garrifon 
fhall  embark  on  the  loth  of  Auguft,  and  be  conveyed  to  Toulon  in 
tranfports,  which  fhall  be  provided  for  this  fcrvice.

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VI.  The  inhabitants  of  Calvi,  and  the  Corfican  refugees  of  both 
fexes,  ftiall  be  protefted  in  theiv  lives,  their  honour,  and  their  property ; 
ihail  be  at  liberty  to  embark  for  France  immediately  with  the  garri- 
fon,  or  to  retire  to  fuch  other  places  as  they  may  think  proper,  with 
their  effedls,  and  Ihall  retain  the  power  to  difpofe  of  their  real  eftates, 
or  to  manage  them  by  their  agents. — A.  Granted. 

VII.  The  refugees  who  may  be  defirous  of  returning,  or  of  fending 
their  families  into  the  interior  of  the  ifland,  fhall  be  at  liberty  fo  to 
do;  and  the  Britifh  government  ihall  caufe  their  property  to  be  re- 
ftored  to  them,  and  fhall  proteft  them  againft  all  perfecution  on  acr 
count  of  any  religious  or  political  opinions  which  they  may  have  mani- 
fefted  prior  to  this  capitulation. — A.  This  article  muft  be  referred  to 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  being  of  a.  nature  not  immediately  connefted 
with  the  authority  of  the  general. 

VIII.  All  papers  which  concern  the  refponfibility  of  the  paymafters 
of  the  army,  of  the  artillery,  of  the  engineers,  of  the  navy,  or  of  any 
other  branch  of  adminiftration,  fhall  be  removed  to  France — A, 
Granted. 

IX.  The  fick  fhall  be  conveyed  to  France  as  foon  as  poffible,  and 
thofe  who  may  be  unable  to  bear  the  voyage,  fliall  remain  in  the  hofpi- 
tal  of  the  Lower  Town,  under  the  care  of  fuch  perfons  as  fhall  be  left 
for  this  purpofe,  and  at  the  expence  of  the  republic ;  and  fhall  alfo  be 
fent  to  France,  as  foon  as  they  are  in  a  condition  to  be  removed. — A. 
Granted. 

X.  The  municipality  of  Calvi  fhall  preferve  all  its  poffeflions,  and 
fhall  be  at  liberty  to  difpofe  of  them,  in  conformity  to  the  eftablifhed 
regulations.— A.  Granted. 

XI.  Neither  the  municipality  or  any  individual  fhall  be  called  upon 
to  pay  any  tax  or  contribution,  on  account  of  any  events  which  have 
preceded  or  accompanied  the  fiege,  or  on  account  of  their  religious  or 
political  opinions;  and  no  one  fhall  be  molefted  in  the  exereife  of  his 
religious  duties. — A.  Granted. 

XII.  The  inhabitants  iliall  not  be  liable  to  have  the  foldiers  billetted 
upon  them,  nor  be  fubjefl  to  any  military  duty. — ^A.  Granted  for  the 
prefent,  and  for  the  future,  except  in  cafes  of  urgent  necefTity. 

XIII.  The  purchafers  of  national  lands,  or  thofe  who  hold  them  on 
leafe,  fhall  continue  in  the  pofTefTion  of  them. — A.  Referved  for  the 
confideration  of  his  Majefty,  for  the  reafons  flated  in  the  anfwer  to  the 
-yth  article. 

XIV.  The  infcription  upon  the  gates  of  the  citadel,  "  Civitas  Calvi 
femper  fidelis,"  fhall  remain  as  an  honourable  tefiiraony  of  the  conduct, 
the  charafter,  and  the  virtues  of  the  inhabitants  of  Calvi. — A.  Granted. 

XV.  The  deferters  fhall  not  be  delivered  up  on  either  fide. — A. 
As  there  are  no  deferters  from  the  Britifh  army,  this  article  is  unne-? 
cefTary. 

XVI.  The  prifoners  taken  by  the  fhips  of  his  Britannic  Majefty 
fmce  the  blockade  of  Calvi,  thofe  taken  at  Mofello,  the  failors  taken 
in  the  brig  employed  to  convoy  the  fick  to  France,  the  failors  and  the 
paffengers  taken  near  Galeria,  in  a  veiTel  bound  to  France,  and  who 
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arc  now  detained,  part  on  board  the  frigates,  and  part  In  the  caftle  of 
Corte,  and  the  failors  and  gunners  who  have  been  taken  coming  from 
France,  (hall  be  liberated,  and  allowed  either  to  remain  at  Calvi,  of 
to  return  to  France,  as  they  ihall  think  proper. — A.  Refufed. 

XVII.  Paffports  fhall  be  granted  to  enable  two  gondolas  to  go  to 
France,  one  to  the  port  of  the  Mountain,  and  the  other  to  Nice,  with 
difpatches  from  the  general.

A  Dif patch,  of  n.vhich   the  folloavit/g   is  a  Copy,  nvas  I  aft  night  recei'ved 
from    Lieut.    General  the   Hon,  Charles  StJiart,    by   the    Right  Hon, 
Henry  Dundas,  one  of  his  Majefty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

Sir,  Calvi,  Azigift  10,    1794. 

I  have  the  fatisfaftlon  to  inform  you,  that  the  town  of  Calvi  fur- 
rendered  to  his  Maj city's  forces  on  the  loth  inftant,  after  a  fiege  of 
fifty-one  days 

As  I  perfedly  agreed  with  Lord  Hood  in  opinion,  that  the  utmoft 
difpatch  is  neceffary,  in  order  to  enable  the  troops  feleded  for  the  fiege 
of  Calvi  to  begin  their  operations  before  the  commencement  of  the  un- 
healthy feafon,  every  effort  was  ufed  to  forward  the  neceffary  prepara- 
tions ;  and  fo  efreftual  were  the  exertions  of  the  different  departments, 
that  in  the  courfe  of  a  very  few  days,  the  regiments  embarked  at  Baftia ; 
and  captain  Nelfon,  of  his  Majefty's  fhip  Agamemnon,  confented,  in 
lord  Hood's  abfence,  to  proceed  to  Port  Agra,  where  a  landing  was 
effefted  on  the  19th  of  June ;  and,  in  the  courfe  of  the  fame  day,  the 
army  encamped,  in  a  ftrong  pofition,  upon  the  Serra  del  Capuccine,  a 
ridge  of  mountains,  three  miles  diftant  from  the  town  of  Calvi. 

A'  2  From 
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Ffom  many  of  the  o6t-pofl:s,  and  particularly  from  thofe  the  friendlj^ 
Corficans  were  ordered  to  occupy,  I  could  diftinftly  difcover  that  the 
town  of  Calvi  was  ftrong  in  point  of  fituation,  well  fortified,  and  am- 
ply fupplied  with  heavy  artillery  ;  the  exterior  defences,  on  which  the 
enemy  had  beftowed  a  confiderable  labour,  confifled  in  the  bomb  proof 
flone  ftar  Fort  Mozello,  mounting  ten  pieces  of  ordnance,  with  a  bat- 
tery of  fix  guns  on  its  right,  flanked  by  a  fmall  entrenchment. 

In  the  rear  of  this  line  (which  covered  the  town  to  the  weflward) 
on  a  rocky  hill  to  the  eafl,  was  placed  a  battery  of  three  guns*  Con- 
fiderably  advanced  on  the  plain  to  the  fouth  weff,  the  fort  MoUino- 
chefco,  on  a  fteep  rock,  commanded  the  communication  between  Calvi 
and  the  province  of  Balagni,  fupported  by  two  frigates  moored  in  the 
bay,  for  the  purpofe  of  raking  the  intermediate  country  :  but  the  prin- 
cipal difficulries  in  approaching  the  enemy's  works,  did  not  fo  much 
arife  from  the  ftrength  of  the  defences,  as  from  the  height  of  the 
mountains  and  rugged  rocky  furface  of 'the  country  it  was  neceflfary  to 
penetrate ;  and  fo  confiderable  v/ere  thefe  obftacles  againft  the  ufual 
mode  of  attack,  that  it  was  judged  expedient  to  adopt  rapid  and  for- 
ward movements}-  inftead  of  regular  approaches.  In  conformity  to  this 
plan  of  proceeding,  the  feamen  and  foldiers  were  laborioufly  employed 
in  making  roads,  dragging  guns  to  the  tops  of  the  mountains,  and  cel- 
lefting  military  ftores  for  the  purpofe  of  ereding  two  mortar  and  four 
feparatg  gun  batteries  on  the  fame  night.  One  of  thefe  was  intended 
againft  the  Moilinochefco;  the  fecond  to  be  conftruded  on  rocks  to 
cover  the  principal  one  of  fix  guns ;  which,  by  a  fudden  march,  and 
the  exertions  of  the  whole  army,  was  to  be  erefted  within  feven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  yards  of  the  Mozello. 

From  fome  miilake,  the  battery  propofed  againft  the  Moilinochefco, 
was  built  and  opened  two  days  before  the  appointed  time,  and  confider- 
ably  damaged  that  fort.  Obferving,  however,  tliat  it  was  the  deter- 
mination of  the  enemy  1o  repair,  and  not  to  evacuate  it,  the  Royal 
Iriih  regiment  was  ordered,  on  the  evening  of  the  6th  of  July,  to  move 
towai'ds  their  left,  expofing  the  men  to  the  fire  of  their  artillery.  This 
diverfion  was  feconded  at  fun-fet,  and  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
night,  by  a  feigned  attack  of  the  Corficans,  which  fo  effeduaily  de- 
ceived the  enemy,  that  they  withdrew  a  confiderable  piquet  from  the 
fpot  where  the  principal  battery  was  to  be  conftrufted,  in  order  to  fup- 
port  the  Moilinochefco,  and  direfting  the  whole  of  their  fire  to  that 
point,  enabled  the  troops  to  complete  their  work.  This  important  po- 
fition  eftablifhed,  the  enemy  was  compelled  to  evacuate  the  Mollinc- 
chefco,  and  to  withdraw  the  fhipping  under  the  protet^Uon  of  the 
town.  A  very  heavy  fire  immediately  commenced  on  both  fides,  and 
continued  with  little  intermiffion,  until  the  x8th  of  that  month,  when 
obferving  that  their  batteries  were  confiderably  damaged,  and  a  breach 
appearing  prafticable  on  the  weft  fide  of  the  Mozello,  a  difpofition  was 
made  for  a  general  attack  upon  the  out-works,  under  the  cover  of  two 
batteries,  ordered  to  be  erefted  that  night,  which,  from  their  pofition, 
would,  in  the  event  of  a  check,  appear  the  pnacinal  objecf  of  th« 
iTio\'ement. 

From 
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Ttam  the  zeil  of  lieut,  col.  WatJchope,  and  the  great  exertions  o^ 
the  50th  regiment,  the  battery,  which  he  undertook  to  conftruft  withia 
three  hundred  yards  of  the  Mozsello,  was  completed  an  houi:  befotc 
day-break,  without  difcovery ;  a  fignal  gun  was  then  fired  from  it  for 
the  troops  to  advance.  Lieutenant  Newhoufe,  of  the  Royal  Artillery, 
with  two  field  pieces,  covered  the  approach ;  and  the  grenadiers,  light 
infantry,  and  2d  battalion  of  the  Royals,  under  the  command  of  lieu- 
tenant colonel  Moore  of  the  51ft  regiment,  and  major  Brereton  of  the 
30th  regiment,  proceeded  with  a  cool,  ftcady  confidence,  and  ■unloaded 
arms,  towards  the  enemy,  forced  their  Way  through  a  fmart  fire  of  muf- 
quetry,  and,  tegardlefs  of  live  (hells  thrown  into  the  breach,  or  the 
additional  defence  of  pikes,  ftormed  the  Mozello ;  while  lieutenant 
colonel  Wemyfs,  with  the  Royal  Irifh  regiment,  and  two  pieces  of  can- 
non, under  the  direftioh  of  lieutenant  Leraoine  of  the  Royal  Artillery*, 
equally  regardlefs  of  oppofition,  carried  the  enemy's  battety  on  the  kfrs  ' 
and  forced  their  trenches  without  firing  a  Ihot. 

The  poffeflion  of  thefe  very  important  pofts,  which  the  troops  main- 
tained under  the  heavieft  fire  of  (hells,  (hot,  and  grape,  induced  me  to 
i)ffer  to  confider  fuch  terms  as  the  garrifon  of  Calvi  might  be  inclined 
to  propofe ;  but  receiving  an  unfavourable  anfwer,  the  navy  and  army 
once  more  united  their  elForts,  and,  in  nine  days  batteries  ofthirteeji 
guns,  four  mortars,  and  three  howitzers,  were  completely  within  iix 
hundred  yards  of  the  town,  and  opened  with  fo  well  direfted  a  fire,  that 
the  enemy  were  unable  to  remain  at  their  guns ,;  and  in  eighteea 
hours  fent  propofals,  which  terminated  in  a  capitulation,  and  the  ex- 
pulfion  of  the  French  from  Corfica. 

It  is  witnin  fincere  regret  that  I  have  to  mention  the  lofs  of  captaia 
Serocold,  of  the  navy,  who  was  killed  by  a  cannon  (hot  when  aftively 
employed  on  the  batteries.  The  affU^nce  and  co-operation  of  captaia 
NelfoR,  the  aftivity  of  captain  Hallowell,  and  the  exertions  of  the 
navy,  have  greatly  contributed  to  the  fuccefs  of  thefe  movements. 

The  fpirit,  zeal,  and  willingnefs  with  which  thi«  army  has  undergone 
the  greateft  labour  and  fatigue  in  the  moil  oppreliive  weather,  is  hard- 
ly to  be  defcribed  ;  and  fuch  has  been  the  deiermined  animation  of 
both  officers  and  men,  tliat  the  fmalleil  murmur  has  never  been  heard, 
tanlefs  illnefs  deprived  them  from  making  their  fervices  ufeful  to  their 
country. 

I  am  much  Indebted  to  lieutenant- colonel  Moore  for  his  a(riftanG« 
upon  every  occafion  ;  and  it  is  only  a  tribute  due  to  his  worth  to  meii- 
•tion*  that  he  has  diftinguilhed  himfelf  upon  this  expedition  for  his 
bravery,  conducl,  and  military  talents. 

It  is  with  the  utmoft  confidence  that  I  prefume  to  recommend  to  his 
Majefty,  my  aid- de-camp,  captain  Duncan,  of  the  Royal  Artillery, 
■whofe  aftivity,  zeal,  and  ability,  in  his  own  and  the  engineer  depart- 
ment, merits  the  higlieft  commendation  and  advancement. 

Captain  Stephens,  the  clucers  and  men  of  the  Royal  Artillery, 
liave  difdnguiflied  themfelves  with  their  ufual  ability  in  the  manage- 
rnent  of  tiie  batteries,  and  their  attention  to  the  diflerent  branches  of 
ihat  line, 

■Sir 
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Sir  James  Erflilne  and  major  Oakes  have  been  effefttlally  ufeful  lit 
their  diiFerent  departments ;  and  permit  me  to  affure  you,  that  a  cordi- 
ality fubiifts  throughout  the  army,  which  promifes  the  moft  fignal 
faccefs  on  any  future  undertaking. 

1  have  the  happinefs  to  inform  you,  that  captains  Macdonald  and 
Mackenzie,  and  the  other  wounded  officers  and  foldiers,  are  in  a  fair 
way  of  recovery. 

Captain  Stewart,  an  officer  of  great  merit,  and  my  aid-de-camp, 
will  have  the  honour  of  delivering  this  difpatch.

Accounts  have  been  received  here  from  the  head- 
quarters at  Bollou,  dated  Dec.  23,  that  at  day-break  on  the  21ft  the 
allies  attacked  and  carried  all  the  enemy's  advanced  lines  and  batteries  ; 
which  fuccefs,  together  with  the  capture  of  Port  Vendre,  Fort  St. 
Telmo,  and  Collioure,  determined  the  enemy,  whofe  left  and  rear 
flanks  were  laid  open,  to  quit,  in  the  courfe  of  that  night,  all  their 
camps  and  pofts  in  front  of  the  allies,  and  retire  into  Perpignan,  leav- 
ing the  Spaniards  mailers  of  the  country  to  the  very  gates  of  the  town.

quence,  flying  on  all  the  forts  and  batteries  in  the  above-mentioned 
parillies.

By  difpatchesj  received  on  Thurfday  lafl:  by  the  Right  Hon.  Henry 
Dundas,  his  Majefty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  De- 
partment, from  lieutenant-governor  Williamfon,  dated  Jamaica  the 
19th  of  January  laft,  and  from  major  Grant,  of  the  fame  date, 
from  Mole  St.  Nicholas  in  the  ifland  of  St.  Domingo,  it  appears,  that 
the  united  parifties  of  Leogane,  and  the  parilhes  of  Arcabaye  and  Jean 
de  Rabel,  in  that  ifland,  ha^^e  furrendered  to  his  Majefty,  upon  the 
fame  terms  which  had  been  granted  to  Jeremie,  Cape  St.  Nicholas 
and  St.  Marc  ;  and  that  Mirebalais,  near  Port  au  Prince,  had  folicited 
leave  to  hoift  the  Britifli  flag,  which  had  been  complied  with.

The  following  is  an  ExtraEl^  of  a  Letter.,  received  on  Thurfday  lajl^ 

from  Commodore  Fordy  Commander  in  Chief  of  his  Majejlfs  Ships 

at  Jamaica^  to  Mr.  Stephens ^  dated  Mole  St.  Nicholas j  the  22d 

ofjanuaryy   I  794. 

I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords 
Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  the  parifhes  of  Jean  Rabel,  St. 
Marc,  Arcahaye  and  Boucaffin,  on  the  north,  and  Leogane  on  the  fouth 
fide  of  the  bight,  are  in  our  poffelTion,  by  capitulation,  and  the  Britifh 
flag  flying  therein ;  and,  as  our  poft  at  Boucaflln  is  within  twelve  or  four- 
teen miles  of  Port-au-Prince,  I  proceeded,  without  lofs  of  time,  with  the 
fquadron  under  my  command,  to  the  neighbourhood  thereof,  in  order 
to  give  countenance  and  protedion,  according  to  the  exigency  of  the 
cafe ;  and  finding  on  my  arrival  there,  that  the  Spaniards  had  taken 
polfeflion  of  Borgne,  Gonahives,  Petite  Rivierre  and  Verrette,  I  pro- 
ceed off  Port-au-Prince,  in  order  to  induce  a  capitulatiou  to  the  King 
my  mafter ;  and  accordingly  fent  captain  Rowley  of  the  Penelope,  on 
the  2d  inftant,  with  a  flag  of  truce,  to  the  civil  commifTary  Santho- 
nax ;  oflering  the  fame  capitulation  which  the  inhabitants  of  St. 
Marc  had  voluntarily  accepted,  but  which  he  refufed  in  toto.  As  I 
found  that  intreaty  had  no  effeft,  I  determined  to  eftablifh  a  block- 
ade, which  has  continued  ever  fince,  and  not  a  vellcl  of  any  defcrip- 
tion  entered.

I  have  the  honour  to  fend  herewith  an  extraft  of  a  letter  from  colo- 
nel Whitelocke,  with  the  particulars  of  the  capture  of  Cape  Tiburon.

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This  pofl:  is  of  the  utmoft  importance;  it  fecures  the  paflage,  and 
with  Cape  Nichola  Mole,  commands  that  fine  extenfnx  bay. 

It  has  alfo  drove  the  brigands  as  far  back  as  Aux  Cayes,  which 
leaves  the  parifhes  of  the  Grand  Ance  in  the  moft  perfedl  fecurity. 

The  trade  between  this  ifland  and  St.  Domingo  is  already  pro- 
digious ;  and  the  quantity  of  produce  brought  here,  will,  I  hope,  oil 
its  arrival  in  Great  Britain,  add  confiderably  to  the  revenue. 

ExiraB  of  a  Letter  from  Lieutennnt-GeneralWhiielockC)  of  the  iph 
Regiment^  Commanding  at  feremie^  to  Major-General  Williain- 
fon^  dated  Enropay  offTiburon,  Feb.  3,   1 794. 

The  commodore  and  his  fquadron  called  at  Jeremie  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  31ft  ultimo;  the  troops  were  immediately  embarked,  and 
the  whole  failed  in  the  evening. 

We  did  not  arrive  off  Tiburon  till  the  evening  of  the  2d,  when  the 
three  frigates  anchored  near  to  the  fhore  in  the  Ance  du  Mitan. 

The  enemy  were  ftrong,  and  feemed  to  wait  our  landing  ;  but  after 
a  few  broadfides  from  the  fhips  the  beech  appeared  to  be  clear,  and  juft 
before  dark  I  ordered  the  flank  companies  to  land,  and  take  pof- 
feffion  of  a  houfe  about  i  50  paces  from  the  beach,  and  well  fituated 
for  defence,  and  to  proteft  the  landing  of  the  whole. 

Major  Spencer  commanded  the  flank  companies,  and  was  not  an- 
noyed till  the  moment  the  boats  grounded,  v/hen  the  brigands  appeared 
in  line  on  the  beach,  and  fired  on  the  troops,  who,  by  the  m.ajor's 
orders,  v/ere  on  fhore  in  an  inftant,  charged,  and  in  a  minute  routed  the 
enemy,  and  furrounded  the  pofl:. 

I  landed  at  day-light  with  the  13  th  and  20th,  the  marines,  and 
Britifli  legion,  and  found  that  the  brigands  had  evacuated  all  the  pofl:s, 
and  efcaped  towards  Aux  Caj'es,  by  the  mountain  road,  without 
burning  or  defl:roying  property  of  any  defcription. 

The  numbers  of  the  enemy  were  about  650  blacks,  200  mulat- 
toes  and  whites,  very  flrongly  pofted.  About  150  more  furrendered 
therafelves,  and  remain,  I  undeiftand  50  of  them  were  killed  and 
wounded. 

I  have  only  to  add  on  this  fubjed,  that  the  conduft  of  majo^r 
Spencer  was  highly  honourable  to  him;  and  he  was  handfomely.fup- 
ported  by  the  officers  and  men  of  the  flank  companies. 

1  have  left  lieutenant  Balkerfield  to  command,  with  5-0  men  of  the 
13th,  the  colonial  troops,  and  Jean  Kino's  corps  from  Irois, 

The  pofl:  of  Irois  being  no  longer  neceflary,  I  have  direded  it  to 
be  difmantled. 

The  enemy  are  now  fliut  out  of  our  pofleffions,  there  being  no  pofl: 
of  confequence  within  60  miles  of  Tiburon.

A  Letter,  of  nvhich  the  follo-wijjg  is  a  Copy,  tvas  this  day  received  hy 
the  Right  Ho?i.  Henry  Dundas,  his  Majefiy's  Principal  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Home  Department,  fro7n  General  Sir  Charles  Grey^K.  B, 
dated  from  Martinico  the  l6ch  of  March,  i  794. 

Camp  before  Fort  Bourbon,  If  and  in  MartiiiicOi 
Sir,  March  \  6,    1  794. 

In  my  difpatch  of  th°  2d  ult.  I  had  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that 
the  force  deftined  for  the  expedition  was  then  embarked,  in  CarliJle 
Bay,  at  Barbadoes ;  and,  having  failed  very  earlv  in  the  morning  of  the 
3d,  I  have  now  the  fatisfaftion  to  add,  that  we  are  in  pofleffion  of  the 
whole  ifland  of  Martinico,  excepting  Forts  Ecurbon  and  Royal,  which 
I  hold  completely  and  clofely  befieged  ;  the  latter  being,  however,  ent- 
tirely  in  our  power  to  deftrov  at  pleafure. 

Having  made  difpofition  for  three  feparate  landings,  diftant  from 
each  other,  not  only  for  the  purpofe  of  dividing  the  enemy's  force  and 
attention,  but  to  alarm  him  in  every  quarter  at  the  fame  time,  I  have 
the  pleafure  to  fay  they  all  fucceeded,  viz.  At  La  Trinite,  by  a  divifiou 
under  major-general  Dundas,  and  commodore  Thompfon,  on  the  5th 
and  6th  of  February;  at  Caife  de  Navaire,  to  leeward,  by  another, 
under  colonel  Sir  Charles  Gordon,  affifted  by  colonel  Myers,  and  cap- 
tain Rogers,  of  the  navy,  on  the  8th  following;  and  near  Trois  Ri-- 
vicres,  St.  Luce,  Cul  de  Sac  Marin,  where  lieutenant-general  Prefcott 
and  I  were.  All  thefe  fervices  were  executed  with  great  fpirlt  and 
ability  by  the  officers  who  feverally  commanded,  and  were  well  fup- 
ported  by  the  troops. 

Major-general  Dundas  immediately  advanced  with  colonel  Camp- 
bell of  the  9th  foot,  lieutenant  colonel  Coote  of  the  70thj  and  the  ill 
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battalion  of  light  infantry,  and  carried  Morne  Le  Brun,  under  a  htavy 
fire  of  mufquetry,  on  the  6th ;  and  inftantly  detaching  lieutenant-co- 
lonel Craddock  with  the  2d  battalion  of  grenadiers,  and  major  Evatt 
with  three  companies  of  light  infantry,  to  attack  Trinite  Fort,  the 
enemy  fled,  and  our  troops  got  pofTeffion  of  it,  with  the  cannon,  ftores, 
&c.  During  the  fame  night,  Bellegarde,  the  popular  leader  of  the 
nwlattoes  and  blacks,  evacuated  the  fort  bearing  his  name,  and,  leav- 
ing his  artillery,  &c.  fet  fire  to  the  town  of  Trinite  ;  a  great  part  of 
which  was,  however,  faved  by  the  aftivity  of  captain  Salilbury,  and  the 
feamen.  Proceeding  to  the  Gros  Morne,  he  gained  that  poll  by  twelve 
o'clock  at  night  of  the  7th,  major  Skerrett  being  left  to  command  at 
Trinite  Fort.  Puftiing  forward  again,  he  feized  Morne  Bruneau  at 
noon  of  the  9th,  the  enemy  retreating  at  his  approach;  and  detaching 
lieutenant-colonel  Craddock,  with  three  companies  of  grenadiers,  he 
took  poiTefTion  of  Fort  Matilde,  which  covered  a  good  landing  within 
two  miles  of  his  left.  The  loth  following,' he  detached  colonel  Camp- 
bell, with  five  companies  of  light  infantry,  who  feizied  Colon  daring 
the  night.  Lieutenant-colonel  Craddock  being  reinforced  the  fame 
evening  at  the  poft  of  Matilde,  with  the  33d  company  of  grenadiers, 
was,  however,  attacked,  and  fuftained  fome  lofs  during  that  night, 
(among  whom  was  captain  Mackewen,  of  the  38th  grenadiers,  an 
officer  of  much  merit)  by  Bellegarde  and  a  coafiderable  number  of  the 
enemy;  but,  on  being  charged  with  bayonets  by  the  grenadiers  of  the 
9th  regiment,  headed  by  lieutenant-colonel  Craddock,  they  were  to- 
tally repulfed.  Celonel  Campbell  being  reinforced  at  Colon  on  the 
lith  by  lieutenant-colonel  Coote,  and  four  companies  of  light  infantry, 
he  took  pouefiion  of  the  ftrong  poft  of  Lemaitre,  leaving  ihe  65th  re- 
giment at  Colon,  which  was  three  times  attacked  during  that  night, 
and  repulfed  the  enemy  with  great  fpirit. 

That  part  of  the  array  which  had  landed  with  me  near  Trois  Ri- 
vieres the  6th  of  February  proceeded  the  fame  evening  to  Riviere 
Sake,  getting  the  troops  under  cover  in  the  village  of  that  name  at 
feven  o'clock  the  fame  evening,  having  detached  brigadier-general 
Whyte,  on  this  day's  march,  with  the  2d  battalion  of  light  infantry, 
commanded  by  lieutenant- colonel  Clofe,  and  two  Amuzettes,  to  force 
the  batteries  of  Cape  Solomon  and  Bourges,  in  order  to  get  polTeffion 
of  Pigeon  1  Hands,  as  our  (hipping  could  not  go  into  the  harbour  of 
Port  Royal,  which  was  even  dangerous  for  boats  in  fupplying  the  army 
at  Salee  v/ith  provifions,  until  that  might  be  accompliihcd.  The  fol- 
lowing^ day,  the  7th  of  February,  he  took  two  fmail  pieces  of  cannon, 
loaded,  at  a  village  in  the  bay  of  D'Ailet,  150  mulattoes  having  fled 
at  his  approach  ;  and  marching  to  the  attack  of  the  two  batteries 
above-mentioned,  they  furrendercd  at  difcretion,  not  having  the  means 
to  efcape.  In  the  mean  time  I  had  received  intelligence  of  the  ene- 
my's landing  troops,  and  taking  pcft  en  Morne  Pied,  to  cut  oii  the 
communication  between  brigadier  general  Whyte,  and  head-quarters  at 
Sake,  and  ordered  the  70th  regiment,  with  two  howitzers,  to  march 
the  fame  night,  and  diflodge  them:  which  was  executed  with  great 
fpirir,  and  the  poll  taken  pciiefilcn  of  early  in  the  morning  of  the  9th, 

under 
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under  the  good  condudl  of  the  adjutant-general,  colonel  Dundas,  the  70th 
regiment  being  cons manded  by  lieutenant-col.  Johnfon,  and  the  enemy 
completely  defeated  at  the  firft  charge.  Brigadier-general  Whyte,  be- 
ing reinforced  with  a  detachment  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  fome  ord- 
nance, mortars,  &:c.  Colonel  Symes,  and  two  companies  of  the  1 5th  re- 
giment, two  hundred  feamen,  armed  with  pikes  and  piftols  from  the 
admiral,  afcended  the  heights  on  the  9th,  and,  aided  by  the  unequalled 
exertions  of  the  feamen  under  lieutenants  Rogers  and  Rutherford,  got 
pofleffion  of  Mount  Matherine,  which  commands  Pigeon  Ifland,  at  the 
diftance  of  400  yards,  where  he  creeled  batteries,  affifted  by  the  zea! 
and  adivity  of  col.  Symes.  The  two  ^j  inch  howitzers,  brought  by 
the  70th  regim.ent  from  head-quarters,  being  now  placed  on  the  bat- 
tery, fo  as  to  take  the  ifland  in  reverfe,  under  the  direftion  of  captain 
de  Roufigne  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  whofe  conduft  was  confpicuoufly 
meritorious  ;  and  colonel  Durnford,  chief  engineer,  having  aifo  joined. 
with  a  company  of  artificers,  the  batteries  were  completed  during  the 
night  of  the  loth,  and  opened  in  the  morning  of  the  nth,  under  the 
condudl  of  an  excellent  officer,  captain  Manley,  v/ho  kept  up  fo  inceffant 
and  well-direfted  a  fire,  as  to  force  the  garrifon  to  ftrike  their  colours, 
and  furrender  at  difcretion  in  littls  more  than  two  hours,  15  being 
killed  and  25  wounded,  and  having  conflfted  of  203  when  our  bat- 
teries opeacd.  The  higheft  encomiums  are  due  to  all  the  officers,  fol~ 
diers,  and  feamen  of  this  divifion,  particularly  to  brigadier-general 
Whyte,  and  colonel  Symes,  whofe  good  conduft  and  exertions  could 
not  be  excelled. 

The  1 5th  regiment,  led  by  major  Lyon,  and  commanded  by  captain 
Paumier,  furprized  feveral  huildred  of  the  enemy,  very  il:rongiy  ported 
on  the  heights  of  Le  Grand  Bouclain  ;  the  12th  following,  killed  fe- 
veral, and  taking  all  their  arm.s,  ammunition,  cattle,  &c. 

I  have  mentioned  before  that  colonel  Sir  Charles  Gordon,  affifted 
by  colonel  Myers  and  captain  Rogers  of  the  navy,  had  landed  to  lee- 
ward, on  the  fide  of  Caife  de  Navire,  on  the  8th.  The  enemy  being 
mafter  of  the  great  road  and  the  heighis  above  it,  he  made  a  move- 
ment towards  the  mountains,  and  turning  them  unperceived  with  part 
of  his  force,  gained  the  moft  commanding  point  in  that  part  of  the 
country,  by  day-break  of  the  grh.  Colonel  Myers  defcsnding  the 
heights  took  pofTeffion  of  La  Chapelle,  and  a  poll  eftabliflied  by  the 
enemy  above  it,  and  returning  to  the  column,  it  proceeded  through 
the  moft  difficult  ground  to  the  heights  of  Berne,  above  Ance  La 
Haye,  the  enemy  abandoning  the  batteries  of  Cayman,  and  fetting  fire 
to  the  village,  keeping  a  conftant  fire  on  him  from  the  battery  of  St. 
Catherine's.  He  then  took  a  pofition  which  gave  him  an  eafy  comma- 
nication  with  the  tranfports,  when,  on  the  12th,  he  obferved  the  bat- 
tery and  works  at  St.  Catharine's,  and  the  poft^  which  guarded  the  firfl 
ravines,  were  abandoned  by  the  enemy,  of  which  he  took  poiTefHon ; 
while  colonel  Myers,  with  five  companies  of  grenadiers,  and  the  43d 
regiment,  crofTed  four  ravines  higher  up,  feizing  all  tiie  batteiies  that 
defended  them  ;  which  movement  was  com.pletely  fuccefsf  ul,  the  enemy. 
flying  on  every  fide,  and  our  troops  were  foon  in  poiravflion  of  the  five 

batteries

batteries  between  Caife  de  Navire  and  Fort  Royal.  He  then  proceeded, 
and  occupied  the  pofts  of  Gentilljj  La  Cofte,  and  L'Archet.  The  good 
abilities  and  condud  of  colonel  Sir  "^harles  Gordon  and  colonel  Myers, 
are  eminently  manifefted  throughout  this  difficult  fervice,  and  all  the 
troops  of  that  divifion  have  performed  their  duty  moft  meritorioully. 

As  the  bay  and  harbour  of  Port  Royal  had  been  completely  opened 
to  our  fliipping  by  the  capture  of  Pigeon  Hand,  I  moved  forward  with 
the  troops  from  Riviere  Sal^e,  to  the  poft  of  Bruneau,  and  joined  lieu- 
tenant-general Prefcott  the  14th  ;  and  having  previoufly  concerted  the 
attack  of  the  town  of  St.  Pierre  with  major-general  Dundas,  he 
inarched  the  fame  evening  on  that  enterprize  with  the  2d  battalion  of 
grenadiers,  the  33d  and  40th  light  companies,  and  the  65th  regiment, 
to  Gios  Morne,  from  whence  he  detached  colonel  Campbell,  through 
the  woods  by  Ecis  le  Buc,  with  the  two  light  companies,  and  the  65th 
regiment,  to  reach  Montigne  on  the  morning  of  the  16th,  proceeding 
himfelf  towards  the  heights  of  Capot  and  Calebaffe  :  they  were  eva- 
cuated by  the  enemy,  and  from  the  latter,  he  faw  colonel  Campbell  at 
Poft  au  Pin,  half  a  mile  fhort  of  Montigne,  attacked  in  great  force, 
and*under  a  heavy  fire,  from  five  or  fix  hundred  of  the  enemy  ftrongly 
pofted  ;  the  major-general  pulhed  forward  his  advanced  guard,  coniift- 
ing  of  6;^  men,  under  command  of  the  hon.  captain  Ramfay  of  th« 
Queen's,  who  gaining  the  fummit  by  extraordinary  exertions,  fired  on 
the  enemy,  who  were  engaged  with  colonel  Campbell,  and  filenced 
their  fire  ;  and  when  joined  by  the  2d  battalion  of  grenadiers,  the  de- 
vtachment  of  the  Queen's  took  poirefiion  of  iilontigne,  where  it  was  re- 
inforced with  two  companies  of  grenadiers,  taking  poft  himfelf  011 
Morne  Rouge  ;  and  then  vifiting  colonel  Campbell's  column,  found  he 
had  been  attacked  at  half  paft  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  the  enemy- 
being  within  twenty  yards  of  the  40th  light  company,  had  charged 
them  with  bayonets  at  the  head  of  it,  when  he  was  killed-;  and  in  him 
his  Majefty's  fervice  lofcs  a  moft  excellent  ofiicer,  and  a  valuable  man, 
juftly  lamented  by  the  whole  army  and  navy.  Major-general  Dundas 
now  obferved  large  bodies  of  the  enemy  moving  towards  his  front  at 
Morne  Rouge,  and  forming  under  a  fmall  redoubt  near  that  poft,  he 
therefore  haftened  back,  and  was  inftantly  attacked  by  five  or  fix  hun- 
dred men,  which  lafted  about  twenty  minutes,  when  the  fire  ceafed, 
and  the  enemy  abandoned  the  redoubt  in  front  during  the  night,  leav- 
ing two  field  pieces,  &c.  At  day-break  the  1  7th  thefe  two  columns 
advanced,  the  right  to  Le  jeune,  the  lefi  to  the  colonial  redoubt,  and- 
on  the  march  he  received  a  letter  from  the  commandant  of  St.  Pierre, 
to  which  he  returned  an  anfwer  by  a  flag,  but  the  commandant  was 
not  to  be  found.  In  the  mean  time,  colonel  Symes  had  landed,  and 
was  already  in  the  town,  v/ho,  agreeable  to  the  plan  1  had  originally 
concerted  for  the  co-operanons  with  major-general  Dundas,  had  em- 
barked with  three  light  companies,  and  major  Maitland,  with  a  de- 
tachment of  the  5Sth  regiment,  to  land  north  of  the  town;  five  corn- 
companies  of  the  I  ft  battalion  grenadiers,  and  five  companies  of 
the  3d  battalion  of  light  infr.ntiy,  under  colonel  Myers,  having 
alfo  marched  from  Camp  La  Cofte  for  th&  fiunc  purpofe  of  co-cperat- 

ing 
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ing  with  major-general  Dundas;  which  general's  ability,  good  con- 
dud,  and  aftivity,  firft  in  penetrating  through  fo  diiScuIt  a  country 
from  La  Trinite  to  Bruneau,  and  afterwards  to  the  capture  of  St. 
Pierre,  do  him  the  highell  honour,  and  merit  his  Majefty's  notice  in 
an  eminent  degree. 

At  Fort  Bourbon,  where  Rochambeau  commands,  could  not  be 
clofely  invefted,  without  the  pofTeffion  of  thefe  heights  of  Sourrexie, 
and  this  poft  was  full  occupied  by  Eellegarde,  with  a  confiderable  num- 
ber of  mulattoes  and  blacks,  I  had  fixed  one  o'clocic  in  the  morning 
of  the  19th  of  February  to  force  him  with  the  bayonet  from  my  camp 
at  Bruneau;  but  at  noon  the  preceding  day  (Feb.  1  8th),  a  raofi  fortu- 
nate event  anticipated  my  wifhes  and  his  ruin.  Eellegarde,  with  p:irc 
of  his  troops,  defcending  the  heights,  attacked  my  left,  towards  the 
landing-place,  in  a  very  daring  and  fpirited  manner;  to  which  part 
lieutenant-general  Prefcott  led  a  reinforcement,  with  great  judgment, 
and  in  good  time,  checking  and  charging  the  enemy.  Arailing  my- 
felf  of  this  favourable  moment,  when  Bellegarde's  camp  was  vveaker.ed, 
I  ordered  from  my  right  the  3d  battalion  of  grenadiers,  commanded 
by  lieutenant-colonel  Buckeridge,  and  fupported  by  the  ill  and  2d 
battalions  of  light  infantry,  under  lieutenant-colonels  Coote  and 
Blundellj  who  attacked  his  camp  upon  the  left,  in  fuch  a  fuperior  ftylc 
of  fpirit  and  impetuoiity,  as  to  prove  irrefiftible ;  and  I  got  poffeflion 
of  it,  and  his  cannon,  with  inconfiderable  lofs ;  which  might  have 
proved  very  different  if  my  attack  had  not  taken  place  till  one  o'clock 
the  next  morning,  as  was  previoufly  concerted,  and  if  it  had  been  pro- 
perly defended  by  him,  being  there  in  fuch  force  with  cannon,  and  nuna- 
bers,  and  the  fituation  fo  eminently  ftrong  and  diiHcuIt.  My  admiration 
of  the  gallantry  of  thofe  corps  who  performed  this  fervice,  and  the  officers 
who  commanded  them,  is  inexpreiTible,  and  their  condu\5l  is  above 
praife  :  nor  did  I  ever  feel  more  highly  fatisfied  with  the  faccefs  of  any 
enterprize  in  which  I  have  been  concerned. 

Immediately  after  forcing  Eellegarde,  and  getting  pofieffion  of  this 
poft  of  Sourriere,  on  the  i8th  of  February,  I  held  Fort  Bourbon  be- 
lieged  ;  but  making  a  new  road,  getting  up  cannor>,  mortars,  &c.  and 
making  batteriss,  took  up  the  time  till  the  7th  inftant,  when  the  bat- 
teries of  my  firft  parallel  opened. 

On  the  night  of  the  2Sth  ult.  Eellegarde,  the  great  and  popular 
leader  of  the  mulattoes  and  blacks,  with  his  fecond,  Pelocque,  and  300 
of  their  followers,  finding  their  fituation  too  perilous  outfide  of  their 
forts,  and  expofed  to  our  attacks,  furrendered ;  the  tv^o  former  being 
fent  to  Bofton,  on  condition  of  never  carrying  arms  againft  his  Ma- 
jefty's  forces ;  and  their  followers,  as  prifoners  of  war,  are  fent  on 
board  his  Majefty's  fhips. 

Major-general  Prince  Edward  joined  this  army  the  4th  inftant,  and 
commands  at  Camp  La  Cofte,  with  great  fpirit  and  aftivity. 

I  have  erefted  the  batteries  of  my  fecond  parallel,  at  the  diftance  of 
four  and  five  hundred  yards,  which  I  expeft  will  be  completed,  and 
ready  to  open  by  the  20th  inftant,  although  the  late  rains  retard  our 
progrefs,  and  are  unufual  at  this  time  of  the  year. 
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It  13  juft  five  weeks  fince  tlie  laft  divifion  of  this  army  landed,  under 
colonel  Sir  Charles  Gordon;  and  I  hope  it  will  appear  to  his  Majefty 
there  is  no  reafon  to  be  diffatisfied  with  the  progrefs  we  have  made,  in 
that  fhort  fpace  of  time,  with  inconfiderable  lofs. 

The  fpirit,  unanimity,  and  perfeverance  of  the  navy  and  army  never 
were  more  confpicuous,  nor  has  more  cordial  co-operation  ever  been 
manifefted  between  his  Majefty's  naval  and  land  forces.  In  a  word, 
the  general,  and  all  the  field  officers,  as  well  as  all  the  commanding 
officers  of  corps,  have  fet  fuch  an  example  of  zeal,  aftivity,  and  anima- 
tion on  this  fervicc,  which  has  been  fo  laudably  imitated  by  all  the 
officers  and  foldiers  of  this  little  army,  that  they  merit  the  greateft  praife. 

Admiral  Sir  John  Jervis's  profeffional  knowledge  never  fhone  with 
more  luftre,  or  ever  was  exceeded ;  nor  can  I  fufficiently  extol  the 
promptnefs  with  which  he  has  aided  the  land  forces,  on  every  occafion, 
and  his  unremitting  exertions  to  promote  the  honour  of  his  Majefty's 
arms,  and  the  intereft  of  his  country  ;  in  which  he  has  been  fo  emi- 
nently fupported  by  the  abilities  and  exertions  of  all  the  officers  and 
feamen  under  his  command ;  to  whofe  fervices  I  am  indebted  for  hav- 
ing the  liege  in  fuch  forwardnefs,  having  brought  the  cannon  and  mor- 
tars, &c.  for  feveral  miles,  to  thefe  heights,  although  it  appeared  al- 
moft  impoffible. 

The  arrival  of  the  Roebuck  Hofpital  (hip,  with  medicines,  &c.  for 
the  fick,  is  a  feafonable  fupply ;  a  number  of  whom  are  comfortably 
accommodated  at  St.  Pierre's,  in  an  excellent  hofpital. 

The  Peggy  tranfport  being  alfo  arr  ved  from  Lilbon,  with  the  light 
companies  of  the  44.th  and  55th  regiments,  without  any  fick,  and  in 
the  highefi:  order,  is  a  fortunate  reinforcement,  although  a  fmall  one  ; 
and  the  fick  left  at  Barbadoes  are  recovering 

The  troops  are  in  high  fpirits,  and  generally  in  good  health. 

Enclofed  are  returns  of  killed,  wounded,  and  miffing,  from  the  time 
of  landing  in  Martinico  to  this  date.  A  retijrn  of  ordnance  and  {lores 
taken  is  alfo  enclofed.

A  Letter,  of  which  the  following  is  an  ExtraB,  was  this  day  received 
from  Major-General  WilUamfon  by  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dun- 
das,  his  Majejlfs  Principal  ^ecretar\)  of  State  for  the  Home  De- 
partment, dated  King's  Houfe,  Jamaica,  March  2,    1 794. 

It  being  judged  that  the  poft  of  L'Acul,  about  fix  miles  from  Lco- 
gane,  at  the  extremity  of  the  plain  of  Leogane,  fhouldbe  taken,  lieu- 
tenant^colonel  Whitelocke  made  a  very  proper  difpofition  of  his  troops, 
and  on  the  night  of  the  i8th  ulr,  detached  200  colonial  troops,  with 
one  field  piece,  and  fome  of  the  Britilh  artillery  :  they  were  embarked 
on  board  two  tranfports,  and  were  to  land  at  five  o'clock  the  next 
morning. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke  marched,  at  four  o'clock  on  the 
morning  of  the  19  th,  with  the  flank  companies,  artillery,  two  howitzers, 
two  field-pieces,  and  about  50  of  the  colonial  troops  of  all  colours. 
Captain  Vincent,  with  the  flank  company  of  the  49th,  and  120  co- 
lonial troops,  took  a  mountain  road,  which  led  to  the  oppofite  flank 
upon  which  the  detachment  of  colonial  troops  was  to  commence  the 
attack. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke  advanced  with  the  main  body  juft 
v/ithin  cannon  fhot  of  the  fort,  to  co-operate  with  the  detachment,  but 
from  the  mifmanagement  of  one  of  the  tranfports,  and  an  unfavourable 
wind,  the  troops  could  not  land. 

Lieutenant- colonel  Whitelocke  drew  his' artillery  back  a  little,  which 
the  enemy  perceiving,  a  heavy  fire  of  mufquetry  commenced  from  a 
wood  on  their  right,  which  was  inflantly  filenced  by  a  corps  com- 
manded by  major  Spencer.  All  this  time  four  guns  fired  inceffantly 
from  the  fort,  but  fortunately  did  little  execution. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke  finding  that  he  could  not  have  any 
afliftance  from  the  troops  that  were  embarked,  determined  at  once  to 
ftorm  the  poft.  He  ordered  forae  refrelhment  for  the  men,  and  fent 
away  the  hovvitzers. 

About  half  paft  four,  P.  M.  major  Spencer  was  ordered,  with  two 
flank  companies,  to  join  captain  Vincent,  to  advance  and  fire  on  the 

fort, 
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fort,  which  he  did  according  to  a  fignal  given,  and  lieutenant-colonel 
Whitelocke  advanced  in  front,  under  the  fire  of  two  guns  loaded  with 
grape,  and  a  heavy  fire  of  iriufquetry.  They  afcended  the  hill  which 
was  rendered  as  difRcuk  as  poffible  by  trees  placed  in  all  direftlons, 
gallantly  pufhed  on  with  fixed  bayonets,  and  drove  the  enemy  from 
tl^elr  works. 

Many  of  the  enemy  were  killed ;  and  had  the  colonial  corps  been 
landed,  not  a  man  would  have  efcaped.  The  garrifon  was  fuppofed  to 
confift  of  about  600  men,  commanded  by  a  white  man  of  the  name  of 
De  Lifle.  who  had  ferved  in  the  late  King's  time,  and  is  faid  to  have 
murdered,  or  caufed  to  be  murdered,  near  3C0  v/hste  perfons. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Whitelocke  fpeaks  in  the  higheft  terms  of  both 
officers  and  men,  and  particularly  of  major  Spencer,  captain  Smith  of 
the  Roval  Artillery,  and  lieutenant  M'Kerras  of  the  Engineers. 

I  have  the  honour  to  fcjid  herewith  returns  of  (lores,  and  of  the 
killed  ?nd  wounded  ;  and  I  have  to  lament  the  death  of  captain  Mor- 
fliead,  who  gallantly  entered  the  work,  and  was  blown  up  by  a  quan- 
tity of  combuftible  matter,  which  was  {ct  fire  to  by  one  of  the  bri- 
gands, who  alfo  perifhed  in  the  explofion.  Captain  Morfliead  had  re- 
ceived a  wound  in  the  body  before,  but  that  did  not  prevent  his  go- 
irg  on. 

The  attack  was  fo  fpirited.  that  the  garrifon  had  not  time  to  carry 
off  any  thing.

Major  Gray  arrived  this  morning  at  the  o_ffice  of  the  Right  Ho;:, 
Henry  Dundas^  his  Majejifi  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Home  Department,  nvith  d^fpatches-frotn  Sir  Charles  Grey,  K.  B, 
of  which  the  follotving  is  a  copy  ; 

Sir,  Port  Royal,  Martinico,  March  z^,   1794. 

I  have  the  happinefs  to  acquaint  yon  of  the  complete  conqueft  of  this 
x'ery  valuable  ifland,  the  laft  and  moll  important  fortrefs  of  Fort  Bour- 
bon having  furrendered  to  his  Majelly  s  arms  at-four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  23d  inftant ;  at  which  time  his  Royal  Highnefs  Prince 
Edward,  major-general  of  his  Majefty's  forces,  took  pofleffion  of  both 
gates  with  the  firft  and  third  battalions  of  grenadiers,  and  the  firft  and 
third  light  infantry  :  And  I  have  the  honour  to  tranfmit  to  you  the  ar- 
ticles of  capitulation,  together  with  a  lift  of  the  killed  and  wounded, 
and  a  return  of  the  ordnance,  &c.  taken  fince  my  difpatch  of  the  16th 
inftant,  in  which  I  communicated  the  tranfadions  and  progrefs  of  this 
army  to  that  period.  The  return  of  ordnance  taken  in  Fort  Royal  is 
ligned  by  the  commanding  officer  of  Britifti  artillery ;  but  that  of 
Fort  Bourbon  is  the  French  account  of  it,  as  there  is  not  time  to  make 
any  exaft  return  at  prefent,  which  (hall  be  fent  by  the  next  opportunity. 
Haying  concerted  meafures  with  the  admiral  for  a  combined  attacii 


by  the  naval  and  land  forces  upon  the  fort  and  town  of  Fort  Royal, 
and  the  batteries  of  my  fecon'd  paraliei  being  ready,  thofe  on  Morne, 
Tortenfon,  and  Carriere,  kept  up  an  inceflant  fire  upon  Fort  Royal, 
and  all  the  other  batteries  on  Fort  Bourbon,  during  the  day  and  night 
of  the  19th  inllant,  and  on  tlie  morning  of  the  20th  following,  till 
the  fnips  deftined  for  this  fervice  had  taken  their  ftations.  The  Afia 
of  64  guns,  captain  Browne,  and  the  Zebra  floop  of  16  guns,  captain 
Faulknor,  with  captain  Rogers,  and  a  body  of  feamen  in  Ikt  boats, 
the  whole  under  comraodore  Thompfon,  compofed  the  naval  force ; 
and  the  land  force  confiiled  of  the  firft  battalion  of  grenadiers,  under 
lieutenant-colonel  Stewart,  and  the  third  light  infantry,  under  lieu- 
tenant-colonel Clofe,  from  Prince  Edward  s  camp  at  La  Code,  with 
the  third  grenadiers,  under  lieutenant-colcnei  Buckeridge,  and  the 
firft  light  infantry,  under  lieutenant-colonel  toote,  from  lieutenant- 
general  Prefcott's  camp  at  Soururie. 

The  navy  acquitted  themfeives  with  their  ufual  gallantry  (particu- 
larly captain  Faulknor,  whofe  conduft  juftly  gained  him  the  admira- 
tion of  the  whole  army),  carrying  the  fort  by  Efcalade,  about  twelve 
o'clock  of  the  20th  inltant,  under  the  able  conduft  of  commodore 
Thompfon,  whofe  judicious  difpofition  of  the  gun  and  flat  boats,  af- 
iifted  by  that  fpiritfd  and  afrive  officer,  captain  Rogers,  contributed 
materially  to  our  fuccefs ;  at  the  fame  time  that  the  land  forces,  com- 
manded by  that  excellent  officer,  colonel  Symes,  critically  advancing 
with  equal  ardor,  forced  and  entered  the  town  triumphantly,,  hoifiing 
the  Britifn  colours,  and  changing  the  name  to  Fort  Edward. 

Immediately  after  this,  general  Rocharabeau,  who  commanded  in 
Fort  Bourbon,  fent  his  aide-de-camp  with  a  flag,  offering  to  furrender 
on  capitulation;  and  the  terms  were  finally  adjufted  and  agreed  to  on 
the  22d  inftanr,  by  three  commiffioners  on  each  fide,  the  ratifications 
thereof  being  figned  by  the  commanders  in  chief,  on  the  23d  follow- 
ing; and  the  garrifon,  amounting  to  oco  men,  marched  out  this 
morning  prifoners  of  war,  laying  down  their  arms  on  the  parade  of 
Fort  Royal,  and  were  embarked  for  France  immediately  His  Ma- 
jefty's  troops  having  marched  in,  ftruck  the  French,  and  hoifted  the 
Britifn  colours,  changed  the  name  from  Bourbon  to  that  of  Fort 
George. 

I  confider  myfelf  under  great  obligations  to  lieutenant  general  Pref- 
cott,  for  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  he  has  affifted  me  throughout 
this  arduous  fervice,  now  brought  to  fo  fortunate  a  conclufion,  and  to 
all  the  generals  and  other  officers.  Colonel  Curnford,  with  the  corps 
of  engineers,  and  lieutenant-colonels  Paterfon  and  Sowerby,  and  major 
Manley,  with  the  Royal  Artillery,  have  alfo  a  claim  to  my  warmeft  appro- 
bation, for  their  exertions  in  placing  and  conftrufling  of  the  batteries, 
and  the  well-direfted  fire  of  the  artillery.  The  bravery,  regularity, 
and  good  behaviour  of  the  troops,  on  every  occafion,  has  been  moil 
meritorious  and  exemplary. 

Forts  Bourbon  and  Royal  have  fulFered  greatly  from  our  fire,  dur- 
ing the  fiege  ;  and  we  are  diligently  employed  to  put  them  in  a  proper 
ftate  of  defence,  c&iXunUy  to  fecure  this  important  acquifition  of  ter- 

-  ritory 
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ritory  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  I  am  reftoririg  ordetj  as  faft  as 
poflible,  from  the  confufion  naturally  occafioned  by  a  fiege,  and  have 
the  pleafure  to  obferve  that  every  thing  in  the  forts  is  as  tranquil  and 
well-regulated  as  could  be  expefted  in  the  time. 

I  (hall  not  lofe  a  moment  in  embarking  ordnance  and  ordnance 
l?ores,  with  troops,  &c.  to  profecute  vt^ith  vigor,  the  execution  of 
fuch  other  objefts  and  fervices  as  hi$  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  to  en- 
truft  to  me  i  and  hope  to  be  enabled  to  proceed,  before  much  time  can 
elapfe,  after  regulating  the  garrifons  of  thefe  forts,  and  all  fuch  other 
matters  as  require  immediate  attention.  Major  Grey,  deputy  quar- 
ter-mafter-general,  will  have  the  honour  to  deliver  this  difpatch,  and 
communicate  any  other  particulars  or  information  you  may  wilh  to 
have,

The  gallant  defence  made  by  general  Rochaiflbeaq,  and  his  garrifon, 
was  ftrongly  manifefted  on  entering  Fort  Bourton,  as  there  vi^as  fcarce 
an  inch  of  ground  untouched  by  our  (hot  ^nd  Ihells  j  and  it  is  but  juf- 
tice  te  fay,  that  it  does  them  the  higheft  honour. 

Articles  of  Capitulation  of  Fort  Bourhon. 

On  the  2ift  of  March,  1794,  by  order  of  their  exiellencies  Sir 
Charles  Grey,  K,^^  It.  general  and  commander  in  chief  of  his  Britan- 
nic Majefty's  forces  in  the  Weft  Indies,  &c.  &c.  &c.  and  vice-admiral 
Sir  John  Jervis,  K.  B,  commanding  his  Majefty's  fleet,  &c.  &c.  &c. 
Commodore  C.  Thompfon,  colonel  R.  Symes,  and  captain  J.  Conyng- 
ham,  met  at  Dillon's  houfe,  to  receive  pfopofals  of  capitulation  for 
Fort  Bourbon^  from  colonel  D'Aucourt,  captain  Dupriret,  and  Gaf- 
chet  Dumaine,  jun.  nominated  commiflioners  for  that  purpcfe  by  ge- 
neral Rochambeau. 

*The  following  Articles  were  propofedt  difcujfed,  and  modified^  at  ok 
fecond  conference  held  at  Fort  Royal ^  on  the  22d  of  March ^  1794. 

Art.  I.  The  garrifon,  compofed  of  the  troop  of  the  line,  artillery^ 
gunners  of  the  mafine,  and  national  guard,  fhall  march  out  with  co-4 
lours  flying,  30  rounds  a  man,  and  two  field  pieces  with  12  rounds. 

Anfwer.  The  colony  of  Martinique,  already  reduced  by  the  arms 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  the  forts  and  town  of  St.  Pierre  and 
FAft  Royal,  taken  with  fword  in  hand,  general  Rochambeau  can  only 
capitulate  for  Fort  Bourbon,  and  what  it  contains. 

Granted.  But  they  are  to  lay  down  their  arms  at  a  place  appointed, 
and  not  to  ferve  againft  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  his  allies,  during  the 
prefent  war.

Captain  He?iry  Potvlet  arrived  this  morning  tuith  Difpatches  from 
Vice-admiral  Sir  John  Jervis^  K.  B.  Commander  in  Chief  of 
,IIis  Majejlys  fbips  mid  vejfels  at  Barbadoes  a7id  the  Leeward 
IJIandsy  to  Mr,  Stephens^  of  nvhich  the  following  are  ExtraEis  atid 
Copy, 

BoynCy  Fort  Royal  Bay,  Martinique, 
Sir,  March  25,    1794. 

My  letter  to  you  of  the  i6th,  by  the  Roebuck  packet,  a  duplicate 
of  which  is  enclofed,  has  made  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  Admi- 
.ralty  acquainted  with   the    operations  of  the  fiege  until  that  date;  I 
iiave  the  pleafure   to  communicate,  for  tlieir  lordfliips  further  infor- 
mation,   that  the  battery  on  Point  Carriere,    which  forms  the    eaft 
fide  of  the  entrance  of  the  Careenage,  opened  at  day-light  on  the  i  7th, 
and  with  the  gun  boats  kept  an  inceffant  fire  on  Fort  St.  Louis,  while 
the  gun  and  mortar  batteries  on  the  heights  played  on  Fort  Bourbon ; 
lieutenant  Bowen  of  the  Boyne,  who  had  commanded  the  night-guard 
and  gun-boats  for  a  confiderable  time,  perceiving  a  favourable   mo- 
ment, pufhed  into   the  careenage  with  the  rowing  boats  of  the  guard, 
boarded  the  Bien  Venu  French  frigate,  and  brought  ofFthe  captain, 
lieutenant,  and  about  twenty  men  who  were  on  board  her^  under  a 
fmart  fire  of  grape  fhot  and  mufquetry  from  the  ramparts  and  parapet 
of  the  fort.     The  fuccefs  of  this  gallant  aftion  determined  the  gene- 
ral and  me  to  attempt  the  fort  and  town  of  Fort  Royal  by  affault,  and 
I  direfted  forty  fcaling  ladders   to  be  made  of  bamboo,  and  fmall 
flretched  cordage,  from  twenty  to  thirty- fix  feet  long,  and  ordered  the 
^fia  and  Zebra  to  be  held  in  readinefs  to  enter  the  careenage,  in  order 
to  batter  the  fort,  and  to  cover  the  flat  boats,  barges,  and  pinnaces, 
under  the  command  of  commodore  Thompfon,  fupported  by  captains 
Nugent  and  Riou,  while  the  grenadiers  and  light  iftfantry  from  the 
camp  at  Soururie  advanced  with  field  pieces  along  the  fide  of  the  hill 
under  Fort  Bourbon,  towards  the  bruige,  over  the  canal,  at  the  back 
of  Port  Royal.     This  combination  fucceeded  in  every  part,  except  tha 
entrance  of  the  Afia,  which  failed  for  the  vv^ant  of  precifion  in  the  an- 
cient lieutenant  of  the  port  Monfieur  de  Tourelles,  who  had  under- 
taken to  pilot  the  Aua.     Captain  Faulknor  obferving  that  fhip  baffled 
in  her  attempts,  and  the  Zebra  having  been  under  a  fliov/er  of  grape 
fhot  for  a  great  length  of  time  (which  he,  his  officers  and  lloops 
company,  ilood  with  a  firmnefs  not  to  be  defcribed),  he  determined  to 
undertake  the  fervice  alone,  and  he  executed  iv  with  matchlefa  intre- 
pidity and  condud,  running  the  Zebra  clofe  to  the  wall  of  the  fort, 
and  leaping  overboard,  at  the  head  of  his  floop's  company,  afTailed  and 
took  this  important  poft  before  the  boats  could  get  on  (bore,  although 
they  rov/ed  with  all  the  force  and  animation  which  charafteriz;es  Eng- 
lifii  feamen  in  the  face  of  an  enemy.     No  language  of  mine  can  ck- 
prefs  the  merit  cf  captain  Faulknor  upon   this  occafion  ;  but  as  every 
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officer  and  man  in  the  army  and  fquadron  bears  teftimony  to  it,  this 
incomparable  aftion  cannot  fail  of  being  recorded  in  the  page  of 
hiftory.  The  grenadiers  and  light  infantry  made  good  ufe  of  their 
field  pieces  and  mufquets ;  and,  foon  after  the  furrender  of  the  fort, 
took  poffeffion  of  the  town,  by  the  bridge  over  the  canal  at  the  back  of 
it,  while  a  flrong  detachment  from  the  naval  battalions  at  Point  Ne- 
gro, under  the  command  of  captains  Rogers,  Scott,  and  Bayntun, 
in  fiat  boats,  barges,  ajid  pinnaces,  approached  the  beach  in  front. 
Monf.  Rochambeau  did  not  lofe  a  moment  in  requefting  that  com- 
miffioners  might  be  appointed  to  confider  of  terms  of  furrender ;  and 
the  general  and  I  named  commodore  Thompfon,  colonel  Symes,  and 
captain  Conyngham,  to  meet  three  perfons  named  by  him  at  Dillon's 
plantation,  at  nine  o'clock  on  the  21ft,  and  on  the  22d  the  terms 
were  concluded.  The  rapid  fuccefs  of  his  Majefty's  arms  has  been 
produced  by  the  high  courage  and  perfeverance  of  his  officers,  foldiers, 
and  feamen  in  the  moft  difficult  and  toilfome  labours,  which  nothing 
Ihort  of  the  perfedl  unanimity  and  aiFeftion  between  them  and  their 
chiefs  could  have  furmounted. 

Commodore  Thompfon  condutled  the  enterprize  on  the  fide  of  La 
Trinite  like  an  able  and  judicious  officer.  Captain  Henry  carried  on 
the  bufinefs  at  Ance  d'Arlet  with  great  energy,  and  has  been  indefa- 
tigable in  forwarding  all  the  operations  he  has  had  a  fhare  in.  To 
captains  Brown,  Nugent,  Harvey,  Markham,  Faulknor,  Sawyer, 
Carpenter,  and  Scott,  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  the  manner  in  which 
they  conduced  the  attack  againft  St.  Pierre.  Captains  Harvey,  Kelly, 
Rogers,  Salifbury,  Incledon,  Riou,  lord  Garlics,  Carpenter,  Scott, 
and  Bayntun,  have  gained  great  reputation  in  the  army  by  the  conduft 
of  the  naval  battalions,  and  working  parties  under  their  command. 
Captain  Berkeley  (finee  the  arrival  of  the  Affuranc? )  has  furnilhed  a 
powerful  reinforcement  of  men  from  that  Ihip.  Captain  Pierrepoint 
has  been  very  aftive  in  the  fervices  allotted  to  the  Seaflower.  In  cap- 
tain Grey  I  have  found  the  experience  of  age,  joined  to  the  vigour  of 
youth.  The  captains  of  the  44  gun  fhips  armed  en  flute,  of  the  llore- 
Ihip  and  hofpital  Ihip,  have  done  well. 

For  other  particulars  I  beg  leave  to  refer  their  lordfhips  to  captain 
Powlet,  who  carries  this  difpatch,  and  to  captain  Markham  of  the 
Elonde,  who  conveys  him.  They  ferved  with  commodore  Thompfon 
at  La  Trinite,  and  arrived  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  ifland  in  time  to 
have  a  fiiare  in  moft  of  the  tranfaftions  there.

I  have  the  pleafure  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  only  lofs  we  have  fuf- 
tainedin  the  capture  of  Fort  Royal  is  the  pilot  of  the  Zebra  killed,  and 
four  feamen  belonging  to  the  fame  {hip  wounded.  So  foon  as  I  per- 
ceived (he  could  fetch  in,  I  gave  orders  to  captains  Nugent  and  Riou, 
who  commanded  the  flat  boats,  which,  with  the  men  embarked  in 
them,  were  laying  upon  their  oars,  to  pufh  in,  and  mount  the  walls j 
when  every  exertion  was  made,  and  the  boats  feemed  to  fly  towards  the 
fort.  Captain  Faulknor,  in  the  mean  time,  in  a  moft  fpirited  and 
gallant  manner,  entered  the  harbour  through  the'  fire  of  all  their  bat- 
teries, and  laid  his  floop  along-fide  the  walls,  there  being  deep  water 
clofe  to ;  when  the  enemy,  terrified  at  his  audacity,  the  flat  boats 
full  of  feamen  pulling  towards  them,  and  the  appearance  of  the  troops 
from  all  quarters,  ftruck  their  colours  to  the  Zebra.  A  well  direfted 
and  fteady  fire  from  the  gun  boats  under  lieutenant  Eowen,  as  alfo  from 
our  batteries,  was  of  great  fervice.  The  alacrity  and  fteadinefs  of  the 
officers  and  feamen  in  general  under  my  command  was  fuch,  that  I  had 
not  the  leaft  doubt  of  fuccefs  againft  the  whole  force  of  the  enemy,  had 
they  difputed  our  entrance. 
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The  fort  is  full  of  ammunition  and  ftores  of  all  forts,  but  the  build- 
ings are  in  a  miferable  condition  from  the  effeds  of  our  bombs,  the 
gun-boits,  and  batteries.

A  dif patch,  dated  St.  Lucia,  April  4,  1794,  of  'which  the  folloiviftg  is 
a?z  Extrafi,   ivas   this  day  recei-ved  from  Getieral  Sir  Charles  Grey, 
K,  B,  by  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dundas,  his  Majefty's  Principal  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Home  Department, 

In  my  difpatch  of  the  25th  uhimo  I  had  the  happinefs  to  acquaint 
you  of  the  furrender  of  fort  Bourbon  (now  fort  George)  and  the  illand 
of  Martinico,  on  that  day;  and  that  I  would  not  lofe  time  to  embark 
troops,  ordinance,  &c.  to  profecute  vigorouily  fuch  other  objeds  and 
fervices  as  his  Majefty  had  been  pleaied  to  entruil  me  with  the  exe- 
cution of. 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  with  the  further  fuccefs-of* 
his  Majefty's  arms,  in  the  conqueft  of  this  fine  ifland;  the  French  gar- 
rifon,  under  the  command  of  general  Richard,  in  the  works  onMorne 
Fortunee,  having  marched  out,  and  laid  down  their  arms  this  morning 
by  nine  o'clock;  at  which  time  his  Royal  Highnefs  Prince  Edward, 
with  his  brigade  of  grenadiers,  and  major-general  Dundas,  with  his 
brigade  of  light  infantry,  marched  in,  and  took  pofieffion.  On  the 
30th  ultimo  the  brigade  of  grenadiers  commanded  by  his  Royal  High- 
nefs Prince  Edward ;  the  bngcide  crlight  infantry,  by  major-general 
Dundas;  and  the  6th,  9th,  and  43d  regiments,  by  colcnei  Sir  Charles 
Gordon,  with  engineers,  &c.  under  colonel  Durnford,  and  a  detach- 
ment of  the  royal  artillerr,  with  fome  light  ordnance,  under  lieu- 
tenant-colonel Paterfon,  embarked  on  board  his  Majeiiy's  fhips  in  the 
bay  of  Fort  Royal,  having  left  the  tranfports  and  heavy  artillery  at 
Martinico;  and. alfo  left  there  the  15th,  39th,  56th,  5Sth,  64th,  and 
/Oth  regiments,  artillery,  &c.  as  a  garrifon,  under  ieutenant-general 
Prefcott,  brigadier-general  Whyte,  and  colonel  Myers ;  but  that  day 
pr-ving  very  rainy,  hazy,  and  calm,  we  did  not  fail  till  the  31ft, 
T.d  reached  St.  Lucia  the  ill  inftant.  Every  neceffary  matter  being 
'iCvioullv  concerted  and  arraigned  with  the  admiral,  we  proceeded,  and 
"fled  three  different  landings,  with  little  retilbsnce,  and  no  lofs,  viz. 
-  -  eneral  Dundas's  divllion,  confilling  of  the  3d  battalion  of  light 
.,,  under  lieutenant-colonel  Clofe,  and  conducted  by  captain 
■veliVj  -csA  Icrd  Garlies  of  the  navy,  at  A.nce  du  Cap :  and  the  2d  light 
infantrv,  ander  lieutenant- colonel  Blundell,  condufied  by  commodore 
ThoiP.pfon,  at  Ance  du  Choc,  who  v/ere  ordered  to  join,  taking  the 
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enemy's  batteries  in  reverfe,  and  to  occupy  a  near  poHtion  for  the 
purpofe  of  invefting  the  works  of  Mornc  Fortunee,  on  the  fide  of 
the  careenage,  which  was  executed  with  the  ufual  fpirit  and  ability  of 
that  major-general,  and  the  fiank  battalions.  His  Royal  Highnefa 
Prince  Edward's  divifion  the  ill:  and  3d  grenadiers,  difembarked  at 
Marigot  des  Rofeaux  ii-nm:  ■"'::)'  und-^r  the  admiral's  own  direction, 
afliiled  by  captain  Hervej";  .'ca  irainediately  proceeded  to  co-oper- 
ate with  major-general  Dundas,  to  in\'etl  Mcrne  Fortunes.  Lieu- 
tenant-colonel Goote,  with  the  ift  battalion  of  light  infantry,  did  not 
difembark  till  feven  o'clock  the  fame  evening  from  the  Eoyne,  and 
landed  at  Ance  de  la  Tocque,  proceeded  to  and  took  the  four-gua 
battery  of  Ciceron,  inveuing  Morne  Fortunee  on  that  fide,  at  the  fame 
time  covering  Cul  de  Sac,  or  Earr:ngton-bay,  for  our  fhipping,  which 
anchored  there  next  morning,  the  2d  iniiant.  The  2d  grenadiers, 
and  colonel  Sir  Charles  Gordon's  brigade  (the  6th,  9th,  and  43d  re- 
giments), were  kept  in  referve  on  t'C.rd  fhip.  About  feven  o'clock  in 
the  evening  of  the  2d  inftant,  Ke-'.enant-colonel  Coote,  with  four 
light  companies,  ftormed  a  redoubt  ^.nd  two  batteries  by  my  order, 
clofe  to  the  enemy's  principal  works  oi\  the  Morne,  killed  two  officers 
and  near  thirty  men,  made  orjc  vuir-^ner,  and  releafed  one  Britifn 
failor  from  captivity,  fpiking  ilx  pie.es  of  cannon  The  ability  and 
meritorious  conducl  of  that  excellent  officer,  colonel  Coote,  on  this  en- 
terprlze,  are  fuch  as  do  him  the  higlieft  honor,  and  cannot  be  fur- 
palTcd,  in  which  he  was  {o  well  fupported  by  the  whole  detachment; 
particularly  by  major  Evatt,  captains  Buchanan,  Crofbie,  Welch,  J. 
Grey,  aid-du-camp  to  the  commander  in  chief,  and  Stobin  ;  and  by 
major  of  brigade  ViiTcher,  v^^ith  lieutenant  D rosier,  and  the  detach- 
ment of  royal  artillery,  who  fplked  the  guns. 

The  exemplary  good  conduftof  the  brigade  of  grenadiers  under  the 
immediate  command  of  his  Royal  Hlghuefs  Prince  Edward,  and  of 
the  brigade  of  light  infantry,  under  major-general  Dundas,  and  in- 
deed, of  all  the  troops,    affords  me  the  higheil  fatisfaftion. 

When  his  Royal  Highnefs  Prince  Edward  had  hoifted  the  BritiHi 
colours  on  Morne  Fortunee,  the  name  of  it  was  changed  to  fort  Char- 
lotte; and  the  entire  conqueft  of  this  illand  has  been  effected 
without  the  lofs  of  a  man,  although  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  can- 
nonading from  the  enemy^s  batteries  and  works. 

I  tranfmit  the  colours,  to  be  prefcnted  to  his  Majeily.  Captain 
Finch  Mafsn,  one  of  my  aides-de-camp,  will  have  tht  honour  of  pre- 
fenting  this  difpatch,  being  an  officer  well  qualified  to  give  any  further 
information  that  you  may  deure  to  receive.

Captain  Parker,  late  of  his  Majcftfsjhip  Blanche,  arrived  this  mor?iing 
'With   difpatches  from    Vice-Admiral  Sir   John  Jernjis,   K.  B.   Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  his  Majefty's  fhips  and  'veffels  at  Barhadoes  and 
the  Lee^ward  Iflands,  to  Mr.  Stephens,    dated  Barrington    bay   (late 
,      Grand  Cul  de  Sac),  St.  Lucia,  April  4,  i  794,  ofmihich  the  following 
is  an  extraB. 

«  On  the  29th  and  30th  of  March  I  direfted  fuch  troops  and  artillery 
as  the  general  thought  necefiary  for  the  reduction  of  St.  Lucia  to  be 
embarked  on  board  the  (hips  of  war  and  copper-fheathed  tranfports  ; 
and  on  the  31ft  at  noon  I  failed  with  the  fquadron  of  his  Majefty's 
(hips  under  my  command,  and  the  day  following  landed  the  light  in- 
fantry and  grenadiers,  in  the  following  order  :  Major-general  Dundas, 
with  a  part  of  his  corps,  embarked  on  board  the  Solebay,  W inchelfea, 
and  London  tranfport,  about  three  o'clock,  at  Ance  de  Becune,  a  little 
within  Point  du  Cap,  and  one  mile  and  a  quarter  diitant  from  Gros 
Iflet. 

"  This  ferrice  was  performed  with  neatnefs  and  precifion  under  the 
direftion  of  Lord  Vifcount  Garlics,  captain  Kelly  being  ill  of  a  fever. 
The  other  part  of  major-general  Dundas's  corps  embarked  onboard 
the  Vengeance,  Irrefiftable,  and  Rattlefnake ;  were  landed  in  Choc 
bay,  by  fignal  from  the  Boyne,  at  five  o'clock ;  and  the  corps  of 
grenadiers  under  the  command  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  Prince  Edward, 
(embarked  in  the  Santa  Margaritta,  Rofe  and  Woolwich)  were  landed 
under  the  judicious  dircftion  of  captain  Harvey,  at  Marigot  des  Ps.o- 
feaux,  before  fun-fet ;  as  were  the  corps  of  light  infantry  embarked  in 
the  Boyne  and  Veteran,  under  the  command  of  colonel  Coote,  near  the 
Grand  Cul  de  Sac,  after  the  clofe  of  the  day. 

"  In  ranging  the  coaft  to  thefe  different  points  of  debarkation  the 
Ihips  were  obliged  to  hug  the  fhore,  and  received  many  (hot  in  their 
hulls,  yards,  fails  and  rigging,  from  the  numerous  batteries  along  the 
coaft,  but  happily,  though  the  (hips  were  fo  much  crowded  with  men, 
not  a  drop  of  blood  was  fpilt. 

"  The  grenadiers  and  light  infantry  having  carried  all  the  outpofts 
and  batteries  the  night  before  laft,  with  fome  lofs  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy,  the  general  and  myfelf  thought  proper  to  fummons  the  Morns 
Fortunee  to  furrender  yefterday  morning,  to  which  an  equivocal  an- 
fwer  being  returned,  a  difpofition  was  made  for  landing  the  battalions 
of  feamen  from  the  different  ihips,  and  the  terms  of  furrender  v/ere 
inftantly  difpatched,  to  which  the  garrifon  has  acceded,  and  marched 
out  at  nine  o'clock  this  morning,  grounding  their  arms  at  a  place  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpofe. 

"  The  fame  fpirit  of  enterprife,  which  infpired  every  breaft  in  the 
reduftion  of  Martinique,  has  fhone  in  fulHuftrehere. 

"  I  am  much  obliged  to  captain  Salifbury    for   ferving  a  volunteer 
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on  board  the  Boyne  upon  this  fervice,  whofe  critical  pilot  knowledge 
has  been  very  ufeful. 

"  To  captain  Parker,  the  bearer  of  this  difpatch  (who  commanded 
in  thefe  feas  with  great  reputation  previous  to  my  arrival),  I  beg  leave 
to  refer  the  lords  commiflioners  of  the  admiralty  for  further  particu- 
lars."

"  In  my  difpatch  of  the  4th  iPill:.  I  had  the  honour  to  acquaint  yoij 
with  the  fuccefsofhis  Majeity's  arms  in  the  conqueft  of  the  iiland  of 
-St.  Lucia. 

'■'■  Having  left  colonel  Sir  Charles  Gordon  to  command  in  that 
iiland,  I  re-embarked  the  fame  day,  and  returned  to  Martinico  the  5th 
inft-  where  we  fhift  the  troops  from  the  King's  (hips  back  to  the  tranf- 
p®rts,  took  on  board  during  the  6th  and  7th,  the  heavy  ordnance  and 
ftores,  provifions,  &c.  and  failed  again  in'  the  morning  of  the  8th  fol- 
lowing; the  admiral  detaching  captain  Rogers  with  the  Quebec,  cap- 
tain Faulkner  with  the  Blanche,  captain  Incledon  with  the  Ceres,  and 
captain  Scott  with  the  Rofe,  to  attack  the  fmall  iilands  called  the 
Saints,  which  they  executed  with  infinite  gallantry  and  good  conduft, 
having  landed  part  of  their  feamen  and  marines,  and  carried  thetn 
early  in  the  morning  without  lofs.  The  Boyne,  in  which  I  failed 
with  the  admiral,  and  the  Veteran,  anchored  off  this  place  about 
noon  the  loth  inft.  and  fome  more  of  the  fleet  in  the  courfe  of  that 
afternoon ;  but  a  frefh  wind  and  lee  current  prevented  moft  of  the 
tranfports  from  getting  in  till  ycfterday,  and  fome  of  them  until  this 
4ay 

Without  waiting,  however,  for  the  arrival  of  all  the  troops,  I 
jnade  a  landing  at  Gofier  bay,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the 
iith  inft.  under  the  fire  of  fort  Gofier  and  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  with 
part  of  the  ill  and  2d  battalions  of  grenadiers,  one  company  of  the  43d 
regiment,  and  500  feamen  and  marines,  detached  by  the  admiral, 
under  the  command  of  captain  George  Grey,  of  the  Boyne  ;  the  whole 
under  the  conduct  and  command  of  that  able  and  vigilant  oflicer,  colo- 
iiel  Symes,  who  had  infinite  merit  in  the  execution  of  it;  and  the  land- 
ing^ was  covered  by  lord  Garlics,  in  the  VVinehelfea,  his  lordlhip 
having,  with  infinite  judgment  and  intrepidity,  placed  his  (hip  fo 
well,  and  laid  it  fo  ciofe  to  their  batteries,  that  they  could  not 
Hand  to  their  guns,  which  were  foon  filenccd. 

"  Ineffeding  this  elfential  fervice  lord  Garlics  was  flightly  wound- 
ed. 
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ed,  and  vve  did  not  fufFer  materially  in  any  other  refpedt.  Some 
more  of  the  troops  being  arrived,  and  perceiving  the  enemy  in  con- 
fiderable  force  and  number  at  the  ftrong  fituation  of  fort  Fleur  d'Epee^ 
i  determined  that  no  time  fhould  be  lolt  in  attacking  them,  and  carried 
thofe  polls  by  ftol-m  at  five  o'clock  this  morning,  under  a  heavy  fire 
of  cannon  and  mufketry,  although  they  were  found  infinitely  ftrong, 
and  changed  the  name  effort  d'Epee  to  that  of  fort  Prince  of  Wales; 
our  troops  being  ordered,  which  was  ftridly  obeyed,  not  to  fir^, 
but  to  execute  every  thing  with  the  bayonet,  having  previoufly  made 
the  following  difpofition  :  the  firft  divifion,  under  the  command  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs  Prince  Edward,  confifting  of  the  ift  and  2d  battalions 
of  grenadiers,  and  100  of  the  naval  battalion,  to  attack  the  poft. 
on  Morne  Marcot.  The  fecond,  commanded  by  major-general  Dun- 
das,  confifting  of  the  ift  and  2d  battalions  of  light  infantry,  and  100 
of  the  naval  battalion,  to  attack  the  fort  of  Fleur  d'Epee  in  the  rear^ 
and  to  cut  off  its  communication  with  fort  Louis  and  Pointe-a-Petre. 
The  third  commanded  by  colonel  Symes,  confifting  of  the  3d  battalion 
of  grenadiers,  and  the  3d  battalion  of  light  infantry,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  naval  battalion,  to  proceed  by  the  road  on  the  fea-fide, 
to  co-operate  with  major-general  Dundas,  The  detachments  of  the 
naval  battalion,  who  were  of  moft  eflential  fervice  in  thofe  brilliant 
aftions,  were  very  ably  commanded  by  captain  Nugent  and  capt. 
Faulknor.  The  fignal  given  for  the  whole  to  commence  the  attack, 
was  a  gun  from  the  Boyne  by  the  admiral,  at  five  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. The  feveral  divifions  having  marched  earlier,  acpording  to  the 
diftance  they  had  to  go,  to  be  ready  to  combine  and  commence 
the  attack  at  the  fame  inftant ;  and  this  fervice  was  performed  with 
fuch  exaftitude,  fuperior  ability,  fpirit,  and  good  conduft  by  the  of- 
ficers who  feveraliy  command  thofe  divifions,  and  every  officer  and 
foldier  under  them,  as  do  them  more  honour  than  I  can  find  words  to 
convey  an  adequate  idea  of,  or  to  cxprefs  the  high  fenfe  I  enter- 
tain of  their  extraordinary  merit  on  the  occafion.  The  fucqefs  we 
have  already  had,  puts  us  in  poffeflion  of  Grand  Terre,  and  we  fh^ll  ufe 
our  utmoft  exertions  to  get  in  pofTelfibn  of  BaflTe  Terre  alfo,  with  all 
poffible  expedition,  to  complete  the  conqueft  of  this  ifland.  The 
returns  of  killed  and  wounded,  and  alfo  a  return  of  the  killed,  wound- 
ed, and  prifoners  taken  of  the  enemy,  are  tranfmitted  herewith.  The 
commanding  officer  of  artillery  has  not  brought  the  return  of  ordnance 
and  ordnance  ftores  taken  ;  but  they  (hall  be  tranfmitted  by  the  next 
opportunity."

«  Sir, 
*•  I  defire  you  will  acquaint  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  admiralty 
that  I  failed  from  S.  Lucia  on  the  5th  inftant,  and  anchored  with  the 
fquadron,  tranfports,  ordnance  ftoreftiips,  &c.  in 'Fort  Royal  Bay, 
Martinique,  that  evening.  On  the  8th  I  proceeded  with  the  fliips 
•Boyne,  Irrefiftible,  Veteran,  Winchelfea,  Solebay,  Quebec,  Ceres, 
Blanche,  Rofe,  Woolwich,  Experiment,  and  Roebuck,  together  with, 
the  neceffary  tranfports  with  troops,  ordnance  and  hofpital  fliips,  and 
viftuallers,  for  the  reduftion  of  Guadaioupe  ;  and  the  following  day 
captain  Rogers,  of  the  Quebec,  having  under  his  command  the  Ceres, 
Blanche,  and  Rofe,  was  detached  to  take  poffeffion  of  les  Ifles  des. 
Saints,  which  he  efiefted,  without  any  lofs,  at  three  A.  M.  on  the 
loth,  on  which  day  1  anchored  here;  and  at  one  o'clock  the  ne)ft 
morning  the  grenadiers,  from  the  Woolwich  and  Experiment,  one 
company  of  the  43d  regiment,  50  marines,  and  400  feamen,  made 
good  their  landing  in  the  Ance  de  Golier,  under  cover  of  the  Win- 
chelfea. Captain  lord  vifcount  Garlics  acquitted  himfelf  with  great 
addrefs  and  fpirit  on  the  occafion,  although  he  received  a  bad  contu- 
fion  from  the  fire  of  a  battery  againft  which  he  placed  his  fhip,  in  the 
good  old  way,  within  half  mufquet  fliot.  He  was  the  fmgle  perfon 
wounded  either  of  the  army  or  navy.     At  day-»break  ef  the  1 2th  the

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fort  of  La  Fleur  d'Epee  was  carried  by  aflault,  and  the  greateft  part 
of  the  garrifon  were  put  to  the  fword  :  a  few  brave  feamen  were  dan- 
^eroufly  wounded  in  this  gallant  aftion.  Fort  St.  Louis,  the  town  of 
Pointc.  a-Pitre,  and  the  new  battery  upon  Wet  a  Couchon,  were  foon 
afterwards  abandoned,  and  many  of  the  inhabitants  efcaped  in  boats 
to  Bafleterre,  before  the  Ceres  and  two  gun-boats  could  get  into  the 
Carenage  to  prevent  them,  notwithftanding  the  alertnefs  and  precifion 
with  which  captain  Incledon  executed  the  orders  I  fent  him  by  captain 
Grey. 

"  The  ardour  of  the  officer,  foldier,  and  feaman,  furmounts  every 
jdiiii<u]lty. 

«  The  fmall  number  of  troops  that  general  Sir  Charles  Grey  was 
under  the  neceflity  of  leaving  to  garrifon  Martinique,  induced  me  to 
order  commodore  Thompfon  to  remain  there,  with  the  Vengeance,  to 
co-operate  with  lieutenant-general  Prefcott  in  ellablifliing  order  and 
good  government  in  the  iiland,  for  the  prefervation  of  the  conqueft, 
and  to  execute  many  other  duties  eflential  for  the  weal  of  his  Majef- 
ty's  fervice,

A  Letter i  of  which  ths  followhig  is  an  ExiraEt^  from  Sirf  Charks 
Grey,  K.  B.  dated  Baffeterre^  Guadaloupe^  April  22,  1794,  ivas 
yeflerday  received  by  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dimdas,  his  Majef- 
tys  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Departmejit. 

Sir, 
In  my  difpatch  of  the  12th  inft.  by  the  Sea  Flower,  I  had  the  ho- 
nour to  acquaint  you  with  the  capture  of  that  part  of  the  ifland  of 
Guadaloupe  denominated  Grand  Terre,  The  43d  regiment  being 
landed  to  garrifon  Fort  Prince  of  V/ales  (late  Fore  Fleur  d'Epee),  the 
town  of  Pointe-a-Pitre,  &c.  and  the  other  troops  re-embarked,  at  twelve 
o'clock  the  14th,  the  Quebec,  with  feveral  other  frigates,  and  fome 
iranfports,  dropped  down  opposite  to  Petit  Bourg,  with  grenadiers  and 
flight  infantry,  commanded  by  Prince  Edward,  and  began  hading  ar 
«S  2  '  "  live 
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live  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  which  time  I  joined  them,  and  was, 
jeceived  with  great  demonilrations  of  joy  by  the  French  people  on  the 
marquis  de  Bouillie's  eftate ;  and  I  returned  on  board  the  Boyne  at  ten 
o'clock  the  famie  evening.  At  day  break  in  the  morning  of  the  15th, 
I  tvent  to  St.  Mary's,  where  I  found  lieutenant-colonel  Coote,  with 
the  firft  light  infantry,  having  got  there  before  day,  from  Petit  Bourg; 
and  the  fecond  battalion  of  grenadiers  joined  at  ten  o'clock.  The 
troops  advancing,  April  the  j6th,  reached  Trou  Chien,  which  the  ene- 
my had  abandoned,  although  very  ilrong,  and  befe^re  dark  we  halted 
on  the  high  ground  over  Trois  Rivierre,  from  whence  we  faw  the 
enemy's  two  redoubts,  and  their  ftrong  poft  of  Palmifte,  I  intended 
£0  have  attacked  the  enemy  thfat  night,  but  the  troops  were  too  much 
fatigued,  from  the  difficult  march  they  had  juft  finifhed.  Major-ge- 
neral Dundas  landed  at  Vieux  Habitant  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  night 
of  the  I  7th,  with  the  third  battalion  of  grenadiers,  and  the  fecond 
and  third  battalions  of  light  infantry,  with  little  oppofition  and  no 
lofs  (having  failed  from  Pointe-a-Pitre  the  15th  preceding),  taking, 
poffeffion  of  Morne  Magdaline,  and  deftroying  two  batteries :  Theja 
detaching  lieutenant-colonel  Blundell,  with  the  fecond  battalion  of 
light  infantry,  he  forced  feveral  very  difficult  polls  of  the  enemy  dur- 
ing the  night.  I  mac^e  a  difpofition  for  the  attack  of  the  enemy's  re- 
doubt d'Arband,  at  Grande  Ance,  and  their  oatteryd'Anet,  to  be  ex- 
ecuted during  that  night ;  but  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  they  eva- 
cuated the  former,  fetting  fire  to  every  thing  in  and  about  it ;  and  I  or- 
dered the  attack  of  the  latter  to  proceed,  which  was  well  executed  by 
lieutenant-colonel  Cootes,  and  the  firft  light  infantry,  who  were  in  pof- 
felTjon  of  it  by  day  break  of  the  1 8th,  having  killed,  wounded,  or 
taken  every  one  of  thofe  who  were  defending  it,  without  any  lofs,— 
At  twelve  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the  19th  I  moved  forward,  with 
the  firft  and  fecond  battalions  of  grenadiers,  and  the  firft  light  infantry, 
from  Trois  Rivierre  and  Grande  Ance,  and  took  their  famous  poft  of 
Palmifte,  with  all  their  batteries,  at  day  break  of  the  20th,  com«- 
manding  Fort  St.  Charles  and  Baffeterre ;  and  communicating  with 
major-general  Dundas's  divifion  on  the  morning  of  the  21ft,  who  had 
made  his  approach  by  Morne  Hovvelj  after  which  general  Collot  ca- 
pitulated, furrendering  Guadaloupe,  and  all  its  dependencies,  compre- 
hending the  iflands  of  Marigalante,  Defirada,  the  Saints,  &c.  on  the 
fame  terms  that  were  allowed  to  Rochambeaa  at  Martinique,  and 
Ricard  at  St.  Lucia,  to  march  out  with  the  honours  of  war,  and  lay 
down  their  arms,  to  be  fent  to  France,  and  not  to  ferve  againft  the 
Britifh  forces  or  their  allies  during  the  war.  Accordingly  at  eight 
o'clock  this  morning  the  French  garrifon  of  Fort  St.  Charles  marched 
out,  confifting  of  55  regulars  of  the  regiments  of  Guadaloupe,  and 
the  14th  of  France,  and  8i§  National  Guards  and  others.  Prince 
Edward,  with  the  grenadiers  and  light  infantry,  taking  pofTefllon,  im- 
mediately hoifting  the  Eritilli  colours,  and  changing  the  name  of  it  tp 
Fort  Matilda.  The  terras  of  capitulation  are  tranfmitted  herevv-ith, 
but  the  forts  and  batteries  are  fo  numerous,  and  fome  of  them  at  fuch 
diftance,  that  a  return  of  the  ordfiance,  ftores,  &c,  cannot  be  obtained 
in  tinae  for  the  failing  of  thi,5  vclTcl,  as  I  am  unwilling  to  detain  her 

{» 
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h  long  as  woold  be  neceffary  for  that  purpofc.  From  a  return  found- 
amongft  general  Collet's  papers,  it  appears  that  the  number  of  men 
able  to  carry  arms  in  Guadaloupe,  is  5877,  and  the  number  of  fire 
arms  aftually  delivered  out  to  them  is  4044.  In  former  difpatches  I 
have  mentioned  that  lieutenant-general  Prefcot  was  left  to  command 
at  Martinico;  and  colonel  Sir  Charles  Cordon  at  St.  Lucia  ;  and  the 
conqueft  of  Guadaloupe,  and  its  dependencies,  being  now  alfo  com- 
pletely accomplifhed,  I  have  placed  major  general  Dundas  in  th^ 
command  of  this  illand,  with  a  proper  garrifon  ;  and  his  Majefty  mav 
place  the  firmeft  reliance  on  the  ability,  experience,  and  zeal,  tor  the 
good  of  his  fervlce  and  their  country,  of  thofe  excellent  officers.  Al- 
though I  have  not  been  wanting  in  my  feveral  difpatches  to  you.  Sir, 
to  bellow  jud  praife  on  the  forces  I  have  the  honour  to  command,  yet 
I  conceive  it  a  duty,  which  I  embrace  with  infinite  pleafure,  to  re- 
peat, that  to  the  unanimity  and  extraordinary  exertions  of  the  navr 
and  array  on  this  fervice,  under  fatigues  aiid  difficulties  never  exceed- 
ed, his  Majelly  and  their  country  arc  indebted  for  the  rapid  fuccefs 
which,  in  fo  Ihort  a  fpace  of  time,  has  extended  the  Britifh  empire,  by 
adding  to  it  the  valuable  idands  of  Martinique,  St,  Lucia,  Guada- 
loupe, the  Saints,  Marigalante,  and  DefiradH.  Captain  Thomas  Grey, 
one  of  my  aides-de-camp,  will  have  the  honour  to  deliver  this  difpatc'h, 
and  can  communicate  any  other  particulars  or  information  you  may 
defire. 

P.  S.  Since  clofing-  this  letter,  returns  are  received,  and  tranfmitted 
berewith,  of  the  killed,  wounded,  and  miiiing,  and  of  the  batteries  and 
ordnance  taken ;  but  that  of  the  ftores  could  not  be  obtained.

Captain  Nugent  arrived yefer day  ivith  a  Lettei  from  Vice-Admired 

Sir  John  Jervisy  K.  B.  Commander  in   Chief  of  his  Majejlys 

Jhips  and  vejpls  at  Barhadoes  and  the  Leeward  I/lands,  dated 

Boyne,  Bajfetcrre,  Gandaloupey    April  23,     1794,    addreffed  to 

Mr.  Stephens y  of  which  the  follo^ving  is  an  extract. 

On  the  r4th  inftant  the  Quebec,  Winchelfea,  Blanche,  Experiment, 
Woolwich,  and  three  gun-boats,  with  two  divilions  of  the  army  under 
the  command  of  Prince  Edward  and  colonel  Symes,  in  tranfports, 
were  ordered  to  anchor  under  Illet  haut  de  Fregatte,  and  the  troops 
were  landed  that  night,  and  the  following  morning  at  Petit  Bourg,  (jii 
the  fame  day  the  Irrefiftibie,  Veteran,  Aifa-rance,  Santa  Margarita, 
and  two  gun-boats,  were  detached  with  a  corps  under  the  command  of 
m^j'or-general  Dundas,  and  an  army  bofpital  (hip  and  viftuallers,  to 
the  Road  of  BailiiF,  near  the  town  of  PaiTeterre  ;  and  the  day  after- 
wards I  followed  in  the  Boyne,  accompanied  by  the  Infpeftof*  and 
Bull  Dog  floops,  fome  army  viftnallers,  and  two  hofpital  fhips,  and 
was  joined  by  the  Terpfichore  and  Zebra  floop,  and  two  gun-boats, 
off  les  Ifles  des  Saintes  in  the  afternoon ;  when  perceiving  that  the 
troops  had  not  reached  Trois  Rivieres,  I  flood  off  and  on  between 
that  anchorage  and  the  Saints  during  the  night ;  and  on  the  morning 
of  the  17th,  being  joined  by  the  Winchelfea  and  an  ordnance  ftore 
fhip,  I  ordered  captain  lord  Garlics  to  take  under  his  command  the 
above-mentioned  Hoops  of  war,  gun-boats,  the  victuallers,  hofpital 
fliips,  and  ordnance  ftorefhips,  and  to  anchor  at  Trois  Rivieres,  which 
he  performed  with  his  ufual  promptitude;  and  I  then  proceeded  in  the 
Boyne  to  the  Road  of  Bailiff,  where  I  anchored  before  fun-fet,  and 
received  a  very  fatisfadory  report  from  captain  Henry  of  the  debark- 
ation and  progrefs  of  major-general  Dundas's  corps.  Perceiving,  as 
I  paffed  Baffeterre,  fome  movements  amongft  the  fhipping  that  indicat- 
ed a  defign  to  efcape  in  the  night,  and  a  few  people  bufy  in  the  bat- 
teries between  that  town  and  the  Road  of  Bailiff,  I  fent  captain  Grey, 
with  a  detachment  of  marines,  to  di fable  the  guns  in  the  batteries, 
and  the  boats  of  the  other  fhips  to  intercept  any  thing  attempting  to 
go  out.     Soon  after  fun-fet  forae  incendiaries,  who  had  plundered  the 
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town,  fct  \t  o\\  fire,  and  got  ofF  in  an  anred  ichooner.  Moil  of  the 
Oihcr  veiVcls  were  brought  into  the  Road  of  Bailiff  by  the  boats ; 
among  them  the  Guadaloupe  r^-oublican  floop  of  war. 

I  have  now  the  gteatelt  fatisfadion  in  infornning  you  of  the  entire 
reduilion  oi  the  French  iilands  in  tliefe  feas ;  the  poil  of  the  Palniirte 
was  tarried  by  the  divifions  of  Prince  Edward  and  colonel  Svmes, 
under  the  command  of  general  Sir  Charles  Grey  ;  and  that  of  Ivlorne 
Howel  by  the  corps  of  major-general  Dundas,  was  carried  before  day- 
])reak  on  the  20th,  when  general  Collot  immediately  farrendcred 
Fort  Charles,  upon  terras  of  honour  to  himfeif  and  garrifon.  Lord 
CTarlies,  in  the  Winchelfea,  with  three  ftank  companies  of  the  39th  re- 
giment, will  proceed  this  evening  to  Mariegalante,  to  receive  the  fub- 
miffion  of  that  ifiand,  as  commanded  by  general  Collot;  from  thence 
he  will  go  with  a  fmall  detachment  to  Denrada  for  the  like  purpofe. 

The  unabated  exertions  of  the  officers  and  feamen  under  my  com- 
mand will  never  be  furpafled  ;  they  kept  conftant  pace  with  the  efforts 
of  the  troops,  and  thus  united,  no  difficulty  or  danger  arrefted  their 
career  of  glory  for  an  inftant.  From  the  general  and  other  officers  of 
the  army,  with  whom  I  had  frequent  occafions  to  tranfaft  bufmefs,  I 
never  experienced  an  unpieafant  item  ;  and  I  found  in  colonel  Symes, 
the  quarter-mailer-general,  refov.rces,  zeal,  and  ability  ■  fuperior  to 
every  obrtacle  which  prefented. 

Captain  Nugent,  who  carries  this  difpatch,  will  recite  many  parts 
of  the  detail,  which,  in  the  various  operations  I  had  to  concerr,  have 
efcaj^ed  my  memory.  He  fcrved  with  the  naval  battalions  at  Marti- 
nique, St.  Lucia,  and  in  this  ifland,  and  was  prefent  at  many  of  the 
jnoft  Imponant  Ibokes.

This  morning  Lieiitenajit 'Colonel  Whiteloche  arrived  from  Port  an ' 
Prince^  in  the  Iftand  of  St.  Domingo^  luith  a  Difpatch  from  Bri- 
gadier General  Whyte  to  the  Right  Hon.  He?iry  Dundas,  of  which 
the  following  Is  a  (.  opy. 

Sir,  Port  an-Frince,   June  8,    I  794. 

'  In  the  letter  which  I  had  the  honour  of  writing  to  you  from  the 
Mole,  by  the  lall:  pacquet,  I  scouainted  you  of  the  very  critical  fitu- 
ation  in  which  1  had  found  this  country,  and  of  the  numberlefs  de- 
tachments that  were  obliged  to  march  for  the  defence  of  the  different 
polls:  That  the  neighbouring  pariihes  of  Bombarde,  &c.  to  the  Mole, 
had  deferted  our  caufe  ;  and  that,  with  the  fmall  body  of  troops  within, 
the  garrifon,  though  flrong  to  a  degree  in  the  fea  front,  \\  as  totally  de- 
fencelefs  to  the  land.  Flaving  obviated  this  dcfeft,  by  a  chain  of  re- 
doubts and  flcchcs,  which  defended  each  other,  and  feeing  that  two 
frigates,  with  a  garrifon  fufficient  for  the  fecurity  of  the  Mole,  was 
ail  that  was  waaied  there,  1  detcniiiaed  on  bold  asd  decided  me.tfuies 

to 
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to  fave  the  country ;  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  eommodore  Ford  and 
Iieutena!n-coioncl  vVhitelocke,  who  had  commanded  here  with  fo  much 
credit,  I  refolved  to  attack  Pcrt-au- Prince,  the  relidence  of  the  com- 
miffioner?,  and  the  capital  of  this  fide  of  the  iiland;  and  proceeded 
with  the  three  regiments,  wz.  the  22d,  Z3d,  and  41ft  (except  their  flank 
companies,  which  had  been  left  at  Martinique),  in  their  tranfports, 
%vith  a  detachment  from  the  flank  companies  of  the  regiments  here, 
in  all  one  thoufand  four  hundred  and  fix:ty -five  rank  and  file  fit  for 
duty,  efcorted  by  one  74,  two  64,  one  50,  three  frigates,  and  three 
floops,  I  left  the  Mole  for  that  purpofe.  The  commodore  was  unfor- 
tunately feized  with  a  fever  foon  after  our  failing.  We  picked  up 
what  fmall  craft  we  could  along  fhore,  and  arrived  in  the  Bay  of  Port- 
au-Prince  on  the  31ft  of  May,  where,  feeing  the  fituation  favourable 
to  our  plan  of  attack  (which  was  on  both  flanks  and  centre  at  the  fame 
(time,  as  near  as  circumftances  would  admit),  the  militia  cavalry  of  Leo- 
^ane  was  ordered  to  move  from  their  quarters,  and  to  advance  on  the 
Bizotton  road,  where  the  right  attack  was  to  be  made ;  the  L'Arcahaye 
cavalry  by  the  left,  to  the  Salines,  where  the  enemy  was  pofted,  and 
entrenched  with  cannon.  This  difpofition  having  been  made,  I 
ordered  major  Spencer,  with  three  hundred  Britilh,  and  fome  of  the 
colonial  troops,  to  land  within  one  mile  of  Fort  Bizotton,  covered  by 
two  floops  of  v/ar.  As  foon  as  the  two  line  of  battle  fhips,  and  a  fri- 
gate, ordered  againft  this,  had  filenced  the  fire,  which  they  efFeded  in 
four  hours,  the  troops  landed,  and  advanced,  through  a  different  road, 
towards  the  fort,  with  little  cppolition.  On  their  arrival  within  a, 
fmall  diftance  ®f  the  fpot,  a  violent  thunder  florm  took  place,  and, 
taking  advantage  of  the  lucky  minute  afforded  to  them  by  fo  favour- 
able a  circumftance,  the  advanced  troops  rufhed  forv^ard  with  their 
bayonets,  and  carried  the  place  by  afl"ault.  Unfortunately  we  lofl  a 
gallant  young  man,  captain  Wallace,  of  the  azd;  and  captain  Daniel, 
of  the  41  ft,  was  wounded. 

This  great  point  being  carried,  I  repaired  (with  lieutenant-colonel 
Whitelocke,  whom  I  ordered  to  take  the  command  of  the  centre)  to 
the  oppofite  fide  of  the  Bay  ;  and,  having  landed  major  Handfield  with 
two  hundred  Britilh  troops,  to  fupport  the  attack  on  the  poll  of  Salines 
(the  frigates  fcouring  the  beach,  and  enfilading  the  entrenchm.ents),  he 
attacked  and  carried  the  poft  without  lofs  ;  and,  continuing  his  march, 
the  next  day  he  turned  the  batteries  which  defended  the  landings  near 
tOj  and  on  the  left  of  Port-au-Prince.  The  enemy  being  thus  hemmed 
in  on  all  fides,  excepting  in  the  rear,  and  perceiving  numbers  moving 
out  by  the  road  called  the  Charbonnier,  we  determined  on  a  general 
affault,  and  the  fleet  and  army  advanced;  when  the  enemy  perceiving 
our  motions,  ftruck  their  flags,  and  abandoned  the  place,  having  pre- 
vioufly  fpiked  their  cannon  on  the  land  defences;  and  the  two  com- 
miffioners  from  France,  Polverele  and  Santhonax,  with  the  black  gene- 
ral Monbrune  (who  was  wounded  with  a  bayonet  at  Bizotton),  efcaped, 
and  I  have  not  fince  been  able  to  learn  any  certain  accounts  of  them  ; 
but  being  informed  that  a  body  of  the  enemy  had  affembled  near  to 
this  place,  with  nine  pieces  of  cannon.  I  gave  orders  to  attack  them.

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which  was  accordingly  done  ;  they  were  foon  difperfed  with  the  lofs 
of  their  guns.  Another  party  at  the  Coixde  Bouquet,  on  the  fsrther 
f;de  of  the  plain,  and  bordering  on  the  Spaniih  territories,  was  alfo 
difperfed.  The  inhabitants  of  this  part  of  the  ifland  infifting  on  the 
Britilh  colours  being  erefted,  'twas  accordingly  done. 

The  importance  of  this  conqueft  to  Great  Britain  you,  Sir,  muft 
know  :  there  is  more  fugar  now  nearly  re?.dy  to  cut  than  in  all  Ja- 
maica. 

I  was  fent  here  with  difcretional  orders  by  Sir  Charles  Grey,  and 
delired  to  communicate  with  major-general  VVilliamfon.  The  orders 
of  the  fleet  were  to  affemble  at  Tiburoone  Bay,  and  if  no  orders  had 
been  arrived  from  Jamaica,  they  were  to  proceed  there  :  but  compar- 
ing the  different  reports  received  from  the  Mole,  as  well  as  what  I  faw 
of  their  danger  at  Tiburoone,  I  called  upon  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  fleet,  and  requefted  he  would  immediately  fail  for  the  Mole  :  from 
the  reafons  I  {lated  to  him,  he  moft  readily  acquiefced,  and  we  were 
welcomed  on  our  arrival  there  by  all  as  their  deliverers.  I  hope,  Sir, 
my  conduft  may  meet  with  my  fovereign's  approbation. 

Allow  me.  Sir,  toexprefs  how  fenfxble  I  am  of  the  zeal  and  aftivity 
which  the  navy  and  army  have  fiiewn  on  this  interefting  occafion,  and 
how  uniform  their  unanimity  has  been  on  every  occafion. 

Lieutenant-Golonel  Whitelocke  will  have  the  honour  to  deliver  this 
difpatch,  and  there  is  none  can  give  more  real  information  of  this 
country  :  he  has  commanded  here  with  infinite  merit,  and  acquitted 
himfelf  on  many  arduous  and  trying  occafions  in  a  manner  which  has 
contributed  to  the  good  of  the  King's  fervice,  and  to  his  own  honour. 
He  has  done  the  duty  of  quarter-mafter  general  during  the  expedition, 
and  for  colonial  reafons  I  gave  him  the  rank  of  colonel.  I  have  alfo 
given  to  major  Spencer  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  meaning  to  ap- 
point him  deputy  quarter-mafter  general.  He  is  an  officer  of  great 
merit,  and  has  diftinguiflied  himfelf  on  many  occafions;  but  as  it  be- 
longs not  to  me  to  give  rank,  1  hope  their  merits  may  be  confidered 
by  his  Majefty. 

Enclofed  are  ftatements  of  the  killed  and  wounded,  and  of  the 
ftores  taken  belonging  to  the  feveral  departments,  &c. 

Having  taken  this  place  on  his  Majefty's  birth-day,  I  honoured  the 
ibrt  with  the  name  of  George ;  the  port  remains  as  before.

A  Letter  from  Rear -Admiral  Ford  to  Mr,  StephenSy  dated  iu  Port- 
au-Prince  Road,  ike  gth  of  laji  month,  of  which  the  following  is  an 
Extract,  was  received  at  this  Office  laji  flight  by  Captain  Rowley ^ 
of  his  Majefly^s  fljip  Penelope. 

In  ir.y  letter  of  the  22d  ult.  per  Cumberland  Packet,  I  acquainted 
you,  for  the  information  of  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  admiralty, 
that  brigadier- general  Whyte,  with  22d,  23d,  and  4ifl;  regiment? 
(nank  companies  excepted),  had  arrived  at  the  Mole,  with  the  Irre^ 
fiflible,  Eeiliqueux,  and  Fly  floop  ;  and  that  notwithftanding  the  difH^- 
culties  we  had  to  furmount  (the  rainy  feafon  being  fet  in,  the  fhip^ 
and  troops  lickly,  &c.),  it  was  the  intention  of  the  general,  and  myfelf^ 
to  proceed  immediately  againft  Port-au-Prince,  and  every  exertion 
was  ufed  accordingly.  It  was  thought  expedient  for  the  fhips  of  war 
and  tranfports  to  rendezvous  in  I/Arcahaye  road,  on  the  nonh  fhore  of 
Port-au-Prince,  where  they  arrived  on  the  25th,  in  order  to  colledl  and  ' 
prepare  the  fmall  craft  and  boats  neceffary  to  land  the  troops,  and  to 
get  the  colcnial  troops,  both  on  the  fide  of  Lecgane  and  L'Arcahaye, 
in  readinefs  to  co-operate  with  the  army;  which  being  completed  by 
the  30th,  the  fquadron  failed  at  noon  on  that  day,  and  I  proceeded  \x\ 
the  Europa,  with  the  Irrefiftible,  Belliqueux,  Sceptre,  and  Fly  floop,  with 
a  detachment  of  the  BritJfii  and  colonial  tro.ops,  of  the  advanced  poft 
of  EJzotton,  on  the  fouth  fide  ;  while  captain  Hills,  with  the  tier^r 
mione,  Iphigenia,  Swan,  and  Marie  Antoinette,  fchooner,  went  on^ 
with  the  tranfports,  and  tiie  grand  body  of  the  troops,  to  Point  Saline, 
where  they  anchored  the  fame  evening.  The  whole  force  being  thiB 
colleftcd,  and  the  operations  ready  to  commence,  a  flag  of  truce  wa# 
fent,  on  tne  fellowing  morning,  to  demand  the  furrender  of  the  place ; 
but  on  appro^jcbing  the  harbour,  the  officer,  charged  with  the  difpatchj 
was  informed  that  no  flag  of  truce  would  be  admitted,  and  the  letter 
was,  confequentl}^,  returned  unopened. 

As  the  general  concurred  with  me  in  opinion  that  the  pofTeflibn  of 
Fort  Bizotton  was  an  objeft  of  the  firft  confideration,  the  Belliqueux 
and  Sceptre  were  ordered  to  attack  the  fea  front ;  the  Penelope,  at  the 
fame  time,  to  anchor  clofe  to  the  fhore,  to  flank  a  ravine  to  the  eaft« 
ward,  on  the  back  of  the  fort,  while  a  party  of  troops,  under  the  corn- 
mand  of  lieutenant-colonel  Spencer,  of  the  13  th  regiment,  were  to  bp 
landed  juft  out  of  gun-lhot,  to  the  weflward,  in  order  to  aft,  on  the 
moment,  according  to  the  exigency  of  fervice  :  and  at  half  paft  elevea 
o'clock,  A.  M.  on  the  ifl  inft.  the  fea-breeze  fetting  in,  captains  Brine 
and  Decres,  the  commanders  of  the  two  firil  mentioned  fhips,  weighed), 
per  fignal,  and  placed  themfelves  with  the  utmoft  precifion  againll  the 
fort,  and  immediately  commenced  a  very  brifk  and  well-direfted  fire 
againft  it,  and  Penelope,  in  the  fame  manner,  upon  the  Pvavine.  The 
Europa  and  Irrefiflible  alfo  weighed,  and  kept  under  fail,  to  throw  in  a 
broadfide  when  opportunity  required,  as  well  to  keep  off  a  body  of 
the  enemy's  horfe,  and  fome  brigands,  who  appeared  difpofed  to  annoy 
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tlic  landing  of  the  troops.  At  five  o'clock  the  detachment  was  wholly 
difembarked,  under  the  direftion  of  captain  Affleck,  of  the  Fly  floop ; 
and,  although  the  fort  returned  the  fire  of  the  fhips  but  flowly  after 
they  were  placed,  and  fometimes  appeared  quite  filenced,  yet  the  co- 
lours were  ftill  flying,  and  a  fhot  now  and  then  fired  till  fix  o'clock, 
P.  M.  when  a  moft  tremendous  thunder  llorm  and  deluge  of  rain  put 
an  end  to  all  firing;  and,  about  half  pad  eight  o'clock,  the  fort  was 
ftormed,  and  carried  by  captain  Daniel,  of  the  41ft  regiment,  with  60 
men,  who  was  foon  after  joined  by  lieutenant-colonel  Spencer  and  his 
detachment;  and  in  the  morning  the  Britifh  colours  were  hoifted. 

On  the  evening  of  the  2d,  a  party  of  200  Britilh,  under  the  com- 
mand of  colonel  Hampfield,  were  landed  at  Point  Saline;  and  early 
next  morning  the  Hermione  and  Iphigenia  were,  under  fail,  firing  on 
an  advanced  poft  of  the  enemy,  named  Bernadon,  in  order  to  divert 
their  attention  from  colonel  Hampfield's  detachment,  while  he  effefted 
a  junftion  with  a  body  of  colonial  cavalry  commanded  by  lieutenant- 
colonel  la  Pointe,  as  well  as  to  prepare  for  the  landing  of  the  grand 
body  of  the  troops  with  which  the  general  intended  to  difembark,  and 
poffefs  himfelf  of  the  heights  above  Fort  Robin,  and,  after  fecuring 
the  advanced  pofts  of  Fofle  and  Dimanche,  to  attack  that  fort,  while 
the  (hips  were  to  engage  the  fea-batteries ;  and  lieutenant-colonel 
Spencer  was  to  make  a  diverfion  from  Bizotton  afTifted  by  a  body  of 
colonial  cavalrj'- :  but  the  weather  proving  bad  in  the  evening,  the 
troops  on  the  north  fide  could  not  be  difembarked,  though  the  enemy 
ilicwed  every  appearance  of  fear  and  confufion  ;  and  during  the  night 
I  received  information,  by  fome  deferters  from  the  town  to  the  Europa, 
that  the  commiflaries,  with  the  principal  part  of  their  force,  had  made 
their  efcape  towards  Aux  Cayes  before  they  were  furrounded  by  our 
troops,  by  which  means  the  town  and  (hipping  were  faved,  as  they  had 
fitted  feveral  merchants  (hips  with  combuftibles,  moored  exprefsly  for 
tlie  purpofe  of  fetting  fire  to  the  whole. 

As  foon  as  the  fea  breeze  fet  in  on  the  4th  inft.  the  fhips  of  war  got 
under  fail,  and  hoifted  the  Britlfti  colours  on  the  fea  batteries,  while 
the  general  landed  at  the  north  part  of  the  town,  and  lieutenant-colo- 
nel Spencer  marched  in  on  the  fouth  at  the  fame  time,  and  took  poflTef- 
iion  of  the  principal  pofts,  without  much  oppofition  or  lofs :  upon 
which  I  ordered  a  royal  falute  to  be  fired,  in  honour  of  the  day,  and  of 
the  important  advantage  gained  over  the  enemy  :  I  have  the  moft 
heartfelt  fatisfaftion  in  alTuring  their  lordfhips,  that  a  cordial  and  dif- 
tingui(hed  zeal  prevailed  between  the  army  and  navy ;  and  that  the 
captains,  officers,  feamen,  and  marines,  under  my  command,  condufted 
themfelves  in  a  manner  truly  fpirited,  aftive,  aud  commendable,  and 
deferving  the  name  of  True  Britons.

Boytie,  off  Poijite-a-Fitre,  Quadaloupe,  Jufie  13,  1 794. 

At  four  o'clock,  the  morning  of  the  5th  inftant,  a  fchooner  brought 
an  account  from  captain  Rofs,  commanding  hisMajefty's  fliip  the  Re- 
fource,  that  a  French  fquadron  had  appeared  off  Pointe  a- Pitre,  on  the 
3d  inttant,  with  a  body  of  troops  which  were  landed  and  marching  to 
attack  the  fort  of  La  Fleur  d'Epree.  I  did  not  iofe  a  moment  to  order 
the  Vengeance  to  get  under  fail;  and  being  joined  by  the  Winchelfea 
and  Nautilus  floop,  I  pufhed,  with  a  prefs  of  fail,  for  Bafle  Terrc, 
Guadaloupe,  and  arrived  oiF  that  place  at  two  o'clock,  P.  M.  on 
the  7th,  and  was  joined  by  the  Refource  ;  and  having  put  general  Grey, 
his  fuit  and  baj^gage  on  board  that  fliip,  and  the  Winchelfea,  to  be 
landed  at  Baffe  Terre,  and  ordered  captain  Bayntun  of  the  Nautilus  to 
proceed  to  Martinique,  with  orders  from  the  general  for  a  reinforce- 
ment from  thence,  I  made  fail  for  this  ro;id,  and  perceived  commodore 
Tnompfon,  with  the  fquadron  from  Martinique,  coming  round  the 
point  of  Vieux  Fort :  on  their  joining,  I  ordered  the  Solebay  and 
Avenger  into  Baffe  Terre  road,  to  carry  the  general's  farther  orders 
Into  execution  touching  reinforcements  ^from  the  different  iflands.  I 
then  proceeded  hither  with  the  remainder  of  the  fquadron,  and 
anchored  at  noon  the  following  day>  with  the  Vanguard  and  Ven- 
geance, having  given  orders  to  the  Veteran  to  cruize  between 
Marlegalante  and  Defirada,  in  order  to  apprize  me  of  any  reinforce- 
inent  of  the  enemy  which  might  appear  in  that  quarter;  and  for 
the  Infpeflor  and  Bull  Dog  to  cruize  to  vvindward  of  the  fquadron  at 
anchor,  within  reach  of  iignals.  I  perceived  two  French  frigates, 
a  corvette,  two  large  fhips  appearing  to  be  armed  en  flute,  with  two 
other  fhips,  which,  being  within  the  land,  we  could  not  afcertain, 
but  took  to  be  tranfports,  at  anchor  in  the  carenage  of  Pointe-a-Pitre^ 
and  that  they  were  in  porfellion  of  la   Fleur  d'Epree,  confequently 
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Grand  Terre  ;  of  which  I  immediately  fent  intelligence  to  the  gcnerd 
by  different  routes.  In  the  evening  of  the  g:h,  the  general  re- 
turned on  board  the  Boync.  and  expreffed  a  delire  that  the  flank  com- 
panies from  St.  Vincent's  and  St.  Lucia  might  be  fent  for.  On  tbfe 
iOth  I  difpatched  a  fchooner,  with  orders  to  the  Veteran  to  perform 
that  fervice ;  the  Winchelfea  arrived  the  fame  da/,  with  the  flank 
companies  of  the  21ft  regiment,  from  Antigua,  and  oh  the  11th  the 
Solebay  arrived  from  Martinique,  with  brigadier  general  Symes,  and 
the  flank  companies  of  the  64th  regiment,  as  did  the  Nautilas,  with 
the  two  flank  companies  of  the  1 5th  regiment,  and  the  AflTurance  from 
Grenada,  St.  Vincent's,  and  St.  Lucia. 

The  fame  unanimity,  ardour,  and  enterprize,  which  carried  the 
troops  and  fquadron  through  the  former  part  of  this  campaign,  fl:ill 
pervades  every  department ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  of  a  glorious  termi- 
nation of  it. 

Bojae,  off  Poinie~a-Pitre,  Gjiadaloupe,  June  14,  1794. 
In  my  difpatches  of  lafl:  night,  I  omitted  to  acquaint  you,  for  the 
information  of  their  Lordfliips,  that,  on  notice  of  a  body  of  tro<-;ps 
having  landed  at  Grande  Terre,  Guadaloupe,  the  legiflature  of  the 
ifland  of  St.  Chrifliopher's,  under  thedireftion  of  governor  Stanley,  and 
the  legiflature  of  Antigua,  under  that  of  Mr.  Prefident  Eyam,  had 
diftinguiflied  their  loyalty  in  a  very  fuperior  manner,  by  infl:antly  raif- 
ing  a  confiderable  body  of  volunteers  for  the  expedition,  arid  fent 
them  hither  in  fchooners  at  their  own  expence.

Dundas,  one  of  his  Majejlys  Principal  Secretaries  of.  State, 

Guadaloupe,  Jufie  il,   1 794. 

We  received  an  exprefs  at  St.  Chrifl:opher  on  the  4th  inftant,  with 
the  unwelcome  news  of  the  deceafe  of  major-general  Dundas,  who 
died  of  a  fever  at  Gaudaloupe,  after  a  few  daysillnefs;  and  in  him 
his  Majefty  and  his  country  lofe  one  of  their  bravefl:  and  befl:  oflicers, 
and  a  v/orthy  man.  I,  too,  feel  feverely  the  lofs  of  fo  able  an  aflifl:- 
ant  on  this  arduous  fervice,  and  a  valuable  friend  ever  to  be  lamented. 
Before  day  of  the  5th  another  exprefs  arrived  at  St.  Chriftopher's  from 
Guadaloupe,  with  intelligence  that  feveral  fail  of  French  line  of  battle 
fliips,  with  frigates,  tranfports,  and  2000  land  forces  on  board,  had 
appeared  ofFPointe-a-Petre,  Grand  Terre,  on  the  3d  inftant. 

The  admiral  made  immediate  fail  for  Guadaloupe,  and  we  reached 
Bafle  Terre  in  the  afternoon  of  the  7th  infl:ant,  receiving  further  intel- 
ligence that  the'  enemy  had  landed,  forced  Fort  Fleur  d'Epee  before 
day  of  the  6ih  inftanf,  and  were  aftually  in  poflelTion  of  it,  with  Fort 
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Louis,  Fort  Government,  the  town  of  Pointc-a-Pctre,  5:c.  and  their 
flipping  anchored  in  the  harbour;  I  landed  immediately  at  Baffe 
Terre,  and  the  admiral  proceeded,  with  the  fl^.ips  of  war,  to  Pointe-a- 
Petre,  where  he  anchored  at  noon  of  the  8th  inilant,  during  which  I 
continued  vifiting  the  pofts,  and  giving  the  neceiTary  orders  at  Baffe 
Terre :  and  in  the  evening  of  the  9th  following  I  returned  to  the  Boyne, 
to  concert  Kneafures  with  the  admiral  for  regaining  Pointe-a-Petre  and 
Grand  Terre.  We  have  fent  to  the  different  iflands  to  coHeft  all  the 
force  that  can  be  fpared,  in  particular  the  flank  companies,  part  of 
whom  are  already  arrived ;  and  as  every  effort  fhall  be  made  on  our 
part,  at  the  fame  time  that  we  can  thoroughly  depend  on  the  bravery 
and  exertions  of  our  troops  and  feamen,  I  hope  foon  to  render  a  good 
account  of  this  fecond  expedition,  having  their  (hips  completely  blocked 
tip  within  the  inner  harbour,  which  are  now  found  to  confift  of  two 
frigates,  one  corvette,  two  large  Ihips,  appearing  to  be  armed  en  flute, 
and  two  other  fliips  within  land,  fo  that  it  cannot  be  exaftly  difcovered 
what  they  are.  Their  troops  confift  of  about  1500  men,  joined  by 
fome  mulattoes  and  negroes,  fince  landing,  of  courfe.  I  tranfmit 
herewith  the  report  and  returns  of  lieutenant-colonel  Drummond,  of 
the  43d  regiment,  who  commanded  at  Fort  Fleur  d'Epee  and  Pointe-a 
Petre,  at  the  time  of  its  being  retaken  by  the  French :  which  armament 
that  retook  it  failed  from  Rochefort  about  the  25th  of  April  laft, 
havinghadapaffageof  41  days. 

Sir,  Baje  Terre,  June  9,   1 794. 

I  embrace  the  earlieft  opportunity  to  inform  you  of  the  arrival  of  a 
fquadron  of  French  men  of  war  at  the  ifland  of  Guadaloupe,  and  of 
the  lofs  of  Fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  which  was  taken  by  fl:orm,  on  Friday 
the  6th  inftant. 

On  Tuefday  the  3d  inftant  I  received  intelligence  from  captain 
M*Dowall,  of  the  43d  regiment,  at  St.  Ann's,  that  nine  {hips  bearing 
the  national  colours  of  France,  were  then  off  the  town  St.  Francois, 
and  feemed  tc  be  failing  along  the  coaft  towards  Pointe-a-Petre.  This 
report  was  confirmed  foon  afterwards  by  the  arrival  of  other  exprefies 
from  different  parts  of  the  colonies  3  and  at  half  paft  four  o'clock  the 
French  fquadron,  confifting,  as  I  am  informed,  of  two  fhips  of  fifty 
guns,  one  of  fort}'  guns,  armed  en  flute,  one  frigate  with  five  tranf- 
ports,  came  to  anchor  about  a  mile  and  a  half  beyond  the  village  of 
Gozier,  and  immediately  began  to  difembark  their  troops. 

-On  the  receipt  of  captain  M^DowaH's  letter,  I  enclofed  a  copy  of  it 
to  major-general  Dundas,  and  on  the  arrival  of  the  French  fleet  I  fent 
a  fecond  exprefs  to  Baffe  Terre,  explaining  the  nature  of  ray  fituation, 
and  requefling  a  reinforcement,  as  it  was  generally  fuppofed  the  enemy- 
meant  to  attack  us  in  the  evening  of  the  4th  inftant ;  and  as  I  had  re- 
ceived no  anfwer  to  my  letter  to  major-general  Dundas,  I  fent  to 
captain  Buchanan,  of  the  39th  regiment,  who  I  wTtS  informed  w;dk 
then  at  Marygat  with  feventy  men,  to  defire  he  would  march  with  all 
^jofiible  expedition  to  our  affiftance,  but  the  anfwer  I  received  to  thofe 
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applications  was  one  letter  from  major  Maitland,  faying  major-general 
Dundas  was  dead,  and  that  he  had  communicated  my  difpatches  to 
iieutenant-colonei  Blundell^  with  a  fecond  from  the  lieutenant-colonel, 
exprciTing  a  doubt  whether  it  would  be  prudent  in  him  to  afford  me 
any  afiiftance  or  no.  The  communications  were  feconded  by  the  two 
inclofcd  letters,  which  were  put  iijto  my  hands  a  few  hours  before  the 
eaemy  atttacked  the  fort.  .  On  the  evening  of  the  3d  inftant  I  took 
every  precaution  to  ftrengthen  the  poft  of  Fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  and  to 
make  the  beft  poffible  defence  in  cafe  of  an  attack,  that  the  nature  of 
our  fituation  would  allow.  All  the  detached  companies  of  the  43d 
regiment  were  ordered  in;  the  inhabitants  were  aUembled,  and  ar- 
rived in  their  feveral  parifhes,  as  well  as  all  the  Englifh  merchants  and 
failors  at  Pointe-a-Petre :  and  at  fix  o'clock  on  Wednefday  morning  I. 
was  happy  to  find  I  had  a  body  of  near  three  hundred  men  at  the  fort, 
which  I  was  in  hopes  would  have  proved  formidable  enough  tocounter- 
aft  any  ofFenfive  operations  of  the  enemy,  till  I  could  procure  a  milir 
tary  reinforcement  from  BafTe  Terre. 

During  the  whole  of  Wednefday,  the  4th,  and  Thurfday,  the  5th 
inftant,  the  enemy  contented  themfelves  with  plundering  and  burning 
the  houfes  and  eftates  of  fome  gentlemen  in  the  vicinity  of  Gozier. 

I  had  every  reafon  to  believe,  from  the  information  of  the  parties 
fent  out  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy  on  the  4th  inflant,  that  the  whole 
of  their  force  did  not  amount  to  more  than  three  hundred  men,  and  that 
they  were  not  only  worn  out  by  the  length  of  their  voyage,  but  fa- 
tigued alfo  with  the  excefs  they  had  committed  from  the  moment 
of  their  landing.  Impreffed  with  this  idea,  the  royalifls  in  the  fort 
were  anxious  to  march  out,  and,  ifpofTible,  furprize  the  enemy  at  their 
^0%  by  which  means  we  might  have  cut  off  their  communication  with 
any  difaffefled  people  in  the  colony,  and  probably  have  forced  them 
back  again  to  their  fhips. 

I  was  perfuaded  fuch  an  attempt  might  be  of  fervice,  if  efFefted  with 
refolution,  and  at  the  repeated  folicitations  of  the  Royalifls,  I  per- 
mitted them  to  affemble  one  hundred  and  eighty  volunteers,  and  put 
them  under  the  command  of  captain  M'Dowall,  of  the  43d  regiment, 
who  offered  to  direft  their  operations.  The  party  marched  from  the 
fort  about  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening;  but,  I  am  forry  to  fay,  my 
hopes  of  the  benefit  we  might  have  derived  from  the  fuccefs  of  this  at- 
tempt were  entirely  defeated,  by  their  want  of  fleadinefs  and  difcip- 
line. 

In  marching  along  the  road  leading  to  Gozier,  a  few  fhot  were  fired, 
probably  by  a  picquet  of  the  enemy's,  from  the  bufhes  at  the  fide  of 
the  road  :  the  moft  fhameful  panick  inftantly  prevailed  throughout  the 
whole  party  :  a  general  difcharge  of  mufquetry  commenced;  many  of 
them  threw  away  their  arms,  and  deferted  to  the  town;  fome  few  re- 
sumed to  Fleur  d'Epee,  and  it  was  with  the  greateft  difficulty  captain 
M'Dowall  could  colleft  about  thirty  of  them  together,  whom  he 
marched  fome  minutes  after  into  the  fort.  I  am  forry  to  add,  that  the 
next  morning  were  found  three  of  the  Royalifls  dead,  and  fous 
wounded. 
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On  the  morning  of  Thurfday,  the  5th  inftant,  the  enemy  landed 
thirteen  boats  crowded  with  failors,  and,  from  the  information  of  a 
prifoner  brought  into  the  fort,  I  learnt  it  was  their  intention  to  attack 
us  that  night,  and  that  their  numbers  amounted  to  from  twelve  to 
iifteen  hundred  men.  As  I  faw,  from,  the  condufl  of  the  Royalifts  on 
the  preceding  night,  that  I  had  very  little  to  hope  from  their  fteadi- 
nefs  and  refolution,  I  took  the  precaution  to  defend  the  gate,  and  line 
the  weakeft  part  of  the  work,  with  the  fcldiers  of  the  43d  regiment, 
keeping  a  fmall  body  as  a  corps  de  referve,  to  aft  on  the  approach  of 
the  enemy. 

At  eleven  o'clock  a  party  of  horfe,  that  had  been  fent  out  to  recon- 
noitre, returned,  and  informed  me  the  enemy  were  on  their  march, 
and  in  poffeflion  of  the  village  of  Gozier-  At  one  o'clock  on  Friday 
morning  the  advanced  picquet  came  into  the  fort,  and  we  the*  dif- 
tinftly  heard  the  approach  of  the  enemy  along  the  road  leading  from 
the  village.  We  inftantly  commenced  a  fire  of  grape  ftiot  from  one 
twenty-four  pounder  and  two  field  pieces,  which  threw  them  into 
great  confufion,  and  muft  have  been  attended  with  confiderable  ef- 
left.  The  enemy  halted  for  two  or  three  minutes,  and  then,  at  the 
perfuafion  of  their  officers,  marched  on  to  the  foot  of  the  hill,  ami 
began  to  florm  the  work. 

We  kept  up  a  very  heavy  fire  of  mufquetry  for  about  fifteen  minutes : 
the  enemy  were  evidently  repulfed,  and  I  am  pcrfuaded,  that  had  the 
RoyaliRs  afted  with  refolution  at  that  moment,  we  might  have  main- 
tained our  ground;  but,  on  the  fire  ceafing,  numbers  of  them  con- 
cluded the  place  loft,  and,  abandoning  thieir  polls,  ran  in  crowds  to- 
wards the  gate.  It  was  in  vain  for  the  foldiers  of  the  4.3d  regiment  to 
oppofe  their  progrefs :  the  gates  were  laid  open,  and  nearly  one  half 
of  the  whole  body  deferted  to  the  town. 

The  gates  were  again  clofed  as  foon  as  pofTible,  and  the  fmall  body 
of  the  43d  regiment,  which  I  had  kept  in  referve,  moved  on  to  the 
attack.  They  oppofed  the  entrance  of  the  enemy  for  fome  time,  but 
one  fide  of  the  work  having  been  abandoned,  and  left  entirely  defence- 
lefs,  we  found  ourfelves  nearly  furrounded,  and  I  then  ordered  the 
foldiers  I  had  with  me  to  charge  their  bayonets,  and  retire  a  few  paces 
to  afpot  where  we  might  be  better  able  to  defend  ourfelves.  Here  we 
halted,  and  received  a  volley  of  mufquetry  from  a  number  of  the  ene- 
my that  had  formed  themfelves  in  a  body  in  our  front. 

The  crowd  of  people  that  now  came  rufhing  from  every  quarter  to- 
wards  the  gate  rendered  every  effort  of  the  foldiers  ineffeftual :  over- 
powered as  they  were,  they  found  themfelves  difperfed,  and  obliged  to 
retire.  I  confulted  with  two  or  three  officers,  that  continued  at  my 
fide,  upon  the  poffibility  of  rallying  once  more,  andftill  defending  the 
place  ;  but  it  was  their  general  opinion  that  the  fort  was  no  longer  te- 
nable, and  that  we  ought  to  retire ;  I  therefore  permitted  the  gate  to  be 
opened,  and  ordered  a  retreat  to  Fort  Louis. 

On  my  arrival  at  Fort  Louis  I  afiembled  the  foldiers,  with  a  refolu- 
tion to  defend  the  pofl ;  but  finding  that  I  had  not  quite  forty  men,  and 
that  it  would  be  irapolTible  to  hold  out  againft  the  enemy,  I  thought 
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it  more  prudent  to  retire,  and  fave  the  remains  of  the  regiment,  thanto 
furrender  them  prifoners  of  war. 

I,  in  confequence,  ordered  the  men  to  march ;  and  collefting  the  de- 
tachment at  Fort  Government,  with  the  foldiers  that  had  efcaped 
fmgly  from  Fleur  d'Epee,  I  proceeded  to  Petit  Canal;  and,  having 
embarked  in  two  boats,  fet  fail  from  Baffe  Terre,  where  we  arrived  at 
eleven  o'clock  yefterday  morning. 

Inclofed  I  have  the  honour  to  tranfmit  to  your  excellency  a  return 
of  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  43d  regiment,  but  it  is  not  in  my  power  ta 
determine  the  number  of  our  killed  and  wounded;  neither  cant  form 
any  opinion  of  the  lofs  fuftained  by  the  Royaiills  at  Fleur  d'Epee;  but 
I  am  apprehenfive  it  mull  have  been  very  confiderable.  I  am  forry  to 
add,  that  captahi  Suckling,  of  the  Britifh  artillery,  was  wounded  with  a 
bayonet  in  thebreaft,  and  left  at  Pointe-^-Petre, 

I  cannot  conclude  this  letter  without  expreffing  mj'  approbation  of 
the  conduft  of  the  officers  and  foldiers  under  my  command;  their  in- 
trepidity in  meeting  any  danger,  and  their  exertions  in  rallying  ouy 
force,  vi^ere  confpicuous  in  the  extreme,  and  fuch  as  will  ever  claiiij 
my  warmeft  acknowledgements.

A  quantity  of  ammuniticn  went  through  this  place  an  hour  ago 
for  you.  I  expecl  more  will  foon  follow.  The  colonel  is  forty  he 
had  no  intimation  from  you  of  your  fituation,  as  if  he  had,  he  might 
have  taken  meafures  for  your  relief.

I  have  fome  force  already  at  the  town  and  battery  of  Petit  Bourgh, 
and  fhall  make  a  landing  on  the  fide  of  Fort  Fleur  d'Epee  and  Pointe- 
a-Petre  in  a  day  or  two;  and  I  hope  to  regain  our  conquefl:  before  any 
length  of  time  can  elapfe,  as  every  eftcrt  v»'ill  be  made  to  accomplilh  it 
fpeedily. 
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Po'mte-a-Petre,  Guadaloupe,  June  iz^j    1 794". 

The  enemy  having  crofied  the  mouth  of  the  harbour  from  the  town 
pf  Pointe-a-Petre,  and  encamped  at  the  poft  St,  Jean  or  Gabaree,  th© 
oppofite  point,  I  judged  it  a  favourable  opportunity  of  attacking  them, 
which  was  done  accordingly  at  eleven  o'clock  lait  night,  under  the 
command  of  brigadier- general  Dundas,  who  executed  thisfervice  with 
fuch  fpirit  and  good  conduft  as  to  kill  a  confiderable  number  of  them, 
and  the  others  £ed  in  the  utmoft  confternation,  took  to  the  water  to 
fwim  acrofs  the  harbour,  in  which  fituation  they  were  fired  on,  and 
many  more  killed.  Brevet-major  Rofs,  of  the  31ft  regiment,  who 
was  with  the  light  infantry,  behaved  with  great  gallantry  and  good 
conduft  on  this  occafion,  as  he  has  done  on  every  other.  The  enemy's 
camp,  colours,  baggage,  &c.  with  one  piece  of  cannon,  fell  into  our 
hands,  but  no  prifoners  that  I  have  yet  heard  of;  a  party  was  howevet 
in  purfuit  of  thofe  who  had  not  thrown  themfelves  into  the  water,  and 
fled  with  equal  precipitation  by  land.  A  ferjeant,  corporal,  and  eight 
privates  of  our  light  infantry  are  wounded,  but  not  one  killed.  This 
report  is  juft  brought  to  me  by  captain  Ogle,  one  of  my  aide-de- 
camps, who  was  prefent. 

In  juftice  to  the  iegiflature  of  St.  Chriftopher's,  with  prefident  Stan- 
ley at  their  head,  and  that  of  AntigUa,  with  prefident  By  am  at  theif 
head,  I  have  to  report  the  moft  laudable  exertions  in  them  to  raife  fea* 
jnen  for  the  navy  on  this  fervice,  jior  have  they  been  unfuccefsful.

Sir, 

In  my  difpatch  of  the  13th  ult.  I  had  the  honour  to  acquaint  yoa 
of  my  intention  to  land  on  the  fide  of  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  and  try  to 
regain  Grand  Terre,  fo  foon  as  what  force  could  be  dravvn  from  the 
other  iflands  fhould  be  colleded ;  accordingly,  having  been  joined 
by  moft  part  of  it,  I  ordered  brigadier-general  Symes  to  Rjake  a  land- 
ing, with  the  grenadiers  under  the  command  of  lieutenant-colonel 
FiQier,  and  the  light  infantry  under  the  command  of  lieutenant-colo- 
nel Gomo,  which  was  effected,  without  lofs  or  oppofition,  early  in  the 
morning  of  the  19th  ult  at  Ance  Canot,  under  cover  of  two  frigates^ 
the  Solebay,  captain  Kelly,  and  the  Wincheifea,  captain  lord  Garlics; 
the  enemy  retiring ;  and  the  fame  troops  moved  on  to  Gozier,  and 
took  poffeffioa  of  it  in  the  afternoon,  which  the  enemy  abandoned^ 

burning 


/ 
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fcufning  forae  hoiifes.  As  the  enemy  had  poffeffion  of  a  fituation 
that  commanded  the  road  to  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  I  detached  three  coni- 
panies  of  grenadiers,  and  three  companies  of  light  infantry,  under  the 
command  of  lieutenant-colonel  FilTier,  who  marched,  at  twelve  o'clock 
in  the  night  between  the  25th  and  26th  ult.  by  a  circuitous  and  moft 
diiliGult  path,  coming  on  the  back  of  the  enemy  at  fix  o'clock  th« 
next  morning,  who  fled.  One  of  their  fentries  fell  into  his  hands) 
and  he  took  poffeflion  of  that  and  two  other  commanding  heights. 
Having  fent  two  Amuzettes  to  that  detachment  the  fame  day,  the 
enemy  made  an  attack  upon  the  efcort  when  mounting  the  hill  on 
which  lieutenant-colonel  Fi&er's  detachment  was  polled,  who  attacked 
and  repulfed  them. 

The  enemy  continuing  in  poiTeffion  of  a  chain  of  high  and 
woody  grounds,  with  difficult  palTes  between  our  poft  and  Morne 
Mafcot,  the  remainder  of  the  grenadiers  and  light  infantry,  with  cap- 
tain Robertfon's  battalion  of  fearaen,  were  puflied  forward  to  the  fame 
pott,  and  on  the  27th  ult.  the  enemy  were  attacked  on  all  fides  by 
brigadier-general  Symes,  v/ith  the  grenadiers  and  light  infantry, 
completely  routed,  driven  down  to  Morne  Mafcot,  where  they  again 
made  refinance,  but  being  charged  with  bayonets  they  fled  into  fort 
Fleur  d'Epee.  Having  colledled  confiderable  force  from  the  town  of 
Pointe-a-Petre,  and  the  neighbourhood,  arming  blacks,  mulattoes, 
and  all  colours,  they  advanced  in  great  numbers  the  fame  afternoon, 
under  cover  of  their  guns  from  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  which  fo  completely 
raked  the  top  of  the  hill,  that  the  grenadiers  could  hardly  appear 
on  it,  until  the  enemy  were  alfo  there,  and  attacked  that  part  of 
Morne  Mafcot  where  lieutenant-colonel  Fifher  was  polled  with  the 
grenadiers,  when  an  obftinate  engagement  took  place,  which  lafted  for 
fome  time,  the  front  being  within  a  few  yards  of  each  other,  and  the 
enemy's  number  very  fuperior  ;  but  the  grenadiers  forced  them  down 
the  hill  again  with  great  flaughter.  The  29th  following,  the  enemy 
having  collefted  a  ftill  greater  force,  cloathing  mulattoes  and  blacks 
in  the  national  uniform,  to  the  amount  of  i  500  men,  again  attacked 
the  fame  poft ;  and  at  this  time  they  had  a  field-piece  on  the  right, 
which  enfiladed  the  grenadiers  in  addition  to  their  guns  in  front, 
which  fired  round  and  grape  from  the  fort.  Having  oblerved  the  ene- 
my making  a  movement  towards  the  rear  of  the  grenadiers,  to  take 
poffeflion  of  ahoufe  and  ftrong  ground,  which  the  2d  battalion  of  light 
infantry,  under  major  Rofs,  was  then  ordered  to  occupy,  but  having 
fome  diilance  to  go,  four  companies  of  grenadiers  were  detached  under 
major  Irving  from  the  poft  on  Mafcot,  before  the  engagement 
commenced,  who  feized  the  poft  in  the  rear,  left  the  enemy  might  get 
there  before  our  light  infantry,  which  had,  however,  reduced  our  force 
on  Mafcot  at  the  time  of  its  being  attacked  ;  but  major  Rofs,  with  the 
2d  light  infantry,  reaching  the  poft  in  the  rear  foon  after  major 
Irving*  the  latter  inftantly  returned  to  Mafcot  with  the  four  companies 
of  grenadiers,  and  having  rejoined  when  the  engagement  had  lafted  for 
fome  time,  the  enemy  were  charged  with  bayonets,  and  driven  from 
the  keight  with  ftill  greater  flaughter  than  on  their  former   attack* 

During, 
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During  the  firfl  day's  engagement  lieutenant-colonel  Fiiher  was  ftruck 
with  grape  (hot,  occafioning  contufions  only,  and  on  the  laft  his  horfe 
was  icilled  under  him.  During  this  major  Rofs,  with  the  2d  light 
infantry,  was  alfo  engaged  with  the  enemy,  and  repulfed  them  with  lofs 
en  their  fide.  The  rainy  feafon  being  already  fet  in,  and  this  being 
the  laft  month  for  adling  before  the  hurricane  feafon,  at  the  fame  time 
that  the  troops  were  expofed  alternately  to  heavy  rains  and  a  vertical 
fun,  together  with  the  circurailances  of  the  great  flaughter  recently 
fufFered  by  the  enemy  in  the  two  attacks  they  made  on  Morne  Mafcot, 
determined  me  to  make  an  effort  for  finifhing  the  campaign  at  once ; 
and  I  concerted  meafures  accordingly,  ordering  brigadier-general 
Symes  to  march  in  the  evening  of  the  ift  inftant  from  Morne  Mafcot, 
with  the  ift  battalion  of  grenadiers,  the  ift  and  2d  battalions  of  light 
infantry,  and  the  ift  battalion  of  feamen,  commanded  by  captain  Ro- 
bertfon,  who  attacked  the  town  of  Pointe-a-Petre  before  day  the  2d 
inftant ;  but  being  mifled  by  our  guides,  the  troops  entered  the  town 
at  the  part  where  they  were  moft  expofed  to  the  enemy's  cannon 
and  fmall  arms,  and  where  it  was  not  poiTible  to  fcale  the  walls  of  the 
fort ;  in  confequence  of  which  they  fufFered  conliderably  from  round 
and  grape  fhot,  together  with  fmall  arms  fired  from  the  houfes,  &c. 
and  a  retreat  became  unavoidable,  the  more  fo,  as  the  troops  are 
entirely  worn  out  by  fatigue  and  the  climate,  fo  as  to  be  quite  ex- 
haufted,  and  totally  incapable  of  further  exertion  at  prefent.  It  gives 
me  great  concern  to  add,  that  brigadier-general  Symes  was  wounded ; 
lieutenant-colonel  Coram  (an  excellent  officer)  and  fome  other  meri- 
torious officers,  were  killed  on  this  attack,  as  was  alfo  captain  Robert- 
fon  of  the  navy,  a  valuable  officer,  and  a  great  lofs  to  the  fervice. 
Enclofed  is  brigadier  general  Symes's  report,  accounting  for  the  fail- 
ure of  that  enterprize.  I  had  every  thing  in  readinefs  at  the  poft  of 
Morne  Mafcot,  for  an  attack  upon  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  by  ftorm,  with 
the  2d  battalion  of  grenadiers,  65th  regiment,  fix  companies  of 
Grand  Terre,  and  the  2d  battalion  of  feamen,  commanded  by  cap- 
tain Sawyer ;  waiting,  as  concerted,  until  I  (hould  hear  whether 
brigadier-general  Symes,  with  his  divifion,  fucceeded,  or  had  taken 
poft  near  the  town  of  Pointe-a-Petre  ;  but  his  failure  obliged  me  to 
relinquifh  the  meditated  attack  upon  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  by  laying  me 
under  the  neceffity  of  detaching  the  2d  battalion  of  grenadiers,  to 
cover  the  retreat  of  brigadier-general  Symes's  divifion. 

The  feafon  for  adion  in  the  field  being  paft,  and  the  troops  debili- 
tated by  the  fatigue  of  a  long  campaign  and  the  climate,  fo  as  to  be- 
come unable  for  further  conteft,  without  Ihelter  from  the  fcorching 
heat  of  a  vertical  fun,  or  the  heavy  rains  now  fo  frequent,  there  re- 
mained no  choice  bpt  to  retreat,  and  I  brought  the  troops,  with  every 
thing  we  had  at  Morne  Mafcot,  back  to  Gozier,  on  the  night  of  the 
2d  inftant,  detaching  the  zd  battalion  of  light  infantry  and  loyalifts, 
by  Petit  Bourge,  to  Berville,  &c.  on  the  3d  following,  to  fecure  Baifc 
Terre  ;  and  embarking  the  remainder  of  the  troops  during  the  enfu- 
ing  night. 

f.  have  now  occupied  the  ground  with  my  whole  force  between  Sr.- 
VoL.  II.  X  John's 
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John's  Pointe  and  bay  Mahault,  having  erefted  batteries  with  twenty- 
four  pounders,  and  mortar  batteries,  at  Pointe  Saron  and  Pointe  St. 
John,  oppofite  to  the  town  of  Pointe-a-Petrc,  and  the  (hipping,  both  of 
which  I  fhali  endeavour  to  deftroy ;  and  which  fitnation  gives  per- 
fedl  fecurity  to  Baffe  Terre. 

As  the  harbour  is  alfo  perfedlly  blocked  up  by  the  admiral,  the  ene- 
my muft  fufFer  every  diftrefs. 

I  tranfmit  a  return  of  our  killed  and  wounded. 

I  have  ^pointed  colonel  Colin  Graham,  of  the  z  i  ft  regiment,  briga- 
dier-general,  and  to  command  the  troops  in  Baffe  Terre,  Guada* 
loupe,  of  which  I  hope  his  Majefty  will  approve. 

When  the  intelligence  was  received  that  Grand  Terre  had  been  re- 
taken by  the  French,  lieutenant-col.  Coote  and  Craddock  wetc  both 
at  St.  Chriftopher's,  fo  far  on  their  way  to  England,  for  the  recovery 
of  their  health,  having  had  my  leave  of  abfence  after  the  clofe  of  our 
filft  campaign  :  and  although  they  were  moft  dangeroully  ill  of  a 
fever,  from  which  they  were  then  only  recovering,  they  rejoined  me, 
and  have  been  very  effentially  ufeful  and  ferviceable  on  this  occafion, 
when  officers  were  fo  much  wanted,  and  efpecially  officers  of  their  me- 
rit and  ability. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Coote  will  have  the  honour  to  deliver  this  dif- 
patch,  an  officer  of  infinite  merit,  who  returns  home  for  the  re- 
eftablifliment  of  his  health  ;  and  he  is  well  qualified  to  give  you  any 
further  information  that  may  be  required.

Sir,  Cozier,   'July  2,  r794. 

In  obedience  to  your  commands,  I  marched  at  eight  o'clock  yeller- 
day  evening,  from  the  heights  of  Mafcot,  with  the  ift  battalion  of  light 
infantry,  commanded  by  lieutenant-colonel  Goram,  the  2d  commanded 
by  major  Rofs,  the  battalion  of  grenadiers,  commanded  by  lieutenant- 
colonel  Filher,  and  the  ift  battalion  of  feamen,  commanded  by  captaiij 
Robertfonofthe  Veteran,  to  attack  the  enemy  at  Pointe-a-Petre  ;  and  if 
we  could  approach  it  undifcovered  to  poffefs  ourfelves  of  the  Morne  du 
Gouvernement,  which  commands  the  town,  and  which  they  had  taken 
much  pains  to  ftrengthen  ;  or,  if  that  was  not  found  prafticable,  to  de- 
ftroy  the  provifions  which  had  been  landed  from  the  (hips,  and  depofited 
there. 

The  troops  marched  With  the  utmoft  filence  through  deep  ravines, 
in  hopes  of  reaching  the  enemy  undifcovered;  but  our  guides,  whether 
from  ignorance,  or  the  darknefs  of  the  night,  led  us  in  front  to  thofe 
pofts  of  the  enemy,  which  it  had  been  propofed  to  pafs  by,  and  which 
they  affured  was  pra<f^icable  :  To  effeft  our  purpofe  by  furprifc  became 
therefore  impoffible.

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At  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  approached  the  out-pofts  of  the 
enemy,  which  were  attacked  and  driven  in  by  major  Rofs,  and  the  2d 
battalion  of  tight  infantry,  with  that  gallantry  and  good  conduft, 
which,  in  the  courfe  of  the  campaign,  has  fo  often  diftinguifhed  that 
officer  and  corps,  which  entered  the  town  under  a  heavy  fire  from  Morne 
du  Gouvernment,  and  cleared  the  ftreets  with  their  bayonets. 

The  Morne  du  Gouvernment  was  to  have  been  attacked  by  this  bat- 
talion ;  but  the  noife  of  our  approach  had  permitted  them  fo  ftrongly 
to  reinforce  it,  joined  with  the  extreme  difficulty  of  accefs,  which  ad- 
mits only  two  to  approach  in  front,  rendered  the  fuccefs  of  attacking 
it  highly  impoffible. 

To  deftroy  the  ftores,  in  which  the  provilions  were  lodged,  we  were 
then  to  direft  our  eftorfs,  which  I  have  no  doubt  would  have  been  at- 
tended  with  the  moft  complete  fuccefs,  the  town  beincr  at  this  time  in 
our  poffeffion,  and  lieutenant- colonel  Gomm,  captain  Robertfon  of  the 
Veteran,  and  captain  Burnet,  affillant  quarter- matter- general,  being 
charged  with  the  execution  of  it ;  when,  by  a  fatality  as  unforefeen  as 
impoffible  to  guard  againft,  we  were  prevented  from  completing,  what 
carried  fo  fair  an  appearance  of  fuccefs. 

Our  troops,  to  whonj  you  have  fo  ftriftly  enjoined,  in  night  attacks, 
never  to  fire,  who  have  uniformly  fucceeded  fo  often  by  a  ftridl  oh- 
fervance  oi'  that  rulcrand  who,  till  this  moment,  had  not  in  the  courfe 
of  the  night  fired  a  fhot,  moft  unfortunately  began  to  load  and  fire  upon 
each  other,  nor  could  all  the  efforts  of  their  officers  put  a  ftop  to  it. 

I  was  at  this  time  difabled  by  a  fevere  wound  in  the  right  arm,  and 
much  bruifed  by  my  horfe,  killed  at  the  fame  time,  and  falling  upon 
me.  Finding  it  impoffible,  under  thefe  circumftances,  to  complete 
the  deftruftion  of  the  enemy's  ftores,  which  we  had  begun  to  effeft, 
the  troops  were  ordered  to  leave  the  town,  and  form  on  the  heights  at 
the  poft  of  Caille;  from  whence,  in  approaching,  we  had  driven  the 
enemy,  and  taken  two  pieces  of  cannon  :  at  this  poft,  while  the  troops 
advanced  into  the  town,  a  refer\'^e  of  four  companies  of  grenadiers, 
wkh  eighty  feamen,  had  been  placed. 

As  the  enemy  made  every  effort  to  harafs  us  in  our  return,  it  be- 
came neceffary  to  occupy  with  care  the  ground  by  which  it  could  be 
moft  effedually  prevented  :  In  this  difpofition  of  the  troops,  I  receiv- 
ed the  moft  elfential  and  judicious  affiftance  from  lieutenant-colonel 
Fifher,  and  major  Rofs,  who,  though  wounded,  continued  with  the 
troops,  and  rendered  the  moft  effential  fervices.  The  zeal  and  gal- 
lantry fhown  by  all  the  officers  who  compofed  the  corps  could  not  have 
been  exceeded. 

It  is  with  extreme  concern  I  inform  you,  that  our  lofs  has  been  con- 
fiderable ;  and  with  infinite  regret  I  find,  that  lieutenant-colonel 
Gomm,  and  captain  Robertfon,  of  the  Veteran,  both  eminently  diftin- 
guiflied  for  their  gallantry  and  good  conduft,  are  unfortunately  of  that 
number.

Since  my  letter  of  the  i3t!i  ultimOj  by  the  Dafhwood  packet,  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  colled:  a  body  of  troops  from  the  different 
iflands,  to  enable  the  general  to  make  a  defcent  on  Grande  Terre.— 
The  Veteran  arrived  on  the  i  7th  of  June  with  two  flank  companies 
from  .^t.  Vincent's,  and  four  from  St.  Lucia,  and  two  battalions  of 
feamen,  under  the  command  of  captain  Lewis  Robertfon,  of  the  Ve- 
teran, and  captaia  Charles  Sawyer,  of  the  "N'anguard,  were  attached 
to  the  army.  Thefe  two  (hips,  with  the  Solebay  and  Winchelfea, 
were  ordered  up  to  i'Ance  a  Canot,  between  this  road  and  St.  Ann's, 
under  the  command  of  rear-admiral  Thompfon,  that  bay  being  judged 
a  more  fafe  place  to  debark  at  (both  en  account  of  the  furf  and  the 
face  of  the  country  which  furrounds  it)  than  the  Bay  of  Gofier,  and 
the  event  juftified  the  meafure ;  for,  by  the  able  conduft  of  the  rear- 
admiral,  the  captains  and  officers  under  his  command,  the  whole  corps 
was  landed  early  on  the  morning  of  the  19th,  without  the  lofs  of  a 
man,  and  took  poft  at  Gofier  the  fame  evening,  vvhere  the  Solebay, 
Winchelfea,  and  AiTurance,  were  placed  to  furnifh  water,  and  other 
fupplies  to  the  camp.  The  Redbridge  returned  from  St.  Chriftopher's, 
with  the  two  companies  of  the  22d;  and,  on  the  26th,  having  receiv- 
ed intelligence  that  a  French  frigate,  with  three  tranfports,  had  been 
feen  off  Francois,  in  Grande  Terre,  I  detached  the  Solebay  and  Win- 
chelfea in  queft  of  them  ;  and,  if  the  intelligence  (hould  prove  un- 
founded, to  cruize  off  Port  Louis,  and  endeavour  to  intercept  a  par- 
tizan  of  the  name  of  Pafchall,  who,  I  had  reafon  to  believe,  was 
fitting  out  veflels  at  St.  Bartholemew  to  bring  over  a  number  of  defpe- 
rate  brigands,  who  had  fled  from  this  ifland  on  our  taking  poifeflion 
of  it.  On  the  fame  day  a  fchooner  I  had  fent  up  to  Martinique  ar- 
rived with  two  companies  of  grenadiers  from  Martin  Bay,  and  was 
followed,  the  next  day,  by  a  third  company  in  a  fmall  floop.  From 
the  day  of  debarkation,  the  boats  of  the  fquadron  were  conftantly 
employed  in  landing  artillery  and  ftores,  and  fuppiying  the  troops  with 
provifions  and  water  during  the  day,  and  rowing  guard  at  night. — 
Three  more  gun-boats  had  arrived  from  Martinique,  and  were  incef- 
fantly  employed  in  battering  the  forts  at  Pointe-aPetre,  and  the  fort 
of  La  Fleurd'Epee.  The  unfuccefsful  attempt  on  the  town,  on  the 
2d  inftant,  will  be  defcribed  by  the  general.  I  have  only  to  obferve 
that  every  poffible  exertion  was  made,  by  the  army  and  navy,  that  the 
debilitated  ftate  of  the  oflicers  and  men  would  admit  of.  It  is  but 
juftice  to  them  to  declare,  that  they  were  quite  exhaufted  by  the 
unparalleled  fervices  of  fatigue  and  fire  they  had  gone  through,  for 
fuch  ^a  length  of  time,  in  the  worft  climate.  Upon  the  3d,  the 
general  having  communicated  to  me  the  propriety  of  withdrawing 
the  artillery,  ftores,  and  troops  from  Grande  Terre,  and  reinforcing 
the   pofts   in   BaiTe    Terre,   difpofitions    were   immediately    made, 

and. 
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and,  on  the  night  of  the  ^th,  the  embarjcation  was  completed,  with- 
out the  lofs  of  a  man,  under  the  diredion  of  rear-admiral  Thompfon* 
The  fate  of  captain  Lewis  Robertfon,  who  had  diftinguifhed  himfelf 
highly,  fills  my  mind  with  the  deepeft  regret :  He  had  long  been  a 
child  of  misfortune,  although  he  poffefled  talents  to  merit  every  fuc-P 
cefs  and  profperity  ;  and,  as  I  am  informed,  he  has  left  a  widow  and 
infant  family  unprovided  for,  I  beg  leave  to  recommend  them  to  the 
protedion  and  good  offices  of  their  lordfhips  to  obtain  a  fuitable  pro- 
vifion,  which  will  be  a  great  encouragement  to  officers  in  fimilar  cir- 
cumftances  to  emulate  fo  great  an  example. 

Enclofed  is  an  account  of  the  killed  and  wounded  in  the  naval 
battalion,  fince  their  landing  on  Grande  Terre.

By  a  difpatch  vwhich  has  been  received  from  major-general  Willfam- 
fcn,  dated  Jamaica,  the  ift  of  September,  1794,  it  appears,  that  the 
perfons  to  v/hom  the  defence  of  the  poft  of  Petite  Riviere,  in  the 
id  and  of  St.  Domingo,  had  been  entrufted  by  general  La  Vaux,  com^ 
raander  in  chief  of  tne  troops  of  the  Convention  in  that  ifland,  made 
an  olFer  to  lieutenant-colonel  Brifbane,  commanding  his  Majefty's 
forces  at  St.  Marc,  to  place  the  poft  of  the  Petite  Riviere,  with  the 
parifh  of  that  name,  and  the  adjacent  plain  of  Artinobite,  under  his 
Majefty's  authority.  This  offer  was  accepted  by  lieutenant-colonel 
Brifbane,  and  a  capitulation  to  this  effeft  was  figned  on  the  19th  of 
Auguft,  1794.  The  terms  of  this  capitnlation,  and  the  means  by 
which  it  was  effeftuated,  were  concerted  with  M.  de  Villanuova, 
commanding  the  forces  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  in  that^  part  of  the 
ifland,  who  appears  on  this  occafion,  and  in  the  execution  of  fome 
military  operations  which  had  previoully  taken  place,  to  have  co- 
operated in  the  moft  cordial  and  friendly  manner  with  his  Majcfly's 
forces.

By  difpatches  received  from  general  Sir  Charles  Grey,  K.  B.  dated 
Martinique,  the  i6th,  19th,  and  24th  of  Oftober,  it  appears,  that  the 
enemy  from  Pointe-a-Petre,  in  the  illand  of  Guadaloupe,  made  a  land- 
ing at  Goyave  and  Lamentin,  on  the  fame  ifland,  on  the  27th  of 
September,  and  proceeded  to  attack  the  camp  of  Berville,  under  the 
command  of  brigadier-general  Graham,  who  defended  this  pofition, 
with  the  utmoft  gallantry  and  fpirit,  until  the  6th  of  Otflober,  when, 
finding  his  provifions  nearly  exhaufted,  and  that  he  was  cut  off  from 
all  communication  with  the  {hipping,  and  without  hopes  of  relief,  he 
was.  obliged  to  furrender,  his  force  being  reduced  to  1 25  rank  and  file 
fit  for  duty. 

By  this  unfortunate  event,  the  whole  of  the  ifland  of  Guadaloupe, 
except  Fort  Matilda,  where  lieutenant-general  Prefcott  commands, 
fell  into  the  bands  of  the  enemy. 

The  following  are  the  terms  of  capitulation  granted  by  the  enemy 
to  brigadier-general  Graham. 

Articles  of  Capitulatmt  for  the  Pofi  of  Berville,  and  its  Depeti" 
dencies. 

Art.  I.  That,  in  confideration  of  the  gallant  defence  the  garrifon 
has  made,  they  fnall  be  allowed  the  honours  of  war. 

Anfwer.     Granted. 

Art.  II.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  ifland  now  co-operating  with 
the  army,  whether  white  or  free  people  of  colour,  being  Britiih  fub- 
jefts,  having  taken  the  oaths  of  allegiance  to  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
fliall  be  confldered  and  treated  as  fuch. 

Anfwer.  Not  admiiTible  :  but  a  covered  boat  fliall  be  allowed  to 
the  general,  which  fliall  be  held  fiicred. 

Art.  III.  That  the  troops,  and  fuch  of  the  inhabitants  as  do  not 
wifli  to  become  fubjefts  of  the  French  Republic,  fliall  be  fent  to  Great 
Britain,  as  foon  as  tranfports  can  be  provided  for  that  purpofe. 

Anfwer.  The  troops  fliall  be  fent  to  England,  as  foon  as  tranf- 
ports are  ready  :  But  as  to  the  inhabitants,  it  is  anfvvered  in  Article  II. 

Art.  IV.  That  the  baggage  of  the  officers  and  inhabitants  in  camp 
fliall  be  allowed  to  them. 

Anfwer.     The  troops  fliall  be  allowed  their  baggage. 

Art.  V.  That  the  fick  and  wounded,  who  cannot  be  fent  on  board 
tranfports,  fliall  be  allowed  Britifli  furgeons  to  attend  them. 

Anfwer.     Agreed  to. 

Art.  VI.  That  the  ordnance  and  ftores  of  every  denomination 
fliall  be  given  up  in  their  prefent  fl;ate. 

Anfwer.     Agreed  to, 

Art  VII.  If  any  difficulties  in  fettling  the  above  fliall  happen 
hereafter,  they  fliall  be  amicably  adjufted  by  the  refpeftivc  com- 
manders. 

Anfwer.     Admitted.
